ABBAS, the uncle of Mahomet, opposed the 
ambitious views of the impostor; but when de- 
feated in the battle of Bedr, was reconciled to 
h\i nephew, embraced his religion, and thanked 
heaven for the prosperity and the grace he m- 
Joycd as a mussulman. He died in the 32d year 
of the hegira.

ABBAT£GIO, Marian d*, an ecclesiastic of 
the 14th century, who rose by his abilities to be 
governor of Aquila. 

ABBATFSSA, Paul, a famous Sicilian poet, 
born at Messina, 1570. He translated into Italiim 
verse Homer's Iliad and Odyssey, and Ovid*s 
Metamorphoses. 

ABBIATI, Philip, a historisal painter, bom 
at Milan 1640, died 1715. 

ABBON, a mOnk of St Germain des Pr£s, 
who was present at the siege of Paris by the 
Normans, at the close of the 9th century; he 
wrote an account of this event in 1200 verses, 
in execrable Latin, which was edited by Du- 
plessis, 1753. 

ABBON, de Fleury, an ecclesiastic of Or- 
leans, who became abbot of Fleury. supported 
the rightrof the monastic order against the in- 
trusions of the bishops. Ue was killed in a 
quarrel between thaFrench and Gaicons^ 1004.

ABBOT, Robert, D. D. eldest brother of the 
two preceding ; he was bom at Guildford, was 
educated at Ealiol college, and elected mastei 
there<tf, 1609. His eloquence as a preacher re- 
commended him to further patronage ; he was 
appointed chaplain to the king, and regius pro- 
fessor of divinity at Oxford. He was conse- 
crated bishop of Salisbury, 1615, and died Mar. 
2, 1617, in his 58th year. His writings were 
principally controvrsial. 

ABB1\ Thomas, the German translator of 
Sallust, ani^ the admired author of a treatise 
" On merit,**«nd of another, " Of dying for one •■ 
country," was bom at Uhn, and died at Bucke- 
berg, 1766, aged 28. 

ABDALCADER, a Persian who was greatly 
revered by the mussulmans for bis learning, his 
piety, and the sanctity of his manners. 

ABDALLAH, father of Mahomet, was a 
slave, and a driver of camels. 

ABDALLAH, son of Zobair, was proclaimed 
caliph of Mecca and Medina, after the expulsion 
of Yesid. After enjoying the sovereignty for 
four years, he was besieged in Mecca, by the 
successor of Yesid in Syria, and sacrificed to 
the ambition of his rival, 733. 

ABDALLAH, son of Yesid, celebrated as a 
mussulman lawyer in the 7th century. 

ABDALLAH, son of Abbas, endeavoured 
to raise his family on the rains of the Onimiades; 
he was defeated by his rivals, who, afterwaids, 
•retending to be reconciled, perfidionsly mur- 
dered him, 754. 

ABDALMAI<EK, son of Marvan, was 5tb 
caliph of the Ommiades, and began to reign, 685. 
He was called Abulzebab, because bis breath 
was so offensive that it killed the very flies that 
settled on his lips ; he reigned 21 vears, and wac 
succeeded by Valid, the eldest of his 16 rans. 

ABDALMALRK, the last of the caliphs of 
the race of the Samanides, was dethroned and 
murdered by Mahmoud, 999. 

ABDALRAHMAN, or ABDERAMES, vid 
Abderames. 

ABDAS, a bishop in Persim who, by incon 
siderately abolishing a Pagan temple of the 
sun, excited the public indignation against him- 
self and bis religion. « 

ABDEMELEK, king of Fez and Bforooco, was 
dethroned by his nephew, Mahomet ; but by the 
assistance of troops, sent him by the sultan 
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Guildford. The Selim, defeated Sebastian, king of Portugal, 



who had landed in Africa to support the usurper. . 
The two African monarchiTand Sebastian lell 
on the field, 1579. 

ABDERAMES, a caliph of th« race of Om- - 
miades, was invited into Spain by the Saracens. 
He assumed the title of king of Corduba, and« 
the surname of Just ; he died, 700, after reigning 
3^ years.

ABDISSL a patriarch of Assyria, who paid 
homage to Pope Pins IV. 1563, and extended the 
power of the Romish church in the East 

ABDOLONYMUS, a Sidonian of the royal 
(kmily, placed on the throne by Alexander the 
Gr«at. 

ABDON, a Fersiui, who soffered maityrdom 
under the persecution o( Decius, 250. 

ABDULMUMEN. a man of obscure origin, 
seized the crown or Morocco, his death put a 
stop to his meditated invasion of Spain, 1156. 

ABEILLE, Gaspard, a native of Ries, in 
Provence, b»m 1648, died at Paris. 1718. 

ABEILLE, Scipio, brother of the preceding, 
surgeon in tlie renmeut of Picardy, diod 16D7. 

ABEL, second son of Adam, was cruelly 
murdered by his brother Cain. 

ABEL, king of Denmark, son of Valdimar, 
II. usurped the throne 1250, and was IdUed io 
battle two years after. 

ABEL, Frederick Gottfried, a naUve of Hal- 
berstadt, abandoned divinity for the pursuit of 
medichie ; he died 1794, aged 80. 

ABEL, Charles Frederic, whosegreatmosical 
abiHly, both as composer and performer, was 
an honour to the age in which be lived. His 
Instmraental performance, particularly on the 
Viol di Gamba, Was much distinguished for its 
elegance and fine feeling. He died, at London, 
•her Uiree days' deep, on the 20th of June, 1787. 
' ABELA. John Francis, a commander of the 
order of Malta, known by an excellent ii/ork 
called "* Malta Ulustrata," in foL 1647. 
. ABELARD, Peter, one of the miost celebrated 
doctors of the 12th century, was bom in the vil- 
lage <^ Palais, in Brittany. That he mightenijoy 
all the sweets of life, he thought it necessary to] 
have a mistresi, and accordingly fixed his anec- 
tions <m Heloise. a niece of a canon at Paris. 
He boarded in this- canon's house, whose name 
was Fttlbert; where, pretending to teach the 

Ioong lady the sciences, he soon made love to 
ie s«3iolar. Abelard now performed his public 
functions very coldly, and wrote nothin(|[ J>ut 
amorous verses. Heloise, at length, being likely 
to become a mother, Abelard sent her to a sister 
(HT his in Brittany, where she was delivered of a 
•on. To soften the canon's anger, he offered to 
*aiiarry Heloise privately ; Fulbertjiowever, was 
better pleased with this proposalHian tiis niece, 
^ho, from a strange singularity in her passion, 
vlioee rather to be the mistress than the wife of 
VbeJard. At length, however, she consented to 
a private marriage; but, even after this, would 
IB some occasions afl&rm with an oath, that she 
vas Mtill unmarried. Her husband thereupon 
lent ber to the monastery of Argenteuil ; where, 
U bis desire, she put on a rdigious habit, but not 
he veiL Hekrise's relations, kMking upon this as 
t second piece c^ treachery in Abelard, were 
ranspoited to such a degree of resentment, that 
bey hired ruffians, who forsing into his cbam- 
ler by night, deprived him of bis manheod. This 
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finfarooas treatment fbrced Abelard to a cMmeff 
to conceal hb confusion, and he p«t on the habit 
jin the abbey of 8u Denis. He afterwards re- 
tired to a solitude in the diocese of Troyes. aibd 
there built an oratory, which he named the 
Paraclete, where great numbers of pupils re- 
sorted to him. Here again bis success excited 
that envy \ty which he had through life been 
persecuted ; and having been several times hi 
danger of his .'ife, by poisoa and other arUfic/x, 
he was at length received by Peter the Venerable 
into his abbey of Clngni, in which sanctuary 
Abrhird was treated with the utmost Immanity 
and tenderness. At length, having become infirm 
frdm the prevalence of the scurvy and other 
disorders, be was removed to the priory of St. 
Marcelltts, on the Saon, near Chatons, where 
he diedTAprU 21, 1142, in the 63d year of his 
age. His corpse was sent to Hchrfse, who de> 
posited It in the Paraclete. 



ABELL, John, an Englisb cnosiclan fai the 
chapel royal of Charies u. celebrated for a fine 
counter-tenOT voice, and for his skill on the Inte. 
He continued in the chapel till the Revolu- 
tion, when he was discharged as being a Papist. 
Upon this he went abroad, and at Warsaw met 
with a very extraordinary adventure. He was 
sent for to court ; but evading to go tiy some 
slight excuse, was commanded to attend. At 
the palace, he was seated in a chair in the mid- 
dle of a spacious hall, and suddenly drawn up to 
a great height, when the king, wltli his attend- 
ants, appeared in a gallery opposite to him. At 
the same instant a number of wild bears were 
turned in, when the Ung bid him choose, 
whether he would sing, or be let down among 
the bears. AMI chose the former, and declared 
afterwards, that be never sung so well in bis life

named the wise, great, and admirable, died 1174,

valued. 

ABENGNEFIL, an Arabian physician, of

In Hebrew, a commentary on the Bible ; it was 
published at Amsterdam, 1661, in folio. 

ABERCROMBIE, James, a major general in 
the British army in Canada, in 1756 : he display 
od a want of talents, and was superseded by 
general Amherst. 

ABERCROMBIE. John, a horticultuml writer 
of much note. His first work was publishcKl ii n- 
der the title of " Hawe's Gardener's Calendar ;" 
the flattering reception of which led him to 
pursue his literary labours on profes8ion;U sub- 
jects, to which he prefixed his own name. He 
died at Somers* Town, In 1806, hi the 80Ui year 
of his age.

ACHMET I., emperor of Turkey, son and 
successor of Mahomet III., made war against 
the Huncaries, died 1617. 

ACHMET II. succeeded his brother Solyroaa 
m. on the throne of Constantinople ; be was un- 
fortunate in his wars aeainsllhs Venetians and 
Austrians, and died 1G()5. 

ACHMET III,, son of Blahomet IV., was 
crowned bv a faction who deposed liis brother 
Mustapha )f . ; he granted an asylum to Charies 
XU., made war against the Russians and her- 
si^ns, and was hurled from tils throne by an in - 
surrection ; he died 1736. 

ACHMET 6EDUC, or ACOMET, a cdebratea 
general, he assisted Bajazet II. in obtaining tbo 
throne, 1432, and was afterwards inhumanly as* 
sassinated. 

ACHMET Bacha, a general rf Solyman, 
revolted from his sovereign, 13S4, and was soon 
after defeated and beheaded. 

ACHMET, an Arabian who wrote on the in 
terpretation of dreams ; the work was published 
in Greek and Latin, by Rigault, 1603. 

ACH-VAN, or ACUEN, John, a historical 
painter, bom at Cologne, died 1021. 

ACIDALIUS, Valens, o native of Wistock 
in Brandebourg, distinguished by his extensive 
eradition, died 1505. 

ACKERMAN. John Christian, Gottlieb, pro- 
fessor of medioine at Altdorf, in Franconia, 
died 1801. 

ACOLUTHUS, Andrew, a learned professor 
of languages at Breslaw, published a Latin 
translation of the Armenian version of Obadiah. 
at Leipsic, died 1704. 

ACONTIUS. James, a famous philosopher, 
civilian, and divine, born at Trent, in the 16th 
century. He embraced tlie protestant religion ; 
and, going ov^ to England in the reign of El- 
eabeth, met with a vdry friendly reception from 
that princess, as he liimself has testified in a 
work dedicated to her. This work is his ccle- 
brated "Collection of the Stratagems of Satan,*' 
which has been often translated, and gone 
through many different impressions. 

ACOSTA, 6abrieI,.profes80r of divinity at Co-

ADAM, Nicholas, brother of Lambert, imita 
ted and equalled him ; he executed the Mau 
•oleum of the queen of Poland, and died 778. 

ADAM, Francis Oaspard, younj^er brother of 
the two precoding,excelled also as an artist ; be 
died at Paris. 1757, aged 40. 

ADAM, Thomas, an English divine, bora at 
- Leed8,obtained the living of Wintrihgluun,Lfai- 
colnshire ; he died 1784, aged 83. 

ADAM, Billaut, a Joiner of Nevers, better 
known by tlie name of Master Adam, wrofe jxh 
etry while employed at his tools; he died 1003.

ADAM, John, a Jesuit of Bordeaux, wrote 
several treatises against the disciples of Austin, 
died 1684. 

ADAM, d*Orieton, of Hereford, became bi- 
shop of Winchester; he was intriguing and tur- 
bulent. 

ADAM, John, a Jesuit of Limosin, professor 
of philosophy, died at Bordeaux, 1084. 

ADAMS, Sir Thomas, a native of Wem, in 
Shropshire, became a draper in London, and 
rose to the high honour of Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, 1645; he died 166^ 

ADAMS, Thomas, distinguished for his learn- 
ing, and tutor to persons of rank, in the time of 
Cromwell ; he died Dec. 11, 1670. 

ADAMS, Richard, minister of St. Mildrt d, 
is ejected,166 ; he assisted in the completion of 
Poolers Annotations, and died 1C08. 

ADAMS, William, D. D., master of Pembroke 
College, Oxford, the friend of Dr. Johnmn, di» 
dnsuished for his urbanity, &c., died 1789. 

ADAMS, Joseph, a physician of London, r.u 
tlmr of several medical works, died 1818 

ADAMS, Andrew, L. L. D.,' chief justice o. 
Connecticut, was bora at Stratford, Ct., cdi4 
cated at Yale CoUpge, afterwards elected 
member, of the council, and a representative in 
congress ; he died 1799. 

AJ)AMS, John, a clergyman and poet, bo)a 
bi Nova Scoda, and setded at Newport, R. 1. 
he died 1740, much lamented, aged ^6. 

ADAMS, EUphalet, an eminent minister of 
New London, Ct., died 1753, aged 77. He pub- 
lisbed several occasional discourses. 

ADAMS^ Amoe, minister of Roxbury, Mass., 
disdnguished for his learning and piety; died 
at Dorchester, 1775, aged 48. 

ADAMS, Joseph, a minister, setded at New-

ADAMS, Zabdiel, mincer of LunwbiuBlh 
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uuw uuiucy, M«iK., cmiuent as a pfcaciicr ot 
the gospel ; died 18ai, aged 62. 

ADAMS, Samuel, governor of Maasaclmaetts, 
distinguished as a writer and a patriot, and for 
his influence in forwarding the American revo- 
lution; of stem integrity, dignified manners, 
and great suavity of temper ; d^ 1803, ued 83. 

ADAMSON, Patrick, Archbishop of St. An- 
drew's, born at Perth, 1543, In the year 1SS6, 
be set oQt for Paris, as tutor to a young gen- 
tleman, where be stayed some months, and 
then retired to Bourges. He was in this city 
during the massacre at Paris; and lived con- 
cealed, for seven months, at a public house, the 
master of which, upwards of 70 vears of ase, 
was thrown from the top thereof, and had his 
brains dashed out, for his charity to heritics. In 
1573, he returned to Scotland. The eari of More- 
ton, then regent, on the death of bishop Doug- 
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las, promoted him to the archiiei 
St. Andrew's. He died 1501. 

ADANSON, Miciiacl, a French naturaUst of 
so much distinction, that be received invitations 
from diffiirent sovereigns of Europe to jeside in 
their states ; he died J806. 

ADDISON, Lancelot,D.D. son of a clersyman 
of the oame name;he was bom at Maulds Mead- 
bume in Westmoreland,was preferred to the liv- 
ing of Milston, &x. 1^ and died AprU 20, 1703. 

ADDISON, Joseph, bora May 1, 1672, at 
Milston. near Ambrusbury, Wiltshire, of which 
place his father was rector. He received the 
first rudiments of his education there under the 
reverend Mr. Nash ; but was removed to Salis- 
bury, under the care of Mr. Taylor ; and soon 
after to the Charter-house, where he studied un- 
der Dr. Ellis, and contracted that intimacy with 
sir Richard Steele, which their joint labours 
have so effectually recorded. In 1687 he was 
entered of Queen's College, Oxford, where, in 
1^9, the accidental perusal of some Latin ver- 
ses, gained him the patronage of Dr. Lancas- 
ter, by whose recommendation be was eleeted 
into Magdalen College as Demy. Here he took 
the deg^ of M. A. Feb. 14, 1693, continued to 
cultivate poetry and criticism, and grew first 
eminent by his Latin compositions, which are 
entitled to particular praise. In 1605 he wrote 
a poem to king William, with a kind of 
introduction addressed to lord Somers. 
he wrote his poon on the peace of Ryswick, 
which be dedicated to Mr. Montague, (then 
chancellor of the exchequer) and which was 
called by Smith " the best Laun poem since the 
iGneid." Having yet no public employment, 
be obtainod, in 1609, a pension of 300Z. a year, 
that he mi^l be enabled to travel. While he 
was travelling at leisure in Italy, he was far 
from being idle ; for he not only collected his 
observations on the country, but found time to 
write his Dialogues on Medals. Here, also, he 
wrote the letter to Lord Halifax, which is J«istly 
considered as the most elegant, if not the most 
sublime, of his poetical productions. At his re- 
turn he publbhed his Travels, with a dedica- 
tion u> Lord Somers. This book, though a 
while neglected, is said In time to have become 
•0 much the favourite of the public, that be- 
fore it was reprinted it rose to five times in price. 
The victory at Blenheim in ]704,spread triumph 
and confidence over the nation : and lord Go- 
dolphin, lamenting to tord Halifax that it had 
not been celebrated in a manner equal to the 
tubject, desired him to propose it to some better 
poet. Halifax named Aodison; who. having 
iirHlrrtff»^*" tlw work, communicated it to the

lUvasurcr, while it was yet advanced iiu fanlicr 
than the simile of the Angel, and was rewarded 
with the- place of coqiniistioner of appeals. la 
I the following year lie was at Hanover with lord 
Halifax ; and tlie year alter was made under- 
secretary of state. V\ lien the Marquis of 
Wharton was appointed kird-licutenant of Iro- 
land, Addison aiicndtd him as bis lecretary, and 
was mnde keeper oi tlie records in Uirniing- 
ham's Tower, with a salary of 300/. a >ear. 
When he was in ofiice, he made a law to him- 
self, as Swilt has recorded, never to remit hb 
regular fees in civility to his friiMls, **1 u.ay 
(said he) have a bundled friends, aiid if uiy lee 
be two guineas, I sliall, by relinqui»hlng n.y 
right, lose SOOgtiineas, and no friend gam uioi* 
than two." He was hi Ireland when Steele, 
witliout any communication of his design, be- 
gan the publication of the Tattler ; but he was 
not kmg concealed ; by inserting a remark oa 
Virgil, which Addison had given him, be dis- 
covered himself. Steele's firbi I'aitler was pub* 
lished April 22, nOBjfind Addison's contiibutkin 
appeared May 26. To the Tattler, in about two 
montliSj succeeded the Pnectaior, a series of es- 
says of the same kind, but wiiuen with Ices 
levity, upon a more regular plan, and publbhed 
daily. The next year 1713, In which Catucanie 
upon the stage, was the grand climacteric of 
Aildisoif s reputation. The whole nation was 
at that time on fire with faction. The Whigs 
applauded every lute in which liberty was men- 
tioned, as a satire on the Tories ; and the I'oriea 
echoed every clap, to show that tlie satire was 
unfelt While Catowas upon the stage, another 
daily paper, called the Guardian, was published 
by Steele, to which Addieou gave gieat assist- 
ance. I'he papers of Addieon are marked in 
the Spectator by one of the letters in the name 
of Clio, and in the Guardian by a hand. It was 
not known that Addison hnd uied a comedy for 
the stoge, till Steele, aflcr his death, declared 
him the author of *^ The Druoimer." This play 
Steele carried to the tlicatre, and afterwards to 
the press, and sold the copy for fifty guineas. In 
the midst of these agreeable eni|)lcyinenls Mr. 
Addison was not un iiidiflerent spectator of pub- 
lic affairs. He wrote, as different exigencies 
required, in 1707, "The present state of the 
War," tec; '• The Whig Fxaniiner ;" and the 
" Trial of Count Tariff;'^' all which tracts, be- 
ing on temporary topics, expired with the sub- 
jects which gave them birth. When tlie house 
of Hanover took possesEionof the throne, it was 
reasonable to expect that the zeal of Addiron 
would be suitably rci^-arded. Before the arrival 
of king George, he was made secretary to the 
regency, and was required by his ofiice to send 
notice to Hanover that the queen was dead, and 
the throne wos vacant. To do this would not 
have been diflicult to any man but Addison.who 
was so overwhelmed wiih the greatness of tho 
eventj and so distracted by choice of expres- 
sions, that tlie lords, who could not wait for tlie 
tiiceties of criticism, called Mr. Southwell, a 
clerk in the house, and ordered him to despatch 
the message. Southwell readily told what was 
necessary, in tlie common style of business, and 
valued hunself upon having done what was too 
hard for Addison. He was better qualified for 
the Freqiiolder, a paper which he published 
twice a week, from Dec. 33. 1715. to the middle 
of the next year. This was undertaken in de- 
fence of the established government, sometimes 
wiUi argument, sometimes witli miith. In ar- 
gument he had many equals, but his humour

^W-^^igost, 1716, he married the countess ]>owa- 
^^r of Warwick, whom be is said to have first 
l^.:x&own by becoming tutor to her son. This mai^ 
"K^age, however, made no addition to his happi- 
ik.oss ; it neither found them nor made them 
««|aaL She always remembered her own rank, 
«md thought herself entitled to treat with very 
little ceremony the tutor of her son. The year 
atfter, 1717, he rose to his highest elevation, be- 
tog made secretary of state ; but it is univer- 
sally confessed that he was unequal to the du- 
ties of his place. In the house of commons he 
could, not speak, and therefore was useless to 
the defence of the government. In the office 
be could not issue an order without losing bis 
time in quest of fine expressions. What he 
gained in rank he lost in credit ; and, finding by 
experience his own inability, was forced to so- 
licit his dismission, with a pension of 15001. a 
year. His friends palliated this relinquishment, 
of which both friends and enemies knew the 
true reason, with an account of decliningbealth, 
and the necessi^ of recess and quiet. He now 
engaged in a laudable and excellent work, viz. 
m defence of the Christian Relision; of which, 
part was published after his dfeath. Addison 
bad for some time been oppressed bv shortness 
of breath, which was now a^ravated by a drof^ 
sy ; and, finding bis danger pressing, he prepared 
to die conformably to his own precepts and 
. professions. Lord Warwick was a young man 
of very irregular life, and perhaps of loose opin- 
ions. Adcuson, for whom he did not want re- 
spect, had very diligently endeavoured to re- 
claim him ; but his arguments and expostula- 
tions had no efi'ect : one experiment, however^ 
remained to be tried. When he found his life 
near its end, he directed the voung lord to be 
called, and, when he desired with great tender- 
ness to hear his last injunctions, told him, " I 
have sent for you to see how a Christian can 
die.*' What effect this awful scene had on the 
eari*s behaviour is not known: ho died himself 
In a short time. Having given directions to Mr. 
Tickell for the publication of his works, and 
dedicated them, on his death bed, to his friend 
Mr. Craggs, Addison died June 17, 1719, at Hoi- 
land House, leaving no* child but a daughter, 
who died at Bilton, In Warwickshire, Feb. 1797. 
ADELAIDE, daughter of Rodolphus, king of 
Burgundy, married Lotharius II., king of Italy, 
and after his death the emperor Otho I. ; she 
died 999, aged 69.

and a great traveller ; and in a viBit to fiiitain, 
built a famoua wall, or rampart, eztcndlnff from 
the jnouth of the Tyne to the Solway FnUi, 80 
miles in length, to prevent tlie incursions of the 
Caledonians into the northern counties of Eng- 
Land, then under the Roman government. Adri- 
an ruigncd 21 years, and dlcdat Bais, in tlw 63d 
vcar of his age. 

A DRIAN, a Greek author, in the 5th c«itnry, 
wrote an introduction to the Scriptures. 

ADRIAN, a learned Carthusian, autlKV <^ a 
treatise called " de remediis utriusque fortune.*' 
ADRIAN I. a Roman patrician, raised to the 
pontiiicate in 1772, died 795. 

ADRIAN II., raised to the popedom in 867, 
be was artf nl and intriguing, axid died 872. 
ADRIAN in., elected pope, 884, and died, 885. 
ADRIAN IV., Pope, the onlv Englishman that 
ever had the honour of sitting in the papal chair, 
^is name was Nicolas Brekespere ; he was bom 
at Langley, near St. Albans, in Hertfordshire, 
and, after many vicissitudes of fortune, suc- 
ceeded to the popedom in 1154. He died Sept. 
1, 1159, leaving some letters and homilies which 
are still extant. 

ADRIAN v., a native of Genoa, made pope 
1276, and died 38 days after. 

ADRIAN VI., a native of Utrecht, was pre- 
ceptor to emperor Charles V., elected pope 1522, 
and died 1523. 

ADRIAN DE CASTELLO, bom at Coroetto 
In Tuscany, employed as papal legate in Scot- 
land and England, and made bishop of Here- 
ford, then of Bath and Wells, andj conspiring 
against Pope Leo X., was stript of his ecdesias- 
tteal honours, 1518. 

ADRIANI, Joanni Batista, bom of a patrician 
&mily, at Florence, in 15111 He wrote a History 
of his own Times, in continuation of Guicciar- 
dini, beginning at the year 1536^ (a work exe- 
cuted with great judgment, candoiur, and accu- 
racv,) and med at Florence 1579. 

ADRIANI, Biarcellus, a native of Florence, 
left a written translation of Plutarch, dtc. ; he 
died 1604. 

ADRiqpOMIA, Cornelia, a nun in Holland 
of the Augustine order, published a poetical ver- 
■ion of the Psalms in the 16th century. 

ADRICHOMHJS, Christian, a native of Delft, 
director of the nuns of Barbara, died at Cologne 
1585. 

AD90N, an abbot of Luxeuil in 960, author 
of the miracles of St. yandalbert. 

^DESIUS succeeded Jamblichus, as teacher 
of Platonic piuloso^y in Cappadocia^ in the 4lh 
century. 

iBGEATES, John, a priest of the Nestorian 
fleet, who flourished 483, and wrote a treatise 
•gainst the council of Chalcedon. ^ 

iEGIDIUS, Peter Albiensis, a writer sent by 
Francis I. to give an account of the celebrated 
^aces of Asia, Greece, and Africa, died 1555. 

iEGIDIUS, Atbeniensis, a Grecian physician 
In the 8th century, became a Benedictine monk, 
and pnblished several treatises. 

iCGIDUIS de Colonna, professor of divinity at 
Paris, general of the Augiistines, died 1316.

Alfred, or ALFRED. the Great, yoQcgest 
Jon of iEtbelwolf, king of the West Saxons, was 
'K>m in the year 649, at Wannatinc, or Wana- 
iing, which is supposed to be Wantage, in 
Berkshire. iElfred succroded to the crown on 
the death of bis brother iEthelred, in the year 
^1 ; but had scarcely lime to attend the funeral 
tf his iNTOther, before he was obliged to fight for 
.he crown be bad so lately received. A con* 
dderablo army of Danes, having landed in Dor- 
setshire, marched as far as Wareham; bera 
iElfred met tliem with all the forces he coukl 
raise ; but, not finding himself strong enouah to 
ngage them, he concluded a peace, and tlio 
Danes swore never again to invade his domi- 
nions. In 677, however, having obtained new 
aids, they came in such numberi into Wiltshire, 
that the Saxons, giving themselves up to de- 
spair, would not make bead against them; 
many fled out of the kingdom, not a few sub- 
mitted, and the rest retired, every man to tlie 
place where he could be best concealed. In this 
distress, iGlfred, conceiving himself no longer 
a king, laid aside all marks of royalty, and took 
shelter in the house of one who kept Ids cattle. 
He retired afterwards to the isle of i£thelinguy, 
in StMuersetshire, where he built a fort for tiie 
security of himself, his family, and the few 
f^tbful servants who repaired thither to him. 
When he had been about a year in this retreat, 
having been informed that some of his subjects 
had routed a great army of the Danes, killed 
their chielk, and taken their magical standard, 
be issued bis letters, giving notice were he was, 
and inviting liis nobility to come and consult 
with him. Before they cauie to a final deter- 
mination, JElfred, putting on tlie habit of a 
harper, went into the enemy's camp : where, 
without suspicion, be was every where ad- 
mitted, and iiad the honour to play before their 
princes. Having thus acquhredan exact know- 
ledge of their situation, be returned in great 
secrecy to his nobility, whom he ordered to theif 
respective homes, there to draw together each 
man as great a force as he could ; and upon a 
day appomte^ there was to be a general rendez- 
vous at the great wood called Selwood, in Wilt- 
shire. This affair was transacted so secretly 
and expeditiously, that in a little time the king, 
at the head of an army, approached the Danes 
before they had the least intelligence of his de 
sign. Alfred, taking advantage of the surprise 
and terror they were in, fdl upon them, and to- 
tally defeated them at iEthendune, now Edding- 
ton, in Wiltshire. iElfred enjoyed a profound 
peace during the last three years of his reign, 
which he chiefly employed in establishing and 
regulating his goveraraent for the security of 
himself and his successors, as well as for the 

and benefit of hiA subjects in general. Al- 

kbough there remain but few laws which can be 
positively ascribed to iElfred, yet to hhii we owe 
many of those advantages which render our 
constitution so dear and valuable ; particularly 
the institution of the trial by jury. He is said by

among his subjects. He himself was a scholar : 
and liad he iwt been illustrious as a kins, would 
have been famous as au author When wc 
consider the qualifications of this prince, and 
Uie many virtues he poescsFed, we need not 
wonder that he died unlverrally lamented, after 
a reicn of aboVe 28 years, on the 2dth uf Octo- 
ber, A. D. 900. He was buried in the cathedral 
of Winchester. 

JBLI AN, Claudius, bom at Praeneste, in Italy. 
He taught rhetoric at Rome, under the emperor 
Alexander Scvcrus, and was sdrnauied Honey- 
mouth on account of the sweetness of his style, 
Hb most celebrated works ar^, his " Various 
History," and tliat " Of Animals." 

iGLlANliS, Meccius, a physician before Ga- 
len, first used treacle against the plague. 

,«LST, a Dutch painter, vid. AALST. 

iGMILlA NX, Jerome, a Venetian, one of the 
regular clerks of St. Maicul, in the 16tli century. 

iEMILIANUS, Q. Julius, a Moor, from Uie 
lowest station, rose to the imperial dignity, and 
was succeeded by Valerian. 

iEMILIUS, Paulus, k Roman general, cele- 
brated for his victory over Perseus, king of Ma- 
cedonia, died B. C. 164. 

iEMILIUS, Paulus, a native of Verona^ who 
wrote (or rather began to write) a Latin history 
of the kings of France ; but though he spent 
many years at it, he was not able to finish the 
tenth book, which was to include the beginning 
of the reign of Charles VIH. He died 1^, and 
was buried in the cathedral at Psg-ls. 

iENEAS, a Trojan prince, memorable for his 
grateful care of his aged fiitlicr Anchises, whom 
Be bore through the flames of Troy upon his 
shouklers at the hazard of his own life, and that 
of his son, a child, who was obliged to cling to 
bis garments to escape v^th them. He died 
1197 B. C. Virgil has immorialized his name. 

iENEAS, Gazeus, or iENEAS of Gaza, a 
sophist by profession, was originally a Platoiiic 
philosoplier, but afterwards became a Christian, 
and flourished about the year 487. He wrote a 
dialogue, entitled " Theophrastus," concerning 
the inmnortality of the soul, and the resurrection 
of the body. 

iENEAS, Sylvius, or Pius II.. bom 1405, at 
Corsigny, in Sienna, where his father lived in 
exile. This pope was famous for his wise and 
witty sayings, some of which are as follow : 
That common men should esteem teaming as 
silver, noblemen prize it as gold, and, princes as 



jewels : A citizen should look upon his family 
assubjectto the city, the city to his country, the 
country to the world, jtnd the world to God : 
That the chief place with kings was slippery; 
That the tongue of a sycophant was a king's 
greatest plague : That a pnnce who would tnisi 
nobody was good for nothing; and he who be- 
lieved every body, no better : That tliosc wlio 
went to law were the birds, the court the field, 
the judge the net, and tli> lawyers the fowlers : 
That men ought to be presented to dignities, not 
dignities to men : That a covetous man never 
pleases any body but by his death : That it wa(« 
a slavish vice to tell lies . That lust sullies and 
stains every age of man, but quite extinguishes 

iENEAS, Tacticus, author of a Greek treatise 
on the^art of war, flourished 336 B. C. 

^PINUS, Francis Marie Ulric Theodore, a 
Giirman physician, distinguished by his electri- 
cal experiments and obtfervationi on natural 
phUoiophy, died 1803.

iERIUS, a presbyter of Sebastia, who is sup- 
posed by some to be the fouiider of the pre&by- 
lerians, flourished about ^85. 

iESCHINES, a Socratic philosopher, the son 
of Charinus, a sausage-maker. Phrynicus, in 
Photius, ranks hfm among the best orators, and 
mentions his orations as the standard of the 
pure Attic style. 

JBSCHLNES, a celebrated orator, cotempo- 
rary with Demosthenes, and but jtist his infe- 
rior. Being overcome by Drmosthciics, lie 
wont to Rhodes, and opened a sqhool there, ai.d 
afterwards removed to Samos, where he died 
at the age of 75. There are only three of Ijin 
orations^xtant ; which, however, are so very 
beautiful, that Fabricius compares them to the 
three Graces. 

iESCHYLUS, a tragic poet, bom at Athens 
in the 63d Olympiad. He was the son of Eu 
phorion, and brother to Cyncgiros and Aniinias, 
who distinguished themselves in the banic ui 
Marathon, and the seafight of Saianiin, at 
which engagement iEschylus was likewise pre- 
sent. To Aminias our poet was, up«m a par- 
ticular occasion, obliged for saving his lite: 
iElihn relates, that .£schylu8, being charged by 
the Athenians with cenain blasphemous cx- 

{»re sions in some of his pieces, was accused of 
mpiety, and condemned to be stoned to death ; 
they were just going to put the sentence in exe- 
cution, when Aminias. with a happy presence 
of mind, throwing aside his cloak, showed his 
arm without a hand, which he had lost at tlic 
battle of Balamin, in defence of his country. 
This sight made such an impression on th«> 
iudges, that, touched with the remembrance of 
his valour, and the friend^ip he showed for h\k 
brother, they pardoned iEschylusl He wrote i 
eat number of tragedies, of which there ar» 
It seven remaining ; and, notwithstanding th* 
sharp censures t>f some critics, he must be al 
towed to have been the father of the tragic art. 
The names of his pieces now exUnt are, Pro- 
metlieus Bound : Seven Chiefs against Thebes ; 
The Persians ; Agamemnon ; the Infernal Re- 
gions; the Furies; and the Suppliants. After 
having lived some years at Gela, we are told 
tliat he died of a fracture of his skull, caused by 
an eagle's letting fall a tortoise on his bead, in 
the 09tb year of his age 

iESOP, the Phrygian, lived in the time of So- 
lon, about the 50th Olympiad, under the rrigii 
of Croesus, the last king of Lydia. St. Jerome, 
speaking of him, says, he was unfortunate in - 
his birtli, condition, and death ; hinting thereby 
at his deformity, servile state, and tragical end. 
His great genius, however, enabled him to sup- 
port his misfortunes ; and, in order to alleviate 
the hardsliips of servitude, be composed tliosa 
entertaining and instructive fables which have 
acquired him so much reputation ; and he a 
ffonerally supposed to have been the inventor of 
that kind of writing. Having had several mas- 
ters, for he was bom a slave, ASsop at length 
came under a philosopher named Xanthus; and 
it was in bis service that he first displayed 
his genius for fabling and moralizing, lie waa 
afterwards sold to Idmon, or ladmon, the phi- 
kMopher, who enfranchised him. After he had 
received jiii liberty, he soon acquired a great 
reputation among the Greeks ; so that, according 
to Meziriack, the report of his wisdom having 
reached Croesus, this king sent to inquire after 
him, and engaged him in bis service. He tra- 
tveUtd Umwgh Greece, according to tbe smoM 
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author; but whether for bis own pleasure, or R bora at Tcwton, in D«rl>7riiira, 1540, aoddtodSil 



upon tlie affairs of Ckbsiui, is uncertain. Pi 
ing by Athens soon after Pislstratus bad usurped 
the sovereign power, and finding that tbe Athe- 
nians bore the jroke very impatiently, he told 
tiic;n the fable of tbe frogs wlio petitioned Jupi- 
ter for a Icing. Borne relate, that, in order to 
show that the i!fe of man is ftiil 'of miseries, 
JE^tp uaed to say, that when Prometheus took 
the clay to form man, he tempered it with tears, 
iEflop was put to death at Detphos. Pluurcb 
tells us, that he came there with a great quantity 
of gold and silver, being ordered by Croosus to 
offer a sacrifice to Apollo, and to give a con- 
siderable sum to each inhalntant ; but a quarrel 
arising between him and the Deliriiians, be sent 
back tbe sacrifice and the money to CroBsus ; 
for he thought that ttiose for whom the prince 
designed it had rendered tbenuwlves unworthy 
of it. IHie inhabitants of Delphos contrived an 
•rcusation of sacrilege against him, uid, pre- 
tending that they had convicted him, threw him 
headlong from a rock. They afterwards en- 
deavoured to make an atonement by raising a 
pyramid to his honour. 

^SOP. Cloditts, a cd6brated actor, who 
fl.iurislicd about the 670tb yoar of Rome. He 
and Koscius were cotemperaries, and the best 
perfdrmersthat ever appeared upon ttie Roman 
stage ; the former excelimK hi tragedy, tbA latter 
in comedy. Cicero put himseif under their di- 
rection to perfect lAs action. .£sop lived in a 
most expensive manner ; and at one entertain- 
ment is said to have had a dish which cost above 
BXH. Tills dish, we are told, was filled with 
singing and speaking birds ; some of which cost 
near 50/. .fisop^s son was no less luxurious 
than his father, for tie dissolved pearls for his 
guests to swallow. — Notwithstanding liis ex- 
peases, however, this actor is said to have died 
worth above 160,000<. 

iETHRIirS, an architect in the 6th centaiy, 
raised to the confidence of Anastasius I. 

^TION, a Grecian painter of celebrity. 

/BTIUS, an able general under Valentinian 
III., killed 454. 

iGTlUS, a Syrian servant, made bishop by 
Eudoxus, the patriarch of Constantinople, and 
founder of the sect of ^tians, flourished 336. 

ifil'IUS, an ancient physician, and the first 
Christian medical writer, born at- Amida, a 
town of Mesopotamia, about 453. His " Tetra- 
Ublos,** as it is called, is a icolleetion from the 
writings of those physicians who went before 
him, chiefly from* Galen ; but contains, never- 
theless, some new things, for which we are en- 
tirely indebted to this autlK^r. 

AFER, Domilius, an ora'or, bom at Nism^ls, 
afterwards raised to the consulship; died 59. 

AFPMTl'O, Mntt^^ew, an Abie dviiian* bom 
at Naples, died 1553. 

A PR ANIUS, a Roman comic poet, flourished 
100 B.C. 

AFRICANUS, Julius, wrote a chronicle, be- 
rides a letter to Origen, ice. 

AGAPETIUS I. was made pope 535, and died 
. at Const aotinople 538. The second of tliat name 
was elected pope 948, and died 9C5. 

AGAPETUS^ a deacon of Constantinople, 
who wrote a valuable letter to the emperor Ju9- 
Onian, on the duties of a Christian prince. 

AGAPIUS, a Greek monk of Afount Athos, 
in the 17th cunturv, wrote a treatise in favour

016 ; be was succeeded by bis son Adalaald. 

AGIS, the name of some Spartan kings. Tbe 
most famous is the second of that name, ea- 
sed in the Peloponnesian war, and died 48T 

C. ; and the fourth, in conseqenoe of his at- 
tempts to restore Lacedsnaon to her aacient dis- 
cipline and independence, put to death 341 B. C. 

AGLIONBY, Joha, D. D., a nadve of Cum- 
berland, known for his great learning, was chap> 
lain to James I., and died 1610. His son, of the 
saine name, was deanjsf Canterbury, died 1643. 

AGNELLUS, an abbot of Ravenna in the 9lli 
eentury, often confounded with a bishop of tbe 
same name in the 6th century. 

AGNG3I, Maria Gaetana, a learned Italfaa 
lady, bom at Milan, made, on account of hnr 
great merit, mathematical profcssw in the ttni- 
versily of Bologna, died 1770. 

AGOBARD, archbishop of Lyons, supported 
tlie revolt of Lothaire against Lewie the de- 
bonnaire ; he died 840.

ALCUINUS, or ALBINUS, FVacCus, abbot of 
Canterbury, a famous English orator, philoso- 
pher, and divine, of the 8th century.

the third year of liis reign, with an army of no 
more than 30,000 foot, and 4,500 horse; ai.d 
with tltcse forces, brave and veteran it is true, 
be overturned tlie Persian empire. His first 
battle was at the Granicus, a river of Phrygia. 
in which the Persians were routed. His second 
was at Issus, a city of Cilicik, where he was 
also victorious in an eminent d^ree ; for the 
camp of Darius, with his mother, wife, and chil- 
dren, fell into his hands ; and the humane and 
generous treatment which be showed tlicm is 
lustly reclconed the noblest and most amiable 
passage of his life. While he was in this coun- 
try, he caught a violent fever by bathing, when 
hot, in the cold waters of the river Cydnus ; anil 
this fever was made more violent from his im- 
patience at being detained by it. The army was 
under the utmost consternation, and no physi- 
cian durst undertake the cure. At length, one 
Philip of Acamania desired time to prepare a po- 
tion which lie was sure would cure him ; and 
while this potion was preparing Alexander re- 
ceived a letter from his must intimate confidant, 
Parmenio, informing him that tins Aearnanitin 
was a traitor, and employed by Darius to poison 
him, at the price of one thousand talents and liiv 
sister in marriage. What a situation for a dck 
prince! Tlie same greatness of soul, however, 
which accompanied nim upon all occasions, did 
not forsake him here. He did not seem to his 
physician under any annreliensions ; but after 
receiving tlie cup into liis hands, delivered the 
letter to Philip, and, with his eyes fixed upon 
hhn drank it off. The medicine at first acted so 
powerfully as to deprive him of his senses, and 
then, without dout)t,airconcluded him poisoned: 
however, lie soon came round, and, by a cure 
so speedy that it might almost l>e deemed mi- 
raculous, was restored to his army safe and 
sound. From Ciltcia he marched forwards to 
Phoenicia, which all surrendered to him except 
Tyre ; and it cost him a siege of seven months 
to reduce that city. Tlie vexation of Alexander, 
at beii^ unseasonably detained by this obstiuary 
of the Tyrians, occasioned a mighty destruction 
and carnage ; and the cruelty he exercised here 
is quite inexcusable. After tiesieging and taking 
Gaza, he went to Jerusalem, where he was re- 
ceived by the high-priest, "and, making many 
presents to the Jews, sacrificed in Uicir ten: pie. 
Be told Jaddus (forthat was the priest's name,) 
tliat he ha() seen in Macedonia a god, in appear- 
ance exactly resembling him, who had exhorted 
him to this expedition against the Persians, aiui 
l^ven him tha firmest assurance of success.

He was cruel and (Ibpressive, and died 79 B. C. 

ALEXANDER IL, son of Aristobulus, was 
carried prisoner to Rome by Pompey, and put to 
death 49 B. C. 

ALEXANDER, bishop of Hierapolis in the 
5th century who maintained that there were two 
natures in Christ. He died an exile. 

ALEXANDER, bishop of Alexandria, op- 
posed the tenets of Arius ; a man of virtue and 
piety, and died 32S. 

ALEXANDER, abishopof Jerusalem, known 
for his many virtues. He founded a library 
there, and died 351. 

ALEXANDER, of Lycopolls, opposed to the 
Manichsan system, in a work published at Paris 
InltfTS. 

ALEXANDER, Trallianus, a pbUosopber and 
physician of the 6th century. His works were 
edited at Paris, in 1543. 

ALEXANDER, Polyhlstor, a Latin historian 
Who flourished about 80 B. C. His works are lost. 

ALEXANDER, AphrodisQBUs, a peripatetic 

ehiloeopher. His work " De Facto,** appeared 
I London, 1688. 

ALEXANDER, of .£gea, preceptor to Nero, 

ALEXANDER, the Paphlagonian, an impos- 
tor, who was invited to Rome by Marcus Au- 
relius, on account of his celebrity, in 174. 

ALEXANDER, an abbot of Sicily in thel3tb 
century, author or a history of Roger, king of 
Sicily, which was edited in 1578, at Saragossa. 

ALEXANDER, an Englisb abbot, who sup> 
ported the rights of Henry n.,fQr which he 
excommunicated in 1317. 

ALEXANDER, king of Poland, succeeded 
Ms brother, John Albert^ in 150L He was a 
jtfince of piety and virtue. 

ALEXANDER L, king of Scotland, came to 
the throne in 1107. He was a severe and tyran- 
nical king. 

ALEXANDER H., king of Scotiand, 1S14, son 
of William the Lion. He invaded England. 

ALEXANDER in., kingof Scotland, defeated 
the Norwegians, and assisted his fatlier-in-law, 
Henry lU. against the encroachments of liis ba- 
tons. He was killed while bunting, 15285. 

ALEXANDER I., bishop of Rome, 109. He 
' was called a saint, and roartvr,and, according 
toPlatina,was the flrst who introduced the use 
of holv water into the church. ^ 

ALEXANDER IL, pope, succeeded in 1061. 
He protected ttie Jews from murder and rapine, 
and died 1073. 



pope in 1S54. He bestowed the crown of Sicily 
on Edmund, son of the King of England ; an<f 
tried to unite the Greek and Latin churches. 

ALEXANDER V., pope, was oqginally a beg- 
gar, but found means to cultivate his mind, so 
tliat be was distinguished both at Oxiurd snd 
Paris. He was elected pope in 1409, but soon

ALEXANDER VI., pope, was a native of Va- 
lencia. He was infamous for his debauchche 
and cruelties, and died by the poison his bon in 
tended for some innocent persons, 1503. 

ALEXANDER VIL, pope, embellished Rome 
with several magnificent edifices, and dl«^ 1CC7. 

ALEXANDER Vm., pope, was a native of 
Venice and succeeded to the papal chair on the 
death of Innocent XI. ; died 1691. 

ALEXANDER, ab Alexandre, a man of grest 
talents as a lawyer, at Naples ; he died 160O. 

ALEXANDER, Neckam, an Englishman of 
creat learning who gave public lectures st Paris. 
His lectures remain in the public libraries in 
manuscript ; he died 1237. 

ALEXANDER, Noel, or NAalis, an eminent 
writer, born at Rouen, in Normandy. He pub- 
lished an ecclesiastical history in 34 vols. He 
died 1734. 

ALEXANDER (WiUiam, Eari of SUrlin^?,) 
a dramatic poet and statesman in the reins of 
James and Charles I. was bom 1580. " His po- 
etry (says Mr. Grainger,) for purity and ele- 
Sance is far beyond tne genetnlity of the pro- 
uctions of the age in which he lived.** His 
** Recreation of the Muses** was printed in folio, 
1637, to which is prefixed his portrait by AiUr- 
shall, esteemed the best of that artist's works. 
He died 1640. 

ALEXANDER, de Medicis, first duke of Flo- 
rence in 1530, was a man of dissolute and cruel 
manners, who owed his elevation to intrigue. 
He was murdered by a relation. 

ALEXANDER, Famese, duke of Parma, 
distinguished himself in the 16th century by bis 
militanr valour. 

ALEXANDER, Famese, uncle to the nre- 
ceding, favourite of Pope Clement VIL, die«l 
1589. 

ALEXANDER, a Norman, in the reign of 
Henry I. He raised the castles of Banbury, 
Sleaford and Newark for his defence. By the 
interest of bis uncle he became bishop of Lin- 
coln, and died in 1147. 

ALEXANDER, a native of Asia Minor, was 
the founder of a sect called non-sleepers, be- 
cause some of them always kept awake to sing : 
he died 430. 

ALEXANDER, St. Elpide. archbishop of A- 
midfi, author of a treatise on papal power, in the 
l>eginning of the 14th century. 

ALEXANDER, Dom. James, a benedictine 
of St. Maur, author uf a treatise ouclcmeutary 
clocks, died 1734. 

ALEXANDER, a poet of Paris, in tlic 12th 
century, who wrote a poem on Alexander the 
Great, in verses of 13 syllables, which have 
since been called " Alexandrines.** 

ALEXANDER, Nicholas, a benedictine of 
St. Maur, wrote " Physic and Surgery for tfie 
Poor,*' and " A Botanical and Pharmaceutical 
Dictionary,** both esteemed works, lie was 
bora at Paris, and died 1738. 
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ALEXANDI3L Neuskoi, grand dake of 
Russia, born 1218, signalized oy a victory he 
obtained over the northern powers, cm the banks 
of the Neva. He was sainted, and an order of 
knightliood instituted in his honour. 

ALEXANDER, James, a Scotchman, secre- 
tary of the province of New- York, and for ma- 
ny years one of tlie council : came to this coun- 
trj' 1715 ; died 1156. 

ALEXANDER, WiUiam, eoromonly called 
Lord Stirling, from his supposed title to a Scotch 
earldom, a major general m the American ar- 
my ; was in the battle of Long Island, and was 
wounded : he was a brave officer, and died 1783, 

ged 57. 

ALEXANDER, Nathaniel, a member of Con- 
gress from (and governor of) the state of North 
Carolina ; he died 1808. 

ALEX ANDRINI, Julius de Newstain, a na- 
tive of Trent, physician and favourite of Maxi- 
milian IL, died 1590. 

ALEXIS, Wiliiam, a benedictine monk of 
Lyra, and author of poems of some merit, lived 
In 1500 

ALEXIS, a Piedmontese, who applied him- 
self to study, with a resolution not to reveal his 
discoveries. He however published some me- 
dical tracts, called " the Secrets,*' at Basil, in 
1^3(5. 

ALEXIUS, Micliaelovitch, cxar of Russia, 
and father to Peter the Great. He was distin- 

guished for his wars, his munificence, and his 
nprovcinents in the state ; he died 1677. 

ALEXIUS, Petrovitch, only son to Peter the 
Great, bom 1090, an unfortunate and intempe- 
rate man. He was tried and condemned, by 
secret judges, in 1719. 

ALEXIUS, or ALEXIS I., Commenus, nsurp- 
ed the throne of Turkey in 1081, and distin- 
guished himself by his ware against the Turks. 

ALEXIUS n., Commenus, succeeded to the 
throne of Constantinople 1180 ; he was murdered 
byAndronious. 

ALEXIUS HI., Angelus, dethroned his bro- 
ther, 1195, and put out his eyes. He was him- 
self dethroned intuni, and his life sacrificed to 
the fury of the populace 

ALEXIUS IV., son of the king deposed by 
Alexius lU. ; he restored liis father to the throne 
and reigned with him. 

ALEXIUS v., usurped the throne of Con- 
■tantinople, and was killed by thecrusadera, af- 
ter a rei^n of 3 months, in 15264. 

ALEXIUS, an impostor, who nearly succeed- 
ed in placing himself on the throne of Constan- 
tinople, but was killed by a priestt in 1200. 

ALEYN, Charles, an English poet, who pub- 
lished in 1631, two poems on the battles of 
Cressy and Poictiers. 

AL-FARABIA, a mussuliian philoeopher of 
the 10th century. His works ^re in the Leyden 
library ; he was murdered in Syria, in 954. 

ALFAR6AN, Ahmed Ebn Cothair, an Ara- 
bian astronomer, of the 9th century. 

ALPENUS VA1UT8 PUBLIUS, a naHve of 
Cremona, who rose from the occupation of cob- 
bler, to tie counsel. 

ALFES, an eminent raM4, who epitomised 
the Tahnud, died .103. 

ALFIERI, Vittorio, an Italian dramatic poet, 
bom at Asti, in Piedmont, 1749. Withhi less 
than seven years he produced fburtoc«i dramas, 
besides various other works in prose aM verse, 
Including a translation of Sallust, and a trentise 
•n tyranny. His lady was the princess of Rom- 
berg, widow of Charles-Edward, the last prinoeij 
20 
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I of the house of Stuart. He died at Florence, m 
1803; and his remains were interred in the 
church of St Croix, where his widow erected 
a monument to his memory, which was exe- 
cuted by Canova. He wrote bis own life, which 
has been printed in two volumes. 
ALFONSO, vid. ALPHONSUa 
ALFORD, Michael, author of Brittanla illus* 
trata,'* and other works, was bom in London, 
but educated in Spain and Rome, and became a 
Jesuit; be died 1653. 

ALFRED, or ALURED, son of Etiielred, tried 
to expel Harold from the throne, but was mur- 
dered, 1037. 

ALFRED, bishop of Exeter, wrote several 
learned works, as ** Adelmus,^* " History of 
Malmesbu^ Abbey,** &.c. ; lOih century. 

ALFREJi), vid. iELFRED. 

ALFRED, an Englishman, sumamed pbilo 
sopher, left four boolu on the mete<H:s of Aristo- 
tle, one on vegetables, and five on other subjects. 
He died 1S70. 

ALFRIDE, or Elfrid, natural eon of Osery, 
king of Northumberland, come to the throne in 
686. 

ALGARDI, Alexander, an architect and 
sculptor of Bolosna, died 1654. 

AL6AROTTI, Francis, count, an Italian, 
eminent as a cornioi^eur and critic in every 
branch of the belles-lettres, and an author of 
repiitii, bora at Venice 1712, died 1764. 

ALGAZALI, an Arabian author, who died 
in the 504th year of the h«^gira. 

ALGER, a monk of Liege, author of a book 
on tlie sacraments, died U31. 

ALGHiSI, Thomas, an eminent surgeon and 
lithotomist of Florence, author of Lithotomiia, 
4to. 1708. 

ALGIERI, Peter, a Venetian, who decorated 
the opera at Paris, died 1760. 

ALH AZEN, an Arabian, who wroteon optica 
about 1100. 

ALL cousin and son-in-law of Mahomet, 
and caiiph of Egypt and Arabia. He was as- 
sassinated in 660. His memory is still held in 
veneration by the Persians. 

ALI-BASSA, a distinguished general of the 
Ottoman empire, died 1663. 

ALI BEG, a Pole, who vMm educated in tlie 
Mahometan faith, butem ployed himself in trans- 
lating the bible Into Turkish. He also wrote on 
the relis;ion of Mahomet, and died in 1675. 

ALI ^G, son of a Greek priest, but sold 
while young by some robbers to the Janissaries. 
His miiitary talents gained him the supreme 
power of Egypt. He was humane, possessed 
an elevated mind, and died about 1775. 

ALI BERG, a learned Turk in the 17th cen- 
tury, acquainted with seventeen kinguages. He 
translated the bible into the Turkish. 

ALICE, daughter of Theobald IV., married 
Lewis VII., king of France. For a time, she 
was appointed queen regent, and reigned with 
great prudence and Justice. She died 1S06. 

ALIORE, Etienne, who rose by his merit to 
be chancellor of France, died 1635. 

AUMENTUS, Cneius, a Roman historian, 
150. B. C. 

ALIPIUS, a bishop of Tagastc in AfHca, 304 
He was baptlBed by St. Ambrose at Milan. 

ALIPUS, a geographer of Antioch, commis 
sioned by Julian to rebuild the templ^ of Jem 
salem. 

ALKMAAR, Henry d*, a German, author of 
the Able of Rnmard, a poem, which lashes tlit 
vices and foibte of mankind. He died J50S. 
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ALLAINVAL, J>eonor JeanChrlstiiiefrHilM 
4% a native of Chartres, and aotlKMr of wTeral 
comedies of merit. He died 1753. 

ALLAIS, DeuysVairassed*, a native of Lan- 
gaedoc, wlio served intlie Duke of Yorlc's fleet 
In 1663. He wrote several IxmIo, not mticb es- 
teemed. 

ALL AM. Andrew, a learned classical scholar, 
born in Oxfordsiiire, died 1685. 

ALLARD, Guy, author of several histori 
tal works, and a romance caHed Zizim, died 
1715. 

ALLATIUS, Leo, a native of Scio, who stu- 
died physic at Rome, butdistinguished himself 
chiefly as a teacher in the Greek College, died 



ALLECTUS, prefect of Britain, mardend 
Carausiu8 294, and made hhuself emperor. 

ALLEGRAIN, Christopher Gabriel, a Frenc^ 
sculptor, who executed some Aasterly Agates, 

ALLEGRI, Antoido, an iUostrions nainter, 
ketter known by the n'une of Corr^;io, from the 
place where he was burn. He lived at Parma, 
where, witliout any iriStraction, he executed 
some of the most perfect pictures in the world. 
His Virgin and Child, and Mary Magdalen, are 
his finest pictures. He died poor in 15.34. 

ALLEGRI, Gregorio, an eminent musical 
composer, bom at Rome. His ccvnpositions, 
the chief of which is the " Miserere,*^ are still 
performed in the pontifical chapel. 
IMO. 

ALLEIN, Richard, bora in Somersetshire, a 
puritan of great learning. His writings are 
mostly on theology. He died 1681. 

ALLEIN, William, son of the above. His 
** Millenium,** among his other theological tracts, 
was much admired. He died 1677. 

ALLl^IN, Joseph, a puritan of great team 
big and piety. His " Alarm** to sinners has 
been often published. He died at Taunton, 
fiog., 1668. 

ALLEN, John, archbishop of Dublin, and 
chancellor of Ireland, was murdered in 1586. 

ALLEN, Thomas, minister of Churlestown, 
Mass., author of a work entitled " an Invitation 
to Sinners to come to Christ,*' and a " Scripture 
Chronology.** This last is a learned work, and 
is preserved in the New-England Library. 

ALLEN, James, minister in Boston, came to 
this countiy 1662, and was the occasion of 
much difficulQr in the colony of Mass. He died 
1710, aged 78. 

ALLEN, James, first minister, (rf* Brookline, 
Mass., was bom in Roxbuiy : settled 1718. He 
died aged 56. He was a |Hous and Judicious 
divine ; he published several sermons. 

ALLEN, James, member of the house of 
representatives and counsellor in Mass., died 
1755, aged 58. He was expelled for reflections 
t^inst the governor, was re-elected, but refUs- 
)d a seat tin the following year. 

ALLEN, William, chief justice of Penn. be- 
fore the revolution, the friend and patron of Sir 
Benjamin West, the painter. He published the 
American crisis, London, 1774, in which he 
suggests a plan for i^*storing the dependence of 
Americn. 

ALLEN, Moses, minister of Mldnay, Georgia, 
and a distinguished friend to bis country. He 
was bora in Northampton.

ALLEN, Sir Thoro^s, illusirinus as an En*'

ALLEN, Thomas, a learned divine, who 
wrote observations on Su Chryso«tom*s book im 
Isaiah, died 1638. 

ALLEN, Thomas, a native of StafTnrdRhire, 

illttstrious fof his knowledge of maihemaiUs 

and philosophy. He publu«hed aroung otiier- 

works, the second and third books of Ptolemy 

He died on the judcment of die stars ; he died 1633. 

ALLEN, John, first minister of Dedham, 
Mass., author of some controversial writings. 
He died 1671. aged 75. 

ALLE8TRY. or ALLESTREE, KIchard, 
bora in Shropshire, in 1619, joined tlie royal par- 
ty, and on the restoration of Charles, was innle 
king*s chaplain. He published 40 serinuiis, a::d 
other works. 

ALLESTRY, Jacob, an English poet, no] Auw 
to the above. Some of his pastorals were much 
admired ; he died 1686. 

ALLETZ, Pons A'ugustin, native of France, 
who published some works of celebrity, died at 
Paris, 1785. 

ALLEY, William, an English writer, author 
of " the poor man*s library,'* and a translation 
of the Pentateuch, died 1570. 

ALLEYN, Edward, an actor of p^atreputa- 
Ition in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I., and 
founder of DiUwich college in 1019, which he 
named " the college of G(m}*8 gift.** An idle tra- 
dition hath assigned the following as his motive 
for endowing it : that once, personating the devil, 
he was so terrified at seeing a real devil (as he 
imagined) up<Mi the stage, that he soon after to- 
tally quitted his profession, and devoted the re- 
malnder of his life to religious exercises. He 
founded this college for a master and warden, 
who are always to be of the name of Alleyn or 
Alten, with 4 fellows (3 of whom are to be di- 
vines, and the fourth an organist ;) and for six 
poor men, as many poor women, and twelve 
poor boys, to be educated in thccoUc^e. He was 
bom in London 1506, and died in 1638, and was 
buried in the chapel of the college. 
' ALLIOSI, N., a civil officer of eminence In 
the service of Stanislaus, king of Poland, died 
1779. 

ALLISON, Francis, D. D.. a distinguished 
minister and teacher, native of Ireland, came tp 
this country. in 1753, was settled in Philadelphia, 
and became vice-provost of the collece in that 
city ; he died 1777, much respected for his talents 
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ALLISON, Patrick, D. D., a satJve of Peim- 
■ylvania, and a distinguished preacher, lettied 
at Baltimore ; he died lfi03. 

ALLIX, Peter, a French protestant, of eminent 
learning and piety, who lived in England, where 
he was greatly esteemed, and honoured with the 
title of D. D. lie wrote " reflections on the 
Bcripture-s'* &c., and died 1717. 

ALLOiSI, Balthazar, an able historical pain- 
ter, bom at Bologna ; he died 1638. 

ALLOEY. Alexander, a painter of Florence, 
famous for hu skill in the representation of na- 
ked (igurfs. His figures are preserved at Rome 
and Florence ; he died 1607. 

ALMAGRO, Diego, one of tlieconquenvsof 
Peru, who accompanied Pizarro in 1525 ;" be 
was infamous for his cnielties. 

ALMAIN, James, a famous logician and di- 
vine, who defended Lewis XI I. against popeJu- 
liuair. He died at Paris, 1515. 

ALMAMON,orABPALLAH HL, a caliph, 
who had the Greek writers translated into Ara- 
b^, and was famous for his protection of learn- 
ing, died 833. 

ALM ANSOR, or ALMANZOR, king of Cor- 
dova, ill Spain, 976. He rendered liini^elf very 
formidable to the Christians.

ALMEIDA, Francis, a Portuguese, who was 
disiinguisbed in the wars of Grenada, and was 
sent out by Emanuel, in 1505, as viceroy of 
India. 

ALMEIDA, Lawrence, son of the above, a 
desperate warrior, who visited Ceylon, and 
made it tributary to Portugal ; be was killed in 
battle. 

ALMEIDA, ApoUinarius d*, a Portugnese 
' bishop, of the Jesuit order, who went as mis- 
sionary to Ethiopia, and was murdered by the 
natives, 1568. 

ALMEIDA, Manuel d*, a Portuguese Jesuit, 
who, after a residence of forty years as a mis- 
sionary in India, died at Goa, IM>. He published 
historical observations on Ethiopia. 

ALMEIDA, or ALMEYDA, Theodore d', a 
celebrated Portuguese priest and philosophical 
writer, bom 1722. His original -works amount 
to 40 volumes ; and he puolished, besides, five 
volumes of translations. He died at Lisbon, 
May, 1803. 

A LMELOVEEN, Thomas Jansen d*, a Dutch 
physician, who wrote a description of the Ma- 
labar plants, published 1678, in 13 vols, folio. 

ALMELOVEEN, Theodore Jansen d', pro- 
fessor at Hardwick, in Holland, died 1^43. 

ALMICI, Peter Camillus, an ecclesiastic in 
Italy, who published critical reflections on Feb- 
roiiius. died 1779 

ALMON, John, a bookseller, author, and edi- 
tor, bora at Liverpool, about 1738. In 1763 he 
commenced booksaller in Piccadilly, and pub- 
lished a great number of political pamphlets.. 
His best known works, however, are '* anecdotes'] 
of the life of the eari of Chatham,** 8 vols. 4to I 
8 vols. 8vo., and " biographical, literary, and I 
Mlitical anecdotes of several of tbe most emi- 
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Bent persons of the present age ; never before 
printed,** 3 vols. 8vo. 1797. He died-hi Hertford- 
shire, Dec. 12, 1085. 

ALOMUYADAD, Ismael, an Arabian histo • 
rian, wlM) gave a chronological account of th« 
Saracen affairs in Sicily from 842 to 904. 
ALOADIN. a Mahometan ; prince of the as- 
kssius. He lived in a casUe between *Dan:as- 
cus and Antioch, where he promised future hap- 
piness to young men who would stab his ene- 
mies. The word assassin is derived from this 
circumstance. 

ALONZO, John, an eminent architect of 
Spain. 

ALPAGO, Andrew, an Italian physician who 
resided some time at Damascus.

ALPAIDE, the beautiful wife of Pepin, and 
mother of Charles Martel ; she died in a con- 
vent. 

ALP-ARSLAN, second sultan of the race of 
Seljuk in 1063. 

ALPHANUS, Benedict, archbishop of Paler* 
mo, known as a physician and poet^ and autiior 
of the lives of some saints, died 1086. 

ALPHERY, Mekepper, Nicephorus, a Batly,e 
of Russia, descended from the imperial family. 
He became a parish priest in England, 1618, and 
preferred his place to the throne of Russia. 

ALPHESIUS, a rabbi who abridged the Tal- 
mud, died 1103. 

ALPHIUS, Avitus, m Roman poet of the 3d 
century. 

ALPHONSO, or ALPHONSU^, Ung of Astu- 
rias, took 30 towns from the Moors, and died 
75? 

ALPHONSO U., sumamed the Chaste, king 
of Asturias, signalized himself against tiieMoorf 
in Spain ; be died, 843. 

ALPHONSO m., or THE GREAT, king of 
Asturias in 886. > 

ALPHONSO VI., king of Leon and Castile, 
ade war against the Moors; he died, 1109. 
ALPHONSO Vm., king of Leon and Castile, 
samamed tbe Noble, came to the throne 1158. 
ALPHONSO X., king of Leon and Castile, 
sumamed tbe Wise, succeeded his father, Fer- 
dinand HI. in lS58,,and died of a broken heart 
in 1284. . 

ALPHONSO n., king of Leon and Castile in 
1312. He kiUed in batUe 200,000 Mooni. 

ALPHONSO v., king of Arragon, sumamed 
the Magnanimous. He made himself master of 
Naples and Sicily, and died.1458. 

ALPHONSO I., king of Portngail. He de- 
feated five Moorish kinp at the battle of Ourl- 
que, 1139. 

ALPHONSO n., king of Portugal ; be also 
engaged In war with the Moors, died 122^ 

ALPHONSO ni., king of Portugal ; his reign 
was disturbed by dissensions with the pope and 
clergy ; he died 1279. 

ALPHONSO IV., king of Portugal, succeeded 
to the throne 1325. He was an able prince, and 
much bek>ved. 

ALPHONSO v., king of Portugal, sumamed 
the African, came to the throne 1438. He took 
many places from the Moors. He was a patron 
of learning. 

ALPHONSOVL, king of Portugal. His con- 
duct displayed the tyrant and tlie madman ; b« 
abdicated the throne, and died 16^ 

ALPHONSO, duke of Ferrara, and Modem, 
died 1534. 
ALPIIONSUS, Poter, m Jewlsfi writer of 
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Spain, who was converted to ChriiliaBtar ii 
1106. , 

ALPHONSUS. See CASTILE. 

ALPIN!, Prospero,^ famoos Venetian phy- 
Mcian and botanist, bom 15S3, died 1617. 

AL.REDUS, ALFREDUS, or ALUREDUS, 
an ancient English historian, bom at Beverly, 
Torluhire. He wrote, in Latin, Annals of the 
British history, from Bratus to Henry L : be 
iiedll99. 

ALSAHARAYIUS, an Arabian phystdaa. 
motbor of a treatise on medical practice, in S 
books : Uved in 1404. 

ALSOP, Anthony, an English clergyman of 
learning, who in 1717 was sued by Bin. Astrey 
Ibr breach of pnnnise, and condemned to pay 
900W. He wrote poetry. 

ALSOP, Vincent, la presbyterian clergyman, 
who attacked Dr. Sherlock, with great wit, and 
fomesniooisness; he died 1703. 

ALSOP, Bichard, a native of Middletown, 
Conn. ; be possessed fine talents, and is gene- 
rally known as a poet and as a translator : he 
died 1815. 

ALSI^EDIITS, John Heniy, a protestant pro- 
fessor of divinity, at Nassau ; known as the au- 
thor of an Encyclopedia ; tie died 1638. 

ALSTON, Ctiarles, an eminent physician, 
and medical and botanical writer, bom m Soot- 
land, 1683, died 1760. 

ALSTON, Joseph, governor of the state of 
South Carolina, died 1816. His wife, the daugh- 
ter of Aaron Burr, late vice president oitheU. 
8., was lost on her passage from Charleston to 
New-York, 1818. 

ALTER, Francis Charles, a German critic, 
of the society of Jesuits, was a teacher of Greek 
at Vienna; he is said to have written and pub- 
lished 250 volumes or dissertations ; he died 1804 

ALTHAMNER, Andrew, a Lutheran min- 
ister at Nuremburg, author of notes on Tacl- 
tw. firstpublished 1539. 

ALTmJSIUS, John, a German lawyer of the 
17th century, wlio inveighed against kingly

ALTIN6, Henson, author of the best descrip- 
tion of the Low Countries now extant, died 
1713.

He filled the tbe<ric^cal chair at Groningen foi 
many years. His works on religious subjects 
are numerous. 

ALTING, James, son. of the preceding, went 
to England and became bishop of Worcester, 
and afterwards professor of Hebrew at Gronin- 
gen. His works were printed in 4ve volumei 
foUo, at Amsterdam 1687. 

ALTON, Richard Count d% an Austrian ge- 
neral who had ccmimand of the Low Countries 
In 1787. 

ALTOVm, Marseille d% a Florentine lady 
who wrote Italian poei^, died 1609. 

ALVA, Peter d*, a Spaniard, author of a cu- 
rkras life of St Francis, died 1667. 

ALVA, Ferdbiand Alvrez, duke of, a fiunous 
general of Spain, but detested for his cnieltiei 
as a civU magistrate ; he died 1583. 

ALV ARES, Francis, a Portuguese priest, sent 
to David, King of Abyssinia, as ambassador ; 
he paUisbed an account of ttiat country, and 
dfed 15iO« 

ALVARES DE LUNA, or ALVARO, a f^ 
vourfMoT John P.t Unf of CisUtottbmotts 



for the prodlgioos ascendancy which be gabied 
overtliat prince, and for the punishment which 
at length overtook him. Of ttie 45 years be 
spent at court, he enjoyed for 30 of them so ab- 
solute a power over the king, that nothing could 
be done without his express orders ; nay, it is 
related by Mariana, that the king could not 
change an officer or servant, or eveu hlsdoihcs 
or diet, without the approbation of Alvares. At 
length he was seized, tried, and condemned to 
lose his bead, on a charge of having madly in- 
vaded the rights of kingly nu^^esty, reduced the 
whole court into his power, and made himself 
masteroi the state jn general, 4kc.ltc. Uewas 
executed the 4th of June, 1453. 

ALVAREZ, Emanuel, a Portuguese Jesuit, 
who was distinguished as a grammarian be 
died 1583. 

ALVAREZ DE PAZ, James, m Jesuit, bora 
at Toledo, author of some divinity tracts, died 
1630. 

ALVAREZ, Diego, a Spanish Dominican, 
and a bishop in Italy. He wrote mucii polemi- 
cal divini^. and died 1635. 

ALURED. SeeALREDUS. 

ALVAROTTO, James, a learned law pro- 
feseor at Padua, whose authority is frequentlr 
quoted, died 1452. 

ALvIANO, Bartholomew, an illustrious ge- 
neral in the Venetian service, who died 1515. 

ALYATTES, aldng of Lydia, who died 508 

ALYPIUS, a Platonic philosopher in the 5tb 
century. 

ALYPIUS, a geographer, who was employed 
at Jerusalem and in Britian, by the emperor Ju- 
lian. 

AMADEDDULAT, son of r fisherman, be- 
came kingof Persia, and died 949. 

AMADEUS v., count of Savoy, snmamed 
the Great, bravely defended Rhodes against the 
Turks. It is said, he besieged and took thirty- 
two towns ; he died 1323. 

AMADEUS VL, count of Savoy, in 1343 ; by 
his meriti* be became the arbiter of affairs in Italy. 

AMADEUS Vin., count of Savoy, instituted 
in 1434, the order of the secular knights of the 
Annunciation. He was elected pope, by the 
council of Basil. 

AMADEUS IX., duke of Savoy, a brave and 
charitable prince, whose subjects sumamed him 
the Blessed ; be died 1472. 

AMADEUS, a Franciscan monk in Portugal, 
who pretended to some mystical revelations at 
Rome, died 1482. 

AMADEUS, bishop of Lausanne, died 1158. 

AM A J A, Francis, a Spanish professor of civU 
law, whose commentaries are highly valued, 
died 1640. 

AMAK, a much admired Perefan poet of the 
5th century. 

AMALAHIC, or AMAURY, king of the Vi- 
sigoths, kilted by one of his soldiers, 531. 

AMALARIUS, Fortunatns, ambassador of 
Charlemagne to Constantinople. He died 814, 
and left a treatise on baptism. 

AM AL ARIUS, Syinphosius, apriest of Mentz, 
and author of a book on the antiquities of the 
chiirch, died 837. 

AMALASONTHA, ilaughter of Tlicodoric, 
liing of the Ostrogoths, a woman of virtue for 
the times. She was cruelly murdered by her 
husband, 534. 

AMALEK, son of Ellphaz, was tlie founrler 
of a nation which settl^ Idumea, and made war 
againat Swil and David.

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AI^iALRIC, Augori, author of a history of 
Uie pope^, flourisiied in the 14ih century. 

AMALRIC. Arnold, archbishop of Narbonne, 
who animated the princes of Spain against the 
Moors, and wrote an account of a battle wlMch 
lie witnessed, died 1225. 

AMALTH^Aithe name of the Sybil of Cu- 
\tuc, who sold her books to Tarquin. 

AMALTHEUS, Jerome^ John Baptiste, and 
CoVnclius, three brothers, born at Oder7.o, in 
Itiilj^, equally celebrated for Uieir poetry. They 
all three died in 1574. 

AMAMA, Bixtinus, a Hebrew professor of 
great learning and piety In Germany, who began 
a work called " Antibarbarus BibUcus,*' but died 
before it was finished, in 1629. 

AMAND, Mark Anthony Gerard Sieur de St. 
Doni in Nonuandy, a comic poet of some fame 
he died 166L 

AMAND, St, a bishop of Bordeaux, 404. 

AMARAL, Ahdrew d% a Portuguese of the 
order of Malta, who betrayed Rhodes to Soly- 
. man. He was put to death 15S2. 

AMASEUS, Romulus, professor at Bologna^ 
and author of a translation of Paueanias, died 
185.5. 

AMASIS, a king of Egypt, who died about 
525 B. C. 

AMATUS, de Portugal, a fhysician, who 
wrote Commentaries on Disoscordlcs, Avicen- 
na, &c., about 1550. 

AMAURI, de Chartres, professor of philoso- 
phy, born at Bonne, in the 13th century. He 
formed a new system of religion on the meta- 
physics of Aristotle. 

AMAURI, khig of Jerusalem in 1162; he died 
1173. 

AMAURI n., king of Cypruii and Jerusalem 
In 1164. 

AMAZIAH, son of Joash, kingof Judah, was 
put to death by his subjects, 810 B. C. 

AMBOISE, Francois d', son of the surgeon 
to Charles IX., of France, rose to the rank ol 
counselkir oC sia;e by his learning and iudustiy. 
He died 1600. 

AMBOISE, George d*, bom in 1460, and be- 
came an'hbishop of Narlwnne, and afterwards 
prime minister to Lewis XH., of France. He 
was famed for his firnmess and energy. 

AMBOISE, Michael d', author of several epis- 
tles, ballads, &c., flourished in the 16th century. 

AMBOISE, Ainiery d% was famous for lite 
naval victory he obtained over the Sultan of 
Egypt, 1510. 

AMBOISE, Frances d', wife of Peter H., 
duke of Britanny. She was famed for the hn- 
U'ovement she introduced in the manners of the 
Bretons. She died 1485. 

AMBROGI, Antony Marie, professor of elo- 

auence at Rome, published various works, and 
led 1788. 

AMBROSE, St., bishapof Milan, an eminent 
fa* her of the church, born in Gaul, 333. The 
birth of Ambrose Is said to have been followed 
by a remarkable presage of his future eloquence, 
for we are told, tliat a swarm of bees cunse and 
•ettled upon his mouth as he lay in his cradle. 
He died at Milan 397, and was buried in the great 
churcii there. The most considerable of his nu- 
merous works is that " De Officiis.** Ambrose 
carried the esteem of the virginity and celibacy 
BO far, that he seemed to regard matrimony as 
an indecent thing. 

AMBROSE, deacon of Alexandria, was the 
patron of Origen, by whose eloquence he was 
eom-crted to ClurisUanity. He died 2S0. 
24 
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AMBROSE, born at Portico, in Romania, wot 

distinguished by his fluency in the Greek tongue 

at the councils Basil, Ferrora, &c. He died 141:9 

AMBROSE, de Lcmbez Pere, a capucliia 

author of a tract on inward peace, died 1778. 

AMBROSE, Itiaac, a descendant from the Am 
brose family in Lincolnshire, who, ^uriiig th 
civil wars, became a prefcbyterian. , He pub 
ilshed several tracts, wliich were much cf 
teemed. 

A MBROSTN I, Bartholomew, professor of me 
dicine at Bologiia. He published several learn 
ed books on niedicine, and died 1657. 

AMBROSIKl, Hyacmth, brother and succes 
sor of the preceding, wrote a treatise on the 
plants discovered in the 17th century. 

AMBROSIUS, Aureiianus, a prince of Ar 
morica, went to Britain 457, to assist the Britont 
in the expulsion of the Saxons. 

AMBROSIUS, Catharinus Politus, archbishop 
of Compsa, Naples. He wrote some religkmt 
works, and died 1552. 

AMEDEUS, see AMADEUS. 

AMELIUS, Gentillanus, a Platonic philoso- 
pher of the third century, disciple to Ploiinus. 

AMELOT DE LA HOUSSAYE, Abral.am 
Nicholas, a native of Orleans 1634, sent as se- 
cretary to tlie French ambassador at Venice. 
He wrote much, but was seut to the Ba^tile lor 
Ids sentiments. 

AMELOT, Denis, a French wTlt«»r, author of 
a translation of the New Testament, and other 
works. He died 1678. 

AMERBACH, John, a native of SwaUa, 
eminent for his learning, died 1515. His son, 
John, was professor cf law at Basil, and the 
friend of Erasmus. He died 1562. 

AMERBACH, Vitus, a Bavarian, profbssor 
of philoBcphy at Ingoldstadt, and a writer of 
eminence, died 1.^50. 

AMERICUS, Vesputius, a Florentine, a dis- 
coverer in the continent called, after him, Ame- 
rica, died J526. See COLUMBUS. 

AMES, Fisher, a distlhguished statesman and 
eIo<|uent orator, born in Dedham, Mass., authoi 
of a celebrated speech in Congress on the Rritl&h 
treaty in 1776. He possessed a mii>d of a grooi 
and extraordinary character, ard died in 1808. 

AMES, William, of Norfolk, Eng., a learned 
divine, profoesor of the university of Franeker, 
Holland, died at Rotterdam, on Iiisway to New- 
England, 1633. 

AMES, Joseph, f celebrated typographical 
historian, and secretary to the society of Anti- 
quaries, was originally a ship-chandler at Wap- 
ping. Late in life he took to the study of anti- 
quities ; and, besides his great work on " Typo- 
graphical Antiquities,** containing accounts or 
our earliest printers and their works, IiepubtiKli- 
ed a list, in 8vo,, of English heads, engrared 
and mczzoiinto, and drew up the " Parentali»,** 
from Mr. Wren's papers. Ifc was horn at Gfvat 
Yarmouth, 1689, and died Oct. 7, 1759. 

AMHERST, JefTrt y, lord, comn-ardeHn-cWef 
of the British army at the conquest of Canada, 
1760; born in England 1717 ; cniitui'ed Louisburff 
1758 ; succeeded A bercrombie in the command 
of the aimy of North America; returned to 
England, where he was created field marahid, 
and died 1*98, ^ed 80. 

AMHURST, Nicholas, bom at Marden, hi 
Kent, but in what year is uncertain. He receiv- 
ed his grammatical education at Merchant Tay- 
lors* School, in London, and thence was remov- 
ed to St. John's College, Oxford, but expelled 
for bregularity of conduct Soon after Mr 
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Amhurst quitted Oxford, be seems to have set- 
tled in Ijondon as a writer by professicm. He 
publiahed a v(dume of raisoeUanies ; but the 
principal literary undertaking of Mr. Amhurst 
was, " The Craftsman," which was carried on 
for a number of years with great spirit and sue- 
eew, ai^ was more read and attended to than 
any production of the Idnd that liad hitlierto 
been published in Eqgland. Toi or twelve 
thousand were sold in a day; and tlie effect 
which it had in raisinff the Indignation of the 
peof^, and in controUuig the power of adroi- 
nittration, was very considerable. Be died at 
Twickenham. April S?^ 1743, of a broken lieart, 
and was buried at the charge ot bis printer, 
BIchard Franklin.' 

AMICONI, Giacomo, a Venltian, was a sue- 
oessful portrait and historical painter in Eng- 
land, and afterwards painter to the kim of 
Spain. He died 1753. 

AMICUS, Antony, an ecclesiastic of Palermo, 
and historiographer royal to Philip IV. of Spain. 
He died 1641. 

AMIN-BCN-HAROUN, son of Aaron Ras- 
chid, w^ the sixth caliph of the house of Abas- 
sides, a cruel and imiM*udent prince, who was 
put to death after a reign of 5 years, 833. 

AMIRAL, Henry, a native of France, noto- 
rious for bis attempt to assassinate CoUot d* 
Herfooli and Robesi^erre, and rid France of her 
tyrants, was executed 1793. 

AMMAN, Paul, of Breslan, professor at Lelp- 
He. died 1600. 

ABOffAN, John Conrad, a Swiss physician, 
who succeeded in teaching the deaf to speak in 
France, died about 1730. 

AMMANATI, Bartholomew, an eminent 
sculptor and architect of Florence, died 1586. 

AMMANATI, Laura Battifcrri, wife of Bar- 
tholomew, celebrated for her genius and learn- 
ing. Her poems are highly esteemed by the 
Italians. She died 1589. 

AMMI ANUS, MarceUinos, a Latin historian, 
died about 390. 

AMMIRATO, or AMMIRATI, Scipio, born 
in Naples in 1531, wrote a hi^ry of Florence 
In two vols, folio, and many other works of less 
Importance, and died at Florence, 1600. 

AMMON, the son of Lot, and progenitor of 
the Ammonites, lived about 1900 B. C. 

AMMONIUS, a peripatetic philosopher, pre- 
ceptor to Plutarch. 

AMMONIU3, Saccus, a philosopher of the 
3d century, and founder of the Eclectic sect, 
died 343.. 

AMMONIUS, a surgeon of Alexandria, who 
first adopted the present operation of lithotomy. 

AMMONIUS, Andrew, a learned native oi 
Lucca, wlK) came and settled in England. He 
Hved some tin^e in Sir Thomas More's liouse, 
•nd afterwards in St. Thomas* College, for be 
was not in circumstances sufficient to hire a 
bouse of his own. There subsisted a strong 
/Hendsliip and close correspondence between 
Urn and Erasmus. The advice which Eras- 
mus gives him, In regard to pushing his fortune, 
has a good deal of humour in it, and was cer- 
tainly intended as a satire on the artful methods 
generally practised by the selfish and ambitions 
part of mankind. ** In the first place (says be) 
tiirow off aU sense of shame ; thrust yourself 
Into every one s business, and elbow out whom- 
soever you can ; neither love nor. hue any one ;

He i 
with great care the nature of barometers aa4 
thermometers; and, in 1687, presented a new 
bygroecope to tbe Royal Academy of Sciences, 
which was very much approved. Amontone 
found out a method to acquaint people at a grou 
distance, in a very little time, with whatever 
one pleased. Thte method waaasfoltews: Let 
there be people placed in Kveral stations, at sudb 
a distance from one another, th^ by the help 
of a telescope, a man In one station may see a 
signal made by the next befbre him ; be must 
immediately make the same signal, that it may 
be seen by persons in tbe station next aft<;r him, 
who are to communicate it to those in the fol- 
lowing station, and so on. [Hence certainly 
originated the modern Telegraph.] When the 
Royal Academy was newly regulated in lOBt. 
Amontone waa admitted a member of it, and 
read there his " New Theory of Friction,'* in 
which he happily cleared up a very Important 
part of mechanics. He died the 11th of October, 
1705. . 

AMORT,. Eusebius, a Bavarian ecclesiastic, 
and writer on theological subjects, died 1775. 

AMORY, Dr. Thomas, a dissenting minteter 
of considerable note, bom at Taunton, Jan. 88, 
1701, died in London, June 34, 1774.

ANAX1MEN£8» a hiitorian, who aceompar 
nied Alexander the Great in hit expettttion; 
he wrote a history of Greece. 

ANCUARANO, Peter, a native of Bologna, 
auttior of boolu on the civil and canon law, 
died 1417. 

ANCH ARANO, James, a writer of theology. 

ANCILLON, David, a protestant divine, bom 
at Metz, eminent for his learning, piety, and 
eloquence, died at Berlin, 1663. 

ANCILX.ON, Charles, son of David, inspec- 
tor of the French courts of justice in Berlin, 
and historiographer to the king, died 1751. 

ANCKWITZ, a native of Poland, ambasra 
dor to Denmark, accused of betraying his coun- 
try to Russia, and executed 1794. 

ANCOURT, Floren-Carton d^, an eminent 
French actor and drami^c writer, bom at Fon- 
tainbleau, 1661 ; he died 1726, having written 
fifty-two plays. 

ANCUS MARTIUS, fourth king of Rome, 
extended the botmdaries of his kingdom, and 
built Ostia, died 646 B. C. 

ANDERSON. Alexander, professor of mathe- 
matics at Paris m the 16th century. 

ANDERSON, Andrew, a printer, who ob- 
tained from Charles XL the exclusive privilege 
of printinff in Scotland for 41 years. 

ANDERSON, Adam, author of a valuable 
treatise on trade and commerce, died 1775. 

ANDERSON, James, D. D. minister of a 
Scotch Presbyterian church in London. 

ANDERSON, James, Esq. advocate and clerk 
€i€ the Scotch pajrliament, and author of an able 
vindication of its independence, died 1712. 

ANDERSON, John, A. M. an able and popu- 
larjpreacber, and minister of Dumbarton, died 

ANDERSON, Sir Edmund, made lord chief 
Justice of the common pleas in 1582. He was 
a very strict lawyer, and governed himself en- 
tirely by statutes ; for we have bis express de- 
claration, that be neither expected precedents 
in all cases, nor would he be bound by them 
where be saw that they w«re not founded upon 
justice, but would act as if there werfe no such 
precedents. Of this we have a proof from the 
reports in his time, published by Mr. Goldeebo- 
rough : " The case 6f Resceit was moved again ; 
and Shuttleworth said, that he cquld not be re- 
ceived, because he was named in the writ ; and 
added, that he had searched all the books, and 
there was not one case where he who is named 
in the writ may^ received."-"What of that 1" 
said Judge Anderson ; " shall we not give judg- 
ment because it is not adjudged^ in the books be- 
fore ? we will give judgment accordinf to rea- 
son ; and if there be no reason in tlie books, I 
win not regard them." — He held his office to 
tlie time of his death, which happened August 
1,1605. 

ANDERSON, John, a native of Hamburgh, 
and a' thorof a natural history of Iceland, &c. 
dlrd 1743. 

ANDERSON, James, a celebrated British 
writer on commerce, died 1764. 

ANDERFON, George, an English self-taught 
»ttli£matician, lM>ra at Wcsu>q, fn Bucking-

and be was obttged to woric as a day-Ubower. 
flavhig at length attracted the attantioo of « 
worthy dernrman, he was by bim seat to a 
grammar-school, and afterwards t0 New Col- 
lege, Oxford, wberehetookthedcipeeof KA.

Vasa, a man of great abilities, and chmceUor 
of Sweden ; be Introduced Lutbenaiai into 
Sweden. 

ANDERSON, Dr. James, an faideftdgaUe and 
able writer on agriculture, political economy, 
and other subjects of general interrst: hewai 
bora in 1 739, at Hermiston, near Eoabardi, 
and died at West Ham, in Essex, 1808. Bii 
literary productions are verr nummne, and a 
correct list of them will he found in the G«nle- 
man's Alagazine, IxxviiL 1053; among which 
the principal are, " Essays relating to Agricul- 
ture, and Rural AfiTahn," 3 vols. 8vo. ** The 
Bee,*' 18 vols. 8vo. " Recreations ia Agricul- 
ture, 6 vols. 8vo. 180S. His style Is emioos, 
and sometimes prolix, but always penmiciioaa 
and guarded. His manneri were gent&nanly 
and unconstrained, and his conversatioB wai 
idcasant, and weU stored With anecdotes. 

ANDIER DE8 ROCHERS. John, a FKBck 
engraver of great merit and Industnr, bom at 
Lyons, died 1741. . 

ANDOCIDES, an Athenian orator, llTed4M

ANDRADA, Diego de Payva d*. aPertogaese, 
an eloquent preacher, and acute reasoner, much 
admired fbr his learning and Judgment lived 
about 1562. 

ANDRADA, Francis d*tbrother to the ibovei 
historiographer to Philip m. of Spain. 

ANDRADA, Thomas d', reformer of the An- 
Eustines ; he was taken prisoner in Africa, where 
he chose to remain, to console his fellow slaves. 

ANDRADA, Anthony d*, a Portuguese Je- 
suit, who, when a missionary, discovered *thir 
bet and Catlmy ; be died 1634. 

ANDRE, Nathaniel St., an English soifeoili 
the friend of Pope, died 1776. 

ANDRE, John, aid de camp to fHr Henry 
Clinton, an adjutant general of the British ar- 
my in America, in the war of the devolution : 
be was taken as a spy, when negotiating witn 
Arnold, about the surrender of West Point, and 
h ung. He was distinguished for bis talents and 
elegance of mamicrs, and died much lamented| 
boUi by friend and foe, aged 29. 

ANDREAS, James, an eminent Lutheran di- 
vine, chancellor and rector of the university of 
Tubingen; his Writings were numerous and 
much esteemed; he died 1580. 

ANDREAS, John, a famous canonist of the 
14th century, bom at Mugello, near Florence. 
We are told wonderful things concemina the 
austerity of his hfe; as, that he macerated hii 
body with prayer and facing, and lay upon the 
bare ground for 20 years together, covered only 
with a bear skin : and this is attested hv very 
good authors.— Andreas had a beautKbl daugh 
ter, named Novella, whom he loved extremely* 
and he is said to have instructed her so wean 
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- falptfti of learning. Ui«t when lie WMt 
Ib mof affeirirliieh hiadered bim fh>ai 
iMtoree to lili icliolani, be eent bis daughter in 
Ui.room : , when, leit her beau^ should prevent 
ttM attention of the liearers, she bad a little cur- 
Ubi drawn before her. To perpetuate the me- 
■Mfj of this daughter, he entitled his commen- 
tary upon the Decretals of Gregory IX. "The 
IfoveUe." Andreas died of the plague at Bo^ 
kfna, in 1348, after he had been a professor 45 
years, and was buried in the church of the Do- 



ANDREW IL, kincof Hungary ; be was in 
the crusades, andf displayed great valour in bat- 
tle ; he attempted to meliorate the condition of 
his subjects, and died 1235. 

ANDREW III., king of Hungary, was op- 
posed in liis claims toibe throne, and involved 
in a civil war during his reign ; he died 130a. 

ANDREW, king of Naples, son to Cbaroberc 
king of Hunf arv, was assassinated with tin 
connivance of bu queen, 1345. 

ANDREWS or ANDREWE, Eusebius, ai . 
English barrister, and colonel in the army ot 
Charles I^was beheaded by Cromwell in 1650 

ANDREWS, John, D. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in, and afterwards provost of, the 
university of Pennsylvania, cUed 1813. 

ANDREWS, Henry, a self-taught mathema- 
tician, was bom of poor parents at Frieston, 
near Grantham, 1774. He commenced life as a 
servant, afterwards kept a school at Royston, 
and united to that the business of a bookseller. 
For more than 40 years be was the computer 
of the Nautical ej^emeris, and calculator of 
Mooters almanac. He died Jan. 36. 1820. 

ANDREWS, Jam«« Petit, a miscellaneoub 
writer of considerable leamin^^ and talents, was 
born near Newbury, Berks, m 1737; and died 
in London, Aug. 6, 1797. His first work was 
one of uncommon pleasantry and humour, enti- 
tled '* Anecdotes, ancient and modem,with obser 
vatlons," 8vo., 1789, 1790. His best work, bow- 
ever, was " The bistcny of Great Britain, con- 
nected with the chronology of Europe, with 
notes, iLo.j containing anecdotes of the tbnes, 
lives of the learned, and specimens of their 
works, firom Cesar's invasion to the accession 
of Edward VL" 2 vols. 4to., 1794, 1795. It is 
much to be regretted that he did not live to c<Mn- 

gete this work. Mr. Andrews also published. 
. 1796, a continuation of " Henry's history of 
Great Britain.** 1 voL 4to. and 2 vols. 8vo. He 

as. in the latter part of his life, one of the 
magistrates of the police-office, Qneen Squarew 
Westminster. 

ANDREWS, Lancelot, bishop of Winches- 
ter, in the reignus of James I. and Charles!., was 
bom in London, in 1565. There is a pleasant 
story related of him while he was bishop of 
Winchester, in the life of Waller the poet, who, 
going to see the king at dinner, overheard a 
very extraordinary conversation between his 
majesty, the bishop of Winchester, and Neale, 
bishop of Durham. These two prelates, stand- - 
ing behind the king's chair, his majesty asked 
them ; " my lords.** said he, " cannot I take my 
subjects* money when I want it, without aU this 
formality in parliament 1" The bishop of Dur- 
ham readily answered, " God forbid, sir, but 
you should ; you are the breath of our nostrils." 
Whereupon the king turned, and said to the 
bishop of Winchester, " well, my lord, what 
say youl*' " Sir," replied the bishop, " I have 
no sidll to judge of parliamentary cases." The 
king answered, " nojmt-offli, my lord; answer 
me presently." ** Then, sir." said he, " I think 
it lawfU for you to take my brother Neale's mo- 
ney, for be offerB it" This great prelate died 
at Winchester-house, in Sputhwark, September 
S7, 1696, having written many excellent reli- 
gious tracts, particularly " A manual of private 
devotions and meditattons for every day in the 
week ;" and *^ A manual of directions for the 
visitation of the siclc" 

ANDREWS, Bliles Peter, a dramatic writer 
of some consideration in bis day. and membet 
in parliament for Bewdley, died, after a few 



ANDREAS, John Valentiner a German Pro- 
Iwtant divine, died 1654. 

ANDREAS, John, was bora a Mahometan, at 
3Utiva, in the kingdom of Valencia, and suc- 
ceeded his father in the dignity of alfaqui of 
that city. He was enlightened with the Imow- 
ladge of the Christian religion by being present 
at a sermon in the great church of Valencia, on 
the day of the Assumption of the blessed Virgin, 
te 1417. Upon this he desired to be baptized : 
•Bd in memoiy of the calling of St. John and 
OC Andrew, he took the names of John Andreas. 
At the desire of Martin Garcia, bishop of Bar- 
celona, he composed his famous work of ** The 
Conf^on of the Sect of Mahomet." It con- 
tains 12 chapters, wherein he has collected the 
ftbulous stOTies, impostures, forgeries, brutali- 
ties, follies, obscenities, absurdities, impossibili- 
tte, lies, and contradictions which Mahomet, in 
cider to deceive the simple people, has dispersed 
tethe writings of that sect, and especially in the 
Koran. This book, which was published at first 
te Spanish, has l>een translated into several lan- 
(oaieB; and all those who write against the 
Mahometans quote it very much. 

ANDREiG, John Gerhard Reinhard, an apo- 
thecary of Hanover, who travelled over diroi^ 
cnt countries to increase his knowledge of chy- 
Vistry and botany, died 1793. 

ANDREINI, Isabella, an actress of Padua. 
and a poetess, eminent tot her wit, beauty, and 
fenius. died 1604. 

ANDRELINUS, Publius Faustus, a native of 
ftaly, professor ofphUosophy at Paris, and poet 
lanreat to Lewis Xn. and bis queen, died 1518. 

ANDREW. St., a fisherman of Galilee, and 
ilseiple of John the Baptist; he preached the 
goqiei in Scyttiia, and was tliere put to death 
ca the cross. 

ANDREW, a native of Damascus, bishop of 
Aleria, in Crete, and author of commentaries 
ca the Scriptures, died 720. 

ANDREW, a sculptor, architect, pahiter, and 
aoiician, of ^sa, died 1330. 

AN DREW, bishop of Samosata, in fl|e 5th 

ANDREW, John, secretary to the vaticani, 
iod bishop of Aleria, in Corsica, died 1493. 
' ANDREW, of Ratisbon, author of a history

ANORONICUS I. was seated on tbe throne 
of Constantinople, as emperor, in 1183, and af- 
terwards put to death for bis cruelties. 

ANDRONICUS, Paleologus IL, succeeded 
bis father, Michael VIII., and, after a feeble and 
turbulent reign, was banislied, and died in a 
monastery, in 1323. 

ANDRONICUS, Paloiologhs III., gimndson 
of Uie preceding, a bold, warlike, ana eoterprls- 
ing prince, died 1341. 

ANORONICUS IV., was seated with his fa- 
ther on the throne of Constantinople, and died 
In exile. 

AN URONICUS, founder of a sect of the same 
name ; he maintuned that the upper part of 
woman was tbe work of God ; but the lower 
tbe work of the devil. 

ANDRONICUS, of Thessalonlca, teacher of 
Cfreek at Paris, Rome, and Florence, died 1478. 

ANDRONICUS. Livius, the oldest of the Ro- 
man dramatists. lived about !240 B. C. 

AxVDRONICUS, Cyrestes, an Athenian, in 
▼entor of weather-co'cks, and arcliitect of the 
famous octagon temple at AthiAis. 

ANDRONICUS, a Rhodian phUosopber, lived 
about 63 B. C. 

ANDR0S3, Edmund, sir, governor of New 
York in 1S74, and of New England in 1G86 ; he 
was odious and tyrannical in bis administration, 
and was seized by the people and sent to Eng- 
land, but never tried ; be came over as governor 
of Virginia, 1692, and died in London, 1714, at 
an advanced age. 

AVDROUET DU CERCEAU, James, a 
French architect of tbe 16th century. 

ANDRTf , Nicholas, a native of Lyons, pro- 
fessor of philosophy, and dean of tbe faculty of 
medicine at Paris, died 1742. 

ANEAU, Bartholomew, principal of the col- 
lege at Lyons, murdered by the catholics in 1565. 

ANEL^O,Thotnas, vulgarly called Massani- 
ello, was a poor fisherman of Naples, bom in 
1623. Having headed tlie malcontents in an in- 
surrection at Naples, caused by ttie viceroy's 
laying a new tax on rruit, fish, &c., in 1647, he 
«»cca8ioned tbe most shocking disUirbances in 
that city, murdering a great many people, and 
among tlie rest the duke of CaraflTa. He ordered 
many gibbets and wheels for torture to be set 
up, and was followed by tetl or twelve hangmen 
to execute his orders. After this sedition bad 
continued, with all kinds of barbarity, for ten 
days, it was suppressed by four gentlemen 
Knocking the traitor on tbe head. His corpse 
was dragged about the streets with all tbe scorn 
and contempt imaginable. His head, being 
then cut off, was thrown into one ditch, and bis 
bTdviritn another. 

ANEURIM, an ancient British poet, died 
about 570, nupposod by some to be the same as 
the venerable Gildas. '

ANSON, George, lord, was the son of Wil- 
liam Anson, Esq., of Sbutborough, a very an- 
cient and worthy family in Staffordshire, and 
was bora in 1700. On the breaking out of the 
Spanish war he was appointed to command a 
fleet of five ships, destined to aimoy the enemy 
in that dangerous and unfrequented sea which 
lies beyond America, and in that unexpected 
quarter to attack them with vigour. His depar- 
ture being onaccountably delayed some months' 
beyond the proper seascm, he sailed about the 
middle of September, 1740; and about the ver- 
nal equinox. In the most tempestuous weather, 
arrived in the latitude of Cape Horn. He doubled 
that dangerous cape in the month of Marcli, 

1741, after a bad passage of 40 days, in which 
he lost two ships, and bv the scurvy, four or five 
men in a day. He arrived off Juan Fernandes 
in June, with only two ships, besides two at- 
tendants on the squadron, and 335 men. He left 
it in September, took some prizes, burnt Paita, 
and staid about the coast or America till May, 

1742. He then crossed the southern ocean, pro- 
ceeding with the Centurion only, the other ships 
having been destroyed in August Having re- 
fteslied his crew at Tinian, he sailed in October 
for China; staid there till the beginning of 
1743 ; waited for the galleon at the Philippine 
Islands, met her on the 20th of June, at'.i to«/k 
her. Having sold the prize in China, he set sail 
for England, December 1743, and on the 15th of 
June, 1744, arrived at Spithead, having sailed 
in a fog through the midst of a French fleet then 
craisinK in the channel* In 1747, being then on 
board the Prince GSorgeof 90 guns, in company 
with Admiral Warren and twelve ships more, 
he intercepted off Cape Finisterre & powerful 
fleet, bound from France to the East and Wt^ 
Indies ; and by his valour and conduct again 
enriched himself and his officers, and strength- 
ened the British navy, by taking six men of war 
and four East Indiamen. not one of them escap' 
ing. The French admiral. M. Jonquiere, on 
presenting his Bwmd to tee conqueror, said, 
^* Monsieur, vous avez vaincu TlnvinclMe. et la 
Oloire vous suit,'* pointing to the two ships so 
named. KingGeorsell., for hia signal services, 
rewarded him with a j>eerage, by the title cif 
Lord Anson, baron of Sobarton, in Hants. Ha 
died suddenly at his seat at Moor Park, in Ilcrt* 
fordshire, June 6, 1763. His natural disposition 
was cahn, cool, and steady: but it is reported, 
that this honeM, underigiiing seaman was fie- 
quently a dupe at play ; and it was wittily ch-

bridgeshire, 1734, died at Hardeubuisb, near 
Cbippenbam, Wilta, August 3, ]»05, in Ids 81st 
year. Mr. Anstey was author of several short 
poems ; but is principally known as the inventor 
c€ a new and diverting species of poetrv, oi 
which, however, he has left but one spedmen 
of any length, which is, " The New Bath Guide,'* 
or, ** Memoirs of the B[lunderheald family.

ANTELBU, Joseph, a canon of Frejus, in 
Provence, author of some theological tracts, 
died 1607. 

ANTES, John, a native of America, educated 
In Germany, a Moravian missionary to Abya- 
sinia, died 1811. 

ANTESIGNAN, Peter, a native of Rabas- 
tiens in the I6th century, author of a grammar, 
and editor of Terence. 

ANTHEMIUS, Procopius, was kiUed by his 
son-in-law Ricimur, 473. 

ANTHEMIUS, an architect of Lydia, in the 
6th century. 

ANTHONY, St« the founder of monastic 
life, was bom at Coma, in Egypt. 331. Two 
orders of cbivahry have been instituted under

ANTIPATER, a Jew, minister to Ilyrcanus, 
the brother of Aristobulus.

ANTIPHILUS, a painter of eminence, and 
the rival of Apelles. 

ANTIPHON. an Athenian orator, and the 
first who laid down rules for that art ; he was 
put to death 411 B. C. 

ANTISTHENES, a philosopher of Athens, 
founder of the sect of the Cynics. 

ANTOINETTE, queen of France, vld. 
MARIE. 

ANTONI, de Sceaux, a famous rope dancer 
on the French stage, died 1733. 

ANTONIA, daughter of Mark Antony, mar 
ried Drasus, and died in the reign «if her grand* 
son, Caligula. 

ANTOaN'IANO, Silyio, a man of great learn- 
ing, who raised himself from a low condition 
by his merit ; his parents being so far from able 
to support him in his studies, that they them- 
selves stood in need of charity. He wan bora 
at Rome, in 1540, and made a quick and most 
surprising progress In his studies; for when he 
was but 10 years old, he could make verses upon 
any subject proposed to him; and those so ex- 
cellent, though pronounced extempore, tliat even 
a man of genius could not compose the like 
without a good deal of time and pains. Thf?ra 
was a proof given thereof at the table of the 
cardinal of Puui, when he gave an entertnln 
raeut one day to several other cardinals. Ai**** 
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Wider Farnese, taking a nosegay, gave it to tliis 
vouth, desiring him to present it to him of the 
company whom he thought most likely to be 
pope ; he presented it to the cardinal dc Medicis, 
and made a eulogium upon him in verse. This 
cardihal, who was pope some years afterwards 
under the name of Pius lY., brought him to 
Rome, and made him professor of telles-lettres 
in the college at Rome He was afterwards 
chosen rector of the college, and died 1603. 

ANTONIDES, Vander Goes, John, a poet, 
bom at Goes, in Zealand ; he died 1684. 

ANTONINUS. Pius, a celebrated Roman em- 
peror, succeeded Adrian, 128, and died 161. 

ANTONINUS PHILOSOPHOS, Marcus Ao- 
relius, the Roman emperor, bom at Rome, the 
96th of April, in tlie 121st year of the Christian 
era, and died on an expedition against the Mar- 
comanni, in the 19tli year of his reign. Tlie 
wliole empire regretted his loss as a most valua- 
ble prince, and paid the greatest regard to his 
memory ; he was ranked among the gods, and 
almost every person had a statue of him in his 
house. His book of " Meditations" has been 
much admired by the best judges. 

ANTONINUS, a geographer, whose age is 
unknown. 

ANTONIO, Nicolas, canon of Seville, and 
author of ^ " Bibliotheca Hispanica," in four 
volumes folio, died 1684. 

ANTONIUS, Marcus, one of , the greatest 
orators ever known at Rome. It was owing to 
him, according to Cicero, that Rome might boast 
herself a rival even to Greece itself in the art 
of eloquence. He defended among many others, 
Marcus Aquilius ; and moved the judges in so 
aensible a manner, by the tears he shed^ and the 
scars he showed on the breast of his client, that 
he carried his cause. He was unfortunately 
killed, during the disturbances raised at Rome 
by Mariiis and Cinna, in the year of Rome 667. 
ANTONIUS, Marcus, the triumvir, was son 
of Antonius Creticus, by Julia, a noble lady of 
such merit, that Plutarch affirms her to have 
been " comparable to the wisest and most vir- 
tuous ladies of that age." Mark Antony, losing 
bis father when young, launched out at once 
into all the excess of riot and debauchery, and 
wasted his whole patrimony before he had put on 
the manly gown. He afterwards went abroad 
to leam the art of war under Gabinius, who 
gave him the command of his horse in Syria, 
where he signalized his courage in the restora- 
tion of Ptolemy, king of Egypt. From Egypt 
he went to Cssar, in Gaul ; and after som6 stay 
there, being furnished with money and credit 
by Cssar, returned to Rome to sue for the quecs- 
torship. In this suit he succeeded, and after- 
wards attained the tribunate, in which office he 
was amazingly active for Cssar, who, when fie 
had made himself master of Rome, gave Antony 
the government of Italy, with the command 
over the legions there ; in which post he gained 
tlie love of the soldiery. But what was more 
to his honour, he assisted Cssar so successfully 
on several occasions, that, twice particularly, 
when Cffisar's army had been put to flight, he 
rallied the scattered troops, and gained tlie vic- 
tory : this raised his reputation so, that he was 
reckoned the next best general to Csrsar. After 
the defeat of Pompey, at Pharsalia, Cesar, as 
an acknowledgment of Antony's great servi- 
ces, made him master of the horse ; in which 
office he behaved with violence ; and this be- 
baviour, together with his dissolute life, (for be 
was drunken and debauched to the last degree) 
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was the reason why Cnaar, the next year, did 
not admit him his colleague in the consulship : 
he did, however, admit him two years after.— 
Upon the death of Ccsar^ Antony was much 
frightened, and hid himself during the night, un- 
der the disguise of a slave ; but hearing that the 
conspirators had retired to the capitol, he assem- 
bled the senate as consul, to deliberate upon the 
present situation of the conqmonwealth. Here 
Cioero moved for a decree of a general amnesty, 
or act of oblivion, for all that had passed : to 
which they imanimously agreed. Antony di** 
sembled well, for it was nothing but dlssimuJa* 
tion : be seemed to be all goodnera; talked of 
nothing but healing measures ; and, as a proof 
of his sincerity, moved that tlie ccmspiraton 
should be invited to take part in their delibera- 
tions, and sent his son as a hostage for their 
safety. Upon this they all came down from the 
capitol ; and, to crown the joy of the day, Bru- 
tus supped with Lepidus, as Cassias did with 
A ntony . Antony is said to have asked Cassius, 
during sui^r, " whether he still wore a dagcer 
under his gown." " Yes," replied Cassius, 
" and a very large one, in case you invade th« 
sovereign power." This was what Antony all 
the whfle aimed at; and, as the event showed, 
he pursued his measures' with the greatest ad- 
dress He artfully proposed a decree for the 
confirmatiim of Cesar's acts ; and, getting Ctt- 
sar's register into his power, he propowd as 
Cesar's acts whatever suited his purpose. He 
procured a public funeral for Cesar, and took 
that opportunity of haranguing the soldiers and 
populace in his favour ; and he inflamed them 
so against the conspirators, that Brutus and Cas- 
sius were forced to leave the city. He made a 
tour through Italy, to solicit the veteran sol- 
diers, having first secured Lepidus, who had the 
army, to his interests ; he seized the public trea- 
sure, and treated Octavius with superciliousness 
and contempt, though the adopted son and heir 
of Julius Cesar. The patriots, however, with 
Cicero at their head, espousing Octavius, in or- 
der to destroy Antony, the latter was forced to 
change his measures, and look a little abroad : 
he endeavoured to extort the provinces of Ma- 
cedonia and Syria from Bratus and Cassias ; 
but, not succeedung, resolved to possess himself 
of Cisalpine Gaul, and besiege Decimus Bratus 
in Mutina. This siege is one of the most me- 
morable things of the kind in history ; and, in 
conducting it, Antony, though defeated, gained 
very great reputation : the consuls Hirtius and 
Pansa were both slain ; and nothing but superior 
forces could have left Octavius master of the 
field. Antony fled in areat confusion, wanting 
even the necessaries of^ life ; and this very n^n, 
who had hitherto wallowed in luxury and in- 
temperance, .was obliged to live some days upon 
roots and water. He fled to the Alps, and was 
received by Lepidus ; with whom and Octavius 
he fomied the 2d triumvirate, as it has usually 
been called. When these three conferred, they * 
would easily be persuaded that the patriots 
wanted only to destroy them all, which could 
not be done so eflectually as by clashing tfienk 
against one another , they therefbre combined, 
proscribed their respective enemies, and divided 
the empire among themselves. Cicero fdl a 
sacrifice to the resentment of Antony, who, im 
deed, was charged with most of theinurden 
then committed: but thev lyere rather to be 
charged to the account of bis wife Fulvia, who 
being a woman of avarice, cruelty, and rev^igei 
committed a tbousaod enomitfea, of wliMi bei

ANVILLE, John Baptiste Bourguignon d*, a 
most famous French writer on geography, bom 
at Paris, 1702, and died there 1782,88 much es- 
teemed for the gentleness and simplicity of bis 
manners as for his extensive knowledge. He 
labmired at his maps 15 hours a day for fifty 
yeara. * 

ANTTA,a Greek poetess. 
' ANTTU8, a rhetorician of Athens, who 
caused the death of Socrates. 

APELLES, one of the most celebrated pain- 
ters of antiquity, was bom in the isle of Cos, 
and flourished in the time of Alexander the 
Great. He was in high ftivour with that prince, 
who made a law that no other person shoukl 
draw his picture butApelles: he accordinj^y 
drew him holding a thunderbolt in his hand : 
the piece was finished with so much skill and 
dexterity, that it used to be said, there were two 
Alexanders : one invincitde, the son of Philip; 
the other inimitable, the production of Apelles. 
Alexander gave him likewise another remarka- 
ble proof of his regard; for when he employed 
Apelles to draw Campaspe, one of his mistress- 
es, having found that he had conceived an afibc- 
tion for her, he resigned her to him ; and it was 
from her that Apelles is said to have drawn his 
Venus. Anadyomene. One of Apelles* 'chief 
excellencies was, the making his pictures so 
exactly resemble the persons represented, that 
the physiognomists were able to form a Judg- 
ment as readily from his portraits, as if they 
httd seen the originals. 

APELLES, a heretic of Syria in the 2d cen- 
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iPELUCON, a peripatetic philosopher, who 
was the means of preserving the works of Aris- 
totle, about 90 B. C. 

AP EB, M arcus, a Roman orator, died 85. 

APHTHONIUS, a rhetorician of AnUoch, in 
the 3d century. 

APICIUS. There were three ancient R(Nnans 
of this name ; all very eminent, not for cenius, 
for virtue, far creat or good qualities, but for 
gluttony: or, if we may soften the term, in 
comirtiance with the growing taste of the times 
we write iOffor the art of renning in tlie science 
of eatfaig. The first lived under Syila, the se- 
cond under Augustus and Tiberius, and the 
thlnl under Tra^aa. The second, however, is 



apprehension of being starved with such a sum. 
Tbis man wrote a treatise, **De Re CuUnaria." 

APIEN, Peter, r» mathematician of Ingobtadt, 
died 1558. 

API^, PhiUp, BOO of the preceding, a phy 
sician. died 1569. 

APION, a fkmous grammarian, bon at Oasia. 
in Egypt, was a professor at Rome in the reign of 
Tiberius. He was undeniably a man of learning, 
but a downright pedant ; for he used to boant, 
with the greatest assurance, that he gave ni- 
mortality to those to whom he dedicated Ma 
works. How wonki his vanity be mortified, 
if he knew that none of these works remain, 
and that his name and peraon wouM long sgo 
have teen buried in oblivion, if other writers 
had not made mention of them ! One of his 
chief works was " The Amiquiiiesof Egypt.** 

APOCAUCHUS, a Greek of mean origin, be. 
came the favourite of the emperor Andronicus ; 
he died 1345 

APOLLIN ARIS, C. Sulpit, professor of gram, 
mar, at Rome, In the 3d century. 

APOLLIN ARIUR, a presbyter of Alexandria, 
in the 4th century. 

APPOLLODORUS, the Athenian, a famona 
grammarian, sfm of Asd^ades, and disciple 
of Aristarchus. He wrote several works 
which are not extant: his most famons pro« 
ductions are mentioned in Fabricius* *' BibUo- 
theca GrsBca.** 

APOLLODORUS, a ftunons architect nndcr 
Tra^ and Adrian, was bom at Dama^us, aitd 
had thedirecti(mof that mostmagnificeni briilce 
which ttke former ordered to be built over the 
Danube, in the year 104. He, however, fell a 
victim to the envy of the emperor Adrian, who 
always valued himself highly upon his know- 
ledge of arts and sciences, and hated every (me 
o( whose eminence in his profession he had rea- 
son to be Jealous. 

APOLLODORUS, a pafaiter of Athens, the 
rival of Zeuxis, 408 B. C. 

APOLLONIA, St., a martyr of Alexandria, 
348. 

APOLLONIUS. a Greek pret and rhetorician, 
bom at Alexandria, under the reign of Ptoleroy 
Evergetes, king of Egypt, was a scholar of Cal- 
timachus; and wrote a poem upon the expedi- 
tion of the golden fleece : the work is styled 
" Argonautica,** and consists of four books. 

APOLLONIUS of Perga, a chy of Pamphy 
lia, a famous geometrician, who also lived ai» 
der the reign of Ptolemy Evergetes, and com- 
posed several valuable works ; of which only, 
his** Conies'* remain. 

APOLLONIUS, a Pythagorean philosopher, 
bom at Tyana, in Cappadocia, about tbe begin- 
ning of the 1st century. At 16 years of aire, he 
became a strict observer of the rules of Pytlia- 
goras, renouncing wine, women, and all sorts 
of flesh ; not wearing phoes, letting his hair 
groir, and wearing nothing but linen. He soon 
after let up for a reformer of mankind, and 
chosto his haMtation in the temple of ^scnle- 
pius, where he is said to have performed many 
minicalous cures.

of doctor of divinity which the Cambridge uni- 
versity ever confevred ; tlie first havina been 
conferred on Increase Mather, 80 years before. 
His occasional sermons published were very 
!iumerous. 

APPLETON, Jesse, D. D., a student of theo- 
logy, under Dr. Lathrop, of Springfield, and 
president of Bowdoin college, Maine, died 1819. 

APRIES, king of Egypt, 594 B. C. ; supposed 
by some to be the Pharuok Hopbra of the Scrip- 
tures. 
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them a book which he had written against the 
Greelcs at the command of Urban IV. ; but ha 
fell sick on his Journey, at the monastery of 
Fossanova. near Terracina, where be died on 
the 7tb of March, aged 50 years. Aquinas left 
a vast number or works, which have been re- 
peatedlyprinted in 17 volumes folio. 

AQUINO, Philip, a Jew, of Carpentras, pro- 
fessor of Hebrew at Paris, died 1696. 

ARABSCHAH, author of a history of Ta- 
merlane, a Mobamedan historian of Damascus :

AR AGON, Jane d\ wife of Ascanius Colona, 
illustrious for her virtues and fortitude: she 
died 1577. 

ARAM, Eugene, an I^^shman of mean 
birth, but remarkable for his extraordinary abi- 
lities, and the singular cfarcumstances attendhig 
his unhappy fate ; he was bom in Yorkshire, 
1704. He acquired considerable knowledge in 
the mathematics, the Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
and Celtic languages, and many parts of polite 
literature, entirely by his own industry. But, 
while employed in those learned labours, be 
committed a crime not to b^ expected in a man 
of bis studious turn : as the only inducement that 
led him to it is said to have been gain, though 
he afterwards assigned Jealousy of his wife as 
the motive. In 1744 heraurderea Daniel Clarke, 
which crime was concealed 14 years, and was 
then discovered by the accidental finding of a 
skeleton supposed to be that of Clarke. This 
was a mistake but it led to a discovery. He 
was imprebended on suspicion, tried at Yoric, 
in 1759, and found guilty on sufiicient evidence, 
corroborated by the testimony of his own wife. 
His defence was uncommonly curious^ and at 
once an evidence of his taste and eradition. 
After conviction, he confessed tbe Justice of his

lived in the Sid century, under the Antonines, 
and was bom at Madaura, a Roman colony in 
Africa. He was a man of a curious and inqui- 
sitive disposition, especially in religious matters, 
which (vompted him to take several journeys, 
and to enter into several societiA of religion. 
He spent almost his whole fortune in travelling. 
He was indefatigable, however, in his studies, 
and composed several books in prose and verse ; 
but most of them are lost. His " Golden Ass** 
is the best of his works now extant. 

AQUAVIVA, Octavio, cardinal, legate, and 
afchbisliopof Naples; he died 1613. 

AaUAVIVA, Andrew Matlh. d\ duke of 
Atri, and prince of Teramo, a Neapolitan noble- 
man, who patronized literature ; he died 1?I5. 

AQUAVIVA, Claude, son of Andrew, go- 
vernor of the Jesuits, died 1615. 

AQU1LA, a mathematician of Pontus ; be 
translated the Bible from Hebrew into Greek. 

AQUILANO, Serasino, a native of Aqnila, 
known by his sonnets and other poetical trifles ; 
he died 1500. 

AQUILANUS, Sebastian, an Italian pfayd- 
eian, whose real name is unknown * he was pro- 
fessor at Padua, and died 1543. 

\QUIN AS, St Thomas, a celebrated teacher 
of the school divinity in the universities of Italy, 
and commonly called the angelical doctor, was 
born in the castle of Aquino, In the Terra di 
Lavora, in Italy, about the year 1924. In 15S74 
he waa sent for to the second council of Lyons, 
by pope Gregory X., that he might read before i 
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He was, however, executed, and bimg in chains, 
in Knaresborough forest. 

ARANTIUS. Julius, an Italian pbyrician 
and anatomist, bom at Bologna, died 1581. 

ARATUS, a Greek poet and astronomer, idio 
flourished about the 134th Olympiad. 

ARATUS, a native of Sicyon, the deliverer 
of his countnr and promoter of the Achcan 
league, died 316 B. C. 

ARBOGATES, a Roman general, destroyed 
himself 394. 

ARBRISSEL, Robert d*, a native of Brittany, 
founded the monastery of Fontevrault, and died 
1117. 

ARBUCKLE, James, M. A., anative of Glas- 
gow, who possess^ some merit as a poet, died 

ARBUTHNOT, Alexander, eminent for hlf 
learning and piety, died at Aberdeen, 1538. 

ARBUTHNOT, Dr. John, a celebrated wit 
and physician in queen Anne's reign, was the 
son of an episcopal clergyman in Scotland, near- . 
ly allied to the noble family of that name. On 
his coming to I^ondon, his extensive leaming 
and facetious and agreeable conversation intro- 
duced him by degrees into practice, and he be- 
came eminent in his profession. Being at Ep- 
som when prince George of Denmark was sud« 
denly taken ill, he was called in to his assistance. 
His advice was successful, and his highness, re- 
covering, employed him always afterwards aa 
his physician. In consequence of this, upon the 
indisposition of Dr. Hannes, he was appointe4 
physician in ordinary to queen Anne, in 170©. 
Hia gentle manners, polite leaming, <nd ac^ 
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km talents, eatittod him to an Intimate cottm- 
pQodence and friendship with the celebrated 
wHi of hie time. Pope, Swift, Oay, and PamelL 
In 1737, he puUiflhed " Tables of ancient CohM, 
Weights, and Measnres,** hi 4lo. In 1738, his 
** Essay coneemiiif the nature of AHmwits," 
Ax., was printed ; which tyas followed the rear 
after bjr the " Effects of Air on Human Bodka." 
His otber'works were humorous and satirical 
pieces on various snl^ts. He died in London, 
FebruatT, 1735. 

ARC, Joan of. See JOAN. 

ARCADIUS, succeeded his father, the great 
rbeodositts, as emperor of the East, and died 
406. 

ARCADIUS, an Afiican bishop, waspat to 
death because he opposed the Arians. 437. 

ARCERE, Anthony, a native of Ifarseillts, 
who was priBst of the oratory, died 1009. 

ARCERE, Lewu Etienne, known as a poet 
and historian, died 1781. 

ARCESILAUS, a Greek philosopher, suc- 
ceeded Crates in liis school. He was bom 316 
B.C. 

ARCHDALE, John, governor of Carolina in 
10B5 ; he was instrumental in quieting the tu- 
mults of the colony about that period, and in- 
trodaced the first rice ever cultivated in the 
country. He died in England. 

ARCHELAUS, son of Herod the great, king 
cf Judea, succeeded to half the kingdom of his 
Other. He died A. D. 6. 

ARCHELAUS, king of Macedonia after Per 
diecas IL, died about 388 B. C. 

ARCHELAUS, a philosopher, succemor to 
Anazagoras, at Lampsacos. 

ARCHELAUS, a-bishopof Mesopotamia, 878, 
opposed the Manl^heans. 

ARCHELAUS, a geographer in the age of 
Alexander. 

ARCHI AS, a native of Antioch. Cicero spoke 
In bis defence. 

ARCHIDAMUS, king of Sparta after Agesi- 
lans, his father, 561 B. C. 

ARCHI6ENES, a Greek physician hi the age 
of Trajan. 

ARCHILOCHUS, a Greek poet, bom in the 
Isle of Paros, was the son of Telesides ; and, 
aceoidinc to Mr. Bayle, flourished in the 96th 
Olympiad, or 600 yean before Christ. His 
poetry abounded with the most poignant satire. 
This poet excelled chiefly in iambic verses, and 
was ttie inventor of them, as aroears from a 
in Horace, Ep. xix. lib. i. verse 23, &c. 



ARCHIMEDES, a celebrated geometrician, 
bora at Syracuse, in Sicily, and related to Hiero, 
king of Syracuse. He was remarkable for bis 
extraOTdinary application to mathematical stu- 
dies, in which he used to be so much ei^aged, 
that his servants were often obliged to take him 
from them by force. He had such a surprising 
nvention in mechanics, that he afllrmed to 
Hiero, that if be had another earth whereon to 
plant his machines, he could move this which 
we inhabit Archimedes became most famous 
by his curious contrivances, whereby the city of 
Syracuse was so long defended when besieged 
by Marcellus. Against the vessels which came 
np close to the walls he contrived a kihd of 
crow, projected above the wall, with an iron 
grapple fastened to a strong chain. This was 
let oown upon the prow of a ship, and, by means 
of the weight of a heavy counterpoise of lead, 
raised up the prow and set the vessel niwight 

upon her poop ; then dropping it all of a sud- , .

However, notwithstanding all his art, Syracusd 
was at length taken bv Marcellus, who com- 
manded his soldiers to nave a particular rcfard 
to the safety of Archimedes; but this ingenious 
man was unfortunately slain by a soldier who 
did not know him. Archimedes is said to have 
been killed about 908 years before the birth of 
Christ. We have several of his works stiU ex- 
tant; but the greater part of them are kist. 

ARCHINTO, Octavius, known for his "An- 
tiquities,** lived in the 16th century. 

ARCHON, Lewis, chaplain of Lewis XIV., 
died 1717. • 

ARCHTTAS, a Pvthagorean phOoaopher and 
mathematician of Tarentum, about 400 B. C. 

ARCONS, Casar de, a Gascon, advocata ia 
tlM parliament of Bordeaux, died 1681. 



Etca* Philip Auguste de St. Fold, an Inge- 
nioos Parisian, known by his writings, died 1774. 

ARCUDI, Alexander Thomas, a Dominicaa 
of Venice, author of some historical and bio- 
graphical works, died about 1790. 

ARCUDIUS, Peter, a Greek ecclesiastic of 
Corfu, employed in Russia by Clement TUL. 
died 1635. 

ARCULPHUS, a French divine, who wrota 
an account of the Holy Land, in the 7th cen- 
tury. 

ARCT, Patrick d*. an Englishman. YId. 
D ARCY 

ARDEN, Edward, anaUveof WarwickMrire. 
He was accused of being engaged in a conspi- 
racy against the queen's lifo, and though no 
evidence appeared against them, both he and 
his son-in-law, Somerville, were condemned 
and executed, 1583. 

ARDERN, John, an early medical writer, 
settled at Newark, afterwards at London, about 
1370. 

ARE A6ATHUS, a Greek physician at Rome, 
2e9B.C. ^ 

ARENA, Anthony ae, Judge of St. Remi, 
near Aries, died 1544. 

ARESI, Paul, bishop of Tbrtona, audior of 
some tbeolosical works, died 1645. 

ARETiEUS, a physician of Cappadocia: but 
in what time he flourished authors are not 
agreed ; some placing him undor Augustus Cm- 
sar, others under Trajan or Adrian. His works, 
however, are very valuable. The best edition 
was published by Dr. Wigan, in folio, at Ox- 
ford, 1723. 

ARETAPHILA, a woman of Cyrene, who 
avenged the death of her husband, &c. 

ARETE, daughter of ArisUppus, of Cyrene) 
she taught philosophy. 

ARETHAS, a bishop' of Cappadocia, In the 
10th century, author of a commentary on Reve* 
lations. 

ARETIN, Guy, a Benedictine monk, who 
lived Ui the 11th century. He rendered himself 
famous by discovering a new method of learning 
music ; and was said to have been the inventor 
of the six notes in music, " U*, Re, Mi, Fa, Sol, 
La. 

ARETIN, Leonard, was one of the ablest men 
in eloquence and science of the 15th century ; 
and left several works, the catalogue of which 
may be seen in Gesner's " Bibliotheca.*' He 
died about 1443, being then 74 years of age, at 
Florence ; where there is a marble monument 
erected to him in the Church of the Holy Cross, 
with an inscriptit 



ion to the following purport >— 
Uh of Leonard, blotory is in 
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mnuruing ; eloquence is become mute ; the 
Greek and Latin muses cannot forbear shedding 
tears.*' 

ARETIN, Francis, a man of great reading, 
and well acquainted with the Greeli language. 
He studied at Sienna, about the year 1443 ; and 
afterwards taught law tliere wiUi such a viva- 
city of genius, that they called him the prince 
of subtleties, and his wit became a proverb. He 
taught also in the university of Pisa, and in that 
of Perrara. 

ARETIN, Peter, a native of Arezzo, who lived 
in the 16th century. He was famous for his sa- 
tirical writings, and was so kwld as to carry his 
invectives even agsdnst sovereigns; whence he 
got the title of the scourge of princes. He used 
to boast that his lampoons did more service to 
the world than sermons ; and it was said of him, 
that he had subjected more princes by his pen, 
than the greatest waniors had ever done by their 
arms. Aretin wrote also many irreligious and 
obscene pieces. Some saj, that he afterwards 
changed his loose, libertine principles ; hut, how- 
ever this may be, it is certain that he composed 
several pieces of devotion. He was author, like- 
wise, of some conit.diep, which were esteemed 
pretty good of their kind; and died in tlie year 
1556, beinf about 65 years old. 

ARETIN, John, an able writer of Berne, in 
the 15th century. 

ARETIN, Angelo, a learned professor of law 
at Bologna and Ferrara, died 1480. 

ARGALIiK Samuel, an adventurer to this 
country in 1609, wIk) destroyed a French settle- 
ment on Mt. Desert, subdued the Dutch on Hud- 
son's river ; he was appointed deputy governor 
of Virffinia in 1617 ; but his administration prov- 
ing odious, he was obliged to fly tlie country. 

ARGALL, John, an eminent scholar, rector 
of Halesworth, Suffolk, died 1606. 

ARGELLATA, Peter, a physician of Bolog- 
na, died 1423. 

ARGELLATI, Phi]ip,an indefatigable writer, 
born at Bologna, died 1755. 

ARGENS, Jean Baptiste de Boyer, Marquis 
d*, a French writer, famous rather for the num- 
ber than weight of his productions, was bom at 
Aix, in Provence, 1704, and died there 1770. He 
was master of many languages; he painted very 
well, and was a considerable proHcicnt in ana- 
tomy and chymistry. Of his works, the princi- 
pal are, " Lettres Juives," " Lettres Chinoises," 
♦* Lettres Cabalistiques," " Philosophie du Bon 
Sens," &c. &C. There is learning, knowledge, 
and good sense, scattered through all these ; but 
iboy are strongly tinctured with libertinism, and 
the worst sort of free-thinking. 

ARGENSOLA, Leonard, and Bartholomew, 
two Spanish poets of merit- 

ARGENSON, Marte Bene le Voyer, Marquis 
d% introduced lettres de cachet during his ad- 
ministration of the police at Paris, died 1731. 

ARGENT A L, Cliarlos Augustus count d', a 
foreign minister at the French court, the friend 
of Le Kain, Voltaire, «cc. dif^ 1788. 

ARGENTIERj'John, studied medicine, was 
called Censor Mrdicorum,' because he censured 
Galen, died 157% 

ARGENTINA, Thomas d% a learned bead 
of the Aupiietlnes, 1345. 

ARGENTRE, Bertrand d', a native of Vitre, 
eminent for his knowledge of liistory and Juris- 
prudence, died 1590. 

ARGENTRE, Charles Duplessis d', doctor of 
the ^rbonnc, almoner to tlie king, axid bishop 
Of TuUus, died 1740. 
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ARGENVILL£,Antlion. Joseph Dexellierd*, 
a French writer, died 1765. 

ARGOLI, Andrew, professor of mathemat- 
ics at Padua, died 1657.. 

ARGOLI, John, son of the preceding, at 17 
years of age, produced his Endymion, in 12 can- 
um; he died 1660. 

ARGONNE, Dom. Bonaventure, a Car^bo- 
sian friar, historian, and theological writer, 
bom at Paris, 1640, died 1704. 

ARGOU, Gabriel, an advocate of the pariia- 
ment of Paris, died at the beginning of the 18th 
century. 

ARGUES, Gerard des, a geometrician inti- 
mate with Descartes^ died 1661. 

ARGYRE, Isaac, an eminent matlMmatician 
of the 14th century. 

ARGYROPYLUS, Joannes, a learned man 
who contributed to the revival of Greek litera- 
ture in Europe, died about 1478. 

ARIADNE, daughter of Leo I., married Zeno^ 
who succeed^ as emperor, and died 515.

ARIARATHES I., a Inngof Capiiadocia, en- 
gaged in an expedition against Egypt with Da- 
rius Ochus. 

ARIARATHES n., nephew of the preceding, 
defeated by the Macedonians, 321 B. C. 

ARIARATHES lU., son of the 2d, recovered 
his kingdom by the conquest of tlie Macedon- 
ians. 

ARIARATHES IV., married the daughter of 
Antiochus ; he died 220 B. C. 

ARIARATHES V., king of Cappadocia, died 
166B.C. 

ARIARATHES VI., son of the preceding, 
perished in batUe, 1.% B. C. 

ARIARATHES VII.,8onof the 6th, was mur- 
dered by his brother-in-law, Mithridates. 

ARIARATHES, son cf the 7th, wks also 
murdered by Mithridates. 

ARIAS MONT ANUS, Benedict, a native of 
Seville, eminent for his literary acquirements, 
died LVJS. 

ARIAS, Francis, a learned Jerait, died 1C05. 

ARIBERT, son of Clotaire II., king of France, 
caused himself to be crowned king at Toulouse, 
and died 1650. 

ARIEH, Jacob Jnda, a learned rabbi of Am- 
sterdnm, flourished in the 17th century. 

ARIOBARZANES L, king of Cappadoda, 01 

ARIOBARZANES H., king of Cappadocia, 
put to death by Cassius. 

ARIOBARZANES HI., brother of the pre- 
ceding, put to death by Antony. 

ARIOSTI, Attilio, a mtuician, bom at Bo- 
logna, published a bookt)f cantatas, 1725. 

ARIOSTO, Lodovico, or Lewis, a celebrated 
Italian poet, descended of a good iismily, and 
bora at ilie castle of Reggio, in Lombardy, in 
1474. He began his *' Orlando Furioso" when 
he was about 30 years of age, and it is the most 
celebrated of all bis works. But hto attachment 
to poetry did not hinder him from engaging in 
public affairs, for he was employed in embassicB 
and negotiations in different parts of Italy. 
Ariosto was crowned with the laurel by the 
emperor Charles V., in 1533, and died at Ferrara 
tlic 8th of July, in the same year. 

ARIOSTI, Gabriel, brother to the poet, was 
himself eminent as a Latin poet; he died 1553 

A RIOVISl'US, king of Germany, assisted the 
Gauls against the Romans, and was defeated 
by Julius Cesar. 

AJUPERT, king of Loubardyt HMcecded bto 
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flufaer, Ragiinbert, in 702; Im wa drowuedf 
637. 

ARISI, Francis, an able writer of Cremona, 
died 1743. 

ARISf iENiETES,an andentwriter, to whom 
are ascribed ceruin Greek episUes on the sufat^ect 
of love and gallantry, died in 358. 

ARISTANDER, a sootbsayer in the army of 
Alexander the Great. 

ARISTARCHUS, a Grecian philoeopher, born 
in Samoa, is delivered down to us as the principal 
peraon, it not the first, who maintained the earth 
to tarn upon its centre, and to describe a circle 
yearly round the sun ; an opinion revived and 
established by Copernicus and Galileo, and now 
universally received. It is not certain when be 
lived ; but, from the mention made of him by 
Archimedes, he must have flourished before his 
death. None of his works remain, except a 
treatise ** Upon the Greatness and Distance of 
the Sun and Moon,'* inserted in the third volunw 
of "Mathematical Works," printed at Oxford, 
1603, in folio. 

ARISTARCHUS, a celebrated grammarian, 
was born in Samothracia, but chose Alexandria 
to reside at. He applied himself particularly to 
criticism, and made a rcvisal of Homer's poems 
with great exactness, but in a manner too ma- 
giaterial, for those verses which he did not like 
he treated as spurious. Cicero and Horace have 
used his name to express a very rigid critic, and 
it is iwed to this day for the same purpose, but 
not without opprobrium, derived partly from 
bimselL yet more from the manners of modern 
verbal critics. Growing dropsical, he found, no 
other remedy than to starve himself to death. 
Suidas relates that he died in Cyprus, aged 7i 

ARISTARCHUS, a Jew of Thessaionica, the 
companion of St. Paul. rKi^n r> 

-ARISTEAS, a Greek historian, 550 B. C. 

ARISTEAS, one of the 70 translators of the

ARISTIDES, JElius, a very famous sophist 
of antiquity, was born at Adrian!, a town of 
Mysia, and flourished under Adrian and the two 
following emperors. He spent his life in tra- 
velling and declaiming; went all over Egypt 
four umes, and penetrated even to Ethiopia. 
When Smyrna was destroyed by an earthquake 
tn the year J178, he wrote so affecting a letter to 
Marcus Aurelius, that the emperor ordered it to 
be rebuilt immediately ; upon which the inhabit- 
ants erected a statue to Arbtides, as to the r«- 
corer of their city. He died about the age of 60. 
His works were published, wiUi a Latin version 
mud notes, by Dr. Samuel Jebb, at Oxford, 1723, 
In two volumes 4to. 

ARISTIDES, sumamed the Just, acelebrated 
Athenian general, flourished about 480 years

ARISTOBULUS II., son of Alexander Jan- 
ncus, depotted by Pompey, died 45 B. C. 

ARISTOUITLL'S, an Alexandrian Jew, who 
united the peripatetic philosophy with the law* 

ARISTOBULUS, grandson of the preceding, 
made high-priest, was put to death by Uerud, 
36 B.C. 

ARlSTOCrrON, an Athenian, who, tn con- 
junction with Harmodius, subverted the tyranny 
of the PisistratidK, 516 B. C. 

ARISTOME.NES, a Meseenlan, whose cour- 
age caused Ids countrymen to avenge the op- 
pression of the Sparuns, 635 B. C. 

ARISTOPHANES, a comic poet of Atbentf, 
cotemporary with Plato, Socrates, and Euripi- 
des. Most of his plays were written during 
the Peloponncsian war. His imagination was 
warm and lively, and his genius particularly 
turned to raillery ; he had also very great spirk 
and resolution, and was a declared enemy to 
slavery, and to all those who wanted to oppress 
their country. He described the affairs of the 
Athenians in so exact a manner, that his come- 
dies are a fuitliful history of that people. He 
wrote above 50 comedies, but there are only 11 
extant, which are perfect; these are, **Plutus, 
The Clouds, The Frogs, Equites, The Achar- 
nenses. The Wasps, Peace, The Birds, Tlie 
Ecclesiazuse or Female Orators, The Thesmo- 
phoriazusie or Priestess of Ceres, and Lysie- 
trata.'* " The Clouds," which lie wrote In ri- 
dicule of Socrates, is the most celebrated of all 
his comedies. Madam Dacier tells us, she was 
so mucli charmed wiili this performance, that, 
after she hod translated it, and read It over 200 
times, it did not become the least tedious to her. 
Aristophanes having conceived some aversion 
to the poet Euripides, batirizes him in several 
of his plays, particularly hi his " Frogs," and 
his " Thermophorias6U8JB." He wrote the •' Li- 
sistrata," when all Greece was involved in 
war, in which comedy the women are intro- 
duced debating upon the affairs of the common- 
wealth, when they come to a resolution not to 
go to bed with their husbands till peace should 
be concluded. He invented a peculiar khid of 
verse, which was called by his name, and is 
mentioned by Cicero in his " Brutus ;" and 
Suidas says, Uiat he also was the Inventor of 
the tretrameler and octameter verse. Aristo- 
phanes was greatly admired among the ancients 
especially for the true Attic elegance of his style; 
and titere have been several editions and trans- 
lations of this poet. The time of his death ia 
unknown. 

ARISTOTLE, the chief of the peripatetic 
philosophers, born at Siapyra, a small city in 
Macedon, in the Oillh Olympiad, about 384 years 
before Ctirist, was the mn or Michomachus, 
physician to Aiityntus, the grandfather of Alex- 
ander the Great. By (he advice of the Delphic 
oracle, he went to Alliens when about 18, and 
studied under Pluto till he was 37. He followed 
his studies with iiioiit extraordinary diligence, so 
that he soon surpnisBod ail in Plato's school. He 



ate little, and slept lom ; and (hat he might not 
oversleep liiniself, Diogenes Laertius tells us, 
that he lay alwavs with one hand out of ihc

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bim. When he had studied about 15 yean un- 
der Plato, he began to fonn different tenets from 
those of his master, who became highly piqued 
at his behaviour. Upon tlie death of Plato^ he 
quitted Athens, and reUred to Atamya, a litUe 
city of Mysia, where his old friend, Ilermias, 
reigned. Here he married Pythias, the sister of 
that prince, whom he is said to have loved so 
passionately, that he offered sacrifice to her. 
Some time after, Hcrmias having been talcen 
prisoner by Meranon, tlie king or Persia's ge- 
neral, Aristotle went to Mytclene, the capital of 
Lesbos, where he remained till Philip, kins of 
Macedon, having heard of his great reputatiou, 
■ent for him to be tutor to his son Alexander, 
then about 14 years of age. Aristotle accepted 
the offer, and in eight years taught him rhetoric, 
natural philosophy, ethics, politics, and a certain 
sort of philosophy, according to Plutarch, which 
he taught nobody jpise. Philip erected statues 
tn honour of Aristotle, and for his sake rebuilt 
Stagyra, which had been almost ruined by the 
wars. A ristotle havi ng lost the favour of Alex- 
ander by adhering to Galisthenes, his kinsman, 
who was accused of a conspiracy against Alex- 
ander's life, removed to Atliens, where he set up 
his new school. The magistrates received him 
very kindly, and gav«^ him the Lycojura, so fa- 
mous afterwards for the concourse of his disci 
pies, and here it was, according to some authors, 
that he composed his principal woiks. When 
Aristotle was accused of impiety by one Eury- 
medon, a priest jof Ceres, he wrote a large apo- 
logy for himself, addressed to the magistrates ; 
but, knowing the Atlienians to be extremely 
Jealous about their religion, and remembering 
the fate of Socrates, he was so much alarmed 
that he retired to Chalcis, a city of Euboea, 
where he ended his days. Some say he poi- 
soned himself, to avoid falling into Uie hands 
of his enemies; others affirm, that he threw 
himself into the Euripus, because he could not 
comprehend the reason of its ebbing and flow- 
ing: and there are others who tell us that he 
died of a cholic, in the 63d year of his age, being 
thethurd of the 114th Olympiad, two years after 
Alexander. The Stagyrites carried away bis 
body, and erected altars to his memory. 

ARISTOXENUS, a Grecian philosopher of 
Tarentum, about 324 B. C. 
ARIUS, a divine of the 4th century, and the 

Scad and founder of the Arians, a sect which 
enied the eternal divinity and consubstantiali- 
ty of the Word. He was bom in Libya, near 
Egypt. Ttie Arian principles, accordii^ to 
Bpanbeim, were, that Clirist was only called 
God by way of title ; that he was less than the 
Father, who only was eternal and without be- 
ginning ; that he was a creature, having a be- 
Snnius of existence, created out of things, hav- 
ig no being before tlie beginning of all things : 
bence he was made God^ and the son of Gnd by 
adoption, not by nature ; and that the word wrp 
also subject to change ; that the Father created 
all things by him as an instniment ; and that he 
was the most excellent of all creatures ; that the 
essence of the Father was different from the es- 
sence of the Son ; neither was he co-eternal, co- 
equal, nor con-substantial with the Father ; that 
tlie Holy GhoKt was not God, but the creature 
of the Son, begot and created by him, inferior in 
dignity to Ibe Father and Son, and co-worker in 
the creation. As to his death, it is said that 
Arius, being pressed by a natural necessity^ re- 
tired to a bouse of convenience where he died 
biMaiitly on the apot, all bia entrails bunting 
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out, with his liver and spleen. Tills liai puucd 
in the year 386. 

ARKEL, Cornel. Van, a Dutch divine of 
Amsterdam, died 1734. 

ARKENHOLZ, John, a native of Helsing- 
fors, in Sweden, author of some treatises on ik>- 
litical subjects, &c., died 1777. 

ARKWRIGIiT, Sir Richard, a man who, in 
one of the lowest stations of life, being literally 
a penny barber at Manchester, by uncommon 
genius and persevering industry, invented and 
perfected a system of machinery for spinning 
cotton, that had in vain been attempted by many 
of the first mechanics of the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies; and which, by givhtg perpetual employ- 
ment to many tliousand families, increased tiie 
population, and was productive of great com 
mercial advantage to his country. The machine 
is called a " Spinning Jenny." Sir Richard died 
August 3, 1792, leaving property to the amount 
of nearly half a million sterling. 

ARLAUD, James Antony, a native of Gene- 
va, eminent as a painter, died 1743. 

ARLOTTA, a beautiful woman of Falaise, 
daughter of a tanner, and misuess of Robert,, 
duke of Normandy. 

ARLOTTO, a native of Magello, in Tuscany, 
whose right name was Mainurdi, was dean oi 

St. Cresci, in the diocese of Fiesole ; he died 
1483. 

ARMAGNAC, John d', of an ancient family 
in France, raised to the highest dignity of the 
national church, died about 1408. 

ARMAGNAC, Bernard, count d', brother of 
llie preceding, placed at the head of the party of 
Orleans, was assassinated, 1418. 

ARMELLINO, Francis, a banker, made car- 
dinal by Leo X., died 1537. 

ARMENONVILLE, Joseph John Baptist 
Fleurion d', a French statesman, keeper of Ujo 
seals from 1722 to 1727, died 1728. 

ARMINIUS, a brave chief of the Catti, called 
the deliverer of Germany ; be was assassinated 
A. D. 21. 

ARBflNIUS, James, the founder of the sect 
of the Arminians, or Remonstrants, was born 
at Oude-water, in Holland, in 1560. <* The Ar- 
minians hold (says Mr. Broiighton) that God 
creates men free, and will deal with them ac- 
cording to the use they make of their liberty ; 
that, foreseeing how every one will use it, lie 
does therefore decree all thinirs that conri'm 
them in this life, together with their salvation 
or damnation in the next," &c. See more in 
Brougbton*8 Religion of all Nations, p. ^ Ar- 
minius died October 19, 1619. 

ARMSTRONG, Thomas, an active supporter 
of the royal cause, during the civil wars, for 
which be was honoured with knighthood ; he 
was executed by his enemies, without a trial, 
1684. 

ARMSTRONG, Dr. John, bom in Castleton 
parish, Edinburghshire, where his fattier and 
brother were ministers. He completed his edu- 
cation in the university of Edinburgh, where he 
took his degree in physic, February 4, 1732. Like 
Akenside, another poet and physician, he never 
arrived at much practice. In 1735 he published 
a little humorous fugitive pamphlet in 8vo. 
printed for J. Wilford, entitled "An Efpbv for 
abridging the Study of Physic; to which is 
added a Dialogue between Hygeia, Mercury, and 
Pluto, relating to the practice of phvsic, as it is 
managed by a certain illustrious society : as also 
an eptotle from Usbeck the Persian to Joshua 
Ward, Eaq." This piece contains much droU

ery ; and in the dial<H^e, the author has caofht 
the very spirit of Lucian. It was soon followed 
by the " (Econooiy of Love," a poem which has 
much merit, but ia too strongly tinctured with 
the licentiousness of Ovid. "The Art of pre- 
serving Health," his best performance, was pub- 
lished in 1744, and will transmit bis name to 
posterity as one of the first Euglish writers. In 
Mr. Nichols' " Anecdotes of Mr. Bowyer," the 
reader will find some pleasing traits of the cha- 
racter of this ingenious writer. 

ARMSTRONG, John, a Scotch divine and 
poet, was bom at Leith, 1771. At Edinburgh, 
where he look the degree of M. A., he published 
a volume of "Juvenile Poems," which have 
considerable merit ; and to this he appended 
" An Essay on the Means of punishing and pre- 
venting Crimes ;" for which, (in 1789,) he had 
been honoured with a gold medal given by the 
Edinburgh Pantheon Society. He came to Lon- 
don in 1790, commenced writer for the news- 
papers, and for some time before his death was 
editor of that old and most respectable paper, 
" The General Evening Post." He promised 
also to arrive at distinciion as a preacher to dis- 
senting congregations ; but was cut off by a de- 
cline, July 21. 1797, at the early age of 26. 

ARMSTRONG, John, a brigadier general in 
the army of the American revolution, assisted 
in the defence of fort Moultrie, and in the battle 
of Gerraantown, with the reputation of an able 
officer, afterwards a delegate to congress from 
Pennsylvania, died 1793. 

ARMYNE, Lady Mary, granddaughter of 
George, Eari of Shrewsbury, married Sir Wil- 
liam Armyne, and was distinguished by her 
piety and benevolence ; she died 1675. 

ARNALD, Richard, B. D., rector of Thur- 
caston, in Leicestershire, published several ser- 
mons, &C. ; he died 1756. 

ARN ALL, William, became a political writer 
in the pay of Sir Robert Walpole ; he died 1741. 

ARNAUD DE MEYRVILLE, or MEREUIL, 
a poet of Provence, died 1230. 

ARNAUD DE VILLA NOVA, a physician, 
fliiipwrecked on the coast of Genoa, 1310 or 1313. 

ARNAUD, Anthony, bom at Paris, 1550, 
where he pursued his studies, and took his de- 

Kee of Master of Arts in 1573. Some time after. 
! was admitted advocate of the parliament of 
Paris; in which capacity he acqmred great re- 
putation by his integrity and extraordinary elo- 
quence. Henry IV. had a great esteem for Ar- 
naud ; his majesty once carried the duke of Sa- 
voy on purpose to .hear him plead in parliament, 
and he was appointed counsellor and attorney- 
general to queen Catharine of Medicis. One of 
the most famous causes which Araaud pleaded, 
was that of the university against the Jesuits, 
in 1394. He died at about the age of 70. 

ARNAUD D'Ax\DILLl, Robert, eldest son 
of the preceding, born at Paris in 1589. Though 
bred in a court and in ofiiccs of state, he passed 
the latter part of his days in a continual appli- 
cation lo works of piety and devotion. His 
works have been printed in eight volumes folio. 
Mr. Amnud died at Port Royal, 1674. 

ARNAUD, Anthony, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
and brother of the preceding, was bom at Parte 
the 6tli of February. 1612. A catalogue of his 
works may be seen in Moreri : they consbt of 
grammar, geometry, logic, metaphysics, and 
theology. He died August 9, 1694. 

ARNAUD, Henry, brother of Robert, made 
bishop of Toul, but his election was disputed, 
and he was not put in possession ; he died 1692 



ARNAUD, Angettque, slater of Henry, abbeef 
of the Port Royal convent, died 166L 

ARNAUD, Anthony, sun of Robert, abbot of 
Chaumes, author of some memoirs, died 1696. 

ARNAUD, de Brescie. Bee ARNOLD de 
Brescie. 

ARNAUD, Francis, abbot of Grand Champe, 
distinguished by his literary hibours, died 1784. 

ARNAUD, Simon, marquis of Pompone, aa 
able negotiator and ambassador, died 1690. 

ARNAUD, Henry Charles, son of Shnon, die- 
tinguished as an ecclesiastic and statusman, died 
1756. * 

ARNAUD, Francis, Thomas Marie de Baca- 
Uu-d d', a French writer of celebrity, was tioni 
|at Paris in 1716, and died in It^. 

ARNDT, John, a famous protestant divine of 
Germany, bom at Bcllenstad, hi the dutchy of 
Anhalt, 155. At first lie applied himself to phy< 
9ic ; but, falling into a dangerous sickness, be 
made a vow to change that for divinity, it be 
should be n>stored to health. He wrote many 
relgious works ; the most famous of which b, 
his, "Treatise of Free Christianity," in High 
Dutch. This writer died at Zell. in 1621. 

ARNDT, Joshua, professor of lofie at Boe- 
tock, died 1687 

ARNE, Dr. Thomas Augustine, was son of 
Mr. Aroc, an uphototercr in Covent Garden, 
(whom Addison is supposed to have character- 
ized in No. 155, and No. 160 of " The TatUer,") 
and brother of Mrs. Cibber the player. He was 
early devoted to music, and soon became emi- 
nent in his profession. July 6, 1750, he had the 
degree of doctor of music conferred on him at 
Oxford. His compositions are universally ap- 
plauded, and he was particularly skilful in in- 
structing vocal performers. He died March 5, 
1778, having written the following pieces : " Ar- 
tazerxes," 1762 ; " The Guardian outwitted," 
1764 ; »• The Rose," 1778 : all of them operas. 

ARNGRIM, Jonas, a learned ecclesiastic of 
Ireland ; he wrote a piece on the Runic letters, 
&c., and died 1649. 

ARNISiEUS, Kenningus, a German profes- 
Isor of physic at Helmstadt, known for his poli- 
tical treatises ; he died 1635. 

ARNOBIUS, was professor of rhetoric at 
[Sicca, in Numidia, toward the end of the 3d 
century. 

ARNOBIUS, a native of Gaul, author of a 
commentary on the psalms, &c., in the 5th cen- 
tury. 

ARNOLD, a famous heretic of the 12th cen- 
tury, bora at Brescia, in Italy, whence he went 
to France, where he studied under the cele- 
brated Peter Abelard. Upon his retum to Italy, 
he put on the habit of a monk, and began to 
preach several new and uncommon doctrines, 
particularly, that the po)>e ought not to enjoy 
any temporal estate; that those ecclesiastics 
who had any estates of their own, or held any 
lands, were entirely cut off from the least hoi>e 
of salvation ; that the clergy ought to subsist 
upon the alms and voluntary contributions of 
Christians ; and that all other revenues belong- 
ed to princes and states, in order to be disposed 
of among the laity as thev thought proper. He 
was hanged at Rome in the year ]1.'»5. 

ARNOLD, John, eminent for his improve- 
ments in the mechanism of time-keepers. He 
was the inventor of the Expansion Balance and 
the Detached Escapement; and was the first 
artist that ever applied the gold cylindrifcal 

(spring to the balance of a time-piece. Died at 
WeU-haU, near Eltham, in Kent, Aug. 25, 1799. 
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AltNOLf), Dr/Samuel, an cxcelirat composer 
of music, whose works are too numerous to be 
t^ere detailed, and so well Icnown as not to 
require it Of liis various dramatic composi- 
\ tioiM, we may mention particularly " The Maid 
of the .Mill; The Castle of Andalusia; The 
Agreeable Surprise; The Son- in Law; The 
Spanish Barber; Inkle a-id Yarico; The Sur- 
render of Calais : The Battle of Hexham ; The 
Mountaineers; The Shipwreck; and Peeping 
Tom." In the higher style of composition, also, 
bis success was great. The Oratorio (by Dr. 
Brown) of the Cure of Saul, composed in 1767, 
was considered to be tlie best production since 
tlie time of Handel ; and his Shunamite Wo- 
man, one of his latter pieces, possesses all the 
genius of his earlier con^positions, with that 
additional science which study and experience 
had given him. He died Oct. 13, 1802, in his 
63d year, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
between the monuments of Croft and Purcell. 

ARNOLD, Nicholas, a protestaiit of Lesna, 
acquired reputation by his sermons and polemi 
cal works ; he died 1680. 

ARNOLD, Jelfery, author of a history of mys 
tical theology, dtc, died 1714. 

ARNOLD, of HUdeshcim, a historian of the 
13th century. 

ARNOLD, Christopher, a native of Nurem 
berg; he died professor at Altorf, 1G85, aged 58. 

ARNOLD, Benedict, a major general of the 
American army, and Infamous for turning trai- 
tor to his country ; for attempting to surrender 
the fortress of West Point to the British ; for 
committing ravages in Vii^nia after his deser- 
tion, and a wanton butchery of the garrison at 
Port Griswold, Conn. He was made a brigadier 
general in the British army ; retired to England ; 
received I0,000<. steriing as the reward of bis 
villany, and died in London, 1801. 

ARNOLD, Benedict, succeeded Roger Wil- 
liams as president of the colony of Rhode-Island, 
and was afterwards repeatedly appointed go- 
vernor under its charter ; he died 1678. 

ARNOLD, Thomas, a physician of Leicester, 
educated at Edinburgh, was afterwards presi- 
dent of a lunatic asylum, which he established ; 
be died 1816. 

ARNOUL, a bishop of Lisieux, author of 
tome curious letters, containing an account of 
the manners of his time. 
ARNTZENIUS, John Henry, a learned Dutch- 
man, law professor at Utrecht ; he died 1799. 

ARNU, Nicholas, a Dominican, professor of 
metaphysics at Padua, died 1693. 

ARNULPH, or ERNUbPH, bishop of Ro- 
chester, bom 1040, died 1124. lie wrote a work 
In Latin, concerning the foundation, endow- 
ment, charters, laws, and other tilings relating 
to the church of Rochester ; which in generally 
known by the title of " Textus Roffonsls." and 
is preserved in the archives of the cathedral 
church of that place. 

ARNULPH, natural son of Carloman, king 
of Bavaria, elected emperor of Germany, and 
crowned at Rome, 896. He died (supposed to be 
poisoned) 899. 

ARNULPIIUS, an Ecyptlan, fn the reign of 
M. Antoninus, famous for his skill In magic. 

ARNWAY, John, much attached to the royal 
cause in England in the time of Cromwell, died 
1653. 

ARON, Peter, a musical writer, bom at Flo- 
rence, and patronized liv Leo X. 

ARPINUS, or ARPINO, Joseph CoMmr, afa- 
ipoui Julian painter, bom ISCO, died 164U. 
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AilRAGON, Jeanne d*, a celebrated Italii^ 
lady, mother of Mark Anthony Colonna, died 
1577. 

ARRAN, James Hamilton, eari of, a Scutch 
nobleman, who at one lime aspired to Hit; lutud 
of queen Elizabeth, of England. He di< d Ilt9 

ARRIA, the wife of Pa>iUB, celebrated for her 
heroism and conjugal fidelity. 

ARRIAGA, Roderic A\ a Spanish Jeiiuit, pro- 
fessor of theology at Salamanca atid Prugue, 
died 1667. ' 

ARRIAN, a famous historian and philoso- 
pher, who lived under tlie emperor Adrian and 
the two Antonines, was born at Niconiediu, in 
Bithynia. He was styled the second Xenoi>iinn. 
and raised to the most considerable (tigniiitH of 
Rome. He is, indeed, said to have been pre- 
ceptor to the famous philosopher and emp'^rcr 
Marcus Antoninus. The most celebrated of bis 
works is his ** History (in Greek) of Alexander 
the Great," in 7 books; a perfomiance much 
esteemed by the best judges. Arrian is said to 
have written several other works. 

ARROWSMITH, John, tlieological professor 
at Cambridge, 1660, author of several celebrated 
Calvinistic works. 

ARSACES I., a Partliian, emancipated his 
country from the Macedonian yoke, 250 B. C. 

ARSACES II., son of the preceding, mtde 
war against Antiochus the Great. 

ARSACES TIRANUS, king of Armenia, tak- 
en prisoner by Sapor, king of Persia, 362 B. C. 

ARSENIUS, bishop of Constantinople, was 
banished for his pertinacity, and died in tlie 13tta 
century. 

ARSENIUS, a Roman deacon, appointed by 
pope Damascus preceptor to Arcadius, son of 
Theodoeius. 

ARSENIUS, arclibisbop of Malvasia, in the 
Morea, died 1435. 

ARSEZAN, Pader d% a native of Touloiue, 
and author of two tragedies, died 1696. 

ARTABANUS, a king of Partbia, died A. 
D. 48. 

ARTABANUS, another king of Partbia, la 
whom that empire became extinct, 226. 

ART ALI, Joseph, a native of Mazara, in Si- 
cily, a famous duellist, Ac, died 1670. 

ART AUD, Peter Joseph, a native of Bonleui, 
esteemed for learning, pie^, ice, died 1760. 

ARTAUD, archbishop of Rheuns, was once 
deprived of his diocese and afterwards restorea 
to it, died 948. 

ART A VASDES L, king of A rmenia, behaved 
treacherously toCrassus and Mark Antony. 

ARTA VASDES II., grandson of the above. 

ARTAXERXES I., king of Persia, the son of 
Xerxes, supposed to be the Ahasuerus of Scrip- 
ture, died 424 B. C. 

ARTAXERXES II., sumamed Mnemon, de- 
feated his brother Cyrus at Cunaxa, 401 B. C. 

ARTAXERXES III., succeeded Artaxerxei 
II. ; he slew all hU brothers and the rest of hia 
familv, 338 B. C. 

ARTAXERXES BEBE6AN, son of a shep- 
herd, first king of Persia of the race of the Saa-^ 
sanides, died about 240. 

ARTAXIAS I., governor of Upper Armenia 
under Antiochus, made himself^ king of the 
countrr. 

ARTAXIAS n., king of Armenia after Ar 
tavasdet I., was expelled by Antony, and reih 
tored bv the Parthians. 

ARTAXIAS III., son of Polemo, made king 
by Germanic IS, and reigned 17 years. 

ARTEAGA, VoSk Stcphano, a Spanlib Jesuit, 
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tatbor of a treatise on ideal beauty, Jtc., died 

mo. 

AKTEOr, Peter, a pbydcianof Sweden, and 
intimate friend of lanncus, was drowD«d at 
Leyden, 1735. 

AUTEMAS, or ARTEMON, founded a seet 
in the 3d century, wiiicb maintained tbat Christ 
was but a man. 

ARTEMIDORUS, famous for bis "Treatise 
npoa Dreams," was bom at Epbesus, but tooli 
the surname of Daldianus in this booli, out of 
rcspeci to the country of bis maUaer; for he 
styled tiiroself die Ephesian in bis other per- 
formances. He lived under tlie emperor Anto- 
ninus Pitts. 

ARTEMIDORUS, an Ephesian, author of a 
description of the earth, 100 B. C. 

ARTEMISIA I., queen of Caria, 
Xerxes against the Greeks. 

ARTEMISIA IL, queen of Caria, erected a 
mausoleum to tlie memory of her husband, 
liausolus. 

ARTHINGTON, Henry, a native of York 
shire, pretended«that be was inspired as the 
means of effecting a revolution. 

ARTHUR, a British Prince, whose existence 
by some is regarded as fabulous, said to bave 
died aI>out 5^; be established the order of 
knights of the round table. 

ARTHUR, duke of Brittany, grandson of 
Henry II., was confined in the castle of Rouen, 
wh^re, it is supposed, be was murdered. 

ARTIGNI, Anthony Gacbet d', an ecclesias 
tic, known by his writings ; he died 1768. 

ARTUSI, Guiamara, a celebrated musical 
writer. 

ARVIEUX, Laurent d', a native of Mar- 
seilles, resided 12 years in Palestine, and was 
a useful negotiator for the French court. He 
is justly esteemed for his benevolence to Tu- 
nisian and Algerine captives. 

ARYIRAGUS, a king of Britain in the age 
of Domitian. 

ARUNDEL, Mary, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Arundel, known by her translations of tlie wise 
sayings,&c. of Alexander Severus, &c;8he Uved 
in the middle of the 16th century. 

ARUNDEL, Thomas, made bishop of Ely 
when 21 yeans of age ; afterwards translated to 
Canterbury ; be died 1414. 

ARUNDEL, Thomas Howard, enrl of, dis- 
coverer of the Parian marbles which tiear his 
name. 

ARUNDEL, Blanche, daughter of Lord Wor- 
ecstor, celebrated for her brave defence of War- 
door castle ; she died 1649. 

ARZACHEL, a Spanish astronomer, in the 
11th century. 

ASA, son of Abijah, made Idng of Judah, 055 
B C 

A8.\PH, St, a native of North Wales, eminent 
for his sanctiQr. 

ASAPH, a musician of the tribe of Levi, in the 
age of David. 

ASA R-H ADDON, king of Assyria, obtained 
the kingdom of Babylon ; he died 667 B. C. 

ASCELIN, an ecclesiastic of tlie 11th century, 
defended transubstantiation againt Bereiiger. 

ASCHAM, Roger, an eminent English writer, 
born at Klrkby Wiske, near Northallerton, In 
Yorkshire, about the year 1515. He applied 
taiins<tlf particularly to the Greek language ; in 
which he attained to an excellence peculiar to 
himself, and read it publicly in the university of 
Cambridge with universal applause. In or- 
4w to relax liis mind, alter severer studies, hej 
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[tbouftit some diversion necessary ; andshooung 
with tlie bow, was bto favourite amusement, as 
appears by bis '' Treatise on Archery," which 
be dedicated to King Henry ViU., who seukd 
a pension upon him, at the recommendation of 
Sir WilUam Paget. Mr. Ascham, being remark- 
able for writing a fine band, was employed to 
teach this art to Prince Edward, the Lady Eliza- 
beth, and tlie two brothers, Henry and Charles, 
dukes of BuiTolk. In Feb. 1546, he was sent (oi 
to court, to instruct the Lady tUizabeth in the 
learned languages, and hadtbe Inmourof assist- 
ing this lady in her studies for two years ; when 
he desireo leave to return to Cambridge, wbere 
he resumed bis office of public oiator. He was 
afterwards Latin secretarv to king Edward 

Sueen Mary, and queen Elizabeth. Being one 
ay in company with persons of the first disUnc- 
tico, there happened to lie high disputes about 
the different methods of education ; tliis gave 
rise to bis treatise on tbat subject, entitled '*The 
Schoolmaster," which be undertook at the par- 
ticular request of Sh- Richard SackviUe. This 
work was in high esteem among the best Judges, 
and is frequently quoted by Dr. Johnson in bis 
Dictionary. Ue died at London, Jan. 4, 1568, 
and was buried in St. Sepulchre's church. 

ASCHAM, Anthony, physician and ecclesias* 
tic, author of tracts on astrology, &c. 

ASCHAM, Anthony, a friend of CromweB, 
and member of the long parliament. 

ASCHARI, a mussulman doctor, founder of a 
sect which bears his name ; he died 940. 

ASCLEPIADES, a Greek philosopher, 350 
B.C. 

ASCLEPIADES, a famous physician, bom at 
Prusa, in Bitbyuia, flourished at Rome in the 
time of Pompey, and founded a new sect in 
physic. 

ASCOLI, Cecco di, or Francisco de StabiU, 
professsor of mathematics, at Bol(H;na ; Im 
wrote an Italian poem. Sec, and died 1238. 

ASCONIUS, PEDIANUS, a grammarian of 
Padua, in the age of Augustus. 

ASCOUGH, William, bisliop of Sarum, mur- 
dered by Jack Cade and bis followers, 1450. 

ASDRUBAL, brother-in-law of Aunibal, tht 
founder of New Carthage, in Spain. 

ASDRUBAL BARCA, brother of Annibal, 
killed at the battle of the Metaurus. 

ASELLI. Gasper, a physician of Cremona, 
professor or anatomy at Paris, died 1636. 

ASFELD, Claude Francois Bidal marquis d\ 
an illustrious warrior at the battle of Almanza ; 
he took Philipsburg, and died 1743. 

ASFELD, Jacques Vincent Bidal d*, an ec- 
clesiastic, died 1745. 

ASGILE, John, a lawyer of eminence, known 
for his wit and misfortunes, died 1738. 

ASGILL, Sir Charles, Bart. This gentleman 
was a strong instance of what may be effected 
even by moderate abilities, when united with 
strict integrity, industry, and irreproachable cha- 
racter. His hrst setting out in life was at a bank- 
ing-house in Lombard-street, as out-door collect- 
ing clerk. From this inferior situation he pro- 
gressively rose by his merit to the first depart- 
ment in the house ; and soon after, marrying an 
amiable woman, with a fortune of 25,0002. im- 
mediately Joined his name to the firm. In 1749 
he was chosen alderman of Candlewick ward, 
and served in the office of lord mayor in 1758. He 
died Sept 15, 1788, and is said to bavejeft nearly 
200,0002. 

ASH, Dr. John, an English dissenting minis- 
ter, grammarian, and lexicographer horn 1724, 
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died at Pershore, Worcefltereb.irc, March, 1779. 
His Dictionary 48 a remarkably laborious and 
coinpreiiensive work. 

AStiE, Simeon^ a nonconformist, chaplain to 
lord Warwick, during the civil wars, died 16C2. 

ASHE, Samuel, a judge of the Supreme court 
of North Carolina, and afterwards governor of 
tliat state, died 1813. 

ASHE, John Baptiste, a reprefcntatfve in 
Congress, from, and governor of, the state of N. 
Carolina, died 1802. 

ASHLEY, Jonathan, a distinguished minister 
of Deerfield, Mass., died 1780, aged 68. He pub- 
lished several sermons. 

ASHLEY, Robert, a, lawyer, distinguished as 
an eminent writer, &c., die<i 1641. ) 

ASHMOLE, or ASMOLE, Elias, a celebrated 
English philosopher and antiquary, and founder 
of the Ashmolean museum at Oxford, was born 
at Litchfield, in Staffordshire, the 23d of May. 
1627. Besides filling several offices, civil and 
military, Mr. Ashmolewas adiligent and curious 
collector of manuscripts. In 1(350 he published 
a treatise written by Dr. Artluir Dee, relating to 
the philosopher's stone ; together with another 
tract on the same subject, by an unknown au- 
thor. About the same time he was busied in 
preparing fur tlie preHS a complete collection of 
the works of such English chymists as had tilt 
then remained in manuscript : this undertaking 
cost him great labour and expense ; and at length 
the work appeared toward the close of the year 
165^. The title of this work was, " Thratrum 
Chemicum Britannicum," &.c. &c. He then ap- 
plied himself to the study of antiquity and re- 
cords. In 1658 he began to collect materials for 
bis ** Histor}' of the Order of the Garter,*' which 
be lived to finish, and thereby did no less hon- 
our to the order than to himself, [n September 
following, he made a journey to Oxford ; where 
he set about a full and jtarticular description 
of the coins given to the public library by arch- 
bishop Laud. Upon the restoration of Charles 
II., Mr. Ashmole was introduced to his majesty, 
who received him very graciously, and, on the 
18th of June, 1660, bestowed on him the place 
of Windsor herald ; a few days after, he ap- 
pointed him to give a description of his medals, 
which were delivered into his possession ; and 
King Henry VIlI.'s closet was assigned for his 
use. On the 8th of May, 1672, he presented his 
•' Institution, Laws, and Ceremonies, of the most 
noble Order of the Garter" to the king, who re- 
ceived it very graciously, and, as a mark of his 
approbation, granted him a privy seal for 400Z. 
out of the customs of paper. On the 26th of 
January, a fire broke out in the Middle Temple, 
in the next chamber to Mr. Ashmole's, by which 
he lost a noble library, with a collection of 9000 
coins, ancient and modern, and a vast repository 
of seals, charted, and other antiquities and cu- 
riosities ; but his manuscripts, and bis most val- 
uable qold medals, were luckilv at his house, at 
South Lambeth. In 1683, the Universif v of Ox- 
ford having finished a magnificent repository 
near the theatre, Mr. Ashmole sent thither his 
curious collection of rarities : and this benefac-

ASHTON, Charles, one of the most learned 
critics of his age, was elected master of Jesui 
Coiiege, Cambridge, July 5, 1701, and instalkil 
in a prebend of Ely, on the Mtli of the same 
month. His great knowledge in ecclesiastical 
antiquities was excelled by irone, and equalled 
by few: as his MS. remarks upon Uie Fathers, 
and corrections of the mistakes of translatois, 
sufiicently stow. 

ASHTON, Dr. Thomas, rector of St. Botolph 
Bishopsgate, a popular preacher and excelleiu 
divine, born 1716, died 1775. 

ASHWELL, George, his writings were on di- 
vinity, but not in higii esteem ; he died 1693. 

ASH WOOD, Barthglomew, a minister of Ax- 
minster, in Devon, author of several tracts, &c. 

ASHWORTH, Caleb, patronized by Dr. 
Doddridge, and successor to him in his school, 
was created D. D. by a Scotcli university ; hie 
died 1774. 

ASKEW, Anthony, a native of Westmore- 
land, eminent as a physician, died 1784. 

ASKEW, Anne, an accomplished lady, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Askew, of Kelsay, in Lin- 
colnshire, was bom in 1529. She received a 
learned education, and in early life showed a 
predilection for theological studies. By ibe^e 
she was led to favour^he reformation ; she was. 
in conseqence, arrested, and, having confer::* d 
her rehgious principles, was committed to New- 
gate. She was first racked with brutal cruelly 
in the Tower, and afterwards burned alivJ in 
Smithfield, July 16, 1546; a punishment which 
she endured with amazing courage and finnnci-s, 
adhering to the last to the principles of her faith. 

ASPASIA, a native of Miletus, cekbraied for 
her wit and learning, though her character was 
licentv)UB. 

ASPASIA,^! Grecian lady, celebrated for hci 
excellence in philosophy and rhetoric, was bom 
at Miletus, but i^ettled at Athens; where, liiou^'b 
she exercised the calling of a courtezan, bei 
scholastic talents induced the virtuous Sccratcf 
and other of the greatest men of tlie age to vi!^il 
her house. She was afterwards married to Perl 
cles, one of the greatest men that ever flourished 
in Greece. 

ASPELT, Peter d', studied medicine at Paris , 
he died 1320. 

ASSELIN, Giles Thomas, respectable forhii 
friety and roetical talents, died 1567. 

ASSELYN, John, a historical and landscape 
painter, died 1650. \ 

ASSER, a Jewish rabU of the 5th century 
author of the Talmud of Babylon, &c. 

ASSER, 3f St. David's, a learned author in 
the reign of Alfred. 

ASSHETON, Dr. William, born atMiddletnn, 
in Lancashire, 1641, was the projector of \he 
scheme for providing a maintenance for clerpy- 
men's widows and others, by a Jointure payable 
by the Mercers' Company. Dr. Assheton wrote 
several pieces against the papists and dissenters, 
and some practical and devotional tracts, and 
died at his rectory of Beckenham, in Kent, 1711 

ASSOUCI, Charles Coyiieau, Sieur d', a i oet, 
whose works contained more immorality than 
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the advancement of learning, religkm, and vir- 
tue, and in the practice of tlKMe relifious dudes 
wbicti she so zeaiounly and pauheticaUy recom- 
mended to ottiers. She was remarkably abste- 
mious, and seemed to enjoy an uninterrupted 
state of health till a few days before her death ; 
when, having one of her breasts cut off, it so 
much impaired her constitution, that she died 
in 1731, in the 63d year of lier age, and was 
iNiried at Chelsea. 

ASTERIUS, ao Arian of Cappadocia in the 
4th century. 

ASTERIUS, bishop of Amasia, in Pontos, in 
tt» 4th century. 

ASTERIUS. Urbanus. a bishop of the 3d cen- 
^*y« eniaged m a contrdverqr with the Monta- 
ustsof Aocyra, in Galatia. 

ASTLB, Thomas, an eminent Enriish anti- 
quary, born at Yoxall, Staffordshire, December 
83, 1735, and originaHy bsed to the law; the 
early pursuit of which profession led him to eive 
particular application to the decypherins ofan- 
cient records; in which he soon excelled all his 
cotemporaries, and qualified himself to be of 
infinite advantage to historical literature. In 
1783, he was appointed keeper of the rolls and 
records in the tower of London ; and in 1787 
elected a trustee of the British museum. The 
principal one among his numerous works is, 
** On the Origin and Progress of Writing, as 
well Hieroglyphic as Elementary," 4ta, 1784 ; 
of which work a new edition was published just 
before his death, wtiich happened at Battersea, 
December 1, 1803. 

ASTLE, John, a portrait painter, bom at 
Whem, in Shropshire. 

ASTOLPH, king of Lombardy, attacked the 
pope*s dominions, and died 756. 

ASTON, Sir Arthur, a brave man in the ser- 
Tice of Charles I. 

ASTON, Sir Thomas ; in the civil wars he 
raised a troop of horse for the king, but was de- 
feated, and afterwards taken prisoner ; he d<ed 
1642, in consequence of a blow received in at- 
tempting to make his escape. 

ASTORGAS, marchioness of, a lady in the 
reign of Charles II. of Spain ; she killed her hus- 
band's mistress. 

ASTRONOME L% a historian of the 9tb cen- 
tury. 

ASTRUC, John, a physician of France, bom 
at Sauves, a town of Lower Languedoc, the 
19th of March, 1684 ; died at Paris, the 5th of 
May, 1766. He was tlie author of several use- 
ful and curious works. 

A8TYA6ES, a king of Media, 594 B. C, 
called by some, the Ahasuerus of the Scriptures. 

ATA, Abdal, a mussulman dervise in the age 
of Tamerlane. 

ATABALIPA, or ATAHUALPA, the last 
king of Pera of the race of the Incas, barbarous- 
ly put to death by the Spaniards, 1533. 

ATHALIAH, wife of Jehoram, she obtained 
the sovereignty of Judah, wtiich she held seven 
years. 

ATHANASIUS, St, was bom at Alexandria, 
of heathen parents. He was noticed, when 
very young, by Alexander, bishop of that see, 
who took care to have him educated in ail good 
learning * and when he was of age, ordained 
liim deacon. He took him in his company when 
he attended the council of Nice, where Athana- 
irtns greatly distinguished himself as an able and 
sealous opposer of the Arian heresy. Soon 
after the dissolution of the council, Alexander 



died, and Atbaoasius waa appointed to Micceedllgrand constable of Naplev.

This was in 396, when .\than»*iu8 b 
supposed to have been about 28 years of agp. It 
is controverted among learned men, wliethvi 
Athanasius composed the creed commonly re 
ceived under bb name ; though the best and 
latest critics, who have examin«l the thing niott 
exactly, make no question but that it is to be 
ascribed to a Latin author, Vigilius Tapsensis, 
an African bisliop, who lived in the latter end of 
the 5th centurv, in the time of the Vandalic 
Arian persecution. 

ATHELIN6, Edgar, grandson of Edmund 
Ironside, kingof Ennand, made some unsuccess- 
ful attempts to obtain the crown. 

ATHELSTAN, the natural son of Edmund 
the Elder, made king of England, 9^. 

ATHENA60RA8, an Auienian philosopher 
who became acdovertto Ctiristianity. He lived 
in the 3d centurv. 

ATHENiGUS, a Greek grammarian, bom ai 
Naucrates, in E^pt, flourished in the 3d century 

ATHENiEUS, a mathematician, 300 B. C 

ATUENiGUS, an orator of Rome in the age 
of Augustus. 

ATHENODORtJS, a stoic philosopher, pre' 
ceptor to Aoeustus. 

ATHIAS, Uaac, author of an explication of 
the law or Moses, a Jew of Spain. 

ATHIAS, Joseph, a learned printer of Am- 
sterdam, died 1700. 

ATKINS, James, D. D., a leamed Scotchman 
of Kirkwall, in Orkney, died 1687. 

ATKINS, sir Robert, tord chief baron of the 
exchequer, bom in Gloucestershire, in the year 
1621, died in the beginning of the year 1709. He 
was a man of much probity, as well as of great 
skill in his profession, and a warm friend to l!i6 
constitution. 

ATKINSrsir Robert, son of the foregoing, 
was bora in 1646. He became very early a great 
proficient in the laws and antiquities of his coun- 
try, which afterwards led him to write " The 
Ancient and Present State of Gloucestershire," 
printed in folio, 1712. This great and valuable 
work he lived to perfect, but died the year before 
it was published. 

ATKINSON, Theodore, chief justice of New- 
Harapsbire^ and a delegate to the convention at 
Albany which formed the plan of union for the 
defence of the colonies, died 1779. 

ATKYNS, Richard, suffered during the civil 
wan for his attachment to the royal cause, and 
died 1677. 

ATLAS, king of Mauritania, a celebrated as- 
tronomer, said to have been cotemporary with 
Moses. From his making astronomical obser- 
vations on high mountains, it became a fab!e 
that he was turned into a mountain. He is 
likewise represented as an old man bearing the 
world upon his shoulders ; and general descrip- 
tions of the whole globe, in sets of maps, are to 
this hour called Atlases. 

ATRATUS, Hugh, or Black, called the Phtie- 
nix of his asfe, from his great powers of mind. 

ATT ALUS I., king of Pergamus, a great pa- 
tron of learning, died 198 B. C. 

ATT ALUS n., son of the preceding, reigned 
31 years, and died 159 B. C. 

ATTALU8 lU., nephew of the second, died 
133 B. C. 

ATTALUS, a native of Percamiis, was 
burnt alive for professing the Christian reli- 
gion, 177. 

ATTBNDULI, Margaret, a wster of Sforza, 
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ATTERBUR Y, Lewis ; be took the degree of 
D. D. at Oxford, and was drowned 1693. 

ATTERBURY. Lewis, son of the preceding, 
one of tbe ctiaplains of the princess Anne, di^ 
173L 

ATTERBURY, Francis, bishop of Bocbetter, 
was bom March 6, 1663, at Middleton, or Milton 
Keynes, in Budcingbamshire. He bad his edu- 
cation in grammar learning at Westminster 
school ; and thence, in 1680, was elected a stu- 
dent of Christ-church College, Oxford, where be 
soon distinguished himself for the politeness of 
bis wit and learning. Inl690 he took orders; in 
1691 he was elected lecturer of St. Bride's Church 
in London, preached at Bridewell Chapel, and 



was soon afterwards appointed chaplain to Jdng 
William and queen Mary. He was for some 
years after this engaged in a religious contro- 
versy with Dr. Bentley, Dr. Wake, and other 
learned divines. In 1713, the queen, at the re 
commendation of lord chancellor Harcourt, ad- 
vanced him to the bishopric of Rochester, with 
the deanery of Westminster in commendam. 
At the beginning of the succeeding reign his 
tide of prosperity began /o turn ; and he re- 
ceived a sensible mortification presently after 
the coronation of king George L, when, upon 
his offering to present his majesty (with a view, 
no doubt, of standing better in his favour) with 
the chair of state and royal canopy, his own 
perquisites as dean of Westminster, the offer 
was rejected, not without some evident marks 
of dislike to his person. In 1722. on a suspicion 
of his being concerned in a plot in favour of the 
pretender, he was apprehended August 34, and 
committed prisoner tA the Tower. A bill soon 
after passed in parliament, the tenor of whicli 
was, that he should be deprived of all his 
offices, dignities, benefices, Sec, and suffer per- 
petual exile. He died at Paris, February 15, 
1731-3. ' 

ATTICUS, one of the most singular person- 
ages in ancient Rome. He understood tlie art of 
conducting himself so well, that, without de- 
parting from his neutrality, he preserved the 
esteem and affection of all parties. He reached 
the age of 77 years almost without knowing 
what sickness was, but at last fell sick. His 
illness, which was slisrht for three months, at 
length becoming painrul, he sent for Agrippa, 
bis son-in-law, and two other persons, and de- 
clared to them a resolution to put an end to bis 
life by abstinence from food. Agrippa remon- 
strated with tears, but in vain. After two days 
abstinence the fever left him, and the disease 
abated ; but Atticus persisted, and died three 
days after, in the year of Rome 721. 

ATTICUS, Herodes, a celebrated orator, bom 
at Marathon, died in 76. 

ATTICUS, patriarch of Constantinople, died 
in 427. 

ATTILA, a famous general of the Huns, 
usually called "The Scourge of God,** died 
453. 

AT WOOD, William, chief Justice of the co- 
lony of New- York, and judge of admiralty for 
New-England, New-York, and New-Jersey, in 
1701. 

ATWOOD, George, of the parish St. Clement 
Danes, a tutor and fellow of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and lecturer on experimental philo- 
sophy (o the university. He was eminent as a 
profound mathematician and financier, and for 
nis skill in the theoiy and practice of music ; 
and was the intimate mend of the prime minis- 
ter. Pitt. He died 1807. 
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AUBERT, Peter, a French lawyer, died 1738. 
AUBERT, William, an advocate at PariSf 
author of some works of merit, died in 1601. 
AUBERT DU BAYET N., a French officer,

AUBESPINE, Gabriel de 1*, an ambassador 
in England, 1630. 

AUBESPINE, Magdelene de I*, wife of Ni- 
colas de Neufville de Villeroi, celebrated for her 
wit and beauty at the court of Charles IX. 

AUBIGNE, Theodore Agrippa d', a very il- 
lustrious Frenchman, and grandfather of the no 
Icfs illustrious Madame de Maintenon, was born 
about the year 1550. His parts were so uncom* 
mon. and his progress in letters so very rapid, 
that be is said to have translated the " Crito' of 
Plato from ihe Greek into French when no more 
than eight years old. His principal work is 
" Histoire UniverEClle, from 1550 to leoi, with 
a short Account of the Death of Henry IV.,** in 
three volumes, folio. Aubigne died at Geneva 
in 16.10. 

AUBREY, John, an eminent English anti- 
quary, bom at Easton Piers, Wiltshire, ](]36, 
died 1700, leaving manv works behind him, par- 
ticularly a " History of Surrey,** 5 vols. 8vo., a 
volume of "Miscellanies,** and several MSS., 
which are in the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. 
He seems, however, to have been a creduloua 
man, and to have been frequently imposed upon 
with marvellous tales and absurd hypotheses. 

AUBREY, John Baptist, a French Benedict- 
ine, prior of the house of Commercy, died 1809. 
His writings on theological and frtiiiosophical 
subjects are numerous. 

AUBRIOT, Hugo, builder of the Bastile, 1369, 
Idled in 1383. 

aCBUSSON, Peter d*, grand master of the 
order of St. John of Jerusalem, a warrior and 
statesman, died in 1503. 

AUBUSSON, Francis d*, duke de la Feuil 
lade, distinguished himself in tlie wars of Flan- 
ders, died in lf81. 

AUCHMUTY, Samuel, D. D., rector of Tri- 
nity church, New- York, died 1777. 

AUCHMUTT, sir Samuel, knt., son of the

AUGUSTULUS, Romulus, the last emperor 
of Rome, siicnt tiic last part of his life in ob- 
scurity. 

AUGUSTUS, Cains Julius Caesar Octavia- 
nus, the first Roman Emperor, a prince of great 
nio<ieration and pnnlence, died A. D. 14. 

AUtlADI-AlARAGAII, a mussulman poet, 
about 1319. 
' AULUS GELLIUS. See GELLIUS. 

AUMONT, John d\ count of Chateroux, 
marshal of France, tec, died 1595. 

AUMO.VT, Anthony d', grandson of the pre- 
ceding, also marshal of France, &c., died l(jC9. 

AUNGERVILLB, Richard, tutor to Edward 
ni. of England, died 1345. 

AUNOY, Marie Catlwrine Jumelle de Bcm- 
▼IHe, countess d*, known as the writer of nu- 
merous romances, died 1705. 

AURET^IAN, son of a peasant, raised to the 
llirone of Rome after Claudius II., died 275. 

AURELIUS VICTOR, Sextus, a Roman his- 
torian of the 4th century. 

AURELLI, or AREL.LI, John Mutio, a Latin 
poet, died liiOO. 

AURENG-ZEB, tlie great mogul, a famous 
conqueror, but detestable parricide who poison- 
pA his fatlier to possess his throne, died 1707, 
aged near 100.

AUTREAU, Jacques d*, a painter of Parisi 
who began to write for the stage at 60, with suc- 
cess ; he died 1745. 

AUVERGNE, Anthony d\ director of the 
opera at Paris, and an eininent composer, died 

' AUVIGNY, N. Castres d*, bom In the Hal- 
naut, intimate with V abbe des Fontaines ; be 
wrote much on liistorical subjects, and die4 
1743. 

AUXENTIUS, a native of Cappadocia ; he 
was made bishop of Milan, but was afterward! 
excommunicated, and died 374. Another of 
the same name challenged St Ambrose to a pub* 
lie disputation, which be rejected. 

AUZONT, Adrian, a native of Rouen, a m»> 
th^matician, said to be the inventor of Uie mi- 
crometer ; he suggested the idea of applying the 
telescope to tlie astronomical quadrant, and died 
1691. 

AVALOS FERDINAND, Francis d% mai^ 
quis of Pcscara, distinguished for his valour in 
the service of Charles v., died 1525. 

AVALOS, Alphonso d', marquis del Vasto» 
assisted Charles V. in Italy, died 1546. 

A VANTIO, John Marion, a learned civilian, 
settled at Padua, died 1623. 

AVED, Jaques Andre Joseph, a ptiinter of 
eminence, died at Paris, 1766. 

AVEIRO, Joseph, duke of, a Portuguese no- 
bleman, conspired c^ainst king Joseph I., and 
was executed 1759. 

AVENPACA, a Spanish Moor, a peripatctie 
philosopher in the 12th century. 

AVELAR, a Portuguese painter. 

AVEIJLANEDA, Alphonsus Femandcs d% 
a Spanish writer, native of Tordesillas, was 
author of a Continuation, or Second Part^ of 
'' Don anixote,*' 8vo., 1614. It h^ been twice 
translated into English ; and Pope, in his Essay 
on Criticism, has ve t-ifled a tale from it The 
time of his bhrth or death has not been ascer- 
tained. 

AVENTIN, John, a celebrated scholar, an< 
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author of the " Annals of Bavaria,*' born 14C6, 
at Abensperg, in the country Just named. Be 
died 1534. 

AVENZOAR, an Arabian physician of the 
12th century. 

AVERANIUS, Joseph, a native of Florence, 
possessed strong powers of mind; he died in 
17J8. 

AVERANIUS, Benedict, brother of the pre- 
ceding, early distinguished by advancement in 
literature, died in 1707. 

AVERDY, Clement Charles de T, minister 
and comptroller of the finances under Lewis 
XV.. giiillotined in 171M. 

AVERROES, one of the most subtle Arabian 
philosophers, and a native of Corduba, flourish- 
ed in the 12ih centur>'. 

AVESBURY, Robert, an English historian. 

AVICENNA, a celebrated philosopher and 

{physician among the Mahometans, was bom 
n the year 980, and died in 1036. The number 
of his books, including his smaller tracts, is 
computed at near 100, the majority of which are 
either lost or not known In Europe. 

AVIENUS, Rufus Festus, a LaUn poet of the 
4th century. 

AVILA, Louis d% a general of cavalry under 
Charles V. at the siege of Mentz, 1552. 

AVILA, Giles Gonzales d', historiographer tc 
the Spanish king, died 1658. 

AVILA, John d*, a learned and pious ecclesi 
astic of Toledo, died 1569. 

AVILA, Sancho d\ bishop of Murcia, &c., 
distinguished for his piety, died 1626. 

A VILER, AuKUstin Charles d', wrote on ar- 
chitecture ; he died 1700. 

AVIRON, James le Bathelier, author of com 
mentaries on the provincial laws of Normandy. 

AVISON, Charles, an eminent English mu- 
sician and composer, and author of a treatise 
on " Musical Expression," died at Newcastle, 
May 10, 1770. 

AVrrUS, Mark Meecilius, emperor of the 
West, on the death of Maximus, 455. 

AVOGARDI, Lucia Albani, a celebrated Ita- 
lian poetess. 

AXERETO, or ASSERETO, Blaise, a Ge- 
noese admiral, defeated and took prisoner Al- 
{honso v., kUig of Arragon, in a naval battle, 
435. 

AXITHEA, a female philosopher, in the age 
of Plato. 

AXTEL, Daniel, a colonel in the parlia- 
mentary army ; from a grocer he became a sol- 
dier, was one of the officers emploj^ed at the 
trial of the king, and for his concern in his exe- 
cution, he suffered death in 1660. 

AYESHA, most beloved of the wives of Ma 
bomet, died 677. 

AYLESBURY, Sir Thomas, a native of Lon 
don, and a patron of literature, distinguished as 
a mathematician and man of science, died 1657. 

AYLESBURY, WUliam, son of the preced- 
ing, and tutor to the young duke of Bucking- 
barn and his brother, died in Jamaica, 1657. 

AYLETT, Robert, a master in chancery of 
Trinity-hall, Cambridge, 1614. 

A YLIN, John, author of the history of Friuli, 
an Italian author of the 14th century. 

AYLMER, John, bishop of London, bom in 
Norfolk 1521. He preached frequently in his 
caUiedral, and had an admirable talent at cap- 
tivating the attention of his hearers. He died 
at Fulhani, the 3d of June, 1594, aped 73. 

AYLOFFE, Sir Joseph, bart., V. P. A. S., 

and F. B. S., bora 1706. died 1781. His know- 
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ledge of the national antiquities and municipal 
rights was very extensive. 

AY LON, Liike Vaeques d*, a Spaniard en 
gaged in the discovery and conquest of Ameri 
ca, 1520. 

A YMAR, James, a peasant of Dauphine, pre 
tended to discover secrets, &c, by means of • 
sacred wand ; he died 1708. 

AYMON, John, a Piedmontese, embraced 
the tenets of Calvin, in Hiillaiid, but returned to 
the Romish church ; he purloined and publisliea 
some books from the knig*s library at Paris. 

AYRES, John, an English penman of con- 
siderable eminence about 1694. 

AYRMIN, or AYERMIN, William, made 
chancellor of England by Edward HI. ; he was 
also sent ambassador to Rome. 

AYSA, a Moorish female, taken prisoner by 
the Spaniards under Charles V-, at tiie siege of 
Tunis. 

AYSCOUGH, George Edward, an English- 
man ; he was an officer in the foot guards, dii*- 
tinguished for his Uterary acquirements, and 
died 1779. 

AYSCOUGH, Anne. See ASKEW. 

AYSCOUGH, Samuel, assistant Ubrarian in 
the British Museum^ but chiefly memorable foi 
his patient industry m that most useful, but too 
much despised province of literature, called in- 
dex making. He published, among other works, 
a " Catalogue of the MSS. in the British Mu- 
seum ; and also a Catalogue of Ancient Char- 
ters in that matchless collection, amounting to 
about 16,000. He was bom at Nottingham, in 
1745, and died in the British Museum, October 
30,1804. 

AYSCUE, Sir George, a gallant English ad- 
miral, from an ancient family in Lincolnshire ; 
in 1666 he commanded the Royal Prince, the 
largest ship in the world ; it was captured by 
the Dutch. 

AZARIAH, or UZZIAH, king of Judah, lived 
810 B. C, became an idolater, and died a leper. 

A Z ARIAS, a rabbi, author of several Hebrew 
works. 

AZEVEDO, Ignatius, a Portuguese Jesuit, a 
missionary to America, murdered by pirates,]570. 

AZAICUETA, Martin, a lawyer of Pampe- 
luna, distinguished as a professor in several uni- 
versities, died at Rome, in 1586. 

AZORIUS, John, a native of Lucca, eminent 
among the Jesuits, as a professor at Alcala and 
at Rome, died 1603. 

AZZI DE FORTI, Faustina, writer of a vo- 
lume of Italian poems, died 1724. 

AZZO, Fortius, professor of law at Bologna, 
died 1220. 

AZZOGUIDO, Valerius Flaccus, a learned 
antiquarian of Bologna, died 1728. 

AZZOLINI, Lawrence, secretary to Pope 
Urban VIU., and bishop of Narni, died 1532.

BA AHDIN, Mahomet Gebet Amali, a learned 
Persian, author of a summary of civil and canon 
law, which was enforced through Persia, by 
command of Abbas the Great 

BA AN, John de, a Dutch painter of some emi- 
nence, patronised by Charles H. of England, and 
the grand duke of Tuscany ; he died 1702. 

BA ARSDORP, Cornelius, was physician and 
chamberlain to the Emperor Charies V. 

BAART, Peter, a Latin and Flemish poet 
and physician, author of the Flemish Geoi^ci 
and oth^r poeme. Year of his death unknown 
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BABA, a Turkish impostor. He announced 
himself, in 1360, as the messenger of God ; was 
opposed and overpowered by the Turks, and his 
sect dispersed. 

BABEK, a Persian, who, in 833, rebeHed 
against, and defeated the caliph Almaroon. He 
was conquered and executed by the next caliph. 

BABACOUSCHI, a muAi of Cafla, in the 
Taurida, author of several political treatises, 
died 783 of the hegira. 

BABEUP, Francis Noel, a native of St- Quin- 
tin, an attorney, afterwards publisher of a French 
revolutionary paper, who, for his vices, was 
deemed a fit successor to Robespierre. He wasj 
condemned to the guillotine, and executed 1797, 
aged 37. 

BABIN, Francis, a native of Angus, and pro- 
fessor of divinity, died 1734. 

BABINGTON, Dr. Gervasc, bishop of Wor- 
cester, bom in Nottinghamshire, 1550, died 1610, 
leaving some esteemed theological works be- 
hind mm, as " Notes on the Pentateuch/* &c. 

BABINGTON, Anthony, a native of Derby- 
shire. He conspired, with other Catholics, to 
assassinate Queen Elizabeth, and release Maiy 
queen of Scots. lie was detected and executed, 
1586. 

BABUR, grandson ol Tamerlane, died 1471. 
' B AB YL AS, a bishop of Antioch. put to death 
In the reign of the emperor Decius, 251. 

BACAI, Ibrahim Benomar, died »85 of the 
hegira. 

B ACAL ANI, Abubecre, author of a book ex- 
planatory of the Koran. 

BACCALAR-Y-SANNA, Vincent, marquis 
of St. Philip, a man of influence under Charles 
n. and Philip V. of Spain, died 1726. 

BACCALI, a learned Mahometan, sumamed 
the ornament of the doctors, for his learning, 
died 502 of the hegira. 

B ACCELLl, Jerome, a native of Florence ; 
be translated the Odys«?ey into Italian, 1558. 

B ACCHETTI, l«awrence, prufes3or of medi- 
cine and jurisprudence at Padua, died 1703. 

BACCHINl, Benedict, a Benedictine monk, 
librarian and historiographer to the duke 'of 
Modena, and profesior of Ecclesiastical hi;»tory, 
died 1721. 

BACCHYLIDES, a lyric poet of Cos, who 
Uved about 452 B. C. 

BACCHYLUS, bishop of Corinth in the 2d 
century. 

BACCIO, Andreas, a native of Ancona, pro- 
fessor of mediciue at Rome, and physician to 
Pope Sixtus v., died about IGOO. 

BACCIO, Francis Bartliolomew. a historical 
and portrait painter of Florence, died 1517. 

BACH, John Sebastian, an eminent German 
nusician, who long stood unii vailed as a per- 
former on the organ, as well as a composer for 
that instrument. He was born at Eisenach in 
168.5, and died at Leipzic, in 1754. 

BACHAUMON, Lewis Petit de, a native of 
Paris, known as tlie author of several literary 
works, died 1771. 

BACHELIER, Nicholas, an architect and 
■culptor of eminence, he was a pupil of Michael 
Angelo, and died after 1553. 

BACHINI, Bemardine, a Benedictine monk^ 
luthor of several Latin and Italian works, died 
1721. 

BACHOVIUS, Reinier, a native of Cologne, 
an eminent civilian and professor at Heidelberg, 
died 1614. 

BACICI, John Baptlste Gauli, a native of Ge- 
•oa, aod emineut as a paiuter, died at Rome, 1709. 



BACKER, James, an eminent Dutch poruait 
painter, died 1500. 

BACKER, Jacob, a portrait painter, bom at 
Henligen, died 1651. 

JSACKUOU8E, William, an Engfisb alcby 
mist and astrologer, died 1GG2. 

B ACKHU YSEN, Ludolph, a painter of Emb- 
den, died 1700. 

BACKUS, Charles, D.D., an eminent minister; 
he settled In Somers, Conn., 1774, and died 1803. 

BACKUS, Isaac, a distinguished baptist mi- 
nister of Massachusetts, whose publications are 
more numerous than any other baptist writer in 
America: he died 1806. 

BACKUS, Aziel, D. D., was pastor of a church 
in Bethlehem, Conn., and afterwards first pr**8i- 
dent of Hamilton College ; he died 1816, aged 02.. 

B ACL AY, John, son of the preceding, a wri- 
ter of some celebrity, died 1621. 

BACON, Robert, an English friar, professor 
of divinity at Ojtford, and treasurer of Salisbury 
cathedral, died 1248. 

BACON, Nathaniel, came to America, and 
caused an injurious rebellion in Governor Berk- 
ley's time. 

BACON, Roger, a learned monk of the Fran- 
ciscan order, descended of an ancient family, 
born near Ilchester, in Somersetshire, 1214. His 
discoveries were little understood by the gene- 
rality of mankind ; and because, by the help of 
mathematical knowledge, he performed things 
above common understanding, he was suspected 
of magic. He was persecuted particularly by 
his own fraternity; they would not receive hw 
works into their library, and at last had Inter- 
est enough with the general of their order to get 
him imprisoned ; so that, as he confesses him- 
self, he had reason to refient of his having taken 
such pains in the arts and sciences. At the 
particular desire of P«»pe Clement IV., Bacon 
collected together and enlarged his several 
pieces, and sent them to him, in 1267. This col- 
lection, which is the same that himself entitled 
" Opus Majus," or his Great Work, is still ex- 
tant. When Bacon had b«en ten years in prison. 
Jerom d'Ascoli, general of his order, who had 
condemned his doctrine, was chosen pope, qnd 
assumed the name of Nicholas IV. Toward 
the latter end of his reign, Uacon, by the inte|^ 
position of some noblemen, obtained his release, 
and returned to Oxford, where he spent the re 
mainder of his days in peace, and died in the 
college of his order, 11th June, 1294. Dr. Freind 
ascribes the honour of Introducing chymistry 
into Ekirope to Bacon, who, ht* ol)servc8^ speaks 
in some part or other of his works, of almost 
every operation now used in chymi:*try. He was 
a miracle of the age that ho lived in ; and the 
i^reatest genius, perhaps, for mechanical know- 
ledge, that ever appeared in the world since 
Archimedes. 

BACON, Sir Nicho'as, lord keeper of the 
great seal in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, was 
descended of an ancient family in Suffolk, born 
in the year 1510, and died, lamented by her ma- 
jesty and the nation, on the 20th of Feb., 1578-9. 

BACON, Anne, wife of Sir Nicholas, a lady 
eminent for learning, piety, and virtue, died 
about the beginning of the reign of James I. 

BACON, Francis, viscoimt of St. Albans, lord 
high chancellor of England, and one of the great- 
est and most universal geiiiuses that any age or 
country has produced, was s«ni of Sir Nlch«)ln8 
Bacon, lord keeper of the great seal, and bom at 
York House, In the Strand, on the 22d of Janu- 
ary, 156L Ilia extraordinary parts, even wh«4 
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a boy, were so conscicuous, that before he wa& 
fuU 16, his father called hiiii froni tlie university 
to attend into France the queen's ambassador, 
Sir Amyas Pawlet, wiiose esteem and confi- 
dence he gained to such a degree, that lie woe 
floon after charged by him with a commission to 
the queen, which he executed with great ap- 

Erobation, and returned again to France, to fin 
;h bis travels. During bis stay in that king- 
dom bis father died, without malting tb&t sepa- 
rate provision for bim which he had intended ; 
tills obliging him to thinic of some profession 
for a subsistence, be applied himself, more 
through necessity than choice, to the study of 
the common law, and for that purpose seated 
himself in Gray's Inn. At the age of 28 he was 
'chosen by tliat honourable society for their 
Lent reader, and afterwards their double reader. 
On the 23d of July, 1G03, he received the honour 
of knighthood ; and on the 25th of August. 1604, 
was constituted by patent one of the king's 
learned counsel. In 1613, he succeeded Sir 
Henry Hobart, advanced to the place of chief 
Justice of the common pleas, as attorney gene- 
raL June 9, 1616, he was raised to the dignity 
of a privy-counsellor, while he was still in the 
office of attorney-general : and as be had now 
more leisure from private causes, he was de- 
sirous to dedicate more time to public service ; 
and therefore made an oflfer to tlie king of a new 
*' Digest of the Laws of England." March 7, 
1617, upon the chancellor's voluntary resigna- 
tion of the seals, they were given to Sir Francis 
Bocun, with the title of lord keeper. On the 
4th of January, 1618, he was constituted lord 
high chancellor of England, and on the 11th of 
July following, created baron of Verulam, in 
Hertfordsliire. In 1620, amidst all the variety 
of weighty business in which his high office ne- 
cessarily involved him, he published the most 
finished and important, though the least read, of 
ail his philosophical tracts, the " Novum Oiiga- 
num Scientiarum." The next year be was ac- 
cused of bribery and corruption ; and the house 
of peers, on the 3d of Alay, 1021, gave judgment 
against him, '*that be should be fined 40,000^., 
and remain prisoner in the tower during the 
king's pleasure : that he should for ever be in- 
caimble of any office, place, or employment in 
the state or commonwealth ; and that he should 
never sit in pariiament, or come within the 
verge of the court." But be was soon restored 
to his liberty, and his fine remitted, and was sum- 
moned to the first parliament of King Charles. 
After this sentence, be retired from civil afiairs, 
and for five years gave himself wholly up to 
writing. He died April 9, 1626, and lies buried 
in St Michael's church, at St. Alban's, where a 
monument was erected for bim by Sir Thomas 
tieautys, once bis secretary, and afterwards 
clerk of the council. His works, collected into 
5 vols. 4to., were beautifully and accurately 
printed by Mr. Bowyer and Mr. Strahan, m 1765. 
BACON, Anthony, brother to the chancellor, 
distinguished for bis acquaintaftce with politics, 
died before his brother. 

BACON, Sir Nathaniel, knight of the bath, a 
painter of the Flemish school. 

BACON, Fhanuel, rector of Balden, In Oxford- 
•hire, and vicar of Bramber, in Sussex, was a 
fkmous punster, and an ingenious poet. He 
publishca, in 1757, five dramatic pieces, called 
*• The Taxes," " The Insignificants,'* »♦ The 
Trial of the Time-killers," "The Moral Quack,'* 
and " The Oculist :" and died at Balden, Janu- 
iky 2, 1783. 
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BACON, John, a celebrated sculptor, born in 
London^ Noveml>er 24, 1740 ; was apprenticed 
to a pamter of porcelain china, at Lambeth ; 
but, observing the models of dififerent sculptor* 
which were sent to a neighbouring potter's to 
be burnt, he conceived a strong inclination to 
pursue the art of sculpture, and bis progrcis 
was as rapid, as the decision was sudden. He 
studied at the Boyal Academy on its first insti- 
tution, in 1T68, and in a few years alterwardfe 
was elected royal academician. Of the numer- 
ous monuments erected by him, the most dif»- 
tinguisbed are, those of Lord Chatham, in Wesi* 
minster Abbey, and of Mr. Howard and Dr. 
Johnson, in St. Paul's Cathedral. Be died Au- 
gust 7, 1799. 

BACONTHORPE, John, a monk of Norlblk, 
died 1346. ^ 

BACOUE, Leo, a protestant rf Gascony, conr 
veried to popery, and made bishop of Pamiers, 
died 1694. ^ 

BACaUERRE, Benedict de, a pbyaician and 
medical autlior. 

6ACQUET, advocate to the king of France, 
died 1597. 

BACTiSHUA, George Ebn, a Christian phy- 
sician of celebrity at the couri of Ahnansor. 

BADAKSCUI, a Persian poet, under the ca- 
liph Moctafi. 

BADASCH, a commentator on the Arable 
graniniar, died 5CP of the begira. 

BADCOCK, Samuel, an eminent critic and 
controversial writer, was bom at South MoultoUi 
in Devonshire, in the year 1747, and destined to 
the clerical character. We find him in very 
eariy life, at about the age of 19, at the head of 
a very considerable Presbyterian congregation 
at Barnstaple, in Devonshire. From this situa- 
tion, bowtjver, he removed, and was elected 
minister of Soutli Moulton, about 12 miles from 
his first situation ; and in this retirement his ac- 
tive mind turned its views to the more publle 
departments of literature. During the progress 
of the Ixindon RevieWj he occasionally corres- 
ponded with Dr. Kennck, and contended with 
that acute and intelligent sceptic on different 
points of Christianity. He occasionally, a'w, 
wrote seme articles in his Review, which are 
yet distinguishable by their spirit and intelli- 
gence.

and we afterwards find him more frequently 
corresponding with the Gentleman's Magazine, 
the London Magazine, the General Evening 
Post, and the St. James' Chronicle. But the 
great sc«ne of his public warfare was in the 
Monthly Review. About three years before his 
death, which happened on the 19th of May, 17^d, 
he conformed to the established church.

By his will he 
left to the theatrical fund his cottage at Hamp- 
ton, in trust, that they should elect to reside w 
it such four of the fund pensioners as might noi 
object to living sociably under the same roof.

This 
bequest is an instance of his benevolence, and 
of his respect for his profession ; but the manner 
in which it was done is even more honourable 
to him than the donation itself.

BAKER, Thomas, a very ingenious and 
learned antiquary, was bom at Crook, in the 
county of Durham, Sept 14, 1656. and died in 
the omce of commoner master of St. John's col- 
lege Cambridge, July 2, 1740. The principal 
work that he printed, was " Reflections on learn- 
ing, showing the insufficiency thereof in its se- 
veral particulars, in order to evince the useful- 
ness and necessi^ of Revelation : London, 1709- 
10," which went through eight editions ; and 
BIr. BosweU, iu his " Method of Study," ranks 
it among the English classics for purity of style. 

BAKER, B«iiry, an ingenious and diligent 
naturalist, bom in Fteet-etreet, London, either 
near the end of the

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BAKER, William, a learned printer, in Fen- 
church-street. bora at Reading, 1744, wae the 
son of an eminent schoolmaster in that town. 
From his youth he was greatly addicted to study, 
and his friends favoured his inclinations by 
makinc him a printer. His modesty was equal 
to his leaming, and was traly Gray's " flower 
bora to blush unseen." His diffidence prevented 
his appearingmuch before the public as a writer ; 
a'hd nis only publications are " Peregrinations 
of the Mind," a series of essays in the manner 
of the Rambler ; and ** Theses Gnece et Latins 
Selects." He died in London, Sept. S9, 178ai, in 
the 44di year of his age ; and an elegant Latin 
epitaph to his memory is placed on the tomb of 
his family, in the churchyard of St. Mary, 
Reading. 

BAKER, Sir George, oorn 1733, was physl- 
eian to king George III. and his queen, and pre- 
sident of the college of physicians. He wrote 
a number of excellent tracts and dissertations 
on medical subjects, and died June 15, 1809. 

BAKEWELL, Robert, the most successful 
experimental farmer and cattle-breeder ever 
known in England, was bora 1726, at Dishley, 
in Leicestershire. Having remarked, that do- 
mestic animals in general produce others pos- 
sessing qualities nearly similar to their own, he 
eoncenred that he had only to select from all the 
most valuable breeds such as promised to retura 
tAe greatest possible emolument to the breeder ; 
&d that be UKHild then be able, byearefU atten- 
Qoft topiogressive improvements, to produce a 
nee orsheep, Iwnes, homsd cattle, or otber 
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animals, possessing a maximum of advantage. 
A selection on this principle from different pans 
of England, was the original stock from which 
he afterwards propagated his own. About 1760, 
Mr. Bakewell sold his sheep by private contract, 
at not more than two or three guineas each. 
Some time afterwards, he began to let some of 
his rams, and for a few seasons received only 
15s. or a guinea a-piece for them ; but as tiie 
fame of his breed extended itself, he advanced 
his prices, and by the year 1770 was enabled to 
let some of his rams for the season for 25 gui- 
neas. After that time, the prices and credit of 
liis stock progressively increided ; and at last, 
single rams were let for the season for the enor- 
mous price of 400 guineas, and upwards. It is 
a fact that has no other example, that one ram, 
called the Two Pounder, produced, in one sea 
son, the sum of 800 guineas, independent of 
ewes of Mr. Bakewell's own stock ; which, at 
the same rate, would have made a total, the 
produce of a sinsle ram, of 1200 guineas. The 
race of Dishley sheep are known by the fineness 
of their bone and flesh, the lightness of the offaJ, 
their disposition to quietness, and consequently 
to mature and fatten with less food than other 
sheep of equal weight and value. Mr. Bakewell 
improved his black horses by an attention to the 
form which is best adapted to their use. His 
stallions have been let for the season for IGO 
guineas, and upwards. Many anecdotes arc re* 
lated of his humanity toward the various orders 
of animals. He continually deprecated the atro- 
cious barbarities practised by the butchers and 
drovers ; showing, by examples on his own farm, 
the moet pleasins instances of docility in the 
animals under his care. This extraordinary 
man, more deserving, in our opinion, of the 
civic wreath than the warrior or the statesman, 
died Oct. 1, 1795, on the spot where he first drew 
breath. 

BAKHUISEN, Ludolph, a pahiter and en- 
graver of Embden, who, by the force of genius, 
raised himself to a hif h rank. He died 1709. 

BALAAM, son of Beor, a celebrated prophet 
of Pelhor, in Mesopotamia, killed with Balak, 
ktag of Moab, in batUe, 1450 B. C. 

BALAMIO, Ferdinand, a native of Sicily, 
phyrician to pope Leo X., about 1555 ; eminent 
for his literary acquirements. 

BALASSI, Mario, a painter at Floriwice, died 
1667. 

BALATHI, Abulfedi Othman Ben Issa, au- 
thor of a treatise on the characters of alphabets. 

BALBI, John, or Janua, a Genoese dominican, 
and an author of some celebrltv. 

BALBIinJS, Decinius Celius, emperor of 
Rome, murdered by his soldiers, 337. 

BALBO, Jerome, bishop of Goritz, died at 
Venice.1535. 

BALBOA, Vasco Nuqnes de, an enterprising 
CastiUan. He was among the early American 
adventurers, and built a town on the coast of 
Darien. He was afterwards falsely accused of 
felony by a Spanish governor, and exectted 
1517. 

BALBUENA, Beroard de, a Spanish fioet, 
bora at Toledo. He settled in Anerica, where 
he died, when bishop of Porto Rico, 1087. 

BALCANQUAL, Walter, chaplain to James 
L, master of the Savoy,iand Dean of Rochester 
and Durham, died 1645. 

BALCHEN, John, a celebrated English ad- 
miral, shipwrecked on the coast of Sciliy, in the 
Victory, a fint-rate, when upwards <tf 1100 per- 
soupeririied with him, 1744. 
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BALDE, James, a Oennan poet, 
tiie Horace of his country, died IMS. 

BALDERIC, bishop of Noyon in the 13th 
century. Another of the same name was Ushop 
of Dol. 

BALDI, Lazarro, a native of Tuscany, dis- 

ffuished as aj>ainter, died 1703. 

OtALDlNGER. Ernest Gottfried, a (Senuan 
physician and professor of medicine at Marpurg, 
died 1804. 

B ALDINI, John Anthony, a nobleman of Pla- 
ceutia, ambassador at various courts of Europe, 
and at the €k)ngre88 of Utrecht, died 1735. 

BAL.DINUCCI, Philip, a FlorenUne, well ac- 
quainted with painting and sculpture, on which 
subjects he wrote several valuable treatises, died 
169& 

BALDOCK, Robert de. an ecclesiastic and 
favourite of Edward II., died in Newgate. 

BALDOCK, Ralph de, bishop of London, and 
chancellor of the reahn under Edward I., died 
1313. 

BALDITS, or BALDI, Bernard, a native of 
(Jrbino, and abbot c^ Guastalla, distinguished 
for his learning and his various publications, 
died 1617. 

BALDUS DE UBALDIS, a civilian of Pe- 
ro^a, and writer on the canon law, died 1433. 

BALDWIN L, count of Flanders, a distin- 
guished leader of the Crusades, who, for his 
bravery and virtue, was made emperor of the 
East. He was afterwards taken prisoner by 
the Greeks and Bulgarians, confined for a long 
time, and put to death 1207. 

BALDvSriN U., the last Latin emperor of 
Constantinople. After losins his capital, he 
fled to Negropont, to avoid falhng into the hands 
of his enemy, and thence to Italy, where he died, 
1273. 

BALDWIN I., king of Jerusalem, succeeded 
his brother, Godrrey de Bouillon, on the throne, 
and after a victorious reign, died 1118, and was 
buried on Mount Calvary. 

BALDWIN n., king of Jerusalem, succeed- 
ed Baldwin L, was taken prisoner, and died 
1131. 

BALDWIN m., king of Jerusalem, son of 
Fulk, of Anjou, died 1163. 

BALDWIN IV., king of Jerusalem, succeed- 
ed his father, Amaury, 1174 ; he died 1185. 

BALDWIN, Francis, a native of Anas, an 
eminent civilian and professor of law at Paris, 
Strasburg, &c., died 1573. 

BALDWIN, Martin, first bishop of Ipres, 
lived about 1570. 

BALDWIN, Frederick, a native of Dresden, 
died 1827. 

BALDWIN, a native of Exeter, and primate 
of England. He attended Richard I. in his cru- 
sade, and died in the holy land, 1191. 

BALDWIN, Efoenezer, a worthy minister of 
Oanbury, Conn., who, at his death, 1770, be- 
luoathed 300<. to his socie^. He was 31 years 
•f age. 

BALDWIN, Abraham, president of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, member of the convention 
which adopted the constitution, 1787, and se- 
nator, in all which offices he was distinguished ; 
be died 1807. 

BALE, Robert, a native of Norfolk, prior of 
the Carmelites of Norwich, where he died 1503. 

BALE, John, bishop of Ossory, in IreJand, 
born at Cove, a small village in Suffolk, was 
bred up in the Romish religfon, but became af- 
terwards a protestant. His conversion, how^ 
trer, greatly ezpoied him tc the persecution of 
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mtment, bad he not been proteeied ^ lofd 
OromweU; bat, upon the death of this iiobl»- 
man, he was obliged to fly to HoOaod, wlwralM 
remained six years, and daring that time wroM 
several pieces in the English langvMe. Be was 
recalled into England by Edward Vl., and pre- 
sented to the living of BIsbop's-stoke, in the 
county of Southampton. The 15th of Angosl, 
1533, he was nominated to the see of OMory, 
and, upon his arrival in Ireland, osed his atmosi 
endeavours to reform the manners of bis dla^eae 
to correct the vices of the pAests, to abolish C*> 
mass, and to establish the use of the new boe 
of common prayer set forth in England ; bat aK 
his schemes of this kind havinf proved abortive 
by the death of king Edward, and the aeceasioB 
of queen Mary, he t>ecame areatly expoeed to 
the outrages of the papists in Ireland, and again 
fled to the continent. On the accession of queen 
Elizabeth, he returned from exile, hot did not 
choose to go again to Ireland, being satisfied 
with a prebend of Canterbury, in which city he 
died, Nov., 1563, aged 67, and was buried in the 
cathedral of that place. This prelate has left a 
celebrated Latin work, containing the lives of 
the most eminent writers of great Britain. He 
was also one of the eariiest of oar dramatic 
writers. Twenty of his plays are recorded. 

B ALECHON, Nicholas, an eminent engraver, 
bom at Aries, died 1765. 

BALEN, Matthias, a native of Dordt, bora 
1611. 

BALEN, Hendrick Van, an eminent painter 
of Antwerp, died 1G32. 

BALES, Peter, a very extraordinary person 
in his way, and fit to be notided in a work of 
this nature. He was a most famous master in 
the art of penmanship, or fair writing, and one 
of the iirst inventors (for there seems to liave 



l>een more than one) of short-hand writing. U e 
was bom in 1547, and is recorded for his skill in 
micrography, or miniature-writing, in H<^tng- 
seed's Chronicle, anno 1575. Mr. Evelyn also 
has celebrated his wonderAil skill in this delicate 
operation of the hand, informing us, that in the 
year 1575 he wrote the Lord's prayer, the creed, 
decalogue, with two short prayers in Latin, hi& 
own name, motto, day of the month, year of 
the Lord, and reign of the queen, to whom he 
presented it. at Hampton Court, all within the 
circle of a sinsle penny, inchased in a ring and- 
borders of gold, and covered with a cryiAal, sor 
accurately written as to be very plainly legible, 
to the great admiration of her majesty, the wholoti 
privy -council, and several ambassadors then at 
court. He was farther very dexterous in imitate 
ing hand-writing, and, about 1586, was emoloy- 
ed by secretary Walsingham in certain politiral 
manoeuvres. He published in 1590 a work c-ill- 
ed the " Writing Sdhool-master, in three parts ^ 
the Ist, teaching swift writine, the 2d, true writ- 
ing, the 3d, fair writing." He died about 1610. 

BALESTRA, Anthony, a historical pamter 
of Verona, died 1720. 

B ALEY, Walter, fellow of the New College, 
Oxford, and professor of physic there, after-^. 
wards physician to queen Elizabeth, died 1592. 

BALGUY, John, an eminent English divine,, 
a theological, controversial, and metaphysical 
writer, bora at Shefiietd, 1686, died at Harrow- 
gate, 1748. He was the friend of Clarke an^ 
Hoadley, and was associated with th«n iru 
maintaining the cause of rational religioa and 
Christian liberty. _

BANISTER, John, an Englishman, who cul- 
tivated the stuay of botany in Virginia, and was 
killed by falling btaa a rock, in one of his ex- 
cursions. 

BANISTER, John, a learned English phy- 
sician in thel6th century. 

BANISTER, Richard, the younger, a physi- 
cian of great skill, of Stamford, England. The 
time of bis death unknown. 

BANKS, Sir John, an eminent English law- 
yer, chief justice or the King's Bench, after- 
wards Judge of c<unmon pleas, died 1664. 

BANKS, John, from a weaver's apprentice, 
became an author, and wrote a review of Crom- 
well's life, died 1751. 

BANKS, John, an Englbih dramatic writer. 
His turn was entirely to tragedy, his merit in 
which is of a peculiar kind : for, at the same 
time that his language must be confessed to be 
extremely unpoeucal, and his numbers uncouth 
and inharmonious, nay, even his characters 
very fkr firom being strongly marked or distin- 
guished, and his episodes extremely irregular, 
yet it is impossible to avoid being deeply a/Tccted 
,at the representation, and even at the reading, 
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of bis tragic pieces, which are seven in nomber. 
Tlie time of his birth and death are uncertain. 
BANKS, Right Hon. Sir Joseph, Bart, and 
Knight of the Bath, a most eminent patron of j 
literary and pliiJosophical writers, and many 
years president of the Royal SocieQr, was bom 
December 13, 1743, and educated at Eton and 
Oxford. In 1765, he visited the coasts of New- 
foundland and Labrador, for the purpose of 
making researches in Natural Historv. In 1768, 
ho accompanied Capt. Cook in his first VOTage 
round the world ; shortly after his return from 
which, Sir Joseph, in company with his friend, 
Dr. Solaader, visited Iceland ; and a rich har- 
vest of new knowledge, and of specimens, com- 
|»en8ated for the toils and expense of this scien- 
tific adventure. Sir Joseph died at his house, in 
Sobo-square, in his 80th year, June 19, 1830. 

BANKS, Thomas, a celebrated Enghsh sculp- 
tor, bom at Lambeth, in Surrey, December fSt^ 
1738, and bred a wood-carver, to which he 
senred an apprenticeship of seven years. But 
when the Society for the Encouragement of 
Arts held out rewards for models and sculpture. 
he turned his mind to the study of that art ; and 
having obtained several premiums from that so- 
ciety, and in 1770, the gold medal of tlie Royal 
Academy, he was, in 1772, sent to Rome for 
three years, at the Academy's expense. The 
several admirable works which he afterwards 
executed, in Russia, as well as in his own coun- 
try, are too numerous to be here detailed. We 
shall only mention, therefore, the monument of 
Sir Eyre Coote, in Westminster Abbey, and the 
alto relievo for the front of the Shakspeare Gal- 
lery, in Pall Mall. Mr. B. died February 2, 1805. 
BANNES, Dominique, a Spanish ecclesiastic 
•nd author, died 1601. 

BANNIER, John, a Swedish general under 
Gustavus Adolphus, died 1641. 

BANaUO, or BANCHO, a Scotch general of 
royal birth. 

BAPTIST, John Monnoyer, a native of Lisle, 
•nd a celebrated painter of flowers, died 1699. 

BAPTISTIN, John Baptiste Struk, a musi- 
cian of Florence, died 1740. 

B ARACK, a Judge of the Hebrews about 1240 
B.C. 

BARAD^US, bishop of Edessa, founder of 
a sect called Jacobites, died 588. 

BARANZANO, Redemptus, a monk, bora in 
Piedmont, professor of philosophy at Anneci, 
•nd a correspondent of the great Bacon,died 1622. 
BARATIER, John Philip, a prodigy of his 
kind, was bom at Schwoback, in Anspach, Ja- 
nuary 19, 1720-21. His father, who was pastor 
of the Calvinistic church at Schwoback, took 
upon himself the care of his son's education, 
and taught him languages without study, and 
almost without his perceiving that he was learn- 
ing them, by only introducing words of different 
languages, as it were casually, into conversation 
with him. By these means, when he was but 
four years old, he spoke every day French to his 
mother, Latin to his father, and High Dutch to 
the maid, without the least perplexity to him- 
self, or the least confusion of one language with 
another. The other language, of which be was 
master, he leamt by a method yet more uncom- 
mon, which was, by only using the Bible in the 
language he then proposed to Icam, accom- 

gtnied with a translation. Thus lie understood 
reek at six, and Hebrew at eight years of age ; 
insomuch that he could, upon the opening of 
the book, and without a moment's hesitation, 
translate the Hebrew Bible into Latin or French.

He afterwards mOed liimself to tlie study of 
the fathers and the councils, of pbikMopby, ma^ 
thematics, and. above all, of astnmomy. Thit 
boy, as he really was, formed schemes for find- 
ing the longitude, which he sent, in January, 
1735, to the Royal Society at London ; and, 
though these schemes had been already triedi 
and found insuflkient, yet they exhibited snch 
a specimen of his capaciQr for mathematical 
leaminc, that the RoyAl Society of Berlin ad- 
mitted him, the same year, as <»e of their mem- 
bers. In 1735, be went with his Ikthertn Halle ;- 
at which university he was oflSered the degree 
of master of arts, or (as they call it) doctor in 
Vhilosophy. Baratier drew up that night, 14

BARENT, Dieterich, a Dutch painter, died

BARETTI, Joseph, bora at Turin, about 1716. 
He came over to England in the year 1750, 
where he resided (with a short interval) the re- 
mainder of his life. Baretti had the good for> 
tune to be introduced to Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
and between them a very long intimacy had 
tplace.

BARLOW, William, bishop of diObrent dio- 
ceses, under Henry VI 11., and Maiy and Eliza- 
beth of England, died 1568.

BARLOW, Joel, L L. D., author of the Co- 
liunUad, was bom at Reading, Conn., 1758, and 
educated at Yale College; he served in the 
American army as a volunteer, and as a chap- 
lain. At the close of the war, he went to France, 
where he became conspicuous and popular as a 
sealous friend of the revolution. He was ap- 
pointed American consul at Algiers, and after-

BARLOWE, William, remarkable for hav- 
ing been the first who wrote on the nature and 
properties of the loadstone, 30 years before Gil- 
bert published his book on that subject. It was 
he likewise who^found out the difference be- 
tween Iron and steel, and their tempers for mag- 
netlcal uses. He died in 1625. 

BARNABAS, St., a Levite, converted to 
Christianity, and a preacher of the gospel with 
Bt. Pnul ; he was stoned to death by tlie Jews. 

BARNARD, John, minister, of Marblehead, 
Mass. ; the fatlier of the commercial enterprise 
of that place, and long regarded as the father 
of the churches in New-England. His publica- 
tions are numerous and valuable; he died 1770. 

BARNARD, Edward, a worthy and dis 
dnsuisbed minister, of Haverhill, Mass. died'

BARNARD, John, prebendpjry of LincoiRk 
died in 1683. 

BARNARD, Bir John, was hi the year 1733 
chosen one of the representatives in parliament 
for the city of Lond<m ; a trast which lie eon- 
tinued to enjoy during the six succeeding parlia- 
ments, and which he always discharged witk 
equal integrity and ability. In 17^, he was 
chosen alderman of Dowgate Ward. On the 
subject of the famous excise scheme, projected 
by Sb Robert Walpole, in 1733, Sir John made 
so strenuous an opposition, that, in conjunction 
with other memliers, he obliged the ministry 
entirely to lay it aside. In 1737, he formed a 
scheme for reducing the interest on the national 
debt ; a protect which, though it did not at that 
time sneceed, was, nevertheless, afterwards car- 
ried into executicm, to the great emolument of 
the tradbig part of the nation. In 1738, he served 
in the high office of k>rd- mayor of London ; and 
in July, 1758, resigned his gown, and retired t» 
Clapham ; where, after having attained to near 
the age of 80. hedied August 29, 1766. A statu* 
is erected to his memory in the Royal Exchange. 

BARN AVE, Anthony Peter Joseph Marie, a 
deputy to the national assembly of France, who 
lost his popularity forscnne expressions in favour 
of the king, and was guillotined, 1793. 

BARNES, Juliana, prioress of Sope well nun- 
nery, eminent for her accomplislunents and {^ 
ty: died after 1480i 

BARNES, Joshua, an eminent critic, and prot 
fessor of the Greek language in the university 
of Cambridge, was bom in London, 1654. He 

Eiblished editions of Euripides, Anacreon, and 
omer ; a life of Edward lIL, folio, 1688 ; and 
several poems, both in Latin and English ; and 
died in 1712. 

BARNES, Thomas, D. D., an English diKlen^ 
ing minister, of Manchester, and preceptor of an 
academy at the same place, died in 1810. 

BARNES, David Leonard, attorney of the 
United States, for the district of Rhode-Island, 
and judge of the same, died 1812. 

BARNES, Robert, D. D., employed by Henry 
VIII. ; afterwards incurring his displeasure. If 
was burnt at the stake, 1540. 

BARNEVELDT, John d'Olden, an able states- 
man, of Holland, ambassador to England and 
France, condemned on false charges, and exe* 
cuted, 1619. 

BARO, or B ARONI, Peter, a native of France^ 
who retired to England as a protestant, and re- 
sided with lord Burleigh ; atterwards professor 
of divinity at Cambridge, died after 1574. 

BAROCHE, Frederick, a painter, of Urbino, 
of great celebrity, died in 1612. 

BARON, Bonaventure, a native of Ireland, 
and divini^ professor at Rome, died 1696. 

BARON, Michael, the Roscius of the French 
theatre, bora 1652, died 1729. The father of 
Baron also was an actor, famous for his talent 
in declamation ; and the manner of his death 
was singular : playing the part of Don Diego, 
in The Cid, his sword fell from his hand, as the

BARRAL, Peter, an ecclesiastic of Grenoble, 
teacher at Parib, and author of a bistcnrical dic- 
tionary, died in 1772. 

BARRE, Francois Pouillain de la, a native of 
France, professor at Geneva, died in 1733. 

BARRE, Lewis FrancoiseJos. de la, a native 
of Toumay, author of some books on Antiqua- 
rian history, &c. ; he died in 1738. 

BARRE, Michel de la, of Paris, an eminent 
player on the German flute, died 1744. 

BARRE, Joseph, canon of St. Genevieve, 
chancellor of the university of Paris, and au- 
thor of a history of Germany, died 1764. 

BARRE, Madame du, mistress of Lewis XV., 
of France, executed during tlie revolution in 
1793. 

BARREAUX, Jacques Vallee, a libertine of 
Paris ; he was celebrated rather for his volup- 
tuous life, ttian for the productions of bis pen ; 
died 1673. 

BARRELTER, James, a dominican friar, 
eminent as a scientific botanist, died 1673. 

BARRERE, Peter, a physician of Perpignan, 
died 1755. 

BARRETT, George, an eminent self-taught 
painter, of Dublin, and a member of the Royal 
Academy, died 1764. 

BARRETT, William, a surgeon, of BristoI,and 
author of a history of that city, died 1789. 

BARRIERE, Pierre, a soldier who attempted 
to assassinate Henry Iv. of France, but was de- 
tected and broken on the wheel, lGu3. 

BARRINGTON, John Shute, lord viscount, 
a nobleman of considerable learning, and au- 
thor of several books on relisious subjects, was 
bom in 1678, and died in 1734. 

BARRINGTON. Daines, son of the above, 
a celebrated English lawyer, antiquary, and 
writer on subjects of law, politics, natural histo- 
ry, geography, and criticism, bom 1727, died 
March 14, 1800. Ills writings are very nume- 
rous, and many of them are in the Philosophi- 
cal Transactions and the Archcologia; but 
those which most distinguished him as an au- 
thor were, his " Observations on the Statutes, 
chiefly the more ancient," &.c. of which, two 
4to editions were published in one year, (1766.) 

BARRINGTON, Samuel, son of lord B., a 
distinguished admiral in the British navy, died 
1800. 

BARROS, or DE BARROS, John, a native 
of Viseo, preceptor to the princes of Portugal, 
afterwards governor of St. George, nn the Afri- 
can coast, and treasurer of the Indies, under 
king Juan. He wroto a liistory of the Indies, 
and died 1570. 

BARROW, Isaac, an eminent mathematician 
and divine, bom in London, 1630. When the 
Kinfr advanced Dr. B. to the dignity of master 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, his majesty was 

E leased to say, ** he had given it to the best scho- 
ir in England ;" and he did not speak from re- 
port, but from his own knowledge. The doctor 
being then his chaplain, be used often to oon- < 
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verse with him, and, in his humorous way, to 
call him an ** unfair preacher,** because he ex- 
hausted evei7 subject, and left nothing for other* 
to say after him. In 1675, he was chosen vice- 
chancellor of the imiversity. Tliis great and 
learned divine died of a fever the 4th ctf May, 
1677. and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

BARROW, Isaac, a native of Spiney Abbey, 
Usbop of Sodor, Man, and St. Asaphs, died 
1677. 

BARRY, Girald, a native of Pembrokeshire, 
a clergyman, and author of a history of the con- 
quest of Ireland ; he died after 152J5. 

BARRT, James, an Irish lawyer; he was a 
baron of the exchequer, chief justice of the 
king*s bench, and afterwards tord SanOy of tlw 
peerages ; he died 1673. 

BARRY, Spranger, an eminent English actor, 
cotemporary with, and a powerful rival of, Mr. 
Garrick, bom in Dublin, 1719, died in London, 
Jan. 1774. His peculiar advamages were de- 
rived from a fine person, melodious voice, and 
pleasing address ; and his performances in amar 
tory characters were peiiiaps never excelled. 
See CRAWFORD. 

BARRY, James, an eminent painter, was 
l>om at Cork, in Ireland, 1742 ; and having early 
discovered great genius for the art, he was pa- 
tronized by Mr. Burke, aiid brought to London, 
where he became a pupil to Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds. When Mr. Burke came into administra- 
tion with the marquis of Rockingham, he sent 
Mr. Barry to Italy, at his sole expense. After 
visiting; all the celebrated schools of the conti- 
nent, m which he occupied three years, Mr. 
Barry retumed to London ; and in 1775, pub- 
lished " An Inquiry into the real and imaginary 
Obstractions to the Acquisition of the Arts in 
England.** About two years after this, he yas 
elected a Rmral Academician, and in l'4B6made 

Erofessor of painting to the Royal Academy; 
ut in 1799, on an alleged addiction to demo- 
cratical principles, was removed from that of- 
fice. He seems soon afterguards to have taken 
di^[ust at society, from wliich he retired into a 
wretched obscurity, living unattended, and half 
starved, tiil some ftiends raised about 1000/., 
with which they purchased an annuity for him ; 
but before the first quarter's payment of it be- . 
came due he died, Mar. 22, 1806, and was inter- 
red in St. Paul's cathedral. His greatest effort 
of art is a series of allegorical jrictures, which 
be painted gratuitously for the great room of tho 
Socie^ of Arts, in the Adelphi. 

BARRY. George, D. D., an eminent Scctch 
divine, author of a history of the Orkneys, died 
1805. 

BARRY, John, first commodore in the Ameri- 
can navy ; he possessed great courage, was a 
patriot, and Christian, and died 1803. 

BARSUMA, or BARSOMA, metropolitan 
author of several books in Syriac 

BARTAS, Guillaume de S^JIuste du, a French 
poet of Monfort, in Armagnac, died 15S0. 

BARTH, John, a native of Dunkirk, who, by 
his bravery and skill, rose to a high rank in the 
French navy ; he died in 1702. 

BARTHE, Nicholas Thomas, a native of 
Marseilles; he was author of some dramatic 
pieces, and died 1785. 

BARTHELEMI, Nicholas, a Benedictine of 
the 15th century, and author of some devotional 
Latin poems. 

BARTHELEMI, the Nertor of French Mte- 
rature, and author of the *^ Travels of Ana- 
cbarsis in Greece," died Blay4, 1795. Durliif 
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tbe domination erf" R(4»espierre, Uk« moft other 
men of learning, he was imprisoned ; when, 
notwithstanding tiis great age (upwards of 80) 
and infirmities, instead of siniiing under the ri- 
gour with which he was treated, he exerted him- 
aelf in consoling his fellow-sunerers. Soon af- 
ter tbe fall of Robespierre, he was released, and 
allowed a pension. In tbe " Memoirs of the 
Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres,'* 
ftre preserved many of his papers, illustrating 
Greek literature. 

B A&THELEHI DES MARTYRS, a domini- 
cao, of Lisbon, archbishop of Braganza, died 
in 1590. 

BARTHES DE MARMORIONS, Paul Jo- 
seph, a French medical writer, and professor 
•f medicine, and chancellor of that faculty, in 
Che universi^ at Montpelier ; he died 1806. 

BARTHIUS, Gaspard, of Brandenburg, an 
elegant scholar, and perfect master of most for- 
eign languages, died 1658. * 

BARTHOLiN, Gaspard, professor of Latin, 
of medicine, and afterwards of divinity, at Co- 
penhagen, died 1629. 

BARTHOLIN, Thomas, son of Gaspard, pro- 
fensor of mathematics and of anatomy at Co- 
penhagen, afterwards librarian to tbe univer- 
sity, and physician to the king of Denmark : he 
died 16tJ0. 

BARTHOLIN, Thomas, son of the above. 
|m>fes8or of law and history at Copenhagen, and 
counsellor to the king; he died in 1690. His 
three brothers were also professors of the uni- 
versity <^ Copenhagen, and their sister was an 
eminent Danish poetess. 

BARTHOLOMEW, St, one of the apostles, 
Who preached the gospd in Ethiopia, Lycaonia, 
and the Indies. 

BARTHOLOMEW, the Martyr, a kind and 
benevolent Christian, and archbishop of Braga, 
died 1590. 

BARTLET, John, minister of St Thomas, 
near Exeter, and author of some divinity 
tracts. 

BARTLETT, Josiah, a physician in New- 
Hampshire ; he was a member of the continen- 
tal congress from that state, and a signer of the 
declaration of independence, and was after- 
wards governor of the Mate ; he died 1795. 

BARTOLI, Cosimo, of Florence, resident of 
duke Cosmo at Venice, in the 16th century. 

BARTOLI, Daniel, a Jesuit of Ferrara, set- 
tled at Rome, where he wrote several historical 
works in Italian ; he died in 1685. 

BARTOLO, a lawyer of eminence, professor 
of law atPissL and counsellor to Charles IV., 
died 1359. 

BARTOLOCCI, Julius, a Cistercian monk, of 
Naples, and Hebrew professor at Rome, died 
1687. 

BARTOLOZZI, Francesco, a very eminent 
engraver, bom at Florence, in 1728. In 1764 he 
came to England and worked for the printsellers, 
partlculariy Mr. Boydell. In 1769 he was cho- 
sen a member of the Royal Academy. The 
new mode of stippling, or engraving in the red 
chalk manner, now burning fashionable, gave 
BartotosEi ample employment, and he executed 
In that way many hundreds of prints. The finest 
of all his works, perhaps, are the Marlborough 
Gems, and the prints for Boydell's Shak. 
speare. In 1803 he went to Ltebon, on an invi- 
tation from the prince regent of Portugal, who 
allowed him a pension ; and there he died in 
March, 1815. 

BARTON, Benjamin S., M. D., an eminent 



iphy8idaa,of Philadelphia. He was appointed 
professor of natural history and botany, and af 
terwards of Materia Medica, in the univer* 
sity of Pennsylvania, and succeeded Dr. Rush, 
on his death, as professor of the theory and 
practice of medicine ; he died In 1815. 

BARTON. Elizabeth, commonly called " The 
holy Maid of Kent," was a religious impostor 
in the reign of Henry VIIL, and executed at 
Tyburn, April 90, 1534. 

BARTRAM, John, a distinguishetf botanist, 
bom in Pennsylvania ; he was elected Ameri- 
can botanist to George IIL, and died in 1777. 
Linnaeus pronounced him " the greatest natural 
{botanist in the world." 

BARUCH, the prophet, tbe friend of Jere- 
miah, he was author of a book not received as 
canonical, either by Christians or Jews. He 
went to Babylon with the Israelites in their cap 
tivity. 

BARWICK, John, a native of Westmoreland, 
distinguished for his zeal in the royal cause ; 
and his attachment to Charles I. and II. ; he 
was afterwards dean of Durham and St Paul*s. 
and died 1664. 

BARWICK, Peter, a brother of the dean, aa 
eminent physician ; he supplied Uer\'ey*s doc- 
trine of the circulation of the blood, and diod 
1705. 

BARZERINI, aMahomedan writer. 

BAS, Le, a French engraver of eminence, 
died 1765. 

BASCHI, Matthew, founder of a new wdet 
of Franciscan capuchins, died 1553. 

BASEDOW, John Bernard, professor of mo- 
ral (Mlosophy, at Soroe, in Deninaric, Trnm 
which he was expelled for irreligion : be died 
1790. 

BASHUYSEN, Henry James Van, prnfcn- 
sor of ecclesiastical history and tl)c orii-ntal 
languages at Hanau, and afterwards of divinity 
at Berlin, died 1756. 

BASIL, St., bishop of Ccsarea, persecuted 
bv Valens, for refusing to embrace Arianism, 
died 379. 

BASIL, an Arian, bishop of Ancyra. 

BASIL I., a Macedonian. Being but a com- 
mon soldier, he was taken prisoner by the Bul- 
garians, from whom, however, be escaped, and 
solicited alms to support him on a journey to 
Constantinople, where he became emperor of 
the East Dreaded by his enemies the Saracens, 
whom he frequently van(][uisbed ; and beloved 
by his subjects for bis justice and clemency ; he 
died in 886. 

BASIL n., emperor of Constantinople, a va- 
liant ^t cruel and inhuman prince, died 1035. 

BASIL, an impostor, who disturbed Constan- 
tinople, by pretending to be Constantine Ducas, 
for which he was burned alive, after 934. 

BASIL, a physician, who became head of a 
sect called Bogomiles, in Bulgaria, and was con- 
demned for his heresies. 

BASILIDES, a sectary of Alexandria, in the 
3d century, who enjoined five years silence on 
his followers. 

BASILICES, brother of Verina, the wife of 
Leo I., emperor of the East; he seized and re- 
tained the throne a short time, during which the 
valuable library of Constantinople, containing 
130,000 volumes was burnt ; he died 47a 

BASILOWITZ, Iwan, a hero, who laid the 
foundation of the Russian empire, and first as- 
sumed the name of Czar, died 1.584. 

BASINE, wife of the king of Thuringia, who 
left her husband to espouse ChiMeric I., (u 
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France, as the bravest man of his day ; ibewasllphy, for the great mental ac4|uiremeiit8 dii- 
^ ^ ^..__._ ,.. ^ played in her lectures on that subject, and d»- 



motber of Clovis the Great. 

BASINGSTOKE, or BASINGE, John, arch- 
deacon of Leicester, author of '* Sermons,*' 
" Latin TranslaUons from the Greek," &c. ; 
be is supposed to have introduced the Greek 
numerical figures into England. He died 1232. 
BASIRE, Isaac, D. D., archdeacon of 
Northumberland, and chaplain to Charles I. . 
afterwards prebendary of Durham : be died 
1676. 

BASIRE, James, an eminent English engra 
ver, bom Oct 6, 1730, died Sept. 6, 1802. He 
was many years engraver to the Royal Society 
and to the Society of Antiquaries. 

BASKERVILLE, John, an ingenious English 
letter-founder and printer, famous for the beauty 
and elegance of his tvpes and editions ; bom at 
Wolverly, in Worcestershire, 1706, died 1775. 

BASKERVILLE, Sir Simon, knight, obtained 
by bis skill as a physician, in London^ distinc- 
tion, the lionour of knighthood, and muncnse 
wealth ; he died 1641. 

BASN AGE, James, a French refugee in Hol- 
land, author of *^ A History of the Jews," died 
1723. 

BASN AGE, Henry, an advocate of the par- 
liament of Rouen, who, upon the proscription 
of the protestants, in France, fled to Holland, 
where he died, 1710. 

BASNAGE, Benjamin, a protesAant, author 
of a treatise on the church, and deputy from 
the French churches to Scotland, in the reign of 
James VL, died 1652. 

BASNA6E, Anthony, son to the above, mi- 
nister of Bayeuz ; he was imprisoned for his re- 
ligion at Havre de Grace, and afterwycls fled to 
Holland, where he died in 1691. 

BASNAGE, DU FRAaUENAT, Henry, an 
advocate of Rouen, eminent for eloquence, 
died 1695. 

BASNET, Edward, dean of St Patrick, in 
Ireland, in 1537, afterwards privy counsellor. 

BASS, Edward, D. D., a scholar and divine : 
he was first bishop of Massachusetts, and died 
in 1803. 

BASSAN, James Du Pont, a' painter, bom 
1510, in tlie village of Bassajio, in the republic 
of Venice. He had great success m landscape 
and portraiture; and has also drawn several 
night-pieces ; but it is said he found great diffi- 
culty in representing feet and hands, and for this 
reason those parts are generally hid in his pic- 
tures. Anibal Caracci, when he went to see 
Bassan, was so for deceived bv the representa- 
tion of a book, drawn upon the wall, that be 
went to lay hold of it. The pieces of this painter 
are spread over Europe ; he died at Venice, 1592. 

BASSANDYNE, Thomas, a Scotchman, 
known as a printer, died 1501. 

BASSANI, James Anthony, a Jesuit of Vi- 
cenza, an eloquent preacher, distinguished by 
Pope Benedict XIV. ; he died in 1747. 

BASSANI, John Baptiste, an admired Italian 
composer in the Htb century, master to Corelli. 

BASSANTIN, James, a Scotchman, who ac- 

Juired reputation as a teacher of mathematics at 
aris, died 1568. 

BASSELIN, a fuller, of Vire, in Normandy, 
in the 15th century, known for his popular songs 
and ballads. 

BASSET, Peter, chamberlain to Henry V.. 
and author of an account of the expeditions or 
that prince. 

BASSI, Laui^, wi/b of Joseph Verati, was 
honoured with the degree of doctor of yhiloto- 
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tinguished as possessing every amiable virtue: 
she died in 1778. 

BASITH, Khaiath, a Mahometan, auttior o# 
a treatise on prayer. 

BASSOMPIERRE, Francois de, maieehal cf 
France, of a distinguished family of Lorraina, 
a courtier and ambassador of Lewis XIII. ; b« 
was confined ten years in the Bastile by the 
duke of Richelieu, during which time be wrote 
his memoirs; he died in 1646. 

BASSVILLE, Nicholas John Hugon de, ann 
bassador from France to Rome, where be was 
stabbed 1793. 

BASSUEL, Peter, a distinguished surgeon 
and lecturer of Paris, died 1757. 

BASTA, George, known as a warrior in the 
service of the duke of Parma, and afterward! 
of the emperor, in Hungary, died 1607. 

BASTARD, Thomas, a poet and preacher of 
England, of considerable learning, died 161*8. 

BASTON, Robert, a Carmelite monk, poet 
laureat, and public orator, at Oxford, died 1310. 

BASTWICK, Dr. John, a physician, who 
was severely fined and imprisoned for his writ- 
ings against the clei^, but during the civil wars, 
recalled to London, and indemnified for liis suf- 
ferings. 

BATE, John, D. D., prior of tbe Carroelitee 
at Toric, distinguished lor his learning ; be died 
in 1439. 

BATE, George, physician to Charies I., then 
to Oliver Cromwell, and afterwards to Charles 
U. ; be died 1669. 

BATE, Julius, a friend of Hutchinson, author 
of a defence of his system, and of some valuable 
pieces of criticism, died 1771. 

BATECUMBE, WiUiam, a mathematician} 
who Uved about 1420. 

BATEMAN, William, bishop of Norwich, 
and founder of Trinity-nail, Cambridge, also 
ambassador to the court of Rome,, died 1534. < 

BATES, William, D. D., chaplain to Charles 
n., a non-conformist divine of great learning, 
and the intimate friend of the first men of the 
kingdom, died 1699. 

BATHALMIUSI, an emhient Mahomedan 
writer, of the family of AU, died 481 of tbe be- 
gira. 

BATHE, Henry de, a Justice of the common 

Eleas. and afterwardschief justice of the King's 
lench under Henry UI., died 1261. 

BATHE, WUHam, an Irish Jesuit, rector of 
an Irish school, at Salamanca, and a writer on 
music and divinity, died 1614. 

BATHURST, Ralph, a Latin poet, physician 
and divine of Trinity College, Oxford, after 
wards dean of Wells, and vice chancellor of tbe 
university ; he died 1704. 

BATHURST, Allen, Eari, an English noble 
man of distinguished abilities, bora November 
16, 1684. To uncommon talents be added many 
virtues, integrity, humanity, and generosity: 
and to these virtues, good breeding, pt^teness, 
and elegance. His wit, taste, and learahig, con- 
nected him with all persons eminent in that 
way, as Pope, Swift, Addison, &c He died at 
his seat, near Cirencester, Se^iember 16, 1775, 
in his 9l8t year. 

BATONI, Pompeo, an eminent painter, of 
Lucca, ennobled by the emperor Joseph, for hii 
distinguished merit. One of his most valuable 
pieces, the death of Mark Antony, is now 
owned in Hartford, Conn. ; he died 17B7, 

BATSCH, Augustas. John George Chart 
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a botanist, of Jena, was professor of philosophy 
in the university or that place, and founder and 
TO-esldent of a society for the study of natural 
likory; he died 1803. 

B ATTA6LINI, Mark, IMiap of Nocera and 
Cesena, died 1717. 

BATTELY, Dr. John, fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege, and ctiaplain to the primate Sancxofidied 
1TO8. 

BATTEUX, Charles, a French philosopher, 
fnrofessor of philosophy in the royal ccdiege, 
member of the French academy, &c., eminent 
for his erudition, and his private virtues, and 
author of several worlu on classical literature 
be died 1780. 

BATTIE, Dr. William, a physician of emi- 
Bencc in Uxbridge and London, author of seve- 
ral works on medical subjects, died 177d. 

BATTISHILL, Jonathan, an eminant musi- 
cal composer, who added to profound know- 
ledge, great taste, and a fine imagination. His 
'* Kate of Aberdeen" will be celebrated (among 
numerous other of his compositions;) as long as 

Eire melody shall be admired in this country, 
e was bom in London, May, 1738, and died at 
Islington, December 10, 1801. 

B AUAB, a learned Mahomedan, died 413 of 
the hegira. 

BAUDELOT DE DAIRY AL, Charles Cssar, 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, died 1722. 

BAUDET, Stephen, an eminent French en- 
graver, of Blois, died 1671. 

BAuDIER, Michael, a native of Languedoc, 
Ustoriographer of France under Louis XV. 

BAUDIN, Peter Charles Lewis, a native of 
Sedan, a member of the French national assem- 
bly, and of the convention. He was a man of 
great firmness and moderation, and died 1799. 

BAUDIUS, Dominique, a native of Lisle, and 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, author of 
■ome Latin poems, and died 1613. 

BAUDOIN, Benedict, a divine of Amiens, 
author of a dissertation on the shoes of the an- 
eients, in 1615. 

BAUDORI, Joseph du, a native of Vannes ; 
educated among the Jesuits, died 1749. 

BAUDOT, de JuiUi, Nicholas, of Vendome, 
a historical writer of some merit, died 1759. 

BAUDAUIN, emperor of Constantinople, vid. 
BALDWIN. 

BAUDOUIN, John, a soldier in the armies of 
France, and translator of Sallust, Tacitus, &^c. 
died 1650. 

BAUDRAND, Mich. Anton, an ecclesiastic, 
of Paris, author of a " Dictionaire (Seograph- 
Ique'* of merit, died 1700. 

BAUDRICOURT, Jean de, a marechal of 
France, distinffulsbed under Charles VIII. at the 
eonquest of Naples. His father introduced the 
fkmous maid of Orleans on the public stage. 

BAUHINUS, John, a physician of Amiens, 
afterwards of great expectation at Basil, died 
1583. 

BAUHINUS, John, son of the preceding, 
physician to the duke of Wirtemburg, a medi- 
cal writer at Basil, died 1613. 

BAUHINUS, Caspar, professor of botany at 
Basil, and physician to the duke of Wirtemburg, 
died 1634. 

BAULDRT, Paul, a native of Rouen, profes- 
lor of sacred history at Utrechu died 1706. 

BAULOT, or BEAULIEU, James, who tra- 
velled through Europe as a lithotomist, and 
operated with great success. The city of Am- 
sterdam had a medal struck in honour of this 
Aauiane man; be died 1730. 
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BAUME, James Francis de la, canon of a' 
church at Avignon, author of a poem called the 
Christiade. died 1757. 

BAUME, Nicholas Auguste de la, a marechal 
of France, who served in Germany with great 
reputation, died 1716. 

BAUME, James de la, a Jesuit of Paris, died 
1725. 

B AUMER, John William, professor of medi< 
cine at Erfurt, and a writer on the natural his- 
lonr of the mineral kingdom, died 1788. 

BAUMOARTEN, Alexander Gottlieb, profes- 
sor of philosophy at Halle, and afterwards at 
Frankfort, died 1776. 

BAUR, John William, a painter and engraver 
of Strasburg, died I&IO. 

BAUR, Frederick WiOiam Von, a Hessian 
soldier in the pay of Britain, made a genera] and ' 
ennobled by FrcMlerick U. of Prussia, and after- 
wards an able engineer and mechanic in the 
service of Russia ; he died 1783. 

BAUSCH Abu Giafar, a Mahomedan writer, 
died 546 of the h^ra. 

BAUSSIRI, a Mahomedan poet, highly ee- 
teemed by the followers of Mahomet 

BAUTRU, a celebrated wit, and one of the 
first members of the French academy, was liom 
at Paris, in 1588, and died there in 1665. Once, 
when he was in Spain, having been to see the 
famous library of the Escurial, where be found 
a very ignorant librarian, the king of Spain 
asked him what he had remarked. To whom 
Bautru replied, that " the library was a very 
fine one ; but your majesty (adds be) should 
make your librarian treasurer of your finances." 
* Why so V* " Because (says Bautru) be never 
touches what he is entnilted with." 

BAliVES, Jamef* de, advocate of the parlia- 
ment of Parts, in the 17th century. 

BAUVIN, John Gregory, a native of Arras, 
eminent for his knowledge of lielies lettres, 
died in 1776. 

BAUX, WiUiam de, prince of Orange, with 
the title of king of Aries and Vienna, murdered 
at Avignon, in 1218. ~ 

BAWDWEEN,William,vicarof Hooten Pag- 
nell, near Doncaster, died Sept. 14, 1816. This 
gentleman was an excellent Saxon scholar, and 
translated vols. I. and II. of that valuable na- 
tional record, Domesday Book, which was pub- 
lished by a vote of the British parliament. He 
proposed to print the whole in 10 vols. 4to ; and 
the remaining 8 vols, are said to be prepared for 
the preps. He left a widow and twelve children. 

BAXTER, Richard, an eminent nonconform- 
ist divine, was born Nov. 12, 1615, at Rowton, 
near High Ercal, in Shropshire, and died 1691. 
He wrote a vast number of books ; Mr. Long, 
of Exeter, says 80 ; Dr. Calamy, 120 ; but the 
author of a note in the Biographia Britannica 
tells us that he had seen 145 distinct treatises of 
Mr. Baxter's ; his practical works have been 
published in four vols, folio. Bishop Burnet, in 
the history of his own times, calls him " a man 
of great piety ; and says, " that if he had not 
meddled with too many things, he would have 
been esteemed one of the most learned men of 
the age ; that he had a moving and pathetical 
way of writing ; and was, his whole life long, 
a man of great zeal and much simplicity ; but 
was unhappily subtle and metaphysical in every 
thing. 

BAXTER, Andrew, a writer in metaphvsica 
and natural philosophy, born in 1686, at Aber- 
deen, where he received his education at King*e 
College. His principal employment w that 
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of a private tutor. Hiii celebrated work, ** An 
Inquiry into tlie Nature of the Hainan Soul," 
was finit published in 4to, and liatt been several 
timea reprinted. Bishop Warburton calls it 
** the moat finished book of the kind that the 
present times have produced.'* Baxter drew 
up for the use of his pupils, a piece entitled 
* Matho ; sive Coemotneoria Puerilus, Dialo 
gus," &c. which he afterwards greatly enlarged, 
and published in English, 2 vols.Svo., 1745. He 
died in 1750, after bearing with the greatest for- 
titude a complication of the most painful dia- 
orders. 
BAXTER, William, an eminent critic and 

{rainmarian, nephew to the foresoing, bom at 
.inlugany, in Shropshire, 1650. died 1723. He 
published excellent editions of " Anacreon" 
- and " Horace," was author of a " Ijatin Gram- 
mar,'* 1679, and of a Glossary of the Roman 
Antiquities," which, however, goes no farther 
than the letter A, and was printed 1726. 

BAYARD, James A., a native of Delaware, 
was a representative, and afterwards a senator 
in congress from that state. In 1813 he was ap- 
pointed one of the ministers who negotiated the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain at Ghent ; 
subsequent to which, he was sent as minister 
to the court of St. Petersburg. He returned to 
the United States, and died in 1815. 

BAYARD, John, speaker of the house of as- 
sembly in Maryland, was a member of the old 
eongress, 1785 ; he died 1807. 

BAYARD, Le Chevalier, a celebrated French 
warrior, called The knight without fear oi re- 
proach, slain at the siege of Rebec, 1524. 

BAYER, Theophilus Slgfred, a German who 
assiduously devoted hiftiself to ancient and mo- 
dem languages, and was professor of Greek and 
Roman Antiquities at Petersburg, died in 1738. 

B AYEUX, N., an advocate and poet of Caen, 
translator of Ovid, executed during the French 
revolution. 

BAYLE, Peter, author of the Historical and 
Critical Dictionary, was bora, Nov. 18, 1647, at 
Carl a, a small town in the county of Foix, and 
was a most laborious and indefatigable writer, 
In one of his letters to Des Maizeaux, be says, 
that since his 20th year he hardly remembers to 
have had anv leisure. He died the 28th of De- 
cember, ITOG.'afttr he had been writing the great- 
est part of the day. Among the productions 
which do honour to the aseof Lewis XIV., Mr. 
Voliaire has not omitted the " Critical Dictiona- 
ry" of our author: " It is the first work of the 
kind (says he) in which a man may learo tti 
think." 'He was a man of brilliant parts and 
acute intellect; but his religious principles 
vour of infidelity. 

BAYLE, Francis, professor of medicine at 
Toulouse, died in 1709. 

BAYLEY, Anselm, L. L. D., an TTnalish di 
vine, minor canon of St. Paul's and Westmin- 
ster Abliev, and sub-dean of the chapel roval, 
author of several tlioological works, died in 
1794. 

BAYLEY, I^wis, author of that most me- 
morable book, entitled, " The Practice of Piety." 
He was born at Caermarthen, in Wales, edu 
cated at Oxford, made minister of Evesham, in 
Worcestershire, about 1611, became a chaplain 
to king James, and was promoted to the see 
of Bangor, in 1616. His book is dedicated " to 
the high and mighty prince Charirs, prince of 
Wales :" and the author tells his highness, that 
*'he bad endeavoured to extract out of the chaos 
of eudless comroveraios, the old practice of true 
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piety, which flourished before these controver- 
sies were hatched." The design was good; 
and the reception this book has met with may 
be known from the astonishing number of itc 
editions. This prelate died in 1634. 

BALEY, Matthias, remarkable for longevity; 
he was baptized, and died, in North Carolina, in 
1780, aged 136. 

BAYLY, Thomas, sub-dean of Welto, died a 
catholic on the continent, in the time of Charles L 

BAYLY, Nathan, author of an English dic- 
tionary, and of some grammatical works. 

BAYNARD, Anne, a lady of great literary 
and scientific acquirements, died in 1697. 

BAYNES, Sir Thomas, knight, a physician, 
professor of music at Gresliam college, died in 
1681. 

BAYNES, John, a native of Yorkshire, dis- 
tinguished for his intense application to study, 
and his attachment to liberty, died in 1787. 

BAZIRE, Claude, a nativeofDUon, raised, 
by the French revolution, from obscurity to hi- 
famous celebrity. He proposed in the conven- 
tion, a law fixing a price on the head of La 
Fayette ; guillotined with Danton, in 1794. 

B AZZAZ, a Mahomedan theological writer. 

BE, Guillaume C, an engraver and letter 
founder, at Troyes and at Venice, where be ac- 
quired both reputation and wealth : he died in 
1588. 

B£ACH, John, an episcopal writer, and a 
missionary at Reading, Conn. 

BEACON, Thomas, an English divine, pre 
bendary of Canterbury under Elizabeth. 

BEALE, Mary, a portrait painter in the reigv 
of Charles IL, was bom in SufiTolk, 1632. In 
the manuscripts of Mr. Oldys, she is celebrated 
for her poetry, as well as for her painting ; an^ 
is styled " that masculine poet, as well as pahiter 
the incomparable Mrs. Beale." She died De 
cember 28, 1697. 

BEARD, John, a very eminent and popular 
singer on the English staf!e ; married, first, Indy 
Henrietta, relict of Lord Edward Herbert, and 
only daughter of Lord Waldegrave ; secondly, 
a daughter of Mr. Rich, patentee of Covent Gar' 
den Theatre. He then became one of the pro- 
prietors, and acting manager of that house, and 
continued to perform till disqualified by the loss 
of his hearing. He died in liis 75th year, Feb- 
raarv 5, 1791. 

BEATON, or BETON. David, archbishop of 
St. Andrews, in Scotland, and cardinal of the 
Roman church, bora 1494, lost his life by the 
hands of Norman Lesly, eldest son of the earl of 
Rothes, about the year 1546. This famous pre- 
late was a man of great parts, but of boundless 
pride and ambition, and withal an eminent in- 
stance of the imitability of what the worid calli 
fortune. 

BEATON, James, nephew of the archbishop 
of the same name, and bishop of Glasgow at 
25, author of a maimscript history of Scotland, 
died in 1603. 

BEATRIX, daughter of the count of Burgun- 
dy, and wife of the emperor Frederick I., 1156. 

BEATRIX, of Provence, daughter of Ray- 
mond, count of Provence, wife of Chades, son 
of Lewis VIII. of France, afterwards king of 
Naples and Sicily, died at Nocera. 

BEATSON, Robert. L. L. D., an Indefatiga- 
ble compiler, aiTthoror" a Political Index to th^ 
Histories of Greal Britain and Ireland," and or 
several other works, died 1818. 

BEATTIE, Dr. James, an incenioas poet ant 
inlscelhineou9 writer, bom in KiaeardiaMhire 
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Scotland, 1735, waa many yean a scboolmaster 
at Aberdeen; but at length promoted to the 
chair of Moral Philosophy and Logic in the Ma- 
riscbal Coll%e. His principal poems are, ^*Tbe 
Judgment of Paris,'' 4to^ 1765. '* The Min- 
strel," 4to., 1770, 1774. " The Hermit," a beau- 
tiful song, and many odes and elegies. Besides 
these, he was author of " An Essay on the Im- 
iDutability of Truth, in opposition to Sophistry 
and Scepticism," 4to., 1777 ; " Dissertations 
Moral and Critical," 4to., 1783; "Evidences 
or the Christian Religion, briefly and plainly 
stated," 8vo., 1786 : and " Elements of Moral 
Science," 2 vols. 8vo., 1790, 1793. His prose 
writings display good sense, extensive know- 
ledge, and able reasoning ; his versification is 
el^ant. He died at Aberdeen, Aueust 18, 1803. 

BEATTIB, James Hay, son of the poet, a 
man of eminent talents, who was, at the age of 
19, appointed assistant professor of moral phi- 
losophy and logic at the Marischal Colle^ of 
Aberdeen, died 1790. 

BEATuS, Rhenanus, a classical scholar and 
writer of Rheinach, died in 1517. 

BEAU, John Lewis le, a learned academi- 
cian and professor of Paris, died in 1766. 

BEAU, Charles te, brother of the preceding, 
was also an eminent scholar, and professor of 
belles lettres at Paris, and author or a history of 
the lower empire, in 32 vols. ; he died in 1778. 

BEAUCAIRE DE PEaUILLON, Francois, 
instructer of Cardinal Charles de Lorraine, and 
bishop of Metz, died in 1591. 

BEAUCHAM, Richard, Eart of Warwick, 
distinguished as a brave general, died in Nor- 
mandy, in 1439. 

BEAUCHAMPS, Pierre Francois Godard de, 
•n eminent French writer, died at Paris, in 1761. 

BEAUCH AMP, Joseph de, acelebrated French 
astronomer, bom at Vezoul, in 175*2, entered, in 
1767, Into the order of Bernardines, and took his 
departure for Asia, in 1781, with his uncle, who 
was appointed bishop of Babylon. In this voy- 
age he steered his course along the Tigris and 
Euphrates, from Diabekir to the Persian Gulph, 
and made a collection of medals, inscriptions, 
and designs of the monuments of ancient Baby- 
lon, OS well as Arabic manuscripts, which he 
presented to the Abbe Bartbelemy. In 1787, he 
made a second voyage upon the Caspian Sea ; 
in the course of which he observed the most im- 
portant eclipse of the moon of which the history 
of astronomy preserves any remembrance. In 
1795, he made a third voyage ; and through the 
means of Volnev, he waa appointed consul at 
Muscate, in Arabia ; at which place, however, 
be never arrived, being taken by the English. 
The peace having at length given him hLa liber- 
ty, he arrived sick at Nice, where he died on the 
19th of November, 1801, at the moment when 
Buonaparte had appointed tiim commissary- 
general at Lisbon. 

BEAUCH ATE AU, Franc. Matthieu Chatelet 
de, author of several admired poems, supposed 
to have died In Persia. 

BEAVER, John, a Benedictine monk of We8^ 
minster Abbey, author of a manuscript chronicle 
of the affairs of Britain to his own time, in the 
14th century. 

BE AUFILS, Guillaume. a Jesuitof Au vergne, 
eminent as a preacher and a man of literature, 
died in 1758. 

BEAUFORT, Margaret, daughter of John, 
duke of Somerset, and mother of Henry VII., 
died in 1509. She founded Christ's, and St. 
John's CoUeget Cambridge. 
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I BEAUFORT, Henry brother of Henry iV 
of England, was successively bishop of Lincotal 
and Winchester, chancellor of England, ambas- 
sador to France, cardinal, and pope's legate la 
Germany ; he died in 1447. 

BEAUFORT, Francois, Vendome due de, « 
native of Paris, conspicuous in the civil wara 
for courting the good will of the populace, died 
in 1669. 

BEAUFORT, Lewis de, a learned man, ao- 
thor of the history of Germanicus, Itc, died la 
1795. 

BEAULIEU, John Baptiste AHalsde, a wri- 
ting-master of celebrity in Paris, lived about 

BEAULIEU, Sebastian Pontauh de. an engi- 
neer, who drew, and bad engraved, tbe sieges 
and military campaigns of Lewis XIV. ; be died 
in 1674. 

BEAULIEU, Louis le Blanc de, theological pro- 
fessor of Sedan, died in 1675. 

BEAULIEU, N. Baron de, commander of 
tbe Austrian armies in Italy, opposed and con- 
quered by Buonaparte, died about 1796. 

BEAUMANOIR, Jean de, caUed marechal 
de Lavardin, rose by his merit to high militarir 
dignities, died in 1G14. 

BEAUMARCHAIS, Peter AugustinCaron de, 
an eminent French dramatist, bom at Paris. 
1732, and bred a watch-maker, died at Paris, of 
apoplexy, May, 1799. 

BEAUME, Antony, a native of Senlis,and 
a distinguished French chymist, was a member 
of the academy of sciences, and of the national 
institute, died in 1805. His writings are nu- 
merous and valuable. 

BEAUMELLE, Laurent Angllviel de la, a na- 
tive of France of great literary reputation, li- 
brarian to the king, and a respeaa]i»ie writer, 
died in 1773. 

BEAUMONT, Sir John, a poet of some emi- 
nence, descended from an ancient family at 
Grace-Dieu, in Leicestershire, was bom 1583. 
His "Bosworth Field," Mr. Headly tells us, 
merits a republication, for the eai>y flow of its 
numbers, and the spirit with which it is written. 
It was first published by bis son, together with 
the rest of his poems, in ]2mo, 1629. He was 
created a baronet by king Charles, in 1026, and 
died two vears after. 

BEAUMONT, Francis, brother of the fore- 
going, a celebrated dramatic writer, bora at 
Grace-Dieu, in Leicestershire, about the year 
15S6, died in 1615, before he was 30 years of 
age, and was buried in the entrance of St. Be- 
nedict's chapel, within St. Peter's, Westmin- 
ster. Beside the plays in which he was jointly 
concerned with Fletclier, he wrote a little dra- 
matic piece, and other poems, printed together 
in 1653, 8vo. Beaumont was esteemed so good 
a jndge of dramatic composition, that Ben Jon- 
son submitted his writings to his correction, and, 
it is thought, was much IndelHed to him for the 
contrivance of his plots. Every thing respect- 
ing this poet, that couid be collected by the most 
diligent research, will be found in Bfr. Nichols 
valuable " History of Leicestershire." 

BEAUMOxVT, Joseph, regius professor of di- 
vinity at Cambridge, and author of Payche, and 
otiier poems, died in 1699. 

BEAUMONT DE PEREFTX, Hardonin, arch- 
bishop of Paris, preceptor to Lewis XIV., and 
author of a valuable history of Henry IV. ; 
died in 1670. 

BEAUMO?JT,Mad. le prince de,a lively writer 
of romancea, letters, loemohv, &c. died in 17801 
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UBivereltyof Bononia; his writings on philo8(h> 
pbical and medical subjects are numerous and 
highly esteemed ; be died in 1766. 

BECCARIA, marquis,, a celebrated writer 
" On crimes and Punishments," bom at Milan, 
in 1735, died Nov. 39, 1794. 

BECCUTI, Francis, an Italian poet, sur- 
named U Cappeta, professor of law in his native 
town of Perugia ; be died in 1509. 

BECERRA, Gaspard, a Spanish sculptor and 
painter, the pupil of Raphael, died in 157a 

BECKER, John Joachim, pbvsician to the 
electors of Mentz and Bavaria ; his discoveriei 
in cb3rmi8try and mechanics were numerous and 
important; he died in 1685. 

BECKER, Daniel, physician to the elector of 
Brandenburg, died at Konigsburg, his native 
city, in 1160. 

BECKET, Thomas, archbishop of Canterbu- 
ry, in the reign of Henry U., was born in Lon- 
don, 1119, and assassinated in the cathedral 
church of Canterbury, on the 29th of December, 
1171. The Uiiracles said to be wrought at his 
tomb were so numerous, that we are told two 
large volumes of them were kept in that church. 
His shrine was visited from all parts, and en- 
riched with the most costly gifts and offerings. 
Though canonized, however, he was, in truth, 
memorable only for his pride, insolence, and in-. 

gratitijide to his sovereign, Henry 11.^ to which 
e fell a sacrifice. 

BECKFORD, William, a patriotic chief ma- 
gistrate of the city of London, who died in tLat 
office, with which he had been for the second 
time invested, June 21, 1T50, aged €5. He show- 
ed liimself the steadfast friend of his king and 
country, and was the only man of his time who, 
with firmness, yet with ]iumility,daredtell a king 
upon his throne (surrounded by his cour iers) 
the plain and honest truth ; whereby he vindi- 
cated the loyally, while he evinced the inde- 
pendent spirit of the city of London. Convinced 
that our liberties belong to posterity as well 
as to ourselves, he resolved thai tiie share com- 
mitted to his trustshould not expirein his hands. 
As a citizen, he was eminently endowed with 
the virtues of humanity and afifablllty ; as a sena- 
tor, (member for London,) watchful over the 
rights of the people ; and as a magistrate,^ unre- 
mittingly active in seeing those rights legally 
executed. That his character might be ever 
held in the most honourable and grateful re- 
membrance, tlie corporation erected his statue 
in their Guildhall, and recorded in the inscrip- 
tion the magnanimous speech which he is said 
to have addressed to the king in vindication of 
the people's right to remonstrate to the throne. 

BECKINGHAM, Charles, an eminent dra- 
matic writer ; two of his pieces, Henry IV. of 
France, and Scipio Africauus, were highly Ap- 
plauded ; he died in 1730. 

BECKJNGTON, Thomas, bishop of BaUi 
and Wells, in the 15th century. 

BECaUET, Anthony, a Celestine monk, a 
man of learning, who wrote the history of hit 
order, and died in 1730. 

BECTASH, Cull, a learned Mahomedan 
writer. / 

BECTOR, Claude de, abbess of St. Honore 
de Tarascon, eminent for her knowledge of La- 
tin, and her style of writing ; she died in 1547. 

BED A, Noel, a violent ecclesiastic of Picardy, 
died in exile, in 1537. 

BED A, or BEDB, sumamed the Venerable, 

, an English monk, an eminent writer of ecclesl- 

clan abi professor of natural philoeopliy in the astical lUitoiy, was bom 673, at WeamioutU in 
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BEAUMONT, Elias de, a native o' Norman- 
, iy, was educated for the bar, but devoted his 
time to literary pursuits: an author of some 
merit ; he died in 1783. 

BEAUMONT, John Lew^s Morean de, an 
able political writer, of Nar.tes, died in 1785. 

BEAUMONT, G uill. R ob. PhU. Jos. Jean de, 
an ecclesiastic, of Rouen, known as a theolo- 
gical writer, died in 1761. 

BEAUNE, Jacques de, baron of Samblancai, 
minister of the priories under Francis I., un- 
justly conde ned and executed, by the perfidy 
of the queen-mother, in 1527. 

B AJNE, Renaud de, a native of Tours, 
rchbisbop of Bourges, and afterwards of Sens, 
died in 1606. 

BEAUNE, Florimont de, counsellor of Blois, 
the intimate friend of Descartes, and an emi- 
' nent mathematician, died In 1G52. 

BEAURAIN, Jean de, a native of Artois, 
known as a negotiator and geographer ; made 
geographer to Lewis XV., at tbe age of 25 ; he 
died in 1771. 

BEAURIEU, Gaspard Guillard de, a French 
writer, died in 1795. 

BEAUSOBRE, Isaac de, a very learned di 
vine and ecclesiastical writer, of French origi- 
nal, born at Niortj March 8, 1659, died June 5, 
1738. 

BEAUSOBRE, Louis de, a native of Beriin, 
distinguished for his literature and as the friend 
of the Prussian monarch ; he died in 1783. 

BEAUVAIS, Guillaume, of Dunkirk, authoi 
of a history of the Roman emperons by medals, 
died 1773. 

BEAUVAIS,Charies Nicolas, of Orieans, dis- 
tinguished as a physician, and as a violent and 
seditious member of tbe national as8embly,died 
in 1704. 

BEAUVAIS, John Baptiste Charles Marie de, 
bishop of Senez, eminent as an eloquent preach 
er, died in 1789. 

BEAUVAU, Lewis Charles marquis de, a{ 
distinguished French general, died in 1744. 

BEAUVILLIERS, Francis de, duke of St 
Aignan, aiithor of some prose and poetical pie-l 
ces, died in 1687. His son was preceptor to the 
father of Lewis XIV., and died in 1714. 

BEAUZEE, Nicolas, a distinguished gram- 
marian, died in 1789. 

BEBELE, Henry, professor of eloquence at 
Tubingen ; he was an able Latin scholar, and 
received the poetical crown, in ]501,from Maxi- 
milian L ^ 

BEGAN, Martin, a zealous Jesuit confessor 
to Ferdinand II., died in 1624. 

BECCADELLI, Lewis, a native of Bologna, 
ambassador at Venice, preceptor to Ferdinand, 
■on of the duke of Tuscany, and archbishop of 
Ragusa ; he died in 1572. 

BECCADELLI, Antonio, a native of Paler- 
mo, professor of belles lettres at Pavia, was 
crowned with the poetic laurel by the emperor 
Sigismund, and ennobled by Alphonso king of 
Naples; he died in 1471. 

BECOAFUMI, Dominique,an eminent painter 
of Genoa, died in 1549. 

BECCARI, Augustine, a native of Ferrara, 
was the first ItaUan who wrote pastorals ; hej 
died in 1560. 

BECCARIA, John Baptist, a learned monk^ 
of Mondovi, teacher of philosophy, at Rome and 
Palermo, and preceptor to the royal family at 
Turin ; be died in 1781. 
BECCARIA, James Bartholomew, a physi- 
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the bishopric of Durham, and died in 735. Hli 
ecclesiastical history of England commences at 
ttie invasion of Julius Cesar, and tenninaies 
A. D. 723. 

BED DOES, Dr. Thomas, an eminent phjrsi- 
ciaii and medical writer; who more particularly 
diaitingubbed himself by his perseverance in 
making experiments to cure consumptions by 
the application of pneumatics. He was bom 
at Shiifiial, Shropshire, about the year 1751, and 
diod at Clifton, near Bristol, Dec. 24, 1808. His 
principal work is " Hygcia; or Essays. Moral 
and Medical, on the Causes affecting the per- 
sonal state of the middling and affluent classes."* 
3 vols. 8vo., 1802. 

BEDELL, William, a very famous bishop of 
Kilmore, in Ireland, born 1570, at Black Notley, 
in Essex ; died 1641. 

BEDERIC, Henry, a monk, distinguished for 
bis learning and eloquence, lived about 1380. 

BEDFORD, Hilkiah, a quaker of Lincoln- 
shire, and afterwards a stationer in London, 
died in 1724. His son of the same name was a 
cleivyman and writer of some merit ; he died in 

imf 

BEDFORD, Thomas, son of Hilkiah, was a 
Bonjuring priest of some reputation ; he died 
in 1773. 

BEDFORD, Arthur, a pious and learned cler- 

Sjrman of the church of England, bom at Tid- 
euham, Gloucestershire, Sept. 1668. A favour- 
ite subject of literary labour with Mr. Bedford 
was, the reformation of the drama and the 
stage. In his ^^ Evil and danger of Stage Plajrs," 
being a serious remonstrance in behalf of the 
Christian religion, against the horrid blasphe 
mied and impieties which are still used in the 
English play-houses, &c., he shows, that he had 
■o completely perused the whole range of the 
English drama, as to produce " seven thousand 
Instances, taken out or plays of the present cen- 
tury, and especially of the last five years, in defi- 
ance of all methods hitherto used for their refor- 
mation :*' and he has also given a catalogue of 
**■ above fourteen hundred texts of Scripture, 
which are mentioned, either as ridiculed and 
exposed by the stage, or as opposite to their pre- 
sent practices.*' Mr. Bedford also published, 
besides many *' Sermons'* and other works, 
" Scripture Chronology, demonstrated by Astro- 
nomical Calculations, in eight books, fol. 1741," 
which Dr Waterland characterir^s as a very 
learned and elaborate work. He died chaplain 
to Haberdasher's Hospital, Sept. 15, 1745. ~ 
COLLIER, Jeremy. 

BEDFORD, John, duke of, third son of Henry 
IV., was a distinguished general of the English 
armies in France, during the minority of Henry 
VI., whom he proclaimed king, at Paris; he 
died at Rouen, in 1435. 

BEDFORD, vid. RUSSEL, Francis. 

BEDLOE, William, a low adventurer, only 
known for the pretended discovery of a popish 

Elot, for which the house of commons voted 
im50fl^, he died in 1680. 

BEDOS de CELLES, Francis, a Benedicthie 
of St- Maur, died in 1779. 

BEDREDDIN, Baalbeki, a physician and wri- 
ter of Balbec, in Ctic 7th century of the hegira. 

BEEK, David, a Flemish painter, vid. BEK. 

BEEKMAN, John Anthony, a native of Hano- 
ver, professor of philosophy at Gottingen for 
45 years; he died in 1811. 

BEGA, Cornelius, a Dutch painter, l)om at 
Haertem, died in 1664. 

BEGEB, Laurence, of Ueidlebcrg, librarian 



to the eleetor of Brandenburg, author of several 
books on antiquities and medals; be died 1705. 

BEGEYN, Abraham, a Dutch painter to th« 
king of Prussia, born 1650. 

BEGON, Michael, a lawyer, distinguished 
himself in the marine, and as goveraor of tb« 
French West India islands, died in 1710. 

BEGUILLEl', Edmund, advocate of the par- 
liament of Dijon author of a treatise on agri- 
culture, died in 1786. 

B EH AIM, Martin, of Nuremlierf , a man of 
strong powers of mind, who formed the first 
idea of a new world. He Is said to have actu- 
ally sailed on a voyace of discovery, in J460, 
and to have visited the Brazils, and on his return 
to have constracted u globe, Illustrative of hit 
voyage, which is still to be seen at Nuremberg. 
This however is not well authenticated ; he 
died at Lislnm, in 1506. 

BEHN, .\phra, a celebrated English poetess 
in the reign of Charles I. and II. She wrote 17 
plays, some histories and novels ; she died April 
16, 1689, and was buried in tlie cloisters of West- 
minster Abbey. Her works are extremely witty, 
but not remarkably chaste. 

BEICH, Joachim Francis, a painter of Swabia, 
whose pieces are much admired, died in 1748. 

BEIDHAVI, a judjic of Schiraz, in Persia, 
died in 685 of the hcgira. 

BEIERLINCK, Lawrence, an ecclesiastic of 
Antwerp, died 1627. 

BEINASCHI, John Baptist, a painter, of Pied- 
mont, knighted for his great merit, died in 1688. 

BEITHAR, Ben, an African writer, died in 
646 of the hegira. 

BEK, David, a native of Delft, In the Nether- 
lands, and a pupil of Vandyk, was eminent as 
a painter at all the courts of Europe, most of 
which he visited ; he died in 1656. 

BEKKER, Balthasar, a Dutch divine, known 
as a writer on theological subjects, and as the 
author of a treatise on comets, died in 1098. 

BEL, John James, an ironical and satirical 
writer of merit, in France, died in 1738. 

BEL, Mathias, an ecclesiastic, of Hungary, 
ennobled by Charles VI. for bis literary works, 
died in 1749. 

BEL, Charles Andrew, son of the preceding^, 
professor of poetry at Leipsic, with the title of 
counsellor of state, died in 17^ 

BELCAMP, John Van, a Dutch painter, died 
in 1653. 

BELCHER, Samuel, a good scholar, and first 
minister of Newbury, Alassachusetts, died Vdet 
the year 1712. 

BELCHER, Jonathan, governor ofMassa* 
chusetts and New-Hampshire, in 1730, after- 
wards governor of New-Jersey, died in 1757. 

BELCHER, Jonathan, son of Governor Bel- 
cher, lieutenant governor of Nova ScoUa, after- 
wards chief justice qf that province ; he died in 
1776. 

BELCHIER, John, an eminent English sur 
geon and anatomist, bom at Kingston, Surrey, 
1706, died 1785, equally beloved for his human! 
ty, and respected for his skill. 

BELESIS, a Chaldean, made governor of 
Babvlon by Arbaces, king of Media, 770 B. C. 

BELGRADE, James, a Jesuit, bora atUdina, 
eminent as a poet, mathematician, and anti- 
quary, died in 1789. 

BELIDOR, Bernard Forest de, an eminent 
French engineer, professor of the academies of 
Paris and Berlin, died in 1761. 

BEUNG, Richard, a native of the county of 
Dublin, a catliolic, and ^ leading officer in the 
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nbefiion of 1641, afterwards reconciled to go- 
Temmeat, and restored to his estates, died in 
1677. ^^ 

BELISARIUS, a famotis Roman general un- 
der the emperor Justinian, uieniorabie for his 
signal and momentous victories, but still more 
so for his misfortunes ; being dismissed from all 
bis empjbyments by liis ungrateful master, and 
reduced to beg alms at the gates of Constanti- 
nople. He died 563. 

BELKNAP, Jeremy, minister in Dover, N. H., 
and aftervtrards of a church in Boston, was author 
of a history of New-Hampshire, and an Ameri- 
can biography. He was one of the founders of 
the Mass. His. 8oc., and died in 1798. 

BELL, Beaupri, a distinguished antiquarian^ 
of Norfolk, Eng., died at an early age ; the pre- 
cise time unknown. 

BELL, William, D. D., an English divine, was 
chaplain to Amelia, daughter of George H., and 
prebendary of Westminster Abbey; he died in 
1816. He gave 15,000/. to the University of 
Cambridge, toward founding scholarships for 
the orphan sons of indigent clergymen. 

BELL, John, an eminent surgeon of E<Iin- 
burgh, died at Rome. April 15, 1820 ; leaving 
many valuable works on anatomy and surgery. 

BELLAMONT, Richard, earl of, governor 
of New- York, Massachusetts, and New-Hamp- 
■bire. During his administration. Captain Kidd 
was sent to England for trial. He died in 1701. 

BELLAMY, Thomas, of Kingston-upon- 
Thames, after being engaged in trade in Lon- 
don 20 years, relinquished business for literary 



pursuits, and pbblished "Sadaski," a novel, 
and several other works ; be died 1800. 

BELLAMY, Joseph, D. D., a divine of New 
England, settled in Bethlehem, 1740, a teacher 
of candidates for the ministry, and distinguished 
for several religious works. 

BELLARMIN, Robert, un Italian Jesuit, and 
one of the most celebrated controversial writers 
of bis time, bom in Tuscany, 1542, died 1631. 

BELLAY, WiUiam du, an able French gene- 
ral and negotiator in the service of the king of 
France, afterwarda viceroy of Piedmont, died in 

BELLAY, John dtf, bisbop of Bayonne and 
of Paris, was engaged as a negotiator between 
Henry Vllf. of England and the pope, with re- 
spect to his divorce ; he was afterwards a car- 
dinal, and died at Rome, in 1560. 

BELLAY, Martin du, a faithful and success- 
Ail agent of Trancis L of France, died in 1559. 

BELLAY, Joachim du, a French poet, bom 
in tlie year 1524, of a noble family. The sweet- 
ness of his verse procured him the name of the 
French Ovid. He was the patron of the cele- 
brated Rabflais, and died at Rome, 15G0. 

BELLE, Etienne de la, an artist in engraving 
and drawing, died at Florence, in 1664. 

BELLE, Alexis Simon, a painter patronized 
by the king of France, died In 1734. 

BELLE A U, Remi, one of the seven poets, 
called the Pleiades of France, excelled as a pas- 
toral writer ; he died in 1577. 

BELLECOUR.Colson,a distinguished French 
comic actor, died in 1786. His wife, who was 
equally celebrated, died in 1799. 

BELLEFORET, Francis de, a French histo 
rian, bom at Sarzan, in Guienne, 1530, died 1583. 

BELLEGARDE, Jean Baptist Morvan de, a 
Jesuit of Nantes, expelled for being a Cartesian, 
died in 1734. 

BELLENDEN. See BALLANDEN. 

BELLENGER, Francis, a learned doctor of 
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kbe SortKNine, translator oi Herodotus aiul otiiet 
lautliors. died in 1749. 

BELLET, Charles, a learned and benevolent 
Iman, died at Paris, in 1771. 

BELLET, an eminent physician and medical 
writer, died in 1778. 

BELLIEYRE, Pompone de, a native of Ly 
ons, distinguished as a negotiator at the court 
of France, counsellor and cliancellor of France, 
died in disgrace, 1607. 

BELLIN, Gentil, a Yenetiaa painter, born 
1421, died 150L 

BELLIN, John, brother of the preceding, 
emhient as a painter, and one of the first who 
painted in oil, died in 1512. 

BELLIN, James, a learned and laborious geo 
Igraphical engineer of Paris, died in 1772. 

BELLINGHAM, Richard, a native of Eng- 
land, a man of integrity, elected governor of 
Massachusetts several times ; he died in 1672. 

BELLINI, Laurence, a physician of Florence, 
professor of philosophy at Pisa, patronized by 
ihe grand duke, Ferdinand II. , his writings are 
numerous and admired ; he died in 1703. 

BELLOCa, Peter, valet de chambre to Lewis 
XIV., better known for bis wit, physiognomy 
and his satirical writings. He was the friend 
of Moliere and Racine, and died in 1704. 

BELLOl, Peter, a native of Montauban, and 
an advocate of the pariiament of Toulouse, 
honoured and promoted by Henry IV. 

BELLOl, Peter Laurence Buyrette du, a co- 
median and tragedian of France, who, by his 
pieces, obtained the applauses, not only of the 
king, but of the whole French people, died in 
1775. 

BFLLONI, Jerome, a banker at Rome, en- 
nobled by Pope Benedict XIV., and author of 
a valuable eea&y on commerce, died in 1760. 

BELLORI, John Peter, a celebrated antiqua* 
rian of Rome, died in 1696. 

BELLOTTI, Peter, an admired bistorical and 
portrait painter, of Venice, died in 1700. 

BELLUCCI, Anthony, a painter, bora at Ve- 
nice, in 1664, and employed in the service of the 
emperor Joseph. 

BELOE. William, an estimable divine, critic, 
and misceUaneous writer, and for several years 
one of tlie librarians of the British museum, was 
bora at Norwich, and died at Kensington, April 
11, 1817, in his 60th year. His works are very 
numerous ; but those by which be most distin- 
guished himself were, " A Translation of Hero* 
dotus,'* another of "AulusGellius," and "Anec- 
dotes of Literature and Scarce Books,** 6 vuls. 
8vo. 

BELON, Peter, M. D., travelled In Judea, 
Greece, and Arabia, and published an account 
of his travels ; he also wrote on natural history; 
he was assassinated in 1564. 

BELOT, John de Blois, an advocate of Parlay 
and of the privy council of Lewis XIV. 

BELSUNCE, the benevolent bishop of Mar- 
seilles, worthy to be recorded as the rriend and 
benefactor of mankind. During the plague ot 
1720, he was constantly visiting his poor flock, 
to whom he became a physician and an almo- 
ner, as well as a spiritual director. He died 
1755, with the blessings of all good men upon 
him. 

BELUS, founder of the Babylonian empire, 
1323 B. C. He was deified by his son and suc- 
cessor, NInus. 

RELYN, a British prince, who is said to have 
serx'ed under the famous Caractacus. 

BELYN O LEYN, a British chief, iUustrioua 
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for his vigoroos oppudtioa to the attack* of Ed- 
win, tn620. 

BEMBO, Peter, a Venetian cardinal, histo- 
rian, and poet, born, 1470, died 1547. 

UEME, i)r BESME, a domestic of the Guises, 
born in Bohemia. Ue murdered Coligtii, for 
which he was rewarded hy the cardinal dc Lor- 
raine with the hand of one of his daughters ; he 
was afterwards killed by the Protestants in 1575. 

BENBOW, John, a celebrated English admi- 
ral, born 1650, died of his wounds, 1702. 

BENBOW, Joim, son of the admiral, was 
shipwrecked on the coast of Madagascar, and 
lived a long time among the natives ; he after- 
wards escaped, and died soon after bis return. 

BENCI, or BENCIO, a Jesuit of Italy, author 
of several poems, died in 1594. 

BENCIRENNI, Joseph, died at Florence, July 
31, 1806, aged 80. He had distinguished himself 
both in the belles lettres and public affairs ; hail 
Ailed several important situations, and had been 
director of the gallery at Florence. He wrote 
a " Historical Essay*' on that gallery, several 
eulc^es of illustrious persons in Tuscany, and 
a " Life of Dante," which is in high estunation. 

BENDA, George, a native of Bohemia, was 
distinguished for his musical talents. Ue died 
in 1795. 

BEN DISH, Bridget, wife of Thomas Bendish, 
Esq., was the daughter of General Ireton, and 
grand-daughter of Oliver Cromwell. In many 

S Dints, her character strongly resembled his. 
he po3sc<«ed strong powers of mind, and a- 
princely dignity of manners, which ensured re- 
spect and admiration, but she died in obscurity 
In 1727. 

BENDLOWES, Edward, author of many 
poetical pieces, was bom in 1613, and died in 
great want, arising from imprudence, in 1686. 
He was a groat patron of the poets of his time, 
as may be seen by the many dedications and 
poems addrosiaed to him. The chief poem writ- 
ten by himself, however, is entitled, *' Tlieophi- 
la; or, Love's Sacrifice," folio, 1652. 

BENEDETTO, le, or BENEDICT CASTIG- 
LIONE, a native of Genoa, known as the pupil 
of Pagi Ferrara and Vandyke, and eminent as 
a painter and engraver, died in 1670, 

BENEDICT, a celebrated abbot of the 7th cen- 
tury, of a noble Saxon family. He introduced 
many improvements in architecture into Eng- 
land, from the continent. He founded two mo- 
nasteries, and was canonized after his death. 

BENEDICT I., pope, snniamed Bonosus, 
■ucceedod John III., and died in 578 

BENEDICT II. succeeded Leo II. in the pa- 
pal chair 684, and died in 685. 

BENEDICT III. was made pope after Leo 
IV. ; he died in 858. 

BENEDICT IV. died in 903. 

BENEDICT V, was elected pope in opposi- 
tion to Leo VIII. ; he was carried to Hamburg 
by the emperor Otho, where he died in 965. 

BENEDICT VI. waa strangled by his rival, 
antipope Boniface, in 974. 

BENEDICT VII., successor to Donos II., died 
ln9<W. 

BENEDICT Vin. was opposed by Gregory, 
and successfully supported by the emperor, 
Henry II. ; he was an able politician, and a 
brave warrior; he utterly exterminated the 
Saracens, who had invaded Italy in 1016, and 
died 1024. 

BENEDICT IX. was elected pope, when only 
13 years old, by the intrigues of his father, 
the duke of TnaculaiOi and compelled to abdl- 
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cate by the Romans on account of bis debauch- 
ery ; he died 1054. 

BENEDICT, X., antipope, was placed in the 
papal chair by some factious Romans, but hia 
election was disputed, and Nicholas IL chosen 
in his place ; he died li)59. 

BENEDICT XI., Nicholas Bacoein, chosen 
pope after Boniface \IU., was poisoned by hit 
cardinals in 1303. 

BENEDICT XII., James de Nouvean, sur* 
named the Baker, a doctor, of Paris, and cardi- 
nal, elected to the chair, in 1334. His conduct 
was firm and dignitied, and entitled him to uni- 
versal respect ; he died In 1342. 

BENEDICT, XI II., a naUve of Rome, of the 
noble family of Ursini ; was a doroinican of Ve- 
nice, and bisliop of B^nevcnto, where his palace 
was destroyed by an earthquake, and he narrow- 
ly escaped ; be was chosen pope 1724, died 1730. 
BENEDICT, XIV., archbishop of Theodosia 
and Botogna, and a cardinal, was elected pope. 
1740. He was the munificent patron of learned 
men, encouraged the fine arts, and was a vigi- 
lant, impartial, and distinguished prelate : m 
died in 1758. 

BENEDICTUS, Alexander^ an Italian anato- 
mist, of the 15th century. 

BENEFIELD, Seba«iian, D. D., an English 
divine, and theological writer, and professor of 
divinity at Oxford, died in 1630. 

BENEZET, St, a shepherd of Vivarais. who 
pretended to be inspired to build the bridge of 
Avignon, four arches of which only remain, died 
In 1184. 

BENEZET, Anthony, a native of France, 
belonged to the society of Friends ; teacher or 
the Friends' English school in Philadelphia, af- 
terwards of the blacks ; he died in 1784. 

BENHADAD L, king of Damascus or Syria, 
940, B. C. 

BENHADAD IL, son and successor of the 
preceding, 900 B. C , slain by his minister Ha- 
zael, who succeeded hini. 

BENHADAD III., succeeded bis father, Ha- 
zael, 836 B. C, he was defeated and ruined by 
Josiah, king of Judah. 

BENI, Paul, a native of the island of Candia, 
and professor at Padua, died in 1G25. 

BENINI, Vincent, a native of Coloqua, phy- 
sician at Padna, died in 1764. 

BENIVIENI, Jerome, an admired poet of 
Florence, died in 1519. 

BENJAMIN, youngest of the twelve sons of 
Jacob, bom about 1738 B. C, he died in Egypt, 
aged 111 years. 

BENJAMIN, a rabbi, of Navarre, who travel- 
led over the world to examine the synagogues 
and ceremonies of his nation, died in 1173. 

BENNAVIDIO, Marcus Mantua, profeiwor of 
law at Padua, highly esteemed hy Charles V 
and pope Pius IV. ; he died in 1582. 

BENNET, Henry, eari of Ariington, a zeal- 
ous royalist, during the civil wars, was, after the 
restoration, minister to Madrid, and secretary of 
state to Charles II., and afterwards his chamber- 
lain : he died in 1685. 

BENNET, Dr. Thomas, a native of Salisbu- 
ry, was an eloquent and popular preacher, at 
Colchester, and afterT»'ards in Ijondon : he d^ 
in 1728. 

BENNET, Christopher, a distinguished phy- 
sician, of London, and a wilter en medical sub- 
jects, died hi 1655. 
BENNET, Robert, B D., rector of Waddei 
n, Bucks, author of a theologieal concord 
ance, died In 1687. 
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BBNNCT, Richard, succeeded Sir WiUiani 
Berkley oa ffovemor of the colony of Virginia, 
and retainea the place until 1654, when he was 
appointed an agent of the colony to England. 

BENOIT, Elie, a urotestant minister of Paris, 
who fled to Holland on the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes ; he died in 1728. 

BENOn\ father, a learned Maronite, educa- 
ted at Rome, was professor of Hebrew at Pisa, 
and died in 1742. 

BENSERADE, Isaac do, a French poet of 
the 17th century, bt-m at Lyons, near Rouen, 
died Vm. . 

BENSON, Dr. George,' a very distinguished 
pastor among the English dissenters, was bom 
atGreat Sallccld, inCumberland, 1699, and died 
1763. In 1740 he became colleague with Dr. 
Lardner, at Crutched Friars, and, on his death, 
bad the sole pastorship intrusted to him. Of his 
writings, the principal we " A Defence of the 
Reasonableness of Prayer ;*' *' An Illustration 
of such of St. Paul's Epistles as Mr. Locke had 
not Explained ;" ".A History of the First Plant- 
ing of Christianity," 2 vols. 4to. " Tracts on 
Persecution ;" and " A life of Christ." 

BENT, John Van de, a native of Amsterdam, 
whose iaindscapes are much admired ; he died 
in 1690. 

BENTHAM, Thomas, bishop of Litchfield 
and Coventrv, under Elizabeth, died in 1578. 

BENTHAM, Edward, an English divine, 
professor of divinity at Oxford, died in 1776. 

BENTHAM, James, prebendary of Ely, and 
rector of Bow Brickhill, in the county of Buck- 
ingham, well known in the learned world as 
author of " The History and Antiquities of the 
Conventual and Cathedral Clmrch of Elv;" 
he was born in Elv, 1718, and dietl Nov. 17, 1794. 

BENTICK, William, first earl of Portland, 
the early and devoted friend of William of 
Orange, came with him to England, and was by 
liim ennobled; he ^ied in 1709. 

BENTICK, WilUara Henry Cavendish, third 
duke of Portland, chancellor of the university 
of Oxford, secretary of state for the home de- 
partment, and first lord of tlie treasury, died 
1809. 

BENTIVOGLTO, Guy, cardinal, bom at 
Perrara, in 1579, died 1644. He has left several 
works ; the most remarkable of which are, his 
" History of the Civil Wars of Flanders," hi.* 
" Account of Flanders," and his " Letters and 
Memoirs." 

BENTIVOGJilO, Hercules, distinguished as 
ft poet, was a native of Bologna, esteemed and 
patronised by the duke of Ferrara, his relation, 
died in 1583. 

BENTLEY, Richard, an eminent critic and 
divine, bom at Wakefield, Yorkshire, in 1662, 
died 1742. His literary character is known in 
all pajts of Europe wherever learning is known. 
In his private character, he was hearty, sin- 
cere, and warm in his friendships ; loved hos- 
pitality and respect ; and in conversation, he 
tempered the hard-mouthed severity of the critic 
with a peculiar strain of vivacity and pleasantry. 

BENTLEY,Tboma9,nephew to the preceding,! 
author of " The Wishes," a comedy, and otberj 
dramatic pieces, died 1782. 

BENTlEY, William, D. D., a minister of a' 
church in Salem, was distinguished as a scholar,' 
philosopher, and politician. He edited the Es-| 
sex Register nearly twenty years, and died in: 

BENVENUTI, Charles, a Jesuit, of iH^bom,- 
profcMor of mailMmaUct at Rome, died Im 1780..

BENWELL, William, an able and distin- 
guished English divine, and an elegant scholar, 
died in 1796. 

BENYOWSKY, Count Mauritius Augustus 
de, an extraordinary adventurer, born in 1741, 
at Veibowa, in Huugarv, and killed at the isle 
of France, May 23. 1786. His very eventful 
life has been published in 2 vols. 4to ; but a 
good abstract of it will be found in Mr. Cl> ai- 
mer's Biographical Dictionary, 32 vols. 8vo. 
Our limits preclude even an analysis of it. 

BENZELIUS, Eric, an obscure native of 
West Gothland,who, by his great merit, became 
tutor to the sons of the chancellor of Sweden, 
and archbishop of Upsal ; he died in 1709. 

BENZIO, Trifone, an elegant Italian poet 
called by his cotemporaries the Socrates ot 
Rome , he died about 1570. 

BEOTEO, Angelo, sumaroed Ruzzante, « 
poet, bora at Padua, died in 1542. 

BERAULD, Nicolas, a native of Orleans, of 
tlie 16th century, eminent for his great learning, 
and his acquaintance with Erasmus and otlier 
learned men. 

BERCHET, Peter, a French paijiter, died ia 
1720. 

BERCHEUR, Peter, a benedictine, translator 
of Livy, by order of king John of France, died 
in 1362. 

BERENGARIUS, Jacobus, a surgeon, emi- 
nent for an original mode of practice, in parti- 
cular cases, di^ in 1527. 

BERENGER, arclideacon of Angers, died in 
1088. 

BERENGERI, son of Eberard,dnke of Friulo, 
iCaused himself to be proclaimed king of Italy, 
and afterwards emperor of Germany ; he was 
opposed by rivals during his reign, and finally 
assassinated in 934. His grandson, Berenger II., 
king of Italy, died in 966. 

BERENGER, Peter, a disciple of Abelard, 
and opposer of St. Bernard. 

BERENICE, daughter of the king of Judea, 
and wife of Polemon, king of Cilicia. 

BERENICIUS, a knife grinder and chimney 
sweep, in Holland, 1670, wonderful for bis re- 
tentive memory. He could repeat by heart 
Virgil, Horace, Homer, Aristophanes, Cicero, 
and could translate, extempore, into Latin and 
Greek. 

BERETIN, Peter, a native of Tuscany, ani 
nent as a painter, died in 1669. 

BERCl, Matthias Vanden, a painter, the dis 
ciple of Rubens, died in 1687. 

BERG, John Peter, a divine, bora at Bremen 
died in 1800. 

BERGAMO, James Philip de, an Augustiit 
monk, author of a Latin chronicle of the world, 
from the creation to his own time, 1434. 

BERGHEM, Nicolas, a painter of Haerlem, 
died in 1684. 

BERGIER, NicoIas,hi8toriographer of France, 
and author of a history of the great roads of the 
Roman empire, died in 1G23. 

BERGIER. Nicolas Sylvester, a principol of 
the college of Besancon, professor of theology, 
and canon of Paris cathedral ; and had he cho- 
sen, might have obtained higher preferments ; 
he died in 1790. 

BERGLER, Etienne, a learned German cri- 
tic of the 18th century ; lie died a Mahometan 
in Turkey. 

BERGMAN, Torbera, a distinguished phy- 
sician and chymist, of Sweden, afterwards pro* 
feesor of mathematics and natural phikMonhv 
and rector of the university at Upeal, died 1781 
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themaUcs and natural philosophy, and rector 
of the university at Upsal, died in 1784. 

BERIGARD, Claude, professor of philosophy 
at Padua and Pisa, died in 1663. 

BERING, Vitus, professor at Copenhagen, 
historiographer to the king, and eminent as a 
Latinjioet, in the 17th century. 

BERING, Vitus, a native of Denmark, and 
ccHnmodore in the service of Russia. He was 
emi^yed in exploring the north coa^s of Ame- 
rica, where he died, niter having made some im- 
portant discoveries. Bering's Mlandand strait, 
derive the name from him. 

BERKELEY, Dr. George, the learned and 
ingenious bishop of Cloyne, in Ireland, was bom 
in that kingdom, at Kilerin, near Tbomastown, 
the 12th of March, 1684, and died Jan. 14, 1753. 
The excellence of his moral character is con- 
^^uoos in his writings, which were chiefly in 
defence of the Christian religion against Athe- 
ists and Infidels. His philoeophical discoveries, 
particulariy of the medical virtues of tar-water, 
were of great service to mankind. Dr. B. was 
certainly a very amiable, as well as a very great 
man ; and Pope is scarcely thought to have said 
too much when he ascribes to 

" Berkeley every virtue under Heav'n." 

BERKELEY. George, L. L. D., second son 
of the bishop or Cloyne, was an eminent Eng- 
lish divine, chancellor of Brecknock, and pre- 
bendary of Canterbury cathedral ; he died 1795. 

BERKELEY, Geoige, earl of, a privy coun- 
sellor of Charles II., descended from the royal 
family of Denmark, died in 1698. 

BERKELEY, Sir WiUiam, vice admiral of 
the white, fell in a dreadful engagement with 
the Dutch in 1666. 

BERKELEY, George, bishop of Cloyne, in 
Ireland, a distinguished benefactor of Yale Col- 
lege ; an author of great reputation, denied the 
existence of matter ; visited America, but died 
in Ireland, in 1753. 

BERKHEYDEN, Job and Gerard, two Dutch 
painters, of Haerlem, the first of whom was 
drowned in 1698, the otlier died in 1693. 

BERKLEY, Sir WUIiam, a native of London, 
was governor of the colony of Virginia, and 
wrote an account of the country ; he died in 
England, in 1677. 

BERKLEY, William, royal governor of Vir- 
ginia, nearly forty years ; in general " an exce^ 
lent governor,*' although attached to the royal 
prerogative ; he died in England, in 1677. 

BERKLEY, Norborne, baron de Botetourt, a 
governor of Virginia, and patron of William 
and Mary College : he died in 1770. 

BERKENHOUT, Dr. John, distinguished 
in the literary world for his productions in 
various sciences. He had experienced many 
different situations in life, having in his youth 
been a captain both in the Prussian and English 
■ervice ; and in the year 1765, he took his de- 
gree of M. D. at Leyden. lie went with the 
coromissioneri to America, where he was im- 
prisoned by the congress; on which account he 
afterwards enjoyed a pension from government, 
and died April 3, 1791, aged 60. 

BERNAERT, Nicasuis, a Dutch painter, died 
in 1663. 

BERNARD, St, one of the fathers of the 
church, bom 1091. in the village of Fontaine, 
in Burgundy, dieo 1153, after having founded 
160 mtmasteries, wrought innumerable miracles, 
and become one of the great saints of the Ro- 
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BERNARD, Sir Thomas, a philanthropist, 
bom at Lincoln, 1750. He was bred to the law, 
and in 1795 was appoUited treasurer to the 
Foundling Hospital; the estates belonging to 
which, were vastly improved by hif manaite- 
ment. He was the chief institutor of " Tlie 
Society for bettering the condition of the Poor." 
He also promoted various otlier societies and 
charities, particulariy the Rmral Institution, the 
British GkUlery, ice. 4cc, and died at Leaming- 
ton, Spa, Warwickshire, 1818. 

BERNARD, of Menthon, an ecclesiastic of 
Savov, founder of two monasteries in the pan* 
es ot the Alps, for tlie relief of pilgrims and 
travellers, wliich still remain as monumems of 
his benevolence : bora in 923. 

BERNARD, Edward, Savilian professor of 
astronomy, at Oxford, which be resigned for the 
living of Brightwell, was distinguished eariy in 
life, for his profound classical acquirements, and 
his intense application to his studies ; a charac- 
ter which he maintataied tiU his death in 1606. 

BERNARD, James, of Geneva, professor at 
the Hague, and afterwards minister at Leyden, 
died in 1718. 

BERNARD, Catherine, a native of Rouen, 
wrote poetry with ease and elenuice, and ob- 
tained the poetical prize, at the French acade- 
my, 3 times, and a pension ftrom Lewis XIV. ; 
she died in 1712. 

BERNARD, a hermit, who, at the close of the 
lOtli century, alarmed the public by pr«iicting 
the immediate end of the world. 

BERNARD, Francis, gov. of New- Jersey, 
afterwards of Massachusetts. His zeal for the 
authority of the crown, contributed to hasten 
the revolution. He was recalled, and died in 
1779. 

BERNARD, Sir Thomas, son of the preceding, 
was for many years employed in the manage- 
ment of different charities, and distinguished 
himself by aconstant attention to tlieir improve- 
ment, no less than by his pure philanthropy : 
he died in 1818 

BERNARD, a pointer of eminence at Brus- 
sels, in the 16th century. 

BERNARD, Peter Joseph, a native of Greno- 
ble, author of some operas, and other lighter 
pieces, which, for their ease and elegance, pro- 
cured him tlie name of le gentil Bernard. He 
died in 1775. 

BERNARD, Dr. Francis, physician to James 
H., eminent for his learning, and for his valua- 
ble collection of books, died in 1097. 

BERNARD, Richard, an English clergyman, 
author of a valuable concordance of the bible, 
died in 1641. 

BERNARD, Samuel, a liistorical painter, 
died at Paris, in 1687. His son, of the same 
name, was, on account of his riches, called the 
Lucullus of his age. 

BERNARD, John Baptiste, an ecclesiastic, 
died 1772. 

BERNARDI, John, an artist of Italy, of ex- 
traordinary skill in cutting crystals, died in 

BERNARDINE, an ecclesiastic, and very 
popular preacher, bora at Massar. He was the 
founder of 300 monasteries in Italy, <and was 
canonized by pope Nicholas ; he died in 1444. 

BERNAZZANO, an eminent palmer, of Mi- 
lan, in the 16th century ; a fruit piece of l^is itt 
said to have been destroyed by the frequent 
pecking of birds. 

BERNERS, Juliana, prioress of Sopewell 
nunnery, near St. Alban'a, one of the earliest 
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female writers in England, was daugliter of Sir 
James Bemers, of Roding Bemcrs, in Essex, 
(who was beheaded in the reign of Richard n.) 
8he was very beautiful, of great spirit, and loved 
masculine exercises, such as hawking, hunting, 
&c. ; and so thoroughly was she slcilled in them, 
that she wrote treatises of hunting, hawking, and 
beraklry, printed at St. Alban's, folio, 1486. She 
was born about the beginning of the 15th cen- 
tury, but the time of her decease is unknown. 
Nothing can more strongly mark the barbarism of 
the times in which she lived, than the indelicate 
expressions used by this lady, equally incompati- 
ble with her sex and profession. 

BERNIA, or BERNI, Francis, an ecclesiastic, 
of Florence, distinguished for his satirical poems, 
cUed in 1543. 

BERNIER, Francis, sumamed the Mogul, on 
accountof bis voyages and residence in the Mo- 

fil's country, bom at Angers, in France, died at 
aris, 1688. 

BERNLER, John, a native of Blois, physician 
to some of the royal family, died in 1668. 

BERNINI, or BERNIN, John Lawrence, 
commonly called Cavaliero Bernin, bom at 
Naides, was famous for his skill in painting,, 
sculpture, architecture, and mechanics; and 
died at Rome, 1680. 

BERNIS, cardinal, one of the most remarka- 
ble men in the reign of Louis X\ ., as a courtier, 
a man of letters, and a negotiator, was bora 1714, 
and died at Rome, November, 1794. 

BERNOULLI, Jumes, a native of Basil, was 
a celebrated mathematician and professor. His 
discoveries in mathematics, particularly the pro- 
perties of the curve, have immortalized his 
name ; he died in 1705. 

BERNOULLI, John, brother to James, was 
professor of mathematics at Groningen, and af- 
terwards at Basil, where he died in 1748. He 
was equally distinguished as his brother, and 
enjoyed the friendship of Newton, Leibnitz, 
and the other great men of Europe. 

BERNOUILLI, Daniel, a very celebrated 
philosopher and mathematician, faiorn at Gro- 
ningen, February 9, 1700,' died in March, 1782. 
He was extremely respected at Basil ; and to 
bow to Daniel Beraouilli when they met him in 
the streets, was one of the first lessons wliich 
every father pave his children. 

BERNSTORFF, John Harting Ernest, count, 
descended from a noble family in Hanover ; af- 
ter travelling over Europe, he settled in Den- 
mark, where he became the friend and favourite 
of Christian VI., his ambassador abroad, and 
finally his prime minister. In this situation, he 
successfully devoted the whole energies of his 
powerful mind to the improvementof his adopted 
country, and after a life devoted to the prosperity 
and honour of Denmark, died at Hamburg^ 1772. 
BERNSTORFF, count de, a celebrated states- 
man, and many years prime- minister of Den- 
mark, was bom in Denmark, 1735 ; he concili- 
ated, in his high ofiice, the love and esteem of 
all men, and died,' June 21, 1797. 

BEROALDUS, Philip, of a noble family of 
Bologna, was professor of belles lettres there, 
till his death in 1505. 

BEROALDUS, Philip, librarian to the Vati- 
can under Leo X., was a successful writer of 
paneg>'rics, epigrams, ice. ; he died in 1518. 

BEROALDUS, Matthew, a native of Paris, 
died a Calvinist, at Geneva, in 1584. 

BEROALDUS, Francis, son of Matthew, died 
In 1613. 
BE&OSUS, priest of Beluf, at BabyloB, in the 
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ace of Alexander the Great, wrote a history of 
Chaldea, some fragments of wliich are preserved 
in Josephus. 

BERCIUIN, Amaud, a French miscellaneous 
writer, whose principal works are well known 
in this country, was born at Bordeaux, about 
1740, and died, December 21, 1791. He distin- 
guished himself by his " Idyls," but is much 
better known among us by his "Ami dc^Enfans, 
(TheChUdren's Friend,)" which has been trans- 
lated into man^ languages, and was honoured 
with the prize given by tiie French academy foi 
the most useful book that appeared in 1784. 

BERaUlN, Lewis de, agenUenmn of Artois, 
known as a courtier at tlie co art of France, was, 
as a protestant, twice imprisoned by the papists, 
and finally strangled and burnt in 1569. He was 
the frieud of Erasmus. 

BERRETOUI, Nicholas, a painter, died in 
1682. His historical pieces are much admired. 
BERRIMAN, William, D. D., chapI^n to 
the bishop of London, and rector of St. An- 
drew, Undershaft, died in 1750. 

BERRUYER, Joseph Isaac, a Jesuit, died in 
1758. His writings are on theological subjects. 
BERRY, Sir John, was a distinguished naval 
officer of England, who saved James XL, when 
duke of York, from shipwreck, at the mouth of 
the Humber ; he died in 1691. 

BERRYAT, John, a physician at Paris, died 
in 1754. 

BERSMANN, George, a German; among 
other works, he translated the Psalms of David 
into Latin verse : he died in 1611. 

BERTAUD, John, chaplain to Catherine de 
Mcdicis, and bishop of Seez, died in 1611. 

BERTHEAU, Charies, a French protestanlj 
admitted minister at tlie synod of Vigan, died in 
1732. 

BERTHET, John, a learned Jesuit of Proi 
vence, died in 1692. 

BERTHIER, Guillaume Francois, a Jesuit, 
known as tiie conductor of the Journal of Tre- 
vaux for many years; afterwards librarian 
royal, and preceptor to Lewis XVI. and liis bro- 
ther; he died in 1782. 

BERTHOLET-FLAMEEL, Bartholomew, a 
painter of Leipe, settled at Paris, died in 1675. 

BERTHOLON,N., an eminentFrench writer, 
professor of medicine at Montpelier, died in 1799. 
BERTHOUD, Ferdinand, an eminent me- 
chanic, born at Plancemont, in Neufchatel, died 
in 1807. 

BERTI, John Laurence, a learned Augustine 
monk of Tuscany, author of several volumiitous 
French works, died at Pisa, in 1766. 

BERTIER, John Stephen, a native, atd au- 
thor, of Provence, died in 1783. 

BERTIN, Nicholas, a painter, bom at Parli. 
patronised by Lewis XIV. and the duke of Ba 
vana, died in 1736. His pieces which are pre- 
served, possess great merit. 

BERTIN, Exupere Joseph, a native of France, 
for some time physician to the hospodar of W H^ 
lachia : he retumed to France, and there pub- 
lished his Osteology ; he died in 1781. 

BERTIN, Anthony, a French officer, and a 
poet of some merit, died at St. Domingo, in 1790. 
BERTINAZZl, Charles, an actor of merit ic 
the Italian theatre, died in 1783. 

BERTIUS, Peter, professor of philosophy at 
Leyden, afterwards of mathematics at Paris^ 
and cosmoprapher to the king ; he died in 1629. 
BERTON, Peter Montan le, an eminent mu 
sician, settled at Paris, and employed as mana 
gcr of the operas there, died in 1780. 
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BERTH A DE, daughter of the count of Mont 
fort, and wife of the count of Anjou, from whom 
Bhe was divorced, to marry Philip I. of France. 
BERTRAM, Cornelk Boiiaveuture, a native 
of Poitou, professor of Hebrew at Genoa and 
Lausanne, died in 1794. 

BERTRAM, John, a fanner t)f Pennsylvania, 
who, liy intense application, rose to great emi- 
nence its a botanist. Linneus is said to have 
declared liim the greatest natural botanist in the 
world ; he died In 1777. 

BERTRAND, John Baptist, a physician, 
known for his interesting account of the plague 
at Marseilles, died in 1753. 

BERTRAND, Nicholas, a physician of dis- 
tinction at Paris, died in 1780. 

BERULLE, Peter, a celebrated cardinal, who 
founded the congregation of the Oratory in 
France. He was bom near Troyes, In Cham- 
pagne, 1575, greatly distinguished himself by his 
piety, his moral virtues, and his learning, and 
died while performing mass at the altar, Octo- 
ber 2, 1629. 

BERWICK, James Fitz James, Dulce of. a 
natural son of James II. by Arabella Churchill, 
bom August 21, 1670. He was one of the great- 
est generals of his age ; and, for his services to 
the crown of France, was, in the year 1706, 
created mareschal of that kingdom. *' It was 
impossible," says Montesquieu, '^ to behold him« 
and not to love virtue, to evident was tranquil- 
lity and happiness in his soul. He loved his 
friends. He used to render them services, with- 
out mentioning them. It was an invisible hand 
that served you. He had a great fund of reli- 
gion, and was fond of the clergy, but would not 
Be governed by them. No man ever practised 
rel^ion so much, and talked of it so little. He 
never spoke ill of any one, nor bestowed any 
praise upon those whom he did not think de- 
served it. In the work of Plutarch I have seen, 
at a distance, what great men were ; in him I 
behold, at a nearer view, what they are.** He 
died A. D. 1734, in the field of glory; being 
kiUed at the siege of Philipsburgh. He left be- 
hind him his *' Memoirs,'* a very valuable work. 
BERTLLUS, a bishop of Arabia in the 3d 
century. 

BESLER, Basil, of Nuremberg, adistinguished 
botanical writer, was bora in 1561. 

BESLEY, John, a learned French antiqua- 
rian, and kill's advocate, died in 1644. 

BES06NE, Jerome, a doctor of t4ie Sorbonne, 
and authorof a history of Port Royal, &c., died 
in 1763. 

BESOLDE, Christopher, a professor of law 
at Tubingen, died in 1638. 

BESPLAS, Joseph Mary Anne Gros de, a 
doctor of the Sorbonne, known as an eloquent 
preacher, died in 1783. 

BESSARION, a native of Trebizond, titular 
patriarch of Constantinople, and a cardinal, il- 
lustrious as one of the restorers of learning in 
tlie ]5tb century. He died of grief, in conse- 
quence of being grossly insulted by Lewis XI., 
while an ambassador at his court. 

BESSET, Henry de, comptroller of public 
works in France, and author of the hiktory of 
the campaign of Rocroi ; he died in 1693. 

BETIIAM, Edward, B. D., fellow of King's 
College, and afterwards of Eton College, was a 
libenU donor to the university. 

BETHENCOURT, Jean de, discovered the 
Canary Islands, avd conquered them with the 
aid of Henry UL of Castile. 
BETHUNE, Philip de, ambaseador from 
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France to Rome, Scotland, and Germany, died 
in 1649. 

BETIS, governor of Gaza, cruelly treated by 
Alexander, for bravely defending the place. 

BETTERTON, Thomas, a famous Enclish 
actor, generally styled the English Roscius, bom 
in Tothiil-street, Westminster, 1635, made his 
first appearance on the stage, in 1656 or 1657, at 
the opera-house, in Charter-bouse Yard, under 
the direction of Sir William D'Avenant ; and, 
having, for many years, borne away the palm 
from all his competitors, died April, 1710, and 
was interred in Wesmlnster Abbey. See Cib- 
ber's Apolo^, Tattler, No. 167. and Davie^ 
Dramatic Miscellanies, for a particular accoun 
of t his em inent man. 

BETTINELLI, Xavier, an Italian Jesuit, was 
a teacher in France, and, on the suppression of 
his order became a pmCemm d riietoric at Mo- 
dena. He died 1806. 

BETTINI, Dominico, an eminent painter of 
Florence, died in 1705. 

BETTS, John, M. D., physician to the king 
after the restoration. 

BETUSSI, Joseph, an ItaUan poet, of Bava- 
no, bora in 1590. 

BEVERIDGE. William, a learned English 
divine, bishop of St. Asaph, bom at Barrow, in 
Leicestershire, 1638, died 1707, leaving behind 
him many learned and valuaUe works. 

BEVERLAND, Hadrian, a native of Zealand, 
known for his great abilities, his profligacy, and 
the immorality and obscenity of his writings ; 
the time of his death is not Itnown. 

BEVERLEY, John, abbot of St. Hilda, bishop 
of Hexham, and archbishop of York,died in 721. 
BEVERLY, R., a native of Virginia, and au- 
thor of a history of that c<rfony. 

BEVERNINCK, Jerome Van, an able Dutch 
statesman, ambassador to Cromwell, died in 
1690. 

BEVERWICK, John de, a distinguished phy- 
sician, and able writer of Dordrecht, died in 
1W7. 

BEWICK, John, of great excellence in the 
art of engraving on wood, and brother to Tho- 
mas Bewick, an artist of equal or superior me- 
rit, still living. These ingenious brotliers have 
carried their art to a state of perfection which 
will not easily be surpassed. The first work 
that attracted the notice of the public, and at 
once established their reputation, was, a " His- 
tory of Claadrupeds," 8vo., 1790, with figures 
on wood. It was eagerly sought after by the 
curious, and has been followed by many other 
proofs of their abilities, the last of which is, a 
" History of British Bh-ds,'* 8vo., 1797; on which 
John was engaged in conjunction with his bro- 
ther, when a consumption carried him off, De- 
cember 5, 1795. 

BEUF, John le, a learned antiquary, and 
member of the academy of belles lettres, at Pa- 
ris, a writer on the history and topography of 
France, died in 1760. 

BEURS, William, a celebrated Dutch painter 
of flowers, landscapjes and portraits, bora in 
1656. 

BEXON, Scipio, assisted Buflbn in his natu- 
ral histoiy, and'was himself an author; he died 
at Paris, in 1784. 

BEYS, Charies de, a French poet, died in 
1656 

BEYSSER, Jolin Michael, in early life a tra- 
veller, afterwards a general in the French revo- 
lution ; he was executed, without an adcquats 
cause, in 1794 
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BEZA, Theodore, a most zealous promoter 
and defender of the reformed church, bom at 
Vezelai, in Burgundy, June 24, 1519, died 1605. 
BEZIERS, Michael, an eccleaiastic, known 
for his laborious researches in history and anti- 
quity, died in 1783. 

BEZOUT, Stephen, a writer on mathematics, 
navigation, and algebra, died in 1783. 

BI ANCANI, Joseph, a Jesuit and mathema- 
tician of Bologna, died in 1644. 

BIANCHI, Francis, a painter, master to Cor- 
redo, died in 1520. 

BIANCHI, Peter, an eminent Roman painter, 
died in 1739. 

BIANCHIN, John Fortunatia, professor of 
medicine at Padua, and a medical writer, died 
in 1779. 

BIANCHINI, Francis, a native of Verona, 
eminent for his great learning, was patronised 
by pope Alexander VIII., and received marks 
of respect from the Roman Senate ; he died in 
1729. 
BIANCHINI, Joseph, a Veronese orator. 
BI ANCOLELLI, Pierre Francois, an eminent 
player, and a writer of plays, died in 1734. 

BIARD, Peter, a sculptor or celebrity, at Paris, 
died 1609. 

BIAS, called one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, bom at Priene, a town of Carta, about 
570 B. C. Though bora to great wealth, he 
lived without splendour, expending his fortune 
in relieving the needy. On one occasion, cer- 
tain pirates brought several young women to sell 
as slaves at Priene. Bias purchased them, and 
maintained them until he had an opportunity of 
returning them to their friends. This generous 
action caused him to be styled " The Prince of 
Wise Men." 

BIBB, WiUiam Wyatt, a native of Geoi „ , 
and a physician, after representing his naUve 
state in both branches of the national congress, 
was chosen first govemor of the state of Alaba- 
ma, by the people, in 1819, and died the follow- 
ingyear. 

BIBIENA. Bernardo de, a Roman of obscure 
origin, who, by his intrigues, promoted the elec- 
tion of Leo X., for which he was made a cardi- 
nal; he died in 1520. 

BIBIENA, Ferdinand Galli, a celebrated ar 
chitect and munter, of Bologna, patronised by 
the duke of Parma and the emperor, died blind 
in 1743. 

BIBLIANDER, Theodore, professor of theo- 
logy at Zurich, died in 1564. 

BICH AT, Marie Frances Xavier, medical pro- 
fessor at the Hotel-Dieu, Paris, and author of 
several valuable works on medical subjects, died 
in 1802. 

BIDDLE, John, one of the most eminent En- 
fflish writers among the Socinians, was born at 
Wotton-under-Edge, 1615. Though a pious, 
honest, well-meaning man, he suffered various 
persecutions for his adherence to some singular 
notions about the Trinity, and died 1662. One 
of his l>ooks was burnt by order of parliament 
BIDDLE, Nicholas, a native of Philadelphia, 
and a captain in the American navy, was, with 
his crew, blown up, in an action with a British 
64 gun ship, in 177& 

BIDLAKE, John, an English divine and poet, 
died in 1814 ; he published, besides some ser- 
mons, a number of poems, Sec. 

BIDLOO, Godfrey, an eminent physician 

and anatomical writer of Amsterdam, professor 

at the Hajnie and at Leydcn, and physician to 

king WilUani, died 1713. | 
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BIE, Adrian de, a portrait pahiter, settled at 
Rome, about 1600. 

BIEFIELD, James Frederick, baron de, sec- 
retary of legation in the service of Frederick of 
Prassia, preceptor to his brother, and after- 
wards a privy counsellor, died in 1770. 

BIELKE, N., baron de, a Swedish gentle- 
man, engaged with Ankerelroem, in the conspi- 
racy against the king of Sweden ; when detect^ 
he took poison, and died In 1792. 

BIENNE, John, an eminent prbter, of Paris, 
died in 1588. 

BIERVE, N. Blarechal, marquisde, a French- 
man, known for his ready wit, and as an author 
of plays, died in 1789. 

BIEZ, Oudard du, a native of Artois, whose 
great bravery and presence of mind in the licld 
of battle, were particularly conspicuous. Ha 
was in the service of Francis 1., and died in Pa 
ris.inl553. 

BIEZELINGEN, Christian Jans Van, a por 
trait painter, of Delft, died in 1600. 

BIFIELD, Nicholas, minister of St. Peters, 
Chester, died in 1622. 

BIGELOW, Timothy, a distinguished lawyer 
of Massachusetts, was for more than twenty 
years a representative or senator in the legisla- 
ture of his native state, and for eleven years, 
speaker of the bouse of representatives, over 
which he presided with dignity and ability, died 

BIGNE, Grace, de la, a poet of Bayeux, ac- 
companied king John to England after the bat- 
tie of Polctiers, and died in 1374. 

BIGNE, Marquerin de la, of the same family 
as the preceding, was a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
eminent as a man of letters; he died in 1591. 

BIGNICOURT, Simon de, a counsellor of 
Rheims, eminent for his knowledge of ancient 
and modem literature, died in 1775. 

BIGNON, Jerome, distinguished for his early 
attainments, was a counsellor of state and ad- 
vocate general to the parliament of Paris, and 
an able statesman ; be died in 1656. 

BIGOT, Emeri, a native of Rouen, eminent 
for his learning, and his acquaintance with 
learned men, died in 1689. 

BILDERBEK, Christopher Laurent, a Hano 
verian lawyer, died in 1749. 

BILFINGER, George Bernard, professor of 
»hikM(^y at Petersburg, and afterwards atTu 
)ingen, eminent for his writings, died in 1750. 

BILLAIJT, Adam, a joiner, of Neveis, a 
man of strong powers of mind, and of consider- 
able talent and merit as a poet, died in 1662. 

BILLI, Jaquesde, a native of Guise, eminent 
for his learning and liis poetical talents, died in 

BILLI, Jaques de, a Jesuit of Compiegne, au- 
thor of several valuable mathematical treatises, 
died in 1679. 

BILLING SLEY, Henry, a merchant of Lon- 
don, who acquired immense wealth, and rof e to 
the highest city honours, and was knighted 
while lord mayor. He was a profound mathe- 
matician, and published the first English trans- 
lation of Euclid ; he died in 1606. 

BILLIONI, N. Bussa, a celebrated and much 
admired actress, at the theatres of France and 
Bmssels, died in 1783. 

BILSON, Thomas, early distinguished as a 
poet, afterwards as an able divine and eloquent 
preacher, bisliop of Worcester and Winchester, 
died in 1616. 

BINDLEY, James, an eminent antiquarian 
aud fcunder of the society of Anilquarics, in 
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the preceding, was admiral and marechal of 
Prance, and a favourite of Henry IV.. wb^ madt 
bioi a dulce, and sent him ambaflBadot to Rug 
land. He was beheaded Tor treason, in lGO-2. 

BISCAINO, Bartholoiuew,a painter of Genoa, 
died in 1857. 

BISCHOP, John de, an eminent landscape 
and historical painter, died in 1686. Auother, 
called Cornelius, a painter, died in 1674. 

BISHOP, Samuel, high master of Merchant 
tailors* School, a learned divine and very re- 
spectable poet, died Nov. 17, 1795. 

BISI, Bonaventure, an admired painter, of 
Bologna, died in 16G3. 

BISSET, Charles, M. D., a physician, served 
several years as engineer, in Flanders, and ivrote 
on fortifications, and on medical subjects. Died 
in 1791. 

BISSET, Dr. Robert, a biographer, historian, 
and novelist, bom in Scotland, 1759, died at 
Knightsbridge, May 14, 1805. His principal 
literary productions were, an edition of the 
Spectator, with Lives of the several Authors ; 
a ** Life of Edmund Burke ;" a " History of the 
Reign of George the Third," several novels, and 
some political tracts. His " History" has the 
strong merit of bein; faithful and impartial. It 
is preceded by an able review of the pro^essi ve 
Improvement of England In Prosperity and 
Strength, to the Accession of George III., and 
terminates at the Peace of Amiens, 1802. 

BITAUBE, Paul Jeremiah, a misceilaneout 
writer, born at Konigsbcrg, was a member of 
the Berlin Academy, with a pension from Fre- 
derick II. ; some of his poemn have been trans* 
lated into English. He died 1808. 

BITON, a mathematician, lived about 340 
B. C. 

BIZOT, Peter, canon of a church in Bourges, 
and^authorof the valuable '^ Histoire medallique 
de la Hullande," died in 1696. 

BIZELLI, John, a historical portrsut painter, 
died at Rome, in 1612. 

BLACK, Dr. Joseph, a very celebrated cliy- 
mical writer, and professor of that science in 
the university of Edinburgh, was bom at Bor- 
deaux, in France, about 1727, and died at Edin- 
burgh, Nov. 1800. His discoveries relative to 
magnesia and other alkaline bodies, have given 
birth to many important facts in the new syste.n 
of chymiBtry. A memoir on the subject of these 
bodies, was read by him, In June, 1755, before 
the Literary Society of Eilinburgh, which has 
been considered as a model of composition, rea- 
soning and arrangement. Many other important 
discoveries have been communicated by him in 
his lectures, wliich, if he had committed them 
to the press, would have more materially pro- 
moted the cause and extension of science. 

BLACKBURM, William, an eminent archi- 
tect and surveyor, of Ijondon, died in 1790. He 
obtained a medal from the Royal Society, and 
the commendation of Sir Joshua Reynolds, for 
the best drawing of St. Stephens, Walbrook. 

BLACKBURNE, Francis, a native of Rich 
mond, was chaplain to the archbishop of York, 
prebendary of his cathedral, and archdeacon of 
Cleveland. His writings corresponded with hie 
private sentimentB in (hvour of the dissenters ; 
he died In 1787. 

BLXCKHALL, OfTsprfn?, D. D., rector ^f 
St. Mary's. London, cliaplain to Klnff Willimn, 
and bishop of Exeter, wa«i an able scholar, and 
eminent divine : he died in 1716. 

BL\CKLOCK, Dr. Thomas, an eminent 
Scottlsli poet and divine, whose talents, very 
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Bnglaiid, died in 1818. His coUeetion of books, 
pdnta, andmedahi, was very extensive 4nd valu- 
able. 

BINGHAM, George, a fellow of AH Soal*s 
College, Oxford, and rector of Pimpero, in Dor- 
•et, died in 1800. He wrote and published seve- 
ral theological works, which were collected in 
two volumes, after his death. 

BINGHAM, Joseph, bora at Wakefield, in 
Yorkshire, 1668. He wrote a learned and labo- 
rious work. " Origines Ecclesiastics, or the An- 
tiquities or the Christian Church ; the first vo- 
ume of which was published 1708, in 8vo, and 
It was comirietod afterwards in 9 volumes more. 
He died August 17, 1723. 

BINGHAM, Joseph, son of the preceding, 
was educated at Oxford, where he died at the age 
of 22, in consequence of excessive application. 

BINNING, Hugh, an eloquent preacher, and 
professor of moral philosophy at Glaegow, died 
1654. 

BICERNSTAHL, professor of oriental Ian- 
fuaees at Upsal, died in 1779. 

BlON, of Smyrna, a Greek bucolic peet, floa 
rished about 288 B. C. 

BION, a Scythian philosopher, the disciple] 
of Crates, and afterwards of Theophrastus, 
about ^6 B. C. 

BION, Nicholas, an able engineer and mathe- 
matician, died at Paris, in 1733. 

BIONDI, Francis, Sir, author of a valuable 
history of the civil wars of the houses of York 
and Lancaster, in Italian. 

BION DO, Flavio. vid. BLONDUS. 

BIRAGUE, Clement, an engraver of Milan, 
said to have discovered the means of engraving 
diamonds, lived at the court of Philip II., of 
Bpain. 

BIRAGUE, Rene de, a native of Milan, went 
to France and became a favourite of Charles 
IV., who made him keeper of the seals, and 
chancellor of the realm ; although a cardinal, 
he died little respected, in 1582. 

BIRCH, Thomas, a distinguished historical 
and biographical writer, born in the parish of 
St. John, Clerkenwell, London, Nov. 23, 1705, 
of parents who were quakers. His death was 
occasioned by a fall from his horse, and happen- 
ed Jan. 9, 1766. Of his various publications, 
the principal was "The General Dictionary, 
Historical and Critical." In 10 vols, folio ; the 
first of which was published in 1734, the last in 
1741. 

BIRD, William, known as an excellent com- 
poser of music, died in 1623. 

BIREN, John Ernest, a person of mean birth, 
elevated to the highest dignities by Anne, em- 
press of Russia, who made him her prime mi- 
nister, and duke of Coutland. On her death, 
be assumed the reins of govemment, but was 
exiled, by the nobles, to Siberia. He died in 
1771. 

BIRINGCOCCIO, or BIRINGCUCCI, Van- 
muocio, an able mathematician of Italy, author! 
of a treatise on the art of fusing, and of casting 
metal for cannon, published in 1540. 

BIRKENHEAD, Sir John, L. L. D.,professoi 
of moral philosophy at Oxford, a zealous royal 
ist, and a popular courtier; he died in 1679. 

BIRON, Armand do Gonrault, baron do, page 

to queen Margaret of Navarre,rose thro<igh the 

^ gradations of the army to the rank of marechal 

of Prance. He distinguished himself In the 

■ervice of his sovereign, and was killed by a 

annon hall at the siege of Eperaai, in 1502. 

BIRON, Cbarlea De Gomrault due de, son of v 
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fcspcctaMe tn themselves, were rendered ex- 
traordiiiary by the circumstance of bis having 
tutaliy last his sight by tlie small pox at six 
ninntfis old. He was bom at Annan, 1721, and 
died ar Edinburgh, July, 1791. 

I3L ACKMORC, Sir Richard, a physician, and 
an indefatigable writer, who has left a great 
number of works, theological, poetical, and phy- 
sical. Dryden and Pope have treated the poeti- 
cal performances of Sir Richard with great con 
tempL But, notwithstanding Sir Richard has 
been so much depreciated by these wits, he cer 
tai Illy had merit His " Poem on the Creation' ' 
is his most celebrated performance, and on the 
recommendation of Dr. Johnson, has lately been 
inserted in the "Collection of the English Poets." 
It has appeared that s|>leen and resentment had 
been the cause of that severity with which he 
was treated by Dryden and Pope. Sir Richard 
was born at Coraham. Wilts, (in what year is 
Mncertain,) and died October 9, 1729. 

BLACKSTONE, Sir William, an illustrious 
English law'ver, born 1723. His father was a 
•llknian, in Cheapside, and died before the birth 
of lii<» son William, who, in ITJO, was put to the 
Charter-house school, and, in 1735, admitted 
upon the foundation there. November, 1738, he 
was entered a commoner of Pembroke Coliejje. 
Oxford, and elected by the governors to one or 
the Ciiarter-house exhibitions. At the age of 
20, he compiled a treatise, entitled " Elements 
of Architecture," intended only for his own use, 
but much approved by those who have perused 
it. Quitting, however, with regret, tliese amus- 
inj; pursuits, he engaged in the severer studies 
of the law, and, November, 174G, was called to 
the bar. In 1749, he was elected recorder of the 
bnnmgh of Wallingford, in Berkshire. April, 
1750, he became doctor of laws, and published 
his " Essay on Collateral Consanguinity, rela- 
tive to the exclusive claim to fellowships made 
bv the founder's kin at All-souls." October 20, 
1753, he was unanimously elected Vinerian pro- 
fessor of the common law, and on the 25th, read 
his Introductory Lecture, since prefixed to his 
•' Commentaries." In 1762, he collected and re- 
published several of his pieces, under the title 
of " Law Tracts," in 2 vols. 8vo. In 1763, he 
was chosen solicitor-general to the queen. No- 
vember, 1764, he published the 1st volume of his 
lectures, under the title of " Commentaries on 
the Laws of England ; and in the four succeed- 
ing years the oUicr three volumes. May, 1770, 
he became a hinior judge in the court of King's 
Bench ; and in June was removed to the same 
situation in the common pleas, which office he 
retained till his death, which happened Febru- 
ary 14, 1780. 

BLACKSTONE, John, an apothecary and 
botanist, of London, died in 1753. 

BL ACKWALL, Anthony, a native of Derby- 
shire, and author of a most celebrated work, en- 
titled " The Sacred Classics defended and illus- 
trated; or, an Essay, humbly offered toward 
proving the purity, propriety, and true elo- 

auence of the writers of the New Testament." 
[e died at Market Bosworth, in Leicestershire, 
(where he was for some years head master of 
the free school,) April 8, 1730. 

BLACK WELL, Alexander, anattveof Abei^ 
deen ; not succeeding as a physician at home, 
he went to Sweden, where he succeeded for a 
time, but being suspected of a cohspiracy, was 
tortured and belieaded in 1748. 

BLACKWBLL, Thomas, an eminent Scottish 

writer, son of a minlsttsr it AI)erdeeQ, aud bom 
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there, August 4, 1701. In 1737, was pablishcd 
at London) but without his name, ** An Inquiry 
into the Life and Writings of Homer," 8vo., a 
second edition of which appeared in 1736 ; and 
not long after, '* Proofs of the Inquiry into Ho 
mer's Life and Writings ;" which was a trans- 
lation of the Greek, Latin, Spanish, Italian, and 
French notes, subjoUied to the original work. 
We agree with those who esteem this the best 
of our author's performances. In 1748, he pub- 
lished " Letters concerning Mythology," 8vo., 
without his name also. The same year he was 
made principal of the Mariscbal College in Aber< 
deen. March, 17.'>2, he took the degree of doctor 
of laws ; and, in the year following, came out the 
1st volume of his " Memoirs of the court of Au- 
gustus," 4to. The 2d volume appeared in 1755; 
and the 3d, which was posthumous, and left in- 
complete 1^ the author, was fitted for the press 
by John Mills, Esq., and published in 1764. He 
died March 1, 1757. 

BLACKWOOD, Adam, a native of Scotland, 
eminent as a poet, civilian, and divine, but par- 
ticularly as the warm advocate of Mary, queen 
of Scots; he published, in 1757, an account of her 
martyrdom, addressed to the princes of Europe^ 
and died at Poictiers, in 1613. 

BLADEN, Martin, a gentleman of Abrey 
Hatch, in Essex, formerly a lieutenant-colonel 
in Q,ueen Anne's reign, but more distinguished 
by a translation of " Cssar's Commentaries,'* 
which he dedicated to his general, the great duke 
of Marlborough. He died in 1746. 

BLAEU, or JANSSEN, William, a learned 
printer, the friend of Tycho Brahe, died in 1638. 

BLAGRAVE, John, an eminent mathema- 
tician, who flourished in tlie 16th and 17th cen- 
turies, and died 1611. 

BLAGRAVE, Joseph, a famoas astrologer 
of Reading, Eng., died in 1688. 

BLAIR, John, chaplain to Sir William Wal- 
lace. He wrote an elegant Latin poem on his 
death, and died in the reign of Robert Bruce. 

BLAIR, James, M. A., a minister of the epis- 
copal church in Scotland, was sent by (he bishop 
of London as a missionary to Virginia, in IdSo. 
He procured a patent for the erection of a college 
there, and was its first president for nearly 50 
years ; he was also president of the council of 
Virginia, and died in 1743. 

BLAIR, Samuel, a learned minister in Penn- 
sylvania, for several years at the head of an 
academy at Fog's manor, Chester, died about 

BLAIR, John, brother and successor of Sam- 
uel Blair in the church and seminary at Fog's 
manor, afterwards professor of divinity in New* 
Jersey College. 

BLAIR, John, one of the associate judges of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, died in. 
1800. 

BLAIR, John, president of the council of Vir- 
ginia, and a judge in that colony, died 1771. 

BLAIR, Patrick, a surgeon at Dundee, who 
first acquired some reputation by the dissection 
of an elephant, and afterwards by his essays on 
botany ; time of his death unknown. 

BLAIR, Robert, an elegant poet, bom aboaf 
the beginning of the last century. He received hi* 
education In the university of Edinburgh, ani 
was ordained, in 1731, minister of Athol Stane* 
ford in East Lothian, where he resided till his 
death, in 1746. His poem, called " The Grave," 
has been extremely popular, aud passed througli 
many editions. 

BLALP Dt John aneiiiifientdivi]i«,borola 
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Scotlatul, but settled in England, where be pre- 
rented tbe world with a very valuable publica- 
tion, Under the title of " Tlte Chronology and 
Hl&tory of the World, from the Creation to the 
Yo«r of Christ 1753, llluatrated lu 56 tables." 
In 1768, he published an improved edition of bis 
** Cronological Tables ;** to which were annexed 
** Fourteen Maps of Ajacient and Modern Geo- 

aphy, for illiistratinf the Tables of Ctirono- 

y and History. He died June 34, 1783. 

JlAIB, Dr. Hugh, a celebrated Scottish dl 
▼ine, was the son of a respectable merchant in 
Edinburgh, and born in that city, April 7, 1718. 
On the ISth of June, 1758, he was made one of 
the ministere of the high church of Edinburgh ; 
and his subwquent ministerial labours and con- 
duct in that conspicuous and difficult station, for 
a period of more than 40 years, amply evinced 
the propriety of the choice. As an author, Dr. 
Blair Is well Icnown by his " Lectures on Rheto- 
ric and the BeUes Lettres,** delivered in his of- 
fice as rezius professor In the university of Edin- 
burgh. These are eminently distinguished by 
laborious investigation, sound sense, refined 
* taste, and, above all, by that lucidus ordo witich 
always proves a writer to be master of his sub- 
ject In short, this work may justly be said to 
have established an unequivf>cal and sure stand- 
ard of taste. His "Sermons," however, of 
which five volume^ are before the public, have 
experienced a success unparalleled in the annals 
of pulpit eloquence, though justly merited by 
their purity of sentiment, justness of reasoning, 
and grace of composition. They have circu- 
lated in numerous editions, wherever the Eiij^lish 
tongue extends, and have been translated into 
almost all the languages o/ Europe. Dr. Blair 
died December S7, 1800. 

BLAIZE, a bishop, martyred by the emperor 
Dioclesian ; but more celebrated as the inventor 
of wool combing. 

BLAKE, Robert, a flunous English admiral, 
bom August 15, 1599, at Bridgewater, in Somer- 
setshire, where he was educated at the grammar 
school. Having served some years in the par- 
liament arniy, he was, in Febi uary, 164S-9, ap- 
pointed to command the fleet, in conjunction 
with Colonel Deane, and Colonel Popham. 
During nine years actual service in the navy^ 
he performed exploits that, for the skill with 
which they were conducted, and the success 
that attended them, were never surpassed till 
the days of Howe, St. Vincent, Duncan, and 
Nelsoiu He died as the fleet was entering Ply- 
month, the 17th of August, 1657, aged 58. His 
body was conveyed to Westminster Abbey, and 
Interred with great funeial pomp in Henry the 
Vllth's chapel; but removed from thence, in 
1661 , and re-interred in St. Margarets church- 
yard. 

BLAKE, John Bradley, a native of London, 
after acquirUig a profound knowledge of chy- 
mistry and mathematics, and of his favourite 
study, botany, went to China in the service of 
the India company, where be collected and sent 
to Europe, all the valuable seeds and plants of 
the countiy ; he also began a collection of ores 
and fossils, but his application destroyed his 
health, and he died in 1773. 

BLAKE, James, a preacher, native of Dor 
Chester, Massachusetts, author of a volume of 
•ermons of merit, died 1771. 

BLAKE, Joseph, governor of the province of 
IBouth Carolina, in 1694. K« «oniriDuted much 
to the prosperity of the col<^. by the wisdom 
of his administration. 



BLAMONT, Francis Colin de, a French ow 
sician, died in 17ti0. 

BLAMPIN, Thomas, a learned ecdeslastla 
ofPicardy, died hi 1710. 

BLANC, John, a noble of Perpignan, know« 
for his brave defence of his native town, againet 
tlie French besieging army, in 1474. 

BLANC, Francois Le, author of a valoabto 
book on the cohis of France, died in 1698. 

BLANC, Claude Le. a minister of France, eoa- 
flned two years in the Bastile, on mere suspi- 
cion of mal-practices, was released, and died in 
1728. His brothers were bialiope of Avrauehca 
and of Sarlat. 

BLANC, Thomas Le, a Jesuit of Vitri, dici 
at Rheims, in 1669. 

BLANC, John Bernard Le, an Insenlous and 
learned man, historiographer to the Delia Crusca 
academy, died in 1781. 

BLANC, Antony de Gulliet de, professor of 
rhetoric at Avignon, and afterwards of aneteat 
languages at Paris, died in 1799. 

BLANC, N., an eminent French artist, died 
in 1802. 

BLANCA. N. Le, a young woman who waa 
found wild at Sogny, near Chalons, in 173i| 
when about 10 years of age. She was placed 
in a convent, where she became a nun, azid died 
in 1760. 

BLANCA, Francis Le, a Frenchman, antbor 
of a general account of the moneys of France, 
published by order of Lewis XIV.; be died ia 
1698. 

BLANCHARD, James, an eminent painter, 
bom at Paris, in 1600, died 1(a». 

BLANCHARD, Francois, a lawyer of Paili, 
died in 1650. 

BLANCHARD, Guillaume, son of the pre- 
ceding, equally eminent as a lawyer, died la 
1724. 

BLANCHARD, Elias, a native of Langre% 
eminent for his learning, died in 1755. 

BLANCHARD, John Baptist, professor of 
rhetoric in the Jesuits college, at Metz, and at 
Verdun ; wrote the Temple of tbe Muses, and 
died in 1797. 

BLANCHE, daujrhter of Alphonso of Castile, 
married Lewis VIII., of France. After hli 
death, and during tlie minority of her son, sha 
was made regent of the kingdom, which sha 
governed with spirit and ability ; she died la 
1252. 

BLANCHE, a native of Padua, who destroy- 
ed herself, rather than submit to the embracef 
of her conqueror, 1233. 

BLANCHE de BOURBON, wife of Peter, 
king of Castile, by whom she was imprisoned 
and poisone<l, 1361. 

BLANCHELANDE, Phlllbert Francis Roa- 
xellc, de, a native of Dijon, distinguished In tba 
American war, and at the taking of Tobago 
died in 1793. 

BUANCHRT, Thomas, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, of Paris, died in 1689. 

BLANCHET, Abb6, censor royal, and libra- 
rian of the king*s cabinet ; he retired from pub- 
lic life to solitude, and ditNl in 1784. 

BLA'NCOF, John Teuniz, a painter, bom at 
Alcmaer; his sca-picces and landscapes ara 
much admired: he died in 1(70. 

BLAND, Elizabeth, wife of Nathan Bland, 
a linen draper.of London, eminent for her leanip 
ixig, and acquaintance witli the Hebrew. 

BLAND, Richard, a political writer of Vi^ 
ginia, and principal member of the liouse *m 
burgesses, at tlie close of 1770. 
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USmAUDi TiModorie, a patrioc and •tateman, 
tiUMA in tbe war of Uw reroluUoii, member of 
the «ate legislature of Virflnia, ^c, died in 

BLANDRATA, Georte. an lulian, who 
jkraeed the doctHnes or Arins, with respect to 
die Trinity. To avoid the inquisition, he fled 
to Poland, where the king made him a privy 
«fo(u»ellor. He was afterwards strangled by his 
nephew, In 1503. 

BLAiICO NUNNE0, a Spaniard, who, by 
•efadhg tbe isthmus of Darien,fkcilitated the pro- 
gress of Pizarro to the c<mquest of Peru. He 
was beheaded on pretence of ambitious views. 

BliAU&ER, Ambrose, a foUower of Luther, 
Whose doctrines he qtfead in France and Gtt- 
Viany. died hi 1567. 

' BIlAVET, N.. a musician in the opera at 
Paris, distinguisbed by his taste, and the supe- 
rior merit of his pieces, died in 1768. 

BLATNBT, Beidamin. D. D.. an eminent 

SSAtlilh divine, and professor of Hebrew, at 
zford, died in 1801. He was distinguished as 
1 able biblical critic, and writer. 
BLEPDYN, Joint Icingof North Wales, with 
Ml brother Rhiwallon, l>eca]ne sole monarch iu 
J608, and fell in battle four years after. 

BLBDDYN, a British bard of the 13th cen- 
tHYy, some of whose pieces are still preserved. 

BLEDRI. a bishop of Landaff, called the 
Vrtee, IVom niscreat lealming ; he died much re- 
spected, in ion. 

BLEECKER, Ann EHza, a lady of some Ute- 
nuy celebri^, bom hi New- York, 1752. 
' BLBSK, Peter Van, an emhient painter, died 

' BLECU4T, Kkhoias de, an eminent French 
surgeon, who lectured and wrote on subjects 
«imile6Md with his profiesslon ; he died at the 
ekMe of the 17th century. 

BLEGWRYD, brother to Morgan, the Gla 
gtotgan tidef, was chancellor of LandafT. and a 
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BLOND, Jean Le, a poet of Inferior netit, la 
the 16th century. 

BLOND, James ChriMopher, a pabiter, of 
Frankfbrt, on the Maine, who invented a mode 
of encraviug in colours ; he died in 1741. 

BLONDEAU. aaude, an advocate of Hit 
parliament of Paris, at the close of the I7di 
century. 

BLONDEL, David, a proteStant minister, 
bom at Chalons, whose writings on theological 
Bubjects, are highly valued. He was professor 
of history at Amsterdam afta Vossius, and ditd 
in 1655. 

BLONDEL, Francis, eminent for his know 
ledge of geometry and belles lettres, was profea 
sor of mathematics and~ architecture, and pre 
ceptor to the dauphin of France ; he died in 1686 

BLONDEL, John Francis, nephew of Fran 
cis, was equally eminent as an architect, and as 
a Writer on architecture ; he died in 1774. 

BLONDEL, Peter James, a native of Paris, 
and a writer on the truth of the christian reli- 
gion, died in 1730. 

BLONDEL; Lawrence, author of some booki 
on devotion, died in 1740. 

BLONDEL, N., a phvrician, and author of a 
treatise on the mineral waters of Begrai, lcc.| 
died in 1759. 

BLONDIN, Peter, a native of Picardy, emi- 
nent as a botanist, died in 1714. 

BLONDUS, Flavins, an Italian, secretary to 
Pope Eueenius IV., and tiis two successors, died 
in 1463. 

BLOOD, Thomas, an Engli&h adventurer, 
who contrived a plot for stealing the regalia 
from the tower, and was actually taken with the 
crown in his possession ; he died 1680.

himself by his great skill end success in militaiy 
Uetics. He crossed the Rhine, January 1, 1814, 
and entered the French territory. A decisive 
victory at Laon, February 0. opened the way to 
Paris, which was entered bv tlie allied love* 
rei;pi8, March 31. He went in the company of 
the mouarclis to England, where tlie enthusiasn 
of the people afforded him the most brilliant tri 
umph. The landing of Buonaparte fVora Elba 
again called him to tiie field ; wlien he greatly 
assisted in deciding, on the Ibth of June, 1815. 
tlie eventful battle of Watcrioo, and tlie ftite of 
Napoleon. Then, with the same rapidity as be 
iiad conquered, he followed up his victory, and 
the second time obtained peace in Paris. Al- 
most all the great powers in Europe honoured 
bim with orders of knighthood. His own sove- 
reign named him, in memory of the first of his 
victories. Prince of Wahlsstadt, with a suitable 
donation, and bestowed on him, exclusively, a 
particular mark of honour: viz., an iron cross 
■unrounded with golden rays ; declaring, that 
** he knew very well that no golden rays could 
heighten the splendour of his services ; but that 
it gave him pleasure to make his sense of them 
evident by a suitable mark of distinction.'* Ha 
had been 45 vears in the army ; and his celerity 
in tlie field obtained him the name of ** Marshal 
Forwards." He died at Kriblowita, almost in

31, 1068, at Voorhoot, a small village in Holland, 
•bout two miles from that city ; died Septcm- 
hm t3, 1738. No professor was ever attended, 
la public as well as private lectures, by so great 

• number of students, from such distant and 
different parts, for so many years successively : 
none heard him without conceiving a veneration 
tw his person, at the same time that they ex- 
pressed their surprise at his prodigious attain- 
ments ; and it may be justly affirmed, that none 
In so private a station ever attracted a more uni 
^verBal esteem. So unmoved was he by 'detrac- 
tion, (from which the best of men are not ex- 
empt,) that he used to say, "The sparks of 
calumny will be presently extinct of themselves, 
unless you blow them." 

B(£L, Peter, a Flemish painter, pupil to Com. 
4e Waal, at Rome, died in 1680. 

BCETHIE, Etienne de la, eminent as a scho- 
Iw and translator of Plutarch and Xenoph<m; 
1m died hear Bordeaux, in 1563. 

BCETHIUS, or BCBTIUS, Flavins Anicius 
Manlhis Torquatus Severinus, a prose as well 
•a poetical writer of the 6th century, bora of 
<me of the nobl^tt families in Rome. Having 
remonstrated with great spirit-asaint the tyranny 
•f Theodoric, he was beheaded- in prtton, by 
eommahd of that king, in 534. Bosthius wrote 
■lany philosophical works, the greater part in 
Mm logical way : but his ethic piece, " De Con- 
idatione Philoeophie," is his chief perform- 
ance, and has alwiws been justly admired both 
Ibr the matter and for the style. Mr. Harris, in 
Ms Hermes, has observed, that " with Bcethius 
die Latin tongue, and the last remains of Roman 
Algnity, may be said to have sunk in the westem 
world.** 

BCETHIUS, BC5CE, or BCEIS, Hector, a fa- 
mous Scottish historian, bom at Dundee, in the 
riiire of Angus, about 1470. He wrote in Latin 

• History of ScoUand,** and died 1538. 
BOFFRAND, Germain, bom at Nantes, ao- 

fuired such a reputation as an architect, that se* 
ireral princes employed him in the erection of pa- 
toces and public edifices; be died at Paris, in 1755. 

BOG AN, Zachary, a learned English divine, 
died in 1650. 

BOGARDUS, Everardus. first minister of the 
lefbrmed Dutch church in New-York, 

BOGORIS, first Christian kinc of the Bulgar 
Itens : he embraced Christianity la 865.

BOHADIN, a learned Arabian, the favourite 
of Saladin, and the historian of his life ; in which 
he gives an account of the crasades, and of the 
literature of the 12th century. 

BOHEMOND, prince of Antioch, with his 
father, invaded tlie eastern empire, and 4wice 
defeated the emperor Alexius. He afterviards 
embarked for the crusades, and took Antioch ; 
but being taken prisoner and released, returned 
to Europe, where he prepared to raise a large 
army, and died in 1111. He was succeeded at 
Antioch by six princes^ successively bearing the 
same name. 

BOHN, John, a native of Leipsic, eminent as 
a physician, professor, and chymist, died in 1719. 

BOIABDO, Martco-Maria, a governor of Eeg- 
gio, known as tlie author of Orlando Inamorato, 
in continuation of which, Ariosto wrote his Or- 
lando Furioso. He was a man posEesFe.d of 
great poetical talents, a strong and lively imagi- 
nation, and tK)Id and animated conceptions ; he 
died in 1494. 

BOILEAU, Giles, translator of Epictetus, ice, 
died in 1669. 

BOILEAU, James, a doctor of the Sorbonno, 
dean of the faculty of divinity, and canon of 
llie holy chapel, died in 1716. 

BOILEAU, Sieur Despreaux, Nicholas, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, bora at Paris, Noven;ber 
1, 1636. He wrote satires, wherein he expo? id 
the bad taste of his time, and was extremely 
severe against ^ice and the corrupt manners 
of the age. Boileau*s satirical pieces raised 
him many enemies : his " Satire against the 
Women** in particular, was much talked of, 
and occasioned great clamour. So highly did he 
rank among French writers, that Bruyerc, in a 
speech delivered at the French academy, said 
" Boileau excels Juvenal, comes up to Horace, 
seems to create the thoughts of another, and to 
make whatever he handles his own. His verses 
will be read even when the language is obsolete, 
and will be the last rains of it.*' Dr. Warton, 
also, says, that Boileau^s Art of Poetry is the 
best compositicm of that kind extant. He died 
March 2, 171L 

BOILEAU, John James, an ecclesiastic, of 
St. Honori, at Paris, was a man of great learn- 
ing, and highly-esteemed by the cardinal de No- 
aiUes : he died in 1735. 

BOILEAU, Charles, abbe of Boileau, an emi- 
nent preacher at the court of Lewis XIV., died 

BOINDIN, Nfcholas, a native of Paris, enter- 
ed the army at tlie age of 20 ; his ill health com- 
Eelling him to relinquish the service, be turned 
is attention to literary pursuits, and was cele- 
brated as a writer of comedies; he died in 1751. 

BOI8, Jean du, a Parisian ecclesiastic, be- 
came 80 conspicuous in the military service of 
Henry III., as to acquire the name of Emperor 
of monks.

BOIS, Gerard du, a native of Orleans, known 
as the author of a Latin history of the church of 
Paris, died in 1696.

BOIS, Philippe Golbaud, a dancing master, of 
Poictiers, died in 1094. 

BOIS D'ANNEMETS, Daniel du, author of 
Memoirs of a Favourite of the duke of Orleans, 
was killed In a duel at Venice, in 1627.

BOISStElJ, Denis de Salvaing de, a lawyer 
in the service of LeWiS Xm., died in 1683. 

BOISSteU, Bartliolomew CamiHe de, an emi- 
nent physician, and writer on medical subjects, 
died in 1770. 

BOlSSf , Louis de, a popular Parisian writer, 
who chose to starve with his wife and child, 
rather than solicit the charity of his admirers or 
friends. They had nearly perished, when their 
situation was discovered by a friend, and they 
were relieved, and afterwards supported by a 
pension ; he died in 1758.

•f Rome, bom in Tutcany, 1321. His worlis 
were printed at Rome, in 1558, in 8 vols, folio. 
Steepting his Commentary upon the Master of 
the Sentences, tiiey are cliieily upon pious and 
nrstical subjc<^, and have gained tiim the name 
or the Serapliic Doctor. 

BON A VENTURE, of Padua, a cardinal, bom 
fo tlmt city, 1333. He was tlie auUior of several 
works: as "Commentaries upon the Epistles 
of St. John and Su James," " Lives of the 
Saints/* " Sermons.'* " Speculum Mariae,** &c. 

BONBELLES, Ilenri Francis, Comte de, a 
French officer of rank, died in 1700. 

BONCERF, a French writer, of freat popu- 
larity at the revolution, who soon alter feu into 
Awrace, and died of a broken heart. 

BOND, John, an eminent counnentator, and 
preceptor at Taunton, died in 1613. 

BOND, Thomas, an eminent physician of 
PhUadelphia, in 1763, or 17G4. 

BONEFACIO, Vcnetiano, an Italian painter, 
died in 1630. 

BON ET.Theopliilus, a famous medical writer, 
born at Geneva, 1630, died in 1G89. 

BONFADIUS, James, a polite writer, of Italy, 
In the 16th century. Having, in his office of 
hlstoriogmplier of Genoa, spoken too freely of 
wme powerful families, they resolved to ruin 
Mm, and brought a charge of unnatural propen- 
alUes against him ; on which charge he was 
necuted, in 1560. 

BONFiNIUS, Anthony, a historian, bora In 
> Italy, wont to Hungarv by invitation of the king, 
and wrote a history of that country, in 45 vols.; 
Iw died„a8 is supiiosed, in 1502. 

BONFRERnJS, James, a Jesuit, and theologi- 
cal writer, died in 1643. 

BONGARS, James, ambassador of Henry 
IV. at several German courts, and employed In 
hit service as a statesman and negotiator for 
nearly 30 years ; he died in 1613. 

BONICHON, Francis, an ecclesiastic, of An- 
gers, died in 1663. 

BONIFACE, the apostle of Germanv, was 
pent by Gregory II. to convert the barbarians of 
the north lo Christianity, and was eminently suc- 
cM'ul, for which he was loaded with honours 
by tlie pope ; he was killed in Friezland, In 754. 

BONIFACE l..St., pope of Rome, died in 423. 

BONIFACE 11. was elected pope in 530, and 
iledinSaS. 

BONIFACE m. was made pope in 606, and 
died the same year. He establisdied, by means 
of the emperor Plmcas, the sui>eriorUy of the 
MTCi over tlie patriarchs. He was immediately 
Moeeeded by Boniface IV., who died in 614. 

BONIFACE v., of Naples, was elevated to 
tiM papacy in 617. and died in 633. 

BONIFACE VI. was pope for 15 days, in 896. 
Be was elevated and deposed by a faction. 

BONIFACE VII. raised himself to tlie papal 
Chair, aiul died four montlis a(\er. As he was 
a mon.«i«'r of cruelty, his remains were treated 
with ihi> crentest indignity by the pcojile. 

BOMKAt;K VIII., IJenwllct CtOetan, a cardl- 
Ml, ami afterwards pope, in 13U4. His ambi 
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tlon was unbounded ; he hurled the thunder of 
the Vatican against the kinn of Denmark and 
France, and declared that God had made him 
lord over kings and kingdoms. Philip, despising 
his tlireats. had him seized by force, but escap- 
ing from his guards, he fled to Rome, where he 
died in 1303. 

BONIFACE IX., a native of Naples, pope, la 
1386. died in 1404. r^,^r^ 

BONIFACE, Uyacbithe, compiler of Uie do- 
crecsof the parliament of Provenee.dled in 16S>5 

BONIFACE, a count of the Roman empire, 
who revolted against the emperor, but was af- 
terwards reconciled to him : he fell in a battle 
with Actius, his rival, in 433. 

BONIFACIO, Balthazar, professor of law at 
Padua, and aAerwards bishop of Caso d*lBtria. 
died in 1659. ' 

BONJOUR, Guillaume. an Augustine monk^ 
who assisted Clement XI. in correcting the errora 
of the Gregorian calendar, died while a mission- 
ary in China, in 1714. 

BONNE, the mistress and wife of Peter Bro- 
noro, a warrior of Parma. She displayed great 
courage in the field, and with her husband, de- 
fended Venice against the duke of Milan ; she 
died in 1466. 

BONNECORSE, a native of Marseilles, consul 
for France In Enpt, died in 1706. 

BONNECUElL, Joseph Duranti de, an ec- 
clesiastic, of Aix, who translated some of ilie 
works of St. Chrysostom, &c., died in 1756. 

BONNEFONS, John, a native of Auvcrgnc, 
was distinguished as a successful imitator of the 
poetry of Catullus; he died in 1614. 

BONNEFONS, Amable, a Jesuit, of RIom, 
author of several devotional tracts, died in Ui5:i. 

BONNELL, James, a religious writer, born 
165:), died 1690. 

BONNER, Edmund, bishop of London, in the 
reign of Henry VIII^ Edward VI., and Uueen 
Mary, was the son of an honest, poor man, and 
bora at Haiiley, in Worcestersliire. He wa? a 
most violent and crael bigot, and was the oc- 
casion of several hundreds of innocent persons 
being put to death for their firm adherence to 
the protestant faith. Upon Queen Elizabeth's 
accession, he refused to take the oath of allegi- 
ance and supremacy ; for which reason he was 
deprived of his bishopric, and committed to tlie 
Marshalsea. Afler having lived in ponfinenient 
some years, he died Septcral>er 5, 1569. 

BONNET. Charles, an eminent natural phi- 
losopher and metaphysician, born at Geneva, 
March 13, 1720, died May 30, ITtO. A comp!«?te 
edition of his works was published at Neureha- 
tel, 9 vols. 4to., and 18 8vo. 

BONNEVAL, Claudius Alexander, count de, 
of Limousin, allied to thp royal family of Franco^ 
whose service he left for that of Turkey, where 
he was made a bashaw of three tails, and died 
in 1747. 

BONNEVAL. Rene de, an Inferior writer, and 
poet of Mans, died in 1760. 

BONNIER D'ALCO, N., a Frenchman, 
known in the national aasembly for his strong 
republican fwinciples; he was assassinated in 

BONOMI, Joacph, an artist, distinguished par- 
ticularly by his architectural knowledse anil ge* 
niiis, was a native of Italy ; but died in Lon* 
don, March 16, 1808. He was an associate of 
the Royal Academy, and warmly patronised by 
Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

BONOSUS. bishop of Natsius, In Dada, ao- 
cuscd of heresy, condemned, and died in 4 10. * 
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BONTEKOE, Cornellle, a Dntdnnan, phy- 
'leian to the elector of Brandenburg, and au- 
|bor o feev eral worikt. 

BONTEBiPI, George Andrew Angeltnl, mi- 
idater of the ehapel of the elector of Baxony, 
known at a good musician, and author of a 
work on music. 

BONTEMS. Madame, a woman respected 
for her wit, unaerstanding, and knowledge ; she 
Dublieiied n translation of Thompson's Seasons, 
and died at Paris, in 1768. 

BONTIUS, James, a Dutch physician at Ba- 
la via, author of the Botany and Natural IJIstoiy| 
of Iiidia, printed at Leydcn, In 1643, and Am- 
pterdani, 1658. 

BONTIUS, Gerard, medical professor at Ley- 
ien, where lie died in 1509. He invented some 
Ikmous piUs, the secret of which was long un- 
known. 

BONVINCINO, Alexander, an Italian paint- 
er, Uie disciiiie ot i man. Uls works are highly 
esteemed : he died in 1564. 

BONWICKE, Ambrose, a nonjuring clergy- 
man, educated at St. John*s College, Oxford, 
was expelled from his cmplmrment, in 1601, fori 
lefusing to take the oaths of allegiance. 

BOODT, Anselm Von, a physician of the cm- 
iperor Rodolph, known by a Latin tract on jew- 
els, died in 1660. 

BOOKER, John, a haberdasher, afterwards| 
an astrologer ; wrote the " Bloody Irish Al 
manac,** and di(*d in 1667. 

BOONE, Daniel, a Dutch painter whose 
pieces are valuable, died in England, in 1668. 

BOONE, Thomas, an able and faithfiil go- 
vernor of New- Jersey, and afterwards of South 
Carolina, until 1763. 

BOONEN.ArnnId, an eminent portrait painter, 
a disciple of Shalken, died in 1729. 

BOOT, Arnold, a Dutch physician, autlior of 
a defence of the Hebrew text of Scripture, and 
also some medical works ; died at Paris, in 
1653. 

BOOTH, Barton, a Aimous English acto;r, who 
chiefly excelled In tragedy, was bom In the 
county of Lancaster, 1681, and died May 10, 
1733. His character as an actor has been cele- 
brated by some of the best judges. See Cibber's 
Aoology, 4ce. 

BOOTH, Henry, earl of Warrington, a states- 
man, and member of parliament under Charles 
H. He strenuously opposed popery, and after 
the revolution was promoted to high otfices by 
king William ; he died in 1694. 

BOOTH, George, earl of Warrington, wrote a 
tract on marriage, recommending divorce when 
tempers disagree ; be died in 17SB. 

BORBONIUS, Nicholas, a Latin poet and fa- 
vourite of Francis I. He was connected with 
Bir Thomas More, Erasmus, and other learned 
men of the 16lh century. His poems appeared 
tn 1540. 

BORDA, John Charles, an eminent French 
mathematician, who made a voyage to America, 
in order to ascertain the utility of certain instru- 
ments for determining the latitude and longi- 
tude ; of which he published an account in two 
vo!s. 4to. 1778. He was bom 1735, and died at 
Paris, May, 1799. ^ ,^ ^ ^ 

BORDB, Andrew, an Englishman, bora In 
1500, educated at Oxford, studied physic, and 
entered the order of Carthusians. In his cha- 
racter he was extremely whimsical ; he died 
hi 1549. ' 
BORDE, John Bei^amin, a French writer, 
- valolto Louis XV., upon whose death he was 
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appdnted fkrmer-ffeneral. He wrote several 
learned worxs, and was guilk>tined by Robea- 
picrre, in 1794. 

BORDENAVE, Toussaint, professor of sur- 
gery in Pariff, known for his elements of physio- 
loffr, he died in 1763. 

BORDE8, ChariM. a poet and philosopher, 
of Lyons, died in 1761. 

BORDEU, Theophilus, a phvrician who gain- 
ed great reputation at Parte ; he published n' t 
medical works, and died In 1770. 

BORDINGIUS. Andrew, a celebrated Datitsb 
poet, whose works wore published at Copen- 
Jiagen, in 1738. 

BORDLEY. John Beale, member of the ex- 
ecutive council of Maryland, a writer on agri 
culture, died 1804. 

BOEDONE, Paris, a painter, of Venice, and 
the favourite of Francis L, celebrated for bif 
portraits ; died in 1587. 

BORE, Catherine Von, a nnn, who, on the 
dissemination of Luther*s principles, quitted the 
veil. Her heroic conduct attracted the notice 
of Luther, who afterwards nianied her. She 
was a woman of delicacy and virtue, and died 
inlSSS. ' 

BOREL, Peter, physician to the French king, 
and author of several valuable works, died in 
1689. 

BORF.LLT, John Alphonsus, bom at Naples, 
and distinguished as a philosopher, and matiie 
matician. He wrote thirteen treatises in Italian 
and Latin, and died in 1679. 

BORGARUTIUS, Prosper, an Italian pliysf- 
clan of the 16th century, who gained celebrity 
as an anatomist at Padua and Paris. 

BORGHESE, Paul Guidotto, an Italian poet 
and painter, who, though acquainted with 14 
difterent trades, died poor and neglected in 16SG 
BORGHINI, Vincent, a learned Benedictine 
monk, born at Florence. He had the magnani- 
niity to refuse tlie archbishopric of Pisa, and 
dird in 1680. 

BORGHINI, Raphael, a Florenthie writer of 
comedies. 

BORGIA, Stephen, a cardinal, eminent for 
his piety and learning, died at Lyons, in 1F04, 
while attending Pius VI. on his journey to Paris. 
BORGIA, Cesar, a natural son of Pope Alex- 
ander VI., a man of such conduct and charac- 
ter, that Machiavel has thought fit to propoce 
him, in It<s famous book called "The Prince,'* 
as an original and pattern to all princes who 
would act the part of wise and politic tyrants 
He was killed in battle, March 12, 1507. 

BORGIA N I, Orazio, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, a native of Rome ; died in 
1681. 

BORIS, Giidenou, a regent of Muscovy under 
Foedor, whom he assassinated and thus obtain- 
ed the sovereign power uut afterwards met a 
like fate himself 

BORLACE, Edmund, M D., son of a lord 
chief justice of Ireland, was educated at Dub- 
lin, studied at Leyden and Oxford, and acquired 
great reputation; he died at Chester, In 1682. 

BORLASE, William, a very ingenious and 
leamcd writer, was of an ancient family in 
Comwall, and bom at Pendeen, February ^ 
160&-6. Having perpetuated hte name by hfs 
deep researches into the natural history of hCs 
native country. Dr. Boriase died Aug. 31, 1773. 
BORN, Ignatius, a German baron, resided at 
Prague, devoted himself to the sciences, wrote 
a satire on monks, whom he classed after the 
system of Liuneus, and died in 1791. 
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t BOSCAWEN,WlIliain,B.iniKseU8aeoaiwrl* 
ter and poet, of considerable merit, son of puM- 
ral Georte Boscawen, and nepliew of the Mmi- 
ral, was born Aug. S8, 1753. He was educated 
at Eton school and at Exeter coUege, Oiford ; 
was called to the bar as a member of the Mid- 
dle Temple, and became a commissioner of

BORSICHIUS, Olaus, a learned professor at 
the university of Copenhagen He visited the 
different countries of Europe, and acquired the 
friendship of their literati ; he died in 1690. 

BORROMEO, Charles, a cardinal, archbishop 
dl Milan, and saint of the Romish church, was 
an example of meekness and piety, and endea- 
voured to reform the abuses of the c* be 
died in 1594, and was canonized in 17:

BOS, John Baptist da, a celebrated member, 
and perpetual secretary of the French academy, 
born at Beauvais, 1670. His |>rincipal work is 
«* Critical Reflections upon Poetry and Paint- 
ing.** He died at Paris, 1742. 

BOS, Lambert, Greek professor at Franeker, 
Where he died in 1717. He was the author of 
several learned works. 

BOS, Charles Francis du, an ecclesiastic of 
Lucon, died in 1734. He was a man of learning 
and oiety. 

BOS, Jerome, a Flemish painter, died in 1500w 

BOS, Lewis Jansen, a Flemish painter, cele- 
brated for his beautiful leaves and flowers, di^ 
1507. 

BOSC, James du, a native of Normandy and 
aa author. 

BOSC, Pierre du, a protestant minister, at 
Caen. On the revocation of the edict of Nantes^ 
he fled to Holland, and became miniver of the 
Church of Rotterdam ; he died in 1693. 

BOSCAGER, John, a native of Bezicra, the 
author of several law works, died in 1684. 

BOSCAN, John, of Barcelona, introduced 
the Italian rhyme into the poetry of Ids country. 
He was the author of several poems, and died 
in 1543. 

BOSCA WEN, Edward, a celebrated F^glish 
admiral, son of Hugh, lord viscount Falmouth, 
was born about 1711. He signalized triroself in 
many important contests with tlic French ; in 
which, one circumstance of his success will ap- 
pear singular ; namely, that of having at three 
different times, in 1744, 1747, and 1755, taken M. 
Hoquart, a French conunander, prisoner. — Mr. 
B.*s eminent services merited and obtained the 



approbation and gratitude of his coimtry. On the 
]3lh Dec 1758, the thanks of the house of com- 
mons (the greatest honour that can be done lo 
any subject) were given him in bis place bv the 
speaker ; in that year also he was appointed 
admiral of the blue ; and in Dec. 1760, general 
of marines, with a salary of 3000L per ann*im. 
and a seat in^the privy council. This rank and 
honour, however, he did not long enjoy, dyinc 
January 10, 1761.

His works were on mathematical sub- 
jects, tlioiigh he wrote elegant poetry ; be died 
in 1787. 

BOSIO, James, a monk of Milan, chiefly 
known for his history of tlie knights of Malta. 

BOSIO, Anthony, known by his description 
of the tombs and epitaphs of the early Cliris- 
tians at Rome. 

BOSON, count of Aries, made king of Pro- 
vence, in 879. 

BOSQUET, Francis, bishop of Montpdler. 
wrote the lives of the popes of Avignon, and 
history of the Galilean church ; he died in 1676. 

BOSSE, Abraham,a Frenchman,distinguiBhed 
as an engraver and architect, died in I669. 

B0S8U, Rene Lc, bom at Paris, 1631, died 
1680. His principal work was. " A Treatise on 
Epic Poetry,'* which gained bim great reputa- 
tion. BoUeau says, it is one of the best eompo- 
sitions on this subject that ever appeared in tte 
Frencli lanmiage. 

BOSSUET, James, bishop of Meaux, bom at 
Dijon, 1627. His "• Discours«nr THistoire Unt- 
verselle*' was published in 1681, and has been 
considered as a valuable work, and of great 
authority. De died at Paris, in 1704. 

BOSdUS, Martin, an ecclesiastic of Verona, 
who wrote several Latlri works, died in 1503. 

BOSTON, Thomas, M. A., a Scotchman edo- 
cated at Edinburgh, known as the author of 
" Human Nature h» its Fourtbid state.*' Died is 
1733, 

BOSWELL,Jamcs, an eminent miscellaneous 
writer, but ehicfly disthinilshed as the literary 
companion and biographer of the celebrated 
Dr. Johnson. He was bora at Edinburgh, Oct 
39, 1740, and was the son of lord Auchialecli^ 
one of the judges of the court of sessions la 
Scotland. In 1763, Mr. B. came to London, an# 
had what lie always called the singnlar fslicii> 
of being introduced to Dr. Johnson.

I 
know not whether I could name any narrative, 
by which curiosity is better excited, or better 
graUfied ** In 1785, he publUhed '' A Journal 
of a Tour to the Hebrides with Dr. Johnson," 
which hod a success similar to his account of 
Coqrica. This year Mr. Boswell removed to 
London, and was soon after called to tlie £lng- 
lish bar ; but his professional business was in- 
terrupted by the preparing of his most celebrated 
work, " The Life of Samuel Johnson, L L. D.,** 
tn 2 vols. 4to. This was published in 1790. and 
was received by the world with wonderful avi- 
dity. It is a faithful history of Johnson's life, 
exhibits a most interesting picture of the cha- 
racter of that illustrious moralist, and is one of 
the most instructive and entertaining books in 
the English language. The preparation of a se- 
cond edition of this work was the last literary per- 
formance of Mr Boswell, who died May 19, 17&5.

BOTHWELL,James Hepburn earlof.known 
lo Scottiah histoiy, for his marriage with queen 
Maiy; be died in 1577. 

BOTICELLT, Alexander, a painter of Flo- 
rence, died In 1515. His two pictures of Venus 
are much admired. 

BOTT, John de, a French architect Several 

{tnblic ediflces at Dresden, where he died in 
745, are monuments of his architectural genius. 

BOTT, Thomas, an English divine, born at 
Derby, 1088, died 1753, lea^nng several ingenious 
tracts on religious subjects. 

BOCH ARD, David, a famous cliieAain of Hen- 
ry rv., of France, was governor of Perigord, 
and was killed at the siege of Lisle, in 1598. 

BOUCHAROON, Edmund, a native of Italy, 
devoted to the study of sculpture. He adorned 
Paris with monuments of his genius, and was 
honoured by the king ; he died in 1673. 

BOUCH A UD, Matthew Anthony, a native 
of Paris, and professor in the university, dis- 
tinguished by his publications and articles in tlie 
Enryelopedia, died in 1804. 

BOUCHE, Honorius, an ecclesiastic, author 
of a history of Provence, died in 1671. 

BOUCHER D'ARGIS, Antoine Gaspard, bom 
In I7Q6, an advocate of Paris, and author of se- 
veral law publications. 

BOUCHER, Francis, a celebrated painter to 
Lewis XV. 

BOUCHER, John, a seditious doctor of the 
Borbonne, during the French civil wars. He 
died dean of the chapter of Toumav, in 1644. 

BOUCHER, Jonauian, vicar of Epsomi Sur-

land. Mr. Boucher wrote many tracts and ser- 
mons; but the leisure of tiic last fourieeii yi'art 
of his life was principally devoted to the com- 
pletion of a Glossary of Provincial and .\rchieolo- 
sical words, intended as a '* Suppicinent tu Dr. 
Johnson's Dictionary." He died at Epsom, 
April 37, 1804 ; and the laborious work just 
mentioned, (partly prepared for the press) wm 
placed In the able bandit of Sir Frederick Mor- 
ton Eden, bart., who has since deceased. 

BOUCUER.\T, Lewis, a Frenchman, who 
by his talenu and integrity, rait^ed hUuself to 
be chancellor of France, died in ltit)9. 

BOUCHET, Jolm, procurer of Poitiers. He 
wrote annals of Aquiiainc, Puiiieri*, ace., and 
died in 1550. 

BOUCHET, John, a maitre de hotel to th« 
king of France, died in 1(384. 

BOUCHET, Guillaume, a judge, consul of 
Poitiers, di«l in 1607. 

BOUCH EUL, John Joseph, an advocate of 
Dorat, died in 1730. 

BOUCHIEK, Thomas, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the first person who encouraged printing 
in England, died in 1486. 

BOUCICAUT, marechal de France, and vis- 
count Turenne, an eminent warrior, was taken 
prisoner at the battle of Agincourt, and died in 
England, in 1421. 

BOUDEVVINS, Michael, a learned physician 
of Antwerp, where he died in 1681. 

BOUOIER, Rene, a native of Trolly, remark- 
able for his great accomplishments and volup- 
tuousness, died in 1733. 

BOUDINOT, Elias, L.L. D., an cmineni law- 
yer of the state of New-Jersey, was a ineirl) or 
and president of Congress in 1782, atid n!K>r- 
wards director of the national mint, an odice 
which he relinquished for the retirement of pri- 
vate life. He was the uniform and sincere 
friend of religion, and of the different religious 
and charitable associations of the country ; a 
liberal benefactor of Princeton College, and, at 
the time of his death, in 1821, first president of 
the American Bible Society. 

BOUDON, Henry Marie, an ecclesiastic of 
Evrcux, who wrote several devotional books, 
died in 1702. 

BOUDOT, John, a learned bookseller and 
printer, of Paris, author of a Latin dictionary in 
14 vols. 4to., died in 1754. 

BOUFLERS, Louis Francois due de, a dis- 
tinguished military character, opposed to prince 
Eugene, and celebrated for his defence of Lisle. 
He served under marshal Villars, and died a 
Fontainbleau, In 1711. 

BOUFLERS, Louis de. a native of Picardy 
bom in 1534, known for his remarkable strength 
and aidlity 

BOUGAINVILLE, John Peter de, a French- 
man of great learning, and author of several 
works, died in 1763. 

BOUGAINVILLE, M. de, a native of France, 
whom impartial posterity will deservedly rank 
high in the list of circumnavigators; his merits 
having been almost equal to those of the Justly 
celebrated captahi Cook. He was killed by a 
mob in Paris, the 10th of August, 1792. 
BOUGEANT, Guillaume Hyacinth, a Jesuit, of 
engaging manners and sreat wit, author of 
several works ; died at Paris, in 1743. 
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BOUKDIN, Maurice. antl-]^pe in lltS, under^ 
tjie naaiia of Gregory vlllv He wai Ukeo by\ 
his rival, and died in priaon, in 1121. 

BOU&DON, Am6, a native of Cambray, wlio 
acquired great reputation ai a pbyiiciaa, diedr 
10 1700. 

BOU&DON. Sebaftian, an eminent French 
painter^ bom 1610. He liad a geuiui lo fiery, 
Uiat it would not let him reflect sufficiently, nor 
•tudy tbe easentials of liia art so mucb as was 
Hecetiary to render bim perfect in it. Having 
oace laid a wager with a friend tluu lie painted 
12 lieads after the life, and as large as the life. 
In one day, he won it, and these heads are said 
lobe among tbe best tilings he ever did. He died 
In 1673. 

BOURDONNAYE, Bernard Francis Mabe 
ie la. a native of St. Haloes, distinguished as a 
ivarrior and negotiator, was governor of tbe 
ibles of France and Bourbon, and died in 1754. 

BOURDOT, Charles Anthony, a learned nd- 
Tecate of Paris, died in 1735. 

BOU&6, Ann du, a learned counsellor of tbe 
parliament of Paris, was burnt by Henry H. for 
embracing the doctrines of Calvin, in I559,though 
several princes interested themselves for him. 

BOURGELAT, Claude, of the academy of 
Beriin, was of gredt service to Russia, by pro- 
moting the establisliment of veterinary schools ; 
he died in 1779. 

BOURGEOIS, Louis le, an ecclesiastic, of 
Coutances, wrote some poetry in the 17th cen- 

BOUftGEOIS, Sir Francis, a painter of con 
fiderable reputation, bom in London, 1756, died 
January 8, 1811 ; bequeathing his fine collection 
of pictures to Dulwich CoUege ; and 10,0002. for 
keepinff the ^llery in order. 

BOURGET, dom. John, a Benedictine, of 
Geez. eminent for learning and piety, was a 
Uember of tbe London antiquarian society, and 
4ied in 1776. 

BOURGET, Clemencede, a lady of respecta- 
ble parents at Lyons. As a writer, musician, 
and poetess, she possessed merit ; she died in 
the 16th centur}'. 

BOURGOIN6, Edmund, an eccledastic, who 
cispoused the cause of tbe Guises during the 
French civil wars, and was torn to pieces by 
four horses, in 1590. 

BOURGOING, Francis, a native of Paris, au- 
thor of some homilies. His funeral oration was 
pronounced by Bossuet, in 1662. 

BOURGUET, I^wis, fled to Switzeriand on 
die revocation of the edict of Nantes, and es- 
tablished there the manufacture of silk, &c. He 
tvas professor of philosophy at Neufcbatei, and 
died in 1742. 

BOURGUEVriLLE, Charies de, lieutenant- 
general of Caen, and author of a history of that 
town, died in 1593. 

BOURlGNOx'<7, Antoinette, a famous enthu- 
siast, of the female sex, bora 1616. at Lisle, in 
Fhinders. She came into the world so very de- 
formed, that a consultation was held in tM tar 
mily some days about stifling her as a monstrous 
Mrih. But if she sunk almost beneath humani- 
ty in her exterior, her interior seems to have 
been raised as much above it ; for, at four years 
oifage, she not only took notice that the oeople 
of Lisle did not Uve up to the principles or Chris- 
tianity which they professed, but was tiiereby 
disturbed so much as to desire a removal into 
some more christian country. Her progress 
through lifie was suitable to this beginning. She 
apd at Francher, in Hollandi 1686 Her main 



ttri&dftet of religion were nearlv the same with 
those of tbe Quietisu, excluding ad external 
divine worship, and requiring a cessation of 
reason, wit, and understanding, that God might 
js|vead his divine light over them, or cause it to 
revive in them ; without which, the Deity is not 
sufiiciently known. 

BOURLET DE VAUXCELLES, Simon Je- 
rome, a French writer of eminence, died at Pa- 
ris, in 1799. 

BOURLIE, Antoine de Guiscard, a native of 
Perigord, and pensioner of Queen Anne, of Eng 
land, was accused of treason there, and died in 
Newgate. 

BOURN, Samuel, was educated at Glasgow 
minister of a dissenting congregation^and after 
wards asshttant to Dr. J. Taylor, of Norwich 
He was the author of some lermoBs, and died in 
1796. 

BOURNE. Richard, a mfasionary among th« 
Indians at Marshpee, died in 1688. 

BOURNE, Joseph, also missionary to the In- 
dians at Marshpee, died 1767. 

BOURNE Benjamin, L. L. D., a native of 
Rhode Island, conspicuous for his lalents, was 
a member of Congrefls and a judge of the Circuit 
Court of the United States; he died 1808. 

BOURNE, Vincent, an amiable writer, and 
fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, wrote a 
volume of elfxara poems, and died young. 

BOURNE, Edme Bernard, an eccl'viastic and 
author of sermons, died at Dijon, 1722. 

BOURS, Peter, episcopal minister in Mvble- 
head, died in 1762. 

BOURSAULT, Edmund, bom in Burgundy, 
1638 ; had received little or no education, yet 
attained to a good style of writing, and produced 
several dramatic pieces which are still in esti- 
mation. He also wrote romances and letters, 
the latter under the assumed name of Babet 
He died in 1701. 

BOURSIER, Lawrence Francis, a doctor of 
the Sorbonne; he wrote several controversial 
books on divinity and other work8,aiid died 1749. 

BOURSIER, Philip, an ecclesiastic of Paris, 
and author, died in 1768. 

BOURVALAIS, Paul Poisson, a famoui 
French financier, rose from obscurity to opu* 
lence ; he died in 1719. 

BOURZEIS, Amable de, an ecclesiastic whose 
pen was employed by Richelieu and Mazarin. 
He was the author of some theol<^cal tracts, 
and died in 1642. 

BOUSSARD, Godfrey, chancellor of the uni- 
versity of Paris, died 1520. 

BOUSSEAU, James, an eminent sculptor, 
died at Madrid, in 1740. 

B0USSE;T, John Baptist de, a nitive of Dijon, 
celebrated as a musician, died in i7C0. 

BOUSSET, Rene Drouard de, a Frenchman, 
eminent as a musician, died at Paris, in 1760. 

BOUTARD, Francis, an ecclesiastic, rccom* 
mended to Louis XIV. by Bonssuet.Hlied 1729. 

BOUTAUI, Francis de, a professor of htw 
at Toulouse, died in 1733. 

BOUTAULO, Michael, a Jesuit of Paris, and 
author of theological works ; died in 1GK8. 

BOUTERONE, Claude, a learned antiquarian 
of Paris, died 1C90. 

BOUTHRAIS, Raoul, a native of Chateau- 
dun, author ofsome books on law, died in 1630 

BOUVART, Michael Philip, a celebrated pro 
fessor of medicine, at Paris, died In 1787. 

BOVAIHJJ^A, or BOBADILLA, Don Fran- 
cisco de, a S|>aniard, raised from obscurity to be 
governor general of tli#* Indiri* in l.'iJM). lie 
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tent Colunibua a priiioner to Europe, after wliich 
be was recalM. 

BOVERICK, an ingentoua Engtish clock- 
maker of the 17ih century 

BOVERIUS, Zacbariuf, a Capuchin and 
author of a Latin dictionary, died at (Senoa, in 

1638. 

BOVETTE DE BLEMUR, Jaquelino, early 
embraced a religioui life, and wrote theological 
works. He died at Cfaatilion, in 1696. 

BOVEY, Catharine, married at tiie early age 
of 15, to a gentleman of opulence. To great 
penonal charms, she united a benevolent clia- 
racler, and died In 1736. 

BOWER, ArchibaM, a learned Jesuit, born 
uear Dtmdee, in Scotland,ln ]686,and died'Bept. 
S, 1766. His principal work, was ** A History 
of the Popes,*' in 7 vols. 4to ; concerning whidt, 
as well as his connexion with the Jesuits, he 
stood accused of much imposture. He also 
contributed to the compilation of " The Univer- 
aal History ;" but, as is said, not much to the ad- 
vantage of the work. 

BOWLE, John, rector of Idminston. near 
Salisbury, bom in 1725,i)ad the honour to be one 
of tbe first detectors of Lauder*s forgeries.- He 
edited a Spanish edition of '* Don auisotte," 
and also Marston's Satires, and other old Eng- 
lish poetry, and died in 1788. Bee LAUDER. 
BOWYER, William, a very learned English 
printer, born in White Friars, London, 1699, 
died 1777. To hif literary and professional abi- 
lities, he added an excellent moral character, 
the strictest probity, and the geatest liberality. 
Be was in habits of correspondence and in- 
timacy with the greatest men of his time; and 
many minute particulars of him. that do not 
come within our plan, may be seen in the '* Anec- 
dotes of hLs Life," published by his partner and 
successor, Mr. Nictiols. To the journeymen 
of his profession, he left by will, some valuable 
bequests for the reward of merit, and the com- 
fort of old age: tlte trust for ever is vested in 
tiie Statiouers* Company. 

BOWDOIN, James, L. L. D., governor of 
Mass., a philosopher and statesman; be held 
various distinguished offices in his native state 
till 1787, assisted in forming the American aca- 
demy of arts and sciences, at Boston, of which 
be was the first president : one of the founders, 
and presiident of the Massachusetts bank. 

BOWEN, Jabez, L. L. D., chancellor of 
Brown University, Judj^e of the supreme court, 
and lieutenant governor of Rhode Island, died 
in 1815. 

BOWIE, Robert, an ofiicer of the revolutiona- 
ry army, and for many yearsgovenior of Mary- 
land, was highly esteemed for his integrity, hbe- 
rality and patriotism ; he died in 1814. 

BOXHORN, Marc Zuerius, a professor at 
Leyden, and author of several works, died 
inl6!K». 

BOYCE, Dr. William, an eminent musician 
and composer, chiefly of sacred pieces, born 
1709, died 1779. 

fiOYD, Robert, a Scotcliman, educated at 
Saumur. James I. wished to appoint him prin- 
cipal of the university, but, as lie favoured the 
puritans, he preferred to become the minister 
of his native parish. He died in 16^. 

BOYD, Mark, Alexander, a warrior, lawyer, 
and Latin poet, born at Galloway, in Scotland, 
in 1562, died in IGOl. 

BOYD, Hufrh, bom in Ireland about 1746, was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, and bred 
10 the law ; but being of a dissipated turn, he 
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never followed his profession. Havins foimeA 
connexions in England, he came to London^ 
and through the introduction of Mr. Richara 
Burke, became acquainted with the most cele- 
brated literary characters. In 1773, he married 
a lady of considerable fortune ; but his habit of 
extravagance continuing, obliged him to accom- 
pany lord Macartney to India, in the capacity 
of a second secretary ; tliough he afterwardi 
obtained a more lucrative appointment, which 
be retained till his decease, in 1794. He waf 
author of several political writings ; and the ce- 
lebrated Letters of Junius have been with muck 
confidence ascribed to him ; but the evidence 
adduced, is by no means conclusive. In 17^ 
be published ** The Indian observer," a periodi- 
cal paper, which was the first attempt of the 
kind in India, and gained him great reputation. 
These essays were afterwards collected and 
pinted at Calcutta, in 8\'0, 1795, and reprinted 
in London, 1798. 

BOYD, Sir Robert, governor of Gibraltar, wb« 
from a private soldier, raised himself merely tif 
merit to the highest rank in the military profee* 
Bion, died in May, 1794. 

BOYD, Robert, lord, a Scotchman, son of Sir 
Thomas Boyd, of Kilmarnock, was made t 
peer by James II., and one of the reeents. He 
carried cfi* the king, and declared himself sole 
regent during his minorhy, and afterwards, on 
account of his misconduct, fled to Antwcrpi 
where iie dif d 1474. 

BOYD, William, a highly celebrated preach- 
er, settled at Lamington, died 1808. 

BOYDELL, John, a very worthy alderman 
of London, and most distinguished encourager 
of tiie arts of painting and engraving, was bom 
at Dorrington, in Shropshire, Jan. 19. 1719, and 
intended for a land surveyor, which was the 
profession of his father; but chance having 
thrown in his way, " Baddeley's Views of dif 
ferent Country Seats," he determined on quit- 
ting the pen for the graver ; and, at above 20 
years of age, put himself apprentice for seven 
years to Mr. Toms, whom he served six years, 
and bougtit up the seventh. He then applied 
closely till be had engraved 152 prints, which he 
published in a book at the price of five guineas. 
With the profits of this, he set about encoura- 
ging otlier professors of the art ; he discovered 
the talents of Woollet, and emploved him to en- 
grave the two famous pictures of " Niobe" and 
p Phaeton." He soon commenced a great for- 
eign trade in English prints, and realized by hie 
gfurit of industry and enterprise a considerable 
fortune. Having at length established what 
might be called an English school of engravini^, 
he conceived the noble 4dca of raising also an 
English school of painting ; and, selecting all 
(he first artists in the kingdom, collected in the 
course of a few years, at vast expense, the paint- 
ings which formed the well-known "Shakspeare 
Gallery." The k>ng duration of tiie French war, 
however, having almost wholly stopped his ex 
port trade, in which he had embarked large 
sums of money, lie was. in the spring of 1804, 
induced to crave permission of parliament to 
dispose of the Shakspeare Gallery, &.C. by totte- 
ry. He had the gratification of living to see 
every ticket sold, but died before the decision of 
the wheel. The wortliy alderman caught liia 
death by a too eager attention to his ofllicial du- 
ties ; for, arriving on the 8th of December, 1804| 
at the sessions house in the Old Bailey, before 
the fires were lighted, and standing at a fireplace 
while one woe kindled, the dampe were 4raw& 
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out from ttie floor ; cold and inflammmtion of tbe 
lungs ensued, and carried him off on tbe 13tb of 
the same month, in the 86th year of hte age 

BOYENVAL, Peter Joeeph, a worthless char 
racter, employed to denounce the Yictims in the 
Laixembourg, at last suffered on the scaffold, 
in 1795. 

BOYER, Abel, a well-known glossographer, 
bom at Castres, in France, 1664, died Nov. 1729. 
The work he is chiefly known by, is a very ei- 
cellent French and English, and English and 
French Dictionaty. He wrote also " a Frencli 
Ghram»iar" in English, which still retains a liigb 
rank in our schools. 

BOYER, Claude, known as a dramatic writer, 
died at Paris, 1698. 

BOYER, John Baptist Nicholas, a physician, 
distinguished for his skill and humanity display- 
ed during the plague at Marseilles, in 1730; he 
died at Paris, 17^ 

BOYLE, Richard, an eminent English states- 
man, distinguished by the title of the great earl 
of Ck>rk, born in Canterbury. 1566, died 1643 ; 
having spent the last as he did the Antt yearsof his 
life, in support of the crown of Enslaod against 
Irish rebels, and in the service of his country. 

BOYLE, Roger, eari of Orrery, fifth son of 
Richard, earl of Cork, bom 1621, was created 
baron Broghill, in the kingdom of Ireland, when 
but seven years old. He died Oct, 1679, leaving 
behind him the character of an able general, 
statesman, and writer. Of his writina?, the 
principal are, six tragedies, two comedies, " Par- 
tbenissa," a romance, and a collection of " State 
Letters," published in folio, 1742. 

BOYLE, Robert, a most distinguished philo- 
sopher and chymist, and an exceedinely good 
man, was the7tb son, and 14th child, of Richard 
earl of Cork, and born at Lismore, in ireland, 
1626-7. He was the inventor of the air-pump ; 
and his numerous philosophical writings have 
secured him immortal fame. He died 1691. 

BOYLE, Charies, eari of Orrery, 2d son of 
Roger, 2d eari of Orrery, was bora 1676, and died 
1731. He was eminent as a statesman ; but bet- 
ter known, at the present day, for his literary 
controversy with Dr. Bentley on the authentici- 
ty of the epistles of Phalaris. He was also an 
ingenious mathematician, and inventor of ttie 
machine representing the solar system, which 
is still named after his title, the Orreiy. 

BOYLE, John, eari of Cork and Orrery, was 
tlie only son of Charles, the subject of the pre- 
ceding article, and bora 1706-7. He took his 
seat in the hou^ of peers, Jan. 1731-2; but, 
though hedistinguished himself by some speech- 
es, he did not greatly cultivate the business of 
parliament. The delicacy of his health, his 
passion for private life, and the occasions he 
sometimes had of residing in Ireland, seem to 
have precluded him from any regular attend- 
ance in the English house of peers. " When- 
ever (sajrs he, in a private letter to a friend) we 
step out of domestic life in search of felicity, 
we come back again disappointed, tired, and 
chagrined. One day passed under our own roof 
witli our friends and our family, is worth a 
thousand in another place. The noise and bustle, 
or (as they are foolishly called) the diversions 
of life, are despicable and tasteless, when once 
we have experienced the real delight of a fire- 
side." His principal works are, a translation 
of *' Pliny*s Letters, Mrith observations oiveach 
Letter, and an Essay on Piiny's |jife,** and 
** Remarks on the Life aud Writings of Swift.** 
Hediadinl7Q3. 
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BOYLSl'ON, Zabdiel, F. R. 8., an eminmt 
physician, of Boston, who is particularly knowa 
Bj having flrst introduced inoculation of tiio 
unall pox into tlie British dominions, lb 1790; 
he died in 1766. 

BOYLSTON, Nicholas, died inBoMon, 1771, 
aged 56; be bequeathed to Harvard CoUege 
1500i. 

BOYLSTON, John, merchant, of Boston, 
died in 1795, and left a legacy to his native 
town. 

BOYS, John, an English divine, educated at 
Cambridge, and dean of Canterbury, author of 
theological works, died in 1625. 

BOYS. William, bora at Deal, in Kent, 1735 
was bred a surgeon, but devoted much of hi 
time to antiquarian researches, and published, 
besides other works, an elaborate and valuable 
" History of Sandwich, with Notices of other 
Cinque Ports, and of Richborough,'* 4to, 1798. 
He died March 15, 1803. 

BOYSE, BOYS, or BOIS, John, one of tbe 
translators of the Bible, in the reign of James 1.. 
was bom at Nettlestead, in Suffolk, in 1560, and 
died 1643, leaving a great many manuscripts be- 
hind him, particularly a commentary on almost 
all the books of the New-Testament. When he 
was a young student at Cambridge, he received 
from the learned Dr. Whitaker three rules for 
avoiding tliose distempers which usually attend 
a sedentary life ; to which he constantly adhered : 
the first was, to study always standing ; the se- 
cond, never to study in a window ; the third, 
never to go to bed with his feet cold. Sir Henry 
Saville styles him ingeniosisdmum et doctlss{- 
miim Boisium. 

BOYSE, Samuel, a very ingenious person, 
but as remarkable for Imprudence as for ingenu- 
ity, \vas born in Dublin, 1708. In 1731, he pub- 
lished, at £(linburgh,a volume of Poems,addres- 
sed to the countess of Eglinton. He wrote also 
an Elegv upon the doath of lady Stormont, enti- 
tled, "The Tears of the Muses ;** with which 
lord Stormount was so much pleased, that he 
ordered Boysc a handsome present. These pul>- 
llcatious, and the honourable notice taken of 
them, were the means of recommending him to 
very high persons, who were desirous of serv- 
ing him : but Boyse was not a man to be served. 
He made an Improper use of these recommen- 
dations, and had often recourse to the meanest 
arts to procure benefactions. At some times he 
would raise subscriptions for poems which did 
not exist ; at others, ordered his wife to inform 
people that he was just expiring, to move tbe 
compassion of his friends, who were frequently 
surprised to meet the man in the street to-day, 
who was, yesterday, said to be at the point of 
death. In May, 1749, however, ho died, after a 
lingering illness, in obscure lodgings, near Shoe- 
lane, where ho was buried at the expense of tlie 
parish. He was a melancholy instance of tho 
wretchedness, contempt and disgrace, to which 
tho most ingenious persons may reduce them- 
selves, by an abuse of those powers with which 
nature hath endowed them. The most celebra- 
ted of his performances. Was his poem, called 
" Deity,*' which Is styled by Hervey, " a beau- 
tiful and instnictive poem ;** and is also men* 
tloned by Fielding, as " a very noble one.*' 

BOYS B, Joseph, a dissenting minister, bora 
in'Yorkshlre. He became a popular preacher 
in London and Dublin, but was engaged in tbeo* 
logical disputes, and died in 1728. 

BOZB, Claude Gros de, born at Lyons- -~- 
Idislinguisbed by bis kaowledge of an^' 
85 
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and medalt, and respected for bit private cba- 
faeter, died in 1753. 

BRACCIOLINI, dell* api Francii, an Italian 
poet ; lie tiecame an ecclesiastic} and died in 
1645. 

BRACTON, Hemy, acelebrated English law- 
veTf in the IStb century, chiefly linown by his 
learned worlTi " De Legibus et C(M>suetudinibu8 
Angliae." 

BEAOKETT, Joshua, M. D., president of the 
New-Hampshire Medical Society, distinguished 
for his zeal and activity in the revolutionary war, 
died in 1803. 

BADBURY. TheophUus, judge of the 
rior court of Massachusetts, diedf 1803. 

BRADBURY, Thomas, a native of London, 
#ducated with Dr. Watts; lie was a bold and 
flkrauent mreacher, and died 1757. 

BRADDOCK, Edward, major-general, and 
commander in chief of the British forces in 
America, in 1755, was defeated in an expedition 
aninst Fbrt Du Quesne. 

BRADFORD, Samuel, rector of Maiy-le-bow, 
bom k ^lackfriars; he edited Tillotson^s ser- 
mm >as tutor to tiie primate*s chUdien, and

BRADFORD, John, an English martyr, in 
doeen Mary*s reign. 

BRADFORD, John, a Welsh poet of merit, 
died in 1786. 

BRADFORD, William, second governor of 
Pljrmouth colony, removed to America with the 
first settlers : he was governor, excepting a few 
years, till bis death, 1657, aged 60. He wrote a 
History of the Plymouth colony from 1608 to 1646; 
but it was lost in 1775. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
came to America in 1680, was printer to the 
government; he died in 1752. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
for many years editor of tlie Pennsylvania Jour- 
nal, died in 1791. 

BRADFORD, WlUiam, bom in PhUadelphta, 
1755, attorney-general of the United States, 4bc. 
Ue was an author and poet, and died in 1795. 

BRADFORD, WUIiam, a physician, after- 
wards a lawyer, of eminence, in Rhode Island, 
was a warm and active friend of the revtdution, 
and later in life a senator in congress, and lieu- 
tenant-govemor of Rhode Island, died 1806. 

BRADICK, Waiter, author of " Choheieth, 
or Royal Preacher,** a poem of considerable 
merit ; he was a merchant of Lisbon, and died 
In 1794. 

BRADLEY, Dr. James, SaviUan professor of. 
astronomy at Oxford, and astronomical observa- 
tor at the roi al observatory at Greenwich, was 
bom at Shireborn, in Gloucestershire, 1008, and 
died 1708, in the same county. His observa- 
tions are extant in perfect order, in 13 vols, folio, 
and 8 4to. in MS. 

BRADLEY, Richard, F. R. S., professor of 
botany at Cambridge, but his abilities were not 
adequate to the situation ; he died in 1738. 

BRADSHAW, Henry, a Benedictine monk, 
of Chester, in the 14th century, and author of a 
poem, called the Life of St. Werburgh. 

BRADSHAW, John, Serjeant at law, was 
bom in Cheshire, and nominated president of 
the sheriff's court, in London, on the trial of 
ChariesL 

BRADSTREET, Sbnon, bora In London, 
1603, came early to America, held several Un- 
portant oflices, and rendered many services to 
th« colony, was elected governor, and died in 
MOT. 
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BRADSTREET, Simon, minister of Charlca* 
town, Massachusettf, died in 1741. 

BRADSTREET, Simon, minister of Marble> 
head, Massachusetts, distirauished for his clas* 
sical attainmentt. died in ml. 

BRADSTREET. John, lieutenant-governor 
of St. John's, Newfoundland, took Fort Oswego 
and Fort Frontfaiac, with great military stores : 
he was appoUited major-general by the king of 
England, and died in 1774. 

BRADWARDIN, Thomas, confessor to Ed- 
ward III. during his wars in France, became 
archUshop of Canterbury, in 1348. 

BRADY, Dr. Nicholas, an English divine, of 
good parts and latrainf , bora at Bandon, in the 
coun»r of Cork. 1650, died 17S6. He translated 
the iEocid of Virgil ; but what he is likely to be 
the UmgaA remembered for, as indeed he is noW 
best known by, is "A new version of the Psahns 
of David," in conjunction with Mr. Tate. 

BRADY, Robert, a native of Norfolk, emi- 
nent as a physician ; he died in 1660. 

BRAHB, Tycho. a celebrated astronomer, 
bora at Knudstorp, in Denmark, 1546, died 1601. 
He was the inventor of a new system of the 
world ; but it did not succeed, though he had 
many followers. He was very superstitioux with 
regard to presages, and very positive and impa- 
tient of contradiction to his sentiments. 

BRAIGHWAITE, John, the well known con- 
stractor of a oiving-bell ; by which, in 1783, ha 
descended Into the Royal George, sunk at Spit- 
head, and brought up the sheet anchor, and 
many of the grms. In 1788, he recovered from 
the Hartwell, East Indiaman, lost off one of the 
Cape de Verd Islands. 38,0002. in dollars; 7000 
pigs of lead, and 360 boxes of tin. In IdOG, he 
recovered from the Abergavenny, East India- 
man, lost off Portland, 75,000<. in dollars, and 
other valuables, worth 30,0002. He died about 
June, 181& 

BRAILLIER, Peter, an apothecary at Lyons, 
and author of a curious book on the abuses and 
ignorance of physicians, 1557. 

BRAINERD, David, a native of Connecticut, 
Ml eminent preacher, and missionary to the In- 
dians. He published a narrative of some part 
of his missionary labours, and died in 1747. 

BRAINT HIR, supported his uncle, Cadwal- 
lon, king of North Wales, against Edwhi, khig 
of England, in 630, and was defeated. 

BRAKENBUR6, Rehder, a painter, of Haer 
lem, died in 1649. 

BRAM AH, Joseph, a very ingenious engineer 
and mechanist, died at Pimliso, near London, 
December 9, 1814. 

BRAMANTE D'URBINO, Lazarus, a dis- 
tinguished architect, at Naples and Rome. It 
was according to his plan, that Pope Julius II. 
began to rebuU the church of St. Peter, but 
he died before it was completed, 1514. 

BRABIER, Leonard, a disciple of Rembrandt, 
bora at Delft, in 1500. 

BRAMHALL, John, a native of Ponteftact, 
in Yorkshire, succeeded to the living of York : 
he was persecuted in the time of Cromwell, and, 
alter the restoration, was promoted to the see 
of Armagh, ice.; he died 1»'63. 

BRAN, son of Lyr, father of Caractaeus, 
king of Britain, is said to have assisted in estab- 
lishmg an elective monarchy in Britain ; he died 
about 80 A. D. 

BRANCAS, Villeneuve Andrew Frauds, ab- 
be of Auluay, bora hi the Venaissia, died in 
1758. His works are correct in matter, but 
neither eiefant in style, or in the ebokevf ideal*. 
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BRANCKER, Tbomas, a aiatbeiiititician,||lefe, miidater of Cambridge, pubUibedawork 



rector of Tilston, Cheshire, &c.. died in 1670. 

BEANDEL, Peter, a painter, born at Prague, 
and educated under ^chroeter, died in 1739. 

BBANDI, Hyacinth, a painter, the pupil of 
Lanfrac, born near Rome, died in 1091. 

BRANMULLER, John, professor of Hebrew, 
at Basil, died in 1596; he wrote funeral orations 
from thu Bible. His son and grandson also wrote 
oome valuable works. 

BRANDMITLLER, Gregory, a painter,of Ba 
fil, died in 1691. He was a pupil of Lebrun, and 
obtained the prize al the Paris academy. 

BilANDOLINI, AureUo, a native of Florence, 
emiiierit as a poet. 

BRANDON, Charles, dnice of Suffolk, a fa- 
vourite of Henry VII (., of England ; he married 
Mary, the sister of Henry, and died in 1543. 

BRANDT, Rev. John, secretary to the society 
of antiquaries, was born at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 1743, and educated at Lincoln CollcgCi 
Oxford. In 1777, he published " Observations 
on Pop liar Antiquities, including the whole of 
Mr. Bourn's ' Auciquitales Vulgares,' with ad- 
denda to every chapterof that work," 4:c., 8vo. 
In I7d9, he published " The History and Anti- 
qtiitics of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 2 vols. 4to. 
Mr. Brand died suddenly, in his study, Septem- 
ber 13, 1806. 

BaANDT, Gerard, a protestant divine, and 
minister of Amsterdam, died at Rotterdam, In 
1695. He was author of a " History of the Re- 
formatiopof the Low Countries," in 4 vols. 4to. 
It is written in Flemish ; and the grand pen- 
•ioner Fagel said once to Bishop Burnet, that it 
was worth learning Flemish, merely to read 
BraJidt's History. 

BRANDT, John, secretary of Antwerp, emi- 
nent for his erudition and patronage of science, 
died in 1639 

BRANDT, Sebastian, counsellor, of Stras 
burgh, professor of law, and poet, died in 1530. 

BRANDT, Sebastian, achy mist, of (Sermanv, 
who em)>Ioyed a great portion of tiis life in 
fearch of the philosopher's stone: he died in 
1521. 

BRANDT, Colonel, a famous Indian chief, 
sided with Great Britain, was engaged in the 
massacre of Wyoming, on the Susquehannah, 
and in an attack on Minisitik, New-York : be 
died in 1897; 

BRANTOMBj vid- BOITRDEILLES. 

BRAS AVOLA, Antonius Musa, professor of 
medicine at Ferara, was physician to the popes 
and ot^er princes of Italy, to Francis I. of 
France, Henry VIII. of England, and Charles 
y. of Germany ; he died in 1535. 

BRASBRIOGE, Thomas, a native of North 
bamptonshire ; he was a physician and divine, 
about 1562. 

BRASIOAS, a general of Lacedsmon, who 
conquered several of the allied cities of Athens, 
434 B. C. 

BRATHWATTE, or BRAITHWAYTE, 
Richard, an English poet and miscellaneous 
writer, born at Warcop, near Appleby, West- 
moreland, in 1588, died at Appleton, near Rich- 
mond, Yorkshire, May 4, ]()73. His works are 
numerous, but the principal of them are " The 
English Gentleman," and the "The English 
Gentlewoman ;" " Mercurius Britannicus," 
and " Re^icidium," tragi-comedies. 

BRATTLE, Thomas, merchant, of Boston, 
pud principal founder of the church in Brattle- 
|treet;dtcd in 1713. 



BR.VTrLE, VViJUam, feUow of Harvard Col- Iments, died in 1784. 
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- .^ diedinl717. 
BRATTLE, WILLIAM, a preacher, lawyer, 
and pbjTsician ; he was a member of the general 
court, and of the council, and major-general of 
militia in Mass. ; he died in 1776. 

BR AU WER, Adrian, a painter, bom at Hcr- 
lem, died in 1638. 

BRAY, Solomon de, a native of Haerlem, 
eminent as a portrait painter, died 1664. His 
son, Jacob, a historical painter, died at tb^ end 
of the 17th century. 

BRAY, Sir Reginald, wlio was instrumental 
in the advaiicemeut of Henry VII. to the throne, 
and afterwards made high treasurer to that 
monarch. He had great skill in architecture 
as appears from Henry the Seventh's Chapel in 
Westminster Abbey, and the chapel of St. 
George a( Windsor, as lie had a principal con- 
cern and direction in the building of the former, 
and the finishing and bringing to perfection of 
the latter, to which he was also a liberal bene- 
factor. Polydore, Vergil, Hall, &c., say, that be 
was a very father of his country ; a sage and 
grave person ; a fervent lover of Justice ; and 
one who would often admonish the king when 
he did any thing contrary to justice or equity 
HediedAus;ust2, 1501. 

BRAY, Thomas, an English divine, bom at 
Marton, in Shropshire, 1656, died 1730, having 
made himself eminent by his unwearied atten- 
tion to the practice of benevolence. Most of (be 
relii[ious societies and good designs in Londcm 
are in a great measure formed on the plans that 
he projected ; particularly the charity- schools, 
the society for reformation of manners, and tbat 
for the relief of poor proselytes, &c 

BREARLEY, David, a member of tbe con- 
vention for framing the constitution of tiie U. 
3. in 1787; he died in 1790. 

BREBEUF, George de, a French poet, bora 
at Torigni, in Lower Normandy, 1618. He waa 
distinguished chiefly by a translation of Lucan ; 
but the best, and as ft should seem, the most 
edifying of his works, is the first book of Lucan 
Travestied. It is said of Brebeuf, that he had 
a fever upon him for more than 30 years. He 
died in 1661. 

BREBEUF, Jean de, a distinguished missloii* 
ary in Canada, was burnt by the savages, 1649. 

BRECOURT, Guillaume Martoureau die, a 
French poet and actor, died in 1685. 

BREDA, Peter Van, a painter of Antwerp^ 
died in 1681. 

BREDA, John Van, a Flemish painter who 
exercised his profession in England, died in 
1750. 

BREDENBACK, Matthias, a controversialist 
writer of Kerpen, died in 1559. 

BREENBER6, Barthol, a painter of some 
distinction, born at Utrecht, in 1620. 

BREESE, Mary, a singular character, bora 
at Lynn, in Norfolk, 1721. She regularly took 
out a shooting license, kept as good greyliounds, 
and was as sure a shot, as any in the county. 
She never lived out of the parish in wliich she 
was bom, and where she died September, 1799. 
By her desire, her dogs and favourite mare were 
killed at lier death, and buried in one grave 
with hen 

BRECK. Robert, minister, of Marleborough, 
Mass., distinguished for his knowledge of He- 
brew ; he died in 1731. 

BRECK, Robert, a minister of Springfield, 
Mass., possessed of superior intellectual endow- 
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BRECKENRI DOE, John, senator in Congress 
from Kentucky, disUnsuistied for his eloquence, 
died in 1801, 

BREGY, Charlotte Saumase de Chauzin, 
comptesse de, a maid of lionour to Ann of Aua 
Uia, died in 1693. 

BREITKOPP, John GotUieb Emanuel, a wri- 
ter and printer, of Lcipsic, died in 1794. 

BREMONT Francois de, a Parisian, made 
secretary to tiie Royal London Society, and ad- 
mired for bis lalinrious application aiid critical 
discernment ; he died in 1742. 

BRENNER, Henry, a native of West Both- 
nia, was made keeper of the royal libraiy at 
Stockholm, died in J 732. 

BRENNUS, a general of Gau. , he Invaded 
Thessalv, &c., and killed himself in 278 B. C. 

BRENNUS, a general of Gaul, celebrated for 
the siege and seizure of Rome, was defeated 
and totally destroyed by Camillus, 388 B. C. 

BRENT, Sir Nathaniel, a naiive of WoolfordJ 
Warwickshire, educated at Merton College of 
which he became the warden, and was knight- 
ed by Charles I, at Woodstock ; he died in 1652 

BRENTIUS, or BRENTZEN, John, was bom 
in Swabia, a distinguished friend and follower 
of Luther, died in 1570. 

BRENTON, William, lieutenant governor 
and governor of the colony of Rhode Island, died 
at Newport, 1B74. 

BREaUIGNY, Lewis George Edward de, 
author of the history of the revolution of Genua, 
ft.c., died 1795. 

BREREWOOD, Edward, a learned antiqua- 
ry and the first astronomical professor of G res- 
bam College, died in 1613. 

BRET, Anthony, author of the life of Ninon 
de l*Enclos, and many other worlcs. He was a 
native of Dijon, and died in 1792. 

BRETON, Nicholas, a writer of ballads and 
interludes, in the age of Elizabeth. 

BRETONNEAU, Francis, a Jesuit of Tours, 
author of a life of James IL, &c., died in 1741. 

BRETONNIER, Barthol Joseph, an advo- 
cate of the parliament of Paris, and author of 
Bome law tracts, died in 1727. 

BRETTEVILLE, Etienne du Boise, a Jesuit 
of Nonnandy,author of some theological tracts, 
died 1688. 

BRETl'INGER, John James, a native of 
Zurich, professor of Hebrew and author of an 
edition of the New Testament from the septua- 
gint ; he died in 1776. 

BREUGEL, Peter, usually styled Old Breugel. 
an eminent Dutch painter,, chiefly of rural 
sports, the marches of armies, &c., was bom at! 
Bruegel, near Breda, in 1563, and died 1596. 

BREUGEL, Peter, son of the preceding, sur- 
passed in the description of magicians and de- 
vils, whence he is called '* Hellish Breugel." 

BREUGEL,John,2d son of old Peter, excelled 
in painting flowers and fruits, and died in 1642. 
Another of that name caliod Abraham, bom at 
Antwerp, excelled as a dower and landscape 
painter, and died in 1672. 

BREUL, James du, a Benedictine monk, au- 
thor of the antiquities of Paris, ice, died in 
1164. 

BREVAL, John Durant'de, rose to the rank 
of captain under the great Marleborough. He 
was an author of some merit, and died in 1739. 

BREVINT, Daniel, made dean of Lincoln, in 
1681, died in 1605. 

BREWER, Anthony, a poet highly esteemed 

among the wits and courtiers in the reign of 

Charles I. 
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BREWSTER, William, a very disting^it^Iicd 
member and mling elder of the church of Ply- 
mouth ; he died in 1644. 

BREYNIU8, James, of Dantzic, author of 
Plantarum exoUcarum centuria, &.c., dii <J in 
IGi)7. 

BRIANT, Solomon, an Indian, and miuistrr 
to the 1 ndians at Marslipee, in Barnstable, Mums., 
died 1775. 

BRIDAINE, N., a famous French preacher of 
the diocess of iJzcs, compared to Demosil»et.ev 
and Bossuet, died in 1767. 

BRIDAULT, John Peter, a French writer. 
author of manners and customs of the Romaub, 
&c., died in 1761. 

BRIDGE, William a leading preacher among 
the independents of England,. died in 1G70. 

BRIDGE, Thomas, a very wortliy minister of 
the Ist church in Boston, died in 1715. 

BRIDGEWATER, Francis Egerton, duke of, 
opened a communication, by a canal, between 
Manchester and Worsely, which, together wiih 
the Mersey, facilitated the commerce between 
Liverpool and Manchester. Me died in 1603. 

BRIDGMAN, John, a native of Exeter, chap- 
lain to James I. During the civil wars, he was 
a great suflerer in person and property. 

BRIDGMAN, Sir Orlando; atler tlie restora- 
tion he was made lord chancellor: he was weak 
and irresolute, and died in 1672. 

BRIENNE, Walter de, a native of Champag- 
rxe, distinguished for his courage at the siege of 
Acre, against the Saracens ; he was afterwards 
khig of Sicily : bis son and successor, of the 
same name, also distinguished himself against 
the Saracens ; he was put to death in 1251. 

BRIENNE, John, made king o'f Jemsalem, in 
1210, which he resigned ; be afterwards filled 
the throne of Constantinople. 

BRIETIUS, Philip, a learned French geogra 
pher, and universal chronologist, borh at Abbe- 
ville, in 1601, and died librarian of the Jesuit's 
College, at Paris, 1608. 

BRIGGS, Henry, an eminent mathematician, 
bdra at Halifax, in Yorkshire, 1556. When 
Gresham College, in London, was established, 
he was chosen the first professor of geometry 
there, in 1596. He died in January, 1630. 

BRIGGS, William, a native of Norwich, an 
eminent physician, of St. Thomas' Iiospital, died 
in 1704. *^ ' ' 

BRIGHAM, Nicholas,, a native of Oxford- 
shire, eminent as a lawyer and poet, died in 
1559. 

BRIGHT, Francis, first minister of Charles- 
town, Massachusetts, returned to England io 
1630. 

BRIGHTMAN, Thomas, rector of Hawnea, 
Bedfordshire, wrote Latin commentaries on the 
canticles and apocalypse, died in 1607. 

BRILL, Matthew and Paul, natives of Ant- 
werp, and good painters; bom in 1550, and 
1554, and eminent for performances in history 
and landscape ; Matthew died in 1584 ; Paul in 
1626. 

BRTNDLEY, James, a most uncommon ge- 
nius for mechanical inventions, and particularly 
excellent in planning and conducting inland na- 
vigations, was bora in 1716, at Tunsted, in 
Derbyshire, and died at Tumhurst, in Staflbrd- ^ 
sliire, September 27, 1772, having shortened his 
days by too intense application ; for he never 
indulged or relaxed himself in the common di- 
versions of life, not having the least relish for 
them ; and though once prevailed on to see a 
play in London, yet be declared that lis would 
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«n no account be present at another, becauie it 
lo disturbed bis ideas for several days after, as 
to render him unfit for business. When any 
extraord'uianr difficulty occurred to him in the 
execution of his works, he generally retired to 
bed ; and has been known to lie there one, two, 
or three days, till he had surmounted it. He 
would then get up, and execute hisdesifcn with- 
out any drawing or model -, for he had a pro- 
digious memory, and carried every thing in liis 
head. 

. BRINSMEAD, William, first minister of 
Marlborough, HassachusettB, died in 1701. He 



refused baptism to infants bom on the Sabbath. 
BRINY ILLIERS, Maria Margaret d'Aubrai, 
marchioness of, a French lady, known for her 



intricues and crimes; she poisoned her father, 
tfvo brothers, and her sister, was condemned to 
have her head cut oflf, and afterwards to be burqt ; 
the sentence was executed in 1676. 

BRiaUEMAUT, and CAVAGNES, twopro- 
testants, cruelly put to death soon after the ma» 
•acre of St. Bartholomew, in France, in 1573. 

BRISSONIUS, Barnaby, a lawyer of emi 
ncnce, in France, was ambassador of Henry III. 
in England, and died in >591. 

BHISSOT, Peter, a native of Fontenay Ic 
Oompte, in Poictou, eminent as a physician, died 
in 1522. 

JJRISSOT, J P., a very eminent French writer 
on philosophy, politics, and legislation ; but, not 
contenting himself with a high degree of literary 
fame, he took a distinguished part in the French 
revolutionary government, and suffered by the 
guillotine, November 30, 1793, at the age of 39. 

BRITANNICUS, John, an Italian critic and 
grammarian, was bom at Palazzolo, near Bres- 
cia, about the middle of the 15th century, and 
died in 1510. 

BRITANNICUS, son of Claudius, poisoned 
by his mother-in-law, who wished to raise her 
•on Nero to the throne, A. D. 55. 

BRITO, Bernardo de, a monkof Almcyda, in 
Portugal, author of a historical account of his 
count ry, di ed in 1617. 

BRrrTON, Thomas, the famous musical 
amall-coal roan, was born at, or near Higham 
Ferrers, in Northamptonshire, about the middle 
of the 17th century, and went from thence to 
London, where he twund himself apprentice to 
a small-coal man. He served seven years, and 
returned to Northamptonshire, his master giving 
taim a sum of money not to set up ; but after this 
money was spent, he returned again to London, 
add set upthe traae of small-coal ; which he con- 
tinued to the end of his life. Some time after 
bis setting up in the coal business, he applied 
himself to chymistry ; and, by the help of a mov- 
ing elaboratory, contrived by himself, performed 
anch tliin,i8 in that profession, as had never been 
done liefore. But his principal object was music ; 
in the theory of which he was very knowing : in 
the practice not inconsiderable. He was so much 
addicted to it, thi^t he pricked with his own hand 
very neatly and accurately, and left behind him 
a collection of music, mostly pricked by liimself, 
which was sold for near 1002. He left an excel- 
lent collection of printed books, both of chymis- 
try and music : not to mention that he had, some 
vewn l>efore his death, sold by auction a col- 
lation of books, most of them in the Rosicra- 
aian faculty, of which he was a great admirer. 
But what disthiguished him most of all, was a 
ifj^Dd of musical meeting, held at his own smaU 
house, and kept up at his own charges, for many 
|e«n. Tlilf MClety was frequented ny gentry, 
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even thoae of the best quality, with wliom h% 
conversed (jimtliariy, and by whom he was much 
esteemed; for Britton was as respectable for moral 
endowments, as he was curious for intellectual. 
The circumstances of his death are not less re- 
markable than those of his life. There was one 
Honeyman, a blacksmith, who was famous for 
speaking as if his voice proceeded from some dis- 
tant part of the house, (a ventriloquist, or speaker 
from his belly, as these persons are called.) Thla 
man was secretly introduced by Robe, a Middle- 
sex justice, who frequently played at Britton*a 
concerts, for the sole purpose of'^terrifyins Brit- 
ton ; and he succeeded in it entirely; for Honey 
man. without moving his lips, or seeminc to 
speak, announced, as from afar 00**, the death of 
poor Britton within a few hours ; with an intima- 
tion, that the only way to avert his doom, was to 
fall on his knees immediately, and say the Lord's 
Prayer. The poor man did so ; but it did not 
avert his doom ; for, taking to his bed, he died 
in a few days, leaving Justice Robe to enjoy th« 
fraits of his mirth. His death happened in Sep- 
tember, 1714. 

BRIZARD, or BRITARD, John Baptiste. a 
French actor, eminent in comedy, died in 1790. 

BRIZIO, Francisco, a landscape painter, of 
eminence, of Bologna, died in 1623. 

BROCARDUS, James, a wild visionary of 
Venice, embraced protestantism, and violently 
attacked popery. 

BROCK, John, a useful minister, in Reading, 
Massachusetts, died in 1C88. 

BROCKLESBY, Dr. Richard, an eminent 
English physician and medical writer, died at a 
very advanced age, December 13, 1797, beloved 
and regretted by the most distinguished charac- 
ters. In rank and science. 

BRODEAU, John, bora at Tours, in 1500, 
rose to great eminence as a scholar. 

BRODEAU, Julian, a native of Tours, wrote 
a life of Charles du Moulin, and died in 1543.

BROEK, Ellas Vandeen, a native pf Antwerp, 
distinguished for the masterly manner in which 
be introduced reptiles, &c., into his pictures of 
flowers and landscapes, died in 1711. 

BROGLIO, Victor Maurice, count de, marshal 
of France, distinguished himself in the service 
of Lewis XIV. 

BROGNL John de, a swine-herd, bora at 
Brogni, in Savoy ; he was raised, l>y rope Cle- 
ment vll., to the dignity of cardinal, and was 
distinguished for his learning, virtues, and piety; 
he died in 1436. 

BROKESBY, Francis, rector of Rowley, in 
Yorkshire, author of " A Life of Jesus Christ, * 
and a principal assistant to Mr. Nelson in com- 
piling his " Feasts and Fasts of the Church of 
England.*' He was also author of " A Histonr 
of the Government of the Primitive Church,** 
fcc, and died in 1718, 

BROME, Adam de, a favourite of Edward IT., 
the founder of Oriel College, Oxford, died in 1333. 

BROME, Alexander de, bora in 1620, and died 
in 1668. He was a warm cavalier, and author of 
innumerable odes, sonnets and little pieces, in 
which the round-heads are treated with great 
keenness and severity. These with his epistlefl 
and epigrams, were all printed fn onevolumeSvo. 
after the restoration. He published also a version 
of Horace, by himself andothers ; with a comedy, 
called " The Cunuine Lovers," 1651 ; and the 
world h indebted to him for two vohimea of thir 
playiof 
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BROMEt Richard, who lived also m the re^ 
ef Charles I., and was cotcinporary with 
Decker, Ford, Shirley, &c. His extraction was 
mean, tor he was originally no betier than a 
menial servant to Ben Johnson ; he wrote him- 
self however into high repute. His genius was 
entirely turned to comedy, and we have 15 of 
his productions in this way remaining. One of 
, these " The Jovial Crew," has with a little al- 
teration, been revived, and exhibited with great 
and repeated success. He died in 1652. 

BROMFIELD, Edward, an eminent mer- 
chant, of Boston, distinguished for his piety ; 
be died in 1756. 

BROMFIELD, Edward, a young man of 
uncommon mechanical genius, of Boston, died 
In 1746. 

BROMPTON, John, a monk in the reign of 
Edward III. The Chronicon, which passes un 
der his name, is probably the work of some un- 
known author. 

BRONCHORST, John Van, a painter, of^ 
Flanders, in the 17th century. 

BRONCHORST, John^ a painter, bom at! 
Leyden, excelled at painting animals and birds 
In water colours, died in IHCl. 

BRONCHORST, Peter, a native of Delfl, cml 
nent as a painter, died in 16(^1. 

BRONGNIART, Augustus Lewis, an emi 
nent chymist, died at Paris, in 1804. 

BRONKHUSINS,or BROEKIIUIZEN, John, 
a learned Dutchman, died in 1797. 

BRONSSON, Ciaudc, an elegant advocate, and 
warm supporter of the protestants in France in 
the reign of Lewis XIV. 

BRONZINO, Agnolo, a painter at Florence, 
died in 1580. 

BROOK, Ralph, York Herald, known for the 
errors which he discovered in Camden's Bri 
tania, died in 1625. 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, an eminent judge in tlie 
reign of Mary, born at Claverley, in Shropshire, 
died in 1558. 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, one of the most emi 
nent lawyers of his time, and lord chief justice 
of the common pleas, wrote "An Abridgment, 
containing an Abstract of tlie Year Books till the 
time of Queen Mary," " Cases adjudged from 
the 6th of Henry VIII. to the 4th of Queen 
Mary," and " Readings on the Statute of Limi- 
tations, made 32d of Henry VIIL c. 2." Sir 
Robert died in 155d. 

BROOKE, Henry, who gained great reputa- 
tion as a writer, by the " Farmers Letters," pub- 
lished in Ireland, during the rebellion, in imita- 
tion of Swift's " Drapier's Letters." He was 
also author of " The Fool of auality," a novel 
of more than ordinary merit. His dramatic 
works, of which the most celebrated are, " Gus- 
tavus Vasa," and " The F^rl of Essex," were 
collected, with his other writings, in 4 vols. 8vo. 
1778. He died October 10, 1783. 

BROOKE, Mrs. Frances, a lady as remarka- 
ble for her virtues, as for her great literary ac- 
complishments. Her principal woiks are, " Ju- 
lia Mandevilie," and Emily Montague," noveb . 
the*' Old Maid," a series of periodical papers; 
** Virginia," and " The Siege of Sinope," tra- 

Sedles ; " Roslna," and " Marian," musical 
ramas, and several much esteemed transc 
latlons from the French. She died January 23, 
1789. 

BROOME, William, born in Cheshire, as Is 

■aid, of very mean parents. He was educated 

upon the foundation at Eton, and appeared early 

Ih Um world as a translator of the Iliad into 
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prcJ8e,in conjunction with Ozell and Ohllsworth. 
He was afterwards introduced to Mr. Pope, and 
gained so much of his esteem, that he was em- 
ployed to make extracts from Eii8tathi\is, fur 
the notes to the translation of the Iliad ; and la 
the volumes of poetry published by Lintot, com- 
monly called " Pope's Miscellanies," many of 
his early pieces were inserted. When the suc- 
cess of the Iliad gave encouragement to a ver- 
sion of the Odyssey, Pope, weary of the toil, 
called Fenton and Broome to his assistance ; and 
taking only half the work upon himself, divided

16th, 18th and 23d ; together with the burden of 
wriung all the notes. The price at which Pope 
purchased this assistance was 3002. paid to Fen- 
ton, and 500/. to Broome, with as many copies 
as he wanted for his friends, which amounted to 
100/. more. Broome died at Bath, November 
16,1745. 

BROOKS, John, L.L.D., governor of Mass. 
was distingubhed as the early friend of the 
American revolution, as a brave, active, and 
judicious officer of the American army ; as an 
able and sound statesman, and a true patriot. 
The friend of Washington, he enjoyed the con- 
fidence and respect of his fellow-citizens, and 
died, lamented by his country, in 1825. 

BROOKS, Eleazer, a brigadier in the rcvoln- 
tionary war, and was in the battle of White 
Plains in 1776, ice. ; he died in 1806. 

BROSHI, Carlo, a celebrated Italian singer 
died in 1782. 

BROSSARD, Sebastian de, a canon of Mcnx ; 
he excelled as a musician, and died In 1730. 

BROSSE, Guy de la, a physician, author of a 
treatise on the virtues of plants, founded a gar- 
den of medicinal plants at Paris, in 1626. 

DROSSES, Charles de, president of the par- 
liament of Burgundy, who wrote letters on the 
discovery of Herculaneum, &c., died in 1776. 

BROSSETTE, Claude, bom at Lyons, 1671, 
published the works of Boilcau and of Rcgnier 
with historical illustrations ; wrote " L'Histoire 
abregee de la Vllle de Lyons," with elegance 
and precision, and died there in 1746. 

DROSSIER, Martha, a very remarkable wo- 
man, who pretended to be possessed by the 
devil, and had nearly occasioned great disorders 
in France toward the latter end of the IGth cen- 
tury. 

BROTIER, L'Abb^, an Illustrious and ami- 
able Frenchman, and one of the most dis- 
tinguished ornaments of the belles lettres in 
that country, born at Tanay, 1722, died 1789. 

BROUE, Peter de la, a native of Toulouse, 
friend of Bossuet, died in 1720. 

BROUGHTON, Hugh, a very learned divine, 
born in Oldbury, Salop, 1549. died 1612, leaving 
a very laborious work behind him, called " The 
Consent of Scriptures," which he dedicated to 
queen Elizabeth. 

BROUGHTON, Thomae, a learned divine, 
author of the " BibUotheca Hlstorlca Sacra,'* 
2 vols, folio, 1739, and one of the original writers 
of the " Bio|:raphia Britannlca," (In the first edi- 
tion of which work his papers were marked 
T.) was born at London, July 5, 1704, In the 
parish of St. Andrew, Uolbom, of which bit 
father was minister, and died vicar of Bed- 
minster, near Bristol, 1774. 

BROUGHTON, Thomas, a counsellor and 
lieutenant-governor of South Carolina while a 
Britmi colony, died in 1737. 
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BROUNCKER, William, viscount, a native 
•f Castle Lyon, in Ireland, bom l(r20, died 
1^84, having distinguisbed hiniaelf chiedy as a 
Viathematician by his '' Series for the Quadra- 
ture of the Hyperbola." 

BROUWER, Adrian, a celebrated Dutch 
painter, born at Hsrleni, in 1G08. Frans Halts 
tcx>k him from begging in tlic streets, and in- 
structed him in the rudiments of painting. Hu • 
mour was his proper sphere ; and in little pieces 
be used to represent his pot companions drink • 
ing, smoking tobacco, gaming, fighting, &c. 
He did this with a pencil so tender and free, so 
much of nature in his expression, such excellent 
drawing in all the particular parts, and good 
keeping in the whole together, that none of his 
countrymen have ever been comparable to him 
on that subject. He scorned, however, to work'* 
u long affhe had any money in his pocket ; de- 
clared for a short life, and a merry one ; and, re- 
solving to ride post to his grave, by the help of 
%vine and brandy, he got to his journey 'send, in 
1^38, at only 30 years of age. He died so very 
Boor, that contributions were raised to lay 
nim privately in the ground ; from whence he 
was soon after taken up, and, as it is commonly 
«aid, very handsomely interred by Rubens, who 
was a great admirer of hid happy genius for 
painting. 

BROWN, Robert, a famous schismatic, from 
whom the sect of the Brownists derived its 
name. He died 1630. This sect equally con- 
4lemned episcopacy and presbytery, as to the 
jurisdiction of consistories, classes, and synotis; 
and would not join with any ottier reformed 
ehurch, because they were not sufficiently as- 
•uredof the sanctity and probity of its members, 
holding it an impiety to communicate with sin- 
ners. Their form of church government was 
democratical. Such as desired to be mcmliers 
of their church made a confession of their faith, 
and signed a covenant obliging themselves to 
walk together in the order of the gospel. 

BROWN, Thomas, of facplious memory; but 
whose wft, being greater than his prudence, 
krought him frequently within danger of starv- 
ing. Toward the latter end of Brown's life, 
however, we are informed by Mr. Jacob, that 
he was in favour with the earl of Dorset, who in- 
vited him to dinner on a 'Christmas- day, with 
tiryden^ and other gentlemen celebrated for In- 
fehuity ; when Brown, to his agreeable surprise, 
found a bank note of 50/. under his plate . and 
Dryden, at the same time, was presented with 
another of 100/. Brown was born in Shrop- 
shire, died in London, 1704, and was interred in 
tlie Cloister of Westminster Abbey, near the re- 
mains of Mrs. Behn, with whom, he was inti- 
mate in his life time. His whole works were 
printed in 1707 ; consisting of " Dialogues, Es- 
says, Declamations, Satires, Letters from the 
Dead to the Living, Translations, Amusements, 
Ice." in 4 vols. Much humour, and not a little 
learning are scattered every where through- 
out them; but those who think they want deli 
cacy, have certainly abundant reason on their 
•!de. 

BROWN, John, an ingenious English writer, 
horn at Rothbury, in Northumberland, 1715. 
Having taken orders, and made himself emi- 
nent by many excellent sermons, he fell under 
the notice of Dr. Osbaldiston, who, when raised 
to the see of Carlisle, made him one of his 
chaplains. It was probably about this time that 
be wrote his poem entitled ^* Honour," to show 
bat true honour can only be founded in virtue ; 
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it wan inscribed to lord Lonadaie. His next 
poetical production, though not immediately 
published, was his " Essay on Satire," in three 
parts ; it was addressed to Dr. Warhurton, wlto 
prefixed it to the second volume of Pope's Works 
by Warburton ; witli which it still continues to 
be printed : as well as in Dodsley's Collection. 
Brown now began to figure as a writer : and, in 
1751, published his *' Essays on Shalt8bury*s 
Characteristics; a work written with elegance 
and spirit, and so applauded as, in a short time, 
to go through five editions. His next appear- 
ance in the world was as a dramatic writer ; 
and in 1755, his tragedy of *' Barbaroesa," was 
produced upon the stage ; and afterwards his 
^* Athelstan," in 1756. Our author had taken his 
doctor of divinity's degree in 1755. In 1757 
came out his famous work, entitled " An Esti- 
mate of the Manners and Principles of the 
Times," 8vo.; famous we call it, because 
seven editions of it were printed in little more 
tlian a year. In 1758, he published a second 
volume of '* The Estimate.'* Dr. B. put an end 
to his life in a fit of insanity. Sept ^ 1766, in 
his 51st vear. 

BROWN, Moses, an English divine, author 
of " Sunday Thoughts," " Piscatory Eclogues," 
&,c.y bom 1703, died 178X 

BROWN, Lancelot ; sometimes professionally 
distinguished by the pranomen CAPABILITY ; 
who, by the intuitive force of his own genius, 
invented a new horticultural system, and carried 
ornamental gardening to high peVfection ; was 
bom at Kirkharie in the county of Nortlmmbcr. 
land, in August, 1715. At an early period of 
his life he came to U>ndQp, and was patronised 
by lord viscount Cobham, the celebrated friend 
and patron of Pope ; and it is generally under- 
stood, that scooping out the beautiful valley 
opposite the temple of concord, at Stowc, was 
the first of his undertakings ; but Richmond, 
Blenheim, Croome, Luton, Trentham, Red- 
grave, Wimbleden, Nuneham, the approach to 
the house through the park at Caversham, &.c. 
will for ages stand memorials of his superior 
taste and abilities'. He possessed a cultivated 
mind, and h;s society was courted by men most 
considerable for their rank or genius. Respect- 
ing the term Capability, by which Mr. Brown 
was frequently distinguished, we have heard, ^ 
that it arose from a custom he had. when he 
came to a spot which he thought might be im- 

E roved, of saying that the place had Its capa- 
ilities. This may in part be true ; but in the 
pre eminence of Rlr. Brown's own talents may, 
perhaps, be found the real grounds for the com- 
plimentary title. Mr. Brown served the otiice 
of high sheriflf for the counties of Huntingdon 
and Cambrid^^e, in the year 1770, and died eud' 
denly in the streets of London, on his return 
from a visit to the earl of Coventry, or. the Gth 
of February, 1783. His remains are deposited 
in the chancel of Fenstanton church, in the 
county of Huntingdon. 

BROWN, John, many years professor of di- 
vinity among the burgher scceders of Scotland, 
was born at the village of Kerpoo, in Penh- 
shire, 1722, and died at Haddington, June 19, 
1788; having published several works of high 
repute in the religious world ; particularly, a 
" Self-Interpreting Bible," 2 vols. 4to. ; a " Dic- 
tionary of the Bible ;" and a " Body of 1)1- 
vinity. 

BROWN, John, a very eminent English 
land>cape-engraver, and associate of the Royal 
Academy, born 1741, died Oct. ^ 1801. In bold- 
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n^sT brilliancy, and beautiful variety, Mr. 
Brown came very nigh to Woollct, whom, in- 
dcedf be assisted in some of his most famous 
pieces. 

BROWN. Dr. John, distinguished himself 
much in Scotland by his medical writings and 
opinions, and was the author of a new bystem 
of Medicine, which has lately been translated 
Into Englisli, in 3 vols. 8vo. It is a singular 
performance, discovering much originality, and 
containing many important observations ; though 
in some, he may be thought to carry his peculiar 
opinions too far. He died Oct. 7, 1788. 

BROWN, William, editor of " Reports in 
Chancery,** and '* Cases of Appeals to Parlia- 
ment," 5 vols. 1760 ; died April 26, 1794. 

BROWN, Nicholas, an eminent merchant, of 
Providence, R. I., died in 1791, patron of the col- 
lege in that place. 

BROWN, Andrew, was in the battles of Lex- 
ington and Bunker-bill ; he settled in Philadel- 
phia, and establisbed the Federal Gazette, and 
died in 1797. 

BROWN, Moses, a brave officer in the navy 
of the United States, died in 1803. 

BROWN Ulysses, Maximilian de, an eminent 
cieneral, in the imperial armies ; he was mortal- 
\y wounded in the battle of Prague, in 1757. 

BROWN, Francis, D. D., a native of New- 
Hampshire, wais pastor of a congregational 
church, In Maine, chosen professor of languages 
in Dartmouth college, and afterwards president 
of that institution ; he died in 1820. 

BROWN, Charles Brockden, a native of 
Pennsylvania, distinguished as holding a high 
rank, among the American novelists, died in 
1810. 

BROWN, Thomas, M. D., professor of moral 
pliitosophy in the university at Edinburgh, and 
•n eminent metaphysician, died in 1820. 

BROWN, Joseph, professor of natural philo- 
sophy, in Brown university, was distinguished 
as a man of profound mathematical and philo- 
sdphical attainments. He died in 1785. 

BROWN, George, archbishop of Dublin, and 
the first prelate who embraced the reformation 
in Ireland, was originally an Austin friar, of 
London, and afterwards became provincial of 
the Austin monks, in England. Alter reading 
some of Luther's writings, he began to incul- 
cate into the people,'that tliey ought to make 
their application solely to Christ, and not to the 
Virgin Mary, or the saints. This recommended 
him to Henry VIII., who promoted him, in 
March 1534-5, to the archbishoprick of Dublin. 
He was deprived of his archbishoprick in 1554, 
the first of queen Mar}', under pretence of his 
Deing married, but, in truth, on account of his 
zeal in promoting .the reformation, and died 
about the year 1556. 

BROWNE, William, an English poet, bom at 
Tavistock, in Devonshire, died 1G45.— An edi- 
tion of his works, which were become extreme- 
ly scarce, was published in 1773, in three smaH 
volumes; the principal article in which, is 
*' Britannia's Pastorals.'* 

BROWNE, Sir Thomas, an eminent writer, 
and physician, bom in Cbeapside, 1605. His 
most celebrated piece, called " Religio Medici,** 
the Religion of a Piiysician, was published in 
1635. In 1646, he wrote his " Treatise on Vul- 
gar Errors.'* Wood informs us, that his prac- 
uce as a physician, was very extensive, and that 
many patients resorted to him. In 1655, he was

sidans, as a man " virtute et Uteris Qmati«i-4 BROWNE, Patrick, anative of Irdm i took 
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mus,** eminently embellished with literature 
and virtue. He died on his birthday, October 
19,1682. 

BROWNE, Edward, an eminent physician, 
son of the preceding, was bom about 1&12, and 
died in August, 1708. King Charles U., whose 
physician he was, said of him, that " he was 
as learned as any of the college, (of which he 
died president,} and as well breid as any at 
court.^* 

BROWNE, Simon, a dissenting minister, of 
uncommon talents, born at Shepton Mallet, In • 
Somersetshire, in 1680. Groundatl, and excell- 
ing, in grammatical leaming, he early became 
qualified for the ministry, and actually began to 
preach before be was 20. But the death of his 
wife and'only son, which happened in 1723, af- 
fected him so as to deprive him of his reason j 
and he became, from that time, lost to himself, 
to his family, and to the world : he sunk into a - 
settled melancholy, quitted the duties of his 
function, and would not be persuaded to join in 
any act of worship, public or private. He died 
in 1732. 

BROWNE, Peter, bishop of Cork : in the pa- 
lace of which See he died, in 1735, after having 
distinguished himself by some writings; the 
liest known of which is, " The Progress, Ex- 
tent, and Limits of the Human Understanding.*' 
BROWNE, Isaac Hawkins, an ingenious 
.English poet, bora at Burton-upon-Trcnt, Staf. 
fordshire, Jan. 21, 1705-6. His " Pipe of Tobac- 
co,** an imitation of Cibber, Ambrose Philips, 
Thomson, Young, Pope, and Swift, who were 
then all living, is well known, and is reckoned' 
one of the most pleasing and popular of his per- 
formances, in 1754, lie published what has 
been deemed his capital work, " De Animi Im- 
mortalitate," in two books. The universal ap- 
plause and popularity of this poem, produced 
several Enplish translations of it, in a very 
short time ; the best- of which is that by Sonnte 
Jenyns, esq., printed in his " Miscellanirs." 
Another translation, by ihe Pev. Mr. Leltice, 
was published in 17D5. Mr. Browne died 14tli' 
Feb. nco. 

BROWNE, Sir William, a physician, (and 
some time president of the college,) distinguish 
ed by many lively essays, both in prose and 
verse, in Latin and in English, died March 10, 
1774. The active part taken by Sir William 
Browne, in the contest with the licentiates, oc- 
casioned his being introduced by Mr. Foote In 
bis " Devil upon Two Sticks.** Upon Foote*s 
exact representation of him i^ith his identical 
wig and coat, tall figure, and glass stifly applied 
to his eye, lie sent him a card, complimenting 
Foote on having so happily represented him ; 
hut, as he had forgot his mulf, he had sent him 
his own. This good-natured method of resent- 
ing, efl^eetually disarmed the mimic. 

BROWNE, John, a painter, of very conside- 
rable estimation in Scotland, died Sept. 13, 1787. 
Mr. Browne was author of " An Essay on the 
[Music of the Opera." 

BROWNE, Artlnir, episcopal minister at 
Portsmouth, N. H., died in 1773. 

BROWNE, Arthur, born in Newport, R. L, 
educated in Ireland, made professor ok Greek 
in Trinity college, Dublin, 1805. 

BROWNE, Sir Anthony, born In Essex, made 
seii^ant at law, in Mary*s reign, a vie ..Dt pa- 
pist ; he favoured the succession of Mar», queen 
of Scots. 

BROWNE, Edward, an English dir «* fWO 
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kift degree of M. D., at Lcyden ; resided some 
fears in the West Indies, and published a his- 
tory of Jamaica, &c., in 1756. 

BROWN VVRIG, Ralph, was nominated bi- 
shop of Exeter, in 1G41. He once t»oid!y ad- 
vised Cromwell to restore Charles IL to his 
throne. 

BRUCE, Robert, a celebrated Scotch sencral 
who was elected king, in 130!}, and was «on«i- 
dered as the deliverer of his country, at that 
time in subjection to Edward I.j of England, 
and labouring under many oppressions. In J314, 
Robert defeated the English army, and gained 
f he famous battle of Bannock's Burn ; the Eng- 
lish forces, according to the Scotch historians, 
consisted of 200,000 men, commanded by Ed- 
ward 11., and Bruce liad but 30,000. Of the 
English, 50,000 were slain, and 30,000 taken 
prisoners. In the reign of Edward III., lie 
made reprisals in England; and surprised that 
monarch in his tent, who narrowly escaped be- 
ing taken prisoner; and obliged him, in 13-28, to 
sign a treaty of peace, in\vhic!i he renounced 
All right and title to Scotland, for himself and 
his heirs. Bruce died in 1329. 

BRUCE, Michael, an elvgant Scotch poet, 
born at Kinnesswood, 1740, died 1757, leaving 
Behind him many beautiful poems, which were 

Eublished, with others, in a volume, at Edin- 
urgh, 1770. 

BRUCE, Jamte, of Kinnaird, near Falkirk, 
in Scotland, a celebrated traveller into Abyssi- 
nia ; who, after having encountered innumera- 
ble perils in distant regions, in search of the 
source of the river Nile, met an untimely death 
by a fall down a staircase, at bis seat, at Kin- 
naird, April, 1794. The account of his travels, 
which occupied a space of near 6 years, from 
1768 to 1773, was published in five vols. 4to, 
1790, and abounds with events so extraordbiary, 
and presents instances of perseverance and in- 
trepidity, so wonderful, that were it the produc- 
tion of a man whose character was less dispu- 
table, it would appear to be the fabrication of a 
romantic brain. From the discoveries of Mr. 
Bruce, however, geography has received mate- 
rial improvements; and, that natural history 
has acquired new and valuable information, is 
attested by the celebrated French naturalist, the 
count de Buffon, in an advertisement prefixed 
to the 3d volume of his History of Birds. 

BRUCIOLI, Anthony, {i native of Florence, 
banished for opposing the house of Medicis ; 
he translated the Bible into Italian, in 1532. 

BRUCKER, John James, author of Historia 
Critica Philosophis, &c. ; member of the acade- 
my of sciences, at Beriin, died in 1770. 

BRUERE, Charies de la, a French writer, 
possessed wit and genius, died in 1754. 

BRUEYS, David Augustin, a French writer, 
of singular history and character, was born at 
AiZf in 1650, and trained in Calvinism and con- 
troversy ; but his airy spirit not rightlv accomo- 
dating itself to serious works, he quitted theo- 
logy for the theatre. He died at Montpelier, in 
1733, and all his dramatic pieces were collected, 
1735, in three vols. 12mo. 

BRUGES, John of. See VANEYCK. 

BRUGIANTINO, Vincent, an Italian poet 
of inferior merit, in the 16th century. 

BRUGUIERESJobn William, a botanist and 
mineraloffist.a native of MontpeUer,died in 1799. 

BRUGNATELLIS, Lewis, M. D., a distin- 
fUished physician and chymist, and professor 
of -^hymistry and medicine, in the university at 
P^Tia, bit native place, died in 1818. 



BRUHIER, d'Ablaincourt, Jean Jaquct, a 
prolific writer, and ingenious phjrsician of Beau- 
vaJs, died in 1756. 

BRUIN, John de, an insrenious professor of 
philosophy and mathematics at Utrecht, died in 
1675. 

BRUIX, Chevalier de, a French writer, dis- 
tingui:ilied for his easy, elepant, and facetious 
powers of diction, died in 1780. 

BRULART, Nicholas, a Frenchman, emi- 
nent for his services in diplomatic, and political 
affairs under Henry IV. 

BRULART, Fabio, a bishop of Soissons, an- 
thor^ of some treatis^ on eloquence, Ate., died 

BRULEFER, Stephen, an ecclesiastic of St 
Maloes, autiior of some learned treatises, in the 
15th century. 

BRUMOY,Peter,a very distingutehed French- 
man, born at Rouen, in 1688, died 1742, after 
having signalised himself by his literary pro- 
ductions; the chief of which is, " Le Theatre 
des Grecs, &c.*' or " Theatre of the Greeks, 
containing translations of Greek Tragedies, with 
discourses and remarks upon the Greek Thea- 
tre," 3 vols. 4to. 

BRUN, Charles le, an illustrious French 
painter, of Scottish extraction, bom 1619. Bis 
father was a statuary by profession. It Is re- 
ported, that at three years of age, he drew fi- 
gures with charcoal: and at twelve, he drew 
the picture of his uncle so well, that It still pass- 
es for a fine piece. He was author of a curious 
treaCise " Or Physiognomy ;" and of another, 
" Of the Characters of the Passions ;'* and died 
in 1690. 

BRUN, Anthonv, a native of Dole, a politi- 
cian and ambassador, died in 1654. 

^BRUN, Lawrence le, an ecclesiastic of 
Nantes, wrote Virgilius Chriptianus, fcc, and 
died in 1653. 

BRUN, Jean Baptist le, a French writer, died 
In 1731. 

BRUN, Anthony Lewis, a French poet, of 
inferior note, died in 1743. 

BRUN, WiUiam le, a Jesuit, author of a 
Latin and French dictionary, died in 1758. 

BRUN, Peter le, a native of Provence, au- 
thor of some works of merit, an ecclesiastic, 
died in 1720. 

BRUNCK, Richard Philip Frederick, a cele- 
brated scholar and writer, of Strasburg, died ia 
1803. 

BRUNEHAUT, a daughter of Atbanagild, 
king of the Visigoths, married Sigel>ert I., king 
of Austrasia, 508. 

BRUNELLSCHI, Philip a native of Florence, 
originally a-clockmaker, after wamis distinguish- 
ed for his knowledge of architecture, died in 
1444. 

BRUNET, John Lewis, a native of Provence, 
an able writer on ecclesiastical afl^airs, bom in 
1717. 

BRUNETTO, Latini, a poet and historian 
of Florence, died in 1295. 

BRUNI, Anthony, an Italian poet, in the ser- 
vice of the duke d*Urbino, died in 1635. 

BRUNNER, John Conrad, a learned physi- 
cian of Switzeriand, author of several treatises 
on medicine, in Latin, died in 1727. 

BRUNO, a Romish saint, founder of the 
Chartreuse, died in 1101. 

BRUNO, Jordano, a native of Nola, the friend 
of Philip Sidney, and Fulke Greville, he was 
an atheist, and was burnt at the stake, Ai 16C0. 

BRUNSFELD, Otho, a physician, bora at 
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MetB, wbo embraced tbe opinloiu of Luther, 
died in 1534. 

BRUNSWICK, prince Leopold of, son of the; 
then reigning duke. Having gone upon tlio; 
waters at Frankfort, upon the Oder, on the 27th 
of April, 1785, to relieve the inhabitants of a 
village that was overflowed, the boat overset, 
and his royal highness was drowned ; thus dy- 
ing, as he had lived, in the highest exercise of 
humanity. 

BRUNTON, Mary, a native of one of the 
Orkney islands, and wife of Dr. Alexander 
Brunton, minister at Edinburgh, authoress of 
" Self Control," " Discipline," &.C., died in 
18]8. 

BRUSCHIUS, Caspar, a Latin historian and 
poet of Bohemia, died in 1559. 

BRUSONI, Domitius, author of a facetious 
treatise, called " Speculum Mundi," edited at 
Rome, in 1518. 

BRUSONI, Jerome, a Venetian writer, died 
in 1680. 

BRUTUS, a brother of Ascanius, said to have 
settled in Albion, to which he gave the name 
of Britain, soon after the Trojan war. 

BRUTUS, Lucius Junius, the avenger of the 
rape of Lucretia, and founder of the Roman re- 
public, flourished 509 B. C. 

BRUTUS, Marcus, a brave general, but blind 
politician, who hastened the ruin of the Roman 
republic, by the assassination of Julius Cssar. 
He slew himself 42 B. C. 

BRUTUS, John Michael, a very learned Ve- 
netian, bom about 1518, was author of a " His- 
tory of Florence," printed at Lyons, in 1502. 

BRUTUS, Dccimus Albinus, conspired with 
bis relation, Marcus Brutus, against his benefac- 
tor, Julius Cffisar. 

BRUTUS, John, an ecclesiastic of Paris, died 
in 1762. 

BRUYERfi, John dc la. a celebrated French 
author, bom at Dourdan, in 1644, wrote " Cha- 
racters," and described the manners of his age, 
|n imitation of Theophrastus ; which characters 
were not always imaginary, but descriptive of 
real persons. He died in 1606. 

BRtJYN, Cornelhis, a painter, bora at the 



Hague, published an account of his travels, the 
best edition is that of Rouen. 1725. 

BRUYS, Francis, born at Serrieres, published 
a history of the popes ; he died in 1738. 

BRtTYS, Peter de, founder of the sect, called 
Fetro-Bruissians, a native of Languedoc, was 
burnt alive in 1130. 

BRUZEN, de la Martinicle, Anthony Augus- 
tine, educated at Paris, under the famous Rich- 
ard Simon, his uncle, and died in 1749. 

BRY, Theodore de, a painter and engraver, 
died at Frankfort, on the Maine, in 1598. 

BRYAN, Francis, or Briant, an Englishman, 
accompanied lord Surrey, the English admiral, 
against France, in 1532, and was knighted for 
bis bravery. 

BRYAN, George, a native of Ireland, emi-| 
grated to Pennsylvania; delegate to congress in[ 
1765 ; and afterwards governor of Pennsylvania;' 
he died in 1791. I 

BRYANT, Jacob, a learned writer on ancient 
history and mythologv* was bora at Plymouth,' 
1715, and^ediicated at Eton ; whence he proceed-, 
^ to King's College, Cambridge. He devoted his' 
Whole life to learned research ; and the constant 
result of his labours was, to settle him firmly in a 
conviction of the trath of the Christian faith.; 

^Though belonging to the lay part of the com-| 

ipunity, his efforts in the cause of religion, were ,ted into every European language. It drew upon 
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as unceasing as they were satisfactoiTv )lia 
studies were chiefly directed to one object, the 
developement and establishment of universal 
tmUi ; which he knew could only be effected 
by removing the doubts of the sceptic, and soft- 
ening the heart of the infidel. To tliis end be 
bent all his learning and powers. His first avow- 
ed publication, was a quarto volume, which ap- 
peared in 1767, entitled " Observations and In- 
quiries relating to various parts of Ancient His- 
tory, &c., with an account of Egypt, in its most 
eariy stote, and of tlie Shepherd Kings." Tbe 
next was his immortal work, in 3 vols. 4to, 1774, 
1776, called " A New Sy&teni, or an Aiialys^is 
of Ancient Mythology; wherein an attempt is 
made to divest Tradition of Fable, and to re- 
duce Truth to its original Purity." He also pub- 
lished " A Treatise on the Authenticity of the 
Scriptures, and the Truth of the Christian Reli- 
gion," 8vo, 1792. One of the latest of his nu- 
merous works, was " A Dissertation concerning 
the War of Troy, and the expedition of the 
Grecians, as described by Homer; professing to 
show that no such expedition was ever under- 
taken, and that no such citv in Phrygia exist- 
ed," 4to, 1796. Mr. Brjant died of a mortifica- 
tion in his leg, occasioned by a razure Dsainst a 
chair, in reaching a book from a shelf, in hit 
89th year, at Cypeuhain, near Windsor, Nov. 
14, 1804. 

BRYCHAN, one of the Irish kings, father of 
one of the three holy families of Britain, died 
in 450. 

!, Patrick, author of a " Tour 
tl ' and Malta," and of some papen 

ii tphiral Transactions, died in Uer- 

« ne 19, 1818. 

S, Niccphorus, the husband of 
A I, refused the throne of Constan- 

tl led in 1137. 

.^w^, ^..».^e, a leamed English antiquary. 
In the reign of James I., he was appointed mas- 
ter of the revels ; on which art he wrote a trea- 
tise. He was the first vindicator of Richard m., 
and published *' The Great Plantagenet,*' a his- 
torical poem, in 1635. 

BUCER, Martin, bora \n 1491, at Schelstadt. 
a town of Alsace. He is looked upon as one of 
the first authors of the reformation at Stras- 
burgh, where he taught divhiity for twenty 
years, and was one of the ministers of the town, 
in 1548, Cranmer, archbishop of Canterbury, 
gave him an invitation to come over to England, 
which he readily accepted. In 1549, a handsome 
apartment was assigned him in the university 
of Cambridge, and a salary to teach theology. 
He died in 1551, and was buried at Cambridge. 
BUCHAN, £l8})eth, or Elizabeth, a modem 
fanatic, her followers were called Buchanites ; 
they travelled through several parts of Scotland ; 
their doctrines were extremely fhscinating to the 
vulgar. Mrs. Buchan died in 1791. 

BUCHAN, Dr. William, an eminent physi- 
cian, and medical writer, born at the village of 
Ankrum, in Roxburghshire, 1729, was educated 
at the grammar school of Jedburgh, and afler- 
wards matriculated at the university of Edin- 
burgh, with a view to the clerical profession: 
but he preferred that of physic, which ne pursued 
through life. In 1771, appeared his well-known 
work, entitled "Domestic Medicine," which ha* 
had a degree of success not equalled, perhaps, 
by any other book in the English language, hav- 
ing passed through above twenty editions, (of 
we believe 5000 or 6000 naeh,) and l>cen transla- 
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BUDD^US, John Francia, succeuively pro^ 
feMor of Coburg Halle and J^na, eminent foi 
dearnesf. Judgment, and taste, died in TtSQ. 

BUDGELL, Eustace, a very ingenious and 
entertaining writer, bom at St. Tbomas, neai 
Exeter, 1685. He was concerned witb Steele 
and Addison in writing tbe Tattler. Tbe Spec- 
tator beinc set on foot in 1710-]!, Mr. Budgell 
had likewise a sbare with them, all tbe papers 
marked with an X. being written by blm : as 
was indeed the whole 8tE volume by Addison 
and himself, without the assistance of Steele. 
Upon the laying down of tbe Spectator, tbe 
Guardian was set up ; and in this work our au~ 
thor had a baud alone witb Addison and Steele. 
In the preftice, it is said, that those papers marked 
witb an asterisk were written by Mr. Budgell. 
In the latter part of his life, after having served 
the <^ce of under-secretary of state, and held 
other high situations in the government of Ire- 
land, be returned to England, where be became 
involved in law-suits, which reduced him to a 
very unhappy situation. On the 4th of Hay, 
1737, be took a boat at Somerset stairs, alter 
filling his pockets with stones, and ordered the 
waterman to shoot London bridge ; but while 
the boat was going under, he threw himself into 
the river, where he perished immediately. ITpon 
his bureau was found a slip of paper, on which 
were written these words: 

" What Cato did, and Addison approv'di 
" Cannot be wrong." 

BUELL, Samuel, D. D., a preebyterian mini*- 
ter on Long Island, much distinguished for his 
piety, died in 1798. 

BlJFALMACO,Bonamico, an eminent Italian 
painter, who died in 1340. He was the first who 
put labels with sentences into the mouths of his 
figures; since followed by had masters, but more 
frequently in caricature engravings. 

Buffet, Margaret, a Parisian lady, virrote 
an interesting eulogy on learned women, &c. 

BUFFIER, Claude, a French writer, chiefly 
on belles lettres, bom in Poland, 1C61, died 1737. 
There are many works of this author, which 
show deep penetration, and accurate judgment : 
the principal of which is, "Un Cours des Scien 
ces,^' tec. that is, " A Course of Sciences upon 
principles new and simple, in order to form Lan- 
guage, the Understanding, and tbe Heart, 1732,** 
in folio. 

BUFFON, George le Clerc, count de, lord of 
Montbard, marquis of Bougemont. viscount of 
Quincy, Intendant of the French king's gardens 
and cabinets of Natural History, was one of the 
most eleeant writers in France, in point of style ; 
a man of uncommon genius, and surprising elo- 
quence, and the most astonishing interpreter of 
nature that perhaps ever existed. He was bora 
at Montbard, in Burgundy, September 7, 1707, 
and died April 16, 178B. His writings en " Na 
tural History'* arc invaluable, and will perpetu- 
ate his name. 

BUGENHAGEN, John, a native of Pomera- 
uia, the adversary, and afterwards the friend 
and missionary of Luther, died in 1558. 

BUGIARDINI, Julinno, a painter 6fFIorence| 
esteemed by Michael Angelo, died in 1556. 

BUISTER, Philip, a sculptor, of Brussels, 
died in 1688. 

BUKERTOP, Henry de, an ecclesiastic, of 
Antwerp, who wrote various works of contro- 

rsy, died In 1716 

BUKHABI, a learned Arabian of Mecca, 
muthor of a book containing traditions on the 
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blni. however, tbe dkdike and persecution of 
the fees liberal part of the faculty ; but when it 
to-comidered, that the intention of its publica- 

Soa was not to supersede the use of a physi- 
ian, but to supply his place in situations where 
nedical assistance could not be easily obtained, 
and to render tbe medical art more extensively 
beneficial to mankind, the jealousies and fears 
of the faculty were surely unbecoming the pro- 
fessors of a liberal science. Dr. Buchan publish- 
ed several other medical works, and died in Per- 



cy-street. Qzford-road, Feb. 25, 1805. 

BUCHANAN, Claudius, D. D., of Queen's 
College, Cambridge, M. A., 1796. In Scriptural 
eradition, he had very few superiors. Deeply 
versed in the Oriental languages, he conceived 
that be should best promote the honour of God, 
and the happiness of mankind, by enabling 
** every roan to read the Holy Scriptures*' in his 
own tongue. He died at Broxboume, Herts, 
Feb. 9, 1815, while employed in superintending 
an edition of the Scriptures for the use of the 
Syrian Christians. 

BUCHANAN, George, an eminent poet and 
historian, bora near Kellerae, in the shire of 
Lenox, in Scotland, in 1506. He was tutor to 
James I., of England, and employed the last 12 
or 13 years of his life in writing the history of 
his countrv; in which he happily united the 
fbree and brevity of Sallust, with the perspi- 
cuity and elegance of Livy. He died at Edin- 
burgh, Sept. 28, 1582. Sir James Melvil, who 
was of the opposite party to him, and therefore 
caimot be supposed to be partial in his favour, tells 
us. that Buchanan " was a stoic philosopher, 
who looked not far before him ; a man of notable 
endowments for his learning and knowledge in 
Latin poetry; much honoured In other coun- 
tries, pleasant in conversation, rehearsing at all 
occasionsL moralities, short and instructive, 
whereof he had abundance, inventing where 
he wanted.** Dr. Buraa, in his " History of the 
Reformation,** says of him, " he is justly reckon- 
ed the greatest and best of our modern writers.'^ 

BUCHNER, Augustus, professor of poetry 
and eloquence, at Wittemberg, died In 1661. 

BUCHOLTZER, Abraham, pastor at Fries- 
tadt, author of a valuable work entitled " Index 
Chronologicus Utriusque TestamentL** He died 
in 1584. 

BUCKELDIUS, William, a native of Voider; 
he invented an ingenious mode of curing her- 
rines with salt, and died in 1449. 
BUCKERIDGE, John, bora near Marlborough, 
preached before King James at Hampton-court, 
and was made bishop of Rochester, in 1611. 

BUCKHOLD, John, a butcher, of Leyden, 
headed the fanatical mob of anabaptists at Mun- 
•ter : he was put to death in 1536. 

BUCKINGHAM. See VILLIERS and SHEF- 
FIELD. 

BUCKINGHAM, Thomas, one of the most 
eminent ministers in Connecticut, settled in 
Hartford ; he died in 1731. 

BUCKMINSTER, Joseph Stevens, a native 
of Portsmouth, New-Hampehire, was a distin- 
guished and eloquent preacher, of Brittle-street 
church, Boston, and lecturer on Biblical criti- 
cism at Harvard College; be died In 1812. 

3UCaU£T, John Michael Baptist, a physl- 
eian. of Paris, died in 1780, a victim to excessive 
SNiltcation. 

BUDiEUS, William, a critic and commenta- 
tor on Greek and Latin authors, bom at Paris, 
1467, Jied 1540. Erasmus called him " Porten- 
' The Prodigy of France. 
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nabomtMiaii religion, died ia 356 of the be- 
fira. 

BULKLEY, Peter, first minister of Ck>iicord, 
Ifaiisachuseus, died in 1659. He was an excel- 
lent scliolar, and publiitlicd the " Gospel cove- 
Bant opened.'* 

BULKLEY, John, son of Pet^r Bulkley, prac- 
tised physic in England ; he died in 1689. 

BULKLEY, Genthoin, an eminent minister 
of New-London, Connecticut, afterwards of 
WeathersfiuM, died in 1713, distinguished for 
bis knowledge of chymistry and languages. 

BULKLEY, John, first minister of Colches- 
ter, Connecticut, died in 1731 : classed by Dr. 
Chauncy amon| the three most eminent for 
strength of genius, whom New-England bad 
produced. 

BULL, John, a celebrated musician, bom in 
Somersetshire, 1563. He w^ greatly admired 
for bis fine band upon the organ, as well as for 
bis compositions. Upon the establishment of 
Gresliam College, be was chosen the first pro- 
fessor of music there ; and, not being able to 
speak liatin, was permitted to deliver his lec- 
tures in English. It is^uuceriain where or when 
be died; but there is a picture of him yet re- 
maining in the music-school alS^ford. 

BULL, George, bishop of St. Da^^'s, a very 
eminent writer and preaclier, born at Wells, 
Bnniensetshire, March 33, 1C34, died February 
17, 1703. 

BULL, William, speaker of the assembly, and 
lieutenant-eovernor of the colony of South Ca- 
rolina, died in 1755. 

BULL, William, M. D., a physician, die first 
American who obtained a degree in medicine ; 
he died in 1791. 

BULL, Henry, n native of Great Britain, came 
to New-England, and with several others, settled 
at Newport, Rhode Island. He was afterwards 
governor of the colony, and died in 1G93. 

BULLER, Francis, an English Judge, pub- 
lished an introduction to the law of Nisi Prius, 
and died in 1800. 

BULLET, John Baptist, dean of the univer- 
sity of Besaneon, bis works are learned and 
useful, but display neither grace of diction, nor 
elegance of style, he died in 1775. 

BULLEYN, William, a very learned physi 
cian and botanist, born in the Isle of Ely. about 
the beginning of the reign of Henry VUI., died 
1576. 

BULLI ALDUS, Ismael, an astronomer, bom 
In the Isle of France, died in 1694. 

BULLIARD, N., a Fiencb botanist of emi- 
nence, died in 1793. 

BULLINGER, Henry, a celebrated contro- 
irersial divine, of Zuricli, in Switzerland, in tlie 
16th cenuiry. 

BULLOCK, Archibald, of Georgia, was a 
member of the first American Congress, during 
the memorable year 1776. He died the year 
Tollowing. 

BULLOCK, Christopher, an eminent English 
actor of low comedy, and author of two come- 
dies and four farceiu died 1731. 

BULTEAU, Louis, a native of Rouen, suc- 
ceeded his uncle as secretary to the Frencli king, 
and wrote an abridged history of the Benedic- 
tine order. He died in 1693. 

BULWBR, John, an English physician, of 
the 16tb century, author of several works on 
phvstognomy, 4bc. 

BUNEL, Peter, a native of Toulouse, distin- 
guished as a correct writer of the Latin lan- 
guage, died in 1546. 
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BUNEL, Jacob, a naUve of Blois, 1558, emi. 
nent as a painter. 

BUNEL, William, a physician of Toulouse, 
published in 1513, a treatise on the plague. 

BUNNICKy John, aFlemisbpainter, excelled 
in historical pieces, died in 1737 His brother 
Jacob was eminent in the representation of sea 
battles. 

BUNON, Robert, an eminent dentist at Paris, 
died in 1748. 

BUN Y AN, John, author of the justly admir- 
ed allegory of the " Pilgrim's Progress," was 
bom at Elstow, near Bedford, 1638. His parents, 
though very mean, took care to give him that 
learning which was suitable to their condition, 
bringing him up to read and write : he quickly 
forgot both, abandoning himself to all manner 
of wickedness; but not without frequent checks 
of conscience. One day, beine at play with bis 
companions, (the writer of his life tells us), a 
voice suddenly darted from heaven into his soul, '. 
saying, *■'■ Wilt thou leave thy sins and go te 
heaven, or liave thy sins and go to hell ?'* This 
put him into such a consternation, that he im- 
mediately leftthis sport, and looking to heaveni 
thought he saw the Lord Jesus, looking dowt 
upon him, as one highly displeased with him, 
und threatening him with some grievous punish- 
ment for liis ungodly practices. At anotbei 
time, while be was belching out oaths, he wai 
severely reproved by a woman, who was herself 
a notorious sinner. This coming from a woman 
whom he knew to bo very wicked, filled hira 
with secret shame, and made him from that 
time very much refrain from it. His father 
brought him up to his own business, which was 
that of a tinker. Being a soldier in the parlia- 
ment army, at the siege of Leicester, in 1645, 
he was drawn out to stand sentinel ; but an 
other soldier of liis company desired to take his 
place, to which he agreed, and thereby escaped 
being shot by a musket ball, which took off his 
comrade. About 1655 he was admitted a mem- 
ber of a Baptist congregation at Bedford, and 
soon after chosen their preacher. In 1660, being 
convicted at the session of holding unlawful as- 
semblies and conventicles, he was sentenced to 
perpetual banishment, and in the mean time 
committed to gaol, from which he was dis- 
charged, after a confinement of 13 years and 
a half, by the compassionate interposition of Dr.* 
Barlow, bishop of Lincoln. During his im- 
pri;Mnment he wrote many of liis tracts. After- 
wards, being at liberty, be travelled into several 
parts of England, to visit and confirm the breth- 
ren, which procured iiim the epithet of bishop 
Uunyan. When the declaration of James II. 
for liberty of conscience was published, he, by 
the contribution of his followers, built a meet- 
ing-house in Bedford, and preached constantly 
to a numerous audience. Ho di^ in London, 
of a fever, 1688. 

BUOMMATEI, Benedict, an ecclesiastic of 
Florence, known for his work on the Tuscan 
language, die<l in 1647. 

BUONACORSI, PhUip, called himself Cal- 
limaco Esperiente, he fi as suspected of formhtg 
a conspiracy against Paul II., and settled in Po- 
land. He wrote a life of Attila, &c. and died in 
1496. 

BUONACORSI, or PERRIN DEL VAGO, 
an eminent painter, of Tuscany, suckled by a 
goat, he died 1547. 

BuONAFEDE,. Applano, a native of Com 
acio, bettef known under the names of Appis 
Ameo de Faba, and Agajrfsto Chrofflazauio) 
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known also u a poet and an elegant wriler ; be 
died in 1793. 

BUON A&IICI, Lazanit, became profeesor of 
bellee-leures in tlie Sapienza Collcgtf of Rome ; 
he read lectures on rlietoric at Padua, and died 
in 1553. 

BUONAMICI, Castrado, a native of Lucca, 
at firat devoted bimwlf to tlie clerical profenion, 
but afterwards turned bis attention to arms, 
which he bore in tlie service of the king of 
Naples. He published several valuable works, 
anddiedinl76J. 

BUONAPARTE, Napoleon, emperor of 
France^ yvas bom at Ajmxio, in the island oi 
Ck>rBica, in 1760, and educated at the military 
•clu)ols of Brienne and Paris. He commenced 
bte military career asa lieutenantof artillery,and 
soon afterwards so distinguislied himself at the 
siege of Toulon, and during the civil cont^tions 
ai Paris, that be was promoted to the command 
of the army of Italy ; with which he foiigbt a 
series of battles, and gained a succession of vic- 
tories over the oldest and ablest generals of Eu- 
rope, which astonished the world, and compel- 
led his enemies to peace. He was for a time 
equally successful in Egypt, but being repulsed 
at the siege ot Acre, by Hit Sidney SmiUi, he 
returned to France, and, in 1709, was appointed 
first consul of the repnblic. During his consul- 
ship, be commanded in the campaign of Italv, 
and gained the glorious battle of Marengo. In 
1604, he was crowned emperor, by tlie Roman 
pontiff. From this time his usual success at- 
tended hfan, and almost all Europe was at bis 
control, until 1813, when he invaded Russia 
with an army of 400,000 men. The destruction 
of Moscow, and the severity of the climate, ut- 
terly ruined his army and compelled him to re- 
treat ; he attempted boldly to retrieve his mis- 
fortunes, but tosing tlie memorable battle of 
U-iipsic, he was driven to France, and compelled 
to abdicate the throne for the so^'ereignty of 
Elba. In less than a year he returned to France, 
and resumed his imperial authority, without 
resistance, his old army joining him witli accla- 
mations. In June following, hostilities again 
commenced between him and the allies ; he lost 
the battle of Waterloo, and terminated his poli- 
tical career. He afterwards retired on board a 
British ship, and was exiled to St. Heleiia,where 
he was kept a prisoner until bis death, in 1821. 
BUONAROTTI, see MICHAEL ANGELO, 
BUONDELMONTE, a young Florentine, in 
the beginning of Uie 13tli century, wlio promised 
to marry a daughter of the family of the Amidei, 
but espoused the more beautiful daughter of the 
Donati . By the intrigues of the slighted fair and 
ber relations, he was murdered. ^Tliis murder 
•et the city in commotion, the quarrel became 
Kencral among the nobility, and the animosity 
lasted manv centuries. 
BUONFIGLIO, Joseph Constant, a Neapoli 
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vourite 3f his countrymen ; he wrote sonnets aoi 
lighter pi<^c<-s, ond died in 1448. 

BUECKHAKDT, John Lewis, naUveof La« 
sanne, celebrated as a traveller in Afric4t 
under the patronage of the African AssociatkNl 
of London, died in 1816. 

BURDON, \v;j|liam, an higenious miscel- 
laneous writer, bom at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
1764, died in I^ndon, May 30, ]8]& Of hit 
works, the best linown are, "Moteriab for 
Thinking," and a " Life and Character of Buo- 
naiwrte.** 

BURE, William de, a bookseller of Paris, 
known for his knowledge of old, curious, and 
valuable books, died Ui 1783. 

BURE, Catherine, a learned lady of Swedes s 
ber Lathi correspondence with another Swedlili 
lady, Vandelaskylte. diiplays elegance of Ian- 
guace, correctness orstyle, 4tc. ; she died in 1879. 

BURETTE. Peter John, a physician of Parlib 
an elegant and polished scholar, died in 1747. 

BURGER, Godfred Augustus, a celebrate4 
German poet, and the writer of that whimsical 
satire, called " Munchausen's Traveb,*' waa 
born at WoUnerswende, in the principally of 
Halberstadt, January 1, 1748, and died at 8tu^ 
gard, June, 1704. 

SURGES, Cornelius, took bis degree of D.P. 
at Oxford ; he was chaplain to Charles L, ah4 
died in 1665. 

BURGH, Ulick de, marquis of Clanricarde, 
author of memoirs relative to the Irish rebelUoOa 
died in 1657. 

BURGH, James, a worthy and ingenious mo- 
ral and political writer, bom at Madderty, in 
Pertlisbire, 1714, died 1775. Of many excellent 
works that he left behind him, " Political Dis- 
quisitions,'' .1 vols., and " Youth's Friendly Mo-, 
nitor," are the best known, and most esteemed. 

BURGOYNE, Rt. Hon. John, a privy-coun- 
sellor of Ireland, lieutenant general in the British 
army, and author of four dramatic pieces, vis. 
"The Heiress," " The Maid of Uie Oaks," "The 
Lord of the Manor," and " Richard Ccpur de li- 
on." He surrendered his whole army to General 
Gates, at Saratoca, during the Auiericau revo- 
lution, and died Aug. 4, 1793 

BURIDAN, John, a French phitosopher, in 
the 14th century. 

BURIGNY, L^ve8quode,a natfveofRbelma, 
wrote a treatise on the authority of the popet^ 
tec. ; he died in 1785. 

BURKE, Edmund, a celebrated orator %n4 
statesman, born in the county of Cork, Ireland, 
Jan. 1, 1730. After staying the usual time at 
the university of Dublin, he went over to Lon<* 
don, and entered himself as a student of tli9 
Middle Temple. Be soon, however, commenced 
political writer ; and, i^o masterly were his style 
and arguments, that his first productions (pub- 
lished Riionymouiily) were universally attributed 
to lord Bolingbnike. His " Philosophical In- 
quiry into the Origin of our Ideas on the Sub- 
lime and BeaMlful" soon made him known to 
the literati ; and he thenceforth became a pubtfe 
man. In 1765, Mr. liurke came into parliament, 
and immediately joined to the character of i 
most elegant writer, that of a most eloquent 
speaker; he died July 8, 1797. 

BURKITT, William, born at Hitcham, 1« 
Northamptonshire, 1650, died 1703. He was m 
pious and charitable man, who wrote sovcr^ 
book8,and among the rest, a "Commentary upon' 
the New-Testament," in the same plain, practi- 
cal, and aflecting manner in which he preached.'

BURROUGII, Edward, a native of West- 
moreland, obtained frmn Charles II. the sus- 
pension of the per8ecuti6n against the quakere 
in New-Encland. 

BURROuGHES, Jeremiah, a nonconformist, 
became preacher of Btepiiey and Cripplegate 
chtirches, and died in 1646. 

nURROUGHB, Geor^, a minister of Salem, 
Mass., one of the victims of the witchcraft de- 
lusion, in 160S. 

BURROW, Sir James, master of the'crown- 
oflke, and some time president of the Royal So- 
ciety, published four volumes of " Reports,** 
and a volume of " Decisions of the Ck>urt of 
King's Bench upon Settlement cases, from 1732 
to 1772, (to which was subjoined " An Essay on 
Pttiictuation,'*) and died Nov. 5, 1782. 

BURT, John, minister of Bristol, R. I., o^- 
dainrd in 1741, died 1775, a sound divine. 

BURTON, Henry, an ecclesiastic, bom at 
Birsall, in Yorlcshire, made B. D. at Oxford,was 
clerit of the closet to prince Henry, and after his 
death, to Charles. His writings are all contro- 
versial, and generally full of invectives. He 
died in 1648. 

BURTON, VVilllam, author of " A Historj' 
of Leicestershire,'* bom at Lindley, in that 
county, in 1575, die<1 in 1645. 

BURTON, Robert, known to the learned by 
the name oU Democritus, junior, was brother 
of the preceding, and Iwra also at Lindley, Feb. 
8, 1576, died Jan. 1639-40. He was a man of 
general learning, a great philosopher, an exact 
mathematician, and (what makes up for the pe- 
culiarity of his character) a very curious calcu- 
lator of nativities. He was extremely studious, 
and of a melancholy turn ; yet an agreeable 
eompanion, and very humorous. " The Anato- 
my of melancholy,*' by Democritus, junior, as 
he calls himself, shows that these seemindy dif- 
ferent qualities were mixed together in his com- 
position. This book was printed first in 4to, 
1621 , afterwards many times in folio, to the great 
profit of the bookseller, who, as Mr. Wood tells 
as, got an estate by it " Burt<m upon Melan- 
eholy,*' says archbishop Herring, (Letters, 1777, 
I3mo,) " is an author the pleasantest, the most 
teamed, and the most full of sterling sense.— 
The wito of queen Anne's Teign, and the begin- 
ning of Geoiige I., were (he adds) not a little 
beholden to him.'* Dr. Ferrlar, in " Memoire 
y( the Literary and Philosophical Society of 
Manchester,*' published 1793, and in ** Illustra- 
tions of Sterne." published 1799, has detected 
in this book the source of many of Sterne's 
most admired writings. See also an able critic 
on this subject, in the Edropean Magazine, for 
Oct. and Nov. 1793. 

BURTON, WiUiam, an excellent critic and 
antiquary, died in 1657. 

BURTON, William, a physician, but better 
known as autlior of " A History of the county 
of York," 2 vols, folio. He was bora at Ripon, 
in 1^97, and died at York, in 1759.* 

BURTON, John, a teamed divine, bom at 
Wembworth, in Devonshire, 1696, died in 1771, 
leaving some Ingenious writings, collected under 
the title of " Opuscula Miscellanea." 

BURTON, Ezekias, prebendary of Norwich, 
eminent for his learning and piety, died in 1681. 
If is diKcourses were published by TillotsoB. 

BURY, Arthur, D. D. at the restoratida. he 



BURY, EUzabeth, daughter of c 
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tics, and the learned langoagM; ibe died is

BURZUIE, a learned Persian pbBoaoplMr. 
and physician. In the reign of Cbonroet, sor- 
named Nuschirvan the Just. 

BUS, Cesar de, a native of Carainoii, aloBel 
for the irregularities of his youth, Inr a piona- 
life, devoted to the reformatkm m" toe cieny^ 
He died in 1607. 

BUSBEaUIUS, or BUSBEC, Aufer Gi8len» 
bom at Commines, a town in Flanders, in 1883. 
In 1554, he was appointed ambassador at Con 
stantinople, where he acquired a perfect know* 
ledge of the state of ttie Ottoman emidre, and 
the true means of attacking it with success ; cm 
which subject he composed a very jodidoiiBdla' 
course, entitled, " De re militari contra Turcam 
instituenda consilium." He died in Oct. 1508. 

BUSBY, Richard, bora at Luttoo, fan Lincotai- 
»hire. 1606. In 1640, he was appointed master 
of Wesuninsier school; and, i^ his skill and 
diligence in tliis most laborious and Important 
office, for the space of 55 years, bred up the- 
greatest number of eminent men In charch 
and state, that ever adomcd at one time any 
age or nation. This great man, after a long ana 
healthy life, the consequence of his chastity, 
sobriety, and temperance, died April 6. 1605, 
aged 89, and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 
He had composed several books for the use of 
his scliool, and had the reputation of being a 
very severe disciplinarian. 

BUSCHETTO DA DALICIIIO, an emfaMOt 
architect and mechanic of the 11th century. 

BUSCH1N6, Dr. Anthony Frederick, an eml* 
nent German, author of " A New Treatise of 
Geography," which has been translated into 
several languages, and particulariy into English, 
in 6 vols. 4to. He died at Berlin, in May, 1793, 
aged 69. 

BUSCKIUS, Herman, a German scholar, 
wrote some Latin poems, and commentaries on 
classical authors, and died in 1534. 

BUSHELL, Thomas, a native of Worcester- 
shire, a zealous royalist, and master of the royal 
mines in Wal€>s, died in 1674. 

BUSLEIDEN, Jerome, a statesman, in the 
service of Charies V., died In 1517. 

BUSSIERE, John de, a leamed Jesuit, aiH 
thorof a history of France, fee, died in 1678. 

BUSSY, Roger Rabutin, count of, a French- 
man, memorable for wit and misfcMtunes, waa 
bora in Burgundy, April 3, 1618. He wrote 
many works, satirical, historical, and moral;- 
but is chiefly known by his " Letters," which 
are much esteemed. He died in 1603. 

BUTE, John, earl of, viscount, and baron 
Mountstuart, &c. Titis nobleman was, in 1763, 
appointed prime minister. The nation being 
nearly exhausted by a long and expensive, 
tliough successfulr war with France, he cdn- 
cIud^M] a peace, and then retired to enjoy a ilfe 
of leamed leisure. He was a lover and encou- 
rager of learning and leamed men, especially 
when genius and respectable character W4a« 
united in the same person. It was on this prin- 
ciple that he asked and obtained of his majesty 
a pension of 3002. a year for Dr. Johnson. 
Among many instances of his love to the arts, 
the carl of Bute printed, at his own expense, m 
botanical work, in 9 4to. vols., of plants apper- 
taining only to England. Only 19 copies wer« 
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MkMtd ; th» expenw of which aoiouiued to 
MNK. Copies were preiented to the qaAen, to 
<wlrt» dotcfaeM of Portland, M. de Buflbn, lady 
1 MackeiuEie, lady Banks, and lord Mount- 
U Those remaining were reserved for le- 
facies, and the plates were destroyed. His lord- 
M^ «ed March 10, 1793. 

BUTLER, WUUam, a physician, bom at Ips- 
wIcIl Sonne anecdotes are recorded of him,

«sd in 1618. 

BUTLER, Charles, a native of Hampshire, 
•athor of a popular work on bees, called the 
ftninine monarchy, Itc., died in 1647. 

BUTLER, Samuel, aiioet of a very singular 
cast, born at Strenshsim, in Worcestershire, 
161S. He lived some time, (though it is not 
laown in what capacity,) with Sir Samuel 
iMke, a. gentleman of an ancient family in Bed- 
Ibcdshire, and a famous commander under OU- 
mr Cromwell. While he resided in this gentle- 
■nn*s family, it is generally supposed that he 
alanoed, if he did not write, the celebrated 
^ Hndibras ;** under which character it is 
thought he intended to ridicule that Icnighu 
When thb poem became Icnown, it was neces- 
arllv admired: the king quoted, the courtiers 
tfiidied. and the whole party of the royalists 
applauded it.

His deep learning and com- 
mhrasive mind appear sufficiently in his writ- 
tats, particularly in a work entitled, " The 
Aaalogy c^ Religion, natural and revealed, to 
the constitution ami course of Nature." He 
«M in 1753. 

BUTLER, Thomas, earl of Ossory, son of the 
freceding, was oonflned in the tower eight 
■MDths by Cromwell. After the restoration, 
he abashed Shaftsbury, by an exertion of his 
powers, in the vindication of his father. He 
2^ in 1680. 

BUTLER. Alban, a Roman catholic, director 
«r the English College of St. Omer's, died in 
1783. 

BUTLER, Richard, a brave officer during the 
war of the revolutioii, killed at the defeat of 
Omeral St. Clair, in 179L 

BUTLER, Thomas, a brave officer in the re- 
volutionary war. In 1707, he commanded in 
Traaessee, and brought the Indian war to a suo- 
Misful termination. He died in 1805. 

BUTT, George, D. D., an Eoiiisb divine, ao- 
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quired some distinction as a poet. He pubUshed 
a volume of sermons, and died in 179S. 

BUTTS, Sir WiUiam, a physician to Henry 
Vni., one of the founders of the Royal College 
Df Physicians. 

BUXTON, Jedediah, a man of most extraor- 
dinary natural talents for calculation, born at 
Elmeton, a village in Derbyshire, 1705. He was 
never taught to read or write ; but could, by the 
force of memory, solve in a very short time the 
most complicated questions respecting the mul- 
tiplication, divisi<m, reduction, Ace., of figures ; 
yet, beyond mere calculation, his ideas were 
hardly above those of infancy. He died about 
1775. 

T, John, the name of two learned 
Hebrew at Basil, father and son, 
red a plaCfe among tliose of the first 
kinicui learning.

'F, John, nephew of the preceding, 
succeeded him in the OrieiiUil chair of Basil, 
and was esteemed for his extensive erudititm.

He 
was father of the unfortunate admiral John 
Byng, who, after having given many proofs of 
courage, was, on a duUous sentence for neglect 
of duty, shot at Portsmouth, Alarch 14, 1757.

BYNKERSHOEK, Coroelius Van, professor 
of law at Leyden, Aic, author of Observations 
on the Roman Laws, Aic, died in 1743. 

BYRD, William, a native of Virghiia, died 
about the middle or the last century. He col- 
lected a very large and valuable Ubrary. 

BYR6E, Justus, an ingenious mathematician 
and instrument-maker in France, flourished at 
the end of the 16th century. 

BYRNE, WUliam. a very distinguished land- 
Bcape engiaver. His best performances are, 
The Antiquities of Great Britain, after Hearne; 
ViewBof the Lakes after Farington; and Smith's 
Scenery of Italy. His chief excellence consist- 
ing in hhi aerial perspeoive, and the general 
enect of his chiaro-oscuro, be was more agreea> 
Uy and m(M« beneficially employed in finfaihing 
than in etching ; and hence lie generally worked 
in conjunction with his pupils; to whom his 
strong recommendation was, to study nature, 
Vivares, and the best wamples of the Preach 
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Aaions tiM pupils of Mr. Bvnie, W9 
know no on* who bas done more credit either 
to bie instmcter in the art, or to himself, than 
Mr. Landseer, engraver to bis late majesty. Mr, 
Byrne died September 24, 1805. aged G3. 

B YROM, Jobn, a poetical wrttcr,and imrenter 
of a new system of sbort-hand, bom at Kersal, 
Bear Manchester, 1601, died in 1763. 

BYRON, Lord George Gordon, an Engliafa 
•obleman, distinguished as tlie greatest poet of 
tne age in which be lived, author of " Cliikle 
Harold,** " Don Juan,** and other poems, died 
at Miasolonghi, while assisting the Greeks in 
their gloriou» struggle for freedom, in April, 

BYTHNER, Victorinus, a native of Poland, 
eminent for bis knowledge of Hebrew, died iu 
1664. 

BZOVIUS, Abraham, a learned Polander. 
The chief of bis works is, " A Continuation of 
Baronius' Aiuials from 1108 to 1573.** He died 
kil637. 
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CAB, Ben Zohair, an Arabian poet, the oppo- 
nent, and afterwards the friend, of Mahomet ; 
died ill the first year of the begira. 

CABADE8, or COBAD, a king of Persia, de- 
posed, but uAerwards recovered his autiiority, 
which be left to his son in 531. 

CAB ANIS, Peter John George, a French phy- 
rician, the associate of Mirabeau, and one of the 
council of 500 during the revolution, died in 
1808. 

CABAS1LAS, Nibis, archbishop of Thesn- 
lonica, wrote against the supreinncy »f tlie pope; 
be was succeeded by his nephew, Nicliolas, in 
the 14th century. 

CABASSOLE, Philip dCj chancellor and 
chief minister of the queen ot Sicily, and cardi- 
nal d* metropolitan of Constantinople ; died in 
137-2. 

CABASSUT, John, professor of the c^non 
law at Avignon, died in 1C85. 

CABEL, Adrian Vander, of Riswick, eminent 
■s a painter ; be died in 1695. 

CABESTAN, or CABISTAING, William 
de, a poet, murdered by the husband of his mis- 
tress, who eat his heart unknowingly, and died 
withgiief. 

CABOT, John, a Venetian, who first dis- 
covered the continent of America, in 1497. 

CABOT, Sebastian, son of the preceding, ac- 
companied his father in his voyage, iiif.407, and 
afterwards made several voyages ; he died in 
4557. 

CABOT, Georse, an eminent statesman, was 
m member of the United States* Senate from the 
state of Mass., and president of the Hartford 
Convention. He was distinguished as a man of 
great strength of mind, of sound and correct 
judgment, of unsullied honour, and the strictest 
integrity, and was the friend and associate of 
Washington. 

CABOT, Vincent, author of " LesPolitiques,' 
In 4 vols., of the 14th century. 

CABRAI',or CABRERA, Pedro Alvares, a 
Portuguese, sent, in 1500, by king Emanuel, with 
a fleet to the East Indies. He was driven upon 
tite coast of Brazil, and gave the name to Santa 
Cruz. 

CADALOUS, a bishop of Parma, made pope 
under the title of HonorinrU., died in 1604. 
CADAM08T0, Lewis, a famous Venetian

CADMUS, Ung of Thebes, who brought 1« 
letters into Greece. The poets say that he left 
his country in quest of his sister Buropa, and 
went into BcBotia, where one of Iris compaav 
was devoured by a dragon, which Cadmusslew, 
and sowed its teeth in a fiekl, whence sprang 
up an amy of men wiio destroyed one auotlier.

C ADOG, founder of soiiie cbarcbea in Wales, 
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CADOOAN, William Bromley, a respected 
minister of St. Giles*, Readius, and St. Luke*s( 
died in 1797. 

CADWALADYR, last king of the Britons, 
in 660 he was conquered by the Saxons. * 

CADWALADYR, Cesail, a Welsh bard of 
some merit, in the loth century. 

CADWALLADER, ^ an-eroinent pbyai* 

clan of Philadelphia, and among the first who 
wrote on medical suUects; flourished aboo* 
1740. 

CADWALLADER. John, a brigadier-general 
in the American amy, during the revokitian, 
died in 1786. 

CADWALLON, prince of North Wales, de- 
feated by Edwin of England, in 630. 

CADWGAN, a prince of South Wales, wm 
assassinated in 1110. 

CiECILIANUS, bishop of Carthage, was ez 
pelled from ofllce by a council, in 311. 

CiECILlUS STATIUS, a comic poet ia the 
age of Ennlus. 

CiELlUS AURELIANUS,or, assome bavt 
called him, Lucius Cslius Arianua, an ancient 
physician of Sicca, atovni of Mumidia,in Africa. 
We are obliged to him for the knowledge oft 
many dogmas which are not to be found but in 
his books ** De ceieribusetiardis Passiooibus.** 
He wrote, as he himself tells us, several other 
works; but they have all perished.This, however, 
which has escaped the ruins of time and barba- 
rism, is highlv valued as being the only monii* 
ment of the Medicina Metbodica which is ex* 
tant. He is altowed Inr all to be admirable in 
the history and descrlptkm of diseases. Le Clert 
places him in the 5th century. 

C/ESAR, Cains Julius, an illustrloos Roman 
general and historian, bom 98 B. C. By his va- 
lour and eloquence he acquired the highest re- 
putation in the field and in the senate ; beloved 
and respected by his fellow-citizens, he ei^)oyed 
successively every magisterial and militanr ho- 
nour that the republic could bestow, consMtent 
with its own free constitution ; but, at length, 
having subdued Pompey, the great rival of Ua 
growing power, bis boundless ambition efifaeed 
the glory of his former actions ; for pursuing hia 
favourite maxim, " that be would ratlier be the 
first man in a village, than the second in Rome.** 
he procured himself to be chosen perpetual dio»

tiie constant fate of all governments, whatever 
ftaedom they might once have, when luxury and 
fvodigate manners have grown universal. The 
activity of Cesar's spirit was such, that, as he 
Mnself said, " he thought nothing done, while 
llwre was any thing left to do.** However, 
aosldst all his concerns, civil and military, he 
Ibund time to be the author of many works ; 
■one of which have been preserved from the 
lavages of time, except seven books, " De Bcllo 
CaHlco." 

CJESAKf Sir Julius, a learned civilian, bom 
Wnx Tottenham, in Middlesex, 1557, died in 1639. 

CiESARALPINUS, Andreas, an eminent phi- 
iMopher and physician, bom at Arezxo, 1550, 
diedinieoa. 

OAFFA, Melchior, a distinguished sculptor, 
who adorned the churches of Rome and Italy, 
«M in 1687. 

CAFFARELLI DU FALOA,N.,a French 
•Acer of great courage ; died in 1801. 

CAFFIAUX, D. Joseph, a naUve of Valen- 
•IcDnes, a writer on history, music, itc, 

GAFFIERI, Philip, an eminent sculptor, of 
Borne, died in 1755. 

CA6LIARI, Paul, a most excellent painter, 
bora at Verona, in 1533. He was styled by the 
llattans, 11 fittor feUee, ** The happy painter.** 
There is scarcely a church in Venice which has 
Bat some piece or other of his ; and his picture 
of The Marriage at Cana, in tiie ciiurch of St. 
Saorge, is to be distinguished from his otlier 
works, as being not only the triumph of Paul 
▼aionese, but almost the Uiumph of painting 
llcclf. He died of a fever at Venice, in 1588, 
•ad had a tomb and a statue of brass erected in 
the church of St. Sebastian. 

CA6LIOSTRO, count AleAnder, a man so 
•ailed, but whose real name was Joseph Balsa- 
no, was bora at Palermo, 1743. His whole life 
was a series of the most astonishing cheats, 
■mmmeries, and impostures ; and his ingenttity 
la every species of fiction and deceit exceeds all 
that has been recorded in the annals of ancient 
•r BBodem roguery. For some enormities in 
Boaoe he was committed to the castle of St. Au- 
gek>, in which he died toward the end of 1794. 

CAGNACI, called Gaulassl from his deformi- 
ty, an ItaUan painter of the 18ih century. 

CAGN ATI, Marsilio. a physician of Verona, 
tcttled at Rome, professor of philosophy, in the 
hgaofPaulV. 

GAHAGNES, Jamas, professor of medtcine 
M Caen, died in 1618. 

CAHUSAC, Lewis de, % Frenchman, author 
«f the tragedy of Pharamond, and some ro- 
IMOces, died in 1750. 

CAIAPHAS, the high-priest who condemned 
•w Saviour, and afterwards committed suicide. 

CAIET, Peter Victor Palma, a Frenchman, 
ioetor of the Sorbonne, who from a Calvanist

CAIET AN, Constantine. a Benedictine, editor 
•r the works of Peter Darien, died at Rome, in 
1690. "

nong the non-conformists; bora at London. 
1600, died 1666. 

CALAMY, Benjamin, an eminent divine and 
excellent preacher, died vicar of St. Lawrence, 
Jewry, 1686. The pieces that he printed in his 
lifetime were, 7 seraions on several occasions ; 
13 others were published in one volume, after 
his death. 

CALAMY, Edmund, an eminent divine among 
the non-conformists ; made D. D. by tlie univer- 
sities of Scotland. He wrote several controver- 
sial works, and died in 1733. 

CALANDRUCCI, Giacintbo, a painter, of 
Rome, died in 1707. 

CALANUS, an Indian brahmin, who bunted 
himself before Alexander, 335 B. C. 

CALAS, John, an unfortunate merchant, of 
Toulouse, unjustly condemned, on the charge 
of murdering his own son, in 1763. 

CALASIO, Marius, a Franciscan, at Rome* 
author of a valuable concordance of the Hebrew 
Bible, published in 1631. 

CALCAGNINI, Celio, a native of Ferrara, 
and a distinguished scholar, died in 1540. 

CALCAR, John de, an eminent painter, at 
Naples, died in 1546. 

CALDERINI, Domizio, bora at Torfs, pro 
fessor of belles lettres, and translator of Pausan- 
ias into Latin ; he died in 1478. 

CALDERONI DE LA BARCA, Don Pedro 
a celebrated Spanish officer, ecclesiastic, and 
dramatic writer. In the latter character, he 
may, perhaps, deserve the name of tlie Spanish 
Shakspeaie. He flourished about 1640, and his 
dramatic works make 9 vols. 4to. 

CALDERWOOD, David, a faroons divine of 
the church of Scotland, and a distinguished wri- 
ter in behalf of the presbyterians, in the 17th 
century. He wrote " The Trae History of 
Scotiand.*' 

CALD WALL, Richard, an eminent English 
physician, died in 1585. 

CALEB, a Hebrew, sent by Moaea, with Jo- 

lua, Into Canaan. 

CALED, or KHALED, one of Mahoii)et*8 
friends, called, from his courage, the sword of 
God, died in 639. 

CALEF, Robert, a merchant, of Boston, wba 
published a work against witdwraft, in 1700; h#

CALEMTIUS, EUsiuB, a poet and philoso-

CALEPINO, or DA CALEPIO, Ambrose, a 
native of Bergamo, author of a vocabulary of 
tlie Latin tongue : died, blind, in 1511. 

CALIAVIRI, Luca, an Italian painter, who 
excelled in sea views, landscapes, Ike; died in 
1715. 

CALIGULA, the Roman emperor and tyrant, 
began his reign A. D. 37, with every appear- 
ance of becoming the real, not tlie titular, father 
of his people ; but at the end of eight months he 
was sdzed With a fever, which, it is supposed, 
left a frenzy upon his mind, for his disposition 
totally changed, and he committed the most a- 
Irocious acts o( impiety, cruelty, and folly ; such 
as proclaiming his horse consul, feeding it at his 
table, introducing it to the temple in the vest- 
ments of the priests of Jupiter, and causine sa- 
crifices to be offered to himself, his wife, and his 
horse. After having murdered many or bis sub- 
iects with his own hands, and caused others to 
be put to death without any offence, he was as- 
sassinated by a tribune of the people, as he 
came out of the amphitheatre, A. D. 41, in the 
S9th year of his 9ge. 

CALLARD, John Baptiste, a celebrated au- 
thor, and professor in the university of Caen, 
died in 1718. 

CALLENDER, Elisha, minister of the 1st 
Baptist Church, Boston ; of a peaceful disposi- 
tion, and exemplary life* 

CALLENDER, John, an eminent Baptist 
minister and writer,in Rhode Island; he publish- 
ed a history of Rhode Island, and died in 1748. 

CALLIACH, Nicholas, Professor of belles 
lettres at Padua, died in 1707. 

CALLICRATIDAS, a Spartan general, who 
perished in a naval battle, 4()5 B. C. 

CALLIERES, Francis de, an eminent states- 
man and poet, in the time of Lewis XIV., died 
in 1717. 

CALIJMACnUS, an ancient Greek poet, 
bom at Cyrene, a town in Africa; but when, we 
cannot precisely determine. Buidas relates 
that Callimaclius wrote above 800 pieces, of 
wliich we have now remaining only a few 
hymns and epigrams. 

CALLIMACHUS. of Corinth, an architect, 
end inventor of the Corinthian order, flourished 
About 540 B. C. 

CALLINUS, of EphesQs, an ancient Greek 
poet, the inventor of elegiac verse, flourished 
•bout 776 B. C. 

CALLIPPUS, a celebrated Athenian astro- 
nomer, the first observer of the revolutions of 
edipees, flourished 336 B. C. 

CALLISTHENES, a pbiloeopher,, disciple 
and relation of Aristotle, by whose desire he ac- 
companied Alexander the Great in his expedi- 
ttons ; but proving too severe a censurer of tlie 
hero's conduct, he put him to the torture (on sus- 
picion of a treasonable conspiracy,) under which 
be died 388 B.C. 

CALLI8TUS, Johannes Andronicu8,a native 
of Thessalonica, and professor of philosophy, at 
Constantinople, in 1453 ; he died in France. 

CALL1XTU8 I., elected pope, in 909; ho suf- 
fered martyrdom four years afterwards. 

CALUXTUS II., Guy, pope, in 1119,heldtbe 
6m Latcran eoonBili and diedk USI. 



was a learned and pious man, and died in 1458. 

CALLIXTU8. George, a Lutheran divine, 
professor at Hemstadt, founder of the sect called 
CaUixtins ; be died in 1656. 

CALLOT, James, a famous engraver, bom 
at Nancv, in 1593. Evelyn, who was a very 
good judge of his merit, speaks of him as one 
who " gave the utmost reputation to his art of 
which It is capable ; and attained, if ever any 
did, to its sublimity, and beyond which it seeuif 
not possible lor human industry to reach." Ut 
died in 1636. 

CALIIET, Augnstin, a Frenchman, bom in 
1673, died 1757. He was a man of vast erudi- 
tion, and a wonderfully voluminous writer ; at 
witnesseth the following list. 1. " A literal 
commentary upon all the Books of the Old and 
New Testament," 83 vols. 4to. 2. " Disserta- 
tions and Prefbees of his Commentaries," print 
ed separately ,iiith 19 new Disserutions, 3 voJa. 
4to. Perhaps there are none of his writings 
more useful than these. 3. '* The History of the 
Old and New Testament," 4 vols. 4to. 4. " A 
Historical, Critical, and Chronological Dictiona* 

3 of the Bible." 5. " Ecclesiastical and Civil 
istory of Lorrain," 3 vobi. folio. 6. " Bibiio- 
tbeque of the Writers of Lorrain, folio. 7. " Uni- 
versal History, sacred and profane," 15 vols. 4to, 
of which eight only were printed. 8. " Disser- 
tations upon Apparitions, Demons, Witches, 
&c." 9. " Literal,HistoricaI,and Moral Commen- 
tary, upon tbe Rules of St. Benedict," 4to. AU 
these works are written in the French language. 

CALBiO, Andrew, a Venetian, famous as an 
actor, and comic writer, died in 157L His best 
piece is Rodiana. 

CALO, John, or Jobannits, a Bulgarian, 
made an independent king, by Innocent III. 

CALONNE, Charles Alexander de, an emi- 
nent French statesman, successor to Nccker, as 
comptroller general of finances ; he died in 1802. 

CALOVIUS, Abraham, a native of Bru'is- 
wick, divinity professor at Radstock, died in 
1686. 

CALPRENEDE, Gautier de la, author of 
some curious romances, died in 1663. 

CALPURNIUS, a Sicilian poet of the 3d cen- 
tury, author of seven eclopues. 

CALVART, Denys, a painter, of Antwerp, 
whose pictures are admired for dignity and taste, 
died in 1619. 

CALVERT, James, a non-conformist, of 
York, an author, and instructer of some note, 
died in 1608. 

CALVERT, George, a statesman, bom al 
Kipling; in Yorkshire, 1582, died 1633. Fie ob- 
tained from Charles I., a patent, to him and his 
heirs, for Maryland, in the north of Virginia. 
He was private secretary to Sir Robert Cecil, 
afterwards principal secretary of state ; but, be- 
coming a Roman Catholic, the king continued 
him only as a privy couitsellor, and made him 
Baron Baltimore. 

CALVERT, Leonard, brother of Ceccliua 
Calvert, the proprietor and first governor of 
Marv'and. in 16.13. 

C Ai .VERT, Benedict Leonard, was governor 
of Maryland in 1727. He resigned the office 
five vears afterwards, and died on his return to 
England, in 1732. 

CALVERT, Philip, was govemcr of Mary- 
land from 1660 until 16C2. 

CALVERT, Charles, son and heir of Lord 
Baltimore, was governor of Maryland in 1662. 

C VLVERT, Charles, came to America as go- 
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iremor of Maryland. In 1790, and aAerwards 
held other offices In the colony. 

CALVERT, Frederick, Lord BaUimore, pro- 
prietor of Maryland, was distinguished as a man 
of learning, und an author; he died in 1771. 

CALVI, Lazaro, a famous painter, of Genoa, 
In the 16th century 

CALVIN, John, one of the clilef reformers 
of the church, in the 16th century, born at No- 
von, in Picardy, July 10, 1509, died May 27, 
]5&1. He was a man whom God had endowed 
with very eminent talents ; a clear understand 
tng, a solid judgment, and a happy memory : 
he was a judicious, elegant, and indefatigable 
writer, and possessed of very extensive learn- 
ing, and a great zeal for truth. His extreme ri- 
cour, however, procured him many enemies. 
Indeed, it very ill became a reformer to defend 
(as he did) the burning of heretics. 

CALViSIUS, Sethus, a German, distingaisli- 
6d as a chronologer, born in 1559. 

CALZA, Antonio, a painter, in the 17tb cen- 
tury, pupil to Carlo Ciguaiii. 

CAMARGO, Mary Ann Cupi de, a celebrated 
•tage dancer, who exhibited at Brussels and Pa- 
ris, died in 1770. 

CAMASSEI, or CAMACE, Andrew, an Ita- 
lian painter, wlio studied under tiic Sacchies, 
died in 1657. 

CAMBACERES, N., an eloquent preacher, 
made arclibishop of Rouen, died in 18i)8. 

CAM BAT, a French musician, who first In- 
troduced operas into France, died in 1677. 

CAMBIS-VBLLERON. Joseph Lewis Domi- 
nic, marquis de, a Freucli nolileman, born in 
1706, diiitinsuished for liis writings. 

CAMBRIDGE, Richard Owen, an elegant 
English poet, critic, and miscellaneous writer, 
was born in London, in 1717, and educated at 
Eton school ; whence he removed to St. John's 
College, Oxford. His poetical works are nu- 
merous ; but the most celebrated of them is a 
mock-heroic poem, called "The Scribleriad," 
In six books ; the object of which is, to expose 
to ridicule false taste and false science : it is a 
masterly piece of humour, and should be read 
as much for instruction as amusement. He also 
wrote 33 papers in that well-known periodical 
collection of essays, called " The World,** and 
died September 17, 1802. In 1803, a complete 
colle«tion of his works was published by his son, 
in one volume 4to., and very wcU received. 

CAMBYSES, king of Persia, after Cyrus ; he 
was cruel and vindictive ; 529 B. C. 

CAMDEN, William, one of the most Illus- 
trious men of his age, born at London, May 2, 
1551. The work which has immortalized his 
name, is his " Britannia;** being " A History of 
the ancient Inhabitants of Britain, their Origin, 
Manners, and Laws,** which appeared in 1586, 
in Latin. In 1593, he succeeded Dr. Edward 
Grant, as head master of Westminster school ; 
and in 1597, published a new Greek Grammar, 
entitled " Granimatices Gnecje Institutio com- 
pendiaria, in us«im Regia Scholas Westmonas- 
teriensis,** which was received in ail the public 
•chools of Euffland : and its author was, the 
•ame year, promoted to be Clerencieux king at 
arms. In 1604, he pubiisiicd his " Remains of 
a greater work concerning Britain, the Inhabit- 
ants thereof, their Languages, Names, Sur- 
names, Empresses, wise Speeches, Poesies, and 
Epitaphes." This was a collection of things 
which had been communicated to him while be 
was gathering materials for his " Britannia.** 
In 1615, Camden publiihed, bi Latin, hia AnniJa 
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of aueen Elizabeth; and he died November Oy 
16S3. A historical lecture was founded by liiib 
at Oxford ; and, by foreigners, he has been styled 
the Pausanias of England. 

CAMDEN, Lord. See PRATT. 

CAMERARIUS, Joachimus, an exceedingly 
learned German, bom in 1500. Vosius calls htm 
" The Phoenix of Germany.** He died in 1575. 

CAMERARIUS, Joachim, a German, devoted 
to the study of medicine, botany, &c., died hi 
1508. 

CAMERON, John, a Scotchman, professor of 
Greek at Glasgow ; he was considered favours* 
hie to the catholics in his writings, and died in 
1025. 

CAMILLA, daughter of king Metal^us, cele- 
brated by Virgil for her valour. 

CAMILLUS, Marcus Fucius, an iUnstrionf 
Roman, banbhed on suspicion of peculation 
died 365 B. C. 

CAMOENS. Lewis, a celebrated Portuguese 
poet, called the Virgil of Portugal, from his 
much admired poem, " The Lusiadas, or Con- 
quest of the Indies by the Portuguese,*' was bom 
at liisbon, in 1527, and died in 1579, to the eter- 
nal reproach of his countrymen, miserably pitot 
and unregarded. His poem was, a few yeart 
since, admirably translated into Engiisli by W 
J. Mickle, F^. 

CAMPANELLA, Thomas, an Italian plii- 
iosopiier, of great eminence, who was p«-se- 
cuted by rivals, and put to the torture, but was 
rescued by Richelieu, died in 1639. 

C.AMPANO, John Antonio, a poor shephenl, 
who afterwards became a professor at Perugia, 
and a bishop, wrote the life of Braccio, and dit d 
in 1477. 

CAMPANO, Novarese, an Italian, author of 
commentaries on Euclid, in the 13th century. 

CAMPBELL, John, first minister of Oxford 
Massachusetts, died in 1761. 

CAMPBELL, Lord William, governor of 
the province of South Carolina, was mortally 
wounded in an attack on Sullivan's Island, in 
1776. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, an Englishman, be^ 
headed as a traitor, at Edinburgh, m 1661. 

CAMPBELL. Archibald, son of the preceding 
was condemned for seditious measures, and be 
headed in 1685. 

CAMPBELL, George, D. D., professor of 
Church History at St. Andrews, published seve- 
ral works, and died in 1757 

CAMPBELL, Dr. John, an eminent histori 
cal, biographical, and political writer, bora ai 
Edinburgh, March 8, 1707-8. Among many othet 
works, he was eitlier sole author of, or princi 
pally concerned in, the following : " The Mili- 
tary History of Prince Eugene and the Duke of 
Marlborough ;** " Ancient Universal History ;* 
"Livesofthe English Admirals;** " Hermippiii 
Redivivus ; or, the Sage's Triumph over Old . 
Age and the Grave ;*' "Voyages and Travels.* 
2 vols, folio; " B'lOgraphia Britannica,** (Ir 
which work his papers mav be known by thf 
initials E. and X. ;) " The Preceptor ;** " Pre 
sent State of Europe ;** " The Modem Univer 
sal History;** and " A Political Survey of Bri 
tain.** Dr. Campbell died December 28, 1775. 

CAMPBELL, Dr. George, an eminent divino 
and theological writer, of Scotland, principal 
and professor of divlnitv In the Marischal Col 
lege and University of Aberdeen, bora in 1719, 
died April 6, 1796, leaving several valuable 
works; the chief of which are, " A Diawjrtatlon 
on Mirwslea,** •• PhUoMpby of Bhotorlc,** airf 
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** A New Translation of the Four Gospels from 
tre Greek, with Preliminary Dissertations and 
Kotesj" &.C. published in 1789. 

CAMPBELL, Colin, a Scotch architect, au- 
^or of ** Vitruvius Britanuicus,*' in 3 vols., 
died in 1734. 

CAMPBELL, John, 3d duke of Areyle, and 
duke of Greenwich, a distinguished^iiitary 
character .in the time of George L, died iu 
1743. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, a learned bishop of 
f berdeen, author of several celebrated works, 
lUed in 1744. 

CAMPEGGIO, Lorenzo, a Roman cardinal, 
ariit to England to settle the affairs of Catha- 
rine^s divorce, died at Rome, in 1539. 

CAMPER, Peter, a celebrated physician and 
naturalist, of Leyden, author of 6 vols. 8vo. on 
philosophy and natural history, died in 1789. 

CAMPHU YSEN, Dirk, a painter, of Dorcum, 
eminent in landscape pieces, born in 1386. 

CAMPI, Bernardin, an Italian painter, of 
eminence, died in 1584.

CAMPIAN, Edmund, a learned English writer, 
who became a Roman catholic, and was hanged 
for aiding the cause of the pope, in 1581.

CANITZ, barpu of, a popular poet and states- 
man of Germany, died in 1699. 

CANN, John, an Englishman, author of • 
Bible, with marginal nott^. 

CANAMARES, John, a peasant of Catalonia, • 
who. in a fit of insanity, attacked king Ferdi* 
nand, and nearly killed him ; he was strsmeled in 
1492. 

CANO, Alonzo, a native of Grr ada, eminent 
as a painter, sculptor and architect, died in 676. 

CANO, or CANUS, Melchior, a native of To- 
ledo, bishop of the Canaries : died 1560. 

CANOVA, Antonio, the mostemuiem sculp- 
tor of the age, died at Venice, in 1822. His 
statues are owned l>y the rich and noble through- 
out Europe, and are nigl>ly v alued ; one, of \V luli- 
ington, is at Raleieh, N- C. ^ 

CANTACUZENUS, Johannes, a celebrated 
Byzanti&e historian, niut *> e*wvnieA as the 
author of a " History of -nn Own Tinn«,'* in 
four books. Besides tliitf b ^u>ry, lie wrote also 
some theological works ; partieuiariy " An Apo- 
logy for the Christian Keiigion against that of 
Mahomet,** in four l>ooks. He died 1411, aged 
above 100 years. 

CANTARINI, Simon, u painter, pupil and 
friend of Guido, died in 1648. 

CANTEL, Peter Joseph, a Jesuit of Caux, 
eminent as an author, died in 15'79. 

CANTEMIR, Demctiius, born in Tartary 
1673 ; died 1723. He was author of some con- 
siderable works. 1. " A History of the Rise 
and Fall of the Ottoman Empire,'^ in Latin 2. 

The system of the M ahometan Religittn.'* 3. 
" The present state of Moldavia," in Latin, wiib 
a lame map of tlie country. 

CANTEMIR, Antiochus, son of the abcv^; 
bom at Petersburg, 1710 ; died 1744. Tin- II iis- 
sians before him had nothing but some Lsuiu- 
rous songs ; he was the first who introduceti a ny 
civilized poetry among them. Besides a ti ans- 
lation of Anacreon, and the Epistles of Horace, 
he gave them, of his own, Satires, Odes, and 
Fables. He also made several foreign works 
known to them ; as, 1. " The Plurality of 
Worlds ;" 2. " The Persian Letters ;" 3. " The 
Dialogues of Algarotti upon Light,'* &c. 

CANTERUS, William, a distinguished lin- 
guist of Utrecht, who wrote several philological 
works ; he died in 157.5. 

CANTON, John, an ingenious and very 
eminent English natural philosopher, born at 
Stroud, Gloucestershire, 1718, died 1772. 

CANTWELL, Andrew, an eminent practi- 
tioner and writer on medicine, of Tipperary, 
died in 1764. 

CANUS, or CANO, a Spaniard, who accom- 
panied Magellan round the world. 

CANUTE, a king of Denmark and Norway, 
also sovereign of Eng'and ; he died in 1026. 

CANUTE, or KNUD, surnamed the Great, 
king of Denmark, took part of England from 
Edmund Ironsides, and afterwards seized the 
whole kingdom ; he died in 1035. 

CANUTE, IV., king of Denmark, a liberal 
benefactor to the church, slain by one of his 
subjects, in 1087. 

CANUTI, Dominico, a self-taught Italian 
painter of eminence, died in 1678. 

CAPACCIO. Julio Cttsare, author of a history 
of Naples, and was tutor to prince Urbano ; he 
died In 1631. 

CAPASSO, Nicholas, of Naples, professor of 
Ucivil Uw, and a poet; he died in 1743 
103 
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CAPECIO, Sclpio, a Neapolitan Latin poet 
and law professor at Naples, in the IGtli century. 

CAPEL, Arthur, lord, a virtuous nobleman, 
whose attachment to the cause of Charles I. 
proved his ruiu ; he was beheaded in 1648. 

CAPEL, Arthur, earl of Essex, ambassador 
to Denaiark, fcc. murdered by some one un- 
known. 

CAPELL, Edward, a gentlemen known as an 
editor of Sbakspeare's works, in 10 vols. 8vo., 
and the author of three large volumes, in 4tu. 
under the title of " Notes and various readings 
of ShakHpearc; togetiier with the school of 
Buakspearc, or extracts from divers English 
bjuks tliat were in print iu the author's time ; 
evidently showing from whence his several 
Fables were taken, and some parcel of his dia- 
logue,^* &.C. Besides the works already men- 
tioned, Mr. Capcil was the editor of a volume 
of ancient poeuis called " Proiudions ;" and the 
alterer of " Antony and Cleopatra," as acted at 
Drury Lane, iu 1758. lie was born at Troston, 
near Dury, in Suffolk, June 11, 1713, and died 
Feb. 24. 1781. 

CAPELL A, Marcianus Minius Felix, a Latin 
poet of the 5th century. 

CAPELLO, Bianca, a Venetian lady, an adul 
tr«$s, mistresis, and afterwards wife of Francis, 
the grand duke of Cosmo's son , she was poison- 
ed by her brntiier-in-inw, in 1587. 

CAPELLUS, Lewis, an eminent French pro- 
testaut and learned divine, bom at Sedan, a 
town in Champagne, about 1579. He was so 
very deeply skilled in the Hebrew, that tlie 
learned bishop Hall calls him the great oracle 
of all that studied Hebrew in France. His prin- 
cij.al work is " Critica Sacra," a collection of 
various readings and errors, which he thought 
were crept into the copies of the Bible through 
tht> fault of the transcribers; it must have been, 
faow.ner, a work of prodigious labour, since the 
author acknowledges that he had been 36 yean 
about it. Capellus died 1658. 

CAPILUPUS, Camillus, an Italian writer, 
wlio published the stratagems of Charles IV. 
against the Hugonots. 

CAPILUPUS, Lielius, brother of the preced- 
ing, author of some Latin poems, died in 1560. 

C APISTR AN, John, a famous preacher in the 
Romish Church, and persecutor of the Hussites, 
died about 1333. 

CAPISUCCHI, Blasius, distinguished him- 
self at the siege of Poictiers against the Hugo- 
cots, in 15^>9. 

CAPISUCCHI, Paul, a canon of the Vatican, 
and employed by the pope in the celebrated di- 
vorce of Henry VI II. ; he died in 1.5.T9. 

CAPITO, Wolfgang, a Gerntan protestant di- 
vine, author of a Hebrew grammar, died In 1542. 

CAPITOLINUS, Julius, a Latin historian in 
the 3d century. 

CAPMANY, Don Antonio de, an eminent 
Spanish writer, bom in Catalonia, and died at 
Madrid, in 1810. 

^ CAPORALI, Cesar, an Italian writer, go- 
vernor of Atri, and author of some comedies; 
he died iu 1601. 

CAPPE, Newcome, a dissenting minister, edu- 
cated by Doddridge, and author of works on di 
vinity ; he died at York, in 1801. 

CAPPELLO, Bernardo, a native of Venice, 
eminent as a poet. 

CAPPERONIER, Claude, a Frenchman, at 
Arst a tanner, but became a professor of Greek, 
in the university of Basil ; he died in 1744. 

CAPRANICA, Nicholas, a lear^ied ItaUan, 
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secretary to pope Martin V., bishop and cardi 
nal ; died in 1458. 

CAPRIATA, Peter John, a Genoese, author 
of a history of Italy, from 1613 to 1660. 

CARACALLA, Marcus Aurel Antonin, • 
cmel Roman emperor ; assassinated in 217. 

CARACCI, Lewis, AugusUne, and HannibaL 
celebrated painters of the Lombard school, and 
all of Bologna, in Italy, flourished in the 16tb 
century. Had the Caracci had no reputation of 
their own, yet the merit of their disciples, in the 
academy which they founded, wouhlhave ren 
deredtlieir name illustrious in succeeding tiniest 
among these were Guido, Dominichino, Lan- 
franco, fcc. 

CARRACCIO, Anthony, a Roman nobleman 
of tlie 17ih century, author of some tragedies, 
and an admired epic poem in 4Q^cantos. 

CARACCIOLI, John, secretary andfavourit« 
of Joan II., queen of Naples. 

CARACCIOLI, Robert, a noble ecclesiastic, 
bishop of Aquino, eloquent as a preacher and • 
politician ; he died in 1495. 

CARACCIOLI, Lewis Anthonv a native of 
Paris, of a noble family, author oi 4 vols, of let' 
ters, pretended to be the correspor lence of Gan 
ganelli, pope Clement XIV. 

CARACTACUS, a famous kine of the an- 
cient Britons, called Silures, (inhabiting Soutl| 
Wales.) Having valiantly defended his country 
agauist the Romans for seven years, he was 
at length defeated, and, flying to Cartismundi,

CARADOG, a British historian, who wrote • 
history of Wales, died in 1156. 

CARAFI, a Mahometan doctor, author of a 
defence of Mahomet, died in 684 of the hegira. 

CARAMUEL DE LOBKOVITSH, John, s 
native of Madrid, bishop ; afterwards a general, 
and then again a monk. He was possessed of 
great powers, and died in 1682. 

CARAVAGIO, Michael Angelo Amerlgida, 
an Italian painter, distinguished for bis adher- 
ance to nature ; he died in 1609. 

CARAUSIUS, a native of Flanders, who, ex ' 
citing the Jealousy of Blaximiun, fled to Bri 
tain, and proclaimed himself emperor : be was 
assassinated iu 293. 

CARDAN, Jerom, a physician, and oneof th« 
most ingenious roeaof his age, was bom at Pa- 
via, in 1501. He speaks in his writines, of his 
own good and bad qualities with a franknesrf 
that shows a mind of a very peculiar cast; and 
believes himself under the care of a particulai' 
genius. He wrote a very great number of booki^ 
and died in 1575. 

CARDI, Ludovici, an admired painter, of Ita- 
ly, died in 1613. 

CARDONNE, Dionis Dondnic de, a French- 
man, keeper of the MSS. in the royal library, 
Paris, died in 17B3. 

CAREW, Georjre, earl of Totness, bora in 
Devonshire, in 1557, and died 1029. He wrote 
a work entitled " Pacata Hibernia, or tlie His* 
tory of the late Wars in Ireland." Besides thi^ 
work, he collected several chronologies, char* 
ters, letters, monuments, and materials belong- 
ing to Ireland, in four large manuscript volumes^ 
which are still extant in the Bodleian library al 
Oxford. 
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CAE£W, TliM>ina8, one of the moM celebrar 
ted wits of king Cbarlea* court He wu much 
reipected by the poets of bift time, particularly 
Ben Jonson, and Sir WlUiam Davenant, and 
died about 1Q39; leaving behind him several 
poems, and a masque, called "Coelum Britanni- 
cum," performed at Whiteball,on Shrove Tues- 
day niffbt, Feb. ]8, 1633, by the king's majesty, 
the duke of Lenox, the earls of Devonshire, 
Holland, Newport, and several other young 
lords, and noblemen's sons. 

CAREW, Richard, author of the " Survey of 
Cornwall,*' was bom in that county, in 1555. 
His " Survey" was published in4to, at London, 
in 1602. Of this work, Camden has spoken in 
high termn, and acknowledges his obligations 
to the author. He died Nov. 6, 1690. 

CAREW, Sir George, brother to the subject 
of the last article, was, from 1597, to 1609, em- 
pk>yed on embassies from the British court, to 
Chose of P<vi«id and France : on his return from 
which latter place, in 1609, he drew up, aud ad- 
dressed to James I., " A Relation of the State 
of France : with the characters of Henry IV., 
•nd the principal Persons of that Court." 

CAREW, BAMFYLDE MOORE, was the 
oojlqL* clergyman, at Bickley, in Devonshire, 
and was himself intended for the church ; but, 
at the age of fifteen, Embraced the gipsey's va- 
grant lite ; and, by his ingenuity and dexterity 
to raising supplies for his brotherhood, by beg- 
ging under various deceptions, so ingratiated 
himself with them, that they elected hhii their 
king. He was bom in July, 1603, and is sup 
posed to have died about 1770. 

CAREW, Sir Alexander, a Cornish gentle- 
man, governor of ^t. Nicholas' island and fort 
at Plymouth ; he was beheaded in 1644, for his 
disloyaltv. 

CAREY, Harry, a man distinguished by botli 
poetnr and music ; but perhaps more so by a 
certain fscetiousness, which made him agreea- 
ble to every body. He wrote " The Contrivan- 
ces," a farce; " Cbrononliotonthologos," 
mock tragedy ; " The Honest Yorkshireman,' 
a farce ; ** The Dragon of Wantley/' aud after- 
wards a sequel to It, entitled '* The Dragoness;' 
both which were esteemed tme burlesques upon 
the Italian opera. He was at lengUi reduced to 
circumstances of distress ; and. about 1744, in a 
fit of desperation, laid violent hands upon him- 
self, and put a peritid to a life which had beeu 
led without reproach. It is to be noted, and it 
Is somewhat singular in such a character, that 
in all his songs and poems on wine, love, and 
such kinds of subjcctt,which are very numerous, 
he se^ms *9 have manifested an inviolable re- 
gard for decency and good manners. He is said 
to have composed the famous English song of 
*« God Save the King." 

CAREY, George Saville,sonof the proceding^ 
Vas bred t6 the profession of a printer, and was 
one season, at least, on the stage, at Covent 
Garden. He was author of a " Lecture on Mi- 
micry," which he delivered with good success, 
and of. several light dramatic performances. 
He also published, In 1799, some entertaining 
sketches ot the different watering places of Eng- 
land, and died in his 04th year, July 14, 1807. 
He was a posthumous chlla,*and inherited the 
misfortanes of his father ; but he inherited also 
Ms talents in a great degree, though they took 
anocbw direction. He inherited too bis moral 
■ ; for though be wrote a vast number of

CARIBERT, or CHARIBERT, a licentloua 
king of Paris, died in 567. 

CARINUS, Marcus Aurelius, was invested 
liy his father, the emperor Carus, with the pur-

CARLETON, Sir Dudley, an English states- 
man and political writer, bora at Baldwin 
Brightwell, in Oxfotdshire, in 1573, died 1631 

CARLETON, George, a native of Nortbum- 
beriand, bishop of LundaflT, and member of tho 
synod of Dort. He died in 1628. 

CARLETON, Guy, Lord Dorchester, a dis- 
tinguished British officer, in America, succeteor 
to Six Henry Clinton, in 1782 ; be died in Eng- 
land, in 1806. 

CARLINI, Agostino, R. A., an eminent sta- 
tuary, and keeper of the royal academy of Lon- 
don. He was a native of Genoa; went early 
in life to England ; and was an artist of great 
celebrity, for the skill and grace with which he 
executed drapery. Died Aug. 14, 1790. 

CARLOMAN, eldest son of Charies Martel, 
succeeded him in the kingdom of Austrasia, in 
741. — Another, the son of Lewis the German, 
kins of Italy, and emperor. — Another, brother 
of Lewis IIL, aud sole king of Fiance, in 882, 
died in 884. 

CARLONE, John, a Genoese painter, who 
excelled in the art of foreshortening, died in ICSa 

CARLOS, Don, son of Philip, king of Spain, 
deformed in his person, and violent in his tem- 
per ; he was condenmed to death for exciting an 
insurrection, in 15G8. 

CARLYLE, Joseph Dacre, vicar of Newcas- 
tle, and professor of Arabic, at Cambridge, dis- 
tinguished himself greatly by his proficiency in 
Oriental literature, and died at his vicarage, 
April 12, 1804, aged 45. 

CARM ATH, an impostor, who, in 891, oppo- 
sed tlie doctrines of Maliomct, and advanced 
otliers equally unscriptural. 

CARMICIIAEL, Gerriiom, a native of Glas- 
gow, professor of moral philosophy, died in 1738. 

CARMICHAEL, Frederic, son of the pre- 
ceding, fettled as a clergyman at Edinburgh. He 
published a volume of sermons which were ad- 
mired, and died in 1751. 

CARNEADES, a celebrated Greek philoso- 
pher. His death is placed in the fourth year of 
the 102d Olympiad. Plutarch has preserved tne 
following apothegm of Cameade« : " Frincvrf 
leara nothing well but riding ; for lIiRir masters 
flatter them, and those who wrestle witli them, 
suficr themselves to be thrown ; but a hon^c con- 
siders not whether a private man or a prince, a 
poor man or a rich, be on his back ; and if hia 
rider cannot rule liim, he throws him." 

CARO, Hannibal, a very celebrated Italian 
poet, and orator, born atCivita Nuova, in 1507. 
He translated Virgil's •* J2neid" into Ms own 
laneuagc.very delicately and faithfully; in short 
with such purity of style, and propriety of ex- 
pression, that die best judges did not suppose 

him • '• • •

" Two Orations of Gregory Nazianzen," with 
a " Discourse of Cyprian.*' He wrote a come- 
dy likewise, which Balzac has spoken well of, 
and a miscellany of his orieinal poems was 
printed at Venice, In 1584. His sonnets have 
been deservedly admired. He died in 1566. 

CAROLAN, , a most celebrated Irish 

bard, though blind, born in 1670, died at Alder 
ford, Roscommon, in March, 1738. Carolan, 
on many occasions, proved himself a truly mu- 



and amiable eoiotioiia. ||alc«l geniue. In the beginning of the last ceu 
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tury, Lord Mayo brought from Dublin a cele 
brated Italian performer. Carolan, who was 
at that time on a visit at his lordsliip's country- 
seat, found himself greatly neglected, and com- 
plained of it, one day, in the presence of Gemi- 
niani. When you play in as masterly a man- 
ner as he does," said his lordship, " you shall 
not lie overlooked.** Carolau wagered with the 
musician, tliat although he was almost a total 
•traagcr to Italian music, yet be would follow 
him in any piece that he played ; and that be 
would himself afterwards play a voluntary, in 
which the Italian should not follow him. The 
proposal was acceded to, and Carolan was vic- 
torious. That Carolan was as fine a poet as he 
was a musician, may be seen in the Genu Maga- 
zine, Ixzxiv. pt. 2. p. 30. 

CAROLINE, daughter of John Frederic, 
margrave of BrandenlHirg Anspacb, was crown- 
ed queen of England, in 1727. She is spoken 
of in iiigh terms, as a woman, and ruler. 

CAROLINE AMELIA ELIZABETH, con- 
sort of Gedrge IV., of England, died August, 
18-2*2 Having been separated from her husband 
noon after their marriage, her character was 
most unjustly traduced, by the friends of the 
Xing; but two rig.d examinations of her con- 
duct, if they did not attest her lnnocenc«, enti- 
tie her to comraiseruiion, as the object of base 
mud cruel persecution. 

CAR0L03TADT, or CARLOSTADIUS, 
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CARRANZA, Bartholomew, archbishop <4 
Toledo. He was accused of heresy, and sent 
Lo Rome, where he died in 1576. He was a 
learned and virtuous man. 

CARRE, Lewis, an able mathematician, mem* 
ber of the academy of sciences at Paris, and pu 
pil of Malebranchc, died in 1711. 

CARRERA, Peler, a priest of Sicily, aathor 
of a treatise on chess, in 4to., and of a history of 
ICatana. died in 1647. 

CARRIER, John Baptist, a member of the 
French national convention, and one of th« 
most atrocious among them. He invented new 
modes of torturing the innocent inhabkants of 
" ' , and came to the guillotine in 1794*

Andrew Bodenstein, professor of divinity, andlwade a clock which would strike fire, and dghf 
minister, at Basil. He espoused, in the fullest fl. lamp. 

CAR8T ARES, William, a Scotch divine an« 
political writer, who has left some valuable 
" State Papers" illustrative of Scotch history. 
He was born atCathcart, near Glasgow, in 16491 
and died In 1715. 

CARSUGHI, Rainer, a Jesuit, in Tuscanr, 
known as the author of an elegant poem in 
Latin, on the art of wriUng well ; he died in 1709L 

CARTE, Thomas, a very learned English his- 
torian, bom at Clifton, Warwickshire, in 168SL 
His most important works were. " The History 
of the Life of James, duke of Ormnnd, from hi« 
birth, in 1610, to his death, in IC88," in 3 vols., 
folio ; and a " History of England,*' in 4 large 
folio volumes. Notwithstanding our author's 
peculiar opinions and^prejudices, his history is 
undoubtedly a work of^ great merit in point of 
information, it is written with eminent exact- 
ncss and diligence, and with a perfect knowledge 
of original authors. Mr. Carte died in 1754. 

CART El L, Christopher, a naval officer, sen' 
by Queen Elizabeth, in company with DrakeL 
to the West Indies, where he displayed gre«4 
courage and intrepidity ; he died in 159:3. 

CARTER, Francis, F. 8. A., author of " A 
Journey from Malaga to Gibraltar," 2 vo-^. 8vo., 
died August I, 1783. 

CARTER, Elizabeth, a venerable jmameni 
to literature, of the female sex, wan daughter of 
the Rev. Dr. Nicholas Carter, and born at Deal, 
in Kent, December 17, 1717, died in London, 
February 19, 1806. Mrs. Carter v as an admlni> 
ble Greek and Latin scholar, wioi^ French an4 
Italian with great fluencv and elegance, and wat 
conversant in the German, Span&li, and Portu- 
snese. She was author of Nos. 44 and 100 of 
The Rambler, and published a volume of hei 
poems about the year 1762, replete with attit 
wit, chaste philosophic fancy, and harmony of

1500. 

CARPI, Girolamo, an Italian painter, who 
imitated Corregio's manner with great success, 
died in 1556. 

CARPONE, Julio, a Venetian painter, cele- 
brated for his bacchanals, triumphs, and sacri- 
fices, died in 1074. 

CARPOCRATES, a heretic of Alexandria, 
who revived and improved the gnostic theory, 
•bout 130. 

CARPZOVHJS, Benedict, an able professor 
of law at Wittemberg, died in 1624. He lefl 
four sons, each of them eminent as professors, 
divines, or writers ; and one of these left a son, 
who was also a man of great learning. 

CARR, Robert, a Scotchman, raised by James 
I. to the title of duke of Somerset. He murdered 
Sir Thomas Overbury, and died in 18.18. 
* CARR, John, L. L. D., an usher, and after- 
wards master of the school at Hertford, and 
known as the translator of ijucian, died in 1807. 

CARRA, John Lewis, a French dcmasogue, 
for a time popular with the republicans of Paris.

CARTERET, John, earl of Granville, em- 
ployed by George 1. in various important servi- 
ces. In 1731, 1^ was made secretary of state, 
and in 1734, was sent viceroy to Ireland. He 
was also In favour with George U., and died in 
1763, greatly beloved. 

CARTERET, Philip, governor of the province 
of New- Jersey, died in 1682. 

CARTEROMACO, Scipio, a learned profes- 
■or of Greek at Venice, and a celebrated classi- 
cal author, died In 1513. 

CARTES. Rene des, an eminent French phi-i 
losupher and mathematician, bom at La Haye, 
In Touraine, Blarch 31, 1596. In 1633, he wrote 
bis " Treatise of the World,** and in 1636, bis 
" Treatise of Mechanics." He died in 1650, 
having extended the liniita of geometry as far 
beyond the place where be found them, as Sir 
Isaac Newton did after him. He first Uught tiie 
method of expressing curves by equations. 

C ARTIER, James, a French navigator, who 
made important discoveries in Canada, in 1534, 
and published memoirs of Canada. 

CARTISMANDUA, queen of the Brigantes, 
In Britain, discarded her husband, Venusius, to 
marry his armour-bearer, Velocatus. 
. CARTWRIGHT. William, born at North- 
way, near Tewkesbury, in Gloucestershire, in 
1611, died in 1643. Ben Jbnson said of hun, 
*' My son Cartwright writes all like a man." 
There are extant, of this autiior^s, four plays, 
besides other poems, which were printed to- 
gether in 1651, accompanied by above 50 copies 
of ciimmendatory verses. Prefixed is a portrait. 
CARTWRIGHT, Christopher, an English di- 
vine, well skilled in Hebrew. He wrote several 
works, and died in 1653. 

CARTWRIGHT, Thomas, a puritan, of great 
eminence and learning, born in Hertfordshire. 
He was a sharp and powerful controversialist, 
and was much persecuted, being obliged to quit 
tlie kingdom for safety. He wrote a practical 
commentary on the four gospels, and on the pro- 
verbs, and died in 1603, in great poverty. 

CARTWRIGHT, Thomas, chaplain of King 
Charles, and prebendary of St. Paul's. He went 
with James II. in his flight to France, and after- 
wards to Ireland, and died in 1G89. His works 
have been published. 

CARTWRIGHT, John, commonly called Ma 
jor, distinguished himself by his gallantry while 
young, as lieutenant of the British navy ; he es- 
poused the cause of America, in 1774, in several 
works of talent ; in 1776, declined, on principle, 
a very advantageous proposition to accompany 
Lord Huwo in bis expedition against the colo- 
nies ; and down to the time of his death, in 1824, 
Wi4s a zealous and able, though perhaps some- 
tiiiics an Intemperate, advocate of reform in the 
English government. Ills works are numerous, 
but almost wholly political. 

(/A RVAJ AL, Lawrence de, a Spaniard, who 
wrote the lives of Ferdinand and Isabella, in 
whose court be was a counsellor. 

CARVALHO D' ACOSTA, Anthony, a Portu 
fuese mathematician, geographer, and astrono- 
iner, bom In 1650, died in 1715. He left a topo- 
fntpldcal hlatoiy^of his owu country, in 3 vols.

and firmness. 

CARVER, Jonathan, a native of Cnnnectlcat, 
who published " Travels into the most Interior 
parts of America," and died in 1780, In want of 
tlie necessaries of life. 

CAR US, Marcus Aurelius, a Roman empa 
ror, in 383. He was killed by lightning. 

CARY, Robert, a learned chronok)ger, bora 
at Cookington. Devonshire, in 1615, died In 16cia 
Ha published *' Palcotogia Chronica, a Chrono- 
logical Account of Ancient Time, in three parts: 
1. Didactical ; 3. Apodeictical ; 3. Canonical f 
In 1677. 

CARY, Lneius, eldest son of Henry I., vto- 
count Falkland, bom in Oxfordshire, bt 1610L 
Before he was 23, he had read all the Greek aii4 
Latin fathers ; was member of parliament ia 
1640, and soon after secretary to the king. He 
was killed at the battle of Newbury, bravely 
fighting for his king, aged 34. 

CARY, Henry, earl of Monmouth, was edu 
cated with Charles I. He was a roan of learn- 
ing, having translated, from various authors, 
seven folios and two 8vos. ; he died hi 1661. 

CARY, Felix, a learned Frenchman, who 
wrote the history of Marseilles, of Thrace, and 
of Bosphorus, by medals. 

CARY, Thomas, lieutenant- epvemor of N. 
Carolina, was removed from office, and after* 
wards sent to England for trial, for attempting 
to excite a rebellion about 1709. 

CARY, Thomas, minister of Newbaryport, 
Mass., he published some sermons, and died la 

CARYL, Joseph, one of Cromwell's chap- 
lains ; author of a tedious commentary on Job, 
in 3 vols. 4to. ; died in 1673. 

CARYLL, John, was secretary to queen Mary, 
tfhe wife of James II., and followed the fortunes 
of his abdicating master, who rewarded him 
first witii knighthood, and then with the honor- 
ary titles of eari Caryll and baron Dartford. 
How lung he continued in that service is not 
known ; but he was in England in the reign of 
queen Anne, and was author of two plays ; 1. 
'^ The Engliiih Princess ; or, the death of Richard 
III.," 1667, 4lu. ; 2. " Sir Salomon ; or, the Cau> 
tious Coxcomb," 1671, 4to. 

CASA, John dc, a most polite Italian writer 
of the lOih century, bom at Florence, who be- 
came in time, crclibishop of Bcnevento. He 
died 1.^56. His '^Galateus sen de Morum elu- 
gantia," is the most esteemed of all his wurka 
in pro^. His poetry was very licentious. 

CASANOVA, Mark Antliony, a Latin poet of 
Rome, who displayed great wit and keen satire, 
died in 1527. 

CAS AS, Bartholonii de las, a Spaniard and 
bishop of Cliiapa. born at Seville, 1474. At 19 
he attended his father who went with Colum- 
bus to the Indies, in 14U3. Upon his return, he 
became an ecclesiastic, and a curate in the isle 
of Cuba ; but quitted his cure and his country, 
in order to devote himself to the service of the 
Indians, who were then enslaved to the most 
ridiculous superstitions, as well as the most bar- 
barous tyranny. The Spanish governors had 
tong since made Christianity detested by their un- 
heard-of cruelties, and the Indians trembled at 
the ver>' ttaine of Christian. This humane and 
pious missionary resolved to croas the seas, and 
to lay their cries and their miseries at the feet of 
Charier V. The afioir was discussed in coun 
cil * and the representations of Cases so aenil 
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My adteted tbe emperor, that he made ordl- 
nances as severe fo the persecutors as favourable 
to the persecuted ; but these ordinances were 
liever executed, and tbe governors continued to 
tyrannise as usual. Casas empioyed above 50 
years in America, lalrauring with incessant zeal 
that the Indians mi|;ht be treated with mildness, 
equity and humanity ; but instead of availing 
any thing, he drew upon himself endless perse- 
cutions from the Spaniards, and died in 1566. 

CAS ATI, Paul,a Jesuit of great learning, who 
persuaded queen Christiana, of Sweden, to ab- 
jure her religion, and turn Catliolic. He was 
the author of an excellent treatise on optics atler 
be was blind. He died in 1707. 

CAS AUBON, Isaac, a learned critic and com 
nentator, bom at Geneva, 1559, and died 16^4. 
He was buried in Westminster Abbey, where 
tlMre is a monument erected to his memory. 

CASAUBON, Meric, son of the preceding, 
born at Geneva, 1509, died 1671. He was skiU- 
ed in various parts of literature : but his chief 
talent lay in critical learning ; in ^hich he was 
probably agisted by his father's papers. He was 
m divine ; but is chiefly memorable for having re- 
fused considerable offers made to him by Oliver 
Cromwell, to write the history of the civil war ; 
and for the refusal of a present from him. ten- 
dered without conditions, though he was in in- 
digent circumstances. 

CASCHI, an eloquent Mahometan preacher 
at Medina, author of comnientaries on the 
Koran. 

CASCHIRI, a Mahometan, author of the lives 
of Mussulman saints, died in 261 of the hegira. 

Case, Tiiomas, a non-conformist, during the 
civil wars, who wrote and preached against the 
royalists. He was confined six months in the 
tower. His works are chiefly sermons; he died 
in 1683. 

CASE, John, an En^tlish quack and astrolo- 
ger. He said to Dr. Radcliife, " Let me have 
all the fools for my patients, and you may have 
tbe rest." 

CASEL, John, a learned professor of philoso- 
phy at Helmstadt, died in 1613. 

CASENEUVE, Peter, a native of Toulouse ; 
he wrote the life and miracles of Edmund, king 
of England, and died in 1652. 

CASES, Peter James, one of the first painters 
of the French school, died in 1745. 

CASIMIR, Matthias Sarbiewski, a Jesuit, of 
Poland, and an excellent Latin poet, born 1SQ7. 
The odes, epodes, and epigrams of this poet have 
not been thought inferior to some productions of 
the finest wits of ancient Greece and Rome ; and 
Grotius, D. Heinsiua and others have not scru- 
pled to affirm, that he is not only equal, but 
sometimes superior, even to Horace himself. 
Casimir had a great regard for Virgil ; and had 
actually begun to imitate him. In an epic poem, 
called " The Lesciades,'* which he bad divided 
into 12 books ; but died before he had made any 
great progress in the work, April 3, 1640, since 
which there have been many editions of his 
poems. 

CASIMIR I., king of Poland, an excellent 
prince, who did much toward civilizing liis sub- 
}ects; he died in 1058. 

, CASIMIR II., king of Poland, sumamed 
the Just, died in 1194. 

CASIMIR UI., king of Poland, sumamed 
tbe Great; lie was a great warrior, and conquer- 
ed Russia ; he died in 1370. 

CASIMIR IV., king of Poland, made war 
•uccessfully against tbe Teutonic knighti. He 
JIO 



commanded that the Latin tongue should be tlie 
vernacular language of his kingdom, which is 
observed to this day. He died in 1492. 

CASIMIR, John, married the widow of iiit 
brother, Ladislaus, and became king of Poland ; 
bat the ingratitude of his subjects made him re • 
sign his crown, and he died in France, in 1673. 

CASLON, William, eminent in an art of tbe 
greatest consequence to literature, the art <^ 
letter-founding, was bom in 1692, at Hallea 
Owen, Shropshire. Though he justly attained 
the character of being the Coryphaeus in that 
employment, he was not brought up to the busi- 
ness ; but served a regular apprenticeship to an 
engraver of ornaments on gun-barrels ; and, after 
tbe expiration of his term, carried on tliis trade 
in Vine-street, in the Minories. He did not, 
however, solely confine his ingenuity to that oc- 
cupation, but employed himself likewise in 
teaking tools for the bookbinders and for the 
chasing of silver plate. While he was engaged 
in this uusineas, the elder Mr. Bowyer accident- 
ally saw in a bookseller's shop, the lettering of a 
book uncommonly neat; and hiquiiing who the 
artist was by whom the letters were made, was 
hence induced to seek an acquaintance with Mr. 
Caslon. Not long after, Mr. Bowyer took Mr 
Caslon to Mr. James' foundry in Bartholomew 
Close. Caslon had never before that time seen 
any part of the business ; and being asked by 
bis friend if he thought he could undertake to 
cut types, he requested a single day to consider 
the matter, and then replied that he had no 
doubt but he could. Upon this answer, Mr. 
Bowyer, Mr. Bettenbam,and Mr. Watts, lent biin 
5001. to begin the undertaking ; and he applied 
himself to it with equal assiduity and success. 
In 1730, the society for promoting Christian 
knowledge deemed it expedient to print, for the 
use of the eastern churches, the New Testament 
and Psalter in the Arabic language. These 
were intended for the benefit of the poor 
Christians hi Palestine, Syria, Mesopotamia, 
Arabia, and Egypt ; the constitutions of which 
countries did not permit the exercise of the 
art of printing. Upon this occasion, Mr. Cas- 
lon was pitched upon to cut the fount ; in his 
specimens of which he distinguished it by 
the name of English Arabic. After he had fin- 
ished this fount, he cut the letters of his own 
name in pica Roman, and placed them at the 
bottom or one of the Arabic specimens. The 
name being seen by Mr. Palmer, the reputed au- 
thor of a" History of Printing," (which was, in 
fact, written by Psalmanazar) he advised our 
artist to cut the whole fount of pica. This was 
accordingly done ; and the performance exceed- 
ed the letter of tlie other founders of the time. 
He arrived at length to such perfection, that his 
workmanship was frequently exported to the 
continent. He removed about 1735 into Chis- 
well-street, Moorfields, where his foundry be- 
came. In process of time, the most extensive 
that existed. Having acquired opulence in the 
course of his employment, he was put into the 
commission of the peace for the county of 
Middlesex, in which ofilce be died, January 23, 
1766. 

CASNODYN,aWelsh poet, who flourished 
at the beginning of the 14th century. 

CASSAGNES, James, abbS de, a French 
poet and preacher, who died mad, because be 
was compared with Cotin, a very poor and un 
popular preacher, in 1679. 

CASSAN, a christian, who renounced bis re- 
Ugion to become king of Persia, died in 1304. 
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CASSANA, Nichoto, a Venetian painter, who 
died in 1713. His conspiracy of CataUne ta 
greatly admired. 

CASSANA, brother of the preceding, was 
eminent in drawing beasts and birds. 

CASSANDER, king of Macedonia, died 304 
B.C. 

. CASSANDER, George, an eminent French 
divine, who was long engaged in the fruitless 
labour of reconciling the coolies and protes- 
tants, died in 1566. 

CASSANDER, Francis, a Frenchman, who 
was an able translator of the Greek and Latin 
classics, died in 1695. 

CASSANDRA, Fidele, « Venetian lady, of 
great learning in philosophy and the languages, 
died, ajzed 10^, in 1567. 

CASSENTINO, Jacobodi, an eminent painter, 
the founder of the Florentine academy, died in 
135G. 

CASSERIO, Julio, rose from a state of pover- 
ty, to be^rofehsor of anatomy and medicine at 
Padua. He was first taken, as a domestic, into 
the family of Fabricius, who instructed him ; he 
died in 1616. 

CASSIAN, a monk, of the 5th century, who 
wrote some works, and founded a monastery at 
Marseilles. 

CASSIBELAN, or CASSIVELAUNUS, a 
king of Britain, at the time of the invasion of 
Julius CcDsar. 

CASSINI, Johannes Dominicns, a celebrated 
astronomer, bom in Piedmont, in 1635. At the 
age of 15, the senate invited him to tench mathe- 
matics at Bologna. He was made astronomer 
royal of France in 1669, and after enriching sci- 
ence with a thousand new discoveries and ob- 
servations, died in 1712. 

CASSINI, John James, son of the preceding, 
inherited the talents and fame of his father, and 
took bis place as royal astronomer of France. 
His works were in high estimation, and are va- 
luable at this day ; he died in 1756. 
, CASSiNI DE THURY, Ciesar Francis, suc- 
cessor of John James, bom in 1714, distinguishod 
for his early and rapid progress in science, died 
in 1784. 

CASSIODORUS, Marcus Aurelius, a man of 
emineacc in many respects, and called, by way 
of distinction, " the senator,'* was bom^in Italy, 
about 463. His principal writings are, " De Di- 
vinis Lcctionibus,*' " De Orthographia,*' and 
" De Rebus Gestis Gothonim." He wrote abo a 
commentary upon the Psalms, and several other 
pioces, theological and critical, and died at near 
100 years of age. 

CASSIUS, Caius, brother-in-law of Bratus, 
one of Cssar's murderers. He caused one of 
his slaves to kill him, that he might not fall into 
the hands of his enemy, 42 B. C. 

CASSIUS, Longinus Lucius, a Roman magis- 
trate of great integrity, 115 B. C. 

CASSIUS, Avidius, a Roman general, who 
proclaimed himself emperor, and was soon after 
assafisinated. 

CASSIUS, Parmensi^, a Latin poet, put to 
death by Augustus; 

CASSIUS, Severus Situs, a Roman orator, 
of the Ausustan age, eloquent, but violent 
against individuals. 

CASTAGNO, Andrew del, a painter, of Tus- 
cany, who a^assinnted Dominico de Venise, 
from whom he obtained the secret of painting in 
oil. Castagno revealed this on his death-bed, 
and died in 1478. 

CAtiiTALDI, Cornelius, on eminent poet, in 
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Latin and Italian. He founded a eoDage at 
Padua, where be died in 1537. 

CABTALIO, Sebastian, bora at CbatilloD, on 
the Rhone, in 1515. His works are very con- 
siderable, on account both of tbeir quality and 
their number ; they discover great knowledg«i 
of the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew languages, and 
are chiefly on Scriptural subjecu. He died in 

CASTEELS, Peter, a painter, of Antwerp. 
He published 12 plates of birds, designed and 
etched by himself, and died in 1749. 

CASTEL, Lewis Bcrtrand, a Jesuit and ma- 
thematician, of Montpelier. He published m 
system of niatliematics, a treatise on gravity, 
and on optics : ail higlily esteemed : he died in 
1757. 

CASTELL, Edmund, a divine of the ]7tli 
century, and compiler of a very learned and la- 
borious work, called " Lexicon Hentaplotton.*' 
He was also eminently assistant to Dr. Walton, 
in the celebrated edition of the "Polyglott Bi- 
ble,'* and died in 11-85. 

C.^STELLI, Bernard, a Crcnoepe painter and 
engraver, of eminence, died in 1629. 

CASTELLI, Valeiio, son of the preceding, 
was particularly skilkd in painting battles, and 
died in 1659. 

CASTELLI. Benedict, a native of Brescia, 
who assisted Galih o in his astronomical obser- 
vations, died in 1644. 

CASTELNAU, Michael, ambassador in tb« 
service of Charles IX. of France. Memoirs of 
his embassies are published, in 2 vols, folio : he 
died in 1582. 

CASTELNAU, Henriette Julia de, wife of 
count de Murat, authoress of several pleasing 
and elegant works, died in 1716. 

CASTELVETRO, Lewis, an Italian criUc, 
famous for his parts, but more famous for his 
spleen and ill-nature, was bom at Modena, in 
1505. He distinguished himself chiefly by his 
" Commentary upon Aristotle's Poetics ;" where, 
Rapin assures us, he always made it a rule to 
find something to except against in the text of 
Aristotle. He died in 1571. 

CASTI, 1* abbe, an Italian poet, author of 
several works of merit, died in 180.3. 

CA8TIGLIONE, Joseph, a native of Ancona 
distinguished as a poet and critic, died in 1616. 

CASTIGLIONE, Balthazar, an eminent Ital 
ian nobleman and poet, was born at Mantua, in 
1478. He applied himself to the study of paint- 
ing, sculpture, and architecture, as appears from 
a book that he wrote in favour of those arts, 
and made so great a progress in them, that Ra- 
phael Urbin and Buonarotti, though incompara- 
ble artists, never thought their works perfect, 
uidesfl they hnd the approbation of Castiglione. 
He died in 1529. Besides his incomparable 
book, "The Courtier," in which work we may 
perceive how intimate he was with the Greek 
and Latin authors, (having gleaned together the 
first flowers of tlieir wit, and treasured up, as it 
were, 4n a single casket, the richest jewels of 
antiquity,) he composed many Latin and Tus- 
can poems, which, with some of his letters, are 
placed at the end of the English version of *' The 
Courtier,*' published at London, in 1727. 

CASTIGLIONE, Benedict, an eminent Ital- 
ian engraver, bom in 1616, died in 1670. 

CASTIGLIONE, Francisco, son and pupil of 
the preceding, and equally respectable ss a 
painter. 

CASTILE, Alphonsus X. of, who has com- 
monly been called " The Wise,*' was bom ia 
111 
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1203, and is uow more fainuus fur having been 
an astronomer than a king. He understood as- 
tronomy, philosophy, and history, as if he had 
been only a man of loiters, and composed books 
upon the motions of the heavens, and on the 
bititory of Spain, which are highly coQuueoded. 
He died in li6i. 

CASTILLO, Ferdinand de, a Dominican, of 
Spain, who wrote an account of his order; he 
died in 1593. 

CASTILLO- Y-SAAVEDRA, Antony del, a 
Spanish painter, who died of grief, because he 
was excelled, in 1667. 

CASTRIES, N., marshal de, an able French 

Seneral, who served in the seven years' war, 
ied in 1800. 

CASTRO, Alphonso de, n Spanish Francis- 
can friar, who went to England with Philip II. 
He wa.«i an able preacher, and died in 1558. 

CASTRO, John de, a native of Lii^bon, a dis- 
tinguishnd military oflicer, afterwards, governor 
of the East Indies, died in 1548. 

CASTRO, Paul dc, professor of law at Flo 
rence, Bologna, Sienna, and Padua, died In 
14.T7. 

CASTRUCIO, Costracanl, a celebrated gene 
ral, found, when an infant, in a heap of leaves, 
in Tuscany. He rose to the highest rank of 
military fame, and died in 1328. 

CASWELL, Richard, governor of North Ca- 
rolina from 1777 to 1780, and from 1785 to 1787. 
He discharged several otlier offices with repu- 
tation, and died in 1789. 

CAT, Claude Nicholas le, surgeon to the Ho- 
tel Dieu, at Rouen, an eminent philosopher, 
raised to the rank of nobility by the French 
king, died in 1768. 

CATEL, William, of Toulouse, author of a 
history of the courts of that city, died in 1626. 

CATELLAN, Mana Claire Priscilla Margue- 
rite, a lady of Narbonne, whose odea were much 
admired ; she died in 1745. 

C ATESBY, Mark, an English naturalist, who 
wrote the natural history of Carolina, Florida, 
and the Bahamas, an elegant work, 2 vols, folio ; 
he died in 1749. 

CATHARINE, a daughter of Charles VI., of 
France, who married Hsnry V. of England, and 
afterwards Owen Tudor, a Welchman. She 
died in 1438. 

CATHARINE of ARRAGON, dauehter of 
Ferdinand, V., and wife of Heiiry VIII She 
was a woman of many virtues. 

CATHARINE DE MEDICIS, only daughter 
of Laurentius de Medlcis, bnrn at Florence, in 
1519, married, 1533, the dauphin, afterwards 
Henry II., of France. She was three times re- 
gent of France ; and, during her administra- 
aons, made a conspicuous figure in the nnnals 
of Enrope, by her political genius. She died 
In 1589. 

CATHARINE of SIENNA, a Romish saiijt. 
who, at the age of eight, is said td have voweo 
perpetual celibacy ; she dind in 1380. 

CATHARINE of PORTUGAL, daughter of 
John IV., and wife of Charles H., by whom she 
was treated unkindly ; she died in 1705. 

CATHARINE of BOURBON, sister to Hen- 
ry rv., and wife of Henry of Lorraine, died in 
1604. 

CATHARINE ALEXIEVN A, a country girl 
of the name of Martha, bnrn of very indigent 
parents, in Livonia. In 1701 she married a dra- 

goon of the Swedish garrison, at Maricnburgh ; 
ut before evening of the wedding-day. the 
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place was besieged by ilie Russians : the bride- 
groom was killed, and the victor, general Bauer, 
xmiiten with her beauty, made her his mistress. 
Prince Mentshicoff next beheld her, and she 
lived with him a short time.— In tlie 17th year 
of her age, she become the mistress of Peter the 
Great, who, on the 29th of May, 1711, married 
her privately in Poland, and the 20th of Feb., 
1712, publicly solemnized the marriage, at Pe- 
tersburg, and presented her with the diadem and 
sceptre. At bis death, in 1725, she was pr(r 
claimed sovereign empress of ail the Russias. 
and, toiler death, the 17th of May,1727,8howeo 
herself worthy of her high fortune. 

CATHARINE IL, empress of Russia, a wo 
man of most extraordinary natural talents for 
governing a state, and civilizing a rude nation; 
but of insatiate lust, and unbounded ambition ; 
to the indulgence of which latter passion, slit 
waded through blood, flowing from the Slaugh- 
ter of thousands and tens of thousands. She 
was bom May 2, 1729, and married In 1745, to 
the grandson of Peter the Great. Having cans' 
ed her husband to be deposed (if not worse dealt 
with) in 1762, she was proclaimed empress. Sho 
died suddenly, in November, 1796, and was suc- 
ceeded bv Iter only son Paul Petrowitz, the fa- 
ther of Alexander I., the present emperor of 
Russia. 

CATHARTNUS, Ambrose, an Italian, bishop 
of Minor!. He wrote against Luther, and died 
in 1553. 

CATILINA, Lucius Serglus, a noble Roman, 
whose extravagance reduced hhn to narrow cir- 
cumstances, and having been refused the con- 
sulship, became leader of a coaspiracy to mur 
der the consuls and senate of Rome, rifle the 
public treasury, and burn the city: which cotv 
spiracy was discovered by Cicero, at that tima ' 
consul, 62 B. C. He was slain in battle the same 
year, on tlie plains of Tuscany. 

CATINAT, Nicholas, an illustrlons French 
general, under Louis XTV., born at Paris, 1^, 
died in 1712. 

CATINEAU, N. • brave man. who headed 
the Vendeans during the revolution ; he fell ^ 
the siege of Nantes. 

CATO, Marcus Fortius, cmnmonly called the 
Censor, bom at Tusculum, In the year of Rome, 
519 ; that is, about the year 232 B. C. No man 
was ever better qualified than he for the oflice 
of censor, nor could better discharge the duties 
of it. He made use of his severity, eloquence, 
and exemplary life, to give a check to the luxu- 
ry and growing vices of the Romans ; which 
gave occasion to say, that he was not less ser- 
viceable to the republic of Rome, by making 
war against immorality, than Scipio,by his vic- 
tories over his enemies. He wrote several 
works : " A Roman History," a book " con- 
cerning the Art of War," and one on " Agricu^ 
ture," and died in the year of Rome 604. 

CATO, Uticensis, great grandson to the for- 
mer, was educated under his uncle Livius Dru- 
sus, and very early showed valour and genero- 
i^ity ; having, at 14 years old, desired a sword to 
kill the tjrront Sylla. He was a lover of philo* 
sophy. In which he rigidly followed the doctrines 
of the stoics ; this furnished him with that bra- 
very of soul which he manifested on all occa- 
-dons. His first campaign was in 681, against 
Spartacus: afterwards he led 1000 foot Into 
Asia, where, for the small number of his attend- 
ants, he was laughed at, but was never move<l 
with it ; returning, he was made quaestor, which 
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post he filled with honour. To keep oat a very 
Dad man, be put in for the tribunate. He sided 
with Cicero, against Catiline, and opposed Cfl&- 
sar in the senate, on that occasion. His ene- 
mies sent him to recover Cyprus, which Ptole- 
my had forfeited, thinking to hurt his reputation 
by su difficult au undertaking ; yet none couki 
liid fault with his conduct. He laboured to 
bring about an agreement between Cesar and 
Poropey, but, seeuig it in vain, sided with the 
latter. When Pompey was slain, he fled to Uti- 
ca, and Caesar pursuing him, he advised his 
friends to b^one, and his son to trust to Cesar's 
clemency ; then lay down upon his bed, read 
Plato upon the Immortality of the Soul, twice 
over, and thrust a sword through bis body, of 
which he died, 46 B. C, aged 48/ 

CATO, Valerius, a Latin poet, in the age of 
Sylla, died 30 B. C. 

CATROU, Francis, a very distinguished Je- 
suit, bom at Paris, in 1659. He was the author 
of some very considerable works ; as, 1. " A 
General History of the Empire of the Mogul ;" 
8. '> A History of the Fanaticism of some Pro- 
tesunt Religions ; of Anabaptism, of Davidism, 
and of Quakerism ;*' 3. *' A Translation of 
Virgil, with notes critical and historical ;** and 
4. '* A Roman History;** which has been trana- 
latcd into several languages, and is reckoned 
bis capital work. He died in 1737. 

CATTHO, Angelo, was in the service of 
Lewis XL, as astrologer and physician. He 

Sretended to foretell future events, and died in 
497. 

CATULLUS, Caius Valerius, a Roman poet, 
born at Verona, 86 B. C. He is far unlike our 
modern poets, who usually complain of the coy- 
ness and insensibility of their fair ones; he 
^speaks of his Lesbia, as a woman who asked 
him, how many kisses would satisfy him ? To 
which he answered, " that he desired as many 
as there are grams of sand in the deserts of Li- 
bya, and stars in the heavens.*' Although pos- 
sessing a superior genius, he was, as many others 
have since been, poor. He died in the flower 
of his age, and the height of his reputation, 
when he was about 30 years old. 

CATZ, James, a Dutch statesman, and poet, 
bom in Zealand, 1577, died 1660. 

CAULET, Francis Stephen de, a French pre- 
late, who oppoeed the king's right of d' ^ 
'led in 1680. 



botanist, was educated among the Jesuits, and

CAVE, Dr. WUHam, a learned divine, bom

CAVALIER, John, celebrated for his bravery 
in the wars of the protestant insurgents, against 
Lewis XIV. He died in 1705. 

C AVALIERI, Bonaventure, an Italian, pro- 
fessor at Bologna, and disciple of GalUeo, died 
in 1647. 

CAVALLINI, Pietro, a pataitor of celebrity 
at Rome, died in 1364. 

CAVALLO, Tiberius, F. R. S., an eminent 
writer on natural philosophy, bora at Naples, 
March 30. 1749, settled in England, 1771, and 
died in London, Dec. 96, 1809; having pub- 
lished, among other valuable works, " Treatises 
on Electrlci^ ;** on the " Air,'* and Aerosta- 
tloa;**on "Magnetism," and "Elements of 
Natural History." 

CAVANIIJiES, Antonio Joseph, a Spanish 
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were cotempbrary with' the Apostles, and of 
the principal Fathers within the first three cen- 
turies of the Church," and " Historia Literaria, 
ice. ;" in which he gives an exact account of 
all who had written upon Christianity ,'eithe 
for or against it, from Christ to the 14th cen 
tury. 

CAVE, Edward, bora at Newton, in War- 
wickshire, Feb. S9, 1691, and celebrated for 
having planned and brought to perfectioA, 
"The (3entleman*s Marazine," which ha8l>een 
published upwards of 90 years, and is ctmsidcr- 
ed one of the most successful and lucrative 

Griodical works that history has upon record. 
r. Cave died Jan. 10, 1754. 

CAVEDONE, Jacomo, an Italian painter, 
died in 1660. 

CAVENDISH, Thomas, a celebrated English 
circumnavigator, died about 1503. 

CAVENDISH, Sh- WUIiam, bom about 1505. 
Cardinal Wolscy took him into his splendid 
family, which consisted of one earl, nine borons, 
and about 100 knights, gentlemen, and inferior 
oflScers. He served the cardinal as gentleman- 
usher, and was a4mitted into more intimacy 
with him than any other servant, and therefore 
would not desert him in his fall, but was one of 
the few, who stuck close to him when he hnd 
neither ofilce nor salarv to bestow. This singu- 
lar fidehty. Joined to his abilities, recommended 
him to his sovereign, who received him into his 
own family and service. He afterwards held 
high offices of state under Edward VI., and 
Mary L, and died in 1557. Sir WUliaro Caven- 
dish wrote the life of his old master. Cardinal 
Wol8ey,and therein gives him a very high cR a- 
racter ; affirming that, in his Judgment, he never 
saw the kingdom in better obedience and quiet, 
than during the time of his authority, nor Justice 
better administered. 

CAVENDISH, WUIIam, duke of NewcasUe, 
bora in 1593, died in 1676. He rendered great 
services, in a military capacity to Charles 1. and 
II. ; and after the restoration, retired to indulge 
his natural disposition in literary pursuits. He 
wrote a celebrated "Treatise on Horseman- 
ship," of which a most excellent edition was, 
a few vears aso, printed in England ; and four 
comedies. His second wife, Margaret, was a 
woman of great wit, and some learning : for 
besides the life of the duke, and her own, sh 
wrote a peat number of folio volumes, and pub- 
lished 36 plajrs, in several of which there are 
scenes and aontt written by the duke. Ut-r 
grace died in 1673. 

CAVENDISH, William, first duke of Devon- 
shire, an able statesman, and friend of T/ord 
Russell, was active in procuring king William 



in. to invade England, and died in 1707. 

CAVENDISH, Lord John, son of the fourth 
duke of Devonshire, and chancellor of the ex 
chequer ; he opposed Lord North's administra 
tion. and died in 17t)6. 

CAVENDISH, Lord Frederic, chose a mil 
iury life, was a field marshal, and died in 1803 
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CAVENDISH, Hou. Henry, a very iagenkm* 
natural philosopher, born Oct. 10, l"^!, died at 
rUphani, Feb. d4, 1810. Though not much 
beard of in the conunon paths of life, be was 
well known and highly distinguished in the sei- 
entifio world. He b)id Audied and rendered him- 
■elf familiarly conversant with every part of 
Sir Isaac Newton's philosophy ; the principles 
of which be applied, about tlie year 1770, to an 
Investigation or the laws on which the pbceno- 
mena of electricity depend. Pursuing the samt 
science, on tbe occasion of Mr. Walsh's expert 
ments with the torpedo, be gave a satisfactory 
explanation of the remarkable powers of elec- 
trical fishes ; pointing out that distinction be- 
tween common and animal electricity, which 
has since been amply confirmed by the brilliant 
discoveries in galvanism. Having turned bis 
attention very early to pneumatic cnymistry, he 
ascertained, in 1766, the extreme levity of in- 
flammable air, now called hydrogen gas. On 
this discovery, many curious experiments, and 
particularly that of aerial navigation have been 
Ibunded. In tbe same path of science, he made 
the important discovery of the composition of 
water, by the union of two airs ; and that laid 
the foundation of the modern system of chy- 
mistry, which rests principally on this foot, and 
that of the decomposition of water, announced 
soon afterwards by M. Lavoisier. As the puri- 
ty of atmospherical air had been a uubject of 
controversy, Mr. Cavendish contrived essential 
improvements in the method of performing ex- 
periments with a eudiometer; by means of 
which, he was tlie first who showed, that the 
proportion of pure air in the atmosphere is 
nearly the same in all open places. The other 
and much larger portion of our atmosphere, he 
sagaciously conjectured to be the basis of the 
acid of nitre ; an opinion which be soon brought 
to the test, by an ingenious and laborious ex- 
periment, which completely proved its tnith ; 
whence thhi air has now very generally obtain- 
ed the name of nitrogen. Among tbe labours 
of his latter days, is the nice and difficult ex- 
periment, by which he determined the mean 
density or the earth ; an element of consequence 
In delicate calculations of astronomy, as well as 
tn geological inquiries. Even in the last year 
of his life, at the advanced age of 77, he pro- 
posed and described improvements in the man- 
ner of dividing large astronomical instruments ; 
which, though not yet executed, promise verv 
great advantages. These pursuits, togetlier with 
reading of various kinds, by which he acquired 
a deep insight Into almost every topic of gene- 
ral knowledge, formed the whole occupatioo of 
his life; and were, in fact, his sole amusement- 
From his attachment to such occupations, and 
the constant resource he found in tliem, toge- 
ther with a shyness and diffidence natural to 
his disposition, his habits had, from early life, 
been secluded. He is said to have left behind 
him 1,900,0001. Mr. Cavendish was great uncle 
to the duke of Devonshire. 

CAVOYE, Lewis, marquis de, a French mi- 
litary officer, of great braveiy, died in 1716. 

OAUSSIN, Nicholns, a French Jesuit, and 
confessor to Lewis Xtll., was born at Troyes, 
iu Champagne, in 1580^ and died at Paris, July, 
1651. He published, amou;; other works, " The 
Holy Court,*' a moral work, which has been 
often reprinted, and translated into Latin, Ita- 
lian, Spanish, Portusuese, Gennan. and Eng- 
lish ; and " Sacred Tragedies.'* 
CAWDREY, Daniel, aa ejected non-eonform- 
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1st and a member of the Westminster assembly 
of divines, died in 1664. 

CAWl'HORNE, James, a venr agreeable 
poet, bom at Sheffield, in 1721 . In 1743, be was 
chosen mister of Tunbridge School ; and this 
place he held till his death, which happened by 
a fall from his horse, in 1761. His poetical com- 
ptfsitions were collected and published in 4to, in 
1771. 

C A WTON, Thomas, a non-conformist, and a 
good Hebrew scholar, died In 1677. 

CAXTON, WUliain. the first who introduced 
the art of printing with fusile types into Eng- 
land, was bom in the Weald of Kent, about the 
latter end of the reign of Henry IV. Being al>Qut 
15, he was put apprentice to Mr. Robert Large, 
a mercer, who. after having been sheriff and 
mayor of London, died in 1441, leaving by will 
34 marks to his apprentice, William Caxton ; a 
considerable iMocy in those days, and an early 
testimony of Caxton's oood behaviour and in- 
tegrity. Caxton went abroad to settle the same 
year that his master died, and was intrusted by 
the mercer's company to be their agent or fai^tor 
in Holland, Zealand, Flanders, &c. In 1464, a 
commission was granted to him and Richard 
Whitehill, Esq., by Edward IV., to continue 
and confirm the treaty of trade and commerce 
between his majesty and Philip, duke of Bur- 
gundy, or, if they found it necessary, to make a 
new one. They ore styled in the commission, 
ambassadors and special deputies. A marriage 
was concluded, in July, 1468, between the king's 
sister, lady Margaret of York, and the duke's 
son, Charles, he being then duke of Buii^ndy; 
and when the lady arrived at the duke's court 
at Bruges, Caxton appears to have been of her 
retinue. He was now either one of her house- 
hold, or held some constant post under her ; be- 
cause, as he says, he received of her a yearly . 
fee or salary, besides manyotlier good and great 
benefits. Being more expert than most others in 
penmanship and languages, it is highly probable 
that he was employe by the dutchess in some 
literary way. As soon as he had acquired the

CECIL, WilUam, lord Burleigh an eminent 
English statesman, whose loyalty to his sove- 
reigil queen Elizabeth, and his patriotism, pre-

Und from falling a prey to sovereign tyranny 
and po[48h superstitions. He was bom at Bourn, 
hi Tiincolnshire, 1521, held the office of lord 
high treasurer of England 27 years, and died 
15m. A collection of his state papers was pub- 
lished by Haynes, 1740 ; and a continuation of 
them by Murdin, 1760. 

CFiCIL, Richard, an eminent divine of the 
church of England, died in 1810. 

CECROPS, an Egyptian, founder of the Athe- 
nian monarchy, 1556 B. C. 

CEDRENUS, George, a Grecian monk, lived 
in the 11th century, and wrote " Annals, or an 
abridged History, from the beginning uf the 
World to the reign of Isaac Comnenus, emperor 
of Constantinople.*' who succeeded Michael IV. 
In 1057. 

, CELESTI, Andrea, a Venetian painter, died 
in 1706. 

CELESTIN I., was pope 10 years ; he con- 
demned tlie doctrines or Ncstorias, and died in 



CELESTIN U., was pope 5 months, and died 
in 1143. 

CELESTIN m., was pope 7 years, and died 
lo 1198. 

CELESTIN rv., was pope 18 days, and died

CELESTIN v., elected pope in 1294, which 
office he afterwards resigned ; he was imprison- 
ed by his successor, and died in 1296. 

CELLARIUS, Christopher, born In 1638, at 
Matoalde, in Franconia, died in 1707. He pub- 
Uslied good editions of above 20 Latin and Greek 
authors. His works relate chiefly to grammar, 
to geography, to history, and to the oriental lan- 
guages. Those in geography are well known as 
excellent helps to the understanding uf ancient 
authors. 

CELLIER, Remi, a benedictine of Bar le due, 
wroto a biographical history, and died in 1761. 

CELLINI, Benevento, a celebrated sculptor 
and engraver, of Florence, bom in 1500, died in 
1570. 

CELSUS, Aurelius Cornelius, a philosopher 
and physician, who flourished under the reigns 
of Augustus and Til>erius. He wrote upon seve- 
ral subjects, as we learn from duintilllan ; upon 
rhetoric, for which he is often quoted and com- 
mended by this great master ; upon the military 
art; upon agriculture; and we have still extant

CENTLIVRE, Susannah, a celebrated comic 
writer, who bad so early a turn for poetry, that, 
as one of her biographers tells us, she composed 
a song before she was seven years old. She la 
the author of 19 dramatic ^eces, and several 
little poems. Her talent was in comedy, particu 
larly the contrivance of plou and incidents. Slie 
died Dec. 1, 1733. 

CENTORIO, Ascanius anativeof Milan;emi- 
nent as a soldier and philosopher, lived in tha 
16th century. 

CERATINUS, James, or Teyng, a Hollander 
who obtained a Greek professorship by meant 
of Erasmus, and died at Louvain, in 1530. 

CERCEAU, John Anthony du, a French 
Jesuit, known as a I«atln poet, died in 1730. 

CERDA, John Lewis de la, a Spanish Jesuit, 
and an author of great learning and candour, 
died In 1643. 

CERDON, a heretic of the Sd centnry, who 
rejected the Old Testament and part of the 
New. 

CERETA, Laura, an Italian ladv, eminent 
for her knowledge of philosophy, and the learn- 
ed languages, died In 1496. 

CERINI, Giovanni Dominico, an Italian 
painter, whose pieces are esteemed ; he died in 
1681. 

CERINTHUS, a disciple of Simon Maps, 
about A. D. 54, a heretic who denied the divi- 
nity of Christ. 

CERISANTES, Mark Duncan de, son of a 
Scotch physician at Saumur ; he was sent am- 
bassador to Turkey by Richelieu, and died in 
164a 

CERMEN ATI, John de, an Italian historian, 
who published an account of Milan, from 1307 
to 1313. 

CERR ATO, Pawl, a native of Monteerrat, of 
the 15th century, he wrote Latin poems. 

CERUTI, Frederic, a native of Verona, and 
an author, died in 1579. 

CERUITI, Joseph Antony Joachim, a Jesuit, 
and professor at Lyons, and a member of the 
national assembly, died In 1792. 
CERVANTES. See SAAVEDRA. 
CERVETTO, an Italian, of extraordinary 
character in the musical world. He played tlie 
bass at Drury-lane Theatre, end died January 
14, 1783, in his 103d year. One evening, when 
Mr. Garrick was performing the character of 
Sir John Brute, during the drunkard's muttering 
and dozlns till he falls asleep in the chair, (tJte 
audience being most profoundly silent and atr 
tontive to the admirable performer,) Cerx-otto, 
in the orchestra, uttered a very loud and iin 
moderately- lengthened yawn !

CEZELI, Constance de, wife of Barri de St 
Aunez, governor of Leucate under Henry IV., 
celebrated for her bravery, 

CHABANES, James de, a Frenchman, of 
great bravery, who fell at the battle of Pavia, 
in 1535. 

CH AB ANON, N. de, member of the academy 
of belles lettres, and an author, died at Paris, in 
1793. 

CHABOT, Francis, a capuchin, was a violent 
Jacobin, cruel in his sentiments, and was guillo- 
tined in 1794. 

CHABRIAS, an Athenian general, who took 
Cyprus, and died 355 B. C. 

CHABRIT, Peter, an advocate in the parlia- 
ment of Paris, of great erudition, died in 1785. 

CHABRY, Mark, a distinguistied painter and 
sculptor, died at Lyons, in J737. 

CHAIS, Cliarles, born at Geneva, pastor of a 
church at the Haj;ue, distinguished as a preacher 
and scholar, died in 1786. 

CHAISE, Father de la, a Jesuit, of uncommon 
abilities, and confessor to Louis XIV., born at 
Forez, in the province of Lyons, abouneSO. 
The learned Huetius, bishopof Avranches, calls 
bim " a man incredibly well versed in all parts 
of learning, of philosophy and divinity in par- 
ticular." 

CHALCIDIUS, a Platonic philosopher, of the 
3d century. 

CHALCONDYLES, Laonlcus, an Athenian, 
of the 15ih century, who wrote a history of the 
Turks. 

CHALCONDYLES, Demetrius, a native of 
Athens, and one of those learned men whom 
Pope Nicholas V. sent to Rome to translate the 
Greek authors into Latin. Under his Inspection 
and care was first published at Florence, in 
1499, the " Greek Lexicon*' of Suidas. He died 
about 1510. 

CH.ALES, Claudius Francis de, a Jesuit, of 
Chamberi, a royal professor at Lyons, and au- 
thor of several works, died in 1678. 

CHALIER, Marie Joseph, a French revolu- 
tionist, *»f sanguinary character; he was guillo- 
Uned in 1793. 

CHAIjKLE Y, Thomas, a preacher amonc the 
Quakers, in Pennsylvania, in 1701, died in Tor- 
tola, while on a visit, in 1741; be published 
•ome works on religion. 

CIIALLE, Charles Michael An^e^o, a profes- 
sor of painting in the Paris academy, died in 
1778. 

CHALMERS, Lionel, M. D., a learned phy- 
tlcian, of South Carolina, published several re- 
spectable works on medical subjects, about 1767. 

CHALONER, Sir Thomas, bom at London, 
■bout 1515. He was much employed in embas- 
■lei and negotiations with foreign courts; and 
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The right ordering of the English Republic.*' 
He also discovered the first alum mines in Eng- 
land. 

CHALONER, Sir Thomas, educated at Ox- 
ford, was tutor to the prince of Wales, and died 
1615. 

CHALONER, James, son of the preceding, 
educated at Oxford, was one of King Cbariea* 
judges, and died in Holland, in 1661. 

CHALONER, Edward, head of Alban haO. 
Oxford, a good preacher and learned divine, died 
in 1635. 

CHALOTAIS, Lewis Rene Caradeue de la, 
known as the author of a work on the Jesuits, 
died in 1715. 

CHAMBAUD, Lewis, author of a French 
Dictionary and Grammar, and other usefu. 
school-books, died in 1776. 

CHAMBERLAINE, Robert, an Englishman, 
and author of several works, died in the 17th 
centunr. 

CHAMBERLAYNE, Edward, bom atOdinr- 
ton, in Gloucestershire, in 1616, died in 1703 
He wrote many books ; the best known of which 
is, " Anglic Notitia ; or, the Present State of 
England.** 

CHAMBERLAYNE, John, son of the pre- 
ceding, and contluuator of that useful book, 
" The Present state of England,*' was bom 
about 1670, and died in 1734, having published 
many ingenious critical, theological, and moral 
works. 

CHAMBERS, Sir Robert, a learned judge, 
educated at Oxford, chief justice in Bengal, and 
president of the Asiatic society, died in 1803. 

CHAMBERS, Ephraim, author of the cele- 
brated Diction aiy of Arts and Sciences which 
goes under his name, was born at Milton, in the 
county of Westmoreland. When he became of 
a proper age, he was put apprentice to Mr. Se- 
nex, the globe-maker, a business which is con- 
nected with literature, and especially with as- 
tronomy and geography. It was during Mr. 
Chambers* residence with this skilful mecha- 
nic, that he contracted that taste for science and 
learning, which accompanied him through life, 
and directed all his pursuits. It was even at 
this time that he formed the design of his grand 
work, the " Cyclopedia ;*' and some of the first 
articles of it were written behind the counter. 
He died May 15, 1740. The first edition of the 
Cyclopsedia was published in 1728, in 2 vols, 
folio. Another edition, with considerable im- 
provements, by Dr. Rees, was begun to be pub- 
lished, in weekly numbers. In 1778, and was, in 
1785, completed in 4 vols. January 1, 1803, Dr. 
Rees commenced the publication of an edition 
still farther enlarged, which has been recently 
completed in 45 vols. 4to.; most highly adorneff, 
and fully illustrated, by engravings, in a style 
of excellence well suited to the exalted merit of 
the work itself; which is at once an ornament 
to its editor, and to the country. 

CHAMBERS, Sir William, an eminent archi- 
tect, whose name will be transmitted to late 
posterity as the builder of that great national 
ornament, Somerset Place. This superb struc- 
ture was begun in 1776, and inhabited in 1785. 
Sir William was by birth a Swede, but was 
brought over to England at two years of age 
He wrote an excellent " Treatise on Civil Ar- 
chitecture," a " Dissertation on Oriental Gar- 
dening," published " Designs for Chinese Build* 
ings," &c., and died March 8, 1706. 

CIIAMIER, Daniel, a French proteatant, pro 
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feasor of divinity at Montauban. He drew up 
the famoui edict of Nantes, and was killed in 

CHAMILLARD, Stephen, a Jesuit, of Bour- 

fes, eminent as a scholar and antiquary, died in 
730. 

CHAMILLART, Michael de, an exceOent 
billiard plaver, was promoted to high offices of 
s:ate by Lewis XIV., and died in 1721. 

CHAMOUSSET, Charles Humbert Pierron 
de, judge in the parliament of Paris, a man of 
universal benevolence, died in 1773. 

CH A MP AGNE, Philipof, a celebrated painter, 
bom at Brussels, in 1«», died in 1674. 

CHAMPAGNE, John Baptiste de, bom at 
Brussels, was professor of the academy of paint- 
ing at Paris, and died in 1683. 

CHAMPEAUX, or CAMPELLENSIS, WU 
liam de, professor of philosophy at Paris, where 
Abelard was hispupil, died \u 1121. 

CHAMPFORT^ N., a Parisian, devoted to 
literature, and a rriend of the revolution. He] 
destroyed himself in 1794. 

CHAMPIER, Symphorien. Camperius, <Jr 
Camiiesnis, a Frenchman, and physician to the 
dulcc of Lorraine, died in 1540. 

CHAMPION, Joseph, an Englishman, eroi 
nent as a penman. 

CHAMPLAIN, Samuel de, a Frenchman, 
■ent on a voyage of discovery to America by 
Henry IV. An American lake bean his name. 
He died in 1635. 

CHAMPMESLE, Marr Desmaret de, a Frenchl 
actress of celebrity, died in 1096. 

CHANCELLOR, Richard, a celebrated Eng- 
lish navigator, was engaged in an exploring 
voyage, in 1553. 

CHANDLER, Manr, an English lady, distin- 
euished by her talent for poetry, bom at Malmes- 
bury, in Wiltshire, in 1687, died September 11, 
1745. 

CHANDLER, Samuel, an eminent dissentiBg 
minister and tbeok^cal writer, bom at HuKh| 
gerford, Berks, in 1<»3, died in 1766. 

CHANDLER, a native of England, and 
baptist minister, settle^ on Ashley river, Soutbi 
Carolhiaidied in 1749. 

CHANDLER, Edward, an English prelate 
and an author, died In 1750. 

CHANDLER, Thomas Bradbury, D. B., an 
eminent episcopal minister and writer, of Eliza- 
bethtown, New-Jersey, published several works 
in defence of episcopacy ; he died in 1790. 

CHANDLER, Richard, D. D.. an eminent 
English divine and antiquary, died in 1810. 

CHANTEREAU LE FEVRE, Lewis,anativd 
of Paris, and an author, died in 1658. 

CHANUT, Peter, a Frenchman, sent as am- 
bassador to Sweden and Holland, died in 1668. 

CHAPELAIN, John, a French poet, bom at 
Paris, in 1595, chiefly distinguished himself by 
a heroic poem, Called " La Pucelle, ou France 
Delivree,*' and died in 1674. ^ 

CHAPELLE, Claude Emanuel LuUler, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, born atChapelle, in 1631. 
Be is said to have been a very pleasant, but

CHAPELLE, John de la,

CH APELLIER, Isaac Rene Guy de, a native 
of Rennes, a zealous advocate of liberty ; he 
was guiUotined in 1792. 

CHAPMAN, George, bora In 1557, and high- 
ly celebrated in his time for his dramatic wri 
Mogii and poetry. He translated " Homer's Ul- 
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ad and Odyssey,'* which are still looked u|H>n 
with some respect He wroto 17 dramatic pie* 
ces, and died In 1634. 

CHAPMAN, Dr. John, an eminent English 
divine, critic, and vindicator of the Christian 
religion, against Morgan, Tindal, and others, was 
bora in 1:04, and died 1784. 

CHAPMAN, WilUam, an Englishman, who, 
among many other useful dikceveries atid im- 
provements, was the first who, about 1758, gave 
the Mea, and at sea established by practice, the 
invaluable secret of making salt water fresh. 
He died at Newcastle, Oct., 1793. 

CHAPMAN, George, a schoolmaster at Dal 
kelth, and afterwards at Dumfries, author of 
several works on education, died in 1H)6. 

CHAPPE D'AUTEROCHE, John. Vid. A\% 
TEROCHE. 

CHAPONE, Hester, an elegant English poet, 
and moral writer, bora of a respectable North- 
amptonshire family, of the name of Mulso,OcL 
27, 17S7. Her pen was always directed to nto> 
ral purposes ; and virtue, far from showing re- 
pulsive austerity in her represe^itatlons, was dis- 
tinguished by endearing graces. She will long 
be distinguished on the rolls of literature for her 
" Letters on the Improvement of the Mind, 
addressed to a Young Lady,'* 8 vols, l^no, 
1773, and " Miscellanies in Prose and Verse,*' 
12mo, 1775. Mrs. C. died at Hadley, in Middle- 
sex, Dec. 35, 180L 

CH APPEL, WiUiam, a venr learned and pi- 
ous divine, bishop of Cork, Cflovne, and Rosa, 
in Ireland, bam at Lexington, in Nottingham- 
shire, in 1583, died 1649. He published, the yeai 
before his death, " Methodus Concionandi ;'* 
tnat is, " The Method of Preaching ;** which, 
for its useAihMss, was translated into English. 
To this bishop, among other divines, has been 
ascribed the composiu<m of that excellent book, 
" The Whole Duty of Man.'* 

CHAPUZEAU, Saannel, a native of Geneva, 
and preceptor to William UL, of England, died 
inlTOL 

CH ARAS, Moses, a physician, at Paris, well 
known as an author, died in 1696. 

CHARDIN, Sir John, a famous voyager, was 
born at Paris, in 1643, but went to London upon 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes, In 1685. 
He went to Persia and the East Indies, and traf- 
ficked in jewek. Charles II., king of England, 
conferred upon him the honour of knighthood. 
He died at London, in 1713. His " Voyages" 



have always been much esteemed, as very cu- 
rious and very true. 

CH ARELON, a Jesuit missionary, employed 
many years among the Indies in Michigan. 

CHARENTON, Joseph Nicholas, a French 
J^muit, and missionary to China, for 15 years: 
he died in 1735. 

CHARES, a Grecian statuary, who immor 
tallzed himself by the Colossus of the Sun, at 
Rhodes, which has been reckoned one of the 
seven wonders of the worid. 

CHARETTE DE LA COINTRIE, Francis 
Athanasins de, a French royalist, who signal- 
ized himself by an able resistance against the 
republican forces, in la Vendee ; he was taken 
and shot in 1796. 

CHARITON, & native of Cypras, and an an 
thor, In the 4th century. 

CHARKE, Charlotte, was youngest daughter 
of Colley Cibber, the actor, and afterwards po- 
et laurcat. At eight years old she was put to 
school, but had an education more suitable to a 
boy than a girl ; and as she grew up, followed 
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tb« same plan, beine more freqaently in tbe 
■table than in the bedchamber, and mistreM of 
the currycomb, though ignorant of the needle. 
Her auventures during the remainder of her life, 
are nothing but one variegated scene of diatreee- 
es, of a kind which no one can be a itranger 
to, who has either seen, or read accounts of 
those most wretched of all human beings, the 
members of a mere strollihg company of actors. 
In 17&3 she went to London, whereshe publish- 
ed the " Narrative of her own Life ;" to which 
death put a period, and at the same time, to one 
continued course of misery, the inevitable con- 
■equence of folly, imprudence, and absurdity, 
In 1750. 

CHARLEMAGNE, or CHARLES L, king of 
France by succession, and emperor of the West 
by conquest, in 800, (which laid the foundation 
of the dynasty of the Western Franks, who 
ruled the empire 473 years, tilt the time of Ro- 
dolphus Auspergensis, the founder of the house 
of Austria.) Charlemagne was as illustrious 
in the cabinet as in the fleld ; and, though he 
could not write his name, was the patron of men 
of letters, the restorer of learning, and a wise 
legislator ; he wanted only the virtue of huma- 
nity to render him the most accomplished of 
men ; but when we read of bis behcadirig 4500 
Saxons, solely for their loyalty to their prince, 
in opposing his conquests, we cannot think he 
merits tbe extravagant encomiums bestowed on 
him by some historians. He died in 814, in^the 
74th year of his age. 

CIiARLES il.,sumamed the Bald, succeeded 
to the French crown in 840, was elected empe- 
ror by the pope and the Roman people, in 875, 
and poimned in 877. 

CHARLES IIL. or Simple, succeeded to the 
throne of France m 893. He was unequal to 
the government of a kingdom, and at last died 
in prison, in 9-29. 

CHARLES IV., the Fair, succeeded to the 
French throne in 1323, and died in 1338. 

CHARLES v., or Wise, succeeded to the 
throne of France in 1364. By his abilities and 
courage, the English were dispossessed of neariy 
all their provinces in France. He died in 1380. 

CHARLES VL, succeeded to the French 
throne in 1380. His inexperience, and a civil 
war, weakened the kingdom, and the defeat at 
Aglncourt, completed his misfortunes. He died 
in1433. 

CHARLES Vn., sumamed the Victorious, 
■ucceeded to the throne in 1422. By his great 
vigour and activity, hft drove tlie English from 
his kingdom, and died in 1461. 

CHARLES vm., called the Affable, ai 
ed the throne in 1483. After having conquered 
Italy, and being crowned king of Naples, and 
emperor of Constantinople, he was driven into 
France, and died in 1496. 

CHARLES IX., ascended the throne in 1.500. 
During his reign, the fatal massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew took place, which renders his name 
odious. He died in 1574. 

CHARLES, the Fat, son of Lewis, the 
German, was elected king of Italy, and em- 
peror, in 881. By the intrigues of his prime 
minister, he was driven from his throne, and 
died in 888. 

CHARIiES IV., grandson of the emperor 
Henry vn., ascended the Imperial throne, in 
1347. He founded the university of Prague, and 
died in 1378. 

CHARLES v., eldest son of PhUip, of Aus- 
tria, ascended the Spanish tlurone in 1516, and 
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was elected emperor of Germany, in 1518. He 
resigned his crowns in 1555, retired to a cloister 
and died bi 1558. 

CHARLES VI. was proclaimed king of Spain, 
in 1703, and elected emperor of Germany, m 
1711. A great part of his reign was spent in 
war ; be died in 1740. 

CHARLES VII., elector of Bavaria, in 1736; 
he contested the imperial throne with Maria 
Theresa, and died in 1745. 

CHARLES L, king of Spain, wasCbailes V., 
emperor of Germany. 

CHARLES II., son and successor of Philip 
IV., of Spain, iu 16G5, was the last of the eldest 
branch of Austrian prmccs who reigned in 
Spain. He died iu 1700. 

CIIARLES IIL, king of Spain, son of Philip 
v., was a monarch of ability and virtue : ha 
died in 1789. 

CHARLES I., king of England, ascended the 
throne in 1625. iiis reign was turbulent, and in 
the civil wars he was defeated. He was at last 
tried befoie a self-created court of bis subjects, 
and condemned, and executed, in 1648. 

CHARLES II., king of England, was in Hoi 
land at the time of the death of Charles I., and 
was restored to the throne in 1660. He wanted 
the virtues of his father, and was licentious ana 
immoral ; he died in 1685. 

CHARLES GUSTAVUS X. ascended the 
throne of Sweden in 1654. He was a prudent 
and warlike monarch, and died in 1660. 

CHARLES XI., son and successor of the pre- 
ceding, was successful in war, and respected as 
a just prince ; he died in 1697. 

CHARLES XU., of Sweden, was bom Jun< 
37, 1682. and set off in tbe style, and with the 
spirit or Alexander the Great His preceptor 
asking him what he thought of that hero? " I 
think," says Charles, ** that I should choose to 
be like him.'* " Aye, but,*' said the tutor, " he 
only lived 33 years.** "Oh,** answered tbe 
prince, " that is long enough, when a man has 
conquered Iringdoms.** Impatient to reign, he 
caused himselfto be declared of age at 15; and, 
at his conmation, he snatched the crown from 
the archbishop of Upsal, and put it upon hit 
head himself, with an air of grandeur that 
struck tbe people. His whole reign was ene 
continued scene of warfare, and concluded at 
the Mege of Frederickshall, in Norway, Decem- 
ber, 1718 ; where, as he was visiting tbe works 
of his engineers by star-light, he was struck upon 
the head by a ball, and killed upon the spot. 
He might be called the Q,uixotte of the north 
carrying all the virtues of the hero to an excess, 
which made them as dangerous and pernicious 
as tbe opposite vices. His firmness was obsti- 
nacy; bis liberality, profusion; his courage, 
rashness ; his severity, cruelly ; he was, in his 
last years, less a king than a tyrant, and more 
a soldier than a hero. The projects of Alexan- 
der, whom he affected to Imitate, were not only 
wise, but wisely executed : whereas Chfiries, 
knowing nothing Init arms, never regulated any 
of his movements by policy, according to the 
exigenclesoftlie conjuncture; but suffered him- 
Wlf to be borne along by a brutal courage, Wiich 
often led him into difficulties, and at length oc- 
casioned his death. He was, in short, a singn 
lar, rather than a great man. 

CHARLES I., king of Naples, and brother to 
the king of France, was an able and politic 
prince ; he died in 1285. 
, CHARLES II., king of Naples, sumamed tbf 
Lanwi employed tiimaelf in promoting pea^^ 
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•nd commerce, and the practice of reUgton 
among his people ; he died in 1309. 

CHARLES lU., king of Naples, grandson of 
the preceding, obtained the kingdom in 1380, 
and died in 1386. 

CHARLES n., king of Navarre, somamed 
the Bad. Cruelty and artifice marked liis con- 
duct ; he died in 1387. 

CHARLES MARTEL, son of Pepin Heristal, 
and duke of Austrasia, conquered France, de- 
feated and slew 375,000 of the Saracens, and 
died in 741. 

CHARLES, duke of Burgundy, somamed the 
Warrior, was generally suijbessrul, but at last 
slain. In 1477. 

CHARLES, count of Flanders, in 1119. He 
was benevolent and virtuous, but was slain in 
1134. 

CHARLES I., duke of Lorraine, claimed the 
French crown, but was defeated, and died id 994. 

CHARLES II., duke of Lorraine, a prudent 
and warlike prince, died in 1430. 

CHARLES IV., duke of Lorraine, was fond 
of military glory, but lost his dominions, and 
died in 1675. 

CHARLES v., of Lorraine, nephew of Charles 
IV., entered the service of the emperor Leo- 

S old, and acquired great military renown ; he 
led in 1690. 
CHARLES ALEXANDER, of Lorraine, 
grandson of Charles V., was general of the im- 
perial armies, and a brave warrior ; he died in 
1780. 

CHARLES EMANUEL, duke of Savoy, 
■urnamed the Great, an ambitious prince, and 
brave warrior, died in 1630. 

CHARLES EMANUEL II., son of Victor 
Amadeus }., and duke of Savoy, in 1638. He 
was an amiable and benevolent prince, and died 
In 1675. 

CHARLES EMANUEL HI., son of Victor 
Amadeus II., duke of Savoy, in 1730. He was 
a good prince, and died in 1773. 

CHARLES EDWARD, grandson of James 
n., of England, known as the Pretender, landed 
In Scotland, in 1745, and defeated the British 
troops, b% was afterwards defeated, and re- 
turned to France, where he died in 1788. 

CARLETON, Walter, an English physician 
of eminence, died in 1707. 

CH ARLEVAL, Charles Faucon de Rey, lord 
of, a French author of genius, who died in 1093. 

CHARLEVOIX, Peter Francis Xavier de, a 
learned Jesuit, celebrated for his travels, died in 
1761. 

CH ARMIS, a physician at Rome, under Nero. 

CHARNACE, Hercules Girard, baron de. 
■cnt ambassador to Sweden by Richelieu, dieo 
la 1637. 

CHARNOCK, John, bom November 28, 1756, 
entered a gentleman-commoner of Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford, 1774, died in the Kins*s Bench pri- 
son. May 16, 1807; leaving behind him, among 
other works, " Biographia Navalls;*' 6 vols. 8vo. 
1794, &c.; " A History of Marine Architecture,*'^ 
3 vols. 4to., 1802 ; and a " Life of Lord Nelson,** 
1806. His father, who was a man of large for- 
tune, totally forsook him in his distress ; but 
buried him, with great ceremony and expense, 
at Lea, near Blackhcath, in the same grave 
which, within two years after, received both his 
fltther and mother. 

CHARNOCK, Stephen, an- eminent divine 
among the presb)rterians and independents, who 
DubllMied his works in 2 vols, folio, and died in 
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CHARNOIS, N. Vacheur de, the author of 
some popular romances, was barbarously mur- 
dered at Paris, in 1792. 

CHARONDAS, a legislator, bom in SicUy, 
flourished about 400 B. C. 

CH ARPENTIER, Francis, dean of the French 
academy, a man of learning and abilities, died 
in 1702. 

CHARRIER, Mark Anthony, a French law- 
yer, and member of the states general, in 1789, 
who boldly denounced all innovations. He was 
condemned to death, in 1794. 

CH ARRON, Peter, bora at Paris, in 1541, died 
in 1603. He wrote a book called " Les Trois 
Verites,** The Three Troths, which he pub- 
lished in 1594. These three truths are the fol- 
lowing : 1. That there is a God and a trae reli- 
gion; 2. That of all religions the Christian is 
the only trae one ; 3. That of all the Christian 
communions, the Roman Catholic is the only 
trae church. His celebrity, however, was es- 
tablished by his >' Books of Wisdom,*' which 
have been twice translated into English. 

CHARTIER, Alan, secretary to Charles VI. 
and VU., of France, acquired great celebrity as 
a writer, and died in 1449. 

CHARTIER, Rene, a physician to the French 
king, and editor of the works of Hippocrates and 
Galen, in the I7th century. 

CHASSENEUX, Bartholomew de, president 
of the parliament of Provence, who boldly op- 
posed the prosecution of the Vaudois. He waf 
poisoned in 1541. 

CHASTEL, John, the son of a woollen-dra- 
per at Paris, who attempted to kill Henry IV., 
of France, December 27, 1594. This prince, 
having taken a jouraey to the borders of Artois, 
had returned to Paris that very day. He was 
in the chamber of his mistress, Gabrlella d'Ea- 
tree, who lived then at the hotel de Bouchage ; 
and as he was going to embrace Montigni, ha 
was strack in his under lip with a knife, which 
broke a tooth in his mouth. John Chanel, who 
gave him that blow, and designed to cut his 
throat, was then but 18. or 19 years old. He had 
no sooner given it, than he dropped his knife, 
and hid himself in the crowd. Every body stood 
amazed, being at a loss to know who the villain 
was ; and he was likely to escape ; but some- 
body happened to cast an eye upon him, and he 
was taken at a venture ; the wildness of hit 
kM)k, as it is said, betraying him. He was sen- 
tenced to death by a decree of the parliament, 
December 29, 1594, and suffered the same day 
by the light of flambeaux. Being drawn on a 
sledge to In Place de Grdve, (a place of execu- 
tion like Tyburn, in England,) he there had the 
flesh of his arms and thighs torn ofi" with red- 
hot pincers ; and his right hand, in which he 
held the knife wherewith he endeavoured to 
commit the murder, cut off; afterwards hit 
body was drawn and quartered by four horses 
pulling several ways, and his members and 
corpse thrown into the fire, and burnt to ashes, 
ana the ashes thrown up into the air. 

CHASTELAIN, Claude, a French ecdeslaa- 
tic and author, died in 1712. 

CHASTBLLUX, Francis John, marquis dc, 
field marshal of France, served in America, in 
the war of the revolution, was known as an au- 
thor, and died in 1788. 

CHAT DE RASTIGNAC, Raymond de. a 
bravo French officer, killed In 1696. 

CHAT DE RASTIGNAC, Lewis James de, 
of the same family ^^ bishop of Tours; he 
died in 175a 
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CHATEAUBRIAND, Prances de Foix, wife 
of the eouut of that name, and mistress of Fran 
cis I. ; she died in 1537. 

CHATEAU BRVN, John Baptist Vivieii de, 
of Angouleme. emincut as a dramatic writer, 
died in 1775. 

CHATEAURBNARD, Francis Lewis Rons- 
selet, count de, an admiral uf France, distin- 
guished tor bis courage, died in 1716. 

CHA7*£L, Tanneguyde, a French general, 
wa^ intniHted with important embasdes, and 
died in 1449. 

CHATEL, Peter du, or CASTELLANUS, 
educated at Dijon, was a learned Grecian scho- 
lar; h» died in 1552. 

CHATEL, Francis du, a Dutch pabiter, of 
• the 17tb century. 

CHATEL ARD, N. du, a French gentleman, 
pai^sionately fond of Mary, queen of Scots. 

CHATELET, Paitl du Hay, lord de, a 
of integrity, and an author, died in 1636. 

CHATELET, GabrieHe Erailie, marchioness 
de, a most illustrious French writer on pliilo- 
sophical subjects, ill which she is said to have 
rivalled Leibnitz and Newton. She wrote " lu- 
stitiites of Physics,'* a work considered as a 
masterpiece of eloquence and reasoning, being 
a commentary on Leibnitz's philosophy. This 
learned lady was born in Picardy, in 1706, ami 
died in 1749. 

CHATTERTON, Thomas, a most astonish- 
Iac genius, born at Bristol, November 20, 1752, 
and educated at a'charity-school on St. Augus- 
tin^s Bacic, where nothing more was taught than 
reading, writing, and accouurts. At 14 years or 
age, he was articled clc*ic to an attorney at 
Bristol, with whom he continued about three 
3^ars; and, though his education was thus 
confined, he discovered an early turn toward 
poetry and English antiquities, and particular- 
ly toward heraldry. In April, 1770, he left 
Bristol, disgiisted with his profession, and irre- 
concileable to the line of life in which he was 
placed ; and going to London, in hopes of ad 
vancing liis fortune by his pen, he sank at snce 
from the sublimity of his views to an al'solute 
dependence on the patronage of boolb^Uers. 
He continued to write incessantly in various 
periodical publications ; but all ttiese exertionst 
of his genius brought in so little profit, that lie 
was soon reduced to the extremest indigence ; 
so that, at last, oppressed with poverty and dis- 
ease, in a fit of despair, he put a period to his 
existence, August, 1770, with a dose of poison, 
la 1777, were published, in one voL 8vo., " Poems 
supposed to have been written at Bristol, by 
Tliomas Rowley and others, in the 15th centu- 
ry: the greatest part now first published from 
the most authentic copies, with an engraved 
specimen of one of the 51SS. To which are 
added, a preface, an introductory account of 
the several pieces, and a glossary.** And, In 
1778, were publislied, in one vol. 8vo., " Miscel- 
lanifjs in Prose and Verse, by Thomas Chatter- 
ton, the supposed author of the Poems published 
under the names of Rowley, &c.'* Concerning 
the authenticity of the poems under the name 
of Rowley, (that is, whether they were rei^lly 
written by a person of that name, or were only, 
what they are now generally supposed to be, 
the forgeries of Chatterton.) there long existed 
a, mighty controversy ; and the war among the^ 
critics has even now scarcely subsided. An 
edition «f Chatterton's Poems was published by! 
Nr. Southey, 3 vols. 8vo., 1803. ! 

CHAUCER, Geoffrey, one of the greats, as 
weU as mm ancient of the English poets, was 
120 



Ibom in London, in 1328. H« was educated at 
Cambridge, where he resided in his 18tb yemr, 
when be wrote " the Court of Love,*' and somo 
other pieces. His distinguished accoaapUsb- 
mcnts, both of body and mind, gained bim tbft 
friendship of many persons or distinction, by 
whom he was drawn to court; and, in 1368, h« 
was madegeotleman of the king's prby chaia- 
ber. In 1382, naving given offence to the cleigy, 
by adopting many of Wickliffe's tenets, he wa» 
obliged to quit the kinedom ; and in Hainaclt, 
France, and Zealand, he wrote most of liu 
books. His necessities forcing him to return to 
England, he was discovered, seized, and sent to 
prison. But, upon discovering all he knew <^ 
the late transactions in the city, he was dis- 
charged. This coofessioa brought upon him a 
heavy load of calumny. To give vent to hi« 
sorrow at this time, be wrote bis " Teetament 
of Love,*' in imitation of" Boethius de Conso* 
latione Philosophie,** and not tong afterjHiis 
admirable " Treatise on the Astrolabe.** He 
died October 25, 1400, and was buried at West- 
minster Abbey, in the great south cross aisle. 
His '* Canterbury Tales," the mostconsiderabK 
of his works, have been incomparably well pub- 
lished by Mr. Tyrwhitt. 

CHAUMETTE, Peter Gaspard: after guiding^ 
with Hebert, the sanguinary multitude of Paris 
he was guillotined by Robespierre, in 1794. 

CHAUMONT, Joseph, an Italian Jejuit,^ni» 
sionary among the Indians in North America. 

CHAUNCEY", Charles, a non-conformist di 
vine, emigrated to America, became president 
of Harvard College, and died in 1671. 

CH AUNCE V, Charles, D. D., descendant of 
the preceding, minister of the first church in 
Boston, eminent for his learning, and author of 
numerous publications, died ui 1787. 

CHAUNCEY, Ichabod, a non-conform^ 
ejected from his living, died in 1691. 

CHAUNCEY, Maurice, a catholic, confess r 
to queen Mary, and a historian, died in 1581. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles, L. L. D., an eminent 
lawyer, was secretary of state, and afterwards 
a judge of the superior court in the state of 
Conue«'ticut; he died in 1822. 

ClI AUNCY, Sir Henry,an eminent antiquary, 
author of <* The Antiquities of Hertfordshire,*' 
folio. This work, wbich is much esteemed, and 
now become very scarce, was published in 1700, 
in which year also its author died. 

CH AUSSE, Michael Angelo de la, a learned 
antiquary, of Paris, and an author of the 17ui 
century. 

CHAUVEAU, Francis, a celebrated painter 
and engraver, of Paris, who died in 1676. 

CHAUVEAU, Rene, son of tlie preceding, 
distinguished as a sculptor, died in 1722. 

CHAUVIN, Stephen, a French protestant di- 
vine, born 1640, died 1725. His principal litem, 
ry productions were, " A Lexicon Philosoiihi 
cum," and a new " Journal des Savans." 

CHAZELLES, John Matthew, a celebrated 
French mathematician, who died in 1710. 

CHECCLEY, Samuel, minister in Boston, 
was fi plain and evangelical preacher ; he died in ■ 
1769. 

CHEEVER. Samuel, first minister of Mar- 
blehead ; died in 1734. He bad preached 50 
years. 

CHEEVER, Ezekiel, an eminent Instmcter, 
at New-Haven, Ipswich, and Charlestown ; ahm 
a poet : he died in 1708. 

CHEKE, Sir John, preceptor to Edward VI 
and a critical writer on Greek literature, bon 
at Cambridge 1514, died 1557. 
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CHEFONTAINES, Christopher de, a French-B CUEVILLIEB, Andrew, was lib. ariaii tu Om , 
— — . ..us_u ip*, — ^- u.. ^ Sorbonoe, and an auUwr ; he died in 1700. 

CHEVREAir, Urban, bom a: Loiidun, ia 
Prance, 161S, died 1701. He wrote " A UiMory 
of the World," which has been printed niaiqr 
times, and translated into several langnages. 

CHEW, Bet^nin, a native of Maryland, WM 
chief Judge of tlie supreme court of Penusylvar 
nia, and atlerwards president of the high court 
of appeals in that state ; be died in 1810. 

CUEYNE, George, a celebrated physician, 
bom of a respecuble family, in Scotlanid, Jti71, 
and educated at Edinburgh, under Dr. Pitcaim. 
He passed his youth in close study and great ab- 
stemiousness ; but coming to London when a- 
boutSO, and findinc the bottle companions, the 
younger gentry and free-livers, to be the most 
easy of access, and most susceptible of >friend- 
ship, he changed his ctmrse with a view to forea 
a trade, till he at length grew excessively fat, 
short-breatlied, lethargic, and listless, and swell- 
ed to such an enormous size, that he exceeded 
32 stone in weight. Having tried all the power 
of medicine in vain, he resolved at last to use a 
milk and vegetable diet, which removed hii 
complaints. His size was reduced to almost 
one third ; he recovered his strength, activity, 
and cheerfulness, with the free and perfect usa 
of his faculties, and by a regular observance of 
this regimen reached a mature period ; for ba 
died at Bath, in his 73d year. He wrote among 
other things, "An Essav on Health and ].iODg 
Life ;" " An Essay on the trae Nature and due 
Method of treating the Gout;** " A newTlieory 
of acute and slow continued Fevers ;** " Philo 
sophical Principles of Religion, Natural and Re- 
vealed, in two parts ;** " The English Maladr ; 
or a Treatise of Nervous Diseases of all kind*,

CHELONIS, daughter of Leonidis, king of

CHEMIN, Catharine du, a French lady, ce- 
lebrated for painting flowers ; she died in 1096. 

CHEMIN AIS, Timoleon, a celebrated preach- 
er among the French Jesuits, died in 1690. 

CHEMNITZ, Martin, a Lutheran divine,bora 
at Britzen, in Braddenburgh, in 1532. His " Ex- 
amination of the council of Trent** has been 
considered a very fnasterly performance. 

CHEMNITZ, Boreslaus Philip, a German, 
counsellor of state to the queen of Sweden, and 
an author. He died in 1678. 

CHEEILUS, a Greek poet, intimate with He- 
rodotus. 

CHERON, EUzabeth Sophia, daughter of a 
Frepch painter, who obtained celebrity by her 
pencil, and died in 1711. 

Xl^HERON, Lewis, brother of the preceding, 
and of the same profession, died in 1713. 

CHERIJBIN, Father, a capuchin friar of the 
17th century, was a mathematician and philoso- 
pher. 

CHESELDEN, William, an eminent English 
surgeon and anatomist, born atSomerby, in Lei- 
cestershire, 1688. So early as tlie age of 22, he 
read lectures in anatomy : of which the " Syl- 
labus" was first printed in 1711, and afterwards 
annexed to his " Anatomy of the Human Body,'* 
printed first in 1713, 8vo. But what he more 
particularly attended to, was the operation of 
cutting for the stone. In 1722, he gained great 
reputation in this way ; and the year after, pub- 
lished his "Treatise on the High Operation for 
the Stone.** In 1728, he immortalized himself 
by giving sight to a lad near 14 years old, who 
. had been totally blind from his birth, by the clo- 
sure of the irisj without the least opening for 
light in the pnpil ; and drew up a particular ac- 
count of the tv bole proems, with the various ob- 
servations made by the patient after he had re- 
covered his sight. He died April 10, 1752. 

CHESNE, Joseph du, a French physician and 
writer on chymistry, died 1609. Besides his pro- 
fesMional works, he was author of two books in 
verse cahed " The Folly of the World," and 
f The Great Mirror of the World." 

CHESNE, Andre du, called the father of 
French history, was bora in Touraine, 1584, and 
crushed to death by a cart,asJie was passing 
from Paris to his country house, In 1640. His 

Srincipal work was, " Uu Recueildes Historiens 
u t rancc.'* 

CHESTER, John, an officer In the American 
army, distinguished himself at the battle of 
Bunker's hiil, and afterwards attained the rank 
of colonel ; he died in 1809. 

CH f:STERFIELD, Philip,eari of, see STAN- 
HOPE. 

CHETWODE, Knightley, dean of Gloucester, 
author of a " Life of lord Roscommon,'* and of 
■evcrnl poems, died 1720. 

CHETWOOD, William Rufus, many years 

prompter to Drury-Iane Theatre, author of some 

novels, a few dramatic piec««, and a duodechno 

* volume called," A General History of the Stage." 

He died in March, 1766. 

CHEVALIER, Anthony Rodolph le, a French 
protestant, who taught the French language to 
queen Elizabeth ; he died in 1572. 

CHEVALIER, Lewis, an eminent French 
lawver, and a verypious man, died in 1744.

CHICHERLY, Sir Henry, lieutenant govemof 
of the colony of Virginia ; repeatedly, in tba 
absence of the governor, at the head or the go- 
vernment, which he administered with fidelity. 

CHICOYNEAU, Francis, physician to the 
French king, contended that the plague was not 
contagious ; he died in 1752. 

CHICOYNEAU, Francis, son of the preced- 
ing, profesmr and chancellor of the unlversf Qr 
of Montpelier, died in 1740. 

CHIFFLET, John James, a Frenchman, |diy^ 
sician to Philip IV. of Spain 

CHILD, Sir Josiah, author of a well written 
" Essay on Trade,** was bom 1630, and died 
1699, leaving a son who wasjin 1718, created 
viscount Castelmaii\e, and in 1731 eari Tylney. 
The title of Tylney is now extinct 

CH1LDEBERT I., king of France, in 511, de-

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CHILDfiBERT lU.. brother of Clovit lU.,

CHILDERIC I., i(ing of France, in 456, 
banished for hia ill con£ict, afterwards recalled, 
Improved his Icingdom, and died in 4dL 

CHILDEftIO n., son of Clovis and Bathilda, 
succeeded liia brother Clotaire III.^ in 670, was 
Ucbulious and cruel, and was assassinated in 
673. 

CHILDEaiC m., somamed the Ideot and 
the Idle, was raised to tlie throne by his minister 
Fepin, in 743, who next ascended it himself. 

CHILIilNGWOETH, WiUiam, a divine of 
the church of England, celebrated Ibr hbi skill 
In defending the cause of protestants against pa- 
pists, bom at Oxford, 1602, died 1644. His most 
important work is, " A free Inquiry into Reli- 
gion." 

CHILMEAD, Bfmund, was dected from his 
living, and died in 1654. 

CHILO, one of the se^ven wise men of Greece, 
died 597 B. C 

CHILPERIC I., youngest son of CloUire I., 
succeeded to the Ungdom of Soi86on8,in 56I,was 
a Wicked and cruel monarch, and was aswawin- 
ated in 584. 

CHILPERIC n., son of Childeric II, succeed- 
ed Dagobert III., in 715. He lost his tlirone, 
and died iu 790. 

jCHlNE NOUNG, emperor of China^ about 
8837 B. C., instructed bis subjects In various 
arts. 

CHING, or XI'UOAM-TI, emperor of China, 
about 340 B. C, is said to have built the great 
Chinese wall. 

CHIRACt Peter, phjrsician to the French 
king* was an author, and.died in 1733. 

CHISHULL, Edmund, educated at Oxford, 
wtB the author of travels in Turkey, and died 
in 1733. 

CHITTENDEN, Thomas, flrrt governor of 
Vermont; a native of Connecticut: an illiterate 
mim, but possessed great talents, and of great 
private virtue. He died in 1797. 

CHOIN, Mary Emily Joly de, a lady of a no- 
ble family of Savoy, was privately married to 
thh dauphin of France, and died in 1744.

He was 4 
popular monarch, and died in 1481. 

CHRbSTIER^r {[., sumamed the Cruel, as- 
cended the Danish throne hi 1513, and was elect- 
ed kins of Sweden, in 1520. He wa« expelle;* 
from the throne, and died in prison, in 1559 

CHRISTIERN IH.. successor of Frederic l^ 
in 1534 ; be embraced the opinions of I*jiher, 
and died in 1559. ' * 

CHRISTIERN IV., ascended the Ttenish 
throne in 1588. He was an able and ben jvolent 
monarch, and died in 1648. 

CHRISTIERN V., succeeded to the tlirone in 
1670: he was a warlike prince, and died in 1699. 

CHRISTINA, queen of Sweden, and daugh- 
ter of Gustavus Adolphu»the Great, bora Dec. 
8, 1636. She succeedctd him in the'gov^)mment 
of the kingdom, in 1633, and ruled it with great 
wisdom and prudence, till 1654, when she re- 
signed it in favour of her cousin, Charles Gus- 
tavus. Sbe then changed her religion for tliav 
of the Romish church, and retired to Rome ; 
yet upon tlie death of Charles Gustavua, which 
happened in 1660, she returned to Sweden, with 
an intent to resume the government. But this 
could not be admitted, because, by the laws and 
constitution of the land, Roman Catholics are, 
excluded from the crown. She died at Rome,' 
in 1689. She was a woman of uncommon parts, 
and as uncommon learning ; for she understood 
several languages, and was a perfect mistress 
in the belles Icttres. 

CHRISTOPHERSON. John, an E gllsh pre- 
late, and master of Trinity College, ( kubridge, 
in queen Mary's reign. 

CH R YSIPFUS, a celebrated stoic p dosopher, 
bom at Soli, a city of Cilicia, wrote a greal rj* 
ny books, above 700, as we are told, several of 
which belonged to logic. He jlied in the 143d 
Olympiad; and had a monument erected to him 
among those of the illustrious Athenians. 

CHRYSpLORAS, Emanuel, a learned Greek, 
ambassador to England, from John Palieologus, 
died in 1415. 

CHRYSOSTOM, John, so called from his 
eloquence, was bom at Antioch, of a noble fa- 
mily, about 354, consecrated bishop of Constan- 
tinople, in 398, and died 407. The works of ibis 
father are very voluminous. 

CHUBB, Thomas, born at East Hamharo, 
near Salisbury, Wilts, 1679. He was bred a 
plover, but became tolerably versed in mathe- 
matics, geography, and many other branche? of 
science. But divinity above all was his favour- 
ite study ; and it is said, that a little society was 
formed at Salisbury, under the managenient and 
direction of Chubb, for the purpose of debating 
upon religious subjects. Here the Scripture? 
are reported to have been reail under tbe guid- 
ance of some commentator; and evenr man de- 
livered his sentiments upon all points freely, and 
wittiout reserve. About this time, the contro- 
versy Upon the Trinity, was earned on verv 
warmly between Clarke and Waterland ; and, 
falling under the cognizance of this theological 
assemJUy, Chubb, at the reouest of the mem- 
bers, drew up and arranged his sentiments about 
it, in a kind of dissertation ; which, after it had 
undergone some correcticm, appeared to th« 
world under tba title of *^ The Supremacy of 
the Father asserted, 4tc.,** and gained him great 
celebrity. He died at Salisbury, in his 68th 
year, leaving behind him 3 vols, of posthumoua 
works, wl^ he calls " A Farewell to his R««l- 
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ttient of bb oplntona :J* that be bad littie or nb 
belief of revelation ; Indeed he plainly rejects 
tlie Jewish revelation, and consequently the 
Christian which is founded upon it ; that he Jis- 
clainis a future Judgment, and is very uncertain 
ha to any future state of existence ; that a par- 
ticular rrovidenee is not dcducible from the 
piia>nomena of tlie world, and. Therefore, that 
prayer cannot be proved a duty," Jkc. &c. 

CHUOLEIGH, Lady Mary, a Duet and mis- 
cellaneous writer, born at Windoder, in Devon- 
shire, in 1656, died 1710. 

CHURCH, Benjamin, distinguished by hbex- 
ploits in the Indian wars, hi New England. Be 
rommaiided the party that killed the famous 
Vhilip, and died in 1718. 

CHURCHILL, Sir Winston, known as the fli- 
ther of the greatdukeof Marlborough, died Jo88. 

CHURCHILL, John, duke of Marlborough, 
and Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, was el- 
dest son of Sir Winston Churchill, and born at 
Ashe, in Devonshire, on midsummer-day, in 
1650. Aa a conmiander-in chief of the UriilKh 
army, he stands unrivalled ; but the lunited na 
lure of our work, will not allow us to relate all 
tlie miliiary acts in which he was engaged : it 
Is sufficient to say, that, numerous as they were, 
they were all successful. He died June 16, 17^, 
at Windsor Lodge, and was buried in West- 
minster Abi»ey. 

CHURCHILL, Charles, an English poet, and 
celebrated satirist, bom in London, In 173J, and 

6 red to the church. His first poem was ** The 
osciad ;" which by the justness of its remarks, 
and particularly by the severity of its satire, 
greatly excited the public curiosity. His next 
performance was ** An Apology to the Critical 
kevicwers ;" a performance much applauded 
also, and equally satirical with the former. But 
what fame he got by these productions, which 
was indeed ven great and deserved, tie lost by 
his morahi ; and while his writings amused the 
town, his actions discusted it. Drunk with suc- 
eeas, he now quittedhis wife, and, resigning his 
gown, with all clerical functions, commenced a 
man of th^ town, and indulged hi all the gaye- 
ties, and even vices of it. Ilhi next poem was 
eutltled " Night ;** and after tbat,be published 
" The Ghost." Dr. Johnson, the author of the 
" Rambler," had, it seems, spoken lightly of 
Churchill*8 produciionb: in this poem, he has 
described Johnson under the character of Pom- 
poso, and the description is allowed to have me- 
rit- The poems, »• Night," and " The Ghost," 
had not the rapid sale expected by the autnor ; 
but, " The Prophecy of Famine," which snc- 
eeeded, produced him asain in all his lustre. He 
afterwards published 4ili9 " Epistle to Hearth,*' 
" Gotham," " Independence," " The Times," 
fc.c., and died at Boukfgne. Nov. 5. 1764. 

CHURCHMAN, John, a quaker of Mary- 
land, distinguished *^or hid philosophical re- 
searches, died in 1805. 

CHURCHYARD, Thomas, an English poet, 
principally known by " The Worthiness of 
Wales," a book. In its time, greatly esteemed, 
and reprinted in 1776. He died about 1570. 

CHyTR^US, David, divinity professor, at 
Bostock, died In 1000. 

CIACONIUS,*Alphon«it«, of Baeca, in An- 
dalusia, styled patriaicli of Alexandria, died at 
Rome, In 1599. 

CI ACONtUS, Peter, a critic of Toledo, who 
died A Rome in 1581. 

CIAMPELLI, Augustine, of Ptoretlce, an 
raiment hiitorical ptiuter.died m 1640

CIBBER, CoUey, poM MMMtt 10 eaoife IL, 
Comedian, and dramatfo writer, bomlii London, 
Nov. 6, 1671. '' The Careless Husband," ii 
reckoned his best play, and was acted in 1704, 
with great and deserved success. Bat of all 
his plays, none was of more importance to hhn- 
belf. than his comedy called ''Tbel<Ioii|oror,*' 
which was acted in 1717, and dedietted to tte 
king ; for when he presented it to him, that 
[monarch ordered him SUM. ; and tlie BMrlt of It, 
he himself confesses, made Mm poet lanrcat 
tn 1790. The same year ho quitted the staga 
though he did not die Ull Dec. 1737. Be did not 
succeed in writing travpdy, any molv than lio 
did in acting it; nor in his laureate capacity; 
his odes not partaking of tliat geaius ana qpinl« 
which he has shown in Ms comediea. 

CIBBER, Theophilus, a comedian, Md ton 
of the preceding, was bom in 1703. Ailer lead- 
mg a life of unliourilcd extravagance, be wai^ 
in the winter of 1757, engaged by Jlr.Bberidan 
to go over to Dublin, ai^d perished by sMpwreck 
on his pasi^age.

Marcus Tulllus, one of the greatest 
men of antiquity, whether we cohsider him as 
an orator, a statesman, or a philosopher, was 
bora at Arpiniim, a tity anciently of the Sam- 
iiited, but now a part of the kingdom of Naples, 
Jan. 3, in the 647th y<ear of Rome, about 107 
B. C. In his very active life, tlie most striking 
incident is his detection of the conspiracy of 
Catiline and his accomplices, for the subversion 
of the commonwealth, during Cicero's ooosol* 
ship. For his condiict in this aflklr. He #as ho- 
noured with the glorious title of" Pater Petri*,*' 
Father of his country. He was assassinated on 
the 7th of December, tbOot ten days ftom the 
settlement of the triumvirate, after be Itnd lif»4 
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it vMn 11 moottw and five dayi. Uto works 
will tver-be the standard of true eloquence, and 
Ma philoiophical treatises are an invaluable 
llMsure of good sense, virtu«t and true pliilo- 
wphy.

CICERO, Quintus Tullius, brotlier of the ora- 
ler, was assassinated under tlie triumvirs. 

CID, The, a Spanish hero, whose real name 
was Don RoderCgo Dias de Bivar, one of the 
greatest cenerals of the 11th century, was the 
model of warriors and knights of his time. 
He signalised his valour against the Moors 
of SpaUi, from whom he took Valencia, and 
other important places, and vanquished them 
la many battles- He lived in the reign of 
AlplionBo VC, king of Leon and Castile ; who, 
losteid of rewarding him for bis great services, 
peraecuted him.

CIM^OSA, Dominico, a most celebrated 
music composer, born at Capodi Monti, in Na- 
|iles, died at Venice, Jan. 11, laOl. A persecu- 
tiod that he underwent at Naples for his political 
opinions, is supposed to have shortened his days. 

CIMON, an Athenian general, famous forde- 
fiMting the Persians. He died 449 B. C. 

CENCINNATUS, Lucius auintus, the Roman 
dlctator,taken from the plougli,to bo advanced to 
tha dignity of consul, in which office he restored 
public tranquillity, and then returned to bis rural 
Mnployments. Being called forth a second time, 
to be dictator, he conquered the enemies of 
Kome, and, refusing all rewards, retired again 
to his farm, after he had been dictator onlv six- 
leea days : the same circumstance occurred once 
more in the 80th year of bit age. He was bom

CLAIRAULT, Alexis, member of tlie French 
academy of sciences, and one of the nioM iHii»- 
trious mathematicians in Enropo, died in 17G5. 
He was one of the academicians who were sent 
to the north to determine the exact figure of the 
earth. 

CLAIRFAIT, N., count de, an Austrian ge* 
neral, who distinguislied himself against the 
French in the revolution. He died in 1798. 
' CLAIRON, Clara Joseph Hypollyta Lewis 
Delatude, an admirable French actress, bom in 
1732, died by falling out of her bed, (whereid she 
lay sick,) January 28, 1803. 

CLANCY, Michael, M. D., educated at Dub- 
lin, wrote some poems and comedies ; he died 
in 1746. 

CLAP, Roger, one of the first settlers of Dor- 
Chester, Massachusetts; be wrote memoirs of 
New- England, and died in IGOl. 

CLAP, Nathaniel, minister of Newport, R. 
I., eminent for zeal and fidelity in his profes 
sion ; he died in 1745. 

CLAP, Thomas, president of Tale College, 
one of the most profound scholars of his age, 
published a history of Yale College, and conjec- 
tures upon meteors; and con8tructt;d the first 
orrery, or planetarium, in America; he died in 
1767. 

CLARA, a native of AssM, and abbess of a 
new order of nuns, died in 1193. 

CLARIO. Isidore, an Italian bishop, distin- 
guished at the council of Trent, died in 1555. 

CLARK, Peter, a highly respectable minister, 
of Danvers, Massachusetts, published several 
sermons, and died in 1768. 

CLARK, Jonas, a minister, of Lexington, 
Massachusetts; at a short distance from his 
door was shed the first blood in tiie war of the 
revolution ; he died In 1805. 

CLARK, Thomas, was born near Coventry ; 
and at the age of S3, came to London, and ob- ■ 
taioed a porter's place. By rigid economy be 
saved enough^ to take a stick shop, at the comer 
of Exeter 'Change, Inihe strand. After a time, 
he purchased the Menagerie, and used to give 
his customers a ticket to see the lions; &e. lie 
extended hit business to the cutlery, turnery 
&c., till his own shops occu|ded one half of the 
'Change, and he hhnsdf rented the whole. Ills 
dealings were marked with the utmost integrltv ; 
and he realised a fortune estimated at .100,00W. 
hy the penurious nature of his habits. H is own 
dinner, on six days in the week, never exceeded 
6d.. and Sid. for a glass of gin and water. Though 
adoicted, however, to the accumulation of mo- 
ney, it was by honourable means ; and what 
appeared to otheit hard self-privation, was,

COCKBURN, Catharine, bom in 1679, gave 
marks of a senius for poetry before she had 
•passed her childhood : and in her 17th year pro- 
duced a tragedv caUed "Agnes de Castro," 
which was acted in 1605.

COGSWCLL,James,D.D.,mlni8ferlnWind 
kam, Gon. distinguiithed for his learning andj 
piety, was dismissed in old ago, and died atj 
ifiltford, in 1807. 
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0OHAU8BN, John Henrv, a German phy»> 
dan, who mainuined that life oiigfat be extend- 
ed to 115 years by taking in the bceath oTyouaf 
women, died in 1750. 

COHORN, Memnon, a veiy celebrated Duteb 
engineer, and author of a treatise in the Flem- 
ish language on the "Method of Fortifying 
Places,^ boru 1632, died 1704. 

COIGNBT, Giles, an eminent painter, #ho 
sold his scholars' productions as hia own, died 
in 1600. 

COINTE, Charles le, a distinguished French 
iiistorian. died in 1011. 

COITER, Volcherius, celebrated asa surgeoiit 
physician, and anatomist, bora at Oroningen ; 
died about 1600. 

COKE, Sir Edward, lord chief Joitice of Eng- 
land, and one of the most eminent lawyers m 
that kingdom,was bora at Mileham,in Norfolk,iii 
1549, and died at Stoke Fogey's in Bocks, Sept. 
S, 1634. Sir Edward had irreat quickness of 
parts, deep penetration, a fiUtbful memory, and 
a solid judgment. He committed every thing 
to writing with an industry beyond example, 
published a great deal, and met with many 
changes of fortune ; being sometimes In power, 
and sometimes in disgrace. He was, however, 
so excellent at making the best of a ^disgrace, 
that king James used to compare lilm to a cat, 
who always fell upon her legs. " His teamed 
and laborious works on the laws," says Puller, 
iWorthies, p. 251.] " wUI be admired by judi- 
cious postenty, while Fame has a trampet left 
tier or any breath to blow therein." His prin* 
cipal works are, " Reports of Cases during the 
most happy reign of the most illustrious and re- 
nowned queen ElizabetJi, the fountain of all 
justice and the life of the law ;" " A Book of 
Entries :" and his " Institutes." 

COKE, Thomas, LL. D., a leading minister 
of the Wesleyan Methodists, a very aeidous and 
able divine, and most excellent man, was bora 
at Brecon, in Wales, educated at Jesus college, 
Oxford, and entered Into orders in the fistab* 
lished Church. For the last 28 years he dia* 
charged, with unremitting diligence the exten- 
!>ive duties of general superihtendent CMf the 
Methodist missions ; which so warmly engaged 
his active and incessant enei^es, that he many 
times cmssfd the Atlantic, visiting the We«t 
India islands, and travelling through the United 
States, lie gave to the world, among other 
works, a " Life of John Wesley," a " History 
of the West Indies,'" and a " Commentary on 
the Bible," in 6 large vols. 4to. Dr. Coke died 
May 3, 1814, on his voyafe to India, with six 
missionaries, intended for Ceylon and Java. 

COLARDEAU, Charles Pierre,a Frenchman, 
who translated Pope's Eloisa to Abelard ; h^ 
wrote some tragedies, and died In 1776. 

COLBERT, John Baptist, marquis of Segne- 
lai, one of the greatest statesmen that Franca 
ever had, was bom at Paris 1619, and died I6RL 
He was a pattern for all ministers of state ; and 
every nation may wish itself blessed with • ' 
Colbert. 

COLBERT, John Baptist, marquis of Torey, 
ambassador to Portugal, Denmark and England, 
secretary of state. &c, died at Paris, in 1746. 

COLDEN, Cadwallader, a respectable physi- 
cian, botanist and astronomer of Scotland, wh« 
first came to America in 1708, and again in 171CL 
and afterwards sustained several high p<riitkal 
ofllces ; published several leaned works. 

COLE, William, bon at Addarbory, in Qc 
Iftvdahirik atevl 1IW» «•• Hm warn C ^ 
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Vnni«t of hit time, lu 1656, he pubUBhcdj 
" iiie Alt of Simpliiig:" and in 1657, " Adaiu 
in Eden, or Nature's Paradise :" he died iii 
1662. 

COLE. Thomas, a dissenting minister in Eng- 
land, and preceptor of tiie great Loclce, died in 

ieir7. 

COLE, Thomas, a native of Gloaccstcrshirc, 
disiingilislicd for making a curious collection of 
berbH, &c. 

COLES, Eiisba, bom in Northamptonshire, 
in 1640, became one of the usJicrs of Merchant- 
. Tai!or*s school, and wrote several useful and 
necessary books for the instruction of beginners, 
the principal of wliich were " The Complete 
English Schoolmaster," " The newest, plainest, 
ami shortest Shorthand," " Nolens volens ; or, 
you sliall make Latin whet))cr you will or no, 
containing the plainest directions fot that p4ir- 
pose," " An English Dictionary," and " An 
£nirlish- Latin, and Latin-English Dictionary." 

COLET, Dr. John, aluarncd Engli^h divine, 
born in London, in 1466, was the eldest son ot 
Sir Henry Cok-t, knt. , twice lord-mayor, wlio 
bad, besides him, 21 children. Btinc dean yf 
8t. Paul's, and having a very plentiful estate 
without any near relations, (for numerous as 
his brethren were, they were all dead and bu- 
ried,) he resolved, in the midst of life and hcalih. 
to consectate the whole property of it to some 
standing and perpetual benefaction. And thif^ 
he performed by founding and endowing St. 
Paul's scliool, in London, of which he appoint- 
ed William Lilly first master, in 1512. He or- 
dained tliat there should be in this school a high 
roaster, a submaster,and a chaplain, who should 
teach gratis, 153 children, divided into 8 claai$es ; 
and lie endowed it with lands and houses, a- 
mounting then to 1221. 48, 7d. halfpenny per an- 
Euni, of which endowment he made the com- 
pany of mercers trustees. He died September 
16, 1519. 

COLEY, Henry, an eminent astrologer, in 
England, died in 1690. 

COLIGNI, Gaspard de, a celebrated admiral 
of France, who bravely supported the cause of 
the French srotestants against the duke of Guise 
and bis adaerents ; but after several victories 
gained over their persecutors, was at la^t basely 
assassinated by oneof*he domestics of the duke 
of Guise, in Uie beginning of the horrid massa- 
cre of Paris, on the eve of St. Bartholomew'si 
day, 1572. 

COLIGNI, Henrietta, daughter of a marslml 
of France of the same name, celebrated for ber| 
poetical productions, died in 1673. 

COLLADO, Diego, a Spaniard, superintend 
em of the convents of lite Philippines,and author 
of a work on the Japanese lantruage. 

COLLANGE, Gabriel de, a Huguenot, killed 
at the massacre of St. Bartholomews, in 1572. 

COLLATINIJS, husband of the celebrated 
Lucretia, in conjunction with Brutus, expelled 
tbe Tarquin family from Rome, and established 
tbe consular government. 

COLLE, Charles, a Frenchman, distinguish- 
ed as a comic writer, died in 178:). 

COLLEGE, Stephen, a protestant mechanic, 
unjustly condemned in 1681, as engaged in the 
consiiiracy against Clmrles II. 

COLLEONE, Bartholomew, a native of Ber 
gamo, distinguished for his military successes in 
the service of the Venetians, died in 1475. 

COLLET, Peter, a French ecclesiastic, of Ter 
nay, author of several works '^n theology and 
Moipapby diedinlTTO* 
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COLLET, Philibert, a French advocate ; au- 
thor of treatises on eicommunications, tytlies, 
&c., died in 1718. 

COLLETET, WUIiam, a French acadrmiclaii, 
who wrottf for the theatres, under Richelieo, 
died in 1C95. 

. COLLETON, James, was governor of the 
colony of South Carolina, about IGH). 

COLLIER, jeriiny, an emhtent English di- 
vine, boni at Stow-Qui, hi Cambricigeshtre, in 
1650, died 1726. He published "Es.-av-s upon 
several moral subjects," wl.ich have passed 
through many editions. In 16'J8, lie made an 
attempt to reform the stage, by publishing his 
" Short View of the Inmiorality and Profane- 
nessoMhe English i^tage," and other pamphlets 
This engaged i»im in a controversy with the 
wits ; and Congreve and Vanbrugh, whom, with 
many others, he had lakcn to task very severely,, 
appeared openly againtit him. In this contro- 
versy with thv stage. Collier exfncd himswlfto 
the utmost advantage ; his Uboiirs wvre attend' 
ed witU success, and aclual'iy produced repent- 
ance and amt i:dinrnt ; for it is nllpwrd on all 
hands, that the dtrornm which has been, for 
the mott part, observed by the later writers of 
dramatic poetry, is entirely owing to the i^ni- 
madverslons of Collier. Collier also fiublikhed 

An Eccl(!irfastical History of Great Britain," 
2 vols, folio, which is written with gr( at judg- 
ment ; and translated Moreri*s" Ilistorical, Geo- 
graphical, Genealogical, and Poetical I'ictiona- 
ry," in 4 vols, folio, a work of very great la- 
tlour. 

COLLINGS, John, an eminent te xtuary and 
critic, bom in 1623, died 1690. He wigte innny 
books of controversial and practical dirii.i.y, 
the most singular of which is " Tbe VOaxn's 
Pocket-book; or Weaving spiritiiali/Ml," rw» ; 
and lie had a principal hand in Matthew Foili 's 
Annotations on the Bible. 

COLLINGWOOD, Cutbbert, lord, a pallant 
British admiral, the intimate friend of the im- . 
mortal Nelson, and his successor in the com- 
mand of tbe Mediterranean fleet, which achiev- 
ed tbe glorious victory of Trafa^ar. His lord- 
ship was bom in tbe county of Northumlu'riand, 
in 1750; was created a pvier of the realm, with 
a handsome annuity, Nov. 20, 1^)5, and died 
Blarch 7, 1810, on board his flag ship, the Ville 
de Paris, off Minorca. He was a n:an of great, 
but unobtmsive merit. He commanded a 74 in 
the battle of the 1st of June, under lord Howe. 
In the great battle of Aboukir, he also bore a 
distingitished part ; but it was reserved for the 
battle of Trafalgar to raise his fame to its high- 
est pitch. His ship, the Royal Sovereign, in 
which he broke through the centre of the ene 
my's line, appeared, as viewed from the Victo- 
ry, which led the other division, a blaze of tire. 
" See," said the great Nelson, on viewing it, 
" how that nobte fellow, Collingwood, carries 
his ship into action. On tlie death of the for- 

Ser lamented hero, he succeeded to the com- 
and in chief. Since that gr<>at and memora- 
ble day, comprising an interval of about four 
years and a half, his lordship tmd never set fcot 
upon land ; being emph.yed in the arduous and 
harassing duty of watching the Toulon fleet : 
so tliat he never took liis seat in the house of 
peers, nor revisited his family or country, after 
his signal merits liad obtained the distiitgnished 
honours and rewards that we have statr ; 

COLLINS, John, a mathematic'an and arith- 
metical wrher, born at Wood Eaton, near Ox- 
ford, 1624, died 1683. 
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COLLINS, Anthony, an eminent writer on 
polemical siibjecui, and the friend and corres- 

e indent of the great Mr. liockc, wan bom at 
eston, near Hounalow, in Middlesex, in 1676, 
and died 1729. He publtHlied his celebrated 
*' Discourse of Free-thiuliing," in 8vo, 1713, 
and his " Discourse of the Grounds and Rea- 
sons of the Christian Religion," in 1734 ; and 
wrot«, besides these, a great raaily books, which 
wott warmly attacked by the orthodox writers 
of that time. 

COLLINS, Artljur, autlior of " The Peerage 
of England," was tlie son of William Collins, 
esq. (gentleman usher to queen Catharine, in the 
ytiar li3(>9,) and born in 1682. Having received 
a liberal education, and being from bis youth 
. much inclined to the study of antiquities, he 
conceived the arduous design of digesting a 
comp3u<lious account of the nobility of these 
kingdoms, whose genealogies had, till that time, 
been mouldering in private cabinets. The work 
hadcreat merit; the rewards of his labour were, 
however, by no means adequate to the time he 
devoted to these researches. The other works 
known to he published by Mr. CoUins, were 
" Sydney State Papers," " Historical Collec- 
tion's of the Families of Cavendish, Holies, Vere, 
HarJey and O^le," " The Life of Edward thy 
Black Prince," aiid " Proceedings, Precedents, 
atid Araunienls on Claims atui Controversies, 
concerning Baronies by Writ, and other Ho- 
nours." He died in 1760, and was buried in the 
church Of Battersea, Surrey. Whatever praise 
is due to Biographical literature in general, cer- 
tainly belon;^ to one who dipped even into the 
Ti cereal urn to stamp his labours with authen- 
ticity; aiid such is the credit they have obtain- 
ed, that while there remains a spark of venera- 
tion for the exploits of the ancient English peer- 
4','o, the volunses which record them, and bear 
Artiuir Collins' name, will be consulted as the 
. authentic history of that splendid and vital 
part of the British constitution. A grandson of 
Arthur (Colonel David Collins) has lately given 
to the world a very .valuable " Account of the 
English Settlement of New South Wales," from 
its first establishment, In January, 1788, 4to, vol. 
1, 1798, vol.2, 1802; repr.nted in 1 vol. in 1804. 
^CJolonel Collins died governor of the British set- 
Uement on Van Diemen's Land, March 24, 1810. 

COLLINS, Samuel, an English physician, au- 
thor of the present state pf Russia, 1671. 

(X)LL[NS, William, an unfortunate, but ad-, 
mirable poet, was born at Chichester, in 1721, 
and died Jiinc 12, 1759. During ins residence 
at Magdalen College, Oxford, he applied him- 
self to poetry, and published the " Persian," or,

finement, at Cayenne. 

COLLUTHUS, a priest of Alexandria, wh« 
mainu{i>9d that God was not tlie author of the 
wicked ,- be was condenined as a heretic' in 324. 

COLMAN, George, an eminent dramatic wri- 
ter, son of Thomas Colman, esq., British resi- 
dent at Florence, was born at Florence, in 1732, 
and placed at a very early age in Westminster 
school. In 1758 he removed to Christ Church 
College, Oxford, and there took the degree of 
M. A. During his progress at Westminster, and 
while at College, lie formed those literary con- 
nexions with whom he remained in friendship 
till ttiey severally dropped off the stage of life. 
Lloyd, Churchill, Bonnel, Thornton, and other 
celebrated wits of a fonuer day, were among 
the intimate associates of Mr. Colman, and gave 
eclat to bis name, by noticing him in several of 
their compositions. Mr. C. was admitted into 
the sociaty of Lincoln's-Inn, and was called to 
the bar, where he practised a very short time. 
About the year 1768, Mr. Beard, being Incapa 
ble of bearing any longer the fatigues of a theia 
trical life, and wishing to retire from the ma- 
nagement of Covent-Garden theatre, disposed 
of his property in that house, to Messrs. Col 
man, Harris, Powell, and Rutherford. These 
gentlemen were, for a short time, joint mana- 
gers, but Mr. Colman appearingto desire a great- 
er auUiority than the others, (except Mr. Powell) 
which they were unwilling to yield, he was in 
duced, after a literary warfare, which was pub- 
lished, to dispose of his share. Soon after, Mr. 
Poote, then proprietor of the Hay-market thea- 
tre, having been induced to withdraw from 
the stage, disposed of his theatre to Mr. 
Colman, for a handsome annuity, which he 
did not long enjoy. On Mr. Footers death, 
Mr. C. obtained the license. This gentleman 
was one of the chief writers in " The Con- 
noisseur," and produced a variety of miscej 
ianeous poems and papers, which he collect- 
ed in three volumes. As a scholar, he holdk 
a very respectable rank, as may be seen in his 
translations of Horace's " Art of Poetry," and 
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nen were m pleasing af hit tmlenta wene re- 
qwctable. lit. C. died Auguat 14, 1794. 

COliBIANi Benjamin, an emineDUy pious 
ud uaefui minister of Brattle-street church, 
Boston distinguislied for bis eloquence ; be pub- 
lished many occasional sermons, and died in 
1747. 

COLOCCI, Ailfcelo, an Italian, bishop of N»- 
cera, and governor of Ascoti, distinguished for 
making a valuable collection of books, 
thor or Latin poems, and died in 1549. 

COLOGNE, Peter de, a native of Ghent, the 
friend of Calvin and Beza, and a vindicator of 
the protestants. 

COLOMBIERE, Claude de la, a famous Je- 
suit, very popular as a preacher, before James 
II., of England, inventor of '* The Solemnity of 
the Heart of Jesus i" be died in 1683. 

COLOMIES,or COLOM£SlUS,Faul,a French 
protestant, who travelled through Europe, wi 
^tlior of several works, and died in 16^3. 

COLONT, Adam and Adrian, two dutch his- 
torical painters ; the father died in 1683, and the 
son in 1701. 

COLONNA, Fabio, a botanist, the first who 

g>ve names to the petals and leaves of flowers ; 
e inventor of the pontachordon, and author 
of works on botany, &c. 

COLONNA, Francisco Maria Pompeio, a 
Frenchman, author of the natural history of the 
universe ; he perished by fire, in 1726. 

COLONNA, Prospero, a distinguished war- 
rior, under Charles Vill., of France, who con- 
quered Naples, and then reconquered it for Aus- 
tria : he died in 1523. 

COLONNA, Pompeo, a restless ecclesiastic . 
the cause of many calamities to the Romans, 
by his ambition and intrigues for the popedom 
he died in im 

COLONNA, Francis, a Venetian, who, being 
disappointed in love, wrote a curious t)ook call- 
ed Hypnerotomachia di Polyphiio ; he died in 
1527. 

COLONNA, Victoria, an Italian, author of 
some eleeant poems, died in 1547. 

COLONNA, Mark Antonio, duke of Pallano, 
defeated the Turks in the bnttle of Lepanto, 
and entered Rome in triumph ; he died in 1584. 

COLONNA, Ascanio, son of the preceding 
distinguished for his defence of the pope in Ins 
dispute with the Venetians, died in 160d. 

COLONNA, John,a papal lesate to the Christ- 
tan army hi Palestine, taken by the Saracensi 
and cruelt/ treated ; but was saved on account 
of his fortitude ;«he died in 1345. 

COLONNA, Giles, bishop of Bourses, a learn- 
ed man, and theological professor, died in 131A. 

COLONNA, Fabricio, a celebrated warrior 
against the Ursini, died in 1530. 

COLQUHOUN, Patrick, L. L. D., a merchant 
and lord provost of Glasgow, allerwards distin- 
guished as a police magistrate of London, and 
a writer on the police of tliat city : he died in 
1820. 

COLRANE, Henry Hare, lord, a learned 
Englishman, who travelled three times througli 
England, and made a noble collection of prints 
and drawinn of antiquities ; he died in 1749. 

COLSTf!]^, Edward, a person ever memora- 
Me for his beneOtotions and charities, was bom 
«t Bristol 1636, and died at Mortlake, in Surrey, 
Oct. 11, 1731. He was buried in the church of 
AU-saUits, BrkMtrf, where a monument is erected 
to bis memory, on which are enumerated his 
ttttbllc eliaritlesto an amaring extern. 

C0LUM90S, CkdMophtr, a Gommm, 
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1443, and famous in history for behigihe disc»> 
verer of America, tliough it took iu nauie from 
Americus Vesptilius, who, by the euiuurage- 
ment of Emanuel, king of Portugal, made, in 
1407, some additional discoveries to tlmse of Co> 
lumbus. Columbus died 1506 

COLUMBUS, Barthokimew, brother of th« 
preceding, who accompanied hnn lu lUs voya- 
gm of discovery ; beiiig sent to England to soli 
cit aid, he was taken by pirates ; lie founded 
St. Dorohico, and die<l in 1514. 

COLUMBUS, Reaklns, an Italian anatomi- 
cal writer, wlKnte opbiioiis on the blood, nearly 
approaclied to Harvey's discovery of the drcu- 
UilJou ; he died in 1577. 

COLUMELLA,a Latin writer,who flourished 
about the year 43. and has left us some books, 
upon agriculture, and a ** Treatise on Trees, * 
which are curious and viduable. 

COLi;MNA,%iuy, a native of Sicily, author 
of a chronicle in 36 books. 

COLUTHU8, a Greek poet, who Uved hi the 
bcginnJTiK of the CUi ceniury. 

COLVIUS, Andrew, a iiioive of Dort, trans- 
lator of Father Paul's treatise on i;:e iuquisiiion, 
authoi of some ekgant poetry : died in 1671.— 
His son Nicliolas was also a learned ai.d elo- 
quent divine, and died m 1717. 

COLWILL, Alexai.der, principal of Edin- 
burgh college, in iCC2 ; author of tlie Scotch 
Hudibras, iii which he rfdlculed the presbyte- 
rians ; he died in 1076. 

COMBE, Charles, M. D., an eminent nhysl- 
cian ai:d critic, and highly distinguiFlK-u a^ a 
medalist, was born in London, Sept. 23, 1743, 
and educated at II arrow- school, lie died in 
Bloonipbury square, March 18, 1817. 

COMBEP'IH, Frahrs, known as a fearrfd 
editor of several Grei k OtU ers , he di»^d in 1<.*9. 

COMBER, Dr. Tnoit.as, dean of PuHircni,

COME NATALIS, or NATAL CONTI, an- 
ther of Greek and Latin po<^irs, and a valuable 
work on mvthology ; died in 1590. 

COMIERS, Claude, a professor of mathema- 
tics; wrote on comets and spectacles, and died 
in 1693. 

COMINES, Philip de, an excellent French his- 
torian, born in Flanders, 1446, died 15C9, leav- 
ing behind him ^' Memoirs of his own I'iines.** 

(,'OMMANDINUB, Frederic, an Italian, of 
nobl^ birth, an excellent Greek scholar, and ma- 
thematician ; he tratislated Archimedes, Kudid, 
Slc^ and died in 1575. 

COMMELIN, Jerome, an eminent printer, of 
France ; he printed Chrysostcnn's works in 4 
vote, and died in ISfS. 

COMMENDONE, John Francis, a native of 
Venice, wrote liatin verses at lO.afterwards sus- 
tained many oflicrs ui der Julius lit., Paul IV.,

COMMERSON, PhUibert, botanist to the 
French king, accompanied Bougainville round 
ttbc world, and distinguished hintself by his la.

COM MODI ANUS of Gaza, a Chrietiau poet, 
of the 4tli century, author of " InsUtutioiies.*' 

COM MODUS, Lucius Aureliiis Antoninus, a 
di«isipated emperor of Rome, 180. 

COMNCNA, Anna, a most accora|4isbed la- 
('f , and daughter of the Greek emperor, Alex- 
: M Cumneuus, flourished about 1118, and wrote 
jS books upon the life and actions of her father, 
which she called " The Aleziad." 

COMPI'ON, Spencer, master of the robes to 
the prince of Wales, afterwards Charles I., and 
a zealous advocate for him ; he was slain at the 
battle of Hopton-heath, in 1C43. 

COMPTON, Henry, bishop of Oxford, who 
was intrusted Willi the education of the prin- 
cesses Mary and Anne, displeased James II., by 
Ims zeal as a u'Ote^tantt and was dismissed from 
tiic privy coulcii; and although restored, took 

5 art with William, prince of Orange, against 
amcs. He died in 1713. 
COMTE, T^wis le, a French Jesuit, missiona- 
ly to China, Iu 1685. 

CON A NT, Dr. John, an eminent English di 
vine, born Oct. 18, IGOd, at Veatonton, in Devon- 
shire, was educated at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where his uncommon parts and learning soon 
acquired him the favour of Dr. John Prideaux, 
then rector of that college, who used to say of 
him, Conanti nihil est ditlicile ; an excellent pun, 
which, however, would be lost in translation. 
Having taken his degrees, he was by the par- 
liament constituted one of the assembly of di- 
vines, though he seldom or never sat with them.

CONCINA, Daniel, a celebrated Venetian 
preacher, author of a system of theology, &c., 
died 1*1 n.^. 

CONCINI, better known by the name of mar- 
shal d* Ancre, a Florentine, who, by his intriguea, 
became a marquis and niarechal of France, but 
was shot by one of his enemies, In 1617. 

CON DA MINE, Charles Marie de la, a cele- 
brated French traveller and poet, born at Paris. 
In 1701, died 1774, leaving many ingenious and 
valitab'e works. 

CONDE, I^wis, first duke of, distinguished for 

hh valour at tlie battle of auintio, and nOer- 

warJs as the loader of the Ha ruenots ; he died in 

1563, of wounds received in tlie bftttle of Dreax. 
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CONDE, Henry, prince of, known in the 
court of Henry iV., of France, was sent to the 
bastile, lii 1616, and liberate<i three years after; 
he was restored to favour, and displayed hisva* 
lour in the service of his country ; be died is 
1646. 

CONDE, Louis de Bourbon, duke d'Enghein, 
and prince of, usually styled the Great Cunde. 
He lived under the leign of Louis XIV., aix) 
was one of the bravest and most skilful gene- 
rals that France ever produced. 

CONDE, Henry Julius de, distinguished him 
self under his father, at the passage of th« 
Rhine, and was a patron of learning. He died 
in 1709. 

CONDER, John, an eminent diasehting mi 
nister, bom in Cambridgeshire, 1714, died in 
London, in 1781 , having published " An Essay 
on the importance of the Ministerial Charac- 
ter," and several sermons on public occasions. 

CONDILLAC, Stephen Bonnot de, a French 
writes on commerce, politics, and metaphysics, 
died Aug. 3, 1780. He was preceptor to the in> 
fant duke of Parma, and composed for the use 
of his illustrious pupil ** A Course of Study,** 
which was afterwards published in 1776, in 16 
vols. 12ino, and is deserving of great praise. 

CONDORCET, John Anthony Nictiolas Ca- 
ritat, marquis de, a French geometrician and 
pliilosophical writer, and iicriietual secretary of 
the academy of sciences at Paris, born at Ribe- 
mont, in Picardy, Sefit. 17, 1743, died March 98, 
1794. His mathematical writings are ntimeroui 
and useful ; but those on philosophical subjects 
strike at the root of religion, both natural and 
revealed. 

CONDREN, Charles de, known for his influ- 
ence in procuring a reconciliation bet\«reen the 
king and the duke of Orleans, died in 1641. 

CONFUCIUS, the celebrated Chinese philo- 
sopher, was bom iu the kingdom of Lii, which 
is at present the province of Chan Long, 551 
years before the birth of Christ. His extensive 
knowledge and great wisdom made him every 
where known : his integrity, and the splendour 
of his virtues made him beloved : kings were 
governed by his counsels, and the people reve- 
renc<Mi him as a saint. He died in the 73d year 
of his age. 

CONGREVE, William, an EngHsh dramatic 
writer and poet, boni at Bardsey, near Leeda, 
in Febmary, 1669. Though bred to the law, he 
found no charms in that profes8iou,but turned liia 
mind to polite literature, particularly to dramatic, 
composition, and wrote a comedy called ** The 
Old Bachelor,** of which Dryden, to whom be 
was recommended, said " tlmt he nev^r saw such 
a first play in his life ;'* and in the perforoiance, 
it met with such general applause, that Con- 
greve was thenceforward conridered as the prop 
of the declining stage. Having written four 
comedies, a tragedy, an oratorio, auil a masque, 
and enjoyed some lucrative einpioyiuents niider , 
government, he died Jan. 19, 1728-d, and was 
buried in Westminster- abbey. 

CONNOR, Dr. Bernard, a medkal and histo- 
rical writer,born in Kerry, Ireland, in 1066, and 
died 1698. In 1694, he was appointed physician 
to John Sobieski, king of Poland ; and while 
there, wrote " A History of Poland.'* Going 
afterwards to England, he read lectures at Cam- 
bridge, and in 1697, published " Evangelium 
Medici,** <u;., a work which sained him r "^ 
reputation by its learning and ingenuity. 
Hlstonr f^( Poland is in 9 vols. 8vo. 

CONON^an Athenian general, defeated 9f 
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Lyiiander ; he afterwards defeated Uie SpaiiaiM, 
aiid was put to death 393 B. C. 

COM ON, aiv astronomer of Samoa, and friend 
of Archimedes 

CONRAD I., count of Franconia, and l^ug 
of Germany, in 912. 

CONRAD II., king of Germany in 1034, and 
emperor of Rome 3 years after ; he conquered 
Burgundy, and died In 1039. 
- CONRAD m., elected emperor of Germany, 
and thougli opposed, he reconciled his enemies, 
and entered upon a crusade, in which lie nearly 
lost bis army by poison ; be died in 1158. 

CONRAD IV.. succeeded bis father, Frederic 
II., as emperor, in 12S0, unsoccessAiUy opposed 
by Innocent IV. ; he died suddenly, supposed 
by poison, in 1254. 

CONRADIN, or CONRAD, son of Conrad 
IV., beheaded by his uncle, regent of Naples, 
wlien only 16 years old. 

CONRART, Valentin, secretary to the French 
king's council, and father of the French acade- 
my ; he died in 1675. 

CONRl, Florence, an Irishman, educated in 
Spain, sent by Philip III. to reconcile the disaf- 
fected Irish to the prospect of a Spanish inva- 
sion, but bis perfidious schemes were defeated, 
and he died in 1029. 

CONRINGIUS, Herroannus, professor of law 
at liehiistadt, bom atNorden, in Frisia, in 1606, 
died 1681. He composed many works upon law 
and history, which have been printed in 6 vols, 
folio. 

CONSTANT, David, professor of philosophy, 
Greek, and divinity, at Lausanne ; be died in 
1733. 

CONSTANTIN, Robert, professor of physic, 
and belles lettres, at Caen university, author of 
a valuable Greek and Latin Lexicon, with other 
works ; he died in 1605. 

CONSTANTINE. usually called the Great, 
and memorable for having been the tirst empe- 
ror of the Romans who established Christianity 
by the civil power, was born at Naissus, a town 
of Dardania, in 872. He died 337, and divided 
' Che emigre between his three scms, Constantino, 
Constantius, and Constans. 

CONSTANTINE II., son of Constantine the 
Great ; after his fatiier's death, became master 
of Gaul, Spain, and Britain ; be was slain at 



Aauileia, in 340. 

CONSTANTINE HI., son of Constantius II., 
was crowned emperor, in 668, and died in 685. 

CONSTANTINE IV., CAFRONYMUS, suc- 
ceeded bis father Leo, in 1752; he defeated the 
Saracens, who made an insurrection against 
bim. and died in 775. 

CONSTANTINE V., succeeded his father, 
Leo IV.. in 1780 ; he was defeated by the Bul- 
gariaiw, w^ took him and put out his eyes, in 
792 

CONSTANTINE VH., PORFHYROGENl 
TUS, a learned man, was crowned at 7 years of 
mge ; he defeated the Lombards, and drove away 
Jic Turks ; he was poisoned by bis son, in 959.

CONTARINI, Ga.ipard, a native of Venice, 
made a cardinal, in 1538, was sent a legate to 
the council of Trent, in 1541. He wrote against 
Luther, and died in 1542. 

CONTARINI, Giovanni, an eminent Vene- 
tian painter, died in 1605. 

CONTARINI, Vincent, professor of ekx]nence 
at Padua, and a learned author, died in 1617. 

CONl'E, Jacobino del, a Florentine, portrait 
painter, aied in 1.508. 

CONTI, Guisto de, a highly esteemed Italian 
poet, died about the middle of tbe IGth century. 

CONTI, Al»b6 Anthony, a noble VeneUan, 
who travelled much, and wrote some poena 
and tragedies ; I e died in 1749. 

CONTI, Armand de Bourbon, prince of, an 
author of some note, who warmly espoused the 
cause of the insurgents against his brother, tlic 
great Condi, in the civil wars of France. 

CONTI, Francis Lewis de Bourbon, elected 
king of Poland, in 1697, but supplanted by the 
elector of Saxonv, dii-d in 1709.

CONYBEARE, Dr. John, bishop of Bristol, 
bom at Pinhoe, near Exeter, in 1(H)2, died at 
Bath, in 1755. His ** Defence of Revealed Re- 
ligion," published in 1732, in answer to Tindnl's 
" Christianity as old as the Creation," Is an ad- 
mirable work, and rendered eminent service to 
the churel).

Ht is 
suposed to have been a little intemperate in his 
galhintries; and it is recorded, that Charles U., 
who would both take liberties and bear them, 
once said to the earl at court, in a vein of rail- 
lery and good humour, and in reference only to 
his amours, " I believe, Shaftestwry, thou art 
the wickedest fellow in my dominions." To' 
wbichj with a low bow and very grave face,! 
the eari replied, " May It please your msjesty,^ 
of a subject I believe I am ; at which the merry 
monarch laughed moet heartily. 

300PER, Anthony Asliley, earl of Shaft e» 
7, the celebrated author of tbe ^^Cbarae- 
istics," was grandson of the preceding earl, 
i bora at Exeter-house, in London, Febru- 
36, 1670-1.

COOPER, Maurice Ashley, brother of tb» 
foregoing, translated " Xeno|ihon's Cyropaedia," 
which was published in 3 vol8.6vo., 1728, benif 
a short time after his decease. A third edition 
was publlbhed in 1770 ; " not," as is said, " with 
the eclat of popular applause, but with the silent 
approbation of the studious few." 

COOPER, Samuel, an eminent English pah)- 
ter, bora in London, in 1600, and commonly 
styled the Vandyck in little. He died in lli'ifi, 
and was buried in Pancras church. 

COOPER, John Gilbert, author of a " Life of 
Socrates." He wrote one or two numbers of 
the periodical paper called " The World ;" waa 
author of " Letters on Taste ;'* " Ver Vert, or 
tbe Nimnery Parrot ;" and published a volume 
of ** Poems on several lubjects," 1764, ISma 
He died in April, 1760. 

COOPER, Dr. Miles, a learned divine and 
poet, who published sernions " On the Origin 
of Civil goveranient," aiid a volume of poeniSj 
and died at Edinburgh, in 1785.

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I CORAS, James de, a native of TouloaM, mat 
-^ aathor of little merit, died in 1677. 

CORBET, John, a sealooa nen-confmmlfl^ 
author of several works of merit, died in 16d0. 

CORBET, Dr. Richard, l>i8bop of Norwich, 
and an ingenious poet, died 1635. His poema 
were printed in ]2mo., under the tiUc of " Poe- 
cica Stromata,*' 1647, and again in 1762. Mr. 
Gilchrist published an edition of them (with his 
life prefixed) in 1807. Sortie pleasantanecdotea 
are recorded of iiim, among which are the fol- 
lowing ; after lie was doctor of divinity, he sung 
ballads at the Cross at Abingdon. On a mar- 
ket-day he and some of his comrades were at 
the tavern by the Cross ; the ballad singer com- 
plained be had no custom, and could not put off 
Ilia ballads. The jolly doctor puts off his gown, 
and put on Uie ballad-singer's leathern jacket ; 
and being a handsbtiie man, and a rare full voice, 
he presently vended a great many, and had a great 
•ludieuce. His converHatiou was extremely plea- 
sant. Dr. Smbbins was one of his cronies ; he 
was a jolly doctor, and a very g^ood houae- keeper. 
As Dr. Corbet and he were riding in Loh-lane, 
in wet weather, (it is an extraordinary deep, 
dirty lane,) \he coach fell, and Corbet said, tha 
Dr. S. was.up to the elbfiws in mud, and he was 
up to the eibows in Stubbins. His chaplain, 
Dr. Lushingtou, was a very learned and Inn- 
nions.man ; aiul tliey loved one another, "nie

CORDEMOI, Geraud de, a French academi- 
cian, and a great partisan of Descartes' systems ; 
he wrote several works, and die<l in 1723. 

CORDIER, or CORDERIUS, Mathurin, a 
schoolmaster, died at Geneva, in 1564, aged 85 ; 
havira continued the office of teaching till with- 
in a few days of his death. Calvin was his 
scholar. Among many other works, he pub- 
lished " OoUoquia," one of the most popular of 
our school books. 

CORDUS, Aulns Crementius, a Roman, au- 
thor of a historyof the civil wars of Rome, much 
commended by Tacitus and Seneca. 

CORDUS, Eu rictus, a German physician and 
poet, intimaie with Erasmus ; died in 1535. 

CORDUS, Valerius, son of tbe preceding \ 
devoted himself particularly to botany, and tra- 
versed the mountains of Germany, Sec ; he died 
in 1554. 

CORELLI, Arcansdo, a famous musician of 
Italy, born at Fusignano, a town of Bologna, in 
1653. His merits, as a performer on the violin, 
were sufficient to attract the patronage of the 
great, and to silence, as they did, all competi- 
tion ; but the remembrance of these is at thia 
day absorbed in the contemplation of his excel- 
lencies as a musician at large, as the author of 
new and original harmonies, and the fattier of 
a style not less noble and grand than elegant 
and pathetic. He diet! at Rome, in 1713, and 
was buried in the church of the Rotunda, othei ■ 
13S 



COOPER, Samuel, minister in Boston, son of 
William, whom he succeeded.in Braulie-street 
ehurch ; was amongthe firstof those patriots who 
took part against Great Britain; he died in 1783. 

COOPER, Miles, D.D., presidentof King's Col- 
lege, New- York, a native of England ; he came 
to America in 1763, pablished a volume of poems, 
returned to England, and died in 1783. 

COOTB, Sir Eyre, a celebrated commandef 
of the East India Company's forces in India, 
who gained great renown by his frequent vic- 
tories over iiyder Ally ; in one of which, near 
Porto Novo, Hydcr's army consisted of more 
than 150,000 men, and General Coote's of only 
10,000. He was liorn in 1736, and died at Ma- 
dras, April, 1783. 

COOTWICH, John, of Utrecht, a civilian 
and traveller. The account of his " Travels 
Into Jerusalem and Syria," was published in 
Latin, 4to., 1619. [t is very curious, and is now 
become extremely scarce. The dates of his 
birth and deaih are uncertain. 

COPERNICUS, Nicholas, an eminent as- 
tronomer, b(»rn at Thorn, in Prussia, in 1472. He 
adopted and improved the hypothesis of the Py- 
thagoreans, which made the sun the centre of 
the system, and the earth to move, not only 
round the sun, but round its own axis also; and 
established that system of the world which goes 
by his name, and is now universally received. 
This he perfonn* d in a work entitled " De Re- 
▼olutionibus Orbinm Cnlestium." Appreheii- 
tions, arising from the novelty of his opinions, 
had, it is said, almost brought him to drop all 
thoughts of publishing his Ixiok, which had lain 
in his escrutoir not nine years only, (which is 
the term Horace prescribes, but almost four 
times nine years. At length, however, by tbe 
importunity of his friends, he was prevailed 
npion to let it come but ; but a copy of it was 
ito sooner brought to him, than he was presently 
■eized with a violent effusion of blood, which 
pat an end to his life, May 24, 1543. 

COPPA, Cavalier, a disciple and imitator of 
Gnido, died in 1065. 

COCi, Peter le, a French ecclesiastic, superior 
of the Eudistes, and distinguii^ed for bis piety, 
learning, Ax., died in 1777. 

COQ,UES, Gonzalo, a Flemish painter, who 
Excelled in historical conversations ; he died in 
1684. 

CORAM, Captain Thomas, bom in 1668, spent 
Ure first part of his life as master of a colonial 
trading vessel. While lie resided in that pan 
of London which is the common residence of 
•eafaring poo[^, business often obliged him to 
•ome early into the city and return late : when 
be had frequent occasions of seeing young cliil- 
it^n exposed, throut^h the indigence or cruelty 
»f their parents. This excited his compassion 
ID far, titat he projected the Foundling Hospital ; 
in which humane design he laboured 17 years, 
and at last, by his sole application, obtained the 
royal charter for it. Indeed he spent a great 
part of his life in serving the public : and with 
■o total a disregard to his private interest, that, 
toward the latter parfof it, he was himself sup- 
ported by the voluntary subscription of public 
•(ririted persons. This singular and memorable 
•tan died March 29, 1751, an^i was interred, 
parsuant to bis desire, in the % ault under the 
ebapel of the Foundling Hospital 

CORAS, Joh n de, professor of law at Toulouse 
at the a?e of 18 ; afterwards cham elkir to the 
pieen of Navarre; he was imprisoned for favour- 
iug the piDteManUf and murdered in 1S73. 
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Wise called the Pantheon ; where, for many 
vtiarv after his decease, be wm eomineraorated 
by a solemn musical performance on the anni- 
versary of his death. 

COUINNA, a Greek poetess, who gained the 
pri^e Ave times over Pindar. 

CORIO, Bernardiue, a liiiitorian of Milan : he 
wrote the history of his comitry, which is much 
eflteemed, and died in 1500. 

CORIOLANUS, C. Marcius, a famous Ro- 
man captain, wlio took CorioU, a town of the 
Volsci, whence he had his name. At la.<«t, dis- 
gusting the people, he was banished Rome by 
the tribune Decitis. He tlien went td the Volsci, 
and, persuading them to take up arms against 
tlie Romans, they encamped within fqur miles 
of Rome. Here Coriolanus wou!d not listen to 
a peace, which the Romans sued for, till he was 
prevailed upon by his wife 'Vnturia, and his 
mother Volumnia, who w<ire followed by all the 
Roman ladies in tears. He was at last put to 
death by the Voluci as a traitor, who had made 
them quit their conquest : u|>on which the Rt»- 
man ladies went into mourning: and in the 
same place where his blond was shed, there was 
a temple consecrated to Female Fortune. 

CORLKT, Elijali, was master of the gram- 
mar school, in Cambridge, Mass., for 40 or 50 
years, and* was much esteemed ; he died in 1G87. 

CORNARIUS, or HAGUENBOT, John, a 
German physician, -early disiin<;uished as a 
scholar. He was the translator of the works of 
Hippocrates, &;c., and died in 1553. 

CORNARO, Lewis, a noble Venetian, bom 
1464, wrote in Latin a celebrated treatii^ " On 
the Advantages of a Temperate Life." By fol- 
lowing his own rules, he lived to upwards of lOO' 
vears of age, dying in 1535. 

CORNARO, Helena Lucretia,of the same fa- 
mily with the above, a prodigy of learning ; of 
whom it is related, that all people of quality or 
fashion who passed through Venice, were more 
solicitous to see her, than any. of the curiosities 
of that superb dlty. She was bom at Venice, in 
1646, and educated at Padua, where she obtain- 
ed the degree of doctor, and died in 1685. 

CORNAZZANI, Anthony, a native of Placen 
Ha, in the 15th century ; he wrote die lives of 
the Virgin Mary, &,c. 

CORN BURY, lord, governor of New- York 
In 1702, was universally detested -for his despo- 
tism, bigotry, and injustice : he was removed 
in 1708. 

CORNEILLE, Michael, a French painter, 
who gained a prize for one of his ptecea, and 
was afterwards professor of tlie academy of Pa- 
ris; he died in 170:*. 

CORNEILLE, Peter, a celebrated French 
poet, bora at Rouen, in 1606, and died 1684. His 
works have been often printed, and consist of 
above % comedies and tragedies. 

CORNEILLE, Thomas, a French poet also, 
but Inferioi'to Peter Corncille, whose brother he 
was. He died 1703, aged 84.— Thomas Comeille 
was the author of '• A Dictionary of Arts," In 
2 vols folio ; and ** A Univet'sal Geographical 
and Historical Dictionary,'^ in 3 vols, folio. 

CORNELIA, a Roman lady, who educated 
her sons Tiberius and Cains Gracchus, and when 
they were killed, exhibited great fortitude. 

CORNBLI3Z, Lucas, a painter, of Leyden. 
who became chief painter to Henry VIU. or 
England. 

CORNELISZ, James, a Dutch painter of the 
16th century, his descent from the cross is 
much admired. 
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CORNELISZ, Cornelius, of Haerlem, wa« 
eminent as a painter. 

CORNELIUS, bishop of ^ome, after Fabian, 
was banished, and soon after died, in 252. 

CORNBTO, Adrian, an Italian ccch^siastie, 
much employed by Innocent VII. and his suc- 
cessors, as a legate : be was an autlior of some 
distinction. 

CORNUTUS, a grammarian and philosopher 
of merit, and tutor to the poet Persius. He 
was put to death by Nero, A D. 44. 

CORNWALLIS, Sir Charles, second son ot 
Sir William Comwallis, a man of superior abi- 
lities ; was sent by James 1. as ambassador tp 
Spain ; and died in 1630. 

CORNWALLIS, Charles, marquis, a brave 
British general, born in 1738. In tlic American 
war he displayed great military talents, look 
possession of Philadelphia, contributed to the 
reduction of South Carolina, aud defeated Gen, 
Gates with a very inferior force. But, in 1781, 
he was under tiie necessity of surrendering to the 
united American and French army ; soon after 
which h6 returned to England. He w<is next 
sent out as governor -general of India ; where in 
Decemtier, 1790, he took Bangalore, which was 
followed by the defeat of Tippoo Saib, who de- 
livered to his lordship his two sons as hosta|;es. 
Lord Comwallis was next appointed lord Ijeu- 
tenant of Ireland ; where he quelled an insur- 
rection, defeated a French invading army, and 
succeed*^ in effecting a union of the two king- 
doms. In 1801, he was employed as minister 
plenipotentiary in France, where he signed the 
preliminary treaty of peace at Amiens. Hie 
lordsliip again accepted the govemment of In- 
dia, In 18Co; but died at Ghazepoor, in the pro 
vince of Benares, on the 5tb of October, in the 
ttame year. 

CORONEL, Paul, a native of Segovia, em- 
ployed by Cardinal Ximenes in the publication 
of his Polyglott BiUe ; be died in 1534. 

CORONELLI, Vincent, a Venetian geogra- 
pher, made cosmographer to the French king 
m 1685. He published 400 geographical charts, 
and died in 1718. 

CORRADINI, Peter MarceUinus, a learned ci- 
vilian, and favourite of Pope Cleipent XI., he 
died in 1743. 

CORRADUS^ Sebastian, a grammarian and 
professor at Bologna, died in 1556. 

CORREGIO, Antonio da, a most eztranrd: 
nary painter, so called from Corregio, a town 
in the dukedom of Modena, where he was bora 
in 1494. This artist is remarkable for havinf 
borrowed nothing from the works of other men 
Corregio spent the greater part of his life at 
Parma; and notwithstanding the many fine 
pieces that he made, and the high reputation 
lie had gained, he was extremely poor and aU 
w^s obliged to work hard for the maintenance 
of bis family, which was somewhat large. H« 
was very humble and modest in his behaviour, 
lived very devoutly, and died much lamented in 
1534, when he was but 40 years of age. The 
cause of his death was a little singular. Go- 
ing to receive 50 crowns for a piece that he 
had done, he was paid it in a sort of copper 
money called quadrinos. This was a great 
weight, and be had 13 miles to carry it, though 
it was in the midst of summer. He was over- 
heated and fatigued ; in which condition, indis- 
erectly drinking cold water, he brought on a 
pleurisy which put an end to his life. 

CORROZBT, Giles, a French bookseller, au 
thor of several works of merit ; died in 1568. 
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CORSINI, Edward, an Itatian, a roan erf" great 
fjradition ; author of some valuable works oo 
criticism, philosophy, Sec ; died in 1765. 

CORT, Cornelius, a native of Holland. His 
engravings are the best which that country has 
produced ; he died in 1578. 

CORTESI, William, a French painter, patro- 
nised by Alexander VIII., died in 1679. 

CORTE&I, Giovanna, a female painter of 
miniatures, of Florence ; died in 1736. 

CORTEZ, Ferdinand, a Spanish sentleman, 
famous, under the emperor Cliarles V., for the 
conquest of Mexico. He died in 1554, aged 63. 

CORTEZ! , Paul, a learned Italian, a patron 
of literature ; was bishop of Urbino, and died 
in 1510. 

OORTI, Matthew, a native of Pavia, a j>hy- 
«ician to Clement VU. , wrote on feverSi Ice 
and died in 1544. 

<X>RTICELLI, ealvatofe, a monk of Bologna, 
author of a much admired Italian grammar, 
died in 1770. 

CORY ATE, Thomas,, a famous English tra- 
veller, chif^fly on foot. He visited almost all 
parts of the world, and published relations of 
his voyages and travels ; but tlie singularity of 
4he titles, and of his manners, e;cpo8ed him to 
much ridicule, and occasioned the character of 
■bis works to be misrepresented, as well as that 
of their author, who was certainly a man of 

Ereat learning. His best known works are. 
Crudities hastily gobbled up in Five Months^ 
•Travels in France, Savoy, Italy," 4tc. He was 
bom at Odcombe, in Somersetshire, 1577, and 
died at Surat in the East Indies, 1617. 

COSBY, William, governor of the colonies of 
New- York and New Jersey, died in 1736. 

COSIERS, John, a painter of Antwerp, pa- 
.tronised l>y many crowned heads. 
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'hen travelling in Asia, was taken prisoneri 

nd detained in captivitv many years ; he ptd>- 
lished an account of Indian plants. 

COSTA, Emanuel, a Portuguese lawyer. prO' 
Feasor at Salamanca, 1550. 

COSTA, John, processor of law, at Cahoxa, 
11^ in i6:n. 

COSl'A, Margaret, an Italian poetess, whosa 

'orks were published at Paris. 

COSTANZO, Angelo di, an Italian, wrote a 

story of Italy, and was a poet of consideralda 

lerit; he died about 1500. 

COSTARD, Georce, an English scholar, who 
»te 15 treatises, chiefly on astronomy, died in

Frenchman, who published the works of all the 
fathers in the Apostolic age, with learned notea, 
died in 1686. 

COTES, Roger, an Illustrious English matbe- 
hnatician, philosopher, and astronomer, bom in 
1683, died 1716. 

COTES, Francis, an English painter, in oU 
and crayons died in 1770. 

COTIN, Oharles, a French writer, and rio 
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COSIMO, Andrew and Peter, Italian painters, quent preacher, known for the severity of Boi- 



the former excelled in the claro-obscuro, the 
latter in ludicrous pieces. Peter died in 1531. 

COSIN, John, an English prelate, deprived of 
his preferments by preaching a seditions ser- 
mon ; but at the restoration he was re-instated 
and preferred to tlie see of Durham.

•man. He died in 1672. 

COSME, John Baseillac, eminent as a ntho- 
tomist, whose instruments were much used for- 
merly ; he was banished through the envy of 
bis rivals ; and died at Paris, in 1786. 

COSMO 1., son of John de Medici, who rais- 
•ed himself to the supreme authority of the state 
of Florence, *and put down all conspiracies 
against him : lie died in 1574. 

COSMO II., grandson of Cosmo Ik succeed- 
ed his father Ferdinand, in 1609 ; he was 1 
benevolent prince, and died in 1621. 

COSMO in., succeeded his father Ferdtaanc 
•IT. ; he was a patron of learning, and cne of the 
richest sovereigns of Europe ; he died in 17S3. 

COSNAC, Diuiiel de, a native of Limousin, 
raised to the see of Valence, and afterwards to 
4int of Aix, died in 1708. 

C06PEAU, Philip, a French prelate, repre- 
sented to have been very eloquent ; died In 1646. 

COS8 ART, Gabriel, a native of Pontoise, who

COTTON, Dr., author of »' Visions in Verse, 
for tlie instruction of Younger Minds,*' was dis- 
tinguished for ills great care, humanity, and at- 
tention as a physician, at St. Albans, whore oe 
died Aug. 2, 1788. 

COTTON, John, one of the most distinguish- 
ed early ministers of New England, bom in Eng- 
land ; he sustained a high reputation for wisdom 
and learning ; his publications were numerous. 

COTTON, Seaborn, son of John, minister of 
Hampton, N. H., was burn at sea, died in 1686. 
He was a good scholar, and an able preacher. 

COTTON, John, son of the Rev. John Cot- 
ton, minister of Plymouth,Ma3S., and of Charles- 
ton, SouUi Carolina. He was a faithful minis 
ter, and eminent for his knowlcge of the Indian 
language. He revised and superintended the 
printingof Elliot's Bihle. 

COTTON, John, minister of Newton, Mass 
highly respected, died In 1757. 

COTYS, a king of Thrace, in the age of 
Alexander, died about 356 B.C. A second of 
the name lived in the age of Pompey, and a 
third in the age of Augustus. 

COUDRETTE. Chrlstoi»her, a French eccle- 
■iastic, opposerot the Jesuits, and of the pope's 
bull, unigenitus, died in 1774. His chief work 
is a history of the Jesuits. 

COULON, Lewis, a French prle^, whose 
geos^rapbical works are much esteemed, died in 
1661. 

COUPERIN, Francis, a Frenchman, much 
admired f<»r his execution on the harpsichord, 
died in 17.13. 

COUPLET, Philip, a Jesuit missionary to

COURCBLLES, Stephen de, a native of Ge-

COURT DE GEBELIN, Anthony, a protest- 
ant minister of Lausanne, author of " Monde 
Primitlf,*' in 9 vols. 4to, a work of great merit, 
died ill 1784. 

COURTANVAUX, Francis Cssar, maiqnis 
de, a French noWcman, wlio distinguished him- 
self in the wars of Bohemia and Bayaria; be 
died In 1781. 

COUBTEN, William, son of a tailor, of Me- 
nix. In the Netlierlands, who made himself im- 
roemely rich, by making French hoods, in Lon- 
don ; he died in 1636. 

COURTEN, WlUiam, descendant of the pre- 
ceding, who collected whatever was curious and 
Important, in medallic and antiquarian history, 
and no less than 3d vols, in folio, and 8 in 4to, 
all of which were purchased for the British 
MuseoiD, fbr the lum of 90,0001. Ue diod in 
ITOa. 
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COURTENAY, John, a member of (larHa 
ment, and conunissioner of the treasury, known 
also as a writer, died in 1816. 

roURTILZ. Garien de sieur de Sandraa, of 
Paris, confined in the Bastile 9 years, for bis po- 
litical works, died in 1713. 

COURTIVRON, Gaspard, marqnis de, a ra- 
live of Dijon, a soldier and a scholar; he was 
wounded In attempting to save the life of mar- 
shal Saxe, and died in 1785. 

COURTNEY, WUliam, archbishop of Ca«i- 
terbury, a persecutor of Wickliffe, and bis fol- 
lowers, died in 1396. 

COURTOIS, James, a painter, who detines- 
tod the battles of tlie ( reach, in the campaigns 
of Italy ; he died in 1676. 

COURTOIS, WiUiam, also a painter, mucb 
admired, was patronised by Alexander VIL^ 
and died in 1673. 

COUSIN, John, a painter and mathematician, 
in France ; be was called the Great, and wa« 
patronised by Henry II., Francis II., Charles IX., 
and Henry IIL 

COUSIN, James Anthony Joseph, an emi- 
nent mathematician, was professor of natuial 
philosophy in the college of France, and after- 
wards of mathematics in the military school; 
he died in 180a 

COUSTON, Nicholas, sculptor to the Frencb 
king ; ills pieces adorn the palaces of Paria, 
Versailles, and Marly ; he died in 1733. 

COUSTON, WiUiam, brother to the prece<!- 
ng, director of the academy of painting and 
iifculpture, died in 1746. 

COUSTON, William, son of the preceding 
was improving himself in the arts, at Rome, 
where he died in^l777. 

COUTHON, Georges, a native of Orsay, in 
Auvergne, a member of the convention in the 
Freneh revolution, odious for his ferocious and 
vindictive conduct ; he was guillotined in 1794 

COUVREUR, Adrianne le, a French aciresa, 
who plaved wHh much applause, died in 1730. 

COVeL, John, an English divine, chaplain to 
the embassy to ConstantlnoDl*;, publbhed an ac- 
count of the Greek Church, 'and died in 1723. 

COVERDALE, Miles, bishop of Exeter, in the 
time of Edward VI., was ejected from his see 
by queen Mary, and thrown into prison. Being 
liberated by queen Elizabeth, he attached him- 
self to the puritans, and died in 1567, at the age 
of 81. He assisted Thidal in the English ver- 
sion of the Bible, published in 1537, and after^ 
wards revised and corrected the edition of it in 
a latter volume, with notes, in 1540. 

COWARD, William, a medical and meta 
physical ^writer, bom at Winchester, in 1656 
died between 1732 and 1735. 

COWELL, Dr. John, a learned and eminent 
[civilian, bom at Eraesborough, in Devonshire, 
!n 1554 : and wdl known by a laborious work 
which he published at Cambridtn;, in 1607, enti- 
tled " The Interpreter.** Besides, this, he pub- 
iislied, in 1605, " Institutlones Jdris Anglican!,** 
&C., that Is, " Institutesof the Laws of Engluid, 
in the same method as JusUnian*s lostitutes.* 
He died In 1611. 

COWLEY, Abraham, an eminent English 
poet, bora In London, in 1618, died ]667,and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey, ^car Chaucer and 
Spenser, where a monument was arreted to his 
memory. Cowley was a staunch loyalist; arm? 
when Charles II. heard of his death, he was 
pleased to say, " that Mr. Cowley had notieft 
a bettor man betiind bim in England.*' Addi-^ 
Ison baiobienred. tbat of altftiuoon, non««vif 
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true definition of it, as Cowley. 

COWLEY, Hannah, a very ingenius drama- 
tic writer, and a poetess, indeed, in almost 
every branch of the art, bom at Tiverton, De- 
von, in 1743, died March 11, 1809, at the phice 
of her nativity, in her 66th year 

COWPEE, William, bishop of Galloway, in 
Scotland, bom in Perth, in 1564, died 1617, leav- 
ing a folio volume of works on divinity. 

COWPER, WUliani, dean of Dnrlnim, was 
the son of earl Cowper, born in London,, in 
1713, and died 1772. He wrote a learned *' Trea- 
tise on Geometry,*' eight "Sermons," and 
" Advice to a Lady;" all of which are much 
OBteemed. 

COWFEB^ WUliam, a physician and anti- 
quary, at Chester, died in 1767. 
COWPEIl, William, an excellent English poet, 
equally distinguished by hiagenius and his vir- 
tues. Qe was born at Berkhampstead, Herts, 
Nov. 1731, was the grandson, of judge Cowper, 
great nephew of the lord high chancellor of the 
same name, and died April 25, 1600. His poems 
are various ; but the most celebrated of them is 
called " The Task ;" and the tendency of all 
his writings is, to enlarge the soul to every libe- 
ral sentiment, and to improve the heart. Mr. 
Cowper also published a translation into blank 
verse, of Homer's Iliad and Odyssey ; which is 
more remarkable for its fidelity to litis original, 
than-for its poetical elegance. 

COX, Richar<:, bishop of Ely, bom at Whad- 
don, in Buckiiuthamshire, in 1409, died 1581. 
He was the chief framer of the liturgy, and 
translator of the Bible called " The Bishop's 
Bible," made in the reign of Elizabeth. 

COX, Sir Richard, lord chancellor of Ireland, 
and author of " A History" of that kini^dom, 
was born at Bandon, in Cork, in 1650, and died 
1733. 

COX, Leonard, agrammarian, sometime mas- 
ter of Reading scliool, with great reputation, 
and teaclier in several countries on the conti- 
nent, died in 1549. 

COXETER, Thomas a faithful and indus- 
trious collector of old English literature, was 
bora at Lechlade, in Glocestershire. in 1689. 
He amaned materials for a biography of the 
English poets, and assisted Mr. Aiueu in the 
" History of British Typography." He had a 
curious collection of old plays, and pointed out 
to Ttieobald, many of the black letter books 
which that critic used in his edition of Sliak- 
speare. Coxeter was the first who formed tiie 
scheme, afterwards adopted by Dodsley, of pub- 
lishing a collecion of ancient plays. He died 
in 1747. 

COXI8, Michael, a painter, of Mechlin, who 
imitated Raphael, died in 1592. 

COYER, r Abl>6 Gabriel Franciit, a Frentb- 
man, who wrote the life of John Sobieski, Tra- 
vels in Italy, Holfand, &c., and died in 1782. 

COYPEL, the name of several painters, who 
were very eminent in France, hi the 17th and 
18th centuries. 

COYSEVOX, Anthony, chancellor and re- 

8ent of the academy of painting and sculpture, 
A France, died in 172a 

COYTIER, James, physicfan to Lewis XI., 
of France, and memorable for nothing particu- 
larly, but the dexterity he showed, in managing 
that monarch. Lewis had no principle to lay 
hmd of, except an intense fear of dying ; which 
Iribft contemptible cowardice, Coy tier taking tlic 
Mvutage or, and often threatening bis master 



wiUi a speedy dissolution, olxained from time 
to tinie, great and innunieral>le favours. Lew- 
is, however, once recovered strength of niiria 
enough to be ashamed of his weakness ; ar>J 
feeling a momentary resentment for (what he 
then thought) the insolence of his physician, or- 
dered him to be privately despatched. Coytier, 
apprized of this by the officer, who was his in- 
timate friend, replied, " that tbe only concern 
he £elt about himself was, not that he must die, 
but tliat the king could not survive him above 
four days; and that he (the said Coytier) knew 
tills by a particular science (meaning aetrolnpy, 
which thai prevailed) and only mentioned it to 
him in confidence as an intimate friend." Leu m 
informed of this was frightened more than ever 
ijmd ordered Coytier to be at lai^e, as usual. 

COZZA, Francesco, bora in Sicily, eminent 
in fresco and oil painting, died in 1604. 

CRAASBECK, Joseph Van, of Brassels, a 
painter, who excelled in representing alehouse 
quarrels, died in 1668. 

CRAB, Roger, an English hermit, who lived 
at Ickham, near CJxbridge, and acquired great 
reputation for sanctity and abetinence. 

CRABB, Habakkuk, an eminent dissenter, in 
England, died in 1795^ 

CRACHERODE, Rev. Oayton Mordaunt, 
one of the trustees of tlie British Museum, and 
Fellow of the Royal and Antiquarian Societies. 
His attainments were various and considerable : 
he wrotjje elegantly in I^aiin ver^e ; as n)ay be 
seen j^ tlie " Carmina ^uadrigesimaiia," for 
tbe year 1748. He employed a considerable 
part of a large revenue, in making collections 
of what was best and most curious in litera- 
ture, and certain branches of the arts. HIh li- 
brary was unrivalled in its kind ; and his cabi- 
net of prints, drawings, and medals, was consi- 
dered as among the most select and valuable in 
a country U^it poseeses so many of them. He 
was an exquisite Judge of art, both ancient and 
modern, particularly of sculpture, painting, and 
music, and collected the choicest of earhr print- 
ed books, drawings, coins, and gems, of which 
a complete catalogue raisonne would require a 
volume. Mr. Cracherode died April/*, 1799, 
and bequeathed his immense collection of twKiks, 
medals, drawings, &c., &c., to the BritisJi Mu- 
seum. 

CRADDOC'K, Luke, an ingenius Enqlish 
painter, chiefly of birds, died in 1717. Vcrtuo 
records, that Craddock's pictures rose quick ly 
after his death, to three or four times the prico 
that he was paid for them when living. 

CRADDOCK, Samuel, a learned divine, au- 
thor of " A History of the Old and New Testa- 
ment," tm " Apostolical History," and " The 
Harmony of the Four Evangelists, died in 1706, 
aged 86. The latter of these works was revi- 
sed by Dr. Tillotson, who preserved it froni tlie 
flames in the fire of London'. 

CRADOCK, Thomas, rector of St. Thomas, 
Baltimore county^ Maryland, published Psalms 
of David in heroic verse, in 1756. 

CRACKANTHORP, Richard, an eloquent 
RngUsii preacher, chaplain to an embosssy to 
the emperor, and tm author of merit, diod in 
1624. 

CRAIG, Nicholas, a learned Pane ; he was 
engaged by tbe king of Denmark in some im- 
portant negotiations, and wrote annals of Den 
mark. He died in 1602. 

CRAIG, Sir Thomas, a learned Scotch law- 
yer, known for bis "Ju» Feudale," died in 
ICOd. 
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CRAIOi Jftmes. a Scotch divine, admlrod a« 
a preacher ; be pinUabedS vole, of ceraione, and 
died in 1744. 

CRAIG, John, a Scotch matbematiciaii, who 
wade his naoie famous by a small work of 3(i 
pages in 4to, entitled *' Theotogia Christiana! 
rrincipia Matheniatica.*' 

CRAIG, William, a Scotch divine, celebrated 
Ibr his pulpit oratory, died in 1783. 

CRAIK, James, M. D., a native of Scotland, 
came to Virginia, where be became a distin- 
f ttished phvsician, received an appointment in 
the army of tlie revolution, and was physician 
to the ftimily of General Washiunon. He died 
In 1814. 

CRAMER, John Frederic, learned profenor 
at Duisburg, translated PuflTendorfs iutroduc- 
•tion to history, and died In 1715. 

CRAMER, (Sabriel. of Geneva, well known 
'Over Europe as a mathematician, died in 1753. 

CRAMER. Nicholas, a Flemish pahiter, dis- 
tinguisbed for taste and correctness, died in 1710. 

CRAMER. Daniel, a native of Bchz, In Bran- 
denburg, professor of eloquence, at Wittembeif, 
and an able divine, wrote on Aristotle't logic 
be died in 1596. 

CRAMER, John James, professor of oriental 
langauge at Zurich, and afterwards at Herbom, 
and author of severaf theological works; be 
died in 1703. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a native of Qued- 
Unburg, who flrat reduced the art of anaying 
In metallurgy into a system ; he died in 1777. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a German divine, 
not distinguislied excepting as a poet. He was 

rmfessor in several institutions, and died in 
788. 

CRANE, Thomas, a non-conformist divine, 
author of a " Treatise on Divine Providence,'* 
died in 1714. 

CRANFIELD, Edward, was, fnr a short time, 
governor of the colony of New Hampshire, af- 
ter 1683: 

CRANIUS, Luca, a painter of ^amberg, whose 
pieces were once admired, died m 1553. 

CRANMBR, Thomas, an English archbishop, 
memorable for having endured martyrdom in 
the cause of protestantism, was bom at Aslac- 
ton, in Nottinghamshire, in 1489, and burnt at 
Oxford, March 31, 1555, by order of queen Ma- 
ry. He Vvas an open, generous, honest man ; a 
lover of truth, and an enemy of falsehood and 
f uperstition ; he was gentle and moderate in his 
temper, and though heartily zealous in the cause 
of the reformation, yet a friend to the persons 
of those who most strenuously opposed it ; he 
was a great patron of learning and the univer- 
sities, a very learned man himself, and author 
of several works. 

CRANSTON, Samuel, governor of Rhode- 
Island, from 1698 to 1727. 

CRAPONE, Adam, a native of Salon, known 
for the canal which bears his name, between 
Aries and the Durance ^ be was poison^ through 
envy, in 1598, 

CRASHA W, Richard, an English poet, who 
was, in his lifetime, honoured With the friend- 
ship of Mr. Cowley, and after his death, by the 
praise of Mr. Pope, wlio condescended bcHb to 
read his poems, and to borrow from them. He 
died at Loretto, in Italy, in 1650. 

CR ASSO, Lawrence, baron of Pianura, wrote 
a history of the Greek poets, commended hy the 
Italians, but censured by the French. 

CR ASSUS, Lucius Licinius, a Roman orator, 
peatly commended by Cic«rO| died 9S B. C 
140 



CHASSUS, Marcus Licinius, one of the tri- 
umvirs with Caesar and Porapey, was defeated 
and kUled in Syria, S3 B.C. 

CRATES, a phUosopher, disciple of Diogenes, 
the cynic, prided himself on bis poverty and 
meanness, hved 3S8 B. g. 

CRATES, an academic philosopfaer of Athena, 
872 B. C. 

CRATESIPOLIS, a queen of Sicyo^i cele- 
brated for her valour, 314 B. G. 

CR ATINUS, one of the great masters of what 
we can the ancient comedy. He flourished in 
the 81st Olympiad, some 20 or 30 years before 
Aristophanes. He was an Athenian bom, and 
appears to have been an eioessive drinker ; and 
the excuse he gave for that vice wes, that it was 
abeolately necessary to warm his fancy, and to 
put a soul into his verse. Aristophanes, in Ms 
** Irene," has given ns a pleasant account of 
Cratihus* death, wiiere be says that it was 
caused by a fatal swoon, at the sight of a noMe 
cask of whie splh in pieces, and washing th« 
streets. Suidas tells us that he wrote 31 plays. 

CRATIPFUS, pronounced bv Cicero, to be 
by fiftr the greatest of all the peripatetic philoso- 
pviers that be ever heard, was or Mitylene, and 
taught philosophy there. 

CRATO, or DE CRAFTHEIM, John, physi- 
cian to the emperor Ferdinand I., intimate with 
Luther-— wrote " Lutber*s Table Talk;" be 
died in 1585. 

CRAVEN, Charles, colonial governor of S. 
Carolina, returned to England In 1716. 

CRAWFORD, David, author of " Memoira 
of Scotland,*' a " Peerage of Scotland,** a " His- 
tory of the royal family of Stuart,** a topogra- 
phical description of the " County of Renfrew,** 
icc^ was bora neaJr Glasgow, in 1665, and died 

CRAWFORD, WHUam, bora at Kelso, in 
>676, wrote " Dying Thoughts,** and some 
** Scriitons,** published in 2 vols. 12mo, and died 
in 1742. 

CRAWFORD, Dr. Adair, an eminent Eng- 
lish physician and chymlst, author of" Experi- 
ments and Observations on Animal Heat," and 
the first who found out the medical uses inhei^ent 
in the Terra Ponderoea, born in 1749, died 17V5. 

CRAWFORD, Anne, a celebrated English 
actress, both in comedy and tragedy, but better 
remembered by her name of Darry, was bom at 
Bath, in 1734, and died Nov. 29, 1801. 

CRAYER, Gaspar de, a ce1el>rated painter 
Oft Antwerp, greatly esteemed by Reubens and 
Vandyck, died in 16(59. 

CREBILJjON. Prosper Jollot de,a French 
writer of tra^dy, and usually ranked after 
Coraeille and Racine, was bora at DuoD, in 1674, 
and died 1703. 

CREBILLON, Claude Prosper Joliot de, son 
of the foregoing, and a celebrated writer of no- 
vels, letters, and romances, was bora in Paris, 
1707, and died there in 1777. Tbe ease and ele- 
gance, together with the seducing levity of 4iis 
writings, have obtained for him tiie appellation 
of the Fetronius of France. His works, chiefly 
of a voluptuous tendency, have been collected 
in 11 vols. 13mo, 1779. 

GREDI, Lorenzo di, an Italian painter of Flo- 
rence, died in 1,530. 

CREECH, Thomas, eminent for bis transla- 
tions of ancient authors, both in prose and verse, 
was bora near Sherborne, in Dorsetshire, hi 
1699, and died by his own hand, in 1701. Hia^ 
principal works are translations of Lucretina 
andHoraoe; but be translated otliertbiiigvofa 
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smaller kind, from Theocritus, Ovid, Virgil, Ju 
venal, Plutarch, ConieMus Kepoa, &c. &c. 

CRELL, Lewis Christian, a native of Neu- 
stadt, and professor at Lei|wic, died in 1735. 

C'RELLiUS, John, a Sociniaii, who settled in 
Poland, where he became professor to the uni- 
tarians. He was a man ol great learning, and 
wrote against Grotius. 

CREMOMNl, Cffsar, an Italian philosopher, 
who advocated the doctrines of Aristotle, in re- 
spect to the materiality of the soul ; he died In 

CRENIUS, Thomas, a writer whose works 
were nuuien>us. He wrote chiefly onphiloso 
phical subjects, and died at Leyden» in 1728. 

CREQU i, Charles de, prince de Foiz, a niare- 
chal, and peer of France, distiuguiKlied for his 
valour; he was killed by a cannon bail at the 
siege of Bremen, in 1C38. 

CREQUI, Francis de, great grandson of the 
preceding, a murechal of France, distinguished 
for his military' enterprises and heroic courage 
he died in 1C87. 

CRESCEMBENl, John Maria, an Italian poet, 
born at Muuraia, in Ancona, 1G63. He pro- 
jected the cstabiisliment of a new academy, un- 
der the name of Arcadia, the members of which, 
at first, did not exceed 14, but afterwards in- 
creased much. They called themselves the 
shepherds of Arcadia, and each took the name 
of some shepherd, and some place in that an- 
cient kingdom. The founder of this society wm 
appointed the director of it, in 1690, and held it 
to the year of his death, 1728. 

CRESCENS, a cynic philosopher, in the 3d 
century, who persecuted the Christians. 

CRESCENTIUS, Peter de, a naUve of Bou- 
logne, in the 14th century, who travelled 30 
years as a law practitioner ; he published a va- 
luable treatise on agriculture. 

CRESPI, Daniel, a celebrated portrait pain- 
ter, of Bologna, died in 1630. 

CRESPI, Guiseppe Maria, a painter of Bo- 
logna, who, by darkening his room very much, 
cave greater vivacity to his subjects, died in 
1747. 

CRESSEY, Hugh Paolin, an English divine, 
who became a catholic, and was chaplain to 
queen Catharine , he was much respeeted, and 
published some valuable works, particularly an 
able ecclosiiistical history. He died in 1674. 

CRESTI, Dominico, a historical painter, of 
Florence, died in 1638^ 

CRETIN, William Du Bois, whose chief me- 
rit consisted in puns, low wit, &c. He was his- 
torian to Charles VUI., Lewis XII., frc^ and 
died in 1525. 

CREVIER, John Baptiste Lcwtii, a Parisian, 
trained under the celebrated RolUn, and after- 
wards professor of rhetoric. Upon the death 
of his master, in 1741, he took upon him to fi- 
nbh his *' Roman History.'* He published other 
woilcs, and wtfs oreatly serviceable to the cause 
of virtue and religion, as well as letters. His 
death happened in 1765. 

CREW, Nathaniel, bishop of Durham, In the 
time of James II., whose cause he espoused ; 
he died in 1721. 

CRICHTON, James, a Scotch gentleman, 
Dom at Perth, In 1560, and blest with most ex- 
traordinary endowments, both of body and 
mind. He was murdered by his pupil, Vincen- 
tio di Gonzaga, son of the duke of Mantua, in 
1582. Though so young a man, Chrichton was 
■killed In twelve languages, and in several uni- 
^ieiilties, gave public challenges to disputations 



in as many. He is usually styled The Admirable 
Crichton. 

CfilLLON, Lewis de Berthon de, a French 
general, w ho disiinguiahrd himself by his va- 
lour, in the tune of Henry II., lU., and IV. He 
died In 1615. 

CRILLON MAHON, N. duke de, disthiguisb- 
ed himself in the seven years war, and after- 
wards in the conse of Spain. He died in I'OC. 

CRINESICS, Christopher, a naUve of Bohe- 
mia, who published several learned works ; he 
died in 1626. 

CRINITU8, Petrus, a native of Florence, a 
man of great learning, but addicted to the basest 
sentualities ; he died m 1505. 

CRISP, Tobias, a controversial writer on di- 
vinity, and the great champion of Antinomian- 
ism, died in 1643. 

CRITI AS, one of the thirty t>Tants of AthcBS , 
he fell in battle 400 B. C. 

CRITO, one of the pupils and friends of So- 
crates. 

CRITOBULUS, a physician, who Is said u» 
have extracted the artow which wounded the 
eye of Philip of Macedon. 

CRITOLAUS, a Greek historian. 

CRITOLAUS, an Arcadian, who, when de- 
feated by the Romans^ poisoned' himself, 146 

CROESE, Gerard, a protestant divine, of Anw 
sterdam, author of a history of the Utiaken. 
died In 1710. 

CRCESUS, the fifth and last of the Mennna- 
de. who reigned l« Lydia ; was supposed the 
richest of mankind. He was the first who made 
the Greeks of Asia tributary to the Lydians. 
and his court was the asylum of learning and 
the polite arts. After a reicn of 14 years, he 
was defeated by Cyrus, 548 B. C. : the time and 
manner of his death are unknown. 

CROfTt Herbert, an English prelate, who 
wrote In^vour of the iHiotestanta about 1675 ; 
hediedin]6e]. 

CROFT, William, a celebrated musician, 
who succeeded Dr. Blow as master of the child 
ren,and composer to the Cha)>el Royal, and also 
as organist in Westminster Abbey. In 1712 he 
pubUshed, but without his name, " Divine Har- 
mony, or a new collection of select anthems ;** 
to which Is prefixed, "A Brief Account of 
Church Music.** In 1715, he was created doc- 
tor in music at Oxford ; and in 1724 published 
by subscription, a noble work of his own, en- 
titled, "Muska- Sacra, or Select Anthems in 
Score,'* in 3 vols, the first containing the f\ine- 
ral service which Purcell had begun, but did not 
live to complete. He was bom at Nether-Eating- 
ton, in Warwickshire, about 1677, and died Aug. 
1727. 

CRORIUS, or DE CROT, a minister of Usez, 
who wrote several works in Latin ; be died in 
1650. 

CROIX, Francis Petit de la, secretary and in- 
terpreter to the king of France in the Turkish 
and Arabic languages, died Nor. 4, 1695, in hit 
73d year. 

CROIX, John Baptist de la, second bishop of 
Quebec ; came to Canada in 1685; he founded 
three hospitals, and died in 1727. 

CROIX DU MAINE, Francis Crude de la, 
a Frenchman of the 16th century, who publish- 
ed an account of all French authors. 

CROKE, Sir George, many years one of the 

judges of the King's Bench, and an eminent 

law-writer, was bom atChilton, Bucks, in 1559, 

and died in 164L The " Reports'* of Sir George 
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Croke, are of the highest authority with the ■Ignal ■ervice, which wai the last he performed 



profession. Sir Edmund Coke, recommending 
to the student an attention to these Reports, 
says, " There is no luiowledge, case, or point in 
law, seem it of never so little account, but will 
stand him in stead at one time or other ; and 
therefore in reading, nothing is to be pretermit- 
ted." 

CROMPTON, William, a nonconformist di- 
vine, author of several small tracts, died 1696. 

CROMWELL, Thomas, earl of Essex, an 
eminent statesmaii in the reign of Ilehry VIII., 
was the son of a blacksmith at Putney, inSurry, 
and bom about 1490. He was for some time 
cierk or secretary to the English factory at Ant- 
werp. — On his return to England he was admit- 
ted into the family of Cardinal Wolsey as his 
solicitor ; to whom he approved himself by his 
fidelity and diligence in several Unportant affairs; 
and after the cardinal's fall, tbe king emptoycd 
hhn in his own service, and raised him in a short 
time to several eminent dignities. Having l>een 
insti^ mental in promoting the Refomiatioh, the 
king granted him many noble manors and large 
estates, the spoils of the religious bouses ; ad- 
vanced him to the dignity of earl of Essex ; and 
constituted him lord high chamberlain of Eng- 
land. I'he tide of prosperity, which had hither- 
to flowed in upon him, began now to take a turn : 
a scheme that he laid to secure his greatness 
proved his riiin ; such Is tlie weakness of hu- 
man policy ! He used his utmost endeavours to 
Srocure a marriage between king Henry and 
inne of Cleves. As her friends were all Lu- 
therans, he imagined it might tend to bring down 
the popish party at court ; and he expected great 
support from a queen of his own making. But 
the capricious monarch, being disgusted with 
her person, on the first night's cohabiution, took 
an invihcible aversion to the promoter of the 
marriage, who was soon after arrested at the 
councirtabIe,attainted of high treason and here- 
sy, and executed on Tower-hill, after tix weeks 
imprisonment, July, 1540. 

CROMWELL, Oliver, prote^or of the com- 
monwealth of England, was son of Mr. Robert 
Cromwell, and born in the parish of St. John, 
HunUngdon, April 25, 1599, baptized the 29th of 
the same month, and was educated in grammar 
learning at the free-school in that town. From 
Huntingdon he was removed to Sydney college, 
tn Cambridge, where he was admitted fellow 
commoner, April 23, 1616. He was elected a 
member of the third parliament of Charles I., 
which met Jan. 20, 1628, and fVom this time to 
1641 was in warm opposition to all the measures 
of the court. At length when the king and 
pariiament came to an open rupture, Cromwell 
obtained a captain's commission ; and his first 
'military exploit was, securing the town of Cam- 
bridge for the parliament. He was afterwards 
rapidly promoted to the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral under the eari of Manchester, in which ca- 
KLcity he distinguished hhnself at the battle of 
arston Moor. He was then made lieutenant- 
general of horse under Sir Thomas Fairfax, had 
the principal share in defeating tbe royal party 
at Naseby, made hhnself master of Winchester 
and several otiier places, reduced Carlisle and 
Berwick, and entered Scotland in triumph. 
Having dismissed the Hamiltons (of the king*s 
party) from all offices of public trust, he return- 
ed to England with ever}' ipark of honour and 
esteem on the part of the Scuts . and, on.hb ar- 
val in London, took his seat attain in pariiament, 
and received the thanks of the house for thisUcupof 1002. in value.

in hii miHtary capacity tifl tbe king's duath. 
After Aat event (to which he was equally 
pnMnpted by fear and ambition,) CromweU waa 
appoimed lord governor of Ireland, to wbicji 
kmgdom he went in great pomp, and vdry soon 
made himself master of Droglieda, and the other 
places which had been held by the royalistn. 
Having done this service, he was recallc>d to 
England, add made cantaiii-general of all ttie 
parliament foi'ces, marched again into Scotland, 
defeated the Scots at Dunbar, followed Charles 
II. into Worcester, and totally routed his whole 
force. Cromwell now found his poWct ao ^tt- 
controllable, \liat h»* ventured on a step, tK>l^r 
perha|«, than ever before had entered the head 
of any man in England. Re abruptly dis- 
solved the Long Parliament, and, having turned 
all tlie members out of the bouse, locked the 
doors, put the keys in his pocket, and relumed 
borne. This happened on tlie 20th of April, 
1653. On tbe 16th of December, in the same 
year,he was invested with supreme authority, 
under the title of lord protector of the three na- 
tions, England, Scotland, and Ireland ; in which 
station, havhig for five years administered the 
afiTairs of tlie kingdom with great vigour and 
abiHty, be died Sept. 3, 1658. 

CROMWELL, Richard, eldest son of Oliver, 
and named by him as his successor, was born 
at Cheshunt, 1626, and died 1712.— An act was 
passed, for rec<^ising him as Protector, and for 
restoring the house of lords : but the Commons 
fell into debates about settling the chief magis- 
trate's power, and that of the upper house ; and 
these, with other proceedings, terminated in 4 
jealoui^, between the protector and his army. 
At last they discarded hnn, and took tbe govern 
roent hnto their own hands. On the restoration 
he went abroad, but returned in 1680, under the 
assumed name of Clarke, and settled at Chesh- 
unt, where be lived privately and died belovejd , 
but he was not by any means qualified to siip*

CRONECK, John Frederic haron de, bom at 
Anspach, distinguished himself as an ingeniotui 
poet : he died in 1758. 

CRON8TEDT, Axel Frederic, a native of 
Sweden, a naturalist, and inspector of the 
mines : he puUidied various works, and died 
in 1765. 

CROOK. Sir G^rge, an Englishman, who 
beeame chief Justice ; died in 1641. 

CROSBY, Brass, bom atStockton-upon-Tees, 
in 1725, came eariy in life to London, where be 
practised several years as an attorney : became 
alderman of the ward of Bread-street, in 1765, 
and was ehn^d lord mayor, September 24, 1770. 
March, 1771, in the case of tbe procla;i:ation 
against WheMe and other printers, Mr. Alder- 
man Oliver was committed to the Tower; and 
Mr. Crosby (then lord Mayor) was ordered into 
the custody of the seijeant at arms ; but, on 
his bpiritedly observing, "that if any ofienct 
had been committed, he was the greatest ofien 
der, and that he longed to join his brother in of 
fice," an order was signed for his commitDient 
to the Tower. The pariiament was prorogued 
on the S3d of July, when the lord mayor was 
released and carried fVom the Tower to the 
mansioH-house t\itb every possible mark of the 
approbation of his fellow-citizens ; and, aftci 
the expiration of his mayoralty, was again re 
warded by the thanks of the comoration, and |

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CROSS, Michael, an EngUsb artiat, and ia 
moufl copier of paiotiaga, floorislted in tbe 
paicoi of Chariea I. and 11. 

GROSS, Lewis a .painter, who retoaehed a 
fictura of Mary, queen of Scots, in a BMaterijr 
manner ; ho died in 1794. 

CR08 WELL, Andrew, a minister in Boston, 
much engaged in controversy, died in 1785. 

CROUSAZ, John Peter de. a celebrated phi- 
losopher and mathematician, bora at Lausanne, 
In Switzerland, AprU 13, 1663, died 1748. 

CROWNJS, John, an American by birth, went 
to England, and was patronised by Charles IL, 
at whose command be wrote several dramatic 
: tbe best known of which «re, " City 
S'* and "Sir Courtly Nice;'* the latter 
of which lias been several times acted of late 
years. His plays were 17 in number ; some of 
which were performed with great success. He 
died about 1703. 

CROXALL, Or. Samuel, a writer of good 
repute, born at Walton upon Thames, and 
known as publisher of the following works, 
viz : " The Fair Circassian,** a poeih ; " Fables 
of iEsop and others, translated into English 
" Select Novels ; " Scripture Politics ;" " The 
Royal Manual.** &c. He died 1752. 

CROZE, Mathurin Veynsiere la, a native of 
Naiites, was distinguished for his learning and 
works ; he died in 17J9. 

CRUCI6ER, Caspar, a protestant of Leipsic, 
author of commentaries on Scripture, died in 
l«3. 

CRUDEN, Alexander, a corrector of tbe press, 
wboae literary labours will ever entitle him to 
Che veneration of aU students of tbe sacred wri- 
ting. His "Concordance of the Holy Scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Testament,** is his 
ctiief work, and a singular instance of indefati- 

Bble labour and perseverance in tiie most use- 
I employment. His private character (though 
naturally Uheral ia the extreme) was influenced 
by a temporary frenzy, which gave a certain co- 
lour to all his actions, and suggested to him ma- 
ny whimsical plans of reformaiipn, hopes of 
superiority, and visionary views of ambition, 
which were as useless to himself as unprofita- 
ble to others. Of his singularities, however, 
which were many, tbe tendency was uniformlv 
virtuous. He was born at Aberdeen,. in 1701, 
and was found dead on his knees, apparentljr in 
the posture of prayer, as his lodgti^ in IsUug- 
ton, on the morning pf Nov. 1, 1770. 

CRCJIKSHANK, WiUiam Cumberland, an 
eminent anatomist, bora at Edinburgh, 1745, 
went to London 1771 ; where he soon got into 
most exteiMive practice as a surgeon. As a wri- 
ter, he is principally distinguished by his " Ana- 
tomy of the Absorbent Vessels in the Human 
Body,** first puUnhed in 1786; and "Experi- 
ments on the Insensible Pers{riration of tbe Hu- 
man Body,** 1795.~Mr. C. died June 37, 1800. 

CRUSIUS, or KRANS, Martin, of Bamberg, 
the first who taught Greek in Germany, died £■ 
1007. 

CRUTTWELL, Rev. Clement, a gentleman 
whose various literary performance for labour 
extent, and utility, have rarely been equalled ; 
and, wnei: r^arded as the j^Foductioas of an 
unassisted valetudinarian, have perhaps never 
been surpassed. Mr. C. first appeared as an au- 
thor In his edition of " Bishop WllRon*s Bible 
and Works, to which he has prefixed a hfe ; and 
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to that most laborious undertaking, his " Con- 
Dordanee of Parallel Texts of Scripture ;** a 
work which, according to tbe usual computa- 
tion of time and assiduity, world be sufficient 
to occupy the life of an ordinary man ; and 
when it hi considered that be printed it in liis 
own4iouse, and corrected the press as he pro-, 
ceeded, some idea may be formed of his iudus> 
trv and perseverance. Scarcely had he recover-

proved the favourable light in whieh it was re- 
garded by the public, and be had Just gone 
through die laborious office (^ editing a second 
edition, comprising 30,000 new articles ; when, 
on the road to his uative town, Wokingham, in 
Berkshire, be was arrested- by a sudden illness, 
which termhiated fatally before medical assist- 
ance could be procured. He died at Froxfield, 
Somersetshire, in bis 65th year, Sept. 5, 1808. 

CRUZ, Juana Inez de la, a lady of MexicOf 
distinguished for her poetry, and her acquaint* 
ance with the sciences ; slie died in 1005. 

CRYTOPYLUS, Metropbaiies, a Greek, edu' 
cated at Oxford, and afterwards raised to tbe 
see of Alexandria ; be died iu 1641. 

CTESIAS, a Greek physician in the service 
of Aruxerxes, king of Persia : he wrote a hiS' 
toryof Persia. 

CTESIBIUS, a mathematician of Alexan- 
dria, the inventor of the pump, wi^r clock, 
ggr. toA n n 

)N, an Athenian, whose attempt 
tfl olden crown to Demosthenes, was 

0| £schines, and produced the two 

fbiMifuo uiawuns of the rival orators. 

CUDWORTH, Ralph, ah euUnent English 
divine, was bom at Alter, in Somersetshire, 
1617, and died 1688. He was a man of very 
extensive learning, excellently skilled in the 
learned languages and antiquity, a good matlie- 
matician, a subtle philosopher, and a profound 
metaphysician. His great work, " The True 
Intellectual System of the Universe,** was pub- 
lished in folio, 1678. 

CUERENllBR r, Theodore Van, a native of 
Amsterdam, i^stinzuished fur science ; but es- 
pecially for maintaining that a Christian should 
not enter a place of worship ; he died in 1500. 

CUEVA, Alfonsus de la, an ambassador from 
Philip in. to Venlcfy who plotted the seizing 
o(f tbe city, wliich, however, failed ; he died in 
165. 

CUFF, Henry, a celebrated wit and excellent 
scholar, bora at Hiiiton, St. George, in Somer- * 
setsliire, about 1560^ He gave early marks of 

Smiua and application ; arrived in time at the 
reek professorship at Oxford, and was cliosen 
proctor of the university, In 1594. To the cele- 
brated Robert, earl of Elasex, Cuff* became se- 
cretary ; he was involved in all the misfortunes 
of that unhappy earl ; and with Sir Gelly Mer- 
rick, tbe earl's steward, executed at Tyburn, 
1601. 

CUGNIERES. Peter de, an upright mas^istrnte, 
wbo, in 11)39, advocated the rights of Philip Vu- 
lois asrainst the clergy. 

CUJACIUS, James, a celebrated French law.

Sufiblk ; he died hi 1785. 

CULMER, Richard, a violent fanatic In Eng- 
land, wlK) was employed by parliament to break 
down and deface images, tut. 

CULPEPER, Nicholas, was educated at Cam- 
bridge, and bound apprentice to an apotliecary ; 
but employed all his leisure hours in ttie study 
of astrology, which fallacious science lie after- 
wards professed. He wrote many books, but 
the most noted is his " Herbal," wherein be tells 
us under what planets the simples grow, and 
speaks of their good and bad qualities. He died 
in Spitalfields, 1654. 

CULPEPER, Tlmmas lord, Ileutenant-go- 
▼emor, and afterwards governor, of the colony 
of Virginia, died in 1719. 

CUMBERLAND, Dr. Richard, a very learn- 
ed Englisli divine, and bishop of Peterborough, 
born in London, in 1632, died in 1718. He had 
studied mathematics in ail branches, and the 
Scriptures in their original languages. His book 
*' De Logibus Nature^' Is his capital work, and 
will always be read while sound reasoning shall 
continue to t)e thought the kiest support of re- 
ligion. 

CUMBERLAND, William, duke of, second 
son of George II., distinguished finr his mili- 
tary successes; he died in 1765. 

CUMBERLAND, Richard, an eminent poet, 
essayist, novelist, and dramatic writer, was a 
•on of the bishop of Kihnore, and a grandson, 
by the maternal side, of tlie learned Dr. Richard 
Benttcy, under whose roof, in the Master*8 
Lodge of Trinity College, Cambriilge, he was 
born, Feb. 19, 17i3. He received his education 
at the school of Bury St. Edmunds, at West- 
minster, and at Trinity College. As a writer, 
the number of his works is very extraordhiary. 
The drama, however, appears to have t>een his 
favourite pursuit ; and a list of his performances 
in this line of literature, will be found in the 
" Biographia Dramatica,*V8vo., 1812. He died 
In London, May 7, 1811, and was buried in Poet*s 
Corner, Westminster Abbey. 

CUMBERLAND, Henry Frederic* duke of, 
whose union with the widow of a Mr. Hortoii 
produced the marriage lOM^t ; he died in 1790. 

CUMING, John, an eminent physician, of 
Concord, Mass., and a beneAictor of Harvard 
Collepe ; died in 1788. 

CUMING, William, «R eminent English phy- 
sician, much respected for his leamfaig and skill ; 
he died In 1788. 

CUMMING, Alexander, minister in Bostoa, 
colleague with Dr. Sewall ; died in 1763. 

CUNiEUS, Peter, a lawyer, professor at Ley- 
den, hlghfy commended by Vossius, Scaliger, 
&c., died in 16.18. 

CUNEGONDE,wife of Henry 11., (emperor) 
was accused of incootioence, and retired to a 
monastery. 

CUNITIA, a lady of SUesia, In the ITtb een 

fury, who greatly excelled in matheiiiatkt and 

aMroDomy ; «be di«d in 1601 
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translation of it into English was made by 
Williaut Thompson, LL. D., and published in 
2 vols. 4to. The work was undoubtedly well 
deserving of publication ; as it contains tlie his 
tory of a very interesting period, written by one 
who had a considerable degree kA authentic in 
formation, and comprises many curious particu- 
lars unknown to other historians. The autlXHr 
died 1737, at the advanced age of 83 years. 

CUNY, Lewis Anthony, author of Aineral

CUPERUS, Gisbert, professor of history, of

(he annals of Silesia and Bresluu: he died la 
1573. 

CURCELLiEUS, Stephen,of Geneva, author 
of an edition of the Greek Testament with va 
rious readings, &c.; he died in 1658. 

CURIO, an orator, of Rome, who called Cae- 
sar tlie man of all the women, and Uie woman 
of all the men. 

C^RIO, Coelins Secundus, a Piedmontese, 
who forsook the RoniWh religion for Luthernn- 
ism ; he was professor of eloquence at Basil, 
and died in 1569. 

CURlUS, Dentatus Marcus Annlus, a Ro- 
man cousul, distinguished in the wars against 
Pyrrhns, died 272 B. C. 

CURL, Edmund, a bookseller, and bookma- 
ker, rendered notorious by Mr. Pope, in hia 
Dunciad. He was generally held to tie of an 
immoral character, and was higlily injurious to 
the literary world by his piracies and forgeries. 
He deservedly lost his ears in the pillory, by a 
sentence of the law, for publishing obscene per- 
formances, and died D«c. 11, 1747. 

cnJROPALATE, John, author of a Greek 
history, from 813, to 1081. 

CURR ADI, Franoesco.an Italian painter ,wbo 
excelled in historical pieces ; he died in 1660. 

4'UKRAN, Rt. Hon. John Philpot, an eminent 
Irish lawyer, and orator, and sometime master 
of the rolls in Ireland, was bom in the county 
of Cork, and died at Bromptr.n, near London, 
Oct. 14, 1817, aged nearly 70 years. H is orator)* 
was completely stii generis ; always the sHdden 
burst of strong and passionate feelings, which 
seemed to rise in proportion as the grand con- 
ceptions of his mind became more and more il- 
Juminated by tlie coruscations of his wit,— the 
lightning flashes of a vigorous and highly poeti- 
|cal Imagination. 

CURRIE, Dr. James, an eminent medical and 
Ipolitical writer, bom at Kirkpairick Fleming, in 
Dumfriesshire, May 31, 1756, died at Sidmouth, 
Aug. 31, 1805. Besides medical writings, which 
are numerous, he furoisbed, in 1800, a rich treat 
to the lovers of elegant literature, by publishing, 
uin 4 voli.

His great work, " The Flora Londiuensis,'* is 
fcighly interesting, not only to the man of sci- 
ence, but also to the farmer and agriculturist ; 
as it combiues the knowledge of entomology 
with that of botany. Mr. Curtis died at Bromp- 
ton, near Knightsbridge, July 7, 1799. 

CURTIUS, Uuintus, a Latin historian, who 
bas written the actions of Alexander the Great, 
In 10 books. Where this author was bom, no- 
body pretends to know ; and even when he lived 
Is still a dispute among the learned, and never 
likely to be settled. 

CURTiUS, Martius, a Roman, who, to bene- 
fit bis country, plunged into a guir, which caused 
his death. 303 B. C. 

CURTIUS, fiCichael Conrad, proftssor of lo- 
gic and metaphysics, at Luneberg, and after- 
wards of history and rhetoric, at Marpurg, &c, 
died in 1802. 

CUS A, Nicholas de, a cardinal and bishop, so 
called from Cusa, the place of his birth.

DA NQER, Daniel, a most singular ezamn^ 
of penuriousness. with the means of plenty. He 
lived at Pinner, in Middlesex, with a sister of 
bis, who was of a congenial disposition ; and, 
thougti possessed of 30001. a-year, besides great 
sums in specie and bank notes concealed in dif- 
ferent parts of bis house, he denied 1)iroself the 
common necessaries of life. He usually had 
bis body girt with a hayband, to keep together 
his tattered garments; ti^e stockings he wore 
bad been so frequently darned and patched, that 
scarcely any of the original could be seen; but 
in dirty or cold weather, they were thickly co- 
vered with ropes of hay, which served as sub- 
stitutes for boots. He rarely washed his face 
or hands, and never allowed his bed to lie made, 
or his house to be cleaned. He hid bank notes 
among the cobwebein his cowhouse, and guineas 
iu the fire-place, covered with soot. A number 
of singular eccentricities are recorded of him. 
In " Riocraphical Curiosities,*' 12mo, 1797. He 
died in October, 1794. 

DANCHET, Anthony, a French dramatic 
poet, bom atRiom, in lff71, died 1748. 

D ANDINI, Jerome,the first Jesuit who taught 
philosophy at Paris. He wrote a commentary 
Co Aristotle, and died in 1634. 

DANDINI, Pietm, an eminent painter, bom 
at Florence, died in 1718. 

DANDINI, Cosare, a historical pahiter, of

DANIEL, Samuel, an eminent English poet, 
and historian, who flourished In the reigns of 
Elizabeth and James T., to the former of whom 
he was poetlaureat, was bom near Taunton, ia 
Sunenetshire, in 1563.

DANTE, Peter Vincent, a native of Perouse. 
He was eminent for his skill in mathematics, 
and was famed as a poet ; he died in 151S. 

DANTE, Vincent, graodaon of the preced- 
ing, well-known as a painter, sculptor, and ma- 
diifhatician, died at Perouse, in 1567. 

DANTE, Alighieri, an eminent Italian poet, 
kom at Florence, In 1965. He discovered an 
tfarly inclination and genius for poetry ; but was 
ambitious ; and, havmg attained some of the 
inost considerable posts in the commonwealth, 
was crushed by the ruins of the faction which 
he embraced. He died in exile at Ravenna, in 
1331. The most considerable of his works, is 
Ills poem entitled, " The Comedy of Iletl, Pur- 
gatory, and Paradise.** 

DANTE, John Baptiste, of the same family, 
probably, with the precedins, and native of Pe- 
rugia, was an excellent mathematician ; and is 
memorable for having Atted a' pair of wiqgs so 
exactly to his body, as to be able to fly with 
them.

DAVEN ANT, Sir WilUam, a celebrated poet 
of the 17th century, boro'at Oxford, 1605. His 
father kept an inn at Oxford, wliere Shakspcare 
used to lodge in his Journeys between I«ondoo 
and Warwickshire ; and as his mother was a 
great beauQr, some have sur^itaed, but without 
appa/ent foundation, that he derived his very 
being and alonz with it, his poetical talents, ftom 
Shakspeare. In 1637, when Ben Jonson died, 
he was created poet laureat. He had o great 
turn for the drama, and after the restoration of 
Charles II., obtain<>d a patent for erecting a 
new company of actors, under the patronage of 
James, duke of York. They performed many 
years in Little Lincoln's Inn Fields, where he 
died 1668, and was interred in Westminster 
Abbey.

DE COETLOGON, Charles Edward, an emi- 
nent English divine, assistant pncacher to the I 
chapel of the Lock-hospitai, and rector of God- 1 
■tone, in Surrey, died in 1820. His writingsr 
are principally on tlieological subjects. 

DEDEKIND, Frederic, a German of tlie 16th 
cei^tury, who published a curious ironical eulo- 
gium on incivility and rudeness. 

DEE, John, a great mathematician, and very 
extraordinary person in the republic of letters, 
1»orn in London, 15^. Be was a man of un- 
common parts, learning, and application ; and 
might have performed great tilings, if be had 
been pospessed of a J9olid judgment ; bijit he was 
extremely credulous and superstitious. He suf- 
fered himself to be deluded into an opinion, that 
by certain invocations, an intercourse or com- 
munication with spirits might be obtained ; from 
whence he promised himself an insight into the 
occult sciences. He found a young man, one 
Edward Kelly, a native of Worcestershire, who 
bad already dipped deep into these matters, and 
who readily undertook to be his instrument in 
Uiem, for which he was to pay him 901. per an- 
num. Dec. 3, 1581, they be^au their incanta- 
tions ; in consequence of which, Kelly was, Ity 
the inspection of a certain table consecrated for 
that pur|X)se, with many superstitious ceremo- 
nies,, enabled to acquaint Dee with what the 
spirits thought fit to show and discover. These 
Conferences were continued for about two years 
and the subjects of them committed to writing, 
but never published, though still preserved in 
Ashmole*s museum. He travelled much abroad 
in company with Kelley, who had in his pos- 
session, as was reported, a philosophical pow- 
der of projection, by which they were furnished 
with money very profusely. In the latter end 
of his life, however, he became miserably poor ; 
and it is highly probable, that he remained un- 
der his dekisions to his death ; for he was ac- 
tually providing for a new journey into 
many, when, worn out by age and distemj 
he died in 1608, aged 80, and was burie 
Mortlake. His mathematical works are 
merons and valuable. 

DEFEdCH, William, a German, eminen 
bis skill on the violin, died about 1750. 

DE FOE, Daniel, equally famous for po 
and poetry, was bred a hosier. In that s 
don he was unsuccessful ; and this probabi 
duced him to apply to his pen for subsist! 
Tutchin having, in 1700, written " The For< 
ers,*''an infamous satire oh king William »..„ 
tile whole Dutch nation, De Foe wrote " The 
True-bom Englishman/* as an antidote to it, 
and thereby recommended himself to the notice 
of his sovereign, who failed not to reward the 
author. He aflerwards wrote an amazing num- 
ber of tracts, .10 of which have been collected 
in two vols. 8vo. One of these tracts, entitled, 
"The shortest Way with the Dissenters," con- 
tained reflections against some ecclesiastics in 
power, for breathing too much a spirit of per- 
secution. Becoming obnoxious to the ministry 
on this account, he was obliged to explain hini- 
•elf, which he did very clearly, for he was a man 
ef great firmness : and when he was sentenced 
9[bs(WKdM tQ stand in the pillory for attacking 
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some measures which be thought unconstitu- 
tional and unjust, be not only cheerfully under- 
went the punishment, but at the same time 
wrote " A Hymn to the Pillory," as a defiance 
of their usage of him. But. after all, De Foe is 
by nothing better known at present, than by .his 
interesting "History of Robinson Crusoe;" 
which, though a romance, is written in so na- 
tural a manner, and with so many probable in- 
cidents, that it was judged to be a true story 
for some time after its publication. He was 
bom in London, 1660, and died at Islington, it Jl. 
DEGHUY, an emin«}nt French engraver, died 
to 1748. 

DEiDiER, Anthony, a medical professor, of 
Montpelier, autlior of a dissertation^ " De Ve- 
neris Morbis.^ 

DEJ AUBE, N. a promising French poet, who 
died young, in 1800. He wrote Lodoiska, an 
opera, which has been received with applause. 
DEJOTARUS, king of Galatea, espoused the 
cause of Fompey, for which he was dethroned 
by Cesar. 

DEL AMET, Adrian Augustin de Bussy, bora 
in Picardy, a relation of Cardinal de Retz, 
whom he attended in his travels. He wrote 
" Dictionary of Cases of Conscience," 2 vols., 
and died in 1691. 

DELANCY, James, a Judge and chief justice 
of tlie supreme court of the cplony of New- 
York, and afterwards lieutenant governor, died 
in 1760. 

DELANY, Dr. Patrick, a theological writer 
of Ireland, but perhaps better known as tlie in- 
timate friend and correspondent of Dean Swift^ 
was bora in Ireland,1686, and died at Bath,1768. 
DELANY, Mary, wife of the foregoing, ce- 
lebrated for her skill in painting, and in cutting 
flowers and other ornaments in paper, was horn 
at Coulton, in Wiltshire, 1700, and died 1788. 

DELAUNE, Thomas, wrote in 1683, " Plea

DELIUS, Christopher Traugott, a native of 
Walhatisen. an eminent mineralogist, and sur- 
veyor of the mines of Hungary and Venice, 
died in 1799. 

DELMONT, Deodalt, a historical painter, 
pupil to Reubens, who higliiy esteemed him^ ' 
he died in 16:54. 
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DELOBEL, a French painter, of the 17th 
eemory, whose pieces adorn the churches and 
cathedrals of France.

DELRIO, Martin Anthony, a most learned 
■nan, bom at Antwerp, 1551. The progress 
be made in letters, while a very boy, is recorded 
with wonder, having surprised the public when 
he was only 19 years of age with some good 
notes upon the tragedies of Seneca, in which 
he cited ahnost IIQQ authors, with all the assur- 
ance of a man who had read them thoroiichly, 
and weighed their senUments viithgreat ^dg- 
ment and exactness. He died in 1606. 

PELRIO, John, dean of Antwerp, who wrote 
commentaries on the 110th psalm : be died in 
16B4. 

DELUC. See LUC. 

DEKADES, an Athenian orator, pot to death 
by Cassander 332, B. C. 

DEMARATUS, a Icins of Sparta, who re- 
■Igned his crown, and retired to Persia. 

DEMESTE, John, chaplain and chitf surgeon 
to the forces of the prince of Liege, well known 
as the autlior of come letters on ehymistry, 
died in 1783. 

DEBfETRIUS POLIORCETE8, king of Ma- 
cedon, was highly honoured by the Athenians; 
be died 286 B.C. 

DEMETRIUS, SOTER, king of Syria, was 
for some time a hostage at Rome, and was killed 
In battle, 150 B. C. 

DEMETRIUS IT., snmamcd Nicanor, king 
of Syria, formed an alliance with the Jews; he 
was killed by the governor of Tyre, 28t>«. C, 

DEMETRIUS, PHALEREUS, a {NnipateUc 
philosopher of Athens, who lived in tlie time of 
Alexander the Great. Tiiree hundred and sixty 
statues were erected to his honour in that city ; 
and not undeservedly, since he is said to have 
augmented the revenues of it, as well as to have 
Improved and polished its buildings. Neverthe- 
less he died in Iranisbment by the bite of an 
asp, 284 B. C. His writings consisted of poetry, 
history, politics, rhetoric, harangues, and em- 
bassies ; but none are extant. 

DEMETRIUS, a cynic phllo«opher, in the 
reign of Caligula ; he was banished by Ves- 
pasian for insolence. 

DEMETRIUS, czar of Rhsgla ; which coun- 
try he invaded, in 1604, with a small army, and 
seated himselr on the throne ; he reigned 11 
months, and was then assassinated. 

DE MISSV, Cesar, a learned divine, bom 
at Berlin, in 1703 ; he published some poetical 
pieces, and assistedJortinin his life of Erasmus. 

DEMOCEDES, a physician of Crotona, who 
aflerwards l»ecame the slave and physician of 
Darius, kins of Persia. 

DEMOCRITUS, one of the greatest philo- 
•ophersof antiquity, was bora at Abdera, a town 
«f Thrace, about the 80tb Olympiad, that is, 
about 460 years before Christ.— He is said to 
have laughed at human life in general, which, 
Montaigne says, it was better to do than to imi- 
tate Heraclitus, who wept eternally about it; 
because adds he, mankind are not so unhappy 
as they are vain. He was the foreranner of 
Buicurus, whose system differs from bis no 
otherwise than in some improvements. 

DEMOIVRE, Abraham, an illustrious ma- 
thematician, bora at Vitri, in Champaigne, 
May 1667. His abilities were so admired by 
' the Royal Society of London, that they Judged 
Mm a At person to decide the famous contest 
between Newton and Leibnitz. He publisbed 
•MM eanltal works, but la §&mnUy kmmm bf 
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his " Doctrine of Chances : or. Method of calctt- 
lating the ProbabiUUes of Events at Play.*' H« 
died at London, hi 1754. . 

DEMOKaX. a philosopher, of Crete, In flM 
reign of Adrian, who bad the greatest contempt 
for riches. 

DEMOSTHENES, one of the greatest ora- 
tors of antiquity, if not the greAtfiA, was bom 
at Athens, in the2d year of the 101st Olympiad ; 
that is, about 370 years before Christ It la 
universally agreed, that no orator ever spoka 
with such force, or had the passions of others sa 
much in his power, as Demosthenes ; insomuch 
that he actually upeared like <«e inspired. Ha 
opposed Philip of Macedonia with all his might, 
and Alexander after him. Alexander requested 



of the Athenians to have Demosthenes4Eiven up 
to him, but this was refused ; yet, when Ant^ 
pater, bis successor, made the same request 
afterwards, it was granted But Demosthenes 
wouia not be given up, and therefore escaped 
into the island of Cehiuria ; where he imbibed 
poison that he had kept on purpose in a quill, 
to prevent his being taken alive. He died in 
the 3d year of the IMth Olympiad. There are 
extant under his name 61 orations, which have 
frequently been published. But, though he ar- 
rived at such perfection in this art, he set out 
under great disadvantages : for he had an im 
pediment in his K)eech, which for a long time 
would not suffer him to pronounce the letter r , 
he had a weak voice, a short breath, and a very 
uncouth and ungracious manner ; however, by 
dint of resolution and infinite pains, he over* 
came all these defects. He would climb up 
steep and craggy places, to help his wind and 
strengthen his yoice ; he would declaim with 
pet>bles in his mouth, to remedy the imperfec- 
tion in his speech ; he would place a iboking- 
-lass before him, to correct the awkwardness of 

is gesture ; and he learned of the best players 
the proper graces of action and pronunciation, 
which he thought of so much consequence that 
he made the whole art of oratoiy in a manner 
to consist of than. He was so intent upon 
study, that he would often retire into a cave of 
the earth, and shave half his head, so that be 
could not with decency appear abroad till his 
hair was grown agafn. He also accustomed 
himself to harangue at the seashore, where the 
asitation of the waves formed to him an idea 
of the commotion In a popular assembly, and 
served to prepare and fortify him against them. 
From these several kinds of hardsbipa, which 
he imposed upon himself, it is plain that he 
was not so much bora an orator, as an instance 
how far parts and application may go toward 
the forming of a great man in any profession. 

DEMOl/RS, Peter, a native of MarselUee, 
known for his dexterity as a surgeon and ocu- 
list ; he was authqr of some professional works, 
and died in 1795. 

DEMPSTER, William, a learned Scotchman, 
who refuted Raymond Lully, and wrote an 
ecclesiastical history; he died in 15S7. 

DEMPSTER, Thomas, a Scotch historian and 
commentator, bora 1579, died 1625. He was t 
very learned man, but of a singular character;, 
being as prompt to draw his sword In ouarrel, 
as to wield his pen, at any time. He becane 
professor of the B«^Ues Lettres, at Pisa. NIsmes, 
and Bologna, and had such a prodiipoiis me- 
mory, that he used to say he knew not what it 
was to fonet. This gained him tbe aimellatioa 
of "The Living Ubrary.** 

DEMPSTER, George, a Seoleh lawyer, and i 
Part!iiH,tol7ia m$tmlBHAUm

In 1641 he published his tra- 
gedy called*^' The SopSiy," which was ex- 
xeiiiely admired by the best judges ; and in 1643 
wastirst printed his " Cooper's Hill," " a poem 
(savs Dryden) which, for majesty of style, is, 
uid ever will be, the standard of good writing." 
<f*ope has celebrated this poem very highly in 
his ** Windsor Forest ;" and all men of taste 
iiare agreed iu their commendations of it. He 
died in 166d. 

DENIS, Michael, principal keeper of the 
Imperial libraiy at Vienna, died in 1800. His 
'Writings on various subjects were highly es 
teemed. 

DENMAN, Thomas, M. D. an eminent phy- 
sician and writer on midwifery, born at Bake- 
welK, Derbyshire, 1733, died in London, 1815. 

DENNER, Balthasar, a portrait painter, of 
Hamburgh, who refused in Loudon, 500 guiheas 
for his piciure of an old woman ; he died in 1747. 

DENNIE, WiUiam, proprietary governor of 
Pennsylvania, in 1756. He was superceded in 
1759, as unpopular and obnoxious to the people. 

DENNIE, Joseph, a native of Massachusetts, 
was educated a lawyer; he however soon re- 
linquished the professio.i for literary pursuits, 
and as editor of the " Farmer's Museum," a 
newspaper published In New-Hampshire, and 
afterwards of the '* Port Folio," in Philadelphia, 
gave evidence of a powerful and highly culti- 
vated mind, and of a genius of jiuperior order : 
be died in 1813. 

DENNIS, John, a celebrated critic, born in

DEREINO, Edward, an eminent divine, 

B'eacher at St. Paul's, London, before the court, 
e wrote sermons, lectures, &c. ; he died 1376. 

DERHAM, William, a very eminent pbilo 
sopher and divine, born at Stoughton, near Wor- 
cester, 1657, and died 1735. having ttpent his life 
in the most agreeable and improving study 6f 
nature, and made all ids researches there in sub- 
serviencv to the cause of religion and virtue — 
His woiks are extremely numerous ; of these 
the best linown are his *• Physico-Theology ; 
or, A Demonstration of the Beinff and Attri- 
butes of Ood, from his works of Creation ;" 
and " Astro-Theology, or, A Demonstration of 
the Being and Attributes of God from a Survey 
of the Heavens;" both which are works of 
considerable merit. 

DERIN6, Sir Edward, first a republican, and 
afterwards a royalist ; a member of parliament 
during tlie civil wars. His speeches were 
published in 4to. 

DERMODY, Thomas, a poet of consideraltle 
talent, but so devoid of common prudence, that 
the.bc^ of patronage was found to be useless 
to him. He was born in the south of Ireland, 
Jan. 1775. His father, who was a scliooluiaster 
at Ennis for some time, is said to have employ- 
ed this son, when only in his ninth year, as 
Greek and Latin assistant at bis own school ; 
and, to increase the wonder, we are told that 
he had written as much genuine poetry at ten, 
as either Cowley, Milton,, or Pope, had pro- 
duced ut neariy double that age. Willi all his

who made several improvements in mecha- 
nics, was bom at Roclielic, in 1683, but went lo 
England when an infant. His most celebrated 
publication is, '* A Course of Experinienal Plii- 
losdphy, 1734," 2 vols 4to. He died In 1749. 

DESAULT, Peter, a French physician, who 
wrote on the cure of syphilis, without siUiva- 
tion, and on the stone ; he died in 1737. 

DESAULT, Peter Joseph, a French curgeon, 
of great abilities, who attended Lewis XVII., 
and died, probably by poison, for this humanity. 
He was author of a valuable treatise on surgery, 
and died in 1705. 

DES BARREAUX, James de Vallec, lord, a 
French nobleman, counsellor of pariiament, at 
Paris. He was an infidel and libertine, but, be- 
fore be died, gave himself up to meditation and 
penitence ; he died in 1647. 

DESBILLONS, Francta Joseph, a FrtP<'i> 
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Jesuit, who, after ipendins IS years In tbe c<^ 
lege of Lewb XIV., at Paris, retired to publish 
his fables, 530 in number, 2 vols. He died in 1783. 

DBSBOIS, Francis Alexander, a Frenchman, 
author of a military dictionary, a dictionary of 
agriculture, and one of birds : he died in 1784. 

DESCARTES. See CARTES. 

DESERICIUS, or DESERITZ, Joseph Inno- 
cent, a Hungarian, made a Roman cardinal, au- 
thor of many worlcs, died iu 1765. 

DBSGODETd, Anthony, a native of Paris, 
an eminent architect, talten by the Algerinjes, 
and ke|it 16 months in slavery. If e wrote large- 
ly on tbe subject of his profession, and died in

DESHAIS, John Baptist Henry, at French 
painter, of very superior merit, who obtained 
the prize of the academy of Paris, in 1751.

DE3 MAIZEAUX, Peter, secretary of the 
royal society of London, was bom at Auvergne, 
In i!566. He retired early, probably us a refugee, 
iiito England, and died there, in 1745. He had 
intimate connexions with St. Evremont and 
B«yie ; gave a very handsome edition of tbe 
works of tlie former, in 3 vols. 4to, with the 
life of the author prefixed, and drew up tbe life 
of the latter, which was printed before the edi- 
tion of his "Dicthmary," in 1730.

DE3PARD, Edward Marcus, an Irish officer, 
Ion;; in the English service, who laid a plan to 
a)-$as8irtate his king, which biding detected, he 
wa.^ tri '(I and hehead«^, in 1803.

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1800, asteeoied by tbe French soldiers, honoured 
bv the Austrians, and betoved by all who knew 
lum. His body wss carried to Milan, embalmed, 
and placed in tbe hoeirftal of Mount St. Beruard, 
where a monument has been erected to his ine 
mory. Dessaix, united to bravery, the roost un- 
impeachable Integrity ; and well deserved of hit 
country the superb monument since erected at 
Paris. On this. Is commemorated the share he 
had in the great battles of Landau, Kehl, Weis- 
sembourg, Malta, Chebrels, the pyramids, Sedi- 
man, Sammanbout, Kene, Thebes, and Ma- 
reiu;o. 

DESTOUCHES, Andre Cardinal, a celebra- 
ted French musician, bom at Paris, in 1672, died 
in 1749. • 

DESTOUCHF^, Philip Nericaut, a French 
dramatic writer, bom at Tour, in 1680, died in 
1754. Destouches had not the gayety of Rc^giiaril, 
nor tbe strong warm colouring of Moliere ; but 
he is alwavs polite, tender, and natural. 

DEVAuX, John, a native of Paris, esteemed 
as a surgeon, and as tbe author of severail wot ksi 
died in 1729. 

DEVEREUX, Robert, eari of Essex, Iwm in 
Hertfordshire, in 1567, is memorable for having 
been a great favourite, and an unhappy victim 
to the arts of his enemies, and his own ambi- 
tion, in the reign of queen Elizabeth. The first 
great shock he received In regard to the queen's 
favour, arose from a warm dispute between her 
majesty and himself, about tbe choiee of some 
fit and able person to superintend the affairs of 
Ireland. The queen looked upon Sir William 
Knolles, uncle to Essex, as the most proper per- 
son ibr that charge : Essex contended that Sir 
George Carew was a much fitter man for it. 
When the queen could not be persuaded to ap- 

Erove of bis choice, he so fkr forgot himself and 
is duty, as to tum his back upon her in a con- 
temptuous manner ; which Insolence, her ma- 
jesty not being able to bear, she gave him a box 
on the ear, and bid him go and be hanged. He 
immediately clapped hu hand on his sword , 
and the lord admiral stepping in t)etween, be 
swore a great oath, declaring that he neither 
could nor would put up with an affront of that 
nature ; that he would not have taken it at the 
hands of Henry VIH , and in a great passion 
immediately withdrew firom court He was af- 
terwards reconciled and restored,in appearand, 
to the queen's favour; yet there is good reason 
to doubt whether he ever recovered it in reality ; 
and his friends have been apt to date his ruin 
from this unlucky accident He was executed 
on a charge of treason, Feb. 25, 1601. 

DEVEREUX, Robert, eari of Essex, son of 
Elizabeth's favourite, appeared in parliament a 
violent opposer to the measures of government, 
and fought many battles at the heaul of the re- 
publican trooper he died in 1646. 

D'EWES, Sir Symonds, an eminent English 
hlstprian, and antiquary, bora at Coxden, in 
Suffolk, 1602, died in 16SD. When be was little 
more than 30 years of age, he had finished that 
large and accurate work for which he Is chiefly 
memorable, viz. " The Journals of all the Par- 
liaments during the reign of Queen EUzabetli, 
both Lords and Commons,** &c 

DEWEY, Daniel, an eminent lawyer,of Mas- 
sachusetts, was a member of the council of that 
state, a member of congress, and a Judge of tb« 
supreme court of the state ; he died in 1815. 

DE WITT, John, the famous iiensionary, was 
the second son of Jacob De Witt, (burgomaster 
of Dort, and deputy to tbe states of HoUandJ 
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aiid bom at Dori, in 1035. He was the zealous 



patron of the glory and liberty of h'u native 
country ; the greatest genias of bli linie ; tlie 



ablest politician in war •• well «• peace ; the 
atlas of the oommonwesltb : but was barba- 
rously murdered by a Dutch mob, in 167S. De 
Witt wrote a book contsioiDg those maxims of 

Kvemment upon which be acted, which will 
a never fading monument to his immortal 
memory. It shows the true and senuine princi- 
ples of policy, on which alone it is pdssible to 
erect an administration pr tfitaUe at home, and 
which must command resjK'ct abroad. A trans- 
lation of it from the original Dutch, entitled 
*' The true Interest and political Maxims of the 
Republic of Holland,*' has been printed in Loor 
don. 

DE WITT, Jamei, a painter, of Amsterdam. 
Bis best work is Moses appointing the 70 elders. 
He was bom in 1605. 

DEXTER, Samuel. LL. D., an eminent law- 
jn and statesman, or Massachusetts, was bora 
In 1761. Soon after he commenced the practlte 
of the law, he was chosen a member of con- 
gress, and afterwards of the senate of the Uni- 
ted States, where he gained a high reputation 
for talents and eloquence. Under the nrst pre- 
sident Adams, he was appointed secretary of the 
treasury, and acting secretary of state. In 181.5, 
he declined the office of minister to Spain, and 
died suddenly the following year, at Athens, in 
New-York. 

DEYNUM. John Baptist Van, an eminent 
miniature painter, of Antwerp, bora in 1G30. 

DEYSTER, Lewis, an eminent painter and 
engraver, of Bruges, died in 1711. His daugli- 
ler Anne was equally famous as a painter. 

D' HOSIER, Peter, a native of Marseilles, tbe 
first who formed genealogies into science,'died 
in 1660. 

DIACON'TS, Paulus, a Lombard, who com 
posed the iiistory of the Lombards, in 6 boolu, 
died in 1770. 

DlAGORAS,8uraamed the Atheist, flonrish- 
• ed iu Athens, in the 9Ist Olympiad; that. is, 
alH)ut 413 years before Christ. The history of 
his atheism, is tlius told. He delighted in mak- 
ing verses, and had composed a poem which a 
certain poet had stolen from him. He sued the 
thief, who swore he was not guilty of tbe crime ; 
and soon after, he gained a great reputation by 
publishing that work as bis own. Diagoras, 
considering that he who had iBjured him had 
not only escaped unpunished for his theft and 
perj'inr, but also acquired glorv thereby, con- 
cluded that there was no novidence, nor any 
gods, and wrote some books to prove it. He died 
oy shipwreck. 

DIAZ, Bartholomew, a Portuguese navigator, 
who discovered, in 1496, the extreme point of 
Africa, now called tbe Cape of Good Hope. 

DIAZ, John, a Spaniard, who embraced the 
doctrines of Luther, for which) his brother, Al- 
phousus, a violent catholic, liired an asaMssin tc 
dash ont his brains, in 1546. 

DIBDIN, Charles, a celebrated iong-writer, 
and dramadst. In tbe former character, he had 
scarcely an equal, as to tbe number or tbe merit 
of his GoroposiUons. His songs amotmt to up- 
wards of 1200; and it mav uruly be said, that

DICETO, Ralph de, was dean of St. Paul's.

DICK, Sir Alexander, an English physician,

DlCrrS CRETENSIS, a very ancient histo- 
rian, who, serving under Id< .eneus, a king 
of Crete, in the Trojan war, wrote tlie history 
of that expedit^n, in nine books ; and Tzetzes 
telhi us, that Homer formed the *' Iliad** upon 
his plan. 

DIDEROT, Dionysius, a celebrated French 
poet, and writer on physics, geometry', and me- 
taphysics, ethics, and the belles lettres, was the 
son of a -cutler, and bora at I/an^res, In 1713. 
He conceived the stupendous design of a " Die- 
tionnaire Encyclop«>dique,** which, assisted by 
D*Alembert and others, he accomplished, him- 
self compiling the descriptions of arts and trades 
So ill was he paid for above SO years labour at 
this book, that he was compelled to expose his li- 
brary to sale, for a subsistence. The empress of 
Russia ordered it to be bought for her at the 
price of 50,000 livres, and generously left him 
the use of it during his life. Certain positions on 
government and religion, in the " Encydope- 
dique,** liave exposed Diderot to the charge of 
having favoured atheistical and anarchical prin- 
ciples, or what at the present day is tereied Ja- 
cobinism. Diderot died suddenly, in July, 1784. 

DIDIUS JULIANUS, M. Salvius Severus, 
la R<Hnan emperor, who purchased the diadem 
of a corhipC soldiery.

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DINO, professor of jurisprudence ftt Bologna, 
tnd author of some valuable works, died in U07. 

DINOCRATES, a celebrated ancient archi- 
tect, of Macedonia, empioybd by Alexander in 
ouilding the city of Alexandria. Another me- 
morable instance of Dinocrates' arcUtectonic 
vklll is, bis restoring and building, in a more 
august and magnificent manner than before, 
khe celebrated temple of Diana at Epbeaiis, after 
Eratostratus, for tlie sake of immortalizing bis 
same, bad destroyed it by Are. 

DINOSTRATU8, a mathematician, the pupil 
of PSato, and inventor of the quadratic curve. 

DINOTH, Richard, a protestant writer of 
France, who wrote an accurate work, *' De Bello 
civili Gallico,*' and died in 1680. 

DINOUART, Anthony Joseph Tonssaint, 
rendered famous by bis p«iodical publications 
in Paris, which drew upon him, troubles and 
lawsuits ; he died in 1715. 

DINWIDDIE, Robert, succeeded Lee as go- 
vernor of Virginm, in 175Q. Braddock*s expe- 
dition and defeat, occurred under bis adminis- 
tration. He left the colony in 1757, and died in 
England, in 1770. 

DIO CHRY80ST0M, a celebrated orator and 
philosopher of the Ist century, bom at Prusa, 
a city of Bithynia, and called Chrysostom, on 
account of his eloquence. There are extant 
of Ills, 80 orations and dissertations upon politi- 
cal, moral, and philoso|>hical sub^ts. 

DIOCLES, a mathematician m the 5th cen- 
tury inventor of the cissoid or curve line. 

DIOCLESIAN, Caius Valerius, a Roman em- 
peror, whose bloody-persecution of the Chris- 
Clans forms a chronological era, called the i£ra 
<i( Dioclesian, or the Martyrs ; it was for a long 
time in use in theological writings, and is still 
followed by the Coptes and Abyssinians. \\\ 
commenced August 39tb, A. D. 284— Dioclewan 
was bom 233, and died 313. 

DIODATX, John, « famous minister, and pro- 
fewor of theology at Geneva, born at Lucca, in 
1579, died at Geneva, in 1652. He is distinguished 
by translations of **The Bible into Italian,'* 
"The Bible into French," and of "Father 
Paul's History of the Council of Trent into 
French.'* 

DIODORUS SICULUS, an ancient historian, 
bora at Agyrium, in Sicily, flourished in the 
times of Julius Cesar and A ugustus. Diodorus 
says, in the beginning of his history, that he 

was no less than 30 years in writing it, in the .^ 

capital a( the world, viz. Rome. He calls hi» rant of Sicily, and was expelled by Dion, 343 
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kprew impatient, and lodged hiiosetf in a t^. 
He looked down on all the world with scorft, 
and magisterially censured all icankind. Alex- 
ander one day paid him a visit, and made him 
an offer of riches, or any thing else ; but all 
that tbe philosopher requested of him was, to 
stand from betwixt him and tbe son : as if Re 
bad said, " Do not deprive me of the beneAtt 
of nature, and 1 leave to you tliose of fortune.'* 
The conqueror was so alfected by tbe vigour 
and elevation of his soul as to declare, " that 
if be were not Alexuider he would choMe to 
be Diogenes :*' that is, if he were not in posseii' 
sion of all that was pompous and splendid hi 
life, he would, like Diogenes, heroically demise 
It. Diogenes had a great presence of mind, as 
appears from his smart sayings and quick re- 
partees ; and Plato is thought to have passed 
no ill judgment upon hifflf when be caU«d him 
" a mad Socrates.'* He died at Corinth whM 
he was about 00 years old : but authors are not 
agreed either as to tbe time or manner of Ms 
death. Jerome says that he strangled himself: 

DIOGENES, a Cretan philosopher, the sne- 
cessor of Anaximenes, 500 B. C. 

DIOGENES LAERTIU6, an ancient Greek 
authOT. who wrote ten books of the "Lives of 
the Philosophers,* ' still extant. 

DIOGNETUS, a philosopher, preceptor 4o 
Marcus Aurelius. 

DION, a Syractisan, celebrated as the friend 
of Plato, and the opponent of the Dtonysii, 
tyrams of Sicily ; he was murdered, 354 B. C. 

DION CASSIUS, an ancientRoman faistoriafi, 
known also by the surnames of Cocceius aira 
Cocceianus, was bora at Ni^ea, a city of Bithy- 
niar and flourished in the 3d century. His histo- 
ry began from the building of Rome, and pr6- 
ceeded to the reign of A lexander Severus. What 
we now have of it begins with the expedition o 
LucuIIus against Mithridates, king of Pontus, 
about the year of Rome 684, and ends with the 
death of the emperor Claudius, about the yeir 
806. 

DIONK. Peter, a French surgeon, and the 
first who demonstrated anatomical dissections 
and chirurgicaloperattons, established by Lewis 
XrV., in the royal garden of plants. This in 
genious person died in 1718. 

DIONYSIUS I., tyrant of Si<^ly, raised him- 
self from obscurity to tUe throne : he reigned 
40 years, and diedSOS B. C. x 

DIONYSIUS 11., succeeded bis father as ty 



work not a "History,** but a "Historical Li- 
brary ;" and had comprised jn forty books, the 
most remarkaUe events which had happened 
In the world during the space of 1138 years;

DIODORUS, bishop of Tarsus^ eminent as % 
divine and as an instracter of youth, in the 4th 
century. 

DIOGENES, a philosopher of Babylon, 200 
B. C. He succeeded Zeno in his school. 

DIOGENES, the Cynic, was bora at Sinope, 
a eity of Pontus, 413 B. C, and expelled from 
thence for coining false money ; as was his 
father also, who was a banker. Re retired to 
Athens, and prevailed on the philompher An- 
^thenes to oeoome his master He not only 
■Hbmitted to the kind of life which was pecuHar 
to the followers of that founder of tbe Cynics, 
hut added new degrees of austerity to if. He 
onSered somebody to prcvide hhn a eeM; but,

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B. C 

DIONYSIUS, a tyhmt of fier«elea, who mar- 
ried a niece of Darius, died 304 B. C. 

DIONYSIUS, a bishop of Corinth, who suf-

DION Y^IUS, an ancient poet and geographer, 
wrote a great number of pieces ; but his " Pe* 
riegesis," or '* Survey of the Worid,** Is the 
only one that we have remaining ; and it would 
be superfluous to say, tliat this is one of the 
most exact 8)'8tem8 of ancient geography, when 
it has been related that Pliny himself profiwed 
it for his pattera. 

DfONYStUS, bishop of Rome, condemned 
tbe heresy of the Sanelfians in a full synod, died 
in 269. 

DIONYSIUS HALICARNABSENSIS, a his- 
torian and critic of antiquity, born at'HaU- 
carnassus, a town tn Caria ; which is also nTe- 
morable for having produced Herodotus before

17S1. He was 21 years pastor of a meetii^- 
bouse, at NorthamptcHi ; director of a flourish- 
iug academy ; and author of many excellent 
writings; in which, his pious, benevolent, and 
indefatigable zeal, to make men wise, good, and 
bappy^ is evKty where mamfost. He left many 
works behind him ;. the principal of which are 
" Tbe Rise and Progress of Religion in the Boul, 
Illustrated in a course of serious and practical 
Addresses, suited to person^ of every Character 
and Circumstance ;** and '* Tbe Family Expo- 
sitor, containing a Version and Paraphrase of 
the New Testament, with Critical Notes; and 
a Practical Improvement of each Section," in 
6 vols. 4to. 

DODOENS, or DODONJEXJ8, Rambert, phy- 
sician of the emperor MaximiUan II., and Ro- 
doipl^IL Ho was a4iotanist,4md professor at 
Leydcn, and died in 1565. 

DODSLEV, Robert, an eminent bookseller, 
and ingenious writer, bom at Mansfield, In NoC- 
tingbamshirey in 170a. His first settinf out In 
life, was in a servile station, (footman . to the 
honourable Mra^Lewther;) from whicb^ bow- 
ever, his. abilities very soon raised him; finr, 
haWng written ^ The Toyshop," and Hiat piece 
being shown to Mn Vape^ tbe ddicaey of satire 
which is conspicuous in it, though dothed with 
the greatest simplicity of dei^ to stroma re- 
commended iis author to the notice of that cele- 
brated poet, that he continued from tliat tioM to 
the day of his death, a warm friend and aoileus 
patron to Mr. Dodsley. His farce, called " The 
King amd Miller of Mansfield," made Its appear- 
ance tbe ensuing year, via. 1736. FnMa the suc- 
cess of these pieces, he entered into that busi- 
ness which, of all others, has. the closest con- 
nexioii with, and the most immediate depend- 
ence on, persons of genius and literature, vlx. 
that of a bookseller. In this station, Mr. Pope*8 
recommendation, and his own merit, soon ob- 
Uined him not only the countenance (rf persons

Mr. Gouch (Topographer of 
Yorxshire) thus speaks of him: " One cannot- 
approach the borders of this county without 
paying tribute to tbe memory o( that indefat^^ar 
ble collector of its antiquities, Roger Dodsworth* 
who undertook and executed a work, wlricl|j to 
the atuiquaries of the present age, wmild. have , 
been tbe stone of Tydides. 122 volumes of bis 
own writing^ besides original BI8S. which he 
had obtaiBed from several hands, making all to- 
gether 162 volumes fotto, now lodgsd in th^ 
celebrated repository of ancient monuments, tba . 
Bodleian Ubcary, at Oxford, are lastmg memo- 
rials of what his.comitry owes to him ; as the 
two volumes of Uie " Monasticon" (which* 
though published niuier his and Jiugdale's names 
conjobitly, wer« both collected and written to- 
tally by him) will munortallzc that ext^wive , 
industry which has kiid tlie whole kiogdcm un- 
der obllgatinn."

DOES, Jacob Vander, son of the preceding, 
who displayed promising iidents as a painter « - 
btttdioda»dl9.

DOLABELLa, p. Ck>rneUu8, son-in-law of 
Cicero, a friend of Cesar, aiKi governor of Sy- 
ria, put an end to his life at S7 years of age. 

DQLBIN, John, a man of education, major 
in the king's service, during the civil wars, and 
afterwards dean of Westminster, and bishop 
of Rochester ; he died in 1668. 

DOLCE, Lewis, a native of Venice, a poet, 
tninstlator of some of the ancient authors, and 
•uttior of several learned works, died in ]56d. 

DOLCE, Carlo, a painter, of Florence. His 
St. John, painted when he was only 11 years 
okl, is much admired ; he died in 1686. 

DOLET, Stephen, a learned Frenchman, a 
painter and bookseller, at Lyons, was burnt for 
•theism, in 1546. 

DOLLONO, John, a very eminent optician, 
and the inventor of the achromatic telescope, 
was born in Spital-fields, June 10, 1706, died 
Nov. 30, 1761. He was reading a new publica- 
tion of M . Clairaut, on the Theory of the Moon, 
and on which he had been long intently engaged 
when he was seized with apoplexy, and died 
in a few hours after. The business and the 
abilities of the faxhet were inherited by his two 
■one, Peter and John. 

DOLLOND, Peter, son of the Optician, known 
as the author of papers communicated to the 
royal society, on his improvement of the tele- 
scope, on his alterations of Hadley's quadrant, 
ate, died in 1830, aged 90. 

DOI^OMIEU, Deodat, an eminent French 
naturalist, who visited all the volcanic regions 
of Italy, and was afterwacds sent, among other 
men of science, to collect and descrtix; the anti- 
quities and natural curiosities of Egypt. Re- 
turning from that country, tie was driven into 
Naples, and there committed to a dose and 
loathsome confinement ; but, after sufTering a 
long captivity, he was liberated by the humane 
interposition of tlie celebrated Sir Joseph 
Banks. He had scarcely reposed after his fa- 
tigues, when he wont to visit Mont Simplon, 
whence he returned rich in mineralogical acoui- 
sitions ; when a disease, which commenced in 
his imprisonment, terminated his career, De- 
cember, 1801. 

DOMAT, John, a celebrated French lawyer, 
bom at Clermont, in Auvergne, in 1635, died at 
Paris, in 1696. The confusion which he bad 
observed in the laws, put him upon forming a 
design of reducing them to their natural order, 
which he completed, and published in four vols. 
4to, under the title of " The Civil Laws in their 
Natural Order, 1689." It has beeil usual to re 
commend this work to young lawyers and di- 
vines, who would apply themselves to the study 
of morality and the civH law. 

DOMBNICHINO, anJtalian painter, on sacred 
subjects and landscapes, bom at Bologna, 1581. 
He always applied himielf to his worlc with 
160 



mnch study and tbouglitfulne88,and never offi» 
ed to touch his pencil till he found a kind of en> 
ihusiasm or iuspiration upon him. His excel- 
lence lay principally in the correctness of his 
style, and in expressing the passions and affec- 
tions of the mind. He died in 1641, not witliout 
the suspicion of being poisoned. 

DOMINIC, de Guzman, a Spaniard, founder 
of the order of the Predicants, bora in Arragon, 
in 1170, died at Bologna, in Italy, in 1221, and 
was afterwards made a saint for the prodigious 
services he had done the church. 

DOMINICHINI, Lodovico, a native of Pla- 
ccntia, famous for his voluminous translations 
from ancient authors, died in 1574. 

DOMINIS, Mark Antony de, archbishop of 
Spolato, in Daimatia, in the 16th century. He 
wrote agauist the papal power ; turned protes- 
tant ; then again turned catholic : he was su»- 
pected, seized, and imprisoned. After his death 
ills body was dug up and burned as a heretic in 
1645. 

DOMITIAN, Titus Flavius, a Roman empe- 
ror, at Drst mild, but afterwards licentious and 
cruel, was assassinated in 06. 

DOMITIANUS, Doinitius, general and dio- 
clcsian, was proclaimed emperor of Egypt, in 
288 ; he died by violence. 

DONALDSON, John, an eminent artist of 
Edinburgh, distinguished as a miniature portrait 
painter, and an exact imitator with his pen of 
the c^ engravers ; also a poet and a chymist: 
hediedinl80L 

DONAT0, Bemardino, Greek professor at 
Padua, authorof a Latin dialogue, on the diflfer- 
ence between Aristotle's and Plato's philosophy, 
he died in 1550. 

DONATO, an architect and sculptor, of Flor- 
ence, of great eminence, died in 1466. 

DONATO, Jerom, a Venetian nobleman, 
eminent for his learning, his military services, 
and particularly for his negotiations, died in 

DONATO, Alexander, a Jesuit of Sienna, 
who wrote a valuable description of Rome ; he 
died in 1640. 

DONATO, Marcellns, an Italian count, who 
wrote a learned work on the Latin writers of 
Roman history, 8vo., in 1607. 

DONATUS, bishop of Carthage, bani^cd in 
356. 

DONATUS, iGlhis, a graminarian of the 4tii 
century, preceptor of St. Jerome, and autlior of 
commentaries on Terence and Virgil. 

DONATUS, a bishop of a religious sect in 
Africa, who began to be known about the year 
329, and greatly c<mfinned his faction hy lils 
character and writings. He was a man of great 
parts and learning ; but withal so prodigiously 
haughty, that he treated all mankind with con- 
tempt. The Donatlsts affirmed baptism in other 
churches to be null ami of no effect ; while other 
churches allowed it to.be valid in theirs : from 
which they Inferred, that it was the safer to 
join that community where bamism was ac- 
knowledged by both parties to be valid, than 
that where it was allowed to be so only bygone 

DONCKER, Peter, a painter, of Gouda, stu- 
died at Rome, and died 1668. 

DONDUS, or DE DONDIS, James, a physi 
cian, of Padua, learned also in mathematics and 
mechanics, died ial350.

Th& deanery becoming^ vacant, Uie king sent for 
Dr. Donne, and ordered him to attend him the 
next day at dinner. When his majesty was set 
4own, befbre he had eaten any meat, he said, 
** Dr. Donne, I have Invited you todinner ; and 
tfiough you sit not down wfih me, yet I will carve 
to yott of a dish that I know you love well ; for

DOUGADOS, Venance, a capuchin^ bom 
near Carcassonne^ The French revtriution wat 
a field fit to display his ambition and intrigue:

opinions in 1794. 

DOUGHERTY, Michael, oneof the first sat- 
tiers of Georgia ; died in 1806, aged 135. 

DOUGLAS, Gawin, bishop of Dnnkeld, and 
eminent for his poetical triento, was bom at 
Annandale, in Scotiandj in 1471, and died of the 
plague in London, in 1532 Mr. Warton styles 
wrote several him " oneof the distinguished luminaries that 
narked the restoration of letters in Scotland, at 
the commencement of the 16th century." Ha 
translated the." ^ncid" of Virgil into Seottisb 
heroics, witii the additional (13th) book of Ma- 
pheus Vegitts. 4to, 1553. He also wrote as ori- 
ginal piece called "The Palace of Honour," and 
ether poems. He was- likewise a promcver of 
pubHo spirited works, and finished the ston4 
bridge over the river Tay, begun by bis prede*

DO0OLA9, James, mi Englisfa anatomi8t,Bnd 
distinguished practitioner in obstetrics. He wag 
also an eminent author, and died in 17^ 

DOUGLAS, admiral Sir Charles, a native of 
Scotland, was originattly In the Dntch service; 
and it was not without eome difficulty tbatha 
was entailed to obtain rank in the EngUsk naVv. 
He was so exc^ent a linguist, that he spoke MX 
European languages eDrrectly. Ontbewarwitk 
America breaking out, he had a broad pendint 
gfcven Mm, and commanded the squadron tm* 
pk>yed in the gulf of St. Lawrence. His servi 
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on his r^urn 
w«f dismUsed. 

4tf W fuiis, Sir C^mrlcs waa appointed to com 
mand her. In thia ship, he Cultivated bis me- 
•cturaical propensity ao niucii toilie improvement 
Of' tlie guns, and the use of locics instead of 
Matcbe8,tliat the practice was universally adopt- 
ed Uiroughout the navy. During the prepara- 
tions for wan in the year 1787, he was prowwtcd 
10 the rank or rear admind, and died in January, 
1789. 

DOUGI4A8, Dr. John, bishop of Salisbury, 
« learned divine, bom at Pitlenweem, in Fife- 
ahire, in 1721, and educated chiefly at Balioi 
College Oxtord. This venerable prelate* was 
one of the first literary characters of the age 
and the last surviving member (tlie bishop ol 
Dromore excepted) of the Beef Steak Club, ce- 
lebrated by Dr. Goldsmith, in his poem of " Re- 
taliation." The literary talents of bishop Doug- 
las were first evinced, in detecting the attempt 
of Lauder to depreciate the merits of Milton. 
He vindicated the originality of that illustrious 
bard, and covered bis opponent with confusion. 
His next performance possessed such merit, as 
highly to recommend his character, both as a 
literary msn, and an advocate for revealed re- 
ligion. It was entitled the " Criterion,*' in an- 
tmer to Mr. Hume*s Essay on Mira<^es. He suc- 
ceeded Dr. Law in the bishopric of Carlisle, in 
1783 ; and upon the translation of Dr. Barring- 
ton to tlie see of Durham, was appointed his 
■uecessor. His lordship died May 18, 1807. 

DOUGLAS, James, earl of Morton and Aber- 
deen, a man of great learning and many virtues. 
He was president of the London Royal Society, 
In 1733. 

DOUGLAS, William, M. D., a native of 
Scotland, afterwards a physician in Boston, who 
first made known at Constuitinople, the practice 
of Innoeulatingfor the small pox, but wasoppo- 
■ed to its introduction into America; be pub- 
liabed several works on small pox, dec, and died 
ln]7S3. 

BOUSA, James, a very learned man, bom at, 
Northwiek, in HoDand, 1545, died in 1604. He 
was a great scholar, statesmui, and soldier. 
His learning ^vaa indeed prodigious ; and he had 
•ueh a memory, that be could at once give an 
answer to any thing that was anked him rela- 
ting to ancient or modern history, or, in short, 
to any branch of literature. He was (say Bfel- 
^ior, Adam, and Thuanus,) a kind of livii^ 
library, tlie Varro of Holland, and the oracle 
of the university of Leyden. 

DOUVRB, Thomas de, was raised by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror to the see of Tork, where 
he rebuilt the cathedral : he died in 1100. 

DOUVRE, Thomas de, nephew of the pre- 
eedinfiWas idso archbishop of York, in 1108. 
H DOUVRB, Isabella de, of the same family, 
was mistress to Robert, the natural son of Hen- 
ry I. ; she died in 1166. 

DOVE, Nathaniel, aa Innenious penman, au- 
thor of " The Progress of Time.** He kept an 
academy at Hoxton, and died in 1754.

OOWNMAN, Hugh, a physician and poet, 
bom at Newton St. Cyres, Devonshire, in 1740, 
died at Exeter, in 1809 ; having published seve- 
ral tragedies and poems, on various subject*;

ftincy.** 

DR ABICIUS, Nicholas, a celebrated enthnri- 
ast, bora about 1587, in Moravia, wliere bis fa* 
ther was burgomaster. W hen he was upward 
of 50 years of age be commenced prophet, aai 
published some extraordinuy polmeal chime- 
ras, which he called *' Visions.** 

DRACO, a celebrated legislator of AtbenoL 
whose laws were so severe, Uiatthevwere said 
to be written in blood. He flourished adioui6eo 
years B.C. 

DRACONITES, John, a Lutheran divine, a 
bisliop in Prussia, and the learned author of. 
some commentaries on the Scriptures. He be- 
gan a polyglott Bible, but died before its com^ 
plction, in 1566. 

DRAGUT, Rais, or captain RAGUT, the fa- 
vourite and successor of Barbanna, a £udom 
pirate, in 1566. 

DRAKE, Sir Francis, a distinguisbed naval 
hero, who flourished in the reign of Elizabeth, 
was bom near Tavistock, in Devonshire, 1545. 
He made his name immortal by a voyage into 
the South Seas, through the strait of Magellan, 
which was what, at that time, no Englisbman 
had ever attempted. He sail^ from EaglaBd, 
Dec. 13. 1577, and entered 4be liarbour of Ply- 
mouth on his return, Nov. 3, 1580 ; performing 
thus a voyage round the globe in two years and 
about ten months. His expeditions and vtcto 
ries over the Spaniards, have been equalled by 
modem admirals, but not his generosity .; for be 
divided the booty hk took, in just proportioiial 
shares with the common sailom, even to wedges 
of gold fiven him in return for his presents to 
Indian chiefs. He died, after having reiidered 
the most eminent services to liis country by his 
bravery and skill, 1595-6, on board bis own ship, 
in the West Indies. The town of Plymouth 
had very particular obligations to Drake ; for, 
in 1587, he undertook to bring water into it ; 
through the want of whh^b, till then, it had been 
grievously distressed; and be performed it by 
conducting thither a stream from springs at eiglA 
miles* distance^ tbatis to say, in a straight line : 
for, in tba mannier he brought it, the course of 
it moa upwards of SO miles. 

DRAKE, Samuel, publislied, in 1739, in folio, 
a splendid edition of archbishop Parker's " De 
AntiquitateBritannicc eoelene,*' ice. 

DRAKEfJames, a celebrated political writer 
and physician, bom at Cambridge, in 15ti7, died 
1706-7. He is chiefly known now by his medi- 
cal works, by a " System of Anatomy,** parti - 
larly, which was finished a little before his de* 
Cfase, and published in 1707. 

DRAKE, Francis, a surgeon, at York, and aa 
eminent antiquary, published, la 1736, ** Ebora*

DRAKE, William, a physician, bora at York,, 
where he aettled.

DRAKENBORCH, Amoldua, a professor of 
history and eloquence at Utrecht, died in 1748. 
He is memorable for having given fine editions 
in 4to of two ancient authors, " Titus lavius," 
7 vols. ; an*" Silius Itallcus," with very learned 
notes. He is idso the author of some small 
Works. 

DRAN, Henry Francis le, a famous surgeon, 
and lithotomist, author of Surgery, 2 vols., and 
other surgical works, died at Paris, in 1770. 

DRAPER, Sir William, an English general, 
born at Bristol, Was educated ai Eton, and at 
King's CoUe^e, Cambridge; but preferring a 
military Ufe, he went to the East Indies, where 
be attained the rank of colonel, and in 1763, in 
co-operation with adQiiral Cornish, reduced 
Manilla, where they consented to accept a 
ransom for the fort of 4,000,000 dollars, which 
Ihe Spanish government never paid. lii 1769, 
Iveing then a knight of the Bath, the colonel 
appeared In print, as the antagonist of JuniiM, 
in defence of the marquis of Granby. Sir 
William died at Bath, iu 1787. 

DRAYTON, Michael, an English poet, born 
in Warwickshire, 1563. Whenbut 10 years of 
age fa» appears to have been page to some 
person of honour, as we collect from his own 
words. It appears too, that he was then anxi- 
ous to ItJiow ** what kind of strange creatures 
pue:6 were V and desired his tutor, of all thiiigs, 
that, if possible, " be would make him a poet." 
He took delight, and was eminent for his talent 
in this way, nine or ten years before the death 
of queen Elizabeth, if not something sooner. 
Drasrton died in 1631, and was burled in West- 
minster ald>ey, among the poets. His works, 
which are numerous, and of great merit, were 
collected and printed, in 1748, in one volume 
folio. 

DRAYTON, William, a political writer of 
considerable eminence, in South Carolina, ac- 
tire in forwarding the American revolution: 
lie published a history of the war, and died 
In 1779. 

DRAYTON, WilUam, LL. D., a Judge of the 
%deral court for the district of South Carolma ; 
died in 1790. 

DREBEL, ComeliDS, a Dutch philosopher 
and aichymist, itf whom some curious particu- 
lars are related, with respect to his power, to 
cause rain, cold, &e., by the operations of his 
machines ; he died in 1572. 

DRBLINCOURT, Charles, minister of the 
e%urch of Paris, bom at Sedan, 1595, and died 
1669. His " Consolations against the Fears of 
Death** have, of all his works, been the most 
frequently reprinted; having passed through 
above 40 editions, and been translated into 
aeveral languages. His "Charitable Visits,*' 
In 5 vols., have served (br continual consolation 
to private persons, and for a source of materials 
and models to ministers. He published three 
volumes of Sermons ;" in which, as in all the 
forementioned pieces, there is a wonderful vein 
of piety, which m very affecting to religious 
minds. 

DRESSERUS, Mauhew, a German, wlio 
oecame prt^essor of rhetoric and history at 
Jena, and, In 1581, accepted the chair of polite 
learning at Leipsio, He was a man of greiu 
Beaming, and died in 1607. 

DREUX DU RADIER, John Francis, 
French advocate, who abandoned the bar for 



the author 
of various works ; he dieo ra 1780. 
DREVET, Peter, an eminent engraver at Paris ; 
his son, also named Peter, was equally eminent 
iu the same profession* They both died in 
1730, the father aged 75 ; the son 48. 

DREXEI^IUS, Jeremiah, a Jesuit, of Aug^- 
burgb, author cm a curious poem on hell tor- 
ments, in Which he calcubues how many souls 
con be contained in a given space ; he died ia 
1638. 

DRIEDO, John, a learned divhiity profeseov. 
of Lottvain, whose abifities were employed 
against the Lutheran Calviniets. He published 
4 vote. foUo, on theological subjects, and died in 
1535. 

DRINK15R, Edward, a nsUve of Philaddpbta 
died in 1783, aged WX He lived to see tite 
5th generationt mid having survived the reigns 
of seven sovereigns, lie at imigth saw the day 
that made Arnica, a free aind independent 
nation. 

DROLINGER, Cbarlas Frederick, privy coun- 
sellor to the margrave of Baden Duitach, was 
admired as a poet, and scholar ; he died in I74^i. 

DROU, N., a French advocate, distinguislied 
for his eioquence, and for liis defence of the 
poor as well as the rich ; he died in 1783. 

DROU AIS, Hubert, a munter, of Normandy 
who, by his pencil, raised himself to fame and 
opulence; died In 1767. 

DROUET, Stephen Francis, a laboriooi 
French writer, who died in 1779. 

DRUMMOND, Wihiam, of Hawthomden, 4 
Scottish poet and historian, bom 1585, ditni 
Dec. 4, 1649. He preceded Waller in potlsbiug 
E%lish versiOcation. His poems have a harmo- 
ny and sweetness in tliem, unequalled by any 
of his time ; and in his " History of the Five 
Jameses'* his manner of telling a story, and 
interesting the reader in wluu he relates, has 
been hishly commended. Ben Joason so much 
admired our autlmr, that beundertook a journey 
on foot into Scotland on purpose to visit him, 
and esteemed some montlis that he spem in hi 3 
society the happiest of his life. Some of the 
conversation at this meeting ' 
Drummond'a poems were f 
burgh, in 4to., imO; after? 
and a complete c<dIection of his works in Rriio, 
1711. The poems were reprinted in 1791. His 
ipeneral merits have been ingeniously appre- 
ciated by Mr. Neve, Mr. Headley, Mr. Pinkerton, 
and Dr. Anderson, in their several iMographical 
sketches of our earlier British poets. 

DRUMMOND, Robert Hay, successively bi- 
shop of St. Asaph, of Salisbury, and of York. 
He puWialrtd uz occasional sermcms, and died 
in 1T73. 

DRURY, Robert, was sMpwieeked in 1763. 
on the island of Ma^tegascar, where he remained 
15 years. After his escape, he published an 
account of tlie natives, &c 

DRURY, Dru, a jeweller, of London, who 
wrote 3 V(ds< on insects, ami collected a vaM 
number of curiosities ; he died in 18M. 

DRUSILLA, Livia, discraced herself by an 
incestuous commerce with her brother Caligula ; 
she died, A. D. 38. 

DRUSIUS, John, a most learhed man among 
the Protestants, was bora at Oudenard, in Flan- 
kers, in 1555, and was author of several works 
which show him to have been well skilled in 
Hebrew, and to have gained a considerable 
knowledge in the Jewish antinuitles. He died

DRYANDER, John, a Heivian medical and 
■Mtheroatical writer, died 1569. 

DRYDEM, John, an iUuMriom BntHeh poet^ 
was so« of ErsMDcn Dryden, of Tichmenh, kt 
Mortbampionahive, and bom «t^ AMwinele, near 
Oundle, in that county, Aug. 9, 1631. He was 
educated bi grammar leamtng at WeaimhiMer 
acbool, being king*a scholar there under the fe- 
BKHis Dr. Bttst^, and was Mm thence elected, 
hi 1690, a scholar in Trinity College, Cambridge. 
His reputation as « poet, tagether with his atr 
tachment to the court, procured bbn the place 
of poet-laureat and historiographer to Charles 
U., which accordingly be took poasessfon of, 
upon the death of Ox WiBiam Davenant. hi 
1668. In 1669 his first play, a eomcdy, called 
«* The Wild Gallants," was aeied at the Thea- 
tre-royal, but with so little success, that if the 
autJior had not bad a peculiarly strong inclina- 
tion to dramatic writing, he wouht have been 
sufficiently discouraged from any farther at- 
tempts iu it He went en, however, and in the 
space of 35 years produced S7 plays, besides his 
other numerous poedcal writings. He died 
May I, 1701. As to Drycten's character, it has 
been treated in ettrenies. some setting it loo 
high, othen toe low ; for be was too deeply tti- 
gaged in parQr to hav<Q striot justice done him 
eiUier way.

She was a member of many le&med so- 
cieties, and famous for her poetry and compo- 
sition. She died in 1803. 

DUBOIS, WilUam du. a French.prdate, who 
supported the duke of Orleans in all his licen- 
tiousness, and schemes of ambition. He was 
made a cardinal, hnd afterwards prime minis- 
ter. Re was a hypocrite and an intriguer, and 
died hi I7S3. 

DUBOIS, Dorothea, daughtCT of the earl of 
AnglMea, who married a mustcian, i^d waa 
disowned by her fkU^er.

DUBOIS, Simon, a painter, of Antwerp, who 
went to England, and acquired great fione by 
his art. he died in 1708.

On the accession of Eliz- 
abeth, he was entertained at court as a principal 
favourite ; obtained prodigious grants, one alter 
another, from tlio crown : and all things gav 
way to his ambition, influence, and policy. I 
his private life he affected a wonderful regular* 
liy, and carried his pretence to piety very high : 
thoujgh to gratify his passions, there were no 
crimes, boweverexorbitant, which he would not 
commit- 

• DUDLJBY, sir Robert, son of Robert, earl of 
Leicester, born at Slieen, in Surrey, 1573, tlied 
1639. Among the learned, he held a very high 
rank, as well on account of his skill in phiioso- 
phyj Cliymistry, and physic, as his pcrl'ect ac- 
quaintance with all tlie branches of. the mathe- 
matics, and the means of applying them for the 
service and benefit of mankind. 

DUDLEY, Thomas, governor of Mass. and 
one of the foundera of thattolony ; he died in 
1053. 

DUDLEY, Joseph, governor of Mass., son of 
the preceding; of rare endowments, and an 
honour to his cotmtry ; he died in 1720. 

DUDLEY, Paul, chief Justice of Mass. foun- 
der of the Dudleian lecture, in Harvard College ; 
he died in 1751. 

DUFFET, Thomas, a dramatic wrtter» of the 
17th century. 

DUFFIELD, George, D. D., a distinguished 
minister of Philadelphia, represented to have 
been uncommonly eloquent ; he died in 1790. 

DUFRESNE. Abraham Alexis Quinault, a 
French actor or eminence, who succeeded par- 
ticularly in noble characters ; he died in 1767. 

DUFRESNOY, Charles, Alnhonse, a native 
of Paris, who acquired eelebriQr as a painter 
and poet ; he died in 1665. 

DUFRESNY, Charles Riviere, a native ot 
Paris, called grandson of Henry IV., from his 
resemblance to that monarch. His dramatic 
works were published in 6 vols. He died in 
1724. 

DU6ARD, Winfam, master of Merchant Tal- 
lor*s schood, London. He was imprisoned for 
being concerned in Salmasius* defence, and 
reduced to poverty ; but was a man of great 
learning; and worth ; he died in 1688. 

DUGuALE, Sir William, a very eminent 
English antiquary and historian, was bora in 
Warwickshire, Sept. 12. 1605, and died Feb. 10, 
1686. 

DU6QMIER, N. a French general^ who com- 
manded in Italy during the revolution, and was 
next employed against the Spaniards. He was 
killed in battle, in 1794. 

DUGUAY TROUIN, Rene, a celebrated ad- 
miral in the French navy, who displayed the 
greatest skill united to the most consummate 
wisdom ; he died at Paris, in 1736. 

DUGUET, James Joseph, a French writer, 
of great learning, and uncommon sweetness of 
temper. He wrote nearly 20 works in French, 
and died in 1733. 

DUHALDE, John Baptist, a French Jesuit,

DUCHE DE VANCY, Joseph Francis, a 
French poet, author of three tragedies, Debo- 
rah, Jonathan, and Absalom. He was a man 
universally respected, and died in 17U4. 

DUCK, Arthur, born in Devonshire, 1580, and 
died 1649. He was an excellent civilian, a tolera- 
ble poet, especially in his younger days, and very 
well versed in history, ecclesiastical as well as 
civil. He left behind hiin " Vita Henrici Chi- 
chele," &c., and " De Usu et^AuthorUate Juris 
Civilis Romanoruin in Doiuiniis principum 
Christianorum ; " a very useful and entertaining 
work, which has been printed several times in 
England and elsewhere. 

DUCK, Stephen, a thresher and a poet, bom 
at Chariton, Wiltz, at which place an anniver- 
sary, called Thresher's Feast, is still held to his 
memory. He had originally no other teaching 
than what enabled him to read and write Eng- 
Hsh ; about his 14th year he was taken from 
school, and was nfterwarda successively en- 
gaged in the several lowest employments of 
a country life. He had from his infancy a pre- 
dilection for poetry ; sometimes turned his own 
thoughts into verse while he was at work, and 
at last began to venture those thoughts a little 
upon paper. At length some of his essays fall- 
ing into the hands of a lady of quality, who at- 
tended on the late queen Caroline, he became 
known to her majesty, who took him under her 
protection, and settled on him a yearly pension 
of about 301. ; such a one at least as wac 
sufficient to maintain him independently of la- 
bour. Duck was afterwards admitted into or- 
ders, and preferred to the living of Bjrfleet, in] 
Surrey. Here he continued for many years to 
make poems and sermons, and was much fol- 
lowed by the people as a preacher ; till falling 
at length into a low-spirited melancholy way, he 
threw^ himself into a trout-stream, at the back of 
the Black Lion Inn, near Reading, and was 
drowned. This unhappy accident, for he was 
perfectly lunatic, befell him March 30, 1756. 

DUCLOS, Charies Dineau, histori(^raphci 
of France, bora at Dinant, in Bretagne, m 1705 
he died in 1772. 

DUCLOS, Mary Ann, a French actress of 
great merit, who for many years gained much 
applause ; she died in 1748. 

DUCREUX, N., an eminent painter, of Paris, 
who went to Vienna to take portraits of the im- 
perial family. He died in 1802. 

DUCROISY, Phllibert Gassaud, a French ac- 
tor, of excellent character, and great merit. 

DUDEFPANT, N., a French lady, well known 
in Paris for her elecant and critical taste. She 
was acquainted with ail the learaed men of thq 
times, and died in 1780. 

DU DITH, Andrew, a Hungarian divine, em-j 
ployed by Ferdinand 11. in important affairs of 
state. He wrote on physic, poetry, &c., and was 
a man highly esteemed ; he died in 1589. 

DUDLEY, Edmund, a celebrated lawyer and 
speaker of the House of Commons, In the reign 
of Henry VII., but infamous in history for being 
the instrament of the extortions of that mon- 
arch ; he was t)ora in 1642, and executed for trea- 
son, in Aug. 18, 1510. 

DUDLEY, John, son of the preceding, and 
dnke of Northumberland, was bora in 15()2, and 
afterwards became one of the most powerful] 
subjects in England. For an attempt to place 
the crown on the head of his daughter-in-law,' 
lady Jane Grey, (who likewise fell a victim!

DUHAN, Lawrence, a professor of philoso- 
phy, ai the college du Plcssis, for 38 years ; he 
left some works, and died in 1730. 

DUIGENAN, Patrick, LL.D., an eminent 
Irish cnrilian, who from obscure birth, became 
a judge of the prerogative court, a privy coun- 
sellor and a member of the Irish and English 
parliaments. He died in 1816 

DCfLLIUS, Nepos, the first Roman who ob- 
tained a naval victory over Carthage, 5260 B. 0. 
DUJSBURG, Peter de, a native of the duchy 
of Cleves, in the 16t]i century, autliorof achron 
kle of Prussia, from 1326 to 1325. 

DUJARDTN, Charles, a Dutch painter, of 
Amsterdam, who excelled in delineating mar- 
kets, robbers, mountebanks, &c.,died in 1674. 

DUKE, Richard, a poet of some credit, in tlic 
last century, and by Dr. Johnson included among 
the classics. He died suddenly, Feb. 10, 1710-11. 
DULANY, Daniel, one of Uie most learned 
and accomplished counsellors of the country ; 
a native of Maryland ; he died at an early age. 
DULAU, John Msiric, archbishop of Aries, a 
niember of the states-general of- France. He 
was a good man, and ther^orc sacrificed by the 
Jacobins, in 1792." 

DULAURENT, N.,a worthless Fn^nch priest, 
who displayed great, abU^e» on Uce&tious sub- 
jects.

DURY, John, in Latin, Dunsus, « divine <if 
Scotland, ^ho lalioured witt great zeal to re- 
unite the Lutherans and Calvinists ; in vrhkh 
laudable cause be tmvelled over the g teatc r put 
of Europe, and died abotit 1675. 

DUSART, a painter, of Haerlem. He was 
chiefly greM in reinresentiag taverns, and loiw 
icompohy, and diedin 1704. 

DUSSAULX, John, vfho after having dh- 
tlMuisbed himself in arms, devoted 4iimeirio 
lit^afy pursuits. He became president of the 
national institute of Paris, and the author ^f 
jseveral works : be died at Paris, in 1799. 

DUTENS, Lewis, a learned writer on aati- 
Iquities, bom in France, 1729^ obtained orders in 
The clnirch^ England, and died in 1813. . 

DUVAL, Peter, geographer royal of France, 
author of some geographical traictB and maps, 
formerly id great esteem ; died at Paris, in 1683 

DUVAL, 'Nicholas, a Dutch painter, wJko 



of the academy at the Hague : he died in 17^ 

DUVAL, Valentine Jamerai, an extraordinary 
character, bom in Champagne. He lost his 
father when young ; and havuig no friends, wan 
obliged to obtain his subsistence, by watcbtne

learned ; he died in 1775. 

DOVENEKE, Mare Van, an emtnentliistori- 
(ial painter, of Bruges, died ift 17S9. 

D WIGHT, Timothy, D. D., LL. D.,a gmni 
son of the first prudent Edwards, was bom at 
Northampton, Massachusetts, 1752. Early dis- 
tinguished for his talents and learning, he be 
came one of the most eminent men of his c«iun- 
cry. As a pdet, pMlo^pher^ aiid divine, he had 
few equals : as preeidentand prof<9aBOr of divinity 
in Yale college, he stood unrivaUed, both fbi 
faletits as «n instructor, and foreloqtience as a 
preacher : he died in 1817, universally regtetted 
^s k loM to the instfttttibn ovter which he pre- 
ssed, to the country he adorned l)y Ms leamli%, 
and to the cause of teaming and truth itself. 
His system of theotogy has been frequency 
r4*puMi8hed in Europe ; and his travels in New 
Enirland, have been much read and admired. - 

DTGHE, Thomas, an English divine and

OYER, Sir JaoieSf an euiinent Engiitb law- 
yer, and chief justice of the Comoion Plea* ii 
the reign of queen Elizabeth, born at Aoundhill 
iu SouiecBctsiiire, 1511, and died 1581. He wuthe 
author of a large book of Report*, which were 
published about 5S0 years after his decease, and 
have been highly esteemed for their succinctness 
aud solidity. He left behind him also other 
writinui relative to his profession. 

OYKR, John, an floglsh divine and poet, 
bom at Aberglasney, in Caermarthenshire, in 
170U, and died iu 1758. His character as a writer 
has been fixed by three poems, " Grongar Hill," 
*'The Ruins of Rome/' and "The Fleece;*' 
wherein a poetical imagination perfectly ori- 
ginal, a natural simplicity connected with, and 
Qlten productive of, the true sublime, and the 
warmest sentimenbi of benevolence and virtue, 
have been universally observe! and admired. 

DYER, Eliphalet, chief Justice of the supreme 
court of Conn. ; was active in ftirwarding the 
revoluUon ; he died in 1807. 

DY2«^MUd, a French rhetorician of the 
4th century, born in Bordeaux. 



E ACH ARD, Dr. John, an Engtisb divine, weU 
known as a writer, especially against Uobbes ; 
Ue died in 1607. 

EADMER, an English historian, who flour- 
iabed in the 12th century. 

EAMES, John, a teacher in England, who 
was noticed by Newton, and others, and admit- 
t«d to the royal society ; he died in 1744. 

EARLE, John, an English prelate, bom at 
York, in 160L In 1663 he was translated from 
the see of Worcester, to that of Salisbury, 
and died at Oxford, in 1665. The best known 
of his published works, is '' Micro cosmography, 
or a Piece of the World, discovered in Essays 
and Characters,'* 12mo ; of which tliere have 
Wen several editions. 

EARLE, Sir James, knt, a very eminent sur* 
feon, and a writer of high professional distinc- 
you, died in London, Sept. 9Z. 1817, aged 73. 
lie waet F. R. S., and master of the royal col- 
lege of surgeons. 

EARLE, William Benson, an Englishman, 
who iMqaeattied much of his estate to chariu- 
bte inaUnitions, and died in 1796. 

EARLY, Peter, an eminent lawyer of Geor- 
gia, was a member of congress, and afterwards 
a judge of 'iie supreme court, and governor of 
Uiat state. He died in 1817. 

EA8TON, Nicholas, one of the tint aetUers 
la Newport, Rhode Island, and afterwards go- 
temor of the cokmy, died in 1675. 

EASTON, John, son of the preceding, was 
also governor of the colony of Rtiode Island, in 
1690. He died in 1705. 

EATON, Theophilttii first governor of New- 
Haven colony, and one of iu founders, died in 
1057, highly respected and beloved. 

EATON, WiUiam, a general in the service 
ff the United States, and a consul from t|iat| 

8>Temment to the kingdom of Tunis, was dis- 
aguisbed for the important services be render- 
ad his country in that station, and as navy agent; 
ff the United States, for the Barbary powers, as 
well as for bis enterprise and great bravery.j 
Peing coropdied by a treaty to relinquish tha 
MlvAntages JM had gained for his pouatry in' 
yri|K>i^ lie j9Mvm Moa i wlMire, although 
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public opinion was strongly in his favour, ^ 
met with mortifications and disappointmaatt 
which hastened his death, in 18n. 

EbERTUS, Theodore, a learned profeaaor, 
of Frankfort, in the ITth century, and autbor 
of some works. 

EBION, a stoic philosopher, father of tha 
sect of tile Ebionites, who denied the miracu- 
lous concaption and divinity of Clurist, flonrish- 
ed about A. D. 78. 

EBR1L1DE8, a pbiloso|iher, of MUetos, att- 
thor of some comedies. 

EBROIN, mayor of the palace, under do- 
tbaire liL ; he was distinguished tor his prida 
and cruelty, and was assassiaated in 681. 

ECCARD, John Oeorge d', a German histori- 
an and antiquary, and author of aev^f iI rvodtSi 
died in 1730. 

ECCHELLENSIS, Abraham, a Martmlte,pr»> 
fdssor of oriental ianguac «>« ^ Roaw ; ha mih 
sisted in tranalating the BiUB into AraMc, aa4 
died in 1664. 

ECCLES, Solomon, an Ei^«h mnsidan, who^ 
turning quaker, destroyed his instrumeaia, dim 
near the dose of the 17th century. 

ECHARD, Jacques, a dominican, of Rooaa, 
author of an account of learned man beJongtaj 
to hie order, died in 1774. 

ECHARD, Lawrence, an English divine aa< 
historian, bora in Sufiblk, in 1671, died in 17a8u 
He wrote " A History of England, from the in- 
vasion o.^ Julius Cesar to tlie estabiiabment of 
William and Mary ;" " A General Ecclesiasti- 
cal History, from the nativity of o«r Blessed Sa- 
viour, to the first esiablishmantof Christiauitya 
by liuman laws, under the <s«nperor Constantiaa 
the Great ;" " An English translation of Plautii« 
and Terence ;" *^ A Gazeteer. or Newsman's In- 
terpreter ;" and a piece entitled *' Maxims Ur^ 
tracted from archbishop Tiilotson's Works." 

ECKIUS, John, a learned German divine a|i4 
controversial writer, born in 1483, died in 1542., 
He is chiefly memorable for his disputatioot 
with Luther and Melanctlmn. 

ECLUSE, Charles de 1' Cluaius, a pbyaician 
of Arras, in the service of Maximilian Xl., aii4 
Rodolphus II., died in 1600. 

ECLUSE, DES LOGES, Pierre Matburafi 
de I', doctor of the Sorbonne, editor of the ma- 
moirs of Sully, died in 1775. 

EDELINCK, Gerard, a most excellent engrn 
▼er, bora at Antwerp, in 1641, died in 1707. 

EDEMA, Gerard, a much admired Dntcli 
landscape painter, wlio visited Surinam, ami 
America ; he died by exceasive drinking, in 1700 

EDEN, Chariea, governor pf the colony of 
North Carolina, in 1714, died in 1722, and wai 
succeeded by Thomas PoUook, thaa preaideator 
the council. 

EDEN. Sir Robert; the laH royal aovemor of 
Maryland, relinquished the office by order of 
congress, and retired to Englanil. At the claat 
of the revolution he returned to America, when 
he recovered his eatatea, and died in 1784. 

EDER, Georse. a learned lawyer of the 16||| 
centanr ; he published several works. 

EDGAR, sucoessor of Edwv to the throne of 
England, in 950. Be was a warlike prince, ami 
died m 975. 

EDGAR, won of Malcolm IU., was klof of 
SooUand ; he died in 1107. 

EDGEWORTH, Richard LbveU, a phila^ 
throidst, and practical phik>sopber, was born fit 
Bath, in 1744. In 1767, he Invented the tOm 
graph, which, many years afterwarda, he aaw 
IMMraUyadoptad. aedie4JI»lMlM4,Wiil<lWW 
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and & the boldest nd largett arch in Europe 
He waa then a common ma^n ; but bis fame 
wai soon diffused throughout the kingdom , and 
his assistance sought wherever difficulties oc- 
curred in construcung bridges. He died Aug. 7, 
1789. 

EDWARDS, Richard, bom in Somersetshire, 
in 1533, died 1566. He is one of the first Eng- 
lish dramatic writers, having left behind bini 
three pieces; the earliest of which is dated in 
1563. He was esteemed an excellent poet and 
musician, and wrote several poems, which were 
published after his death, together with some 
of other authors, in a collection, entitled " The 
Paradise of Dainty Devices, 1576.'* 

EDWARDS, Thomas, an English divine, and 
a Don-conformist, who wrote severely against 
the royalists ; he died in 1647. 

EDWARDS, Dr. Jonatlmn, an English di- 
vine, of the l7th centuty. who distinguished 
himself chiefly by his writinp against the So- 
cinians. 

EDWARDS, George, bom at Stratford, 1694, 
an eminent English ornithologist lie publlst)- 
ed, between 1743 and 1764, 4 vols. 4to, of the 
" History of Birds," and three under the title 
of ** Gleanings of Natural History ; and thus, 
after a long series of yean, the most intense 
application, and a correspondence in every 
quarter of the world, he concluded a work, 
which contains engravings and descriptions or 
more than 600 subjects in natural history, not 
before described or delineated. He died in 1773. 

EDWARDS, Thomas, a poet and critic, of 
eminence, born in 1699, died Jan. 3, 1757. His 
poetry, of which specimens will be found in 
Dodsley's, Pearch's, and Nichols* collectiont, 
is siniple, elegant, and pathetic ; his criticisma 
are exact, acute, and temperate. His " Canons 
of Criticism," first printed in 1747, under the ti- 
tle of *' A Supplement to Dr. Warburton*» 
Shakspeare," did him great credit both aa a 
critic and as a scholar; but provoked the vrn 
geance of Dr. Warburton, which he wreakee 
very illiberally, in a note on the Dunciad, (iv. 
567,) of which Mr. Edwards was more suscepti- 
ble than the circumstance required. 

EDWARDS, John, a divine, of the churcli 
of England, whom Dr. Kippis called the Paul, 
the Augustine, the Calvin of his age ; he died 
in 1745 

EDWARDS, Thomas, ah eminent divine, of 
England, master of Coventry grammar school ' 
hejniblished several works, and died in 1765. 

EDWARDS, Timothv, first minister of Eaa« 
Windsor,Conn., and father of the famous Jona- 
than Edwards ; he died in 1758. 

EDWARDS, Jonathan, an American diyine, 
author of several distinguished works, particu^ 
larly on " Original Sin," "Freedom of the 
Will," fce. He settled at Northampton, and 
afterwards was president of New-Jersey col- 



lin7 ; leaving behind him a daughter, Maria, 
who is highly distinguished as a writer. His 
father was confesssor to Louis XYI., on the 
scaffold. 

EDMER, or EADMSl, an English benedic- 
tine, who wrote the history of his own time, 
from 1006 to 1113. 

EDMONDES. sir Thomas, an eminent statee- 
man and political writer, bom at Plymouth, 
1563, and died in 1639. 

EDMONDES, Clement, an Englishman, sec- 
retary for the French to Elizabeth ; a man of let- 
ters and air author. 

EDMONDSON, Joseph, an able heraldic wri- 
ter, who rose, by dfant of ingenuity and persever- 
ance, fh>m the situation of a barber's apprentice, 
to that of Mowbray Herald Extraordinary; he 
died in London, 1786 ; leaving several publica- 
tions behind him, which will transmit his name 
to posterity with great credit ; the principal of 
whtch are, " A Complete Bodv of Heraldry," 
1780. 3 vols, folio, and a magnificent work, en- 
titled, " Baronagium Genealo^icum, or. The 
Pedigree of Engtish Peers," 1784, 6 vols, folio. 

EDMUND. St., king of the East Ancles, made 
one of the sainta ; he was shot to death with ar- 
fows, by Ivar the Dane, who had taken him 
prisoner, in 870 , 

EDMUND, St., anatire of Abinkdon, preacher 
to the archbishop of Canterbury, died in 1240. 

EDMUND L, succeeded Athelstan, an king of 
England, In 941, and was stabbed to death in 

EDMUND If., turaamed Ironside, succeeded 
Ethelred, In 1016, and was assassinated, in 1017. 
EDWARD, the Elder, succ^od'Alfred in 900, 
and died in 978. 

EDWARD, St or Mart]nr, succeeded to the 
throne of England, in 975, and was basely mur- 
dered by his stepmother, Eifrlda, in 978. 

EDWARD, the Confessor, succeeded Hardi- 
Canute, in 1041. He was a weak Impolitic prince, 
and died In 1066. 

EDWARD L, king of England, successor of 
Henry IIL,distingiiished for his wisdom, and the 
equity of his laws, and died in 1307. 

EDWARD If., son and successor of Edward 
I., less wise and firm hit his kingdom than hia fa- 
ther, was murdered in 1337. 

EDWARD III., son and snccessor of Edward 
II., a pnnce of treat military talents, and military 
successes, died in 1377. 

EDWARD IV., son of Riehard, duke of 7ork, 
wbodaimed the throne, but whose title was dis- 
puteci by the lelgnhig monarch, Henry VI.,whieh 
dlMMite fiUed the kingdom with Uood ; he died 
In 1483 

EDWARD v., son of Edward TV., wai 
dered while very young, by his uncle, the duke 
of Oloaeester who ascended the throne, as Ri- 
ehard III 

EDWARD VL, son of Henry VHI., ai 
ed the throne at 10 years of age, tn 1547. His 
character was humane aod amfaible ; he died at 
the afs of 16, In 1553. 

EDWARD, prince of Wales, suraamed the 
Black prince, son of Edward III., distlnijpiished 
himself in the wars of his father, especially at 
the battle of Cressy ; he died in 1376. 

EDWARD, or, as some sav, EDWARDS, 
William, architect and bridge- builder. The ce- 
^hrated bridge on tlie river Taaff, In Wales, 
Ulled Pont y ta Prldd (by the English, New- 
bridfeO was constmcted by this exuaordinaty

EDWARDS, Jonathan, D. D., president of 
Union college. New-Tork, was a son of the pre- 
ceding, and, like his lather, was distinguished at 
a thorough scholar, an able theologian and me 
tairiiysicfan, and as a controversial writer, on 
theological subjects. He died in 1801, a short 
time after his elevation to the presidency of tiM 
collcfe. 

EDWARDS, Bryan, author of an elegant 
«* History of the West Indies," and other lesser 
productions, connected with the islands In that 
part of the world. Mr. Edwards vraa bom at 
Wasthmy.la Willi, n43, mMie a very Ivft 
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i»nuiie M a West India merct«ant, bocame a| 
■netnber of the British parliameiit, for Oram- 
pound, in Corawall, and died in 1800. 

EDWARDS, Edward, an eminent artist, of 
Loudon, and teacher of drawing ; afterwards 
teacher of perspective, in the royal academy ; 
he died in 1S06. 

EDWIN, John, an excellent low comedian, 
of Ck>vent Garden and tlie Haymarket theatres, 
to whose talents, 0*Keefe's extravagant dramas 
were greatly indebted for tJieir success; he was 
bom in London, in 1749, and died in 1790. 

r.nWY, succeeded his uncle, Edred, as king 
3f Eugland, in 955, and died in 959. 

EEOKHOUT, Gerbrant Vanden, of Amster- 
iam, a successful imitator of Rembrant, his 
master : his paintings were numerous. He died 
in 1674. 

EECKHOUTE, Anthony Vanden, a painter, 
»f Bruges, who settled in Lisbon. His pieces 
were much admired ; he was shot in 1695. 

EGBERT, last king of the Saxon heptarchy, 
and first Kink of England, died in 828. 

EGEDB, John, a Dane, who was missionary 
lo Greenland, died in 1758. % 

E6BDE, Paul, bishop of Greenland, was bom 
in the year 1708, and at 12 years of age was an 
active assistant to his father, the celebrated 
lians (or John) Egede, (to whom Denmark is 
indebted for its colony in Greenland,) having 
accompanied him on his voyage thither in 1730. 
His zeal for the conversion of the Greenlandens 
to Christianity, exerted with unabated ardour 
through the course of a long life, both during 
hte residence in their coontrr, and after his 
quitting it, is strongly displayed in his ** Account 
of Greenland,** published ihortly before his 
death, which happened June 3, 1789. 

EGBRTON, Thomas Viscount Brackley, an 
eminept and learned lawyer, and chancellor of 
England, in the reign of James I., born in Che- 
shire, in 1540, died in 1617. 

EGBRTON, John, bishop of Durham, a pious 
and learned prelate, who distingubhed himself 
gj^atly by an exemplary discharge of tiis ephh- 
eopal functions, by reconciling contending inte- 
rests in that county and city, and by various 
wise regulations both in his spiritual and tem- 
poral department He was l>orn in London, in 
1721, and died in Grosvenor-square, in 1787. 

EGGELING, John Henry, a native of Bre- 
men, secretary of the republic, died in 1713. 

EGINH ART,secretary to the emperor Charles 
Hie Great, was a German, and is the most an- 
cient historian of that nation. He wrote *' The 
Life of Charles ;'* " Annals of tlie Acts of king 
Pepin, Charies the Great, and Lewis, from 741 
to 82a ;** and other works, ecclesiastical as well 
ms historical. He died in 841. 

EGINTON, Francis, justly celebrated for his 
Ini^etdous discovery of painting and staining of 
gla«s, after the manner of the ancients; in which 
numerous works will Ion' continue as monu- 
ments of his unrivalled ability. A good speci- 
men of it may be seen in the window.of Sta- 
tioners* Hall, presented to that companv hv the 
late alderman Cadell. Mr. B*s first work of any 
eonsequence was the arms of the knights of the 
Garter, for two Gothic windows over the stalls 
In St. George*fl chapel, at Windsor. This iiq;e- 
nious artist died near Birmingham, in 1805. 

RriMONT, Lamoral, count of Holland, dis- 
thtffiiished himself in the service of Charies V., 
.n Afi-ica, and under Philip IT. ; he was behead- 
ed Hv rhR (liike of Alva, in 1568. 

SGMONT, Justus Van, a painter, bom at

Jeffrey, D. D., an English divina, 
dean of Carlisle, published some worlta, ana 
died in 1771. 

EliBEE, N. d*, one of the bravest and nost 
formidable of tlie royalists, of la Vendee. 

ELBENE, Alphon8usd\anativeof FkMVOoe, 
author of some works, died in 1606. 

ELBERT, Samuel, a brigadier general in th§ 
army of tlie revolution, and afterwards govern- 
or of the state of Georgia, died in 1788. 

ELBCBUF. Rene de Lorraine, marquis d*, 
son of the duke of Guise, known as the disco- 
verer of Herculaneum ; he died in 1566. 

ELBRUCUT, John Van, a painter, who set- 
tled at Antwerp,and Who excelled in landscapes, 
&c., lived in the early part of the 16th century. 

EliEANOR, duchess of Guienne, whose is- 
famous conduct caused her divoxce from her 
husband, Lewis VH., of France. She after- 
wards married Henry n., of England. Her 
dowry (Guienne,) was the aourea of those wara 
which for three centuries, deluged Franca with 
English blood. 

ELEAZAR, high-priest of Judea, 383 B. C. 

ELEUTHERIUS, elected pope in 170, died 
in 185. 

ELI, high-priest and Judge of the laraeUtw, 
1156 B. C. 

ELIAS, Bfatthew, a painter, who. under the 
patronage of Corbeen, rose from ooscurinr to 
great eminence in tiis profession ; he died iu 

ELLAS, Levita, a learned German rabbi, of 
the 16th century: published several wcHrkson 



LICH, Lewis Philip, a native of Marpuig, 
known in tlie 17th century for his impioua 
publications. 

ELICHMAN, John, a native of Silesia, prac- 
tised physic at Leyden, and was remarkable for 
understanding 16 languages. He was of opinion,

ELIEZEK, a rabbi of the 8th century, puo- 
lished a work on sacred history. 

ELIJAH, an illustrious prophet, of Israel, 
under Ahab and Ahaziah, 895 B. C. 

ELIOT, John, an Englishman, came to Amer- 
ica in 1631, became a famous missionary to 
the Indians, and translated the Bible into their 
language ; he died in 1690. 

ELIOT, John, son of the preceding, minister 
of Newton, Mass., greatly assisted his father in 
his missionary labours, and died in 1068. 

ELIOT, Andrew. D.D., a clergyman of Boston, 
distinguished for his pie^, learning and useful- > 
nvss in tlie ministry ; he died in 17t8.

This romantic 
(not to say ridiculous) scheme, in the latter part 
of his lifiB, became bis hobby-bone, and for a 
while clouded the genuhie claims be had to the 
gratitude of every Englishman ; claims candidly 
acknowledged by most English scholars, and 
Mtblicly bv the late Mr. Walker, author of " The 
Pronouncing Dictionary,'* where his namecon- 
■tanUy recurs in references to authority. In 1783, 
be puMiflhed, in 4to. a translation of tbe " Epi- 
grams of Martial ;** but it exhibited more of elab> 
orate erudition than of poetical ease or crace^ 
and was severely treated by the critics. BIr. El- 
phinston was unatGoctedly pious and virtuous : 
perhapi the most distinguishing feature of hb 
mind was a simplicity and purity that never 
doubted the truth or vi rtue of another. His death 
iiappened Oct. 8, 1809. 

ELPHINSTONE, William, a Scotch prelate 
and statesman, bora at Stirling, in 1432^ died in 
1513, having written a " History of Scotland,** a 
copy of which in MS. is now in the Bodleian li- 
brary. 

ELSHETMER, Adam, a celebrated German 
painter, bora at Frankfort, in 1574, excelled par- 
ticularly in landscapes, histoiiefl, and night-pie- 
ces, with little figiirce. His works are very few ; 
and, for the incredible pains and labour which 
ne bestowed upon them, valued at such prodi- 
gious rates, that they are hardly anywhere to be 
found but in the cabinets of princes. He died 
In 1610. 

ELSNER, James, a Prasslan, prbfessor at 
Linden, and author of various works ; he died 
in 1750. 

ELSTOB, William, an English divine, emi- 
nent for his skill in the Saxon language, bora at 
Newcastle, in 167.1, died in 1714. 

ELSTOB, Elizabeth, sister of tbe above, and 
a famous Saxonist also, born in 1683, died 1756. 
She published a curious Saxon homily on the 
birthday of St. Gregory, with a translation, in 
8vo, 1709 ; and in 1715, a grammar of the Saxon 
lancnaxe, in 4to. 

ELSWICH, John Herman d*, a Lutheran 
divine, native of Holstein, publLihed several 
works, and died in 1731. 

CLSYNGE, Hennr, clerk of the house .of 
eoinimons, in the reign of Charics L, bora at 
Ba^ttersea, in 1598. He was the author of a few 
thi iigs which were reckoned very good.and have 
been much esteemed ; particulariy ** The an- 
cient method and manner of holding parlia- 
ments in England, 1663 ;** reprinted often since. 
He died in 1664. 

ELVIUS, Peter, a native of Upsal, who made 
furveys of the Swedish lakes, and invented se- 
veral machines to go by water ; he died in 1749. 

ELWES, John, M. P., for Berkshire. He 
waa a man of clear perception, sound judg- 
ment, and unskaken integri^ ; and in such high 
estimation was he held for his love of Justice, 
that numberless disputes among his constituents 
and otliers, which would have been decided by 
courts of law, were left to his sole arbitrament ; 
and his determination was sure to be thorough- 
ly satisfactory to the judicious. Yet, notwith- 
giaiiding bif great and good qualities, be was a 



penurious and" singular tara; Instances of 
which, that almost stagger belief, are related in 
an interesting account of bis life, published by 
E. Topbam, eaq. 8vo, 1790. He died Nov 86, 
1789, aged 80. 

ELXAI, or ELXiEUS, founder of a sect 
among the Jews, in the M century ; he taaght 
his foltowers to pray toward Jenisalem ; the sact 
continued till the 4th eeotcury. 

ELYOT, Sfar Thomas, was employed by Hen- 
ry VUL, in several embassies, lie was an ex- 
cellent grammarian, poet, rhetorician, phUos*- 
pber, phvslcian, cosmographer, and bisiorian : 
and disttngiiisbe^ as much for his candour, and 
tbe Innocence and Integrity of his Ofe, as for his 
accomplishments. He wrote and tranalatei se- 
veral works, and died in 1546. 

ELYS, Edmund, an Englishman, who wnMe 
agai'nst Tillotson's sermons on the I nc arnation ; 
he died after 1693. 

ELZEVIRS, celebrated printers, at Amster- 
dam and Leyden, in the 17th century, who creat- 
ly adorned the republic of lettera by many beau- 
tiful editions of the best authors of antiquity. 
Their Virgil, Terence, and Greek^ Testament, 
have been reckoned their master-pieces; and 
are indeed so very fine, that thev jitetly gained 
them the reputation of being tbe liest printers In 
Europe. 

EMANUEL, succeeded John IL, as king ot 
Portugal, distinguished for patronising eonnne*- 
clal enterprises ; he died in 1521. 

EMEBRAET, a Flemish painter, at Antwerf, 
who was ehkinent in landscapes, lived In tbe 17th 
century. 

EMERI, Sebastian, an advocate, of Paris, in 
the 16th century : he refused to defend tbe du- 
chess of Angonleme against the constable of 
Bourbon. ; 

EMERSON, William, a very eminent matha- 
matician, bora at Hurworth, a village on tbe 
borders of Durham, 1701, died in 1783. He wa* 
a man of great singularity in his mannera, dress, 
and conversation. His works are extremely 
valuable and numerous. 

EMERSON, Joseph, minister of Maiden, 
Mass., distinguished for his zeal and bnmility, 
died in 1767. 

EMILTANO, John, an Italian philoaoplier of 
the 16th centiiry. 

EMLYN, Thomas, a learned and pious Eng- 
lish dissenting divine, memorable for his suffer- 
ings on the score of heterodoxy, was bora at 
Stamford, in Lincolnshire, 1663, and died 1741. 
His son, Sollom Emiyn, was bred to tbe law, 
became an eminent counsellor, and was employ- 
ed to publish lord chief Justice Hale*s ** FleM 
of the Crown,*' which be did with notes, and a 
preface, and died In the year 1756. 

EMLYN, Qenry, a very eminent architect, 
to whom king George IH. eonAded tbe whole 
management of the architectural Improvemenia 
in St. George's chapel, Wfafidsor ; to which, pe»- 
hans, no edifice of the kind In Europe Is equal 
In beauty. There is a publication, by Mr. Bm- 
lyn, of a ** Design for a New Order in Archi- 
tecture," which consists of a double pillar from 
a single pedestal. Mr. EmIyn died at Windeor, 
in his 87th year, Dec. 10, 1815. 

EMMA, wife of Ethelred, of England, after- 
wards married Canute, and upon her husban«\i 
death, reigned Jointly with her son, 

EMMIUS, Ubo, a professor of Gronhigen: ha 
published several woriis on Chronology, Bm- 
graphy. Ice., and died In 1635 
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tterw, tint he composed 300,fl00 ▼eraes. HieJoiade an Ul um of it; tbe enemies of hk sect 
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Works' were so higtdy esteemed, that they were 
publicly read iu the chorclies after the Scrip 
tures. St. Epbrem was a man of the greatest 
severity of morals ; and so strict an observer <^ 
cbaMity, that he avoided even the sight of wo- 
men. He died in 378. 

EPlCHARMUa, an ancient poet and phUoso- 
pber, bom in the island of Ckn, and carried, as 
Laert|us telln us, into Sicily, when he was bat 
Ave months old. He had the honour of being 
taught by Pytharwas hbnsetf : and he and 
Pbormus are said to have invented comedy in 
Syracuse, though others have pretended to the 
glory of that discovery. He composed SS, or, 
according to others, » plays ; but his works 
have been so long lost, that even their character 
Is scarcely on record. Lucian says, that be 
lived to the age of 97 years. 

EPICIE, an eminent French engraver. 

EPICTETUS, a celebrated philosopher ,or an- 
tiquity, bom near the end of Nero's reign, as is 
commonly supposed, at Hierapolto, in Pbrygia. 
de Uved in extreme poverty at Rome, in a lit- 
Je cottage without so much as a door to it 



took advantage of it ; and so the name of Epi- 
curean became odious : all this, however, is ac- 
cidental to the doctrine ; for it is certain thai 
he Uved in a most exemplary manner himself, 
and conformably to the rules of pbilosopliical 
wisdom and fragality. 

EPlMENIDiS, an ancient poet and philoso- 
pher, bom at Gnossus, in Crete. Many won- 
derful things are related of him ; and his repu- 
tation was so great all over Greece, that he was 
there esteemed a favourite of the cods. He 
died at the age of )57 ; and is aUuded to by St. 
Paul, Titus, c i. V. IS. Plutarch tells us, that 
he was accounted the 7th wise man by thota 
who would not admit Periander into th^ number 

EPIPHAN1U8, bishop of Salamis. in Cyprus, 
bora S3S, and died 403. He was very conver- 
sant In ecclesiastical antiquities, on which afr 
count he Is chiefly regarded. 

EPIPHANIUS, a writer of the Otb century, 
who translated the histories of Socrates, Soxo* 
men, and Theodoret 

EPIPHANIUS, a heretic, who advocated a 
community of women.

ture but an earUien lamp, to the light of which 
4re owe those beautiful and divine thoughts, of 
which Arrian has preserved some noUe re- 
mains. This lamp was purchased for about 
100/. afler his death, by a person whom Lucian 
ridicules for It, as hoping to acquire the wisdom 
•T Epictetus by studving over It. We have no 
account th^t can be depended on. either of what 
distemper, or about what time, ne died. Epic- 
tetus, though a philosopher, was a man of great 
humility and modesty : which was most emi- 
nent in his own pracoce, as well as in his re- 
commendation of it to others. His " Comment- 
anes," and the ** Enchiridion, or Manual of the 
Stoic Philosophy,** have been often puUished, 
and translated into almost every language. 

EPICURUS, the greatest philosopher of bfai 
age, was bora at Gargettus, in Attica, about the 
year 340 B. C. From the place of his birth, we 
fiiid him often called by ancient authors, the 
** Gargettic author," the " Gargettie okl man,** 
and simply, the ** Oargettian.** Whereas other 
professors of seeia made choice of particular 
places in Athens, as the Acodemv, the Lyceum 
dec, Epicurus purchased a very pleasant garden, 
where he lived with his friends in great tran- 
quillity, and taught philosophv to a great num- 
ber or disciples. Tnev lived all in common 
with their master; and a better regulated so- 
ciety had never been seen. He wrote a prodi- 
f ioui number of books, «hd died In his 73d 



troversial writer of uncommon parts and learn- 
ing, and the chief support of the Arminian sect, 
bora at Amsterdam, in 1583, died 1643. 

EPPENDORF, Henry, a noble German, who 
acquired celebrity by his dispute with Erasmos. 

ERASISTRATtJS, an eminent Greek physi- 
cian, whose works are mentioned by Galen, but 
are now lost. He flourislied 31H B. C. 

ERASMUS, Desiderius, bora at Rotterdam, 
the 28tii of Oct, 1467. He was callint Geiard. 
kfter his father; and afterwards took the iiauie 
of Desiderius. which iu Latin, like the surname 
of Erasmus, in Greek, signify much the sauie 
as Gerard among the Hollanders, that is, ** aiii- 
abilis,*' or amiaHe. He was the most learnt^ 
man of the age in which he Uved ; and contri- 
buted, by his example and his writings, to the 
restoraticm <^ learaing in the several countries 
wherein he occasionally resided, viz. Italv 
Switzeiiand, Holland, France and England, 
with the lasti}e was most satisfied ; and there 
be met with the greatest encouragement from 
Henry Vllt., sir Thomas More, and all the 
learaed Englishmen of those days. He wan the 
most correct and elegant Latin writer among 
the moderns ; and died in 1536. Nothing has 
made tlie citv of Rotterdam more famous, than 
her having given birth to this great man, whoise 
works were p'lblished at Leyden, 170($, in a 
very handsome manner, in ten volumes folio. 

ERASTU8, Thomas, a celebrated physician 



f t>.ar. As to his doctrine, that the happiness of land divine, bora at Baden, In Germany, aoout 

. - . _. ... — ., .. w 1384, died in l.'S83. He wrote several books ort 

philosophy, physic, and divinity; but what 
made the most noise of all his performances 
and chiefly makes him memorable now, was 
his bQok "De Excommunicatione Ecclr»ia»- 
tica.** In this he denies the power of the rhnrch^ 
and affirms their censures to be incapable of ex- 
tending beyond the present life. 

ERASTOSTHENES, a Greek nhllosorher, 
mathematician, historlan,and poet,died 194 B.O 

ERATOSTRATUS. an Epheslan, who on 
the very night that Alexander the Great was 
bora, 356 B. C. burnt the temple of Diana, at 
Ephesus, merely to eternize his name in the 
records of history. 

ERCHEMBERT, a Lombard, of the 9th cen 
tury, author of a Chronicle of tlie Lombanik 
fhmi 774 to 888.

ERIC IX, king of Demnark, Sweden, 
Norway, solcmuiy deposed, and retired to Fi 
raiiia ; lie died in 1459. 

ERIC XIV., succeeded his father GostaTUS on 
the Uirone of Sweden, and became the unsuc- 
cesof'il suitor of queen Elizabeth ; he died in 1578. 

ERIC, Peter, a Venetian admiral, infamous 
for his cruelty to the widow of the bashaw of 
Tripoli, whom, with her treasures, he carried 
to Constantinople ; he was bekoadcd by order 
of the Venetian senate. 

ERIGENA, John, Scotns, bom at Ayr, in 
Scotland, flourished in the 9th century, and was 
very learn<;d in a very barbarous age. He was 
employed by king Alfred to promote learning 
and the liberal arts. For this purpose he was 
ap{H)iiited to preside, at Oxford, over the studies 
of guouieiry and astronomy in particular ; that 
university being cither lately founded or lately 
restored by AitVed. Three years he spent in 
this situation ; but, some disputes and disturb- 
ances arising at Oxford, he left that place, and 
retired lo a monastery at Malincsbury. There 
be o|)ened a school ; and, behaving harshly and 
with severity to his scholars, was stabbed by 
them, with the iron bodkins they then wrote 
with, in such a manner that he died. His death 
happened in 683. 

ERINNA, a Grecian poetess, cotemporaiy 
with Sappho. 

ERIZZO, l^wis and Marc Anthony, two bro- 
thers, of a noble Venetian family, who mur- 
dered their uncle for his riches ; for which the 
one was beheaded ; the other died in prison, 
about 1346. 

ERIZZO, Paul, a noble, of the same fkmily, 
inhumanly butchered by Mahomet, in 1469, after 
liaving surrendered. 

ERIZZO, Sebastian, a noble Venetian, authoi 
of a work on medals, died in 1585. 

ERKIVINS, a famous architect of Steinbach, 
who died in 1305. 

EKLACH, John Lewis, father of the six 
families of the same name, so Illustrious In 
Switzerland ; he was distinguished in military 
life, and died in 1650. 

ERNRSTI, John Augustus, professor of the- 
ology at Ijeipsic, author of numerous works, 
Iterary and theological ; he died in 1781. 

ER^ENIUS, Thomas, or, as he hi called in 
Dutch, ThonMis of Erpc, a most learned writer, 
and incomparably skilled in the oriental tongues, 
born 1584, died 1624.

ESCALaUENS, William, capitou of Tou- 
louse, in 1326 ; he ordered himself to becarrit^ 
to the cathedral in a coffin, and then invited ilie 
attendants to a feast. 

ESCOBAR, Marine d*, the foundress of the 
reconciliation of St. Bridget, in Spain, died 1633. 
ESCOBAR, Anthony, a Spanish Jesuit, whoee 
works in 16 vols.,and his Principles of Morality, 
in 7 vols., were ridiculed by Pascal ; be died in 
1669. 

ESCOBAR, Bartholomew, a learned Jesuit, 
of Seville, went to America as a monk ; heen>- 

{iloyed himself in works of charity, and died ia 
624.

Sourdis, a great favourite with pope Leo IX., 
died in 1686.

ESSARS, Pierre del, a French nobleman, 
who served in the Scotch army uainst the Eng- 
lish, in 1408; on his return to France, he was 
raised to posts of honour, became suspected, 
was imprisoned, and beheaded in 1413. 

ESSARS, Chariotte des, countess of Romo- 
Ventin, mistress to Henry IV., and others, who, 
in attempting to advance her son, fell under the 
resentment of the icing and Richelieu, by whom 
siie was imprisoned, where she died in 1651. 

ESSEX, James, famous for bis skill in gotbic 
Vxhitecture.

ETHELWOLF, king of England, in ^39, 
went to Rome to improve the education ul his 
son the great Alfred ; he died in 857. 

ETHEREOE, Sir George, a celebrated En- 
glish wit, and eminent in particular for his 
comic genius, flouririied in the reigns of Charles 
U. and James II. His three comedies arc, " The 
Comical Revenge ; or. Love In a Tub;*' ^ She 
Would if She Could ;'* and " The Man of Minle ; 
or. Sir Foppling Flutter ;** in which last piece 
he is suppoeed to have drawn scMne of tlie chief 
characters from certain of his cotemporari«s, 
and acquaintance. Thus, beau Hewit, the most 
notorious fop of his time, was supposed to be 
designed under his first character; Dorinmnt 
for his friend lord Rochester, under which are 
characterised inconstancy, raisehood, and tri- 
umphs, in the conquest and min of the fair, 
varnished over with ajo'eeable and captivating 
graces of modish gallantry, peculiar to that 
Whty but licentious nobleman.

EUCHARIUS, or HOUCHARIUS Eligius, a 
divine and poet, of Ghent. He wrote the lives 
of Si. Levin us, Coleta, and Bertulfius, Ice 

EUCHERIUS, aiciibishop of Lyons, was can- 
onized for his piety ; he died in 454. 

EUCLID, a pliilsopher, of Megara, founder of 
the sect of wranglers. 

EUCLID, a most celebrated mathematician 
and astronomer, who collected all the funda- 
mental principles of pure matliematics, which 
had been delivered down by Tiiales, Pythagoras, 
Eudoxua, and other mathematicians before him, 
which he digested into regularity and order, 
with many utltersofhisown: on which account 
lie is said to have been the first who reduced 
aritlimetic and geometry into the form of a sci- 
ence. VVIien this great man was bom, and 
what was his country, we have no distinct ac- 
count ; but he flourished, as appears from Pro- 
clus' Comment utK>n his Elements, about 377 
years before Christ, and taught mathematics at 
Alexandria with vast applauite. 

EUD^MON, John Andrew, a Jesuit, pub- 
lished some works, and died in 1035. 

EUDES, John, founded the congregation of| 
the Eudists ; lie left some devotional works, and 
died in 1G80. 

EUDOCIA, daughter of Leontius, an Athe- 
nian sophist and piiilosopher, born about 400. 
ller father took such care of her education, that 
she became at length comsummately learned; 
and so accomplished in every riespect, that, at 
his deaths he lerU his whole e&iate to his two 
sons, except 100 pieces of gold, which he left to 
his (laughter, with this declaration, that " her 
own good fortune would he sufficient for her.*' 
Upon this she went to law with her brothers, 
but without success ; and therefore earned her 
caus > to Constauiiuople, where she was recom- 
mended to Pulciieria, sister of the emperor The- 
odosius tlie Younger, and became h^r favourite. 
In 431 she embraced Christianity, and was bap- 
tized by the name of Eudocia, for her heathen 
• name was Athenais ; and the same year was 
married to the emperor, through the powerful 
recommendation of his sister ; by which event 
the words of her ftither might seem to have 
somethhig prophetic in them. She died about 
A. D. 460, 

EUDOCIA or EUDOXIA, queen of ConsUn- 
tinopte, in 1037, died in pHsou, the government 
having been usurped by Michael, her son, in 
1071. 

EUDOCIA, Peodoreuna, first wife of Peter 
the Great, was divorced in 1006, on accouiit of 
her inlidelitv -, she died in 1731. 

EUDOXIUS, bis'nop of Germanicia. He 
wrote a discourse on the incarnation of tlie 
word : hK died in 370. 

EUDOXUS, of Cnidua, a city of Carta, in 
Asia Minor, flourished about X70 years before 
Christ; and was so skilful, that Cicero did not 
scruple to call him the greatest astronomer that 
had ever lived. 

EUGENB, Francis, prince of Savoy, bom 
1663. Having found himself slighted by I^wis 
Xf v., in Prance, his native country, he retired to 
Germany, and spent his life in the service of

EUMENES, a king of Pergamus, 963 B. C 
His nephew of the same name was king, 19) 
B.C. 

EUMENIUS, an eminent orator, about 310. 

EUNAPIUS, a native of Sardis, in Lydia, 
flourished In the 4th century. He was a cele* 
brated sophist, a phyfcician, and no inconsidera- 
ble historian, we have no remains of Euna- 

us, but his " Lives of the Philoeopbers And 

Dphlsts." 

EUNOMIUS, a heresiareh. of the 4th centu- 
ry, bishop of Cyxicum, and rounder of tlie sect 
that have slBce baen called Eunomians. Ht 
died very old, about 3M, after having experien- 
ced great variety of sufierinas. Euiiomius wrote 
many things, and his wridngs were so highly 
esteemed by bis followers, tha* they thought 
their anthori^ preferable to thai of the gospel. 
His doctrines were, that " there is one God un- 
createand without beginning ! who has nothing 
existing before him ; for nothing cftn exist be- 
fore what is uncreate : nor with him ; for what 
is uncreate must be one: nor in him : for God 
is a simirie and uncompounded being. This 
one simple and eternal being is God the creator 
and ordainer of all things ; first indeed and prin- 
cipally of his only-begotten Son, and then 
through him of all other things : for G«d be- 

S»t, created, and made the Son only, bv his own 
rect operation and power, before all things and 
every other creature :jiot producing, however, 
any other being like himself, nor imparting any 
of his own proper substance to the Son : for 
God is immortal, uniform, indivisible, and there- 
fore cannot communicate any part of bis own 
proper substance to another,'* &c. 

EUPHEMIA, Flavin Ella Marcia,a concubine, 
and wife of the emperor Justin I., died in 533. 

EUPHBMIUS, a patriarch, of Constantinopla, 
was banhrtied, and died in 515. 

EUPHORION, a Greek poet and historian, 
of Chalets, S74 B. C. 

EUPHRANOR, an excellent sculptor and

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EUPHRAT£Bi a heretic, of the 3d century, 
whp maintained that our first parents were de- 
ceived by Christ in tire form of a serpent 

EUPOLIS, aii Athenian comic poet, in the 
85th Olympiad. He used the freedom of the an- 
cient comedy to lash the vices of the people . 
and having lost his life in a seafight between 
the Athenians and Lacedsmonians, his death 
was so lamented, that a statute was enacted, 
which decreed that no poet should thenceforth 
■erve in the wars. 

EURIPIDES, an ancient Greek poet, born in 
Uie island of Salamis, in the Istyear of the 75th 
Olympiad. I|e wrote a great number of trage- 



dies, which were highlv esteeinad, both in his 
life-thne, and after his death ; and nothing can 
^tter demonstrate the high esteem they wefe 
in, than the service tliey did to the Athenians 
In Sicily. The Athenian army under the com- 
mand of Nicias, suffered all the calamities that 
ill-fortune can reduce men to. The victors made 
A most cruel advantage of their victories : but, 
Jalthough they treated the Athenian soldiers 
witly so much inhumanity, yet they were ex- 
tremely kind to such as could repeat any of 
Euripides* verses. An unhappv accident con- 
cluded his life. He was walking in a wood, 
and, according to his usual manner, in deep 
mcditati6n,when unfortunately happening upon 
Archelaus* hounds, he was by them torn to pie- 
cefl|, in the 75th vear of his age. He is, of nil 
writers, remarkable for having interspersed mo- 
ral reflections and philosophical aphorisms in 
bis dramatic pieces. It is said that he used to 
shut himself up in a gloomy cave, and there 
compose his works. This cave was in the isle 
of Salamis, and Aulus GelUus had the curiosity 
to go into it. He composed his verses with great 
difficulty ; and pne day complained to the poet 
Alcestis, that in the last three days iic had been 
able to write but three verses, though he had 
laboured with all his might. Alcestis ot)3erved, 
with an air of high vanity, that he had written 
a hundred with the utmost ease. " Ay, but 
(says Euripides) you don*t consider the differ- 
ence : your verses are made to live no longer 
than these three days ; whereas mine are to con-, 
tinue for ever.'* There are now extant but 191 
of his tragedies, and part of a 20th ; though 
8uidas says that he composed 92. 

EURYDICE, wife of Amyntas, king of Ma- 
cedon, and mother of Philip. 

EURYDICE, daughter of Aridsus, was put] 
to death by Olympias. 

EU^DEN, Lawrence, an English divine and 
poet, born in Yorkshire, was preferred in 1718 
to the l^ureatshjp. He had several enemies ; 
Md, among others, Pppc, who put him into his 
Dunciad ; though we do not know what provo- 
cation he gave to any of them, unless, by being 
raised to the dignity of the laurel. Tie was no 
inconsiderable versifier, and died at his rectory. 
It Coninssby, Lincolnshire, in 1730. 

EUSEBIA, ahbess of St Cyr, at Marseilles, 
who cut off her nose to secure herself from tb^ 
brutality of the Saracens, in 731. 

EU.SEBIUS, Pamphllus, an ecclesiastical his^ 
torian, bom in Palestine, bishop of Ccsarea ; he 
opposed Arius, and died in 338. 

BUSEBIUS, a bishop of Berytns, and after- 
wards of Constantinople ; he died in 341. 

EUSEBIUS, a bishop of Emesa, in Syria, 
died iti 360. 

EUSEBIUS, bishop of Vercell, in Piedmont, 
leiKnded Athanasius, and died in 371. 

EUSEBIUS, bishop of Samosata, ftivoared, 
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and afterwards opposed Arlanism , he died in 
378. 

EUSEBIUS, bishop of Doryleuro, in Phrygia, 
was deposed in 449. 

EUSTACE, John Skey, a brave officer in the 
American war ; sometime aid to general Lee, 
and afterwards to general Greene: he went to 
Fiance in 1794, where he was made brigadier 
* najor general ; he retamed and died in 1805. -

EUSTAtJHE, David, a protestant minister, 
of Montpelier, sent by the synod of Ludun.in 
1669, to address the French king; his speech 
was much admired. 

EUSTACHIUS, Bartholomew, an ftallan 
physician, of the 16th century, who pulriislied 
anatomical tables ; he died in 1570. 

EUSTATHIUS, archbishop of Thessalonica^ 
was bom at Constantinople,and flourished about 
A. D. 1170. He is chiefly memorable for hia 
" Comni^itaries npon Homer.*' 

EUSTATHIUS, a learned Greek, commenta* 
tor on Homer and Dionysius the geographer ; 
he died in 1194. 

EUSTOCHIUM, a Roman lady, wcU skilled 
in Greek and Hebrew ; slie died in 419. 

EUSTRATIUS, a bishop of Nice, who wrote 
commentaries on Aristotle, lived in the 12th 
centuiy. 

EUTHYMIUS, an Isaurian, made patriarch 
of Constantinople, in 906; he was disidaced, 
and died in exile, in 910 or 911. 

EUTHYMIUS, Zigabenus, or Zigadenus, a 
Greek monk, of Constantinople, author of se- 
veral works, died after 1118. 

EUTOCIUS, a Greek mathematician, of the 
6th century, author of several works. 

EUTROPIUS, Flavius, an ItaUan sophist, af 
Suidas calls him, wrote a compendious history 
of Roman affairs, divided hito 10 books, from 
the foundation of the city, to the reign of Va- 
lens, (to whom it was dedicated,) that is,to A.D. 

EUTROPIUS, a eunnch, and minister to Ar- 
cadius, was consul, but was banished and be- 
headed about 399. 

EUTYCHES, an abbot of Constantinople, 
who maintained that Christ's body was an 
aerial form, and therefore not human. 

EUTYCHIANUS, pope, successor of FelU 
in 275, was martyred in 283. 

EUTYCHIUS, patriarch of Constantinople, 
in 553 ; deposed hi 564 ; restored, and diea in 
585. 

EUTYCHIUS, a Christian author, patriarch 
of Alexandria, was bora at Cairo, in Egypt, in 
^6, and became eminent in the knowledge of 
physic. He wrote annals from the beginning 
of the world to the year 900 ; in which may be 
found many things which occur no where else , 
but certainly many more which were collected 
fVom lying legends, and are entirely fabulous. 
He died in 950. 

EUZORIUS, a deacon of Alexandria, depo- 
sed and condemned by the council of Nice, for 
adhering to Arius ; he baptize4 Constantiiis, 
and died in 376. Another of the same name 
was bishop of Cesurea 

EVAGORAS, king of Cypras, was defeated 
by the Persians, and assassinated 394 B. C. 

EVAGORAS, a Greek writer, in the age of 
Augustus, author of a history of E^S3i>t, &c. 

E\rAGRIUS, a monk of the 5th century, au- 
thor of " Altercatio Simonis Judei et Theophill 
Chrlstianl." 

EVAGRIUS, a bishop of Andoch, died hi 
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EVACRIUS SCH0LASTICU8, an ancient 
ecclesiastical historian, born at Epiphania, a city 
of Syria Secumta, atraut the year 536. IJe pub- 
lished " Six BookB of Ecclesiasticat History/' 
beginniog with the year 43J ; where Tbcodoret, 
Socrates, and Soaomen, oooclude ; and ending 
with 594. It ia not certain when he died. 

EVAGRIUS, PonUcQs, a monk of the 4tb 
oentury, archdeacon of Conitantinople* 

EVANGELISTA. a learned civilian, aatbor 
of" Consulta varia in Jurocanonico,'* ltc,died 
1111505. 

EVANS, CbmeliuB, daring the civil wars be 
played the part of an impoator, pretended he 
was the prince of Walev, who had escaped from 
France ; was sent to Newgate, but escaped, and 
wai never after heard of. 

EVANS. Arise, a Wekh engineer, died about 
llic time or the rebellion. 

EVANS, Abel, generaUy styled Dr. Evana 
the Epigrammatist, lived at the end of the 17th 
and beginning of Uie 18th eenturiea. He was 
bursar to St. John's college, Oxford, viiar of 
Saint Giles*, and appears to have been inti- 
mate with Mr. Pope. 

EVANS, John, D. D., a dissenting minister, 
was popular as a preacher, and died in 1732. 

EVANS, Caleb, D. D., instructed young men 
Imt the dissenting ministry; be pufalisbedr - 
works, and died in 1791. 

EVANS, Evan, a clergyman, obtained no pre- 
ferment, and died of intemperance in 1790. 

EVANS, Nathaniel, a minister of N. Jersey, 
and a poet, was a missionary in the employ- 
ment of (he society for propagating the gospel ; 
he died in 767. 

EVANS, John, came from Emrland as deputy 
governor of Pennsylvania, in 17(». His unpopu- 
larity caused his impeachment and removal in 
1709. 

EVANS, Lewis, eminent for his acquain- 
tance with American geography, was surveyor 
in Philadelphia : be constructed many maps. 

EVANSON, Edward, a native of Warrington, 
author of some works, died in 1805. - 

EVANTIUS, an oki Latin poet, who wrote 
** De an^biguis, sive hybridis animalibus.** 

EVANTUS, a bishop of Vienne, in the €th 
century, died in SH/^- 

EVARISTUS, bishop of Rome in 100, was, 
martyred nine years after. 

EVELYN, John, one of the greatest natural 
nliiinsophers that England everp'roduced, was 
born at Wotton, in Surry, in 1620. Among his 
numerous writings (which are on the subjects 
of agriculture, navigation, commerce, antiqui- 
Ites, sculpture, painting, &c.) the most cele- 
brated At the present day is " Sylva ; or a Dis- 
course of Forest-Trees, and tjie Propagation of 
Timber in His Mi^esty^s Dominions." Full of 
aze and honours, this amiable author died Feb. 
87, 170^6, in his 86th year ; and was interred 
at Wotton, under a tomb of freestone, shaped 
like a coffin, with an inscription upon a white 
maible, expressing, according to his own Inten- 
tion, that, " Living in an age of extraordinary 
events and revolutions, he had I«>amed from 
Ihence this truth, which he desired might be 
fitus commnnicated to posterity. That all is 
itanity vAicA ia not honesty and that there U no 
onlid wiodom but tn real pietv.** The euloglunis 
wliich have been bestuwea upon bim are as 
l\umerou8 pis they are great. 

EVELYN, John, son of the preceding, at the 
life of 15 wroto an 9U:§Kii Gioek poem; he 
d;ea in 1098. 
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EVERARD, Sir Richard, baronet, was on 
prietary governor of North-Carolina, in 172.' 
after on arlministratlon of three or four yeara 
which was disturbed by controversies with olhei 
branches of the government, lie returned to £a 
gland.where he died in 1733. 

EVERDINGEN, Caesar Van, a Dutch paiiita 
of eminence, died in 1675. 

EVERETT, Oliver, minister in Boston foi 
some years ; afterwards judge of the court ol 
common pleas for Norfolk ; he died in 1802. 

EVREMOND ST., Charles de St. Denfi, 
lord of, a celebrated French officer and satirkiil 
writer, bom in Normandy, 1613, died 1703. Ai 
for religion, he always professed the Romish, ia 
which he was bom : though at the bottom he 
was certainly a freethinker : but whatever mimlah 
be hia sentiments of religion, he never let faO 
any loose expressions about it : be eonM not 
bear that any one should droU upon it ; for, saM 
he. " bare decency, and the regard due to one*fe 
fellow-creatures, will never sulfer it.*' 

EWALD, John, a native of CopenhageiL 
who, from a military life, studied divinity, ami 
wrote several poems of much merit; hedie4 
in 1781. 

EWING, John, D. D., minister in Philadeh 
phia, and provost of the college in that city ; 
he was much respected for his talents, learning, 
and piety, and died in 1802. 

EXPILLI, Claude d*, president of the parlia- 
ment of Grenoble, and a writer of some merit; 
he died in 1630. 

EXUPERIUS, a Romish saint« bishop of Ton- 
louse, distinguished for his charities, died about 
417. 

EYCK. SeeVANEYCK. 

EYKENS, Peter, a much admired paintor, 
of Antwerp, born in 1599. 

EYMAR, A. M. d', a deputy tram Forcal 
quier to the states-general, in 1789, much at* 
tached- to the principles of Rosseau, as a lovei 
of republicanism ; he died in 1805. 

EZEKIEL, the third of the great prophets, 
was a captive at Babylon, 509 B. C. 

EZEKIEL, an eminent Jew and poet, anthot 
of some fragments on Scripture subjects, flou 
rished, according to some, 300, according to 
otherp, SOO B. C. 

EZRA, one of the descendants of Aaron, sow 
of Seraiah ; he rebuilt the temple at Jerusalem 
about 407 B.C. 
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FABER, or, according to some, FEVBE LE. 
Nichelaus, a very ingenious, learned, and ploui 
man, born at Paris, in 154-1 During the course 
of hfa studies, a terrible accident happened to 
him. As he was cutting a pen, a bit of the quiO 
(|ew into his eye, and gave him such excessive 
pain, that hastily lifting up bis hand to it he 
struck it out with the knife. He applied hinf 
self to the matlieniatics pariiculariy ; in which 
he succeeded so well, that he discovered i.mme- 
diately the defect in Scallger's demonstration 
of the'quadrature of the circle. When Henry 
IV., of France, became at length the peaceable 
possessor of the crown, he appointed Falwrpre* 
ceptor to the prince of Conde. Dining this in»- 
portant trust, he found time to labour upon tome 
[considerable workr and composed his fine prcf- 
fkceto the ftagments of Hilary, in which he die- 
covered many important factp relating to the 
history of Arianism, not known before. After 
the death of Henry IV., be wasehoaea bf th4 
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Iiueen, preceptor to Lewis XUL He died in 
611. 

FABER, Tanaqail,in French, Taneguv le Pe- 
vre, a very learned man, bom at Caen, in Nor- 
teaniiy, in 1615. Cardinal de Riebclieu, settled 
on biin a penslbn of 9000 livros, to inspect all 
the works printed at the Louvre. He died in 
"673, leaving a son of bi^ own name, and two 
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of Venice, settled upjn hiii» a yeaily Htijind ot' 
jIOOO crowns in gold, and honoured liiin ivlili a 
BUuue and a gold chain. He died about ItU^, 
leaving behind him several trcatities both in 
jihysic and chhrurgery. 

FABRICII'S, George, a learned Gemuin, bom 
in Upper Saxony, 1316. Hits chief work iii en 
titled " Roma,'* containing a description of ttiat

FABLiN,a saint of the Romish church, who 
was made pope, in 896, and su&red martyrdom 
In the reign of the emperor Decius. 

FABIAN, Robert, author of the »» Chronicle 
of England and France,'^ or, as he himself calls 
it, " The Concordance of Stories," was tx>m in 
London, in the 15th century. He was brought 
up to trade, and became so considerable a mer- 
chant, that he was chosen an alderman of that 
city » and in 14«3, was cue of the sheriiTs for 
tile same. He died at London, in 1512, and 
Waf buried in St. Michael's, Comhill. 

FAIVIUS.MaximuB RuUianu8.a Roman,master 
of the horse, and afterwards dictator, S87 B. C. 

FABiUS, Maximus Uuintus, an illustrious 
Roman general, who opposed Hannibal in Italy ; 
he died 203 B. C. 

FABIUS, Pictor. the first Lathi historian 
mentioned among the Romans, SS5 B. C. 

FABRE, Jean Claude, a priest of the orato- 
ry of Paris, known as an indefatigable compi- 
ler, died in 1753. 

FABRE, N., a native of Languedoc, who 
voluntarily submitted to 6 years confinement in 
the galleys, to save his father firom that punisli- 
ment in 1753. 



Mazaire, successively an actor, a comic writer, 
and astatesnian, was the friend of Danton, and 
other promoters of the infernal butcheries, dui^ 
iiig the revolution ; he was himself guillotinecl 
in 1794. 
FABRETTI, Raphael, a very learned anti- 

Juary of Italy,bom at Urbino, in 1619 ; died 1700. 
abretti had an admirable talent for decypliering 
the most difficult inscriptions ; and discovered 
a method of making something out of those 
which seemed entirely disfigured through age, 
and the letters of which were effaced in such a 
maimer as not to be dlicemable. He cleaned 
the surface of the stone, virlthont touching those 
places where the letters had been engraven. 
He then laid upon it a piece of thick paper well 
moistened, and pressed it with a sponge, or 
wooden frfn, covered with linen; by which 
means llie paper entered intti the cavity of the 
letters and taking up the dust ther6, discovered 
the traces of the letters. 

FABRI, Honore, a learned Jesuit, professor 
)f philosophy, at Lyons, and penitentiary at 
Aome, died in 1688. He is said to have disco- 
rered the circulation of the blood before Hervey. 

FABRIANO, Gentile da, a historical painter, 
of Verona, who deservedly attained the honours 
of Venetian nobihty { he died in 1412. 

FABRICIUS, Caius, a Roman general, who 
conquered the Saronites, and spumed the offers 
of Pyrrhus to bribe him. He afterwards expos- 
ed to Pyrrhus, the plot of his "viysician to poi- 
son him. 350 B. C. 

FABRICIUS, WHliam, a surgeon and physi- 
cian, at Berne, autlior of several surgical works, 
died in 1634. 

FABRICIUS, Jevome, an Italian, was a phy 
■ician of vast repute in hit day The lepuhlic I 
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poems, wriuen with great purity and elegance, 

id died in 1571. 

FABRICIUS, John Lewis, professor of then- 
be^ and philosophy, at Heidelberg, and also 
ecclesiastical counsellor to the elector, died at 
Frankfort, in 1697. 

FABRICIUS, Vincent, a learned Geroian 
bora at Hamburgh. He wrote Latin poetry with 
ease and elegance ; he was counsellor to the 
bishop of Lubec, and 13 thnes deputy to Poland ; 
he died in 1667. 

FABRICIUS. John Albert, a most learned 
and laborious historian and critic, honi at Leip- 
sic, 1668, died 1736. Fabricius bas laid the whole 
learned world under the greatest obligations ; 
since he has contributed, more perhaps than 
any other man ever did, to abridge and shorten 
the fatigue and drudgery which scholars are 
obliged to undergo, in order to be acquaimed 
with the materials of their profession. 

FABRICIUS, Baron, known to the public b> 
his leners relating to Charles XII., of Sweden, 
during his residence in the Ottoman empire. 
He stood very high in the good graces of that 
prinee ; accompanied him in his exercises, was 
frequently at his table, and spent hours alone 
with him in his closet. He had but one enemy 
in the court, viz. general Daidorf, who was

ed the king's camp at Bender. Fabricius took 
pains to find him out, reteaoed hiin, and suppli- 
ed him with money ; which so entirely van- 
quished the general, that he afterwards bei *me 
a warm friend. This amiable-person was le- 
wise in ftivour with king Bunisiaus, and with 
George I., whom he accompanied in his last 
journey to Hanover, and who may be said to 
have died in his arms. 

FABRICIUS, Cliarles, a painter, of Delft 
who gave indications of great merit, perished 
in his house, with his pupil Spoors, by the ex- 
plosion of a powder magazine. 

FABRONl, Angiolo, a native of Tuscany, 
wa!> prior of St. Lorenzo's church, at Florence, 
and curator of Pisa University. He wrote an 
account of the illuBtriotis men of the house of 
Medicis, and another of the leam*^ men of 
Italy in the 17th and 18th centuries, in 31 vols ; 
he died in 1803. 

FABROT, Charles Hannibal, a French advo- 
cate and professor of law, at Alx, in Provence. 
He published, at Paris, an edition of the Basi- 
licie, or the constitutions of the Eastern empe- 
rors, and other valuable and imporuuP forks, 
and died in 1659. 

FACCIOLATI, Giacomo, an Italiat irator 
and grammarian, of Padua, died in 176ft 

FACHETTI, Pietro, an eminent pain^ir, of 
Mantna. died at Rome, hi 1613. 

PACINI, Pietro, a historical painter, of BO' 
logna, pupil to Annibal Carracci, died in 1603. 

FACfO, Bartholomeo, a Genoese h^torian 
and biograpiiical writer, in Latin, bom at Spex- 
zio, in Genoa, died in 1457. 

F ACUN DUS, bishop of Hermianum, in Asia, 
durins the reign of JusUnlan.

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FAIST£NBBR6£a, Anthony, a dutingui8li> 
ed landscape painter, of Lispruclc died in 1728

FALCANDUB, Hugo, an accurate historian, 
of Sicily ; the time oc iiis death is unknown. 

FALCONBERG, Mary, countess of, third 
daughter of Oliver Cromwell, was a woman of 
great beauty^ and uncommon strength of minsL 
On the deposition <^ her brother Richard, sli« 
exerted her iniSuence in favor of the restora- 
tion of Charlea II. She died in 1712. 

FALCONB, da Beneventc^ secretary to pop« 
Innocent II., and author of a History of Nable* 
from 1103 to 1140. 

FALCONER. William, an ingenioua Scotoli 
sailor, author of a " Marine Dictionary/' 4to., 
and of a cbarming pathetic poem called ** Th« 
Shipwreck,** fqundedon a disaster experienced 
b^ himself; in a second calamity of whicb 
kmd he lost his nfe^ in 1770, oa boaid of Una 
Aurora frigate. 

FALCONET, CamiUe, an eminentpbysiciaBy 
of Lyons, a member of the Freuch academy, 
died in 1761. His library contained nearly 
500,000 volumes. 

FALCONl'A, Proba, a Latin poetess, wh» 
lived in the age of Theodosius. 

FALDA, Giovanni Baptista, tm admired 
Italian engraver of the last century. 

FALETI, Jeronimo, a poet, historian, and 
statesman, of Savona, near Genoa, ambassador 
from the duke of Ferrara to Venice, lived about 
156a 

FAIilERI, Ordelalo, a doge of Venice, was 
killed at the siefie of a revolted city in Dalma* 
Ua, in 1120. 

F ALIERI, Marino Ji doge qf Venice, who was 
detected in a plot to render himself absolute, by 
the assassination of all the ■eiia4ors; he waa 
executed in 1354, at the age of 60, with abo«4 , 
400 of his associates. 

FALK, John Peter, a Swede, who studied bo 
tanyaad medicine under Linineus, and was sf 
terwards fHtifessor of botany M Petersburgb 
he died in 1774. 

FALKENSTEIN, John Henry, dbector of ai 
academy of noblemen at Erlingai, and after- 
wards in the service of the marnave of Ana 
pach; he died in 1760. 
•^ FALKLAND, lord. See CARY. 

FALLE,PhUima clergyman, author of th« 
History of Jersey, wltere he was -bom in 16i>5. 

FALLOPlUS, Gabriel, bom at Modena, in 
1490. He possessed great powers of mind, whicli 
he cultivated by an intense appUcotien to liis 
studies in philosophy, physic, botany, and ana- 
tomy. In tliia last he made some new discoveries, 
and, among the rest, that of the tubes by whicb 
the ova descend from the ovarium^ and which, 
from him, are called the " FaUopian tubes.** 
He died at Padua, in 1563. 

FALS, Raymond, a. medal engraver, settled 
at Paris, where he obtained a pensiou of 1200 
Uvres, died at Berlin, in 1703. 
FALSTAPP. SeeFAaTOLP. 
FAIiSTER, Christian, a Danish critic, whose 
writfngs are numerous ; the time of Jiia death Jt 
unknown. 

FANCOURT, Samuel, an English dissentimt 
clergyman and controversial writer, and insti- 
totor or promoter of the first circulating library 
ever opened iu England. He died in 1768, aged 
00 years. 
^ FANEUIL, Peter, /boiidar of FueuU ban, te 



ADDIN, a Persian, author of a history of the 
Moguls, was vizier to Cazan, the sultan of Tau- 
rus, about 1294. 

FAERNUS, Gab^el, a native of Cremona, 
was a favourite of pope Pius IV., and was dis- 
tinguished as a critic and poet in the 16(h cen- 
tury ; he died in 1561. 

FAGAN, Christopher, a French comic poet, 
bom 1702, died HS.*). His plays were printed in 
4 Vols. 12mo, iu 1760. 

PAGE, Raimoud de la, an artist, celebrated 
for his drawings with the pen and Indiaa ink ; 
be died at Languedpc, in 1690. 

PAGIUS, Paul, aUas BUCHLIN, a very 
learned protestant German minister, bora at 
Rheiuzabem, in 1504. He and Bucer went to 
England, upon receiving letters from Cranmer, 
in 1549, were entertained some days in the pa- 
lace at Lambeth, and destined to reside at Cam- 
bridge, where they were to perfect anew trans- 
ition and illustration of the Scriptures, Fagius 
taking the Old Testament, and Bucor tlie New, 
for their several parts. But this was all put an 
end to by the sudden illness and death of both 
these professors. Fagius died Nov. 1550 ;. ahd 
Bucer did not live above a year after. 

PAGNANl, Prospero, an Italian commenta- 
tor on the 5 books of the decreiais, and secreta- 
ry to the holy coatgregatioa, died in 1678. 

FAGNANO, Julius Charies, count of, mar- 
quis of Toschi, author of aireatise on the pro- 
perties aud use of the geouietrical curve; be 
died in 1760. 

FAGON, Guy Crescent, an eminent physi 
ciaa and botanist, of Paris, professor of botanpr 
and chymistry in the royal gardens, and physi- 
cian to Louis XIV., died in 1718. One of his 
sons became a bishop, the oUier a counselku* of 
state. 

FAGUNDY, Stephen, a Portuguese Jesuit, 
died at Lisbon, in 1645. 

FAHRENHEIT, Gabriel panlel, a natural 
philosopher, eminent for his great improvements 
la tl>e construction of thermometers, was bpra 
9t Dantzic, 1&^. He published a " Disserta- 
tion on Thermometers,*' 17^, and died in 1736. 
FAILLE,Willi.im dela, a syndic ot'Toulouse, 
and author of a history of that city, died in 1711. 
FAIRCLOUGH, Samuel, an English clergy- 
man, educated at Cambridge, died in 1678. 

FAIRFAX, Edward, an English poet, who 
flourished in the reigns of Elizabeth and James 
I., aud chiefly distinguished himself by atrans- 
laticm of Tasso's " Godfrey of Bouillon.*' His 
merits were so great, that Waller professed to 
limve learnt from him the art of versification. 
He was born at D/euton, in Yorkshire, and died 
in 1632. 
FAIRFAX, Thomas, lord, general of the 

Sarliament forces against Charles 1., died 1671. 
ee CROMWELL, Oliver. 
FAIRFAX, Brian, minister of the epLocopal 
churcli in Alexandria, Virginia, died in 1802. 

FAIRTIIORNE, William, an eminent English 
painter and engraver, who fiuurishedin the 17th 
century. He wrote a book " Upon Drawing, 
Graving, and Etching/* for which he was ce^- 
brated uy his friend Flatman, the poet, in an 
elegy which ends with these lines : 
** So long as brass, so long as books endure, 
" So long as neat- wrought pieces, tbour*t se- 
cure ; 
"A Tairthorne sculpsit,* is a charm can 

gave 
• From dull oblivion and a gaping grave.*'

e^infaorno was bora about 1616, and died le&I. hotm, di«d fn 1742. 
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FANNING, Edmaod, LL. D., a native of 
Connecticut, settled as a lawyer in Nortb-Caro- 
iina. In the war of the revolation, he united 
witli the Britisli, and waa conspicuous, for the 
bitterness and zeal he displayed against his coun- 
trymen. Re was afterwards made a general in 
the British sanrice, and lieutenant-governor of 
Nova-Scotia. He died in 1818. 

FANNIUS, sumamed Strabo, a Roman, 
known by his law to check the extravagance of 
his countrymen. Another of the same name, 
wrote an account of Nero's reign, which is lost. 
FANSHAW,8ir Richard, an English gentle- 
man, famyus for his embassies and poetic writ- 
ings, born at Ware P<trk, in Hertfordshire, 1607, 
died 16G0. A translation by him, of the *' Pastor 
Fido** of Guartni, did him much credit. Some 
interesting private historv of this family will 
found hi Mr. Seward's " Anecdotes of Distin- 
guished Persons." . 
FAROBLLA, Michael Angelo, professor of 
natural history and astronomy at Padua, died at 
Naples, in 1718. 

FARE, Charles Augustus, marquis de la, a 
eaptain in the French guards, known as the au- 
thor of Memoirs on the reign of Louis XIV., 
died in 1713. 

FARBL, William, an able reformer. l>om in 
1489. Being driven from Paris, as a protestant, 
he went to Strasbui^h, Geneva, Basil and NenT- 
ehatel. where he preached the doctrines <^ tlie 
leformation, with seal, ability, and success, 
although opposed with ridicule and abuse. He 
was the aasociaie of Calvin, and died in 1565. 
FARET, Nkholas, one of the firsl members 
of Hbe French academy, died in 1646. 

PAR IN, Emanuel de Soosa, a Portuguese 
kalght, and ambassador at Rome, distinguished 
■B a poet and historian, died in 1660. 

FARINACCIO, Prosper, an lUUian lawyer, 
whose writings oa the civil law, are much 
Mteemed atRome, died in 1618. 

FARINATO, Paul, an eminent Italian painter^ 
bom at Verona, 1993, and cat, it is said, out of 
Us mother's womb, who was just dead in hi- 
bonr. He was famous also for being an ez- 
edlent swordsman and a very good wator, and 
fl»r Ms knowledge in sealpture and architeeture, 
enpecially that rartof it which relates tofortlfi- 
ea^ns. His last moments we said to have 
been as remarkable as his first, on account of 
rtae death of his nearest relation. He lay upon 
Ms death-bed In 1606, and hie wife, who was 
•fck in the same room, hearing him err out, 
**he was going,*' toM him, *'she would bear 
hhn company r' and was as good as her word, 
thev both expiring at the very same minute. 

FARINBLLI, Carlo Broschi, an Italian sing- 
er, born at Naples 1705 ; and, being trained to 
jlndng, acqnired great reputation at Rome and 
at Bologna. The fame of his great talents reach- 
kif England, he was engaged to sing tai the 
opera at London, in 1734 ; for England was 
Hien, as it is eminently now, the place of all 
places for fiddlers, singers, dancers, tumblers, 
flbarpers, and impostors of every kind, to flock 
to and grow rich. His arrival in that country 
was in the new8|NM>ers announced to the public 
as an event worthy of national attention. Upon 
what terms Farinelli, was engaged to sing is not 
known to any degree of certainty ; his salary, 
however, be it what it migin, bore but small 
moportfon to the annual amount of his profits. 
The excessive fondness which the nobility dis- 
eovered for this person, tlie caresses they be- 
stowed on, and the presents they n^de him,' 
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ty was prodigality, and their applause adora- 
tion. "One God, one Farinelli !" will be long 
remembered of a lady of distinction, who, be- 
ing charmed with a particular passage in one of 
bis songs, uttered aloud from the boxes that im- 
pious exclamation, lie quitted Enf^land in 1737. 

FARINGDO.N. Anthony, an English divine, 
and author of several volumes of sermons, died 
hi 1658. 

FARMER, Hugh, a didsentins mhiisfer, edti- 
cated. under Dr. Doddridge, and known as a 
theolf^ical writer ; he died in 1787. 

FARMER, Dr. Richard, master of Emmanuel 
College, Cambrid;;e, principal librarian to the 
university, ftc. ice. , was iKirn at Leicester, in 
1735, ami distinguislied, himself in the walks 
of literature by a very masterly *' Essay on the 
Learning of Shak^pcare ;" in which he decided 
a point that had been much liti«!ated among the 
learned. For a man of liis rare endowments 
he published but little: the essay already men- 
tioned : some ** Notes on Shakspeare ;" a " Poem 
on laying the firsl stone of the public library in 
1755,** and a sonnet on the king's death, in 1760, 
(both in the Cambridge collection of verses^ 
" Directions for the stuily of En^ish History *• 
(Europ. Mag. xix. 415,) and a " Letter on Dei*- 
nis the Critic," (Eump. Ma?, xx v. 412,) being all 
that is known. Dr. F., however, assisted manv 
authors in various works, for which he receivel 
tlieir public acknowledgments and thanks He 
died in 1797. 

FARNABY, Thomas, ah En«;Iishgramma 
rian and critic, bom in London, in 1575, died in 
1647. 

FARNESE, Peter liOufs, son of pope Paul 
HI., by a secret marriage, duke of Panna, and 
Placentia, was assassinated in 1547, on accotmt 
of his tvnuiny and delmuchery. 

FARNESE, Alexander, known by the title 
of cardinal Farnese, was son of the first duke 
of Parma, and born 1530 (tong before his father 
was advanced to the dukedom.) At fourteen 
jrears of age he was made bishop of Parma by 
Clement vll. Paul III., raised him to the 
purple in 1554, and employed him in various 
les. He died in 1589, lamented as a true 
patron of fhe ana, and protector of men of 
letters. 

FARNESE, Alexander, nephew to the Cardi 
nal. was the 3d duke of Parmn, and governor 
of the Low Countries. He was mortally wound- 
ed, at the siege of Rouen by Henry IV., of 
France and died in 1592. 

FARNEWORTH, Ellis, distinguished by 
translating some eminent authors, was bom at 
BonteshaH, in Derbyshire, and died 1763. His 
publications were, " The Life of Pope Sixtus 
v., translated from the ItaliaD," "Davila's 
History of France,'* " The works of Macbiavei, 
illustrated with Annotations, Dissertations, and 
several new plans on the art of war." 

FARCIUHAR, George, an ingenious comic 
writer, was the son of a clergyman, in Ireland, 
and bom at Londonderry, in 1678. In 1696 he 
went to London, and was solicited by his Hiend 
Wilks, the celebrated actor, to write a play ; but 
he was still more substantially invited by a 
genteel accommodation, which suffered him to 
exercise his genius at his leisure : for the earl of 
Orrery, who was a patron as well as maker of 
letters, conferred a lieutenant'sconimission upon 
him in his own regiment in Ireland, which 
Farquhar held several years, and behaved him- 
self so well as an officer, Bivine several proofs 
both of courage and conduct. He died In ;*- ~

F ASTOLFF, Sir John, a valiant and renowned 
general during the Engli^-li conqaestjs in Prance, 
oorn at Yarmouth, in Nortulk.in 1377, died 1450. 
he wail knighted in the AkIU, and honoured with, 
the Garter. Sir John was a benefactor to both 
the universities, betiueaihiiig a considerable le- 
0icy to Cambridge for building the M:hool8 of 
Phiiooophy and Civil Law ; and at Oxford be 
was so bountiful to Magdalen College, that his 
name is there commemorated in an anniversary 
speech. Shakspeare has been very unjustly, 
accused of having drawn Ins sir John Falstaif 
to ridicule this gri'at and good man. 

FAUCHET, Claude, vicar-general to the arch- 
bishop of Bruges, and preacher to Louis XVL 
His manner of preaching disgusting tlie mo- 
narch, Fauchet became a bitter enemy of the go- 
vernment, a leader in the destruction of the Bas- 
tii^, and a member of the national , assembly 
and of the convention ; he was guillotined in 
1793. 

FAUCHET, Claude, a French antiquarian, 
•Jid, historiographer to Henry IV., died in 1601. 
His writings are valuable, but inelegantly writ- 
ten. 

FAUCHEUR, Michael le, a French protestant 
divine, admired as a preacher, died at Paris, in 
1667. 

FAUGERES,Margaretta v., distinguished for 
her literary accomplishments, was a native of 
the state of New- York ; she was unfortunate in 
her marriage, and died in 1601. She published 
several little poems. 

FAULKNER, George, a worthy printer, of 
Dublin, of no mean celebrity, being the Arst roan 
who carried his profession to a high degree of 
credit in I reland. He was the confidential prin- 
ter of dean Swift ; and enjoyed the friendship 



d patronage of the eari of Chesterfield, whose 
nical letters to Faulkner, comparing him tc 
Atticus, are perhaps the finest parts of bis writ- 



ings. He settled at Dublin, as a printer and 
bookseller, soon after the year 1726 ; raised 
there a very comfortable fortune by his well- 
known *' Journal.** and other laudable under- 
takings ; and died an alderman of Dublin, Aug. 
28,1775. 

FAUQUIER, Francis, succeeded governor 
Dinwiddle, as chief magistrate of the colony of 
Virginia. He was respected for his integrity, 
talents, and piety, and was extremely popular 
with the colonists; he died in 1768. 

FAUR, Guy de, lord of Pibrac, advocate-gene- 
ral of the pariiament of Paris, and couwiellor of 
state, known also as a poet ; he died in 1564. 

PA UST, or F AUSTUS Bee FUST. 

FAUST A, Flavia Maxiimana, second wife of 
the emperor Consuntine, was suffocated in a 
hath, for her incontinence, in 3S!7. 

FAUSTINA, Anna Galeria, the wife of An- 
toninus Plus, known only for her profligacy, 
died in 141. 

FAUSTUS, an English monk, abbot of the 
monastery of the Ij<>rin islands, and afterwards 
bishop of Riez, m Provence ; he died in 481. 

FA V ART, Charies Simon, a Parisian, known 
for his admired operas, died in 1793. 

FAVART,Marie Justhie Benoite, a celebrated 
French actress, wife of the preceding, died in 

rm 

FAVOLTUS, Hugo, a Dutch physician and 
poet, died in 1585. 

FAVORINUS, a Platonic philosopher, who 
ttved In the aze of Adrian. 
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keeper of the mcndlcean library, and afterwarda 
bishop of Nocera ; he died in 1537. 

FAVRE, Antliony, an eminent lawyer mt 
Bresse, afterwards governor of Savoy, died in ^ 
1G24. * 

PA VRE, Claude. SeeVAUGELAS. 

FA WCETT, sir William, an English ofllcer 
of great merit, who, for his services, was pro- 
moted to the rank of ^neral, made a knight of 
the bath, and governor of Chelsea hospital ; b« 
died in 1804. 

FAWKES, Francis, an ingenious English 
poet and divine, bom in Yorkshire, 1721. He 
published a volume of poems, by si^pscription, 
1761, in 8voi and several poems afterwards. 
But his great streugth is supposed to have Iain 
in translation ; as his Anacreon, Sappho, Bion, 
Moschus; Musieus, and Theocritus, show. His 
name is set to a ** Family Bible, with notes, 
1761 ** in 4to. He died Aug. 96, 1777. 

FA YDIT, Anselm, a Provencal poet, or troiv 
badour, celebrated among the princes of his 
time for his wit, and the elegance of his man- 
ners ; he died in 1220. 

FAYDIT, Peter, a French priest, known for 
his satirical attacks on Bossuet and Fendon, 
died in 1709. 

FAYETTE, Louisa de la,a French lady of 
great celebrity, maid of honour to Anne of Aus- 
tria, ftnd the confident of Louis XIII., retired to 
a convent, after reconciling the monarch to his 
queen, where she died universally beloved and 
esteem ed. 

FAYETTE, Marie Madeleine, countess of,m 
French lady, more disdnsuished by her literary 
productions than by her family. She was mar- 
ried to the count de Fayette, in 1655. and died in 
1603. The principal works of this lady are, 
^'Zaide,'* a romance often printed, and **La 
Princesse de Cleves,** a romance also, to which 
Fontenelle is said to have gtven four readincn. 
M. Fayette was so regardless of fame, that she 
published these worn under the name of 8e- 
grais, who, however, is supposed to have been 
no farther concerned than in aiding a little in 
the design of them. Voltaire says, that the ro- 
mances of Fayette were the lint which exhi- 
bited the manners of people of fashion in « 
graceful, easy, natural way : all before having 
been pompous, bombast, and swelling every 
thing beyond nature and life. 

FEARNE, Charies, an eminent English con- 
veyancer, and author of a w^-known work, 
entitled, "An Essay on Contingent Remainders 
and Executory Devises,** bom in 174S, died Jan. 
21 1794. 

FEATLET,orFAIRCLOUGH,Daniel, D.D., 
an English divine, celebrated as an able theok>- 
gian, and as a popular and eloquent preacher; 
he was provost of Chelsea coU^e, where hs 
died in 1645. 

FECHT, or FECHTIUS. John, s Lutheran 
divine, settled at Rostock, died in 1716. 

FECKENHAM, John de, so called because 
he was bora of poor parents, in acottace, near 
the forest of Fedcenham, in Worcestershire, his 
right name being Bowman. He was the last 
aMot of Westminster, and died in 1585. CasK 
den calls him a " learned and good man, that 
lived k>ng, did a treat deal of good to the poor, 
and always solldted the minds of his adver- 
- to" 



FEUOO, Benedici Jerom, a Spanish 
dictine, who attempted, by his writings, to ex- 
pose the ignorance of the clergy, and the InutK 
lityofnilnimsges,JBe. He died in 1765. 



FAVORINUS, Varinus, s Benedictine mank,! FEITHUS, Evcraid, % toamia Gennan, wb0 
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retired to France, where he became oontptcu- 
ous for his learning, and was honuured with the 
friendship oT the raoel eminent literary men of 
that country. 
FBLlUiExV, Andrew, counsellor and blstorio- 

KapJier to the king of France, liom at Chartres, 
161;^, died l(i95. Uis '' Dialogues upon the 
Lives of the Painters" have done him great ho- 
nour. 

FJpILTBIEN, John Francis, son of the preced- 
ing, inlierited from his father a taste and know- 
ledge of the fine arts, and succeeded him in all 
his appointments; he died in 1733. 

FfiLIBlEN. James, brotlier of Andrew, and 
archdeacon or Chartres, died in 1716. 

F£IiIBI£N, Michael, son of Andrew, 
tbor of reputation, died in 1719. 

FGLIXffuvernorof Judea,in the reign ef Nero. 

FELIX, bishop of Urgello, in Spain, deposed 
for heretical opinions, died in exile in 815. 

FELIX, MinutJus, a father of the primitiTe 
church, who flourished in the 3d century, about 
the year 3ii0. He wrote a rery elegant dialogue 
in defence of the Christian religion, entitled 
»*Octavius.** 

FELIX L, pope aAer Dionysius, was pot to 
death in 274, and canonized. 

FELIX II., was elected pope in 355, and af- 
terwards died in exile in 3(S. 

FELIX lit., elevated to the papacy in tlie 
reiijn n( Keno, died in 49S. 

FELIX IV., a pious and exemplary prelate, 
wa^ chosen pope in 526, and died four years after. 

FELL, Dr. John, an eminently learned di- 
vine, and bisliop of Oxtbrd, born atLoncworth, 
ia BerkshK-e, 1625, died 16.i0. 

FELL, John-, an English dissenting minister, 
tutor of an academy at Horoerton, died in 1797. 

FELLER, Joachim Frederic, a learned Ger- 
man, secreury to the duke of Weimar, died in 
172«. 

FELLER, Francis Xavier, an ex-Jesuit, of 
Brussels, author of Observations on Newton*8 
Philosophy, and on Buffon*s works, witli other 
writings ; he died in 1803. 

PELLTUAM, Owen, a miscellaneons writer, 
born in Suffolk, who lived many years in tlie 
family of the earl of Thomond, wrote a book of 
great merit, called ** Resolves, Divine, Moral, 
and Polhieal,** many editions of which have 
l»i;en published. lie died about 1678. 

FELTON, John, an Englishman, known only 
as the murderer of Villiers, duke of Bucking- 
ham, in 1638, for which he was executed. His 
father and grandfatlKr had been executed be- 
fore him, as bigoted and seditious catholics. 

FELTON, Henry, principal of Edmund hal, 
Oxford, died in 173». 

FENDALL, Josias, governor and chief jus- 
tice of the province of Maryland, was succeeded 
in nUiO by Calvert. He was afterwards banished 
fiom the province, for misdemeanors. 

FEXBLON, Francis de Salignac de la Motte, 
areirtiishop of Cambray, bora at the castle of 
Fenelon, in tlie province of Perigord, 1651, died 
1715. He wrote many works; but What has 
gaiiuMl him the greatest reputation, and for 
which lie will be immortal, is his *'Telemachus.** 
Tio work ever had a greater reputation; the 
sivlc of it Is lively, natural, and beautiful ; the 
fictionvweH contrived ; the moral sublime ; and 
riie political maxims tending all to the happiness 
of mankind. He pubKsfacd another considerable 
work, entitled, " A Demonstradon of the Being^ 
of God, grounded on the knowledge of Nature, 
and suited to the meanest tapadly ;** wltle*i ' 
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one of the best books that is written in Frenchf 
upon that subject. 

FENN, Sir John, a very learned antiquary, 
born in Norwich, 1739, died February, 1794, hav 
ing greatly distinguished hUnself by hhi applica 
tion to the study of natural history and antiqui 
ties, which enabled him to collect and publtBh 
in 4 vols. 4to, a large collection of " Original 
Letters, written during the reigns of Henry VL, 
Edward IV., Richard HI., and Henry VIL," by 
such of the Paston family, and others, as were 
personally present in court and camp, and were, 
in those times, persons of great consequence in 
the county or Norfolk. These letters contain 
many curious and authentic state anecdotes, re- 
lating not only to Norfolk, but to the Icingdom ia 
general, and to the wars in France. 

FENNER, Arthur, governor of the state of 
Rhode-Island, died in 1805. 

FENTON, sir Geoffrey, an eminent write* 
arid statesman during the reigns of Elizabeth 
and James I., was born in Nottinghamshire, and 
died in 1606. He is known by a translation 
from the Italian of "The History of the Wars 
of Italy, by Guiciardini 

FENTON, Elijah, secretary to the eari of Oi^ 
rety, an elegant poet, and one of the worthies^ 
and most modest men that ever adorned the 
court of Apollo. In 1717 he published a volume 
of poems, and in 1723 introduced upon the stage 
his tragedy of " Mariamne." Fenton was much 
beloved by Mr. Pope, who, after his death,(i730) 
honoured him with the following epitaph : 

" This modest stone, what few vain marbles caii.> 
" May truly say, Here Ues an honest man : 
" A poet bless'd beyond a pbet's fate, 
" Whom Heaven kept sacred from the proud 

and great : 
" Foe to loud praise, and friend to learned ease, 
" Content with science hi the vale of peace, 
'* Calmly lie looked on either life, and here 
" Saw nothing to regret, or there to fear : 
" From Nature's temperate feast rose satisfied, 
" Thank'dheav'n that he had liv'd, and that he 

died.'* 

FERAJUOLI, Nuzio, an eminent Italian 
landscape ratnter in the 17th century. 

FERDINAND 1., emperor of Germany, wai 
crowned king of Hungary, in 1527, elected Iring 
Qf the Romans, In 1531, and succeeded hhi bro- 
ther Charles V. as emperor, in 1558 ; he died in 
1564. 

FERDINAND IT., king of Bohemia andHun^ 
gary, and emperor of Germany, in 1619 ; after 
snbdulng his revolted Bohemian subjects, and 
waging successful war against Denmark, and 
other neighbouring powers, he died at Vienna, 
in 1637. 

FERDINAND III., son of the preceding, wet' 
also king of Bohemia, &c., and emperor or Ger- 
many. His plans of ambition and aggrandize- 
ment were successfully opposed by the Swedes, 
under the duke of Weimar, and by the French, 
under the great Conde, until the peace of West- 
phalia, &c. : the emperor died in 1657. 

FERDINAND L, King of Castile and Leon, 
aurnamed the Great, defeated the Idng of Leon, 
and usurped his throne ; he penetrated into the 
centre of Portugal, and afterwards defeated and 
killed his brother, the king of NaVarre ; he died 
in 1065. 

FERDINAND ft., king of Castile and Leon, 

id son of Alphonso VI 11., died in 1187. 
. , FERDINAND IH., St., obtained the throne 
iilfof Gaetileon the abdication of his mother; and 
16* 
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thai of Leoii, on tJie duaiii ot ills t'atb«r, Al- ilwJikli he retfffned in favour of Mr. PugtuS 
phonso IX., in 1330 ; he made war succcMtfully " " ' *' """* 

a^ttist Uie Moors, aud flied in 1^25-2. 

PERDIN AND I v., succeeded to Uie throne of 
Castile at 10 years of age, and diedauddeoly in 
1313. 

FERDINAND V., sumaroed the Catholic, 
nnited the kingdoms of Castile and Arra^n, by 
bis marriage with Isabella, of Castile. During 
tlieir reign, the Moorish power in Spain was de- 
stroyed by Ferdinand, and a new world was 
added to their dominions, by the discoveries of 
Columbus ; he died in 1510. 

FERDINAND VI., surnamed the Wise, sue- 
eeeded his father, Philip V., in 1746. ^e was 
distinguished for his justice, prudence, and be- 
nevolence, and his reign was prosperous and 
popular ; he died in 1759. 

FERDINAND I., king of Naples and Sicily, 
although a patron of commerce and the arts, was 
unpopular for his cruelties ; he died in 1404. 

FERDINAND, king of Portugal, died in 1383, 
aAer a turbulent and unfortunate reign. 

FERDINAND I., grand duke of Tuscany, 
eminent for the wisdom and energy of his go- 
vernment; lie died in 1609. 

FERDINAND 11., grand duke of Tuscany, 
after Cosmo II., was respected by all, for thede- 
aded and impartial neutrality he preserved dur- 
ing the wars between France and Spain; he died 
In 1668. 

FERDINAND, of Cordova, a Spaniard, of the 
15th century, so conspicuous for his learning, 
that he was corisidered by the vulgar as a magi- 
cian. 

FERDINAND LOPEZ, a Portuguese, who, In 
tiie 16th century, visft«?d the East Indies, and 
l^ublished a valuable account of his voyage, &c. 

FERDINAND, Charles, a poet and philoso- 
pher, of Bruges, died at Paris, in 1494. 

FERDINAND, John, a Jesuit, of Toledo, 
Ituown as a theological writer, died in 1595. 

FERDINAND DE JESUS, an eloquent Car- 
Boelite monk, of Spain, in the 17th century. 

FBRDIN ANDI, Epiphanius, an eminent phy- 
•Ician, died in 1638. 

FERDOUSl, Hassan Ben Scharf, the most 
celebrated of all the Persian poets. Hip epic 
aoem, entiUcd " Sc'hanamek,** that is, '* The 
History,'* contains the annals of the kings of 
Persia, and consists of 60,000 verses. Ferdousi 
•uunnosed this poem at the command of the sul- 
tan Nahmoud, and was employed upon it thirty 
fears; after which receiving only 60,000 drach- 
mas of silver for his trouble, he quitted the court 
4if Mahmoud in dMgust, and wrote sathrkal 
verses against him. He died in 1030. 

FERG, oi FER6IRB, Francis Paul, an eml- 



Stewart. He died in 1818. 

FERGUSON, James, an extraordinary phe- 
nomenon of the self-taught kind, particulariy iMt 
the astronomical branch of science, was bom 
in Bamffshire, Scotland, in 1710. His parents 
being in low circumstances, he was obliged to 
keep sheep for four years ; but in this situation 
he learned to mark the position of the stars 
with a thread and bead. One Alexander Cant 
ley, butler to Thomas Grant, esq., taught hint 
decimal arithmetic, algebra, and the elements 
of geometry : alter this he went into two very 
hard services. His ingenuity at length intro- 
duced him to Sir James Dunbar, when he learn- 
ed to draw, and began to take portraits. At 30 
years of age, he invented his Astronomical Ro- 
tula, a nacbhie for showing the new moons and 
eclipses. About 1744 be went to London , and, 
by his delineation of the complex line of the 
moon's motion, procured the nooonr of being 
elected fellow of the royal sodetv, without pay- 
ing for admission. Uls dissntauons and inven- 
tions in mechanics, and other branches of the 
mathematics, introduced him to tlie favour of 
king George III., who conferred an annual pen- 
sion of 501. upon him. He died November 16 
1776* 

FERGUSSON, Robeit, a Tery ingenious 
Itbough unfortnnatc, Scotch poet, bom at Edin 
burgh, in 17.50, died Oct 16, 1774. He waspoe 
sessed of the brightest genius, and the best heart; 
but his social qualifications were so fascinatiiig 
that they led him into a course of dissipation 
and imprudence, whii^ mo^iften is the rain of 
men or genius. Bums (his brother poet, nn^ 
enthusiastic admirer) erected a neat monument 
to his memory in the Canongate church-yard. 

FERMAT. Peter, a native of Toulouse, was 
distinguished as an able lawyer, and an eminen . 
mathematician and phlloeoplier ; the associate 
of Descartes and Huygens; he died in 1664. 

PERMOR, VViUiam count Von, an officer in 
the Russian service, distinguislied for his vie 
lories over the Turks and Prussians, and parti 
culariy over the king of Prassia, and for tlie 
capture of Berlin ; he died in 1771. 

FERNANDEZ, Anthony, superior of the 
Portuguese Jesuit missionaries, in India, and 
nutlior of commentaries on parti of the Old 
Testament ; he died in 1638. 

FERNANDEZ^ Benedict, a Portognesejesuii, 
and also a writer of commentaries on Scripture 
died in 1630. 

FERNANDEZ, Alpbonso, a Spaoisb Domi- 
Inlcan, and writer, died in 1040. 

FERN EL, John Francis, physician to Henrv 
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oent landscape painter, bom at Vienna, died at 
London, hi 1740. 

FERGUS I., king of Scotlarid, elected king 
fbr his services in repelling tiie Picts ; he was 
drowned in 404. 

FERGUSON, Robert, a non-conformist dl- 
fine, and a teacher ; afterwards the associate 
ef Monmouth, die<l In 1714. 

FERGUSON, William, aScotch pahiter, died 
m 1690. 

l^ERGUSON, Dr. Adam, a natural and mo- 
ral philosopher, and political writer^ born In 
Scotland, in 1734. His principal writmgs were 
•♦ An Essay on Civil Society;" " History of the 
Roman Republic ;" " A Treatise on Moral and 
Political Science ;" and '* Institutes ol Moral 

Philosophy." Dr. Ferguson held many years a ,,____

FERRAND, James, a French physician, and 
author of a treatise, ** De la Maladle d* Amoui ,** 
printed at Paris, in 1622; and published in £ii- 
gllsh.ln 1640. 

FERRAND, Lewto, a French lawirer, and 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, died in 1099 

FERRAND, Anthony, a counsellor of Paris, 
author of madrigals, songs, 4fcc, died in 1719. 

FERRAND, James Philip, a French pauiter 
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FERRIAR, John, M. D., an entimable writer 
on medicine, the belles lettres, and arcbaioloi;yi 
died at Manchester, in 1815. He published '' Il- 
lustrations of Sterne," in which he detected 
the source from wiuch Sterne had evidently bor- 
rowed many of the ideas dispersed througli iuM 
eccentric performances. 

FERRIER, Jeremy, professor of divinity at 
Nismos, and secretary to the king of Frauce, in 
'626, the year of his deaiti. 

FERRIER, Amauld de, an eminent lawyer, 
and called the Cato of France, was bom at Tou 
louse, in ISOii, died 1585. 

FERRIER, Lewis, a poet and dramatic writer, 
bom at Avignon, died in 1731. 

FERRIER, John, a Jesuit, and confessor to 
itbe French king, died in 1674. 

FERRIERES, Claude de, a doctor of civil law 
at Paris, and author of several valuable books 
on that subject, died in 1715. 

FERRON, Amauld du, a lawyer of Bour- 
deaux, autlior of an elegant Latin history of 
France, to the reign of Francis I., in continua- 
tion of that of ifimilius ; be died in 1563. 

FERTE, Henry de Senecterrc Marechal de, a 
celebrated French general in the reigns of Louis 
Xni. and his successor ; be died in 168L 

FERUS, John, superior of the gray friars at 
Mehtz, known as a popular preacher, and as a 
commentator on the Bible ; he died in 1654. 

FESTUS, Porcius, a proconsul of Judea, by 
whom the apostle Paul was sent to Rome. 

FESTUS, Pompeius, a celebrated grammarian 
of antiquity, who abridged a work of " Verrius 
Flancus de Significatione Verboram.'* 

FETl'I. Doroinico, an eminent painter, bom 
at Rome, in 1589, died 1634. From the paintings 
of Julio Romano he took his colouring, the bold* 
neas of his characters, and a beautiful manner of 
thinking ; he was very delicate in his thoughts ; 
bad a grandeur of expression, and a mellowness 
of pencil, that pleased the connoisseurs. His 
pictures arc scarce, and much sought aAer. 

FEULLEE, Lewis, botanist to LewU XIV. 
of Prance, born at Provence, in 1660, died 1732. 
There is of his a " Journal des Observations 
Physiques, Mathematiques, et Botaniques," 
made upon the coasts of South Apierica and 
New Spain, which is said to be very exact and 
curious, though written inelegantlv. 

FBUaUIERES, Anthony de Pas, marqui« 
of, distinguished as an officer, and made a mar- 
shal for his services in Germany; he died in 
1711. 

FEURBORN, Justus, rector of the university 
of Gieseen, and author of several theological 
works in Latin^died in 1056. 

FEUSTKING, John Henry, professor and 
doctor of divinhy in the university at Wittem- 
berg, confessor to the duke of Saxony, and couo" 
scllor to the duke of Saxe Gotha, died In 1713. 

FEVARDENTIUS,or FEWARDENT,Fran- 
cis, a Franciscan friar, known for his bigoted 
bodtility to the protestants ; he died in 1641. 

FEVRE, Claude, a French painter, died .n 
London, in 1675. « 

FEVRE, Guy le.sieur de la Boderie, a poet 
of Lower Normandy, eminent for bis knowledge 
of oriental literature, died in 1598. 

FEVRE, Anthony le, brother of Guy, was in 
the service of Henry IV. of France, and his am- 
bassador to England, &c. ; he died in 1615. 

FEVRE, Nicholas le, a French Jesuit, author 
of a treatise on tme religion, died in 1755. 

FEVRE, James le, a learned Frenchman. thi» 
friend and f arrevpondeot of Erasmus, publisb^-' 
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FEKRANDUS, FulgenUus, a deacon of Car- 
tilage, died before 551. 

FERRAR, Robert, bishop of St. Davids, was 
karnt as a heretic, in the reign of Mary, in 1555. 

FERRAR, Nicholas, a native of London, 
was secretary to the Virginia company, and 
afterwards a member of parliament ; he died 
in 1637. 

FERRARI, Lewis, of Milan, professor of ma- 
thematics at Bologna, where he died in 1565. 

FERRARI, Antony Mary Zachary Bartho- 
tofiiew, founder of the 6rder of the Bamabites 
at Milan, died in 1544. 

FERRARI, Octavian, an Italian author, bom 
at Milan, 1518, died in 1586. Though excellently 
skilled in polite literature, yet he was princi- 
pally famous for philosophy, being esteemed a 
second Aristotle. 

FERRARI, Francisco Bernardino, of the 
tame family with the former, bom at Milkn, 
1577, died 1660. He was an able divine and 
sacred historian, and of no mean talents as an 
antiquary. 

FERRARI, Octavio, historiographer of Bfilan, 
of the same family with the former, born in 
1607, died iu 1682. He was remarkable for the 
sweetness, sincerity, and uffability of his temper ; 
and had so happy a way of conciliating persons 
exasiierated against each other, that he acquired 
the title of " The Reconciler." 

FERRARI. John Baptist, a Jesuit, author of 
a Syriac Dictionary, tec. ; he died in 1655. 

FERRARI, Giovanni Andrea, a paints of 
Genoa, died in 1609. 

FERRARIENSIS, a genera! of the Domini- 
cans, and a writer on ptulosophy, died in 1528. 

FERRARS. George, a distinguished advocate, 
a member or parliament, and a favourite of 
Henry VIII., and of his successor. He wrote 
the History of Queen Mary, the Tragedy of 
Richard II., and other works, and died in 1579. 

FERRARS, Edward, a poet and favourite of 
Henry VHI., died in 1564. 

FERRARS, Henry, of the same family as the 
preceding, is known as having made large and 
valuable collections for a history of his native 
country ; he died in 1633. 

FERRAUD, N., a deputy to the national 
convention of France, distinguished for his ha- 
tred of monarchy, was shot at Paris, in 1795, 
during an attack on the convention. 

FERREAS, Don John of, born at Raba- 
nezza, in Spain, in 1652, died hi irJ5. He was 
•athor of a Spanish Dictionary, and of several 
works in Theology, Philosophy, and History ; 
the most considerable of which was a *' General 
History of Spain." 

FERREIN, Antony, a French anatomist, and 
lectureron Materia Medica j he died in 1769. 

is'ERRBTI, or FERRETUS, a poet and histo- 
flkn, of Vicenza, who contributed to the revival 
of learning in Europe, in the i4th century. 

FERRBTI, Emilio, an Italian lawyer, secre- 
tary to pope Leo X., died at Avignon, in 1552. 

FERRETY', Giovanni Batista, a Benedictine 
monk, of Vicenza; the time of his death is un- 
known. 

PERRr,PauI, a learned, popular, and elo- 
quent divine, of Metz, died in 1669. 

FERRIjCiro, a celebrated historic painter, 
born at Rome, in 1634, died 1689. He was a faith- 
ful Imitator of Peter de Cortona, under whom he 
bad been bred ; and to whom he came so near 
In his ideas, his invention, and his manner of 
painting, that his ceilings, particularly, are iften 
iristaJceo for Cortona^s. 
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tioB at the Temple, wai called to the bar, rnaH 
made im> inconsiderable figure in Westminster^ 
ball, fle began soon after to be molested with 
such violent attacks from the gout, as rendered 
it impossible for him to be so constant at the bar 
as tlic laboriousness of his profession required: 
and a proof of the great force and vigour oi 
his mind is, liis pursuing so arduous a study 
under the exigencies of family distress, with a 
wife and children, whom he tenderly loved, 
looking up to him tor sustenance ; with a body 
torn by tlie acutcst pains, and a mind distracted 
by a thousand avocations ; yet obliged, for im« 
mediate supply, to produce ahnost extempore, ■ 
play, a farce, a pamphlet, or a newspaper. A 
large number of fugitive political tracts, whict 
had their value when the incidents were actually 
passing on the great scene of business, came 
from, ids pen. At this time too he produced bia 
" Joseph Andrews," which is too well known

FEVRE, Nicholas le, born at Taris, was dis- 
iinguisbed as a profound scholar, well acquaint- 
ed with the civil law, belles-^ttres, and mathe- 
matics. He was preceptor to the duke of Conde, 
and afterwards of Lewis XIIL ; lie died in 1611. 

FEV UE, 1'anaquil, or Tannequi, a learned 
man, professor in the university at Saumur ; he 
died in 1672. 

FEVKE, Roland le, an eminent painter, born 
M Anjou, died at London, in 1677. 

FEVRET, Charles, an eminent French civi- 
lian, born in 1583, d^d 1G61. Several authors 
have mentioned him and his works in a very 
honourable manner. 

FEVRET DE FONTETTE, Charles Mario, 
an eminent French lawyer, and a member of the 
academy of belles- lettre:^, died in 1772. 

FEYDEAU, MatUiew, a doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, and a theological writer, died in 1694. 

FtASELLA, Dbminico, an Italian and histo- 
rical painter, died in 1669. 

FICHARD, John, a lawyer, of Frankfort, 
luthor of ** Lives of Illustrious monks," died 
in 1561. 

FICINUS, Marsilius, a learned Italian, who, 
under the jiatronage of Lorenzo and Cosmo de 
Medicis, became a distinguished philosopher, 
physician, and divine, and an able writer on 
Dumemus subjects ; he died in 1499. 

FICORONI, Francesco, a Roman medalist, 
and a writer on medals, and antiquities, died 
in 1747. 

FIDANZA, Johannes, a philosopher, poet, 
and theologist, of Tuscany, 8tyled, on account 
of his great learning, the seraphic doctor ; he 
died in 1274. 

FIDDES, Dr. Richard, an English divine, 
and ingenious biographical and theoligical wri- 
ter, born in 1671. died in 1725. His chief work 
is, " The Life or Cardinal Wolsey.' 

FIELD, Richard, ail English divihe, eminent 
for his learning, benevolence and piety, chaplain 
to queen Elizabeth, canon of Windsor, and 
Jean of Gloucester , he died in 1616. 

FIELDING, Henry, sou of general Fielding, 
was born in 1707, and received the first rudi- 
ments of ^his education at home, under the care 
of tlie Rev. Mr. Oliver ; he was removed to Eton- 
•chool ; from whence, at about Id years of age, he 
w«nt to Leyden, where he studied under the 
most celebrated civilians for two years ; at the 
expiration of which time he returned to London ; 
and in 1727 commenced writer for the stage. 
Between this time and I743fhe wrote 36 dra- 
matic pieces. About six or seven years after 
Mr. Fielding's commencing a writer for the 
stage, he married Miss Crnddock, a young lady 
from Salisbury, possessed of beauty, and a for- 
tune of about 1500L ; and n^ar the same time 
his mother dying, an estate of somewhat better 
than 91MM. per annum, came into his possession 
Tliis fortune, had it been conducted with pru- 
dence and economy, might have secured to him 
a state of independence for life, and, with the 
helps it might have deprived from the produc- 
tions of a genius unincumbered with anxieties 
and perplexity, might have even afforded him 
an afiluent income; but, fond of figure and 
magnificence, he threw wide open ihe gates of 
hospitality, and suflTered his whole patrimony to 
be wasted. In short, in less than three years, 
.Ve reduced himself to the unpleasant situation , 
of having no fortune. Not discouraged, how-J 



and too justly admired to leave us any room ta 
expatiate on its merits. About 1745, Mr. F. 
accepted of the ofiice of an acting magistrate in. 
the commission of the peace for the county of 
Middlesex, in which station he continued till 
pretty near the time of his death. Yet, amiiist 
all the laborious duties of his ofiice, he found- 
leisure to amuse himself, and afterwards the 
worid, witli "The History of Tom Jones." and 
"Amelia." At length, however, his whole 
frame of body was so entirely shattered by cod' 
tinual inroads of complicated disorders, and the 
incessant fatigue of business in his ofiice, thet, 
by the advice of his physicians, he set out for 
Lisbon. Even in this distressful condition, his 
hnagination still continued making the strongest, 
efforts to display itself; and the last gleam of 
Ids wit and humour faintly sparkled in the 
"journal" he left behind him of his " Voyage" 
to tliat place, which was published in 17S5, at 
London. In about two montlis after his arrival 
at liisbon, in 1754, he died, in his 48tb y^r^ 

FIELDING, Sarah, sister of Heniy, author: 
of " David Simple," a novel of coi^erable 
merit,bom in 1714, died in 1768. 

FIELDING, Sir John, halfbrotber to Henry 
an excellent magistrate, and author of many 
useful regulations in the police of Londou and 
Westminster, died in 17dO. 

FIENNES, William, lord Say and Sele, al- 
though raised to the peerage by James I., wae 
a rebel against his son, an active member of the 
long parliament, and one of Cromwell's adher . 
ents. He was afterwards cliamberlaln, and loru 
privy seal to diaries U. ; be died in 16(& 

FIENNES, Nathanael. second son of the pre- 
ceding, was, like his father, an enemy to tlie 
church and king, a friend of Cromwell, and oae 
of his peers; he died hi 1669. 

FIENITS, Thomas, a very ingeniona and 
teamed pliysician, bom at Antwerp, in 1560, 
died in 1631. He composed several works, among, 
which were, " De Veribus Imaginationia." 

FIESCHO, John Lewis, a noble Genoeae, 
who conspired to deliver Andrew Doria and hia 
fleet to the French, and was drowned in tbe 
attempt, in 1547. 

FIGINO, Ambcozio, a painter, bora at Milan, 
died in 1590. 

FIGRELIUS, Edmundus, a learned Swede. 
and professor at Upeal, died in 1676. 

FILANGERI, Gaetano, a gentleman of Na 
pies, employed about the court, who wrote • 
popular work on legislation ; he died in 1797. 

FILELFO, Francis. See PHILELPHU8.

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FILICAJA, VtiiMnUo di, an elegant poet, of 
Florence, and a senator of that city, died ui 1707. 

FILMBR, Sir Robert, author of some publi- 
ratioiis on the nature of monarchial govern- 
>nent, wag born in Kent toward the end of the 
16th century, and uied in 1647. 

FINiEUS, Orontius, a celebrated astronomer, 
«nd professor of mathematics m the Royal Col- 
lege at Paris, born at Briancon, in 1494, died 
1555. He wa&one of those who vainly boasted 
of having found out the quadrature of the circle. 

FINCH, Heneage, earl of Nouingham, lord 
high chancellor ot En{^and, bom in 1681, died 
In 1682. Though he lived in very troublesome 
times, yet he retained the good opinion of both 

Erinco and people. He was distinguished by 
is wisdom and eloquence ; and was such au 
excellent orator, that some have styled bim the 
English Cicero. He left behind him, written 
with his own band, " Chancery Reports,** MS. 
In folio. 

FINCH, Daniel, earl of Nottingham, son of 
the preceding, .was secretary under William 
and his successor, and president of the council, 
M the accession of George I. ; he died in 1730. 

FINCH, Edward, brother of Sir Heneage, was 
vicar of Christ-church, London, from which he 
was expelled for preaching in a surplice, and 
associating with women ; he died in 1643. 

FINCH, Thomas, physician to the duke of 
Sleswick, and successively professor of mathe- 
matics, of eloquence, and of medicine, at Copen- 
hagen ; he died in 1656. 

FINBT, Sir John, bom In 1571, was bred up 
in the court, where, by his wit, mirth, and un- 
eommon skill in composing songs, be pleased 
James I. very much. In 1696, being then in 
good esteem With Charles I. he was made master 
of the ceremonies, and died in 1641. 

FINOAL, a Caledonian chief, died in 283. 

FINKEN8TEIN, Count, an eminent Prassian 
statesman, bora in 1713, held th^ important sta- 
tion of cMiinet minister at the court of Berlin 
Bore than 50 years, and died in 1800. 

FINLEY, Samuel, D. D., a native of Ireland, 
•nd president of New-Jersey College ; he waH 
much distinguished for his piety; published 
many sermons, and died in 1766. 

FINLEY, Robert, D. D., an eminent pr«sby- 
terfan clergyman of New-Jersey, was elected 
president of the university of Athens, Georgia, 
In 1817, and died soon after he had entered on] 
the duties of that oflloe. 

FIRENZUOLA, Angelo, an Italian poet, 
bora at Florence, and patronised by pope Cle- 
ment Vn. His comedies, prose, and poetical 
works, were published in 3 vols. ; he died In 
1545. 

FIRMICIUS MATERNU9, Julius, an ancient 
Christian writer of the 4th century. His tre«i' 
tise '* Of the Errors of the Profane Religion^* 
■hows great learning, and gceat zeal for Chris- 
tianity. 

FIRMILIAN, bishop of Ccsarea, in Cappa- 
docia, died in 309. 

FIRMIN, Thomas, a citizen of London, me- 
morable for his public benefactions and chari- 
ties, bora in 1632, died in 1097. In good works 
be was indefatigably industrious, and success- 
fully provoked many others thereto, becoming 
tlso their almoner, visiting and relieving the 
poor at their houses, and in prisons, whence 
also he redeemed many. He set many hun- 
dreds of them to work, to the expending of great 
Mms. He rebuilt, repaired, and added conve- 
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phans. The refugees from France, and from 
Ireland, partook largely the effects of his chari- 
ty, pains, and earnest solicitations for th?r:« - in 
stiort, his charities were unequalled at the tim« 
when he lived. 

FIRMIN, Giles, a physician, of New-England, 
in its early settlement, and afterwards a clergy- 
man in Great Britain, author of the *' Real 
Christian," died in 1697. 

FIRONZABADI, suraamed Sharazi, a Per- 
sian writer on the Mabomedan law, in the llth 
century. Another of tliat name wrote an Ara* 
bic Dictionary, and died in 1414. 

FISCHER, John Christian, a very eminent 
performer on, and composer for, the hautbois, 
was bora at Fribourg, but was long settled in 
England, where he was appointed one of tb« 
queen's chamber musicians. This admiraUa 
musician was seized with an apoplectic At 
April 29, 1800, and died in about an hour. 

FISH, Simon, an English lawyer, author of 

The Supplication of Beggars,** a violent sa- 
tire on Ushope and clergy, which gained hun 
the favour of Henry YIII.: he died of tbe plagna 
in 1571. 

FISHER, John, bishop of Rochester, and 
martyr to popery, bora in 1450, was beheaded 
for denying the khig*s supremacy, in 1535. Dur- 
ing his confinement, the poor old bishop was 
but hardly used, and scarcely allowed neces 
saries. He continued above a year in the tower 
and might have continued there till released by 
a natural death. If an unseasonable honour paid 
him bv pope Paul III. bad not hastened bis de- 
struction ; this was, the creating him, in May. 
1535, cardinal, by the title of cardinal priest of 
St. Vitalis. When the king heard of It, be said, 
in a great passion, ** Well, let the iwpe s^nd 
bim a hat when he will ; Blother of God, ha 
shall wear it on his shoulders then, for I will 
leave him never a head to set It <m.** Erasmua 
represents him as a man of Integrity, deep learn 
ing, sweetness of temper, and greatness of sonL 

FISHER, Mary, an enthunastie quakeress, 
of the 17th century, who went to Ccmstantino* 
pie to convert tbe grand seignior. Mahomet, af- 
ter hearing her patiently, sent her hack to her 
own country in safety. 

FISHER, Alexander M., professor of mathe- 
matics and natural philosophy, In Yale College, 
Connecticut, was lost with the packet Albion, 
on the coast of Ireland, in 1832, while on a voy- 
age to Europe for the advancement of his mo- 
fessional knowledge. Talents of the hiffbest 
order, united with an entire and intense devo- 
tion to the pursuit of irfiilosophical and seientl- 
fie subjects, had excited great expectations of hia 
future useAilness, and eminence, and the newa 
of his death was heard with the deepest regret 
wherever he was known. 

FISKE, John, first minister of Wenham and 
Chelmsford, Mass., died in 1677. 

FISKE, Nathan, D. D., minister of Brook- 
field. Mam., distinguished for his industry and 
perseverance In tbe great duties of his office ; 
lie published some sermons, and died ia 1799. 

FITCH, James, first minister of Saybrook, 
Conn., died in 1703. 

PITCH, Jabez, minister of Portsmouth, N. H , 
author of some unpublished MSS. relating to the 
history of New-Hampshire, died in 1746. 

FITCH, Thomas, an eminent lawyer and 
statesman, was, for several years, chief Justice 
of the cotony of Connecticut, and afterward* 
governor of the same. He died in 1774. 
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ueut irisj lawyer, was aitoraey-general of Ire-Rtui. a Koman consul, celebrated for bto 



land, and keeper of Uie great seal. He wasdia-; 
tinguished as the great promoter of tbe union 
betweeu England and Ireland, and died at Dub- 
Un, in 1802. 

FITZHERBERT, Sir Anthony, a very learn- 
ed judge, of tlie common pleas, in the reign of 
Henry V!U. He was bom at Norbury, in Der- 
byshire, died in 1538, and IH't beliind him many 
valuable works, of which the chief are, »* The 
Grand Abridgment collected by that most reve- 
rend judge, Mr. Anthony Fitzberbert, lately con- 
ferred with his own manuscript, corrected by 
tumeeif, together with tlie references of tbe ca- 
ses to the books by which they may be easily 
found; an improvement never before made;** 
and **The NewNaturaBrevium," alWayshekl^ 
fai very higli esteem. 

FITZHCRBERT, Thomas, grandson to Sir 
Anthony, a xealous catholic, voluntarily fled to 
France, and afterwards to Rome, where he pre- 
sided over the English college, and died in 1640, 
in tbe 88th year of his age. His writings were 
€<NitroverBial, and on theology. 

FITZHERBERT, Nicholas, also exiled biro- 
■elf, and went to Rome, on account of bis reli- 
gious principles, where ho wrote several books, 
and was drowned in 1612. 

FTTZJAMES, James, duke of Berwick, na- 
tural son of James II., was distinguished for his 
bravery as an officer, and his successes as a ge- 
neral, for which be was made a marshal of 
Prance. He was killed at tbe bead of the French 
army in Gemianv, in 1734. 

PrrZ-STEPHfeN, WiHiam, a monk, of Can- 
terbury, who was present at the murder of 
Becket, of which he wrote an account, indud- 
big a curious desoriptloa of Londou ; be died 
in 1191. 

FIXMILLNER, Placidus, an Austrian, eecle- 
■iastical professor at KrerosmunMer, and a wri- 
ter on astronomy and tbe canon law ; he died 
to 1791. 

FIZES, Anthony, an eminent physician, of 
Montpellier, whose works on medical subiieets 
ftre much esteemed ; he died in 1765. 

FLACCOUR, F. de, director general of the 
FreiKh East India company, and at the head of 
a coloay in Madagasoar, in 1648, an account of 
which he pnbliBhed. 

FLACCUS, Caius Valerius, an aneient Latin 
poet, of whom remain but veiy imperfect ac- 
eounts. He lived, however, in the time of the 
emp««r Vespasian, to whom he addressed a 
poem on the Argonautic expedition ; of which 
he lived to compose no more than seven books, 
•nd part of an eighth. In this poem he hnit»- 
led Virgil, and often in the most happy manner. 

PLACIUS, Matthias. See FRANCOWITZ. 

FLAMEEL, Bertholet, a historical painter, 
Of Liege, whose pieces are to be found in the 
churches of that city, and of Paris; he died in 
1675. 

FLA&f EL, Nicolas, a notary of Paris, who 
iuddenly rose from poverty to opulence, proba- 
bly by commercial speculations. His wealth 
gave rise to a report that he had discovered the 
philosopher's stone. He was living in 1390. 

FLAMINIO, Glovani Antonio, an orator, 
poet, and historian, of Bologna, wbo wrote tbe 
life of Aibertus Magnus, &c., died in 1536. 

FLAMINIO, Marc Antonio, son of the pre- 
eeding, eminent as, a man of learning, and as a 
writer of epigrams, &c. ; he died at Rome, in 
1550.

FLAMINIUS, NobiUs, an eminent ItaUaB di- 
vine and critic, who corrected the Vulgate edi- 
tion of the Septuagiiit, and died in 1580. 

FLAMSTEED, John, a most eminent Enf- 
lish mathematician and astronomical writet, 
bom in 1646, died 1719. 

FLANDRIN, Peter, of Lyons, celebrated for 
his knowledge of the veterinary art, and of con* 
parative anatomy; he wrote a treatise on the 
management of cattb: and other works, and 
died in 1796. 

FLASSANS, Taraudet de, a Provencal pott 
of the 14th century, bom at Flassans. 

FLATMAN, Thomas, an English wit and 
poet, born in London, Ui 1633, died in 1688. If 
is remarked, that Flatman in his younger day^ 
had a dislike to marriage, and made a song da 
scribing the incumbrances of it, with this ba 
ginning: 

" Like a dog with a bottle tied close to bis raff 
'* Like a toad in a bog, or a thief hi a jail,** &e 

but being afterwards smitten with a fair virgii^ 
and with her fortune, he espoused her^ in 16tS; 
upon which his ingenious comrades did serenade 
hiro that night, while he was in the embracet 
of his mistress, with the said song. 
FLAUST, John BapUst, an advocate of tbi 

Gurliament of Rouen, and author of a work <ni 
orman jurisprudence, upon which he was en* 
pl^ed Any years ; lie died in 1783. 

FL AVEL, John, an English divine,'educatad 
at Oxford, was ejected from his living at Dart- 
mouth, and afterwards restored by Charles L : 
be di<^ in 1602. 
FLAVIAN, a patriarch of Antioch, died ia 

FLAVIAN, a patriarch of Constantfaiople, 
in 447. He was deposed, and died in baniBl»» 



FLAVIGNI, Valerian de. doctor of the Sor- 
bcmaei and professor of Hebrew, at the royal 
college, died at Paris, in 1674. 

FLA VITAS, patriarch of Constantinople, af 
ter Acacius. 

FLECHIER. Esprit, a French bishop, cele- 
brated for poetry and oratory, bom in 16^ died 
in 1710. His works consist of Sermons, Latia 
and French poetry. Letters, frc He wrote also 
the " History of Cardinal Ximenes." 

FLECKNOE, Richard, an Englisb poet ana 
dramatic writer, in the reign of Charles U., ra* 
membered only as giving a name to Dryden*i 
incomparable satire against Sbadwell, called 
" Mac Flecknoe," from which Pope afterwards 
acknowledged to have taken tbe plui of his 
Dunciad. 

FLEETWOOD, William, an Englisb lawyer, 
recorder of London, in the reign of Elizabeth, 
and author of several law treatises, died in 
1503. 

FLEETWOOD, William, bishop of Ely, bora 
in the Tower of London, in 1656, died in 1783. 
His most celebrated writings are " An Essay 
upon Miracles ;** '* Chronicon Preciosum ; or. 
an account of the English monev, tbe price or 
com, and other commodities, for the last six hun- 
dred years," &c. Bishop Fleetwood's charae 
ter was great in every respect. His virtue waa 
not of the fanatical kind, nor was his piety the 
least tinctured with superstition : yet be culti- 
vated and practised both to perfection. As fof 
hit aeconpJiiliments, he was incoutestiUi' tlie 
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liest {Hreacher, of his time ; and, for oceastonal 
permoiM, may be considered as a model. 

FLEMING, Robert, a Scotcb dissenting mi- 
mister and powerfM preacher, bom in 1630, died 
gn 1694, leaTing behind liim a woric of conside- 
rable merit, called '' The FnlflUing of the Scrip- 
tures.** 

FXiEMINO, Robert, son of the above, minfs- 
ter at Leyden and Amsterdam, and afterwards 
at London, wrote tracts, d&c. on reUgious sub- 
jects. He died in 1716. 

FLEMING, Caleb, an Eneltoh dissenting 
clennrman and writer, died in 1773. 

FLEMMING, or FLEMHTNGE, Richard, 
prebendary of York, and bishop of Lincoln, 
was the founder of lincotai college, Oxford ; he 
died in 1431. 

FLESSELLES, N. de, a French magistrate, 
who was shot while attempting to repress a re-~ 
▼olntionary mob in Paris, in 1789. 

FLETCHER, Dr. Richard, father of the poet, 
dean of Peterborough, and bishop of Bristol, 
Worcester, and London, died suddenly, in 1506. 

FLETCHER, Giles, LL. D., brother to the 
bishop, was an ambassador from Elizabeth to 
Russia, and otherwise einployed in her service; 
he died in 1610. 

FLETCHER, Phinehas, called the «* 8i 
of the age,** was bom about 1583, and died in 
16o0. His most famous composition called ** The 
Purine Island,'* is an allesorical description of 
man. His works were printed at Cambridge, in 
1633, and in 1772 his " Eclogues'* were reprint- 
ed at Edinburgh, with an introduction and argu- 
ment to each eclogue, and notes by an anony- 
mous editor. 

FLETCHER, Giles, brother of the foregoing, 
and author of a rich and picturesque poem, 
called " Christ's Victorie,*' was benencedat Al- 
derton, in Suffolk, where he died in 1(93. 

FLETCHER, John, an English dramatic 
writer, bom in 1576, was the son of Dr. Richard 
Fletcher, bishop of London. He v/rote plays 
jointly with Beaumont, though it is not known 
what share each bore in forming the plots, wri- 
ting the scenes, A^c. ; but the general opinion is, 
that Beaumont's judgment was usually employ- 
ed in correcting anid retrenching the superfluities 
of Fletcher's wit. He died of the plague, at 
London, in 1635. 

FliETCHER, Abraham, a self-taught mathe- 
matician and astrologer, died in 17937 

FLETCHER, Benjamin, governor of the co- 
lony of New- York, known only for his passion- 
ate disposition, and his avaricious pn>pensities, 
which rendered him extremely unpopular. 

PLEURlEU,Charie8 Peter Clarel de,a French 
hyiirographer, captain in the marine, and after- 
wards minister of that department, and tutor 
to the dauphin. Under Napoleon, he was ap- 
p«>inted intondantof tl<e house, and governor 
of thfe Thuitleries. He died in 1610. 

FLEIJRY, Claude, a French advocate, of 
(rrr>at learning, tutor to several of the French 
princes, abbot of Locdieu, and prior of A r gen- 



ie purpose of making farther discoveries ir 
lat region. He was taken prisoner by tlie 
French, his journal detained, and himself sg 
cruelly treated as to cause his death, in 1814. 

FLINK, Godfrey, a Dutch paUiter, pupil of 
Rembrandt, died in 1660. ^ 

FLINT, Abel, D. D., a dletinguishwl presby- 
terian clercyman, for many years pastor of a 
church in Hartford, Connecticut, died in 1825. 
FLIPART, John James, a French engraver 
of great merit, died in 1788. 

FLOCQUET, Stephen Joseph, an eminent 
musician, died at Paris, in 1785. 

FLODOARD, or FRODOARD, a French lis 
torian, and an ecclesiastic, of Rbeinis, who 
wrMe a history of his church from its founda- 
Ition to 949; he died in 966. 

FliOGEL, Charles Frederic, professor of phl- 
hosophy in the collegeof noblemen, at Leignitz, 
author of a history of the human understand- 
ing, stnd several other works ; he died in 1788. 
FLOOD, Henry, a very celebrated senator, 
formeriy of Ireland, but latterly of Englauid, 
bora in 1733. For rtiany years a most distin- 
guished member of the house of commons, his 
every effort was invariably directed to improve 
the political constitution, to increase the inter 
nal resources, and to promote the general pros* 
perity of Ireland. As an orator, he made De* 
mostiienes his model, and enmlated his strength 
and vehemence, without aiming at the diffusion 
or brilliancy of Cicero ; and, as a writer, energy, 
force, and argument, more distinguished his 
productions, than an elaborate structure of 
words, or accurately polished sentences. He 
died in 1791. 

FLORENTINO, Stephano, a historical pain 
ter, of Florence, died in 1350. 

FLORIAN, John Peter Claris de, a very po- 
pular French writer, born in 1755. Voltaire, to 
whom he was near akin, procured him the place 
of page to the due de Penthievre, who soon gave 
him a commission in the army ; but, on observ- 
ing the success of his first literary production, 
" Galathee," which appeared in 1782, the duk<j 
determined that he should confine himself to li- 
terature, and furnished him with a library. His 
dramas, pastorals, and novels, have placed hitn 
In the first rank of popularity as a sentimental 
writer. His " NumaPouipillns," and " Fables," 
are also much admired. He died in 1704. 

FLORIMOND DE REMOND, counsellor of 
the parliament of Bourdcaux, known as an op- 
poser of Calvinists, died in lfi02. 

FLORIO, John, born in London, in the reign 
of Henry VIII., died of the plague in 1625. He 
was the author of several works, viz. " First 
Fruits, which yield familiar Speech, merry Pro- 
verbs, witty Sentences, and golden Sayings ;" 
" Dictionary, Italian and En«rtish ;" which was 
afterwards published, in lOli, under this title, 
" Clueen Anna's New World of Words," &c. 

FLORIS, Francis, a sculptor, and celebrated 
tpainter, of Antwerp, died in 1570. 

FLORUS, Lucius Anneus, an ancient Latin 
teuil ; he was confessor to Lewis XV., acd died historian, of the same family with Seneca and 

in 1721. ^ " / - _ . 

FLFIITRY, Andrew Hercule de, cardinal, a 
most eminent Frendi statesman and nefpotiator, 
bf>rn in liancuedoc, 1653, died in 1743. 

FLEURY, Julian, the learned editor of (be 
Delpliin Apuleius. 

FLINDERS, Matthew, a distinguished Eng- 
lisli navisator, who explored the coast of New 
S .iith Wales in a small boat, and was after- 
wards sent out aa commuider of a vcaMi, for 



Lttcan, flourished in the reigns of Trajan and 
Adrian, and wrote an abridgment of the Roman 
history in four books. 

FLORUS, surnamed Master, a deacon of 
Lyons, in the 9th century, author of a commen- 
tarvonSt. Paul,A^c. 

FLOYER, Sir John, a respecrabie English 
phyncian and medical writer, died in 1720. 

FLOYD, William, a member of congress, be 
fbre and alXer the adoption of the feileral coa 
^ 191 
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■titutioii, and a signer of ihc declaratiuu of in- 
dependence ; he died in 1821. 

FLUDD, Robert, an English physician and 
philosopher, and a voluminous writer on the 
wonders of alchyniy, and the Roskrudan doc- 
trines, earlt in the 17th century. 

FLYNT, Hedry, one of the first ministers of 
Braintree, was a man of piety and integrity ; he 
died in 1666. 

FLYNT, Henry, tutor and fellow of Harvard 
coHege, a native of Dorchester, Mass., and a 
preaciier, distinguished for his solid talents ; he 
pnblished a number of sermons, and died in 
1760. 

FOES, or FOESIUS, Anutina, a very celebrat- 
ed physician, of Paris, bom at Metz, in 1588, and 
died in 1596. He transkited intM Latin the whole 
works of Hippocrates, and judiciously corrected 
the Greek text as he went along. He translated 
k\80 the commentaries of Galen, upon the se- 
cond book of Hippocrates, " Concerning vulgar 
Maladies.** 

FOGLIETA, or FOLIETA, Uberto, a learned 
Genoese priest, died at Rome, in 1581. 

FOHI, the first king of China, who is said 
to liave founded this empire about 200 years af- 
ter the deluge. He was the first who taught the 
Ciiinetje tlie advantages of civil society, invented 
instruments of music, established laws and or- 
dinances, and is said to iHtve reigned no less 
than 115 years. 

FOINARD, Frederic Maurice, a native of 
Normandy, eminent as a Hebrew scholar, was 
vice- president x>f the college of du Plessis, and 
died in 1743. 

FOIX, Mark Anthony, a Jesuit, eminent as a 
preacher, died at Auvergne, in 1687. 

FOIX, Odel de, lord of Lautrec, an eminent 
French general under Lewis XII. and Francis I., 
and governor of Milan ; he died in 1528. 

FOL A RD,Charle8, a Frenchman, bom in 1660, 
died 1753. He was author of several works, the 
principal of which are, " Commentaries upon 
Polybius,** and " A Treatise concerning the De- 

FOLENGO.Theopbilus, a nobleman, of Man- 
tua, was for some time a soldier, and afterwards 
became a Benedictine. He died in 1544. His 
writings are numerous, both in prose and poe- 
try. 

F0LEN60, John Baptist, a Benedictine 
Writer, of Mantna, died in 1559. 

FOLKES,Martia, an English antiquarian, ma- 
thematician, and philosopher, and president of 
tlie royal society of London, bom in 1600, died 
1754. His last production was a b(wk npon the 
*' English Silver Coin,** from the conquest to his 
own times. 

FONCEMAGNE, Stephen Laurent de, of Or- 
leans, preceptor to tlie duke of Chartres, died in 
1779. 

FONSEC A, Anthony de, a Dominican, of Lis- 
bon, preacher to Ute king, and professor of theo- 
logy at the university of Coimbra, about 1540. 

FONSECA, Peter, a Portuguese metaphysi- 
cian and writer, died in 1559. 

FONT, Joseph ue la, a Fcench comic writer, 
died in 1735. 

FONT, Pierre de la, a French divine and theo- 
logical writer, died in 1699. 

FONTAINE, John de la, a celebrated French 
poet, bom in 1631, died 1695. His compositions 
nave a great deal of nature, without the least af* 
fectation : his wit seems unstudied, and so much 

eeasojitry is hardly to be elsewhere met with. 
is "Fables*' are observed to have more so- 
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briety and correctness than his " Tales,** wLieli 
are very licentious. 

FONTAINE, Nicholas, a French theological 
writer of great pie^, learning, and industry, 
died in 1709. •-'»-• 

FONTAINES, Peter Francis Guyot des, a 
French critic and historical writer, and transla- 
tor, bora in 1685, died 1745. 

FONTANA,Dominico, a Roman architect and 
mechanic of great eminence, wlio succeeded in 
setting up the obeliftk in front of St. Peter's, a 
work before deemed impracticable. He died at 
Naples, in 1607. 

FONTAN A, Prospero, an eminent painter at 
Bologna, bom in 1513. 

FONTAN A, Lavinia, daughter of the proced 
ing, was also eminent as a painter, and was pa 
tronised by pope Grt^iory XIII. ; she died In 160S 

FONTANGES. Marie Augelique, duchess ol' 
favourite of Lewis XIV., was distinguished foi 
her beauty ; she died in 1661. 

FONTANINI, Juste, archbishop of Ancyr«, 
died at Rome in 1736. 

FONTE-MQDER AT A, a celebrated VeneUan 
lady, whose real name was Modesta Pozzo, was 
born at Venice, in 1555. She is the author of 
several poems, and published a book in prose, 
" Dei Meriti delle Donne,'* in which she main- 
tains, that the female sex is not inferior in un- 
derstanding and merit to the male. This book 
upon " The Merits of Women,** was printed 
immediately after her death ; and father Ribera 
has made a enlogium of this learned heroine, 
in his " Theatre of Learned Women.** She 
died in 1592. 

FONTENAY, Peter Claude, a learned Jesoit, 
of Paris, died in 1743. 

FONTENAY, John Baptist Blain de, an emi- 
nent French painter, bora at Caen, in 1654, died 
1715. Nothing is finer than his fruits and 
flowers. They have all the freshness and beauty 
imaginable : and the very dew seems to trickle 
down the stalks of them with all tlie lustre and 
transparency of a diamond. The insects upon 
them also appear perfectly animated. 

FONTENELLE, Bernard le Bovier de, a 
French author, born in 1657, died 1757. Voltaire 
declares hiui to have been the most uni versa] 

genius that the ^c of Lewis XIV. produced. In 
is poetical performances, and '* Dialogues of 
the Dead,** the spirit of Voiture was discerned, 
though more extended, and more philosophical 
His " Plurality of Worlds*' is a work singular 
in its kind ; his design in it was, to present thai 
part of philosophy to view in a gay and pleasing 
dress ; for which purpose be has introduced a 
lady, and drawn up the whole in a most agree- 
able, as well as instracting dialogue. In the 
same manner he made an entertaining book out 
of " Vandale's Oracles.** Having been ap- 
pointed perpetual secretary to the academy of 
sciences, he discharged that trust abov^ 40 years, 
so as to meet with universol applause. His 
''History of the Academy of Sciences** often 
throws a great light upon their memoirs, which 
are very obscure. The " Elogcs*' which he 
spoke on the deceased members of the academy 
have this particular merit, that they excite a re 
spnct for the sciences as well as for the author 

FONTENU, Lewis Francis de, a French 
writer and a great antiquarian, died in 1759. 

fONTIUS, Bartholomew, a historian of Flo 
rence, and librarian to the kUig of Hungary, at 
Buda : he died in 1513. 

FOOTE, Samuel, bora at Traro, In Cornwall. ' 
In 1733. He was designed for the hiw, but tht 
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dry iie<» mtd gravity of tliis study not DulUng the 
vivacity of Footers spirit, be ieft it, and had 
recourse to the stage. He appeared first in 
Oiheilaf but soon struck out into a new and un^ 
trodden path; which was, by taking upon hini' 
•elf the double character of autlior and perform- 
. er. Under this forin,ii. 1747, he opened the little 
theatre in the Haymarket wi^h a drama of his 
own composing, called, *^The Diversions of 
the Morning." This piece Was nothing nH)re 
than the introductituk of well-known characters 
la real. life; wliosesiannte of conversing and 
expressing tliemselTes he had a most ama^inj 
talent at imitatinK, even to the very voicci ol 
those he intended to take og. From 175S to 
1761, be continued to perform at One of tho 
theatres every season, as fancy or interest di- 
rected his choice^ generally for a stated number 
of nights: on which engagements . lie usnaUy 
Inrought out a pew ^ece. And thus be went 
on, Ull a very pressing embarraasraent in his 
afairs compelled him to pcifform ** The Minor'* 
at the Haynuirket, in the summer of 1700, with 
such a company aa lie could hastily collect 
Henceforward' he pursued the scheme of occu-' 
pyitig that theatre wheii the others were shut 
up; and, from 1762, to the season before his 
death, he eegularly performed thefe^ In 1766, 
when at lord Mexborough's In the country, he 
broke his leg by a fall from bis horse, the duke 
of York being also there ; and it is generally 
supposed, tliat this accident facilitated his appli- 
cation for a patent, which he obtained in July 
of the same year. Foote now aci]ttired a great 
d»al of money, and seemed to set mankmd at 
defiance ; for he cared not whom he offended, if 
they were but sut^ts convertible to ridicule ; 
he died in 1777. Foote- has been called the 
** English Aristophanes," and certainly was a 
most powerful satirist of the follies of ti)e age. 

FOPPfiXS, John Francis, professor of divin- 
ity, at Louir>iq, and Urcbdeacon of Meclilin, 
died in 1761. 

FORBES, Patrick, a leamedand pious bishop, 
of Aberdeen, born 1564, died 1635. His princi- 
pal work is a " Commentary on the Revela- 
tions." 

FOKBES, John, made biahoo of Aberdeen 
by James VI., was the son of Patrick Forbes 
Jitst mentioned. His book of " Historical and 
Theological Institutions," is so excellent a 
work, that Burnet says. If he could have finish- 
ed it by a second volume, it would, perhaps, 
have been the most valuable treatise of divinity 
that has yet appeared in the world. He died in 
1643. 

FORBES, Duncan, an eminent Scottish law- 
yer, and many years president of the- court of 
sessions ; but as a writer chiefly employed on 
Iheolo'iicaJsubjecu: born in 1685, died in 1747. 
' FORBES, James, P. R, S , a celebratedtourist 
A!id natural historian, bi^im in London, in 1749, 
a lineal di^icendant of the earls of Granard ; 
died in 181J>. He travelled nearly 20 years in 
dilfemnt parts of Asia, Africa, and America ; and 
bis drawings, and accompanying descriptions, 
durinit these travels, fill 150 folio volumes, con- 
tftining upwards af 53,000 pagea, the work of 
bis own hand. His chief work, however, Is 
entitlwd. "Oriental Menpolrs," fcc^, with W 
beautiful engravings from his original draw'insa.

FORBES, £U, D. D., minister of a cliurcb hi 
Brookfi«ld,and afterwards in Gloucester, Mass. 
died in 1804. 

FORBIN, Claude chevalier de, a naval officer 
of France. In 1686, chief admiral to the king 
of Slam, in the East-Indies, and afterwards ia 
the service of Lewis XIV. ; he died in 1733. 

FORBISHBR. See FROBiSHER. 

PORBONNAIS, Francis Veron de, inspector 
Igcneral of tlie manufactures of France, and a 
writer oh finance and commerce, died in 1800. 

FORCE, Charlotte Rose de Caumont de la, 
French poetess of considerable merit, died !■ 
1724. 

FORCE, Ja^es duke de la, fbrtunately escaped 
the massacre of St Bartholomew, in which bit 
father and brother were murdered. He fought 
with the Protestants, under Henry rv., against 
Lewis XiIL, but was afterwaitls reconciled to 
htm, and made a marshal of Fiance, a duke 
and lieutenant general of the army, with liberal 
presents; he died in 1652. 

FORD, John, a dramatic writer in the reigna 
of James I. and Charles L ne wrote 12 plays, 
which were ail published between 1G29 and 
1639. Be was bora in 1586, and died abooc 
1639. 

FORDUN, John de, a Scotch historian, who 
lived toward tt^e end of the 14th century, and 
wrote the liistoiy of his own country, under the 
title of *' ScotiChronicon." 

FORDYCE, David,~ a learned and elegant 
writer of the present age, professor of phikMO- 
pby in the Marischal-cnllege, Aberdeen, and 
author of '* Dialogues concerning Educatimi,** 
a '* Treatise on Moral Philosophy,'* and " Theo- 
dprus, a Dialogue conoeming the Art of Preach- 
ing," puUisiied after his untimely death. He 
was born at Aberdeen, in 1720, and died by 
shipwreck. In 1751. 

FORDYCE, Sir WiHiam, one of the most 
eminent physicians of London, in the 18th cen- 
tiiry, and a very benevolent man, died in 1792. 

FORDYCE, Dr. James, ninny years a verv 
popular and eloquent preacher autong tne pnr 
testant dis(iAit'«!rs ^"..n at Aberdeen, in 1720, 
died Ie »<tfO .^ng behind him some excellent 
morp' , .ff/lglous publications ; particularly, 

bcrmorts to Young Men and Women." 

FORDYCE, Dr. George, an emirient physi- 
cian and writeron medicine and chymistry, was 
bom at Aberdeen, in 1736, and died in London, 
in 1809. His principal works are, "Elements 
ef Agriculture and Vegetation," " Elements of 
the Practice of Physic," and " A Treatise on 
the Digestion of Food." Other works of his, 
are to be found in the Philosophical Transac* 
tions, A^c. 

FOREIRO, Francis, a Dominican monky-of 
Lisbon, eminent- for his abilities and learning, 
died in 1581. 

FOREST, or FORESTA, James Philip, an 
Autrusdhe monk, bora at Bergamo, died about 
15M. 

FOREST, Peter, a Dutch phvslcian and mO' 
dical writer, bora 1522, died 1597. 

FOREST, John, an eminent French paintw, 
who excelled In land'wapes, bora 1636, died 171^ 

PORMEY, John Henry Samuel, minister ©f 
the French church at Beriin, and prqfessor of 
philosophy In the French coUel;e there } he died 
^ I'W. ' . * . 

FORMOSOS, Wsbop of Porto, and pope aftaf 
193, 
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elergysian, head of Sc Edmund baU. Qxibidt 
•nd vicar of Braml^ ; he died in 1700. 

FOTHERGILL, Sanmel, brother of George, 
was emineut as a preacher among the qualcers. 
He travelled over Great Britain and North Ame- 
rica, to propagaia bis doctrines, and died io 
1773. 

FOTHERGILL, John, an eminent quaker 
Dhysiciari, bom in 1713. Hie public ind private 
benefactions, bis cacourattement of science, the 
instances of his attention to the health, ttie po- 
lice, the convenience of the metropolis, tee. are 
tuo numerous to specify, and liis great medical 
•kill toe well luioiwn to need our eulogy. 

FOUCAULT, Nicolas Joeepli, a distingtiisli^ 
ed antiquary, who discovered the ancient town 
of the Viduoassians, in 1704, within six miles 
of Caeu, an account of which he published, 
with the history of the coins, medals, &c. found 
tliere ; he diwl in 1721. 

FOUCHER, Simon, a native of Dijon, author 
of a treatise on llygnyuelers, and other works ; 
be died in 1606. 

FOUCHIER, Bertram de, a Dutch painter, of 
I^rgen-op Zoom, and a disciple of Vandyck, 
died in 1G74. 

FCHJCaUET,Nicbola8,m8rquifl of Belle-Tsle, 
procurator-fl^neral of the parliament of Paris, 
and superintendent of finances, was lmnisb«^ 
Ihr his 4^ziravagauce with public moneys ; be 
di*H\ in IfiSO. 

FOUCaiTET, Charles TjOuIs Augastos, bet- 
ter known by the Utle of marshal Belle-isle, 
one of tlie greatest statesmen and generals tliM 
France has produeed, was bom In 1684, and 
died In 1761. 

FOUGEROUX, Augustus Denys, aoeminent 
writer and antiquary, of Paris, died in 1799. 

FOUILLON. James, an ecclesiastic, bom at 
Roeheile, and edueated among ttte Jesuits, about 
1700. 
FOULIS, Robert and Andrew, two learned 

Sinters, «f Scotland, natives, it is believed, of 
lasgow ; Irom whose presses have issued some 
ijf the finest specimens of oorrecr and elei;ant 
printing that was produced in the 18th century. 
In 1744, came out Robertas immaculate edition 
of* Horace ;** the sheets ofwhich, as thev were 
printed, were hung up in the college of GHas- 
gow ; and a rewanl was offbred to those who 
should discover an inaccuracy. Aiiorew died 
in 1774, and Robert In 1770. 

POULON, WUliaw, a scboolmaater, at the 
Harue, known as a writer of Latin comedies ; 
be died hi 1558.. 

FOULON, John, a Jesuit, of Liege, author 
of m commentary on some part of the Scrip- 
lurets died in 1668. 

FOULON, N. a French politieUn and finan- 
ei«*r. who was placed at the itead of the finan- 
ces at tlie tieiBinning of the revolution, and be- 
came one of Its first victims, in 1789. 

FOUNTAINR, Sir Andrew, received tbe ho- 
nour of knighthood from king William, and 
travHIed over most pnrts of Europe ; where he 
marie a large and valuable collection of pictures, 
ancient statues, medals, and inscriptions ; and 
by his skill and judgment, furnished the most 
considerable cabinets in England, to liis own 
emolument, being a perfect connoiseur in me- 
dals, ancient aa well as modem. He died In 
1753. 

POUaUIER TINVIU^E, Anthony auentin, 
a Frenchman, of infamous memory, who, a? 
piiblie accuser during the revolution, nnder 
■Uil» esptc fre» was con^4cuous for bis depravity 
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even at that time ; be was guiUoctned In 179^ 
universally execrated. 

FOUaUIERES, James, a Ftentah landscape 
painter, bom at Antwerp, in 1580. Some have 
placed him so near Titian, as to make the dif- 
ference of tlidr pictures consist, rather in tbe 
countries represented, than in tbe goodness 
of the pieces. He painted for Rnbens, of whom 
be learned the essentials of bis art, and died in 
1650. 
FOUR,du. See LONGUERUE. 
FOURCROI, N. an eminent Frencli engineer, 
died in 170L 

FOURCRQY. Anthony Francis, a very emi- 
nent French- writer, on ebswiistry, and a mem- 
ber of tbe Institute, bora at Paris, in 1755, died 
in 1809. His funeral oratlcm was pnmoonced 
by count Repiard de St. Jean D*Angely. 

FOURMONT, Stephen, nrofbssor of Arabks 
and Chinese, at Paris, was distinguisbed for hla 
learning, not only by Frenchmen.but by foreign- 
ers, w1k> reported to his house tor literary con- 
versation ; he died in 1743. 

FOURMONT, Michael, brother to the above, 
was an ecclesiastic, and professor of Syiiac, in 
the royal college: he died In 1746. 

FOURNIER, Peter Simon, a French engra- 
ver and letter-founder, bom at Paris, In 1713. 
His letters not only enioellisbed the typographi- 
cal art, but his genius illustrated and enlariged' 
it. He published, in 1737, a table ot nropor- 
tions to be observed between letters. In order 
to determine their height and relations to eacli 
other. This ingenious artist ascended to the 
very origin of printing, for the sake of knowing 
it thoroughly. Be produced at dilTerenc times 
several historical and critical dissertations upon 
die rise and progress of the typogra|riiical art, 
which have since been collected and pnblisbed 
in 1 voL, divided into three parts : the last in- 
cludes ar curious history of^ the engravers in 
wood. But the most important work of Four- 
nier is bis " Mannal Typographique, dtlle aux 
Gene de Lettres, et a ceux qui exercent les dif- 
ferens Parties de PArt de rimprimerie.** Tlic 
author meant to have added two more, but was 
prevented by his death, which happened in 
1768. 

FOURNY, Honore Callle dn, a very learned 
Frenchman, auditor of tte chamber of accounts, 
at Paris, died in 1731. 

FOURaUEVAUX, Raymond, of Pavia, ba- 
ron of, distinguished himself in the wars of the 
Guelpbs and Glbbelines, and in def<ence of Tou- 
louse, against the Huguenots, for which he was 
made governor of Narbonne, where he died in 
1574. 

FOWLER, John, an Engllsb printer, educa- 
ted at Oxford, and settled at Antwerp, where 
be learned printing; he was a learned man, 
skilled in LaUn and Greek, a poet, and in ora- 

r. He died in 1578. 

FOWLER, Christopher, a puritan of some 
eminence, who became vicar of St. Mary'i 
from which he was ejected ; he died in 1676. 

FOWLER, Edward, an English prelate, of 
creat piety, prebendary and anerwards bishop 
of Gloucester, died in 1714. 

FOWLER, Thomas, an English physician, 
eminent as a writer on medical subjects, died -. 
to 1801. 

FOX, Richard, a native of Gmntlmm, of ob- 
ticnre origin, was educated at Otford and Cam- 
bridee, and made a privy counselor, and bishop 
of Exnter, by Henry, earl of Richmond, on his 
accession to the throne. He was also employed 
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in varioui embassies, pod removed to tbe 
of Durham ; he died th 1588. 

FOX,. Edward, an eminent stateiraan, al 
nor to Heniy vlil., and bishop of Hereford. 
Be was the principal pillar of the Reformation^ 
M to the politic and pradentlal part of it ; being 
of more activity and no less abihty than Cran- 
mer himself; but he acted more secretly than 
Cranmer, and by that means did not bring him- 
Mif into danger of suffering on that account. 
He was bom at Dursley, in Oloucestershire, 
and died in 1538. 

FOX, John,*an English divine and church his- 
torian, bom at Boston, in Lincohishire, in 1517, 
tbe very year that Luther began to oppose the 
'errors of the church of Rome ; he died in 1587. 

FOX, George, founder and head of the Eng- 
lish qualcers, was bora in 1G21, and died in 1680. 
He was brought up a shoemaker, and followed 
his trade in Nottingham ; till at length his re- 
flections upon the degeneracy of mankind mode 
him resolve to attempt a reformation ; and, be- 
lieving himself under the advantage of spiritual 
Illumination, he shut up his shop, and turned 
preacher. This was in 1650 ; and his wife Mar- 
garet, being under the same persuasion, had also 
• share in his ministerial functions. His doc- 
trine and appearance being altogether new, the 
people ran after him in great numbers : which 
success encouraged him to declaim with tlie 
utmost vehemence against the disorders of the 
times. His disciples adopted plainness in their 
habits, were frugal in their manner of living, and 
very reserved in their conversation. Fox had 
■everal rough traverses in executing the instrac- 
tions that he professed to receive from heaven, 
and was often in danger of his life. Notwith-| 
standing all these discouragements, be fearlessly 
perse Veredi and this sect prevailed much ; many 
considerable men being drawn over to them, 
among whom were Barclay and Penn. Their 
followen of the present time, are distinguished 
»by neatness of dress, peaceable demeanor, and 
i;orrectness of manners. 

FOX, Charles James, a distinoulshed English 
statesman and orator, bom in 1749, was the se- 
cond son of lord Holland. After recelvinga libe- 
ral education at Westminster, Eton, and Oxford, 
he made the tour ot Europe ; and, returning 
home, was even, while yet in his minority, elect- 
ed M. P. for Midhurst. His first speech was in 
favour of mmislers, against Mr. Wilkes and the 
Middlesex election. He was successively made 
a lord of the admiralty and of the treasury, but 
at length dismissed from office ; and before he 
was 34 years of age, became one of the most 
eloquent opponents of government. With the 
exception of a short time under the Rockingham 
administration, when he was secretary of state, 
Mr. Fox continued leader of the opposition party 
in the house of commons from that thne till the 
death of Mr. Pitt in the beginning of 1806 ; when 
he was made secretary of state for foreign a^ 
^rs. He now enten4 on a negotiation with 
the French government with a view to a peace ; 
butadropw seized him during its progress, which 
terminated fatally at Chiswick House, Sept L3, 
of the same year. His remains received the 
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)FT, Thomas, a distingulsbed' and 
inister, of Boston; published nu> 
jaons, and died in 1769. 

FRACASTORIO, Girolamo, an Italian poet 
and physician, distinguished also as a mathe* 
matician and astronomer, and as ttie intimate 
friend of Cardinal Bembo, Scaiiger, and other 
learned men ; he died in 1553. 

FRACHETT A, Girolamo, a nativeof Rovigno^ 
in Italy, who gained great reputation by his po- 
litical works, the mort considerable of which is 
entitled, " II Seminario de Governi di Stato, et 
di Guerra.** In this work, he has collected, 
under 110 chapters, about 600O military and 
stiite maxims, extracted from the best authors ; 
and has added to each chapter a discourse, 
which serves as a commentaary to it. He died 
about 1610. 

FRAGUIER, Claude Francis, a French wri- 
ter, an eminent classical scholar, and author of 
Latin poems, A^c. ; he died in \\^. 

FRANCESCAj Peter, an eminent painter, of 
Venice, who delighted in representing night- 
pieces and battles. He drew also several por- 
traits, wrote of arithmetic and geometry, and 
died in 1443.

FRANCHI, Antonio, a painter, of Lucca,

FRANCIA, Francesco, an eminent painter, 
born at Bologna in 1450, was at first a goldsmith 
or Jeweller, afterwards a gravw of coins and 
medals ; but at last applying himself to painting, 
he acquired great credit by bis skill. Raphael^i 
reputation made him desirous to see Ms works, 
but his age would not sufi^ him to take a Jour- 
ney to Rome : nevertheless, a friendly corres- 
pondence commenced between these two pain- 
ters. Raphael having painted the picture of 
St. Cecilia for a church in B^ogna, sent it to 
Francia to place it properly for him, and even 
to correct iu faults. If he discerned any. But 
Francia was so struck with the beauty of tbe 
I^ece, that, despairing of attaining the same 
perfection, be fell, it is said, into a kind of me- 
lancholy ; 'and this, bringinff on a consumption, 
occasioned his death in 1518. 

FRANCIS. Simon, a French painter, bortf in 
1606, was in niaL youth very devout, and declar- 
ed for a religious life. Seeking put a profession

FRANCIS, of Assisl, a great saint of tbe 
Romish church, and founder of one of four or- 
ders of mendicant friars, bora in 1183. He was

FRANCI8 XAVIER, the ffreat coa4jntor of 
Icimtins Loyola, wasbom at Xavler, at the foot 
or the Pyrenees, in 1500 ; and was sent one of 
the earliest missionaries to tlie East Indies ; for 
nis zoal and ability in which undertaking, heob- 
taiued the appellation of the Apostle or the In- 
dies. He died in 154B, and was canonized in 1032; 
by Gregory XV. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, emperor of Gennanv, 
married a dau|[hter of the ebiperor Charles VI., 
and was associated with bis wife in the empire 
till 1745, when he was elected emperor. He was 
a patron of literature and the arts, as well as of 
comtiierce ; he died suddeniy in 1675. 

FRANCIS {., king of France, succeeded Lewis 
Xn on the French throne, in 1515. He is known 
as the rival and opponent of the emperor Charles 
v., with wliom he was involved in war, during 
almost his whole reign, with various success, 
and to whtmi he was, at one time, a prisoner, 
with hii two sons ; also, as the patron of litera- 
ture aud the arts. HediedatRam1xmillet,in 
154"? • 

FRANCIS If., son of Hennr II. and Catherine 
de Medicis, succeeded to the throne of France on 
the death of his father. He married the unfor- 
tunate Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 1560, 
aged 17, after a reign jof 17 months. 

FR ANCiS,duke of Alencon, Anjon, and Berri, 
and brother of the preceding, opposed his bro- 
ther Henry III., fbrwhich he Wiis imprisoned by 
Catherine, and afterwards liberated. He was 
sub:jeq:!cn;ly crowned duke of Bralmnt, and 
was one of the suitors of queen Elizabeth : he 
died in 1584. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count of St. Pol 
tfnd Chauinont, distinguished himself at the bat- 
tle of Mari^nnn^ He was taken prisoner with 
Francis I., but escaped, and died in 1545. ' 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count Enghien, 
^as a celebrated general in the service of Fran- 
<is I. ; he was killed by accident, in 154$. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, duke of Mont- 
oensier, was tlie faitliful associate of Henry IV. 
of France, and distinguished himself in his ser- 
vice as a soldier ; he died in 1593. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, duke of Guise and of 
A nmalc, distinguished hiihself in the wan with 
Charles V., and the English ; and in the reigns 
of Henry 11.^ and Francis II. of France, com- 
l^tely governed the kingdom. After the death 
of Francis, he espoused the side of the catholics, 
in the civil wars, and was assassinated in 1563. 

FRANCIS DE BORGIA, St., 4.uke of Can- 
dla, and viceroy of Catalonia, was the grandson 
of pope Alexander VI. He afterwards became 
a Jesuit, and died at Rome, in 1573. He was ca- 
nonized hf pope Clement X. 

FRANCIS, Lucas, a historical and portrait 

giinter, employed by the kings of France and 
pain; he died in 1643. 

FRANCIS ROM AIN, a Dominican, of Ghent, 
was an eminent architect ; he was emplmred by 
Lewis XIV., to finish the Pont Royal, of^Paris, 
for which he was liberally rewarded ; he died in 
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FRANCIS, Dr. PhiHp, mor« <fiBtingiiiBbeirM 
a translator than as a% original writer. His 
versions of Horace and DemosUienes have been 
Justly valued : the former it perhaps as com- 
plete and uscfDl a work of its kind as hath yet 
appeared.

FRANCIS,James Charles, an eminent Frtnth 
engraver, died In 1709. 

FRANCIS, sir PhiUp;. was a member of tb« 



English parliament, and an 9^ve promoter ef 
the articles of impeachment of Warren Hast- 
ings. He has been considered by some as the 
author of Junius' Letters 4 lie died in TfilB. 

FANCISCA, or FRANCES, a Roman lady, 
who founded a convent at Rome, and was can- 
onized in 1606 ; sbewasbomini:«4. 

FRANCIUS, Peter, profifessor of rhetoric, and 
oratory at Amsterdam, his native city ; he died 
In 1704. 

FtlANCK, George, a native of Nannrimrg, re- 
ceived a poetic crown, at the age of 18, for his 
Latin, Greek, German, and Hebrew poetry. He 
was j>rofessor of medicine at Heidelberg and 
Wittenjburg, and died in 1704. 

FRAKCK, Augustus Herman, of Lnbeck, 
(professor of oriental languages, and of divinity 
j at Halle, was distinguished for his benevolenca 
and piety; he died in 1797 

FRANCK, or FRANCKEN, Frandscus, « 
l>1emish painter, of great merit, died in M16. 

FRANCK, Franciscns, son of the preceding, 
and a pupil of his lather, was also a ptinter ; 
he died in 1643. 

FRANCKER, Christim, successivelv aiesnit, 
a socinian, a unitarian, and a catliolfe, ui tbt 
16th Century. 

FRANCKEN8TEIN, ChrisUan Godfrey, of 
Leips^c, ah advocate, distinguished as amasjof 
letters, and a historian; hedied in 1717. 

FRANCO, Nicolo, a satirist, bom at Bene- 
vento, in 1510. He was condemned to death, 
for some severe satires on Hlustrions persons or 
Rome ; but it is not known that he was executed . 

FRANCO, Battista, apainter, of Venice, who 
imitated the manner of Buonarotte, died in 1561. 

FRANCOIS, Abbe Laurent, an able opponent 
of the French philosophers, died ito 1768. His 
works were principally in defence of religion. 

FRANCOIS, Simon, a seHtaught portrait 
painter of Tours, died in 1671. 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, a historical pahiter. In 
the service of the kings of France and Spadn, 
died in 1C43. ' 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, called the Tonnger, son 
of the preceding, was afaw highly respected as a 
painter; he died in 1654. 

FRANCOWITZ, Matthias, a proCeitant di- 
vine, pupil of Luther and Melancdien, was a pri • 
vate teacher, and afterwards professor of the 
Greek and Latin laagnages at Wittemburg : be 
died in 1575. 

FRANCU8, Sebastian, m German anabaptist 
of the 16th century

FRANKLIN, Dr. Benjamhi, bom at Boston, 
in America, in 1706. was placed at a very eariy 
age under one of bis brothers, who was a prUiter, 
where he made a rapid progres s in that art so 
useful to mankind, ahd contracted an attach 
ment for the press which continued as long 
as he lived. Srarcely emerged from infincy 
Franklin was a philosopher without being con 
sctoUs of it, and by the continual exercise of ills 
197 
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peniud, prepared himself tor those K^eat dtaeove- 
hufl ill ticietice which have since aaaociatecl 
hie name with that of Newton, and for those { 
political reflections wliich have placed him by 
the side of a Solon and a Lycurgus. Soon 
aOerhis reiuoval from Bostoi/to Philadelphia, 
Franklin,in concert with some other yoiing men, I 
established a small club ; where eveiy member^ 
•fter his work was over, and on holidays, brought 
Ms scock of ideas, which were submuted to db- 
ctMsioo. This society of which the yoaog pdnt- 
tr w«p the soul, has been the source of every 
osefuTestablishraent in Pennsylvania calculated 
to (MTomotethe progress of science, the mechani- 
cal arts, and particularly the improvement of 
the human understanding. Higher employ- 
Ments, however, at length called him from his 
country, which be was destined to serve more 
eirectuaily as its asent in England, whither he 
was sent in 1757. The stamp act, by which the 
British minister wished to familiarize the Amer- 
icans to pay taxes to the mother-cotmtry, re- 
vived that love of liberty which had. led their 
forefathers to a country at that time a desert ; 
•nd the colonies formed a conKrcss, the first idea 
of which had Ite^ coimnunicated to tbem by 
Franklin, at the conferences at Albany, in 1754. 
The war that was just terminated, and the 
exertions made by them to suppert it, had givev 
them a conviction of their etrcngth ; they op- 
posed this measure, and the minister gave way, 
kit reserved the means of renewing his attempts. 
Once cautioned, liowevcr, they remained on 
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France be returned to America in 1785, 
lived five years after tliis period : for three 
ears he was presMcnt of the General Assembly 
»f Pennsylvania ; he was a member of the cou - 
'entiou tliat established the new foiln of fcde- 
-al government j and his last public act was a 
nd example tor tliose who are employed !n 
legislation oi their eoiiutry . In tiiis coii vc n 
tion he had difl^red in some points from-the 
majority; but. when the articles were ulti- 
mately decreed, lie said to his colleagues, ^* ff'e 
ought to katie bnt one opinion : the good of ^vr 
country requires that the resolution be unaniin- 
oms;'* and he signed. He died April 17^ 1790. 
As an author, lie never wrote a work of any 
length. His political works coiisiBt of letu»r9 * 
or short tracts ; but all of them, even those of 
humour, bear the marks of hJs observing genius 
and mild philosophy. He wrote many for tliat 
rank of people who liave no opportuni^ for 
study, and whom it is yet of so much conse- 
quence to instruct ; and ire was well skilled in 
reducing useful truths to maxims easily retained, 
ftnd sometimes to proverbs, or little tales, the 
rimpte and natural graces of which acquire a 
new value when asMciatcd with the name of 
their author, in short, the whole life of Frank- 
lin, his meditations, and his labours, have all 
been dbected to public utiliry ; but the graiMl 
object that he had always in view did not uhut 



their guard ; liberty, cherished by their ahurms, 
took deep root; and the rapid circulation of 
Ideas by means of newspapers, for the intro- 
duction of which they were indebted to tlie 
printer of Philadclpliia, united them together to 
lesist every fresh enterprise. In the year 1786, 
this printer^ eaUed to the bar of the bouse of 
commons, underwent that famous intern^atonr, 
which placed the name of Franklin as bi^h in 
politics, as it was l>erore in natural phUosophy. 
rrom that time he defended the cause of Amer- 
ica with a firmness and moderation becdming a 
great man, pointing out to ministry all the errors 
they had committed, and the consequences they 
would induce, till toe period when, the tfx on 
tiie tea meeting the sam^oppositioii as the stamp- 



his heart against private friendship: he lovea 
hi» family, his friends, and was extremely beue- 
ncent. In society he was sententious, but not 
fluent; a listener rather than a talker; an in 
Arming rather than a pleasing companion : im- 
patient of interruption, he often mentioned^ the 
custom of the Indians,^ who always remain si- 
lent some time before they give an aAswer to a 
question which they have heard attentivebr ; 
unlike some of the politest societies in Europe, 
where a sentence can scarcely be finished with- 
out interruption. In the midst of his grciUese 
occupations for the liberty of his country, he 
had some physical experiment near him In hi» 
(closet ; and the sciences, which he had rather 
kHscovered than studied, afforded him a con-* 
tinual SQurce of pleasure. He made various be- 
quests and donations to cities, public bodies, 
and individuals ; and requested that the follow-

capable of subjecting by force 3^)00,000 of men 
determined to be free, at a distance ofSOOO 
leagues. Every man is acquainted with the 
l^rticularB of that war ; but every man has not 
sguaHy reflected on the bold attempt of Frttnklin 
M a li^slator. Having asserted their indepen- 
dence, and placed themselves in the rank of 
Bations, the diflerent colonies, now the United 
States of America, adopted each its own form 
of government ; and, retaining almost univer- 
sally their admiration for the British constitu- 
tion, fl-amed them from the same principles vari- 
ously modelled. Franklin alone, disengaging the 
political machine from those multiplied move- 
ments and admired counterpoises that rendered 
it so complicated, proposed the reducing it to 
the simplicity of a single legislative body. This 
grand idea startled the legislators of Pennsylva- 
nia : but the philoflopher removed the fears of 
a rnnsiderable number, and at length determin- 
ed them to the adoption of his principle. Having 
fiven laws to his country, Franklin undertook 
af^nin to serve it in Europe, not by representa<^ 
tions to the metrniiolis, or answers at the bar of 
the hoiiM of commons j but by treaties with 
France, nnd successively with other powers

t>ng a favourite in the Utcrary world. Ul« Iw was reduced to beg Us broad, and died in

FRANS FLORIS, an eminent painter, bora 
at Antwerp, in laQO. He grew rich and fomous, 
bis perlbrroances being good and numerous ; 
tmt was greatly addicted to drinking, and died 
at 50 years of age. He was called the Raphael 
of Flanders. 

FRANTZIUS, Wolfgang, a German divine, 
and professor of divinity at Wittemburgfa, died [;aged in war with Charles XU., of Sweden, and 



in 1690. 

FRASSON, Claude, a French monk, was a 
doctor of the Sorbooue, and professor of the- 
ology at Paris, also superior of the Franciscan 
convent Uiere ; be died in 1711. 

FRATELX.INI, Giovanna, a female painter, 
of Florence, patroni^od by tlie arcliducliess Vic- 
toria ; site died in 173L 

FRATELLINI, Ijorenzo Maria, son of the 
preceding, eminent as a historical and landscape 
liainter, died in 1739. 

FRAuNCE, Abraham, a poet, who was edu- 
cated at the expense of sir Philip Sidney, In 
. Cambridge ; aflter which lie was called to the 
bar. He wrote, anionnt other things, ^' The 
Countess of PcmbrokeTi Ivy Chnrcli and Em- 
anuel,** in 1591 ; aikl a *' Translation of He- 
liodorus' Ethiopics." 

FRAUWENLOB, Henry, a German writer, 
died in 1317. 

FREDEGARIUS, the earUest French histo- 
rian, after Gregory of Tours ; his chronicle, in 
barbarous language, extends to the year 641. 

FREDEGONDE, Wife of Cbilperlc, king of 
Prance, was bom of obscure parents, but, by het- 
beauty and art, raised herself to the throne ; 
the p^soned all around her whom she consider- 
ed enemies or rivals, and, finally, the king bhn- 
aelf; she died in 597. 

FREDERIC I., sumamodBarbarossa, duke of 
Bwabia, succeeded his uncle, Conrad UI., a« 
emperor of Germany, and was crowned in Italy 
by Adrian IV. A part of his reign was dis- 
turbed by quarrels and wars %vilh the popes, 
who, after a reconciliation, persuaded him to 
undertake a crasade against Saladin. He died 
during the expedition, in 1190, after having 

g lined several victories over the Turks and 
reeks. His son Frederic, duke of Swabia, who 
attended him, and displayed great valour in the 
Holy Land, also died there. 

FREDERIC II., grandson of the preceding, 
and son of Henry VI., was bom in 1194, and 
elected king of the Romans, two years after. 
In 1810, he was elected emperor of Gerinany. 
He died in 1350, aged 57. 

FREDERIC III., sumamed the Fair, son of 
Albert of Austna, wasiho rival of Lewis of Ba- 
varia, In a contest for the imperial throne. He 
was defeated by him at tlio battle of Michael- 
dorff, and taken prisoner; he died in 1330. 

FREDERIC IV., sumamed the Pacifio, em- 
peror of Germany, was the last of the German

FREDERIC I., king of Denmark, distinguish- 
ed himself by hit< wisdom, pradence, and by the 
utility of bis public mcaAres, panicularty in in- 
itructing Lutheraniem among bis subjects ; be 
jdied in 1533. 

FREDERIC II., king of Denmark, was the 
^. patron of literature and of leamcd men ; and

ERIC m., archbisbop of Bremen, suc- 
iceeded his father. Christian IV., as king of Den- 
mark, and improved the condition of bii pto 
pie, by making them more independent of the 
noMek, and by making the crown hereditary ;

FREDERIC rv., king of Denmark, was en- 



He was a weak, indolent, and superstitious 
» rince, who saw bis subjects revolt, with te 



lost some pari of his territories, which lie sifter* 
wards recovered ; he died in 1730. 

FREDERICK v., grandson of the preceding, 
treigned on tli« throne of Denmark from 1746 to 
1766. He was succeeded by his son, Christian 
VII. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS I., kbig of Poland, 
and elector of fiaxoiiy, recommended himself to 
tile Poles, by his valour against the Turks, and 
was ehM:ted their king in 1696. He was beaten 
by Charles XII., and stripped of his dominions, 
which he afterwards recovered and maintained 
till his death, in 1733. He was the patron of hte- 
rature, aiul his court was for a long time one of 
the most brilliant in Europe. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS H., succeeded bis 
fatlieron the throne «f Poland, in 1734. The 
last of his reign was disturbed by a war with 
the king of Prassia, who invaded hu kingdom, 
and reduced him to unconditional babmission. 
He died in 17Q3. 

FREDERIC, prince of Hesse Caaiel, married 
a sister of Charles XII., of f^weden, and obtain- 
ed possession of the Swedish throne in 1720. 
He died in 1757. 

FREDERIC WILLIAM, elector of Branden- 
burc, distinguished himself by his war with Po- 
land, and afterwards with Lewhi XIV. After 
repelling the Swedes, who had invaded his do- 
minions, he devoted his attention to the com- 
merce of his people, and to internal improve- 
ments. Hh died in 1088. 

FREDERIC I., elector of Brandenburg, sou 
of the preceding, was ambitious of raising his 
duchy into a kingdom, and joined Leopold, em- 
peror of Germany, In a war against several 
states, to accomplish the object; he died Hi 1713. 

FREDERIC WILUAM I., ktag of Prussia, 
son or the preceding, succeeded bis father, in 
1713. He began his reign by a strict reform in 
the expenditures of his kingdom, by enconrage* 
ing commerce and industry, and bv inviting 
foreign ariisans to settle in Iris dominions ; at 
tho same time he prqvlded for his security by 
creating an army of 60,000 men. He died in 
1740. 

FREDERIC IL, son of the preceding, ascend- 
led the throne in 1740. He wasdistingninhed by 
the appellation of " the Great,** to which his 
superior talents and conspicuous achievements 
gave him a just claim. During his reign, ha 
was engaged in war with almost every poten- 
tate of Europe ; and, in most instances succera^ 



princes, who submitted to a coronation at Rome, fully. At the same time, he was soliciious for 



the welfare of his su^ects, and devoted a part 
iof every day to a redress of their 'sricvaucet 
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literary men from all parts of Europe to his 
court, administered Justice impartially, and re- 
lievea the unfortunate and distressed, wherever 
to be found. In the pidst of all his cares, lie 
found time to devote to literary pursuits, and 
was himself a philosopher and an author, but 
of infidel principles; he died in 1766, aged 75. 

FREDERIC, sumamed the Wise, elector of 
Baxony, was the friend of the emperhr Maximi- 
lian, and might have succeeded mm hsd be not 
declined. He was the firm and zealous IHend 
of Luther, and the reformation, and died in 
1526.' 

FREDERIC v., elector of Palatine, married 
a daughter of James I., of England. He was 
elected king of llohemia by the protestants, but 
opposed mid defeated by Ferdinand, of Austria. 
The death of Gustavus, who had promised to 
assist him, put an end to his hopes, and he died 
• month afterwards, in 1^2. 

FREDERIC, Colonel, son of the unfortunate 
Theodore, king of Corsica, was engaged in the 
service or the elector of Wirteraberg, who ho- 
noured him with bis friendship. He went to 
England as agent of tlie elector, and there com- 
mitted suicide, in 1796. 

FREEKE, William, bom in ](iR4. Hewrote, 
among other things, " A Dialogue by way of 
question and answer, coiicemhig the Deity,*' 
and " A brief and clear confutation of the Doc- 
trine of the Trinity :*' which two piec«s being 
laid before the house of commons, were voted 
to be burnt, as containiDg mucli hinapliemy, and 
accordingly were so: the author being after- 
wards fined 5001., and obliged to give security 
for bis good behaviour for three years, and to 
make a recantation in the four courts in West- 
minster-hall. 

FREEMAN, John, an Enslish painter, who 
lived in the reign of Charles ll. 

FREG08O, Baptist, doge of Genoa, was de- 
posed and banished for his haughtiness ; the 
time of his death is unknown. 

FREHER, Marquard, a German, who stndied 
the civil law in France. He was counsellor to 
Casimir, prince Palatine, afterwards professor 
of law, at Heidlebcrg, at)d engaged in import- 
ant affairs by the elector, Frederic IV. ; he died 
in 1614. 

FREIGHTS, John Thomas, a learned German, 
employed as a teacher, at Friburg, and at Basil, 
was afterwards chosen rector oS the ccrflege of 
Altorf. He died in 1583. 

FREIND. John, an English physician, and 
elegant writer, horn in 1675, died 1728. The 
most elalrorate of his numerous works is "The 
History of Physic, from the time of Galen to 
the beginning of the 16th century, chiefly with 
regard to practice .*' and this is Justly deemed a 
masterly performance, both for use and ele- 
gance. 

FREIND, Robert, brothjjbto the physician^ 
and head master of Westiiuuster scliool, bom 
in 1667; be published an edition of Ciceto's 
•* Orator," and died in 1751. 

FREINSHEMIUS, John, a most ingenious 
and learned man, bora at Ulm, in Swabia, in 
1606. He is said to have understood almost all 
the European hinguages, besides Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew. lie was professor of eloquence, 
at Upsnl, librarian and historiographer to Chris> 
tina, of giveden, and afterwards profiessor nt 
Hcidlebere , where he dieil in 1660. 

FREIRE DE ANDRADE, Hyadntbe, a Por-' 
vguesc, abbot of St. Mary de Chans, and al 
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died in 1657. 

FRRLINGHLHTSEN, Theodonif Jacobali^ 
miniBterx>f the Reformed Du^^h Church, at Ro^ 
riton, New-Jersey ; was an able and succewful 
preacher. 

FREMINET. Martin, an eminent Fieneb 
painter, died in 1619. 

FREMONT D*ABLANCOURT, Nteholas, m 
native of France, who (led to Holland, at the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes, and was hio- 
toriographer to the prince of Orange ; he died 

FRENICLE DE BESSY, Bernard, a mathe- 
matician, and author at o treatise on right-aa* 
gled triancles, and other ^orks ; he died hi 1675 
FREREiB, Theodore, a painter, bora in 1643, 
at Enkbuysen ; the best of his nieces are pre> 
served In Amsterdam. 

FRERET, Nicolas, of Paris, a hteiotian and 
chronologist, and opposer of Sir Ibaac Newton'a 
system of chronotogy, Imra at Paris, in 1688, 
died 1749. H e was a complete sceptic ; and Vol- 
taire, for the worst of purposes, revised two of 
his works : viz. '* The Letters of Thrasybulua 
to Leuoippus,** and '* Examination of the Apo- 
logists for Christianity." 

FRERON, Elie Catherine, a French critie 
and Journalist of considerable talent6,and known 
as havinc been the constant object of the satire 
of Voltaire, was bora at Quimper, in 1719, and 
died in 1776. His " Letters on certain writingb 
of the Times,*' he began in 1749, and publlghcd 
13 volum<>s. In 1754, he began his " Annee , 
Literal re," of which he published 7 volumes 
that yea^, and eight every year after, till his 
death ; and in that work, Freron, as a zralous 
enemy of the modem philosophy, attacked Voir 
taire with sp.iiit. He represented him as a skil- 
ful plagiary ; as a poet, brilliant, but inferior te 
Coraeine, Racine, and Boileau ; as an elegant, 
but inaccurate historian ; and rather the tyrant 
than the king of literature. 

FRE8NA YE, John Vauguelio de la, an early 
French poet, king's advocate for Caen, and pre- 
sident of that city ; he died in 1C06. 

FRESNE, OLstrles du Cange du, a learned 
Frenchman, bora at Amiens, in 1610, died 1688L 
His best works are a " Latin and Greek Glossa- 
ry," the " History of Constantinople under the 
French Emperors," fcc. 

FRESNOY, Charles Alphonsodu, an excel- 
lent French poet and painter, bora at Paris, in 
1611. After his death, his peem, "De Arte 
Graphica," was printed with a prose transla- 
tion and notes, by De Piles, and dedicated to 
Colbert It was afterwards translated hito En- 
glish, by Dryden, who prefixed to it an original 
" Preface, containing a parallel between paint 
ing and poetry." This poem will keep his name 
alive as long as either poetry or painting «hall 
find any esteem. A later version of Du Fres- 
noy has been made by Mr. Mason, and enriched 
with notes by Sh" Joshua Reynolds. 

FRE8NY, Charles Riviere du, a French poet, 
bora at Paris, in 1648. He had a good natural 
taste for music, painting, sculpture, architec- 
ture, and aH the fine arts. He had also a taste 
fbr laying out gardens, which procured him the 
place of overseer of the king's gardens, whose 
valet de chambre he likewisa was. He died in 
17S4 ; and in 1731, his works were collected and 
printed Yn 6^ols., consisting of " dramatic per* 
fbrmances, songs, amusemcmtB aerioas and co- 
mical," 9cc. 
PRETEAU I^ ST. JUST, Enunanoel Marie 
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ttichad Philip, a French nobleman, who, from 
' 'lissatiefaction with the court, embraced the po- 
pular partyjr at the revolution ; but waa con- 
^l^iined by Robespierre, and executed in 1793. 
FREVVEN, Accepted, an Eiiglbh prelate, 
educated at Magdalen college, Oxford, of which 
he became president, afterwards chaplain to 
Charles I.> dean of Gloucester,. bishop of Litch- 
field and Ckiveotry, and archbisiiop of Yorlc ; 
he died in 1664. 

FREY, John Cecil, u eminent German phy- 
sician, died in 1631. 

FREYTAG, Frederic Gottlehb, a burgomas- 
ter of Nuremberg, known as a writer, died in 
1T78. 

FREZIER, Amadee Francis, a Frenchman, 
who travelled through Chili and Peru, an account 
of which he published ; he died in 1773. 

FRI ART, Rowland, an eminent architect, of 
the 17th century. 

FRICHE, or FRISCHE, James de, a Bene- 
dictine, who wrote the life of St. Augusthie, 
and died in 1693. 

FRISBIE, Levi, minister of Ipswick, Mass., 
distinguished as a very faithful and successful 
preacher; he published some sermons, and 
died in 1806. 

FRISBIE, Levi, professor of the Latin Ian- 
guaxe, and afterwards of moral philosophy, 
of Harvard college, Mass., was distinguished 
for his talents and learning ; he died in 1^2. 

FRISCH, John Jjeonard, distinguished as the 
fdunder of the silk manufacturies of Branden- 
tmrg, and as the first encouragcr of the cultiva- 
tion of the mulberry tree in Prussia ; he died 
in 1743. 

FRISCHLIN, Nicodemufl, a learned Ger- 
man, professor at Tubingen, known as a dra- 
matle writer^ and as a traqslator ; he died in 
1590. 

FRISCdMUTH, John, rector of the universi- 
ty of Jena, died in 1687. 

FRISIUS, John, principal of the college at 
Zurich, into which he introduced the study of 
the Hebrew and other oriental languages i he 
died in 1565. His three sona were professors at 
Zurich. 

FRITH, John. SeeFRYTH. 
f FRIZON,Peter, master of the jesnit*s college, 
of Navarre,aiid author of a history of tlie French 
cardinals, Ate., died in 1651. 

FROBENIUS, John, an eminent and learned 
German printer. He was the first of the Ger- 
mans who brought the art to any perfection ; 
and the great character of this printer was the 
principal motive which led Erasmus to fix ids 
quarters at Basil, in order to have his own 
works printed by him. He died at Basil, in 
1527, lamented by all, biu by none more than 
Erasmus, who wrote his epitaph in Greek and 
Latin. 

FROBISHER, Sir Martin, an eminent navi- 
gator, anAhe first Englishman that attempted 
to find out a north-west passage to China. He 
was bom in Yorkshire, and was killed in battle 
in 1504. 

FROELICH, Erasmos, a Jesuit, eminent for 
bis knowledge of mathematics ai^ medaUlc his- 
tory, died in 1758. 

FROIDMONT,Libert,a native of Liege,dean 
of St Peters, and professor of philpsophy, at 
Lobvain, died In 1653. 

FROILA I., king of Spain, Is known for a 
victory gained over the Saracens, In 760. He 
caosed bis brother to be mnrdered, and was him- 
Mlf killed by another brother in 768. 



FROILA II., khig of Spain, In 923, died of a 
leimMy. 

FROIS8ARD, orFROISSART, John, born at 
Valenciennes, about 1337. His chief work is a 
history, which comprises what happened in 
France, Spain, and England, from VJfX lu 1400 
He was also a poet, as well as a historian. lie 
died in 1402. His history was trausiaied re 
cenUy by Mr. Johnes, of Havod, Wales. 

FROMAGE, Peter, a superior of the Jesuits, 
who died in Syria, in 1740. 

FRONTEAU, John, a native of Angers, chan- 
cellor of Paris university ,'aud aftei wards prior 
of Benay. in Anglers; he died in 106*2. 

FRONTENAC, Leiiiii cniiftt, governor- gene- 
ral of Canada, whose exertions cmiduced to the 
protection and property of Canada ; be died in 
1698. 

FRONTINU8, Sextus Jnlliis, a Roman writer, 
in high repute under Vespasian, Titus, Domi* 
tian, Nerva, and Trajan. Ncnn niaile him cu- 
rator of the aqueducts, which 4>ccn.<ioued hiu 
to write his treatise " De Aquioductibus Urbis 
Rom©.'* He wrote also, " Tres Libros Strata- 
gematum,*' or, concerning the stratacenis used 
iu war by the most eminent Greek and Roman 
commanders ; and afterwards added a fourth 
containing examples of thobc arts and maxims 
discoursed of in the former. These two works 
are still extant. 

FRONTO, Marcus Cornelius, a Roman Qr»- 
tor, preceptor to Vcreius and M. Aureiius. 

FROWDE,Philip, auUior of several pieces of 
poetry, some of which in Latin were pure and 
elegant enough to entitle them to a place in the 
Muse Ancjicaine. He likewise wruti^ two tra- 
gedies, " The Fall of Saguiitum," and " Pliilo- 
tas." He died in 1738. 

FRUGONI, Charles Innocent, an Italian p<iet^ 
bom at Genoa, died in 1768. 

FRUMENTIUS, a Romish saint, conwrrated 
bishop of the Ethiopians, by Athanasius, died in 
360. 

FRYE,Thomas. a painter, who acquired some 
eminence In London, where he died, in 1 762. 

FRYTH, John, an English martyr, who was 
converted to Lntheranism, at Oxford. He 
preached his doctrines so boldly, that he was 
sent to the Tower, and, on his refusing to re- 
cant, was burnt at Smithfield, in 1533. 

FUCHSIUS, or FUCHS, Leonard, an emi- 
nent physician and botanist, of Munich and In- 
goldstadt, died in 1565. 

FUESSLI,John Ga8pard,an eminent artist 
of Zurich, author of the history of the artists of 
Switzerland, died in 1762. 

FUGGER, Huldric, bom at Augsburgh, in 
1526, was eminent for his aflTectlon to learning 
and learned men. He laid out great sums iu 
purchasing good manuscripts of ancient authors, 
and getting them printed ; and for this purpose, 
he allowed for some time a salary to the fanioiM 
Henry Stephens. His relations were so in- 
censed at him for the moneys be expended in 
this way, that they brought an action against 
him for it, and got him to be declared incapable 
of managing his aflTairs. He died in 1584, hav- 
ing bequeathed his library to the elector Pala- 
tine, and a fund for the maintenance of six 
scholars. 

FULBERT, an Italian, who acquired great 
celebrity as a preacher in France, and was made 
bishop of (Hiartres ; he died in 1028. 
^ULDA, Chari^ Frederic, a native of Pwa 
bia, eminent as a Lutheran divine, and asa me- 
chanic ; he died hi 1788. * 
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' PULGENTIUS, St, an eccleaiastieiU writer 
and bishop 'of Riupa, in Africa, born in 464, 
died In 529 

FULGINAS, Sigiamund, a historian of tlie 
15th century, in the service of pope Julius II. 

FULKB, William. D. D., an Enellsh divine, 
eminent for his learning, master of Pembrolce- 
hall, Oxford, and a professor there ; he died in 
1589. 

FULLER, Nicolas, a distini^nished English 
scholar and critic, prebendary ot Salisbury, died 
in l(i'22. 

FULLER, Thomas, an English historian and 
divine, born in 1608, died in 1661. He is cele- 
brated particularly as author of a " History of 
the War," "The Church History of Britain, 
from the birth of Jesus Christ, to the year 1648 ;" 
" The History of the University of Cambridge 
fince the Conquest,*' A^c. ice. He had a me- 
mory so tenacious and comprehensive, that it 
enabled him to do things* which are hardly cre- 
dible. He could repnat 500 strange words after 
twice hearing ; and could make use of a sermon, 
verbatim, if he once heard it. 

FULLER, Isaac, a celebrated English pain- 
ter, in the reign of Charles IL, died in London. 

FULLO, Peter, a heretical bishop of Antiuch, 
In the 5th centurv. 

FULTON, Robert, a nati ve of Pcfiniylvanf a, 
was born in 1765. Hecarly evinced agenius for 
mechanics and painting, and went to England 
to improve himself in the tatter. His attention, 
however, was soon turned to mechanics, and he 
became a civil engineer. From that time, bis 
di-inoveries and inventions were numerous and 
i)ii;>»rtant. But that which will continue his 
iiHiue to posterity, and associate him with the 
benefactors of mankind, was the successful ap- 
plication of stean to the propelling of boats. 
Thi: diiicovery was made, and the nrst ejqieri- 
ment tried at Paris, in 1809 ; after which he re- 
turned to America and-exhibitrd a l>oat In suc- 
cessAil operation on the waters of New- York. 
Vessels propelled by bis machinery are now in 
common use throughout the United States, and 
in Europe. He die<l suddenly, in the midtot of 
his career, in Feb., 1815. 

FULVIA, an extraordinary Roman lady, and 
wife of Mark Antony, who haii no more of her 
sex than her body ; for her temper and courage 
breathed nothing but policy and war. This lady 
was an admirable coadjutor to her cruel hus- 
band during the massacres of the triumvirate. 
She put several persons to death of her own 
head, either out of avarice or a spirit of re- 
- ven^e ; and even people whom her husband did 
not know. Antony caused the heads of those 
whom he had proscribed to be brought to a ta- 
ble, and fed his ey.s a long while with these un- 
happy spectacles. The head of Cicero was one 
of them, which he ordered to be fixed on the 
ro.strum from whence Cicero had made so many 
speeches against him ; but, before that order 
was executed, Fulvia took the head and spit 
upon it, and placing it-on her lap, drew opt the 
tongue, which she pierced several times with 
her bodkin, uttering all the while the most op- 
probrious lati^uage against Cicero. 

FUNCCIU3. or FUNCK, John Nicholas, a 
celebrated critic, born at Marpurg, in 1693, died 
in IT78. 

FURETIERE, Anthony, an ingenious and 
eacned Frenchman, born at Paris, in 1620, was 
eminent in the civil and canon law; but he is 
chiefly known by, and valued for, his ** Univer- 
m DictkMiary of the Frencb^ Tongue,** In which 
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h« explains the terms of art In all sciences. H4 
died in 1688. 

FURINI, Francesco, a painter, of Florence, 
admired for the elegance displayed in liis figures; 
he died in 1646. 

FURIUS, called Blbaeulus, perhaps from bis 
excessive drinking, an ancient Latin poet, born 
at Cremona, about the year of Rome 650, or 100 
8. C. He wrote annals, of which Macrobios 
has preserved some fragment. 

PURNEAUX, Philip, D. D., an Englidi dis- 
senting clergyman, died in 1783. 

FUR8T, or FUR8TIUS, Walter, revered l»y 
his countrymen as one of the founders of Swiss 
liberty, lived about 1307. 

FURSTEMBURG. Ferdinard de, a native of 
Westphalia, promoted In the church by pope 
Alexander VII., and made bishop of Munstec, 
and apostolical vicar of northern Europe, died 
in 1683. 

FUSI, Anthony, a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
afterwards became a protestant at Geneva, ilie« 
in 1630. 

FUST, or FAUSTUS, John, m citizen of 
Mentz, and one of the earliest printers. He ha4 
the policy to conceal his art ; and to this policy 
we are indebted for the tradition of " The Devil 
and Dr. Faustus,*' handed down to the present 
times. About 1460, he associated with John of 
Guttemburgh ; their types were cut; in wood, 
and fixed, not moveable as at present. Having 
printed off a considerable number of copies of 
the Bible, to imitate those which were cont* 
raonly sofd in MS., Fust undertook tlie sale of 
them at Paris, where the art of printing was 
then unknown. As he sold his printed copies 
for 60 crowns, while the scribes demanded 500, 
this created universal astonishment; but, when 
he produced copies as fast as thesr were wanted, 
and lowered the price to 30 crowns, all Paris 
was agitated. The uniformity of the copies in- 
creased the wonder ; Informations were given 
in to the police against him as a magician ; bis 
lodgings were searched, and a great number of 
copies being found, they were seized ; the fed 
hik with which they were embellished was said 
to be his blood : it was seriously adjudged that 
he was in league with the devil ; and. If be liad 
not fled, most probably he would have sharea 
the fate of those whom ignorant and supersti- 
tious judges condemned, in those days, for witch- 
craft. Fust died at Mentz, in 146S. 

FUZELIER, Lewis, a dramatic writer, of Pa 
ris, and the conductor of a periodical paper, catt- 
ed the Mercury, died in 1752. 

FYOT DE LA MARCHE, Claude, count of 
Bosjam, a favourite of Lewis XIV.,. and coun 
sellnr of state, and afterwards prior of Netra 
Dame ; he died in 1721.

GABRIEL, James, m dtsUnguithed Pnoil 
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arcbitect, and inspector general of buUdingi in 
France, died in 1742. 

6ABRILLE. de Boarbon, a lady of great 
Tirtue, wife of Lewis de la Tremoiille ; she died 
inlJQS. 

GABSINOf AuEustlne, a fanatic, of Bressia, 
who called himself monarch of the Trinity, fcc, 
his followers were about 80 ; he was cononed in 
• mad'house, and Ills sect wa« dispened.

GABURET, Nicholas, an eminent French 
•urgeon, under Lewis XIII., died in 16G2. 

6ACON, Francis, a French poet, Icnowh for 
bis severe satires against Bossuet, Eousseau, 
4bc., died in 1727. 

OADBlIl(Y,;Johnj an astrologer, and pupil of 
LiUv, bom in 1627, died by shipwreck, on a voy- 
age to Jamaica. Partridge put forth a book 
In 1693, entitled, " The Black Life of John 
Gadbury.'* 

6ADDESDEN, John of, an Englishman, the 
first employed as physiician at the court; author 
o "Rosa Anglica.'* 

GADDI, Gaddo, a Mosaic painter, of Florence, 
died in 1312. 

GADDI, Taddeo, son of the preceding, died 
In 1350. 

GADDI, Agnolo, son and pupil of Taddeo 
died in 1387. 

GADSDEN, Christopher, lieutenant governor 
of South-Carolina, was au early friend - and 
advocate of the rights of the colonies, and took 
a decided part in favour of their separation and 
independence^, he died in 1805. 

GAELEN, Alexander, Van, a Dutch painter, 
Who painted three battles, between Charles I 
and Cromwell ; be died in 1728. 

GAERTNER, Joseph, a native of Calu, iu 
Swabia, a distinguished naturalist, author of 
a great work called Carpology, which he dedi- 
cated to Sir JoBcpli Banks ; he died in 1791. 

GiETANO, Sclplo, an admired Florentine 
painter, di^ in 1588 

GAFFARELL, James, a French writer, li- 
brarian to RicheUou, who enabled him to make 
a large collection of MSS. ; he was author or 
several works, and died in 1681. 

GAFtTRlO, FrenchinOjB native of Sodi, bead 
of the choir, in Milan cathedral ; hd wrote severa! 
Works on music, and died in 1520. 

GAGE, Thomas an Irishman, missionary to 
the Philippines ; he died^ln 1051. 

GAGE. Thomas, the last governor of Mass.,. 
appointed by the kint;, ader the conquest of 
Canada, in 1760, was appointed jtovemor of 
Montreal, he was exceedingly odious to the 
Atn'ericans, and died in England, in 17H7. 

GAGER, William, a civilian and poet, was 
entered of Christ church, Oxford, in 1574, whe.c 
he arrived at the degree of LL. D. He defend- 
ed the stage against tbo attacks of Dr. Rainolds ; 
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GAILLARD, de Lonjumeau, bishop of Apt, 
was the first projector of a universal historical 
dictionary • he died in 1605.

GAINSBOROUGH, Thomas, bom at Sudbury 
|1n Sufiblk, 1727, very early discovered a pro- 
pensity to painting. Nature was his teacher, 
and the wtiods of Suffolk his academy. Here 
he would pass hi solitude his mornings, in umk- - 
ing a sketch of an old tree, a marshy brook, a 
few cattle, a shepherd and his (lock, or aiiv 
other acclA^ntal objects that were presented. 
From delineation he proceeded to colouring* 
and aifler painting several landscapes from the 
age of 10 to 12, he quitted Sudbury for Loudon, 
wliere he commenced portrait painter. His 
landscapes will establish bis name on the record 
of fine arts with honours such as never before 
attended a native of England. These subjects 
he painted with a faithful adherence to nature : 
indeed, the brilliancy of Claude, and the eimpli- 
ciiy or Ruysdael, appear combined in Mr. G*s 
romantic S';enes. while we lament him as an 
artist, let us not pass over those vhtues which 
were an honour to human nature, titat gene- 
rous heart, whose strongest propensities were 
to reUcve the genuine claims of poverty. If he 
selected, for the exercise of bis pencil, an infant, 
from a cottage, all the tenants of the humble 
roof generally participated in the profits of the 
picture ; and some of them frequently found in 
his habitation a permanent abode. His libera- 
lity was not confined to this alone ; needy rela- 
tives, and unfortunate friends, were further in- 
cumbrances on a spirit tliat could not deny ; 
and, owing to this generosity of temper, that 
afiHuence was not left to his family which so 
much merit might promise, and such real worth 
deserve. He died in 1788. 

GALADIN, Malioniet, a popular emperor of 
the Moguls, died in 1695. 

GALANTINI, Hippolito, a delicate miniature 
pahiter, of Genoa, died in 1706. 

GALANUS, Clement, an Italian, missionary 
to America, wrote a giammar of that language, 
about 1650. 

GALAS,. Matthew, a general, who, from 
being a page, rose to high standing : he was iu 
the service of the emperor Frederic II., and 
Philip IV., of Spain ; he diikt in 1647. 

GALATEO, Ferrari Antonio, a scholar and 
physician, born at Galatinia ; he was author of 

veral works, and died in 1517. 

GAL.ATIN, ?eier, author of the valuable 
work " De Arcauis Cathoiicffi Veritatis ;" he 
died about 1530. 

G ALBA, Servius Sulpicius, emperor of Rome 
after Nero : he was slaui by the guards, who 
raised Otho to the throne, A. D. Oil. 

G.^LE, John, a learned divine, among the 
baptists, born at London, in 1680. His tathcr 
was a citizen of good repute. He is fhiefly 
known for his writings against "WalPs Do* 
fence of Infant Baptism," and died in 1721. 

GALE, Theophilus, a learned dhine, among 
the non-conformists, born in 1628, died in 1678. 
He wrote a large and laborious work, called 
"The Court of the Gentiies."

GAICHES, John, priest of the o^atoiy^ and GALE, Tliomas, dean of York, formerly 
canon of Soisaons, died tai 1730 'flliead-master of St. Faults school, and cetebra 
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ted for his knowledge of tite Greek language, 
and antiquities, was bom in }636, died in 1702. 
GALE, Roger, F. R. and A. SS., son of the 
dpan, tirst vice-president of tlie society of anti- 
quaries, and treasurer to the royal society, born 

• 1G72, was considered as one of the most learned 
men of his age, and most highly skilled in the 
antiquities of his country. He died in 1744. 

GA LB, Samuel, the youngest of the dean*s 
soas, borii in 1682. He was one of the revivers 
of the society of antiquaries, in 1717, and their 
first treasurer. He was a man of great learn- 
ing and uncommon abilities, and well versed in 
the antiquitioh of England, 'for which he left 
in anv valuable collections behind him. Jle died 
in 1754. 

G ALE ANO, Joseph, a physician of great re- 
pute, i^t Palermo. We owe to liirn a collection 
of little pieces of the Sicilian poets. He was 
born in 1G05, and died in 1675, greatly regretted ; 
for be was a kind of oracle wilb his country- 
men. 

GALEN, Matthew, a native of Zealand, 
ctiaiiceltor of Duuay university, and author of 
several works. 

GALKN, Claudlan, after Hippocrates, prince 
of the Greek physicians, was a native of Pcr- 
gamus, in the Lesser Asia, where lie was b<iru 
about 131. He chose physic for his profession, 
being determined thereto by a dream which Ms 
father had a little before his death ; and at 28 
years of age had made some considerable ad- 
vances toward improving his ^rt: for instance, 

* be had acquired a particular skill inthe wounds 
of the nerves ; and was possessed of a method 
of treating them never known before. The 
pontitf of PerganiiM have him an opportunity 
of trying his new method upon the gladiators ; 
and he wan so successful, tlwt not a single one 
perished by any wounds of this kind. By this 
we find, as well as by several other instances, 
that Galen studied, understood], and practised 
surgery, as well as physic. Distinguished above 
his coteniporaries, this prince of physicians con-' 
tinned to practise at Rome, the capital of the 
world, till he was obliged to submit to fate like 
other mortals. His death happened in 201. 
There are reckoned above 500 books of his upon 
physic only, and abont half that number upon 
other sciences. 

GALEN, Bernartl Van, a native of West- 
phalia, known as a bishop and a general ; he 
was engaged in a war with tbeTurk^, attacked 
the United States, Sweden, A^c, and died in 
1678. 

GALEOTI, Nicholas, an Italian Jesuit, au- 
thor of the lives of tlie generals of his order ; be 
died in 1748. 

G ALEOTf, Marcio, a native of Nami, tutor 

. to the son of Matthias Oorvinus, the king, and 

being invited to France by Lewis XT., on poiog 

to pnv his n^pects to him, fell, and so injured 

himself ns to cause his death. 

GALERIUS, C. Valerius Mnximianus, from 
a herdsman in Dacia, became emperor of 
Borne: he died in 311. 

GAIiGACTTS, a Caledonian chief, fiimous for 
his noble resistance against the invasions of the 
Ronmns. 

GALILEI, Galileo, a most eminent asttrono- 
ni*»r and matlicmatici.in, inventor of the tele- 
scope, &r., iKtrn at Florence, Feb. 19, 1564. 
Hnvins observed some solar spots, in 1612, be 
printed that discovery the following year, at 
Rome ; in whicli, R»id in some other pieces, he 
vcniurcl to assert the txuth of die Copcrnicanj 
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system, and brought several new arguments to 
confirm It This startled tbe Jesuits, who there^ 
upon procured a citation for nira to appear be- 
fore the holy office, at Rome, in 1615, where be 
was charged witli heresy, for maintaining tlieae 
two proposidons : I. That the sun is in the cen- 
tre of tbe world, and immoveable by a local 
motion ; and, 2. That the earth is not the centre 
of the world, nor immoveable, but actually 
moves by a diurnal motion. Tbe first -of these 
positions was declared to b6 absurd, false In phi- 
losophy, and formally heretical, being contrary 
to the express word of God ; the second was al- 
so alleged to be philosophically false, and, in a 
theological view at least, erroneous in point of 
faith. The inquisition pronounced sentenee 
against foim and Iris books. They obliged him 
to abjure his errors in tlie most solemn manner, 
committed him to the prison of their office dur- 
ing pleasure, which was till 1634, and Iris '*Dia- 
logues of ttie System of the World" were bumf 
at Rome. Galilei died Jan. 8, 1643. He wai 
the author of several noble and useful in* 
vontions and discoveries in. astronomy, geome* 
try and mechanics ; the principal of which, be 
sides those already mentioned, are, in the first 
of those sciences, the trepidation or vibratii>a 
pf tbe moon, as also the inequalities or moun- 
tains in its surface. In geometry, he invented 
the cycloid, or trochoid, ; and, in mechanics, 
first found the exact degree of celerity in th« 
dtiscent of bodies by the force of gravity : to 
which may be added the machine with which 
the Venetians render their Laguna fluid and 
liavigable ; the invention whereof was his. 

GALfSSONNlERE, Rolland Michael Barria, 
marquis, a French admiral ; after serving with 
distinction in the navy, was made governor of 
Canada. He died in 175^.- 

GALLAND, Antony, a learned antiquary, of 
France, and professor of Arabic in the royal 
college at Paris, bom in 1646, died in 17J5. He 
is chiefly known as the translator or autho/ of 

Arabian Nights' Entertainments.*' 

GALLAND, Augustus, a French counsellor 
of state, wrote some memoirs, ice., and died in 
1644. 

6ALLE, or GALLA2US, Servatiiis, pastor 
of the church at Haerlcm, died in 1709. 

GALLET, N., a French spice merchant, 
known for some comic pieces, died in 1757. 

GALLIENtJS, a Roman emperor. He waa 
assassinated In 268. 

GALLfOAT, Eleonora, wasthe dftiighterof a 
joiner, and Mary de Medicis* nurse. That prin- 
cess carried her with her into France, whentihe 
went tlrither, in 1606, to be married to Henry 
IV. ; and Galligai, under the titl' '.€ bed-cham- 
ber woman to that queen, governed her just na 
she pleased. She married Concino Concini, af- 
terwards marshal D'Ancre; and their inordi- 
nate pride and ambition was at ler^h punished 
by the assassination of the husband and the 
Execution of the wife. 

G ALLITZIN, Basil, a noble Russian : tlKtiigh 
unsuccesful in his ambitious views, he was 
a man of groat merit. He died in 1719. 

GAIXIT7.IN, Michael Micbaclowitz, prince 
of, di8tiheui5*hed himself under Peter tlie Great 
against Charles XiL, of Sweden ; be died 1730. 

GALLOCHE, I^ewis, a painter, of the French 
school, died in 1761. 

G ALLOIS, John, a learned Frenchman, boa 
at Paris, in 1632. He was a universal scholar; 
but is now memorable chiefly fbr baviM beei 
tbe first who publislied the Journal des ^vaui^ 
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In conjunction wHh M. de Sallo, wbo taul form- 
•d the design of that work. He died in 1707. 
G ALLOTS, Julian Jean Cesar le, a French 

f»liysiologi8t, wtio distinguislied liiinself by liis 
* Experiments on tlie Principle of Life, parti- 
cularly on tiiatof tbe Motion of tlie Heart, and 
Uie Seat of tliis Principle ;'* lie died in Uia 

6ALLONIO, Antonio, an 
Bnme, died in 1605. 

GALLOWAY, Joseph, an eminent lawyer, 
«f Pennsylvania, was a member of tbe first con- 
grecis, in 1774, but afterwards deserted the 
American cause. He died in England, in 
1803. 

. GAL.LUCCI, Tarqninio, an ItaUan Jesuit 
died in 1640. 

GALLUCCI, Giovmnni Paulo, an Italian 
tronomer, wrote " on tbe Insaruinenls <^ Astro- 
nomy.'* 

GALLUCCI, Angelo, an Italian Jesuit, author 
of ** Commentarii de BeQo Belgko,** died in 
1674. 

GALLU8, C. Vibiusj a Roman emperor, was 
assassinated bv his soldiers, in 233. 

G ALLU8, Flavins Claudius Consunthis, bro- 
ther of the emperor Julian, was put to death on 
■usi^cion of cruelty, in 354. 

6ALLUS, Cornelius, an ancient Roman poet, 
Che particular fkvourite of Augustus Caesar, 
' wbo made him governor of Egypt after the death 
of Antony and Cleopatra ; but he was guilty of 
such mal-administration in his government, that 
he was condemned to banishment, and to lose 
his estate. This disgrace crieved bim so, that 
he put an end to his life, when he was about 43 
years of age, in the year of Rome 728. 

G ALLY, Henry, an Englishman, promoted to 
several benefices, wrote some sermons, Ac, died 
in 1769. 

GALVANI, Lewis, an Italian philosopher, 
from whom Galvinism, which has made so 
Buch noise in the philosophical world, took its 
name. It is said, that a nt of illness, bv which 
his wife was attacked, led him to the discovery 
0f his theory respecting metallic Inritation and 
animal electricity. The physician having pro- 
scribed for his wife soup made of boiled 'frogs, 
Galvani prepared them himself; and having ac- 
cidentally touched a frog atter he had skinned 
It, he observed it in an involuntary motion. 
Which induced him to make some experiments 
that conducted him to tlie discovery. He was 
bom at Bolocna, in 1737, died 1798. I 

GALVAIfO, Antony, a native of theEast In-I 
dies, governor of the Bf oluccas. Became poor 
by his liberality, ftnd died in a hospital, at Lis- 
bon, in 1557. 

GAM, David, a brave Weichman, who fell in 
battle nollydefendhig Henry V. He was knight- 
ed by his sovereign Just as he expired. 

GABiA,Vasco de, a celebrated Portuguese na- 
vigator, who discovered the course to the East 
Indies by the Cape of Good Hope, was bom at 
Sines, in Portugal, and died in 1535. 

GAM ACHES, Stephen Simon, author of Phy- 
sleal Astronomy, Sea, died in 1756. 

GAM ACHES, Philip de, author of Commen- 
taries on the Bumma of Aqninas, died in 16^. 

GAMALIEL, a Jewish doctor of the law, and] 
a secret disciple of our Saviour. 

GAMBARA, Lorenzo, an Italian poet, author 
of a Latin poem on Columbus ; he died in 1586., 

GAMBARA. Veronica, an Italian lady, who 
devoted herself to literature, and published 
she died hi 1550. 
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tian, and a bishop among the Moravian brethrenl 
He was not only a good scholar, but a man of 
great parts, and of singular mechanical ingenni 
ty ; he died universally respected, in 1771. 

GA'NDY, James, a painter, who came to Ire* 
land with the duke of Ormond, and died there ' 
in 1689. 

GANGANELLI, John Vincent Antonv, wat 
bora in 1705, the son of a physician ; and, from 
being a petty monk of the order of St. Frailtis, 
ascended to the papacy, Bf ay 19, 1760, when hm 
assumed tbe name of Clement XIV. Thus be- 
coming sovereign pontifl' in the most critical 
and tempestuous thnes, in his commerce with 
the world, he practised tlie humility of a Fran- 
ciscan monk ; but, on occasion of splendour, h« 
sustained the papal grandeur with appropriate 
magnificence. Tbe most strikii^ incident of hi« 
life was his being the instminent, under Provi- 
dence, of annihilating the mighnr order of the 
Jesuits. To tbe resentment of that order it la 
supposed he at last fell a sacrifice, his robust 
constitution and regularity of life seeming to 
promise liim a much longer period than 09 years; 
for he died in 1774, poisoned, as is supposed, in 
the sacrament ; he himself declaring his suspi- 
cions before he died, and all the after symptoina 
stronglv confirming ilie same. 

GANO, John, collected the first baptist socle^ 
in New- York, and was its minister; he distin- 
guished himself in the American war, and died 
in 1804. 

GANSEVOORT, Peter, a distinguished offi- 
cer of tbe American army during the revolu 
tion. He rendered his country Essential service 
by defending fort Stanwlx, when besieged by St 
Leger: and afterwards, by preventing tbe co- 
operation of that ofiicer with Bureoyne, he con- 
tributed essentially to the surrender of the la(> 
ter. He died in 1812. , 

GARAMONT, Claude, a French engraver and 
letter founder, was a native of Paris, and began 
to distinguish himself about 1510. He brought 
his types to so great a degree of perfection, that 
he can neither be denied the glory of having 
surpassed whatever had been done in this way 
before, nor that of not being excelled by any of 
his successors in this useful mechanic art Ga* 
ramont died in 1561 ; ond all his fine types came 
into the hands of Fouraier tlie Elder, an emi- 
nent letter founder at Paris. 

GARASSE,Franois, a Jesuitical writer, and 
author of the enmity between tbe Jesuits and the 
janscnists, in the church of Rome, was tx>ra at 
Angouleme, in liiSS, and died in 1631. 

GARBIEN, Lorenzo, a painter, of Bologna, 
and pupil of Ludovici Caracci, died in 1654. 

GARBO, Raphael del, a historical painter, of 
Florence, died in 1534. 

GARCIA8 IT., king of Navarre after Sancho 
n., died in 1000. 

G ARCILA6S0, Garcias Lasso de la Vega, a 
celebrated Spanish po<>t,bom at Toledo, in 1500, 
died 15.36, by a stone thrown by a countryman 
from a turret, falling upon Ids head. 

GARDEN, Alexander, a distinguished eplsco- 

Bil clerKynian, of Charleston, South-Carolina, 
e came from Scotland to Charleston, in 1790, 
and resided there until his death, in 1756. 

GARDEN, Alexander, BI. D., ascientiflc phy- 
sician, of South-Carolina, who introduced into 
medical use the Virginian snake root ; be died 
about 177 1. 

GARDIfi, Pontusdo la, a French adventurei^ 
suca'SKivcIy in the employment of marshal Brlp 
GAMBOLD, John, a truly primltire Chrfs^c, the Danes, and Sweden; he died in 1580. 
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6ARDIN buMESNlL, N., professor of rheto- 
ric at Paris, and an eminent scholar ; be wrote 
on Latin synonymes, and died in ld03. 

GARDINfiR, Stephen, bishop of Winchester, 
and chancellor of England, was bom at Bury 
St. Edmund's, in Suffolk, 1483. His character as 
a minister is to be drawn from the general his- 
tories : be bad a large portion of haughtiness, 
boundless ambition, ana deep dissimulalion ; for 
h^ looked on religion as an engine of state, and 
made use of it as such. He died in 1S55. • 

GARDINER, James, acotonel in the army of 
George II., l>om in Scotland, 1688, was equally 
admirable for the virtues of piety and personal 
courage, and- died bravely fighting against the 
rebels at Preston-pans, near Edinburah, in 1745. 

G ARENGEOT,Rene, Jacques, Croissant de, a 
French surgeon of great reputation ; he wrote 
several valuable works, and died in 1758. 

GARESSOLES, Anthony, a native of Mon- 
tauban, who wrote several tlieological works, 
died in 1650. 

GARET, John, a Benedictine of St. Maar, 
born at Havre de Grace, died in 1694. 

GARLANDS, Jean de, a gt'ammarian, ob- 
tained some celebrity by his poem on the " Con- 
tempt of the world," &c. ; Jie was livinj; in 
1801. 

GARNET, Henry, a person memorable In 
English history, for having been privy to, and 
aidihgin, the celebrated conspiracy called " The 
Gunpowder Plot,** was executed at the west 
end of St. Paul's, May 3, 1606. 



GARNETT, Dr. Thomas, an English physi- 
cian and natural philosoplier, was bom in 1766. 



After having studied medicine and chymistry, 
and graduated at Edinburgh, he delivered seve- 
ral courses of lectures on cbymistry and expe- 
rimental philosophy, at Manchester, Liverpool, 
&c. He was soon after elected professor of 
philosophy, in Anderson's Institution at Glas^- 
gow; and his leisure hours in Scotland were 
employed in collecting materials for bis " Tour 
Uirougb the Highlands, and part of the Western 
fsles." Dr. Garaett afterwards accepted an in- 
vitation from the new royal institution, in .^n- 
don ; where, for one season, be was professor 
of natural philosophy and chymistry, and deli- 
vered the whole of the lectures. On retiring 
from this situation, as being too laborious for 
the state of bis health, be C4)mmenced a course 
of lectures at bis house, on ZoononUa, or the 
Ijaws of Animal Life, arranged according to 
tiie Brunonian theory. ,From a patient, whom 
he attended in a fever, he caught the infection, 
and died in 18U2. 

GARNIER, Robert, a French tragic poet, 
born in 15.14, died 1590. 

GARNIER, John, a Jesuit, professor of rhe- 
toric and philosophy, died in 1681. 

GARNIER, Julian, a Benedictine monk, died 
In 1723. 

GAROSALO, Bonvenuto, an Italian painter, 
born at Ferrara, died in 1695. 

GARRARD, Mark, an eminent painter, bom 
at Bruges, in Flanders, in 156L He was prin- 
cipal painter to queen Elizabeth, and died in 
1635. 

GAREARD, James, was an officer of tbe re- 
volutionary army, and one of tbe first settlers 
of Kentucky, of which state be was afterwards 
governor ; he died in 1832. 

GARRICK, David, an excellent English actor, 
l)orn at Hereford, and baptized there, Feb. ~~ 
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and, Oct. 1741, acted Richard III. for ilu: nn>i 
time. His acting was attended with the io<ia<.dv 
acclamations of applause ; and his fame was t^u 
quickly propagated through tbe town, that tiie 
more established theatres of Drury I^iie atvC 
Covent Garden were deserted. These patenteu^, 
alarmed at the great d^iency in tbe recei)»w of 
their bouses, and at tbe crowds which constauiiy 
filled the theatre of Goodman's Fields, united 
their efforts to destroy the new-raided scat of 
theatrical empire; in consequence of which, 
Garrick entered into an agreement with Fleet, 
wood, patentee of Drary Lane, for 500/. a year. 
Tbe tame of our English Roscius was now bo 
extended, that 9n invitation from Ireland, upon 
very profitable conditions, was sent him to act 
in Dublin during tbe months of June, July, 
and Angust, 1743; which invitation be accepted. 
His success there exceeded all imagination ; he 
was caressed by all ranks as a prodigy of thea- 
trical accomplishments ; and the play-bouse was 
so crowded during this hot season, that a very 
fjoiortal fever was produced, which was called 
He reti * 
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Garrick*s fever. He returned to London before 
the winter, and now attended closely to his the- 
atrical profession, in which be was irrevocaMy 
fixed. April, 1747, be became joint patentee of 
Drury Lane Ibeatre with Mr. Lacy; and in 
July, 1749, married Mademoiselle Violetti. It 
17^, he undertook a journey into Italy for the 
benefit of bis beialtb ; and during bis travels 
gave frequent proofs of bis theatrical talents * 
for be could, without tbe least preparation, 
transform himself into any character, tragic m 
comic, and seize instantaneously uimn any p-t«> 
sion of tbe human mind. After' be bad been 
abroad about a year and a half, be turned his 
thoughts homewards, and arrived in Londim 
April , 1765. In 1769 he projected and conducted 
the meniorable Jubilee at Stratford, in honoui 
of Sbakspeare, so much admired by some, and 
so much ridiculed by others. On tbe death of 
Mr. Lacy in 1773, the whole management of 
tbe theatre devolved on him; but, being ad 
vaaceid in years, and much afflicted with chroni- 
cal disorders, he finally leA it in June, 1776, and 
disposed of his moiety of the patent to Messieurs 
Sheridan, Linley, and Ford, for 35,000Z. He 
died Jan. 20, 1779. Notwithstanding bis con- 
stant employ as both actor and manager, he 
was perpetually producing various little tbinge 
in tbe dramatic way ; some of which are orijU 
nals; others translations or alterations from 
other authors, adapted to the taste of tbe present 
timc;8. 

GARRIEt, Peter, he wrote an account of 
Montpelier cathedral, in 1631. 

GARSAULT, Francis Alexander, a learned 
Frenchman ; he wrote the anatomy of the horse, 
and died at Paris, in 1778. 

GARTH, Sir Samuel, an excellent poet and 
physician, and author of a most admirable satire,, 
called " Tbe Dispensary," was born in York- 
shire. After having eminently distinguislied 
himself, as well by his various poetical produc- 
tions as by bis professional merit, be died Jan. 
18, 1718-19. 

GARTHSHORfi, MaxwelU a physician and 
an accoucheur, who practised in London, with 
great reputation, near fifty years, was a Fellow 

Bf tbe Royal Society ; bora in 1732, in Scotland, 
led In London, in 1813. Some papers of bifc 
iwill be Ibund in "The Fbilbsopbical Transac 
lions." 

G ARZI, Lewis, a painter, considered the 8uc>

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6A8COIGNE, Sir William, chief Justice of 
the King's Bench in the reign of Henr^ IV , was 
bom in 1350. How much he distinguished bini' 
self in his high office appears from the several 
abstracu of his opinions, argumenu, distinctions, 
and decisioils which occur in our old boolis of 
law reports ; but he is said to have distinguished 
himself above his brethren by a most memorable 
transaction in the latter end of the Itinf's reign. 
A servant of the prince of Wales, anerwards 
Henry V., being arraigned for felony at the bar 
of the King's Bench, the news soon repched his 
master's ears, who, hastening to the court, or- 
Jered him to be unfettered, and offered to rescue 
him ; in which, being oppoibed by the Judge, who 
comnianded him to leave the prisoner and de- 
part, he rushed furiously up to the bench, and, 
as it is generally affirmed, struck the chief justice 
then sitting in the execution of his office Here- 
upon Sir W iSliam, after some expostulation upon 
the outrage, indignity, and unwarrantable in- 
terruption of the proceedings in that place, di- 
rectly committed him to tlie icing's bench prison, 
mere to wait his father's pleasure. I'he prince 
submitted to his punishment with a calmness no 
less sudden and surprising than the offence had 
been which drew it upon him; and the king, 
being informed of tlie whole affair, was so far 
from being displeased with the Justice, that he 
returned thanks to God, "That he had giv^en 
bim both a Judge who kAew bow to administer, 
and a son who could obey Justice.' * The prince 
also, who had for some time led a dissolute life, 
was entirely reformed thereby, and afterwards 
became with the title of Henry V.,that renowned 
king who conquered France. 8ii WilUam died 
in 1413. 

GASCpIGNE, George, a celebrated poet in 
the early part of the relgii of queen Elizabeth, 
was bred to the law, but became a soldier, and 
served with credit in the wars of the Low Coun- 
tries. He was author of four dramatic nieces, 
and several poems ; the most remarkable of 
which was a satire called " The Steel Glass; 
be died in 1577 His works were most collected 
miss? 

GASPARINI, a celebrated grammarian, bom 
In 1370, died in 1431. He is deservedly recorded as 
ane of the tit4*. restorers of good Latin in Italy. 

GAS6E^ill, Peter, a very eminent French 
iriiilosophical, moral, and mathematical writer, 
fiom in 1502. died at Paris, in 1655. 

G ASSIGN, John de, a native qf Pan, marshal 
oC France, eminentHr distinguished for his valour 
«n war.fell at the slece of Lens, in 1647. 

GA&rr, John, a native of Dublin, he pabUshed 
•orae works of merit, for which the university 
of Dublin honoured him with a degree of D. D. 
without the usual expenses; he died in 1788. 

GASTALDF, John Baptiste, a native of Siste- 

ron. an eminent physician, died in 1747. I 

GASTAUD, Francis, an ecclesiatic of Aix,

GATES, Sir Thomas, one of the first govern- 
ors of the colony of Virginia, abijut H0!», ai.d 
asain, on returning from England, in 1611 ; he 
died in the East- Indies. 

GATES, Horatio, a major general, and a dis* 
tinguished officer of the American army during 
the revolution. He was a major in ttie British 
«ervice, at the defeat of general Braddock : at 
the declaration of independence, he v^as made 
adjutant general, aiterwards coniniandcr of the 
northern army, to wliiclt general Burgoyiie sur- 
rendered in VilT; m JTfeO, Re was aipuinted 
commander of tbcsoutlicrn army ; after the war 
he relumed to his faiin, from wi'iich he removed 
to New- York, where he died in 1806.

Thisscheme has recently, 
through the ingenuity and perseverance of JBarl 
Stanhope, and Mr. Andrew Wilson, arrived at 
a high degree of practical perfection. On the 
99tlp May 1810, Mr. Wilson was honoured with 
the gold medal, by the Society of Arts, for his 
exertions in Stereotype printing. Mr. G^ died

GENGISKH AN, or ZINGIS KHAN, a 
illustrious «Mogul prince, who being obliged to 
fly froni Defhi, on account of a general revolt 
of his subjects, took shelterat the court of Aventi- 
khan, Cham of the Tartars, and married his 
daughter ; but the jealousy of Aventi obliged 
him to escape a second time ; and being pursued 
by Aventi and his son, he defeated them both ; 
and, their army revolting to him, he soon in- 
creased it. From this event he became as re- 
nowned a conqueror as Alexander the Great. In 
the space of 28 years he subdued the greater 
part of Asia, and rendered himself as famous for 
his skill in government, as for the valour of his 
arms. He was born in 1163^ and died in 1237^ 
leaving hte dominions (which extended 1800 
leagues from east to west, and 1000 fromliorth 
to south,) properly divided to his four sons. 

GENNA DllTS, a patriarch of Constantinople, 
after Anatolius, in 458, died in 471. 

GENNADIUS. an ecclesiastical writer of 
Marseilles, died 403. There are two works of

GEORGE of Trebizond, a native of Candia, 
and secretary to pope Nicolas V., published sO' 
veral works, and died in 1484. 

GEORGE the Cappadocian, Arian bishop of 
Alexandria ; wa^ assassinated, in consequence 
of his oppression, in 361. 

GEORGE, surnamcd Amira, a learned Ma< 
ronite, who published a grammar of the Syriae 
and Chaldee^ he died in 1641. 

GEORGE, duke of Clarence, brother of Ed- 
ward IV., of England, condemned to death for 
conspiring against his brother, in 1478. 

GEORGE, prince of Servia, died in conse- 
quence of a wound received in 1457, in a battle 
against the Hungarians. 



GEORGE LEWIS I., son of Ernest Angustus, 
of Brunswick, called to the throne of England 
on the death of queen Anne, in 1714. 

GEORGE AUGUSTUS II., son of the preced- 
ing, succeeded to the throne, in 1737. His reign 
was more splendid than useful. 

GEORGE IIL, king of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, succeeded his grandfather George )!., on 
the throne, in 1760. His reign was of 60 yean 
duration, and was rendered prominent by. the 
loss of the American colonies, by the acquisition 
of India, and by long and sanguinaiy wars, 
with the difl^erent powers of Europe. During 
the latter port of his reign, the kingdom was go- 
verned by a regency, in consequence of his men- 
tal derangement. He died in 1820. 

GERARD, Tom, or Tung, was the institu- 
tor and first grand master of the knights hospi- 
talers of Jerasalem, afterwards of Malta ; he 
died in iriO. 

GERARD. Balthazar, the assassin of William 
I., prince of Orange, whom he shot through tlie 
head with a pistol as he was going out of his pa- 
lace at De.Vt. His sentence was the same as that 
of Damien ; and tliis fanatic died, in his own 
conceit, a martyr of the church of Rome, 1584. 
GERARD, John, a learned protcstant divine, 
k>f Quedlimbnrg,died in 1638.

be died in 1707. 

GERDBS, Daniel, a native of Bremen, pro-

GERDIL, Hvacinth Slgismond, a native of 
Piedmont, professor of philosophy at Macerata, 
arid tutor to the prince royal of Sardinia, was 
made a cardinal m 1777. He died at Rome, in 
leoi.

Richard, an eminent English pain- 
ter, greatly in favour with Charles I., to whom 
be was page of the back stairs. He was a dwarf,

also a dwarf. Charles f . was pleased to Imnom 
their marriage with his presence, and to give the 
bride. Waller wrote a poem on this occasion, 
>« Of the Marriage of the Dwarfs," which begins 
thus: 

•* Design or chance make others wive ; 

But nature did this match contrive ; 

Eve might as well have Adam fled, 

As she denied her Httle bed 

To him, for whom Heav*n seemed to fVarot 

And measure out this only dame,** &c. 

They appear to have been of an equal stature, 
each of them measuring three feet ten inches. 
They had, however, nine children ; five of which 
attained to maturity, and were well proportion- 
ed to the usual standard of mankind* He died 
in 1689, aged 75, and his wifedied in 1709, at the 
age of 89. 

GIBSON, William, nephew of Richard, be- 
came eminent as a painter ; he died in 1703. 

GIBSON, WiUiam, a self-Uught mathemati 
elan of the most wonderful powers, born in 
1730, died 1791. 

GIBSON, Edward, kinsman to WlUiam, and 
instructed by him, died young. 

GIDEON, oDO of the Judges of Israel, fied 
ISOO B. C. 
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GIPANIUS, Hubertus, or Obertus, acritic and 
civilian, died at Prague, in 1604. 

GIFFORD, Dr. Andrew, an eminent English 
dissenting dli4ne and antiquary, born in 1700, 
died 1784. He was aasisunt libradan at the Bri- 
tisli Museum ; to which post he was remarkably 
suited, having a peculiar talent for receiving and 
communicating knowledge. As a minister of 
the Gospel, he was livelv and evangelical ; he 
was master of the pathetic, and persuasion 
dweir on his lips ; his heart was In the work ; 
and, upon some occasions particularly, it might 
have been said of him, as was S4id of one of 
the blessed reformers : ^* Vividus vultus, vividi 
oculi, vlvids manus, denique omnia vividw *' 

GIFFORD, Richard, an English divine, an- 
tbor of several learned works, died in 1807, much 
respected. 

GIFFORD, John, a political writer and histo- 
rian, (whose real name, however, is said to have 
been John Ridiard Green,) was bom in 1756. He 
embraced the law as a profession ; but, having 
dissipated his little fortune, he was obliged to go 
abroad under the askumed name which lie ever 
^after retained. He retumed tai 1788 ; and, on the 
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"ule agreeable and exquisite. Upon the subject 
of Christianity, however, he has indulged modi 
latitude, which has Justly raised him a great 
number of oppoients. The greater part of thb 
immortal history was written at LausbLne, in 
Switzerland. Mr. Gibbon died in 1794. 

GIBBONS, Grinling, a famous sculptor 
ployed by Charies H., died in 1731. 

GIBBONS, Orlando, a distmguished organitt 
of the roval chapel in England, died in 16)35. 
GIBBS, James, an architect, who designed i 
vertA of the principal buildings in England, died 
in 1754. 

GIBBS, Sir Vicary, an eminent English law- 
ver. was bom at Exeter, and educated at Cam- 
bridge. He was elected a member of parliament 
for that university, and was afterwards made 
king*s attorney and solicitor-general, a Judge, 
and then chief-Justice of the comoMnpteas. He 
died in 1830. 
GIBEUN. SeeGEBELIN. 
GI$BRT, Balthasar, a native of Aix,wlio 
beki the chair of rhetoric at Mazarin 50 years ; 
be wrote several works, and died in 1771. 

GIBERT, John Peter, a native of Aix, and at , , 

professor, wrote several works on theology ; he 'breaking out of the French revolution, devoted 
died atParis, jn 1736. _ his pen to the defence of government in church 

and state. He contributed to the establisliment 
of the " British Critic •,** and compiled a *' His- 
tory of France ;** and a " History of the Politi- 
cal Life of William Pitt.** He died hi 1818. 

GICK3E0, Anthony, an Italian divine, m no 
wrote '^Thesaurus Linguc Arabics,'* in 4 vols, 
folio, besides other works, died in 1633. 

GILBERT, Sir Humphrey, an enterprising, 
but unfortunate navigator, related to sir Walter 
Raleigh. He took possession of Newfoundland 
in the name of queen Elizabeth, wrote a book 
to prove the existence of a north-west passage 
to China, and died in 1583. 

GILBERT, Thomas, B. D., an English divine, 
who made a convert of Dr. South to his opinion 
of predestination ; he died in 1694. 

GILBERT, Sir Jeffrey, chief baron of the ex- 
chequer, and a voluminous law writer, was born 
in 1674, and died at Bath, in 17^. 

GILBERT, William, a learned physician, who 
first discovered several of the propenies of the 
loadstone, bom at Colchester, in 1540, die.-* 1C03. 
GILDAS, sumaned tne Wise, a nai • « of 
Wales, and the most ancient British wnit,i- ex- 
tant ; for his famous " Epistle*' was written A. 
D. 560, and is a most severe censure of the de- 
pravity of the Britons at that time. 

GILDON, Charles, an English poet and critic, 
bom in 1665. He is best known by bis ** Com- 
plete Art of Poetry,** and died in 1723. 

GILES of Viterbo, an Italian cardinal, favonr- 
ite of popes Julius inland Leo X., died in 15."3. 
' GILES, John, or iEgidius, the first Ent^lis'h 
man on record entered ainongthe Dominicans ; 
he lived in the 13th century. 

GILIMER, or GELIMER, was the last of the 
Vandal kings Of Africa. 

GILL, Alexander, an English schslar, mastei 
of St. Paul's school, who wrote some theologl. 
cal tracts, died in 1635. 

GILL, Alexander, son of the above, aesistcd 
his father in his school, was a good Latin poei : 
hediedinl643. 

GILL, Dr. John, an eminent English Calvin- 
istic divine, a learned orientalist, and volumin- 
ous writer on theological subjects, bom t607, 
and died in liOndon, 1771. His greatest work is 
a *' Commentary on the Bible.** 
GILLCS, Peter, a learned adventurer, who 
911 
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w«ni into foreign countricfl to learn tbeir man- 
neni ; he died at Romt, in ^555. 
^ GILLGSPIE, Ge.irgei-a lainous preaclMr of 
the ciiurch of Scotland, died in 1648. 

GILLOT, <Jlaude, a French painter and en- 
graver, di^tple to Vateau, died in 1722. ^ 
• GILLRAY, James, a celebrated caricature 
designei and engraver, died in 1815. 

GILPIN, Bernard, an eminent EngUtb divine 
and reformer, Iwrn in 1517, died 15^ 

GILPIN, Richard, a popular non-conformist 
minister in and alMut London ; he afterwards 
practised physic, and died in 1657. 

GILPIN, William, an English divine, biogra 

eher, and delineator of nature's pictureeqae 
eautiee, was born in 1734, died 1804. His prin- 
cipal works are, '* An Exposition of the New 
Testament;" "An Essay on Prints;** and nu- 
merous Essays and Observations on Picturesque 
Scenery, &c., in different parts of England. 
To these we should add, his ** Sermons to a 
Country Congregation.'* 
GILPIN, Sawrey, R. A., a celebrated painter, 

Krticularly of horses and wild animals, was 
rn in 17X), and was brother of the preceding. 
He went to London at the age of 14, and was ar- 
ticled to Mr. Scott, a ship-painter, who lived in 
Covent-Garden, where Mr. Gilpin caught his 
first relish for animal painting, frequently arous- 
ing himself in sketching the carts and horses, 
market-groups, &c. He was afterwards patron- 
ised by William, duke of Cumberland, at Wind- 
sor ; and from his royal highness* stud he ac- 
quired that knowledge of the hone which he has 
■o ably exhibited in his works. The historical 
compositions he has left, show that he might 
have claimed the palm in the first department 
of art. The Triumph of Camillns, DtDmotftes' 
Horses, his poetical subjects, and drawings of 
animals, poj^css a taste pecuHar to bimseln His 
chef d*(Buvre is in the possession of S. Whit- 
bread, esq. H P. It consists of a group of tigers, 
and is a noble and spirited composition. He ex- 
celled much in giving an expression of terrible, 
but majestic fierceness, to that noblest of all ani- 
mals, the lion. He died at Brompton, in 1807. 

GINNANI, Francis,^ page to duke Anthony 
Famese, wrote several works on agriculture ; he 
died in 1766. 

' GIOCONDOtFra Giovairai. a schoolmaster 
at Verona, who instructed Julius Csesar Scali- 
ger : he died in 1531. 

GIOIA, Flavio, of Amalfi, in Naples, a cele- 
brated mathematician, who, from his knowledge 
of the magnetic powers, invented the mariners 
compass, by which the navigation of Europeans 
was extended to the most distant regions of the 
globe , before this invention, navigation was 
confined to coasting It is said that the Chinese 
knew the compass long before ; be this as it may, 
he Europeans are indebted to Giola for this in- 
valuable discovery. He was bom al>out 1300. 

GIOLITO DEL FERRARI, a printer, of the 
16th Qentury, at Venice, ennobled by Charles V., 
died in 1547. 

6IOROANI, Vital, a Neapolitan mathemati- 
sian ; author of several works on the mstboma- 
tics, diedin 1711. 

GIORDANO, Luca, a painterof Naples. He was 
knighted by the king of Spain, and died in 1705. 
^ GIOR6IANI, or ALSEID ALSCHERIF 
ABON HASSAN, or HOUSSAIN ALI, a na- 
tive of Georgia, author of Theological and Phi- 
losophical terms. ' 

GIORGIONE, an illustrious Venetian painter, 
bom in 1478, died in 1511. 
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6IOSEPPINO, an eminentMeapolitan painfW 
bom in 1560. died in 1640. 

GIOTTINO Tomaso, a painter, Of Florence, 
died In 1356. 

GlOrrO, an eminent Florentine paintev 
sculptor, and arcliitect, bora in^ 1276, died^is 

GIRALDI, LIUo Gregorio, an ingenious critic, 
antiquary, and historian, and one of the mom 
learned men that modem Italy has produced, 
died in 1552. , r — , 

GIRALDI, John Baptist Gintio, an Italian 
poet, bom at Ferrara, in 1504, died in 1573. Bis 
works consist chiefly of tragedies ; and soma 
make no scrapie to rank him among the best 
tragic writers that Italy has inrodaced. 

out ALDUS. Sylvester, a learned Welchman, 
who wrote a History of Ireland, and other works 
of great eradition, died about 1815. 

GIR ALDUS, Canibrensis, an ancient British 
historian, who died about the latter end of 
the 13th century, having written *' A History 
of the World,** in'which his informatk)n res- 
pecting ecclesiastical affairs is extremely valU' 
able. 

GIRANDON, Francis, was inspector-general 
of seulpture to Lewis XIV. ; he died in 1715. 

GIRARD, John Baptist, a Jesuit, bom at Dol, 
was tried by the parliament of Aix, for using 
sorcery upon a young girt ; but was acquitted. 

GIRARD, Gabriel, a French ecclesiastic, was 
almoner to the duchess of Berri, dec. ; he died in 
1748. 

6IRON, D. Pierre,dukeofOssnna, a Spaniard, 
who cnpon raged the ftimous conspiracy against 
Venice, which forms the subject of one of the 
finest pieces of English tragedy ; he died in 
prison in 1034. 

GIRONST, James, of Anjou, known as a po- 
pular preacher : his sermons were published in 
1704; hodiedinlOtiO. 

GIRTIN, John, an EngHsh painter. Whose 
views of London and Paris, are much admired ; 
he died in 1803. 

GIRY, Lewis, one of the first members of the 
French academy, and author of several valuable 
works; he died in 1665. 

OISRERT, John, a native of Cahors, professor 
of divinity at Toulouse, and author of Anth 
Probalasimus, died in 1710. 

GISBERT, Blaise,a Jesuit of Cahors, wrote « 
work on Education, Ac, died in 1731. 

GISELINUS, a physician, a native of Brages, 
died in 1551. 

GIST, Mordccai, a brigadier general In the 
American war : was in the battle of Camden, 
died in 1792. 

GIULANO, Di-Majano, a Florentine, sculptor 
and architect, who died at Naples, in 1447. Se- 
veral buildings at Naples, are the monuments 
of his genius. 

GIUSTI, Antonio, a painter, of Florence, of 
much excellence, died in 1705. 

GLAIN, N. Saint, a scalous Protestant, bora 
at Limoges, about 1620, remarkable for having 
been, by reading of Spinoza's book, changed into 
as zealous an Athebt. 

GL AN DOR, Matthias, a physician to the arch- 
bishop of Bremen, died in 1652. 

GL ANVIL, Joseph, a distinguished philoso- 
phical and theological writer, born .at Plymouth, 
in 1636, died in 1680. In '« Some Philosophical 
Considerations, touching the Being of Witches 
and Witchcraft,** he defended the possibility 
of witchcraft, which drew him. Into a contro" 
▼exsy that ended only with his Ufa. During the 
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count oCJt, he endeavoured to cooflrm bis opin- 
ion 0/ A collection of several narratives relative 
to it. 

GLANVILLE, Ranulph, chief justiciary of 
all England, attd an eniiueot writer on jurispru- 
dence, who first collected the English laws into 
one body, flourished toward the end of the 12th 
century. 

GLAPH FRA, a priestess of Bellona's temple, 
known foi her amours with Marc Antony. 

GLAPTUORNE, Henry, a poet and dramatic 
wrher, who lived in the reign of Chartes 1., and 
published five plavs. 

GLASER, Christopber, apothecary to Louis 
XIV., and author of a valuable treatise on chy- 
mistry, died in 1679. 

GLASS, John, a Scotch divine, who. In 1797, 
publislied a treatise to prove that the civil esta- 
blishment of religion was inconsistent with 
Christianity ; for this be was deposed, and he 
came the father of a new sect, called in Scot- 
land, Giassiics, and in England, Sandemonians. 
He wdts bom at Dundee, in 1698, and died in 
1773. 

GLASS, John, bom at Dundee, traded to the 
Brazils, whence returaine in 1765, with great 
property, be was murdered by the seamen, who 
were afterwards executed. 

GLASSIUS, Solomon, D. D., a German di- 
vine, superintendent of the schools and churches 
in Saxe Gotha, and author of several works ; he 
died hi 1656. 

GLAUBER, John, a pabiter, of Utrecht, whose 
pieces are much admired ; he died in 1796. 

GLAUBER, John Gotlief, a painter, whose 
pieces were in a finished style, died in 1703. 

GLAUBER, Diana« sister of the precedii 
painters, bora in 165U, was also distinguished 
for the execution of ber pencil; she became 
Mind in her old age. 

GLAUBER. John Rodolphus, a cel^rated 
German chymkt, and chyimcal writer, of the 
17tb centu^. 

GLEDITSCH, John Gottlieb, a native of 
Leipsic, and lecturer in botany, physiology, Ice., 
4ied in 17B6. 

6LEICHEN, Frederic WiUlam Von, a noble- 
man, of Bayreuth, he constmcted a curious mi- 
croscope, and died in 1783. 

GLEN, John, a painter and engraver on wood, 
•f Liege, of the 16th century. 

GLJ^DOWER, Owen, a celebrated Welch 
warrior, who for more than fourteen years op- 
posed the sovereignty of Henry IV. of England, 
Dy force of arms, declaring him to be a usurper, 
and the murderer of Richard II., bora in 1354, 
died in 1415. 

GLENIE, James, a mathematician, engag- 
ed in the military service of Great Britain, died 
in 1817. He was the author of a History of 
Gunnery, and several valuable mathematical 
works. 

GLENN, James, governor of the colony of 
South-Carolina, was succeeded by Lyttleton, in 
1755. He promoted the prosperity of the colony, 
by an advantageous treaty with the Indians. 

GLICAS, a Byzantine historian, his "Annals 
from the Creation,** were published in Greek 
and Latin in 1660. 

GLISSON, Francis, an English medical and 
anatomical author. His Treatise on the Liver is 
bis chef-d*(Buvre ; be died in 1677. 

GLOUCESTER, Robert of, the most ancient 
poet In the records of English history, flourished 
In the time of Henry II. 

GLOVER, Richard. This very ingenious 
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gentleman was brought 'up in the mercantile-^ 
line, and, by a remarkable speech that he de- 
livered in behalf of the merchants of London 
at the bar of the House of Commons, about the 
year 1740, previous to the breaking out of tlie 
Spanish war, acquired, and with great jnstice, 
the character of an able and steady patriot ; 
which character he reuined through life. In 
the belles iettres he also made no inconsiderable 
figure, being the author of an epic poem of very 
high celebrity, entitled *' Leonidas ;** the subjtxt 
of which ia, the gallant actions of that great 
general, and his heroic defence of, and fall at^ 
the pass of Thermopylc ; he vnrote also, " Bo- 
adicea,'* *' Mcdea,'*^ and " Jason,** u-agedies ; 
and died in 1785, aged 74. 

GLUCK, Christopher, an eminent musical 
composer, bora in Bohemia, in 1716. He intro- 
duced a new style of music into Paris, aud died 
at Vienna, in 1787. 

GLYNN, Robert, a native of Cambridge, au- 
thor of the Day of Judgment, a poem of great 
merit; he obtained the prixe of Cambridge, and 
died in 1800. 

GMELIN, Dr. Samuel Gottleib, a celebrated 
eastern traveller, who has left an account of his 
travels in 3 volumes. He was bora in Swabin, in 
1745, and died in 1774, at Achmet Kent, a viUage 
of Mount Caucasus. 

GMELIN, John George, bora at Tubingen, 
published some works ; he died in 1755. 

GBffELIN, John Frederic, a professor in the 
university m Gottingen, was bora at Tubingen, 
in 1748. lie was a voluminous and able writer 
on every part of nature history ; but is most 
celebrated for his edition of Unneus* "System 
of Nature.** The worid is also indebted to h;m 
for the discovery of several excellent dyes, ex- 
tracted from difierent vegetable and mineral 
substances ; be died to 180l 

GOADBY, Robert, a printer and bookseller, of 
Sberborae, in Dorsetshire, and author of several 
useful publications, died in 1778 His " Illustra- 
tion or the Holy Scriptures,** is a book that 
has been very generally read, and widely circu- 
lated. **Thd Life of BamfyMe Moore Carew, 
King of tbt Beggars,** was likewise written by 
him. 

GOAR. James, a Dominican friar, of Paris, 
published " Gra-coram Eucologium,** ice ; he 
died in 1653, much respected. 

GOBBO, Pietro Paolo Cortonese, a much 
admired painter, of Cortona, died in 1640. 

GOBBO, Andrea, an Italian historical painter 
died about 1597. 

GOBEL. John Baptist, a native of Hanne, 
bishop of Lydda : was accused by Robespierre, 
of atheism, and guillotined in 1793. 

GOBELIN, Giles, a famous French dyer, 
whose name has been given ever since to the 
finest French scariets ; his house, and the small 
river that he made use of at Paris, are still called 
the Gobelins ; an academy for drawing, and a 
manufactory of fine tapesmes, were erected in 
this quarter. In 1666, and for this reason the 
upestries are called ** Of the GobeUns.** He 
flourished about 1630. 

GOBIER, Charles, a Jesuit, of St. Maloes, wrote 
the " History of the Mariannes,** &e. ; he died 
in 1708. 

GOBRYAS, one of tbe seven Persian nobles, 
who conspired to dethrone the usurper Smerdis. 

GOCLENIUS, Conrad, a German, esteemed 
by Erasmus for his virtues and learning; he 
died in 1539. 

GOCLENIUS, Rodolpbut, considered as tba 
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' founder of modern magnetism : wai bom mt 
Wittemberg, and died in Vm, 

GOCLENIUS.RodolphuSf a voIuminoiM wri- 
ter, 50 year* profe«or of logic at Marpurg, died 
in ieS8. 

60DDARD, Jonatlian, an Englinii phsrsician 
and chycnist, and one of tlie first promoters of 
tlje Royal Society, bom in 1617, died in 1G74. 

60DBAU, Antliony, aFroncli bishop, born In 
1605. He was a very voluminous auttMr, both 
in prose-and verse ; but it ma^ wfflce to mention 
one work in each way, as chiefly worth notice : 
bis ?* Ecclesiastical History," and a "Transla- 
tion of the Psalms into French verse ;" he died 
in 1672. 

GODEFROI, or GODFREY, of Bouillon, 
duke of Lower Lorraine, a most celebrated 
crusader, and victorious general : he took Jeru- 
salem from the Turks in 1099, and was pro- 
claimed king ; but his piety, as historians relate, 
would not permit him to. wear a diadem of gold 
in the city where his Saviour had been crowned 
with thorns ; he died in 1100. 

GODEFROI, Denys, a native of Paris, and 
author of Corpus Juris Civilis,&c., died in 1G22. 

GODEFROI, Theodore, counsellor of state, 
of France, died in 1G42. His brother James, 
was law professor at Geneva, where ho diea 
in 1659. 

GODEFROI, Denys, son of Theodore, an au- 
thor ; he died in 1681. 

GODESCHALC, sumamed. Fulgentitis, a 
monk, in Saxony, in ttie 9tb centnry, known for 
his controversy about predratiuation and grace; 
he died in 869. 

GODEVVYCK, Margarita, a female painter, 
of Dort, much admired, died in 1677. 

GODFREY, of Viterbo, chaplain and secret 
tary to king Ck^nrad IH., and the emperors Fre- 
deric and Henry VI. He laboured 40 yean^ in 
compiling a Chronicle from the Creation of the 
World to 1186. It is written in Latin prose and 
verse, and entitled " Pantheon.'* 

GODFREY, Sir Edmundbury, an aUe ma- 
gistrate, wlio exerted himself in the discovery 
of the popish plot, was found dead, pierced by 
^his own sword, supposed to have l>een killed 
by the papists in 1678. 

CK)DFREY, Thomas, the inventor of Had- 
ley*s quadrant, died in Phihidelphia, in 1749. 

GODFREY, Thomas, son of the preceding, 
a poet ; died at Wilmington, in 1763. 

GODIVA, the name of a beautiful lady, wife 
of LeofVic earl of Mercia, in the reign of Edward 
the Confessor. Having an extraordinary affec- 
tion for Coventry, she solicited her husband to 
release the inhabitants of that city from a grie- 
vous tax. To this he evasively consented, on 
condition that she would ride naked through 
the streets of Coventry ; which she performed, 
covering her t>ody with her hair, and command- 
ing all persons to keep within doors and from 
the windows on pain of death. The pictures 
of Leofric and Godiva are in the window of 
Trinity Church ; and every year on the Fri- 
day after Trinity Sunday, there is a procession 
through the town, with a figure representing a 
naked woman on horseback. 

GODOLPHIN, John, an eminent civilian, of 
England, born in 1617, died in 1678. He pub- 
lished several books which were held in much 
esteem. 

GODWIN, Earl, brother to Edward the Con- 
fessor, invaded England, in 1052. Being tried 
for the- murder of prince Alfred his brother, he 
was pardoned, but died at the king^s table, while 
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protesting his innocence of the said murder; 
supposed by the historian of those times to have 
been choked with a piece of bread, as a judg- 
ment fhwa heaven, having wished it might ativk 
in his throat if he were guUty of the murder, 
which lie certainly was. 

GODWIN, Thonias, an English prelate, who 
embraced the tenets of the protestants, but on 
the accession of Mary, was persecuted ; he was 
afterwards favoured by Elizabeth, who at length 
became displeased with him, which hastened 
his death in 1590. 

GODWIN, Dr. Francis, an excellent mathe- 
matician, nhlloHopher, and historian, born ia 
1561. In 1583, he wrote an entertaining piece, 
which came out about five yeara after his death, 
under the title of " The Man in the Moon ; or 
a Discourse of a Voyage thiUter, by Domingo 
Gonsales,** in 1638. But his principal work is, 
" A Catalogue of the Bishops of England, since 
the first planting of the Christian Religion 
in this Island ; together with a brief History 
of their Li>y;s and memorable Actions, so i.eat 
as can l>e gathered of Antiquity :'* he died in 
1633. 

GODWIN, Dr. Thomas, a learned English 
writer, and excellent schoolmaster, born in 1587, 
died in 1642. His chief work^ is, " Romana 
Historis Anthologia," an English Exposition 
of the Roman Antiquities, &:c. 

GODWIN, Mary Wollstonecraft, A lady of very 
superior literary accomplishments, who distin- 
guished herself by many able productions, but 
chiefly by " A Vindication of the Rights of 
Women, with Strictures on Moral and Pcriitical 
Subjects.** She .also wrote well on female • 
education and conduct, and her practical skill 
in educiuion was even superior to her specula- 
tions on the subject For soundness of under- 
standing, and sensibility of heart, she was, per- 
haps, never excelled; but there were certain 
peculiarities of system both in her writings and

GOFF, William, one of the judges of king 
Charles I., and major-general under Cromwell, 
came to America in 1660 ; he lived in conceal 
ment till his death, in 1679i. 
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GOGAVA, Anumiua Uennanius, a GemMUi||and theological writer, born 1567, died in 1660.

GOGUET, Antony- Yves, a French writer, and 
author of a celebrated work, entitled, ** L'Ori-

^OLDAST, Melchior Haiminsfield, a learned 
dvilian, of Switzerland, author of many valua- 
ble works, died in 1635. 

GOLDHAGEN, John Enstaehins. of Mi . 
burg, translated Herodotus, ice. ; he died in 1' 

GOLDMAN, Nicholas, a native of Breslaw, 
author of a Ueatise on military architecture, 
4ied in 1665. 

GOLDONI, Charles, a dramatic writer, bom 
at Venice, in 1707, produced a number of come- 
dies, which were remarkably sncceavful. He 
4ied in 1793. 

GOLDSMPPH, Francis, a poet and translator, 
who lived in the reign of Charles I. 

GOLDSMITH,OUver, an eminent English his- 
toric, dramatic, and miscellaneous writer, was 
k>m at Elphin, in Ireland, Nov. 29, 17S9. auit- 
ting home to taste of foreign climes, he encoun- 
tfred many difficulties ; and having experienced 
■n the vicissitudes to which a pennyless wan- 
derer must necessarily be subject,' arrived in 
England in 1758. Shortly after, he became an as- 
■istant at an academy at Peckham ; then a writer 
In '* The Monthly Review ;** and afterwards in 
•♦ The Public Ledger,'* in which his " Citizen of 
the Worid** originally appeared, under the title 
•f ** Chinese Letters.*' Fortune seemed now to 
lake some notice of a man she had long neglect- 
ed The simplicity of his character, the integrity 
«f bis heari, and the merit of his productions, 
■aade his company acceptable to the better sort. 
Be took handsome chambers in the temple, and 
lived in a genteel style. His *^ Traveller," h\a 
•*Vicar of Wakefield," his " Good-natured Man, 
•Comedy," raised bimup, and ensured him suc- 
cess to any thing that should follow ; as " The 
Deserted Village," "She Stoops 'to Conquer," 
Jtc ^Notwithstanding Ibe success of his works, 
by which he cleared vast sums, his circum- 
■taoces were by no means prosperous ; and this 
bas been imputed to two causes : partly to tOe 
liberality of his disposition ; and partly to an un- 
fortnnate habit of gaming, the arts of which he 
very little understood. He died April 4, 1774. 
Goldsmith, like SmoUel, Guthrie, and others, 
who subsisted by their pens, is supposed some- 
thnes to have sold his name to works in whictLl 
be had little or no concern. 

GOLIUS, James, a learned orientalist, bom 
•t the Hague ; travelled into several countries ;

GOLTZtUS, Henry, a famous Dutch painter 
and engraver, bora in 1556, died 1617. 

GOLTZIU8, Hubert, a German writer on Ro- 
man antiquities, born in 1526. He was the au- 
ibor o( several excellent works, in all which he 
applies medals to the clearing up of ancient his- 
tory. He died in 1583. ^ 

GOLYDDAN, a bard In the court of Cadwal- 
Hder, In the beginning of the 8tb century. 

GOMAR, Francis, a native of Bruges, Known 
t>r bis strong defence of Calvin's principles 
•gainst Arminlus ; he died in 164L 

GOMBAULD, John Ogler de, a French poet| 



of " Epigrams ;" and some years after a trage* 
dy, call^ "Danaides.'* 

GOMBERVILLE, Marin Le Roi, a French- 
man, member of the academy, and author &f 
Romances, &c. ; he died in lt>74. 

GOMERS AL, Robert, an EngUsb divine, po- 
et, and dramatic author, born 1000, ^ied 1646. 

GOMEZ, de Cividad Alvarez, a Latin poet, of 
Guadalaxara, died In 155a 

GOMEZ, de Castro Alvaror., a learned Span- 
lard, author of the life of Cardinal Ximenes ; 
he died in 1580. 

GOMEZ, Magdalene Angelica Poisson de, a 
French latty, who wrote aome romances, Itc, 
died in 1770. 

GONDEBAUD, third king of Burnndy, be- 
came tributary to Clovis, king of the Franks : he 
died In 516. 

GONDRIN, Lewis Antony, a favourite of 
Louis Xrv., who gratified that monarch by em- 
plo]rlng 1900 men to destroy a wood which was 
oflbnsive to him. 

GONDY, John Francis Paul, afterwards Car 
dinal de Retz, bora 1613, died 1679. This extraor 
dinary man has drawn bis own character In hit 
^* Memoirs,"which are written with such an air 
of grandeur, impetuosity of genhis, and inequali- 
ty, as give us a very strong representation of 
his conduct. He was a man who, from the 
greatest degree of debauchery, and still lan- 
guishing under its consequences, preached to 
the people, and made himself adored by them. 
Voltaire says, that *' la his youth be lived like 
Cataline, and like Attieus in his old age." Of 
his Blemolrs, " several parts," says the same 
Voltaire, " are worthy of Sallust, but the whole 
is not equal." They are supposed, however, 
to be written with Impartfality; the author 
having every where spoken with the samc'free- 
dom of his own infirmities and vices, as any 
other writer could have done. 

GONET, John Baptist, a Dominican friar, 
professor at Bourdeaux, and author of a sys- 
tem of theology ; lie died in 1681. 

GONGORA, Lewis de, a Spanish poet, hon^ 
in 1653, died in 16S7. His works are all posthu • 
moiis, and consist of sonnets, elegies, a comedy, 
a tragedy, &c. The Spaniards have a very 
high opinion of this poet, even so as to entitle 
him prince of the poets of their own nation. 

GONNELLI, John, a Tuscan sculptor and 
painter, who lost his sight at the age of 20 ; but 
modelled In clay ; and by his exquisite sensa- 
tion of feeling, wrought his statues to great per- 
fection, and drew portraits with striking resem- 
blance. He died at Rome in 1673. 

GON8ALVA, or GONSALVO, Fernandez, 
duke of Terra Nuova, and called The Great 
Captain, a renowned Spanish general under 
Ferdinand and Isabella, was bom at Cordova 
in 1443, and died in 1515. 
• GONTHIER, a Latin poet, author of a hUAo- 
ry of Constantinople, in 1903. 

GONTHIER, Leonard and John, Frehchmen 
and brothers, eminent in the art of painting or 
staining glass : the time of their birth and death 
is uncertain. 

GONZAG A, Lucretia, an illustrious lady of 
the 16tti century, as remarkable for wit, learn- 
ing, and style, as for high birth. She wrote 
such beautiful letters, that the utmost care was 
taken to preserve them ; and a collection of 
them was printed at Venice^ in 1553. AH that 
came firom her pen was so much esteemed, thai 
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a collection was made even of the noteslhar 
the wrote to hcrservantB^ several of which are 
to be met with in the edition of her letters. 

GONZAGA, Scipio, a noble Italian, who 
wrote some poems, and left mauiucripl memoirs 
of himself: be died in ld93. 

GONZAGA, Vespasian, duke of Babbtone 
ta, a city which be founded ; be died in IfiUl, 
much respected. 

GONZALEZ, Thvrsus, a Spaniard, general 
of the Jesuits, who died at Rome, in 1705. 

GOOCH, Sir William, a diMinguished officer 
in the military service of Great-Britain, com- 
mander of the forces raised for the Spanish war, 
and afterwards a major-general, and governor 
of the colony of Virginia, after Drysdaie, in 
17^. 

GOODALL, Walter, a Scotchman, known 
as a philologist, and autbor of a vindication of 
Mary ; he died in 1758. 

GOODRICH, Elizur. D. D., minister of Dur- 
ham, Conn. ; was distinguished for his literary 
and scientific acquirements : he was well ver- 
sed in the languages, and familiar with mathe- 
matical and pliilosophicai investigation: be 
published several sermons, and died In 1797. 

GOODRICH, Chaunccy, son of the prece- 
ding, was an eminent lawyer and statesman, 
of Hartford, Conn. He was a representative, 
and afterwards a senator in congress, a coun- 
sellor and lieutenant-governor of Connecticut, 
and mayor of the city of Hartford. For depth 
and solidity of Judgment, great professional at- 
tainments, strict integrity, benevolence and pi- 
ety, he had few equals ; and his death, which 
happened in ISIS, was lamented as a public ca- 
1am ity. 

GOODWIN, Thomas, a puritanical divine, 
one of the members of the assembly of divines at 
Westminster, and author of theological works, 
he died in 1679. 

GOODWIN, John, a most acute and subtle 
controversialist of the 17th century. He wrote 
a vindication of tlie death of Charles I., which 
at the Restoration was burnt by the common 
hangman. He was excepted out of the act of 
indemnity, and died soon after. His works are 
numerous, but mostly in support of Arminlan 
doctrines. 

-GOOKIN, Daniel, author of the historical 
eollections of the Indians in New-England, and 
major-general of Matsacbusetts : died in lf>87 

GOOKIN, Nathaniel, minister of Hampton, 
N. H.^ much respected for his faithfulness 
he died in 1734. 

GOOL, John, Van, a Dutch painter, bom at 
the Hagiie. in 1685. 

GORDIAN I., emperor of Rome, invested 
with the purple in Africa, much against his 
will, in 237. in the reign of Maximfnus, and 
soon after killed by a general of that nionarch. 

GORDON, Robert, of Stralogh, author of 
" Theatruro Scotiae," an excellent work, con- 
taining a description of the whole countiy of 
Scotland, with maps of «very county. He died 
about the middle or the 17th century. 

GORDON, Thomas, a native of Scotland, 
greatly distinguished by bis writings on political 
and religious subjects. He was concerned with 
Mr. Trenchant in the composition of ^'Cato's 
Letters," and " The Independent Whig;" and 
published English translations of Sallust and 
Tacitus, with additional discourses to each au 
thor. He died in 1750. 

CK)RDON, Janies, a Jesuit, who taught pbi- 
iMopby and langtuiges at Ptria and Boardeauz. 
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Idled in I6S0. Another of that name, waa ao 

thor of a commentary on the Bible. 

GORDON, Alexander, a learned Scotebman. 
Ian excellent draftsman and antiquary, tarn 
secretary to the Antiquarian Socie^, in 174t. 
Hepublistied a Journ^ through moat parta ot 

the counties of Scotland, with 66 copper-ui^tea; 
^' The Lives of Pope Alexander VI. uid bis son 
Cflei<ar Borgia ;*' "A Complete History of tba 
Ancient Atitphitheatres," ice. Set. 

GORDON, Hon. George, commonly caBed 
Lord George Gordon, a man whose restless 
|spirit has furnished too many mMcrials for fa 
ture history, to pass unmentioned in this collee 
tion. He was son of Cosmo-George, duke of 
Gordon, and bom in 1750. At an early period 
of life he entered Into tlie royal navy, wbicli 
be quitted during the American war, m conse- 
quence of an altercation with the earl of Sand* 
wich, relative to promotion. He afterwards re- 
presented the borough of Ludgershaii in parlia- 
ment during several sessions; and, as be aai* 
madverted with great freedom, and often with 
great wit, on the proceedings of both odes of 
the tibuse, it was usual at that period to say, 
that " there were three parties in parliameni, 
the ministry, the opposition, and Lord Georg* 
Gordon ;" at length, however, takingavcry vio* 
lent part in the House against a "Bill for th« 
Relief of Papists from i^nain Penalties and Dis- 
abilities,*' he headed a popular association t« 
oppose tlie measure; which transaction gav« 
rise to, though it certainly did not autticffizcu 
the dreadful riots by which the kingdom, and 
particularly the metropolis, was for soane daya 
devastated in 1780. For this Lord George w^ 
tried on a chaise of high treason ; Init acquit- 
ted, on the ground that bis intentions in assens* 
bling the people were not malicious and traitor* 
ous. May 4, 1786, tie was excommunicated by 
the archbishop of Cantertmry, for contempt, in 
not appearing in court as witness in a cause. 
Jan. 28, 1788, having received sentence on tvgp 
convictions, for libelling tlie French ambassa- 
dor and queen, and the criminal justJee of Greirt 
Britain, be retired to Holland, but was sent 
back under a guard, and committed to New 
gate. In July, 1789, he presented a petition to 
the national assemUy of France, for its inter 
ference in his behalf; but Lord GrenviUe in- 
formed the French ambassador tlMt tlie applies 
tion in hia favour could not be admitted, and , 
the an.hassador acquainted him with it. Ho 
died in Newgate, in 1793; and his last momenta 
were embittered by the knowledge that be could 
not be buried among the Jews, whose religion 
be bad embraced, during bis imprisonment, and 
to which lie was warmly attached. . 

GORDON. Andrew, a native of Aberdeen, 
professor and author; he died In 1751. 

GORDON, Sir Adam, an English divine, reetof 
of Hinckworth, and prebendaiy at Bristol, au- 
thor of sermons and other works, died in 1817.

GRAHAM, George, clock and watch maker, 
as born at Gratwick, a village in the norih of 
Cumberiand, in 1675; aitd, in 1688, went to LoV 
don. Hewasnotput apprentice to Tompion, 
as is generally said ; but, after he had been sonte- 
time with another maste,r,Tompion received him 
into his fomily purely fi>r his merit, and treated 
him with a kind of parental afiectiou till iiis 
death. That Graham wa^ without compeiitiou, 
the most eminent of his profession, is but a 
small part of his character ; he was the bust me- 
chanic of his time, and had a complete know- , 
ledge of praalcal astronomy: so that he not only 
gave to various mpvemients for the inensuraiioa 
of time, a degree of perfe<ition whidi had never 
before been attained, butinvented several astra 
homical instruments, by whic^ considerable ad- 
vances have been made in that science ; he made 
great improvements in those which had l>elore 
been in use ; and, by a wonderful manual dex- 
terity, constracted them with greater precision 
and accuracy than any other person in the world. 
He was many years a member of the royal so- 
ciety, to which he communicated several ingeni- 
ous and importune discoveries, and died in 1751. 
-GRAHAM, Catherine Macaulev, a celebrated 
English historian.

GRANGER, James, a learned and ingenious 
English divine, author of a verv valuable work 
in 4 vols., 4to, under the title of " A Biographi- 
cal Uistoty of England." When vicar of Ship-

He was appointed postmaster-ge- 
neral of the United States, hi 1801, and retained 
the office until 1814, after which he removed to 
,New-York. and was chosen a mend)er of the 
senate of that state ; he died in 1833. 

GRANT, Francis, lord Cullen, an eminent 
lawyer and ju^ge, of Scotland, died Ih 179^ 
universal!/ respected. 

GRANT, Patrick, a Scotch Judge^ho wrote 
against the rebellion ; he died in 1702^ 

GRANVILLE, Georifs, viscount Lahadowne, 
an eminent English poet, born in Devonshire, 
in 1667, died in 1735. Having vainljr endea- 
voured to get employment in arms, for the 
defence of James II., to whose cause he wai 
warmly attached, he passed the course of king 
William's rei|n in private life, enjoying the 
coropanv of his muse, which he employe in 
celebrating the reigning beauties of that age, 
u Waller, whom he strove to imitate, had done 
tliose of the preceding. We have also several 
dramatic pieces of his, which were aU well re- 
ceived. 

GRAP ALDUS, Francis Marius, a native of 
Parina, so. distinguished as an amltassador ta 
the pope, that Julius U., crowned him with hie 
own hatid* 

GRAS, Anthony le, an ecclesiastic of Paria^ 
who translated C. Nepoe : he died in 176£. 

GRAS, James le, an advocate of Rouen, who 
translated Hesiod into French verse, iif the 17th 
century. 

6RASWINCKEL, Theodore, a native of 
Delft, eminent a« a lawyer, and a man of letters ; 
he vindicated the Venetians against the duke 
of Savoy, and died in 1668. 

6RATAROLUS, WiUiam, a learned physi- 
cian, of Basil. Wrote many books, and died in 
1503. 

GRATIAN, one of the most vlrtuoiis of the 
Roman emperors, son of Valentinian, bom in 
359, was assassinated by rebels in 383. 

GRATIAN, a private soldier, raised to the 
throne of Britain, in 407 ; he reigned 4 months. 

GRATIAN, a monk of Tuscany, in the ISth 
century ; he was employed 34 yean hi recon- 
ciling the contradictory canons one to another. 

GRATIAN I, Jerome, an Italian of the 17th, 
century: he wrote, Conquest of Grenada, &c. 

GRATIUS, Faliscns, an eminent Latin poet| 
supposed to have been cotomporary with Ovid. ^ 
We have the fragment of a poem of his on 
bunting, called " Cynegeticon." 

GRATIUS, Ortuinus, a learned German, who 
wrote several works; he died In 1543. 

GRATTAN, Right Hon. Henry, a statesman, 
and an orator, born In Dublin, about 1750. He 
was bred to the bar, but relinquished tiuit pro- 
fession for the senate. He was elected into the 
Irish parliament in 1775, and by his powerful 
eloquence obtained for his countrs^^a participa- 
tion in the commerce of Britain : for which be 
was rewarded with a vote of 50,000/. He waiT 
the active and vigilant leader of the opposition; 
till the Union, which measure he resisted with 
all bis power. In the British parliament he

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fly exerted his talente hi advoemting Uie 
Cvtiiolic claims, to wtiloh cause he fell m loitr- 
tyr, by leaving Ireland in an exhausted state <^ 
oealth, to carry to England toe petttlon with 
which he had been intrusted.

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GRAVES, Richard, 52 years rector of Cta- 
TOton, near Bath, was bom at Blickleton, in 
61oucesters|iire, in 1715 ; at tlie ace of 16 he 
wfs chosen a scholar of Pembroke College, 
Qxfurd; and in 1736 elected a fellow of AIT 
ffcmls. jfle was presented to the living of Cla 
i^«rton. In 1750 ; and from that time to his death 
in'1804, never absented himself a single mouth 
" . any one time : thus setting an example worthy 

le approbation and imitation of all dcrgymen. 
Mr. Graves was the intimate friend and corrcs- 
nondent of Shenstone, as weD as of many other 
literary characters, and was author erf" an inge- 
nious saUrical novel, called ** The Spiritual 
Huizotte ;*^ besides a dramatic piece, essays, and 
naoy pof^, transiaticms, and sermons on vari- 
es subjecu. He alwavs enjoVed food health, 
and but a fenf months before his death, when 
lieariy 90 years of age, published " The InvaUd, 
with the obvious Me^ms of enjoying Life, by a

GREEN, Robert, a draAfktic author in queea 
Elizabeth's reign, bom in 1530. He was a diar 
(Of great wit and humour, but in the lii'e that hf 
led prostituted great talents to the purposes of 
vice and obscenity ; and upmi the whole, both 
in theory and practice, seems to have been a 
most perfect libertine, tils works uf diflercut 
kinds are very numerous ; many of thcni are 
pastoral romances in prose and verse. His dm- 
matic pieces, amounting to four orlSve, may be 
seen in the ** Biograpbia Drematica ;** he died 
in 1533. One of his biographers says of him 
that his works contain the seeds of virtue, while 
his acts display the tares of folly. 

GREEN, Matthew, an ingentous English poet, 
born in 16m} of a cood family among the dis- 
senters ; held an omee in the custom-house of 
London, and died in 1737. His poems were first 
collected and published in ISrao, in 1796. The 
mo« celebrated of them is entitled "The Spleen ,** 
in which (says Mr. Melmouth) "there are more 
original thoughta thrown together, than I have 
ever read in the same compass of lines. 

GREEN, Dr. Maurice, an eminent musieiaa 
and composer, who was successively organist 
and composer to the Royal Chapel, professot 
of music in the university of Carobrid|e, and 
masterof the royal band. ' About 1750, he con- 
ceived a project of reforming church-music, 
and bad made a considerable progress in the 
work ; but, hit health failing him, ^e transmiued 
the further prosecution of it to ^is friend hi. 
Boyce, who completed and published it. T)r. 
Green was bom in London, and died in 1755.

Urban III., and died two months after, in 1187. 

GREGORY IX., Ugolin, elected pope in 1227. 
He excited the Christian prince to undertake a 
crusade, and died in 1241. 

GREGORY X., Theobald, summoned a ge- 
neral council at Lyons, and endeavoured to heal 
all schisms in religion; he died in 1276. 

GREGORY XL, Peter Roger, a promoter of 
eoticord and benevolence amon^ the Christian 
princes; he died in 1378. 

GREGORY XII., elected.pope in 1406, during 
the schism of the West ; he died hi 1417. 

GREGORY Xni., Hugh Buoncompagno, 
elected pope after Fius V., m 1^ ; ^e reform- 
ed the calendar, and adopted the style which 
bears his name. He died in 1585. 

GREGORY XrV., Nicholas Sftmdrate, elect- 
ed pope afler Urban VII., and died m 1591. 

GREGORY XV., Alexander Ludovisio, made 
pope in 1^1, died in 1623. 

GREGORY, James, a very eminent mathe- 
matician, born at Aberdeen, in 1639, died in 
167.5. The chief inventions of Gregory are, the 
reflecting telescope, the burning concave mir- 
ror, and tlie quadrature of the circle by an in- 
finite converging series. He was likewise the 
first who demonstrated the meridian line to be 
analn^us to a scale of lograrithic tangents, of 
tiio half complement of latitude : he alsoinvent- 
ed and demonstrated geometrically, by the help 
of the hyperbola, a very swift converging series 
fQt making the losarithms, and therefore re- 
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one of the ablest champions of the orthodox 
faitli concerning the Trinity, whence he had 
the title given him of " THE DIVINE,»» by 
unanimous consent. 

GREGORY, Nyssen, bishop of Nyssa, In 371, 
and author of the Nicene Creed, died hi 396. 

GREGORY, Theodoras, bishop of Neo-Cesa- 
rea, surnamed Thaumaturgus, a disciple of 
Origen, and famous for bis conversion of the 
Gentiles ; he died about 965. 

GREGORY Peter, a native of Toulouse, au- 
thor 6( some learned, but injudicious works : 
he died in 1527. 

GREGORY, Dr. George, a native of Ireland, 
and a learned and industrious moral and miscel 
laneods writer, died vicarof West-Ham, in 18(te.' 

GRENADA, I^wis de, who refused the bish- 
opric of Braganza, being so much attached to 
a monastic life ; he died in 1588.^

GRESHAAt, Sir Thomas, an eminent mer- 
chant, born In London, In 1519, and died in 1570. 
He was well acquainted with the ancient and se- 
veral inodecn languages, had a very comprehen- 
sive knowledge of all affairs relating to com- 
merce, whether foreign or domestic; and his eue- 
cess was not less, being In his time esteemed the 
richest commoner in England. He transacted 
queen Eitzabetb's mercantile affairs so constant- 
ly, that he was called " The Royal Merchant;** 
and his house was sometimes appointed fbr 
the reception of foreign princes upon their &«t 
arrival in London ; but* the most shining part 
of his character appears in his public benefac- 
tions. Th*) Royal Exchange, which Ife built,

He 
practised and taught successively, rhetoric, his- 
tory, mathematics, hydraulics, chymistry, archi- 
tecture, and medicine. In which he obtained tht 
degree of doctor. His recreations were physi- 
cal and clivmical experiznents. drawing and 
paintii^. On the suppression or the society of 
Jesuits, the empress Maria Theresa took him 
into her service, and intrusted to him tbe su- 
perintendence of ship- building at Trieste, at 
well as the drainineof the Sclavonian and Hun- 
garian morasses. As soon as he learned that the 
society continued to exist in the Russian em- 
pire under the protection of the government, he 
Joined the society at Polocz, where be applied 
himself to his favourite studies for several years. 
Being sent to St. Petersburgh several times on 
the business of the society, he gained the esteem 
of their imperial majesties. In 1803 he was 
elected general of the society, andshowed much 
tranquillity and l>erBeverance in very arduous 
and trying circumstances. By his exertions, tlie 
order increased in Russia, and was restored in 
tbe kingdom of Naples. His amiable and phi- 
lanthropic behaviour, and the variety and ex- 
tent of his knowledge, procured him many 
friends, as well as the confidence and good-win 
of men of the highest rank. With those abili- 
ties and information which form a great mind, 
he united the ptety and virtue of a tme member 
of a relifdous order. He died in 1805.

At Blois, Henry convened an as- 
sembly of the states of France ; the duke of 
Guise h^d the boldness to appear to a summons 
Mnt him for that purpose ; a forced reconcilia- 
tion took place between him and the kingflnr 
the advice of this assembly ; but it lieinff accf* 
dentally discovered, that Guise had formeda plan 
to dethrone the king, that weak monarch; in- 
stead of resolutely bringing him to justice, had 
him privately assassinated, Dec. 23, 1538, in the 
38th year of his age His brother, the cardinal, 
shared the same fate the next day.

GIJSTA VUS ADOLPHUS, the greatest king 
that Sweden ever had. He conquered fugrin, 
Livonia, Bremen, Venden,Wie8mar, Pomeronla. 
tec. He fihook the throne of the emperor Fer- 
dinand II. He protected the Lirtlierans in Ger- 
many, and by his victories humbled tlie house 
of Austria. The glory of this action has been 
unjustly attributed to cardinal Richelieu, who 
had the art of raising his reputation from the 
victories which Gustavns was content to gain. 
He carried the war beyond the Danube, and, 
would perhaps have dethroned the emperor.-nmd 
he not been slain at tite battle of Lutzen, A, D.I 
1663, in the 37ih year of his age, aAer he had de-j 
feated the imperial army commanded by Wal-! 
stein. He carried to his tomb the name of "The 
Great Gusiavus," the love of his subjects, and 
the esteem of his enemies. ) 

GUSTAVUS III., king of Sweden, came to 
the throne in 1771, was shot at a masked ball, 
mud having languished some time, died in 1799. . 

GUTHIERES, James, a French advocate,SIdied in 1799. 
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known as mn able antiquarian, and correet writ* 
er; he died in 1638. 

GUTHRIE, William, a very laborious and vo- 
luminous writer on history, politics, and other 
subjects, bornatfireichen, in Angusshire.in 17U1» 
died in 1769. His principal works are, '* Histories 
of the World," of " England,** and of " Scot- 
land.** He was a " writer by profession,** and 
is said to have lent his name to booksellers for 
publications in which he had no concern. Such 
IS asserted to have been the case with respect tn 
the Geographical Grammar, called "Guthrie's;** 
whicli, however, is a work that, for its general 
utility and comparative perfection, confers cre- 
dit on the compiler, whoever he be. 

GUTT£MB£RGH,John of, a citizen of Stras- 
bourg, to whom is attributed the invention of 
the art of printing, in conjunction with Fust, or 
Faustus, and Peter Schoefier, or Schufier, the 
servant, and afterwards the son-ii»-law, of Fau»- 
tus, hy whom it was further improved. He waa 
born at Mentz, in 1408, and died there, in 1467. 

GUT, a monk of Arezzo, who invented the six 
«iyllables of the gamut, ut, re, mi, fa, sol, la, Itv 
ed about 1036. 

GUY, Thomaf, founder of Guy's hospital, waa 
the son of Thomas Guy, lighterman and coal- 
j dealer in Horsley- down, Southwark. He waa 
' put apprentice, in 1660, to a bookseller, in the 
porch of Mercer's chapel, and pet up trade with 
a stock of about 300/., in the house that forms 
the angle between Cornhill and Lombard-street. 
jTbe English Bibles being at that time very badly 
I printed, Mr. Guy engaged, with others, in a 
'scheme for printing them in Holland, and im 
i porting them ; but this being put a stop to, he 
I contracted with the university of Oxford for 
their privilege of printing them,*«n4 carried on a 
great Bible trade for many years to considerable 
[advantage. Thus he began to accumulate 
money, and his gains rested in his hands; for, 
biiing a single man, aiid very penurions, his exr 
penses were next to nothing. His custom wns, 
to dine on his shop-counter, whh no other table 
cloth than an old newspaper: be was also as lit- 
tle nice with regard to his apparel. The bulk of 
his fortune, however, was acquired by purchas- 
ing seamen^s tickets during queen Anne's wars, 
and by South-sea stock, in the memoral>le yeair 
1720. Ho was 76 years of age when he formed 
the design of building the hospital, near St.Tbo- 
mas', which bears bis name. The charge (t( ' 
jerccliiur this vast pile amounted to 18,793/., be- 
sides 319,499/. which he left to endow it : and l^e 
just lived to see it roofed in. He died Dec. 17^ 
1 1734, in the 81st year of his age, after having de- 
' dicated to charitable purposes more money than 
anyone private man upon record in England. 

GUYARD, de Berville, a French autlwr of 
some merit, died in poverty, aged 73. 

GUYARD,Anthony. a Benedictine monk^ au 
thor of several works, died at Dijon, in 1770. 

GUYET, Francis, an eminent critic, of Ao 
gers, died in 1655, nHich esteemed. 

GUYON,Claude,a French hi8torian,autbor of 
an etclcsiastical history, and other works ; b« 
died in 1771. 

GUYON, Johanna Mary Bouviera de It 
Mothc, a French lady, memorable for her writ- 
ings and her sulTcrings in the cause of Quietisin. 
born at Montargis, in 1648, died in 1717. Some of 
her spiritual songs have been translated by Cow 
per. 

GUY6,Peter Augustine, a native of Marseille^ 
eminent as a man of leUers, and m mercfaa^ 
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6UT8E, John, D. D., minlMer of an indejter, well skilled in oriental literature ; )iia books,

GUYTON DE MOHVEAU, Lewis Bernard, 
an eminent lawyer, of Dijon, ahd advocate ge- 
neral to tlie parliament of that city. He was dis- 
tinguished as a proficient in natural philosophy 
and chymiscry, and as the auttKur of a course of 
chymistry, in 4 vols., and other writings on the 
■ame subject ; he was made a member of the le- 
sion of honour, and a baron of the empire, by 
Napoleon, and died in- 1815. 

GWJNNET, Button, a native of England, 
eame to South-Carolina, in 1770, and soon re- 
moved to Georgia. He was a decided friend of 
Che revolution, a member of congress, in 1776, 
and a sianer of the declaration of independence. 
He was Killed in a duel, in 1777. 

GW YNNiEleanor, better known by the name 
of Nell, who rose from an orange girl to be the 
mistress of Charles II. ; she died in 1687. 

G W YNNE,Matthew, a disUnguished English 
iician, died after 1639. 
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^YLIPPUS, a Lacedssmonian general, sent to 
assist Svracuse against the Athenians, 414 B. C. 

GY2EN, Peter, a landscape painter, whose 
views on tlie Rhine are much admired ; he was 
bom at Antwerp, about 1^6.

HAANSBERGEN, John Van, a painter, of 
Utrecht. The figures which he introduced into 
bis landscapes were very much admired ; he 
died in 170^ . 

HAAS, William, a printer and type-founder, 
was the first wbo engraved French type in the 
s^le of BaskervtUe ; he invented a new priut- 
inK press, and died at St. Urban monasteiy, in 
1800. 

HABAKKUK, the eighth of the minor prg- 

eiets, supposed to be of the tribe of Simeon, 
is style is poetical, beautiful, and sublime. 

H ABERT, Francis, a native of Berry, one of 
the most ancient poets of France; be wrote 
some fables, &c., and died in 1569. 

HABERT DE CBRISI, Gemiayi, an eccle- 
siastic, of Bayeux, who wrote some poems ; he 
died in 1655. 

HABERT, HeniT Lewis, the friend of Gas- 
•endi, and the pubTisher of his works, with an 
elei^ant Latin preface, died in 1679. 

UABICOT, Nicolas, a surgeon, born atBonay, 
was eminent in his profession, and wrote a trea- 
tise on the plague ; he died in 1624. 

H ABINGl^ON, William, an English poet and! 
historian, bom in Worcestershire, in 1605, died 
in 1654. His amatory poems were entitled 
" Casiara,** and printed in 1634-5 and 1640. He 
also published a tragi-comedy, called **Thei 
Queen of Arnu(on.** 

HACHETTBr J&ne, a heroine, of Beauvals, 
in Picardy ; she successfully headed a body of 
women, in an assault against the Bourguignous, 
who besieged her native place In 1473. 

H ACKAERT, John, a Dutch painter, bom at 
Amsterdam, In 1633. The mountainous 
ry in his landscapes is much admired. 

HACRET, John, an English prelate, of great 
merit, was chaplain to James I. bishop of Lich- 
field and Coventry, ; lie spent eight years in re- 
pairing his eathednU, at the expense of 30,000^., 
nearly all his own, and died In 1670. 

HACKET, William, an English fanatic, in 
the reign of Elltalwth. He was Inuig and quar- 
tered for Maaphemy, in 1503. 
>IIACKSFAN, TbuoAoie, a Luthenui 



on theological subjects, are much esteemed ; 
died in 1659. 

HADDICK. N., count of, an Austrisn gene- 
ral, distinguished himself against the Turlu, in 
1789, and died tne next year. 

HADDOCK. Sir Richard, a valiant admiral, 
who distinguished himself, on various occasions, 
under Cliarles II. and his successors : he diea 
veiy old, in 1714. 

H ADDON, Walter, >an eminent English scho- 
lar, professor of civil law, In the reign of Ed- 
ward ; he was a zealous promoter of the refor- 
mation, and died in 1571. 

HADRIAN. See ADRIAN. 

HAEN, Antony dc, privy counsellor, and phy- 
sician to the empress Maria Theresa, was au- ^ 
thor of " Ratio Medendl," and a ueatise on 
magic ; he died in 1776. 

HAERLKM, Theodore Van, a Dutch painter, 
bom at Haerlem. His Christ and bis apostles, 
in the church of Utrecht, are much admired : , 
he died in 1470. 

HAGBDORN, a Gennan poet, of the 18th cen- 
tury. His workis, in imitation of Fontaine, dis< 
play genius, vivacity, and great dciicacy. 

H AGEN, John Van, a landscape painter, bom 
in Cleves. His piecca are much admired. He 
died at the end of tbe 17tb century. 

HAG6AI, the tenth of the minor prophets, 
lived in the reign of Darius Uystaspea. He was 
of the sacerdotal race. 

HAGUENIER, John^ a French poet. His 
pieces are on light subject^ but possess great 
wit and elegance ; he died in 1738. 

H AGUENOT, Henry, author of medical trea- 
tises, was a physician, of ^(ontpclier i he died in 
1776. 

H AHN, Simon Frederick, author of the " His- 
tory of the Empire,** was a very extraordinary 
character. At tlie age of 10, he knew several 
languages, and at 24, Was professor of history at 
Hehnstadt; he died in 1739. 

HAILES. See DALRYMPLE. 

HAILLAN, Bernard de Girard, lord of, a 
French historian, born at Bourdcaux, in 1535, 
died in 1610. He published a history, which 
reaches from Pharamond to the d&atii of Charles 
VIL, and was the first who composed a body of 
the French history in French. 

HAINES, Josepli, commonly called count 
Haines, a very eminent low comedian, and i 
person of great facetiousness of temper and 
readiness of wit, died in 1701. 

HAKEM, the third of the Fatimite caliphs, 
was a violent persecutor of the Clu-istiaiis and 
Jews, and pretended to be the visible image of 
God. He was assassinated by the intrigue of 
his sister, in 1031. 

HAKEWELL, John, mayor of Exeter, in 
163^ Another brother, William, was of Exeter 
college ; he warmly espoused the party of tlie 
puritans, and published '* The Liberty of the 
Subject against the power of Impositions," ice, 

HAKEWELL, George, a learned divine, born 
at Exeter, m 1579, died in 1649. His principal 
work is '* An Apology, or Declaration of the 
Power and Providence of God In the govern- 
ment of the World, proving that it doth not de- 
cay," &c 

HAKLUYT, Richard, famous for his skill m 
the naval historyof England, was born In Here- 
fordshire, in 1553, and died in 1616. He is au- 
thor of a " Collection of Voyages and Discovo- 
ries.»» In 3 voli. folio, mod of several other ur*»* 
worki. 
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HALDE, John Baptist du, a learned French- 
man, born at I'urb, in 1674, died in 1743. We 
have of his, a valuable worii, entitled " Grande 
Pescription de la Chine et de la Tartaric," in 4 
vols, loiiti. 

HAL£, Sir Matthew, a moM learned lawyer^ 
and chief justice of the King's Bench, bom in 
](i09. The attaimneuts of Sir Matthew were 
wonderful ; for he had, beside bis peculiar pro- 
fession, a confeiderabie icnowledke in tlie civil 
Jaw, in arithmetic, algebra, and oUter maihe- 
niatical sciences, as well as in physic, anato- 
my, and surgery ; was very conversant in ex- 
perimental philosophy, and other branciirs of 
philosophical leamhig, and in ancient liisiory 
and chronology ; but, above all, he seemed to 
liave made divinity his chief study; ao that 
those who read what he has written upon theo- 
logical questions, might be inclined to think that 
he had studied noUiing else. His pincipal 
works are legal, philosophical, and religious; of 
the former, the most valuable are, his " Pleas of 
the Crown,'* and a " History of the Conmion 
Law of England.** He died in 1076. 
, HALES, John, an Knglisk divine and poet, 
born at Bath, in 1584, died in 1656. A(t*it his 
death, iliere came out a collection of his worlb, 
with this title, " Golden Bemaiiis of the ever- 
memorable Mr. John Hales, of Etrai College,^' 
ice. 

HALES, Stephen, a very celebrated natural 
philosopher and matliemaiician, bom in Kent, 
111 1677, died hi 1761. Among many other use- 
ful inventions of his, was that of ventilators ; 
which he continued to iniprove as long -as he 
lived. His ** Statical Essays'* have been often 
printed, and are welt known. 

HALI-BEIGH, a Polander, whose oririnal 
name was BotmwskL Being ween by the Tar- 
tars, while a child, he was sold to the Turks, 
who educated him in their religion. He acquirea 
the knowledge of 17 languages, and became in- 
terpreter to the grand signkir; tran^atcd into 
the Turkish language tlie catechism of the 
church of England, and all the Bible ; composed 
m Turkish grannnar and dictionary, and otlier 
things which were never printed His principal 
work is '* A I'reatide upon the Liturgy of tlie 
Turks, their Pilgrimages to Mecca, their Cir- 
cumcifilon, and Manner of visiting tire Sick.*' 
He died in 1675. 

H ALKET, Lady Anna, was bom in London, 
In 1623, and iharried Sir James Halket, in 1656. 
Her father, Robert Murray, was preceptor to 
Charles I. From her MBS. was selected a vo- 
lume of meditations ; she died in 1699. 

HALL, John, an English lawyer and poet, 
celebrated as a political writer, died in 1656. 

HALL, Henry, an English divine, who pu1> 
lished some occasional sermons, and was great- 
ly beloved ; be died ui 1763. 

HALL, John, a surgeon of Kent, who flou- 
rished in tiie reign of Elizabeths he pabHthed 
a compendium of Anatomy, Sec, 1565. 

HALL, Jacobj a noted rope dancer in the age 
of Charles II. 

HALL, Richard, an English popish prIeM. 
Tie left England to avoid tlie penal laws against 
his religion, and became divinity professor at 
l>ouay; he was author of some theological 
Works, and died in 1604. 

HALL, Joseph, an eminent and learned bi- 
sHonof Norwich, born in 1574, died hi 1656. His 
' Bfleditations** are well known ; and hfs poeti- 



cal talents, chiefly exercised hi satire, W€« very ,_., ^ , , „

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been a man of great wit and learning, and df at 
great meekness, modesty, and piety.

HALL, Lyman, governor of Geoigia, was 9 
zealous advocate for the revohition, a member 
of congress in 1776, and a signer of the deda 
tion of hidependance. He died about 1790. 

HALLE, Antony, a good Latin poet and pro- 
fessor of eloquence at Caen ; he died at Faili 
in 1675. 

HALLE, Peter, proftasor of canon law tn the 
university of Paris, bom at Bayeux, In Hofmmh- 
dy, hi lail, died in 1669. 

HALLE, Claude Guy, 9f Paris, dlstinguisliei 
as a painter, died in 1736. His son. Koel, was 
aito respectable in the siameart ; he died in 1758. 

HALLE;B. Albert, an Uhistrious physician, 
and voluminous writer, bora at Berne, in Swit- 
zerhind, in 170S, died in 1777. He Is supfMised to 
have been the most acute, various, and ordinal 
genius, that has appeared in the medical world 
since Boerhaave. 

HALLET, Edmund, a most eminent English 
philosopher and astronomer, bom in London, in 
1656. His astronomical dlteoveries greatly ita 
proved tlie art of navigatieo, and his works an 
highly valued in every part of Europe. He diaA 
at Greenwich, in Jan. 1741-3. 

HALLIFAX, George Saville, marquis of. Bee 
SAVILLE. 

HALLIFAX, Dr. Samuel, bishop and arch- 
deacon of St Ataph, was a pralate of great 
knowledge and ability ; an incomparable civi- 
lian, and an extremely acute public speaker. 
His sermons at bishop Warburton*k lectures ar« 
much esteemed ; and his Analysis of Mshop 
Butler*s Analogy (a book entirely abstmse an4 
metaphysical) is written with great elegance of 
style, as well as with much profundity of think- 
ing. He was bom at Chesteirfleld, in 1730, au4 
died in 1790. 

HALS, Francis, an adftiired portrait painter, 
df Mechlin : he died hi 1666. 

HALS, Dirk, brother of the preceding, was a 
painter of festive and hiw scenes; he died in 
1656. 

HAMBERGER. George Albert, an eminent 
mathematician, of FranConia, ana anthdr of a 
vahiable wor)( on optics and other subjects ; bs 
died in 1736. 

HAMBERGER, Georn Chrfstopber, a learn 
ed German, pubHsbed Orphens and other vulu 
minous works ; he died tn 1773. 
. HAHEL, du Monceau,. Henry Lewis dn, ol 
Paris, eminent for his knowledge of mechanics, 
agriculture and commerce ; he died hi 1782. 

HAMEL, John Baptist dn, a celebrated 
French philoeo|)her and divine, bOra at Vire, in 
1634, died in 1706. 

HAMILCAR BAROA8, a famous Carthagi- 
nian tencraf, 8!ain in battle 397 B C. 

HAMILTON, Patrick, abbot of Feme, in Scot- 
land. He was condemned to the flames, for bis 
adherence to the tenets of Luther, and ettdured 
tM sentence with wonderful fortitude. He was 
not only pious, hut teamed and polite. He tnf 
fered in 15S7, aged 33. ' 

HAMILTON, James, ftrst duke of, « dittfti- 
giiished commander under Charles L Benidtih 
tained his master*^ cause in tlie North, after its 
rain in England ; was at length delWtad si 
Preston, and beheaded in 1649. 



HAMILTON, Count Antony, an darant wrl- 
ior, born in Ireland, in 1646^ of a StiolcA linUly. 
iU#MosteelekMfe«lwnrMiiiNM "JlttkidMrat 
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Count de Grammont ;*' but be wrote alaoBome 
poeoM and Fairy Talesj wbich are exceiient in 
tbeir kind, and died 1720. 

HAMILTON, WiUiam, duke of, waa secre- 
tary of state for Scotland. He died in 165*2 of 
wounds received at tbe battle of Worcester. 

HAMILTON, William, an ingenious poet, 
distinguisbed by the liveliness of Ills imagina- 
tion and the delicacy of his sentiments. He was 
bom of an ancient and honourable l^unily in 
1704, and died in 17^ His poems were printed 
•I Edinburgh, 1700. 

HAMILTON, George, earl of Orkney, dis- 
tinguuhed himself at the battle of tbe Boyne, 
and at Blenheim ; he died in 1737. 

HAMILTON, sir WiUiam. thirtv-seven years 
British ambassador at the court of Naples, was 
bora in the year 1729. and died in London, in 
1803. The zealous and successful eflbrts which 
he made during his long residence in^Italy, in 
bringing to light the buried treasures of antiqui- 
ty need not tiere be enumerated ; indeed, his 
whole life was devoted to studies connected 
with the fine arts. His '* Observations on Mount 
Vesuvius, Mount ^tna, and other Volcanoes, 
in a Series of Letters to the Koyal Society," 
were published with notes Ui 1772. 

HAMILTON, Elizabeth, a distinguished mis- 
cellaneous writer, born at Belfast, in 1758. Miss 
Hamilton remained single through life, and died 
at Harrowgate, in 1816. Her principal works are, 
" Letters of a Hindoo Rajah ;'* *' Memoirs of 
Modern PhUosopbers ;** '* Letters on the Prin- 
cipleii of Education ;** ^ndtlie " Life of Agrip- 
pina, Wife of Germanicus.** After her death, 
her " Memoirs," with a Selection from her 
Correspondence, were edited t^r Miss Beiiger, 
and pubtishcd. 

HAMILTON, Andrew, an emment lawyer of 
Philadelphia, and speaker of tbe house of as- 
sembly ; he died in 1741. His son James Ha- 
milton was repeatedly governor of Pennsylva- 
nia between 1748 and 1771. 

HAMILTON, Andrew, governor of the co- 
kiny of Ne'w-Jersey, and deputy governor of 
Pennsylvania, died in 1702. 

H AMI LTON, John, a counsellor of the colony 
of New-Jersey, who was at the head of its go- 
vernment for several years ; he died in 1746. 

HAMILTON, John, was several times gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania ; be died in New- York, in 
1783. ^ ^ 

HAMILTON, Alexander, secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, under general 
Washington, and a major general in the Ameri- 
can army, was bora in the island of St. Croix, in 
1757, and came to New- York, in 1773. At tbe 
commencement of the revolution he joined the 
army, was aid-de-camp to the commander in 
chief, and continued in the service until the sur- 
render of Cornwallis, at Yorktown, where tbe 
Americans under his command stormed and 
look the British works. He afterwards com- 
menced the practice of the law in New- York, 
and rose to the highest eminence in the pro- 
fession. He was killed in a duel with colonel 
Burr, in 1804. As a statesman and a financier, 
he- revived the public credit, and placed thq 
United States revenue on a. permanent footing. 
He always possessed the confidence of Washing- 
ton, and his death was lamented by the whole 
community, as an irreparable loss to his coun- 
try. 

HAMILTON, Paul, was a firm and decided 
patriot of the revohuion, governor of the state 
•f South CaioUna, and aderwards secretary of 
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the Navy of the United States under President 



Madison. He died in 1816. 

HAMILTON, Hugh, a learned English pre- 
late, professor of natural philosophy at Trinitv 
collt^o, Dublin, afterwards dean of Armagh 
and bishop of Clonfert and of Ossory ; he died 
in lHa5. 

HAMILTON, William, an English historical 
painter, and member of the royal academy, died 
in 1801. 

HAMLET, the name of a prince of Denmark 
whose history, as related by Saxo-Gramuiaticus, 
has furnished Shakspeare with the groundwork 
of one of his finest plays. 

HAMMOND, Anthony, an English poet and 
an author, diitinguisbed also as a wit and as a 
man of fashion ; he died about 1730. 

HAMMOND, Dr. Henry, a learned English di- 
vine and commentator, born • at Cbertsy, in 
1605, died hi 1660. His chief works are,a *' Prac- 
tical Catechism ;*' a " Paraphrase and Annota- 
tions on the New Testament ;** and a " Para- 
phraseand Commentary on the Okl Testament ;" 
of which he only published the Psalms, and went 
through a third part of the book of Proverbs. 

HAMMOND, James, an elegant English poet, 
born in 1710, died in 1742. He was equerry to the 
prince of Wales ; and is said to have divided 
his life between pleasure and books ; in his re- 
tirement forgetting the town, and in his gayety 
losing the student. Of his literary hours the 
principal effects arc exhibited in his memorable 
"Love Elegies." 

HAMON, John, a French physician, who 
wrote on religious subjects in an admired style * 
he died in 1(S7. 

HAMPDEN, John, a celebrated political cha- 
racter in the reign of Charles I., famous for sus- 
taining singly the weight of a royal prosecution, 
on his refusing to pay the ship-money in the 
reign of Charles I., was bora in London, in 1504. 
Having in 1625-6 obtained a seat in the house of 
commons, he soon grew to be one of the most 
popular men. in the nation ; and after he bad 
held the chief dU-ection of his party in the house 
against the king, he took up arms in the same 
cause, and was one of the first who opened the 
war by an action at a place called Brill, about 5 
miles from Oxford ; but he was cut ofi* early by 
a mortal wound, which he received by a pistol 
bursting in his hand, in a> skirmish witli prmce 
Rupert, June 18, 1643, and of which he died the 
24th. Clarendon has given Hampden the cha- 
racter of a great, rather than a good man ; but 
when passive ob<idience and uon-rosistance 
were ditgtawji by law, he came to be esteemed 
a good as Well as a great man, and has conti- 
nued to be thought so from that time to this. 

HAMPTON, James, translator of Poiybius, 
died 1778. 

HAMSA, a Mahometan doctor, known for his 
attempt to eradicate tlie tenets of Mahomet and 
ta establish bis own. He flourished about 1020. 

HANCOCK, John, minister of Lexington. 
Massachusetts, respected and beloved ; he died 
in 1752. 

HANCOCK, John, minister of Braintree, son 
of the precedimr ; died in 1744. 

HANCOCK, Thomas, abencfactor of Harvard 
college, died in 1761. 

HANCOCK, John, LL. D., one of the most 
conspicuous fhends of the American revolution, 
was president of congress in 1776, and s'^ied 
the declaration of independence in that ca, <^i- 
ty. He was afterwards goveraor of Massacha 
setts for sr.vcral years, fle died in 1793. 
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HANDEL, George Frederic, an iUualrioiw 
master in music, Iwra at Halle, in Upper Saxony, 
In 1684. Hia compositions, particoiarly bis ora- 
torios, have biien repeatedly performed, to tlie 
present dav, with umnterrupted success and un- 
rivalled glory. He died in 1759, and was bu- 
lled in Westminster Al)bey, where, by bis own 
order, and at bis own expense, a monument is 
erected to his memory. 

UANGEST, Jerome de, a doctor of the Sai^ 
bonne wiio wrote against Luther ; be died In 1538. 

HANIFAH, a saint among the Mussulmans, 
the head of all their sects ; be died at Babylon. 

HANKINS, Martin, was professor of history, 
politics and eloquence atBreslaw, and an author ; 
be died in 1709; 

UANMER, Meredith, D.D., treasurer of Tri- 
nity church, Dublin. He translated the ecclesi- 
Mtical histories of Eusebius, Socrates and Eva- 
griu4, and died in 1604. 

HANMER, Jonathan, a non-conformist di- 
vine. He is the author of ecclesiastical anti- 
quity and <>ther worlcs ; he died in 1667. 

U ANMEIi, Sir Thomas, Bert., a drstlnguished 
•tatesnmn and polite writer, bom in 1^6. In 
1713 he was cliosen spealcer of the bouse of 
crtmnions; which office, difficult at all times, 
but at that time more particularly so, be dis- 
charged Willi becoming dignity. He died in 1746. 

H AIMNECKEN, Menuon, a historian and di- 
vine, of Germany, was professor of morals, 
titeologv, &c. at Murpurg, and died in 1671. 

HANNECKEN, Philip Lewis, son of the 
preceding, was professor of Hebrew arid elo- 
quence at G lesson. His works were chicHy on 
th4iol4)gical controversy ; he died in 1706. 

HANNEM AN, John, a painter, at the Hague^ 
fttid an excellent copyist of Vandyclt ; hedi^ in 
1680. 

HANNIBAL, a great Carthaginian general, 
was the son of Hamilcar, who niude him swear 
on the altar, that iie would never be reconciled 
to the Romans. At 25 years of age, be toolc 
upon hiiti the command of the army. After 
takiiig Salamanca and Saguntum, in Spain, he 
defeated the G&uis, aiid passed the Alfis in de- 
fiance of thn snow, and of Publius Cornelius ; 
having moltifitHi the rocks with vinegar, and cut 
thniugh tlinm with iron. He tbok Turin, and 
at Pavia defeated Cornelius Scipio. The follow- 
ing year lie defeated Flaniinius, and slew 15,000 
men : he next ovirrthrew Varro at Canne, with 
40,000 foot, and 2700 horse, the flower of the 
Roman youth, and sent to Carthage two or three 
baskets of gold rings taken from the hands of 
5630 slam Uom:m gentlemen. And now had 
Hannibal gone straight to Rome, he bad cer- 
tainly ruined that commonwealth ; but going to 
Capua, where he wintered, the delights of the 
place so debauched his whole army, that tlie 
Romans recovered themselves from theconsftr- 
nation into which the loss of five battles had 
thrown them. Two years after, Mareellus gave 
him battle, and conquered, but was hiouelf 
killed in an ambush. Hannibal was defeated 
afterwards by Sempronins Gracchus, and at last 
met with a total overthrow by Scipio ; when, 
'ailing (or fearing t* fall) into the hands of the 
Romans, he took poison, which he had kept in 
m ring for that purpose. 182 B. C, aged 70. 

HANNIBALIANUS, Flavins Claudius, 
murdered by Constantius, in 338. 

HANNO, a Carthaginian, employed by his 

countrymen to make the circuit of Africa; in 

consequence of which he explored various re- 

gioBs, and made great geographical disooveries. 
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Some supposed voyages of Hanno are published 
in the Oxford Geographers. 

HANNSACHS, a German poet His workn, 
in five volumes folio, are iadiflerent; be died in 
1576, 

HANRIOT, Francis, an associate of Blaral 
and fiobespierre, and eqaally atrocious in hia 
character. He was guillotined, July, 1794, ez»> 
crated for bis cruelty and rapine. 

HANSON, John, a distinguished member of 
Congress from Maryland, and for two yean 
president of that body ; he died in 1783. 

HAN WAY, Jonas, was born at Pbrtsmontby 
in 1713. Being bred to commei;ce, he left E^^ 
land, and entered into business at Lisbon as a 
merchant ; from Lisbon he removed to Peters- 
burgh, where be was appointed agent to the 
British factory ; and, with the view of opening 
a trade through Russia into Persia, he undertooE 
a laborious and dangerous coarse Of travels, of 
which he afterwards publislied an interesting; 
aceannt at his return to England. To the cha- 
ritable disposition and benevolent exertionfe of 
Mr. Hanway, London owes in a great measure 
the institution of the Marine Society, the sup- 
port of the Magdalen Hospital, the improvement ' 
of its streets and avenues ; and the poor of v« 
rious desci;jptions, their most effectual coufor 
and support. He died in 1786. 

HARCOURT, Harriet Eusebia, an EiigtTsIt 
lady, who established a female monastery on 
her lands in Yorksiiire, which was dissolved at 
ber death, in 1745. 

H ARDENDURGH, Jacobus R., D. D., first 

f (resident of "Queen's College, New-Jersey, was 
ndefatigable in his labours, and much blessed , 
he died in 1790. 

HARDER, John James, was professor rtf rhe- 
toric, afterwards of medicine and anatomy, at 
Basil; a man highly esteemed for his learning 
and abilities; he died in 1711. His brother, 
James, was professor of oriental languages at 
Leyden, and a learned divine. 

HARDEBY, Geoffrey, an Augustine monk, 
confessor to Henry II., professor at Oxford, and 
an author ; he died in 1360. 

HARDI, Alexxuider, a French poet, who is 
said to have written COO pieces for the theatre. 
Of these, however, no more remain than 41, 
which were published by himself in six vols. 
He was the first French dramatist who intro- 
duced the custom of being paid fcNr his pieces, 
and died at Paris, in It^. 

HARDIME, Peter, a painter, of Antwerp, 
died in 1748. His brother, Simon, excelled as 
a flower painter, and died In 1737. 

HARDiNG, John, an old English chronicler, 
bom in 14.38, died after 1461. 

HARDING, Thomas, an English divine, and 
polemical writer, born in 1512, died about 1570. 

HARDINGE, Nicolas, an eminent English 
scholar, and author of somo Latin, and other 
poems ; he died in 1759. 

HARDINGE, George, an eminent English 
lawyer, a member of parliament, and attorney 
and solicitor general to tlie queen ; be died in 
1816. 

HARDION, James, a Frenchman, who pnb- 
Usbed " Universal History,** 18 vofs., and other 
works ; he died in 1766. 

HARDOUIN, John, a French Jesuit, eminent 
as a critical, hbitorical, and miscellaneous wri- 
ter, bom at Kimper, in Bretagne, in 1647, diod 
In 1729. 

HARDCJIN, Alexander Xavier, of Arraa 
known aa • grammarian, died in 1788. 
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HARDWICKB. See YORItE, Phitlp. 

HARDY, Sir Charles, sovemor of the colnny 
of New- York, afterwards an admiral in the 
British navy, and commander in chief of the 
western squadron, in 1779, the year of his death. 

HARDY, Josiab, brother of the preceding, 
was governor of the province of New-Jersey, in 
I7dl. 

HARE, Dr. Francis, bishop of Chichester, 
and author of some celebrated polemic tracts, 
died in 1740. 

HARGRAVE, Francis, one of the most emi- 
nent law-writers of his day, was bom in 1739, 
and died in 1821. He was many years one of his 
majesty's counsel, and recorder at Liverpool ; 
and among his numerous publications may be 
mentioned, a "Collection of State Trials," li 
vols, folio, in 1781. In 1813, owing to ill health 
and other circumstances, he parted with his 
library, which was purchased by parliament fur 
8(i092., to be placed in the library of Lincotn^s 
fr-^, for the public use. It contained 300 MS3. ; 
a«rJ his law books were enriched with valuable 
notes. 

HARTOT, Thomas, an English mathemati- 
eian. He accompanied Sir Walter Raleigh to 
America, and gave the public an account of 
Virginia; he died in 1621. 

HARIRI, an Arabian author, lived in 1!30 

HARLAY, Achille de, a Arm, digniAed, and 
learned president of the parliament of Paris, 
after De Thou ; he died in 1616. 

HARLAY DE SANCY, Nicholas de, was 
ambassador of France to England, under Henry 
III.; hediedinl«39. 

HARLAY, Francis de, archbishop of Paris, 
lie favourite of Lewis XIV. ; be died in 1695. 

HARLAY, Achille de, first president of the 
>>arliamentof Paris, was an upright magistrate ; 
md died in 1718. 

HARLEY, Robert, afterwards earl of Oxford 
Md earl Mortimer, and lord high treasurer in 
the reign of queen Aune. was born in London, 
in 166L On the 8th of March^ 1711, he was in 
great danger of bis life: the marquis of Guis- 
eard, a French papist, then under examination 
of a committee of the privy council at Whitehall, 
■tabbing him with a penknife, which he took 
op in the clerk's room, where he wailed before 
be was examined. jGulscard was imprisoned 
and died in Newgate, the 17th of the same 
month ; whereupon an act of parliament passed, 
making it felony, without benefit of clergy, to 
attempt the life or a privy counsellor in the exe- 
cution of his office. After the death of queen 
Anne, vie. June 10, 1715, Harley was impeached 
by the house of commons of high treason, and 
high crimes and misdemeanors ; and was com 
mitted to the Tower by the house of lords, 
where he suffered confinement till July 1, 1717, 
and then, after a public trial, was acquitted by 
his peers; he died in 1734, and Pope has cele- 
brated his memory in the following lines : 

** A soul supreme in each hard instance tried, 
Above all pain, all anger, and all pride, 
The rage of power, the blast of public breath, 
The lust of lucre, and the dread of death.*' 

This nobleman laid the foundation of the Har- 
leian Collection of MSS. now in the British 
Museum ; which was enlarged by his son Ed- 
ward, who succeeded to his title and estates, 
and at whose death, it consisted of 8000 volumes, 
and above 40,000 original rolls, charters, and 
other deeds and instruments of great antiquity . 
HARLOW, an eminent finglish portrait and 



historical painter, died in the bloom of life, in 
1819. The admirable arrangement and pow- 
erful effect with which he represented the scene 
from Henry VlfL, in whicii Mrs. Siddons is 
the principal figure,and all the Kemble fami- 
ly are introduced, is a masterly proof of his 
taste, judgmen:, and skill, as a historical pain- 
ter ; as his portraits of West, Northcote, Fuseli, 
&c., were of his fidelity in that branch of the 
art. As a copyist also he was entitled to high 
praise. His copy of a picture of Rubens might 
be taken for the original ; and )ii8 copy of Rar 
phaers famous picture of The Transfiguration, 
which he painted with astonishing rapidityf 
was highly admired at Rome, wtiere the original 
might be compared with it. 

HARMER. Tiioiiias, an eminent dissenting 
divine, and critical writer on biblical literature, 
bom at Norwich, in 1715, was 54 years pastor of 
a congregation at Watteafield, in Suffolk, and 
died in 1788. 

HARMODIUS. See ARISTOGITON. 

HARO, Don Louis de, a favourite of Philip 
rV., prime minidter, and a great diplomatist : be 
died in 1661. 

HAROLD T., kin; of England, son of Canute; 
he died the 5th year of his reign, in 1039. 

HAROLD n., Sim of earl Godwin, took pos- 
session of the B'lglish crown, on the deatli of 
Edward the Confessor. In repelling the inva- 
sion of his kingdom, by William of Normandy, 
he wasshiin, Oct. 106a, in the first year of liifl 



reign, 

H ARPALUS, a Grecian astronomer, inventor 
of the cycle, 480 B. C 

HARPALUS, an officer Intrusted by Alex- 
ander with the treasures of Babylon, with which 
he fled away. 

HARPE, Jean Francois la, an eminent French 
orator, critic, poet, and dramaLc writer, born at 
Paris, in 1740, died in 1803. 

HARPOCRATION, Valerius, an ancient rhe- 
torician of Alexandria, who has left an excellent 
"Lexicon upon the Ten Orators of Greece." 
He flourished about 175. 

H ARPSFIELD, Nicholas, archdeacon of Can- 
terbury, an English divine, attached to the po- 

p* '5 died in 1572. 

)N, John lord, an English noble- 
"led by tlie talents and genine 
'cd at a very early age ; 1^ died 

HARRINGTON, Sir John, an ingenious Eng* 
Ush poet, and translator of Ariosto^ *' Orlando 
Furioso;** by which he gained a considerable 
reputation, and for which he is now principally 
known ; he was born at Helston, near Bath, in 
1561,anddiedinl612. 

HARRINGTON, James, an eminent political 
writer, born in Northamptonshire, in 1611, died 
in 1677. His chief work is called " Oceana,** 
and is a kind of political romance, in imitation 
of Plato's " Atlantic Story,*' where, by Oceana, 
RarrinKton means England ; exhibiting a plan 
of republican government, which he would have 
erected, by forming the three kingdoms into a 
genuine commonwealth. 

HARRINGTON, Henry, an eminent English 
physician and poet, died at Bath, in 1816. 

HARRIS. Waiter, an English physician, in 
the reign or William III. He wrote some es- 
teemed books on the diseases of children. 

HARRIS, Robert, was president of Trinity 
college, Oxford, wrote some sermons, and died 
in 1653. 

HARRIS,John,an English diyine,and a d****- 
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guished mathematician, secretary to tbe royal lof eminence, bom in Yorkshire, in 1703u His 



society, died inrl730. 

HARRfS, William, minister of a dissenting 
congregation in London, died in 1740. 

HARRIS, William, a protestant dissenting 
minister, of eminent abilithes and character, and 
author of a historical and critical Account of 
the Lives of James L, Charles L, and Oliver 
Ctomwell, all tending to recommend republican- 
ism, in 5 vols., after the manner of Mr. Jtayle. 
He died in 1770. ^ 

HARRIS, James, an English gentleman, of 
very uncommon parts and learning, born in the 
Close, at Salisbury, in 1709, died in 1780. He is 
the author of " Three Treatises, concerning 
Art, Music, and Painting, and Poetry, and Hap- 
piness ;" " Hermes , or, a Philosop^iical Inqui- 
ry concerning Universal Grammar," (wrhich 
bishop Lowth, in the preface 1o his " English 
Grammar,** calls the moat beautiful and perfect 
example of analysis that has been exhibited since 
tl^ days of Aristotle;) " Philosopiiical Arrange- 
ments;'* and " Philological Inquiries*' 

HARRIS, James, earl of Malniesbury, an En- 
glish ambassador at the court of Berlin, St. Pe- 
tersburg, and afterwards at the Hague, and a 
member of the privy council, was raised to the 
peerage in 1800.- And died in ld20. 

HARRISOiV, William, an elegant poet, and 
secretary to the English ambasisador at the 
Hasue, died in London, in 171.3. 

HARRISON, William, an English writer, au- 
thor of the Pilgrim, a pastoral tragedy, 1709. 
' HARRISON, John, a colonel in the parlia- 
ment army, and one of the judges of the un- 
fortunate Charles ;' he was execated for his per- 
fidy, after the restoration. 

HARRISON, Robert Hansen, an eminent 
lawyer, of Maryland, was chief justice of the 
general court, and governor of that state. He 
was appointed a judge of the supreme court of 
the United States^ in 17S9, but declined the of- 
fice, and died in 1790. 

HARRISON, John, a most accurate English 
mechanic, inventor and maker of the famous 
time-keep6r, for ascertaining the longitude at 
sea, bom at Foulby, near Pontefract, in York- 
shire, 1693, died 1776. After many experiments, 
ho made a time-keeper in the form of a watch, 
with which two trials were in voyages to the 
West Indies ; and, being found to answer, the 
discoverer received from parliament the sum of 
84,000Z. 

HARRISON, Benjamin, one of the delega- 
tion from Virginia, who signed the deolaratbn 
of Independence. 

HART, Oliver, minister of Charleston, South 
Carolina.published several senouiis, and died in 

HART, Levi, D. D., minister of Preston, 
Conn., instmcted many young men for the mi- 
nistrv, and died in 1808. 

HART, John, a signer of the declaration of 
Independence, and an active and useful revo- 
lutionary patriot, he died in 1779. 

HARTE, Walter, a divine, poet and histori- 
an, born eariv in the 18th century, and educa- 
ted in the free-school of Marlborough. Lord 
Chesterfield, to whose son Harte was tutor) 
describes him as a man of consummate erudi- 
tion. His greatest poetical work, called " The 
Amaranth,'* was published in 1767 ; his " His- 
tory of Gustavus Adotphus.." in 1765; and his 
* Essays onHEIusbandry,** in 1704. He died in 
1773. 



principal work is entitled " Observations on 
Man,hi8 Franfie,hia Duty,aud his Expectations;^ 
He died in 1757. 

HARTMAN, John Adotphus, a convert from 
tbe Jesuits, to Calvinism, and professor of plii- 
losophy>aod poetry, at Castel.and afterwards 
of histoiy, at Marpui^ ; his died in 1744. 

HARTSOEKER, Nicolas, professor of phi- 
losophy, at Heidelberg, and mathematician to 
the elector palatine, died in 1725. 

HARTUN6US, John, professor of Greek at 
Heidelberg, for some time in arau against tb« 
Turks : he died in 1579. 

HARVARD, John, an eminent American di- 
vine, founder of Harvard college, Massacho- 
setts, died in 1638. 

HARVEY, Gideon, an eminent English pity- 
sician, attendant upon Charles H. in his exiles 
and after his restoration ; he died lA 1700. 

HARVEY, William, an eminent English pliy- 
sician who first discovered the circulation of the 
blood and the motion of the hear, in animal^ 
born at Folkstone, in Kent, in 1578, dHid la 
1657. 

HARVEY, Sir John, governor of the colony 
of Virginia. His tyranny and rapacity caused 
his impeachment and removal, in 1635. 

H VRWOOD, Dr. Edward, an English di9- 
Isenting divine, and excellent classical scholar, 
bom in 1729, died \\\ 1794. His chief works 
are, " An Introduction to the Study of the New 
Testament,'* " A View of the various editions 
of the Greek and Roman Classics," and an edi- 
tion of the " New Testament in GreelE^ with 
English notes." 

HASE, Theodore, professor of Betn^w at 
Bremen, bis native town, died in 1731. 

HASE, James, brotl^r of the preceding, dis* 
tinguisbsd for his learning and writings, died ia 
1723. 

HASSELaUIST, Frederic, a Swedish bota 
nist and natural historian, bom in East Ck>th- 
land, in 1722, died at Smyrna, in 1753. 

HASTED, Edward, a topographer, bora at 
Hawley, in Kent, in 1732. His *' History of 
Kent*' is well Icnown and esteemed. In tbe 
latter part or his life be was much reduced ia 
circumstances, and was, by lord Radnor, pre- 
sented with, the mastership of the hospital at 
Corsham, Wilts. He died there i^ 1812. 

HASTINGS, Elizabeth, daughter of the earl 
of Huntington, was celebrated for her acccMo- 
plishments, and for her public and private cha 
rily. She died in 1740, deservedly lamented. 

HASTINGS, Rt. Hon. Warren, was bora 
near Daylesford, in Worcestershire, in 1733. 
Having been educated at Westminster school, 
he went out to the Fast Indies as a writer, and 
in course of time l^ame governor of Bengal. 
He was removed trom Madras to tbe presidency 
of Calcutta at a critical period, when the state 
of Hindostan becameperilous from the rapidly 
increasing power of Hyder Ally, the sovereisn 
of Mysore, and the intr^es of tbe French, who 
w«;re taking advantage of the rupture between 
Great Britain and her colonies. In this exigency, 
the govemorgeneral had to rely solely upon his 
own exertions: and be succeeded, beyond all 
expectation, in saving British India from a com- 
bination of enemies. Party spirit at home, how^ 
ever, turned his merit into a crime, and charges 
were brought against him in parliament Ht 
returned in 1786, and an impeachment followedt 
the trial of which lasted nine years, and termi- 



HARTLEY, David, an English physician Ijnated ia an acquittaL After this he led ai<' 
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tired Hfe on the wreck of bi» fortune, and an 
annuity from the India company. He lired, 
however, to see his plans for the security of 
liidia publicly applauded ; but received no other 
recompense for his sulferings, than that of being 
sworn of the privy-council Sir Warren died 
in 1818. 

UATSEUj, John, c|erk of the hooae of 
commons, from 1768 to 1797, died in 1820. 

UATTON, Sir Christopher, an eminent^tatss- 
man, and lord cbanceUor under Queen Eliza- 
beth, died in 1591. 

HAUSTEAD, Peter, a clergyman and aeomic 
writer, in the reign of Charles I. 

HAUTE-FEUTlLB, rabbe, « French gentle- 
man, skilled in mechanics, who made considera- 
ble improvements in the movements of watches, 
and invented a apecular gnomon for regulating 
^ocks and watches by the sun, A&c, bora in 
1647, died in 1734. 

H AUTEROCHE, Noel le Breton de, a Frencbr 
dramatic poet and actor, died at Paris, in 17(17. 

HAUTETERRE, Anthony Dadine de, profes- 
sor of law at Toulouse, author of a treatise on 
iBonaMic lifis, and other works. Indicative of 
great talents and learning ; he died in 1682. 

HAVARD, WUliam, a respectable actor, and 
dramatic writer, of i)ublin, died in I77& 

JHAVEN» Samuel, D. D., minister of Porta- 
mouth, New-Hampshire, published many ser- 
mons, and died in 1806. 

Jl A VEN, Jason, minister of Dedhara, Massa- 
fhusetts, author of many (mblisfaed sermons, 
died, much respected, in 1803. 

HAVERCAMP, Sigibert, a celebrated Dutch 
critic, and professor of history, eloquence, and 
tlie Greek tongue, at Leyden. He wfts panicu- 
larly skilled in the science of medals, and was 
the author of some works in this way that were 
very much esteemed. He gave good editions, 
as Well as grand ones, of several Latin and 
Greek authors ; of Eutropius, TertuUian's " Apo 
logetic," Joaephus, Sallust, &c. ; and his edi- 
tions of those authors are reckoned the best. 
^e died in 1742, aged 58. 

HAVERS, Clopton, an EngUsb physician, 
author of a treatise on the bones, died early in 
tbe 18th century. 

HAWES, Stephen, an English poet, who 
flourished about 150O. 

HAWES, Dr. William, an English physician, 
who has immortalized his name by being the 
founder of the Royal Humane Society, for tbe 
recovenr of persons apparently dead by drown- 
ing, suffocation, or strangulation, was bora at 
Islington, in 1736. and died in 1806. Dr. Hawes 
was a truly amiable and benevolent man ; and 
gave aetrong proof of his phllanthrophy in his 
unwearied attention to the above-mentioned in- 
ttitution, which has been found highly useful., 
and to esubtish which ho employed many years 
of his life. So much, indeed, did this engross 
bis mind, <nd engage his attention, that his own 
immediate interetts appeared to him to be very 
subordinate considerations ; yet he was always 
Beady to afford hki professional assistance to 
distress. It would be difficult for the enemies 
of Dr. Hawes, (if such a traly benignKnt cha- 
racter could have any enemies,) to say any thing 
to his disadvantage. There was a remarkable 
simpUcity in his manners, the result of an inno 
cent and unsuspecting heart; and his name 
ought to be recorded among the benefactors of 
thiTtr conntry, for the establishment of an insti- 
tution, which has been a source of renewed 
iMppiiww to tbounndfl, who might otherwise! 
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have sunk into wtetcliedness, arising from tlJt 
untimely loss of their dearest relatives. 

HAWEIS, Thomas, an English divine, known 
as chaplain to the countess of Huntington, and 
as principal of a seminary which she founded 
for tbe education of students in divinity ; he died 
in 1820. 

HAWKE, Edward lord, a brav«> and intrejrid 
English admiral, afinointed rear of the white, in 
1747, being then styled by George IL " His own 
Admiral ;** and, by successive promotions, lie 
became vice-admiral of Great Britain, in 1765. 
He was one of the greatest characters that ever 
adoraed the British navy ; but most of all re- 
markable for tlie daring courage, which induced 
him^on many occasions, to disregard those forms 
of conduct!^ or sustaining an attack, which, 
by the rules and ceremonies of service, had be- 
fore been considered as indispensable. His de- ' 
feat of tbe French armament, under marshal 
Conflans, off Belleiale, will never be forgotten. 
He died in 1781. 

HAWKESWORTH, Dr. John, an English 
writer, of a very soft and pleasing cast, born at 
Bromley, in Kent, in 1715, died in 1773. As an 
author, "^The Adventurer" is his capital work ; 
the merits of which, it is said, procured him tlia 
degree of LL. D. from Dr. Herring, archbishop 
of Canterbury. When the design of compiling 
a narrative of the discoveries in the South Seas 
was on foot, he was recommended as a proper 
person to be employed on tbe occasion ; but the 
perfornwncedid not answer expectation. Works 
of taste and elegance, where imagination and 
the passions were to be affected, were bis pro- 
vince ; not works of dry, cold, accurate narra- 
tive. However, be executed his task, and is 
said to have received for it the enormous sun 

ofeoooz. 

HAWKINS, Sir John, an English admiral, 
who signalized himself, in the reign of Eliza- 
beth, by opposing the Spanish armada^ and in his 
expeditions to the West Indies ; he died in 1595. 

HAWKINS, Sir John, to whom the publio 
are indebted for a good edition, with notes, of 
"Walton's Angler," as well as a valuable*' His- 
tory of Music," was born in 1719, and died in 
1789. Some short time before his death, he 
wrote a " Life of Dr. Samuel Johnson," 
which, though replete with literary anecdote 
and entertainment, met with but an indifierent 
reception from the critics. 

HAWKINS, William, goveraor of the state 
ofGeorgia, died in 1819. 

HAWKSMOOR, Nicolas, an English archi- 
tect, pupil to Sir Christopher Wren, died in 1736k 

HAWKWOOD, Sir John, born in the reign 
of Edward II., died in 1394. Though bred a 
tailor, having afterwards taken to arms, he 
signaUzed himself in the wars in Italy, by his 
valour and conduct, which raised him to tbe 
highest posts. He gained so great honour and 
reputation for having restored, in those parts, 
military discipline, which was almost lost, that, 
after his dbath, the Floientines erected, in their 
city, a Mack marble statue as an acknowledg 
ment for tlie services he had done them. 

HAWLEY, Joseph, distinpished as a states 
man and patriot, and regarded as having been 
one of the ablest advocates of American liberty ; 
he died in 1788. 

HAWLEY, Gideon, many years a missionary 
to the Stockbridge, Mohawk, and Oneida In 
dians, and eminently useful to them ; he died in 
L807. 

HAY, James, a Seotcbnan, who we^ 
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Eittland with James 1., where hv. was ennobled, 
and employed on several embassies, and to ne- 
gotiate a marriaKe between the nriiice of Walet- 
and a princess oi France ; he dii^d in 1636. 

HAY, William, liorn in Sussex, in 1695, wafe 
remarkable for his personal deformity ; on wliich 
subject be wrote an excellent " Essay,*' wherein 
be alluded to his own case with singular good 
humour. He was representative in parliament 
for Seaford, and died in 1755 ; having written, 
beside the above essay, " Riiigio Philosopiri,*' 
** Imitations of Martial," and some other pieces 
VI hich were collected and printed in 1794. 

HAYDN, Joseph, was born of low parentage, 
at Kliorau, in Austria, in 1733. At an early age 
he was received into the choir of the cathedral 
In Vienna. He afterwards got his living by 
teaching music, and by composition. In 1791, 

• he went to England, and published several of 
his works ; in consequence of which the univer- 
sity of Oxford conferred upon 4iim the degree of 
doctor of music. In 1796, he returned to Ger- 
many, where he composed his sublime oratorio 
of " The Creation," and '* The Seasons," and 
died ui 1609. Hb works are very numerous and 
valuable. While Haydn was in England, a 
aliip captain entered his chamber one morning: 
" You are Mr. Haydn 1»» " Yes," " Can you 
make me a march to enliven my crew 1 You 
shall have thirty guineas ; but I must have it to- 
day, for to-morrow 1 start for Calcutta." Haydn 
agreed : the seaman left him ; the composer 
opened his piano, and in a quarter of an hour 
tbe'march was written. Haydn appears to have 
had a delicacy, rare among ttie musical birds of 
prey and passage, who go to feed on the un- 
wieldy wealth of JSngland ; he thought so large 
a sum, for a labour eventually so slight, a spe- 
cies of plunder— came home early in the ieven- 
ing, and made two ott\er marches, in order to 
alk>w the liberal seaman his choice, or to give 
them all to him. At daybreak the purchaser 
came—" Where Is my march 1" " Here, try it 
on the piano." Haydn played it. The captain 
counted the thirty guineas on the piano, took up 
the march, and went down stairs. Haydn ran 
after him ; " I have made two others, both bet- 
ter, come up and bear them, and take your 
choice." " I am satisfied with the one I have." 
The captain still went down. " 1 will make you 
a present of them." The captain went down 

'only the more rapidly, and left Haydn on the 
Main. Haydn, from one of those motives not 
easily defined, determined on overcoming this 
singular self-denial. He immediately went to 
the exchange, ascertained the name of the 
ship, nuide a roll of bis marches, and sent them, 
with a polite billet, to the captain on board. He 
was surpnsed at receiving, shortly after, his en- 
velope, unopened, from the EngHsbman, who 
had judged it to be Haydn^s. The composer 
tore the whole in pieces on %hc spot. The anec* 
dote is of no great elevation ; but it expresses 
peculiarity of character ; and certainly neither 
the captain nor the composer could have been 
easily classed among the common, or the vulgar 
of men. Haydn soon adopted the custom of 
■hopping, and frequently wandered in the mom- 
hig from bouse to house of the music-sellera. 
He used to mention his dial<^e with dne of 
those persons. He had inquired for any par- 
ticularly good music, " You are come exactly at 
the right time," was the shopkceper^s answer, 
** for I have just printed off Haydn's subUme 
music. " Oh ! as for that, 1 will have notbicg 
to do with iL** " How, sir, nothing to do with 
«34 
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Haydn! what fliult is to be found with ill" 
" Oh ! fbtilt enough ; but there is no use ic 
speaking about it now ; it does not please me, 
sliow me something else." The music seller, 
who was an enthusiast about Haydn's coftipo- 
siTlons, looked at the inquirer, " No, sir, 1 have 
other musicf no doubt, but it is not fit for you," 
and turned his back upon him. Haydu was go- 
ing out of tlie shop, laughing, wlien he met an 
acquaintance coming in, who pronounced his 
name. The music-seller, whose vexation had 
revived with the sound, turned round and said, 
" Yes, sir, here is a gentleman who actually 
docs not like thatgreat man's music" The mi^ 
take was of course soon cleared up, and tha 
person waa known who alone might presume to 
object to Haydn's music 

HA YER DU PERRON, Peter le, a native of 
Alencon, distinguished for his poems, odea, 
songs, Slc ; he was bom in 1603. 

HAYER, John Nicholas Hubert, a Fr^ch 
ecclesiastic, author of a work on the immortali* 

Sof the soul, and other valuable writings ; he 
ed at Paris, in 1760. 
■ HAYES, Cliarlcb, an ingenious mathetnMical 
writer, author of a treatise on fluxions, an4 
other works ; he died in London, in 1760. 

HAYES, Dr. William, an eminent musical 
composer, bom in 1708. Be l>ecame professor 
of music at Christ Church College, Oxford, and 
imblished a collection of English ballads; but is 
best known by his cathedral music and catches. 
He defended Handel against Avison, with soma 
asperity, and died in 1777. 

HAYLEY, William, an Enclish poet, and 
miscellaneous writer, died ia ISO. 

IIAYLEY, WUliam, a poet, dramatist, and 
miscellaneous writer, bora in 1745, was edu 
cated at Cambridge. On leaving the university 
he retired to his estate of Eartham, in Sussex 
he died at Felpharo, in 1820. 

HAYMAN, Francis, a painter, of some dia* 
tinciion, bora at£xeter, in 1706, became a mem 
ber, and librarian of the royal acadeihy, ana 
died in 1776. 

HAYMON, a native of the Tyrolese, in the 
15tb century, of gigantic jrtature. He is said to 
have been 16 feet in height, with itrepgthr pro- 
portionate to his size. 

H A YNES, Hopton, assay master of the Eng 
lish mint, known as the author of a work on the 
attributes and worship of God, and the charac- 
ter and offices of Christ; be died in 1749. 

HA YNES, Samuel, an English clergyman, 
ha published a collection of state ypen^ and 
diedinl75S. 

HA YNES, John, governor of Massachusettt 
and Connecticut, of which latter cokmy he was 
one of the founders ; he died in 1654. 

HAYTER, Rev. John, an excellent Greek' 
scholar, who was employed by the prince of 
Wales, (present king,) for mariy ^f^trs, in un- 
rolling and decyphering.the MBS. found at Her- 
culaneum. He died at Paris, of apoplexy, in 
1818, in his 63d year. 

HAYWOOD, Sh- John, an eminent English 
historian, died in 16S7. 

HAYWOOD, Elizabeth. See HEYWOOD. 

HAYWOOD, Henrv, minister in South Ca- 
rolina to the Socinian baptists, died in 1755. 

HAZAEJi, servant of Benhadad, king of Sy- 
ria, was sent by his master to inquire of the 
prophet Elisha, the result of his sickness. Or 
his return, he killed the king, and usurped hit 
throne, 860 B. C. 

HEAD, Blchai4, a aatlvt of Ireland^knowa 
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as the author of "The English Rogue," a iv- 
nedy, and several other dramatic pieces ; he 
died in 1678. 

liEADliET, Henry, an ingenious poet, and 
excellent your« man, was bom at Irstead, in 
Norfolk, in 17w, and, after passing under the 
tuition of Dr^Parr, was admitted to Trinity col- 
lege, Oxford. He died in 1788. Before the age 
of 30 he published a volume of " Poems ;" but 
be is principally known to the literary worlil by 
two volumes of " Select Beauties of Ancient 
English poetry, with Remarks," 1787: a work 
very deservedly in high esteem ; and which was 
elegantly republished by Mr.3barpe,in 1810, 
Vith a biographical sketch of the author, by the 
Rev. Henry Kett, B. D., Peiiow of Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford. 

HEARNE, Thomas, an English antiquary, 
and indefaUgable coUector and editor of books 
and MSS. chiefly concerning English history, 
bom in ]€78, and died in 1735. 

HEATH, Nichohis, archbishop of York, and 
Bhancellor of England in the reign of Mary, 
iHed in 1560. 

HEATH, James, an English historian, bom 
In London, in 1GS9, and died in 1664. 

HEATH, Thomas, brother of the preceding, 
and a jesait ; he was sent as a mieaionary to 
England, wJiere he died about 1568. 

HEATH, Benjamin, a lawyer of eminence, 
and town-clerk of Exeter, who wrote several 
works, but is best known by^ " A Revisal of 
Bhakspeare^s Text^ wherein the alterations in- 
troduced into it by the more modem editors and 
critics areparticularfy considered, 1765. 

HEATH, William, a brigadier, and after- 
wards a major-general in the American army 
during the revolution ; he was distinguished for 
his patriotism and zeal, and died after the war 
at Roxbunr. Massachusetts ' 

HEATHCOTE, Dr. Ralph, a very learned di- 
vine and controversial writer, bom in 1721, and 
died in 1795. When very young, he published, 
at Cambridge, "Historia Astronomis," which 
laid the foundation of tliat merit which he afto*- 
wards acquired in the literary world. The doc- 
tor was deeply engaged in the Middletonian 
controversy upon the miraculous powers. In 
1775 he published " A Sketch of Lord Boling- 
broke*s Philosophy ;" and, in the latter end of 
the same year, came out, " The use of Reason 
ass^ed in Matters of Religion." The doctor 
also was engaged in the compilation of the 
** Biographical Dictionary," 13 vols, dvo, 1761, 
and had a considerable sum from the booksellers 
for several new articles in the edition of 1784. 
In 1771 appeared " The Irenarch ; or. Justice 
of Peace's Manual ;" and he then qualified 
himself for acting for the liberty of Southwell 
and Scrooby. The first volume of " Sylva ; or. 
The Wood,*' was published in 1786, and a se- 
cond edition in 1788. He had intended publish- 
ing a second volume of this work, but indisposi- 
tion prevented his accomplishing it. 

JIEATHFIELD, Lord. See ELIOT. 

HEBENSTREIT, John Ernest, a physician 
and writer educated at Jena ; he went aftmvards 
to Leipsic, where he died in 17.56. 

HEBER, son of Selah, and father of Pheleg, 
died 817 B.C. aged 464. The Jews derive the 
name of Hebrews from him. 

HEBERDEN, Dr. William, an eminent Eng- 
lish physician and medical writer, born in 1710, 
died in 1801. 

HBBERT, James Rene, a French revolution- 
ist, distinguisbad for his abusive writirtgs and 
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jlhis bitterness against the queen. He was guil- 
lotined by order of Robesi»ierre, in 1794. 

HECATiKUS, a historian of Abdera, at the 
court of the Ptolemies, author of a history <d 
the Jews, &^e. 

HECHT, Christian, a minister, of Essen, in 
East Friezland, died in 1748. 

HECK, Nicholas, an admired Dutch landscapa 
and historical painter, bom in 1580. 

HECK, Martin Heiniskirk, son of the preced- 
ing, was also an eminent landscape painter. 

HECK,John Van, a landscape painter, of Ou- 
denard, died in 1689. 

HECKEWELDER, John, a native of Eng- 
land, was for many years a Moravian mission- 
ary among the Delaware Indians, and author of 
an account of the manners and customs of the 
Indian tribes which once inhabited Pennsylva* 
nia; he died in 1823. 

HECaUET, Philip, a French physician, who 
is immortalized in Gil Bias, under the name of 
Doctor Sangrado. He was a man of piety, and 
author of several medical works : he (tied in 
1737. 

HEDELIN, Francis, ar French grammarian, 
poet, antiquary, preacher, and writer of roman- 
ces ; but chiefly distinguished by a book entitled 
" Pratique du Theatre," bora at Paris, in 1604, 
died in 167&. 

HEDERICUS, orHEDERTCn, Benjamin, a 
native of Upper Saxony, and author of a cele- 
brated *' Greek Lexicon," was born in Misnia, 
in 1675, and died in 1748. 

HEDLINGER, John Charles, a Swiss engra- 
ver, whose medals are much admired, died ir. 
1771. 

HEDWI6, John, a German, professor of bo- 
tany, whose researches respecting the cryptoga- 
mla class of plants will immortalize his fame ; 
he was born in 1731, and died at Leipsic, in 1799. 

HBEDE, William, a historical painter, born 
kt Fum««, died in 1738. His brother. Vigor Van, 
also emirient in the same branch of the pro- 
fession, died in 1708. 

HEEM, John David de, a painter, of Utrecht, 
whose fruits and flowers were much admired , 
he died in 1674. 

HEEMSKiRK. See HEMSKIRK. 

HEERE, Lucas de, an eminent historical 
painter, of Ghent, died in 1584. 

HEGESIPPUS, a Jew, converted to Christi- 
anity, in 157. HjB wrote a history of the church 
to his own time. Anotlier of the same name, 
wrote an account of the destruction of Jeru- 
salem. 

HEIDEGGER, John Henry, an eminent pro- 
testant divine, professor at Heidelberg, at Stein- 
furi and at Zurich, where he died in 1698. 

HEIDEGGER, John James, bora in Switzer- 
land, in 1661, and famous for his humour and 
his iigltn^sa. His judgment and taste in operatic 
amusements gained- him the favour of George 
II. and his court, and acquired him the chief 
management of the Opera-house in the Hay- 
market. He also improved another specivs of 
diversion, not less agreeable to the king, which 
was the masquerades ; and over these lie always 
presided at the king's tlieatre. He was likewi'he 
appointed master of the revels. Froii thesfi 
several employments, he gained a regu iar in- 
come, amounting irt some years to 5000i.t which 
he spent with much, liberality; and his c'harity 
was boundless ; it being well attested, that after 
a successfyl masquerade he has been known to 
rive away severs! hundred pounds at a ti"" 
He is supposed to have been the most hvtr 
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lured man in tfae kingdom, and innumerable 
Jests are related of iiim ; but being good Iiu- 
mouredf and always the first to jolce on his own 
ugliness, he blunted every shah of ridicule ; lie 
dieil in 1649. • 

H£1L, Daniel Van, a painter, of Brussels, 
born about 1704. 

HEIL, John Baptist, brother of the preceding. 
was an eminent historical and portrait painter ; 
be was born in 1009. Leonard Van, another 
brother, was also distinguished as a painter, 
particularly of flowers and iisaects. 

HEIN, Peter, a Dutchman, who, from obscu- 
rity, rose to the command of the fleets of his 
country, was killed in a battle witli the French, 
in 1039. 

HEINECCIUS, John Gottlieb, a German law 
professor and writer, born at Eisemberg, in 1661, 
died 1741. 

HEINBCKEN, Christian Henry, an extraor- 
dinary youth, born at Lubeek, in 1731. He spoke 
his maternal tongue fluently at ten months ; at 
one year old be Knew the principal events of the 
Pentateuch ; i^. two months more he was master 
of the entire histories of the Old and New Tes- 
tament; at two years and a half be answered 
tbe^rincipal questions in geography, and in an- 
cient and modern history. He spoke Latin and 
French, German and Low Dutch, with great fa- 
dlity, before the commencement of his fourth 
year, 1725, in which .he died. His constitution 
was so delicate, that he was not weaned till a 
few months before his death. 

HEINSIUS, Daniel, professor of politics and 
history, at Leyden, and librarian of the univer- 
sity there, bom at Ghent, in 1580, died 1055. 
He distinguished himself as a critic by his la- 
bours upon Theocritus, Hesiod, Seneca, Ho- 
sier, Theophrastub, Ovid,Ltvy, Terence, Horace 
4cc., and wrote poems in various languages, 
which have been often printed, and always 
ftdmired. 

HEINSIUS, N., grand pensionary of Holland, 
was an able statesman, and a man of "tr^^ 
powers of mind. He died at the Ha<irue, in 1720. 

HEINSIUS, Nicholas, the son of Daniel, bom 
at Leyden, in 1020, became as great a Latin 
poet, and a greater critic, than his father, and 
died in 1681. 

HBISS, N., a German historical writer, of the 
17rh century. 

HEISTER, Lawrence, a physician, surgeon, 
and naturalist, bom at Frankfort, in 1683, died 
In 1758. His priiicipal works are, "Compendium 
Anatomicum,** and " Institutions of Surgery." 

HELB, Thomas, an Enslishman, who, after 
serving in the army, settled at Paris, where he 
hlscame an esteemed dramatic writer, in the 
French JanQuasfe; he died in 1780. 

HELENA, St., the mother of Constantine the 
Great, was distinguished for her piety and Chris- 
tian charity, and as the founder of several 
churches She died In 328. 

HBLIODORUS, of Phasnicia, flourished about 
398. In his youth he wrote a romance, by which 
he Is now better known than by his bishopric of 
Tricca, to which he was afterwards promoted. |t 
is entitled, " Ethiopics," and relates the amours 
of Theagenes and Chsriclea. Tha learned Heu- 



HELLENICU8, a Gre ek historian, Wao died 
411 B. C. 

HELLOT, John, a French pbiloaopliical and 
chymical writer, and a distinguished* chymist. 
di(;d in J7C6. ^ 

HELMBREKER, Theodore, a Dutch land- 
scape and historical painter, of Haerlem, died at 
Rome, in 1694. 

HELMONT, John Baptist Van, commonly 
called Van Helraont, aman of great leamlug, ea- 
pecially in physic and natural philosophy, borb 
at Brussels, in 1577. By bis skill ^physic he 
performed such unexpected cures, that be was 
put into the inquisition, as a man that did thing* 
beyond the reach of nature. He cleared him- 
M)f beforf the inquisitors; but, to- be more at 
liberty, retired afterwards into Holland, wber» 
hedted,inl644. 

HELMONT, Matthew Van, a pahitcr, of Aat^ 
werp, died in 1726. 

HELOISE, the concubine, and afterwards tbe^ 
wife, of Peter Abelard ; a nun, and afterwarda 
prioress of Argentuil ; andy lastly, abbess of th« 
Paraclete. She was born about the beginniDf of 
the 12th century, and died In 1163. See ABE* 
LARD. 

HELSHAM, Riehardt M. D., profesMr of 
physic and natural philocophy In Dublin eoUegCi' 
and author of lectures on natural philosophy. 

HELSB, Bartholomew Van der, a painter, of 
Haerlem, died in 1670. 
HELVETIUS, Adrian, a Dutch physician, who 
di^nguished himself at Paris, during the pre- 
valence of an epidemic there, by his succeasfol 
practice : he died in 1721. 

HELVETIUS, John Claude, son of the pre- 
ceding, was physician to the queen of France,' 
counsellor of state, &c. ; he died in 1755. 

HELVETIUS, Claude Adrian, who wrote 
the celebrated book "De rEsnrit," On tha* 
Mind, and *' De T Homme," On Man, and wtiom 
Voltaire calls "a true philosopher," was bora 
at Paris, in 1715, and died In 1771. His hypo- 
thesis is materialism in the worst sense. 

HBLVICUS, Chrwtopher, professor of Greek 
and eastern languages, and of divinity at Gieesea 
university ; he died in 1617. 

HELYOT, Peter a tiative of England, of 
the order of Franciscans, author of a history 
of the monastic orders, Ate., died In 1716. 

H EM EL A R, John, a Flemish poet and orator, 
and author of some extremely useful common 
taries upon the medals of the Roman emperora, 
from the time of J uli«is Cesar down to Justinian, 
was bom at the Hague, and died in 1640. 

HEMMERMN, or MALLEOLUS, Felix, a 
canon, and writer of Zurich, In 1428. 

HBMMINGFORD, Walter de, canon of Gis- 
borough abbey, Eneland, ondiiuthorof a history 
of England, from 1063 to 1306; he died in 1347 

HEM3KIRK, Martin, an eminent patntei; 
bora at a village of his name in Holland, in 1498 
Most of his works were engraved ; hut it Ik 
visible that he did not understand the chiaro 
obscuro, and that his manner of designing Was 
dry. He has, however, been called the Ra- 
phael of Holland, and died in 1574. 

HEMSKIRK, Egbert, a Dutch painter. 

HBMSKIRK, E^rt, the Younger, a son of

HELIOGABALUS.Marcus Aurelins Antoni- 
nus, emperor cf Rome. He was cr!<«Y, vindic- 
tive, and licentious, and was assassinated A. D. 
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tius is of opinion, that Heliodoms was among the preceding, was also an eminent Dutch 



painter ; he died in 1704. 

HEMSTERHUIS, or HEMSTERHUSIU8, 
Tiberius, a learned critic, born at Groninfen, 
was proressor of mathematics and philosophy, 
at Amsterdam, and of Greek and history, at 
Leyden; he died in 1760. 
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HEMSTERUUSIUS,Fraiici8,grandsonofthe 
preceding, was in the service of the United 
States. He was author of " CEuvres Phitoso- 
pltiques,** and other works, and died in 1790. 

HENAULT, John d', a Frenchman, who ac- 
quired considerable celebrity as a poet^ died in 

HENAULT, Charles John Francis, bom at 
Paris, iu 11)85, was admitted counsellor i!*^ parlia- 
ment, in 170(5, with a dispensation on account of 
his age, and, in 1710, was made president of the 
first chamber of inquests. He s^ient several 
years in making himself master of the Roman 
law, the ordinances of the French kings, their 
customs, and public law ; but history was his 
favourite study; and he is deservedly accounted 
the lirst frainer of chronological abridgments ; 
iu which, without stopping at detached lacts, he 
attends only to those which form a chain of 
events that perfect or alter the government and 
character of a country, and traces only the 
springs which exalt or humble a nation, extend- 
ing or contracting the space that it occupies in 
the world. The first edition of his work, the re- 
mit of forty years* reading, appeared in 1744, 
under the auspices of the chancellor Dragues- 
seau, with the modest title of, " An Essay." 
The success it met with surprised him. He 
made continued improvements in it, and it has 
gone through nine editions, and been translated 
Into Italian, English, and German, and even into 
Chinese. He wrote, in early life, three tragedies, 
Which met with indiflfurent success ; but after- 
wards he composed three delightful comedies. 
Benault died in 1771. 

HENDERSON, Alexander, a leader of the 
presbytcrian party in Scotland, and ono of the 
divines sent to meet Charles I. at Newcastle. 
Be died about 1646. 

HENDERSON, John^ofCovent Garden thea- 
tre, an admirable actor tn various characters of 
the immortal Sh akespeare. His private life was 
exceedingly amiable. He was born in London, 
in 1747, and died in 1785. 

HENDERSON, John, B. A., of Pembroke col- 
lege, Oxford, bom in Ireland, in 1757, displayed, 
at a very early period of life, an uncommon 
thirst af^er knowledge, which he gi " ' '\h 
unremitting ardour.

HEN6EST, a Saxon chief, who went to Eng- 
land to assist in repelling the Picts, and received 
the kingdom of Kent as a reward for hb ser 
▼ices; bediedin4»9. 

HENLEY, Anthony, a member of the British 
parliament, distinguished for his eloquence, the 
wit and ease of bis writings, the elegance of his 
manners, and his patronage of literary men ; be 
died in 1711. 

HENLEY, John, better known by the appella- 
tion of " Orator Henley,** was bom at Melton, 
Mowbray ,in Leicestershire, in 1692. He publish- 
ed several pieces ; aji a translation of Pliny's 
•♦ Episties,*^ of several works of Abbe Vertot,; 
of Montfaueon*8 " Italian Travels,** in foIio,i 
and many other lucubrations ; but his celebrity 
he acquired as a popular orator near Clare Mar-j 
ket. He preached on Sundays upon theological; 
matters, and on Wednesdays upon all other 
sciences. He struck medals, which he dispersed 
as tickets to his subi^crihers, a star rising tn the 
middle, with thii motto, "ad tumuia,*' and 
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below, " Inveniam viam, aut fnciam.** Eacti . 
auditor paid one shilling. He was also author 
of a weekly paper, called " The Hyp Doctor,'* 
for which lie had 100/. a^year Aven him. This 
shigular character diod in 175o. 

HENLEY, Samuel, D. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in the college of Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia, afterwards liead of the East India college, 
at Hertford, England; he died in 1816. 

HENNIN6ES, Jerome, a German historian, 
in the 16th century. 

HENNUYER, John, a bishop of Lisieux, in 
France, justly memorable for his humanity at the 
time of the dreadful massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew, died in 1577. 

HENUION, Nicholas, a native of Troyee, 
was engaged, at the time of bis death, in 17^ 
in writing a work on weights and measures. 

HENRY.of Huntingdon, an early English hi» 
tori an, died in 1 1G8. 

HENRY I., surnamcd the Fowler, emperor 
of Germany, was elected to the throne in 919. 
He was a wise and politic prince, was success- 
ful in his wars, strengthened hia empire, and 
promoted harmony and union, among the Ger- 
man princes. He died in 936. 

HENRY II., surnained the Lame, was grand 
son of the preceding, and ascended the imperial 
throne in 1003. He died in 1(^. 

HENRY III., emperor of Germany, succeed- 
ed to the throne in 1039. He made war with se- 
veral of the popes, expelled three of them, and 
was crowned by a fourth. He died in 1056. 

HENRY IV., «mperor of Germany, succeed- 
ed his father, Henry III., when only six years 
old ; during his minority, the kingdom was go- 
verned by his mother. He was involved in wars 
with the popes, was dethroned by his children, 
and died in poverty and obscurity, in 1106. 

HENRY v., son of the preceding, deposed 
his father in 1106. He died in 11S5, leaving the 
character of an unnatural son, an impious hypo- 
crite, and an insidious and imperious master. 

HENRY VI., ascended the throne of the em- 
pire in 1190. He detained Richard of England, 
who had fallen into hia hands, a prisoner, and 
obtained a large sum, as bis ransom. He died 
in 1197. 

HENRY Vn.) was elected emperor ip 1308. 
He entered Rome, sword in hand, and was 
crowned by the pope, 1313, and died the foi- 
lowins year. 

HENRY, Raspon, margrave of Thuringia, 
was raised to the imperial throne in 1346, but 
died the following year. 

HENRY I., king of France, succeeded to the 
throne in 1031. He died in 1060, with the reputa- 
tion of a brave warrior, and a benevolent man. 

HENRY II., succeeded his father, Francis I., 
as king of France, in 1547. He was engaged in 
wars with England, and with Charles v., of 
Spain, and supported the slory of his arms, bv 
his bravery and success, tie died of a wound, 
accidentally inflicted at a tournament, in 1559. 

HENRY III., was chosen king of Poland, bur 
quitted that throne, to succeed his brother, as 
king of France. After a reign, distracted by the 
quarrels between the protestants and catholics, 
he was killed by a pneft, named Clement, in 
1589. In his person, the bouse of Valois became 
extinct. 

HENRY rv., Hngof Prance, was bom atPan, 
in IXiX His right to the throne was disputed, 
because lie was a prot«%tant; but, after the mas- 
sacre of Pt. Bartholomew, he signallxed himself 
1 against the leaguers ; and licniy IU. dyin«- 
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succeeded him, in oppcwition to cardinal de Bour- 
bon. In 1589, witti 4000 men, lie defeated 30,000, 
conimaudcd by the duke of Ma]renne. &c. He 
afterwards embraced tlie catholic religion, and 
was crowned. He also defeated 18,0M) Spani- 
- ard8, in Burgundy, and reduced the leaguers to 
their duty, whom he pardoned. A young scho- 
lar, John Chastel, would have struck him in the 
siouth with a knife, bi|t miiised him ; the king 
said, " And is it so, Chat the Jesuits must be con- 
dci9NMd by my mouth?** and thereupon they 
were banished. A proiestaot minister told^iim, 
*' He denied GtmI with his mouth, and therefore 
he was struck there ; but if he denied him in his 
heaft^^he next stroke might be thereabouts too.** 
He concluded a peace with Spain, and an agree- 
ment with Savoy, in 1601 ; and was stabbed with 
a knife, by Ravillac. in his cn^rh, at Paris, May 
14, 1^10. Above .fifty historians, and five hun- 
.,.. dredpanegyriste, poets, and orators, have spoken 
' Y^ -••. in bis praise. But the " Henriade'* of Voltaire 
' ^*nS^ °^^^ likely to immortalize him. 
^ •♦'iHENRY L, king of England, and duke of 
^ 'fiToriiiaiidy, was the third son of William the 
Conqtd^ror, and ascended the throne in 1100. 
Although absolute in power, be reigned with 
wisdom, opposed ;the encroachments of the 
church of Rome, abolished the curfew, regula- 
ted the weights and measures of his kingdom, 
^ I- and laid the foundation of that liber^, of which 
Englishmen are s<> justly proud. He died in 
1185. 

HENRY n., succeeded to the throne of Eng- 
land in 1154. He added Brittany and Ireland 
to his dominions, attempted to repress the ambi- 
tion of the clergy, and died of a broken heart, 
at the rebellion of his childrtn, in 1189. His 
^ reign jvas marked with wtsdom, valour, and po- 
pularity, and was cakulated to advance the 
welfare of his people. 

HENRT in., succeeded John, as king of 
England, in ISlu. He was defeated in his wars 
abroad, and imprisoned by his barons at home, 
and died after a Weak and disgraceful rejgn, in 
1273. 

• HENRY IV., third sonof Henry m.^ usurped 
the throne in 13%, and by that act, gave riito to 
the long wars between the bouses of York and 
Lancaster; he died in 1413. 

HENRY v., son of Henry IV., on ascending 
the throne, abandoned his dissolute associates, 
and bis equally dissolute habits, and became a 
wise and virtuous monarch. He formed the de- 
sign of conquering France, fought the battle of 
Aginnourt, married Catherine, and was declar- 
ed heir to the throne of that kingdom ; but died 
suddenly in the midst of his Successes, in 1422. 

HENRY VI., son of Henry V., succeeded his 
fa^er on the English throne, when only ten 
luonths (Ad, and his grandfather Charles VI. as 
sovereign of France. He was crowned king of 
I^rance at Paris ; but his claims were opp^med 
by the duke of Orleans, under the name of 
Charles Vlf. who recovered the French domin- 
ions, and expelled the English. He was after- 
wards deposed at home by the duke of York, 
and committed a prisoner to the tower, where 
tie was murdered, in 1471. 

HENRY VII., opposed and defeated Richard 
ni. and was crowned king of England, on the! 
field, after the battle of Bosworth, in 1485. He| 
was devoted to the happiness of bis subjects,! 
t nd contributed materially to the establishment; 
of commerce, the encouragement of induatry.i 
and to the protection of the arts, tie checked 
the encroachments of the nobles, made salutary 
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laws, and died with the reputation of a great 
and good king, in 1509. By his marriage, tb« 
rival claims of the houses of York and Lancas- 
ter, were united and settled. 

HENRY VIII., sou and successor to Henry 
VII., ascended the throne, in 1509, aged 18. Al- 
though for « short time popular, he soon, by his 
arbitrary and capricious conduct, proved him- 
self a.tyrant. He obtained the title of .defender 
of the faith, from the pope, by opposing Luther. 
He afterwards quarrelled with the pope, who 
refused to divorce him from his wife, and re- 
noimced his authority, and declared himself 
bead of the church, thus introducing the refor- 
mation into England. He was six times ma/- 
rled ; two of his wives perished on the scafl'o^, 
and two others were divorced. Although bene- 
fits resulted from his reign, he must be detested 
for his tyranny and oppression ; he died in 1547. 

HENRY,prince of Wales, oldest son of James 
I., died in 1612, aged 18, lamented by the nation, 
who viewed in himtbeir future friend and com- 
mon benefactor. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, an early English' 
historian, died in 1168. 

HENRY, Matthew, an eminent dissenting 
teacher, and voluminous writer, bom in 1662, 
died in 1714. His best known work is his '^ B»r 
position of the Bible. ** 

HENRY, Dr. ROBERT, mhiister of one of 
the churches of Edinburgh, and author of tlie 
" History of Great Britain,** in 5 vols., Iwrn at 
St Ninian*s, in 1718, died in 1790. A posthur 
mous volume, being tlie 6tfa, has been publisbed 
since his death. 

HENRY, Philip, an English dissenting clecgy 
man, eminent for his piety, benevolence, ub4 
moderation, died about 167U. 

HENRY, David, a printer, was for more, than 
half a century, on active manager of the Gentle- < 
man*8 Magazine, be was bom m the ne^hbour^ 
hood of Aberdeen, in 1710. A concurrence of 
circumstances placing him within the noticed 
Mr. Edward Cave, of St. Gate, he at lengtk^ 
liecaine related to his patron, by marrying nis 
sister, in 173S. Those useftil and populOr.pubU* 
cations viiiich describe the curiosities in. West* 
minster Abbey, St Paul*s Church, the Tower oC. 
London,&c.printed for Newbury , were origiimlly 
compiled by Mr. Henry, and were improved by 
him through many successive impressions Im 
published^ in 1772, " The Complete English Fa»r 
mer ; or, A Practical System of Husbandry , m 
which is comprised a general View of the whol« 
Art of Husbandry;*' from this he withheM his 
name,as he^id also from " A Historical Account 
of alt the Voyages round the World, performed 
by English Navigators,** in 4 vols., in 1774 ; to 
which, in 1775, Mr. H. added a 5th, containjiig 
Captain Cook's Voyage in the Resolution ; 4n4 
in 1786, a 6th, containing the last Voyage of 
Captain Cook; introduced by an admirable 
summary of all the voyages undertaken for dis- 
covery only, in the Southern and Northern hem- 
ispheres, and in the Pacific and Atlantic Oceana. 
He died in 1792. 

HENRY, Patrick, a native of Virginia, dis- 
tinguished for bis commanding eloquence, was 
the first man who proposed to the colonies 
hostile measures against Great Britain. Be 
was the first governor of Virginia, after the de- 
claration of Independence, and a member of the 
old congress ; he declined the appointments of 
secretary of state, under president Washingtofi, 
and of minister to France, under his successor: 
he died in 1799. 
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~ HBNBY. John, a member of eongTeMTfrom 
Itaryland, in 1778, afterwards elected a aenator 
of the United States, and in 1797, governor of 
the state ot Maryland ; he died in 1796. 

HERACLITUS, a celebrated Ephesian pbllo- 
■opher, who is said to have continually bewail- 
ed the wicked lives of men, and as often as he 
came among them to have fallen a- weeping; 
contrary to Deraoeritus, who made the follies of 
mankind the subject of laughter; be ioorished 
about 500 B.C. 
UERACLIUS, son cf a governor of Africa, 
. dethroned Pbocas, and ascended the throne of 
- Constantinople, in 610 ; he died in 641. 

HERACLIUS, patriarch of Jemaalem, about 
*1170. 

HERALDUS, Desiderius, a counsellor of the 
parliament of Paris, eninent for his writings 
on law and on the belles lettres,died in 1649. 

HERBELOT, Bartholomew d', an eminent 
orientalist, bom at Paris, in 1625, died in 1605. 
His chief work is " BiMiotheque Orientale, or 
A Universal Dictionary, containing whatever 
relates to the Knowledge of the Eastern worid.'* 
ft ERBER,T, Thomas, an Englishman, authinr 
of " Travels in Asia i|nd Africa,** was engaged 
In the dvil wars of his country, at first on the 
MVkf the parliament, afterwards for the king. 
At the restoration he was created a baronet, and 
died in 1683. 

HERBERT, Mary, countess of Pembroke, a 
great encourager of letters, and herself an in- 
genious ix>et. Her character may be hichly 
judged of, from the epitaph written by Ben Jon- 
son, viz. 

** Underneath this sable hearse 
Lies the subject of all verse : 
Sidney's sister, Pembroke's mother. 
Death ! ere thou bast kill'd another, 
Fair, and good, and leam'd as she, 
Time shall throw a dart at thee." 

JfBRBERT, Edward, lord Herbert of Cber- 
, oury, tn Shropshire, an eminent English states- 
man, and writer on history, philosophy, and 
criticism, l>om in Montgomery Castle, in 1581, 
lUedbilOld. 

HERBERT, George, brother of the preceding, 
a divine and poet, of whose judgment the great 
Lord Bacon, bad so high an opinion, that he 
would not sufier his works to be printed till 
tMy had passed Herbert's examination ; he was 
bora in 15^ and wrote a volume of devout 
poems called "The Temple.*' He also wrote 
a valuable work in urose, entitled ." A Priest to 
' the Temple ;" he died atmut 1635. 

HERBERT, William, earl of Pembroke, born 
in WUtshire, in 1580, died of apoplexy, in 1630. 
He was chancellor of Oxford, and made the 
university a present of a large collection ot 
nanuscripts. Pembroke College was so named 
in honour of him. 

HERBERT, WHliam, a topographical anti- 
luary, bom in 1718, died at Cheshunt, in 1705, 
subllshed a new edition of " Atkyns's History 
sf Gloucestershire;" and a continuation <h 
** Ames's Topographical Antiquities.** 

HBRBIN, Augustus Francis Julian, a native 
•f Fr«oce. distinguished as an oriental scliolar, 
iied in 1806. 

IIRRBrNIUS, John a protestant clergyman, 
of Poland, died in 1676. 
„•* HERDER, John Gottfried, a German writer, 
^preacher to the duke of Saxe Weimar, ecclesi- 
f a<ii<-al coiiiiaelJor &c., died in 1803. 

UEUERAS, Ferdinand de, a poet of Seville, 
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Iwno published some elegant lyric and heroic 
poetry, about 1583. 

HERISSANT, Lewis Anthony Prosper, an 
eminent French poet and physician, died at 
Paris, in 1709. 

HERITIER, Nicolas 1*, a French poet, and 
dramatic writer, and historiographer of France^ 
died in 1680. 

HERITIER, Marie Jeanne 1*. de VUlandon, a 
French poeteai and novel writer, died m Paris, 
in 1734. • 

HERITIER DE BRUTELLE, Charles Lou- 
is i', a botanist, was bora at Paris, in 1746. In 1784 
he published a splendid work, called ** Stirpes 
Novs ;*' two years after which be went to Eng- 
land, and collected from the gardens the mate- 
rials of his *^ Hortum Anglicum," . which he 
left unfinished, bong assassinated in August, 
1801, as was suspected, by his son. 

HERLICIUS, David, a German astrologer, 
born in 1557. 

HERMAN, Paul a celebrated botanist, a na- 
tive of Halle, in Saxony, died in 1695. 

HElRMAN.James, an eminent mathematiciaa 
of Basle, and the friend of Leibnitz. He was 
bom in 1678, and died in 1733, leaving various 
works. 

HERMANT, Godefroi, a doctor of the Sor- 
boiuie, and rector of the university of^aris, died 
in 1690. 

HERMAS, Pastor, or Shepherd, one of the fa- 
thers, suppoaed to have died at Rome, A. D. 81. 

HERMES, an Egyptian legislator, priest, and 
philosopher, who lived, as some think, in tlia* 
year of the world 3076, in the reign of Ninus, 
after Moses; and was so skilled in all profound 
arts and sciences, that be acquired the surname 
of Trismegistus, or, " thrice great." Some 
writers think that Hermes Trismegistus was no 
other than Moses, and state that he flourished 
1930 B G 

HERMi'aS, a heretic, of.Galatla, in the 9d 
century. 

HERMILLY,Vaqaetted', anative of France, 
author of the history of Majorca and Minorca, 
Ate, died at Paris, in 1778. 

HERMOGENES,ofTarsus,aGreek rhetori- 
cian, flourished about the year 161. At 15 he 
became a teacher; at 17 he wrote his *' Art of 
Rhetoric;'* but, at 35, he lost his memory, and 
the faculty of speech. Of his works stmie por- 
tions remain, which were printed at Geneva, in 
1614. 

HERMOGENES, a heretic, of theSd century, 
of the sect of stoics. 

HEROD, falsely called the Great, king and ty^ 
rant of Judea, who, on the strength of a misin- 
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irpreted prophecy, caused Ml the male children 

r Bethlehem, and its neighbourhood, to be mas- 
sacred by his soldiers, at the time of the birth of 
Christ, in the vain hope of destroying the Sa- 
viour of mankind. He died A. D. 3. 

HEROD ANTIPAS,son and succesror to He- 
rod the Great ; he put to death John tJie Baptist. 
Our Saviour was made to appear before him by 
Pilate. 

HERODIAN,aGreek historian, of Rome, who 
flourished under the reigns of Severus, Cara- 
ealla, Heliogabalus, Alexander, and Maximin. 
His hinory contains eight books, and is greatly 
admired. It comprises the events from A. D. I8b 
lo 318. Herodian died about 347. 

HERODOTUS, an ancient Gre#»k blRtorian. 

of (lalicamasRus, in Carta, bom about 484, and 

died in 4U B. C. He is called '• The Faih«r of 

History;" his work isw.iuen in the Ionic dia- 
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lect,fttid divided intonlnebooltf, which contain 
tiie must remarkable occurrences within a pe- 
riod of 240 years, from the reign of Cyrus, the 
first icing of Persia, to that of Xerxes, vffien the 
historian was living. These nine books are cal- 
fed the Nine Muses; each of tbem being distin 
guishod by the name of a Muse. 

HEROPHILUS, a physician and able anato- 
mist, of Chalcedon, 570 B. C. 

HBRRERA TORDESILLAS, Antoni6 de, a 
celebrated Spanish historian. He published a 
•* History of the World from 1554 to 1506;'* and 
t what is much more esteemed) a general ^ His- 
tory of the Indies from 1482 to 1554 ;'* and also 
wrote a History of Spain. He was born in 1565, 
and died in ]ti3S. 

HERRICK, Robert, a poet, bom in London, 
1501, received his education at Cambridge ; after 
which he obtained the vicarage of Dean Prior, 
Devonshire. At the time of the rebellion, be 
was deprived of this living; but at the restora- 
tion he recovered It, and died not Ions after- 
wards. His poetical works were printed In 1648, 
under the title of " Hesperidcs.'*^ 

HERRING, Dr. Thomas, archbishop of Can- 
terbury, bom in Norfolk, 1603. When the re- 
bellion broke out in Scotland, in 1745, and the 
Uighlaaden defeated the king^s troops at Pres- 
ton-pans, the archbishop (then of York) contri- 
buted much to remove the general panic, and 
awaken the nation from its lethargy. He con- 
vened the nobility, gentry, and clergy, of his dio- 
cese, and addressed them in a noble and animat- 
ed speech, which had such an effect upon his 
auditory, that a subscription ensued to the 
amount of 40,0001., and the example was suc- 
cessfully followed by the nation in general. On 
the death of Dr. Potter, in 1747, he was translat- 
ed to the see of Canterbury, and died in 1757. 

HERSCHBL, Sir William, an eminent Eng 
lish astronomer, discoverer of the planet Geor- 
gium Sidus,or. as it is sometimes called Uer- 
achcl, died in ld22, aged 84. 

HERSENT, Charles, or Hersan, a French di- 
vine, known as the author of a severe satire 
against Richelieu : he died in 1G60. 

HERSEY, Ezekiel, an eminent physician, of 
Hingham, Mass., who gave 10002. sterling to- 
wards founding a professorship of anatomy and 



argery in Harvard college ; he died in 1770. 
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RSEY, Abner, brother of Ezekiel, gave 
500/. to establish a professorship of the theory 
and practice of physic in Cambridge ; be died 
after 1770. ^ 

HERTZBERG, Ewald Frederic, cotnte de, a 
▼ery eminent statesman, of Prussia, born at Lot- 
tin, in Pouierania. He became known in the 
literary world at the age of 17, and on leaving 
college, by a " Dissertation on History.** On his 
return from the university, being known to Fre- 
deric (I., who saw him possessed of merit, in 
1745, he entered the diplomatic career as secre- 
Ury of legation, and progressively rose to the 
hignest point of rank and confidence in the state. 
Ttie remembrance of him will always be closely 
connected with that of the great king whom lie 
tiad tlie honour to serve. He died in 17%. 

HER VET, Augustus John, carl of Bristol, 
a captain of the roval navy, and a ioid of the 
admiralty ; be died in 1779. 

HERVEY, James, an English divine, of 
emplarv virtue and piety, born at Hardlngstone, 
In Northamptonshire, in 1714, died in 1758. Hiv 
chief writings are, *' Meditations and Contem- 
plations :** ** Remarks on Lord B(dingbroke*i 
Letters on the Study and Use of History ;*' and 
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" Theron and Aspasto ; or,a Seriesof Dlaloguea 
and Letters on ihe most important subjects.** 

HERWART, or HERVART, John Frederie, 
of A ugsbu rg. chancellor of Bavaria, lived at Um 
beginning of the 17tb century. 

H£SHUSIUS,TiUemannus, a German divine, 
was a teacher of theology, and the author of se> 
veral theological works; he died in 1588. 

HESIOD, a very ancient Greek poet, but wlie- 
ther cotempory with, or elder or younger, than 
Homer, is not yet agreed among the learned. 
The "Thcoffony,** and "Works and Days,*' art 
the only undoubted pieces of this poet now ex- 1 

tant. 

HESSE, William, prince of, was distinguisii- | 

ed for bis attention to literature, and for his pa* 
tronage of literary men ; he died in 1597. 

HES8EL8, or HESSELIU8. John, profettoi 
of theology at Louvain. was distinguished for 
his eloquence and learning ; he died in 1566. 

HESYCHIUS, a celebrated grammarian and 
lexicographer, of Alexandria, who flourished 
about A. D. 300. 

HETHERINGTON. WilUam, an English di 
vine, wlio died in 17/8, leaving 520,0001. as a 
perpetual fund for the relief of Sd blind persons 
with 10/. a year. 

HETZER, Lewis, a German socinian ; he 
published a translation of the Bible, which was 
suppressed, and died in 1540. 

UEURNIUS, John, a celebrated Dutch physi- 
cian, born at Utrecht, in 1543, died in lfX)l. 
There are several productions of bis, but ilia 
principal one is, " A Treatise upon disorders of 
the Head.*' He atto published Hippocrates, in 
Greek and Latin, with explanatory commenta- 
ries, which have undergone many editions. 

HEUSCH, William de, a landscape painter, 
of Utrecht, who died in the latter part of the 
17th century. His nephew Jac<4>, Mid another 
of the satne family, named Abratiam, were also 
successful, as painters. 

HEUSINGER, John Michael, a Saxon di- 
vine, eminent for his piety, was made professor 
at Gotlia, and afterwards at Eisenach, whera 
he died in 1751. 

HEUSINGER, James Frederic, nephew of 
the preceding, was an able scholar, and a dia> 
tingui8h<»d teaclier ; he died in 1778. 

HEVELIUS, John, an eminent astronomer, 
born at Dantzic, in 1611, died in 1687 ; leaving 
' ihind him several valuable treatises. 

HEVIN, Pradent, an eminent French sur- 
geon, and writer on surgery, died at Paris, in 
1780 

HEWES, Joseph, a member of the contl 
nental congress from North-Carolina, and a 
signer of the declaration of Independence ; lie 
died in 1779. 

HEWSON, William, a disUnguisbed anato- . 

mist and lecturer, for eome time tSte assistant 
and partner of Dr. Hunter, and author of several 
medical works ; he died in 1774. 

HEXHAM, John of, an English Benedlcthie, 
and historical writer, of the 12t.h century. 

HEY, John, D. D.,boni in 1734, waseducated 
at Cambridge, and in 1780, became the first 
Norrisian professor of divinity, which chair be 
resigned in 1795; he died in London, fat 1815, 
leaving, besides other works, " Lectures on Di- 
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YDEN, John Van der, an eminent Duteh 
landscape palmer, died in 1713. 

HEYLIN, Dr. Peter, an EngHsh divine and 
historian, bora at Burford, In Oxfordshire, hi 
MOO. lu]e31,bepabliaiiedbia«*Microcoaoiiib 
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HILL, Avon, a e6l*bf»ted poet and mlMellar 
lieoiM writer, twrn In London, fn 1685, died in 
1750. His principal works are, " Einrid. or 
The Pair Inconstant,*^ a tragedy; " Rlnaldo," 
an opera; another tragedy, caUed, ** The Fatal 
Vision, or. The PaU of Biam;*' aiid two trage- 
dies, called, **Merope," and **Zara;'* which 
were brought upon the stage in Dniry-lane, by 
Garrick. 

HILL, Joseph, an English puritan dirine. who 
fled to Holland ; author of an improved edition 
of " Schrevelii Lexkon,** 4cc ; he died in 1707. 

HILL, Sir John, an English writer, bom 
about 171G, died in 1775. He was bred an apo 
thecary, and set up in St. Martin's lane, West- 
ininster ; but, marryiAg early, and without a 
Ibrtune, ht was obliged to look round for other 
resources than his fwofession. Being poss e ss ed 
of quick natural parts, he soon made himself 
acquainted with the theoretical as well as prac- 
tical parts of botany ; and being recommended 
to the duke of Richmond and lord Petre, he, un- 
der their patronage, executed a scheme of travel 
ling over several parts of England, to gather 
certain of the most rare and uncommon plants, 
whicl) he afterwards published by subscription. 
About 1740, he translated from the Greek a 
small tractt written by Theophrastus, "On 
Gems;** and this being well executed, mo- 
cured him friendik reputation, and money. En- 
couraged by this,^ be engaged in works of greater 
extent and importance. The first that he under- 
took was, ** A General Natural History/' 3 vols, 
^io. He next engued, In conjunction with 
George Lewis Scott, fisq., for a ** Supplement to 
Chamber's Dictionary.** He at the same time 
started the "British Magazine;'* and, when 
engaged in a number of tuese and other works, 
some of which seeyned to requiiie a man's whole 
attention, carried on a daily essay, under the ti- 
tle of "The Inspector." Henext applied himself 
to the preparation of certain simple medicines : 
namely, the " Essenceof Water-dock, Tincture 
of Valerian, Pectoral Balsam of Honey, and 
Tincture of Bardana.** The well-known sim- 
plicity of these medicines made the public Judge 
favourablv of their eflbcts, insomuch that they 
had a rapid sale. Soon after the publication of 
the first of these medicines, be obtained the 
patronage of the eart of Bute : under which he 
publislied a very pompous and Voluminous bo- 
tanical work, entitled, " A Svstem of Botany ;** 
and having, a year mr two before his death, pre- 
sented an elegant set of his botanical works to 
the king of Sweden, that mcmarch Invested him 
with one of the orders of his court. 

BILL, Robert, a roan remarkable ffN" his per- 
severance and talent in learning many languages 
by the aid of books alone, and that under eveiy 
dteadvantage of laboripus occupation(as a tailor) 
and extreme poverty ; be was bom at Mlswell, 
near Triog, in Heitfordshire, in 1609, and died 
in 1777. 

HILL, William, an English scholar, who pre- 
pared an edition of IMonyslus Periegetis: he 
died in 1667. 

HILI^ George, an eminent clergyman, of 
Scotland, profiBssor of Greek, and afterwards 
of divini^at the eoUege of St. Salvador, prin* 
ctoal of St. Mary's CoUege, and chaplain to the 
1%; he died in 1880. 

HILL, Thomas Pord, an eminent Engltsb an- 
tlquary and phitotogist, died Sept, 1705. 

HILLEL, the Elder, a Jewish doctor, of the 
Mischna, bora about SO B. C. he reduced the 
J«wlsb traditioiii into ilz ueatiics. 

ut 
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HILLEL, the prince, great crandson of Judaa 
Hakkadosb, was one of the writers of the Gema* 
ra ; he flourished in the middle of the 4th centuiy. 

HILLIARD, Nicholas, limner to queen Eli- 
zabeth, whose picture he drew several times, 
was bora at Exeter, in 1547, died In 1619. He 
imiuted the style of Holbein : and Isaac Oliver 
was his pupil. Donne hascelebrated this painter 
in apoemi called, " The Storm ;* ' virhere he says, 

** A hand, an eye. 
By Uiniard drawn, is worth a history.** 

H I LLIARD,Timolliy,minister of Cambridga^ 
Mass., died in 1790, roucb respected for bis tal- 
ents and qualifications. 

HIMERIUS, a Greek grammarian, who kepi 
a school at AtMns, in the time of Julian. 

HINCKLEY, John, an English divine, who 
published some works r he died in 1691. 

HINCMAR, or HINGMARUS, arehbishop of 
Rheinis, a zealous supporter of the Galilean 
church; he died in 882. 

IIIPPARCRIA, a celebrated ladv who flour- 
ished iu the time of Alexander. She addicted 
herself to philosoph]^, and wrote some things 
which have not been transmitted dowfl to os ; 
among which were " Tragedies; Phtlosopbical 
Hypotheses, or Suppositions ; some Reasonings 
and Questtons proposed toTbeodorus, suraamed 
the Atheist," &c. 

HIPPARCHUSf.a great astronomer, bora at 
Nice, in Bithynla, flourished between 160 and 
125 B. C. He is reckoned to have been the first 
who from vague and scattered observations re- 
duced astronomy into a science, and prosecuted 
the study of it systematically. 

HIPP ARCHUS. son of PMstratus, was slain 
by Harmodlus and Aristogiton, SfiOB. C. 

HIPPOCRATES, thefather of pbvsic and 
prince of physicians, bora in the island of Cos. 
m theSOth Olympiad, flourished at the time of 
the Peiononnesian war. He was the first man 
that we know of, who laid down precepts con- 
ceraing physic On account of his wonderful 
skill and foresight in this art, he passed with 
the Grecians for a god, and-after his death hsd 
divine honours paid him. He died at about 90 
years of age. His works have often been printed. 

HIPPONAX, a satirist of Ephesus, as re- 
markable for his wit as the deformity of his 
person. Bupalus and Anthermns, two eminent 
statuaries, caricatured him in a statue : on which 
he wrote such bitter invectives against them.that 
they both despatched themselves ; or (as oUiecs 
say) left Ephesus on the occasion. 

" Acer bostis Bupalo,** saya Horace. 

In the Antbologia, tliera are some epigrams on 
Hipponax. 

HIRAM, king ofTyre -, be furnished So^pmon

BITCHCOCX, Enos, D. D., nteiittr of Pro- 
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videnoe, Rhode Island, wai tometUiM eteptaiiijTliera hm been few penons wboie 
in the American army ; he died hi 18Q9. 

HOADLY, John, D. D., biebop of Leighlte 
and Fernes,archbi8hop of DubUii and of Armagh, 
and primate of Ireland ; he died in 1746. 

HOADLY, Benjamin, bishop of Winchefter, 
bom at Westerham, in Kent, 1676; died in 1761. 
Preaching againit what he considered as the 
inveterate errors of the clergy, among other dis- 
courses one was upon these words, " My king- 
dom is not of this wortd ;** which producing 
the famous Bangorian cbntroversy, as it was 
called, employed the press for many years. 
Iloadly contended, that the clergy had no preten- 
siitns to any temporal jurisdictions ; but that tem- 
poral princes had a right to govern in ecclesiasti- 
cal politics ; and by this means be drew on bim- 
seifthe indignation of almost all the clergy. These 
disputes, however, have long since subsided. 

HOADLY, Dr. Benjamin, eldest son of the 
bishop of Winchester, bom in London, in 1705-6. 
lie was appointed physician to his m^)esty*s 
household, in 1742, and to that of the prince of 
Wales, in 1746. This, being at a time when 
the faiuilies were not upon the best terms, is a 
proof that Dr. Hoadly was a most unexception- 
able inani and he is said to have fill<^ the post 
with singular honour. He published some me- 
dical and phikMopbtcal works, and ** The Sus- 
picious Husband,*' a comedy, which, whenever 
represented, cohtinually anords fresh pleasure 
bo the audience ; he died in lf57. 

HOADLY, Dr. John. Thisgcntleman, young- 
est mm of the bishop of Winchester, was born 
in London, in 171 i, and died in 1776 ; and with 
him the name of Hoadly became eztincL He 
revised Lillo*9 " Arden of Feversham,*' wrote 
tlie 5th act of Miller's " Mahomet,'* and left 
behind him several dramatic worlcs in MSS.; 
among the rest, " The Houselceeper,'* a farce, 
an the plan of High Life below Stairs, and a 
tragedy on the story of lord Cromwell. 

HOAR, Leonard, M. D., president of Har- 
vard College, revected as a scholar and a 
Christian ; he died in 1675. 

HOBART, Peter, first minister of Hingham, 
Mass., died in 1679. 

HOBART, Nehemiah, son of Peter, an4.mtn- 
ister of Newton ; he was butoble, pious, and 
learned, and died in 1713. 

HOBART, Npah, minister of Fairiidd, Conn., 
was a man of gn^ talents and extensive ac- 
quirements ; he wrote in favour of preri»yterian 
ordinatioN, and died in 1773. 

HOBART, John Sloss, judge of the district 
court of New York, and a senator of the United 
Sutes ; he died in 1805. 

H0BBB8, Thomas, bom at Mabnsbury, in 
1583, died in 1679. He published, among other 
things, an " English translation of Thucydides," 
" II Oman Nature," and a treatise " DeCorpore 
PoUtico, or, of the Elements of the Law.'^ 
This latter piece was presented to Gassendus, 
aud read by him a fewmontlts before bis death ; 
wlio is said first to have kissed it, and then to 
have delivered his opinion of it in these words : 
** This treatise is indeed small hi bulk, but, in 
my judgment, the very marrow of science.'* 
In 1651, he pubrshed his religious, political, and 
moral principles in a complete Astern, which 
he called the " Leviathan ;*' ahd caused a copy 
of it, very flirty written on vellum, to be pre- 
sented to Charles II. He also, in his 88th year, 
pttbliithed in English verse, the whole ** Iliad" 
and " Odvssey" of Homer ; but his poetry is 
below criiicism. and has long been exploded. 
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have liad a more pernicious infloerfce 
Uig hrreligion and hifideliiy than Hobbes; i 
yet none of his treatises are directly levelled 
against revealed religion. 

HOBBIMA, MinderbOut, an eminent Dutch 
hindscapepainter, bora at Antwerp, about 1611. 

HOCHEf, Lazarus, a aaUve of VersaiUes, die 
tinguisbed as a brave and intrepid general in the 
French army, during the revolatMNi ; bt died 
in Austria, i n 170 7. 

HOCHSTETTER, Andrew Adam, a O^mon 
divine, historian, and political writer, bora at 
Tubingen, in 1668, died in 1717. • 

HODGES, Nathaniel, an eminent BngHsh 
physician, -settled in Loiidon, where be died in 
1684. He wrote an account of the plague in 
London, and other medical works. 

HODY, Humphrey, an eminent Engllsb di- 
vine, and controversial writer, regius professor 
of Greek at Oxford, and an archdeacon; IM 
died in 1706. 

HOE, Matthias de Hoenegg, a distinguished 
German Lutlieran divine, and nreacher to tba 
elector of Saxony ; he died in 1645. 

HOECK, Robert Van, an eminent painter, of 
Antwerp, died in the middle of the 17th century. 

HOECK, Joha Van, a disthtgulshed portrait 
and historical painter, bora at Antwerp, in 1600, 
and died in 1650. 

HOEL, Gerard, a distlngulsbed historical and 
landscape painter, of Utrecht, died in 1733. 

HOELTZLINUS, Jeremias, a learned phi- 
Idlf^st, of Nuremberg, settled at Leydon, where 
he died in 1641. 

HOESCHELIUS, David, a learned and inde- 
fetigable scholar, of Augw>urg, and librarian 
and teacher in the college there, died In 1617. 

HOFFMAN, Daniel, an eminent Lutheran 
divine, and professor, at Helmstadt, toward the 
close of the 16th century. 

HOFFMAN, Maurice, a German medical, 
anatomical, and botanical writer, bor^ at Branr 
denburg, in 1621, and died in HSM. 

HOFFMAN, John Maurice, sen of the pr»- 
ceding, a physician, and medical writer, bora at 
Altdorf, in 1656, and died In 17S7. 

HOFFMAN, John James, the iabori<^s com- 
piler of a " Lexicon Universale Hbtorico-Geo- 
graphico-Poetico- Philosophico-Poiitlco-Philolo> 
gieum,** 3 vols, folio, Geneva, 1677. Ithasbeen 
since enlarged and pablished in 4 vols.folk>, and 
finds a place in every learned library. He was 
born at Rasle, in 1635, and died there in 1706. 

HOFFMAN, Gasper, professor of physic, 
at Altdorf, and author of some medical worics ; 
he died in 1640. 

HOFFMAN, Frederic, bora at Hall, near 
Magdeburg, in 1060, was professor of physic at 
that place, and died in 1743. His works were 
collected at Geneva, in six large folloe, 17^ 
and 1754 ; and be has deservedly been reckon- 
ed among the best writers on physic 

HOGARTH, William, a truly great and ori- 
ginal genius in painting and engraving, was 
bora in 1607, in the pari^ of St. Martin, Lud* 
gate, and bound apprentice to Mr. Ellis Gam- 
ble, a silversmith of eminence, in Cranboum 
street, Leicester Fields. In this profession it is 
not unusual to bind apprentices to the single 
branch of engraving arms and <^phers on every 
species of metal; and in that particular depart- 
ment, young Hogarth was placed. He began 
business on his own account about 1730 ; and 
his first employment seems ta have been the 
engraving of arms and shop bills. Ttia mxi

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ftnt pobHsfaed in 1577, te 3 vols. foUo ; and Iben 
in 1587, in 3; the two first of whicli are gene- 
rally bound togethei. The continuations froni 
1577, to 1587, were by Stow, Tbin, Fleming, and 
oUiers. 

HOLL, Francis Xavier, a Jesuit, professor 
of belles letters, and of ecclesiastical law, in 
several German universities ; he died at Heidel- 
buri;, in 1784. 

HOLL ANO,PhiIenion, a very laborious trans- 
lator, was born at Chehnford, Essex, and edu- 
e«ued at Trinity college, Cambridge. He died 
ill 1636, at the age of 85, having published 
translations ofLivy, Winy, Plutarch, Suetonius, 
JiCenophoii, and " Cainden^s Britannia ;*' to 
which last he made additions. 

HOLLAR. Wenuel, or Wenceslaus, a most 
admired engraver of views and portraits, born 
at Prai^ue, in Bohemia, in 1607, died in 1667. 

HOLLIS, Den*zH, lord, second son of the earl 
of Clare, an eminent English patriot, born in 
1597, died in 1680. He nobly maintained and 
defended the rights and privileges of the house 
of coniiuons, ot' which be was a most worthy 
member, against the arbitrary measures of 
Charles I. and his favourites, falsely styled 
•• The King's Friends." His lordship was also 
,a political writer. 

HOLLIS, Thomas Fclham, duke of Newcas- 
tle, was employed in several high offices during 
the reign of George II. He retired 4Vom the ad- 
ministration soon after the accession of George 
UIm and died in 1768. 

HOLLIS, Tliomas, born in London, in 1730, 
died in 1774. He was possessed of a large for- 
tune ; more than half of which he devoted to 
charities, to tlie encouragement of genius, and 
to the support and defence of liberty. Bis stu- 
dious hours were devoted to the search of noble 
authors hidden by tlie rust of time, and to do 
their virtues judtice by brightening their actions 
for the review of the public. A new edition of 
*'Toland*s Life of Milton" was published un- 
der his direction, in 1761; and in 1763, he gave 
an accurate edhion of Algernon Sidney's " Dis- 
courses on Government:** on which the pains and 
•zpensfl that he beatowed are almost incredible. 

HOLLIS, Thomas, a benefactor of Harvard 
college, and founder of a professorship of ma- 
themutics and theology, in tliat seminary ; he 
died in England, in 1731. 

HOLMES, George, a distinguished English 
antiquary, employed to arrange the valuable pa- 
pers in tiieTower ; he died in 1749. 

HOLMES, Dr. Nathaniel, an English divine, 
eminent for his knowledge of tlra Hebrew 
tenguages ; he died in 1678. 

HOLMES, Robert, D. D., an English divine, 
successively canon of Salisbury and dean of 
Winchester, distinguished as apoet and scholar, 
and for his devotion to biblical criticism : be 
died at Oxford, in 1805. 

HOLSTEN, Cornelius, an eminent painter, 
of Haerlem, who lived about the end of tlie 17th 
century. 

HOLSTEINIUS, Lucas, a German commen- 
tator, on Greek and Latin authors, born at Ham- 
burg, in 1506, and died in 166L 

HOLT, sir John, chief justice of the court 
of king's bench, in the reign of king William, 
was born in 1642, died In 1708. He published 
chief justice Kelynge's Reports, with annota 
tions upon them, by himself; and his integrity 
and uprightness as a judge are celebrated by tlie 
author of the '* Tattler," No. 14, under the cha- 
racter of V«rus, the magistrate. 
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HOLT, Jobn, an English miaceUaneooa wii 
ter, died near Liverpool, in 1801. At the tilkia 
of bis death he was engaged in writing & bistof- 
ry of that city. 

HOLWELL, Jobn Zepbaniab, a governor of 
Bensal, and one of the wretched prisoners cdn- 
fined in thaBlack Hole, in Calcutta, 90th June, 
1756, wherein a great number of gentlemen 
were suffocated ; but Mr. Holwell, with a few 
otiiers, surviving, be published a '* Narrative** 
of the dreadful affair. He also Wrote a great 
number of tracts, cbiefly on Indian affairs, and 
died, aged near 90, in 1798. 

HOLYDA, Barten, an ingenious and learned 
English divine, poet and pnilosophei^ bom at 
Oxford, in 1593, died in 1661. He wrote "Te<?h- 
nogamia, or the Marriage of the Arts,'* a com- 
edy, acted bysomeOxfoid scholars, at Wood- 
stock, in 1631, before king James ; and a " Sur- 
vey of the World,** i- '** ' — ks, a poem, In 
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HOLYOAKE, Francis, a learned Englishman, 
memorable for having made an ** Etymological 
Dictionary of Latin Words,** bom in War- 
wickshire, in 1567, died in 1633. • 

HOLYOAKE, Thomas, an officer in the Eng- 
lish army, afterwards a clergyman, and author 
of a Latin and English Dictionary; bedied'in 
1675. 

HOLYOAKE, Edward, president of Hanraid 
college, died in 1767. 

HOLYWOOD, John, an English mathemati- 
cian, died at Paris, in 1356. 

ROMBERG, William, a native of BatAvta, 
in Java; he went to Europe, and settled at^ 
Paris, where tie became a distinguished chymist, 
and physician to the duke of Orleans ; be died 
in 1715. 

HOME, David, a celebrated Scotch divine aiid 
writer, the time of his death is unknown. 

HOME, Henry, lord Kaimes, one of the se- 
nators of the college of justice in Scotland, and 
eminent as a critical and philosophical writer, 
born in Scotland, in 1696, died in 178S. Hla 
principal works are, " Sketches of the History 
of Man,** " Elements of Criticism,*' and "The 
Gentleman Farmer.** 

HOME, John, was born in the ciQrof An- 
crum, in Roxburgshire, in 1734, and died at 
Merchiston House, near Edinburgh, in 1806, 
Mr. Home was originally educated for the 
church of Scotland, inducted into a living in 
the Lothians, the duties of which he dischargied 
with the greatest propriety. Assoon, however, 
as it was known that he was the author of the 
excellent tragedy of ** Douglas," be became 
very unpopular, from the puritanical spirit of 
the times, which rendered it criminal in the 
eyes of the multitude, that a clergyman stiould 
even read a play, far less be the author of one. 
On this, Mr. Home gave in his resignation, and 
contented himself wiib the inconie of a small 
paternal.eatate. He was alwasrs, as far as lifa 
meara would admit, the friend and patron of 
merit; and under bis fostering hand, many 
sparks of literary genius, that would otherwise 
have lain dormant, were brought to light Ho 
was, in early life, a very kind patron to Mae- 
pherson, the translator of Ossian, who bad af- 
terwards an opportunity of manifesting his gra- 
titude by a bequest of 9000Z. Though Mr. Home 
wrote several tragedies besides •'-'--''* 
^ 945 
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MMM of wfatcb xponeag merit, none of them 
W«re luccefltful on the stage. 

HOMER, the most ancient of the Greek poets, 
ynm the fathor of poetry, as Herodotus was of 
Malory, and Hippocrates of physic. As much 
m be has celebrated the praises of others, he 
IMS been so renr modest about himself, that we 
4» not find the least mention of him throughout 
his poems: so that where he was bom, who 
were his parents, what age be lived in, and al- 
pigst every cireuoKitance of his life, remain, to. 
thto day, in a great measure, if not wholly, un- 
Imown. The only incontestable worlu which 
Homer has left behind him are the ** Iliad"' and 
tiM ** Odyssey.** It was by these poems that 
aH the wortnies of antiquity were formed. 
Bence tine lawgivers, the founders of monar- 
diias and commonwealths, took the model of 
iMr politics ; hence the philosophers drew the 
flrst principles of inorality which they taught 
tile people ; hence physicians have studied dis- 
p a ae s and their cures ; astronomers have learn- 
ed the knowledge of the heavens, and geoine- 
Irleians of the earth : kings and princes, the art 
|o govef n ; and captains, to form a battle, to 
jmcamp an army, to beside towns, to fight, and 

fdn victories. " Homer (says Sir William 
empie) was, without doubt, the ino^t universal 
Mnius that has been known in the world, and 
Virgil the most accomplished. To the first must 
ftp allowed the most fertile invention, the richest 
vein, the most general knowledge, and the most 
pwtAy expressions : to the last, the noblest ideas, 
the Justest institution, the wisest conduct, and 
1^ choicest elocution. Tne colouring of both 
Mems equal, and indeed in both is admirable. 
Homer had more fire and rapture, Virgil more 
Hgbt and sweetness ; or, at least, the poetical 
^re was more raging in the one, but dearer in 
fhe other ; which makes the first more amazing, 
and the latter more agreeable. In short, these 
|wo immortal poets must be allowed to have 
■0 much excelled in their kinds sis to have ex- 
Meded all comparison, to have even extiiiffuish- 
pi emulation, and, in a manner, confined true 
poetry, not only to their two languages, but to 
Uieir very persons.'* The first appearance of 
Homer's works in Greece, was about 130 years 
^•fore Rome was built; that is, almut 200 years 
tdter the supposed time of Homer.

Writer, of Leipsic, died in 1781.

Sof youth, at Paris, author of an Epitome 
istoris Sacra, and "De viria IlluQtribus (Jrbis 
Itome," Jcc», died in 1794. 
. HONDEKOETBR, Gilles, a landscape and 
ftower painter^ Utrecht, bom in 1583. 

HONDEKOETER. Oysbrecht, son of the pre- 
cadingt was also a Minter, and was bom in 1613. 

HONDEKOETER, Melchior, a landscape 
minter, of Utrecht, died in 1695. 

HONDIUS. Abraham, an eminent painter, of 
^Rotterdam, died in 1G95. 

HONDIUS, Jesse, an eminent selflanght en- 
fraver on copper and ivory, and a writer of 
jUstinction, in Flanders; he died in 1614. 

HON R, George Paul, a lawyer, of Nuremberg, 
and counsellor to the duke of Meiminien, died 
Jo 1747. 

HONESTIS, Petms de, or Petrtis pamiani, 
an Italian, made bishop of Ostiaand a cardinal 
oy popp.

HONTAN, baron de. author of a voinme of 
travels in North America, flHed with improb» 
bilities ; he lived in the 17th century. 

HONTHEIM, John Nicholas de, suffragan to 
the archbishop of Treves, died in 1790. 

HONTHORST, Herard, an eminent and ad- 
mired painter, of Utrecht, died in 1660. 

HOOD, Sanmel, viscount, a celebrated Bfitislh 
admiral, K. B., and govemor of Greenwicb 
Hospital, bom in 1724, died at Bath, in 1816. 

HOOrT, Petrus Cornelius Van, an eminent 
Dutch poet and historian, bora at Amsterdam : 
hediedinl647. 

HOOGEVEEN, Henry, an eminent Dutch 
philologist, bom at Leyden, in 1713, died in 1794. 
His ** Doetrina Particularam Lingua Grec»," 
2 vols. 4to, in 1796, is executed with a prodi- 
gious .abundance of leaming, and is a lasting 
foundation fbr his well-earned fame. 

HOOGSTRAETEN, Theodore Van, an ad- 
mired landscape p&inter, of Antwerp; died in 
1640. 

HOOGSTRAETEN, James, a Domlnlcan,and 
inquisitor general, known for the virulence with 
which he wrote against Luther and Brasmus. 
He died at Cologne, in 1537. 

HOOGSTRATEN, David Van, a celebrated 
Dutch critic, lexicographer, and poet, bora ' at 
Rotterdam, in 1658, died in 1724. 

HOOGUE, Romain de, a Dutch engraver and 
designer, whose works are highly esteemed. 

HOORE, Robert, an eminent English mathe- 
matician and phitosopher, bom in the Isle of 
Wight, in 1635, died in 1702. He distinguished 
Itimself by many nobler inventions and im- 
provements in mechanics; invented pendulum 
watches, and several agronomical instnimenu 
for making observations both at sea and land ; 
and was particularly serviceable to Mr. Boyle 
in completing the air pump. His writings arc 
numerous and valuable. 

IIOOKE, Natha^ael, author of a valuable 

Roman History," and <Hber works ; he died 
in 1764. 

HOOKER, John, an eminent English anti- 
quary, born at Exeter, in 1924. He afterwards 
represented his native place in parliament, and 
died in 1601. 

HOOKER, Richard, an eminent English di- 
vine, author of an excellent work, entitled •' Th« 
Laws of Ecclesiastical Polity, in 8 books,** 
was bora in I5S3, and died in lOQO. Of Hook 
er and this work, pope Clement VUL said, 
" This man indeed deserves the name of aa 
author. His l>ooks will get reverence by age; 
for there are in them such seeds of etemity, 
that they shall continue till the last fire shall de- 
vour all learning.*' 

HOOKER, Thomas, first minleter of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and one of the fbunderaof Con* 
necttottt; he published several sermons, wCsi 
died in 1647. 

HOOKER, John, minisier of Northampton, 
Mass., was able and faithfVil in bla ofltee ; bt 
lied in 1777, 
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IHOOLE, Chariet, an Englhh teacher aad ^ 
Vlne^ nrebtmdary of Lincoln cathedral ; he died 
In 1666. 

HOOLE, John, a poet and translator of con- 
piderable reputation, was bcum in London, 1737, 
and educated in Hertfordshire, under Mr. James 
Bennett, the publisher of Roger Ascham's 
works. In 1744, he was placed as a clerk in the 
India House, in which etoabiishmenthe remain- 
ed till the end of the year 178&, when ^ resign- 
ed his office of auditor of Indian accounts, and 
soon after retired to the neifhbourhood of Dor- 
king, in Surrey, where he died in 1803, having 
jpTiiduced elegant translations of the works of 
Tasso, Ariosto, and Metastatio, and written 
jihree tragedies. He was a very amiable charac- 
ter, and greatly esteemed by Dr. Johnson. 

HOOPER, or HOPER, John, bishop of Glon- 
-cester, was bom in Somersetshire, in 1495. In the 
persecution under Mary, refusing to recant his 
opinions, he was burned in the city of Gloucee- 
ter, and sutfbred death with admirable constan- 
cy, in 1555. 

HOOPER, George, D. D., a distinguished En- 
glish prelate, bishop of St. Asaphs, and after- 
wards of Bath and Wells; he died in 17S7. 

HOOPER, William, a member of the conti- 
aenifi congress, from North Carolina, and a 
signer of the declaration of Independence ; he 
lie-i in 1790. 

HOORNBECK, John, an eminent Dutch di- 
>ine. professor of divinity at Utrecht, and aftei^ 
wards at Leyden, and a theological writer ; he 
died in 1656. 

HOPKINS, Ezekiel, a learned prelate, bishop 
of Raphoe, and afterwards of Londonderry : h6 
disd in 1690. 

HOPKINS, Charles, son of the preceding, was 
distinguished in Bncland as a poet and drama- 
Vc writer ; he dledin 1690. 

HOPKINS, John, brother of the preceding, 
was also celebrated as a poet ; the time of bis 
death is not known. 

HOPKINS, Edward, govemo/ of Conaecti- 
eut, and a l>enefactor or Harvard college ; he 
founded grammar schools in New-Haven and 
Hartford, Conn., and died in 1657. 

HOPKINS, Samuel, minister of West Sprhig- 
field, Mass^ died in. 1755. much esteemed. 

HOPKINS, Stephen, LL. D.. chief justice 
ftnd governor of the colony of Rhode Island, a 
member of Congress in 1776, and a signer of 
the declaration of Independence : he died in 
1785. 

HOPKINSON, Francis, a member of con- 
gress, from New- Jersey^ and a signer of the 
decUiration of Independence;^ he was after; 
wards a judse of the district court of the Uni- 
ted Slates, for Pennsylvania, and died in 1791, 
He was distinguished also as a popular writer, 
and as a poet. 

HOPPNER, John, R. A., an eminent English 
pprtrail painter, and translator of " Oriental 
Tales*' into English verse (1805), was born 1759, 
and died in Cliarles-street, St. James' square, in

HOPTON. Ralph, lord, an English officer,' 
listini^ished for his valour, particularly durinr 
lie civil .wars ; ho died in 1653.

Ib«diedinl709. 

nO&APOLLO, or HORUS APOLLO, % cele- 



brated grammarian, of Egypt, flourished abotkt 
A. D. 380. There are extant under his name 
two books "Concerning the Hieroglyphics of 
the Egyptians.'* 

HORATII, three Roman brothers, wh« 
fought and conquered the tliree Curiatii of Alba, 
667 B. C. 

HORATIUS, Codes, a renowned Roman 
knight, who saved the city by his noble defence 
of a wooden bridge, attacked by Porsenna. 
While he and two associates opposed the enemy 
at the entrance, he desired his fellow-citizens to 
cut away the bridge behind him ; this being exe- 
cuted, he fell into the Ty her; but, though wound- 
ed, and oppressed by heavy armour, lie gained 
the shore. He flourished 500 B. C. 

HORATIUS, auinlusFlaccus, or Horace, an 
ancient Roman lyric and satiric poet, who flour- 
ished in the age of Augustus, was bom at Venu- 
sium, about 65 B. C. His poetical talents soon 
made him known to some of the greatest men in 
Rome. Virgil, as he has told us, was the first who 
recommended him to Hecenas ; and this cele- 
brated p^ron of literature and learned men greihr 
fond of him, that he became a suitor for him 
to Augustus, and got his esute (which bad been 
forfeited) to be restored. Augustus was higiily 
taken with his great merit and aildress; admitted 
him to a close familiarity with him in his private 
hours, and afterwards made him no small olTcrs 
of preferment The poet had the greatness of 
mind to refuse.them all ; the life be loved best, 
and lived as much as he could, was the very re- 
verse of a court life ; a life of retirement and 
study, free from the noise and hurry of ambition. 
He died about 8 B. C. 

HORMAN, William, a native of Salisbury, 
distinguished as a divine and as a botanist, died 
in 1535. 

HORMISDAS, a pope of Rome, In 514, died 
in 533, and was afterwards canonized. 

HORMISDAS IL, succeeded his father as 
king of Persia, in 578. His subjects revolted un- 
der his general, Varanes, who defeated hiin, and 
deprived him of sight. He died in 500. 

HORNE,GeorEe,,biabopof Norwich, born at 
Otham, in Kent, in 1730, and died in 1792. This 
divine united, in a remarkable degree, depth of 
learning, brightness of imagination, sanctity of 
manners, and sweetness ol temper. Four vo- 
lumes of his incomparable ** Sermops" are pub- 
lished. His " Commentary on the Psalms," iuS 
vols. 4to, ** will (as the writer of his epitaph ex- 
presses it) continue to be a companion to the 
closet, till the devotion of earth shall end in Uie 
hallelujahs of heaven." Dr. Home also wrote la 
celebrated piece of irony, in reply to Adam 
Smith's Sketch of David Hume's Life. 

HORNECK,Dr. Anthony, an eminent Eng-- 
lish divine, burn in the Lower Pahitinate, in 
1641, died in 1696. 

HORNER, Francis, an English lawyer, and « 
member of parliament, of some distinction, died 
In 1817. 

HORNIUS, George, professor of history in the 
university of Leyden, died in 1670. 

HORNSBY, Thombs, D. D., bora in 1734, and 
died in 1810, at the Observatory, In the univer- 
sity of Oxford. He was Savilian professor of as- 
tronomy, professor of natural philosophy, re^er 
in experimental philosophy, and librarian to the 
Radclifl'e library ; and his long and eminent ser- 
vices in tlie cause of science, and successful la- 
bours in completing the astronomical arrange- 
ments at the Observatory, will ever be riooett* 
bered with gnuitode by the uuiyersity.

.'In 1743. 

HOCTLIERES, Antoinette de la Garde dea, a 
French lady, distinguisbed as a poetess and dra- 
matic writer ; she died in 1694. iler daufb-

HOUSEMAN, Cornelius, a celebrated land- 
painter, of Antwerp, died in 1737. 

aOUSEMAN, James, an eminent portrait 
and historical painter, of Antwerp, died in 1696.

HOUSTON, William, M. D., an eminent En- 
dish physician, pupil.to Boerbaave,'died in tlie 
West Indies, in 17J3. 

HOUSTON, John, a distinguished advocate 
for the revolution, was a member of congress 
in 1775, afterwards a Judge of the' supreme 
court, and governor of the state of Georgia ; 
he died \a 1796. 

HOUTEVILLE,-Claude Francis, a native of 
Paris, who wroti$#in admirable work, called 
** La Verite de la Religicm Chretienne prouvee 
par les Faits," died in 1742, aged 54. 

HOVEDRN, Roger de, an early English his- 
torian, whose annals commenced where those 
of Bede terminated ; be lived in the age of Hen- 
ly II. 

HO VET, Ivory, minister of Plymouth, Mass. 
He left a journal which contained about 7,000 
octavo pages, and died in 1803. 

now, William, an officer in the royal army, 
during the civil wars in England, afterwards a 
physician and botanist of diwinction in London 
be died in 1656. 

HOWARQ, Charles, e&rl of Nottingham, an 
Intrepid English admiral, commander-in-chief 
at the defeat of the Spanish Armada, bom i^ 
1536, died in 1624. 

HOWARD, Sir Robert, an Bnglijih historian 
and dramatic poet, died about lOw. Theris was 
one Edward Howard, esq., likewise h descend- 
ant of the same family, who exposed himself to 
4he satirists by writing bad plays. 

HOWARD, Henry, eari of Surrey, a brave 
ceneral and esteemed po^ bom in 1530, was 
oebeaded on a suspicion of his designing to wed 
the princess Mary, and thereby aspiring to the 
crown. 

HOWARD, Thomas, earl of Surrey, and 
duke of Norfolk, lord high admiral of England, 
in the reign of Henry VIIL, distinguished for 
his services as a naval officer, and as a soldier, at 
the battle of Floddenfield, and afterwards as 
vicerov of Ireland ; he narrowly escaped the 
capricious tyranny of that prince, and died in 
1554. 

HOWARD, Edward, a br«ve and celebrated 
EngUsh admiral, brother to the preceding, was 
killed in an action With a French ship, in 1514. 

HOWARD, John, was bom at Hackney, in 
Middlesex, in the year 1736, and put apprentice 
to Mr. Nathanid Newnham, a wholesale gro- 
cer, in Watling-street. His constitution was 
thought very weak, and his health appeared to 
have been injured by the necessary duties of his 
apprenticeship ; at the expiration of it, there- 
fore, ho took an apartment in a lodging-house, 
In Stoke, Newington, kept by a Mrs. Sarah 
Lardeau, a widow, by whom he was nursed 
with the utmost care and attention. At length 
be became so fond of his landlady, that they 
were privately married, about the year 1753. 
Bhe was possessed of a small fortuhe, which he 
presented to her sister. This wife, ho'vover 
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tlonate mourner for her death. About tins iime, 
it is believed, he was elected F. R. S., and, with 
an intention of visiting Lisbon after the eartit- 
quakc, he at midsummer, 1756, set sail on boaid 
the Hanover packet, which was taken by a 
French privateer ; and he behaved with so much 
hauteur, so much a TAnglois to the captain of 
tiie privateer, as might probably be the cause of 
his suffering so severely as it appears he did, bnd 
'* perhaps what he suffered on this occasion 
increased (if it did not first call forth) his sym- 
pathy with the unhappy people." He after- 
wards, it is believed, made the tour of Italy; 
and at bis return, settled at Brokenhurst, a re- 
tired and pleasant villa in the New Forest, near 
Lymington, in Hampshire; having, -April 35. 
1758, married Harriet, only daughter of Edward 
Leeds, esq., of Croxton, in Cambridgeshire. 
Mrs. H. died in 1765, in childbed. After the 
death of his second wife, he left Lymington, 
and purchased an estate at Cardington, near 
Bedford, where he very much conciliated tbe 
esteem of the pour, by employing them, build- 
ing cottages for them. &c. In 1773, he served 
the office of sheriff of the county of Bedford. 
This office, as he observes, brought " the dis- 
tress of prisoners more immediately under his 
notice ;'* and with a view to its alleviation, ho 
began bis labours by " visiting most of the 
county jails in England," and afterwards " the 
hrldewells, houses of correction, city and town 
jails," where he found " multitudes, both of 
felons and debtors, dying of the jail fever and 
the small-pox." Upon this subject he was ex- 
amined in the bouse of commons, in March, 
1774, when " he had tbe honour of their 
thanks." This encouraged him to proceed ia 
his design : he travelled again and again tlirnu^b 
Great Britain and Ireland, and also into Fi anc'*, 
Flanders, Holland, Germany, and SwJtzerla'id ; 
and published " Tt^e State of the Prisf>ns in 
England and Wales, with preliminary observa- 
tions, and an account of some foreign prisons, 
1777." in 1780, he puUished an Appendix to 
this Account, in which lie extended the narra- 
tive of his travels to Italy, and gave some ob- 
servations on the management of 'prisoners of 
1 nd the bulks on the Thames. This Ap> 
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he republished, in 1784 ; which publicb- 
icluded also an account of his visit to 
irk, Sweden, Russia, Poland, Portugal, 
pain. By this time his character for a>> 
t nevolence had engaged the public atten- 

t._._, _nd it was proposed that a subscriptioi 
should beset on foot, to erect a statue to his ho 
nour. This idea was so well received, that in 
15 or 16 months, 615 persons subscribed 1533/. 
13s. 6d. ; but some of those who knew Mr. How- 
ard best never concurred in the scheme, being 
well assured tliat he would never countenance 
nor accede to it : and the event justified their 
conduct; for*the language that he held upon 
the subject, when first advised of it, was, " Have 
not I one friend in England that would put a 
stop to such a proceeding?" In consequence 
of two letters from Mr. Howard himself to 
the subscribers, tbe design was laid aside. In 
1789, Mr. ,H. published " An Account of the 
principal Lazarettos in Europe, with various 
papers relative to the plague, together with 
further Observations on some Foreign Prisorw* 
and Hospitals, and additional Remarks on tbe 
present State of those in Great Britain and Ire 
land," with a grt^at number of curious plates

8iiit his country, for the purpose of revisiting

extending his tour in the East On this tour, 
however, he fell a victim to his humanity ; for, 
having visited a young lady atCherson, sick of 
an epidemic fever, for the purpose of adminis- 
tering some medical assistance, he caught the 
distemper himself, and was carried oir in 13^ 
days, Jan. 20, 1790. The name of Howard will 
live in the remembrance of those who bare 
been rescued, by his exertions, from the gloomy 
iMirrow of confinement, which might otherwise 
have been unlimited; alleviated in the pangs of 
diseai^e, which might have been irremediable ; 
and comlorted in the still more agonizing re- 
proacitcs of conscious guilt, which would inevi- 
tably have terminated in destruction. A statue 
to Mr. Howard's memory has been erected in 
St. Paul's cathedral. 

HOWARD, Francis, earl of Effingham, go- 
vernor of the colony of Virginia, in wSi. After 
an unpopular administration of five years, he 
returned to England, and died in 1700. 

HOWARD, Simeon, D. D., minister In Bos- 
ton ; he took a deep interest in the American 
revolution, and died in 1804. 

HOWARD, Benjamin, a member of congress, 
from Kentucky, afterwards governor of the ter- 
ritory of Cpper Louisiana, was a brigadier^ge- 
neral in the army of the United States, during 
tile last war ; he died in 1814. 

HOWE, John, an English non-conformist di- 
vine, eminent for his learning, moderatimi, and 
groat virtues ; he died in 1705. 

HOWE, John, an English statesman, and 
member of parliament, was a privy counselior, 
in the reign of Anne. He died in 1781. 

HOWE, Richard, earl, a famous British ad- 
miral, born in 1725. At 14 he entered the na- 
vv : and at the earlv age of SO was appointed 
captain of the Baltunore sloop, in which he 
attacked two French frigate^ of ^ guns each, 
and obliged them to sheer ofC. Our limits pre- 
vent us ^om tracing this brave man through all 
his exploits; but,!;«ing presented to the King, 
by lord T.»ice. after the memorable victory 
o«^.-: l;onflans, in 1759, his majesty said, *' My 
lord Howe, your life has been one continued se- 
ries of services lo your country.** In brief, we 
may say the same thins of the latter period of 
bis existence. In 1782 he was sent tu the reli ef 
of Gibraltar, a service which he performed in 
the most admirable manner «a the sight of the 
hostile fleet, which he in vain challenged to bat- 
tle. In 1793, bis lordship took the command of 
the channel fleet ; and in 1794, totally vanquish- 
ed one of the most powerful fleets tint France 
had ever equipped for sea, and brought home 
•even ships of the line, besides smaller vessels. 
On this glorious occasion their majesties, with 
three of the princesses, paid him a visiton board 
his ship, at Spithead ; when the king presented 
bim with a magnificent sword, enriched with 
diamonds, a gold chain, and a medal ; and the 
thanks of both bouses of parliament, the free- 
dom of London, and the universal acclamations 
of the nation, followed these acknowledgments 
of the sovereigir. Eari Howe died In 17^, and 
ft handsome monument is erected to bis 
ry, in St PauPs cathedral.

HUGH CAPET, count of Paris and Orleans, 
was raised to the throne of Franee by bis me- 
rits and courage, in 987, and thus became the 
bead of the third race of the French monarchy ; 
be died in 896. 

HUGHES, John, an English poet, dramatic 
author, and essayjpt, bora at Marlborough, In 
tgrit died in 1720. His last worlc was** The 
Siege of Damascus,** a tragedy, which is still 
•ccasionally acted. Several papers in the ** Tat^ 
tiers,** ** Spectators,** and ** Guardians,** were 
i written by him. 

HUGHES, Jabex, Tounger brother of the pre- 
ceding, distinguished as a scholar, and fts a 
translator from the Latin and Spanish ; be died 
In 1731. 

HUGHES, Jabex, of Cambridge, known as the 
editor of Chrysostom's Ueatise on the Priesthood; 
be died in 171S. 

HUGO, of Olttni, abbot of Clunl, and a saiht 
of the Romish calendar, died in 16U9. 



HUGO, Herman, a learned Jesuit, who wrote 
on meuuhysical subjects, and was also distin- 
guished in bis time as a poet, was bora at Brus- 
sels, in ISSa, and died of the plague, at Rhim- 
berv. in 1039. 

HUGO, Charles Lewis, a French and Latin 
Writer, abbot of Etival, and titular bishop of 
Ptolemais ; he died in 1735. 

HUOTENBUR6H, John Van, an eminent 
Dutch painter, died In 1733. His brother, James, 
was a landscape painter of reputation. He died 
In 1606. 

HULDRIC, John James, professor of law, at 
Zurich, where he died in 1731. 

HULL, Thomas, a respectable actor and dra- 
matic writer, and founds of the theatrical fund 
for the relief of distressed actors and actresses, 
was bred to the practice of physic, but quitted 
that profession for the stage, of which he died 
the fbther, at tlie age of 8b, in 1806. 

HULMB, Nathaniel, an JSnglish physician of 
reputation, and author of several essays on me- 
dical subjects : he died in ld07. 

HULSEMANN, John a Lutheran divine, 
professor of divinity at Ueipsic, and a tbeolo- 
fficml writer ; he died in 1601. 

HUL8IUS, Anthony, a distinguished oriental 
•cholar, and professor of divinity at Leyden ; 
be died in ]6». 

HULSIUS, Henry, a theological writer, and 
professor at Douisburgb, where be died, in 1721. 
HUL8T, Peter Van der, an excellent painter of 
Animals, a native oTDort; he djed in 1708. 

HUME, David, a celebrated philosopher and 
historian, born at Edinburgh, In 1711, and died 
in 1776. His " Essays,** and " History of Eng 
land,** are so weU known, as scarcely to need 
mention. The latter has, undoubtedly, the pre- 
forence, in the public mind, over every other 
•xtant. The former are very strongly tinctured 
flriiblnidtliqr. | 



Putnam, Greene, and Washiufton ; afterwards, 
amhsssadOf from the United States to Lisbon, 
and minister plenipotentiary to Spain ; he died 
at New-Haven, in ISVB. He rendered essential 
service to his country, by his poetical and pa- 
triotic writings, which were read and admired, 
both here and in Europe ; also, by the introduc- 
tion. Into the United States, of a valuable breed 
of fine-wooled sheep, from Spain. 

HUNNERIC, king of the African Vandals, 
known for bis severe persecution of the Chris- 
tians, died in 484. 

HUNNIADES, John Corvinus, a general of 
the Hunculan armies in the 13th century, and 
was distinxuished for his bravery, and hit great 
su^cem in the wars with the Turks ; be died in 
1456. lamented by the pope, by the Christians, 
and even by the infidels. 

HUNNIUS, GUes, a distinguished Lutheran 
divine, professor of divinity at Marpurg, and 
afterwards at Witteroberg ; be died in 1GU3. 

HUNT, Walter, an English carmelite, known 
fbr his opposition to the union between the 
Greek and Latin churches; he died in 1470. 

HUNT, Jeremiah, D. D., an English clergy- 
man and the<riogical writer, died in 1744. 

HUNTER, Robert, author of the celebrated 
** Letter on Enthusiasm,*' which has been as- 
cribed to Swift, and still more commonly to tba 



Ue wrote also a farce, 
' and died goTernor of Ja- 



eari of Shaftesbury, 
called ** Androboros,** 
maiea, In 1734. 

HUNTER, WiUiam, M. D., a most celebrated 
English physician and anatomist, born in 17f8, 
died in 1781 The most splendid of Dr. Hunter's 
medical publications is, *' The Anatomy of the 
Human Gravid Uterus.** His Anatomical Mu- 
seum was the most complete of all the private 
ones in Europe, and was collected by him at the 
expense of upwards of 20,0001. 

HUNTER, John, youneW brother of the pre- 
ceding, t very eminent ISnglteh surgeon, and 
anatomical writer, born in 1738^ died suddenly 
in 1793.- At the age of 90 he began, as assistant 
to his brother, the career that ended in bis be- 
eomingt both in theory and practice, the first 
surgeon in the world. His anatomical researches 
wera various, persevering, and successful : wiih 
[the ofllce, use, situation, or communication, of 
the several parts of the haiuan structure, no 
man was better acquainted ; and his numerous 
writings may be considered as a basis on which 
the whol^iart of physic may securely rest. Mr. 
Hunter*s most valuable treatises may be found 
in the " Philosophical Transactions,*' from the 
63d to the 82d volumes. 

HUNTER, Anne, widow of Bfr. John Hunter, 
the anatomist, was distinguished as the author 
of several beautiful poems, and as the intimate 
friend of the celebrated Mrs. Elixabetb Carter ; 
she died in 1802. 

HUNTER, Dr. Henry, an eminent presby 
terian divine, equally admired for his pulpit elo- 
quence, and beloved for his benevolence, was 
born at Culross, in Perthshire, in 1741, and died 
at Bristtri, in 1803. His works are numerous, 
but the most important are translations. His 
principal original pi^blication Is a course of scr * 
mons, in 6 vols. 8vo., entitled " Sacred Biogra 
phy.*' The most distingulabed of his transit- 
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•tion« we, "St Pktr/e't Studies of Mature;* 
" Sonnini'i Travels in Egypt ;" '* Sauriu's Ser- 
mons;** and ibe ** Physiognomical Essays of 
Lavater." 

HaNTINGDON, Selinm, countess dowager 
of, daughter of Washington, earl Ferrers, was 
born ill 1707, married in 1796, Thcophilus earJ 
Huntingdon, by whom stie had issue four sons 
and three daiiglit«r8, and died in ITUl. Her 
ladyship had been a widow 45 years ; and her 
great religious concerns, as head of a very nu 
merous sect in Great Britain and [reland,sbe left 
by will in the hands of comnUttees for man- 
aging them in both kingdoms. Her rcllgiouK 
principles have been long since known ; and 
her unbounded benevolence bore the best testi- 
mony of the purity of her intentions ; having, 
in the course of her life, expended above 1(W,00U/. 
in public and private acts of charity. 

HUNTINGTON, Henry of, an EngHsh chro- 
nicler of the 12th century ; he wrote a histor>- 
of England from the earliest accounts to thi: 
death of king Pttplien. 

HUNTINGTON, Robert, a learned Englisli 
divine, and writer of travels, boru in 1636, died 
In 1701. 

• HUNTINGTON, Joseph, D. D., minister of 
Coventry, Ct»nn», author iif" Calvinism Improv- 
ed," whicli was answered by Dr. Suong, of 
Bradford, Conn. ; he died in 1795. 

HUNTINGTON, Samuel, an eminent lawyer 
of Connecticut, was a member of congress from 
that state, in 1776, and a signer of the declara- 
tion of Independence ; afterwards a judge and 
chief justice of the supre/ne court, and lieuten- 
ant governor of the state ; he died in 1796. 

HUNTU^GTON, Samuel, a native of Con- 
Bectieutj rdmoved to Ohio, in 1801, and wat^ 
afterwards, chief justice of the supreme court, 
and ffuveriior of that state; he died in 1817. 

HUNTINGTON, Jedediah, a general, and a 
distinguished officer in the American army, 
during the revolution, afterwards treasurer of 
the state of Connecticut, and collector of tlie 
customs for tlie port of New-London ; he died 
in 1818. 

HUNTORST. Gerard, out of the best Dutch 
painters of the I6th century. 

HURD, Dr. Richard, bishop of Worcester. 
His " Dialogues on Chivalry and Romance," 
*' Sermons at Lincoln*8 Inn Chapel,** and ** Life) 
and Works of Binhop Warburton,** are his 
principal literary productions. In 1783, on tiie 
death of archbisimp Cornwallis, Dr. Hurd, who 
hid been prHceptor lo the prince of Wales and 
the duke of York, wiis offered the primacy ; but 
requested of the king permission ro decline it. 
He died in 1806, in the 89tli year of his age. 

HURDIS, Dr. James, a learned divide, and a 
very pleasing poet, born at Bishopstone, Sussex, 
In 17H3, died at Buckland, in Berkshire, in 1801. 



Dr. Hurdis was poetry professor in the univer- 
sity of Oxford. His principal poems are, " Tliej 
Village Curate," "The Favourite Village,*' 
'* Sir Thomas More," a tragedy, and ** Adria 
no ; or, The Pint of June.** He al«>o published 
" Twelve Dissertations on the Nature and Occa- 
sion of Psalm and Prophecy." 

HURE, Charles, a French divine, was pro- 
f«>S8or of languages in the miiversity of Paris, 
and afterwards principal of the coll^ of Ben- 
con rt. He wrote a Dictionary of the Bible, ftc, 
and died <n 1717.

HUSSEY, Giles, a most ingenious Engltsfe 
portrait painter, In 1710, died suddenly, wbil«

noble painting, which adorns the large room at 
the Swclcty of Arts in the AdelphI, has thought 
Mr. Uussey entitled to an eminent place in his 
Elysium, and has introduced him behind Phi- 
dias ; observing, that bis abilites were calculated 
to have raised his country to an immortal repu 
tation (but for tlio professloual euvy and ran- 
cour of a wretched cabal), and that he appeared 
no less amiable as a man, than be v^'as admira* 
bte as an artist. 

HUTCHESON, Dr. Ffanefs, a very fine writar 
on moral philosophy, and an excellent man, 
bom in Ireland, In 1694, died in 174X Hit 
"Moral PhikMophy*' was published at Glasgow 
in 1755. 

HUICHINS, John, author of the history, 

and antiuiiities of Dorsetshire ; be died in 1773. 

HUTCHINS, Thomas, giHigrapber general 

of the Uiiitid Siates ; he publiHhr.d several maps, 

and died at Pittsburgh, in 1789. 

HUTCHINSON, Ann, an artful woman in 
Massachusetu, whose religious opinions were 
heretical, and which were cond«nned by a coun- 
cii of ministers: she was banished fum the co^ 
lony, and was murdered by the ludkms, west of 
New- Haven, in 1G43. 

HUTCHINSON, Thomas, governor of Massa- 
chui^etts, odious for his arbitrary conduct In 
bis office ; he published a History of tiie Ciilony 
of Matisachusettii, Itc., and died hi England, 
in 1760. 

HUTCHINSON, John, an English pbik)60- 
phicai and critical author, celebraK'd as the op- 
ponent of Dr. Woodward in natural history, aiid 
of Sir Isaac Newum in philosophy; be was bora 
in Yoikshire, in 1674, and died in 1737. 

HUTCHINSON, John Heiy, a celebrated 
Irish lawyer and statesman ; not a liule remark 
able for his avidity after lucrative offices. Be- 
ing at oi|e and the same time a privy- counseltor, 
reversionary secretary Estate, mtjor of the 4tli 
regiment of horse, provost of Trinity College, 
Dubrin, and searcher, packer, and gauger of the 
port of Strangford. A late British miniMer, lord 
North, made the following remark on him : " if 
England and Ireland were given to this man, lie 
would solicit the Isle of Man for a potato gar- 
den.'* Mr. Hutchinson was boru in 1715, and 
died in 1794. 

HUTTEN, ITlric de. a satirical writer, of 
Gennany, distinguished for his zeal in suf>port 
of the reformation, his hostility to the church 
of Rome, and the eccentricity and profligacy of 
his private life ; he died on an Island in the lake 
of Zurich, in 1538. 

HUTTEN, Jacob, a native of Bileshi^ foundei 
of an anabaptist sect, called tbe Moravian breth- 
ren ; the time of his death Is not known, although 
it is said, be was burnt as a heretic. 

KUTTER, Elias, a prot^ant divine, distin- 
guished as a learned orientalist ; 1m died at Na- 
remburg. in 1603. 

HUTTER, Leonard, a learned Gerroaa di- 
vine, professor of theology, at Wittemberg, and 
rector of tbe universKy there ; be died in 161A. 
BUTTON, Mauhew, professor of divinity in

and martyr, bom in Bohemia, In 1376. He was [archbishop of York ; he died la 1605.

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mingliam, and author of various other works, 
was born at Derby, in 1733, and died at Ben 
Btttt*i Hill, near BirmingtMint in 1815, aged 93. 

HUXHAH, Dr., an Englisli physician, wtio 
made some improvements in medicmei wliich 
still bear his naitie ; he died in 1783. 

UU YGENS, Ckinstantine, secretary to the 
prince of Orange, and pree«dent of his council^ 
vas (he authoi of 14 books of Latin poiems, Ate. 
Be died in 1687. 

IIU YGENS, Christian, a very celebrated Dutch 
mathematician and astronomer, -bom at tlie 
fiague, in 1G39, and died in 1895. 

RUYSaM, Justus Van, an eminent Dutch 
painter, born at Anuterdanit ^^ >■> ^"^^^ 

HUirSUM, John Van, son of the preceding, 
was also distinguished as a painter; as were 
his two brothers. He died in 17^. 

M YOB, Edward, eari of Clarendon, and chan- 
cellor of England, burn in Dinton, in Wiltshire, 
in 1008, and died in 1674. His name is immor- 
talized by his " Histoid of the Rebellion,** in 
the time of Cliarles I. He was afterwards, how- 
ever, impeached of high treason, and fled tc 
France, where he died. 

HYDE, Henry, eart of Clarendon, ion to 
the chancellor, bora in 1638, died in 1709. His 
** State Letters,** during his government of Ire- 
land, and his " Diary,^* for the years 1887 to 
1690, were pubjished in 1763, from the Claren- 
don press, in Ozfora. 

HYDE, Dr. Thomas, an eminent divine, and 
professor of the oriental languages, bom ip 
1636. He published, beside other thinp, ** A 
catalogue of the books in the Bodleian library ;** 
" De Ludis orientalibus libro duo,*' a work 
which is held, at present, in very high esteem ; 
and "JThe teligion of the ancient Persians,'* a 
work of profound and various erudition, aboupd- 
ing with many new lights, on the moat curious 
and interesting subJecUi. He died in 1703. 

HYDE, Lawrence, viscount Hyde, and earl of 
Rochester, was the second son of the chancellor, 
and was always employed about the court, either 
as a member of the cabinet, or as an ambassador 
abroad. He died in 1711 , with the reputation of 
an able statesman. 

H YDB,Edward, waslieutenant governor, and 
governor of the colony of North Carolina: he 
died in 1713. 

HYOER-ALI-KHAN,an Asiatic prince, son 
of the kin| of Mysore, and himself sovereign 
of Suba of Servia, was dlMingutshed fiar his 
Intrepidity, and for his hostility to the Euro- 
peans, whom he considered as intruders in the 
country, aud whom he invariably opposed ; be 
died in 1783, and was succeeded by his son, 
Tippoo Saib. 

H VGINl/S, Caius Julius, the freedman of An 
fustus, was the author of several Latin works. 

HVGINUS, a philosopher, of Athens, was 
pope of Rome in 153; he sulTered martyrdom, 
and was canonized. 

HYLL, Albayn, an Eqglish pbjrslcian aM 
medical writer, died at Londonf, fn 1559. 

HYP ATI A, a most beautiful, virtuous, and 
learned lady of antiquitv, daughter of Theon, 
who governed the Platonic school at Alexandria, 
the place of her birth and education, in the la^ 
ter part of the 4th century. Socrates tells us, 
thai Hypatii " arrived at such a pitch of learn- 
ing, as very far to exceed all the phnosophersof 
her time." But our notions of Hypatia will be 
prodigiously heightened, when we consider her 
succeeding her nther, as she actually did, fu the 
government of the Aleitandrian wcbwA : teach 
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ing out Of* tliat chair, wnure Am .lO.ii.is, l»ir?«>- 
des, and many great and Ci^eoraeU irhiiuaa- 
phers had taught; and this at a tiinu uk>, wiion 
men of iaime:ise learning Hbuuiidoil, boiii at 
Alexandria, and in n>any otiier parts of the Ro- 
man enipire. She was murdered, A. D 413. 

HYPERIDES) a disciple of Flaio, who pro- 
cured the banishment of Demosthenes from 
Athens ; he was put to death by Antipaier, 3^ 
B.C. 

HYPERTUS. Andrew Gerard, a divine, who 
embraced the doctrines of the reformation, and 
was divinity professor at Marpurg, died in 15fVl. 

HYPSICLES, a mathematician, of Alexan* 
dria, under Marcus Aurelius. 

H YRCANUS, John, prince and hi|;h- priest of 
the Jews, after his father. He restored his nation 
to independence, from the power of Antiochus, 
king of Syria, and died 1Q6 B. C. He was suc^ 
ceeded by his son of the same name, who di^ 
30B. C. 

HYWELL, ap Owain, a prince of North 
Wales; hedicdintnL. 

HYWBtiL, ap Morgan, a prince of Glamor- 
gan, in Wales, died in 1043, aged 130. 

HYWELL, Dda, or Good, a legislator of 
Wales, died in 94&

IBEK, an Arabian author, who died in 1348. 

IBRAHIM IMAM, a Mahometan chief priest, 
murdered by the caliph Marvan, in 748. 

IBRAHIM, son of Massoud, was the eighth 
caliph of the race of the Gaznevldes; he died 
in 1096. 

IBRAHIM, brother of Haroun Raschid, was 
made caliph of Bagdad in 8lt, and died in 859.

IGNATIUS, aumamed TheophraatUB, biabop 
of Antiocb, bom in Syria, and educated under 
the apoetle and evangeUst, St. Jobn. He was

His epistJes 
are very interesting remains of ecctesiastical

INCHOFER, Melchior, a German Jesuit

INDULPHUS, ft Scotch king, said to be the 
77th since the foundation of that monarchy. 

INGENHOUZ, Dr. John, an eminent natu- 
ral phikMopher, who happily applied his chymi- 
cal discoveries to the purposes of medical and 
•gricultniml improvements. Biany of his dis 
qoisitions will be found la the Phllosopliical 
Transacttonv of London, voL 65 to 78. He was 
bora at Breda, but was latterly resident In Eng- 
land, and died at Bowood park, the seat of the 
marquis of Lansdowne. in 1799.

INNOCENT ni., Lothaire ContI, elevated 
to the popedom. In 1198. He persecuted the 
Albigenses, and raised the papal authority to 
Its greatest height He died in 1216. 

INNOCENT IV., Sinibaldi de Fiesque, cai^ 
dinal, was elected pope in 1243, and was the 
first who invested the cardinals with a red hat, 
I a mark of dignity. He died in 1S54. 
INNOCENT v., Peter de Taramaise, arch 
bishop of Lyons, was made pope in 1276, and 
died the same year. 

INNOCENT VI., Stephen Albert, bishop of 
Ostia, was elected pope in 1352, and died in 1368. 
INNOCENT VU., Come de MelioraU, was 
elected pope In 1404, and died in 1406. * 

INNOCENT VIII., Jobn Baptist Ciho, a no- 
ble Genoese, was elected pope in M84, and died 
in 1498. 

INNOCENT IX., John Anthony Facchinettl. 
an Italian, was elected pope in 1501, And diea 
two months after. 

INNOCENT X., John Baptist Pampbill, was 
elected pope in 1644. He published a bull against 
the Jansenists, and died In 1655. 

INNOCENT XL, Benedict Odescalchi. an 
Italian, was elected pope In 1676, and died in 
1689. 

INNOCENT Xn., Anthony PlgnatelU. a Nca 
politan, elected pope in 1691; he condemned Fen 
elon*s Maxims of the Saints,.and 'died In 1700. 
INNOCENT Xnr., Michael Angdo ContI, 
ft native of Rome, and the eighth pope of the 
(kmiiy, was elected in 1721, and died in 1784. 

INSTITOR, Henry, a Dominican, Icquisitor- 
general of Mayence, Treves, and Cologne, and 
author of some works. 

INTAPHERNES, one of the seven nobles of 
Persia, who conspired against the usurper, 
Smerdii, 581 B. C. 

INTERIAN DE AYALA. John, a Spaniard, 
author of some poems, died in 1770. 

INVEGES, Augustino, a Sicilian historian, 
and antiquary, of the order of the Jesuits, died 
in 1677. 
IRELANP,Samnel,agentleroan.bred,Wc have 
been told, to trade ; but, endowed with a tutn 
to science and literature, he soon distinguished 
himself as the draftsman, engraver and illus- . 
trator of several elegant and esteemed works ; 
among which were, "A Picturesque Tour 
through Holland, Brabatit, and part of France, 
in 1789 ;*» " Picturesque Views on the River 
Thames, and on the Medway ;** " Graphic II- 
histratiohs of Hogarth ;*' ** Picturesque Views 
of the Severn and Avon ;** and " Pictnreaqua 
Views, with an Historical Account, of the Inns 



of Court in London and Westminster.* 
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ISifiUSf a celebrated Greek orator, and im^ 
dre of Chalcia, in Sjrria, the scholar of Lysiaa. 
and preceptor of Demoethenes. He flourished 
396 years before Christ, and was the first who 
applied eloquence to state affairs, In which be 
was followed by his scholar Demosthenes. 

ISAIAH, the greatest of the prophete, was of 
the lineage of David. He prophesieil from 735 
to 681 B.C., tiitd is said to have been cut in two 
with a wooden saw, by the cruel king Manasseh. 

1SDE6ERDES, king of Peraia, was valiant, 
but cruel. He persecuted the Chrtstiaos, and 
died in 490. 

I3ELIN, James Christopher, was professcnr 
of divinity at Uasil, where he died in 1737. 

ISHMAEL, son of Abraham, by Hagar, 1910 
B. C. He was the progenitor of the Arabians. 

ISHMAEL I., sophy of Persia, was distin- 
guished for his valour and wisdom, and died la 
1523. 

ISHMAEL II., sophy of Persik, murdered hii 
eight brothers, and at last was poisoned by hie 
own sister, m 15?9. 

ISIDORE, of Alexandria, placed over a mo- 
nastery, by Ailianasius, died in 403. 

ISIDORE, St., surnamcd Pelusiota,orDaciate, 
from his retiring into a solitude near the town 
which bears both these names, was the most 
celebrated of the disciples of John Chrysostom. 
He died about 440; and we have remaining 
3012 of his letters, in five books. 

ISIDORE, of Cordova, was bishop of Cordo- 
va, in the age of Honorius. 

ISIDORE, of SeviUe. a bishop of that city, 
was called the doctor of the age ; he died in 63a 

ISIDORUS, of Charax, a Greek author, 300 

ISINGRINIUS, Michael, an eminent printer, 
|of Basil, of the 16th ce^ury. 

ISM EN IAS, a Tlieban general, who reAised 
to kneel before a Persian king. 

ISOCRATES, a Greek orator, bom at Athens, 
in the first year of the 86lh Olympiad, L e. 436 
years before Christ, died at the age of 08. We 
have 21 orations of his composing. 

ISRAEL, Manasseh Ben, a learned rabbi, of 
the Low Countries, who offered CTromweli two 
hundred thousand pounds for permission to the 
Jews to settle in England. He died in 16:i7. 

ITTIGIUS. Thomas, a German divine, and 
professor of divinity at Leiiieic, died in 1710. 

rVES, or YVES, bishop of Chartres, In 1003, 
led a life of great piety ; he died in 1115, and waa 
canonized. 

IVETEAUX, Nicholas Vauquelin scimeur 
de, a French poet, and preceptor to Lewis XIII., 
when dauphin ; he died in 1649, after leading a 
licentious life. 

IWAN v., John Alexlowit«, succeeded to 
the throne of Russia in IG82. He was a weak 
prince, unworthy of a throne, and died in 1696. 

IWAN VI., of Brunswick Bevern, succeeded 
to the throne of Russia in 1740, at the age of 
three months. He was imprisoned, and at last 
pot to death, in 1746. 

IZAACKE, Richard, an Englishman, wrote 
the history of Oxford, and died in 1724. 



died June 11, 1800, (being the very day on which 
the concluding sheet of his last mentioned work 
W'^nt to preaa,) of a broken heart, as is believ- 
ed ; having buen mn9t illibernlly accused (with- 
out any proof) of being concerned in the forge- 
ry of the pretended Shakspeare MSS.; from 
wiiich his son, W. H. Ireland (the real fabrica- 
tor of that most ingenious literary impodlion,) 
in a confessional pamphlet, publicly and solemn- 
ly exculpated him. 

IRELAND, John, author of " Illustrations of 
Hr>:;Hrth,*' and " Life and Letters of Mr. John 
HenilKison,* the actor, was born near Wem, in 
Siinipsliire, and died in the vicinity of Birming- 
ha II in 1808. 

IREN^US, Saint, bishop of Lyon8,{n France, 
who wrote an elaborate work *^ against Here- 
sies,** part of which is still extant under his 
name. He suffered martyrdom in the 5tli per- 
secution of the Christians under Severus, A. D. 
203. 

I R ETON, Henry, son-in-law to Oliver Crom- 
well, and a brave general in his army, died in 
ViSl. 

IRCVISA, John, an Englishman, who trans- 
lated ttie " Polvchronicon," in 1387. 

IRNERIUS,* called also Wemerus, or Guar- 
nerus, a German lawyer of the 12tn century, 
wf>o was properly the restorer of the Roman 
law. He died in 1150. 

IRONSIDE, Gilbert, an Englishman, who, at 
the restoration, was made bishop of Bristol 
be died in 1671. 

IRVINE, William, a maJo^genera1 in the 
American army during the revolution, and af- 
terwards a member of congress, from Pennsyl- 
vania ; lie died in 1804. 

IRWIN, Eyies. was bom at Calcutta, of Irish 
parents, educated in England, and afterwards 
employed in a civil capacity, In the East. He 
was distinguished as a poet and miscellaneous 
writer, and died in 1817. 

ISAAC, son of Abraham and Sarah, was the 
flither of Esau, the progenitor of the Edomites, 
ftnd of Jacob, the ancestor of the Israelites. He 
died 1716 B. C. 

ISAAC, Angelus, Greek emperor, In 1185. 
He was imprisoned by his brother, and died in 
1204. 

ISAAC, Caro, a rabbi, of Spain, who retired 
to Jerusalem, and devoted himself to study and 
■olitude ; he died in the 16th century. 

ISAAC COM MENUS, Greek emperor, in 
1057. After a turbulent reign, he retired to a 
monastery, and died in 1061. 

ISAACSON. Henry, an Englishman ; he wrote 
ft valuable chronological work, and died in 1654. 
ISABELLA, daughter of Philip the Fair, 
king of France, was bom in 1292, and married 
to Edward II., of England. Her conduct was 
licentious, and she died In prison. 

ISABELLA, of Bavaria, married Charles VI., 
of France, in 1385, and died little lamented, in 
1435. 

ISABELLA, daughter of John IT., of Castile, 
married Ferdinand V., king of Arragon, In 
1469. She succeeded to the throne of Castile 
in 1474, and thus united the two kingdoms. 
Her reign Is remarkable for the discovery of 
Anipricn by Columbus. She died in 1504. 

ISAnnLLA, daughter of Alphonso, duke of 
Ca<:ibria, was married to John GaleazzoSforza, 
In 14^Xa'i.ldiedin 1.524. 

If^ARF.LLA, Hister of the king of Poland, 
tnarrioci John Zopoiha, king of Hungary, in 
ISiiJ, and died hi 155S. 



JAAPHAN, EbnTophail, an Arabian phi- 
losopher, cotemporary with Averroes, who 
died about 1198. He composed a philoeopM- 
col romance, entitled " The Life or History of 
Hal Ebn Yokdhan ;" in which he endeavoura 
to domonitnae, bow a man may, by the mart 
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ti|!ht of nature, attain the knowledge of things 
natural andsuperrmlural ; more particularly the 
knowledge of God, aud the afl'airs of" another 
life. 

JABLONSKI, Daniel Ernest, 9 popish divine, 
of Germany. He end*'uvo«red Ut reconcile th»: 
IjUtherans and Calvinists ; Wrote some disser- 
tations and other works, and died in 1741. 

JABLONSKI, Theodore, counsellor of the 
court of Pru.S8ia, was a man ol' extensive erudi- 
tion, and highly esteemed. His publications 
were numerous. 

JABLONSKI. Paul Ernest, professor of theo 
loey at Frankfort, the author of several learned 
wtirks ; he died in 1757. 

JABLONSKI, Cliarles Gnstavus, a German 
author, he died at Halle, in 1767. 

JACETItJS, Francis de Caianeis, professor 
of Platonic plijlosophy, at Florence, died in 
]552. 

JACHAIA, Ben Joseph, a Portuguese rabbi, 
Wrote a paraphrase on Daniel, and died in 

JACKSON, Thomas, an Rnelish divine, pre 
sident of Corpus Chrlsti college, Oxford, and a 
man of learning and piety -, he died in ICAO. 

JACKSON, Jolm, an English divine, theologt- 
enl and historical author, born in 1066, died in 
17(J3. His last and capital work was, " Chrono- 
logi«:al Antiquitit^s," 1752. 

JACKSON, Joseph, a letter- founder of distin- 
guished chiinence, born in 1733. In testimony 
of his abilities, let it suffice to mention, as ti\tkl- 
tera of difficulty and curiosity, the fac-simile 
types which he formed for Doomsday-Book, and 
the Alexandrian New Testament : and, as a pat- 
tern of the most perfect symmetry, the types 
With whieh Mr. Benstey printed the splendij 
edition of the Bible. pt«blislied by the late Mr. 
Jblacklin. Mr. Jackson died in 1792. 

JACKSON, Arthur, an ejected npn-conformist 
divine, wrote a commentary on the Bible, and 
died in I66ft. 

JACKSON, Cyrfl, D. D. an eminent divine, 
bom at Stamford, In 1746, and educated at Ox- 
ford. He was sub-preceptor to his present ma- 
jesty; in consequence, he was made dean of 
Christ-Ghurch, which he resigned In 1809. This 
elegant scholar declined the mitre, though the 
primacy of Ireland, as well as an Ekgn.-'h bishop- 
ric, lind been offered him. He died at Felpliam, 
Sussex, in 1819. 

JACKSON, Dr. William, brother of the pre 
ceding, was preliendaiy of Yt>rk, reglus profes- 
sor of Greek at Oxford, and bishop of Oxford 
be died in IBIL 

JACKSON, William, a musical composer of 
considerable eminence, and author of several itf 
^euious literary productiims in oiose aud verse, 
was b<irn at Exeter, iu 1730. His musical pro- 
ductions are too uumerous to be here detailed, 
aud too well known to require it. In 178-2, he 
published** Thirty Letters on various Subjects." 
In 1791, he publiiilied " Observations on the pre- 
•ent State of Music in Loudon ;" and in 1798, 
fte added another vohiine to his Letters, under 
the title of "The Pour Ages; With Essays on 
various Subjects.** Mr. Jackson was organist 
of the cathedral at Exeter ; aud, besides his mu- 
■ical talents, was an excellent painter; chiefly 
in the laudscai)e way. He died iu 1803. 

JACOB, son of Isaac aud Uebecca, obtained 
bb brother's birthrigiit, and went to Egypt, 
Where he died 1689 B. C, aged 147. 

JAtyOB, Ben Napthali, a famous Jew rabbi, 
to tbe 5lh century, and Invcator (with Ben Aaer) 
256 
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[of the |K)lnt8 In Hebrew to serve for vowels, and 
of the accents, to facilitate the reading of tliat 
language. 

JACOB, Ben Hnim, a rabbi, of the leth cen- 
tury, who rendered himself lamous- by thecoi- 
Icciion of the Masore, which is properly a cri- 
tique u|)on the books of the Bible, in order to 
settle the true reading. 

J A CO B, H enry ,v an Englishman, wrote again A 
the Brownists, and died in 1G21. 

JACOB, Henry, son of the preceding, waa an 
able Orientalist, and died in l(io2. 

JACOB, a Hungarian monk, of the 13th cen- 
tury, preached a crusade against the Saracens. 

JACOB, Giles, an English law writer, biogra- 
pher, and lexicographer, born at Ronisey, io 
Hampshire, in lf>86, died in 1744. Besiiles a 
Law Dictionary, he published two volumes, en- 
titled ** The Poetical Register ; or, Lives and 
Characters of the English poets." 

JACOB AL BARDAI, was an able leader of 
the Eutychians, and a disciple of Severus. 

JA(.'OB/EUS, Oliger, professor of phllosopliy, 
at Co|)eniiagen, and an nutlior ; he died in 1701 

JACOBS, Jurian, a Swiss painter, died in 
1664. 

JACOMB, Thomas, D. D., a fellow of Trinity 
college, Cambridge, was ejected for nou-cou> 
furmitv, and died in 1687. 

JACOPONE, daTodi, an Italian poet, eotem- 
porary with Dame, diedin 1306. 

JACQUELOT, Isaac, a French prolestant 
irinister, who, on the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, became chaplain to the king of Prus- 
sia; he died in 1708. 

JACCIUET, Lewis, a native of Lyons, waa: 
an admirer and imifator of Rosseau, and died 
in 1793. 

JACQUIER, Francis, a Frenchman, eminent 
as a mathematician aiul divine, died in 1788. 

JADDUS, high-priest of Judea, when Alex- 
ander approached Jerusalem to destroy it. 

J.ADELOT, Nicholas, a Frenchman, known 
as a physician and an author, diedln 1793. 

JAEGER, John Wolfgang, a Lutheran di- 
vine, and divinity professor, at Tubingen , be 
wrote several l^ptin works, and died In 1720. 

JAGO, Richard, an English divine and poet, 
born In 1715. About 1732 he was entered ns a 
servitor in University college, Oxford ; in whicli 
humiliating situation he was visited by his 
Bciioolfellow, Shenstone, then a commoner in 
Pembroke college, who introduced him in hit 
fellow- collegians. In 1767, he published a poem 
called " Edge Hill," by which his poetical repu- 
tation was completely established ; and he died 
rector of Kilmcote, Leicestershire, in 17ftl. A 
collection of his poems was published in 1784. 

JAILLOT, Alexis Hubert, a Freuch sculptor, 
and geographer to t.'ie king, died in 1780. 

JAMBLICUS, the name of two celebrated 
Platonic philosophers, iu the 4th century, eho 
of whom was a native of Chalcis, and the othet 
of Apauiea, in Syria. 

iAMES, St., the Great, son of Zebedee, one of 
the apostles. Was put to death by Uerod, A. D. 

JAMES, St., the Less, brother of Simon and 
Jude, was also one of the apostles. He was 
surnumed the Just, and put to death, A. D. 62. 

JAMES, St. a bishop of Nisibis, distinguish 
ed for his patriotism and benevolence ; he died 
about 350. 

JAMES L, king of Scotland, was taken by 
the Bnglista, imprisoned 18 years, and tlien lib<^ 
rated. He was assassinated in 1437 
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JANSSENS, Abraham, a celebrated painter, 
born at Antwerp, in 1659. He once cballenged 
Rubens, who prudently yielded to him ; telling 
him, that he ehould leave the public to de- 
termine the question of their respective merits. 
Janseen. however, was a (kknI artist, as may 
be seen by a fine picture of bis in the Dusseldorff 
galleiv, representing the resurrection of Lazarus. 

JANUARIU8, 6l, bishop of Benevento, waa 
beheaded in the persecution of Dioclesian. 

J APHET, son of Noab, the progenitor of the 
nations of Europe and Asia, was bom S448 
B. C 

JARDINS, Mary Catherine des, a French 
lady, famous for her poetry and romances, died 
in 1683. She is said to have been the inventor 
of novels. Her works were printed in 10 vols, 
at Paris, in 1708. 

JARDTN, Kard do, a Dutch painter of note, 
died in 167a 

JAROSLAW, grand duke of Russia, in the 
10th century, was a patron of learned men. 

JAR RIG B, Peter, a Jesuit, who became ft 
protestant, and afterwards recanted. He wrote 
for, and against, the Jesuits, and died in 1670. 

JARRY, Laurence Juillard du, a French poet 
and divine, who excelled as a preacber; he 
died in 17ao. 

JARS, Gabriel, a Frenchman, and mineralo 
Igist of some note, died in 1768. 

JARVIS, Abraham, D. D., second bishop of 
the episcopal church in Connecticat, died at 
New-Haven, in 1813. 

JAUCOURT, Lewis de, a learned French-^ 
man, and an author ; he died in 1780. 

JAULT, Augustus Francis, professor of Sy- 
riac in the Royal College at Paris, was cele- 
brated as a physician, and died in 1757. 

JAY, Guy Michel, le, an advotate of the par- 
liament of Paris, ruined himself by printing ft 



father, James I., and was killed in 1460. 

JAMCS ill., succeeded bis father, James II. , 
of Scotland, was odious for his cruelties, and 
put to tieatii by his rebellious subjects in 1488. 

JAMES, IV, succeeded his father. James m. 
He was an active and patriotic monarch, but 
was slain at the fatal battle of Floddenfiekl, 
in 151.1. 

JAMES v., son and successor of James IV. 
He supported the religious establishment of his 
cbuntry, and led his dominions to his only cliild, 
Mary Stuart. He died in 1548. 

JAMES VI., of Scotland, and L of England, 
was son of Mary, queen of Scots. Though 
learned and intelligent, his favourites were 
Worthless characters. He was the author of 
several^orks, and died in 1025. 

JAMRS 11., of England, succeeded his bro- 
ther Charles It. His oppressive govemmentand 
Copish principles, alienated his subjects from 
ii9, who invited WiUiam III., of HoUand, to 
the throne. He died at Paris, in 1701. 

JAMES I., king of Arrason, sumamed the 
Warrior, succeeds to the throne in 1313, an4 
died in 1076. 

J.\ME3 n., king of Arragon, succeeded his 
brother, Alpbonso IIL, in 1^1. He united Va- 
lentia and Catalonia to his crown, and died in 
1327. 

JAMES, of Voraigrfe, provincial of the Do- 
minicans, compiled the Golden Legend, and died 
In 1-298. 

JA.ME3, Thomas, an English divine, was 
a distinguished collector of curious MSS., and 
died in 1638. 

JAMBS, Richard, nephew of the preceding, 
educated at Oxford, was a learned scholar and 
critic ; he died in 1638. 

JAMES, Dr. Robert, an English phjrsician of 

freat eminence, and particularly distinguished 
y the preparation of a most excellent fever 
powder, bom in 1703, died in 1776. His princi- 
pal writini;s are, a '* Medicinal Dictionary," 
The Practice of Physic,'* and *' A Dispensa- 
tory.'* 

JAMES, Thomas, D. D., an Englishman, 
educated at Cambridge, was an author, and died 
in 1804. 

J \ MET, Peter Charies, a French writer, bom 
In 1701. 

JAMISON, George, a celebrated Scottish 
painter, usually called the Vandyke of Scotland, 
born in 1.536, died in Edinburgh, In 1644. 

JAMYN, Amadis, a French poet, who be- 
came secretary to Charies IX., and died in 1585. 

JANEWAY, James, educated at Oxford, was 
ejected for non-conformity, and died in 1674. 

J AN ICON, Francis Michael, a French writer, 
born in Paris, was educated in Holland, and 
died in 1730. 

JANSENKJS, Cornelins, a divine, envoy of 
Philip 11. of Spain, to the council of Trent, died 
in 1576. 

JANSEN, Cornelius, bishop of Ypres, and 
crincip4i of the sect called Jansenists, bom at 
Leerdam, in Holland, in 1585. died in 1638. 

J ANSON, or JANSONIUS, James, a native 
of Amsterdam, and professor of theology, at 
Louvain ; he died in 1685. 

J A NSUN, Abraham, of Antwerp, an excellent 
painter in the 16th century. 

JANSSENS, an eminent Dateh painter, died 

JANSSENS, Victor Honoriui, • pftioter,of JEFFERlf, Thomas, an English diMenttnf 
BnuMlik died in 1739. Rddrgymaii, and an Mtthor of tiw 18th century. 
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polyglot Bible, and died in 167.5. 

JE ACOCKE, Caleb, was a baker, and an aa- 
tbor, died in 17&9. 

JEANES, Henry, educated at Oxford, waa 
the author of several works ; he died in 1668. 

JEANNIN, Peter, a Burgundian, advocate in 
the pariiament of Dijon, and favourite of Henry 
rv. ; he died ififlOSS, after seeing seven succes- 
sive kings on the throne of France. 

JEAuRAT, Sebastian, a Frenchman, dis- 
tinguished as an able mathematician ; he died 
inl803. 

JEBB, Samuel, an English physician and 
miscellaneous writer, Irara at Nottingham, died 
in 1778. 

JEBB, Dr. John, bora in London, in 1736. 
He was eminent both as a non-conformist divine, 
and a physician. In the knowledge of the 
Christian Scriptures he was particularly con- 
versant, as bis theological lectures at Cam- 
bridce gave incontestable proofs ; bis skill in tho 
medical profession was great and scientific, and 
his practice ancommonly successful. His uxiour 
in the cause of liberty also, was unabating and 
incorruptible: and bis publications, tbeolc^cal, 
medical, and political, gained great approbation ; 
he died In 1786. 

JEBB, Sir Richard, bart., M. D. F. R. and 
A. S. S., son of the preceding, one of the censon 
of the college of phsrsicians in 1781, and phy- 
sician extraordinary to his Britannic Mi^lesty, 
bora in 1789, died in 1787. 

JBCHONIAS, king of Judah, was carried pri- 
soner to Babylon by Nebuchadnezzar. 
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JEFPERY, John, a popular divine, was 
educated at Cambridge, and died in 1720. 

JEFFERT,of Moumoutli,ap Arthur, bishop 
of St. Asauh, a fatuous Uritisli historian, wbu 
flourished in the time of Henry I. 

JEFFREYS, lord George, baron Wem, com- 
monly known by the nauie of judge Jetfreys, 
the infamous lord chancellor, under James It., 
died a prisoner in the Tower, in 1689. He was 
one of the greatest advisers and promoters of all 
the oppressive and arbitrary measures of that 
unhuipy tyrannical reign ; and his sanguinary 
and inhuman proceedings will ever render his 
name detested* 

JEFFREYS, George, a writer, and feUowof 
Trinity college, Cambridge, died in 1755. 

JEFFRIES, Sir Herbert, lieutenant governor 
df the colony of Virginia, and successor to Sir 
William Berkeley, as chief magistrate, died in 
1678. 

JEHU, the tenth king of Israel 885 B. C, was 
ieprived of his kingdom by Hazael, king of Sy- 
lia, and died 856 B. C. 

JEK YL, Sir Joseph, an eminent lawyer and 
•talesman, was master of the rolls to George 1., 
•nd died in 1768. 

JEKYL, Thomas, D. D., brother to Sir Jo- 
■eph, educated at Cambridge, was an author of 
various works, between 1674 and 1682. 

JELLIN6ER, Christopher, a German, who 
obtained a living in England, from which he 
was ejected for non-conformity, in 1663. 

JENCKES, Joseph, lieutenant governor and 

S»vemor of the colony of Rhode Island; he 
ed In 1740. 

JENISCHIUS, Paul, a learned nativeof Ant- 
werp, died in 1647. 

JENKIN, Robert, professor of divinity at 
Cambridge, and author of valuable theological 
tracts, died In 1737. 

JEiNKIN, William, a puritan, ejected for 
Bon-conformity, in 1663. 

JENKINS, Henry, a native of Yorkshire, re- 
markable for his longevity, being at the time of 
bis deaths (16700 160 years old. He remember 
•d the battle of Floddenfield, and was ezami- 
■ed in court on a circumstance that happened 
140 years belbre. He retained his faculties to 
the la«t; but^as he 'was born before parochial 
registers were kept, no parish would support 
Wm ; so that he subsisted by begging. 

JENKINS, Sir Leoline, a learned civilian and 
•a able lUtesman^ under Charles II., bom in 
Glamorganshire, in 1633, died in 1685. 

JENKINSON, Charles, eari of Liverpool, a 
itatesman of profound ability, but extremely 
unpopular, was the son of colonel Charles Jen- 
kinson, and first introduced himself into life as 
a political writer, and a critic in The Monthly 
Review. From this source he derived the pat- 
ronage of the late earl of Bute, and all those 
boQours and rewards to which he afterwards at- 
tained. He was for many years president of 
the board of trade. In the year 1783, be suc- 
ceeded to the family title of a baronet ; in 1786, 
kt was created lord Hawkshury, and In 1796, 
•art of Liverpool. He was supposed to be bi|^ 
ki the confidence of his majesty ; and his tho- 
pough knowledge of the commercial interest of 
bis country, and acquaintance with subjects of 
political economy, have been displayed in nu- 
merous tracts ; the greater part of which, how- 
•ver, were written on subjects creating a tem- 
porary interest, rather than as illustrative of 
■pneral prindplea. From this description of his 
fat vakiabte work, ** On the Coiaf of tbe 
t5$ 
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Realm," ought, however, to form an excmtion. 
He died in 1808, in his 80th ]

JENKS, Benjamin, a pious divine, bom In 
Shropshire, in 1646,died in 1734. lIisbes.*known 
writings are " Prayers and OtHcek of Devotion 
for Families," and " Meditations on various 
important Subjects." 

JENKYNS, David, made a Welch Judge hf 
Charles I. ; he was dlatinguisbed for bis loyalty, 
and died in 1650. 

JENNENS, Charies, a non-eonformist gentla- 
man, of considerable fortune, at Gopsal, in Lei- 
cestershire, who compiled tbe words for somo 
of Handera oratorios, and began an edition of 
Shakspeare ; but died when be had published 
" King Lear,** *' Hamlet,** '* Othello,*' '* Julius 
Cesar," and ** Macbetb.'^ Bia death happened 
in 1773. 

JENNINGS, David, D. D., a diaMndng mi- 
nister and author, died in 1763. 

JENSON, Nicolas, or Jansonioa, an eminent 
printer and letter-founder, of Venice, died in 
littU 

JENYNS, Soame, bora in London, in 1705, 
and well known in the literary worid, as ttia 
author of " The Internal Evidences of the 
Christian Religion ;** an " Essay on the Origin 
of Evil ;** and varioua po«^ical pieces. He waa 
many years Bi. F. for the town of Cambridge ; 
he was ahra a commissioner for trade and plan- 
tationa, and died in 1787. 

JEPHSON, Robert, a aucceaaful poet, drama- 
tic and miscellaneous writer, was many years 
master of the horse to tbe lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, and died in 1803. 

JEPTHAH, judge of Israel, known in sa- 
cred historv for his reiaarkably rash vow. 

JEREMIAH, second of llie great projibcta^ 
was bora 639 B. C, and died 586 B. C. 

JERNINGH AM, Edward, a poetical, miscel- 
laneous, and dramatic writer, bora in Norfolk, 
in 1737. He was descended from an ancient 
Roman Catholic family, and was educated at 
Douay and Paris ; but on his retura to England, 
he joined in communion with tbe established 
church. He died in 1813. 

JEROBOAM I., king of larael, son of Solo- 
mon, died 954 B. C. 

, JEROBOAM n., son of Joaah, king of Israel 
836 B. C, died 784 B.C. 

JEROME. See HIERONIMUS. 

JEROME, of Prague, ao called from tbe placa 
of hia birth, in tlie capital city of Bohemia, 
where he la held to be a proteatant martya. He 
was a disciple of John Hum, and died in the 
same cause, in 1416. 

JEROME, of St. Faith, or Joshua LarchI, a 
Spanish Jew of great Influence, who became a 
convert to chriatlanity, and, it ia said, 5000 Jews 
followed bis example. He died in the 15th cen- 
tuiy. 

JERV AS, Chariea, a painter, of Great Britain, 
more likely to be immortalized by Mr. Pope*a 
friendahip and panegvric, than by his own pic- 
tures. He was a writer alao, and published a 
translation of ** Don Ouizotte** without under- 
standing the Spanish language, and died about 

JESSEY, Henry, a non-conformiat minister, 
ejected in 1663. 

JESTYN, ap Owrgant, prince of Glamorgan, 
succeeded his uncle as king, in 1043. 

JESUA, Levita, a Spanish rabbi, of Uie 15tb 
century. 

JESUS, a Jew. who foretold tbe calamities 
of bis nation, bewrs iba aiaftof Jeroaalaai. 
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J£8US, son ot'Siracb, a native of Jerusalem, 

was author of Ecclcsiasticus, 200 B. C. 
JESUS CHRIST, the Blessed Saviour of the 

world, born at Bethlehem, A. M. 4004, and was 

crucified by the Jews, Friday, April 3, A. D. 36. 
JETHRO, fatlier-in-law of Moses, was priest 
and king of the Midianites. 

JEUNE, Jean le, a French divine, of great 
piety, and much esteemed by Massillon : he 
, died in 1672. 

JEWEL, John, bishop of Salisbury, and a 
great polemic writer in defence of the English 
church against popery ; he was born in 1522, 
and died in 1571. 

JEZED I., fifth caliph, or succesMr of Mabo 
met. in 680. He died in 683. 

JOAB, a general under David, was put to 
death 1014 B. C. 

JOACHIM, abbot of Corazzo, made a pil- 
grimage to the Holy Land ; he pretended to be 
a prophet, and died in 1202, leaving a numerous 
■ect behind him. 

JOACHIM, George, mathematical professor 
at Wittemberg, an able defender of the Coper- 
Aican system ; he died in 1570. 

JOAN, Pope, a woman, placed among the 
successors of St. Peter as John VIII., or John 
VII. This story was believed for more than 
SOO yuars, but is now generally discredited. 

JOAN of Arc, commonly called the Maid of 
Orleans,wbose heroic behaviour in re-animating 
the expiring valour of the French nation, though 
/ by the must superstitious means (pretending tO 
be inspired,) deserved a better fate. She was 
burnt by the English as a sorceress, in 1431, at 
the ace of 24. 

JOAN, queen of Naples, murdered her first 
•nd second husbands, and adopted a relation as 
lier successor, who put her to death in 1381. 

JOAN II.,queen of Naples, after Ladislaus, in 
j414, disgraced herself by her debaucheries, and 
lied in 1434. 

JOASH, son of Abaziah, was proclaimed king 
•f Israel at the age of seven years, and slaiu 483 
B.C. 

JOASH, son of Jehoahaz, king of Israel, de- 
feated the Syrians, took the king of Judah pri 
■oner, and died 826 B. C. 

JOB, patriarch of Uz, celebrated in sacred 
history for his sufierings and patience ; he died 
about 1500 B. C. 

JOBERT, Lewis, a learned French jesuitj 
kom at Paris, in 1647, died in 1719. We have 
■everal tracts of piety of his writing, besides a 
piece entitled, '* La Science des Medaiies,** in 
good esteem. 

JODELLE, Stephen, lord of Limodin, bom 
in 1532, at Paris, and said to be first of all the 
French who wrote comedies and tragedies in his 
own tongue in the ancient form ; he died in 1573. 

JOEL, the second of the minor prophets, 
flourished about 790 B. C. 

JOHN, Baptist, the forerunner of Christ, son 
of Zacharias and Elizabeth, was beheaded by 
Berod A. D.29. 

JOHN the Evangelist, brother of James the 
Great, called to the apostleship at the age of 26. 
wafc a favounte of his master, and tlie writer or 
tbeiApocalypse; he died at Ephesus, A. D. 100. 

JOHN, surnamed Mark, was the disciple of! 
the Apovtles. 

JOHN, a native of Nlcomedia, was put to 
death in the persecution of Dioclesian, in 303. 

JOHN, St., a native of Cyprus, was/aised to 
che see of Alexandria, in 610. 
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throne of Constantinople on his master's death, 
and was beheaded in 425. 

JOHN I., surnamed Zimisces, seized the 
throne of Constantinople, by assaKsinatiug Ni- 
cepboras Pliocats, in 9(J9. He displayed great 
valour agauist the Saracens, and was poiboned 
in 976. 

JOHN II., Comnenus, succeeded to the throne 
of Constantinople, in 1118. He was successful 
in his wars, was a virtui)us prince, and died 
in 1143. 

JOHN m., Ducas, was emperor of Nice,while 
the Latins were masters of Constantinople ; lie 
died in 1255. 

JOHN IV., Lascaris, succeeded to the throna 
of Constantinople, in 1250. H<s sceptre was 
seized by Michael Palsologiu, who put him in 
prison. Where he died. 

JOHN v., CantacuKenus, emperor of Cen- 
stantinoble. See CANTACUZENUS. 

JOHN VI. jPalseologus, succeeded to the throne 
of Constantinople, in 1341. This weak and 
unfortunate monarch died in 1390. 

JOHN VII., PalKologus, succeeded his father 
as emperor, in 1425, and died in 1448. 

JOHN I , pope, a Tuscan, succeeded to the 
popedom, in 52.3. He was imprisoned by Theo- 
doric, and died in 52G. 

JOHN II., a native of Rome, was elected pope 
in 533, and died in 535. 

JOHN III., a Roman, was elected pope in 
560, and died in 573. 

JOHN IV., elected pope in 640, died in 642. 

JOHN v., a Syrian, elected pope in G8!i, died 
in 687. 

JOHN VI., a Greek, elected pope in 701, died 
in 705. . . i~i~ . 

JOHN VII., a Greek, succeeded John VL He 
was a weak pontifl", and dind in 707. 

JOHN Vdl., a Roman, elected pope in 872, 
and died in 882 ; .300 of his letters are preserved. 

JOHN IX., a native of Tivoli, elected pope in 
898, died in 900. 

JOHN X., archbishop ofRavenna,was elected 
pope in 914. More capable of leading an army, 
than guiding the church, he defeated the Sara- 
cens in battle, and was put to death in 928. 

JOHN XI., son of Alberic, duke of Spolettb, 
was made pope in 931, at the early age of 25 i 
he died in 936. 

JOHN XII., a Roman noble, elected pope in 
956. Being accused of various crimes, he was 
deposed by a general council, and killed in 964. 

JOHN XIII., a Roman, was elected pope in 
965 by the emperor, against the will of the Ro- 
man people ; he died in 972. 

JOHN XIV., succeeded to the popedom in 
983. He was imprisoned by the anti-pope Boni- 
face VIII., and died in 984. 

JOHN XV., pope after John XIV., died soon 
after his elevation. 

JOHN XVI., a Roman, was made pope in 
985. He was the first who rewarded meritori- 
ous deeds bv canonization, and died in 996. 

JOHN XVII., a Roman, elected pope in 1003^ 
after Sylvester II. 

JOHN XVIII., a Roman, elected pope after 
John XVn. He died in 1009, after having re- 
signed the dignity. 

JOHN XIX., succeeded his brother as pope, 
in 1024. He crowned the emperor Conrad II., 
and died in 1033. 

JOHN XX., the name given by some to the 
anti-pope Philagathus, or to John, or to the 
woman who Is said to have filled the papal chair 



JOHN, Mcretary to Honoriui, lelzed tbej under the nune of pope Joan. 
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JOHN XXI., elected pope in 1276, died by the 
fall of abuildhtg in 1277. 

JOHN XXtl. d'Euse, was elected po|)e in 
1310, HMd died in l^U. 

JOHN XXI H., Balthasar Cowa, a Neapoli- 
tan, was elected pope in 1110, and died in 1419. 

JOHN, king of England, was the son of Henry 
IV. This monarch, being compelled by the 
barons, signed Magna Cliarta, the basisof British 
fre«>dom ; he died in 1216. 

JOHN, king of France, sumamed the Good, 
succeeded to the throne in 1530. He was de- 
feat^ in battle and taken prisoner by Edward, 
the black prince ; he died in 1364. 

JOHN III., king of Sweden, son ofGustavus 
Vaaa, ascended the throne in 1568. He attempted 
to restore the popish religion, but was unsuc- 
cessful, and died in 1593. 
. JOHN II., king of CastUe; be waa » brave 
Warrior, and died in 1454. 
, JOHN II., king of Navarre, succeeded to the 
throne of Arragon, in 1458, and died in 1479. 

JOHN, son of the empo^r Henry VII., was 
elected to the kingdom or Bohemia, in 1309, and 
after conqdering Silesia, declared himself king of 
Poland. He was a prince of great valour, and was 
mortally wounded in the battle of Crecy, in 1346. 

JOHN I., king of Portugal, was raised to the 
throne in 1384. Under his reign the Portuguese 
beffan their famous discoveries ; lie died in 1433. 

JOHN II., king of Portugal, sumamed the 
Great, succeeded to the throne in 1481. Ho 
earned his arms into Africa, and died in 1495. 
• JOHN III., king of Portugal, succeeded to the 
throne in 1531, and died in 1557. 
. JOHN IV., sumamed the Fortunate, was son 
of the dulce of Braganza. By the assiotance of 
bis brave countrymen he shook off the Spanish 
yoke, and was proclaimed king in 1030 ; he died 
In 1636. 

JOHN v., succeeded to the throne of Portugal, 
In 1707. He devoted himself to the interests of 
his country, and died in 1750. 

JOHN, of Gaunt or Ghent, duke of Lancaster, 
andxson of Edward HI., was a prince of dis- 
tinguished valour aLd pradence, and a patron 
9f the |X)et ChSMcer ; he died in 1399. 

JOQHSOB^KI, king of Poland. SeeSO- 
BlESKt 

JOHN, of AiiArla, Don, was the natural son 
of the emperor Charles V., and a celebrated 
warrior ; be died by poison, in 1578. 

JOHN, Fearless, Duke of Burgundy, dis- 
tinguished himself at NIcopolis against Bajazet ; 
be w^ assassinated in 1419. 

JOHN, of France, duke of Berry, was son of 
king John, and distinguished .at the battle of 
Poictiers; he died in 1416. 

JOHN v., duke of Brittany, suroaihed the 
Conqueror, died in 1399. 

JOHN VI., duke of Brittany, a prince of 
great valour and benevolence, died in 1446. 

JOHN v., count of Armagnac, was son of 
John IV., of Navarre. For his misconduct, he 
was banished from France, and killed in 1743. 
' JOHN, of Leyden. SeeBOCCOLD. 
. JOHN, of Salisbury, an Englishman, bisbop 
of Chartres, and one of the most learned per- 
•ons in the 152th century. The only things re- 
maining of his, are his " Life of St. Thomas 
of Canterbury ;»' " A Collection of Letters ;" 
and his " Polycration.** 

JOHN, of Paris, a celebrated Dominican, and 
tbeolo^cal professor at Paris, died in 1304. 

JOHN, of Udino, » celebrated painter, »tj 
ftome, died in 1564.

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J0HNE8, Tbdnas, bom at Ludlow, in Shrop^ 
shire, in 1748, was bred at Eton and Oxford. 
He was a member of parliament, first for Car- 
dipn, and afterwards for the county of Radnor. 
His estates at Hafod, in Cardiganshire, were 
conducted on the most liberal scale, and were a 
strong attraction to all visiters of tliat part of 
Wales. But in 1807, tlie elegant mansion, a 
most valuable library, and a printing establish 
ment, from which had issued many elegant pro* 
ductions. were destroyed by an accidental fire, 
while Mr. Johnes was attending his duty in 
parliament In 1811 he lost a favourite daugh- 
ter, from the effects of which shock he never 
recovered. He died in 1816. Mr Johnes re- 
printed, with treat care and attention, generally 
with notes and illustrations, at his private press, 
above alluded to, the vahiable works of " Froia- 
sart,** *' de Joinville," and " Monstrelet.** 

JOHNSON, Martin, an excellent painter oi' ^ 
landscapes, died in the reign of James II. 

JOHNSON, Samuel, an English divine, of 
remarkable learning, and steadiness in suflerinff 
for the principles of the revolution, in 1688 
He was bom in 1649, and died in 1703. 

JOHNSON, John, a non Juror divine, who, 
though promoted in the established church, ex- 
pressed a mean opinion of her articles and litur- 
gy : he died in 1735. 

JOHNSON, or JANSEN. Coraelluf,' an ex- 
cellent painter, a native of Amsterdam. In the 
reign of James I., he drew several fine portraits 
of that monarch, and most of hb court, and died 
in 1665. 

JOHNSON, Charles, a dramatic writer of 
merit, died in 1748. The dramatic pieces which 
this author produced are enumerated in the 
" Biographia Draniatica.*' 

JOHNSON, Maurice, an excellent EngUsh 
antiquary, died in 1755. 

JOHNSON, Dr. SamueI,»boro at Litchfiel<^ 
in 1709, where his fatlier was a reputable book* 
seller. He was entered of Pembroke college, 
Oxford, in 1738, but left the university without 
taking any degree. In Marcb^ 1737, he went to 
London, where he appears to have met with 
disappointments which disgusted him with tho 
town ; for, in August, we find him desirous of 
retuming again into his native country, to take 
upon himself the oflSce of master of a charity 
tchool, in Shropshire, then vacant, the salary 
of which was 602. a year. But the statutes of 
the school requiring the person who should h9 
elected to l)e a master of the arts, this attempt 
seems to have been frustrated. In 1740, he he- 
gan to write the " Debates in the Senate of Lil- 
liput,*' printed In the Gentleman's Magazine; 
and, after producing some poems, translations, 
and biographical works, which met with a good 
reception, (particniariy •• London,'* the " Va- 
nity of Human Wishes," and " The Life of 
Savage,") he brought forth " Irene," a tragedy, 
in 1749. This not meeting with the success that 
he expected, he set about his " Dictionary." 
The execution of this cost him the labour of 
many years ; but be was amply repaid by the 
fame which he acquired. During the recesses 
of this stupendons labour, he published hie 
'* Ramblers." The reputation of these works 
gained him the honorary degree of doctor of 
laws. In the university of Dublin, which was 
soon after followed by the same degree from 
Oxford. To this succeeded his " Idlers." His 
next publication was " Rasselas^ Prince of Abys- 
sinia," a beautiful little novel. In the Easten 
Istyle, aboundinf with tbe most useftil and mo

ral uis^xims, suited to the several condiiioi\8 of 
Iiifc. Or his political works, y/hicb followed at 
distant intervals, the public are more divided 
about the meriia : it is, Iwwever, but Pair lo pre-, 
.utiip thai tiicy were his candid opinions upon 
Hie subjects, and, as such, deserving of no ct^n- 
' sure from the .iudjrment of impartiality. His 
last undertaking, " 1 he Lives of the British Po- 
eiM," would alone have been sufficient to im- 
tnortaiize his name, as it by far excels any thuig 
executed upon a simitar plan, by others ; and, 
though the critical remarks, in a few instances, 
Incoriwrate a little too njuch. witli political opi- 
nions, their general excellence must always give 
them deserved celebrity. It is said, tltathe was 
executing a second part of " The -Prince of 
Abyssinia,^' and was in hopes to have finished 
it before his death, which event happened Dec. 
13, 1784. The editor of the " Biographia Dra- 
luaticft," after bestowing many just encomiums 
on the genius of Dr. J., says, it wduld be the 
highest injustice, were I not to observe, that no- 
Ihmg but that genius can possibly exceed the 
extent of his erudition ; and it would he adding 
fc greater injury to his dtill more valuable quali- 
iies, were we to stop here ; since, together with 
the ablest head, he seeou to liave been poBse8»- 
cd of the very best heart at present existing. 
. Every line, every sentiment, that issites from his 
pen, tends to the great centre of all his views, 
the promotion of virtue, religion, and humani- 
ly ; nor are tiis actions less pointed toward the 
same great end. Benevolence, charity, and 
piety, are the most strikin|[ features of his cha- 
racter ; and while his writings point out to us 
what a|;ood man ought to be, his own conduct 
iets us an example of what he is.** A statue to 

Fr. Jobson*8 memory has been erected in Bt. 
aui*s cathedral. In an East India newspaper 
we meet with the following poetical picture of 
this celebrated character: 

" Herculean strength and a stentorian voice, 
Of wit a fund, of words a countless choice ; 
In learning, rather various than profound, 
In truth intrepid, in religion sound : 
A trembling frame and a distorted sight, 
But firm in Judgment and in genius bright; 
In controversy rarely known to spare, 
But bumble as the publican in pray*r ; 
To more than merited his kindness, kind, 
And, tho* in manners harsh, of friendly mind ; 
Deep tinged with melancholy*s blackest shade. 
And. tb<r prepared to^ie. of death afraid. —

JOHNSON, Thomas, a London apothecary, 
and the best herbalist of his time, died in 1644. 

JOHNSON, Samuel, LL. D., a member of 
congress, and senator from North Carolina, af- 
terwards a judge of the supreme court, and go- 
vernor of that state ; he died in 1816. 

JOHNSON, Sir Nathaniel, governor of the 
eolony of South Carolina, in 1706. He display-^ 
ed great ability and judgment in defending the 
colony from the French and Indians; he died 
In 1713. 

JOHNSON, Edward, an inhabitant of Mas- 
fftChiisetts, author of a work, entitled " The 
VVonder Working Providence of Sion*s Saviour, 
in New- England, from 1638 to 1652.** 

JOHNSON, Roberi, the last proprietary go- 
' pernor of South Carolina, in 1710, afterwards 
rmpolnted to the same office by the crown ; he 
JMed in 1735. 

JOHNSON, Sir WUIiam, fuperintendent of 
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Indian atfaitd, in the cnlony of New- York 
known for the great influence and autljoriiy he 
actjuired over that iM.'ople ; he died in 1774 

JOHNSON. Samuel, U. D., a native of Con- 
necticut, dtsiinguislied as the tirst convert to 
episcopacy in the cohmy, and afterwards as 
president of Khig's college, New- York; be died 
in J 772. 

JOHNSON, WUIiam Samuel, LL. D., P. R. S 
son of the preceding, was an eminent lawyer, 
and for several years, agent of the colony of 
New- Vork, in Englaud. He was afterwards a 
judge of the supreme court of Connecticut, a 
delegate to congress, and to the convention 
which formed the constitution of tlie United 
States, and first senator of the U. S., from Con- 
necticut. He was also president of Columbia 
college, New- York, for several years. He died 
at Stratford, in 1819, aged 93. 

JOHNSON, Thomas, an eminent lawyer, and 
a firm patriot, of Maryland, governor of that 
state after the revolution, and afterwards an as- 
sociate judge of the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States ; he died in 1819. 

JOHNSTON, Dr. Arthur, a physician, but 
more celebrated as a Latin poet, was bom at 
Aberdeen, in 1587, of whiph university he af- 
terwards became princi|)al ; he died at Ox- 
ford, in 1641. Bis " Epigrams,** and version 
of the " Psalms," are excellent. 

JOHNSTON, Charles, bonr in Ireland, was 
Dred to the bar ; but, being exceedingly deaf, h#* 
relinquished that profession. In 1760, he pub- 
lished " Chrysal, or the Adventures of a Gui- 
nea;** a political Romance, in which all the 
scenes and characters were sketched from rcid 
Ufo. This was followed by " The Reverie ; or, 
a Flight to the Paradise of Fools ;»* the " Histo- 
ry of John Juniper, Esq., alias Juniper Jack,** 
Jcc. &c. In 1783, Mr. Johnefon went to India, 
wliere he died about 1800. 

JOHNSTON, Gabriel, governor of the colony 
of North Carolina, died in 1763. His adminia- 
trMion contributed to the increase and prosperi- 
ty of the colony, and to the advancement of 
leMtiing there. 

JOHNSTONE, James, a Scotch physician, 
distinguished for his treatment of a maUgnant 
fever, at Kidderminster, died in 1800. 

JOHNSTONE, George, one of the commis- 
sioners sent to treat with America, during th« 
war; he died fn 1787. 

JOINVILLE, John Sleur de, an eminent 
French statesman, and author of " The History 
of St. Louis,** a very curious and interesting 
piece, died in 1318, aged 90. 

JOLOGOEH, a Welch bard, who, fi>om 1^70 
to 1430, was in tlie court of Owen Glendowr. 

JOLT, Guy, known by his king and faithful 
attachment to the famous cardinal de Rhetz, 
wh6m he attended both in his prosperity and 
adversity. He wrote " Memoirs of his Times,** 
from 1648 to 1665 ; which, as Voltaire expresses 
it, " are to those of the cardinal, what the ser- 
vant is to the master.** 

JOLYt Chuide, a French eeclesiastie, who 
died in 1700. 

JONAH, the fifth of the minor phophets, was 
sent to denounce judgments on Nineveh. Ha 
died about 761 B. C. 

JONAS, Anagrimua, a learned Icdander, 
who acquired a great reputation for astivinomy 
and the sciences, died in 1640, at the age of 95. 

JONAS, Justus, a famous protestant divina 
and polemical writer, in Germany, bom in Tho- 
ringia, in 1493, died in 1555.

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JONATHAN, son of Saul, and the faithful writinga, to propagile the doctrines of infidel itjr

JONATHAN, a general of the Jews, and bro- 
ther of Judas Maccabeus, was a valiant man, 
and cruelly put to death, 144 B. C. 

JONES, William, an English divine, of learn 
ing and piety, whose works are highly 
ed; he died in 1801. 

JONES, Jeremiah, a dissenting divine, and 
author, died in 1724. 

JONES, John, a Bene<lictine monk, educated 
at Oxford, was made vicar-general of his or- 
der, and died ii\ 1636. 

JONES. David, a native of Wales, wrote 
some poetical pieces, and died in 1760. 

JONES, John, a Welch antiquary, who was 
employed 40 years, from 1590 to 1630 in collect- 
ing Welch MSS. 

JONES, Rice, a Welch poet, died in 1801. 

JONES, John, a dramatic writer, in the reign 
of Charles I. 

JONES, Inigo, a^selebrated English arcliitect, 
bom in London, in 1572, died in 1653. His abi- 
lities in all human sciences surp^t^8ed most of 
his age. His designs and buildings were many 
and important ; but for an account of these we 
must refer the reader to Campbell's** Vitruvius 
Britannicus.'* 

JONES, John, a medical writer, bom in 
Wales, died in 1580. 

JONES, Sir William, judge Of the kins's 
bench, in the reign of James I., and Charles 1. 

JONES, Sir Thomas, a judge of the king's 
bench, under Charles ii. and James IT. 

JONES, William, one of the lost of those 
genuine mathematicians, admirers, and cotem- 
poraries of Newton, who cultivated and im- 
proved the sciences in the present century, fa- 
ther to Sir William Jones. was bora in Anglesey, 
in the year 1680, and diea in lliS. 

JONES, Henry, a native of Drogheda, in Ire- 
landi and no mean dramatic poet, though ori 
finally a journeyman bricklayer, died very poor, 
in 1770. His principal performance, " The 
Earl of Essex,** a tragedy, appeared in 175.1. 

JONESjGriffith, born in London, in 17^1, died 
In 1786. This gentleman was many years edi- 
tor of the Lonm>n Chronicle, of the Daily Ad- 
"vertiser, and, we believe, of the Public Ledger, 
In the " Literary Magazine," with Johnson, 
and in the '' British Magazine,** with Smollet 
and Goldsmith, his anonymous M>ours were of- 
ten associated. His modest mind shrunk from 
public attention; and his labours were most 
firequently directed to the improvement of the 
younger and more untutored classes of man-< 
kind. His translations from the French are 
very numerous, but cannot now be traced. 

JONES, Sir William, one of the judges of 
the supreme court of Judicature, in Bengal, and 
an excellent poet, to whose translations we are 
indebted for many beautiful effusions of the 
Persian muse, was bom in London, in 1746, and 
died in 1794, at the premature age of 48. En- 
dowed by nature with a mind of extraordinary 
vigour. Sir William, by unwearied industry, 
aided by superior genius, successfully explored 
the hidden sources of Oriental science and lite- 
rature ; and his attainments in this interesting 
branch of learning were such as to make him 
far beyond all competition, the most eminent 
Oriental scholar, in this, or perhaps any other 
age. Unlike many other eminent literary cha^ 
racters of the age, Sir William was a sincere 
•nd pious Christian ; instead of labouring by his 
262 



as tias been a favourite practice with some mo- 
dem philosophers of reputation, he was desir- 
ous to lend the Scriptures his utmost support ; 
and, in one of bis latest annual discourses u> 
the Asiatic Society, he has done more to give 
validity to the Mosaic history of the creation 
than has been done by the researches of any co-. 
temporary writer. The following epitaph, wrir 
ten by and for himself, is equally admired 1*4 
its truth and its el^ance. 

" Here was deposited 

the uiortal part of a man 

who feared GOO^but not death; 

and maintained independence, 

but sought not riches ; 

who thought none below him) 

but tlie base and unjust ; 

none above him but the wise and virtuous ;

70NES, Richard, a Welchman, and an ia 
genious author, died in tlie 17th century. 

JONES, David, speaker of the colonial a» 
sembly of New- York, and a judge of the su 
preme court of that state, died in 1775. 

JONES, Thomas, an English divine, eminent 
as an instructer of mathematics, at Cambridge, 
died in 1807. 

JONES, John Paul, a native of Scotland .who, 
after heing engaged in the merchant service or 
Great Britain, came to America, at the com- 
mencement of the revolution, and received a 
lieutenants eommLs^n in the navy .of the Uni- 
ted States. He was soon after promoted, and, 
as captain of the Ranger, and afterwards of the 
Bonne Homme Richara, fough^ battles and gain- 
ed victories, which gave him reputation through- 
out Europe, and which, for their desperation, 
have seldom been equalled. He also uinoyea 
the enemy *i merchant vessels in every sea. 
After the peaoe, he was, for a time. In the ser- 
vice of Russia. He died at Paris, in 1793. 

JONES, John, M. D., an eminent physician, 
of New- York, afterwards professor of surgery 
in Kins^a Milese ; be died In 1791. 

JONES, William, speaker of the house of 
assembly, and governor of the state of Rhode- 
Island, died in 1833. 

JONG, Liidolnh de, a Dutch painter of emi- 
nence, died in 1697. 

JONGHB, Baldwin, or Junius, a Franciscan 
monk, and the author of several works, died hi' 
1634. 

JONIN, Gilbert^ a Jesuit, known' as an emi- 
nent poet, died at Touraon, in 1638. 

J0N8IUS, John; a native of Holstein, and an 
elegant writer, died In 1659. 

JONSON, Benjamin, a celebrated EngHsh 
poet, bora in Westminster, in 1574. He wat 
bred a bricklayer, but went afterwards to St. 
John*s college, Cambridge; where, howevor, 
his continuance was short in proportion to bit 
finfinces, which would not supply the decenl 
conveniences of a learned ease. In this exi* 
gence he turned his thoughts upon the play 
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JOSEPH, son of Jacob and Rachel, was the 
favourite or hia father. In Egypt he rote to be 
the f OTernor of the coantry, aiMl died 1636 B. C. 

JOSEPH, husband of Mary, the mother of 
Jeaus Chriat, was of the uibe of Judah, and of 
the linease of David. 

JOSEPH, of Arimathea, a counsellor, ani 
disciple of oar Saviour. 

JOSEPH I., iSib emperor of the house of 
Austria, was crowned king of Hungary, in 1687, 
elected aing of the Komans, in 1690, and sue* 
ceeded to the empirt of Germany, in 1705 ; be 
died in 1711. 

JOSEPH n.,emperorof Germany, was elected 
king of the Romans, in 1764, and crowned em- 
peror the following year ; he was a benevolent 
monarch, but too fond of innovaiioD : he died 
in 1790. 

JOSEPH, king of Portugal, of the Braganza fa- 
miiy,ascended thethroneiu 1750,and died in 1777. 
His reign was turbulent and unfortunate. 

JOSEPH MEIR, a learned rabbi, was bom 
in France, in 1496, and died in 1554. 

JOSEPH. Ben Gorion, a Jewish historian, 
who flou rifled in the 10th century. 

JOSEPH, of Paris, a capuchin, and confid^int 
of RlcheU«^u, died in 1638. 

JOSEPH, Father, an apostate monk, who 
raised 6000 banditti in 1078, to eitirpate the ca- 
tholic religion in Hungary. 

JOSEPHUS, Flavius, the ancient historian 
of the Jews, born at Jerusalem, A.D. 37, died 
in 93. His " History of the Jewish War and 
the Destruction of Jerusalem,'* in 7 books, was 
composed at the commfjid of Vespasian, and 
is 8in|;ularly interesting and affecting, as the 
historian was an eye-witness of all that he re- 
lates. Sl Jerome calls him " the Livy of the 
Greeks." His '^Jewish Antiquities," in 2C 
books, written in Greek, are a very noble work : 
we have also a discourse " upon the Martyrdom 
of the Maccabees ;" which is a master-piece of 
eloquence, for lie was certainly a great orator, aa 
well as a great historian. 

JOSH CM, the son of Nun, and successor of 
Moses, in conducting the Israelites to Canaan- 
he died 1434 B. C. 

JOSIAH, king of Judah, 641 B. C, died 610 
B. C. 

JOS8ELYN, John, a native of GreatBriUin, 
who came (o America in 1663, and wrote an 
account of New-England, Ice. As a historian 
he is not esteemed worthy of great credit. 

JOUBERT, Francis, a priest of Montpeller, 



liuuses : his Inclination and genius 1^ to com- 
positions for the stage ; and he bad the example 
of Shakspeare, who had uken the same course, 
In the like difficulties, with success. The first 
plav Jonson printed was the comedy entitled 
" Every man in his humour ;'* after which he 
produced a play regularly every year, for scmie 
years successively. In 1619, on tlie death of 
DanieK he succeeded to the vacant laurel ; and 
. this office obliged him to provide the Christmas 
diversion of a masque: accordingly, in bis 
works, we have a series of these and other en- 
tertammentsof a like kind, most of which were 

ftresented at court from 1615 to 1685. He died 
n 1637, and was interred in Westminster Abbey. 
Over his grave is a* common pavement atone, 
and on it are engraven these words, 

«« O RARE BEN JONSON** 

JOHNSTON, John, a polish naturalist, tra- 
yelled over Europe, and died in 1675. 

JORAM, king of Israel, 896 B. C. ; he was 
slain 884 B. C. 

JORAM, king of Judah 889 B. C. ; he died in 
885 B.C. 

JORDAENS, James, an eminent painter of 
the Flemish school, bom at Antwerp, in 1583, 
died in 1678. He improved under Rubens, for 
vi^hom he worked, and from whom be drew his 
beit principles. 

JORDAN, Sir Joseph, an English admiral, by 
whose extraordinary valour, the Dutch were 
defeated at the battle of Solebay, in 167%. 

J0RDAN,Charie8.Stephen, a Prussian writer, 
highly esteemed by Frederick the Great, who 
erected a monument to him, with this iitecrip- 
tion, " Here lies Jordan, the friend of the mu- 
ses and of the king.** He died in 1746. 

JORDAN, John Christopher, privy coun- 
sellor to the king of Bohemia, was an eminent 
antiquary, and died in 1740, 

JORDAN, Dorothea, an eminent English ac 
tTMs, was the daughter of Capt. Bland, of a 
most respectable family in Ireland. Her mother 
doped with her father; they both took to the 
stage; and our heroine was born among the 
Thespian corps. As an actress, she commenced 
her career in Dublin ; but soon quitted that for 
Tate Wilkenson*s York company ; where she 
0oon distinguished herself so much as speedily 
to attract the notice of tlie London managers. 
Bhe died at St. Cloud, Jin France, in 1816; and 
was indebted, we believe, to the kindness of a 
casual English travellec for a decent interment

JOUVENET, John, a French painter, whose 
pieces are esteemed, died in 1717. 

JOVIANUS, Flavius Claud, a Roman empe- 
ror, elected by the army after the death of Julian 
the Apos:a!e, in 363 He at first refuf>ed, saying, 
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that he would not command idolatrous soldien^ 
but, upon an aawrance ibat they would embrace 
Christianity, he accepted the throne, immediate- 
ly 9hut up all the pagan temples, and forbade their 
•acriflcefl ; but he did not lon£ eirioy the dignity to 
which liis merit had raised htm ; being lunocated 
Id his bed by the fumes ofa Are which had been 
mude to dry the chamber, in 3(>4, in the 33d year 
of his age, and 8th month of his reign. 

JOVINIAN, a monk of Milan, who became 
the head of a sect, and died la consequence of 
his debauchery, A. D. 406. 

JOVfUS, Benediettts, brother of the historian, 
known as a poet and historicat writoi'. 

JO VlUd, Paul, an Italian Oiovio, well known 
by his histories^ was bora at Como,.ia Italy, in 
1483, and died in 1553. 

JO YEUSB, Anne de, a duke mqd admiral of 
France, and a favourite of Henry III. ; he died 
in 1587. 

J0YEU9E, Francis de, brother to the pre- 
ceding, was an able minister of Henry ill. and 
iV., and Lewis Xlll. ; he died in 1615. ^ 

JO YNER, William,or Lyde,an Ensiish writer, 
who embraced popery, and died In 1706: 

JUAN, George, a Spaniard, knight of Malta, 
known as an able mathematician : he died at 
Madrid, in 1773. 

JUB A, king of Mauritania, was driven firom 
bin kingdom by Cesar, and destroyed bimseif, 
42 B.C. 

JUBA, mm of the preceding, was carried 
prisoner to Rome by Ccear, but under Augustus, 
De ( «;&overed his dominions. 

JJO A, Hakkadish,or the Saint, a raU»f, cele- 
brated for his learning and riches, who lived in 
the time of the emperor Antoninus, and was 
the friend and preceptor of that prince. He 
collected, about 96 years after the destruction of 
the Temple, in a book which he called the 
** Misna,* the eonstitutions and traditions of 
the lewish magistrates and doctors who pre- 
ceded him. 

Jl)D.\, Leo, son of a priest of Alsace, was 
well skiHed in Hebrew, and died minister of 
Zurich, in 1543. 

jrjDA-CHING, a rabbi, of Fez, of the 11th 
century, author of an Arabic dictionary and 
other works. 

J0DAH, the fourth son of Jacob and Leah, 
was tbe head of a tribe, and died in 1G36 B. C. 

JUDAS ISCAR10T, so called, from the placQ 
of his birth, betrayed bis Lord and Master Je- 
■tts Christ for 30 piecei of silver, and immedi- 
ately han^ bimseif. 

JUDB, St., an apostle, and the author iof an 
epistle, was brottier of James the Less, and snf- 
Asred martyrdom, A. D. 80. 

JUDEX, Matthew, a learned German, divini- 
ty professor at Jena, died in 1564. 

JUGLARIS, Alnysius, an Italian Jesuit. He 
wrote 100 panegyrics on Jesus Christ and 40 on 
Lewis XTII., dnd died in 1653. 

JITGURTHA, a brave Numidian prince, who 
•ustained a war of Ave years against the power 
of Rome : he was at last betrayed, thrown into 
a dnnseon, and died of hnnser. 

JUI6NE BROISSINIERE, D. Seigneur ^e 
Holiere, wrote a Theological and Historical Dic- 
tionary, published in 1644. 

JULIA, a virgin and martyr of Carthage, 440. 

JULIA, daughter of Cxsar and Cornelia, a 
Roman iady of great virtue, and the wife of 
Foinpey; she died 53 B.C. 
* JTTLIA, daughter of Ajigustus, was the wife 
•r Meteihis, afterwards of Agrippa, and tten of 
S64 
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Tiberius. She was banished l>y tiie lattv tot 
her debaucheries. 

JULIA, tbe daugitter of Tltat^ her eliataft- 
ter was infamous. 

JULIA DOMNA, tbe wife of tlie emptrar 
Severus, was weU skilled in pbilofophy and tba 
sciences. 

JULIAN, the Roman emperor, coounooly 
styled the Apostate, because be professed Ohria- 
tianity before he ascended the throne; a(ler 
which he openly unbraced paganism and perse- 
cuted tbe Cfbrlstians. He was killed in battla 
363. 

JULIAN, St archbisb<mof Toledo^ amkor of 
a work against tbe Jews, died in 600L 

JULIANA, a singular character of Norwich, 
who in her zeal for jnortificaUon, eonllned her- 
self between four walls ; the lived in the time of 
Edward III. 

JULIEN, Peter, one of the best statunrle* 
that France ever possessed. His last work wan 
a marble statue or Foussin. Hisl>athingnyraph« 
in white marble, and the statue of La Fontaine, 
are considered as his cheft d^muvrea. He died 
at Paris, in 1805, at an advanced age. 

JULIO, Romano, an Italian painter, the 
disciple of Raphael, with wliom be was a par- 
ticular flivourite, died in 1546, leaving immort^ 
proofs of his great Abilities. 

JULIUS I., pope and saint, was electei 
pope in 337, and diedin 35S ; he was a man oT 
learning and pielty. 

JULIUS IL^ pope, caUed before JuIUn de H 
Rovere, equally dislitiguisbed for his wariikeex« 
i>loits and political negotiations, was born al 
Arbizala, in 1440, and died in 1513. He built the 
famous church of St. Peter at Rome, and was a 
generous patron of the polite alls. 

JULIUS III., John Marie du Mont, a native 
of Arezzo, was elected pope in 1550. Hedia- 
solved the council of Trent, where he preaiilei 
in the name of Paul IIL, and dlrdio 15S6. 

JUNCKER, Cfaristian, an able medaUst, warn 
bom at Dresden, and died in 1714. 

JUNCTIN,or 6UINTINO, Francis,an ItalUn, 
and » Carmelite, who quitted the catholic for 
ttie protestant religion, and settled in Francct 
where be died in 1580. 

JUN6ERMAN, Godfrey, professor of law at 
Leipsic, died in 1610. 

JUNGfeRMAN, Lewis, brother to the pre- 
ceding, distinguished forworit^ <m botany and 
natural history, died in 1653. 

JUNGIUS, Joachim, professor of i 
tics at Glossen, died in 1657. 

JUNIUUS, a bishop of Austria in the 6t^ 
centunr. 

JUNIUS, Adrian, a learned Dutchman, and 
author of numerous works ; he- died in 157S. 

JUNIUS. See BOYD, Hugh. 

JUNIUS, or DU JOHN, Francis, profeanr 
of divinity at Leyden. His best known work 
is a Latin version of the Hebrew Bible, be died 
in 1603. 

JUNIUS, Francis, or Francois du John, bom 
at Heidelberg, In ^569, died in 1677. He wa^ 
highly distinguished for his skill and researehea 
in the Angkv Saxon and Gothic languages. 

JUNTA, Thomas, a physician of Vdbice^ ani 
an author, died in the 16th century. 

JUNTAS. There were two of the name^prhi- 
ten ofceiebrity, who had estaUiidimenu at Ve- 
nice, Florence, and Geneva. One of them died 
in 1519 ; the time of the 4eath of the other la 
not known. 

JURET, Francis a nitlTe of D^on, wUm 
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pocitc&l pitces are in iiigii esiucui ; ue died iii 
1636. 

JURIEU, Petef, a French prote&tant diriiie, 
aAinetiniPS cnMed ttie Ootiaii of the protestants, 
born ill 1G37, died in 1713. His tlicoloyical aitd 
polemical writings are held in much e»\eein : 
piirticiilarty his "Treatise of Devotion,' and 
his '• Preservative against Popery." 

JUBJK, Dr. James, a didtinguished person, 
who cultivated nietilcine and niathematics with 
equal success. Ik was secretary of the Koyai 
Society in London, as well as president of tiie 
College of Fliysicians there, and died in 1750. 

JUSSIEU, Anthony de, a celebrated French 
physician, botan)9t,and traveller, born at Lyons, 
in 1686, died in 1756. 

JUSSIEU, Bernard de, a Frenchman, emi- 
nent as a botanist and physician.; he died in 
1779. 

JUSTEL, Cliristopher, coutisellor and secre- 
tary to the French kins, was "the autlior of se- 
veral works, and died in ]64t). 

JUSTEL, Hrnry, son and succertMH* of Chris- 
topher. On the revocation of the ttdici of 
Nantos, he went to London, and was made 
keeper of the king's library ; he died in 1693. 

JUSTI, N. de, a celebrated German mineral- 
ogist, and professor of natural history al Got- 
tinge n, was born in 17^. 

JU^MN, an ancient Latin historian, who 
abridged the targe work of Tragus Pottipeius, In 
14 books, comprising a history of the world 
from Ninas to Augustus Cirsar, which is written 
with great purity and elegance, lie flourished 
about A. D. 950. 

JUSTIN, sumamcd the Martyr, one of the 
earliest writers of the Christian churcli, was 
born at Neapolis, the ancient 8ichem of Pales- 
tine, in the province of Samaria, and beheaded 
for the Christian religion under Marcus Aure 
Uus, A. D. 167. 

JUSTIN I., from a soldier, msc to ibe rank 
of general, and was proclaimed emperor of the' 
east by his array, on the death of Auastasius, 
In 518; he died A. D. 527. 

JUSTIN 11., successor of Justinian, in 563. 
He was a weak prince, but his wife governed 
lilm and his empire with ability ; he died in 
478. 

JUSTINIAN, tlie first Roman emperor of his 
name, celebrated for having collected the im- 
mense variety and number of the Roman laws 
Into one body, called " The Code ;'• to which 
tbo emperor gave his own name ; he also had' 
the decisions of Judges and other uiagistratesJ 
together with the authoritative opinionj^ of the] 
most eminent lawyers, collected ; and the namej 
©f " Digests** or "Pandects'* given to thimi. Be- 
sides tliese, for the use chiefly of young students' 
in the law, Justinian ordered 4 books of " In- 
■tUutes** to be drawn up, containing an abstract 
or abridgment of the text of all the laws : and 
lautly, the laws of modern date, posterior to 
that of the former, were throwi» into one vol. 
i9 the year 541, and called the *' NovetTr," oi 
•• New Code.'* Thh niost important transac 
tton In the state has rendered Justlnlan*s name 
iiomortal. 

JUSTINIAN n., succeeded to the throne In 
685. He was succe^tsfui a;;ainst the Saracens, 
but was of an infauious character, and was 
assassinated in 711. 

JUSTINIANI, St. Lawrence, a noble of Ve- 
nice, was made the first patriarch of Venice, in 
t<t51 ; he died in 1455, ard was canoulxed by 
pope .\lez«hder VitI 
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Jl'eTlM.^NI. Bernard, nephew to the pro- 
ceding, went ambassador from Venics to Lew- 
is XI. ot France ; he wrote several historic^ 
works, and died in 14S9.

Tbis 
happened in 1760 ; and be encountered all the 
difficulties which a person poor and without 
flriends could be subject toon his first arrival in 
town. He soon after, about 1762, commenced 
author, and was intrusted with the management 
of '* The Public Ledger," and other periodical 
publications, in which he wrote many original 
eauiys and pieces of poetry. For several years 
afler this period, he continued writing upon a 
variety of suh^iects, as the accidents of the timea 
chanced to call for the assistance of his pen. In 
1767, tlie ** Babler'* appeared in 2 pocket vobi^ 
which had at first been inserted in " Owea*8 
Weekly Chronicle,** in single papers; as did 
tlie '* Memoirs of a Magdalen,** under the title 
of " Louisa Mildmay.** Ue died in 1777, leav- 
ing six dramatic pieces. 

KELLY, John, LL. D. a Scotch divine, who 
translated the Bible into the Mauks tongue, au^ 
published a grammar of that language; he died 
in 1809. 

KEMP, John, LL. D., a native of Scotland, 
came to America soon Ader the revolution.

KEITH, Jamea. a brave and experienced

In 171^ he was made attomev- 
fencral ; in 1684, master of tlie rolls ; and in 
1788, lord chief Justice of the king*8 bench, 
which office he filled with distinguished Integri- 
ty. His lordship possessed an uncommon strerigth 
#f mind, and an Intultiveness of perception, 
which enabled him at once to discern the direct 
path of Jnstice, however attemptod to be con- 
cealed by legal chicanery, and subtleties of 
practice. To his exertions, England is indebted 
for moch of that reform which has been intro- 
duced into tlie practice of the law, and particu- 
tariy with regard to attomej^, whose miscomhict 
ttever fWled to meet Ms Just resentnnent and in- 
li|(iuitloa. His endeavours on the Bench, were 
uiiil'ormly directed Ho the promotion of every 
moral and religious dufy, to the discouragement 
of vice, and to the expQMiv of those falM prin- 
ciples of tionour, tiie baneful eflliects of which 
we have too often reason fo contemplate. He 
died at Bath, hi 1803.

Peter Teazle, Tom, Hrass, and Lissardo, must 
be rather fostidious a their reception •( a&V 
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faeceaior in tboM psna, finally quitted tbe itagt 
In 1801. In privmte tlf«, he was AiU of wMm, 
anecdote, and pleasantry ; and bis general con- 
duct bore, even on the moet trying occasions, 
Che stamp of the strictest integHty. His aetmg 
was characterised by a union of ehaateness with 
Tigoar, which always produced the most ad- 
nfrable effisct. Mr. Klnc died in 1805. 

KING, Edward, an eminent and learned Eng- 
lish antiquarian, and fellow of the Royal Soci- 
ety, tec ; he died in 1807. 

KINSEY, Jaines, LL. D., a member of Goa- 
fress from New-Jersey, in 1774, and afterwards 
tft!ief justice of that atate ; be died in 1803. 

KIPPINGIDS, Henry, a sub-rector of Bremen 
University, and an author, died in 1678. 
' KIPPIS, Dr. Andrew, a very celebrated Eng- 
lish biographer, being tlie principal author and 
conductor of the s«cond edition of ttie ** Bio- 
craphia Britanntca," was bom in 1735. His 
father, a respectable tradesman, dying in the 
year 1790, he wetft to reside with his grand- 
father, Andrew Kippis, of Seaford, in Lincoln- 
■hire, and received his classical education at 
the grammar school in that town. In 1741, be 
removed to Northnmpton, and commenced his 
academical studies under Dr. Doddridge. After 
« roxldeuce of five years at theacademy, he was 
invited by several congregations to become their 
minister, but gave the preference to an invita- 
tion from Boston and Lincolnshire, where be 
wont to reside in September, 1746. Here he 
continued four years; and in November, 1750, 
•cct'pted the pastoral charge of a congregation 
at Dorking, in Surrey. I'he congregation meet- 
ing in Priiices-street^ Westn>inster, having been 
without a minister about two yeare, be was 
ciiO!»m, in June, 1753, to succeed the Rev. Dr. 
Obadiah Hugiies. In September following, he 
married, at Boston, Miss Elizabeth Bott ; and 
In the month of October fixed his residenee in 
Westminster. In Jane, 1767, he received the 
degree of D. D. from the university of Edin- 
burgh, on the unsolicited recommendation of the 
late learned professor Robertson. The interests 
of literature, science, and religion, have re- 
ceived from the exertion of his talents as a 
writer the most essential advantages. His first 
efTortM In literature were made in the *♦ Gentle- 
man*s Magazine ;** a periodical publication cal- 
led the ** Library;** and tlie*« Monthly Review.*' 
to each of which he contributed man^ impor- 
tant articles, especially in the tflstorical and 
philological departments of the lasL His im- 
proved edition of Dr Dodd''idge*s Lectures is a 
worit of great valne ; and " The History of 
Knowledge, Learning, and Taste, in Great Bri- 
tain," prefixed to the New Annual Register, 
merits, and has received, the approbation of the 
piblic. He published, at different times, several 
single sermons entitled to very high praise. The 
greater pari of these he republished, with other 
practical discourses, in the year 1704 ; but the 
work which, next to the studies Immediately 
connected with his office as a Christian minister, 
engaged his principal attention, and by which 
ho will ever be distingnished, is the " Biogra- 
ptiia Britannlea.** This great national publi- 
cation has i^ven Mm a high rank among tiie 
literati of his country, and will carry down his 
nsme with distinguished reputation to posterity. 
This great and good man died in 1795. 

KIRBY, John Joshua, an artist, bern In 1716, 
was originally a house painter at Ipswich. In 
1754 he published Dr. Brook TayVn^ " Method 
of Ptr*oeftiv^ made ej'sy.** By Ibf fii^w of 
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lord Bate^ he became clerk of the wo/ka aiKvw; 
and in 1761 published, at the king's exficnsc, 
'* The Perspective of Architeetnre.'* Mr. Kirby 
was a member of tbe Royal and Autiquariaa 
Societies, and died in 1774. 

KIRBY, Ephraim, a native of Comiecticut, 
was tbe Am reporter of law cams and decision^ 
in the United States. He was afterwards a 
judge of the district court of the U. S. at New- 
Orieans, and died In 1804. 

KIRCH, Mary Maigaret, a natireof Leipsic 
She waa much attached to astronomical studies, 
and in 1703, discovered a comet, on which she 
publislied observations ; she died in 1720. 
.KIRCHER, Athanasiua, a famous Qfnuan 
philoeopher, and mathematician, bom in 1601. 
died in 1680, after having published 32 vols, ia 
folio, II iiT 4to., and 3 in 8vo. His works mn 
rather curious tlwn useful, savouring much of 
vision and fancy. 

KIRCHER, Conrad, of Augsburg,, known for 
his Greek concordance of the Old Testamentk 
in 1602. 

KIRCHMAN, a teamed German, died at L»- 
beek, in 1643. 

KIRCHMAN, N., an eminent professor of 
pbilosophy at Petersburg, was unfortunately 
killed while making experunenta on electricity, 
in 1758. 

KIRCHMAYER, John Gasper, professor of 
k)gic, at Wittembei^. He was a learned maot 
published valuable commentaries, and died in 
1700. 

KIRK, CokmeL an English officer in the 
service of James 11., who distinguished himself 
by hie craeKy. 

KIRKLAND, Dr. Thomas, an eminent phy- 
sician and writer on surgery, born in 1731, die4 
inlTfa 

KIRKLAND, Samuel, a missionary among 
the Seneca Indians for 40 years ; he died at 
Paris, New- York, in 1808. 

KIRSTENIUS, Peter, a German pfay^clan, 
author of an " Arabic Grammar,," and of so* 



vcQ-al oilier works In Arabic, born in 1577, died 
in 1640. It is observed in his epitaph, that h« 
understood 36 languages. 

KIRSTENIUS, George, a native of Stettin,, 
eminent as a botanist, died In 1660. 

KIRWAN, William, dean of Killala, a dia- 
tingitiabcd ornament of the church, waMHigi- 
nally a Romish priest; but became a leoloui 
adl^ertnt and powerfol npporter of the pro- 
testant f^iith. Ho was certainly one of the most 
popular orators that ever appeared in the pulpitii 
and no man ever made a more powerful imprea- 
sion on his audience. He was at all times ready 
to exert his great powers in forwarding tbe ol^* 
jcds of benevotence ; many of them owe et- 
Utence and prosperity to bto unparalleled exe»> 
tions. He was bora about 1754, and died near 
Dublin, in 1805. 

KLAPROTH, Martin Henry Von, inofessog 
of chymistry at Beriin, and an enUoent writer 
on that science, died in 1817. 

KLEBER, L B., a famous general In th# 
French revolntlonary army, was bora at Straa- 
burg, in 1750. He accompanied Buonapan^ 
to Egyp^ «nd was by him left to eomnumd 
there on his departure. Kleber aAerwarda 
captured Cairo,, and formed an alliance with 
Murat Bey. In ISOOhe was assassinstfd by «• 
Arab. 

KLEI8T, Ewald Christian de, distinguished 
aa an oflicer In the Prussian service, mid mM 
poet. He was kilted in baule, in 1750. 

r •^^ 
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KLINOSTADT, a painter, born at Rita. 
wlKM6 pieew were evquMtely flnlkbed ; lie died 
to 1734. 

KLOCKER.Darld, a painter, liberallvpatro 
■lied br the kint of Sweden, died in 1666. 

KLOreTOCK. FrederidcTbeoplHlm. a very 
celebrated German poet,born in l7M,died in 1803. 
Hie " Messiah,** by which hie name it chiefly 
Immortalized, wai pubiiehed at Halle, in 1751. 
00 wai likewiee author of three tragedlei, 
•ailed "The Death of Adam;** *' Solomon;** 
and " David.** His foneral was conducted with 
extraordinary pomp; being attended by the een- 
•te of Hamburgh, the dipieniatio body, theeler 
», men of letters, and mercliante^ in a proces- 
Moiit>f TOcoadies: at Altona, it was Joined by 
90 more carriages to the village of Ottensen, 
Where he was buried with all the most bonour* 
•Me ceremoiiiea that could be devised. 

KNAPTON, George, a portrait painter, and 
keeper of the king's pictures, died in 1778. 

KNBLLER, Str6odfrev,an eminent painter, 
born at Lub6C,about 1648. His great patron in 
England was Charle9 11. ; but aftur the death of 
that monarch, he was well^ received by king 
James and his queen, and constantly employed 
by them until the Revolution. It Is very re- 
Biarfcble of this painter that he had the bonour 
ta draw 10 crowned brads ; 4 kiiN^ uf England. 

Sod three qiieeus : thecsar of Muscovy ; Charlesi 
t., king of Spain, afterwards einiicror, when he 
was in England ; and the French king, Lewis 
XIV. ; besides severe etactom and princes. He 
was gentleman of the privy clinnibor to king 
William, to queen Anne, and t«>GtH>rge I. ; and 
Wtt, In several reigns, a ilefHity-lieutenant of 
the county of Middlesex, and ii) thecommisstoii 
of the peace for that and other cuudties. He 
died in 17S3. 

KNIGHT, Dr. Samuel, archdeacon of Berks, 
and author of " Mves of Erasmus and Dean 
Colet,** died in 1746. 

KNOLLES, Sir Robert, a very eminent gene- 
ffti, who rose by desrees from the rank of a pri> 
▼ate, and withHO.OOO men in the wars of B<*' 
ward'lll., marched to the gates of Paria. Rs- 
turning home, ladent with wealth and honours, 
ke founded Roctiester bridge. 

KNOLLES, Richard, author of ** The Gene- 
ral History of the Turks, from the beginning of 
that Nation to the) rising pf the Ottoman fami- 
Iv,** 1^., which has immortalised bis name. He 
died In 1610, leaviuj; behind him the character oT 

• jMd)«^df«. learned, and worthy man. . 

jS j:.LIS, Francis, an English statesman, 
CMllngufshed A>r liis seal In the cause of refor- 
■latloa. He was one of the commissioners at 
the trial of Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 
18i6« 

KNORtt VON R09ENR0T, Christian, a 
teamed German, died to 168dr 

KNOTT, Edward, an English Jesuit, was pro- 
IM^ in the English college at Rome ; be died 

KNOWLKR, Wiltlam, an English divine 
and translator of Chrysostora*t Comment, died 
t»1767. 

KNOWLES, Thomas, an Englishmsn, an 
liMe divine, nnA an author, died in 1803. 

KNY)\VLTON, Thomas, an EngUsb bota- 
Bist. di*fd in 1782. 

K.NOX,John,an eminent Scottish minister, 

• chief instruinent and promoter of the retivrma- 
tlon in thst country, and a steady and undaunt- 
ed patriot In the worst of times, born In UdS, 
•addled In 1571 Aa 10 his charaoiar, Iw was, 
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like Luther, one of tlteee extraordinary persons, 
jofwhom few, if any, are observed to»<peak wMk 
iraflicient temper ; all is either extravagant ei^- 
comium orsenseiess invective. After his deaiii, 
came out a *' History of the Reformation with- 
in the realm of Scotland,** 4kc, to which are sulk- 
joined all Ills otiier works. 

KNOX, John, many years a bookseller of 
eminence in London, who devoted the for- 
tune be acquired in this business to the im- 
provement of his country, in the planning a 
herring flsheiy, and the settlement of new 
towns on the north east of Scotland, ile visit- 
ed and explored that kingdom 16 times in 83 
years, beginning in 1764 ; and, in two volumea, 
laye a systematic view of Scotland in aeaeral : 
'he died in 1790. 

KNOX, Vicesimus, D. D., a learned divlna 
arid miscellaneous writer, bom in 1759. At tba 
death of his father, he was elected, in his room, 
master of Tunbridge school, where he presided 
.33 years; retiring from it in 1812, and bekig 
hUnseif succeeded by his son, the present maa- 
ter. The duties of a parish priest he discbars- 
ed for nearly forty years, with a seal and abili- 
ty perhaps never surpassed ; scaicely, during 
(that long period, requiring any assistauce in tiia 
performance of the chu rch service. He died at 
liiis sotrs, in 1831. His principal works are, 
'* Essays, Moral and Literary ;**. *' Liberal Iklu- 
cation ;'* " Winter Evenings ;*' " Personal N«»- 
ibiiity :** ** Christian Pidloeophy ;** *• Sermons ;** 
** Elegant Extracts;" "Elegant Epistles,** 
" Domestic Divinity,** Itc 

KNOX, Hugli, D. D., an eminent counvga- 
tioiial clergyman at the bland of St. Croix, 
where he died after a long and usef^ life, al 
a very advanced age. 

KNOX, Henry, a d'tstinsuished officer of tb« 
revolution, was commnntfer of the artillery un- 
til the capture of CurnwaUis, ai^er which ha 
was made a major gmeral in the army. He waa 
afterwards secretary at war, under Washing- 
too, and died^ln 1810^ 

KNUPPER, Nicholas, a native of Leipsio, 
eminent as a painter, died la 1660. . 

KNUZBN, Matthias, a celebrated atheist, 
born in Ilolstein, about 1650. Be was the onljr 
person on record who openly taught aiheUm ; 
and be undertook long Journeys on purpose to 
make proselytes. His followers, were called 
conscienciarieSfbecause they asserted that there 
was no other god, no other relipion, no oib«r 
lawful matlsu'iicy, than conscience. 

KNUZEN, Martin, professor of philosophy at 
Koningsberg, died in 17SJ. 

KNYGHTON, Henry, author of a chronicle 
of tlie English history, and of the deposition of 
Richard HI. 

KOEBEGER, Winceslaus, a naUve of Aut 
werp, and eminent as a painter, died in 1604. 

KOEMPFfiR, Engelbert, an eminent Gennaa, 
botanical writer, and autliot- of s " History 
of Japan,** born in lOSLdied in 1716. 

KOiENIG, Daniel, a Swiss, who translateil 
into Latin, Arbuthtiot*a Tables of Ancient 
Coins, published in 1750. 

KOENIO, Samuel, professor of philosophy 
and natural law at Franeker,.and librarian 
!• the stadthotder, and the princess of Orange. 
He was mitbor of several works; and died 
in 17S7, with tlie character of being one of tba 
best niathematiciaiiaof the age. 

KOENIG, George Matthias, a lenmed Ger- 
man, bora in Mid, died In 1660. lie was weO 
wast^Ptned tatfae bellat tettret, in divinitj, and In 
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th« orleotftl IftOKuages, and gave •evitnU public 
•pecimena of his learniiitf; but is principaily 
known by a work entitreJ ** Uibliotncca vetuii 
et nova," 4io. This is a blograpliical diction- 
ary, wbich bas been very uaerui to otlier bto^ra 
phers. 

KOEftTOX, Joanna, a native of Amsterdam, 
celebrated for ingenuity and taste in embroidery, 
Irawing, and water cuiouni ; she died iu 1715. 

KOBFS. Roclof, a Ocnnan painter, ft is 
«iid his portraits amounted to 5(100, and ail of 
A^m superior. He died in 1725. 

KOi^LOClC, Henry, O. D., an eminent pres- 
^vAetian clergyman, professor of theology in 
rrinceton college, New- Jersey, al'terwardd pas- 
tor of a church in Savannah, Georgia, died io 
1819. 

KOXTG, 0«orge Matthias, a learned (German, 

B'otettsor of poetry and of Greek, at Altdorf. 
e was an able scholar, and died in 1699. 

KONIG, Emanuel, a physician, of Basil, pub- 
Ishnd variou!4 work:), and died in lT.lt. 

KORNMANN, Henry, a German lawyer and 
tuthor in the beginning of the 17ih century. 

KORTilOLT, Christian, professor of diviui- 
W at Kcil, died in 1094. 

KOllTHOLT, Christian, grand^son of the 
precedi>i«^, and professor of theology at Gottin- 
fen, published Leibnitz's Latia letters, and died 

KC^CITTSKO, Thadd<>u8, a famous Polish 
goneral, was bred at Warsaw, and served In 
die American war ai aid de-camp to general 
Washington. He atXerwards headed the Poles 
In their resistance to Ru^dian oppression, but in 
iruiii ; he was severely wounded and made pri- 
atmer by the -Russians, who, however, treated 
Mm With great respect, and the emperor Paul 
tave him an estate. He died in Switzerland, 
m 1817. 

KO TTER, Christopher, a fanatic, wlio lived 
f^ Sprotlow ; he died in 1»>47. 

KOTTERU.-^, Christopher, a tanner, of Slle- 
sta, and one of the three fanatics whose visions 
Were published at Amsterdam in 1037, with the 
following tHIe, "Lux In Teuebria." He died 
In 1547. 

KOTZEBUE, Augustus Von, bom at Wei- 
mar, in 1761. He was intended for the profet- 
iiion of the taw; but the drama had more at- 
tractions for him, and he wrote num'^rous plays, 
the best of which have been translated. His 
*• Stranger,'* »* Lover's Vows," and "Pizarro,* 
have hrui great success. Kotzebue was assas- 
i^nated, in 1819, by a fanatical student of Jena, 
-named Snndt, who then stabbed himself, but 
vecnvered from his wounds, and suffered de- 
aapitatio'i for the niurdi-r. 

KOUCK, Peter, u Dutchman^, and principal 
palmer to Charles V., died In 1530. 

KOfJLI KHAN', Thamns, alias NADIR 
8CH.\H, born in 1887, In the province of Che- 
ra^an, in Persia. He was the son of the gover- 
nor of a Persian fortress; and engagirfgln the 
service of the Schah TImmas, whose throne 
Esehref, a usurper, possessed, and had lorded 
It over the Persians for five years with the u^ 
most barbarity, the sophl gave him at length 
the command of his army. The new generti 
entirely defeated Eschref, conducted Schah 
Tharnas In triumph to Ispahan, and established 
liira upon the tliroue of his aucestors. Es- 
ehref, having got tozether his trea<<ures and liN 
women, fled toward Candahar with 10.090 men. 
iCoull Khan, at the head of 15,000 men, went 
in DorsuU of bim. and raconuDeiKkxl it to tto 



king to go against tlie Turks with tlie rest ot 
hls^army; assuring him that, as soon as he 
iKid secured Esehref, he would fly to his assist- 
ance. Kouii Khan at la^t came up with the 
usurper, and prepare<l for an engagement which 
was very soon decisive. Tlie Aghwans, sur 
rounded, were either cut to pieces or taken : 
Esehref was among the prisoner^!, and all hit 
treasures fell into the hands of the victor. 
Kouli Khan ordered both Ins eyes to be put out, 
and some days after had him belieati«'d. He 
then hasten*!!! back to succour the itoplii, whom 
he supposed to be engaged with the Turks ; but 
was surprised to find, when he came near Ispa- 
han, that he had concluded a peace with the 
Porte^ disbanded hui army, and sent him orders 
to do the same. These orders he received with 
indignation, exdaimii^ against theigtiominimn 
peace and his efleminate priticc. Iustea<i of 
disbanding his army, which now consisted of 
70,000 men, he marched with it lo Ispahan, 
seized the Schah Thamas, imprisoned him in a 
strong fortress, and in an assembly of the chief 
men of Persia got him deposed, and his son, an 
infant six months old, prociuiniud Sciiah, by the 
name of Schah Abbas HI. In his name, KoiiH 
Khan assumed to himself the sovereign imwer, 
and pr&^eiKly issued a nianifesto disclaiming 
the late peace with the Turks. After having 
recovered all tliat had been taken from Persia, 
he concluded a peace with ihe Ottoman Porte fti 
17Jtf. The following year, the young Schah 
Abbas died, and Kouli Khan procured himsi'ff 
to be proclaimed his succet^sor. As he thought 
war would be a bettnr prop to his throne than 
peace, he immediately carried his victorious 
arms against the Mogul, and in one single bat- 
tle conquered almost all that empire. In this 
expedition hekiiied 300,000 (>cople ; and brought 
away a treasure worth about 145 millions, in 
which was the imperial throne, set with dia- 
monds of an immense value. Taking from the 
Mogul all the wMintry that lay between the for- 
mer limits of Persia and the Indus, and subdu- 
ing the whole country of the (Jsbeck, he vast- 
ly enlarged the bounds of his em|>ire ; but he 
now fell into a state which seemed to border 
upon distraction: he attempted to change the 
religion of Persia io that of Omar ; hanj^ up 
the chief priests; put his own son to death; 
and was guilty of such cruelty, that he was as- 
sassinated in 1747, in his €Oth year; having 
reigned above SO years over oriie of the moet 
powerful empires on tlie elol>e. 

KRACHENINNIKOW, Stephen, a Russian 
naturalist, professor uf botany and natural hi^ 
tory, at Petersbure, died in 1*^55. 

KRANTZ, Albert, a famous historian ami 
divine, professor of divinity, at Rosi«»ck, and 
author of several learned works, died in 1574. 

KR.^USE, Francis, a German, eminent as a 
historical painter, dit;d in 1754 

KRE3A, Father, conl'essor to the king of Bo* 
bemia, died in 1715. 

KRUGF.R, John Christian, iiuthor of poenm 
and c«»medie.^, died at Hamburgh, in 1750. 

KUHLMAN, auirinus, a famous I'anatic, 
born at Breslaw. He was at last burnt at Mos- 
cow, in 1H89, for some seditious prophecfes. 

KIJilNIirs, Jachim, a learned native of 
Pomerania,''and principal ol' the college of Ot- 
tingen ; he aciiuired great celebrity by his pub- 
lications, and died in 1897. 

KUICK, John Van, a painter, of Dordt, a^ 
etiaed of heresy, was crueHy btinu by the Jetuita 
hi UTS 
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Firaituiiu, an eminent I'ather oTUie ChristiM 
church. He is the most eloquent of all the e^- 
clesiastical Latin authors^ and wrote in euch « 
uure, foiuoth, and natural style, and so muck 
in the taste and manner of the Roman oraton 
that he is generaUy distinguished by the title of 
" The Christian Cicero.**^ 

LACY, John, an actor and dramatic writef 
of some eminence, in the reign of Charles IL 

LACYDAS, a Greek philosopber, of Cyrene^ 
who was tenderly attached to a favourttagooaik 
died 312 B. C. 

LADISLAUS L succeeded to the Hungariaa 
throne in 1077. He was an able poUUcian, • 
brave general, and a pious man ; he wascanoa- 
iredlnllW. 

LAmSLAUS ni., king of Hungarr, a HcM 
tious monarch, who was assassinated in ISQO. 

LADISLAUS IV., grand duke of Lithuania^ 
and king of Poland, was made king of Hungary, 
in 1440. He was defeated and slain in battle 
with the Turks, in 1444. 

LADISLAUS v., succeeded Ladislaus IV. 
It is said be was poisoned by the Hussites, 
whose sect be persecuted* 

LADISLAUS VI., son of the king of Poland, 
raised to the throne of Hunganr, in 1490, bad • 
turbulent reign, and died in 15G0. 

LADISLAUS, or LAUNCELOT, the JAber 
ral and Victorious, count of Provence, succeed- 
ed his father, as king of Naples, in 138S. Bi« 
right to the throne was ^iispnted, and he di<4r 
in 1414, after a turbulent reign. 

LADISLAUS I., kins of Poland, succeeded 
to the throne in 1081. He was fond of p e at a , 
but brave in war; be died in 1103. 

LADISLAUS IT., king of Poland, succeeded 
his father, Bolislaus, |n 1130; he made war 
against bis brothers, and was at last banished 
from the throne, and died in 11S9. 

LADISLAUS IlL, king of Poland, in 199i. 
oppressed jiis people so that they revolted, and 
placed Wenceslaus on the throne, after wboa« 
death Ladislaus was replaced on the throns, 
and governed with justice and moderuion. Bm 
[diedln 1333. 

LADISLAUS v., sumamed Jagelkm, grand 
duke of Lithoania,obtained the crown of Polai*d 
in 1380, by marriage. His reign was mild but 
vigorous, and he died in 1434, highly respected. 

LADISLAUS VI., kiiig of Poland, son of 
Ladislaus V., was^ duke of Lithuania, and Jciog 
of Hungary. 

LADISLAUS, Sigismund.Vn., king of ?«»* 
land and Sweden, after the death of his fathef, 
in 1633. He defeated Um Turks in vsrious bat- 
tles, and died in 1648. 

L* A DVOCAT, John Baptist 1* Abbe, a learned 
French critic, grammarian, geographer, and his^ 
torian, author of " Dictionnaire Geocraphiqus 
Porutif ;** "Dictionnaire Hietorique Portatif ;*' 
and a " Hebrew Grammar.'* He died in 176S.

KUSTER, Ludolf, a learned German critic, 
born in 1670. He published editions of Suidas, 
Aristo|>hanes, and several works of a smaller 
kind, and died in 1716. 

KUYP, Jacob, an eminent landscape painter, 
«t Oordt, flourished about 1643. 

KUYP, or CUYP, Albert, a very eminent 
landscape painter, was b«)m at Dordt, In 1606. 
The time of his death is uncertain. 

KYD, Thomas, an English dramatic writer in 
the reign of queen Elizabeth. 

KYDERMINSTER, Richard, abbot and his- 
torian, of tlie Benedictine convent of Win- 
cliombe, died in 1531. 

KYNESTON, John, an English divine, who 
gained great reputation by a Latin oration 
which he pronounced ; he died in 1783.

LAMBALLE, Marie Therese Louise, of Sa- 
voy Carignan, princess of, wife of the duke of 
Bourlxtn Penthievre, ardently attached to the 
French queen, for which she was inhumanly 
murdered, in 1792, by the tyrants of the French 
revolution. 

LAMBECIUS, Petei, a learned German, ani 
rector of tlie university of Hamburgh. He re- 
nounced protestantism for popery, and died in 
1680. 

LAMBERT, John, a general In Cromweirs 
army, memorable for having opposed Oliver's 
acceptance of the crown, died about 1670. 

LAMBERT, Anne Therese, marquise de, a 
most ingenious French lady, bom at Paris, in 
1647, died in 1733, having been the anthor of 
some very pleasing moral productions, which 
have been collected and printed in S volumes. 

LAMBERT, Claude Francis, a French eo- 
elesiastic, and an author, died in I'GS. 

LAMBERT, Daniel, remarkable for having 
greativ exceeded the ordinary diment>ioi>9 t.f 
mankind, was born at Leicester, in 1770, and died 
at Stamford, in 1809.

LAMBRUN, Margaret, was a Scotch wo- 
man, and ant of the retinue of Mary queen of 
Scots, as was also her husband, who dying ot 
grief for the tragical end of that princess, his 
wife took up a resolution of revenging tlie death 
of both upcMi queen Elisabeth. For that pur- 
pose she put on a man's habit ; and, assuming 
the name of AnthonvBparke, repaired to iIm 
court of the queen of Fiigland, Mways carry- 
ing with her a brace of pistols, one to kill FAtzar 
both, and the* other to slioot hereelf, in order to 
avoid the hands of justice; but her design Iib|»- 
pened to miscarry by an accident which saved 
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Uirough the crowd to come up to iter miuefity, 
who was tben walking in ber garden, she chan- 
ced to drop one of the pistols. This being seen 
by the guards, she was soizod, in order to be 
sent iintned lately to prison, but tlie queen not 
suspecting her to^be one of ber own sex, tiad a 
mind dn»t to examine ber. Accordingly, de- 
manding her name, country, and quality^ Mar- 
Erel replied with an unmoved steadiness, " Ma- 
in, though I appear in this habit, I am a wo- 
man; my name is Margaret Lambrun; 1 was 
several years in the service of queen Mary, my 
mistress, whom you have so unjustly put to 
4leath ; and by her death you have also caused 
that of my husband, who I'.led of grief toseesoj 
iniiucent a queen perish so Iniquitously. Now, 
as I had the greatest love and adfection for both 
those personages, I resolved, at the peril of my 
life, to revenge their deaili by liillingyou, who 
are the cause of both.*' The queen* pardoned 
her, and granted ber a sale omduct till she 
should be set upon the coast of France. 

LAMf, Bernard, a philosopher of a noblo 
family of Mons ; he was a warm admirer of 
the principles of Descartes, and died in 1715.

So 
high was his r«putation, that Frederic the Great, 
of Prussia, used to say, ha faared nobody so 
much as Laudohn. 

LAUGIER. Mark Antony, i French Jesuit, 
the ant lior of several works, died in 17e0. 

LAUNAY, Francis de, a French advocate of 
eminence, and an aathor of law pu h licationa, 
died iu 1^93. 

LAUNOI, John de, a learned French writer, 
known for his delenee of the righta of the Gal- 
ilean church, died in 1678. 

LAUNOY, Chariea de, • Freneli (eneral. 
BeeLANNOY. 

LAURA DR N0VE8, the mistress of Pe- 
trarch, who wrote Iu her praise 318 sonnets and 
88 songs, most of which breatlie the wannest 
apirit of poetry. Slie waa bom at Avignon, 
in 1310, and died in 1348. 

LAURATl, Peter, a celebrated Italian pain- 
ter, who flourished in the 15di century. 

LAURENS, or LAURENTIUS, Andrew, 
vrofessor of medicine, at Bfontpelier, and phy- 
lician to Henry |V., died In 1609. 

LAURENS, Honorus, brother of Andrew, 
an advocate in tiic parliament of Paris, and af- 
terwards archbiithop of Embrun ; he died in 1612. 

LAURENS. Henry, a member of Congress 
.Tom South Carolina, and president of ttuit 
•ody in 1777. He was takra prisoner by tiie 
British, while on his way to Holland, as ambas- 
sador from the United States, and confined in 
the tower, and' treated with great rigour until 
1781. On his liberation, he went to France, 
and afterwards, joined the American ministers 
in signing the ueaty with Great Britain. He 
died in Carolina, in 1702. 

LAURENS, John, son of the preceding, was 
a distinguished officer of the American army, 
during ilie war of the revolution, and rendered 
essential services to his country. He was mor- 
tally woundtHl in an action with a small party 
of the enptmv in Carolina, and died in 1783. 

LAURENT, Peter Jo«eph, a native of Flan- 
ders, celebrated tor his astonishing mechanical 
powers ; he di(*d in 1775. 

LAURENTIO, Nicholas, a remarkable cha- 
ranter in the history of modem Rome, who, al- 
though the son of a vintner, rose to the supreme 
power, but was murdered by the |topulace. 

LAURT, Fiiippo, an eminent italian painter, 
born at Rome in 1623, died in 1004. 

LAVATER, l^wis, anecdesiastic, known for 
his abilities as a prolestant coiKrovcnialist,di<id 
in 1586. 

liAVATER, Johii Caspar Christian, a Swiss 
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vanced. Success inflamed his imagination, and 
he l»ecame an enthmdast in the study of phsnd-' 
ognomy. The opinions relative to it, which hi 
pr(^>agated, were a medley of acute observa- 
tion, ingenious conjectiu'e, and wild reverie. 
His books, published in tlie German language* 
were muHipUed by many editions, and transla- 
tions. This amiable cfergyman (for such bt 
was,) was born at Zurich, in 1741, and die/ 
there in 1801, in consequence of a wound whick 
he received from a French soldier a twelve 
month before. 

LAVINGTON, George, bishop of Exeter 
born in 1683, and died at Exeter, in 1703. Ba 
sides sermons, he published^ <* The Enthusiasa 
of the Methodlsu and Papists compared." 

LAVlROTT£» Lewis Anne, a French pbyil 
cian of eminence, died in 1750. 

LAVOISIER, Antoine Laurent, a celebrated 
French medical and chymical writer, born at 
Paris, in 1743, was murdered by the guillotiue un- 
der the execrable tyranny of Robesiricrra, witb 
27 other farmers-general, in 1794. 

LAW, John, of Edinburgh, a famous pro- 
jector, who raised himself to the dignity of comp- 
troller-general of the finances of France, upoe 
the strength of a scheme for establishing a baniL 
an East-India, and a Mississippi company, witc 
the profittof which the national debt of Franco 
was to be paid oflC; but this great fabric of falao 
credit fell to the ground, and almost overthrew 
the French government, ruining some thousand* 
of families ; and it is remarkable, tliat the sama 
desperate game was played by the South Se« 
directors in England in the same fatal year, 
1790. Law, being exiled as soon as the credtt 
of his projects begua to fail, retired to Venice 
where he died in poverty, m 1729« 

LAW, Edmund, bishop of Carlisle, an emi 

nent theological writer, born in 1708, died in 1787. 

Law, William, an able English dissenting 

divine, and author of tii« " Serious Call :'* he 

died in 1761. 

LAW, Jonathan, a native of Connecticut, 
waa successively a judge and chief justice of 
the superior court, lieutenant-governor, snd af , 
terwarda governor, of that state ; be died •& 
1750. 

LAW, Richard, LL. D., an eminent lawyer 
of Connecticut, was for several years, a Jndgt 
and chief justice of tlie supreme court of tliat 
state, and afterwards judge of the United States 
district couru He died in 1806.

LEAKE, Richard, roaster-gonner of Englaadji 
WM distinguished for turavery in sevarai naval 
actions ; he was bom at fiarwicbKin UQP, Vt4 
died in 1096. 

LEAKE, Sir John, a brave and tuce^ssfUl 
Englbh admiral, born Un 16^, was diHinguish^ 
by many great actions : but chiefly by his relief 
and preservation of Gibraltar from the French 
and Spaniards, in 1705. He died in 1730. 

LEAKE, Stephen Martin, an ingenious wri- 
ter on coins, and on heraldry, born In 170^ died 
to 1773. 

LEAKE, Dr. John, physician to the West- 
minster Lying-in-Hospital, of which he was the 
founder, died in 1792. His writings on midwife- 
ry, and on female diseases, are in very high es- 
teem. 

LEAPOR, Mary, an ingenious English tad^, 
and auttior of some poems, died in 1735. 

LEAMING, Jeremiah, an episcopal ckr^ 
man, of New-England, and a theological Wri- 
ter ; he died in 1804. 

LEBID, an Arabian poet, employed by Ma- 
homet to answer satirical works against him. 

LE BLANC, Marcel, one of the fourteen je- 
Alits whom Lewis XIV. sent to Siam, died in 
1693. 

LECLAIR, John, a native of Lyons, an emi- 
nent UHisical composer, was assi^nated in 
1764. 

LECTIUS, James, a native of Geneva, t po- 
et and critic, died in 161 1. 

LEDESMA, Alphonsus, a Spanish poet, died 
la 1623. 

LEDYARD, John, a distinguished American 
traveller, a native of Connecticut. He ac- 
companied captain Cook in his last voyage, and 
witnessed hn death. After suffering incredible 
hardships in his different journeys, he died at 
Cairo, in 1789, whHa preparing to penetrate the 
liUerior of Africa. 

LEE, Samuel, an Englishman, ^eeted A'om 
hb living (br non-conformity in 16^, and em 
barlced lor North America. 

LEE, Nathaniel, an eminent English drama- 
tic poet. He is the aiuhor of eleven plays, aU 
acted with applause. His thoughts are wonder- 
fully suited to tragedy ; but frequently lost Iti 
such a cloud of words, diat it is dlAcuU to 
the beauty of them. Be died in 1601. 

LEE, Thomas, president of the councQ of 
Virginia, in 1749. The adminlstraUon of the 
affairs of the colony devolved on him until his 
death, which occurred in 1750. 

LEE, Charles, a native of Wales. Aftar 
•erving in the EiuHsh army under nnerali 
Abercrombie and Burgoyne, came to Viiglnia, 
In 1773, and at the commencement of the revo-

LEE, Francis Lightfoot, a member of con- 
gress, from Virginia, in 1775, and one of the 
signers of the declaration of liadependence ; h* 
died at Richmond, in 1797. 

LEE, Thomas Sim, a meinber of congresf. 
and of the convention which formed the federal 
constitution, afterwards governor of Maryland ; 
he died in 1819. 

LEE, Charles, attoiaey-general of the United 
States, died in I8I5. 

LEE, Ezra, a revolutlonaiy ofi^cer, who waa 
engaged in several of tiie principal contests of 
the war. He enjoyed the confidence of his su- 
perior ofiicers, and was selected^to take charge 
of the marine " Turtle,** in an attempt to Wow 
up the British ship Asia, in tlie harbour of New- 
York. He died in 1621. 

LEE, Samuel, a learned and di8tiBguisbe4 
English divine, afterwards fiist minister at Bris- 
tol, tlhodc Island ; he died in 1691, on his return 
to England. 

LEECHMAN, Dr. William, siineipal of the 
college of Glasgow, born in 1706, died In 1785. 
His publications were few, but they are gene- 
rally known and admired, and will remain last- 
ing monuments of a devout and benevolent 
heart as well as of an enlarged and highly ciri- 
tivated understanding. 

LEEPE, John Anthony Van der, a Dutch 
painter, celebrated ibr his sea views, died in 
1730. 

LEESE, Anna, a native of England, of ob- 
scure origin, and of doubtful character, wai the 
founder of the society of shakers. She came 
to America, and settled near Albany, where she 
died in 1784. 

LEXTE, WiUiant, a native of England, came 
to America to enjoy his stern republican prin- 
ciples, and seUled at Guilford. He was chosen 
fovemor of New-Hav^a, and on the union of 
the colonies, lieutenant-governor and governor 
of Connecticut. H^ died in 1683. 

LEEURO, Gabriel Van der, a native of Dofdt, 
Who e«ceUed in painting animals; he died ia 
1688. 

LEGGE, George, lord Dartmouth, an emin«it 
English admiral, who commanded the force sent 
to demoUsh Tangier, m 1683. ki 1688, he was 
made admiral of the fleet ; but, after the revo-

His philoso- 
phical writings are very numerous, and have 
tendered his name immortal. 

LEIGH, Sir Edward, an Enclifh critic and 
Hebrew lexicographer, died in 1671. 

LEIGH, Charles, F. R. S., an able naturalist, 
•f England. He wrote a natural hhitory of 
Lancashire, Cheshire, &o., and i history of 
Virginia. He died in the beginning of the I8th 
century. 

LEIGHTON, Alexander, a natite of Edin- 
burgh, author of " Zion*8 Plea," and " Looking 
Glass of the Holy War,** both directed against 
the government. He was in consequence punish- 
ed by having his nose slit, his ears cut, and run- 
Bing the gauntlet. He died in 1644. 

LEIGHTON, Robert, an eminent Scotch pre- 
late and theological writer, died in 1664. 

LBISLER, Jacob, known as the leader of a 
lebeliion, in the colony of New- York, for which, 
lie was accused of treason, condemned, and ex- 
ecuted, about 1691. 

LEISMAN, Jotin Anthony, a German pain- 
ter, some of whose pictures are very much ad- 
mired ; he died in 1698. 

LELAND, John, the first and last antiquary- 
royal in England, was born in London, and died 
In 1552. He has been styled the father of Eng- 
lish antiquaries. 

LELAND, Dr. John, a celebrated English 
dissenting divine, settled in Dublin, whodistln- 

Euished himself by some very estimable and la- 
orious publications, particularly*' A View of' 
the Deistical Writers of England," and " The 
Advantage and Necessity of the Christian Re- 
velation." He was born in 1691, and died in 
1766. 

LELAND, Dr. Thomas, author of a ♦* Histo- 
ly of Ireland," a" Life of Philip of Macedon," 
and translator of Demosthenes, was bom in 
1723, and died in 1785. 

LE LONG, James, author of "Historical Li- 
brary of France." He died at Paris, in 1721. 

LELY, Sir Peter, an excellent portrait and 
historical painter, born in 1617, at Westphalia, 
but aflerwarda settled in England, under the pa- 
tronage of Charles H., died in 1680. 

LEMENS, Balthasar Van, a native of Ant- 
werp, eminent as a bistoricsil painter, died in 
London, in 1704. 

LB MBRCIER, Andrew, a minister of Bos- 
ton, for many years paistor of a French protest- 
ant church in that place; he died in 1702^ 

LEMERV, Nicolas, a celebrated French 
ehythical writer, born at Rouen, in 1645, died in 
1715. 

LEMERT, Lewis, son of the preceding, was 
bora at Paris, and became physician to the king. 
He was the author of several useful books, an^ 
4ied in 1743. 

LEMNIUS, LcBvinius, born at Zealand, 
where he became a physician, and afterwards 
took orders. He wrote on astrology, plants, 4tc, 
and died in 1568. 

LEMOtNE, Francis, a French painter, who, 
Wftbout genius, became, by application, an emi- 
nent artist ; he died in 1737. ^ 

LEMON, George William, an English divine^ 
frtto ditttngulsfaed himself by the pobncatlon i

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of a large volume on *' English Etymology,* 
being a derivative dictionary, in which he ha 
not only investigated the radical meaning of 
many obscure and almosftt uniutelligtbie words, 
but exploded many vulgar errors, and iBustra- 
ted many passages In ancient English writers 
He was bom in 1726, and died in 1791 

LE MONNIER, Peter Charles, a celebrated 
French astronomer, and one of those who mada 
the Journey to the north in 1785, for the adme«i* 
surement of the globe, died at Paris, in 1799. 

LE MONNTER, Lewis William, brother of 
the preceding, was a distinguished pnysician ami 
an able philosopher. He wrote several valuable 
articles for the French £ncyclopedia,and died in 

L'ENCLOS, Ninon de, a very distinguished 
French courtezan, who, with a fine understand- 
ing and philosophic spirit, would reason like 
Socrates, though she acted Ijke Lais ; whilo^ 
therefore, tlie great Conde, the Villarcoaux, the 
Sevignes, the Rochefoucaults, enjoyed her as a 
mistress, the learned consulted her as a philo- 
sopher and a critic. This bewitching womaa 
died in 1706, aged 90, retaining her personal 
charms to the last. Slie left some children, and 
one of her sons died before her, a very tragical 
death indeed. Not knowing her to be his mo- 
ther (for all her operations were conducted wttll 
secrecy and mystery,) he actually fell in love 
with her ; and when, to get rid of his passion, 
she discovered herself to him, through shame 
and despair he poignarded himself in her pre- 
sence. . 

L'ENPANT, James, an eminent French pro- 
testant minister, born in 1691, died in 1728. He 
was author of three capital works, viz. Histo- 
ries of the Council of Constance, Basil, and 
Pisa. Besides these, he published the Nevr 
Testament, translated into French from the ori- 
ginal Greek, with notes, in conjunction with 
Beausobre ; which version was much esteemed 
by the protestants. 

L'ENGLET, Nicholas du Fresnoy, a very vo- 
luminous French writer, born in 1674, died in 
1755. His" Methode pour etudierTHratoire," 
&c. seems to have been thought bis best produc- 
tion. His end was very tragical: for, falling 
asleep as he was reading by the fire, he full into* 
it, and his head was nearly burnt on before the 
accident was jjerceived. 

LENNARD, Sampson, a friend of Sir PlilUp 
Sidney, with whom he distinguished hiniself at 
the battle of Zutphen. He was also an emiHent 
translator from Xatin and French ; he died in 
1630. 

LENNOX, Charlotte, a writer of novels and 
plays, the daughter of cotonel Ramsay, lieuien- 
atit-governor of New- York, was boru in 1720, 
aud died In 1804. Her best known novel ia 

The Female duixotte." The latter part of 
her life was clouded by sickness ahd penury; 
her chief support being derived from " The 
Literary Fund," 

LENS, Bernard, painter and enamcUer to 
George II., died in 1741. 

LENTHAL, William, speaker of the long 
parliaihent, a dubious character during the civil 
warm ^^^ sought his own fortunes by secretly ' 
siding with the republicana; he died under con- 
trition, in 1663. 

LENTULUS, Cneins, a Roman consuU hi«- 
tortan, and poet, be was put to death by Tibe 
rius. 

LEO L, or Ancient, succeeded Marcfan, oq 
thd throne of Constantiaople, in. 457. Bt wae 
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praised by some historians, but greatly eensured 
1^ others, and died in 474. 

LEO II., or Younger. He ruined his eonstl- 
tution by his debaucheries, and diedi aged 16, 
■ooii afler bb accession. 
LEO UI. was the son of a cobUer, who served 
in the army with such success that he became 
a general, and iuTll. seated himself on the un- 
perial throne of Constantinople. He waade- 
tented as a tyrant, and ezcommunlcatsd by the 
ponus of Borne, he died in 741. 

LEO IV. succeeded to the throne In T75. He 
warred against the Saracens with success, and 
died in 780. 

LEO v., the Armenian, became a general 
by his valour in the Roman armies, and so great 
was his popularity, that he prevailed on his 
soldiers to proclaim him emperor, in 813. He 
was assassinated in 820. 

LEO VI., or the Philosopher, also called the

He was educatoJ at Westminster 
school, and afterwards obtained a seat in parlia- 
ment. He went to visit some estates that his 
faiher bad left him in Jamaica, and died on his 
passage home m 1818. His dramas are enuine- 
i^ted in tbe " Biographia Oramatica;'* but the 
book that conferred an infamous celebrity upon 
him, was a most licentious novel called "The 
Monk." It give him also the nick-name of 
Monk Lewis.

LEWIS, Meriwether, a native of Virginia, 
„was private secretary to Mr. Jefferson, and was 
appointed by him governor of the territory of 
f^ulsiana. By order of government, he with 
Capt. Clark, explored the Missouri and country 
west, to the Pacific ; an account of the expedi- 
tion was published in 1806. He died in 1809. 

LEWIS, Francis, of New- York, was one of 
the signers of the declaration of Independence. 

LEY, Sir James, chief justice of Ireland, and 
afterwards of England, was finally created ba- 
ron of Ley, and ^arl of Marlborough, and lord 
high treasurer, by James I. 

LEYBOOKN, William, originally a painter, 
«nd afterwards an eminent mathematician, died 
about 1690. 

LEYDECKER, Melchior, professor of the- 
ology at Utrecht, and author of a curious trea- 
Aae on the republic of the Hebrews ; he died 
in 1721. 

LBYDEN, Lucas Van, a Dutch painter and 
engraver. He acquired great celebrity by his 
painting the history of St. Hubert, wYiicb he 
finished before the age of 15 ; he died in 1533. 

LEYOBIi, John, a distinguished physician 
%itd poet, of Scotland, was appointed professor 
of the Hindoostanee language, at the college of 
Calcutta, and a judge at that place. He died 
in IRll. 

LEY3SENS, N., a native of Antwerp, who 
■tudied painting, and was very successful in his 
profession ; lie died in 1720. 

L'HBELITIER, a most indefatigable French 
botanist, confessedly the greatest (next to Buf- 
fon) that Prance ever produced, was bom near 
Paris, in 173% and assassinated in the street at 
Berne, Aug. 13, 1800; being mistaken, as it was 
supposed, for some other person. 

LHUYD, Edward, keeper of the Ashmolean 
museum at Oxford, and a celebrated ant}<iuary 
and Iiii?ni8t, died m 1709. 

LHWYD, or LIIUYD, Humphrey, an anti 
qnarian, bom at Denbigh. He studied physic 
at Oxfbrd, practised in his native town, and 
iied in 1570, leaving behind him thi( character 
of an excellent rhetorician, and sound pttilo- 
•opher. 

LIBANFUS, a famous sophist of antiauity, 
born at Antioch, in 314. His epistles and ora- 
tions are in high esteem. 

LIBAVIUS, Andrew, a native of Saxony, an 
able physician, \fho wrote against Paracelsus ; 
he died in 1616. 

LIBERT, Peter, a native of Padua, eminent 
as a painter. His best piece is Moses striking 
Use rock ; he died in 1677. 

LIBERIUS, pope after Julius T., In 353. He 
fiil>scribed very reluctantly for the condemna- 
tion of Athanasius. He died in 366. 

LICBTUS, a celebrated physician, of Italy, 
bom in Genoa, in 1577, died in IttSS. His work 
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.LlCHTENBERO,6eorge Christopher, profea- 
•or of philosophy in the university of Gottingen, 
and one of the most ingenious writers of Ger- 
many, died in 1799. 

HCINIUS, Tegula, a Latin poet, 200 B. C 
N^othing but fragments remain of his comie 
compositions. 

LICINIUS, C. Flavins Valerianus, son of a 
Dalmatian peasant, rose to the rank of general 
in the Roman armies, and married the sister of 
Constantine. He was killed in battle, A. D. 324. 

LICINIUS, Caius, a Roman tribune, author 
of the law to forbid any man the possession of 
more than 500 &cres of land. 

LID DEL, Duncan, a native of Aberdeen, a 
physician, and professor of mathematics a^ 
Helmstadt. He returned to his native town, 
where he established six scholarships at tlif 
university and died in 1613. 

LIEUIAUD, Joseph, physician to Lew!* 
XVI., and member of the academy of sciences, 
of Paris. He wrote Elements of Physiology 
Synopds of the Practice of Medicine, &c., and 
died in 1780. 

LIEVENS, John, a native of Leydcn, emi> 
ncnt as a historical and portrait painter, Invited 
by Charles I. to England, to paint Uie persoot 
of the court 

LIGARIUa, Quintus, a proconsul of Africa- 
was one of the murderers of CsBsaf. 

LIGER, Lewis, author of the Paris Guide, 
and some useful works on gardening , he died 
in 1717. 

LIGHTPOOT. John, a most eminent divine, 
bom in Staffordshire. He was one of the mos« 
learned rabinical scholars that England evei 
produced. His works are published in 8 vols, 
folio ; he died in 1675. 

LIGNAC, Joseph Adrain de, anativeof Poio* 
tiers, a priest and author of Letters to an Ame- 
rican, on Buffon's Natural History : he died ii; 
1763, 

LIGONIER, John, eari of, a very distinguish- 
ed field marshal in the English army. He serv* 
ed with honour in all the wars of queen Anne,' 
under the duke of Marlborough, and in every 
succeeding war, and died in 1770, aged 92. 

LIGORlO, Peter, a Neapolitan, distinguished 

I a painter and architect. His designs compos*' 
30 vols.; he died in 1580. 

LILBURNE, John, a famous Ensriish enthu- 
shMt. born in 1618, died in 1657. He was tha 
chief ringleader of the levellers, a modeller of 
state, and publisher of several seditious pam ' 
pblets; and of so quarrelsome a disposition, a» 
to have it appositely said of him, that if tbera 
were none living but him, John would be agains' 
Lllbnme, and Lilburne against John. 

LILIENTAL, Michael, a Prussian, professo- 
at Koningsber^.. He published various works 
which are preserved in the memoirs of the Ber- 
lin academy ; he died in 1750. 

LILLO, George, an excellent dramatic wri- 
ter, bom in London, in 1693. Though strongly 
attached to the muses, he seemed to have laic 
it down as a maxim, that the devotion paid to 
them ought always to tend to the promotion ot 
virtue, morality and religion. In pursuance of 
this aim, Lillo was happy in the choice of his 
subjects, and showed great power in affecting 
the heart, by Working up the passions to such a 
height as to render the distresses of common ' 
and domestic life equally interesting to the an- ' 
diences as that of kings and heroes; and the. 
nin brought on private families by an indul 
Iganct of avarice, lust, Stc.. as the havock madt

LINDSAY, John, a leamad divine, for many 
years minister of the disseatlnff congregation in 
Aldecsfate- street, London. He wrote several 
books, and died in 1768. 

LINDSAY, Sir David, of tha Mount, hytm 
King at Arms, an ancieat Scotch writer and drar 
matlc poet, bom in 1496, died la 1557. Hb chief 
writings were, '* Satires on the Vices of tha 
Clergy.* ' His poetical worka were published in 

LINDSAY, David, af^r studying in foreign 
universities, returned lo support tbe reformed 
religion against queen Mary. He wrote a hi»> 
tory of Scotland, and died in 1563. 

L1NDSEY, Theophilus, bom in 1T33, took hia 
degrees in arts at Cambridge, and obtained, a^ 
ter other preferments, the valuable living of 
Catlerick, in Yorkshhre ; which, however, he 
resigned, in 1773, having embraced the Sociniaa 
system. He then settled in London, where ha 
opened a chapel, in EiSsex-street, Strand, iQ 
which he ofilciaied till 1793, whea he retired 
IVom the ministry. He died in 1806. 

LINDWOOD, William, divinity professor, at 
Oxford, ambassador to Spain, and afterwards 
bishop of St. David's. He wrote the constitu- 
tion of the archbishoaa of Canterbury, and 
died in 1446. 

I4INGELBACK, John, a celebrated German 
landscape-painter, of the 17ih century. 

LINOUET, Simon Nicolas Henry, a French 
writer, bora at Bheims.

LINNiEUfl, Charles Von, the fktber of mo« 
dera botany, was bora at Smaland, in Sweden, 
1707.

God was with them and tlieir cause. Lilly, who 

Rade his fortune by favourable predictions to 
>th parties, assured the general that God would 
be wuh him and his army. His almanacs were 
In repute upwards of 36 years, and to be found 
in almost every family in England. 

LILY, William, an English grammarian, 
born at Old lam, in Hampshire, in 1466. He 
vaa appointed first master of St. Paul's school, 
ay the founder, Deau Colet in 1519, and died 
of the plague at London, in 1533. He in highly 
praised by Elrasmua, who revised the syntax in 
Ilis " Grammar," for his uncommon knowle^e 
i^ the languages, and admirable skill in tbe 
Instruction or youth. 

LILY, George, eldest son of the grammarian, 
patronised at Rome, by cardinal Pole. He wrote

LIVIUS, Andronidu, a Roman comic poet, 
whose plays are lost. He lived 340 B. C. 

LIVIUS, Titus, the best of the Roman histo- 
rians, bom at Padua, 59 B. C. The history of 
Livy, like other great works of antiquity, is 
transmitted down to us exceedingly mutilated 
and imperfect. Its books were originally 143, 
of which only 35 are extant. It commenced 
with the foundation of Rome, and concluded 
about 13 B. C. The encomiums bestowed upon 
Livy, by both ancients and moderns, are great 
and numerous ; but probity, candour, and im- 

Sartiality, are what have most particularly 
istinguished him above all historians. He 
died A. D. 17. 

LLOYD, William, an English prehtte, fuo- 
eessively, king's chaplain, prebend of Salisbury, 
^ar of St. Mary's, dean of Bangor, prebend or 
8t. PauPs, and bishop of St. Asaph. He was 
a zealous promoter of the revolution. His pub- 
lications were numerous ; he died in 1717. 

LLOYD, Nicholas, an English divine, author 
of " A Historical, Geographical, and Political 
Dictionary,'* in 1^70. He was rector c£ New- 
Ineton, aiiJ died in 1680. 

LLOY D, Robert, an English poet and mis- 
cellaneous writer, bom in 1733, was a compa- 
nion of Wilkes, Churchill, Colman, &c., and 
died in the fleet prison, in 1764. He wrote a 
poem called "The Actor;" "The Capricious 
Lovers," an opera, and other dramatic pieces. 

LLOYD, Thomas, a native of Wales, joined 
the society of quakcrs, and came to America 
with William Penn. He was lieutenant go- 
vernor of Pennsylvania, and president of the 
colonial council. He died in 1694. 

LLWELYN AB GRUPYDD, a Welch prince 
who hi^roically resisted the invasion of Edward 
I. of England ; but be fell, and the liberty of 
bis country perished with him In 1383. 

LLYWARCH AP LLYWELYN, a Welch 
bard of merit ; who flourished from 1170 to 1330. 

LLYWARCH HEN, a Welch poet, distin- 
guished also as an able defender of his country 
against the Saxon invasion, in which he is said 
CO have lost 31 sons. He flourished al>out 630, 
and died aeetl 150. 

LLYWELYN AP JORWERTH, king of 
North Wales. He was a wise, active, and war- 
Jke prince ; he died in 1340. 

LLYWELYN APSITSYLT, a Welch king 
9f South Wales. He was killed in battle, in 
1021. 

LLYWELYN VARDD, a Welch poet.some 
of whose pieces have been preserved. He 
flourished between 1130 and 1180. 

LLYWELYN O LANGEWYDD, or 
LLYWELYN SION, a Welch bard, of Gla- 
aorgan, who died in 1616. He often presided at 
.be meetings of the bards. 

LLYWELYN, Thomas, author of a history 
%f the different editions of the Welch Bible, in 
which he evinced great learning ; he died in 
1796. 

LOBB, Theophilus, a native of London, an 
eminent physician. He wrote some tbeol^- 
eal. and some medical tracts, and died in 1763. 

LOBEL, Matthias, a native of Lisle, who de- 
voted himself to the study of botany. After 
travelling in most parts of the continent, he 
went to England, where he was nominated 
i4hysic<an and botanist to James L ; he died in

LOBKOWITZ, Boleslaus de Hassensiein, 
baron de, a Bohemian nobleman, who, after 
visiting several countries, and making himself 
famous as a negotiator and warrior, entered 
the clerical profession ; he died in 1510. 

LOBO, Jerome, a Jesuit, of Lisbon, who was 
sent on a mission to the Indies, and penetrated 
into Abyssinia, of which he published a very 
accurate account, and died in 1678. 

LOBO, Rodriguez Francis, a celebrated Por- 
tnguesepoet, whoae works were pulilished in 

LOCK, Matthew, an excellent musician, of 
Exeter, published some musical pieces, in 1657; 
and after the restoration, was employed as a 
composer of operas. His vocal music is stitt 
greatly esteemed ; heldied in 1677. 

LOCK ART, Alexander, author of " Merootn 
of Scotland," was bora, near Edinburgh, ia 
1673, and killed in a duel, in 1733. 

LOCKE, John, the most celebrated philoso^ 
pher of tlie age he lived in, and one of th« 
brightest ornaments of English literature, was 
born in 1633. By the patronage of lord Shafts^ 
bury, he held a respectable situation under go- 
vernment, and wrote some able political tracts. 
His lordship, however, being at length compel- 
led to Ay to Holland, to avoid being prosecuted 
for high treason, Mr. Locke followed him. In 
1685, the English demanded him of the States 
Genera), on suspicion of bis being concern- 
ed in MonnHMith's rebellion. On this, he kept 
himself private for several roonthSt and em- 
ployed the time in preparing for the press tlia* 
work which has immortalized his name and 
fame, •*^Th€ Essay on the Human Understand- 
ing." It was not published, however, till after' 
the revolution, an event which restored him to 
his native country. The latter years of bis life 
he devoted chiefly to religious retirement, and to 
thewriting of works on theology, and died a 
the seat of lady Masham, in 1704. ' 

LOCKE, Samuel, D. D., a native and distio. 
guished minister of Massachusetts, was, for 
several years, president of Harvard college ; he 
died after 1773. 

LOCKER, John, an English gentleman, de- 
voted to literary pursuits, and an autborof somo 
works ; he died in 1760. 

LOCKMAN, John, author of" Rosalinda," a 
musical drama, " David's Lamentations," and 
other works ; he died in 1771. 

LOCKWOOD, Samtel, D. D., an American 
clergyman, settled in Andover, Connecticut, 
died in 1791. 

LOCKYER, Nicholas, Cromwell's chaplain, 
and anthorof some theological tracts : he dieo 
in 1684. 

LODBRQG, Regner. a celebrated king of 
Denmark, at the beginning of the 9th century. 
He was a warrior and poet, full of fanaticism 
and religions fVenzy. 

LODGE, Dr. Thomas, an English physician 
and dramatic writer, died in 1625. We find him 
characterized, by many of his cotemporary, 
poets, as a man of very conriderable penius. 

LOEWENDAL, Ulrtc Frederic Woldemar^ 
count de, a native of Hamburfrh, distinguished 
as an officer in the service of Poland, Mid after-, 
wards of Denmark, against Sweden. He waa

LOGAN, John, a Scotch divine and poet, bom 
about 1748, died in London, in 1788. His poems 
were published in 1781 ; and in 1790, two vo- 
lumes of his sermons were printed ; for be bad 
obtained much distinction as an eloquent and 
affticting preacher. 

LOGAN, James, a native of Ireland, distin- 

fnisbed for his talents and learning, came to 
eiinsylvania with the proprietor, in 1699, and 
held the offices of chief justice of the colony and 
president of the counciL On the death of the 
governor, Ic 1736, the admlBiauatioa devolved 
on him for two years. 

LOGAN, an American Indian chief, known 
for his friendship to the white people, until his 
family were wantonly murdered by them, in 
1774, and afterwards, for the hostility with 
which he avenged his loss. 

LOGrfiS, Mary Bnineau, a French lady, much 
admired for her wit and genius, particularly by 
the king of Sweden, and the duke of Orleans, 
and called the tenth muse. She baa left none 
•f her poetry behind her. 

LOHBNSTEIN, Daniel Gaspard de, a learn 
ed German, who wrote some dramatic pieces, 
and other works ; be died in 1683. 

LOIR, Nicholas, a painter, bom at Paris, the 
tf sciple of Le Brun. Ha died professor of the 
academy of painting. 

LOKMAN, sumamed the Wise, sometimes 
«aHed Abre Anam, or father of Anam, a philo- 
sopher and fkbttUst of great account auKHig the 
fiastems. Being onceadced bow be had attain- 
ed so exalted a pitch of wisdom and virtue, 
Lokman replied, *' It was by alwavs speaking 
Ibe troth, by keeirfng my word inviolablv. and 
by never intermeddluig in affkini that did not 



LOLLARD, Walter, founder of the rellgioiis 
sect called Lollards, who denied the power and 
tniaenoe of the virgin Mary over Christ ; taught 
that the mass, baimsm, and extreme unction, 
%rere«f no ose or avail; rejected the form of 
the penitential, and renounced all obedience 
^oth to the ecclesiastical and civil magistrates. 
He was bamt for heresy at Cotogne, in 1332. 

LOLMB, John Lewis de, LL.D., a native of 
Geneva, in which country he practised as an 
mdvocatetill he went to Ei^land, where he pub- 
lished, in 1775, a celebrated treatise, ** On the 
Constitution of England ;** a work well known 
fend Justiy esteemed. Juntos recommended It 
10 the public, as deei^ solid, and ingenkms ; and 
In the British senate it was honoured with the 
Appianse of a Camden and a Chatham. He 
pitfoNshed, besides, a ** History of the Flagd- 
iants, or Memorials of Human superstition^ Tm- 
ttated from the Abbe BoUean." Dr. De Lolme, 
died in Switzerland, in 1807. 

LOM, JosBU Van, a physician, who practised 
«t Tournay and Bruges. His works on medical 
subjects, written in elegant Latin, were publish- 
ed in 3 vols. Amsterdam, 1745. 

LOMAZZO, John Paul, a native of Milan, 
known as a landscape, and portiait painter. 
fle wrote a treatise on painting, in Italian, and 
«ed in 1508. 

LOMBARD, Peter, well known by the titie 
•f master of the soitences, from a work of his, 
which is looked on as the source and origin of 
ihe scholastic theok>gy in the Latin church. He 
2^ bora at Novara, in Lonbanly, and died in 
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LOMBARD^ John Lewis, proi'essor of artil- 
lery, at Mentz. He wrote on the movement of 
projectiles, principles of gunnery, &c. ; he died 
in 1794. 

LOMBART, Lambert, an architect and pain- 
ter, a native of Liege, died in 15U5. 

LOMENIB, Henry Augustus, count de Brien- 
ne, for some time ambassador to England, and 
secretary of sute in the reign of Lewis XIV., 
of France ; he died in 1666. 

liOMENIE, Henry Lewis, count de Brienne, 
son of the preceding, and also his successor 
in his high offices. But the losa of his wife, 
whom he tenderly loved, affected his under- 
standing, and be was dismissed; be died in 
1696. 

LOMENIE DE BRIENNE, Stephen Chartea 
de, of the same familv, was made archbishop 
of Toutouse, and afterwards cardinal, and 
prime-minister of Lewis XVI. ; but his abilitiei 
were bek>w bis high station, which be quitted, 
after having disgraced Calonne; be died ia 

LOMONOZOF, a celebrated Russian poet,and 
great refiner of his native tongue, bom in 1711, 
died in 1764. The odes of Loroonozof are great- 
ly admired for originality <^ invention, subli- 
mity of sentiment, and energv of language. 
He is In fact the Pindar of Ruuia. Lomonozof 
made also no inconsiderable figure in history, 
having published two werlu relative to that or 
bis own country. 

LONDE, Fraocb Richard de la, a French 
poet, of considerable merit, who also wrote on 
history, morals, and antiquities; be died in 
1765. 

LONDON, John Campbea, earl and baron of, 

as oommander-in-chief of the British forces 
m America, and governor of the eok^ny of Vir- 
ginia. 

LONO, Edward, a jndga nf tiie vice-adml-

LONG, Thomas, an able divine, born at Exe- 
ter He was author of the history of tbe Dona- 
tista, Examination of Hales' Treatise on Scbisoi. 
«bc.: be died In 1700. 

IX^fG, Dr. Roger, a -verv eminent astrono 
mer, and author of mi excellent treatise on that 
science. He erected in one of tbe rooms of 
Pembroke college, of which be was master, a 
sphere of eighteen feet diameter, elevated to 
the latitude of Cambridge, wherein thirty per- 
sons might sit convenientiy : it is turned with 
greatease by asmaU winch, though ttie whole 
areight is above 1000 Iba. He was bora in Nos- 
folk, in 1679, and died in 1770. 

LONQBEARD, William, a facetious priest, 
notorious for raMnf seditione in London, in the 
reign of Richard 1. He was tern to pieces by 
horses, and then bung upon a galtows. 

LON6BPIERE, Hilary Bernard de, a learned 
Frenchman, born at Dijon. He translated into 
verse, Anacreon, Theocritus, Sappbe, Jcc, and 
was tbe author of some tragedies. He died in 
1787. 

LONGINUS, Dionysius, a Grecian philoso- 

gber and orator, author of a " Treatise on the 
ubiime,*' which raised his leptitation to such 
a belgbt as no critic, dtber before or since coufat 
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ever reach. Hit coteroporarfes had so freat 
an opinion of his Judgmeut and taste, that tiiey 
app'>iiited tiim sovereign Judge of all authors ; 
and every tiling was received or rejected by the 

ftiibhc according to tlie decision m Longinus. 
le was put to death by Aurciian. in 373. 

LONGLAND, or LANGELAND, Robert, an 
Eiisliith poet, bom in Shropsiiire. His " Vision 
of Pierce PJowiiian," abounds with severe re 
flections onthe Romish clergy, and exhibits a cu- 
rious picture of the times. It was finished in 
1369. 

LON6LAND, John, an Englishman, made 
dean of Salisbury, in 1.514, and meveu years af 
ter bbhop of Lincoln : his works appeared in 
folio, in 1533. He died iu ]»7. 

I.ONGOMONTANUS, Christian, an eminent 
astronomer, bnni in Denmark, in 1563, died in 
1647. He was author of several works, which 
•how great capacity in uiattiematios and astro- 
nomy ; but his " Astronomia Danica'* is the 
most dtstinn:ulshed. 

LOxNGUKIL, Gilbert de, a learned physician, 
of Utrecht, author of Remarks on Plautus, Ovid, 
Nepos, a Dialogue on Birds, witii their Greeks 
Latin, and German names, and a Greek and 
Latin Lexicon; he died in 1543. 

LONGUEIL, Christopher de, an able French 
•cholar, highly favoured by I^wis XII., and by 

C>pe Leo A., who eniraged him to write against 
uther; he died in 1532. 

LONGUERUE. Louis Dafourde, a French 
critic and theological writer, bom in 1658, died 
in 1732. 

LONGUEVAL, James, a Frrocb Jesuit, who 
wrote a History of the French Church, in 10 vols. 
Dissertation on Miracles, tc. : he died in 1735. 

L0NGU9, a Greek sophist, author of four 
pastorals, and the Loves of Dapbnisand Ohloe, 
edited in 16G0, 4to. 

LONI, Alexander, of Florence, eminent as a 
painter, died in 1703. 

LONICERUS, John, a learned Cerman, pro- 
fessor of languages at Marpurg. He compiled 
a Greek and Latin Lexicon, and published 
Dioscorides ; be died In 1569.- 

LONICENU8, Adam, son of the preceding, 
was a sagacious physician, who died at Frank- 
fort, in 1586. He was the author of many 
works, chiefly on natural history. 

LOON, Theodore Van, of Brussels, whose 
excellent paintings adorn the public edifices of 
Rome and Venice, was bora In 1630. 

LORD, Benjamin, D. D., an American di 
▼tne, settled at Norwich, Connecticut ; be died 
In 1<84, aged 90. 

LOREDANO, John Francis, a learned' and 
ingenious senator, of Venice, author of a Ufe 
of Adam, History of the Kings of Cyprus, &c., 
was born in 1606. 

LORENZETTl, Ambrogio, a painter, of Si 
enna, and the first who painted with success, 
storms, rain, and the effect of winds ; lie died 
In 1350. 

LORBNZINI, Lawrence, a native of Fto- 
rence, eminent as a mathematician. He was 
imprisoned twenty years, during which time be 
wrote 13 books on conical and cylindrical sec- 
tions, in Latin ; he died in 1731. 

LORENZfNf, or LAURENTINI, Francis 
Maria, aa i«a>ian poet, who wrote " Sacred 
Dramas ;** he was bom at Rome, in 1680, and 
dii>d in I74.T 

LORIMER, Dr. John, an English ph>'stcian. 
•nd author of an Essay oa Magnetism, bora in 
17^ died July, 17U5.

LORIN6, Israel, bom in 168^ was settled as 
minister of Sudbury, Massachusetts, and died

LORIT, Henry, or Glareanus, from Claris, la 
Switzerland, where he was bora. He studied 
at Basil, Cotogne, and Paris, was the friend uf 
Eratvnus. He wrote much on classical su^ 
Jects, and died in 1563. 

LORME, Philibert de, an eminent Frencli 
architect and antiquary, born at Lyons, died in 
1557, leaving behind several books of arcbitee 
lure greatly esteemed. 

LORME, John de, a French physician, who 
attended the wite of Henry Hi., Mary de Medi- 
cis, and other branches of the royal family. 
He was universally esteemed, and died in 1654 

LORME, Charles de. sou of the preceding, 
physician to Lewis XI 11. He acquired great 
fame and opulence, and died in 1678. 

LORRAINE, Robert le, a celebrated French 
sculptor, born at Parts, in 16G&, died in J743. 

LORRAINE, Charles of, cardinal, and arch- 
bishop of Rheinia, son uf the duke of Guise* 
His influence at one time was neariy unlimited 
in France ; be died in 1S74. 

LORRIS, William de, a poet of considerable 
merit, author of the " Romance of the Rose.*' 
in Imitation of Ovid's Art of Love, died about 
"20. 

LORRY, Anne Charles, a Frencli phyncian 
well known for his Latin treatises on melancbO! 
ly and its afl*ections ; also a treatise on cutik 
neous diseases ; he died in 1783. 

LOS A, Isabella, a native of Cordova, so iV 
lustrious for her knowledge of Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew, that she was honoured with tlM 
degree of D. D. She died in 1546. 

LOT, son of Haran, and nephew of Abra- 
ham. When Sodom was about to be destroyed, 
God, out of merey to Abraham, spared Lot. 

LOTEN, John, a good landscape painter, of 
the English school, though a native of Holland, 
died in 1681. 

LOTH AIRE I., son of Lewis the DebonnaiNi, 
was partner on the throne of Germany witk 
his father, in 817, and made king of Lombardy 
three years after. He revolted against hia far 
titer, seized him, and shut him in prison. Tills 
conduct brouglit^n a war in which animmeDse 
number of lives were sacriliced. I<othaire died 
in 885. 

LOTHAIRE IF., duke of Saxony, afterwards 
king, and then emperor of Germany ; he died 
in 1157. 

LOTHAIRE, king of France, son of Lewie 
iV. His wife, Emma, gave him poison, of 
which he died iu 986. 

LOTHAIRE, king of Lorraine, abandoned 
his wife to marry his mistress, but pope Nic4io- 
las I. had the spirit to tmerfere^ and to compel 
his raaiesty to again take his lawful wife. He 
died in 869. 

LOUfS I., sumamcd the DebonnalrCt or the 
Feeble, son of Charlemagne, was proclaim^ 
king of France, and emperor of the West., ia 
8t4. He was In a perpetual quarrel either witli 
his brotlier* or sous, until bis death, which tiop- 
pened hi 840.

I., was made king of Italy in 844, and sncccedcd 
to the Imperial throne in 855. He was a brave 
and virtuous monarch, and anxious to preserve 
the dignity of the throne ; he died in 875. 

LOUIS HI., snrnamed the Blind, succeeded 
to the ilu-ooe iu 8&0, and was cmwned by Bene* 
diet IV. He was soon ader, surprised aiid lokM

LOUIS XVI^ ascended the throne in 1774, 
having married the celebrated Maria Antoinetta 
of Aostriai in 1770. He was a benevolent, vir* 
tuotts, and amiable man, much attached to re- 
ligion, and anxious to malte his subjects happy. 
By bis subjects be was treated in the vilest 
manner, called a tyrant and traitor, and finally 



he died in 934. 

LOUIS IV., called the Child, succeeded his| 
fuher, the emperor Arnold, when he was oi ' 
•even yelirs old. His reign was a scene 
aiyil war and desolation ; he died in 911. 

LOUIS v., was elected emperor of Germany, 
In 1314^ and after much civil discord, was killed 
by a fall from hia horse in 1347. 

LOUIS I., king of France. See LOUIS L, 
Ifae Debonnaire. 

LOUIS II., the Stammerer, was the son of 
Charies the Bald, and succeeded his father is 
king of France, in 877. He was a weak prince, 
and died in 879. 

LOUIS III., son of Louis II., shared the king- 
dom with his brother Carloman, with whom he 
lited in perfect union : Louis died in 88S| and 
Oarloman became sole king of France. 

LOUtS IV.,sumamed Transmarine, because 
be resided 13 years in England, succeeded to 
the throne of France In 936. He was killed by 
a fail from his horse while hunting in 954. 

LOUIS v., surnamed the Lazy, succeeded his 
fhtlier Lothaire in 98S. He was vigorously 

r paring to march against the Saracens, when 
was poisoned by his queen Blanche, in 967. 
He was succeeded by Hugh Capet. 

LOUIS VI., called the Big, succeeded to the 
tlirone in 1108. He was disturbed by extemsl 
quarrels, and internal factions ; but ha was a 
wise and popular mcmarch, benevolent as a 
oian. impartial as a judge; he died in 1137. 
LOUIS VII., the Young, son and successor of 



the preceding, was early engaged in a quarrel father Ladislaus, and was drowned in a marsh, 



with the pope, and was excommunicated by 
him. He made a crusade with an army con- 
sisting of 80,000 men, to Palestine, but was de- 
feated bv the Saracens ; he died at Paris, in 1180. 

LOUlS Vilf., surnamed the Lion, succeeded 
Ms father, PhiHp Augustus, in 1323. He waged 
•aceessfal war against the English, and took 
large possessions from them ; he died in 1336. 

LOUIS IX., caHed Saint, son of the preceding. 
He made two crusades, during the last of which 
be died at Tunis, in 1270, and was canonized 
by Boneface VIII. 

LOUIS X., called Hutin, succeeded Ms father, 
Fbilip the Fair, in 13t4, and died in 1316. 

LOUIS XI., ascended the throne in 1461, an 
ungrateful wretch, who rebelled against his 
father, and afterwards poisoned his brother. 
During his reign, rebellion and carnage were 
common occurrences ; and he has been deserved- 
ly called the Tiberius of France. He died in 
1483. 

LOUIS XII.. surnamed the Just, ascended 
the throne in 1498. He engaged in war with 
neariy all the neighbouring states, but was an 
amiable monarch, and greatly beloved by bis 
■ubjectt ; he died In 1515. 

LOUIS Xin., surnamed the Just, ascended 
the throne in 1610. He was guided in his con- 
duct by the celebrated cardinal Richelieu, who 
from motives of ambition kept him at war ddr 

r roost of his reign ; he died in 1642

LOUIS XVIil., brother to Louis XVI., dur- 
ing the reign of Terror, and that of Buooapart^ 
being obliged to leave his country, be wandered 
from place to place, as his safety required.

1814, when the allied powers placed him on the 
throne of France. On the approach of Napoleon 
from bis retirement, he was obliged again ta 
fly, but was again placed on his throne by the 
allies. He was a mild and amiable prince, con- 
sulting the wishes and happiness of his people ; 
he died In 1835. 

LOUIS I., called the Pious, king of Germany, 
was a powerful monarch, and rendered himseu 
formidable to his neighbours ; he died in 876.

LUCIUS III.. Hambaldo AllineigoH,a native 
•f Lucca, elected pope in 1 181. The inquisition 
originated under this pontiff. 

LUCRETIA, tbe famous Roman matron, 
wife of Collatinus, and the cause of tbe revolu- 
tion of Rono^ from a monarchy to a republic. 
This lady, being violated by Sextus, tlie eldest 
•on of Tarquin, king of Rome, stabbed herself, 
509 B C. The bloody poniard, wiUi bcr dead 
body, exposed to the senate, was the signal of 
Roman liberty. Tbe expulsion of the Tarquins, 
and tbe abolition of the regal dignity, was in- 
stantly resolved on, and earned into execution. 

LUCRETIUS, Titus Carus, an ancient Ro- 
■lan pbiioeopber and poet, much esteaned for 
bis learning and eloquence, wrote 6 books " De 
Natura Rerum,** was bom about 96 B. C, and 
died 54 B. C. His poem has been uanslated 
Into English by Mr. Creech, and bis version is 
generally esteemed. 

LUCULLU8, a renowned Roman general 
and consul, died 60 B. C. 

LUDLOW, Edmund, a chief of the republi- 
can party in the civil wars of England in tbe 
17th century, torn in lOSO, died in 1693, leaving 
•• Memoirs of his own Times." 

LUDLOW, Roger, a native of England, wbo 
caine to America, in 1630. Re was elected 
fovernor of Massachusetts, and, removing to 
Connecticut, 4ie held the offices of magistrate 
and governor of that colony. The first code of 
laws of Connecticut, was compiled by blm. 

LUDOLPH, Job, a very learned and good 
ttian, bom at Erf^irt, ond author of a grammar 
of the Ethiopic hmgiiage, and a htetory of Ethi- 
opia, besides some otiier wwks ; he died in 1704. 

LUDOLPH, Henry William, son of tbe pre^ 
ceding, a learned and pious man, of great re- 
spectability.

LUDWELL, Pblllp, governor of North and 
South Carolina, in KKKS, was succeeded by Har- 
vey wHtn after that time.

Mudicina 
and chymlstry were his chief professions ; b«t 
at last be undertook the propa^tion of tbe nw- 
pel in Africa, and was stoned to death in Mm- 
ritania, in 1315. 

LULLI, John Baptist, an eminent nnalctl 
composer, and superintendent of mnsic to Looii 
XIV., bora at Florence, ill 1634. In 1096, the king 
was seixed with an indisposition which threat- 
ened his lite ; but recovering from it, LuUi wm 
required to compose a Te Deum upon tlie oGCOi- 
sion. He did compose one, not more remark* 
able for its excellence, than for tbe unhappy ac- 
cident which attended the performance of It. 
He had neglected nothing in the composition of 
the music, or the preparations fur the executing 
of it ; and, the better to demonstrate his smI, 
he himself beat the time; but, with the can* 
be used for this purpose, he gave hhnself. In the 
heat of action, a bk>w upon tbe end of his foot j 
and this, ending in a gangrene which htMed alt 
tbe skill of his surgeons, put an end to his UAk 
in]C87. 

LUMLEY, Joanna lady, translated into La- 
tin, from the Greek, three of Isocrates' orations 
which are sUIl preserved at Westminster; sb« 
died in 1690 

LUNEAU DE BOISJERM AIN, Peter Joseph 
Francis, a voluminous French writer, wlio pub- 
lished works on Geography, Reading, Ortbo- 
grapby. History, Jcc. ; he died in 1803. 

LU8IGNAN, Guy, a celebrated French war- 
rior during the crusades, wiio became king of 
Jerusalem ; he died in 1194. 

LUS8AN, Margaret de, a voluminous fn 
male writer, in England, who supported lierMir 
with her pen. She wrote Romances, History, 
Anecdotes, ice. ; and diod in 1758. 

LUTHER, Martin, an illustrious German di- 
vine, and reformer of tb<f-cliurch, bom at IsW- 
ben, in Saxony, in 1483. He studied at Erfurtb, 
being designed for a civilian ; but an awful ca- 
tastrophe made such an impression upon bh 
mind, that he resolved to retire from the world. 
As he was walking in the fields with a fellow- 
student, they were strack by lipluning, Luther 
to the ground, and his com|iaition dead by bla 
side. He entered into tlie order of Augustin« 
hermits at Erfurt h ; from tliiR place he removed 
to Wittembergh, being appinit^d by tlie elec- 
tor of Saxony, professor of tbodogy and philo- 
sophy in tlie university Just foundtnl there b/ 
that prince. In 1513, be was sent to llooie. to 
plead thecauje of some convents of liis order 
wbo bad quarrelled with their virar-gcnerel. 
this gave him an opportunlTy of obfcervf :.g ilia 
cormption of tlie imntifical court, and llic de- 
bauclied lives of tlie dignitaritv of ih« diiircfa, 
and probably gave him tlie first difpu^i to tiie

He was pastor of the English consre- 
latioa at the Hague from 1146 till 1794, when 
the French invasum induced him to leave Hol- 
land, and he settled at Bath,^here be died in 
1801. His best known work is a translattoo of 
Xoebeim's " Ecclesiastical History.** 

M ACL A VEIN, CoHn, an eminent Scotch ma- 
thematician and phikwopher, bom in Scotland, 
la 1000, died in 1746.

In 1740 we find him set* 
thig apart the annual sum of 1001. to be distribu- 
ted by way of premiums, to the inhabiunts of 
Ireland only, viz : 501. to the author of the best 
invention ror improving any useful art or mami 
focture ; 851. to the person wbo should executa 
the best statue or piece of sculpture ; and 951. 
to the person who should finish the best pieca 
of painting, either In history or landscape ; the. 
premiums to be decided by the Dublin Society, 
of which Dr. Madden was the institntor. Tha 
good eflbcts of these well applied benefactions 
have not only been felt in the kingdom where 
they were given, but have even extended their 
iuQuence to its slater country ; having given riae 
to the society for the enconrkaRmentof arts and 
sciences, in Lnndun. He died in 1765.

MAGINUS, John Antboinr, a native of Pa- 
dua, and mathematical professor at Bokigaa ;

MAGISTRIS, Simon de, an Italiati, weH 
known for his deep knowledge of Latin, Greek,' 
and Hebrew. He was made bishop of Cyrene, 
and left several works; be died in 1803. 

MAGIUS. Jerome, an ingenious and learned 



and Worship of the Church of England esta- 
blished in the Reign of Qneen fiUxabeth,** was 
a great benefactor to the Loudon hospitals, and 
the first promoter of the Worcester infirmary, 
in 1745.

MADOX, Thomas, a learned antiquary, and 
lusiuriographer- royal, who, witli indefaUgable 
industry, collected and explained, at different 
tiwiis, a number of records relating to the an- 
cient laws and constitution of England, died in 
1T27. His chief works J^rc, " The History and 
Antiquities of the Exchiequer;*' and ** Firma 
Burgi, or A Historical Essay concerninr the 
Cities, Towns, and Boroughs of En^land.**^ Mr. 
Madox's large and valuable collection of trans- 
cripts, in 94 vols, folio and quarto, were pre- 
sented by his widow to the British Museum, 
where they are now preserved. 

MiGCBNAS, Caius Clinius, the great friend 
and counsellor of Augustus Ciesar, and himself 
a very polite sch<>lar,^t chiefly memorable for 
having been the patron and protector of men of 
letters, died 6 B. C. All tlie protectors and pat- 
rons of learning since his death have usually 
been called M»cenases. 

MA Ed, Godfrey, of Antwerp, an eminent 
historical paiator, died in IGtiO. 

MiGSTLINlTd, Michael, a German astrono- 
mer, of great learning, master of Kepler, died 
in 1590. 

MAFFEI, Francis Scipio, of Verona, a cele- 
brated dramatic writer, antiquary, and critic, 
born in 1675, and died in 1755. 

MAFFElf^ Raphael, a learned author, died in 
1531. 

MAFFEi, Vegio, a Latin poet, born in Lorn- 
bardy. in 1407, wasautlior of "Epigrams.** and 
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land and other oountrtes for his intimate ac- 
quaintance with most brandies of natural ptii* 
kMophy, and no lass ingenioos in his expert- 
menta therein, particnkirly in mechanics, was 
bom at Lisbon, in 1733. Among liis smaller 
works was a much esteemed tract on impros- 
nating common water with fixed air ; and his 
celebrated invention to imitate ttie qualities and 
effecu of all medical waters, Bath, Tunbridge,' 
dec He died in 1790. 

MAGELLAN, Ferdinand, a celebrated Por- 
tuguese nav^;ator, who, in 1519, discovered and

and Gerard Vossius have declared him a great 
poet His prose works are also esteemed. He 
died in 1459.

MAFFEI, John Peter, a learned Jesuit, bom 
la 1536; who, after living in high favo«ir witr 
several popes, died in 1G03.

MA6ELHABNS, John Hyacinth de, F. R. 8.,l 
a studious, ingenlons, and learned man, partl-l 
Cttlarly distinguished among the literati in Eng- 



matliematician, philosonheir, and critic, of Ttw- 
cany, Judge of the admiralty for the Venetians, 
in the isle of Cyprus, which city lie bravely de-' 
fended against the Turks, inventing several ma- 
chines to annoy the besiegers and destroy tbeir 
works ; but, the city being taken, tlraae savaaefl 
burned his curious library, carried him in chaint 
to Constantinople, and strangled him in prison, 
in 1573. 

HAGIUS, Barthotomew, brother of Jerome, 
a physician of Bologna, author of a treatise on' 
gunshot wounds, died In 1553. 

MAGLIABECCHI, Antony, librarian to the 
grand duke of Tuscany, and editor of some 
scarce Latin authors, b<mi at Ftorence, in 1633« 
died in 1714. His name is very famous among; 
tlie learned ; but a prodigiotis memory was hia 
distinguishing talent Aa an instance of this. 
Mr. Spence tells the following story of hinit 
which indeed seems hardly credible: ^ A gen- 
tleroan, to make trial of the force of bis memo- 
ry, lent him a manuscript that he was going to 
print Some time afler it was retunied, the 
gentleman came to him witli a melanch<dy fkce, 
and pretended that it was kMt MagliabecCbi, 
being requested to recollect what he remMBber- 
ed of it, wrote the whole witliout mlsStng a. 
word, or varying the spelling.** His attentton 
was wholly absorbed by bis books and studies.. 
As he led a most sedentary life, and yet arrived 



to an extreme old ate, (for he died in bis 81st 
irious to subioin an account 
of the regimen that he observed ; which is given 
us by Marmi, who composed his eutogiom. " Ha 
always kept his head warmly covered, and took^ 
at certain times, treacle, which he esteemed an 
excellent preservative against noxious vapours.. 
He k>ved strong wine, but drank it soberly, and 
in small quantities. He lived upon the plainesi 
and most ordinary food. He took tobacco, to 
which be was a slave to excem ; but was abso- 
lute masterof hinwielf in every other particular.** 

MAGNENTIUS, a German, who, from a 
private soldier, becameemperor of Rome, A. D. 
350. 

MAGNI, Valerian, a native of Milan, sent 
missionary to the north of Europe, by popeCl .

MAGNUS, John, arehblshop of tJpMl, who 
wanoly oppoeed the reforuiation In Sweden, of 
which country he wrote a history in 24 boolu 
iMdiedlnlSU. 

MAGNUS, Olans, brotlier tiX the preceding, 
and hie succewor as archbishop. He is author 
•f a folio warli on the manners and customs of 
the Deople of the Nertii ; he died in 1S60. 

MAHMEO, Aga, a noUe Persian, of great 
venown as a warrior ; be died in 1788. 

MAHOMET, or MOUAMMBD, a celebrated 
Impostor, and rounder of the Mahometan reli- 
gion, bom in 571, at Mecca, a city of Arabia, 
•r the tribe of the Koraabites, which was recli- 
«Md the noblest in all thatcounlry^ and was de- 
•eendod In a direct line from Pher Koraish, the 
Ibander of It. In his 40th year he began to 
talie upon him the style of the Apostle of Gqd, 
and under that character to propagate the im- 
posture which he had concerted. On his first 
appearance, K^ was treated with derteioo and 
fontempt, and called by the people, a sorcerer, 
magician, liar, impostor, and teller of fables, of 
wmcb he frequently complains in the Koran ; 
■0 tlua for the first year he made little or no pro- 
gress ; but persevering in his design, which he 
■anaged with great address, he aAer wards galn- 
' ad many proselytes, among which were some 
•r tba most considerable men of the city. The 
■nin arguments which Mahomet used to delude 
Bien into a belief of this imposture, were pro- 
mises and threat*, being those which be knew 
would work the easiest on the affections of the 
▼vlgar. His promises were chiefly of parad'se ; 



which with great art he framed agreeably to the 
•ostoms and taste of the Arabians : for they, ly- 
ing within the torrid xooe, were, through the 
feature of their cHmate, as well as the then ex- 
•easiye corruption of their manners, exceeding- 
ly given to the love of women ; and the scorch- 
ing heat and drynen of the country making ri- 
vers of water, cooling drinks, shaded gardens, 
and irf^asant fruits, roost refreshing and delight- 
fttl to them, they were from hence apt to place 
tfieir highest ehjoyment in things of this nature ; 
and tbuerefore, to answer the height of their car- 
nal desires, he made the Joys of lieaven to con- 
aisc totally in these particulars, which he promt- 
aea them abundantly in many places of the Ko- 
ran. On the contrary, he described the punish- 
ments of hell, which he threatened to all who 
would not believe in him, to consist of such tor* 
menis as would appear to them the most afllict- 

a\ and grievous to be borne : as that they should 
uk nothing but boiling and stinking water, 
nor breathe any thin^ but exceeding hot winds 
fkinis most terrible in Arabia ; that they shoul

Ing, aad be surrounded with a Mack, hot, sak

ana. It Is the universal dot^rine of the Mano 
motans that their religion is to Ik propagated 
])y the sword, and that alt true nrmssultuen ftre 
jbound to fight for it. To reconcile the minds 
of the cowardiv, and add vigour to the brave, 
he invented his doctrine of fate and destinv 
telhng them, that those who were slain in battle^ 
though they had tarried at home in their housee, 
muse, nevertheless, have died at tliat moment, 
the time of every man*s lile being predctermin 
led by God; hut that those who died fighting 
for the faith, gained the advantage of dvmg mar 
tyrs for their religion, and immediately entered 
into Paradise, a* the reward of It.

MAHOMET Im e mp er or of the Turks, wn* 
MTO of Bajazet I., aiid succeeded Ms brother 
Moses, whom he slew in 14IX He restored tha 
power of the Ottomans to he micient glory. 

MAHOMET [|., the lltli sultan of the Turica 
was bora at Adrianople, In 14S0 ; and is to ba 
remembered chiefly for taking Coosiantl^ople| 
in 1453, and thereby driving many learaed 
Greeks into the West, which was a greatcausa 
of the restoration of teaming in Europe, as the 
Greek Hteratnrewas then introduced there. lie 
was the first of the Ottoman emperors whom 
the Western nations dignified whli the title of 
Grand Seignior, or Great Turk ; which posteri- 
ty has preserved to his descendants. He di«^ 
in 1481. 

MAHOMET ni. succeeded his fathet Amo- 
rath III., in 1599. He began hisretgn by stranf- 
ling 19 of hlk brothers, and drowning 10 of hki 
father's wives. He invaded Hungary witb 
900,000 men, and died in 1003. 

MAHOMET IV., emperor of the Turks, i« 
dnced Candla with the loss of 900,000 men ; he 
then invadedPoland, and laid the kingdom un- 
der an annual contribution, of 30,000 erowna. 
He wiM afterwards deposed, and died in 1691. 

MAHOMET v., succeeded to the throne, in 
1730. He was more respectaUe for his pacific 
disposition than for his military exploits; be 
(lied in 1754. 

MAHUOEL, Nicholas, a physkian, at Paria, 
author of a ** DitMertation on the ancient 8pi^ 
uish Money ;*' He died tn 1747. 

MAIER, Michael, a celebrated German al- 
ehymist, who wrote 10 treatises on his profea- 
^n. He lived In the 17th century. 

MAIGN AN, Emanuel, a native of Tbotonfee, 
an able mathematician, and philosopher, and

Ha 
practlsed^lawwkh great success, and was by 
James VI., made secretary 1^ state, and the 
lord chancellor of the kingdom ; he died in 1595 

MAITLAND, WUHam, a voluminous writer, 
who published histories of *' Scotland*' and 
" London,** was bora in 1693, aiid died in 1757. 

MAITTAIRE, Michael, a learned editor of 
the Latin and Greek classics, bora In London,

MAIUS, or MAY, John Henry, a Lutheran

MAINFROY, orlnce of Tarento,and King of 
Sicily by usurpaflon. He besieged Rome, nut 
«i as afterwards defeated and slain, in 1366. 

MAINTENON, Francis d* Aubigne, Mad- 
ame de, wife of Scarron, the Freocli poet, and 
afterwards of Louis XIV.; she was born in the 
prison at Niort, in 1635. She founded the cele- 
brated convent of St. Cyr, at Versailles, for the 
maintenance of 36 nuns, ladies of qualinr, and 
t4 assistant sisters. Upon this foundation, 
which the king sufficiently endowed, 300 young 
ladies of distinction were received and educa- 
ted gratis. Her life of penitential piety after her 
marriage atoned for her ingratitude to madame 
de Montcspan, who raised her from indigence, 
and whom she supplanted ; her eztetisive chari- 
ly 10 the poor, and exemplary life, from this 
ppflod, made amends to society; she died in 
1719. 

MAIRAN, John James d*Ortonsde, a French 
philnsAplier, wlio succeeded Fontenelle, as se- 
cretary to the academy of sciences. He was 
author of a ** Treatise on Phosphoric Light,*' 
fc.c . and dM in 1771. 

ftM I R K, JoliM le, a French poet, who wrote

MAJOR, John Daniel, a native of Breslaw, 
and medical ^rofessor at Kiel, where he found 
ed a botanical garden. He wrote an natural 
history, and died in 1693. 

MAJORAGIUS, Mark Anthony, professor of 
belles lettrls, and author of some learned cent- 
mentaries ; he died in 1555. 

MAJORIANUS, Julius Valerius, emperor of 
the West, was successful in bis war aysinsi the 
Vandals. He was universally respected for his 
virtues ; but was murdered in 461. 

HAKIN, Thomas, one of the first settlers of 
Pennsylvania, known as the author of two Latin 
poems, published in 17^28. 

M ALACHI, the last of the 12 minor prophets. 
He foretold chiefly the coming of John tbe 
Baptist. 

MALACHY, SL.a learned Irish bishop, who 
died in 1148. 

MALAGRIDA, Gabriel, an Italian Jesuit, for 
a long time refaided as a saint, and consulted 
as an oracle. He was afterwards burnt alive, 
in 1761, at the age of 75, as a false prophet. 

MALAVAL, Francis, a Frenchmsn, who 
although be lost hbi sight when only nine months 
old, acquired celebrity as a mystical writer on 
quietism ; he died in 1719. 

MALAVAL, John, a native of Pexan, who 
gained eminence at Paris, as a surgeon ; he died 
nl758. 

MALBONE, Edward G., a distinfuished mi- 
niature painter, burn at Rhode-Island ; he died 
in 1807. 

MALCOLM IV., grandson of David, king of 
Scotland. He was a liberal and benevolent 
prince, and founded several OMMiasterics ; he 
died in 1165. 

MALCOLM, James Peller, a native of Ame- 
rica, who went to England, and studied painting 
at the Royal Academy ; but afterwards took to

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•ngraTing. HebccaauiaineuiborortheSoeiecy 
of Aouquartos; and amoog other worlw, pob- 
Uihed ** LondinuQi Redivtvum/' "Anocdotea

Mr. M. died in 
di8trt>sted cireamttanceA, iu 1815. 

MALDONAT, John, a Spanish Jetuit^'bom 
tn 1534, made himself famous by an excellent 
** Commentary upon the tioepels,** iu 158!l, and 
died in 1583. 

MALBBRANCME, Nicholas, a ceidirated 
French divine and philosopher, bom in 1638, 
died in 1715. Ho wrote several works; of 
which the first and principal, as indeed it gave 
rise tu almost all that followed, was his ** Search 
aAer Truth.** His design in this boolc is, to 
point out to us the errors into which we are 
daily led by our senses, imagination, and pas- 
flons ,* and to prescribe a method for discovering 
Che truth, which he does by starting the notion 
•f seeing all things in God. 

MALB60ZZI- V ALBRI. Veronica, a learned 
Italian lady, who supported pubHciy, two tlieses 
on the liberal arts ; she died in 1090. 

MALBLA3, John, author of a chronicle from 
the creation to the tkff9 of Justinian, taught rtae 
toric at Antioch, about 900. 

MALBRMI, or MAREKBI, a Venctijin monk, 
who translated the Bible into Italian, in the IStb 
centiKy. 

MALESHBRBES.Christian WilHamLamoig- 
Bon, a celebrated Frenchman, and advocate at 
Paris. In 1750, he was appointed president of 
the court of Aides, and after serving his country 
85 years, retired. He was recalled by Lewis 
XVI., to become minister of the interior. When 
Lewis was draped before the revolutionary 
tribunal, Maleshcrbes boldly appeared to defend 
bim, but it was in vain ; his noble and virtuous 
defender, was condemned by the same tribunal 
and with his daughter, and a grai^^hlld, as 
eended the scalfold, where they were executed 
i|i 1793. He wrote several celebrated works. 

MALBZIEU, Nicolas de, a French aiuhor, 
tator to the dukes of Maine and Burgundy. He 
published *' Elements of Geograbliy,** ice., and 
died in 1737. 

MALPILLASTRR, James Charles Lewis, 
a: French poet, who wtrote sonnets, odes, Itc 
be died in 17G7. 

MALHERBB, Francis de, a noted French 
poet, who has alwajni been considered by bin 
countrymen as the father of their poetry, bom 
in 1555, died in 16%. Boilean observes, that be 
was the first in France who taught the muse 
hamionious numbers, a just cadence, purity of 
langnaje, regularity of compradtlon, and order ; 
In short, who laid down alt those rules for fine 
writing wliich future poets were to follow if 
they br>ped to succeed. 

MALINORB, Claude, a French historian, 
suthor of a " History of the Honorary Digniti«» 
in France ;*' he died In 1655. 

MA LIPIERRA, Olympia, a Venetian lady of 
noMe birth, who wrote poeius of some merit; 
•he died in 2559. 

M ALLEM AN3, Claude, a professor of philo- 
•ophy at Paris, and author of a " PhHosophtcal 
System of the World ;'* he died in 1793. 

MAIiLBMANS, John, brother of Claode, 
took orders, and wrote a " History of Religion,** 
from the creation to the reign of Jovian ; be 
died in 1740. 

MALLET, Henry, a writer of Geneva, aa- 
tbnr of a " History of Denmark and of Northern 
Antiquities. 
29« 
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MALLET, Davidf or MALLOCH, adrain«Hc 
writer, born in Scotland about 1700. la n4«, 
he wrote a " Life of Lord Bacon,** was aaiocl- 
ated with Thompson the poet, in tlM composi- 
tion of the ** Masque ot Alfred,'* and wrote a 
tragedy or two, and several poems. The prin- 
cipil works of this author have been cofleeted 
in 3 volumes. As a writer, he cannot bo placed 
in any high class ; there being no species of 
composition in which he was eminent ; lie died 
inl7B5. 

MALLET. Edmund, a French divine, pn>- 
fessor of divinity in the college of Navarre, at 
Paris. Be was one of the writers for the Ea- 
cydopedia, of the articleson divinity and beUea 
lettres, and the author of several other works ; ^ 
he died in 1807. 

MALLET, Dupan, an eminent potitieal wri- 
ter^ who took refuge in England from the revo- 
lutionary mania of France, and was no leas dim- 
tinguished by the extent of his knowledge and 
the vigour of his style, than by the probity and 
independent spirit of his character. He was 
born at Geneva, about 1750, and died in 1800. 

MALLINKROTT, Bernard, a very learned, 
but turbulent man, dean of the eathodral or 
Mnnster. He was degraded and imprisoned ; 
and died In 1064.

ft| ALONE, Edmund, born in 1741, was tb« 
son of an Irish judge, and was educated at tbe 
university of Dublin.

In 1790 be ptiblished as 
edition of Shakspearc ; and in 1795 exposc4J^ 
the Shakspcarean imposture of the Ireland fa- 
mily.

MARCHAND, Prosper, of Paris, but settled 
4n Holland, where he wa the principal author 
of a ** Journal Literaire,*' which was reckoned 
excellent in its kind. He composed " L'Histoire 
de l*Imprimerie;'* gave a new edition of tlM 
" Dictionary and Letters of Bayle ;** and died 
in 1756. 

M ARCHE, Oliver de hi, a French writer, fen- 
tieroan to PhHip the Good. His works are ** Me- 
moirs or Chronicles** 4to, in 1610, a Treatkt 
on noels ' &e. ; he died in 1501. 

MARCtiETTI, Alexander, a phytldan mni 
poet, and professor of matliematica at Pisa, dtei 

MARCHIN, Ferdinand coont, a nattva of 
Liege, who signaliaed himself in the French 
annies on many occasions. He was sent am- 
bassador to Spain, by Lewis XV., and died ia 
1706. 

MARCIANltS, an obmsure Thraeian, raised 
to imperial dignity on the death of Theodoahii 
II. He was a man of many Tirtues, and died 
in 457. 

MARCILIUS, Theodore, a learned German 
critic, who visited Paris, and was made profea- 
sor of the Latin tongue there; he died in MHT. 

M A RCION, a heretic of the 2d century, whom 
(hther was a bishop, and excommunicated Mm 
for incontinence. It is said, that before his dettthi 
he wished to renounce his errors. 

MARDONIUS, son-in-law to Darius, was at 
the head of the army of Xerxes, in his Jnrasioa 
of Greece, and was killed at the battle of Platca, 
479 B.C. 

MARDUEL, John, a native of Lyons, wIm 
became minister of St. Rodi,. where hiaoondnet 
as a pastor was most exemplary ; he died ia 
1787. 

MARE, or MARA, WHIiam de la, a Lathi 
poet, of noble birth, who flourished about ISIO. 

MARE, Philibert de la, counsellor in the par- 
liament oT Dijon, and an elegant I^alin writer* 
he died in 1687. 

MARE, Nicholas de la, a French magistrate, 
and author of a vahiable treatise on Police : ba 
died hi 1723. 

M AftECH AL, George, % native of Calais, sna 
of a poor officer.

MARCTS, John des, a French writer, very 
debanched in his youth. He ailerwards became 
a great saint and fanatic, and uttered various 
prophecies. He wrote dramatic pieces, which 
gained him applause, and died in 1670. 

MA RETS, Samuel des, a celebrated French 
divine, of the Reformed church, bom in 1599, 
died in 1663. A chronological table of the works 
of this celebrated divine may be Amnd at the 
end of bis " System of Divinity.** Their num- 
ber is prodigious, and tlio variety of tbeir sub- 
jects shows an unlMMinded genius. 

MARGARET, sister of Edgar Atheling, fled 
to Scotland on the Invasion of William the Ck>n- 
fueror, and married Makobn, king of thecoon- 
Uy. Slie was an amiable apd beoevolent piin- 
eess. and died in 1093. 

MARGARET, daughter of Waldemar III., 
king of Denmark, born in 1353, was styled the 
fiemiramis of the North. She succeeded her 
father in the throne of Denmark, her husband in 
that of Norway, and the crown of Sweden was 

Siven her as a recompense for deliverina the 
iwedes from the tyranny of Albert, their king. 
Thus possessed o( the three kingdoms, she 
formed the grand political design of a perpetual 
anion, which she accomplished, pro tempore 
•nly, by the famous treaty styled the union ef 
Colmar. She died in J 412. 

MARGARET, daughter of Raymond Beren- 
|per, count of Provence, married St. Lewia, in 
1854, and attended iiim in his wars to the holv 
land, where, on his caftfivity, slie behaved with 
lieroie intrepidity ; she died In 1285. 

MARGARET, daughter of Robert, duke of 
Jiuigundy, married Louis Hutin, king of France 
In 1305. She was a beautiful, but sensual wo- 
foan, and was strangled in 1315. 

MARGARET, daughter of Maximilian I., 
carried to the infant of Spain, and afterwards 
to the duke of Savoy. She displayed her reli- 
gious seal afEatnst the JjUtheraos. and died 1530 
MARGARET, of Anjou, daughter of Rene 
d*AnJou, king of Naples, and wife of Henry 
VI., king of England, an ambitious, enterpris- 
ing, courageous woman. Intrepid in the neld, 
atie signalized herself by heading her troops in 
■everal battles against the house of York ; and 
If ehe had not been the instrument of her hus- 
band's misfortunes by putting to death the duke 
ef Gloucester, his uncle, her name would have 
been immortalized for the fortitude, activity, 
and policy with which she supported the rights 
«f her husband anS son, till the fatal defeat at 
Tewksbury, which put an end to all her enter- 

Kises ; the king being taken prisoner, and prince 
Iward, their only son, basely murdered by 
Richard, duke of York. Margaret was ransom- 
ad by her fatltcr. and died in Anion, in 1482. 
MARGARET, daughter of Francis I., of 

g ranee, married Emanuel Pbilibert, duke of 
avoy, and died hif hiv respected in 1574. 

MARGARET, of France, daughter of Henry 
IV., disgraced herself by the levity and Ilcen- 
tiouttness of her character. She was divorced 
In 1509, and devoted the rest of her life to litera- 
ry and rcliaioufl exercises. 

MARGARET, of Valois, queen of Navarre, 
and sister of Francis L, of France, l>om In 14SS, 
Slie was celcbiated as i writer both in verse 
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. fabulously said to have given birth to 
3ttch1klren. 

MARGARET, of York, sister of Edward IV., 
married Charles the Ra^ih, duke of Burgundy, 
known by the opposition she made to the eleva- 
tion of Henry VII., of England. 

MARGARET, countess of Richmond and 
Derby, married Edward, eari of Richmond, and 
on bis death she was married to Sir Henry Staf- 
ford, who dying, she took Thomas Stanley, cart 
of Derby. She was a woman of virtue and in- 
telligence, and died in 1509. 

MARGARET, duchess of Newcastle, famous 
for ber voluminous productions, in letters, plays, 
po^ns, philosephical discounes, and orations 
She died in im 

MARGARITONE, an Italian painter, who • 
invented the mode of gilding en Armenian bole 
or clay ; he died in 1275. 

MARGON, William Plantavltde la Pause de, 
a French author and journalist, who was bmi- 
ished for bis libelous publications ; be died in 
1760. 

MARGRAAF, Andrew Sigismund, a cele- 
brated practical chymist, of Berlin, who made 
great improvements in the modes of analysis • 
be died in 1782. 

MARGUNIO, Masslneo, a naUve of Candia, 
who printed Greek books at Venice, and after- 
wards became bishop of Cerigo. He wrote 
Greek odes, and died in 1602. 

MARIA THERESA, queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, married Francis Stephen of Lorraine, 
wlm was crowned emperor, in 1745. Her reign 
began with a war, In which all the neighbour- 
ing nations were engaged, and Maria was near 
losing her throne. After the war had continued 
eight years, a peace was concluded at Aix-la 
Cbapelle, and Maria immediately devoted her- 
self to repairing the ravages which her subjects 
bad suffered during the commotion. She built

encouraged commerce and scie^^, 
e'verv tiling which humanity and mani- 
ficence could devise, to render her infirm soldiedP 
comfortable. Tlie king ot Prussia, again de- 
clared war against her, but in this terrible 
struggle, she maintained her elevation, and % 
peace was established. After a long reign, 
during which she displayed, heroism, virtue, 
and charity, to a degree which endeared her to 
ber subjects, she died at Vienna, in 1780. 

MARIA ANTOINETTE, queen of France, 
was the daughter of the emperor Francis I., 
and Maria Theresa ; she was married to Lewfai 
XVI. of France, in 1770. This ceiebrated quefn, 
was humane and benevolent to her subjects, 
but fond of magnificence and pleasure. She 
was doomed in the latter part of her rei^tn to 
witness the most horrid sccn«>sofriotand murder 
among her subjects, the execution of her hue- 
band, and her own trial and condemnation. 
She bore all these calamities with great forti- 
tude and serenity, but such was their effect on 
ber, that the colour of her hair changed to a 
silvery white. She was guillotinrd, being carried 
to the scaffold in a cart, on the 16th Oct., 1793. 

MARIA MNE, wife of Herod the Great, and 
mother of Alexander the high- priest of the Jews, 
slain bv order of Herod, W B. C. 

MARIANA, John, a Spanish historian, bora 
tn 1593, died in 1621. He wrote geveral works, 
theological and historical ; the most considerable, 
of all his performancer, is his" History of Spain.*'

MARIGN Y, James Carpentier de, an ecclesi- 
astic, more admired for his wit than tlie parity of 
his morals. He was the author of poems, and 
several histories; be died in 1703. 

MARIKOW8KY,Mftrtin, a physician oTHon- 

n, eminent for bis writings and mractice ; be 
inlTTS. 

MAKILLAC, Louis de, a French oflkcer. 
raised by Louis XIIL to the rank of m*nbal of 
France, and afterwards found guilty of extortion 
and poculation, for which be was beheaded, la 
1632. 

MARIN, Michael Angelo, a French novel 
writer, wliose worlcs tend to promote the cause 
Of virtue and religion ; lie died in 1767. 

MARIN ARI, Honorio.an Italian painter, pu- 
pil and imitator of Carlo Dolce; be died in 1715. 

MAR IN ELLA, Lucretla, an- ingenious Vene- 
tian lady, who lived in the 17th century, and 
wrote a work called "A Demonstrallou that 
the Women are more noble, more political, 
more courageous, more knowini , more virtuous, 
and better Managers, than the Men.^ 

MARINI, John Ambrose, a native of Genoa, 
and author of two Romances, which were Very 
popular. 

MARINO, John Baptist, an ftaHan poet, of 
eminence, who went io,France, and was patro- 
nised by queen Margaret, and Mary de Medicis. 
His works are numerous ; he died at Rome, in 
1632. 

MARIO NUZZT, or MARK) DE FIORI, an 
eminent painter of tlowersand landscapes, died 
a|£ome, in 1973. 

VaRION, Francis, an active and sn^easAil 
partisan officer of the revolution, who for his 
activity, bravery, and usofXiiness, received the 
thanks of congrf>8s and* was promoted to the 
rank of brigadier general ; he died in 179S. 

M ARIOTTE, Edme, a native of D^on, known 
as an able mathematician, and learned ecclesi- 
astic ; be died in 1&8i. 

MARlUiS CAIUS, a celebrated Roman, seven 
times consul. By a series of exploits, he be- 
came the most popular commander of Rome, 
but his disputes with Sylla proved fatal to the 
Roman peopl^j be died 86 B. C. 

MARIUS, Marcus Aurelius, a common soldier, 
who rose to the hnperial purple of Rome. He 
was u man of astonishing strength of body ; but 
was slain by a soldier sooit after his elevation. 

MARIVAUX, Peter Carict de Chamblain de, 
a French author ami writer of romances^ bom 
iu 16fl8, died in 1763. The great characterisli^of 
both his woriss was, to convey a useful moral 
under the veil of wit and sentiment. 

Mi^RK, 8t, an evangelist, tho disciple of 
Peter, by whose direction he is supposed to have 
written his Gospel for the use of tbe Roman 
Christians, in 73. 

MARK, pope, after Silvester I., in 1335; be 
died the sanHt voar.

MARKHAM, Gervaso, an English .poet and 
mi«rellHi)*{nus writer, w^o lived in the reign^ 
of Kli/^Iietli.

MARMOL, Lewis, a Spaniard, taken priimi 
er by the Turks, at Tunis, and kent in slavt 
8 years.

JfARMONTEL, John Francis, 
iMvelist, admired at once for the vigour and 
tbe delicacy of his genius, was bora at Bort, te 
1719.

MARULnUS, Michael TarchanisUsr a very 
learned, but atheistical and blasphemous Oreelc, 
who left his native country, and resided to Italy. 
He was drowned in 1500. 

MARULLUS, a poet of Calabria In the 5th 
century, who came to Padua, to wait upon 
Attila. Marullus expected an ample reward for 
the flatteries with which he had filled his pane- 

Rric upon Attila; but when that prince was 
formed that the poet deduced his origin from 
Heaven, and styled him a god, he ordered both 
the verses and the versifier to be burned. Attila. 
however, foigave him. 

MARVELL, Andrew, a very Ingenious poli- 
tical and critical writer and poet, born in 1630, 
died in 1678. He manfully supported the reli- 
gious and civil liberties of his country, by his 
writings and bis parliahientary interest, against 
the arbitrary encroachments of the court on 
both ; and repeatedly declined all inducements 
which the king offered him, to go over to the 
court party. 



MARVIELLES, N. de, a French officer, au> 
Chor of some poetical pieces of merit, in Latin 
and French ; he died in 1775. 

MARY, the mother of our blessed Saviour, 
was of the tribe of Jadah, and of the royal 
house of David. 

MARY, wife of Oleophas, called In Scripture, 
the sister of the Virgin, and mother of the 
apostles James the Less, Simon, Jude, and 
Joseph. 

MARY, nneen of England, eldest daughter 
oC Henry VIII., and Catharine of Arragon. 
She was a learned woman, but bigoted In the 
popish superstition, exceedingly jealous, and 
yiolent and sanguinary in her resentments. 
During her reign, fire, laggots, and the stake, 
were the horrid means used to make proeeljnes. 
to the Romish church. Ttie sacrifice of the in- 
nocent lady Jane Grey and her husband, to a 
mean fit of jealousy, showed a degree of barba- 
rity rarely equalled in civilized life. She mar-. 
Tied Philip of Spain, whose coldness toward 
ner, together with the loss of Calais, Is said to 
have so preyed on her mind, that she fell into a 
fever, of which she died in 1556. 

MARY, queen of England, wife of William 
III., was daughter of James II., by the daughter 
of lord Clarendon. She Is represented as a meek, 
tnofiensive character, little inclined to meddle 
wHh public affairs, and of a humane and bene- 
Tolent disposition ; she died in 1604. 

MARY, daughter of Henry IIL, duke of Bra- 
kant, married Philip the Bold, of France, in

MARY, daughter of Henry VII., of England, 
imarried Lewis XII., of France, and was graiul- 
mothef to the unfortunate lady Jane Grey ; slut 
Idled in 1534. 

MARY THERESA, of Austria, daughter of 
Philip IV., of Spain, married Lewis XIV., of 
France, In 1660. and died in 1683. 

MARY DE MEDICIS, daughter of FranOt 
II., dukeof Tuscany, was married to Henry IV^ 
of France, in 1600. She was banished by her 
son Lewis XIII, together with her favourites and 
ittendants, and died in poverty, at Cotogne, in 
1642. 

MARY LECZINSRA. daughter of Stanislani, 
king of Poland, married Lewis king of Prance, 
in 1725, and Is represented as a veiy amiable 
and virtuous princess ; she died in4768. 

MARY, of ClGves, married Heni^ I., prince 



ofConde. She was loved with so much ardour 
by the duke of Anjou, afterwards Henry EH.. 
that when he came to the thrope, he designed 
to annul her marriage, and take ner himself; 
but her sudden death, probably by poison, at 
the age of 18, in 1574, le(l him disconsolate. 

MARY, of Arragon, daughter of SancholIT., 
wife of Otho, was put to death in 998, for fplt^- 
ly accusing, and destroying ^the count of Mo 
dena. 

MARY, daughter of Charles, duke of Bur- 
gundy, married Maximilian, son of the emperor 
Frederic, and thus transferred the domiiiloua 
of Burgundy to the house of Austria ; she died 
lttl482. 

MARY, of Austria, daughter of Philip, king 
of Spain, married, in 1521, Lewis, king of HUi»- 
gary, who was slain at the Imtile of Mohata. 
She was a woman of courage and firmness, and 
a great prot<H;for of literature ; she died in 1558. 

MARY STUART, queen of Scots, famous 
for her beauty, wit, learning, and misfortunes, 
daughter of James V., king of Scotland, sne- 
ceeded her father, in 1542, eight days after her 
Urth. In 1558, she married Francis, dauphin, 
and afterwards king of France; by which 
means she became queen of France. This 
monarch dying In 1560, siic returned Into Scot- 
land, and married her cousin, Henry Stuart, 
(lord Darnley,) in 1565; butexoluding him from 
any share of tlie government (as he suspected) 
by the advice of Rizzio, an Italian musician, 
her favourite and secretary, the king, by the as- 
sistance of some of the principal nobiUty, sud* 
denly surprised them together, and Rlzzio wan 
slain In the queen's presitnce, in 1566. The next 
vear the king was blown np with gunpowd«*r, 
m a private house, to which he had retired with 
a few friends. The earl of Bothwell, the new 
favourite of Mary, was undoubtedly the contri- 
ver of thin murder ; he was, however, acquitted 
bv the nobles of his and Mary's party ; and, in 
about two months after, the queen, to the as- 
tonishment of all Europe, married this amlii- 
tious villain. This shameful conduct occasion 
ed the revolt of the chief nobility, and her best 
lobjjects, by whom she was taken prisoner, com« 
pelied to resign the crown, and ner son Jam<« 
V I., was crowned. The queen soon a*\er es 
eapcd from prison and raised an army to oppose 
the regent, Murrav, but was defeated, and fled 
m England} lA 156e where s*ie wu detained • 
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Justly considered as the head.of the obpisb 
ty, who wished to ace a princess or their per- 
suasion on the throne of England. She counte- 
nanced, if she was notdirectty coneerned in, tbe 
plots against tbe life of Elizabeth, who was re- 
duced to tbe necessity of sacrificing ber to ber 
own personal safety. She was tried for a con- 
spiracy, condemned, and beheaded, in 1387. 

MARY, a French poetess, who resided in 
England, in tbe 13ib century. Her poenis on. 
chivalry. Ice., are preserved in tbe British mu* 
seum.

MASACCIO Thomas, an eminent Italian 
painter, who ^ras regarded as tbe chief artist

MASCARDI, Augustine, a learned lUlian Je- 
wit, for whose benefit, pope -Urban VII. found- 
ed a professorship. He was the author of many 
works, but always poor and in debt.

He was after- 
wards archbishop of Paris, and a cardinal, and 
died at Rome, In 1817. 

MAUSSAC, Philip James, president of the 
court of aids, at Montpelller, and an elegaQt 
Greek scholar and writer ; he died in 1650. 

MAUTOUR, Philibert Bernard Moreau de, 
auditor of tlie Paris chamber of accounts, and 
member of the academy of inscriptions. He 
wrote some poems and other works, and died 
In 1737. 

MAXCY, Jonathan,,D. D., professor of divi- 
niQr, and president of Brown university, and 
afterwards presidetH of Columbia college, Sontli 
Carolina ; he died in 1820. 

MAXENTIUS, Marpus Aurelius Valerius, 
son of Maximianus Hercules, declared himself 
emperor of Rome, in 306. He was defeated by 
Constaatine. and drowned In the Tiber, in 312. 
MAXIMIANUR, Marcus Aurelius Valerius 
Hercules, a Roman emperor, who rose to that 
dignity from the rank of a common soldier. He 
was put to death by order of Constantino, his 
son-in-law, in 3J0. 

MAXIMIANUS, Galerins Valerius, a shep- 
herd, raised to the Roman throne by Dioclesian, 
who gave bim liis daughter in marriage; he 
died in 311. 

MAXIBULIAN T., archduke of Austria, son 
or Frederic IV. He was elected king of the 
Romans, and afterwards emperor. He was un- 
steady in his attachments, and little to be- de* 
pended upon in political affairs ; he died in 1519. 
MAXIMILIAN II., son of Frederic L, was 
elected king of the Romans, in 1582, and two 
years after, succeeded his father as king of Ilun- 
[xary and Bohemia, and emperor of Germany. 
He was a peaceful and well disposed prince, and 
died in 1576. 

MAXIMILIAN, duke of Bavaria, deserved 
by his courage, the title of Defender of Germa- 
ny, by bis wisdom, that of Solomon^ He was 
raised to the dignity of an elector of Germany : 
be died in 1651. 

MAXIMILIAN, Emamiel,.eIector of Bavaria, 
distingalsbed t imself by his services in the cause 
of the emperor Leopold. His merits placed bim 
at the bead of the Hungarian army, and he was 
made govemor of the Low Countries by the 
king ofSpain ; be died in 17%. 

MAXIMILIAN, Leopold, elector of Bavaria, 
son of the emperor <Aarles VH., died in 1777. 
MAXIMINUS, Caius JuHus Verus, son of a 
peasant, rose bv bis valour to be emperor of 
Romo, in 255. He was a tyrant, and feH by as- 
sassination. In 256. 
M AXIMUS, Magnus, a So^lard, proclaime 
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•mpmror of Eome by his anny, but be wu4»< 
iftMtd and b«bcad«d by Ttieodotius, in 388. 

M AXiMUS, of Tyre, a Elatniiic pftitoaophor, 
who wai at Koine tu 146. Uls diacoursot ctill 
remain. 

MAXIMUS, a Cynic, tutor to the apoeute 
Julian, whom be encouraged in his opposition 
4o Christianity ; he was put lo death iu 306. 

MAY, Thomas, an English dramatic poet, 
•nd historian, born in J594. We have several 
translations of bis from Latin authors, and ottier 
compositions of bis own also in verse. But be 
was most fkmous for that of ** Lucan's Pharsa- 
Ua ;** and his own continuation of that poem 
to the death of Julius Caesar, both in Latin and 
Bngliah, has eousiderable merit. He died in 
1650. 

MAY. Lewis du, a prolestant Frendi histo; 
rian. He wrote " State of the German Em- 
Dire,** and several other worlts, and died in 

MAYENNB, Charles, of Lorraine, duke «r, 
mm of Francis, duke of Guise, and one <^ the 
most distinguished warriors of his time. He 
was, however,defeiBted by Henry rv., of Prance, 
who afterwards became his fHend, and added 
Ihe Isle of Fraitoe lo his government ; be died 
In 16n. 

MAYER, John Frederic, a Lutheran divine, 
•f Leipsie, professor at Wittemberg and Ham- 
burg, and author of dissertattoiks on the Scrip- 
tures; hediedinmS. 

MAYER, Tobias, one of the greatest astro- 
womera and mechanics of his age, was bom in 
Wirtemburg, in 17^, died iu ITIs, having pub- 
lisbed several excellent works. 

MA YBRNE, Sir Theodore, an eminent phy- 
sician, bcrn at Geneva. He became physician 
10 Henry IV., of France, and afterwards to 
James I., of England, and his queen. His 
works were printed iiv folio ; he died in 1635. 

MAYHEW, Thomas, was governor of Mar- 
tha's Vineyard, and distinguished for his regard, 
to the spiritual and temporal welfare of the In- 
dians under his authority ; he died in 168t. 

MAYHEW, Thomas, son of the preeedtogv 
was the Arst clergyman of Martha's Vineyard, 
and was distinguished for his ministerial laboitra 
among the Indians of that island. He perished 
at sea, aged 37. 

M A YHEW, John, a son of the preceding, and 
a clergyman of Martha's Vineyard, died ia 
1689. 

MAYHEW, Experience, was also a mintster 
among the Indians at Martha's Vineyard, and 
translated a part of tbo Bible into tbefar laa- 
guage. 

MAYHEW, Jonathan, D. D.,8<mof th« pre- 
ceding, a distinguished American divine, set- 
tM at Boston, author of several religious works. 
He died in 1766. 

MAYNARD, Sir John, an eminent English 
lawyer, oelelKaied for bis eloquence^ died in 

MAYNARD, Ffaocis, a French poet of wit 
mud gayetjs secretary to qneen Margaret, and 
author of odes and songs, diedin 1646. 

MAYNB, Or. Jasper, an Englhih poet and 
divine, bora in 1604. lie wrote *• The Cky 
Match,** a comedy ; and ** The Amorous War/* 
m tragi 'Comedy, and died in 1673. 

MAYNWARIN6, Arthur, an Eiiglfsh po-

MAZARINE, Julius, cardinal, and first mi- 
nister of sute in France, to Louis XIV., bom 
in 1602. died in 1661. 

MAZEAS, John Mathuria, profoasor in the 
college at Navarre, and a writer hi mathema^ 
tks; he died in 1809. 

MAZELINE, Peter, a soulpCor, of Roven, 
whose works are still admired; be died la 
1706. 

MAZOCHI, Alexins Symmachus, an ItaUaa 
DtiqoarTjdied in 177L 

MAZuiER, Claude Lewis,* member of tbo 
French convention during \i;e levohition. Hla 
moderate, yet bold and Arm condoct marked 
him for the guillotine, by wblab be snfered i» 
1794. 

MAZZUCHELLI, Grammaria, a nobleman, 
of Brescia, eminent as a pbikrfogist and histo- 
rian ; be died in 1765. 

MAZZUCHELLI, Peter Francis, an eminent 
painter, of Rome, died in 1616. 

MAZZUOLI, Francesco, or Parmesan, an 
eminent painter, bora at Parma. He excelled 
tn etching, of which be has been called the in- 
ventor, and was regarded as the rival of Cor- 
regio r he died in 1540. There was another ar- 
tist of the same name, in the 16tbventury, wlw 
excelled in historical pieces. 

MEAD, Mauhew. an English dissentlnf di 
vine, and author of some meritorions works, 
died in 1699. 

MEAD, Rkbard, a most eminent ^Engtiah 
physician, bora in 1673, died in 1754. His'*Me- 
dical Works** were collected and puMlsbed. 
Those for which he Is roost celebrated, are cm 
" Pesdiential Contagion,** and on " Polsous.** 
Durifig ahnost^ialf a century he was at the head 
of hte profession. He was a most generoua 
patron of learaing and learned men, in all sci- 
ences, and in every oountry. 

MEADOWCROFT, Richard, an English « 
vine and author, died in 1768. 

MBCH AIN, M., of Lyons, an eminent astro* 
nomer, whose talents won uaefotly employed : 
be died in 180S. 

MEDE, Joseph, B. D., an EngHsb anthor; 
bis works ai« chiefly on diviniQr ; be died In 
1638. 

MEDICI8, Ooamo de, bora at Florence, la 
1396, WIS a mefchant, but bestowed vast oc- 
pense mnd atientloa in promotfng learaing and 
the science*. He collected a fine librarv, and 
enriched k with rare manuscripts. He re- 
moved to Venice, where he was received as a 
king ; but his countrymoi soon recalled him ; 
and ia efibct ha prolded over the common- 
wealth 34 years. He died in 1646, and over hla 
tomb was inscribed. Father of the People, and 
Freer of his Country. 

MEDICIS, Loreaio de, sornamed the Great, 
and Father of Letters, was an iliostrloos grand- 
son of Cosmo de Medicis, and bore In 1448. |Ia 
was a great roerebant, and as groat a slateamaa, 
equally fit to entertain an ambassador as a foe 
tor. His poUie aorvices so recommended bin 
lo the Ftorentlnes, that they declared him chief 
of the republic ; and he was so nniversalty ea

He possessed great talents 
as a negotiator, and mJUitary man ; be died in 

MEDICIS, Sebastian de, of tbe same illustri- 
ous famil^, was distinguisbed by liia learning ; 
be died in IS80. 

MEDICIS, Peter de, of tbe same family, an 
forinent and bigbly celebrated paiater, wasbom 
at Florence, in 158B. 

M£|>»f A, John Baptiate, a highly celebrated 
painter, bom at Brussels, and created knight 
ta ScotlaBdj ha died in 1711. 

MEEN, Henry, an English divine, published 
* Remarks on the Cassandra^of Lvcopboron," 
•ne of the most obacwre of the Greek poets i and 
lied in 1817. 

MEGASTHENES, a Greek historian, about

MEHE6AN, WiUiaro Alexander, a French 
historian, who wrote ** Picture of modern Hia- 
lary,*' and other works: be died in 1766, 

MEIBOMIUS, John Henry, a learned pro- 
fessor of physic at Ilelnistadt, his native place, 
was afterwards first physician at Lubec He 
wrote some prt^essional works, and died in 
1655. 

MEIBOMIUS, Henry, a German physician. 
k»m in 1638, and known by the publication ol^ 
^*8cHptores Rerum Germanicarum,*' a very 
tfeful collection. He died io 1700. 

MEIBOMIUS, Marcus, a very learned person

MEISSONIER, Justus Aurelius, of Turin, 
I eminent as a painter, scuptor, goldsmith and ar- 

chitect, designer and gokUmito to the Icing of 
France ; he died in 1750. 

MELA, Pomponius, an ancient Latin geogra- 
phical writer, bora In Spain, who flourished In 
the reign of the emperor Claudius. His 3 books 
of ** Cosmography, or De Situ Oibis," have 
been thought worthy of the attention and la- 
bours of the ablest critics. 

MELANCTHON, Philip, a celebrated Ger 
man divine, coadjutor with Luther in the Re- 
Ibrmation, and one of the wisest and greatest 
men of his age, bora at Bretten, Feb. 16, 1497, 
4ied In 1560. 

MELANIPPIDES, two Greek poets of merit. 
One of them grandfather, flourished 5Q0 B. C. 
the other his grandson, 460 B. C. Their works 
•re lost. 

MELCHISEDECK, high-priest of God, and 
kins of Salem, met Abraliam after bis defeat 
of the king of Sodom, and gave him bisble«slng.

MELITUS, a Greek orator and poet, the ac- 
cuser of Socraiea. His iniquity was discovered 
after the death of Socrates, and lie was sen- 
tenced to death. 400 B. C. 

MELLAN, Claude, a celebrated French en- 
{graver; Invited to EaglaBd by Charlci IL ; he 
Idied in 1688. 

MELLON, John, an American elergymani 
settled at Lancaster, Mass., and afterwards at 
Hanover, N. H. ; he died to 1807. 

MELMOTH. William, a learned English 
lawyer, bora In 1666. He wrote an admirable 
treatise '* On the great importance of a religi- 
ous life,** and died hi 1743. 

MELMOTH, WiUiam, son of the precedhig. 
wasbom in 1710. He translated the epistles 
of "Pliny" and "Cicero'* and wrote some 
elegant letters under the assumed name of sir 
Thomas Fibrosbone. He died in 1790. 

HELON, John Franris, secretary of the aca- 
demy at Bourdeaux, died in 1738. 

MELOT, John Baptist, a French writer of 
merit, member of the academy of hiscriptions, 
and librarian to the king of France ; he died in 
1760. 

MELVIL, shr James, author of some useful 
land entertaining memoirs of England and Scot- 
land, was bora in 1530. Be was privy coun- 
sellor, and gentleman of the bedchamber to 
Mary queen of Scots, till her confinement at 
lAickleven. He died in 1606. 

MEMMl, Simon, a poruait pahiter, of Sienna, 
died in 1345. 

MEMNON, a Rhodlan, general of Dariua, 
<m)osed Alexander's invasion. 

MEN AGE, Giles, called ihe Varroof histime, 
was born in France, in 1613, and died in 1692. 
He composed several works, the principal of 
which are " Origines de la Langue Francolse,** 
'* Miscellanea," a collection of pieces in Greek, 
Latin, and French, prose and verse. 

MENANDER, an ancient Greek comle poet, 
bora at Athens, in the 3d year of the 109th 
Olympiad. The kings of Erypt and Maredon, 
sent ambasBadors to invite him to their courts, 
and even fleets to bring him over ; but Mcnander 
preferred tbe free enjoyment of his studies to the 
promised favours of the great. Only four of 
his numerous comedies are preserved. He was 
accidentally drowned 293 B. C. 

MENANDRINO, Marsilio, also called Mar. 
siiius of Padua, tlie place of his birth, one iif 
the most celebrated phitosophers and lawyers uf 
tbe 14th oentuiy. ^ 

MENARD, Claude, a French magistrate, of 
Angers, and an eminent antiquarian ; be died 
in 1653. 

MENARD, Dora Nicholas Hugnes, a Bene- 
dictine of St. Maur, and an author, died in 1644. 

MENARD, Leo, a counsellor of Niemee, and 
author of a history of that place, died in 1767. 

MENASSEH-BEN<ISRAEL, a PortHfue»e 
rabbi, of the sect of tbe Pharisees, author of 

itnt Hebrew works, died in 1660. 

MDNCK£,Otto, a learned German critic, bora 
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*n 1644, died in 17D7. The most considerable 
of his works, and which is alone suflkient to 
perpetuaie bis name, is the " Acta Eroditorum** 
of Leipsic. 

MENCKE, John Burchard, son of Otto, was 
bom in 1674, and author of numerous learned 
works. He continued the ** Acta Eruditorum' 
85 years, and died in 1732. 

MENDAJORS, John Peter de, a Frenchman, 
author of a history of Gaul, died in 1747. 

MENDBZ PINTO, Ferdinand, a PortugueM. 
celebrated for his adventures, an account of 
which he published. He flourislMid in the 16th 
centuiy. 

MENOEZ, Moses, an EngUsh poet, and dira- 
Matic writer, died in 1756. 

MENDELSOHN, Moses, a Jew, of Berlin, 
acquired a great literary reputation. 

MENDOZA, Gonzales Peter le, archbishop 
•f Seville, served Ferdinand and uabeBa with 
great ability, and died in 1495. 

MENDOZA, Johp Gonzales, an Augustine 
friar, sent by the Spanish king as ambassador to 
China, in 1584; he wrote a history of that 
country, in 1589. 

MBNECR ATES, a physician, of Syracuse,ao 
proud of bis success, that he assumed the title 
of Jupiter. 

MENlBDEMUS, a Greek phUoaopher, in the 
age of AleMnder. 

MENEDBMUS, a Cynic philosopher, and ft 
Ainatic, who pretentfed to be sent rrom hell to 
notice the actions of mankind. 

MBiVESEH, Alexis de, a Portuguese Augus- 
tine DHMik, made viceroy of Portugal, by Philip 
II. ; he died in 1G17. 

MBNE6TRIER, John Baptist le, a French 
antiquarian, died in 1634. 

MBNESTRIER, Claude Francis, a French 
Jesuit, of astonishing memory, and author of a 
liistory of Lewis XIV., died in 1705. 

MENGOLI, Peter, a teamed and popular 
lecturer on mechanics, at Bologna, died in 1690. 

MEN6S, Antony Raphael, an eminent pain- 
ter, tram in Bohemia, in 1726, died at Rome, in 
1779. He was also an author, and his works on 
taste, on painters, and the philosophy and pro- 
gress of the arts, were published at Parma, in 
1780. 

MENINSKI, Franciscus a Meagnien, or ME- 
' NIN, an eminent German orientalist; he died 
In 1698. 

MENNO, Simonis, an ecclesiastic, of Fries- 
land, and an anabaptist leader. His followere 
are still to be found in the Low countries, by 
tlie name of Mennonites. He died in 1565. 

MBNOCHIUS, James, a civilian, of Pavia, 
of distinguished abilities, died in 1607. 

MENDEL, John, a printer, of Strasburf , and 
the first printer there. He published a Bible in 
1466, and died in 1578. 

MENTZEL, Christian, a German, celebrated 
for his knowledge in medicine and botany, died 
in 1791. 

MENZTKOFF, Alexander, a Russian prince, 
deeply concerned in the politics of the reign of 
Peter II. He died in exile, in November, 1629. 
He has been compared to cardinal Wolsey, for 
Ms rise from a very low origin, (that of a pastry 
cook,) and his fall, accelerated by his impru 
denee and netentation. 

MENZINI, Benedict, an Italian poet, whose 
writinss were much admired ; he died in 1704. 

MERCADO, Michael de, or MOERCATI, a 
Tuscan, and physician to pope Clement VIU., 
<l«linl503. " 
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M^RCATOR, Marius, an eeelesiasticai au 
tlmr, and pttpU of St. Augustine, died about 451 

MERCATOR, Gerard, one of the most famous 
geoffraptiers of liis time, bom in 15152, died in 

MERCATOR, Nicolas, an eminent matlie- 
matician and astronomer, was l>orn at Holsteiot 
in the beginning of the 17th century. He pub- 
lished several worlcs on astronomy and mathe- 
matics. 

MERCER, Hugh, a native of Scotland, wan 
a brigadier goneral in the Ammican army of tlM 
revolution, and was lulled at the battlecf Princo- 
ton, in 1777, wMe ondeavouring to eountera^ 
tiie di|iorder into wlii<^ liis troops bad be«i 
thrown by the enemy. 

MERClER, Bartbohimew, abbe of St Leger, 
and the learned author of several works, doed 
in 1799. 

MERCIER, John, a celebrated phBoioger, of 
France, died in 1573. 

MERCURIALI3, Jerome, an Italian physi- 
cian, of great abilides, and autlior of several 
works, died in 1606, 

MERCY, Francis de, a Frenchman, and ge- 
neral in tlie Bavarian army, distinguished for 
his bravery, was killed in 1645. 

MERDDIN, son of Mervyn. a Welch poet, 
one of the three great bards or Wales, flouriali- 
edaboa^SOO. 

MEIRE, George Broerin, chevalier dej a Freneh 
writer, admired for his ranit and learning ; b« 
died in 1690. 

MERI A N, Maria Sibylla, a German lady, ce- 
lebrated for her skill in drawing ; she died in 
1647. 

MERLtN, Ambrose, a British writer, in the 
5th century. His history is somewhat fabulous. 

MEROViGUS, king of France after Clodion, 
in 448, and progenitor of the Merovingean race. 

MERRET, Christopher, an English physician 
and writer, died in 1695. 

MERRICK, James, an EngUsh divine and 
poet, and author of the poetical version of tba 
Psalms, bom in 1720, died in 1769. 

MERRY, Roberi, an English poet, bom in 
1755, emigrated to America on account of poU* 
tics, and died there in 179a 

MERSENNU8, Marin, a celebrated mathe- 
matician and divine, died at Paris, in 1648. 

MERTON, Walter de, founder of the college 
at Oxford, which bears his name. He was lora- 
chancellor, and afterwards bishop of Rochester. 
He died in 1277. 

MERULA, George, an Italian, a teacher of 
youth, and an author, died in 1496. 

MERULA, Paul, a learned Hollander, and 
professor of history ntLeyden, died in 1607. 

MERVILLE, Michael Guyot de, a French 
Journalist and bookseller, drowned himself in 
the lake of Geneva, in 1705. 

MERY, John, an eminent French surgeon, 
died in 1700. 

MESNAGER, Nicholas, employed by Lewis 
XIV. in negotiating commercial affairs ; he died 
in 1714. 

MESNARDIERE, Hippolytns Julius Pilletde 
la, a French Poet, patronised by Riclielien ; he 
died in 1662. 

ME8SALINA, Valeria, wife of the eropcTor 
Claudius, of infamous character, was put to 
death A. D. 46. Another of the same name 
was wife of Nero. 

MESSENGUY^ Francis Philip, professor of 
belies lettres at BenuVais, and author Of sevenb 
works, died in 1769. 
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MEdSKNlUS, John, a learned Swede, and 
professor in Uie university at UpeaJ ; be died in 

MESSIER, Charles, a dIsUnfulshed French 
astronomer, and a member of the National In 
■tittite, died in J817. 

MES81S, Oulntin. See. MATSYS. 

ME8T0N, William, a Scotch poet, and pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Aberdeen, died in 1745. 
UETASTASJO, Pietro Bonaventura, an ele- 
gant Italian poet, bom in 1608, died In 1782. 

METELLI, Augustino, an Italian painter, eo- 
kibrated for his excellence in the perspective :

METBREN, Emanuel Van, of Antwerp^ 
wrote the history of the Low Coontries, and 
4ied hi 161S. 

METEZEAU, Clement, a Frenchman, of the 
reign of Lewis XIII., immortalised his name 
ay the famous canal iiear Rochelle. 

METHOCHITUS. Theodore, an officer of 
die court of Andronicus, wrote a Roman histo- 
ly, and died at Constantinople, in 1^2. 

METHODIUS, bishop of Tyre, suffered mai^ 
qrrdom, at Chalas, in 311. 

METIUS, James, of Holland, was the inven- 
tor of telescopea with glasses. He flourished 
about 1660. 

METOlir, an Athenian, inventor of the gold- 
tn numbers, 438 B. C. 

METRODORUS, a disciple of Demetrius, 
tnd preceptor of Anazarchus, the philoeopber, 
■ad Hippocrates, Hbe physician. He taught the 
tter nlQr a nd infinity of the universe. 

METRODORUS, an eminent phllosopber and 
fainier, was sent by the Athenians, to Paulus 
/BmiliuB, who, after having taken Perseus, king 
•f Maeedon, demanded two men of them, the 
•b« to instruct his ehUdrea, and the other to 
fai nt hte triumph.

MILTON, John, a most illuatrioiii Eralish 
poet, and famous politician, was born in Lon- 
doD, in 1608. In 16^, he was admitted of 
Ciirist's college, Cambri<^o. His father designed 
biia for the church, and he was himself inclined 
to that profession for soipc time, but after he 
had taken the degree of M. A., in 1638, he left 
the university and returned to his father. During 
his retirement for five years, he enriched his 
mind with the choicest stores of Grecian and Ro- 
man teaming, making poetiy his principal studv. 
The poems entitled " Comus," '*L*aUegro,** ^^tl 
Penseroso,^* and *' Lycidas," all written during 
this time, would have transmitted his fame to 
the latest posterity, if he had never produced 
any thing else. On the death of his mother, in 
1638, he visited foreign countries, and passed 
nearly two years in France and Italy, where 
he distinguished himself by bis talents hi poetry. 
Milton returned to England, in 1650, and em- 
ployed himself in educating his sister's two 
sons : and being solicited by several friends for 
the same favour for their children, he look a 
handsome garden-house, in Aldersgate-street, 
fit for the purpose. Here he wrote many po- 
lemic and controversial tracts. In 1643, lie 
married a daughter of Richard Powell, Esq. 
Bhe had not lived with her husband much noore 
than a month, when, under a pretence of 
visiting her friends, she deserted him. About 
two years afterwards, he was surprised by the 
entrance of his wife, who imploring pardon and 
reconciliation on her knees, was again received 
to his bosom.

At the subversion of the monarchy by the death 
•f the Iting, Milton, whose principles were 
Vtrongly republican, was taken into the service 
0f the commonwealth, and made Latin secre- 
tary to the councU of state. In 1651, he pub- 
lished bis celebrated piece entitled " Pro Populo 
Anglicano Defensio contra Claudii Salmasii 
Defen^onem Regiam ;'* which spread his fame 
over all Europe. While writing this, he lost 
bis eyesight, which had been decaying several 
years. In 1653, be lost his wife ; but he inmie- 
diately married a second. At tlie restoration, 
be was included in the general amnesty ; and 
having married a third wife, removed to a house 
in the Artillery- walk. His circumstances were 
much reduced by k>s6es at the restoration ; but 
bis principles not sufibring him to seek or accept 
of any public employment at court, he sat down 
to his studies, and applied himself diligently to 
fiiiish his grand poem, " Paradise Lost," which 
was published in 1667, and in 1670, he published, 
'* Paradise Regabied,*' tu which was added! 
"Samson Agonistes. a dramatic poem.** In! 
1609, he published his *' History of BriUin,**; 
which had occupied him many years. Ue died 
of the gout, in 1674.^ I

NEBUCHADNEZZAR IK, king of Babylon^ 
supposed to have b«en a son of the former. Ha 
was banbhed frOm the society of med, horded 
among wild beasts, and, after 7 years, was restor 
ud to his throne. He died about SOS B. C. 

NECHO,or the PH ARAOH NECHO, of Scri|^ 
turc, died about 600 B. C. 

NECK, John Van, an eminent Dutch pai&tec. 
Idled in 1714> 

N ECKER, Noel Joseph, of Fhinders, obtained 
celebrity in medicine and botany, ai^ died in 
1793. 

N ECKER, James, a native of Geneva, known 
as a financier. He went asnmbassador to Franeof 
where, in 1705, lie obtained tlie oflice of Syttdin 
to the East India Company, and in 1775, wrt 
nuide director of the royal treasury ; was twice 
brime minister of France; but the revohitioa 
klestrored his popularity, and be retired le

NEUHOFF, Theodore de, a German, born nt 
Metz, better known by the style of Theodore I 
king of Corsica. Being at Leghorn in 17J6, be 
was encouraged by the English minister to go 
to Corsica, and head the matecontents against 
the Genoese government. At Tunis, he nego- 
tiated for arms and ammunition, and vess^ 
with which he embarked for Corsica, where he 
was crowned king of the isbuid ; but tbe Ge- 
noese having applied to tbe French, he waa 
obliged lo abandon Corsica in 1737. He retired 
to England, and was for many years confined ia 
tbe King's Bench orison for debt. Being re- 
leased by an act of insolvency in 1750, lie gave 
in a schedule the kingdom of Corsica, as his es- 
tate, to his creditors, and died in December of 
tlw same year.

NEWTON, John, an English mathematician, 
and elmplain to Charles II. ; he died in 1978. 

NEWTON, Richard, a learned divine, and 
principal of Harthall ; be died in 1753. 

NEWTON, Tliomas, an Euglish divine, au- 
thor of a history of the Saracens, and f>ther 
worlcs ; he died in 1667. 

NEWTON, sir fsaac, a most celebrated Eng- 
lish pMloflopher and mathematician, and one of 
the greatest gentusos that ever appeared in the 
world, was bom at Woolstrope, in Lincolnshire, 
In 1642, and died in 1727.

NICEPHORUS, Bicmmldas, a monk, of 
Mount Atbos, In the 13th century, who refiised 
the diffnitv of patriarch of Constantinople. 

NtCEPHORlJS, Gre^r^s, a Greek historian, 
bora about the close of the I3tli century. H^ 
com pi led a historj', from 1204 to 1341. 

MCEPHORU8, Callistus, a Greek historian,

PANZACHI A, Maria Helena, an Italian lady, 
of noble birth, and a celclH-ated painter. She 
was born in 16G8. 

FAOLl, Sebastian, an ecclesiastic, of Lncra, 
skilled in antiquarian history; he died in 1751. 

PAOLI, Hyacinth, a native of Corsica, wlio^ 
in 1735, possessed great influence among his 
countrymen as a chief magistrate. 

PAOLI, Pascal de, a celebrated general of Cor- 
sica, born there in 1725, and died near London, 
in 1807. While endeavouring to rescue his 
native island from the tyranny of the Genoese 
government, and defending its liberties against 
Gallic encroachments and invasion, being over- 
powered by the French, he retired, in 1769, with 
a few followers, to England, where, in a few 
years, he ended his illustrious career. 

PAOLUCCIO, Paul Anafeste, a noble Vene- 
tian, and the first doge of Venice, in 087- He 
died in 717.

PFEIFFER, Lewis, a native of Lucerne, and 
a famous general in the service of Charles IX 
of France, whose life be once preserved : he 
died in 1594. 

PHiEDON, a native of Elis, the disciple of 
Socrates, and founder of the sect called Eleau 
philosophers. 

PHiEDRUS, an ancient Lathi author, ad- 
mired for the elegance of his language; he 
lived in the reign of Tiberius. 

PHiEDRUS, Thomas, professor of ekK|uence 
at Rome, eariy in tbe 16tb century, and called 
Oie Cicero of his time. 

PHAER, Tliomas, an English physician, who 
published various medical works, chiefly com 
piled from the French. He also translated a 
part of tbe iEneid ; he died in 1560. 

PHALARIS, a celebrated tyrant of antiquity, 
horn at Crete; be was particularly cniel to- 
ward his enemies. He was put to death by liis 
subjects, in his brazen bull that Perillus made, 
and in which he was the first to 8ufl*er death, 
iG3B.

PIIARAMOND, was first king of France, 
and institutor of the Salique law; whlc>» pre- 
vents women from Inheriting real estate.

PHILIP II., sumansed Augustus, king of 
France, succeeded bisfatfaer, LewisVII^in 11881 
He was a wise and politic prince, an intrepid 
warrior, an enlightened legistatoc, and an Im- 
partial Judge. Ia4»i^junction with Rtchard I., 
of England, he made a crusade to tbe Bo1]F

died In 1314. 

PHILIP v., samamed the Ijong, king of 
iVanee, the son of Phitip the Fair, succeeded 
•0 the throne in 1316. He made war against 
tlw Flemings, renewed the alliance with Scot- 
iMid, and banished the Jews from his kingdom, 
He permitted great Qruelties against lepers, who 
were either put to (kath or ooufiaed ; he died 
ill 1S31. 

PHIUP DE VALOIS, first king of France, 
ef the collateral branch of the Valois, ascended 
Ike throne In 1396. His ehtvatimi was disputed 
hy Edward HI., of England, and a terrible war 
ensued, in which, at the celebrated battle of 
Cressy, the French lost 80,000 men. Richard 
proposed to decide the war by single combat^ but 
toiUip di»lined. He died In 1350. 

PHILIP L, son of the emperor Maximilian^ 
•ad Jane, queen of Spain, obtained the Spanish 
throne. He possessed but moderate abilities, 
linddiedinlS06,aged98. 

PHILIP 1I.« son of Charles V. and Isabella 
•f Portugal, was made king of Sicily and Na* 
flea, in 1554. Ho was afterward* made king 
•f England, by marriage with queen Mary; and 
two years afl^r, ascended the Spanish throne, 
hy the abilicatlon of his father. He made war 
against France and Engfand, and was unsuc- 
caisful. Th«>ugh a man of great abilities, he 
was sttperstitious and cruel in the extreme ; lie 
died In 1598, 

PHIUP III., son of PMtip TI. and Anne of 
Austria, became king of S<inin at the age of 90. 
Ba cruelty banished all the Moors from his king- 
dom, and thus deprived himself of the arts and 
•ervioes of a ndllion of bis subject^. At the 
liege of Ostend, he k»t 80,0^K) men, and the place 
was of no usa to him when taken ; be died in 
I6S1 

PHILIP TV., son of Philip HI. and Margaret 
•r Austria, became king 6f Spain, In lOei. He 
fanewed the war with Hotiand, and also de- 
clared war against France, in both of which 
be was unsuccessful. The Portuguese rebelled 
•gainst him, and after many bloody attempts to 
reduee them, he acknowMged their Indepen- 
^teace. This weak and effeminate monarch died 

PHILIP v., duke of Anjou, son of Lewis, 
the dauphin of France, and Maria Anne, of 
Bavaria, ascended the Spanioh throne. In 1700. 
His elevation watf opposed by the archduke 
Charles of Austria, in which England, Holland, 
Savoy, Prussia, and Portugal Joined him, and 
•ne of tlie most bhmdy wars on record ensued^ 
In whieli Franoe finally Joined the Spaniards. 
A peace was sUmed between the allied powers 
•t rtrecht, In 1713. He died In 1746. 



PUIUF OB DlffiUX, bishop of Bcauvais, te 
France. Urn became a famous aeueral, and 
Joining the crusades, behaved with great val* 
our at (he siege of Acre.

PHILIP, duke of Swabla, was elected em- 
peror of Germany, in I UM.

PHI LIP the Bold, son of John, king of France, 
and duke of Burgundy, was a brave aid vi^ 
tuous prince, but untbrtnnaiely so profuse in 
his expenses, tlMU his body was seized afler 
death, by his creditors, and it was with difficulty 
his dutchess could redeem it. He died in 14M.

PHILIP, ialaot of Spain, was placed in poa- 
session of the dutchtes of Parma ai>d Placentia;

PHILIP, governor of Jerusalem, in the time 
of Antlochus Epiphanes, behaved with great 
cruelty to the Jews, and compelled them to 
chaii^ their religion. lie was put to death by 
his rival Lysias.

1105. 

PHILIP, of the Holy Trinity, a French eccia 
elastic, who travelled Into the Levant, Persia, 
aiid India, and afterwards visited all the coo* 
vents In Europe ; he died In 1^1. 

PHILIP, an Indian sachem, notorious for th« 
bloody wai« tie waved w4tb the early setcleta 
of New-England, which had nearly extenuina. 
ted the colonista. He was- killed by tbem ill 
1576, and his forces destroyed. 

PHILIPS, Thomas, a native of lekford: 
he wrote the Life of Cardinal Pole, a work or 
great celebrity, in which he supports tbe princi- 
ples of the Romish church, and thus brought 
upon himself a host of opponents.

He made 
the heavens his principal object of oontempla- 
lioHf and is generally sapnosed tobave been the 
amlior of that system which Coperniciis after- 
wards revived, and which is now known lo be 
the irue systmn of astronomy. 

PHILOIKBMEN, of Megalopolis, celebrated 
as a general in the AclMtan league, aaalnst the 
Bpartans and iGtoiians.

PINEDA, John, a Spanish Jesuit, who taught 
theology and phikMophy in several to^sgttt 
and riled in 1637.

PiSCATOR, John Fischer, professor of the- 
ology, at Strasburg, was the author of valuable 
Coiuiuentarics on the Bible, and died in 1540. 

PfSISTRATUS, an Athenian general, who, 
though be seised the sovereign power of bis 
country, respected the laws and privileges of 
bis fottow- citizens, and died 528 B. C. 

PISO CNCIUS, a Roman consul, was ac- 
eust-d of poisoning Oennanicus, upon which be 
destroyed himself, A. D. SO. 

PISSELEU, Anne de, a woman of great 
beauty, bom In Picardy, wife of tiie duke of 
Ktampes, and a coartezau to Francis I. She 
died in 1576. 

PlSTORinS, John, a lawyer, of Nidda, wlio 
changed his profession and reUgion,aud become 
counsellor to the emperor of Geunany. He died 
In 1608. 

PITAU, Nicolas, a native of Antwerp, emi 
Dent at» a painter and engraver, died in 1671. 

PITCAIRNE, Dr. Archibald, a physician and 
noet, bora at Edinburgh, in 1652, and died in 
1713. His writings are chiefly medical and ma- 
thematical. 
^ PITCAIRNE, Dr. William, a very eminent 
Buftlish physician, president of the college, and 
F. R. S. He died in 1791, aged 80. 
• P[THOU,or PITHCEUS, a French gentleman, 
of eminence in tlie republic of letters, born in 
1539, and died in 1596. He published several 
works, and was the first who made the world 
acquainted with the ** Fables of Phedrus.*' 

PITHOU, Francis, of Troves, procureur-ge- 
neral of thecliamber of justice under Henry IV.

PITKIN, WiUiam, son of the preceding, was 
a judge and chief justice of the supreme court 
of Ciinnecticut, and governor of that colony. 
He died in 1769. 

PITOT, Henry, a celebrated French biathe- 
matician, and friend of the great Reaumur ; he 
died in 1771. 

PITS, or PITSEUS, John, an English bio- 
grapher, bom in 1560, and died in 1616. 

PITT, Christo|)her, an elegant English poet, 
«nd tranj«laior of " Vida," and " Virgil ;*' was 
bom In 1690, and died in 1748. 

PITl*, WiUiam, earl of Chatham, a most 
illustrious English statesman, son of Robert 
Pitt, flw}. He was born in 1706, md died Inl 



177B. Of lord Chatham, bis eloquence was one 
of the most striking characteristks, the music 
and majesty of his voice ; the persuasive grace- 
fulAess and irresistible force of hiis action ; and 
his power of eye ; all carried conviction with 
his argument. 

PITT, William, a celebrated statesman, se- 
cond son of tiie preceding, was born in 1759. 
His father taught him to argue with logical 
precision, and to speak with eloquence and 
force. At tite age or 22, he accepted the office 
of chancellor of the exchequer, and under this 
administration, the American war was con- 
cluded. Hediedinl806. 

PITTACUS, a native of Mitylene, and one 
of the seven wise men of Greece. He died 579 
B. C. 

PIUS I., St, succeeded to the popedom in 
143, and suflercd martyrdom in 157. 

PIUS II., iEneas Sylvius PiocolominL See 
iENEAS SYLVIUS. 

PIUS III., Francis Thodeschini, succeeded 
Alexander XI. in the papal cliair, in 1503, and 
died 21 days after. 

PIUS IV., John Angelo, cardinal de Medir.is, 
brother to the marqub de Marignan, and not of 
the Florence family, succeeded to the popedom 
in 1559, and died in 1565. 

PIUS v., Michael Gliisleri, an Italian, of the 
Dominican order, was elected pope in 1566, and 
died in 1573. Under his auEpicca the celebrated 
battle of Lepanto w.is fought, in whicii the in- 
fidels were dreadfully defeated. 
PIUS VI., Jolm Ancelo Braschi, was born In 
717, and succeeded Clement XIV., as pope, in 
1775 ; he rendered his name famous by draining 
the Pontine marsiies. Buonaparte entered his 
states, and made him purchase a peace by a 
contribution of several millions. He entered a 
second time, and made the pope a prisoner in 
his capital, carried him over tlie Alps to Va- 
lence, where he died in 1799, of excessive fa- 
tigue. 

PIVATI, John Francis, a Venetian lawyer, 
known for his compilation of a Dictionary of 
the Arts and Sciences, 10 vols., in 1746. 

PIX, Mary, a dramatic writer of no mean ta- 
lents, in the reiftn of William HI. 

PIZARRO, Francis, a Spanish general, d!s 
coverer and conqueror of Peru, in conjunction 
with Diego Ahnagro, a Spanisii navigator. Al- 
magro, for revolting, was b<^headed by Pizarro, 
wlio was assassinated by Almagro's {"riends, m 
1541. 

PIZZI, Joachim, a Jesuit, of Rome, possessed 
frenius as a poet, and vigour as a writer. He 
died in 1790. 

PLACCIUS, Vincent, an able German philo- 
loeer, and an author, died in 1609. 

PLACE, Francis, an eminent English painter 
and chffrav^, died in 1728. 

PLACENTINUS, Peter, a German Domini- 
can, and an author, died in 1548. 

PLACETTE, John de la, a French protest- 
ant minister, who, on the revocation of tlie 
edict of Nantes, retired to Holland, and died in 
1718. 

PLANTIN, Christopher, a celebrated printer, 
of Antwi^rp, who carried that an to great per- 
fection : he died in 1598, aged 65. 

PLANUDES, Maximus, a monk, of Constan- 
tinople, of the 4th century ; he wrote a curioua 
Life of JEmp. 

PLATER, George, a delegate to congress, 
from Maryland, judge of the court of am>e«b^ 
and governor or that state ; be died in 179*1 
343 
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PLATINA, Bartholomew Sacehi, a leaiHed 
Itatian, and Author of a History of the Popea, 
from St. Peter to Sextus IV. ; be died tn 1481, 
aged 60. 

PLATO, a raoet illustrious philosopher of an- 
tiquity, died at Athens, 348 B. C, a^ 81. His 
writings are very valuable ; his iangtiage beau- 
tiful and correct ; and hicrphilosophy sublime. 

PLATOFF, count, betnian of the Cossacks 
In the service oT Russia ; he assisted in over- 
turning the seemingly invincible power of Buo- 
aaparte ; he died, venerable in years and in ho- 
nours, in 1818. 

PLAUTUS, Marcus Acclus, a comic writer, 
In f talv. He^ied about 184 B. C. 

PLAYFAIft, Jolm, D. D., born near Dundm, 
la 1749, was professor of mathematics at Edin- 
burgh. He wrote oit several sul^ts, and died 
In 1819. 

PLAYf ORD, John, born In 1613, published 
an ** Introduction to the Skill of Music," which 
succeeded so well as to go through many edi- 
tions.

PLEMPIUS, Vopiscus Fortunatus, a native 
of Amsterdam, and professor of medicine at 
J^ouvain ; he died in I67I.

lie left a '' Natural History," in 37 books. 

PLINY, Caecilius Secundus, the Younger, ne- 

rhew of the preceding, born A. D. 62, and died in 
13. He was an eminent lawyer and an elo- 
quent speaker. He attained the dignity of con- 
sul, under Trajan, whose panegyric he pronoun- 
ced in the senate. 

PLOT, Dr. Robert, an eminent English phi- 
losopher and naturalist, died in 1096, ^ed 55. 

PLOTINUS, an illustrious Platonic philoso 
pher. He died in 370. aged 66. 

PLOWDEN, Edmund, an eminent Seijeant- 
mt-law. He died in 1584, aged 67. 

|>LUCUE, Antony, a French writer on na- 
tural history. His " Spectacle de la Nature," 
is known to all the world. In English it is 
ealled " Nature Displayed." He died in 1761, 
mged 93. 

PLUKENET, Leonard, a well known Eng- 
lish botanist and author, died in 1705. 

PLtfMIER, Charles, a famous French bota- 
nist, employed by Lewis XIV. to visit the West 
Indies in search of curioud plants. He died in

PLUCIUET, Francis Andrew, a pative of 
Bayeux, and professor of history at Paris. He 
was an able writer, and an elegant lecturer, and 
died in 1790.

POTEMiCIN, Gregory Atexandar. a ftusiiaa 
prince, descended from a Polish ramify. He 
was the favourite of the empress Catbertna, 
and her war minister, and died ia 1791. 

POTBNGER, John, an Enalish poet, and 
miscellaneous writer, died in 17J3, aged 86. 

POTBR, Paul, an eminent Dutch p>aint«r 
Idled in 1654 

POTT, John Henry, a Ittmed German tity 
mist, author of several vmks published la l«3t 

Id 1741. 

POTT, John, a physician, was at the bead of 
the administration of Virginia, in 1628, durinf 
the absence of the governor of the eokmy. 

POTT, Percival, F. R. S., a very eminent^ 
English surgeon ; he died in 1788, aged 75. 

POTTER, Chrwtopher, an Englisb divine, 
was dhttingttished for his loyalty during the civil 
wars, and died in 1646. 

POTTER, Frauds, an English divine, emi- 
nent also as a painter, died in 1678. 

POTT Ell, Dr. John, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, a celebrated antiquary, critic, historian, 
and tbeolodcal writer ; he diod^in 1747, aged 73.

Dr. Richard, an eminent dis 
sehting ministert.nniversally known and cole 
brated for his great abilities in arithmetical cal 
culitfions, and for very numerous and valuable 
writings, theologieal, moral, and scientific ; ha 
died in 1791, aged 68. 

PRICHARD, Rees, a native of IJandovery, 
In Wales, was a poet, and rector of his uativa 
villnge ; he died in 1644. 

PRIDBAUX, John, an English prelate, who, 
from a kitchen boy, rose to tiie see of Worces- 
ter. He died in 1650. 

PRIDEAUX, Dr. Humphrey, an English di- 
vine, historian, and critic, born in 1648, and ilied 
in 17^. He was the author of several works. 
PRIE, N. de Bertolet, marchioness, an in- 
triguing female, and favourite of Bourbon, tlia 
prfme minister of France ; she died in 1727. 

PRIESTLEY, Dr. Joseph, a very celfbrated 
dissenting clergyman, and a polemical atidphilo- 
sophical writer : he died in 1804.

PRIM ATICCIO, Francesco, an eminent Ita-

POTNINGS, sir Edward, a gentleman, of 
Kent, enuOoved in the government of Ireland 
by Heiuy vn., where he displayed great courage 
and wisdom.

^OZZQ, Andrew, a native of Trent, eminent 
ai a painter and arcliiteet, died in 1700.

PRADON, Nicolas, a French poet, who af- 
fected to rival Racine ; he died in lfl9a 

PRATT, Ephraim, of Plymouth, Mass., noted 
for longevity. He died in 1804. aged 118. He 
could then number nearly 1500 descendants. 

PRATT, Samuel Jackson, an English miscel- 
laneous writer, author of poems, novds, and 
aome dramatic works ; he died in 1814. 

PRATT, Benjamin, an eminent lawyer, of 
Massachusetts, and afterwards chief Justice of 
the colony of New-York ; he died in 1763. 

PRATT, right hon. Charies, eari Camden, a 
moat eminent English lawyer and statesman, 
bom in 1713. In 1759, he was appointed attor- 
ney-general; in 1768, he was callea to the degree 
of serJeant-at-law, appointed chief Justice of 
the common pleas, and knighted. His tordship 
- presided in that court with a dignity, weight, 
and Impartiality never exceeded bv any of his 
predecessors ; and, when John Wilkes, esq., 
was seized And committed to the Tower, on an 
Illegal general warrant, his lordship, with the 
intrepidity of a British magistrate, and the be- 
coming fortitude of an Englishman, granted him 
a habeas corpus, and, on his being brought be- 
fore the court or common pleas, discharged him 
from his confinement in the Tower, in 1763, In 
a speech that did him honour. His wise and 
spirited behaviour on this remarkable occasion 
was so acceptable to the nation, that the city of 
London presented him with the freedom of their 
corporation in a gold box, and derired his pic- 
tare, which was put np in Guildhall, with this 
Inscription :—

PRIOLO, Bei^ftmtn, author of a Latin hiato- 
ry of France, from J643 to 1664 ; he waa the 
(Vieitd and aaaociaie of the dnke de Rohan, and 
iied in t«67. 

PRIOR, MaUhew, an eminent Engllah poet 
and statesman, b«)m in 1664. After having oc- 
cupied many high diplomatic poeta and lucrative 
empioynienta, he died fellow of St. John's col- 
lege, Cambridge, in 1731. 

PRISCIANUS, an eminent grammarian <kf 
antiquity, burn at Cmarea, but went to Con- 
stantinople, where he taught the principles of 
taia art, and waa in the higheat repute, about the 
year »5.

PROBUS, M. Aurel. Valer., a general, madaj 
emperor oi' Rome, iu 376. He waa succeasfui 
against the Barbariana, bnt waa murdered by 
bhi own aoidiers, in 383. 

PROCACCINI, Cainillo, a celebrated painter, 
of Bologna, died in 1636. Hie brother Julius, 
who died the aawe year, waa eek orated In the 
same art 

PROCLIJS, an eminent philosopher among 
the later Platonists, bom at Cooetautinoplet iu 
410, and died in 485. 

PaOCLUd, St^ the disciple of Chrysostom, 
and patriarch of Constantinople, died in 447. 

PROCOPIUS, an ancient Greek hifltnriau, of 
Byzantium, who flourisluMl In the Gth century. 
Bis history e<mimences toward the end of the 
reign of Anastaslus. emperor of tlieEaat, in 
407, and is carried down to the year 640. 

PROCOPIUS, a Oreek historian, patronised 
by Belisariiis and Justinian. * 

PROCOPIUS, a Greek sophist, of Gaxa, A. D. 
560. 

PRODICUS, a sophist of Cos, abtMit 396, 
B. C. Bocmtes and Euripides attended his lec- 
tures at Athens. 

PROMETHETJS, the son of Japhet, and a 
great warrior,^ supposed to have been the Arst 
discoverer of the art ofstriking tire bjr flint and 
steel, which gave rise to this fable of his stealing 
fire from heaven. He flourished 16H7 B. C 

PRONAPlOeS, a Greek poet, said to hav« 
been tiie inRst«r of Homer. 

PROPERTIUS, Sextus AureHus, an emtaent 
348 
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Roman eiegiac poet, born abuat 50 F C, and 
aiedlOB.tJ. 

PROSPER, St, a ChrisUan writer, of the 5th 
century, the disciple of Augustine, was an able 
advocate of the faith. 

PROTAGORAS, « Greek phUosopber, ban- 
ished ffom Athene, for supporting atheistical 
principles. He died about 400 B. C. 

FROTOGENES, a famous painter, of Rhodes, 
ontemporary ^nd companion of Apelles, about 
300 B.C. 

PROVENZALE, MarceUo, an eminent Ita 
lian painter, died in 1639. 

PRUDENTiUS, Aur. Clement, a Spaniard, 
distinguished as an advocate and apOet Uls 
'<atlii uofWM were pubiisiied in 1067. 

PRUSIAS, a king of BitJiynia, at #baae 
court, Amilbal took xefuge. Prusias was nut to 
death. 149 B. C. *^ 

PR YNNE, William, an eminent English law 
yerand vohiminous writer, much distuiguished 
in the c|vii commotions iinder CharleaX, t>ora 
in 1600. He published several books against 
what he tliought the enormities of the age, and 
concerning the doctrine and discipline of th« 
church. His " Histriomastiz,'* which came out 
in 1633, giving great offence to the court, he waa 
committed prisoner to the Tower, and sentenced 
by the star-chamber to be fined 5000<. to the 
king, expelled the university of Oxford, an4 
[jiiiooln's-Inu, degraded froin his profession of 
the law, to stand in the pillory and lose his eara* 
to have his book pubticiv burnt before his face, 
and to remain prisoner during \i(^. ; tlie former 
part of this sentence was severely put into eflTect. 
He was, however, afterwards restored to liber 
ty, and held a seat in the house of commona 
till his death, in 1669. His greatest work §o^ 
under the title of " Records.* 

PRZIPCOVIUS, Samuel, a Socinian writer, 
expelled from Poland with his partisans, in 
1658, on accoiint of bis opinions. He died ia 
1670. 

PSALMAN AZAR,6eorge, the fictltioas name 
of a very extraordinary person, born in one of 
the soutiiera provinces of France, and designed 
for a friar; who, after various adventurea, 
arrived at London, under the character of t 
Japanese converted to Christianity. He died la 

PSAMMENITUS, a king of £gyp^ ftft«i 
Amasis, 535 B. C. 

PSAMMETICUS, a king of Egypt, whs 
shared the sovere^ power with eleven otbei 
princ4«.

PSELLUS, Michael Constantins, a Greek 
writer, who flourished about 1105, was a food 
scholar, and an autlmr. 

PTOLEMY LAGUS, cr SOTER, was one of 
the generals and favcmrites of Alexander the 
Great He obtained Egypt as bis share of the 
spoils, and dii.d 385 B. O. 

PTOLEMY PHILADELPHUS, son of the 
preceding, was a s&ealous patron uf learned i 
and died 346 B. C. 

PTOLE.MY EVERGETES, son and sue 
sor of Phlladelphus, was a benevolent prince, 
and died 331 B. C. 

PTOLEMY PHILOPATER, son of £v«)h 
getea, died30IB. C. 

Pl'OLBMY I^IPHANES, succeeded hta/b- 
ther Phitopater, and was poisoned by bia iwe- 
Mmnr Philometor, 180 B. C.^ ^ 

PTOLEMY PmLOMEl*Ott, the miir4etes 
of Epiphsiies, was slain in battle, 145 B. C. 

PTOLEMY PHYSCON, succeeded bis hn 
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PtjRCELL,^ Henry, a very emtneiit Engtisli 
musician and composer, born hi 1658, and died 
in 1«U5. 

PURCH AS, Samael, a learned Eng liah divine, 
and compiler of a valuable collection of voy- 
ages; he died in 1G28, agfd 51. 

PURVER, Antony, an Engtithman, an eitra* 
ordinary character, whose parent* were quaker*. 
He made a transhiiion of the Bible irom the 
original, after a -labour of 30 year*. He waa 
highly respected as a quaker preacher, and iied • 
in 1777. 

PUTEANUS, Erycios, properly VANDE- 
PUTTE, was born in GueMerlaiid, and an emi 
Jient scholar. He succeednl his master in the 
professors' chair at Louvain, and died In 1646. 

PUTNAM, Israel, a major general in the 
American army, during tlie revolution, die* 
tingulslied fhr his daring intrepidity in the early 
wars with the French and* Indians, and during 
(he whole revolutionary strunle. He died in 
1790. His reputation as an officer, was beyond 
suspicion, and his services were highly appre- 
ciated by WaBhin«rton and- his countrymen. 

PUTSCHIUS, Elias, an eminent grammarian, 
of Antwerp, died in IG06. 

PUTTENHAM, George, bom aboat 1530, 
was one of the gentlemen pensioners to queen 
Elizabeth. He died about 1600, leaving among 
other works **The Art of Poesie-" 

PUY, Peter de, a very learned French anti- 
quary aiid historian ; he died in 1653, aged 69. 

PUY SE6UR, James deChasteuet. lord of, a 
celebrated French seneral, who served hit coun- 
try 43 years, and died in 1682. 

PYE, Henry James, bom in London, in 1745, 
was appointed poet laureate, in 1790, and in 
1792, one of tlie (lohce magistratee ; be died in 
1813; and left many poems. 

PYLE, Thomas, M. A., a learned divine, 
bom in 1674 ; he wrote much esteemed para- 
phrases (HI various parts of the Old and New 
Testament. He die^ in 1757. 

PYM, John, a celebrated Englisb republican, 
distinguished for bis virulence against Charles L 
He died in 1643. 

PYNAKER, Adam, a celebrated Dutcb paint- 
er, died in 1673. 

PYRRHO, an eminent philosopher, bora at 
Elis, flourished in the time of Alexander, about 



dier Philometor. He was tyrannical in hk go- 
fernment, and died 116 B. C. \ 

PTOLEMY LATHYBUS, succeeded bis fti- 
ther Physcon, but was banished, and his bro- 
ther Alexander placed on the throne,after whose 
death he regained his power, and died 81 B. C. 

PTOLEMY AULETES, illegiUmate son and 
MHScessor of Lathyrus, died 51 B. C. 

PTOLEMY DIONYSIUS, son of Auletee, 
married bis sister Cleopatra, and murdered his 
benefactor Pompey. He was drowned, 46 B. C. 

PTOLEMY, Claudius, a great geographer, 
mathematician, and astronomer, of antiquity, 
was born in Egypt, about A. D. 1.38, and flour- 
ished Jn the reigns of Adrian and^ Marcus An- 
toninus. 

PUBLIUS8YRUS, a Syrian slave, set at 
liberty by bis master, distinguished himself as a 
poet, 44 B. C. 

PUCCI, Francis, a noble Florentine. AAer 
changing his religioas opinions several times, he 
was taken, while a protestant, and burnt at 
Rome, as a heretic, in 1600. 

PUFFENDORF, Samuel de, an eminent Ger- 
man civilian and historian, born in 1631, tnd 
died in 1694. Very numerous are the works of 
this learned and excellent man ; but the roost 
important, and what will immortalize his name 
la his treatise ** De Jure Nature et Gentium ;** 
h Is Indeed a body of the law of nature and 
nations well digested, and, as somie think, pre- 
ferable to Grotius' book " De Jure Belli et Pa- 
ds," fince the same subjects are treated in a 
more extensive manner, and with greater order. 
Bis other works are chiefly polemic. 

PU6ATSCHEPF, Yemelka, a Cossack, who 
laid claim to the Russian throne, as the real Pe- 
ter HI. He was taken and beheaded In 1775. 

PUGET, Peter Paul, one of the greatest pain- 
ters that France ever produced, born in 1623, 
and died in 1604. 

PULASKI, count, a nobh> and distinguished 
Pole, who, after making great, but unsuccessful 
efforts for the freedom of his own country, of- 
fered his service^ to the United Statea, during 
the revolution, and was appointed a brigadier- 
general hi the American army. He was wound- 
at Savannah, and died soon after, in 1779. 

PULCHERIA, St., daughter of Arcadius, as- 
cended the throne with her brother. She \vaa 
a patroness of learned men, was devout and ex- 
emplary in her conduct, and died In 454. 

PULCI, Lewis, an Italian poet, of a noble 
family of Florence, died in 1487. 

PULIGO, or PUGLIO, Doniinico, an eminent 
Italian portrait painter, died in 1527. 

PULMANNUS, Theodore, properly POEL- 
MAN, a Dutch scholar, and an able critic, died 
In 1580. 

PULTENEY, William, eari of feath, a cele- 
brated English senator and statesman, bom In 
1682, died in 1764. He for many years lived in 
the very focus of popularity, and was respected 
as the chief bulwark against the encroachments 
of the crown : but, from the moment he ac 
cepted a title, all his favour with the people was 
at an end ; and the rest of his life was spent in 
contemning that applause which he could no 
longer secure. 

PirLTENEY, Richard, a celebrated English 

Ithjrsirian, the autlior of several works ; he died 
nI80l. 

PUNTORMO, Glacnmo, an Italian painter, 
whoso picrosarc much admired :he died in 1558. 

PURBACH, George, a learned German, emi- ituHic « bi^vm 
acnt aa a Avine and pbilosopber died in 1402 Hdied In 1756.

QUADRATUS, a disciple of the Apostles, and 
bishop of Athens, who composed an " Apology 
for the Christian Faith,** and, presenting It to 
the em|)eror, stopped the persecution against the 
Christiins. A. D. 125.

came a secular priest by consent of the

REY, William, of Lyons, eminent as a pby^ 
sicinn, died in 1756. 

REYBRAC, Francis Philip de Laurens de, a 
learned and amiable French prelate, and also a 
poet; he died in 1782. 

REYHER, Samuel, professor of mathematica 
and jurisprudence, at Kiel, died in 1714. He 
translated Euclid into Grcrman. 

REYLOF, Oliver, of Ghent, eminent aa a 
Latin poet ; he died in 1742. 

REYN, John dc, of Dunkirk, a pupil of Van- 
dyke, died in 16^. 

REYN A, Cassiodoms, a Spaniard, who trans- 
lated the Bible into Spanish^ in 1569. 

REYNEAU, Charies Rene, an eminent French 
mathematician, and distinguished by two popu- 
lar productions ; he died in 1728. 

REYNER, Edward, an English non-conform- 
ist and author, in 1627. 

REYNOLDS, Edward, was a member of the 
Westminster assembly, and one of the presbyte* 
rian ministers at tlie Savoy conference, yet ha 
became bishop of Norwich. lie was a ktrong 
calvinist, and died in 1676. 

REYNOLDS, sir Joshua, a most eminent 
English painter, and many years president of 
theRoyal Academy, bom in 1723. The lectures 
that he delivered on the subject of his art will be 
preserved to latest posterity, as models of com- 
position. His most famous paintings were " Thq 
infant Hercules," " Count Ugolino," " Garrick 
between Tragedy and Comedy," and " Mrs. Sid- 
don? as the Tragic Muse." He died In 1792. 

REYNOLDS, John, governor of the colony 
ofGeofgiainl754. 

REY8, Antony dos, was chronologer of Por- 
tugal, and an ecclesiastic ; be died In 1738. 
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EHADAMISTUS of Iberia, married Zenotiia, 
and WW put to death A. D. 32. 

KIlAZjS, Mohammed Kbn Zacharia Abube- 
trial| a celebrated physician nt' the 10th cen- 
tury, the Galen of the Arabians, and the hrst 
writer on the tuiaU-pox, butu in 8ji3, and died 
iuV35. 

£H£NANUS, Beatus, author of a history of 
Germany, and a Life ot' tirasuius, died in iSni. 

RHBNFKRl), James, |iruti.>8sor of oriental 
languages and divinity at Pitincker, died in 17X2. 

KHEdlfi, John David, of Anglesea, master of 
the Italian iangiia»e ; he died in IGOil. 

RHETICUS, George Joachim, a German as- 
tronomer, died in 1576. 

RUODIGlNUti, Ludovicus CkBlios, aatbor of 
Antiqus Leciiones, and other woribi} di^d at 
Padua, in 1535. 

EH(>DlUS,John, an eminent phvsician, author 
of several luedicai works, died at i'adua, in 1659. 

RtiODIUS, John, a Danish physician, an ' 
Biedical writer, born in 1587, and died in 1631. 

RUODIUS, Ambrose, professor of physic and 
nathematics, at Anglo, in Norway, died in 1633. 

RHODOMAN, Laurcyitius, historical pro- 
fessor at Wittemberg, and a writer of lome 
celebrity; hedied in laOS. 

RHOTCNAMER,John, an eminent painter, 
Mom at Munteh, in 1564. The time of his death 
IS unknown. 

RIBADENEIRA, Peter, a Jesuit, of Toledo, 
an elegant but superstitious writer, and professor 
of rhetoric at Palermo ; he died at Madrid, in 
16l|. 

RIBERA, Anastaeins Pantaleon de, a Span- 
lab satiricalpoet, who flourished about 16.10. 

RIBERA, Joseph, called also Espagnolet, an 
eminent Spanisli painter, died in 1656. 

RICARu, John Marie, an advocate of the 
parliament of Paris, who died in 1678. 

RICARD, Dominic, an ecchwiastic, of Ton- 
louse, who settled at Parte, where he published 
an elegant translation of Plutarch, and wrote 
the Sphere, a poem, tn 8 cantos. Ue died in 
1803. 

RICAUT, or RYCAIJT, sir Paul, an eminent 
Knglish political writer and critic, but chiefljr 
known by " The Present State of the Ottoman 
Empire,** and a continuatitm of Knoll's "His- 
tory of the Turks," from 1633 to 1700, when be 
died. 

RfCCATf, Vincent, a Jesuit, professor of 
mathematics at Bologna, untU the suppression 
of his order; he died in 1775. 

RICCI, Matthew, a Jesuit, who went as a mi»- 
slnnary to China, where, by his" address, he 
nined the favour of the emperor, and leave to 
Dulld a church ; he died there in 1610. 

RICCI, Michael Ani^elo, a cardinal, bom at 
Rome, and distingiiisihed as an able malhemati 
clan : he died in 168^ 

RlCCt, Lawrence, an ithistrious Florentine, 
who embraced the order of the Jesuits, of which 
be was general at the time of its siippreesion. 
He was imprisoned by order of Clement XIV,, 
and died in confinement in 17T5. 

RICCT, SKbastiani, a dliAinguished Ttatian 
painter, who died at Venice, in 1734. His ne- 
phew, Mark, was eminent also as a landscape 
and hisii'nncal painter; he died in 1730. 

RICCIO, Donilnico, an eminent painter, of 
VeroMa.diedin 1517. 

RIO<MOri», John Baptista, an Italian astrono- 
mer and mxthematiciin, nnd teacher of rheto- 
ric »»Mf| p»iil'»^phv, died In 1671. 
UiCC<pno.V!, Lewis, of Modena, a eelebra

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ted actor, dramatic writer, and ciitic, bora it 
1674, and died in 1753. 

RICHARD I., king of England, snrnamei 
CoBur de Lion, succeeded his lather, Henry II., 
in 1 189. In the beginning of hiii reign he Usf. 
I^nglund fur a crusade to ti)e Holy Land, where, 
lafier displaying great bravery, he defeated the 
Hnfidets under Saladin, and embarked lor Eu- 
rope. In^hi^ return li^ was shipwrecked, taHco 
prisoner, and held in captivity by the empi^or 
Henry VI., until he was discovered and ran- 
somed by his subjects. He was killed wbila 
besieging Chains, in 1199. 

RICHARD II., succeeded hie ffraadikther 
Edward HI., on the throne of England, in 1377. 
His reign was disturbed by the rebellions of Wat 
Tyler, and afterwardsof bis nobles, ander Hen- 
ry of LancastcHs who defeated him and took 
liim prisoner. He was deposed by parliament, 
land killed in PontefraCt castle, in 1400. 

RICHARD III., duke of GkniceAer, and 
brother to Edward IV., obtained the throne by 
murderhif bis nephews, Edward V. and Richard 
duke of York. He was defeated and daiu in 
the batUe of Bosworth field, by Henry, eari of 
Richmond, his rival, in 1485. 

RICHAllD L, surnamed the Fearless, duko 
of Normandy, succeeded his father WiUiam, 
in 943; he died in 996. 

RICHARD II., sarnamed the Good, son of 
the preceding, succeeded his ftitlicr as duke of 
Normandy ; be died in 1037. 

RICHARD, Thomas, a Benedictine monk la 
itlie abbey of Tavistock, known as the transla 
tor of " Boetbius* ConsolatioDS of Pbitosophy,** 
labout 1535. 

RICHARD, Martin, a native of AntwerfH 
although bom with oiriv a left arm. became a 
painter of eminence. He died in 1636. Hie 
brother David was also a painter of merit. 

RICHARD DE ST. VICTOR, a Scotchman, 
prior of St. Victor's monastery, at Paris, died 
in 1173. 

RICHARD, N., a native of Dundalk, areb- 
bishop of Armagh, died, universally respected, 
in 1359. 

RICHARD, John, an ecclesiastic of Paris, 
jdied in 1586. 

kiCHARD, Rene, a French ecclesiastic, dean 
of St. Opportune, at Paris, died in 1737. 

RICHARD, Charles I^ouis, a Benedictine 
author of sermons, 4cc., died about 1790. 

RICHARDS, Nathaniel, a dramatic writei 
and a poat, in the reign of king Charles I. 

RICHAKDS,James, an American missionary 
lat the island of Ceylon ; he died in 18^ 

RICHARDSON, John, an English dergvman- 
educated at Oxford, afterwards bishop «<Ardab, 
in Ireland, died in 1654. 

RICHARDSON, Jonathan, bom about 1665, 

came a celebrated painter ofheads, and wrote, 
in conjunction with bis son, several works. He 
died in 1745. His son died in 1771. 

RICHARDSON, Joseph, an English lawyer, 
poet, and dramatic writer, bora hi 1756, and 
died in 1803. 

RICHARDSON, Samuel, an eminent Eng- 
Ibh printer, and inventor of a peculiar speciea 
of moral romance, which restored the lost credit 
of novel writing. He wrote " Pamela,** ** Cla- 
rissa,** and ^*Grandi8on,** and many other 
hooks on different subjects.

kingdom . 

RICHER, Edmund, an eminent French theo- 
locical writer, possessed of great powers of 
mind and of a lively imagination. His writings 
drew on him the censures of the pope's legate, 
and persecutions, wliich ruined his lieolth ; he 
died hi 1631. 

RICHER, Jolm, afaookseller, of Parte, known 
as the first compiler of the Mercure Francois ; 
be died in 1665. 

RICHER, Henry, a native of Longueil, wlio 
devoted himself to literary pursuits at Paris; he 
ited In 1748. 

RICHER D* AUBE, Francis, author of an 
Essay on the Princtplet of Right and Morals, 
died at Paris, in 1752. 

RICHER, N.. a French philosopher, who 
first observed the shortening of the pendulum. 
In 1673 ; a discovery, which, in the hands of 
Newton and Beygens, led to the most astonisb- 
Ingtruths. 

RICINIER, a Roman aenator, who acquired 
areat power as a general. He put to death 
ifajorian, raised Severuntoihe throne, and after- 
wards dethroned Anthemluti. bis father-in-law. 

RICIUS, Paul, a convertea Jew, professor of 
philosophy, at Paris, and afterwards physician 
to the emperor Maximilian. He was highly 
esteemed by Erasmus and otiier learned men. 

RICOBONI, Antony, of Revigo, professor of 
eloquence, at Padua, and died there in 1509. 

RIDER, William, B. A., curate of St. Faith*s, 
and many years under-master of St. Paul's 
achool, published a ** History of England,** a 
** Commentary oa the Bible,** and other works, 
and died in 1785. 

RIDGELY, Thomas, an eminent dissenting 
clergyman, author of a Commentary on the 
As8embly*s farcer Catechism, died in 1737. 

RIDLET, Nkolas, bishop of London, one of 
the principal Instruments of tlie reformation, 
who suffered mar^dom for it in the reign of 

Sueen Mary, was bom in 1500, and burnt at 
Oxford, in 1555. 

RIDLET, Thomas, a distinguished English 
civilian, was knighted, made master In cliancery, 
and vkar-generallo the archbishop of Canter- 
burv; he died in 1626. 

RIDLET, OkMter, an English divine, dra- 
matic and theological writer, born on board the 
Gloster Indiaman, at sea, in 17QS, died at Poplar, 
In 1774. 

FIDLET, James, son of the preceding, was 
author of " The Tales of the Genii,** and some 
Other literary performances ; he died in 1765. 

RIDOLFI, Claudio, a historical and portrait 
painter, of Verona, died in 1644. 

RIDPATH, George, a Scotchman, distinguish- 
ed for his attachment to protestantism, and for 
his bold opposition to the relii^ious innovationa 
of James IL: he died in 1717. 

RIEDESRL, John Herman, baron de, a 
learned Crerman, amlrassador from the Prussian 
court to Vienna, died in J785. 

RIEOLES, M., a native of Denmark, author 
of a valuable history of his country, died in 1802. 



RIGAL1TIU8, Nicolas.an ingeniouE French- 
man, dislinguinhed (or his great learning and 
industry ; he was librarian to the king, and coun- 
sellor of tlie parliament of Metz : lie died in 
11654. 

RIGAUD, Hyarynth, an eminent French 
painter, called the Vandyck, of France, bom in 
1663, and died in 1743. 

RILCY, John, an English portrait painter, 
born in 1646. On sir Peter Lely's death he was 
made srate painter, and died in 1691. 

RIMINALDl, Orazio, an eminent historic;! 
painter, of Pisa, died in 1638. 

RINALDO, Oderic. a native of Treviso ; he 
continued '* Baronius* Annals,*' and published, 
in Italian, an abridgment of the entire work. 



RIELEY, Henry, a ptiysician, author of the 
' Anatomy of the Bcain/* published in lOOS. 



RINCON, Antonio del, an admired Spanish 
painter, died in 1500. 

RINGELBERGHTS, Joachim Furtius, an 
eminent writer on mathematics, born at Ant- 
werp. His German name was Storck ; be died 
in France, about 1536. 

RINUCCINI, Octavia, an Italian poet, bom 
lat Florence, wem to France, and is said to have 
there invented the opera ; be died in 1621. His 
poetry and operas are deservedly admired. 

RIOLAN, John, a physician, at Paris, author 
of several works on anatomy and medicine, died 
in 1605. His son John was also an eminent phy- 
sician, and iH^fessor of anatomy and botany. 

RIPLEY, George, an eminent English mathe 
matician and alcliymisr, died in 1496. 

RIPPERDA, John William, baron de, a na- 
tive of Groningen, wlio, when ambassador nt 
Madrid, sopieased Philip V., of Spain, that lie 
persuaded nim to settle there, created him a 
duke and peer of the kingdom, and Intrusted 
him with the departments of war, finance, ai^d 
marine. Being afterwards disgraced, he went 
to Morocco, where he became a favourite of the 
emperor, and a Mahometan ; he died in 1747. 

KISBECK, Gaspard, a German writer, au 
tlior of Travels through Germany, and a Histo- 
ry of Germany ; he died in 1788.* 

RISDON, Tristram, author of a History of 
Devonshire, died in 1640. 

RISLEY, Thomas, an English dissenting 
. jclergyman, died in 1716. 

RITSON, Joseph, an English lawyer and an- 
tiquary, born in 1752, and died in 1803. He wrote 
songs, metrical romances, and some other 
boo k8._ 

RITTENHOUSE, David, att American phl- 
llosopher, who, in tlie early part of bis life, min- 
gled the pursuits of science with the active em- 
ployments of a farmer and a watch- maker. In 
17fl® he was invited by the American philopo- 
phical society to Join a number of gentlrroen 
who were then occupied in making fox^e astro^ 
nomical observations, when he particularly dis- 
tininiished himself by the accuracy of his c»l- 
riilations, and the comprehension of his mind. 
He afterwards constructed an observatory, 
which he superintended in person, and vrhirfi 
was the source of many important discoveries, 
as well as greatly tending to the general difl'u- 
slon of science in the wepteni world. He piic- 
eeeded the illustrious Dr. Franklin in the office 
kif president of the philosophical society, and 
Wed in 1796. aged 64. 

RnTERSHUSlUB, Conradus, a Genmt,. 
ktviUan, and law writer, bora in 1560, and died 
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In 1613. He was a man of consummate learn- 
ing, greatly skilled in the Greek and Latin lan- 
guages, and is said to have had Homer and Ue- 
ffiod so perfectly by iieart, as once, in a conver- 
•ation with a learned young gentleman, to have 
expressed in the verses oi Homer, all that be 
bad occasion to say* 

RfVAL.Z, Anthony, a painter, of Toulouse, 
whose portraits and historical pieces were much 
admired: be died in 173$. 

RIVARO, Francis, an eminent profetfor of 
mathematics at Beauvais, and an author, died 
In 1778. 

RIV ARD, Anthony de, a French writer, emi- 
nent as a man of genius and information, the 
friend of Voltaire, d'Alembert, and Buffon. 
He died in Germany, in IBOl. His writinp are 
Aumerousr 

RIVET DE LA GRANGE, Anthony, a Be 
iiiHlictine, of Foitou, autlior of a History of 
France, died m 1749. 

RIVIERE, Henry Francis de la, a native of 
France, who embraced the profession of arms, 
but on account of an unfortunate marriaie, re- 
tired to a monastery, where be died in 1743. He 
wrote two volumes of Letters. 

RIVINUS, Andrew, a physician, and profes- 
sor of poetry and philosophy at Lelpeic, 4ied in 
1656. 

RIVINUS, Augustus Uulrinus, a professor of 
jnedicine, and a distinguished physician atLeip- 
aic, died in 1723. 

RIZZIO, or RIZZl, David, an Italian musi 
cian, attending the Piednkontese ambassador in 
to Scotland, got into the queen*s favour, and was! 
made her secretary, and soon arrived at a venr 
high d^ree of royal favour. However, In 1566, 
certain nobles conspired against him, and dis- 
patched him with great brutality in the queea*s 
presence, with 56 wounds. 

ROBBINS, Chandler, D. D., of Plynrauth, 
Mass., was eminent in the ministry; be died in 
1799. 

ROBERT DE COURTENAY, French empe^ 
for of the East, iii whofie reign the empires of 
Trebizond and Thessalonica were established : 
be died in 1238. 

ROBERT, elector palatine, chosen emperor 
of Germany, in 1400. He died, just as a pow- 
erful combination had been formed to deprive 
bim of the crown^ in 1410. 

ROBERT, king of France, sumamed the 
Wise, or the Devout, succeeded bis father Hugh 
Capet, in 996. He refused the crown of the 
empire, and of Italy, preferring to reign over hU 
native dominions, and to devote himself to the 
happiness of the French people. He djed in 
1031. 

ROBERT of France, count d'Artols, brother 
of St. Louis, refused the empire of Germany, 
offered him by pope Gregory IX., and accompa- 
nied his brother to the Holy Land, where he 
behaved with great valour ; be was killed at the 
battle of Massourah, in 1250. 

ROBERT, count d* Artois, called the Gond^ 
or the Noble, son of the preceding, distinguished 



hini9elf in an African expedition, and against cian of great genius and eminence, bom in 1707, 



the English and the Flemings. He was killed in 
a battle with the latter, in 1303. 

ROBERT of Aujou, succeeded his fatlier, 
Charles the Lame, on the throne of Naples, in 
1309. He died respected by bis subjects, and by 
foreijsn powers, In 1343. 

ROBERT the Magnificent, duke of Norman- 
dy, was poiijoned on his return from a pilgrim- 
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He was succeeded by bis son William the Coo* 
queror, in 1035. 

ROBERT, sumamed Short Shanks, son of 
William Um Conqueror, duke of Normandy, 
displayed gre'at valour in the Holy Wars; iNit 
on bis retum,he found himself deprived not on- 
ly of the throne of England, but of Normandy, 
by his brother Henry, who detaintid iiim a pn> 
soner until his dealli, in 1134. 

ROBERT BRUCE, a Scotch nobleman, who 
disputed the throne with John Baliol. By tb« 
aid of England he was deposed ; but aflerwanki 
appearing among his countrymen, he was ana* 
niniously elected king, and maintained Juscla- 
vation \iy his valour. He defeated tlie Englisli 
at the famous battle of Bannockbum, and died 
ill 1329. 

ROBERT, Nicholas, an eminent painter, of 
Laogres, whose birds and plants on vellum, weia 
much admired ; be died 4o 1684. 

HOBERT DE VAUGONDY, N.. a Froacl* 
gsograplier of eminencot died in 1766. 

ROBERTELLO, Frands, professor of rheto- 
ric and philosophy, at Padua, and autlmr of 
Conuneataries on the Gredt and Latin poets, 
died in 1567. 

ROBERTS, Barre Charles, an eminent Enc- 
lish scholar, died in 1810. 

ROBERTS, Peter, an English divine, emi 
nentas a writer on tbaotogical and other sub- 
jects, died in 1819. 

ROBERTS, Charles, of Virginia, remarkablo 
for longevity ; he died in 1796, aged 116. 

RQBERTSON, WiUUm,D. D.,an eminent di- 
vine, born in Dublin, afterwards settled in Scot- 
land, and died in 1783.

ROCRON DE CH ABANNES, Marie Anthony 
James, a French dramatic writer of merit, died 
at Paris, in 1800. 

RODG£RS,John, D. D., a distinguislied Ame- 
rican clergyman, pastor of a presbyterian church 
in New- York, died in 1811. 

RODNEY, George Brydges, a most brave and 
•uccessful Engli^ aikniral, bom in 1718, and 
died in 1792. 

RODNEY, Cesar, of Pennsylvania, one of 
the signers of the declaration of Independence. 

RODOLPH, duke of Swabia, was elected 
king of Germany, in 1077, by some German in- 
aurgents. He was soon after killed in battle. 

RODOLPH I., of Hapsburg, sumamed tlie 
Clement, emperor of Germany, made war with 
the king of Bohemia, and obtained with victory, 
tlM cession of several of bis provinces; be died 
in 1291. 

RODOLPH n. son of Maximilian H., king of 
Bohemia, Hungary, and the Romans, and elect- 
ed emperor in 1576. He was a weak and ineso- 
lute monarch, and suffered his kingdom to be 
invaded by the Turks, and afterwards divided 
by his bnkher, without courage to oppose the 
one, or spirit to repress the other. He died in 
1612. 

ROE, sir Thomas, an eminent statesman, sent 
as ambassador l>y James I., to the court of the 
great mogul, to that of the grand signior, and af- 
terwards to Swedeji ; during his absence, he 
made valuable collections of MSS. in the orien- 
tal lanruages, which he presented to the Bod- 
leian library. He was afterwards a member of j 
parliament and a privy counsellor, and died in 

ROEMER, Olaus, a Daaish astronomer, who

ROKPEL, Conrad, a painter, bora at the 
Hague, whose fruit trees and flowers were much 
admired; he died in 1748. 

ROESTRATEN, Peter, an eminent portrait 
painter, of Haerlem, flourished about 1698. 

ROGER, fit St king of Sicily, conquered Apu- 
lia, Calabria, and aiterwards waged succcssfnl 
war agaiust Uie Eastern empire; be died to 
1154. 

ROGER, Charics, an eminent printer at Paris, 
in the 16th century. 

ROGER, Joseph Louis, a physician, of Straa- 
burg, died in 1701. 

ROGER, prior of Hexham, author of a His- 
tory of the Campaign ol the Scotch Army onde^ 
khig David, about 1138. 

ROGERS, John, an eloquent and zealous 
English divine, who suflTered martyrdom at the 
stake, at Smithfield, in 1555, in the persecuting 
reign of Mary. 

ROGERS, John, D. D., a distinguished Eng- 
lish divine and controversial writer, canon ami 
sub-dean of Wells, and afterwards promoted to 
the liviuc of St. Giles, London ; he died in 1739. 

ROGERS, Woods, an EagUsh circumnav{gai| 
tor, and writer of his voyages round the globe ; 
be died in 1733. 

ROGERS, Nathaniel, a descendant of the 
martyr, was minister at Ipswich, Mass. ; he died 
inl«55. 

ROGERS, Ezekiel, first minister of Rowley, 
Mass., died in 1661. 

ROGERS, John, a native of England, came 
to America when young, and in 1682 was chosen 
president of Harvard college ; he died in 1684. 

ROGERS, William, D. D., a baptist clergy- 
man, professor of Eiiglish and oratory in the 
University of Pennsylvania ; he died in l«ii. 

R06HMAN, Roland, a disUnguished land- 
scape painter, OT Amsterdam, died in 1686. 

ROHAN, Henry, duke or, peer of France, 
bora in 1579. He distinguished himself as a 
warrior against Lewis XIII., and also as a politi- 
cal writer ; lie died of woupds received in bat- 
tle, in 1639. 

ROHAULT, James, a Fnmch philosophical 
ind polite writer, bora in 1620, and dfed id 1675. 

ROLAND DELA PLATIERE, 1. M., a na- 
tive of Villefranche, removed early in life to 
Rouen, where he was soon noticed for hts know- 
ledge of commerce and political economy, and 
for his writings. He was afterwards a minister 
of Lewis XVI., and a favourite of tlie people for 
a time, bat was at length proscribed and fled 
firom Paris. He committed suicide in 1793. 

ROLAND, Mary Jane Pbiiipon, wife of the 
preceding, was a woman of strong mind, and 
mninent for her knowledge of the arts, her wit 
and learning. During her husband's elevation 
she assisted him in the transaction of his busi- 
ness, and her liouse Was the resort of the learn- 
ed, the powerful, and the intricuing. She was 
guillotined as an accompliee of the Girondists, 
in 1793. 

ROLAND D'ERCEVILLE, B. G., a learned 
and popular man, and president of the pariia- 
ment of Paris, fell a victim to the revolution, 
in 1794.

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natkian, author of a treatiie on Alfebra, aad 
died in 1719. 

ROLLIN, Charln, a Frenchman, faraoua for 
eloquence and skill in tbe belltM lettreSf and aa 
an author, was born in 1661, and died in 1741. 

Rollins, Reinb^M Heary, a German phi 
lologist, atilhor of Lives of Philosophers, Poets, 
4cc., published in 1709. 

ROLLO.a NorveKianchleflain, who obtained 
the sovereignty of Normandy with the title of 
duko of Normandy, in 912 ; he was tlie ancestor 
of WUUam the Conqueror, and died about 933. 

ROLLOCK, Robert, a native of Scotland-, 
appointed by king .lames VI., the first principal, 
and profcitsnr of divinity, in the university of 
Edinburgh ; he died in 1601. 

ROLT, Richard, a misceiianeoos and dra- 
matic writer, died in 1770. 

ROMAINE, Rev. William, an eminent and 
very learned English divine, liorn in 1714, aiHi 
died in 1795, having published many valuable 
theological works. 

ROMANELLI, John Francis, a paln(er, bom 
at Viterbo, patronised by the pope, and elected 
head of the academy-of Su Luke, died in 1663. 
His son Urban, was also eminent as a painter, 
and died in 1683. 

ROM^Q, Julia, an eminent Italian his- 
torical painter, and architect, and disciple of 
Raphael ; he was born at Rome, in 1493, and 
died in 1546. 
^ ROMANUS I., emperor of the East, was 
Raised to distinction, by savin? the life of tbe 
emperor Basil. He afterwards married a daugh- 
ter of Oonstantine X., who raised him as his 
associate to tbe throne. After exhibiting great 
military talents, united with humanity and be- 
nevolence, he was banished to a monastery, by 
bis son Stephen, and died in 948. 

ROMANUS IL, the Younfer, emperor of the 
East, a worthless, and effeminate prince, who 
died in consequence of his debauchery and in- 
temperance, in 963. 

ROMANUS !H., eihperor of the East, raised 
himself to Uie throne, by marrying the daughter 
of Consuntine tbe Younger, in 1038. He was 
poisoned, and strangled at the instigatSon of Ida 
wife, in 1034. 

ROMANUS IV., Bumamed Diogenes, was 
taken prisoner, bv a Turkish general, in 1071, 
and generously set at liberty by ^m. On his 
return to Constantinople, he found bis throne 
usurped by Michael, the son of his predecessor, 
who defeated him in a subsequent battle, took 
him prisoner, and put out bis eyes, wbioI\ caused 
bis death, in 1071. 

ROMANZOFT, N., marshal de, a Russian 
general, distinguished aa one of the greatest 
warriors of (he age in which he lived.. He 
defeated the Turks at the battle of Ruth, leav- 
ing 100,000 of their army on the fiekl ; he died 
about 1787. 

ROMBOUTS, Theodore, a successful histori- 
cal pninter, of Antwerp, died in 16.T7. 

HOME, DE L'ISLE, John Baptist, a native 
of France, distinguished by his devotion to the 
study of mineralogy and natural history, and by 
bis writings on those subjects ; he died in 1790. 

ROMEYN, Tbeodoricus, an eminent Ameri- 
can clergyman, settled at Schenectady, New- 
York, and professor of theology in the reformed 
JDutch church ; he died In 1804. 

ROMEYN, John B.. D. D., son of the pre- 
ceding, pastor of a presby terian church in New- 
York, where he died In 1825. 

ROMILTjY, John, an in^niousBiecbanic and

dockmaker, of Geneva, author of the articlei 
In the Encyckipedia, on clockmaking, and other 
writings, died in 1796. His son, John Edrae, 
was a Calvinistic minister at Geneva and Lou- 
don, and the friend of d' A lembert, Rousseau, 
and Voltaire ; he died in 1779. 

ROMiLLY, Sir Samuni, a learned Englnh 
pleader at the chancery bar, and a most enlight- 
3ued and effective member of tlie house of eom- 
mons, was l)orn in 1757. On the death of his 
wife, he became delirious, and destroyed liiio- 
self in 1818. 

ROMNEY, George, a celebrated English paint- 
er, wan born in 17.14, and died in 1802. 

ROMULUS, the founder, and first king of 
Romn, died 715 B. C, after reigning 38 years. 

RONCALLI, Christofano, a historical painter, 
of Ponierania, di(;d in 1636. 

RONDELET,WiNiam,a distinguished French 
physician and anatomitit, died in 1566. 

RONSARD, Peter de, a French elegiac and 
epigrammatic poet,ofa noble family, died in 1585, 
aged 61. 

RONSIN, Charles PhUip, an active and vio- 
lent partisan of the French revolution, minister 
of war, and commandet of the revolutionary 
army, he was guillotined in 1794. 

ROODS EUS, John Albert, an eminent por- 
trait painter, of Holland, died in 1674. 

ROOKE, sir George, a brave English admiralt 
died in 1708. 

ROOKE, Laurence, a distinguished EngHsk 
astronomer and geometrician, was professor of 
astronomy, and afterwards of geometry, at Gre- 
sham college, where he died in 1663. 

ROOM El, Edward, an English dramatic wri- 
ter, diedin 1739. 

ROORE, James, a native Of Antwerp, diatiii- 
guistied as a historical painter, died in 17^. . 

ROOS, John Hendrick, an eminent poi^ralt 
and landscJEipe painter, of Ottenburg, bom ia 
1631. His two sons and bis brother, were aiao 
respectable artists. 

ROOT, Jesse, a member of congress front 
Connecticut, and an officer in the revolutionafy 
army, was afterwards chief justice of tlie su- 
preme court of that state. He published two 
volumes of Law Reports, and died in 1833. 

ROGUE, John - de la, author of travels to 
Arabia PeHx, Palestine, Syria, &c., died at 
Paris, in 1745. 

RORENMULLER, John George, a German 
divine and critic, professor of divioi^ at Er- 
langen r he died in 1815. 

ROSA, Abba Cariera, a Venetian lady, cele- 
brated for her talents in crayon painting aod 
miniature, died In 1755. 

ROSA, Salvator, a painter. See SALVATOR. 

ROSAMOND.dauRhterof Walter de Cliflford, 
lord Hereford, known in history as the beau- 
tiful mistress of Henry 11., was poisoned by hii 
queen. 

ROSCIUS, Quintus, a Gaul by birth, a cele- 
brated comedian, died 61 B. C. 

ROSCOMMON, Wentworth Dillon, carl of, 
an Englisli poet and critic, died in 1684, aged 51. 
Re powessed the merit of being the only moral 
writer in the days of CharleKll. 

ROSE, George, an English statesman, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, and trewurer of the 
navy, was distinguished for his sreat industry 
and application to business, and (or his writin|^ 
on various subjects; he died in 1818. 

ROSE, Samuel, an English lawyer, author of , 
ft Life of (Goldsmith, and editor of Comya*s Rr 
ports and Digest ; be died iu 1804. 
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ROSEWELL, Thomas, an eminent dteaent- 
Ing clergyman in England, was educated at 
Oxford : tie died in 1691. 

ROSINUS, Jotm, a learned German author, 
and preacher or the cathedral, at Maumberg, in 
Saxony, died in 16S6. 

ROSOl, Barnaby Firroin du, a French dra- 
matic writer, distinguished himself at the revo- 
lution, by hid writings in favour of the unfortu- 
nate king, for which he was condemned and 
executed in 1793. 

ROSS, Alexander, teacher of an English 
grammar school, and chaplain to Charles I., and 
author of some religious tracts, died in 1654. 

ROSS, Alexander, a Scottish bishop and vol- 
aminous writer. He wrote **A View of all 
Religions," and died in 1730, aged 80. 

ROSS, David, an eminent English actor, died 
in 1790, aged 63. 

ROSS, John, D. D., bishop of Exeter, died 
in 1793. 

ROSS, Georce, a member of congress Arom 
Pennsylvania, in 1776, and a signer of the de> 
claration of Independence. 

ROSSI, John Victor, or JANUS NICIU8, 
ERlTHRiGUS, « Roman, of noble birth, who 
devoted himself to literary pursuits ; lie ^ied 
in 1647. His writings were voluminous. 

ROSSI, Jerome, a native of Ravenna, frfiysi- 
cian to Clement VIH., died in 1607. 

ROSSI, Bernard Marie de, a theological pro- 
fi^ser to the dominicans of Venice ; he wrote 
•n historical and antiquarian subjects, and died 
in 1775. 

ROSSLTN, Alexander Wedderbum, earl of, 
an eminent English lawyer, appointed solicitor 
and attorney general, and created tiaron Lough- 
borough, and made cbief-iustice of the common 
pleas, afterwards one of the ministry, and chan- 
cellor ; tie died in 1805. 

ROSSO, Le, or MASTER ROUX a self, 
taught artist, of Florence, who acquiied cele- 
iMrity as a painter, died in 1541. 

ROTARI, Peter, a celebrated portrait andliis- 
torical painter, of Verona. He was patronised 
bv the imperial family at St. Petersburg, in 1750. 
The time of his death is not known. 

ROTGANS, Luke, a native of Amsterdam, 
wlio, after being engaged two years in tlie wars

Is admired by the Dutch ; tie died in 1710. 

ROTHEN AMER, John, an eminent historical 
painter, of Munich, patronised by tlie emperor 
Rodolnh If. ; he died in 1604. 

ROTHERAM, Dr. John, an Encllsh physi- 
cian, and experimental philosopher, died In 1787. 

ROTHERAM, John, an English divine and 
theological writer, died in 1788. 

fcOTHMAN, Christopher, astronomer to the 
landgrave of Hesse, died in 1503. 

ROTRON, John de, a distinguished poet, dra- 
matic writer, and magistrate of Dreux, who lost 
bis life in consequence of administering to the 
necessities of the poor, during the prevalence of 
an epidemic disease, in 1650. 

ROUBILLAC, Francis, a most eminent sculp- 
tor, whose chief works are in Westminster Ab- 
bey. He was bom at Lyons, in France, but went 
over to England. He had also a turn for poetry. 
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Ichymisthrrin the rcqral botanical garden at Parii 
Idled in 1770. 

ROUILLE, Peter Julian, a Jesuit, of Tours, 
professor of theology and philosophy to his order, 
died at Paris, in 1740. 

ROUS, Francis, a violent fanatic of the com* 
monwealth, speaker of Barebone's parliament, 
and a favourite of CromweU, who niaae him pro 
voet of Eton: he died in 1659. 

ROUSE, John, author of a Chronicle of the 
Kings of England, and other works, died in 1491. 

ROUSSEAU, James, a distinguished French 
painter, born at Paris, in 1630, and died in Lon- 
don, In 1693. 

ROUSSEAU, John Baptist, an lllustrioutf 
French poet, born at Paris, in 1669, died in 1741.

RUREMOND, John William de, a Frenck 
fanatic, who tliotight himself inspired and com 
missioned by heaven, to restore the tenets of tlM 
anabaptists of Munster, was burnt about 1580. 

RUSCELLI, Jerome, a native of ViterbO| 
eminent for hia learning, died in 1565. 

RUSH, Benjamin, M. D., LL. D., a disUa* 
guished American physician and statesman, 
was professor of chymistry, and of the theoiT 
and practice of medicine, and of clinical me<tt* 
cine, in the medical school in Pbiladelnhia. Ht 
was also a member of congress, in 1776, and a 
signer of the declaration of Independence, and 
physician-general of the middle department of 
the revolutionary armv. Few men have beea 
^eatcr ornanienis to the country than Dr.Bmdi, 
and very few have acquired zreater reputation 
both at home and abroad. His writings, par- 
ticularly on professional subjects, are highly 
valued. He died at Philadelphia, in 1813. 

RUSH WORTH, John, an English gentleman, 
editor of some very useful historical coUealona, 
died in 1690, atrcd'83. 

RUSSEL, Alexander, physleian to the Enf> 
lish factory at Aleppo, distinguished for his 
abilities and learning both there and in EoglaaMi;

SEA BURY, Samuel, D. D., an episcopal 
elergyman, bishop of Connecticut, and the first 
diocesan in the United States, published two 
volumes of his sermons, and died in 179G. 

SEAMAN, r^zarus, D. D., an English cler- 
gyman, disiinguished for his exertions in favour 
of the parliaiuent, during the civil wars. He 
was one of the divines of the Westminster 
as»!'mbly, and died in 1675. 

SEBA, Albert, author of a valuable work on 
Natural History, was born in Cast Friesland. 

SEBASTIAN, king of Portugal, succeeded 
bis grandfather John HI. on the throne, in 1557.

He marched against 
Egypt, and destroyed the power of the Mame-.

Persians, but died while preparing to make war 
against the Christians, in 1530. 

SELIM !!., grandson' of the preceding, sue- 
cecded his father Solyman II., on the throne, in 
1566. He aodicted himself to the pleasures of 
the serurlio, and died little respected, in 1574. 

SELIS, Nicholas Joseph, a distinguished

SERVETUS, Michael, a most Inpcnioos and 
learned Spaniard, was burnt at the slake, in 
1553, aged 44. He was flrst a physician and 
then a divine. 

SERVIU8, H^noratns Maorus, a Latin gram- 
marian, author of a Commentary on Vireil in 
the 4th century. 

SERVIl'S TULLirS, aixth khig of Rome, 
ceUbrated for his laws, on the subjects of ranli 
and property, fie w as murderid hy his son-in- 
law, the second Tarquin, 334 B. C. 

SEROSTRIl?, a fabulous king of Fr>T'i who 
is said to have extended his conquests over va- 
rious partfi of the world. He ia supposed to 
have destroyed himself, when oppressed with 
age and infirmity. 

SESSA, an Indian philosopher, who is said 
to be the inventor of the game of chess. The 
king of India was so plcas^ed with hi:= \vi^d( n>, 
that he conferred on him the highest luwiou.a t*f 
bis kingdom. 

SESTO, Crsara de, an eminent paintrr, of 
MHan, ilourisbed about the beginning of the 
ICtlicentury. 

SETTLE, Elkanah, an English dramatic 
poet, died in 17S4, aged 74. 

SEVERIJS, Luchis Sentimius, a Roman em- 
peror after Pertinax ; he died in Britain, in 21 1. 
Two other emperors of the same name perished 
by ttie hands of their enemies. 

SEVERIJS, Cassius, a Roman orator, banish- 
ed by Augustus, on account of the severity of 
hts satirical declamations. 

SEVERUS, Sulnitius, a historian, author Df 
'* Historia Sacra,* and called the Christian Sal- 
lust : he died in 420. 

SEVERUS, L. Cornelius, a Latin poet,in the 
ageof Aucnstus. 

SEVERUS, a heretic of the 2d century, who 
maintained the existence of a good and an evil 
principle. 

SEVIER, John, an officer of the revolutionary 
army, afterwards a member of congress, an<K 
governor of Tennessee, died in 1815. 

SEVIGNE, Marie de Rabutin, marquise de, 
a French lady, celebrated for her wit, and her 
wisdom. She left letters on various stibjeets, 
written in an inimitable style, and died iu 1690, 
aged 70. 

SEVIN, Francis, keeper of the MSS. in the 
library of the king of France, wrote several 
works, and died in 1741. 

SEVVALL, Samuel, a native of England, 
canie to America in 1601, and aHer holding 
several important fiffices in Massachusetts, wa3 
made chief-Justice of the colony, in 1718 ; he 
died in 1730. .

SHERLOCK, Rtehard, an English divine and 
theological writer, died in 1689. 

SHERMAN, John, a native of England, who 
tame to America in 1634, was a distinguished 
l^reacher and mathematician -, he died in 1685. 

SHERMAN, Roger, an eminent lawyer, of 
Connecticut, was a member of the first Ameri- 
can congress, one of the committee that drew 
ip the declaration of Independence, and a sign- 
er of that instrument He was also a Judge of 
the superior court, and a senator In congress, 
from Connecticut. He died in 1793. 

SHERRINGHAM, Robert, an able divine, au 
thor of the " King*s Supremacy Asserted,** and 
Other works, died soon after the restoration. 

SIIERWIN, John Keyse, an English engravert 
Of uncommon abilities, died in 1790. 

SHIPLEY,Jonathan, an Enelish prelate, dean 
of Winchester, and bishop of St Asapbs. He 
.,was the author of some poems, particularly on 
the death of queen Caroline, some sermons, ^., 
and died in 1788. 

BfllPPEN, Edward, the first mayor of Phila- 
delphia, and one of the first settlers of the state 
of rennsylvania. 

8H1PPEN, Edward, LL. D., a distbignlshed 
lawyer of Philadelphia, was a judge and alUr 
wards chief-justice of the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania: he died In 1806. 

tf UtPPffN, William, M. D., profesrar of 
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in the Pennsylvania university, died la 
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1808. During the revolutionary war, he waf 
appointed director- general of the medical de> 
partment in ihe army. 

SHIRLEY, sir Anthony, a native of England, 
who, after travelling in the Low Countries, and 
visiting America, went to Spain, where he bO' 
came a grandee of the kingdom, and admiral 
of the Spanish fleet. He was the author of se- 
veral volumes of Travels, and died in 1640. 

SHIRLEY, Robert, brother of the pre<fedlng, 
went with sir Anthony into Persia, where he 
settled, and became a favouriteof the cniperor, 
who gave him bis niece in marriage, and sent 
him as his ambassador to Poland and England. 
He died in 1627. 

SHIRLEY, Thomas, of the same ftmlly ao 
the preceding, was physician to Charles II., aiut 
a philosophical writer ; he died in 1678. 

SHIRLEY, James, an English dramatic wrf- 
ler and poetef emhfience, bom in 1594, and died 
in 1669. In 1640 he published a volume of poemo 
and 37 plays. 

SHIRLEY, William, governor of the colony 
of Massaehusetts,and aAerwat ds of the Baham% 
islands, died near Boston, in 1771. 

SHORE, Jane, the wife of a gotdrmith. In 
London, and known in history as the beautiful 
and accomplished mistress of the vohiptuoua 
Edward iV. She outlived her beauty and po- 
pularity, and died in poverty, obscurity, and 
wretchedness, In the reign of Henry VHl. 

SHOVEL, sir Cloudesiey, a gallant English 
admiral, bom about 1650, and perished by ship- 
wreck, in 1705. 

SHOWER, John, an English non-conformist 
divine, author of Sacramental Sermons, and 
other works, died in 1718. 

SHREWSBURY, Elizabeth, coumenof, for 
17 years keeper of the uniortuuate Mary, queen 
of Scots, died in 1607. 

SHUCKFORD, Samuel, an English clergy^ 
man, was chaplain to the king, and wrote a 
»« History of tlM WorM, Sacred and Profane,** 
and other works ; he died in 1754. 

SHUTE, Josias, an eloquent and admired 
English preacher, died in 1643. 

SHU*1 E, Samuel, governor of the colony of 
Massachusetts.in 1716. He returned to^gland, 
and died there, in 1743. 

SHUTE, Daniel, D. D., minister of Hingham^ 
Mass., and a mem1)er of the convention that 
adopted the constitution of the United Sutes , 
he died in 1808. 

SHUTER. Edward, an excellent low come- 
dian on the London stage, died in 1776. 

SIBBALD, sir Robert, an eminent Scoth phy- 
sician, was professor of medicine at Edinburgh, 
and projector of the college of physicians, ana 
of the botanical garden at that place. He died 
in 1730. 

SIBRECHTS, John, an eminent landscape 
painter, of Antwerp, died In ITKW. 

SIBTHORPE, Robert, prebendary of Peterbo- 
rough cathedral, distinguished for bis zeal in fa- 
vour of Charles I., died in 1662. 

SIBTHORPE, Dr. John, every learned natu- 
ralist, and regins professor of botany in the uni* 
versity of Oxford, died in 1796. 

SICINIUS DENTATUS, a warrior, suinem- 
ed, for bia valour, the Roman Achilles. He 
fought and won 131 battles, and was murdered 
by Applus Claudius. 405 B. C. 

8ICiOLANTE,Girolaino,a distinguished Ita> 
Ban landacepe and historical painter, died kk 
1598. 
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BIDNBYt ilenry, an Gngibb statesman, tt\e 
fkvourite oT Edward V(., and his ambassador 
to France,and atlerwards employed in the reigns 
of Mary and Biisabetli ; lie died id 158G. 

S[DN£Y,.sir Piiiiip, an emuient Bnglfih 
statesman, general, and poet, born in 1554, audi 
died in 15dti, of a wound received in battle. As' 
be lay bleeding on the tield, and was about to' 
drink some wine wtiich his attendants hailj 
brought him, he saw a wounds soldier, who 
was cairied by, look wishfully at it, he immedi- 
ately ordered it to be given to him, addin{| *' Poor 
fellow ! thy necessity is greater than mme/* 

SIDNBY, Algernon, an Euglisli patriot and 
noUtical writer, wab beheadud in IGdJ, aged (i6. 
He left behind him, ^' Discourse* upon Ooveru- 
ment,** a valuable work. 

SIDONIUS APOLLINARI8,aRoman,raifed 
to the see of Auvergne against his will. He 
was a pious and exemplary prelate, wrote some 
«uisUes, poems, Jcc, and died in 1488. 

SIDONIUS, C. Collius Apollinaris, a very 
ingenious and teamed ecclesiastic and epistolary 
writer on sacrnd and profane buitory, boru at 
Lyons, in 430, and died in 4d7. 

SI6BBERT, king of the East Angles, was a 
muniflcent prince, and is mentioned with great 
praise by tlie venerable Dede, for his learning 
and piety. He abdicated his throue, and woaii 
Afterwards assassinated, in 642. 

SiGEBBRT, son of Clotaire I., inherited the; 
KiiQidom of Austrasia. He was a valiant prince, 
and was successful against the Huns and other, 
enemies. He Was assassinated in 575. 

6IGBBBRT the Yoanzer, son and successor' 
of Dagobert, in the kingdom of Austrasia, died; 
in 650, aged 20. 

SIGISMUND, king of Burgundy, was taken' 
prisoner by Clodomir, a son of Clovis, wl»oj 
threw him, with his wife and family, into a 
well, to perish, in 5i23. 

SIGISMUND, son of Charles IV., king of 
Hungary, ia 138i3, and emperor of Germany, ia 
1410. He prevailed upon the pope to call the 
council of Constance, in 1414, to settle the diffi- 
culties of the church, at which he presided, ami 
at which were present 18,000 ecclesiastics, and 
16,000 nobles ; lie suffered that council to burn 
John Hums, and Jerotne of Prague, after he bad 
, given them a safe passport. 

StGISMUND I., king of Poland, sumamed the 
Great, was elected to the throne in 1507. After! 
restoring the ancient glory of Pohind, and es- 
tablishing order, he defeated tiie Muscovites, 
and the Teutonic knights, and died in 1548, 
aged 82. 

SIGISMIJND IT., son and successor to the 
preceding, surnamed Augustus, died in 1572, 
without issue, and was tiia last of the race of 
jasellons. 

SIGISMUND HI., aon of John III., king of 
Sweden, ascended the throne in 1578. He died 
after a long but troublesome reign, in 16.19. 

SI6N0RBLLI, Luca, a very fine Florentine 
painter, died in 1521, aged 82. 

SIGONfUS, Carohw, a learned Italian liisto- 
rian and antiquary, died in 1534, aged 50. 

SlliHUNETTB, Htephen de, cumptro'lcr- 
general, and private minister of France, d^tsA \n 
1767. He wrote ^'General Ideas on tlie Chinese 
Government,** and some other works. 

SILIUS ITALICtJS, Caius, a Roman author 
of an iiiditJerent poem on the 2d Puuie war, died 
A. D. 74, aged 75. 

SILVA, John Baptist, a native of Bourdcaus, 
•ad au tmioent physician of Paris, died iu 1744. 



He was author of a Treatise on Bleedifig, urd 
other works. 

SILVESTER I., was made pope in 314. Ha 
labuuruil to establish order and trauquiiUty, ia 
the church, and died in 335. 

SILVESTER 11., Gerbert, a^mttiw of Au- 
vergne. distiiiguished for his learning, was tu- 
tor to Otho 111, and to Robert, the son of Hugh 
Capet, became archbishop of Rheimm and of 
Ravenna, and pope, after Gregory V., in 999. 
He died in 1003. 

SILVESTER, Israel, an eminent French en- 
graver, died at Paris, in 1691. 

SILVESTER, L^ouis, au eminent FrRnch 

Painter, ennobled by the king of Poland, died in 
aris, in 1760. 

SIMEON STYLITES, the founder of a sect 
of devotees, called Stylites. He died in 461, 
aged 69. after having spent 47 yeara on tlie top 
m a column 60 feet high, expraed to the incle- 
mencies of the air aiid the seasons, and oftea 
supporting bimtielf for days on one foot.

SIMON MAGUS, or the MAGICIAN, a 
Samaritan lm|Kistor, who pretended that be 
was the Son of God sent to the Jews, and the 
Holy Ghost to the Gentiles. He died A. D. 66. 

SIMON, Claude Francis, a painter, of Paris, 
author of "The Knowledge of Mythology,'* 
and some come<lies, died in 1767. 

SIMON,Thonia8, an eminent EnglMi cngravev 
in the as;e of Charles I. His brother Abraham, 
was celebrated as a modeller in wax. 

SIMON, Richard, a French critic, and hia- 
torian, born in 1638, and died in 1712. 

SIMON of Duritani, a monk of Whitby, and 
afterwards of Durham, in tlie reign of Edward 
HI.

SOLOMON BEN VIROA, a Spanish physi- 
cian, and rabbi, of tiie 16th century, author of 
a History of the Jews, from the desuucUon of 
tlie temple to his own time. 

SOLOMON, Ben Job Jalla, a native of 
Africa, son of a prince of the country, who was 
taken and brought to America as a slave. He 
was rnnsunied by general Oglethorpe, sent to 
England, and from thence \o his own country. 
While in Great Britain he was employed in 
translating Arabic MSS. and was much noticed 
by the great. \ 

SOLON, one of the seven sages of Greece, 
born at Athens, aliout the 35th Olympiad, and 
died in Cyprus, 558 B. C, aged 80. He distin- 
guished himself early, by the greatness of his 
courage, and the brightness of his parts, whicii 
advantages raised him to the government of his 
country. 

SOLYMAN T., eifipcror Of the Turks, in 1402. 
Be was a brave prince, but addicted to pleasure, 
which hastened his end. He was dethroned and 
assassinated by his brother, in 1410. 

SOLYMAN IL, sumamed the Magnificent, 
lueceeded his father Selim I., in 1530. His reign 
Was useful, splendid, and victorious, and was 
rendered so by his bravery and valour. He died 
Id 1566, aged 76. 

SOLYMAN III., emperor of Turkey, was an 
Indolent, superstitious prince, and died in 1691.

On his death she married 
Mas8inissa,and being compelled to abandoahiiQ 
bv Scipio, she poisoned herself, 903 B. C. 
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Adrian. Some of his works are extant. 

SORB AIT, Paul, imperial physician, and pro- 
fessor of medicine at Vienna, wrote " Commen- 
taries on the Aphorisms of Hippocrates," and 
other works, and died in 1691. 

^ORBIERE, Samuel, a French medical and 
misceOaneous writer, bom in 1615, and died m 
1670. 

SORBONNE, Rr.bert de, an eminent French 
divine, and founder of a college for divinity and 
philosophy, at Paris ; he died m 1274, aged 73.

He had 
been an aidde-camp of Frederic the Great, of 
Prassia, his native country, and possessed a 
knowledge of the military tactics of Europe, 
highly serviceable to the revolutionary araiy. 
He died at Steubenville, N. Y., in 1794. 

STEVENS, William Bagshaw, an Engtisb 
clergyman, autlior of " Retirement,** a poem. 
• Indian Odes,** ltc,^ied in 1800. 

STEVENS, Georce Alexander, an Engibb 
dramatic writer, died in 1784.

SYNESIU8, of Cyrene, an ancient father and 
bishop of the Christian church, who flourished 
at the beginning of tlie 5th century. He wrote 
about 150 epistles on philosophical and polemi* 
cal subiects, which are in high esteem with the 
leamea. 

SYNGE, Edward, an eminent Irish prelate, 
bishop of Raphoe, and archbishopof Tuam; he 
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died in 1741. His father, uncltt, and two aons, 
were bishops in Ireland. 

SYPHAX, a l(inc of Numidia, who rerolted 
from the RumoiiH to the CarttiaglniaDs, and to 
AsdrubfU, whose daughter he had married. He

TAMEaLANH:, or TIMURBEG, or TlMUl 
the Lame, chain of the Tartai-a, who becanii 
formidable toward the end of the I4th century 
He was tlie son of a shepherd, and raised bira 
self by his courage and prudence. He obtained 
so many victorit'S, that lie boasted tliat he bad 
tliree parts of tiie world under his power. He 
difd in 1405. 

TANAQUIL, wife of Tarquin the Elder, 
persuaded her husband to settle at Rome, when 
he was elected king. 

TANEVOT, Alexander, firs,t commissary of 
the finances of France, died iii 1773. He wrote 
two tragedies, besides fablta, sotira, epistles, &c. 

TANNER, Thomas, bishop of St. Asaph, and 
a learned antiquary, died in 1735, aged 61, leav< 
inga very valuable woric, which employed hhn 
40year8. 

TANSILLO, Lnigi, an eminent Italian poet, 
author of* Tears of St. Peter,** and otfacr works, 
died about 1506. 

TJINUCCI, Bernard, marauls de, a notivit 
of Tuscany, was professor of jurisprudenoe a| 
the university of Pisa, and prime minister ol 
Naples. For 50 years, be sustained that office 
with dignity, ability, and integrity, after wbick 
he resigned, and died in 1783. 

TAPLIN, William, a veterinary sur] 
and author of several publications eeao 
witb his profenion ; be died in 1607. 

TAPPAN, DavM, D. D., a disUaguiabea 
American clergydlHn, and professor of tbeotoQr 
in Harvard college, Mass., died in 1803. 

TARGE, I. B., professor of mathematica, aii4 
author of a General History of Italy» and otbet 
worlis, died at Orleans, in 178a 

TARIN, Peter, a French physician, and me 
dical writer, whose v/orks are much esteemed, 
died in 1761. ' 

TARLETON, Richard, a celebrated Cngfisli 
fetter and actor, and a dramatic writer, died in 
1589. 

TARPA, Spnrfus Moetfus, a learned Roman, 
who was i^>pointed with others, by Augustus, to 
examine ttie compositions of coteniporary poeta. 

TARPEIA, daughter of Tarpeius, the go* 
vemor of Rome under Romulus ; she betraye^ 
the city to the Sabines, and was killed by tha 
bticklers of the enenHy, which were thrown upon 
her as they entered the city. 

TARatJlN the Elder, fifth king of Rome, 
was elected on the death of Ancus Marthis. 
Re was a benevolent prince, highly distlnguisbed 
for his improvements of the city, and for th« 
dignity and importance he attached to the sea- 
ate and magUitratei. He was assassinated 578 
B C 

TARaUIN the Second, or the Frond, king 
of Rome, a tyrant und usurper, died at the a^ 
of 90. 

TARRAKANOFF, N , princera of, daughter 
of Elisabeth, empress of Russia. Slie was seizc4 
at the age of IS, carried to Rome, and afte^ 



TABOR, John Otho, a native of Lusatia, be 
eame counsellor to the landgrave of Hesse Darm 
stadt ; he wrote several works on law, and died 
at Frimkfort, In 1G74. 

TABOUROT, Stephen, called Sieur dos Ac- 
cords, a French writer, born in 1549, and died 
inl59Q. 

TACCA, Peter James, anatlveof Carrara,dia- 
tinguished as an eminent sculptor, died at Flo- 
rence, in 1640. His son, Ferdinand, was ylso 
an excellent sculptor- 

TACHARD, Guy, a French iesuit, sent as a 
missionary to Slam, in 1C86. lie wrote an ac- 
count of his voyages to that place, and died in 
1G94. 

TACITUS, Calus Cornelius, a celebrated Ro- 
man iiistorian, orator, and statesman, who flour- 
ished under Vespasian, Titus, and Domitian. 
He was born A. D. 56, but the time of his death 
b uncertain. 

TACITUS. Marcus Claudius, emperor of 
Rome, in 275, was a wise, benevolent, and pa- 
triotic monarch, and died in 276. 

TACKANASH, John, an Indian minister, of 
Martha's Vineyard, cotemporary and colleague 
with llaacoomes^iAl.lo 1684. 

TACONNET, Toulssant Gaspard, an eccen 
trie character, Of Paris, known as i| player and 
dramatic writer, died in 1774. 

TACaUBT, Andrew, a Dutch Jesuit, emi- 
nent for hid knowledge of mathematics, died in 
1660. 

TAFFI, Andrew, an artist, 6f Florence, emi- 
nent for bis desicns in Mosaic, which he learned 
and introduced from some Greeks. He died in 
1294. 

TALBERT, Francis Xavier, an ecclesiastic, 
nnd canon of Besancon, author of several ele- 
gies, and some poetical pieces; he died in 1803. 

TALBOT, iohn, earl of Shrewsbury, a brave 
and warlike Englishman, Who distinguished him- 
self in Ireland, and in the wars with France. He 
was called the Achiltes of England, and died in 
1453. 

TALBOT, Peter, a native of Ireland, almo- 
ner to Catherine, wife of Charles U., and arch- 
bishop of DubUn, died in 1683. 

TALBOT, Richard, earl of Tyrconnel, bro- 
ther to the preceding, was mode viceroys of Ire- 
land by James IL, and died in 1693. 

TALBOT, Charles, earl and duke of Shrews- 
bury, was distinguished as the warm promoter 
of the revolution. He was afterwards viceroy 
of Ireland, and high-treasurer of England, and 
died in 1717. 

TALBOT, William, an English divine, was 
dean of Worcester, and successively bishopof 
Oxford, Sarum, and Durham ; he died In 1730. 

TALBOT, Charles, lord, sou of the preceding, 
an eminent lawyer and statesman, was lord 
chancellor of England ; he died in 1737. 

TALHAIARN, a Welsh bard of the 6th cen- 
tury, who retired to the solitude of a hermitage, 
where be was visited and reverenced as a saint. 

TALIACOTfUS, Caspar, or TAGLIACO- 

C£3[, a professor of medicine sod surgery, at

TARRANTIUS, Lucius, a Roman, the friend 
•f Cicero. 

TARTA6LIA, Nicholas, an eminent mathe- 
natician, of Brescia, and author of an Italian 
translation of Euclid, Slc; he died in 1557. 

TARTINI, Joseph, an admirable musician, 
distinguished for his performances on the violiu, 
died at Padua, io 1770. 

TARUFFI, Emilius, a distinguished land- 
scape painter, of Bologna, died in 1694. 

TASKER, WUliam, an English divine and 
poet, died in 1800, aged 60. He was author of 
feveral works. 

TASMAN, N., a Dutch navigator, who dis- 
covered New Bollaoii and New Zealand, in 
1642. 

TASSO, Bernardo, an Italian poet, antbor of 
Amadif, in 100 cantos, and some letters which 
are hi^lily regarded by the Italians ; he died in 
1575. 

TASSO. Torquato, the pHnce of Italian po- 
ets, son of the preceding, died in 1505, aged 51. 
Bis works show him u> have been a philosopher, 
orator, logician, critic, and poet, and excel- 
lent in every kind of composition. His life was 
a chain of miseries and woes. 

TASSONI, Alexander, a distinguished Italian 
poet, auihor of ** the Rape of the Bucket,*' a 
mock heroic poem, admired in Italy for its ele- 
gance and delicate humour. He died in 1635. 

TATE, Nahum, a dramatic poet, born at 
Qublin, in 1652, succeeded Shadwell as poet- 
laureai, and died in 1715. He and Dr. Brady 
WJroie a version of the Psalms. 

TATIAN, a native of Assyria, a writer in 
defence of the Christians of the primitive 
church, flourished A. D. 170. 

TATISCHEF, Vassili, a Russiaa historian, 
who was employed thirty years in collecting 
materials for the history of hhi country, and 
died before his labours were completed, in 1750. 

T ATJUS, king of the Sabines, took possession 
of the Roman capital, but afterwards shared the 
kingdom with Romulus. He was murdered at 
Lanuvium, 742 B. C. 

TATIUS, Achilles, an andent Greek writer 
on mathematics, and author of a romance. 

TAUBMAN, Frederick, professor of belles 
lettres and of poetry at Wittemberg, and a 
fovourite of the prince of Saxony, died in 1613. 

TA VANES, Gaspard de Sauly de, a French 
general, who became an ornament to the mili- 
tary profession, and partici^larly distinguished 
himself at the battle of Rentis, and at the victo- 
ries of Jarnac and Moncontour. He saved the 
king of Navarre and the prince of Conde from 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew, and died in 
1573. His son, William, was governor of Bur- 
gundy, and died in 1633. 

TAVARONE, Lazarus, a disUnguished 6e- 
no««e painter, died in 1031. 

TAVERNER, WilUam, an English dramatic 
writer, died Ui 1731. 

TAVBRNIER, John Baptist, a Frenchman, 
fiimous for his travels, died in 1689, aged 84. 

TAYLOR, John, an emhient English critic 
and divine, died in 1766. His works are 
irous and respectable. 

TAYLOR, Dr. Jeremy, bishop of Down and 
Connor, in Ireland, and a very eminent theolo- 
gical writer and controversialist, died in 1667, 
^iged 54. 

TAYI«Oft JohD, <m»Uy caOed the watpt 



TEISSIER, Anthony, a French writer, who 
1^ France for Russia at the revocation of tiio 
edict of Nantes; he died at Berlin, in 1715| 
leavins numerous and valuable writings. ^ 

TEKEL1, Emmeric, a noble Hungarian, dia* 
tii^uished for his brave and continued oppo- 
sttion to the encroachments of Austria, died in 
1705. 

TELFAIR* Edward, a revolutionary patriot, 
and governor of the state of Georgia, died in 
1907, 

T£LL,.William, an illustrious Swiss patriot, 
and chief instrument of the revolution which 
delivered the Swiss cantons from the German 

Soke, in 1307. He shot an apple oif the tiead 
f his son with an arrow, and soon a(ter shot 
the tyrant who compelled hira to do it. He died 
in 1354. 

TELLIER, Michael le, an eminent French 
lawyer, and secretary of state under Lewis 
XIIL, and afterwards chancellor of the king* 
dom. He is known as a zealoiB enemy of the 
protestants, and by his influence caused the re- 
vocation of the edict of Nantes, and the violent 
measures that followed. He died in 1685. 

TELLIER, Francis Michael le, mar(|uis de 
Louvqis, son of the chancellor of Fiuiiue, waa 
made minister of war at the age of 23,^ and 
aAerwards secretary of state. He was a sUtes* 
man of splendid talents, who devoted himself to 
the gtory and prosperity of France, and died in 
1691. 

TELLIER, Adrian le, a French lawyer, and 
OMmiber of the national assembly and conven- 
tion. He was sent to Cliartres, in 1795, to en- 
courage a more free circulation of corn, but 
met with such indignities from the populace, 
that he shot hiraaeU' soon after. 

TELLIER, N. le, a faithful servant and 
constant attendant of the minister Barthelemy, 
in his exile and misfortunes, during the French 
revolution. 

TEMPESTA, Antonia, an eminent landscapa 
painter, of Ftorence, died in 1630. . 

TEMPLE, sir William, an eminent English 
statesman, and political and miscellaneous wri- 
ter, died in 1700. 

TEMPLEMAN, Dr. Peter, an eminent phy 
tician and medical writer, died in 1769. 

TEitPLEMAN, Thomas, an English writing 
master, who puMisIicd engraved tables con- 
taining calculations of the number of square 
foiet and population in the several kingdoms of 
the world/ 

T^CtN, £elv Guerin de. a French eccleti 
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Mtlc, wlio was graud vkar of Sent, tlie envoy 
of France, at Rome, arclibishop of Eiubruii, 
and of Lyons, a cardinal, and urinie minister of 
France ; he died in 1758. 

TENCIN, Claudine Alexandrine CNiorBf de, 
sister of the preceding, was a menilwr of the 
niunasiery, of Aluntfleuri. She exchanged the 
convent for Uie disfiipations of Paris, and died 
In 1749. She wrote Uie ** Siege of Calais,'* 
romance, Sec. 

TENiERS, David, a mticb admired Flemisb 
painter, died in 1649 

TENTSON, Dr. Thomas, archbishop of Can 
t>;rbury, and a celebrated polemic writer againstf 
poncrv, died in 1715. 

TES'NENT, John, a physician, of Virginia, 
author of an Essay on Pleurisy, and the Vir- 
tues of the Snake Root, lived ofcout 1735. 

TENNENT, William, a distinguished divine, 
of Ireland, died in Pennsylvania, in 1743. 

TENNENT, Gilbert, a native of Irdand, ion 
of the preceding, who came to America, when 
young, and became a highlv distinguislied and 
useful clergyman ; lie died in 1765. 

TENNENT, WiUiani, brother to the prece- 
ding, was also a respectaBle and useful clergy- 
man in New Jeis^ ; he died in 1777. 

TENTZELIUS, Andrew, an eminent Ger- 
man physician, in the 17th century. 

TENTZELIUS, WlHlani Ernest, an eminent 
writer, ofThuringia,autlM»rof "Saxonia Nttuiis- 
maiica," and *' Supniiuieiitum Uistoris Goth- 
ana?,'* tyith wortis of great merit, died in 1707. 

TEKBURGH, Gerard, a Dutch painter, and 
a mi^trate of Deventer, died in 1681. 

TERENCE, Publius, a dramatic writer among 
the Romans, born at Carthase, in the year of 
Rome 560. Being brought early to Rome Among 
other slaves, he fell Into the hands of a generous 
master, Terentius Lucanus, who gave him a 
good education and his liberty. He was drowned 
*59 B. C. 

TERPANDER, a poet and ninslcian, of Lea- 
bus, who added three to the four strings of the 
lyre, 675 B. C. 

TERRAS80N, John, a French writer, author 
of a critical dissertation on Homer's Iliad, died 
In 1750, with the reputation of having been one 
of the best practical philosophers of bis age. 

TERRASSON, Anthony, son of the preceding, 
ivas also a diirtinguislied advocate, and professor 
to the royal college. He wrote a " History of 
Roman Jurisprudence," and other worlis, and 
died in 1782. 

TERR A V, Joseph Marie, comptroller-general, 
minister of state, and director-general <if build- 
ings, in France ; and was a man of great in- 
tegrity, loyalty and patriotism. He retired from 
office, in 1774, with the respect of the virtuous, 
and died in 177R. 

TERTRE, Francis Joachim Dunort du, a 

French writer, and professor of the learned 

languages among the Jesuits, died in 1759. He 

wrote a ** History of Famous Conspiracies,*' 

* and several other works. 

TERTRE, John Baptist, a Frenchman, who 
after serving as a soldier and sailor, joined the 
Dominicans, and came to America as a mission- 
ary. He died In lff78, leaving a " History of 
the Antilles, belonging to the French." 

TERTULLIAN. aulntni SepHmiua Flo- 
rus, a cp'eorated rather and defender of the 
primitive Christian church, who flourished un' 
der the reigns of the emperors Severus and 
Caracai'a. 

T£R WESTEN, AoguitiQ, an cmiaaQt Dulcb 
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painter, died in 1711. His two brotbera, Matthew 
jaiid Elias, also excelled as paintera. 
I TESTA, Peter, an Italian painter and engrt* 
ver, who was drowned in tlie Tiber, in 1650. 

TESTELIN, l^wis, an eminent French bit- 
torical painter, died at Paris, in 1655. Hia bro- 
ther Henry also excelled as a painter, aod diei 
in 16U6. 

TESTI, Fulvio, an Italian poet, and prime mi- 
nister to Francis, duke of Mndena, died in 1646. 

TfJSTZELL,Jolm, a Dominican, ol' Germany. 
He was commissioned to publish tlie indulgences 
of the iioly see ; and tlie zeal with which be 
executed the duties of tlie office, caused the ani- 
madversions of Lutfaer, and consequently, the 
reformation. When cliarged with being the 
cause of the disasters of the church, he was so 
afflicted with the imputation, that be died of a 
broken heart, in 1519.

THACHER, Thomas, a minister In Boston, 
and eminent as a Hebrew scholar, died in I67& 

THACHER, Peter, minister of MUion, Mass., 
and author of sermons, died In 1TS7.

THACHER, Peter, D. D., son of the pre- 
ceding, a minister of great celebrity in Boston, 
and Huthor of sennoiis. Ace. ; he died in I80S. 

THAIS, a celebrated conrtezan, of Corinth, 
who persuaded Alexander the Great to set 
Persepolis on fire. She afterwards mnrried 
Ptolemy, kingofEgypL 

THALES, the chief of the seven satee of 
Greece, bom at Miletus, 640 3. C, founded the 
Ionic sect of philosophers, and died 545 B. C. 
j, THELLUSSON, Peter, a native of France, 
who settled as a merchant in liondon, where be 
'made an immense fortune. He died in 1797. 

THEMI8IUS, a Paphlasonian pbiloeopber, 
prefect of Constantinople, died in 410. 

THEMISON, a physician, who lived before 
tile Christian era, and founded a sect called Me- 
thodists in Medicine. 

THEMISTIUS, a Greek orator, PerlpatetK 
philosopher, and critic, died In 386. 

THETMISTOCLES. a renowned Athenian 
general, admiral and patriot, who gained the 
battle of Salanihie against the Persians, waa 
born In 530 B. C. Being banished by his ntt- 
grateful fellow citixens, he fled to Artaxcrxes, 
king of Persia ; but to avoid taxing up arma 
against his country, he slew himself 465 B. C. 

THEOBALD, Lewis, an English dramatic 
po«*t and critic, died in 174S. 

THEOCRITUS, a Greek pastoral poet, bors 
at Syracifse., and flourished about 960 B. C. 

THEODATIUS. king of the Goths, waa de 
feated bv Belisarius, and put to deaJi by hla 
own soldiers. In 536. 

THEODORE 1., king of Corsica. BeaNEW- 
HOFF. 

THEODORET, bishop of Cyprus, an ilhistrl- 
ons eccTef iastteal historian, died m 457, aged 71 

THEODORIC, king of the Goths In Italy, 
a renowned warrior and letislatoir, died In 5^ 
aged 71. ^ 

THEODORUS, a bishop of Cilida, who died 
in 428. His works, some of which are extant, 
were condemned as heretical by a general cou»* 
cil. 

THEODOSIUS^e Great, the last Soman 
emperor, a conveir lo Cbriatiaaiir and a m- 
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TKIfiRET, of Ntem, locreury to severml of 
the popes, and motbor of a '* Hivtory of Um 
ScbiMMofthe Popes,** died la 1417. 

THIERRY, Henry, an eiQinent printer, of 
Paris, in tlie 15th century. His family, (br 
several generations, were celebrated as printers. 

THIERS, John Baptist, a doctor of the 8or- 
bonne, and professor of belles lettres at Paris, 
died in 1703. 

THIRLBY, Dr. Styan, a very ingenJoua ani 
learned English critic, and editor of the works 
of Justin Martyr, died in 1753, a^ed 61. 

THOMAS, St., surnamed Didymus, was a 
Gatilean, and one of tlie apostles of our Saviooiw 
It is said tJiat lie suffered raortyrdoni in India. 

THOMAS, an obscure individual, Who from 
a oomaion soldier, obtained the cominand of 
the troops of Leo, the Armenian, and on fait 
death, caused himself to be proclaimed empe* 
ror, but was executed in 8S3» 

THOMAS, James Ernest, an eminent laa^ 
scape painter, of llaglestein, died in 1G53. 

THOMAS, William, D. D., an eminent Enf- 
lish prelate, bishop of Worcester, died in IW 
He wrote an ** Apology for the Clrarcb of Xng* 
land." and other works. 

THOMAS, WUIiam, an ^gHsh dergrmaa, 
grandson of the preceding, distinguished as a 
man of learning, a writer, and' an antiquary^ 
died in 1738. 

THOMAS, Anthony Leonard, professor te 
the college at Bouvais, was distinguished as a 
writer and poet. He was secretary to the (hikt 
of Orleans, and died in 1785. 

THOMAS, Elizabeth, an English jpoelMi, 
known to the world by the name of Corinoa. 
died in 1730. 

THOMAS, John, an Indian, of Natich, one of 
the drst converu to Christianity from that triba^ 
died in 17S7, aged 110. 

THOMAS, sir George, governor ^ -he col- 
ony of Pennsylvania, and afterwards of tlia 
Leeward West India inlands, died iu l^ndoOt 
in 1775. 

THOMAS, John, a distinguished %«irkaa 
officer, in the wars with the French and Indl* 
ans, afterwards a m^Jor-general in the revolii-

THOMAS, Josiah, an Enclish divine, ani 
miscellaneous writer, died in 1890. 

THOMASIUS, James, protaor of elo- 
quence, belles letters and pbilosopby, at Leipsfe. 
died in 1684. His son Clwistlan, professor of 
law at Halle, died in ITiS. 

THOMPSON, Edward, an English naval oA* 
cer and poetical writer, author of " The Sol- 
dier," *' The Conrtezan," and other UcentkxM 
poeme, died in 1786. 

THOMPSON, Benjamin, count Rumford, 
was bom in New-Uauipsblrc, became a colonel 
in the British army, and after peace, received 
the honour of knighthood. In the Bavarian ser? 
vice lie was lieutenant-general, and a count of 
the Holy Roman Empire, and died near Parte, 
in 1814. He was a member of many scientifla 
inMitutions, and did much to promote tooi* 
fort and convenience by his mechanical invea- 
tions and philosophical discoveries. 

THOMPSON, WilUiim, a minister, of Brala 
tree, Mas<i., died in 1066. 

THOMSON, James, kn excellent British dra 



Bowued general and legislator, died in 305. His 
sons Arcadius and Honorius, made a division 
of tlie empire into east and west ; Arcadius be- 
Ing tbe first emperor of the East, and Honorius 
of th«i West. 

THEODOSIUS tbe Younger, son of Arcadi- 
us, whom he succeeded in the empire of the 
East, aiid famous for a code of laws styled the 
Tiieodocian code, die<l in 450. 

TUEODOTUS, a tanner, of Bysanttum, who 
apostatised from the Christian <kith, to save his 
life, and founded a new se^, which denied the 
divinity of Christ. Another of tbe same name, 
was tlie head of a sect, which maintained tliat 
tbe Messiah was inferior to Melchisedeek. 

TIIEOGNIS, aa eminent Greek poet, who 
iourished about 550 B. C. 

TUEON, a6reekaopbtet,aiitborof a Trea- 
tise on Rhetoric 

THEON, a mathematician, of Alexandria, in 
the age of Tbeodosins, wrote a Commeniary on 
SueKd. 

THBOPHANES, George, a historian and 
ecclesiastic, of Constantinople, who was ban- 
ished into Samothrace, and died thera In 818. 

THEOPHANES, Prokopowitcb, metropolitan

VALENTIN, a hereslarch of the 2d century, 
an Egyptian by birth, and a follower of Plaio*s 
philosopliy ; he died in 160. 

VALENTIN, Basil, the assumed name of a 
Benedictine of the 15th century, dtetinguished 
as ap able chymist. His works have bei'n trans- 
lated into Latin and English, from the German. 

VALENTIN, Moses le, a painter, celebrated 
for his concerts, players, and low scenes, died at 
Rome, in 1633. 

VALENTIN, Michael Bernard, a botanist, 
and professor of medicine atGressin.

VALERIANUS, PubliusLlcinius, emperor of 
Rome, in 253. After persecuting the Christiana 
and fighting the Goths and Scythians, he was 
defeated and taken by the Persians, and ftayed 
alive. In 263. 

VALERIANUS, Pierius, an ingenious Ita- 
lian philosopber and critic, died in 1558. 

VALERIUS MAXIMUS, a La*. In historian. 
His works are dedicated to Tiberius, In whose 
age he flourished. 

VALESIO, Francis, a Spanlsb physician and 
medical writer, who lived about the middle of 
the 17th centuiy.

*They run!** he e^erly asked tvho rani and 
being told, the French, and that they were 
defeated, he said, " Then I thank God I die 
contented ;*' and almost instantly expired. 

WOLFF, Christian, an cminentGermnn law- 
yer, philosopher, and political writer ; be died 
in 1754. 

WOLFF, Jerome, a native of the Grisons, 
principal of the colleae of Augsburgh, and an 
author ; he died In 1581.

WOLSEY, Thomas, prime minister of Henry 
VIII. who, from being the son of a butcher at 
Ipswich, rsse tt be archbishop of York, clian- 
celior of England, cardinal of St. Cicily, and 
legate, a latere. He died in 1590.

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ADAM9, JobDi I*te |>resid«iit of tbe United | 
Btates, was born at BoMon, nbont ITJS, and 
kred to t&e bar^f whkh be became a dtetinfuiab- 1 
•d member. He waa oonapicnoas aa one of tbe 
firet and moat decided opponenta of tbeencruacb- 
Aienia of tbe Brittah government, on the rigbta 
and llbertiea of tbe eoloniea, and as one of the 
moat energetic friends of ttie rerolution. He 
was a member of the continental congress in 
1770, add one of the aigners of tbe declaration 
^f Independence. He was afterwarda aent sis 
hiinister from tlie congress to Holland, and waa 
acknowledged in that character by the states. 
White be retained that station, be rendered im- 
burubt aervicea to hie coantrr bpr procuring 
loans, and conchiding treaties of amity and com- 
merce. Toward the close of the revoinUonary 
war, be was appointed, together with Dr. Franli- 
Kn, Mr. iay, and Mr. Laurens, commissioner 
fbr negodaUnga peace with Great Britain ; with 
dais view he repaired to Paris, Where with his 
eolleagaes, he bad tbe high honour of proturing 
the recognition of the entire independence of 
the colonies by that power, and of signing a 
treaty of peace to that effect He was afterwards 
ttie first ambassador from tbe United Btates to 
Great Britain. On the adoption of the constitu- 
tion oi'the United States, Mr. Adams was chosen 
first vice president, and on the retirement Of ge- 
neral Washington at the ddae of his second pre- 
aidendai term, he aocceeded him aa president 
of tbe United Sutea. Mr. Adams baa residedl 
as a private citiaen on Iris estate at Qnincv, 
chice his retirement from tbe presidency, lie 
has written an able defence of the constitution 
Of the United Statea. 

ADAMS, John Qtincy, ia tha son ofthe pre- 
ceding, and was bom atQulncy, about 17(15. He 
has long been encaged in pobne fife, as the re- 
presentative of Massluihusetta, in the United 
Butes senate, and of his country, as her am- 
ba^sador at several of the European courts. He 
wad one ofthe commissioners, who signed the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain, at Ghem, in 
1815. The following year he waa appointed 
secretary of state under Mr. Monroe, and die- 
charged tbe duties of that office, for eight years, 
With distinguished reputation and abltitv. Mr. 
Adams is now president of the United States, 
fbr the term of four years, fWmi the 4th day or 
March, 18» 

ALEXANDER, Paulowits, emperor of Bui- 
sla, ii tbe eldest son of Paul L He was boro 
December S2, 1777, and married to Elizabeth 
Alexiowna, princess of Baden, in 1793. Hd 
airended the throne in 1801^ and was crowned 



at Moscow the same year. The first acts of hia 
reign. Were distinguished for their wisdom and 
lenity. He ordered the recruiting for the army 
to be disoontinucd, the public taxes to be dimin- 
ished, the situation ofthe exiles to be examined, 
and their miseries alleviated ; he abolished tho 
censorship of writings, and gave liberty to the 
{H'eas ; lie corrected tlie administration of jus- 
tice ; established a uniformity of weights aud 
measures, throogliout his empire ; encouraged 
leamiiig and science, and patronized literary 
men; and also liberally endowed schools and 
universities, in different parts of tbe empire. 
The invasion of Hussla in 181^ by Napoleon, 
and the subeeqnent events whrch resulted in the 
defeat and dethronement of tiiat emperor, ar« 
famtliariy known ; they were such as ((reutly 
to elevate the character and Influence ot Alex- 
ander, and to place him first on the list of Euro* 
peau sovereigns. Later events, however, have 
contributed farther to develope his character: 
they have shown him haughtv, ambitious, ana 
tyrannical: the champion ot Icgiumacy; the 
enemy of liberal principles of civil government, 
and the decided opponent of reform. He is now 
the most efiicieut member of the liuly Alliance. 

ANGOULEME, Louis Anthony de Bourbon, 
dac d', dauphin of France is the oldest son or 
Charles X.. king of France, and of Maria 
l^iieresa, princess of Savoy. He was born at 
Versailles, in 1775, and in early life was diMln- 
guished Ihr his mild and amiable disposition, 
and for his studious habits. At the beginning 
ofthe French revolution, he emigrated with his 
father to the couri of Turin, where for some 
time he devoted himself to his studies. He 
afterwards commanded a corps of emigrants in 
Ocmtatiy. In 1799, he married the only daugh- 
ter and survivhig cliUd of Louis XVI., his pa- 
ternal uncle. For several years he resided at 
different European courts, as the interest or In- 
clinations of tlie tovereigns permitted, until ISOQi 
when he visited England, where he remained 
ttntll pm accession of Louis XVIU. to th« 
ti^rone.

BADEN, Charles Louis Frederick, duke of, 
was born in 1786, and married in 1806 to a cousin 
of tile empre«« Josephine, and the adopted daugh- 
ter of Napoletin. Ue succeeded to the dukedom 
of Baden, in 1810. During the wars on the con- 
tiaeut, he served with repuution, in several 
campaigns under Buonaparte, by whom he was 
highly esteemed. Tbe misfortunes of the em- 
peror, however, and the disasters of tbe Russian 
campaign, led him to form new connexions with 
the other sovereigns of Europe ; ho joined tlie' 
allies, fought against the emperor, and was re- 
warded by tiie allies, with an accession of terri- 



ficentty supported. His worlu are far too nn- 
merous to be mentioned hera; they are uni- 
versally known, awd are admitted to be produe- 
lionaof tlie highest order: many of ttmm wifl 
be heard with delight, af\er the overturea, evea 
of Mozart. Beetliovcn is extremely deaf ; thia, 
together with a degree pf inaUention to tbe or- 
dinary rules of politeness in private life, has de- 
tracted somewhat from his reputation. He te 
however, said to possess a nice sense of honour 
and of nuN-al rectitude, and an extensive ac- 
quaintancemvitli literary and aciantUie sufajecta. 
BERNADOTTE, iohn Baptist JuHus, now 
Charles John, klM of Sweden, is the son of a 
citizen af Fau, in Beam. He was bom January 
26, 1764, and after receiving a limited education, 
commenced his career, as a private soldier in a 
regiment of royal marines, at the beginning or 
the French revolution. His activity and valour 
soon raised him from obscurity ; in 1792, he at- 
tained the rank of colonel, and the next year, 
that of aeoeral of brigade. From that time, bis 
reputation as an oflicer rapidly iucr<?ased, and 
his promotion in the French service, conse- 
quently foliov^ed. He was appointed ambas- 
sador from France to Vienna, and to tbe Hague; 
commander-in-chief of the army of tbe west,

has given a constitution to his people, founded on 
the same basis as tiiat of tbe kingdom of Wir- 
temburg. 

BAILLIE, Joanna, is a single lady, who re- 
ddes chiefly in her native country, Scotland- 
She is distinguished for her talents atkd writings, 
and has pubUsiied a series of plays in several 
volumes, illustrative of tbe strong passions of 
ttie mind. She has also written a collectioil of 
metrical l^ends of eminent characters hi one 
volume. 

BARBAULD, Anna lietitla, is the daughter 
of tbe Rev. Jolm Aiken, an English dissenting 
cleri^-inan, and wife of the Rev. R. Barbauld, 
mastier of a school in Norfolk. She was l>om in 
the year 1734, and was early insuucted in t^ 
Latin and Greek languages t^ her father. This 
lady is distinguished for her learning, as well as 
for her numerous writings, which have gained 
her great celebrity. She is now far advanced in 
life, and yet retUns great vigour both of intellect 
aiHl of body. As a writer of prose, shu has sur- 
passed almost every female of her time, and is 
equalled for elegance of diction, and soundness 
Qt sense, by few of the other sex. 

BATHURST, Henry, earl, was bom in 1702, 
and succeeded hb father, who was several years 
lord chancellor of England, as earl, in 1794. As 
a member of the house of commons, he was 
honoured with tlie confidence of Mr, Pitt. He 
was made a commissioner of the admiralty, ia 
1783, and lord of the treasunr, in 1788, and has 
subsequently held several other important offices, 
tlh: duties of which, he has discharged with 
ability. He bi now secretary of state for the 
colonial department, and one of the tellers of 
the English exchequer.

This fact, so foreign to the 
characters of the other French marshale, en- 
deared him to the |ieople of those countries 
through which the vicissitudes of war led him, 
and contributed in a great degree to his present 
elevation. On the deposition of Gusravus Adol- 
pluis, in. 1810, the tltrone of Sweden was with- 
out an heir, and he was selected by the principal 
inhalHtants of tliat CjiHtfitry, to supply the va- 
cancy. Ue was accordingly proclaimed by the 
states of Sweden, crown prince of iliat king- 
dom, August, 1811, and adopted by Charles XIII. 
as his son. On receiving intelUgeuce of tlmt 
event at Paris, he solemnly renounced tbe catho- 
lic religion ; hastened his departure frofii France, 
and made his public entrance into Stock bolia 
on the 1st of November follmviug. From that 
time to the present, he has been devoted to the 
interests and prosperity of hbi adopted country, 
and he has gained tlie confidence and esteem of 
his suldects by his exertions for tlieir welfare. 
In 1813, Sweden entered into the coalition 
^against Franco, and the crown prince waa ap- 
pointed to eoaunand the right wing of the AUied 
army, consisting of nearly one hundred thouaaind 
men ; with this force he gained several loapor- 
itant victories, and contributed to the overthrow

been acknowledged by all the great powers of 
lEurooe as sovaiiigD of that kingdom. 
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BERT&ANO, count Henry Gratian, is des- 
cended from a respectable family in Touraine. 
He took the oath of fidelity to Napoleon, and 
served as a general of artillery in the camp of 
Si. Oraors, in 1806. The succeeding year he 
was aid dc-camp to the ^mperor, and in that ca- 
pacity, acted a distinguished part in most of tlie 
campaigns of that period. In the battles of Aus , 
terlitz, and Fricdland, he signalized himself as 
a brave and skilful general, and as a firm friend 
of the emperor ; and be so far succeeded to his 
confidence and favour, that he was named grand 
marshal of the palace. Marshal Kertrand was 
engaged in the memorable campaign of Russia, 
and tbe severe actions that ensued. He then 
retired with the emperor to Elba, and, while 
there, was his confidential friend and adviser. 
On (he return of Buonaparte from that island, 
Bertrand accompanied him as his first minister, 
was with him during the important events of 
the '* One hundred days,*' and ader the battle 
of Waterloo, and the second abdication of the 
emperor, retired with him on board the BcUcro- 
plton, to share the banishment of his sovereign, 
to lliu island of St. Helena. Too much praise can- 
not be sivcn to the gratitude and fidelity which 
induced this noble minded man, to quit his native 
country, and all the prospects of ambition, that 
he might soften the captivity of his fallen sovo- 
reijin. 

BLOOMFIELD^Robcrt, a distinguished Eng- 
lish poetical writer, was born in the county of 
Suffolk, in the year 1776.

BOLIVAR, Simon, is the moat brilliant star 
in Colombian history, and indeed in the history 
of modorn revolutions ; and, to whatever it may 
be ascribed, whether to accident, good fortune, 
or personal merit, or to all combined, he has 
rallied himself to an emihent station in the list 
of successful heroes and remarkable men. He 
was born at Caraccas, about the year 1785, and 
s said to be descended of a noble and wealthy 
fnaiily of that place. Afier completing bis stu- 
dies at Madrid, where he received his education, 
be resided for some time at Paris, where he was 
intimate with Humboldt and Bonpland, and 
then tiavelled through England, France, and 
other countries of Europe. Before be returned 
to America, he had formed the design of de- 
voting himself to the cause of South American 
Independence, and he returned in season to 
join Miranda and his associates. Just as he had 
unfurled the standard of liberty in Venezuela. 
Being dissatisfied, however, with the general 
iystcm of measures pursued by the patriot party, 



he for a time, avoided taking any active part ; 
but tlic time soon arrived, when be felt it his 
duty not to bo kept inactive by a mere difierence 
of opinion ; he then joined the army and engaged 
in the contest, wiih a zeal and patriotism^ that 
raised him to popularity and influence. From 
that day to this, his history is before the world ; 
it has been a succession of splendid achieve- 
ments, which have gained for his name a mer- 
ited place on the same tablet with that of 
Washington. The brightest reeords of ancient 
or modern fame, have nothing prouder to oficr. 
Time must sliow, whetlier he will complete th« 
parallel witii his illustrious model, which nay 
thus far be rum with so much apparent justice 
Bolivar, was in his early career, unfortunate at 
a soldier) iie has however triumphed over hit 
disasters. For a considerable time he was su- 
preme dictator, with all tbe army at his com- 
mand; but when a favourable opportunity pre- 
sented,, he voluntarily relinquished his power, 
and returned to the rank of a private citizen. 
As president of the republic of Colombia, h« 
has proved lumself equally eminent as a statea- 
maa, as well as a soldier. He has recently ex- 
hibited his magnanimity, and disinterestedness, 
by relinquishing supreme authority in an adjoin- 
ing state, for wi^osu liberties lie had been con 
tending ; and by declining to accept a present of a 
rtiilliou of dollars, which hud been voted him, by 
the congress of Peru, tor his patriotic servisea. 
There is reason to believe that be is about to 
attempt the liberation of Brazil from the domi 
nation of a Portuguese dynasty. 

An American gentleman, in a letter from 
Lima, thus speaks of him : 

" General Bolivar, or, us he If always called, 
tbe Libertador, is about 5 feet 7, slender in bia 
person, and, as the " Hero of the Equator,*' 
which the Americans call him, might be sup- 
posed to be rather dark in his complexion. Hii 
countenance, always of a serious cast, yet not- 
withstanding the mouztachio.on his upper lip^ 
not ferocious, as many represent him ; his eyes, 
dark hazel, are expressive and penetrating : he 
reads Englisli, but do<>s not speak more than a 
few words. French he speaks fluently, though 
not correctly.. Apologizing one day for my 
imperfect knowledge of French and Spanish ; 
he said. " O, no matter, never regret it, your own 
fine idmin is the only one worth speaking ; all 
tliat is liberal, all tliat is noble, is to be found ia 
that, ft is the language of liberty.'* He talks 
a great deal, and with apparent frankness, and 
without premeditation. He seems fond of so- 
cial Hfe, and never balks a party by going away 
prematurely, &c On two occasions I have been 
with him in large parties, once at a ball and 
supper, where he staid Oom eight in the evening 
to five in the morniitg talked the whole time ; 
at supper, gave toasts and made speeches, and 
after supper danced a waltz with a handsome 
girl. At a breakfast on Washington's birth day, 
the day be selected for his visit to the frigate 
United States, whichlasted from eleven to three, 
he gave several toasts and speeches, In one or 
which he exalted the United States as InflBltely 
stupassina every nation of ancient and modem 
times, In knowing how to nnite the most entire 
liberty with the most perfect order, inteUigeoce, 
and liberality. 

His ambuion appears to be of a lofty and fine 
description. He wishes to go down as the assertef 
and founder of South American Independence, 
and satisfied with an ample private fortune, dis- 
dains ail accessiou of wealth. Hm favourite

an ditpotei between the dtfl'erent state*; to 
iave an army which tliey shall call out when 
•itiier of the states or any foreign power com- 
mits an aggression. A fter settling the affairs of 
tlMse countries, and establishing their peace and 
independence, it is his wish to travel through 
the United States and England, for both of 
which countries he has a high admiration. Riff 
anmity against the Spaniards, nourished in the 
bloody war of Venezuela, is irreconcilable. All 
bis connexions were murdered by them, except 
an unefe whom he hasm Spain.** 

BO YEE, Jofaa Peter, president of the island of 
Mavtl, is a native of St. Domingo. Of Ma birth 
sad early life, we are unable to give ahy par- 
ticvlan. He is said to be well educated, and it 
appears tliat he must long have poMsessed ton 
sideraWe hilluence in his native island, as on 
the death of Petion, he was elected president 
of thtf republic, without opposition. Since the 
death of Christophe, he has extended his an- 
thorttvover the whole island, and united all the 
inbalntants under his government. Boyer has 
recently procured, by negotiation, the recogni- 
tion on the part of France, of the independent 
sovereignty of the whole island. So far as we 
are acquainted with the acts of his administra- 
tion, he has given evidence of a strong niindi 
and of utents fbr governing, which might be 
coveted by some «f the more legitimate sore- 
relgns of Europe. 

BRYANT, William Cullen, a poet of oon- 
•Iderabla eminence, was bom in the town t>f 
Cornington, Massachusetts. His father was a 
respectable physician of that place. Aftej* com- 
pleting his preparatory studies, he became a 
lA'ember of the Wiliiamstown collefze, and re- 
mained there two years. He tlien commenced 
Ms profesBlotral studies, read' law in an office 
at Northampton, and settled as a lawyer in 
Great Barrington. < His amiable character, and 
social qualities have obtained for him the re- 
gard of a large circle of frfends ; while his pure 
taste and cultivated genius have excited admi- 
ration on both sides of the Atlantic. He now 
resides. at New York, and is an editor of the 
Atbeneum Magazine (18^.) 

BUONAPARTE, madam Letitia Romalina, 
mother to the late emperor of France, was bom 
at A jaecio, in Corsica, 1750, and in 1767 married 
an assessor to the tribunal of that island. On^ 
the death of her husband, she was led with a 
numerous family, and without a fortune. Stie, 
however, succeeded In gaining powerful friends 
and protectors, to sonfe of wtiom stie was in* 
dfebted for the elevation of her family. On tlie 
invasion of Corsica by the English, she removed 
to Marseilles, and from thence to Paris, where 
she resided until the downfall of the emperor. 
During the greater part of that period, she 
Jived in all the splendour and luxury of a court, 
and received ft-om the French people, that 
liomage which was due to the mother or their 
sovereign. But the elegance which surrounded 
this lady bad noeharms for her, and it was said, 
that she was constantly advising Napoleon to 
recollect, that the day of trial might come,'when 
tb« dassdinff glory wnb which he was encircled, 
might pass away. Since the abdication of the 
emperor, madam Buonaparte has resided in tbe 
states of tbe ehurch, with her sons Locien and 
I«oate.

moyed with his family to France, in 1793. Tb^ 
next year he roftrried a mademoiselle Ct^ry, ma- 
ter to tbe present queen of Sweden, He waa 
appointed by bis brother a commissar^' in tbe 
army; and by the republic ambassador to Rome* 
in 1797. On bis return, be was chosen a depu- 
ty to tbe council of Five Hundred, and secreta- 
8r to that body. After the revolution of tbe 18lh, 
ruQ^aire, bis brother named bim counsellor 
of state, and minister ploiipotentiary to nego- 
tiate a treaty of amity and commerce with tite 
United States. He s^ned tbe treaty of Lune- 
vittc, in 1801, and soon after cdQcluded a peace 
with Great Britain, at Amiens. He wan noiai- 
nated president of tbe senate, by the emperor, 
and honoured with the tides of prince and grand 
elector of the empire. This was but tbe prelude 
to farther advancement; be was raised to tbe 
rank of general and commander-in-chief of the. 
army of Naples, and lastly named lieutenant- 
general of that kingdom.'whicb be bad invaded 
atthe head of a powerful army. On the 13th of 
Feb., 1806, king Ferdinand left Naples for Sidly, 
and the next day Joseph entered tbe city and 
took possession of tlie palace. He was soon af- 
ter proclaimed king of Naples, and formally 
elevated to that dignity. As sovcrttign of tb« 
kingdom of Naples, be became subservient to 
the views and policy of Napoleon. He supprea- 
sed the religious ordenu seized upon their pro- 
perty, and converted their lands to the public 
use. He also abolished the feudal rights, and 
created a new order, called the order of tfie Two 
Sicilies. He was likewise accused of resigning to 
pleasure, hours which should have been devoted 
lo business, and of preferring a voluptuous and 
ostentatious life, to the welfare and respect of 
his subjects. His administration, however, waa 
far from being either tyrannical or cruel, andbik 
people complained rather of his prodijpality of 
expenditure, and the burthen of the public tax- 
es, than of bis vices or injustice. In the yea& 
1808, be was proclauned king of Spain and thb 
Indies, by Napoleon, and lie immcdiatciy quH 
ted Naples, for his ueW monarchy. The civil 
wars which ensued in Spain, the interference of 
the English, and the victories of Wellingtoiv 
caused nis overthrow in that kingdom, and hia^ 
retreat froin it, in 1813. He returned to France, 
and on the invasion of Russia, in 1814, be was 
appointed by the emperor, lieutenant-general 6( 
the empire, and commandant- general of the na 
tional guards, and eonfidentitfl adviser to the 
empress Maria Loui^, then invested w.tb tht« 
regency. Being afterwards overpowered by the 
allied army, he left tbe kingdom, and reti red Ui 
Switzerland; and on the final abdicationof Ka 
poleon, he came to the United States. Re baa 
since resided as an American citizen, In th« state 
of New-Jersey, and has acquired the contdjince 
and esteem of the inhabitants of that stat*, and 
of the country. His wife resides with her tWA 
daughters in the vicinity of Frankfort. 

BUONAPARTE, Luclen. was bom in 1T75> 
and went to France in 17^. He was ai firdk . 
employed as acqmmissary of stores, in Be^um 
and did not commence bis political career until . 
1797. He was then sent as a deputy to the coun- 
cil of Five Hundred, and, while a member of 
that body, was distinguished for his modertdoa 
and love of Justice. Perceiving that tbe tben 
government was tottering, and that a cfaatig« 
of affkirs was approaching, Luclen wrote io 
Ids brother, tben in Egypt, advising him of tbe 
ttate of partlef in Franco, and tttflng bis retors 
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and on tlie arrival of Napoleon, be acted a prin-litlie bar, where be rose to tbe highcet rank •( 
eipal part in the rcvoliition wbicb elevated takHjprofeHional eminence He was aftorwarda 
brother to the first consulship.

Uiat occasion were rewarded by an appointment 
to the ministry, and by embassies abroad, in 
which he amassed inunense wealth. He t 
said to have been opposed to the elevation of 
Napoleon to the throne ; in cor«equence of 
which, a coolness ensued between tbe brothers 
which was so far increased by a subsequent 
marriage of Lucien, that he was ordered to quit 
Prance. He retired to Milan, and afterwards to 
Rome. Subser^uently he embarked for the Uni- 
ted States, wus taken prisoner by a Biltish fri- 
gate, and sent to England, where he continued 
ttntH 1814. On tbe return of Buonaparte from 
fUba, he repaired to his assistance, and took an 
•ctive part in the affairs of that period. Since 
^ abdication of tbe emperor, lie has resided at 
'Rome. He has been created prince of Canino, 
by the pope. 

BUONAPARTE, Louis, third brother «f Na- 
poleon, was born in the year 1778. He entered 
young into tbe military service, was with his 
brother in the campaigns of Italy and Egjrpt, 
and returned from tbe tatter country wi:!i dee- 
patches for the directory. When Napoleon was 
proclaimed em^ror, he was made a cor»tabl« 
of the empire, and governor-general of Pied- 
mont. In 1805, he succeeded Murat in the go- 
vernment of the city of Paris ; he afterwards 
took command of the army north, and on the 
4th ef June, 1806, he became king of HoUand. 
Louis was distinguished tor his mrid and gentle 
disposition, and for his love of justice. Hemadej 
Iris administration, to far as was in his power, 
beneficial to his people ; he dirainisbed the taz- 
>est>f the country, secreUy encouraged trade, and 
Generally adopted such measures as acquired for 
Aitp the character of a good prince. Hbi policy 
bo far interfered with the views of Napoleon, 
that he was compelled to reiinqoidi the throne, 
and be retired to Ora^ in Smia, and afterwards 
to Rome, where lie now resides. He has recent- 
ly pablisbed an iateresthig work, relative to his 
teten ov^ HoUand. 

BUONAPARTE, Jerome, theyounger brother 
of Napoleon, was bom in 1784, and educated in 
France. He went to St Domingo with Le Clerc, 
■s a lieutoiant, and soon afterwards was ap 
pointed to the command of a frigate. Buona 
tiarte had so high an opinkn of his nautical ta- 
lents tliat he made him an admiral ; he, how- 
ever, was soon dissatisfied, and transferred him 
to the army, where he rase to tlie command of 
• division. Abeuttheyear 1801, Jerome, visited 
the United States, and while here, be married a 
MisB Patterson, daughter of a very respectable

Mr. Calhoun laid the founda- 
tion of bis classical auainraenu under the tuition 
of the Rev. Dr. Waddel, after wUcb be became 
a student at Yale College, and graduated with 
much distinction for bis fu-oficiency in meta- 
physics, mattiematics, and the sciences gene- 
rally ; and with a high reputation for bis talents. 
At tliis period, Dr. Dwigbt foretold the political 
eminence wbicb be would one day attain. Mr. 
Calhoun prepared himself for< the practice of 
law, attended tbe lectures of judge ILeeve., at 
Litcbfieki, Conn., and soon after, rose to the 
first grade m bis profession. In a short time he 
becaiben member of tbe legislature of his native 
state, where he attracted great confidence, and 
in two years he was elected to congress. Of this 
body, Mr. Calhoun was an able, an eloquent, 
and a leading member, until tbe dose of tbe 
year 1817, wtoen he was appointed secretary at 
war. In tliis capacity, " bis attention was ac- 
tively directed to the p«at and important object 
of tbe general defence,** and bis active mind 
seems to have pervaded and analyzed tbe great 
and complicated mass of our national interests, 
and to have formed akuost a new creation in 
tlie ndUtary department of the government.'* 
In March, 1885, Mr. Calboun was elected vice- 
president of the United States. He was a lead- 
ing, decided, and able advocate for tbe late war, 
•nd has ever been a uniform advocate for in- 
ternal improvements, and also for a navy, " as 
tbe appropriate armour for a free people, witli- 
ont endangering tlieir liberty.** As a statesman, 
Mr. CaHKNin is an ornament to his country , aa 
a patriot, lie is ardent and independent ; and his 
eoUoquial powers are of the first order. 

CAMBACEREB, John James Regis dc, was 
bom at MontpelHer, of a respectable family, in 
1713, and educated for tbe bar. His talents soon 
gave him repotatioo, and in 1799, be was nam- 
ed a depnty to tbe national convention, and, in 
tliai capacity, voted for the death of tbe king.

CHATEAUBRlAND.Trancis Augustus, vto- 
count de, was bom in 1769, of an ancient fami* 
ly in Brittany. He entered into the military 
service fai 1786, but his regiment revolting al 
the beginning of the revolution, he came to 
America, and spent some time adiong the In- 
dians of the western wilderness, studying the 
character of that people, and viewing tne beau- 
ties of nature in their original state. He re- 
turned to Europe In 1792, and from a sense of 
duty, enHsted under the banner of the French 
princes. In tlieir service he was severely 
wounded, and confined to bis bed for three 
vears; tMs rained his finances, and compelled 
him to resort to bis pen for support. He pub- 
lished his Essay on Ancient and Modem Revo- 
lutions, and afterwards his Genius of Chris- 
tianity, works which have been much read and 
admired. Napoleon wished to attach him to 
bis interests ; and for a sliort time succeeded ; 
but on the death of the duke d*JBnghein, he re- 
signed his employments. He then travelled In 
Italy, Greece, and the Holy Land ; and has since 
published his travels in those countries. During 
the residue of the reign of Napoleon, he lived 
a private llfo ; but on the restoration of the 
Bourbons, he was created a viscount, and nam- 
ed minister to Sweden. He was afterwards 
minister to Berlin, president of the electoral 
college of the department of Loiret. and minis- 
ter erf* state. He has lately resigned his oflicef 
In consequence of a quarrel with the ministry. 

CLARENCE, William Henry, duke of^ is the 
third son of his late majesty, George III. He 
was bom In 17GS, educated for the navy, and 
sent to sea at an early age Having served bis 
tUae as a midshipman, be was gradually pro- 
moted to the command of a frigate, and recently 



Cbe parade and splendour of modem eztrava- 
fance. The general policy of bis admlnlstra- 
tioa has been the same as that of his predeces- 
801, since his elevation to the throne. He has, 
however, abolished the censorship of die prMs, 
and done some other acts Indicative of sounder 
views of soverament, than were entertained 
during thfl last reign. 

CHARLES LOUIS, of Lorraine, arebduke 
of Austria, was born in the year 1771. He be- 
gan his military career under the prince of Co- 
bourg, in Brabant, and was soon afterwards 
made goveraor and captain-general of the low 
eonntnes, and field marshal of the empire. 
This prince commanded with great repntation 
and glory in the war against revolutionary 
France, and in a succession of campaigns, and 
during a series of severe actions with the first 
French generals of the age, proved himself not 
only a match for them, but almost the only 
general capable of successfully opposing them. 
Our limits will not allow us to recapitulate bis 
victories ; wc can only sny, that whether oppos- 
ing Moreau on the Rhine, Buonaparte In Italy, 
or Massena in Switzerland, he displayed grett 
military ulcnts, and acqulrvd great glory. Ow- 
ing to the intrigues of thtf Austrian court, be 
was Induced to resign his military command, 
■nd he was made minister of war. In 1805, be

CIjARKSON, Thomas, a distinguished En- 
ffilnin philanlliropist, was bora in the year 1761, 
and educated at Cambridge, where he bad a 
high reputation. In 1785, Mr Clarkson composed 
a prise essay in Latin, on the question, ** Is it 
jwt to make men slaves against their will r* 
a translation of which he afterwards published 
This wa«, probably the first efiectual step toward 
the suppremion of the African slave trade ; and 
seems to have stimulated its author to tbos« 
great exertions, which so materially contributed 
to the Bngthrti act of abolition . From this time, 
Mr. Clarkson relinquished his professional pur- 
suits, and devoted his whole time to tliis great 
ot^Jed He connected himself with Mr. Wilber- 
foree and others, and formed a society for the 
abolition of the African slave trade ; be also wrote 
md published several works on the subject ; bad 
several interviews with Mr. Pitt, and the privy 
eonncii ; and after years of unwearied exertion, 
has accomplished the great object be bad in 
view. He has lived to wltnem the triumph of 
principle, and of humanity, and to see hts name 
placea among the benefacton of tha bumaa

CLAY, Henry, wat born in April, 1776, and COBBETT, William, it the ton of a farmer 



to a native of the county of Hanover, in Vijrginia. 
Bis father, a respectable baptist clergyman, 
died when be was very young, leaving bis family 
in pecuniary means, somewhat linuied. His 
education was not that of a scholar ; but at an 
early age as a clerk in the chapcery oflice at 
Richmond, Mr. Cla^ attracted the attention of 
chancellor Wythe, m whose house he found an 
asylum uul a home, an instructor and patron, 
under whose auspices he soon acquired a pro- 
ficiency in the law. He removed to (jexingion, 
Ky., in 1797, and there was successful in Ms 
profewion, and soon became distinguislied as a 

KHiician. From 1799 until 1806,- he was a 
iding and eloquent member of the bouse of 
representatives of Kentucky, ai which time he 
was elected a member of the senate of the 
United States. Alter this, lie waa successivety 
chosen a member of the legislature of bia adopted 
atate ; of the senate of the United States ; and 
In Nov. 1811, a member of the house of repre^ 
sentatives of the United States, and was irame-. 
diately chosen speaker of that body. This office 
be held until his recent appointment of secre- 
tary of state, at the commencement of Mr. 
Adams* administration. Mr. Clay's political 
career has beei^popular. In every appointment 
which he has held, be haa acquitted himself 
with dignity and firmness, and he has aoqiiired 
the reputatkin of a zealous patriot ; a statesman, 
aound, prompt, and sagacious ; and a brilUam 
and forcible orator. 

CLINTON, De Witt, aon of James ainton, 
a major-general in the revolutionary aruiy, was 
bom in the county of Orange, state of New-York, 
in the year 1760. He was educated at Columbia 
Collie, and after-receiving tiie honours of the 
university, commenced the study of the law, in 
1786, and was admitted to the bar. He was ae* 
cretary to his. uncle, governor George Clinton, 
who appointed him st>cretary of the university, 
and of the board of fortifications of New- York. 
He was elected a member of tlie legislature, 
from the city of New- York, in 1707, without 
opposition, and soon afler was chosen a member 
of the senate. Mr. Clinton was afterwards a 
member of the council of appointment, iu 1602 
a seiuitor in congress, and was from 1803 to 
1807 mayor of the city of New- York. During 
this time, be was for nine montlis a senator in 
the legislature, and member of the council of 
appointment. In 1808 be was agaUi chosen 
mayor of the city of New-York, and received 
the appointment of regent of the university. 
During Mr. Clinton's public life, much of bis 
attention has been bestowed upon subjects rela- 
tive to the public health and internal improve- 
ments generally, and when the law was passed, 
n 1817, authorizing the junction of the Western 
and Northern lakes and the Hudsr»n river, by ca- 
nals, Mr. Clinton was appointed cnmmissioDer.

CONGREVE, sir WiUiam, was born in the 
year 1760, and entered young into the artillery, 
<Tf which his father was an officer of rank. He 
applied biowelf assiduonsly to the service, and 
soon distlngnished himself by his mechanical 
genius, and by his important improvements. 
Tlie principal of these, is the rocket, known by 
the name of the Congreve Rocket, wMch, a« ^ 
formidable means of military annoyance, is 
generally admitted to be more efiicient than al> 
most any other. This he invented in 1808 ; ft 
b now adopted generally in the arnuea of tho 
military powersof Europe. Sir WilHam has pub> 
lished several scientific works, which prove l>ia 
a man of extraordinary talents. He to said mh^ 
high in favour with the present king George IV 

CONSTANTINE, grand duke of Russia, is 
the second son of Paul I. He married, in 171)8, 
a princess of Saxe Cot>ourg, who has since re" 
titrned to her family. In 1799, he served under 
general Suwarrow. and behaved with great 
bravery. He was in the battle of AusterJItz, 
opposed to Bemadotte, and distingaished him* 
self by hto gallant resistance to the Frencb. 
During the invasion of Russia, he was actively 
engaged, and in theeubsequent campaigns ; and 
be entered Paris with the allies. He is now 
vicer<^ of Poland, under his brother Alexander. 

COOPER, sir Astley Paston, F. R. 8., is one 
of the most distinguished surgeons and medical 
writers in Great Britain. Few possess an equal 
share of acience and practi<^ and none enjoy a 
higher reputation for tliat spirit of liberality and 
philosophy, which ought to characterise tha 
member of a learned profession. He is a mcm*> 
ber of the Royal Society, a surgeon of Guy*a 
HoepitaI,and president of the Medical and ChK 
rurgicai Society. His writings, which are nu- 
merous, are considered standard works by the 
members of the profession. He has lately been 
appointed surgeon to the king, and created « 
baronet.

At the age of 15, he was placed as a pu|^ 
with a Mr. Borlase, an excellent surgeon and 
•ccoropUshed scholar, with whom he resided 
several years, during which time, he laid down 
for himself, and pursued a course of study, 
which made him master of the leading princi- 
|rfes of botany, anatomy, and physiology, the 
simple mathematics, natural philosophy, and 
chyraistry. The latter study, however, was 
nrost congenial to his taste, and some early dis- 
coveries in that science, drew him from obscuri- 
ty, and devoted him for life, to the pursuit of 
bia favourite science. He soon after published 
his *^ Researches Chymical and Philosopliical,** 
nod was chosen professor of chymistry in the 
rc^al institution. His most brilliant discoveries iT9&, he was apiminted cliief- justice of the com

His measures have been generally caK 
culated for the prosperity of France, and his 
speeches in their defence, have been rr?ceiv«d 
with respect, by the patriot, and the man of 
lleiteni. 

DESEZE, Raymond, the intrepid and eloquent 
defender of Louis XVI. at the bar of the Frenfli 
national eonventicm, was bom at Bourdeaux. in 
1750, and educated for the bar from his eariiei« 
years. His professional success was unusually 
rapid. Having been engaged in a defence which 
had attracted the attention of the fashionable 
world, he so far suceeeded, as to gain the esteem 
and patronage of the count do Vergeuiies- 
With his influence, he removed to Paris, where 
be soon gained the reputation of the most ek>' 
Quent advocate of France. He was imprisoned 
for his defence of his unfortunate sovereign^ 
and narrowly escaped death ; lived in retirement 
during the reign of Napoleon, and was only 
rewarded for his loyalty, on the restoration of 
the Bourbons.

EDGEViTORTH, Maria, is the daughter of 
Richard Lovell Edge worth, esq., of Edge worths 
town, Ireland, a gentleman distinguislied in ths 
literary worid for his talents and writings. The 
daughter is said to excel her parent in talents ; 
she has devot«d heraelf to literary pursuits, with 
seal and ard()ur. One of her objects has been 
to perfect the system of female education, itt 
which she has in part succeeded. As a novel 
writer, she ranks among the most eminent ; and 
the Irish character has never been drawn with 
equal troth and spirit by any other writer. Hes 
publicatioiis, which are numerous, have beett 
well received on both sides of ttie Atlaniic. 

ELDON, the earl of, is the son of a Mx. Scott 
of Newcastle, and was bom in 1750. He was 
educated at Oxford, entered at Middle Temple, 
in 1772, and called to the bar at the usual period. 
His first efforts were far from successful, but the 
encouragement he received from lord Thurlow, 
induced him to proceed, and he then rose into 
repute.

tive country, after tlie conquest of the French, 
In 1798. He soon withdrew from public affairs,- 
and havtog formed an acquaintance with the 
cdebrated Pestalozzi, tmught a large farm at 
Hofwyl, about 6 miles from Berne, which he col-

He was 
ereated prince of Asturias, when only six yean 
of age, and sticceeded to the throne by the abdl- 
cation of bis fother in bis favour, in 1806. The 
incidents of his eventful reign, have been marked 
by the stupidity and bigotry, which so eminently 
characteriEe this sovereign. Soon after hit 
ascended the throne, he was persuaded to leave 
his dominions, and nieanlv submit himself to 
the power of Napoleon, that he might obtato 
from tiiat emperor a recognition of his title; 
when to hit power, he was made a priaoner to 
France, forced fo relinquish his sceptre uncon- 
ditionally, to his father, bv whom it Was reeiga- 
ed to Buonaparte, and for five years kept ia 
custody in the interior of France. On a change 
of alTairs to France, lie was suffered to return 
to his dominions. Before he left bis ktogdom, 
he had authorized the convocation of a cortea, 
and he had solemnly promised to maintain thoa 
in th^r privil^fies, and to approve tlieir acta.

Ferdinand is once more permitted ta triumph 
over tbe wishes of his subjects. He liolds his 
sceptre, however, by a precarious tenure; he 
has lost the confidence and good will of his sub- 
jects, and there now exists, from one end of 
Spain to the other, a rooted distrust of hkn, 
which is but too well justified by his former 
conduct, probably, should the French array be 
withdrawn from his kingdom, his throne would 
he sbalten to its foundation, by his oppressed 
Bubiects. 

FERDINAND IIL, grand duke of Tuscany, 
and arciiduke of Austria, was bom in tbe year 
1769. He is a son of the late Leopold, emperor 
of Germany, and brother of the iH-esent empe- 
ror of Austria. Tuscany was granted him by 
his father, and he was created grand duke in 
1791. Distiiigiiiahed by bis protection of letters, 
and the mildness of his administration, he has 
shown himself more di^irous to maintain peace 
iu his states, than to involve them fn war, for 
what are now styled the essential principles of 
government Ho was, therefore, tlie first of the 
princes of Europe, to recognise the French re- 
public. This of course involved him in difiiculty 
with neighbouring powers, who compelled him 
to change his policy, and adopt a system, which 
resulted in his expulsion from his state. He has 
been re-eMablished in Tuscany, since the abdi- 
cation of Buonaparte, and yet retains Ms autho- 
rity In that state. 

FESCH, cardinal, uncle of Napoleon, late 
emperor of France, was born at Ajaecio^ in 
Corsica, in 1763, and educated for the church. 
An ardent partisan of French revolutiooary 
^rinoiplep, be threw of bis clerical dress, and 
entered the army. In 1796, he became com' 
missary general in the army of Italy, under Na. 
poleon, and in that office he acquired a large 
fortune. After this, he resumed tlie ecclesiastical 
profession, was appointed archbishop of Lyons, 
and in leOS^ obtained a cardinal's hat. He was 
soon after sent ambassador to Rome, where be 
resided until the coronation of the emperoTi 
when he accompanied pope Pius VII. to Paris, 
to assist in that ceremony. He was ttie same 
year appointed grand almoner of France, and a 
principal officer of the legion of honour. In 
1806, he was nominated by tbe elector, arob- 
chancellor of the Germanic empire, his coadjutor 
and successor. He afterwards fell into disgrace 
with Buonaparte, for opposing his violent treat- 
ment of tbe pope, and retired to his see in Lyons, 
where be resided in ereat splendour, until 1814. 
On the downfall of his nephew, he went with 
his sister Madam Letitla Buonaparte to Rome, 
where he lived in retirement, until tbe reCam 
from Elba, He then resumed his dignities in 
France for a short period, but again took up his 
residence at Rome after the battle of Watertoo. 

FRANC18 n.. emperor of Austria, and son 
of Leopold II. of^ Spain, was bom in February, 
ITRS. In June, 1792, he was crowned king of 
Hungary ; in Julv, elected king of the Romans ; 
and in August of^the same year, he was crown- 
ed king of Bohemia. In 1804, he took tbe title 
of hereditary emperor of Austria. Francis is 
not willing to relinqalsh the rightsof despoclam ; 
yet his mildness of temper, and his attachment 
to his subjects are remarkable. He is an effi- 
cient member of tbe " Holy Alliance.^ 

FREDERICK VL, king of Denmark, son of 
Christian VII., was bora In January, 1768. He 
distinguished himself by tlie probity, justice, and 
publicity of his administration while regent, and 
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reign has afforded an example of political and 
religious liberty, singular In a country, the con- 
stitution of which is almost wholly at the dis- 
posal of the sovereign. 

FREDERICK WILUAM UI.. king of Pnis- 
sia, bora in August, 1770, succeedr-d Ms father, 
Frederick WilUam II., November, 1797. His 
early life was much devoted ta the interests of 
Prossia ; but since his alliance with Alexander 
of Russia, tbe character of Frederick seems to 
have been changed ; the promises made to bis 
subjects during his turbulent wars with France, 
have been broken, and Frederick, backM by the 
armies of the *' Holv Alliance,** defies the dis- 
content and Anger of his people. 

FREDEHIICK AUGUSTUS I., son of Frede- 
rick Christian, was born December, 1750 ; be- 
came elector of Saxony in 1768, and in 1777, 
elector of Bavaria, by the death oCMaximilian. 
In 1791, the crown of Poland was proffered him 
in the name of the Polish nation, which he cte- 
clined accepting, at the desire of his subjects. 
ta 1806, Saxony was constituted a kingdom, and 
Frederick elected king. Ho becnnip a member 
ot the Germanic body in 1813. Taken prisoner 
by the armies of France, Russia, and Prussia 
in 1813, he was obliged to relinquish large por- 
tions of his territory, and, 1^ order of the king 
of Prussia, he acceded to tiie ** Holy Alliance'^ 
in 1817. 



GALL, Dr., is new a resident of Paris, and 
was bom in Wertembnrg, in 1758. With hHn 
originated tbe science of craniology, which has 
found so many advocates in Germany, Paris, 
England, and tiM United States. 

GALLATIN, Albert, a native of Geneva, 
eame many years since to the United States. 
For subsistence he became a French teacher, 
but afterwards coimecting himself wfth Mr. 
JefiS^rson, he rase to high employments in this 
country. He was appointed secretary of tbe 
treasonr ; and, in 1813^ was sent to conclude a 
peace between tbe United States and Great 
Britiiin ; ftiiling in this be returned in 1814 ; hi 
1815, be was appointed minister to Paris, and 
afterwards went to London on public business. 

GALT, John, an extensive and observant 
traveler, and an author of considerable talen^ 
was bora in Greenock, 1779. He baa published 
tiie "* Life of Beajamin West, Esq.;*' Uic^'Life 
and Admlnittration of Cardinal Wolsey;** 
"Annals of the Parlsb,*' and many other 
works. 

GEORGE IV., kln| of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, son of George III., was bora Angtist 13tb, 
17S9, on the 17tb of that month was created 
prince of Wales, and eari of Chester. He con- 
nected himself with Mr. Fox and tbe popular 
party, in 1783, and in the samlrVoar, having 
taken his seat in parliament,supported Mr. Fox's 
celebrated India bill. In 1795 he married the 
princess Caroline of Branewick, and, in 1810, 
in eoneequenee of the king's indisposition, ho 
was appointed regent, And continued closely at- 
tached to the Pitt party.

Ho wu 
some time a minister at Cambridge, bot bis dr 
cttnirtg health has obliged him to retire ts 
Leleesterrhire. 

HARDENBERG, prince was horn fn Hano 
>ver, 1730. After the Margravate of Anapacl 
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and BareuUi w«8 sold to Praatia, M. Uardenben 
was emoloyed to aflsiinilate their laws aed 
goverinaent to those of Prussia. He is now 
CHanoeiior of state, minister of war, aud mem- 
ber of the cabinet of the icing of Prussia, wiio 
fave him the ranic of prince. He is considered 
one of the ablest statesmen of Europe. 

HASTINGS, marquis of, born 1754, and as 
lord Rawdon, u well iuiown in this country as 
a general iu the British service during the revo- 
Uoiiary war. His career since has gained him 
much popularity. In 1805, he was seat as com- 
mander-in-chief, into ScoUaiul ; and in 1822, he 
returned to Bngtaud from India, where he bad 
been for some years as governor-general. 

HAZLITT, WilUam, the son of a dissenting 
minister, was ori^natly an artist, but, rof 
quishing the pencH for the pen, haa become o 
slderably distinguislied as an author. Besii 
many other works, he has written " Lectu 
on the English Poets," '* Political Essays, w 
Sketches of Public Characters," " Lectures 



tlie English Comic Writers," and "Characters 
I of 8hakspeare*s Plays." 
j HEATH, James, an eminent engraver, of 
I England, was born in 1757. He has engraved 
I several beautiful prints, which have gained him 
great reputatii>n ; his son, Charles Heath, is con- 
' aidered one of the best engravers of his time. 

HENKV, Dr. William, born in Manchester, 
, Eng., hu acquired much celebrity as a chymist. 
His works have all been well received. Among 
&em, are **• Elements of Experimental Chymis- 
try," and " A General View of the Nature and 
Objecu of Chyniistry." 

MESdE CASSEL, elector of, was bom Jane, 
1743. He is one of the most illiberal monarchs 
of the present day. After the battle of Jeoa, 
Buonaparte took from him his electorate, to 
which he did not return till after the coition, 
into which he entered, was victorious over 
Prance, 

HQBHOUSE, John Cam, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and soon after tra- 
velled into Greece and some provinces of tlie 
Turkish empire, iu company with lord Byron. 
He has. written an ^^ Account of a Journey into 
Albania and other provinces in the Turkish Em 
pire," a vohinie, illustrative of lord Byron's 
^' Ohilde Harold," and some other works. In 
a reply to lord Erskine, he offended tlie house of 
oommons, for which he was imprisoned ; but 
be was sooa after elected a member of the 
house he had offended, and is an intimate friend 
of sir F. BurdetC. 

HOFLANO, Mr. and Mrs., the former a land- 
scape painter, and the latter an author, eaeb 
uniting considerable talents in thei^profeasion. 
Among the works of Mn. Holland are ** The 
Son of a Genius," " Says she to her neighbour, 
whati" " Ellen the Teacher," " TlieSisters," 
and the " Officer's, Clergyman's and Merchant's 
Widow." Many of her works are deidgned 
for youth, and all are strictly moral. 

HOGG, James, the Ettrick shepherd, is the 
son of a respectable farmer and abeep dealer in 
Scotland, who was ruined wlien the subject of 
this article was a child. At seven years of age 
he became a cowherd, and afterwards a shep- 
herd. During this period he suffered many 
hardships. " Time after time," says he " I had 
but two shirts^ which often grew so bad, that 
vrhen I put them on tliey hung In long tatters as 
far as my heels." At eighteen years of age, he 
could hardly read^ and In writing a letter at that i 
time, he says, " I bad actually fo-got bow (p||'

When 
was nineteen, he liired himself as a shepherd, 
a gentleman, with whom he lived nine year«.

HUFELAND, Dr., the most celebrated of 
German physicians, is professor of the university 
of Jena, and physician to the king of Prussia. 
He has published many works on medicine, 
among which, the most curious is the " Art or 
prolongtng Human Life,!.' by means of wliicli, 
he is of opinion that the age of man may be ex- 
tended to two hundred years. 

HUMBOLDT, baron, Frederick, one of the 
most indelatigable and intelligent of modern 
traveller^, was born at Berlin, in 17(H). He has 
visited Holland, Italy, Switzerland, Cuba, South 
America, and the United Slates; few have 
encountered toll and danger more readily, in 
pursuit of a favourite object ; ur It)oked upon 
the works of nature with a more observant eye. 
Baron Humboldt lias published several volumes 
of travels, and is known as a botanist and 
minenUogist. He is now supposed to be in the 
East Ind^s. 

HUNT, Lieign, a nephew of the late Benja- 
min West, was born in England, in 1784. Aa 
a poet and prose writer, lie has uxhibUo<l con- 
siderable talents; among his works are "The 
Feaat of the Poets," " The Descent of Uberty,'* 
"Foliage," a translation of the "Aminta of 
Tasao," "The Round Table," &c. For a 
dme he was editor of a paper, called the " E.x- 
aminer," and for a libel published in it on the 
prince regent, he was once sentenced to two 
years imprisonnKUt. 

HUTTON, Dr. Charles, bom at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, in 1737. Although since the aue of 
eighteen, he has always been a schoolmastec 
he baa become eminent as a mathoniniician. 



Among his works are " Elements of Conic Sec- 
tions," "A Mathematical and Philosophical 
Dictionary," and " A new ctmrse of Matiiema- 
tlcs." He now resi<les ut Woolwich. 

HYDE DE NEUVILLE, count, the son of 
Ian Engluhman, a resident of France. De Neu 
ville was a principal agent of the exiled Bonr- 
alter tlie establishment of the c<m.<ulship, 
and had tlie boldness to proposH to Butmapario 
to restore the exiled family. Fur this, and 8onie 
unsuccessful intrigues, an order was issued for 
ills arrest ; but he escaiied, and lied, Anally, to 
this country, and resideil in the vicinity of New 
Yoris. for several years. After tliu resiuraiiou 
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of Louis XVUI., he returned to Frmuce, add forltlie haa ■inee beM a seat, and be was a proai- 

neat, althoogh unsuccetwul candidate for thi 



bis AdelKjr to the Bourbons, he was rewarded 
wiUi the title of count, and the place of ambas- 
sador to the United States. He has lately re- 
turned to PariH. 



IRVING, Washinston, vTas bom in the city 
of New- York, about tbe vear 17S{, was educated 
ai Columbia College, and while there be amused 
the town occasionally by some effUsiou^ which 
aptwared in one of tiie papers of tlie time, ti*' 
had citninieHced the study of the law, when in 
IH03, hiiT studras were interrupted by decaying 
health ; he immediately sailed for Europe, and 
at the expiration of two years, having visited 
many of the most Important places on the con- 
tinent, he returned through England to his Jia- 
tive city. Atler completing his studies, he was 
a4imitte«l to ihe bar ; but preferring other pursuits 
to tlh! diftaite of the law^ he devoted himself to 
literature, and in 1R07, m connexion with Mr. 
Paulding and Mr. Verplanck, the most amusing 
and popular per(u<lical publication of the times, 
was prmluced nitder the title of '^ Salmagandi.** 
In 1810, Mr. Irving published " Knickerlwcker's 
History of New- York,'* and lite ftmie of it 
e8tabii»lieU tU^ reputation of Its author. During 
the laie war, Mr. Irving was military secretary, 
and aid -de camp to tiie governor of tlio state 
of New -York ; and in 1815, h« went to Eng- 
land, and has since resided in Europe. Since 
his arrival in England, he has added much to 
his literary reputation, both there, and in his na- 
tive country, bv several volumes under the titles 
of "The Sketcti Bouk,*' "Rracebridge Halt;*' and 
" I'ales of a Traveller.** Mr. Irving is now en- 
gaged at Paris, in editing an extensive collec- 
tion of Euglidh and American literature. 



JACKSON, Andrew, was bom in the (then) 
Wraxaw settlement, South Carottna, in the year 
1767, and is of Irish parentage. He enlisted in 
the service of his country at the age of fourteen, 
and after fizhting bravely, was wounded and 
taken prisoner. After his release, he studied 
at a nourialiing acadeqiy in the settlement, 

Srepared himself for the bar in Salisbury, In 
rorth Carolina, was admitted to it, and settled 
himself at Nashville, in Tennessee, wtiere he 
was so successful In his practice, that he was 
soon appointed attorney-general for the district. 
At a state convention in 1706, Mr. Jackson was 
much distinguished, and he was that jrear 
elected to congress , after bein| a member of 
each hoMse one year, he resigned his seat, 
esteemed for the soundness of his understand- 
ing, and the moderation of his demeanour. He 
was then for a short time a judge of tlie su- 
preme court of Tennessee. At the commence- 
ment of the latt war he was a major-general of 
militia In Tennessee, and by an energetic ad- 
dress to the militia of bis division, he drew 2500 
volunteers to his standard. Tfiese were dis 
banded in the spring of 1813. General Jackson's 
military career since, is well known ; in hu va- 
rious campai<;nR, he has proved himself a most 
skilful commander, a vigilant disciplinarian, and 
a dauntless soldier. He was sent by government 
to receive the Floridas from Spain, as commis< 
shiner, and afterwards was appointed governor 
of these provinces. General Jackson was elect- 
ed a senator to cmgrqta fitMU Teimessee, where 
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prertdency, in opposition to Mr. Adams. 

JAMIE80N, Rtibert, aa eminent miReralogift, 
and a resident of Edinburgh, where he te a pro* 
AesBor of notural history, prudent of the Wc^ 
nerian HocieQr, and lecturer in mineralogy. Hit 
largest work is a " System of Mineralogy," 3 
vols. Svo. Among other works which be has 
published, is a *'' Treatise on theextenml, chymi- 
cal, and physical character of Minerals ;** and 
'' Outlines of the Mineralogy of the Scottish 
Isles.*' 

JAY, John, was bora in the city^ uf New- 
York, on the 1st of December, old style, in 1745u 
He waia educated at Columbia College, and was 
afterwards admitted to the bar, where be attain- 
ed great and deserved reputation as a lawyer. 
He was elected by thedtizena of New- York, te 
the first American cei^ess, in 1774, and after 
having been re-elected the two sucoeedinf y^ra, 
he was chosen president of congress, in 177& 
He was afterwards appidated a member of the 
convention of New- York, and after the organ- 
ization of that government, was ai>pointed 
chief-Justice of the sUte. In 1778, be was 
minister plenipotentiary to tlie court of Spain, 
and in 1782, was ap(K>iuted (me of the com- 
missioners to negotiate a peace with England, 
and a treaty was signed in Sep. 1784, when he 
returned to New- York. After this, lie -was at 
the liead of foreign affairs until the organisa- 
tion of the government, when he was appointed 
chief-justice of the United States ; white ia 
this occupation, he was engaged wkh Mr. Madi- 
son, and eolondl Hamilton in writing the Fede- 
ralist. As envoy- extraordinary to Great Britain, 
he negotiated and signed tlie treaty which tears 
Ills name, and on his return in 1795, he fovnd 
himself elected governor of the state of New- 
York. This office he held untU 1807, when 
declining are-election, and also the situaitoa of 
chief-ju6tice of the United States, to wbich be 
had been appointed, he retired from public life 
to his farm at Bedford, N. Y.^ still the friend of 
his country, but wholly unambitious of further 
honours or distinctions. He is one ot' the uumi 
worthy men who were bred in the school of ths 
revolution; and is conspicuous alike for ths 
soundness of his j^idgmentand his legal acquire- 
ments. His piety is undoubted, and the wantoo 
umlice, and rancorous endeavours to injure his 
name, he has viewed with the complaceuey of 
a Christian. 

JEFFEHSON, Thomas, was bora in Chester- 
fieW county, Virginia, on the 2d of October, 1743, 
and was educated at William and Mary College. 
He was a pupil in the office of chancellor Wytbe, 
and was a distinguished member of the Virginia 
legislature in 1760, where he continued three 
years, and afterwards was a delegate, and toolc 
a most consi^cnous stand in the congress at 
Philadelphia. Here he drew up that gigantic 
and spirited article, the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. After thhi, from 1779 to 1781, he was 
governor of Virginia, and at the cmiclnsioa of 
peace, was appointed, with Dr. Franklin and 
Mr. Adams, minister plenipotemiary to Europe 
He returned in 1780, and was appointed aecre 
tary of state, which office he rescued lu 1790. 
and retired to private life. Mr. JeAeraon was 
elected vice-president in 1797, and for the eight

KETT, rev. Henry, was educated at Oxford, 
and is a feHow and tut^r of Trinity College, and 
one of the king's preachers at Whitehall. He 
has published many works, auionr which are 
*^6ertBonsattheBainpton Lectures; ' '*£leuient« 
of General Knowledge ;" a translation of Cha- 
teaubriand's " Beauties of Christlauiiy;" and 
"The Flowers of Wit'' 

KING, Rufos, is the son of Richard King, a 
merchaut, of Scarborough, in Maine, and was 
born In 1755. He graduated at Harvard College, 
Cambridge, and completed his studies in the law 
in the o%ce of the late chief-justice Parsons. 
Wbdie a studisnt, be volunteer^ his services in 
the cause of his coiintrv uuder general Sullivan, 
who soon appointed him his aid, and served 
with much ardour and alacrity in the enterprise 
against the British on Long Island. In 1784, 
he was a delegate to the congress then sitting at 
Trenton, and iu 1787, bore a conspicuous part in 
the general convention at Philadelphia. In 1786, 
Mr. King^ removed to New York, and was elect- 
ed to the legislature in 1739, and also a senator 
to congress. He represented the United Slates 
at the Rugtish court from the last year of presi- 
dent Washington's administration to the year 
1809, with much honour to himself and his coun- 
try, wlien he returned home. In 1813, he was 
again chosen senator to congress, which office 
he continued to fM with undiminished esteem 
and applause. Mr. Ring in his public life, haa 
displayed a sound mind, and discriminating 
judgment, and is a profound statesman, civilian, 
anif orator. He has recently been appointed by 
president Adams, miidster to England. 

KNIAZIGWIOZ, general, a native of Poland, 
who first distinguished himself in the gallant 
struggles made by tbe Poles, in 1794, to ex- 
pel tiieir Russian tyrants. He commanded, un- 
der Zajonczek, at the combat of GUlkow ; and 
at the fatal battle of Macejorriee, he seconded 
KoBciuaco with tbe utmost intrepidity and intel- 
ligence. As second iu command of the Polish 
k^ons in th» French service, he repeatedly dis- 
tinguished himself, and afterwards, at the head 
of the Poiisii legion on tlie Rhine, he contributed 
his services to the gaining of the victory of Ho- 
henlinden. Napoleon, iu 1803, sent him the 
decoration of a commander of the legion of ho- 
nour, and he ha.') since been a lieutenant-general 
in the army of Poland. 

KONOVNITZIN, lieutenaat-general in the 
Russian service, born in 1764. fie was employ- 
ed in the war a^ain^t Sweden, and, iq 1812, 
fought gallantly at Witepsk, at Smolensko, at 
Borodino, and at Krasnoi ; and was rewarded 
with the cross of several oriit^rn 



be was distinguished as a sound legislator and 
statesman, uiiyiekliag in his determination, and 
a firm patriot. In private life, be is said to be 
benevolent, humane, and afiable. He is presi- 
dent of the American Philosophical Societv, 
and is a member of several literary societies in 
Europe and America, fie published ** Notes on 
Virginia" in 1781, which has lately beep re- 
published : it was ateo traosliUied lit France, 
and published in 1784. 

JEFFERV, Francis, a celebrated literary and 
legal character of Edinburgh, where he was 
bora, in 1773. In 1814, he visited the United 
States, and niarriad a Miss Wilkes, of New- 
STorlL Mr. hiWsry is most generally known as 
t literary character, and this reputation be 2tas 
ac<|uired as editor of the Edinburgh Revtew. 
This oflice, bowevefjlie baa decUoedtbe preseat 
vear (1825.) 

JOHN Vf ., king of Portugal, was bom in 1767, 
and in 1792 became regent of the kingdom. At 
the outset of bis administration as regent, be of- 
fended both Buonaparte and Spain, and these 
soon combined to manliest their disaffection. 
Napoleou mode demands of the regent whicli 
were not complied with, and he then declared 
that the house of Braganza had ceased to reign. 
The regent immediately sailed for tbe Brazils, 
and reached Rio Janeiro inaafety. In March, 
1810, he succeeded his mother, as king of Portu- 
gal. Though lie had some^ivhat ameliorated the 
situation of the Brazilians, the government eon- 
tiuued despotic, nil, in 1820, he took the oath as 
constitutional sovereign. In July« 1821, be re- 
turned to Portugal, and appears to be on the best 
terms with the cortes, the peofrie, and tbe new 
order of tbiags. 

JOUROAN, marahal count, an eminent mili- 
tary commander, was bora at Limoges, in 1702. 
He served in the United States in the regiment 
of Auxerrois, from tbe age of MS to the close of 
the revolutionary contest. In V^ be eommand- 
ed the army of the North, and defeated the 
prince of Saze Coboaq;, and compelled bim to 
abandon tbe blockade of Maubeuge. At tbe 
bead of tbe army of the Moselle, in 1794, be de- 
feated the allies, under Cobourg, and tbe entire 
conquest of the Netlieriands was the conse- 
quence. As a member of tbecmincii of Five 
Hundred, in 1797, be manifested a decidedly re- 
publican spirit, and was soon chosen president 
of the eouneii. In July, 1800, be was sent as 
administrator to Piedmont, and by bis JudKloas 

Sovernment did* himself much honour. In 1803, 
e was at tbe liead of the army of Italy, and, in 
1804, was appointed marshal and grand ofilcer 
of the legion of honour. After this be waasent 
into Spain with Joseph Buonaparte, as his ma- 
jor-general and military counsellor. He assented 
to the return of tbe Bourbons, was created a 
. knight of St. Louis, and in 1819, became a 
ber of tbe bouse of peers. 



KEAN, Edmund, an actor, born in London. 
In 1787. As an actor, Mr. Kean*s talents and 
powers rank him among the first of bis profea- 
■iou. But a late trial has rendered tbe ihCuny 
of bis character as conspicuous as are hi* talents 
m*K performer. It is said, notwithstanding the 
disgrace In which he left the stage in ttaia conn-

KEMBLE, Charles, an actor of great merit 
ta a tragedbui, a^ one of tbe first comic actors, 
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LABILL ARDIERE, M., n native of Alencon, 
and eminent a^ a botanist. His enthusiasm has 
led him to visit many parts of Europe, Asia, and 
America ; and on returning from one of his ex- 
peditions abroad, be found himself in possession 
of a herbal of four tiiouiiand plants, threefourtha 
of which were new discov^erics. He has pub- 
lished the most ample collection of tbe plauta 
of New Holland, that has appeared. 

LABRADOR, Don Pedro Gotnez, formerly 
minister of Charles IV. at the court of Florence 
By-iavRatioa of Ferdbiand Vfl., he acconipa* 
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•ied him to Bayonne, where he held a confer- 
ence with Cbatnpagny relative to the projpoeals 
offered by Napoleon lor the acce|icauoe of Fer- 
dkiaod. Don Petro attended Ferdinand in faia 
•)xile, and on his return to Spain, in 1814, that 
^ince ntmiiaated him counsellor of state, as 
well as anibitsdador to France, and his /epfe- 
sentativeat the congress of Vienna; in ail which 
situations, he distinguislied himself by bis diplo- 
matic talents. 

LACEPCDE, count, a distinguished natu- 
ralist, and a pupil of Daubenton and Buffon. He 



in also a politician. In 1796, he was appointed aeter^ and in this bloody (^ntest was wounded. 



a member of the National institute, and in 1799, 
Napoleon called him to the conservative senate, 
of which he became president, in 1801. fie 
afterwards was a member of the j|rand council 
of admiiustraiiou, and was soon clibsen -presi- 
dent of the senate. He accepted tlie digmty of 
peer of Fraqce offered to him by Napoleon, 
which was confirmed by Louis, in 1819. He 
has publidbed many works, among which is an 
edition of the " Works of Bu0bti," with notes, 
a Biography of tiie Author, and a Discourse on 
the progress of the Natural Sciences, by himself. 

LA CHATRE, the duke de, was born in 
Berry, about 1750. He accompanied Louis 
XVI II. in his exile froiu France, and was his 
particular confidant. In 1805, Lmxia nominated 
him his agent at the court of Elnglaud, where he 
remained after the restoration of the Bourbons, 
with the title of French ambassador. The duke 
returned to France in 1816, and in 1817, was 
appointed a member of the chamber of peers. 

LACROIX, M. Sylvester, is considered in all 
respects, the ablest mathemi^ticiau in Europe, 
and hid publications are numerous and valuable. 
In 1782, he was appointed professor of mathe- 
matics in the naval academy of Roclffifort, and 
also a member of the French Institute, and of 
the legion of honour, in 1799. 

LAFAYETTE, Gilbert Mottier, marquis de, 
was born on tlie 6th of September, 1757, at the 
Chateau de Chavagnac, in the department of 
Haute Loire, and was the iuheritoi of a princely 
fortune, and descended fromdistinguished ances- 
tors. At seven years of a^;e, he entered the 
•^nllege of Louis le Grande, at Paris, and com- 
menced his literary education. Here tlie lovely 
but ill-fated Antoinette, the late queen of France, 
took Mm under her immediate patronage, and 
at a very early age, he rose to the rank of a 
commissioned officer in the king*s guards. In 
1774, he married the countess de Noilles. At 
nineteen years of age, he sailed for. America, 
and landed on the shores of Bouth Carolina. 
This Ulustrious friend had become an advocate 
of the colonies, and felt all that ardour in the 
cause of liberty, which has not deserted him in 
Diaturer years. Lafayette had watched atten- 
tively the momentous controversy between 
Great Britain and her oppressed subjects, and 
resolved to make any sacrifice in their cause. 
He made known his intention to Dr. Franklin, 
then our commiAsioiier in Franc<^, who latdJ>e- 
fore him the disastrous state of the country. 
" The more hopeless your cause," said he, ** the 
more occasion is there for my assistance, the^ 
more honour shall I acquire by bestowing it.'* 
He immediately equipped a vessel for this ea- 
terprise at his own expense, and severing the 
ties which would have detained him in his na- 
tive country, be sailed for the United States. 
Arrived at Philadelphia, he presented himself 
before congress. '^ I am come,*' said be, '* to 
request two favours of this assemblage of patrft- 
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ots. One is that I may serve in your army, ths 
othOT, that I receive no pay.** He was inime- 
diatelf received into the family of IVashifkgtoa, 
and congress in July following, tendered him a 
commission ^major-general. Soon nfter, leam- 
iM the embarrassments of the army, lie gave 
Washington 60,000 francs (about 11000 doUars) 
to procure supplies; by which generous act, 
Washington was so affected, that he embraced 
Lafayette with tears of joy and affection. At 
the battle of Brand^wine, the marquis exhibited 
full evidence of his bravery and military ehar- 



AOer his recovery be joined general Green, in 
New- Jersey, and was at the head of 9OO0 men. 
whom he faadformtd, ckMhed, armed, equipped 
and disciplined hinmelf. He was afterwards 
actively employed in different parts of the coun- 
try, tiH 1779, when he returned to France, Ms 
object to obtain askance for his adopted coun- 
try. In this he succeeded, and in May, 1780, lie 
returned with the joyful intelligence, that a 
French fleet and army would soon arrive on 
our coast He immediately resumed his com- 
mand, and in the campaigns of 1780 and 1781, 
he displayed the most consummate generalship 
in preserving his little army, then opposed te 
lord Cornwallis, till the siege of that general at 
Yorktowii, where, collected and undismayed, 
be shared largely in (b« boiioure of ilie day. In 
November, 1781, the contest in which he had 
been so noUy engaged, drawing near a com- 
pletion, La^yetM Unified his intention of r» 
turning to his country. A fter the concAuaion ol 
peace, in Auglkst, 1784, general Lafayette again 
visited the United States, and several of the 
larger cities, in some of which the freedom of 
the city was |Hresente<i liim ; he returned to 
France, in December foUewing. 

General Lafayette was a member of the At" 
eemb^ of Notables at Versailles, in 1787, and 
in 1780 he was elected a member of the States 
General, made president of that assembly, and 
commandant of the national guards. In this 
capacity, his influence was exerted in favour 
of lenient measures ; and he did much to pre- 
vent the mob of Paris from running into those 
horrid exce^sest wUJcb were afterwaPds com- 
mitted. He acted a conspicuous part on the 
day the constitution was adopted, and soon after 
' pied his command. In 1792, he was called 
a into service ; but on that memorable day, 
Itth of August, when the royal family fled 
to the national assembly for safety) he opposed 
the fury of the mob, was deprived of ciMnmand. 
a price was set on his head, and ha was obliged 
to fly his country for safety. He was thrown 
into prison by the king of Prussia, and after- 
wards chained and imprisoned by the emperor 
of Aostrta in the citadel at Olmutz. Hifr eatsM 
was confiscated. In prison, he was subjected 
to the most barbarous treatment, and frequently 
threatened with an ignominious death. Great 
exertions were made to obtain hie liberatiqa 
wittiout effect, until, in 1797, in settling terms of 
peace With Austria, Buonaparte ezpremly stipu- 
lated that Lafayette should be set at liberty, and 
in 1799, after the overthrow of the French direo- 
tory, he returned to France, and settled at La 
Grange, about 40 miles from Paris. Previcms to 
Buonaparte's first abdication, he was elected^ to 
the chan^ser of deputies, and there proponed a 
vcHeof permanentsession, which was passed, and 
in consequence, the emperor ft>und himself under 
the necessity of abdicating the throne. F<«m 
that period to the time of bis embarkation Ar 
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Itbe popular tide at the cotnmencemeiit of tbe 
Preneh revolution. In 1793, he joined tbe army 
of Lafayette, fled with him and was thrown 
Into prison by tbe Austrians. He obtained liber* 
ty to return to Prance in 1800, and was sncees« 
siveiy named prefect of tbe Lower Alps, of tira 
Rhine and Moselle, and of La Somroe, and wm» 
ilso created knight of St. Louis, and appointed 
lieutenant-general in the army. In 1819, he wa« 
elected to tbe chamber of deputies, and has con- 
stantly proved himsetfa zealous friend of liberty. 
The political career of his brother, the count 
Charles de Lameth, much resembles his own. 
He served in> America with reputation ; was a 
deputy to the Stales General, in 1789, and joined 
the armv of Lafayette, in 1792. He commanded 
in Spain in 1813 and 1813, and on his return 
to Prance In 1814, was appointed lieutenant- 
general. In 1807, as aid-de-camp to general 
.\lurat, he was distinguished by his bravery at 
the ht^it\e of Heilsberg, where he was wounded. 

LANCASTER, Joseph, famous as the invent- 
or, and successful promulgator of a new system 
|<>f instruction. He was born in England, in 
1771, was bred and still maii\tain8 the habits 
and manners of a quaker. Disappointed in his 
expectations in his native country, he left Eng- 
land in disgust, and came to the United States 
about 1817, where his fame procured him friends, 
and his industry rendered him useful. He has 
recently gon» to South America, where, under 
tlie liberal patronage of Bolivar, bis prospects 
of success are most flattering. 

LAPLACE, maraub, a geometrician of high 
celebrity, was bom in 1749. He was president 
of the conservative senate in 1803, and in 1814, 
gave his vote for the dethronement of Napoleon, 
for which tlie king gave him the title of a peer. 
M. Laplace, holds tiie first rank among French 
mathematicians, and, in his *' Exposition of the 
jSystem of the World,*' he has powerfully con> 



Ihe United States, with the exception of bis 
liaving been once again elected to the chamber 
of deputies, general Lafayette spent most of his 
time in the pursuits of agriculture at La Grange. 
Wheii he^^xpresaed his intention of again visit- 
ln{( the United Stales, every heart beat high 
with joyful anticipation. He declined the oTOr 
of a national ship of the line to convey him 
•cross the Atlantic, which, together with a for- 
mal invitation to visit the United States, was 
voted him by congress, and arrived in the har 
hour of New- Vork on the 15th of August, 1834, 
in the ship Cadmus. The next day he was re- 
ceived in the city with the most enthasiastic de- 
monstrations of joy and respect, by an immense 
concourse of citizens. After making a complete 
tour through the United States, being received 
every where with the highesi marks of gratitnde 
which a free people could bestow, he sailed 
again for his native country, on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1835, in a ship fitted out by government 
for tiiat purpose, and called the Brandywine, in 
honour of his bravery in that memorable battle. 
In gratitude tor bis former services, with a be- 
coming munificence, congress soon after his 
arrival passed a vote granting gf^neral La- 
fayette 300,000 dollars from the treasury, and 
a township of land, to be located in any of tbe 
lands beloii!;ing to the United States. 

LAHARPG, general, was, in the early part 
of his life, a barrister in his native province, 
the Pays de Vand. He was invited to Russia 
by Paul I., where the emperor Alexander was 
his pupil. Afterwards, while a resident of 
Prance, he was commissioned by the executive 
directory of Switzerland to prepare that country 
for' a revolution, which he accomplished by 
means of writings and proclamations, with so 
much zeal and activity, that he was presented 
with a gold medal by the new government, to 
express the gratitude of tlie Pays de Vaud. Hap- 
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1814, Alexander decorated him with the orders 
of Russia, and gave him the rank of general in 
bis army. ^ He is now in retirement in Switzer- 
land. ' ' 

LALLY TOLLENDAL, marquis, was bom 
at Paris, 1751. In 1789, he was one of the 
most popular members of tbe constituent as- 
sembly, and supported the famous declaration 
of tbe rights of man, that was proposed by La- 
fayette. In 1793, be exerted himself with ener- 
gy in defence of Louis XVI., and since the re- 
storation, has been a member of the privy 
council of Louis XVIII. 

LAMARC^UE, count, was born at St. Sever, 
In 1770. At the head of two hundred grena- 
diers, he marched against Fontarabia, and by a 
masterly coup de-main, he took the place, de- 
fended by eighty pieces of cannon, and made 
one thousand eight hundred men prisoners. In 
1801, he was made general of brigade, and dis 
Cinguished himself at the battle oflfohenlinden. 
After this, he took the island of Caprea from 
the English, was at the battle of Wagram, 
where he haid four horses killed under him; he 
served in Russia, and in Spain, In 1819, and in 
1814, was created a knight of St. Louhu After 
the return of Louis XVIII., he took refuge in 
Brassehi, and afterwards passed into Austria. 

LAMBTH, count, Alexander de, a knight of 
Malta, waui born in France, in 1757, and as ald- 
decamp to general Rochambeau, served in the 
revolutionary war of this country, with great taoommander of the legion of honour. For the

LASCASAS, count de, is descended from an 
ancient Spanish family, and is distinguislied as 
the faithful and spirited friend of Napoleon, 
whom he accompanied to St. Helena, and who, 
during Ms reign, loaded Lascasas with favours. 
Lascasas has published a Narrative of his Resi- 
dence at St. Helena, and also, under the name 
of Lesage, "A Historical and Geographical 
Atlas.** 

LAVALETTE, count, was bora in 1760, at 
Paris, of obscure parents. To Baudelocque he 
indebted for a superior education. He was 
destined for the church, but, having Jinisbed his 
education, he studied tlie law. But the revolu- 
tion Interrupted bis pursuits. As an ofiker in 
the national guards, in August, 1793, he edca- 
voured to defend the palace of tbe Thuilleries ; 
afterwards he enrolled himself in the legion of 
the Alps, and served in the army of the Rhine, 
and that of Italy, with such distinction, that 
Buonaparte made him bis aid-de-camp, and cn- 
trasted him with hissecret correspondence. He 
gave him madamoiselle Beauhamois, the nieco 
of his wife, Josephine, in marriage, to draw the 
ties of Mtachment closer between them. Lava- 
lette accompanied Buonaoarte to Egypt, and 
after the establishment of the consulship, was 
appoimed postnsaster>general and counsellor of

yearn of age, and wai^ born at liMth. lie first be- 
came distinguiiihed by his |M)rtraits of tl>e Kem- 
ble family, and in a few yi;ar8 be began io ob 
t^in tbe highest patrotiagc, and no exhibition 
was considered coinpletu or iiuerosting, witiiout 
some of his pictures. The personal character 
of sir Thomas Lawrence accords with his pro- 
fessional talents, and he possesses much native 
modesty, aiul suavity of jnanuers. He is painter 
to George IV. 

LEOPOl^D, prince of Saxe Cobourg Saatfeld, 
was born in 17U0, and emered into the Austrian 
army, wtiere iicdistingussbf^ Irimself on seve- 
ral occasions, nnd attained the rank of Heule- 
nant-eoioneL He visited England in 1814, In the 
suite of the sovereigns, of Russia and Prussia. 
The intended marriage between the prince of 
Orange and the priMcess of Wales having been 
broken ofil^ prince Leopold was tbe protestant 
■elected to espouse her, and tliey were married 
in I8J7. By the preiiminaries of their mardage, 
the prince was entitled to an income of jiiore 
than 386,060 doilars, (beside an outfit to the same 
amount,) about !233,e00 dollars of which Was to 
mtiain with him in ease he survived her. He 
was naturalised bv aa act of parliament pre- 
vious to his marriage, and was appointed a 
colonel and field-marshal. Tbe death of tbe 
princess Charlotte has reduced him to the nmk 
of a eommoner, in England. 

LESLIE, professor of the university of Edin- 
burgh, is a native of Scotland, and a profound 
mathematician and chjrmist. He has invented 
several valuable pbiloaopbieal instramenta, has 
published several scientific works, and is a eom- 
tribnlor to the Edinburgh Review. 

LOCKHART, loim G., a native of Scotland, 
was bom about the year 1792 ; tie is a lawyer, 
aM resides at Edinburgh. He fs a popalar au- 
thor, and is supposed to have wiritlen Peter's 
betters, and also a leading writer for Black- 
wood's Magaslne. Amoi^ his beat perfiirm-

MACANZA, lion Pedro, a peculating minis- 
ter, descended from an ancient Irish family, and 
was born about 1760. He rose rapidly into ilie 
favour of Ferdinand, who appointed liiw mi- 
nister of grace and Justice. To him is ariribu- 
led to: crime of having been the piiocipal 
prompter ot tct monarch to destroy the liberties 
nf Spain. He issued ttie edict prohibUiu^ the 
exiles who espoused the cause of Joseph from 
entering the peninsula, and aftei wards com 
menced the persecution of the patriots. Em he 
was soon discovered to have been guilty of the 
grossest bribery and corruption, and he was 
thrown into prison, from which, after two yearsi, 
he was allowed to retire to an estate in Castile, 
where he now lives, despised by all parties. 

MAbALlNSKI, general, tbe patriotic Pole, 
who had the honour of being tbe first to raise 
the standard of liberty against tbe Rii»eiaiis, in 
1794. Be had long held a secret correspondence 
with Kosciusco, and, when thf order was giv- 
en for disbanding tbe Polish army, be collect- 
ed his regiovent of seven hundred men, de- 
feated the scattered Russian delachroe>nts, and 
succeeded ii) joining Kosciusco, (who had bcea 
appointed generaltesimo,) at Racow, though pur 
sued by seven thousand Russians. He distio- 
pisbed himself in several battles, particularlj 
in the defence of Warsaw. Be still resldea i» 
Poland, beloved and respected by his eountix- 
Imen.^ 

MADISON, James. The career of this states- 
man coBsmenced at ttie close of tbe revolutionat 
ry war. When the public mtnd was chiefly oc- 
cupied with the formation of a national cod- 
stitutimi, Mr. Madison vigorously co-operated 
with tbe principal men of tbe country, and in 
the meeting at Annapolis, and the conveutiott 
h) PhUadelpliia, he ranked high among the lumi- 
naries of the day. He participated In the die- 
eusrtons relative to theeonsiitutioo, and furnish- 
ed manv able papers for tlie " federalist-** Af- 
terwarm, Mr. Madison was a ipierober of th^' 
pegislatufe of Virginia, and subsequentlv wa« 
elected to congress, and io both tliese bodies hm 
was an ebie Mivocate for tbe people. He waa 
appointed secretary of state by Mr. Jefiersoo, 
and In this capacity displayed much talent as • 
statesman and logician.

In 1803, 
her husband's death left her regent of that ktnf- 
dom. Her court became by degrees one of the 
most brilliant in Europe. But, in 1807, the kinf 
of Spain having ceded her kingdom to Napoleon, 
she retired to the court of her father.

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'present contest with the Greeks^ and the barba- 
rous massacres he has permitted, exhibits the 
bloody tyranny of his government ; his Internal 
administration is exercised with excessive rigour. 

MANCHESTER, duice of, was born in 1768. 
Althollgli his fatlier was a strong oppositionist, 
he jointed the ministry, and was appointed lieu- 
tenant governor, and afterwards governor of 
Jamaica, wiiere he now resides. 

MANITEL, M., one of the most eloquent and 
Intrepid of the defenders of French litierty, was 
born in the dnpartment of the Lower Alps, in 
1775. In 1815, lie was a member of the cliamber 
•f deputies, convoked by Napoleon, and after- 
wards, strongly contended for the rights of the 
younger Napoleon, and moved a spirited protest 
agahwt the force employed by the allies to re- 
store the Bourbons. In 1818, he was re-elected to 
Checbamberof deputies, and has since held a 
scat there. In point of argument and elocution. 
«e is one of the most formidable opponents of 
Che ministry. 

MA RET, dulce of Bassano, enjoyed the confi- 
lence and frieudship of Napoleon, from the time 
Ae was made consul to his abdication. He was 
Blade secretary of the council of state, and was 
tmployed in negotiating the treaty of Presbur|h ; 
In 1811, he was madcminister of foreign aflairs, 
and created duke of Bassano; in 1813, he nego- 
tiated treaties with Austria, and Prussia ; and in 
1813 and 1614 was entrusted with various infpor- 
tant missions. He was banished by Louis, and la 
aow a resident at Gratz, iaSyria, occupied in the 
education of his children. He was born at Di- 
jan, in 1758. 

MARIA LOUISA, late empress of France, is 
daughter of Francis It. of Austria, and was 
born in 179 U The younger branches of the 
Imperial family had been taught to think of 
Napoleon with so much horror, that the princess 
(tinted at the first suggestion of her marriage to 
bim ; but at length slie yielded to the entreaties 
of her father, and to state policy, and afterwards 
became sincerely attached to him. They were 
married in 1810. During thcabsence«f Buona- 
parte in the campaigns of 1812, and 1813, she 
placed by him at the head of the French go- 
vernment as empress-regent, and in that capa- 
city, she went in slate to the senate, and de- 
manded a levy of 190,000 men. On setting out 
for the army in 1814, Buonaparte took, as it 
afterwards proved to be, bis final fitrewell of her. 
The oflScers of the national guard of Paris, 800 
in number, were summoned to the great saloon 
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[atarin, where he was enabled to procure • 
' r of provisions and horses, and keep up m 
ipondenee with the revolted colonies, he 



sustained the place against Montaverde, twice 
routing his army with immense loss, and at a 
third attack, completely defeating him. Marino 
Boon after joined Bolivar, and has been engaged 
in many of the battles since tiiat period. 

MARMONT, duke of Ragusa, wlu> has im- 
mortalized his name by his bravery and miUta' 
ry talents, and stained it by being the first to de- 
sert his benefactor, was bom at ChatiKon upoa 
the Seine, hi 1774, and was educated for the ar- 
my. This he entered in 1792, and was present 
in the first campraigns of the armies of tiie Alps, 
and of Italy. He tlien became aid-de-camp to 
Buonaparte, and displaved much courage and 
talent at the baules of Lodi, Castigiione, and 
St George. In 1798, he was made a brigadier- 
general for his conduct at Malta. In Dalmatia, 
he routed, with a handful of troops, the Russians 
and Montenegrins, and for this he was rewarded 
with a dukedom. He compelled Wellington to 
raise the siege of Badajoz, took the command 
of an army in Germany, and contributed at the 
victories of Lutzen, Bautzen, Dresden, and 
others. He was made a marshal on the field of 
Znaim, where he had been victorious, and in 
1814. shared in the laurels gained at Brienne, 
Champ Auhert, Vauchamp, and Montmirail. 
Here ends the glory of his career. In the re- 
treat, on Paris, Marmont, finding himself In a si- 
tuation In which he could pursue his own viewt 
without accountability to Buonaparte, negotia- 
ted with the allies, and separated bis division 
from the rest of the army. Louis rewarded so 
valuable a subject with a peerage, and has since 
appointed him one of the four marshals of the 
royal guard and a commander of St. Louis. 

MARSHALL, John, was born in Virginia, 
about the jrear 1/56, and went through the usual 
coarse of classical education in a private serai- 
Bary. He shared in the dangers and fatigues of 
the army during the revolutionary war, and was 
under the immediate command of Washingtoif, 
after which he studied the law, and soon after, 
be was elected to the legislature, and then waa 
a member of the executive council. In a short 
time he was at the head of his profession ; waa 
a member of the Virginia convention, in 1788, 
and generally represented the city of Richmond 
In tlie legislature of the state, until in 1797, he 
was prevailed on Jx> accept the appointment of 
an envoy to France, with Messrs. Pinckney and 
of the Thuill<*ries, to receive the solemn deposit Gerry. Mr. Marshall shared largely In thetrana- 



which Napoleon entrusted to their honotfr. In 
the persons of his wife and child. " I confide,*' 
aaid he, and he spoke it in a tremulous accent;

After the 
general peace of 1814, he purchased for himeelf 
BOW titles to Uie affections of his people, -by 
giving them a representative government, and 
placing them in tlie rank of free nations.

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DMhakeii and fenerous adherence to the fanen 
fortunes of hie illustrtoos matter, entered the 
French army at the age of fifteen, lerving under 
Buonaparte, from whom he received a sword, 
rorhfsserrices on the memorable l8th Brumaire. 
lie wafi aid- de-camp to marshal Berthier iHsfore 
he was twenty-one years of age, and in tliat ca- 
pacity distineuisbed himself at the battles of 
/iusterlilz, w agram, Jena, and Friediand. He 
commanded in the department of the Loire, 
when he received the news of the emperor*s ab- 
dication : with his wife and children, he volun- 
tarily partook of the fez-emperor's imprisonment 
at St. Helena, and continued with him till his 
decease. He is now arranging for the press, 
memoirs dictated to him by his late sovereign. 

MOORE, Thomas, one of the first of British 
^ts, was born in Ireland, and was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin. He went to Lon- 
don, with a view of making the law bis pro- 
fession, and was called to the bar. It was then 
that he translated the Odes of Anacreon; these 
net with so favourable a reception, that he 
abandoned the law, and devoted himself to 
literature. Under the name of Little, he pub- 
^hed a volume of poems, which were jusUy 
censured for their licentiousness. He visited 
the United States in 1805^ but his prejudice)^ did 
not allow him to form a favourable opinion of 
our country. Since his return, in 1806. he has 
published " The Two-penny Post-bag ;** " The 
Fudge family in Paris ;** '' The Loves of the 
Angels ;** and " Lalla Rookh,** an oriental ro- 
mance, which unites the purest and softest 
tenderness with the loftiest dignity, and in every 
page, glows with all the fervour of poetry. 

MORE, Mrs. Haimah, was born near Bristol, 
about the year 17M, and Is the youngest of five 
■isters. At Bristol, her taste and knowledge 
acquired her the friendship of Dr. Stonehouse, 
who encouraged her to write, and corrected all 
ber early effusions. The "Search aAer Hap- 
piness,** her first publication, was favourably 
received ; and she soon after published several 
other pieces. In 1782, she published her " Sa- 
cred Dramas.*' She retired about 1798, to 
Somersetshire, with her sisters, where they 
establtehed charity schools amoiq; the colliers, 
With much advantage to them. She has con- 
tinued since to give her productions to the 
world, and besides many others, has published 

* Thoughts on the Manners of the Great;** 
" Strictures on the Modem System of Female 
Education ;** and being consulted on the sub()ect 
of the education of the princess Charlotte, pro- 
duced ** Hints toward forming the character of 
a young Princess,*' which was highly approved 
of, and received with royal approbation. This 
excellent woman, who lias constantly l>een la- 
bouring to benefit mankind, has been many 
years confined to her bed by an excruciating 
dbease ; but in this situation, she has produced 
aome of her best works, among which are 

* CoBlebs in Search of a Wife,** " Practical 
Piety," " Christian Morals," •' Essay on the 
Character and Writings of St. Paul," and 
** Moral Sketches of Prevailing Opinions and 
Bfanners." Amongst her most intimate friends, 
Mrs. More has numbered Dr. Porteus, Dr. Beat- 
tie, Mrs. Montague, Dr. Johnson, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, and Mr. Garrick. 

MORGHEN, Raphael, an eminent professor 
of the graphic art, and one of the first European 
engravers, was born at Naples, in 1756^ and was 
a pupil under the celebrated Volpato. Among 
Iba aioat remarkable of bia works, are tbo 
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Trana^uration, from Bapbael; a Magdidebi 
from Murillo ; a Head of .the Saviour, from da 
Vinci ; the Monument of Clement XIH., from 
Canova ; and Theseus vanquishing the Mino- 
taur. 

MORILLO, Don Pablo, a man of courage and 
talent, was originally a serjeant of ariillery in 
the Spanish marines, but distinguished himself 
so nrach during the war between Spain and 
France, that in the course of it he was promoted 
to be a general. In 181A, be was placed at the 
head of an expedition against South America, 
consisting of twelve thousand men. He was 
at first successful : Carthageiia surrendered io 
him after a siege, during which he coiifiscar«:d 
the property of the Venezuelans, and comutittcd 
many cruelties. New Granad^ was afterwards 
reducfed, and again Morilio bad recourse to the 
system or bloodshed and pillage. These events 
roused the spirits of Bolivar, Paeai, and Aris- 
mendi,nnd Morilio wasseventl times defeated, 
he was driven from Granada, and a great part 
of Caraccas. In 1820, haviitg heard of the revo- 
lution, he returned to Spain, joined the patriots, 
and for a time was the political chief of Madrid. 
But he has been removed, and appears to ba 
viewed with suspicion "by the liberal party. 

MOSTONSKI, count Thaddeus. an illustrious 
patriot of Poland, was bom at Warsaw, in 171KK, 
When Stanislaus was compelled to accede to 
the confederation ofTargowitz. and consequent- 
ly to the overthrow of Polish liberty, Mosionski 
fled to Paris, became connected with the Girour 
dist party, and obtained a promise of assistance 
for the Poles ; but the triumph of the jacobin 
party put an end to his prospects ; he returned 
to Poland, took an active part with his coun-* 
trymen in their efforts to expel their oppressors, 
and when no hope was left of saving bis country, 
he refused to fly from Warsaw, was taken pri- 
soner, and was some time confined at St. P.eters 
burgh. He afterwards resided in France, till, 
in 1815, he was recalled to Poland by Alexander, 
appointed nuniater of tlie borne department, and 
of police.

NESSELRODE, count Charles Robert de, se- 
cretary for foreign affairs, and privy counselloc 
to the emperor of Russia, was born in Livonia, 
about the year 177D. This minister stands high 
in the confidence of his sovereign, and has often 
received marks of his esteem. Ho accompanied 
the emperor into France in the campaign of 
I8l4,and was one of the four plenipotentiaries 
that signed the treaty of quadruple alliance, at 
Chaumont, In March, of that year. All the notes 
and addresses of the emperor, at this period, 
bear bis signature, and were nM^tly drawn up 
by him. After a short stay in Paris, be repaired 
to Vienna, to assist in the conference relative to 
the future constitution of Germany. And after- 
wards, in 1815, be was one of the committee 
that signed the declaration or profession of faith 
of the several powers with respect to Buona- 
parte. 



OPnS, Mrs., was Iwrn in 1771. She is tb« 
daughter of Dr. Alderson, an eminent physician, 
of Norwich. This lady early evinced superior 
talents, by composing poems and descriptive 
liAeces, at an age when voung ladies have not 
QBoaUf finished their education. In 1798 she 
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married Mr. Opie, a celebrateil painter, and voonlltbeni, and often} after fighting with them durfni 



ttfter his death, io 1808, ^e published a memoir 
of bis life, prefixed to the lectures he had read 
at the Royal Academy. By this and other publi- 
cations, she lias acquired considerable repuM 
tioD, both as a prose and poetical writer. 

ORANGB, the hereditarj* prince of, is the son 
of the king of the Netherlands. He was bom 
In 1792. In 1811, he became a colonel in the 
British army, and served with Wellington in 
Bpatn. He was promoted to the rank of general 
in 1814, and was present at all the important 
battles in the peninsula. At the battle of Wa- 
terloo, he commanded the Dutch troops with his 
accustomed gallantry, and was severely wound- 
ed. In 1816, he married a sister of the emperor 
Alexander of Rossia. 

ORLEANS, the duke of, is a descendant of 
Benry IV., whose virtues be imitates. He was 
bom in October. 1773, and in early life was dis- 
tinguished for his sedate character, and for bis 
prudence and moderation. As due de Chartres, 
lie was a soldier in the armies of the republic 
for a short time, but was soon proscribed. lie 
then escaped, travelled in disguise throtigh dif- 
ferent parts of Europe, and at one time filled the 
professorship of mathematics at Reichman, in 
the Orisons country, under a borrowed name. 
He afterwards visited the United States, with 
bis brothers, and returned to Europe to assist 
bis mother. In 1800, he took up his residence in 
England. He married a daughter of the king 
of Naples, and now lives in Paris. He is heir, 
in no very remote degree, to the throne of 
France. 

OWEN. Robert, esq., a native of Great Bri- 
tain, was born to a moderate fortune, and edu- 
cated as a manufacturer. With a benevolent 
disposition, and a powerful understanding, he 
Iras devoted his life to the study of plans for 



this view, he has formed an establishment in 
Scotland, called New Lanark, In which his plans 
have been crowned with success. His principle 
•eems to have been taken originally from the 
Idoravian settlements, but with this diflference, 
that among them, property is in common, but, 
on Mr. Owen's plan, only such things are in 
common, as tend to general advantage.

When the first struggle for Tiberty 
took place in Caraceas, he joined the Toyalist 
party, and fought on their side until the cmel- 
ties of his associates filled him with disgust. 
He then lelt them with a body of cavalry, and 
Joined tlie patriots in New Grenada, where be 
performed such prodigies of valour, in opposing 
Morillo, that he was made a brigadier-general, 
and aflerwa^ds general of division. The libe- 
ration of the Colombian republic, by the victo- 
ry of Carabobo, crowned his glory. Paez is of 
a robust constitution, and possesses great mua- 
cular activi^ and power. Be Hves as frugally

PARRT, Edvrard William, a captain in tbi 
English navy, was born in the year 1790. He 
was placed in the navy when quite young, and 
gradually rose to the rank of first lieutenant, 
with a high reputation as an officer. Captaia 
Parry has distinguished himself, as commandei 
of an English squadron fitted out on a voyage 
of discovery to tlie north pole, by saccessfully 
penetrating into the Polar Sea as far as the HOtb 
degree of west longitude, and wintering on one 
of the newly discovered islands. For this, he, 
and the men under his con\mand, received the 
parliamentary n.ward of 5,000f. Captain Parry 
is now absent on a third voyage to the polar re- 
gions. It is to lie hoped that the long a^tated 
question of a northwest passage, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, will be put to rest on bif 
return. 

PEPE, general William, is a native of Cala- 
bria, and was born in the year 1783, of one of 
the niost respectable families of that country. 
He received his education in the military coll^ 
of the province, and entered into the amiy of his 
country, then declared a republic by the French. 
He afterwards joined the French, and 'was ac- 
tively employed in all the campaigns of that na- 
tion in Italy. He subsequently returned to Na 
pies, and was appointed aid-de-camp to king 
Joachim, and general of brigade. He continued 
in the service of that sovereign until his down- 
fal, and remained inactive after that event until 
1818. He was then employed by Ferdinand, 
with a high military rank, in suppressing the 
dreadful system of brigandism and robl)ery 
which then prevailed in that country. General 
Pepe has gained his principal reputation by bead- 
ing the late revolutionary movements in Naples,

He was 
appointed a professor at "West Point by the 
government, m 1824, which he was obliged to 
relinquish on account of hia health, and was 
soon after employed as surgeon in connexion 
with the recruiting service at Boston. Thia 
situation he soon left, to devote his attention 
more exclusively to literary pursuits. He is a 
regular writer for the Boston liiierary Gazette, 
and his poetry in that is received with general 
admiration. He resides in his native village, 
(1825,) and is engaged in editing some works 
for the press. His disposition is melancloly and 
retiring, and his career has been marked with 
traits of great eccentricity. He Is, however, a 
man of singular elevation and purity of char 
acter inprivate life.

For some office, wliicb lie btild under lib so- 
vermnent for a short time, tw receives a pension 
of SOW. a year ; this has converted him from an 
admirer of French republican principles, to a 
sealovs wtiter in the Quarterly Review. From 
1795, when be first afipeared before the public 
as an author, this gentlenian has been devoted 
to literary pursuits. His poetical and prose writ- 
ttws are very numerous. He is tlie author of

** Espriellas Letters,*' " The Curse of Kebania,*'

STEWART, Dugald. esq., a distlngnished 
tnetaphyrician, and professor of moral philoso- 
phy In the university of Fidinburgh, was born 
In tbateity, in 1753. His writings have gained 
him a high reputation at home and abroad;

SUSSEX, the duke of^ is the fpurth poa of 
George HI., and was bom in 1773. H« received 
the latter part of his education at Gottingen, 
and afterwards travelled in Italy. In that coun- 
try be contracted a marriage with lady AugusU 
Munrav, according to the Romisfa church, and 
on their return to Encland, they were married 
In Hanover Square. This marriage has since 
been annulled, as violating the roval marriage 
act. The duke has entered moeh into public 
life, particularly by accepting the t^ce of presi- 
dent of various societies. He is grand-master 
of the soeiety of freemasons.

celebrated no(>leman, who is perhaps the most 
considerable politician in Europe, was horn in 
the year 1754, of one of the most ancient fami- 
lies in France. He was educated for the cbureh, 
and in 1788 was made bishop of Aiitun. His 
Inclination and talents, liowever, led him to en- 
gage in political life; at the beginning of the 
revolution he became a member of the legisla- 
tive assembly, took an active pari in its delibo- 
rations, and was sent as the agent of that body, 
on a secret mission to England. On his return, 
his influence rapidly increamd, and be was 
made minister for foreign afiairs. He took an 
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a marriage which he bad contracted. la 18M, 
be was named high chamberlain, and in IM^ 
created priitce of Beneventuni, in Nai les. Oi 
the approaching di»wnlal of Napoleon, Tallej- 
rand began to intrigue sgainst biin, atid providi 
for himself. He was in conseqiieifte reiMUiet 
as minister for foreign aflUrs, b>- Louis XVlll., 
and sent as his plenipotentiary to Vi«;nua. Hi 
is now in private liie, an active and aiteniivi 
observer of the political afftiirs ol' Europe. Fro- 
bably no man living has taken a luore active pert 
in the political cliaiiges which have occutrrd 
in Europe during the last thirty ycara, nr gatnH 
a bicher rcpntaiiou for talents, intrigue, aiid 
political cunitiiig. 

TAL&IA, M. This distinguished arn) admi- 
mirable actor, was born si Taris, in ITCti. Be 
attended foritome time the tUit»es of declams- 
tion in fhe royal school of Paris, ai>d soon <jb 
tained an order fi>r his appearance on the sia^ 
and hi a sliort time took the Ittad in bia fwotts- 
sion. Madam de Stael says of him, **Talni« 
may be cited as a model of power, and of dis- 
cretion in the use ol it, of simplicity and true 
graudeur. His attitudes recall 40 oiiitd tlie fine 
statues of antiquity ; and the expression of Ml 
face aitd every look, ought to be the study of 
our best iiainters. 'J'bere is in jilie voice of tltis 
man a magic, which J cautiot describe ; which, 
t'wm tlie moment wlien its first accent is heard, 
awakens all the syjnpatliies of the Iw^axt ; aH 
the chamis of imisic, of painthig, of sculpture, 
and of poetry; but, above all, the language of 
the soul.*' Talma has succeeded in acquiring 
such dignity of mien, and grandeur of depor^ 
meat, that the emperor Napoleon seriously took 
lessons of him, the better to support his own 
dignity on all great occasions , it may be added, 
that these ereat coteinporarias loved each odier 
almost to idolatry. The wife of Talma is alas 
issessed of considerable theatrical repatMioa, 
ith in tragic and comic pans. Her healtliy 
however, has compelled her to relinqniah th« 
stage since 1610. 

TEIGN MOUTH, lord, was bom in Devon- 
shire, in 1754, and sent early to India, as a wri- 
ter in the service of tlie East India Company 
While in that country, be was Intimate wkh 
Mr. Hastings, and under bis government filled 
several important uflJces- In 1793, he succeeded 
to be governor of Bengal. From his different 
employments ii^ India, be reolixed a handanaM 
fortune, with which he rettimed to England, 
where, in 1797, he was created a peer by iba 
title of baron Teignmonth. He.waa the inti- 
mate friend of sir William Jones, whose life

TALLEYRAND, Perigord, prince de. Thli|| is distinguished for bis piety and benevolence ; 

he was one of the founders, and is now presi- 
dent of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

THENARD, M. This celebrated French 
chymist was bora in 1777. He early applied 
himself to the study of chyroistry, and witli such 
success, that at tbe age of 20, he was a chy mieal 
teacher in the principal public laboratories af 
Paris, and at tbe polytechnic school. W hen be 
was S6,.he was made professor of chymistry hs 
the college of France, and he soon af>er suc- 
ceeded the celebrated Foiircroy, as a member 
of the Institute. In conjunction with Cny- 
Lussac, he published in 1810, a highly interesa- 
actlvo part in the elevation of Buonaparte toHtng Work, entitled **Pliysico Chyuiical En^^l-

After display- 
ing great talents there, i^articalarly in modelling 
in clay, and receiving several prizes, be was neat 
to Rome, where he resided for some time, giv^

The restoration of the Bourbons following, and 
peace taking place soon after, he returned to 
England, and was rewarded for his services

TRUMBULL, John, author of M'Fingal, 
was born in 1750, in Watertown, Conn. His 
father was the congregational clergyman of that 
place. He was graduated at Tale College, in 
1767, and was admitted to the bar in Connecticut, 
in 1773, but soon after entered into the office of 
John Adams, at Boston, as a student. Here lie 
took a lively interest in the passing scenes in 
politics, and often was a contributor to the 
papers with great effect. He has resided at 
Hartford, Conn., since 1781, has passed through 
1 career of high success at ttie bar, and from 
1801 to 1819, was a judge of the superior court 
in his native state. In 1830, he revised his seve- 
ral works, ami an edition of them was pub- 
lished, for which he received a liberal compen- 
sation. At the age of seventy- five, his conver- 
sation is still marked with all that wit and 
vivacity which have distinguished him.

WELLINGTON, the duke of, fourth son of 
the late earl of Mornington, was t>orn in Ireland, 
May, 1769. He was first placed at Eton school, 
and then sent to the military school of Angers, 
in France. He entered the army as an ensign, 
and rose by interest and purchase, to the rank 
of lieutenant-colonel, in 1793. The next year 
he commanded a brigade on the continent under 
the duko of York. In 1797, be accompanied 
his brother, lord Wellesley, to India, where he 
rose to the rank of major-general, and to be 

fovemor of Beringapatam. On his return to 
Ingland, in 1805, he married a lady bf the fa- 
mily of lord Longford, was sent to Ireland, as 
secretary of state under the duke of Richmond, 
and subsequently elected a member of parlia- 
ment. In 1809, lord Wellington, then sir Arthur 
Wellesley, was ordered to the Peninsula, as 
commander in chief of the British forces ; and 
it is to his great talents, and brilliant successes, 
in Spain and Portugal, that he is principally 
indebted for his distinguished military reputa- 
tion. During the time he commanded in those 
countiies, he was constantly opposed to Masse- 
na, Murmont, and Soult, three of the most dis- 
tinguished French generals; and on all occa- 
sions, he proved himself their equal as a general 
and as a commander. For his services ttiere, he 
was created duke of Rodrigo, with the rank of a 
grandee of Spain, by the Spanish regency, and 
was successively made an earl and a marquis, 
by his own government, with a jpension of 
4,0002. per annum, and a present iroro parliar 
meat of 200,0002. In 1813, after the disasters 
of Buonaparte in Russia, lord Wellington forced 



simo of tlie European troops. In this capacity 
he gained the memorable victory at Waterloo 
which crowned his fame and put an end to tlie 
wars that had so long desolated Europe. He id 
now a field marshal of the forces, master general 
of tlie ordinance, &c. A part of the money 
vbted him by parliament, amounting in all to 
more than 800,0002., bos been appropriated to 
the purchase of an estate, on which is to be 
erected &a him, a splendid mansion at the public 
iexpense. 

WILBERFORCE, WilHam, esq., a member 
lof the English parliament, was born in York- 
shire, in the year 1759, and educated at Cam- 
bridge, vbere he became the iiitimate.friend of 
the late English prime minister, Mr. I^itt. Mr. 
Wilberforce is particularly distinguished for the 
active part he has taken in the abolition of the 
African slave trade. His unshaken persever- 
ance, his untiring zeal, and his unbounded 
philanthropy on this important sut^ct, as well 
as on other occasions, entitle him to the highest 
expressions of applause and gratitude from all 
good men. 

WILKIE, David, esq. This distinguished 
painter is a native of Scotland, and was born io 
1785. Having early displayed a talent for draw- 
ing, lie was sent at tlie age of fifteen to the 
academy at Edinburgh, where he continued 
several years. He went to London in 1805, and 
was elected a member of the Royal Academy, ia 
1813. He is said to be highly successful in paint- 
ing scenes of domestic life, in the manner of 
Hogarth, aud like that great painter seems never 
to omit the most trifling circumstance, which 
can tend to exhibit the spirit of the scene whicU 
he means to represent. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, king of the Nether- 
lands, is the son of the stadtholder of the United 
Provinces, who was expelled from his country 
by the French, in 1795. He was born at the 
Hague, in 1772, and married, in 1791, a princess 
of Pru£>8ia. For several years he commanded 
the Dutch troops opposed to Frauce, but was 
compelled to abandon his country, and retired 
to England. In 1813, be was invited by a depu- 
tation from Holland, to assume the stadtholder- 
ship, but was saluted by the populace as sove- 
reign prince. The congress of Vienna added 
the Netherlands and Luxemburg to his domi- 
nions, and raised him to the rank of king 
Since the restoration of peace, he has given his 
sanction to a new constitution, which had bceo 
approved by the states-general, and has since 
been employed in reducing to order the discor- 
dant materials of his kingdom. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, the present sove- 
reign of Wirtemburg, was born in 1781. He 
married, in 1810, the princess Charlotte of Ba- 
varia, against his inclination, and solely in 
compliance with the wishes of Napoleon. Hit 
marriage has since been dissolved by the pope. 
While prince royal of Wirtemburg, he com- 
manded the troops of his own country in tlie 
allied army, and gave proofs of talents and bra- 
very on several occasions. He succeeded hia 
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(Uiher in 1810, at m time wben tbe crow» wasDUte luajettjr, George 111. ffe was born in t7«i, 
engaged in dUputee wUh tbe repreeentAtivee of aad educated by ibe sanie instructors as lis 
the people.
